L—PUNJAB PROPER. 

T he Sikh sect traces its origin to the preaching of Nanak, a Hindu 
of the Kshatriya caste, born in 1469 at Talwandi, near Lahore. 
The new creed spread rapidly, but soon provoked the persecution of the 
Moghul Emperors. The cruelty with wliich the Sikhs were treated 
turned them under Govind Singh, their tenth and last Guru or teucher, 
from a band of religious devotees into a religious and militaiy common¬ 
wealth or Khalsa ’’ animated by undying hatred of the Muhammadans. 

Guru Govind Singh waged an unequal war with the Emperors of 
l^elhi. Openly to profess the Sikh religion became a capital crime, 
and tlie sect would soon have been exterminated had not the distractions 
of the empire, which followed the death of Aurangzeh, given them a 
hreailiing time from i)ei*seciiiion. The Sikhs then gradually gathered 
ill small parties and established thoni.selves in isolated forts. From 
these they scoured the countiy, luirniug and plundering, and giving 
iufiiiite annoyance to the weak Muhammadan Governors of Lahore and 
Sirliind. After the return of Ahmad Shah AbdaJi to Kabul from his 
fifth invasion of India, in which he had hroken the Mahratta power 
at Panipat, the Sikhs found themselves .strong enough to occupy the 
countiy round Lahore. But when Ahmad Shah returned to India in 
1762, he disastrously defeated them at Barnula near Ludhiana, and de¬ 
stroyed and polluted their sacred temple at Amritsar. 
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From this defeat the Sikhs soon recovered. In 1763 they defeated 
the Afghan Governor of Sirhind, and spread themselves over the plains 
south and east of the Sutlej, as far as the Jumna. The eighth invasion 
of Ahmad Shah, which took place in 1767, left the Sikhs masters of the 
country between the Jumna and Ravralpindi. Within three years their 
authority was extended over Jammu and the Hajputs of the lower hills. 

The spread of the dominion of the Sikhs south of the Sutlej received a 
severe check from the Mahrattas, who, recovering from their disastrous 
overthrow at Panipat, again overran northern India. In 1788 Scindia 
was in possession of Delhi, and by 1802 tlie Mahrattas had established 
their supremacy as far as the vSutlej, and exacted from the Sikh States 
to the south of the river a tribute of three lakhs of rupees. The 
Mahratta power in the north was broken by Lord Lake in 1803. The 
Chiefs of Kaithal and Jind tendered their allegiance to Lord Lake, 
and all the Chiefs of Sirhind virtually became dependents of the British 
Government. It was the policy of the day, however, to maintain a 
strict neutrality in regard to the alfairs of the Chiefs north of the Jumna : 
and, beyond establishing the Sikh Chiefs in the territories which thej 
then held and rewarding those who had done good service, the British 
Government did not iiiterfeie in their affairs till 1809, when the Sikh 
Chiefs claimed their protection against the encroachments of llanjit 
Singh. 

The constitution of the Sikh Khalsa contained within itself elements 
of weakness and discord. The Sardars or Chiefs owned no subjection to 
each other. They were followed into the field by their relatives and 
dependents, and each seized for himself whatever territory he was strong 
enough to hold. The Chiefs, wdth their (dansmen and retainers, asso 
ciated themselves into twelve Misls or ctjufederacies of equals. Each 
Chief parcelled out the conquered lands among his followers, who held 
their ])ortions in independence, bound only by considerations of mutual 
advantage and the general weal of the Misl. A bond betw^een the confe- 
deracies was supplied in tlie solemn assembly of the whole Sikh people, 
which met at least once every year at Amritsar. There the council of 
Chiefs, termed the “ Gurumata discussed affairs affecting the Khalsa 
or planned new expeditions. 

Under hucIi a system causes of quaml were never wanting. The 
difficulties with w^hich the Sikhs had to contend in their early struggle for 
existence kept them at first well together; but with success came dissen- 
eions, and the weak fell l)efore the strong. One of the Sardars who 
earliest raised himself to power and influence was Maha Singh of the 
Sukarchakia Misl, who married a daughier of tlie Raja of Jind and hy 
her had a son, llanjit Singh, born in 1780. During tbe invasion of 
Shah Zamiin in 1789, llanjit Singh rendered him service by recovering 
several pieces of artillej-y which had been lost in the Jhelum, and he 
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liad the address to procure for himself the appointment of Governor of 
Lahore. 

Eanjit Singh established himself in the city, and, in concert with 
Fateh Singh Ahluwalia, and Mai Sadda Kaur his mother-in-law, the 
virtual head of the powerful Kanhaya Misl, he soon extended his supre¬ 
macy over the neighbouring Sardars between the Jhelum and the Sutlej, 
and meditated the extension of his authority beyond the Sutlej. At 
the same time he was steadily labouring to bring under his dominion 
the scattered elements of the Sikh people, a task which was lightened 
by the mutual jealousies of the Sardars. In 1803 he made proposals 
to Lord Tvake for the transfer to the British Government of the territory 
belonging to the Sikhs south of the Sutlej, on the condition of mutual 
defence against the enemies of himself and the British nation. The 
offer was declined. 


In 1805 the last ‘‘ Gurumata was held, the system of confedera¬ 
cies acting in grave matters jointly for the common benefit was extin¬ 
guished. and thereafter the fierce of the Khalsa was directed by the 
will of one man. In the same yeai* Ranjit Singh was recalled from 
a. campaign against tlie Muhammadans between the Chenab and the 
Indus, by the sudden appearance of Holkar in the Punjab closely 
pursued by T.ord Lake. DiBappoiuted iu tbe hope of procuriug assistance 
from Kaiijit bingb, Holkar concluded a treatj' with tbe British Govem- 
meut, and returned to his territories. A treaty of friendship and 
alliance (No. I) was at the same time concluded by the British Govern¬ 
ment with Eanjit Singh and his ally Sardar Fateh Singh Ahluwalia. 

In 1806 Ranjit Singh began to lay hands on the possessions of the 
Bhulkuiu Misl on the left bank of the Sutlej. His systematic aggres¬ 
sion excited the alarm of the Silchs of Sirhind, and in 1808 they sent 
a deputatioiu consisting of Raja Bhag Singh of Jin.l (Ranjit Singh’s 
uncle), Bhai Lai Singh of Kaithal, and Chain Singh, HWan of Patiala, 
to beg the protection of the British Government. The answer they 
leceived was such as to encourage their hopes, although it f onveyed no 
I'ormul assurance of protection. 


In the meantime the prospect of a French invasion of India had 
uiduoed the British Government to depute Mr. Metcalfe to the court of 
Ranjit Singh to establish a friendly alliance. Towards the close of 1808 
in consequence of acts of hostility committed by Ranjit Singh on the 
sou 1 of the butlej while negoti:ition.s were jiemling, Govermueut deter 
mmed to comply with the wishes of the cis-Sutlej (::hief8, and M 
Metcalfe was instructed to declare the country between tbe 'sutlc' - 
the Jumna under British protection. Mr. Metcalfe’s mission resulted 
in the Treaty of Amritsar of 1809 (No. II), by which the British (lov- 
eiumeut agreed to have no concern with the territories and subjects 
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of the Maharaja of Lahore to the north of the Sutlej, llanjit Singh 
agreed neither to commit nor suffer encroachments (ui the possessions or 
rights of the Chiefs to the south of the Sutlej, and he was guaranteed 
in the possession of the conquests made by him on the left bank of the 
Sutlej up to September 1808. 

After the conclusion of this treat}', the intercourse of the British Gov¬ 
ernment with the Lahore Darbar was, for many years, confined to the 
interchange of friendly letters and presents. Eanjit Singh was too 
j^rudent and far-seeing to give occasion of offence by a violation of his 
treaty engagements, and he confined his schemes of conquest to the 
directions of Multan, Kashmir and Peshawar. By the close of 1811 
he had occupied Kangra, aiid completed the absorption of the old trans- 
Sutlej confederacies. A battle in July 1818 between tJie Afglians and 
the Sikhs left Foil Attock in his hands. In the vsame year he extorted 
the Koh-i-Nur diamond from Sliah Shuja, then a refugee at Lahore. 
In 1818 Multan was seized. In 1819 he took Kashmir. In 1823 he was 
at last successful in occupying Peshawar. 

In 1831, when Lord William Bentinck visited Simla, Eanjit Singh 
sent a complimentary mission to him. Arrangements were made through 
the Political Agent at Ludhiana for an interview between the Governor- 
General and the Maharaja of Jjabore, which took place at Eupar in 
October, when, at Eanjit Singh’s particular request, he was given an 
assurance (No. Ill) of perpetual friendship. 

From this period the utmost cordiality prevailed between the British 
Government and the Lahore Darbar. In 1832 a Treaty (No. IV) was 
concluded, to regulate the navigation of the Indus and the collection 
of duties on merchandise. The levy of duties on the value and quantity 
of the goods, however, gave rise to misunderstandings, and in 1834 it 
was arranged, by a supplementary Treaty (No. V), to substitute a toll 
to be levied on all lK>at8 with whatever merchandise laden. In 1839 
another Agieement (No. VII) was made foi' the levy of duty on the 
morchaiidiKe at one place and not on the boats. A fourth Tieaty (No. 
VIII) for the regulation of these duties was made in 1840 with ^larak 
Singh, the .^on and Ruccessor of Eanjit Singh. 

In 1833 Shah »‘diuja, who was living as a British pensioner at 
Jmdhiana, re.solved \o make another effort to recover his kingdom of 
Kabul: and for this i)urpf»se he entered into a ti'eaty* with Eanjit Singh

On the death of Shah 
Shuja, this treaty was considered to have become null and void. 

Ran jit Singh died in 1839. This remarkable man, who was abso¬ 
lutely illiterate, had raised himself from being the head of one of the 
smallest of the Sikh clans to a kingdom which, at the time of his death, 
yielded a revenue of upwards of two and a half crores of rupees, covered 
an area of 14,000 si^uare miles, and was garrisoned by a well drilled 
army of 82,000 men. Within a few years after his death, the kingdom 
which he had created by his personal abilities feU to pieces under his 


successors. 

He was succeeded by his sou, Kharak Singh, who died in 1840. Nao 
Nehal Singh, the only son of Kharak Singh, was killed when return¬ 
ing from liis father’s funeral. Thereafter there followed a senes of revolu¬ 
tions, by whic-Ji the power passed successively into the hands of Ghand 
Kaur, the mother of Nao Nehal Singh, his uncle Sher Singh, and 
lastly Dalip Singh, the reputed sou of Eanjit Singh. 

Unring the minority of Ualip Singh and the regency of his mother, all 
regular government wa.s overthrown, and the Khalsa army became 
virtually the rulers of the country. Military operations, as weU as the

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attitude of the army towards the executive goverument of the country, 
were solely detei-miued hy their Panchayats or regimental committees. 
The army considered itself, and was regarded by others, as the repre¬ 
sentative body of the Sikh people, as the visible Khalsa and master of 
the commonwealth. To divei-t the attention of the army from domestic 
politics, they were led to resolve on a campaign across the Sutlej, a 
movement which for some time previous had been expected by the 
British Government. In November 1845 the Panchayat of the Elialsa 
resolved on war; and tlie resolution was approved by the Darbar. The 
Sikhs committed the first act of aggression in December 1845, by cross¬ 
ing the river near Ferozepore and carry^ing off some camels. On the 
13th December tlie Governor-General issued a Proclamation (No. IX), 
setting forth the views and objects of the British Government, and the 
unpix)\oked invasion of British territories by the Sikhs; declaring the 
possessions of Maharaja Dalip Singh on the left bank of the Sutlej 
confiscated and annexed to the British territories; and calling on the 
’ protected Chiefs to co-operate cordially with the British Government 
against the common enemy. On the 18th December 1845 the first action 
was fought at Mudki. The battle of Firozshah followed three days later. 
On the J;?8th January 1840, tlie Sikhs were defeated at Aliwal and 
sustained their final defeat at Sobraon on the 10th Februaiy. On the 
13th the whole British force crossed the Sutlej, and on the 14th a 
proclamation was issued, declaring that the occupation of the Puniab 
would not be relinquished till full atonement had been made for the 
breach of their treaty engageinents by the Sikhs, and that the hill and 
plain districts between the Sutlej and the Beas would be annexed in 
part indemnity foi- the expenses of the war. On the night of the 15th 
a conference was held betw een Mr. Currie and Major Lawrence on behalf 
of the British Government, and Kaja Giilab Singh, Diwan Dina Nath 
and hakir Nur-ud-din on behalf of the Sikhs, at which the preliminaries 
of a treaty were arranged. The Treaty (No. X) was signed at Lahore 
on the nth March 1840.

The Lahore Darbar being anxious for the assistance of the Britid 
Government to maintain the administration of the Lahore State durin 
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the minority of Dalip Singh, an Agreement (No. Nil), known as the 
Agreement of Bhyrowal, was concluded on the 16th December 1846, by 
which the treaty of the 9th March was temporarily modified; a Resident 
was appointed at Lahore; a council of regency, consisting of eight mem¬ 
bers, was established to conduct the goverament in consultation with the 
Resident; and the countiy was occiipied by a British force, to be paid 
for by the Lahore State. 

Many of the Sikh Chiefs, who had been accustomed to revolution and 
excitement, wei'e not satisfied with the arrangements for the pacification of 
the country and harboured evil designs. The murder, on the 20th April 
1848, of Mr. Vans Agnew and Lieutenant Anderson at Multan, and the 
revolt of its ex-governor, Mulraj, gave an opportunity for the develop¬ 
ment of a wide and dangerous conspiracy which had for some time existed 
in the Sikh army, with a view to the re-establishment of the independence 
of tlie Khalsa. Sardar Chhatar Singh Atariwala raised the standard of 
rebellion in the north. Raja Slier Singh, his son, joined Mulraj, and 
proclaimed a religious war. He was followed in open rebellion by the 
great body of the Sikh army and the Sikh population, whicli the Darbar 
were powerless to control. In October 1848 the British army cros.sed 
the Sutlej. The indecisive battle of Chilianwala was fought on the L3th 
Jiinuary 1849. But on the 22nd Februarj- the rebels were totally defeated 
in the decisive battle of Gujrat. This was followed by the surrender 
of the entire Sikh army, and the annexation of the Punjab. 

On the 29th March 1849 an Agreement (No. XIII) was made with 
Maharaja Dalip Singh, whereby he resigned the sovereignty of the 
Punjab, receiving a pension from the British Government. Shortly 
afterwards he took up his residence permanently in England, which was 
his domicile down to 1886. He was gazetted to a personal salute of 
twenty-one guns for life in June 1867. In the course of time the 
Maharaja became dissatisfied with the allowances made to him, which 
he declared to be less than those to which he was entitled under the 
Agreement of 1849. He also put forward claims to certain estates, etc., in 
ibe I’unjab, which he stated to liave l)een his private property and there¬ 
fore not liable to confiscation iinder article 2 of the Agreement. Much was 
done from time to time, by the grant of loans, etc., on easy terms, to 
improve the Maharaja’s position, which liad become embarrassed owiim 
to want of ecmiomy. The dentands put forward by him were, however” 
quite inadmissible. Failing to obtain what he asked for, the Maharaja’ 
accompanied by his wife and family, left London in March 1886 with 
the avowed object of resettling in India. Before leaving England he 
had used menacing language, and had issued a seditious proclamation 
addressed to the Sikhs. He was detained at Aden by order of the Gov¬ 
ernment, but was hmilly allowed to return to Euroi)e where, having 
resigned hi.s peiisimj, he lived fir.st in brance and afterwards in Russia 




In 1890, however, Maharaja Dalip Singh expressed regret for his past 
conduct and sued for pardon, which was accorded on conditions. The 
allowances which he had enjoyed up to 1886 were restored to him, the 
undrawn arrear.s l)eing placed at his disposal. At the same time the 
rate of interest payable on the debt owed by the Maharaja to Govern- 
ment was reduced.

i)tmng the nintiny of 1857, when communication between Delhi and 
Agra and Calcutta was for the most part^cnt off, the administration of 
the Dellii and Hissar territories was assumed by the Chief Commissioner 
of the Punjab, and after the restoration of pence these districts were 
filially placed under the control of the Punjab Government. In this 
territorv there were several Chiefs who held the position of jagirdars 
rather than of princes. They had been subjects of the Moghul and, 
after the overthrow of the Mahratta power by Lord Lake, their Estates 
were either confirmed to, or conferred on, them by the British Govern¬ 
ment. in most cases as a reward for services rendered. These Chiefs 
were the Nawabs of Pataudi, Loharu, Dujana, Jhajjar, Dadri and 
Bahadurgarh, and FaiTukhnagar, and the Baja of Ballabhgarh. The 
Chiefs of Jhajjar, Ballabhgarh and Earrukhnagar were executed, and 
their Estates were confiscated for participation in the mutiny of 1857; 
while the Dadri and Bahadurgarh Estates were also confiscated, though 
the Chief was allowed a pension of Es. 1,000 for his subsistence. 

The Ballabhgarh Chief held no sanad of a hereditary nature from the 
British Government. The Dadri and Bahadurgarh territory originally 
formed part of Jhajjar, and is included in the Sanad (TsTo. XXT) 
granting that Estate. 

On the formation of the new Delhi Province in October 1912 the 
States of Loharu, Dujana, Xalsia and Pataudi, which were formerly 
under the political superintendence of the Commissioner of the Delhi 
Division, were transferred to the political charge of the Punjab Govern¬ 
ment. In 1921 Loharu was brought into direct rcnltions with the 
Government of India through the Agent to the Governor-General of the 
newly foiuned Punjab States Agency. 

^ 1. Dujana. 

The Estates of this Afghan family are held on condition of fidelity to 
the British Government, and military service when required. Tlie ori¬ 
ginal grant was conferred by Lord Lake on Abdus Samad Khan and 
his sons for life: but in 1806 the tenure was made perpetual by a Sanad 
of the Governor-General (No. XIV), and several Estates in the Hariana 
territorv were added. The Dariana Estates were afterwards exchanged 
for the villages of Dujana and Mehrana in Pohtak. Abdus wSamad 
TChan was succeeded in 1825 by his son, Dunde Khan, who was succeeded 
in 1850 by his eldest son, Hasan Ali Khan. 

In 1862 the Chief of Dujana received an Adoption Sanad (see 
No. XXIT). 

In 1867 Hasan Ali Khan was succeeded hy his son vSandat Ali Khan, 
and he by bis son Mumtaz AH Khan in 1879. 
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In 1886 he ceded full jurivsdiction over the land in his territory 
coming within the limits of the Rewari-Ferozepore Railway, and in 
1899 an Agreement to the same effect (No. XY) was obtu-ined from him 
in a revised form. 

Munitaz Ali Khan was succeeded in 1908 by Muhammad Khurshaid 
Ali Khan, with whom an agreement was concluded in 1919 under which 
the control of poppy cultivation and the manufacture and sale of opium 
and intoxicating drugs in the State, and the revenue derived therefrom, 
were transfeiTed to the British Government for a period of two years 
with effect from the 1st April 1919, in consideration of the payment of 
certain compensation. This agreement did not, however, actually come 
into force till the Ist April 1920 and terminated on the 31st March 
1922. having been specially prolonged for one year. It was then re¬ 
newed for a further period of two years, when a similar Agreement 
(No. XYI) was concluded with effect from the 1st April 1924, to con¬ 
tinue in force for ten years, Government undertaking to pay the State 
I?s. 2.000 at the end of each financial year. 

Muhammad Khurshaid Ali Khan was succeeded in 1925 by the 
present Nawab Muhammad Iqtidar AH Khan, born in 1912. During 
his minorit}^ the State is administered by a Council. 

The area of Diijana is 100 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 25,833; and the revenue Rs. 1,60,000. 

The military forces consist (1926) of 8 Cavalry, 47 Infantry, 19 
Armed Police and 12 Artillery men, with 3 guns. The Nawab, under 
the terms of his Sanad, is bound to furnish a contingent of 200 horse 
when required. 

The State is under the political superintendence of the Commissioner 
<^>f the Ambala Division. 

2. Kalsia. 

Sardar Gurbakhsh Singh, the founder of the family, came originallv 
from Kalsia, a village in the Manjha. He was succeeded by his son 
Jodh Singh, At the time of the extension of British protection to the 
cis-Sutlej States, a copy of the proclamation issued by Sir D. Ochter- 
lony was not sent to Jodh Singh, as his disposition towards the British 
Govermnent was doubtful: and it was proposed that, if the Chief con- 
tinned indifferent to British protection and determined to unite him¬ 
self with Ran jit Singh, he should be declared an enemy and dispossessed 
of his territories. After two months, however, Jodh Singh followed 
the example of others, and was assured of protection. 

In 1817 Jodh Singh was succeeded by his son Sobha Singh, and he 
by his son Lehna Singh in 1858. 

In 1862 the Chief of Kalsia received an Adoption Sanad (No. XVTI). 
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In 1869 Lelina Singli was succeeded by his son Bishan Singh, and 
lie in 1883 by his son Jagjit Singh, who in 1886 wa^ succeeded by his 
brother Eanjit Singh. During his minority the State was administered 
by a Council of Regency which, in 1891, ceded full jurisdiction over 
lands within the State required for the Delhi-Anibala-Kalka Railway. 
An Agreement (No. XIX) to this effect was obtained in 1899. 

In 1894, under an Agreement (No. XYIII) having effect from the 
Ist April 1892, the control of the excise arrangements in the State, and 
the income derived from the sale of spirits, opium and intoxicating 
drugs, were transferred to the British Government for a period of five 
years in consideration of an annual payment of Rs. 5,500. This agree¬ 
ment has been renewed from time to time. The annual payment by 
Government was raised to Rs. 14,500 in 1923. The last renewal was 
for a period of two years from the 1st April 1927, the conditions remain¬ 
ing unchanged.* 

In 1908 Ranjit Singh was succeeded by Sardar Ravi Slier Singh, 
the present Chief, born in 1901, during whose minority the State was 
administered by a Council of Regency. He was invested with ruling 
powers in 1922. 

In 1916 the hereditary title of Raja was conferred (No. XX) on 
the Chief of Ealsia. 

TTi^Chief receives a money payment of Rs. 2,851 a year in perpetuity 
from the British Government, as compensation for loss of customs 
duties. 

The area of Ealsia is 188 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 57,300: and the revenue Rs. 7,11,000. 

The military forces consist (1926) of 17 Cavalry, 83 Infantry, 58 
Armed Police and 5 Artillery men, with 3 serviceable guns. 

The State is under the political superintendence of the Commis¬ 
sioner of the Ambala Division. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

3. Pataudi. 

The original grantee. Friz Talab Elian, was a brother of the Jhajjar 
Nawab, Najabat All Ehan. He was severely wounded in an action with 
Holkar's troops, and for his services he was granted in 1806 (No. XXI) 
rhe pargana of Pataudi in perpetual jagir. He died in 1829 and was 
succeeded by Akbar Ali Ehan who, in 1862, was succeeded by his son 
Muhammad Taki Ali Ehan. 

In 1862 the Chief of Pataudi received an zVdoptio-n Sanad (No. XXII).

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In 1807 Miiliaminad Taki Ali Klian was succeeded by bis son Mubam- 
mad Miikhtar Husain Ali Kban, and be by bis son Mubammad Mumtaz 
Husain Ali Kban in 1878. 

In 1894, under an Agreement (?Io. XXIII), tbe control of excise 
arrangements in tbe State, and tbe income derived from tbe sale of 
spirits, opium and intoxicating dings, were transferred to tbe British 
Government for a period of five years, in consideration of an annual 
payunent of Es. 414. This agreement bas been renewed from time to 
time. Tlie annual payment by Government was raised to Hs. 1,000 in 
1923. The last renewal was for a period of three years from tbe 1st 
April 1928, the conditions remai’ning unchanged. 

Mubammad Mumtaz Husain Ali Kban died in 1898 without issue, 
and was succeeded by a distant cousin, Mubammad Muzaffar Ali Kban 
who, in 1901, confirmed by an Agreement (No. XXIV) the cession, 
originally made in 1884, of full jurisdiction over the lands in the State 
occupied, or thereafter to be occupied, by tbe Hajputana-Malwa Eail- 
way. 

Mubammad Muzaffar Ali Kban was succeeded in 1913 by Mubammad 
Ibrahim Ali Kban, and he, in 1917, by the present Nawab Muhammad 
Iftiqar Ali Khan, during whose minority the administration is con¬ 
ducted by a Manager appointed by Government. 

Tbe area of Pataudi is 52 square miles; tbe population, according 
to tbe Census of 1921, 18,097; and tbe revenue Es. 1,87,000. 

Tbe military forces consist (1926) of 5 Cavalry, 30 Infantry, 34 
Armed Police and 10 Artillery men, with 4 serviceable and 2 unservice¬ 
able guns. The Nawab, under the terms of bis Sanad, is bound to 
furnish a contingent of 400 horse when required. 

Tbe State is under tlie political superintendence of the Commissioner 
of the Ambala Division. 

Tbe State was liable to tbe operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on tbe occasion of tbe Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
Were abolished. 
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The following States situated in the Simla Hills are under the poli- 
ti<‘iil control of the Punjah Government: — 

(1) Basliahr, (2) Halagarh, (3) Keonthal, (4) Baghal, (5) Jubhal, 
(6) Baghat, (7) Kumharsain, (8) Bhajji, (9) Mahlog, (10) 
Balsan, (11) Dhami, (12) Kuthar, (13) Kunihar, (14) Man- 
gal. (15) Beja, (10) Darkoti, (17) Tharoch and (IS) Sangri. 

Control is exercised through the Deputy Commissioner of Simla, 
who is ex-ojjicto Superintendent of the Simla Hill States. 

In early times the number of large and small States between the 
Sutlej and the Jumna, more of less independent in proportion as they 
were powerful, was considerable. In 1814, at the date of the Nepalese 
occupation, three States, Bashahr, Nalagarh ami Heonthal, greatly 
exceeded their original limits. All the smaller Chiefships, though most 
of them were in theory independent, acknowledged a degree of subor¬ 
dination to one or other of these more powerful States, which varied 
according to the inclination and ability of the superior to enforce its 
sw'ay and the political condition of the lesser State and its neighbours. 
The nature of the conditions binding upon the lesser Chief and his 
superior differed in every case and was not definitely prescribed; but it is 
certain that a superior could not confer on another, or resume for him¬ 
self, the lands of a subordinate. 

During the latter half of the eighteenth century, the Gurkhas of 
Nepal had extended their dominion from Bhutan in the east to the 
borders of Kaiigra. Here they were checked for some years by the 
Kangra Baja, the celebrated Sansar Chand. In 1803, however, Sansar 
Chand, in company with the Nalagarh Chief, encroached upon Bilaspiir,* 
the Baja of which invited the assistance of the Gurkhas in repelling 
the encroachment. The desired assistance wa.s afforded by the Gurkhas, 
their intervention in this fjuarrcl marking the beginning of their con- 
<|iicsl of the Punjab Hills. In a few years they overran Kangra, and 
passing southwards had occupied the Hills as far as the Jumna by 
1814. the year of the outbreak of the Nepalese War that ended in 1815 
when, by the Treaty of Regauli. the Nepalese renounced all claim to 
the Pinijab Hills {see Yol. XIV, Nepal). 

On the conclusion of peace, the British forces in the Punjab being 
small and the Bntisb Government's object being less the acquisition of 
territory than the keeping of the Nepalese within reasonable bounds, 
it was decided to sef ore the co-operation of the liberated Hill Chiefs 

*XRtate !t) t1i<* Simla Hills for a long time under the political control of the 
Piiniah Govornim nt, ft was brought into direct relations with the Oorornment 
of India through the Agent to the Govornor-Oeneral on the formation of the 
Punjah States Agency in 1921. 
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by tlie offer to tliem of restoration, together with a guarantee of future 
independence, on the condition of their taking part with the British in 
the event of any subsequent incursions by the Nepalese. All the Simla 
Hill Eajas accepted this offer: and, it having been resolved to restore 
to each the territories held by him prior to the Gurkha occupation, 
a conference of Chiefs under General Ochterlony was held at Plassia. 
The object of this conference was to determine the territories held by 
each Chief prior to the occupation. No enquiry was instituted into 
the circumstances in wdiich possession of any particular tract had been 
acquired, possession where proved being confirmed. It was considered 
expedient to sever the connection, vsubsisting prior to the Gurkha inva¬ 
sion between the more powerful chieftains and their dependents, in all 
cases w eie the latter could prove that their dependence consisted of 
ittle more than a general recognition of superiority. But in the case 
o c lie s lips which had been compelled by the exigencies of their posi¬ 
tion to submit definitely to the dominion of a more powerful neighbour, 
he superior Chief was recognised as the overlord of the inferior. Thus 
the Tliakurais of Kumharsain, Balsan, Kuthar, Mangal and Dhami 
were constituted separate chiefships and granted independent sanads, 
11 e tlie Tliakurais of Khaneti and Delath were conferred upon Bashahr 
and those of Koti, Madhan, Ghund and Theog upon Keonthal. 

^ In 1847 transit duties were abolished throughout the Simla Hill 
States. An annual payment of Rs. 13,785 is made by Government as 
compensation for loss of revenue on this account.

1. Bashahr. 

On tlie conclusion of tlie Giirklia War, Eaja Mal.endar Rinpli r(>- 
ceived a Sanad (No. XXV) confirniing him in possession of Ba.sliahr 
proper and the Tliakurais of Khaneti and Delalh. A pai-t of the Eawain 
< istrict of the State was however transferred to Keonthal, while Kum- 
liarsam was constituted a separate Thakurai. 

Mahendar Sinph died in IRfiO and was succeeded hy his son Sham- 
KherSin<;h, who died in 1914 when, in the absence of lawful male issue 
ke wa.s succeeded by his adopted son, the lucscnt Eaja Padam Rinffh’ 
lie enjoys a personal salute of nine guns. 

Adjoinitig Tlashahr is a tract which originally formed the small 
ehiefship of Rairi. The last Chief of Rairi, Ilharam Ringh, died with¬ 
out issue in 181**1: and, on the death of his widow in 1864, the Raja of 
^hishahr, as the suzerain of Sairi, claimed the chiefship as an escheat in

default of a lineal lieir to tlie late Chief. The claim was allowed by 
Government, the nearest representative of the Sairi family being granted 
an allowance of Es. 150 per year from the revenues of the chief ship 
(about Es. 400). Nazarana equal to a year’s revenue of Sairi was how¬ 
ever recovered from the Bashahr Chief as a punishment for his having 
attempted to establish his claim to Sairi b}^ fraudulent interpolations in 
the Sanad of 1815. 

j Tn 1864 the Eaja of Bashahr leased his forests to the British Gov- 
j ermnent for a period of fifty years (No. XXVI). By a supplementary 
I Agreement (No. XXVII), executed in 1871, he also leased his rights to 
j waif and drift timber. The terms of these leases were in 1877 em¬ 
bodied in a single Agreement (No. XXVIII) which, besides securing 
to the Eaja an annual payment of Es. 10,000 in consideration of the 
rights conceded, made more definite provision for the conservancy of 
the forests granted. The Agreement of 1877 terminated in 1927: and 
in 1929 a fresh Agreement (No. XXIX) was made, with effect from the 
1st November 192tS, to continue in force for twenty-five years. Under 
the new agreement more definite provisions for the conservancy of the 
forests were made, and the annual payment to the Eaja was raised to 
Es. 1,00,000. 

The Bashahr Chief is required, under the terms of his Sanad, to 
join the British Army with his armed retainers and hill porters when 
r’nlled upon to do so, and to construct roads within his territory. The 
annual tribute of Es. 15,000 imposed by the Sanad was reduced in 
1847 to Es. 3,945 as compensation for the abolition of transit duties. 

The area of Bashahr and Sairi is 3,820 square miles; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 86,000; and the revenue Es. 3,34,000. 

The State maintains a force of 75 Infantry and Police. 

The area of Khaneti is 19 square miles, the population 3,000, and 
the revenue Es. 27,000. The area of llclath is 42 square miles, the 
yiopulaiion 1,300, and the revenue Es. 4,000. The Thakur of Khaneti 
pays a sum of Es. 900 annually to the Bashahr State, and the Thakur 
of Delath a sum of Es. 150. 

The present Thakur of Khaneti is Amog Chand, who succeeded in 
4012: and the present Thakur of Delath is Devi vSingh, who succeeded 
in 1920. 

2. Nalagarh or Hindur. 

In 1815 Eaja Earn Singh received a Sanad (No. XXX) confirming 
him ir) all his ancestral possessions, with ihe exception of a half share 
in village Paizullapiira and the fort of Malaun and its sun-ounding 
villages. As the Eaja’s services during the Nepalese War liad been 
ex('epUonal, no tribute was imposed by the Sanad. The foit of Malann 
was jeialned )>y rTovernment for use as a military posi, the Eaja ludng 
granted in exchange (No. XXXI) the Thakurai of Bharauli. The fort 
was, lMJW<*ve}', rolurned to the Eaja in 1846 (No. XXXII) in re('ogniiion 
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lis fidelity during the Sikh War. Bharauli, coming again into the 
]>o.ssession of Government, was sold for Es. 8,000 to the Eana of Balsan, 
whoso territoiy it adjoins, (jovernmeiit’s half share in village Faizulla- 
piira was transferred to the Eaja in 1852, in return for the cession by 
him of an area of corres 2 )onding value elsewhere. 

Earn Singh died in 1848 and was succeeded by his son Bije Singh, 
who died in 185G without male issue: and the State then lapsed to Gov¬ 
ernment. In view, however, of the exceptional services of Eaja Earn 
Singh, the rule of his family was restored: and in 1860 IJgar Singh, 
the second of three illegitimate sons of Eaja Earn Singh, was appointed 
to the gaddi with the hereditary title of Eaja. The Sanad granted to 
him (No. XXXIII) prescribed the payment of an annual tribute of 
Es. 5,000 and the giving of assistance to Government in times of danger 
01 ' disturbance. 


tJgai Singh died in 18TG and was succeeded by his son Isri Singh, 
vho died in 1911 and Avas succeeded by his younger brother, the present 
Eaja Jogendar Singh. 

The area of Nalagarh is 25G square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 4G,8G8; and the revenue Es. 2,68,000. 

The State maintains a force of 58 Armed Police. 


3. Keonthal. 

In 1800, just before the Gurkha invasion, Keonthal is said to have 
been the overlord oi some eighteen petty Thakurais. On the arrival of 
the (iurkhas, however, the Keonthal Chief, Eana Eaghunath Sen, fled 
to Suket where he subsequently died. He was survived by an infant 
J^on, Sansar Sen, to whom, in 1814, the State was restored by the British 
(y)\einment. In the couise ot the Gurkha occupation many of the 
1 hakurais contrived to free themselves from the overlordship of Keon- 
tlial, wdiile others liecnme ahsorlied in Keonthal or in otliei States. f)f 
the area which remained to Keonthal in 1814, eight jiaiganas wme (MMled 
to (Tovernment by the Chief’s repiesentatives, in lieu of a money con¬ 
tribution towards tlie expenses of the Nepalese War. These were 
grunted later to Patiala {see Part II, Punjab States, Patiala No. Ill) in 
return for a ( asli payment, in recognition of his assistance in the prose- 
tuition of tin* war. In tlu' remainder of his territories Sansar Sen was 
confirmed h.y a Sanad (No. XXX1\), and in regard to these no tribute 
was im postal, ^^y a serond Sanad (No. XXXV) the Chief of 
Keoiiihal was invested with autliority o\t‘r the 'riiakurais of Theoo-, 
Koti, Ghund and Kiari (or Madhan), the Chiefs of which were required 
to regard him as their overlord and to j)ay him (rihute—in the case of 
Theog and Koti, Es. 500 each, and of Ghund and Madhan, Es. 250 
each. By a third Sanad (No. XXXVI) the pargana of Punar was con¬ 
ferred ni>on Keonthal. This sanad is dated 1823, but the transfer ac~ 
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tually took place in 1816. In 1876 tlie Tliakur of Eatesli was declared 
to be subordinate to Keonthal. No sanad was. however, granted to 
Keoiithal and no tribute is paid by Ratesh. 

In 1830 a part of the district of Raingarh, or Rawain, which had 
been retained by Government in 1815 (^see No. XXV) was conferred 
upon the Keonthal Chief in exchange for vSimla. The jagirdars of 
Rawain, Dhadi and Nandpiir in the Raingarh district were, liowever, 
excepted from this exchange, and the two former were declared in 1896 
to be feudatories of Jubbal. A sanad was promised to the Keonthal 
Chief on the occasion of this exchange, but it does not appear to have 
ever been given. I 

The Keonthal Chiefs were stj-led Eana up to 1858. In that year the 
hei'editary title of Raja was conferred (No. XXXVII) on the Chief of 
Keonthal, and Sansar Sen was given a khillat of Rs. 1,000, in recogni¬ 
tion of his loyal behaviour at the outbreak of the mutiny. Many Euro¬ 
peans tied from Simla when it was feared that the regiment of Gurkhas 
stationed there had become disaffected, and these were given shelter by 
Sansar Sen. 

Sansar Sen died in 1862 and was succeeded by his son Mahendra 
Sen who, in 1882, was succeeded by his son Balbir Sen. 

^ In 1884, in return for an annual payment of Rs. 3,500, he ceded 
(No. XXXVIII) full jurisdiction over an area of 50 acres of land 
known as Kasumpti, which adjoins the municipality of Simla. 

Ball)ir Sen died in 1901 and was succeeded by Ins son Ibje Sen who, 
in that year, ceded (No. XXXIX) full jurisdiction over lands within 
the State required for the Kalka-Simla Railway. lie died in 1916 and 
was 8ucce(*ded by his minor son the present Raja Hamendra Sen, who 
was invested with ruling powers in 1926. 

The area of Keonthal proper is 116 square miles; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 25,500; and the revenue Rs. 1,30,000. 

The State maintains a force of 12 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to tlic operation of the iiazarana rules up to 
mil when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished.

Thakur 
Jlaudhir Chaud (1905): Ghuiid, Thakur Raujit Singh (1907): and 
Rat.wh, Thakur HhuuiHli«.| Hiiigh (1925). 
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During tlie occupation of Baghal by the Gurkhas, Eana Jagat Singh 
took refuge in Nalagarh. On the expulsion of the Gurkhas he was 
restored to the possession of his State by a Sanad (No. XL). The 
Sanad prescribe^^ the maintenance by the Chief at the service of Gov« 
ernment of a hundred begaris, subsequently commuted to an annual 
tiibute of Ks. 3,600. 

Jagat Singh was succeeded by his son Shea Saran Singli, who died 
in 1840 and was succeeded I)y his son Kishen Singh. In 1860 a khillat 
was conferred upon him in recognition of his services during the 
mutiny, meit of his State having helped to guard the road from Jullun- 
dur to Simla at a time when an attack upon Simla by the mutineers 
at Julluudur was apprehended. 

In 1875 the hereditary title of Raja was conferred (No. XLI) on the 
Chief oi Baghal. 

In 1877 Kishan Singh was succeeded by his son Moti Singh, who 
died a few months later, when his cousin Dhian Singh succeeded him. 
In 1904 Dhian Singh was succeeded by his son Bikram Singh, and he 
in 1922 by his son the present Raja Surendar Singh, who was bom 
in 1909 and has not yet received his powders. The State is administered 
by a Manager. 

The area of Baghal is 124 square miles; the population, according 
to ihe Census of 1921, 25,000; and the revenue Rs. 1,00,000. 

The State maintains a force of 15 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Daihar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

5. JXJBBAL. 

At the time of the Gurkha invasion Jubbal was a tiibutary of 
Sirmur, but during the occupation it became separated, and in 1815 
RanaPuran Chand was granted an independent Sanad (No. XLll). The 
Sanad prescribed the maintenance of 70 begaris at the permanent service 
of Government. This condition was subsequently commuted to an 
annual tribute of Rs. 2,620. 

Piiran Chand misgoverned the State, and in 1832 he abdicated in 
favour (if Government. He soon, however, repented this act, and 
refiist‘d the annual allowance of Rs. 4,400 sanctioned for his support. 
After a lengthy correspondence it was resolved, in 1840, tliat Puran 
Chand should be restored. He died, liowever, before efte(;t could be 
given to this decision, and the State remained under Government 
management until his son, Karam Chand, came of age. He was in¬ 
vested with powers in 1863 and died in 1877, his powers being restricted 
from 1869 to 1862. He was succeeded by his son Padam Chand, who 
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died ill 1898, and was succeeded by his minor son Gian Chand who, 
dying without male issue in 1910, two years after he had received his 
powers, was succeeded by his half brother Baghat Chand, the present 
Chief. 

In 1918 the Iiereditary title of Raja was conferred (No. XTilII) on 
the Chief of Jubbal. 

The area of Jubbal is 288 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 24,800; and the revenue Rs. 8,82,000. 

The State maintains a force of 45 Armed Police. 

In 1896 the Thakurais of Rawain (or Rawingarh) and Dhadi were 
declared subordinate to Jubbal. Each pays an annual tribute of one 
musk pod. Jubbal does not, however, interfere with the administra¬ 
tion of the Thakurais. 

The area of Rawain is 7 square miles, the population 711, and the 
revenue Rs. 8,200. The area of Dhadi is 25 square miles, the popula¬ 
tion 185, and the revenue Rs. 5,500. 

The preselit Chief of Rawain is Thakur Kidar Singh, who succeeded 
in 1904: and of Dhadi, Thakur Dharm Chand, who succeeded in 1901. 

6. Baghat. 

During the Nepalese War, Rana Mahendra Singh of Baghat was un¬ 
friendly in his attitude towards Government; and on the conclusion of 
the war five parganas were taken from him and sold to Patiala {see 
Part II, Punjab States, Patiala No. IV). The Rana was, however, con¬ 
firmed (No. XLIV) in his remaining parganas. Mahendra Singh died 
without male issue in 1839, and the State then lapsed to Government, 
pensions to the extent of Rs. 1,282 being siiindioned fur the family of the 
lat(‘ Chief. In 1842, however, it was restored to Baje Singh, brother of 
Mahendra Singh. During the escheat the cantonment of Kasauli had 
heeii established within the State, and Bije Singh offered to present this 
ai’ea to Government. The offer was refused; but the area was piu’chased 
by Government for a sum of Rs. 5,000. 

In 1849, on the death of Bije Singh without male issue, tlie State w-as 
again declared an escheat. In 1861, however, Government decided to 
restore it to Umed Singh, a cousin of Bije Singh, thougli before effect 
could be given to this dcfdsion I/me<l Singh died. II is minor son Dali]) 
’Singh was then appointed to the gnddi, and a new Sanad (No. XliV) 
was issued to him in 1862, imposing an annual tribute of Rs. 2,000. 
This was ser.ur»Ml hy the reservation to Government of lands within the 
State producing a gros-; revenue of Rs. 2,500 per annum, including a 
property whi(‘h had been acquired by a General Tunes, of the Indian 
Army, during tlu* ■j)f‘riod of tlie escheat. Soon luiwever the representa¬ 
tives of the joinur Chief complained of the loss of vassalage and cesses 
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to wliicli tlie State was subjected by this arrangement, and Government 
then restored the reserved area, except the estate of General Innes, in 
return for an annual payment equal to the revenue it produced 
(Rs. 997-1-0). Under the revised Sanad of 18G4 (No. XLVI) in which 
these arrangements were sanctioned, the Rana was required to abide by 
the revenue settlement made during the second escheat, and to respect 
the rights of the undej-tenants recognised by Government. After the 
deatli of General Innes in 1876, his estate was purchased by the? Rana 
for Rs. 35,000. The estate was formally returned to Baghat in 1891. 

In 1901 the Chief ceded (No. XLVII) jurisdiction over lands within 
the State required for the Kalka-Simla Railway, and land has been 
ceded from time to time for the Solon and Kasauli cantonments and the 
Sabathu and Dagshai water-works. In consequence of these cessions the 
tribute of Rs. 2,000 was gradually reduced, and ihe State now pays no 
tribute. 

Dalip vSingh died in 1911, and was succeeded by his minor son, the 
present Raja Durga Singh, who was invested with powers in 1922. 

In 1928 the hereditaiy title of Raja was conferred (No. XLVIII) on 
the Chief of Baghat. 

The area of Baghat is 3() square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 9,500; and the revenue Rs. 1,10,000. 

The State maintains a force of 36 Armed Police. 


7. KuStHAHSATN. 

At the time of the Gurkha invasion Kumharsain was a tributary of 
Bashahr, and was itself the overlord of Balsan, Bharauli and Madhan. 
During the subsequent occupation it became independent of Bashahr, 
but it also lost its own tributaries. 

On ilie arrival of the Gurkhas, Rana Rehr Singh of Kumliarsaiii to(»k 
refuge in Kulu. He was restored in 1810, his Sanad (No. XLIX) 
prescribing among other things the maintenance of 40 begaris at ihe 
permanent service of Government. This condition was later commuted 
to an annual cash payment of Rs. 1,440. 

Kehr Singh died in 1839 without male issue, and the vState then lapsed 
to Government. In consideration, however, of the attachment of Kehr 
Singh to British interosts during the Nepalese \\'ar, it was decided that 
the rule of his house ehould be continued : and Prittim Singh, a collateral, 
was appointed to the {/addi in 1840. The Sanad granted to Pritam 
Singh was identical with that granted to Kehi Singh; but on Pritam 
Singh’s succession the annual trilmte of Rs. 1,410 was raisc<l to Rs. 2,000 
Pritam Singh died in 1858 and was succeeded by his son Bhawani Sino^h 
who died in 1874, wlien liis son llira Singh succeeded; but. owiuf)- to 
his mental incapacity, the State was administered by a Cbuneil or 
Manager during the forty years of his chiefship. 
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Hira Singli died in 1914 and was succeeded by his son, the* present 
ILuia Vidyadhar Singh, born in 189G. He received the powers of a 
Manager in 1917, and full powers in 1920. 

The area of Kuniharsain is 90 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 12,200; and the revenue Hs. 47,500. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

8. Bhajji. 

The State was overrun by the Gurkhas in 1803. On their expulsion 
in 1815, Eana Eudar Pal was restored and confirmed in his terri¬ 
tories (No. L). 

Eudar Pal abdicated in 1842 and was succeeded by his son Ean 
Bahadur Singh, to whom a fresh Sanad (No. LI) was granted in 1885, 
by which the condition, requiring the Chief to maintain 40 begaris at 
tlie constant *service of Govemment, was commuted to an annual cash 
payment of Es. 1,440. 

Ean Bahadur Singh died in 1875 and was succeeded by his son Durga 
Singh, who died in 1913. Durga Singh was succeeded by his infant son 
the present Eana Birpal, who was installed in 1918. The State is being 
administered by a Manager. 

The area of Bhajji is 96 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 14,200; and the revenue Es. 99,000. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 wlien, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

9. Mahlog. 

During the Gurkha occupation Thakur Saiisar Chand of Mahlog took 
refuge in Nalagarh. He was restored in 1815. The obligation to supply 
40 begaris imposed by the Sanad (No. LII) was later commuted to an 
annual cash payment of Es. 1,440. 

Sansar Chand died in 1849 and was succeeded by his son Dalip 
Chand, who died in 1880. Dalip Chand was succeeded by his son Eag- 
hunath Chand, who died in 1902, and was succeeded by his infant son 
the present Thakur Durga Chand, who received his powei's in 1920. 

The area of Mahlog is 43 square miles; the po])ulation, according to 
tlic Census of 1921, 8,3f)0; and the revenue Ps. 41,000. 

The State nuiintains a force of 10 Armed Police, 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on tha occasion of the Coronation Durbar, all such levies were 
abolished* 
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10. Balsan. 


Balsan was for many years a tributaiy of Sirmur. At tlie time of 
iie Qiirkba invasion it was, however, subordinate to Kiimharsain. 
Ihakur Jograi assisted the British forces, bis principal exploit beinp the 
capture of the Nagan Port together with a hundred Gurkhas, whom he 
handed over to General Ochterlony. At the close of the war he was 
thereiore granted an independent Sanad (No. LIU). The obligation to 
sui)ply 30 hegaris was later commuted to an annual cash payment of 
ts. 1,080. Jograj again behaved with loyalty during the mutiny when 
le slieltered and entertained several European refugees from Simla. In 
acknoM'ledgment of these services he was given a khillat in 1858 and

The obligation to supply 40 
legans, imposed by this Sanad, was later commuted to an annual cash 
payn.ent of Es. 720. which in 1858 was reduced to Es. 360 for the life 

o Goverdhan Singh, in consideration of his loyal behaviour during the 
mutiny. ' ” 

Goverdhan Singh died in 1868, and was succeeded by his son Patch 

vtn “h'aiu reduced to 

Rs. ^0 for his life time. He died in 1894 and waa succeeded l.y his 
son Him Singh, who ahso, in 1901, obtained a remission of half the 
nbute of the State. Ifira Singh died in 1920, and was succeeded by 
US son the present Rnna Dalip Sin/rh, duiin^r whose minoritv the State 
IS adinnnHtered hy a Conru il. The full annual tribute of Rs.’ 720 is now 
panl. 

The area of Dhami is 26 squa.’e miles ; the populnli.m, acemdinrr to the 
Census of 1921, 4,800; and the levenne Rs. 45,500. ' ^ 

12. Kuthae. 

In early times Euthar seems to have been tributary in limi to Nala 
garh and Bilaspur. At the time of the Gurkha invasion it was, howeve^,' 
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to KeonthaL During tlie Gurklia occupation RaTla Gopal 
Singh took refuge at Manimajraj in the Ambala district. He died on 
his way back to Kuthar at the end of the war, and the State was con¬ 
ferred on his son Bhup Singh. The Sanad granted to Bhup Singh 
(No. LYI) prescribed the maintenance of 40 begaris at the service of 
Government. TJiis number was later reduced to 30 and was commuted 
to an annual cash payment of Rs. 1,000. 

Bhup Singh died in 1858, and was succeeded by his son Jai Chand, 
to whom a khillat of Rs. GOO was granted in consideration of the services 
rendered by the State during the mutiny. Jai Chand died in 189G and 
was succeeded by his son Jag jit Chand, who, on account of ill-health, 
abdicated in 1930 in favour of his son the present Rana Kishen Chand. 
The cj*-Rana Jagjit Chand died on the 19th November 1930. 

Tlie area of Kuthar is 20 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 3,800; and the revenue Rs. 37,500. 

The State maintains a force of 12 Armed Police. 


Tlie State was liable to the operatiou of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

13. Kunihae. 

On the expulsion of the Gurkhas, Thakur Mungree Deo was confirmed 
in the Chiefship. The obligation to supply 5 begaris imposed by the 
Sanad (No. LVII) was commuted later to an annual payment of Rs. 180. 

Mungree Deo died in 1816 and was succeeded by his son Kishan 
Singh, who died in 1866. Kishan Singh was succeeded by his son Tegh 
Singh, who died in 1905. Tegh Singh was succeeded by his minor son 
the present Thakur Harden Singh, who received his powers in 1917. 

The area of Kunihar is 80 square miles; the population, according to 
tlie Census of 1921, 2.000; and the revenue Rs. 18,000. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 wlien, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

14. Mangal. 


Mangal was originally a tributary of Bilasj)ur. On tlie expulsion of 
the Gurkhas, however, Rana Bahadur Singh was granted an independent 
Sanad (No. TiVIIT). The obligation to supply begaris imposed by this 
was later cominuled to an annual payment of Rs. 72. 

Bahadiir Singh was succeeded by his son Prithi Singh, who died in 
1844. 1^'ithi Singh was succeeded by his son Jodha Singh, who died 
within a few months of his succession, when the Chiefship passed to his 
brother dit Singh. He died in 1892 and was succeeded by his son Tilok 
Singh who died in 1920 and was suci^eeded hy liis son the present Rana 
feiheo Singh. 
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The area of Mangal is 12 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921^ 1,200; and the revenue Rs. 1,200. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

*15. Beja. 

Oil the expulsioir of the Gurkhas the State was restored to Thakur 
Man (Uiand. The obligation to supply 5 begaris imposed by the 
Saiiad (No. LIX) was latei* commuted to an annual cash payment of 
Rs. 180. This was reduced by Rs. 50 per annum in 1892, as compensa¬ 
tion for a small area of land incorporated within the Kasauli Canton¬ 
ment. 

Man Chand died in 1817 and was succeeded by liis son Partab Chand, 
who died in 1841 and was succeeded by his son ITdai Chand, who died in 
1905. He was succeeded by his minor son the prcvsent Thakur Puran 
Chand, who was invested with powers in 1921. 

The area of Beja is 4 square miles; the population, according to the 
Census of 1921, 940; and the revenue Rs. 11,000. 

The State maintains a force of 4 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

16. Dahkoti. 

On the expulsion of the Gurkhas Rana Sutes Ram was confirmed in 
the Chiefship (No. LX). He died in 1854, and the subsequent succes¬ 
sion to the gaddi has been as follows, the eldest son in each case suc¬ 
ceeding his father:—Paras Ram (1854): Ram Singh (1856): Ram Sarau 
Singh (1883): and the present Rana Raghunatli Singh (1918). 

The State forests are managed hy Government, the net profits being 
paid to the Rana. 

The area of Darkoti is 8 s(juare miles; the populaiion. according to 
the Census of 1921, 610; and tlie revenue Rs. 2,000. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darl)ar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

17. Tii.\iiocn. 

Tharocli was formerly a ])ortion of the Siinuir Stale. At the time 
of the ex])ulsion of the Gurkhas its Cliief was Hiakur Karam Singh. 
He however was old and infirm, and tlic administration of the State was 
in the hands of his brother Jhobu. On Karam Singh’s death in 1819 
the State was granted to Jliobu, the obligation to supply 8 begaris 
imposed by the Sanad (No. LXl) being later commuted to an annual 
cash payment of Rs. 288. 
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Jliobu was girilty of misgovernment and about 1838 was required to 
abdicate in favour of bis son Syam Singb, wbo in turn was required to 
abdicate in 1841, and tbe State was then incorporated in Jubbal. In 
1843, however, it was restored to Itanjit Singb, son of Karam Singb, ou 
his agreeing (No. LXII) to abstain from tbe barbarities practised by 
Jliobu and Syam Singb. By tbe San.ml granted to Ranjit Singli 
(No. LXIII) tbe annual payment of Es. 288 was continued. 

Eanjit Singb died in 1871 and was succeeded Iw bis grandson Kidar 
Singb. He died in 1902 and was succeeded by bis minor son tbe present 
Rana Surat Singh, who was invested with powers in 1908. 

In 1929 tbe personal title of Eana was conferred on Tbakur Surat 
Singb. 

The area of Tharoch is 75 square miles; tbe population^ according 
to the Census of 1921, 4,200; and the revenue Rs. 1,30,000. ’ 

The State maintains a force of G Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operatioti of tbe iiazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on tbe occasion of tbe Coronation D.arbar, all siich levies were 
abolished. ' ' 

18. Sangri. 

Saiigri was originally a tributary of Bnsbabr, from whom it was taken 
by Raja Man Singb of Kulu some time during tbe first half of tbe 
eighteenth century. In 1803 it was seized by the Gurkhas, but in 1815 
it was restored (No. LXIV) to its Chief Bikiam Singh (or Bikarmanjit). 

Bikram Singb died in 1816. and was succeeded by his son Ajit Singh 
who died childless in 1841. .Tagat Singh, brother of Bikram Singh’, 
should then have succeeded ; but, as he was then incapable of ruling, the 
Chiefsbip passed to bis son Ranbir Singh, on whose death in 1844 Jagat 
Singh was recognised as Chief, though the vState was taken under man¬ 
agement and remained so until his death in 1876. He was succeeded by 
bis son Hira Singh. 

In 1887 the hereditary title of Rai was conferred (No. LXV) on tbe 
Cilief of Sau^ri. 

Hira dieil in 1927 and was surreedod hy his son the present 

llui Ha^rlibir Sinjrh, Wn in 1909, who at preseni exercises tlie powers 
of a Manager in the State. 

The area of Sangri is IG .square miles: the population, according to 
the Census of 1921. 3,200; and the revenue Rs. 7,500. ^ 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules iip to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Harbar, all .such levies were 
aholislied.

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IV.-MAMDOT JAGIR. 

The Chief of Mamdot was not brought under British protection with 
the other cis-Sutlej States in 1809, but remained a- feudatorj’- of the Lahore 
Darbar, to whom lie furnislied a contingent of one hundred horse. The 
Mamdot contingent fought on the side of tlie Sikh army during the Sutlej 
campaign; but towards the close of the war the Chief, Jainal-ud-din 
Khan, deserted to the side of the British and subsequently rendered good 
service, for which he received the title of Nawab, and his contingent was 
reduced to 50 horse in time of peace and 75 in war. No enquiry seems 
to have been made regarding the status of the Chief, nor were his relations 
to the British Government defined. 

The Nawab so grievously misgoverned his State and misused his 
powers that in 1856, after deliberate enquiry, the British Govemment 
declared his sovereign powers to be forfeited for ever, reduced the State 
to the position of a jagir, and removed the Nawab to Lahore, where he 
continued to receive the surplus revenues of Mamdot after the expenses 
of its management by British officials had been met. 

Jamal-ud-din Khan died in 1868, when the British Government were 
pleased to revive the fief in the person and family of his brother Jalal-ud- 
din Khan, who was recognised as Nawab of Mamdot, with powers care¬ 
fully restricted by San ad (No. LX VI). 

He died in 1875, and was succeeded by his son Nizam-ud-din Khan, 
who died in 1891, leaving an infant son, Kutab-ud-din Khan, when the 
Estate again came under Government management. ^Kutab-ud-din 
Khan died on the ]6th March 1928, leaving no issue: and claims to suc¬ 
cession to the Estate and the hereditary title are now under considera¬ 
tion. Meanwhile the Estate continues under the management of the 
Court of Wards.

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V.-MINOR CIS--SUTLEJ CHIEFS. 



^ hen the minor cis-Siitlej Chiefs were deprived of their sovereign 
powers, tlie police management of their Esfates was assumed by the 
British Government; all customs duiies were abolished without compensa¬ 
tion, except in the case of the Nawab of Kunjpura and the Mir of Kotaha; 
and the Chiefs were reduced to the.rank of ordinary" jagirdars. But, in 
consideration of tliese changes, some privileges of person and property 
?N'ere extended to a limited number of the Chiefs for their lives. Cases 
in which the cause of action had arisen before the 8th June 1849 were 
declared not to be cognizable by the civil and revenue courts. For crim¬ 
inal offences committed previous to January 1847 the Chiefs were de¬ 
clared amenable only to the Commissioner as Political Agent. For any 
criminal offence committed since January 1847 the Chiefs were declared 
exempt from arrest for their lives, and their family houses from police 
interference, except in capital cases or heinous offences against person and 
property, for which they were to be responsible only to the Commissioner. 
For any civil claims presented to the civil or revenue courts, the Chiefs 
were declared to be exempt from personal arrest, and their dwellings 
from attachment. The landed Estates of such Chiefs, being liable to 
lapse to the British Government in default of male heirs, were declared 
to be only subject to attachment for rents and profits under court decree 
during the lifetime of incumbents. All Estates shared between the dis¬ 
franchised and the superior Chiefs were brought under the civil, revenue 
and criminal jurisdiction of the British Government, but exchanges 
might be effected of such coparcenary tenures. 

In the muliny of 1857 all these Chiefs rendered services to the British 
Government: and as a reward Government sanctioned a permanent reduc¬ 
tion in twoTity-threo Estates of Rs. 21,418 a year in the amount payable 
in commutation for ]>ersonal seiwice. 

More recently thirteen of the more influential Chiefs were appointed 
jagirdar magistrates, with jurisdiction over their own Estates, and in 
some instances over contiguous Government villages. 

SiK^cession to these Estates is governed by the following rules: — 

Lst ,—That no widow shall succeed. 

2nd .—That no descendants in the female line shall inherit. 

Srd .—Tliat on failure of a direct male heir, a collateral male heir 
may succeed, if the comnum ancestor of the deceased and 
of the collateral claimant was in possession of the share 
at or sin(’e 1803-9. 

Certain of these Estates have, however, since 1900 been made subject 
to the Punjab Descent of Jagire Act of that year. 
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The following is a statement of the principal cis-Sntle] jagirs, showing 
their annual rcTenue and the amount of tribute paid to the British 
Government. Some of them are held by individual Chiefs, others by 
clans in which the individual shares are sub-divided into very small fi’ac- 
tions, and others by retainers and dependents of Chiefs whose families 
have become extinct: —

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VI.-TRANS-SUTLEJ JAGIRDARS. 

Sanads (No. LXVIT) granting the right of adoption were given to 
Sardar Shamsher Singh, vSandhanwalia, and Raja Tej Singh. These, 
however, were ordinary jagirdars, having ordinarv’ magisterial and reve¬ 
nue powers within their Estates, hut no powers of governnient. 

Tej Singh died in 1862 and was succeeded hy his adopted son ITarhans 
Singh, who died in 1900 and was succeeded hy his vson Kirtlii Singh. On 
his death in 1906, the jagir passed to his brother Fateh Singh, who died 
on the 24th May 1926 and was succeeded hy his son Tika Dhian Singh, 
the present Jagirdar. 

Shamsher Singh died in 1871 and was succeeded hy his adopted son 
Bakshish Singh, who died on the 8rd January 1907 and was succeeded 
hy his son the present Sardar Raghhir Singh. 

In 1900 an Act (No. lY Punjah of 1900) applicable to the whole 
Punjab was passed, with the object of preventing the breaking up of 
jagirs and encouraging the custom of primogeniture. In pursuance of 
this policy it was decided in 1901 that, in the case of perpetual jagirs 
subject to the rule of primogeniture, it should be open to Government, 
where the history and circumstance of the jagirdar justified this course, 
to confer a permanent right of adoption in reference to the succession 
to such jagirs. Forms of Sanads (No. TiXVTII) have been approved for 
such cases, and the privilege has been conferred on the following jagir¬ 
dars : — 

1. Maharaja Jai Chand of Lambagraon, Kangra district. 

2. Raja Narindar Cluuid of Nadaun, Kangra district.

Treaty of Friendship and Aaiity between the Honorable East India Com¬ 
pany and the Sirdars Runjeet Sing and Futteh Sing, —1806. 

Sirdar Runjeet Sing and Sirdar Futteh Sing have consented to the following 
Articles of Agreement concluded bv Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm, under 
the special authority . of the Right Honourable Lord Lake, himself duly author¬ 
ized by the Honourable Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Baronet, Governor-General, 
and Sirdar Futteh Sing, as principal on the part of himself and plenipotentiary 
on the part of Runjeet Sing. 


Article 1. 

Sirdar Runjeet Sing and Sirdar Futteh Sing Aioowalla hereby agree that they 
will cause Jeswunt Rao Holkar to remove with his army to the distance of 30 
coss from Amritsur immediately, and will never hereafter hold any further con¬ 
nection with him, or aid or assist him with troops, or in any other manner what¬ 
ever ; and they further agree that they will not in any way molest such of Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar’s followers or troops as are desirous of returning to their homes m 
the Deccan, but, on the contrary, wdll render them every assistance in their pov^er 
for carrying such intention into execution. 


Article 2. 

The British Government hereby agrees that m case a pacification should not 
be efiected between that Government and Jeswunt Rao Holkar, the British Army 
shall move from its present encampment on the banks of the River Beah as soon 
as Jeswunt Rao Holkar aforesaid shall have marched with his army to the dis¬ 
tance of 30 coss from Amritsur; and that in any Treaty which may hereafter 
be concluded between the British Government and Jeswunt Rao Holkar, it shall 
be stipulated that, immediately after the conclusion of the said Treaty, Holkar 
shall evacuate the territories of the Sikhs and march towards his own, and that 
he shall in no way whatever injure or destroy such parts of the Sikh country as 
may lie in his route. The British Govcnmient further agrees that as long as 
the said Chieftains Runjeet Sing and Futteh Sing abstain from holding any friiuid- 
ly connection with the enemies of that Government, or from committing any 
act of hostility on their own parts against the said Government, the British Armies 
shall never enter the territories of the siiUl Chioftaius, nor will the British Gov¬ 
ernment form any plans for the seizure or sequestration of their possessions or 
property.

Treaty with the Rajah of Lahore,—1809. 

Whereas certain differences which had arisen between the British Govern¬ 
ment and the Rajah of Lahore have been hai)pily and amicably adjusted, and 
both parties being anxious to maintain the relations of perfect amity and con¬ 
cord, the following Articles of Treaty, wliich shall be binding on the heirs and 
successors of the two parties, have been concluded by Rujah Rimject'Sing on 
his own part, and by the agency of Charles Theophilus Metcalfe, Esquire, on the 
part of the British Government. 

Article 1. 

Perpetual friendship shall subsist between the British Government and the 
State of Lahore. The latter shall be considered, with respect to the former, to 
be on the footing of the most favoured powers ; and the British Government will 
have no concern with the territories and subjects of the Rajah to the northward 
of the River Sutlej. 




Article 2. 

The Rajah will never maintain in the territory occupied by him and his depen¬ 
dants, on the left bank of the River Sutlej, more troops than are necessary for 
the internal duties of that territory, nor commit or suffer any encroachments 
on the possessions or rights of the Chiefs in its vicinity. 


Article 3. 

In the event of a violation of any of the preceding Articles, or of a departur 
from the rules of friendship on the part of either State, this Treaty shall be con¬ 
sidered t^j be null and void. 

Article 4. 

This Tn'aty consisting of four Articles, having been settled and concluded 
at Ainntsur, on the 25th day of April 1809, Mr, Charles Theophilus Metcalfe has 
dolivertHl to the Rajah of Lahore a copy of the same, in English and Persian, 
under his seal and signature and the said Rajah has delivered another copy of 
the same, uuder his seal and signature ; and Mr. Charlea Theophilus Metcalfe 
’ itgages to procure, within the space of two months, a copy of the same duly rati¬ 
fied by the Right Honourable the Goveruor-Gciioral in Council, on the receipt 
of which by the Rajah, the prc.sont Treaty shall be deemed complete and binding 
on both jmrtics, and the copy ot it now delivered to the Rajah shall be returned.

General to Maharajah Runjeet Sing, on the evening of the- 31 st Octo- 
ber 1831. 


In these days of auspicious commencement and happy dose, while tlie Sound 
of rejmcnig has gladdened the firmament, a meeting has been arranged at. a for¬ 
tunate moment and under favourable circumstances between the heads of the 
two e.valted Governments, on the terms of reciprocal friendship, and in aU cor¬ 
diality, with reference to the relations established of old between the two States, 
and many interviews and conversations have been held with mirth and jov and 
mutual satisfaction ; the rose buds of our hearts on both sides having exounded, 
and the garden of our sensations being in blossom from the exceeding joy and 
good feeling that prevailed. Of a truth the growing friendship and ca;rd::ility 
which subsisted between the two Durbars of e.valted dignity have been watered 
and fostered by the hand of Providence, and by the showers of the Divine grace 
so as to have reached a maturity and strengt.h for which God be praised. Neverthe¬ 
less, Your Highness may derive further satisfaction from the assurance that 
agreeably to the relations of friendship which have been thus established, in the 
same manner, from generation to generation, as settled by recii>rocal engaerc 
ments, shall the growth of this friendship continue and increase, and the materills 
of the existing good understanding bo sought and e.xtended at aU times and at 
all places. There shall never at any time, or on any account whatsoever be any 
difference or estrangement, nor shall such feelings in any way find entrance But 
on the contrary, the example of the unanimity and long standing fiiendship shall 
like the sun, shine glorious in history, and the reputation of it shall become a 
bye-word amongst the princes and rulers of the earth and be a subject of con¬ 
versation to all ranks of men, in all countries, and at all times, so that, observing 
the fruits of this long standing friendship, the well-wishers of the two Govern¬ 
ments shall rejoice, and their enemies and those who envy their good fortune 
shall be downcast and repentant. 


Hereafter all the gentlemen and authorities of the British Government will 
study to maintain in perpetuity the relations which exist, as established by mu¬ 
tual engagements of long standing, so as to raise and display to the world the 
standards of the mutual good faith, fidelity, and cordiality of the two Govern¬ 
ments. 


These few lines have been committed to writing, ns a testimony of friend¬ 
ship, at Rooper, and have been signed and sealed by me, to he delivered in jierson 
at this last interview, on the 31st October 1831, corresponding with tlie 24t.h of 
Jumadee-oos-Sanee, 1247 Hegirir, to His Highness Maharajah Runjeet Sin<r 
Behaudor. ”

Treaty concluded between the East India Company and His Highness Maha¬ 
rajah Runjeet Sing, the Ruler of the Punjab,—1832. 

By the grace of Gk)d, the relations of firm alliance and indissoluble ties of 
friendship existing between the Honorable the East India Company and His 
Highness the Maha Rajah Runjeet Sing, founded on the auspicious Treaty for¬ 
merly concluded by Sir C. T. Metcalfe, Baronet, and since confirmed in the written 
pledge of sincere amity presented by the Right Honorable Lord W. C. Bentinck, 
G.C.B. and G.C.H., Governor-General of British India, at the meeting at Rooper, 
are like the sun, clear and manifest to the whole world, and will continue unim¬ 
paired and increasing in strength from generation to generation. By virtue^ of 
these firmly established bonds of friendship, since the opening of the navigation 
of the Rivers Indus Proper (i.e., Indus below the confluence of the Punjnud) and 
Sutlej, a measure deemed expedient by both States, with a view to promote the 
general interests of commerce, has lately been effected through the agency of 
Captain C. M. Wade, Political Agent at Loodianah, deputed by the Right Honor¬ 
able the Governor-General for that purpose, the following Articles, explanatory 
of the conditions by which the said navigation is to be regulated, as concerns 
the nomination of Officers, the mode of collecting the duties, and the protection 
of the trade by that route, have been framed in order that the Officers of the two 
States employe-1 in their execution may act accordingly. 

Article 1. 

The provision of the existing Treaty relative to the right bank of the River 
Sutlej and aU its stipulations, together with the contents of the friendly pledge 
already mentioned, shaU remain binding, and a strict regard to preserve the rela¬ 
tions of friendship between the two States be the ruling principles of action. In 
accordance with that Treaty the Honorable Company has not nor will have any 
concern with the right bank of the River Sutlej. 

Article 2. 

The tariff which is to be established for the line of navigation in question is 
intended to apply exclusively to the passage of merchandize by that route, and 
not to interfere with the transit duties levied on goods proceeding from one 
baiik of the river to the other, nor with the places fixed for their collection. 
They are to remain as heretofore. 


Article 3. 

Merchants frequenting the said route, wdiile within the limits of the Maha 
Rajah’s Government, are required to show a due regard to his authority as is 
done by merchants generally, and not to comniit any acts offensive to the civil 
and roligiona institutions of the Sikhs.

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Article 4. 



Any one purposing to go by the said route, wiU intimate bis intention to the 
Agent of either State, and apply for a passport, agreeably to a form to be laid 
down ; having obtained which he may proceed on his journey. The merchants 
coming from Amritsiir and other parts on the right bank of the River Sutlej, are 
to intimate their intentions to the Agent of the Maha Rajah at Herreeke, or other 
appointed places, and obtain a passport through him ; and merchants coming 
from Hindoostan or other parts on the left bank of the River Sutlej will intimate 
their intentions to the Honourable Company’s Agent, and obtain a passport 
through him. As Foreigners and Hindoostarees and Sirdars of the protected 
Sikh States and elsewhere are not in the habit of crossing the Sutlej without 
a passport from the Maha Rajah’s officers, it is expected that such persons will 
hereafter also conform to the same rule, and not cross without the usual passports. 


Article 5. 

A tariff shall be established, exhibiting tlie rate of duties leviable on each 
description of merchandize, which, after having been approved by both Govern¬ 
ments, is to bo the standard by wl.ich the Superintendents and Collectors of Cus¬ 
toms are to be guided. 

Article 6. 

Merchants are invited to adopt the new route with perfect confidence; no 
one shall be suffered to molest them or unnecessarily to impede their progress ; 
care being taken that they are only detained for the collection of the duties in 
the manner stipulated at the established stations. 


Article 7. 

The officers who are to be entrusted with the examination of the goods and 
collection of the duties on the part of Maha Kajah Runjeet Sing, shall be stationed 
at Mithinkot and Herreeke. At no other places, but those two, shall boats in 
transit on the river be liable to examination or stoppage. 


Abticle 8. 

When the persons in charge of boats stop of their own accord to take in or 
give out cargo, the goods will be liable to the local transit duty of the Maha 
Rajah’s Government previously to their being embarked, and subsequently to 
their being landed, as provided in Article 2. 

Aritcle 9. 

The Superintendent stationed at Mithinkot having examined the carso will 
levy the established duty, and grant a passport, with a written account of th 
cargo and freight. On the arrival of the boat at Herreeke, the Superintend 1 
of that station will compare the passiwrt with the cargo, and whatever o^^^ 
are found in excess will be liable to the payment of the established duty • while 
the rest, having already paid duty at Mithinkot, will pass on free. ’ * 
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Articijs 10. 

The same ttiIq will be observed in respect to merchandize conveyed from 
Herreeke by way of the rivers towards Sindh. 

Article 11. 

Whatever may be fixed as the share of duties on the right bank of the River 
Sutlej in right of the Maha Rajah’s own dominions, and of those in allegiance 
to him, the Maha Rajah’s officers will collect it at the places appointed. 

Article 12. 

With regard to the security and safety of merchants who may adopt this route, 
the Maha Rajali's officers shall afford them every protection in their power, and 
merchants on halting for the night on either bank of the Sutlej, are required, 
with reference to the Treaty of friendship which exists between the tw^o States, 
to give notice and to show their passports to the thanadar or officers in author¬ 
ity at the place, and request protection for themselves. If, notwithstanding 
this precaution, loss should at any time occur, a strict inquiry will be made, and 
reclamation sought from those who are blameable. 




Article 13. 

The Articles of the present Treaty for opening the navigation of the rivers 
above mentioned, having, agreeably to subsisting relations, been approved by 
the Right Honorable the Governor-General, shall be carried into execntion ac¬ 
cordingly.

Supplementary Treaty between the British Govx^cnment and Maha Rajah 
RuN.rEET Singh, for establishing a toll on the rndiis, dated 29th November 


1834. 


In conformity with the subsisting relations of friendship as established and 
confirmed by former Treaties between the liororable the East India Company 
and His Highness Maha Rajah Riinject Singh, and whereas in the 5th Article 
of the Treaty concluded at Lahore, on the 26th day of December 1832, it was 
stipulated that a moderate scale of duties should be fixed by the two Govern¬ 
ments in concert, to be levied on all merchandize in transit up and down the 
Rivers Indus and Sutlej, the said Governments being now of opinion that, owing 
to the moxponence of the people of these countries in such matters, the mode 
of levying duties then propostA on the value and (juantity of goods) could 
not fail to give rise to mutual inisundcrstaudiugs and reclamations, have, with 
a view to prevent these results, determined to substitute a toll wliich shall be 
levied on all boats with wliatever merchandize laden ; the following Articles have 
therefore been adopted as supplementary to the former treaty, and in conformity 
with them, each Governnumt engages that the toll shall be levied, and its amount 
neither be increased nor diminished, except by mutual consent. 


Article 1. 

A toll of 570 Rupees shall bo levied on all boats laden with merchandize in 
transit on the Rivers Indus and Sutlej, between the sea and Rooper, without 
reference to their size or to the weight or value of their cargo ; the above toU to 
be divided among the different States in proportion to the extent of territory 
which they possess on the banks of these rivers. 

Article 2. 

The portion of the above toll appertaining to the Lahore Cliief, in right of 
his territory on both banks of those rivers, as deterniiued in the sub-joined scale, 
shall be levied ojiposite to Mitliinkot on boats coming from the sea towards Rooper 
and in the vicinity of Herree-ke-Pettin on boats going from Rooper towards the 
sea, and at no other place. 

In right of territory on the right In right of territory on the left bank 
bank of the Rivers Indus and Sutlej, of the Rivers Indus and Suthij, the 
Rupees 155-4-0. Maha Rajah’s share of Rupees 67-15-0 


Article 3. 

In order to facilitate the realization of the toll due to the different States 
as well as for the speedy and satisfactory adjustment of any disputes which may 
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arise connected with the safety of the navigation and the welfare of the trade 
by the new route, a British officer will reside opposite to Mithmkot—and a native 
agent on the part of the British Government opposite to Herree-ke-Pettin. These 
officers will be subject to the orders of the British Agent at Loodeanah, and the 
Agents who may be appointed to reside at those places on the part of the other 
States concerned in the navigation, viz., Bhawulpore and Sindh, together with 
those of Lahore, will co-operate with them in the execution of their duties. 


Article 4. 

In order to guard against imposition on the part of merchants in making false 
complaints of being plundered of property which formed no part of their cargoes, 
they are required, when ta king out their passport, to produce an invoice of their 
cargo, which being duly authenticated, a copy of it will be annexed to their pass¬ 
ports ; and wherever their boats may be brought to for the night, they are re¬ 
quired to give immediate notice to the thanadars or officers of the place, and to 
request protection for themselves ; at the same time showing the passjjorts tliey 
may have received at Mithinkot or Herree-ke, as the case may be. 


Article 5. 

Such parts of the 5th, 7th, 9th, and 10th Articles of the Treaty of the 26th 
of December 1832, as have reference to the fixing a duty on the value and quan- 
titv of merchandize, and to the mode of its collection, are hereby rescinded, and 
the foregoing Articles substituted in their place, agreeably to which and the con¬ 
ditions of the preamble the toll will be levied.

Treaty between the British Government, Maharajah Runjeet Singh and 
Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk,— 1838. 


Whereas a Treaty was formerly concluded between Maharajah Runjeet Singh 
and Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk, consisting of fourteen Articles, exclusive of the 
preamble and the conclusion, and whereas the execution of the provisions of the 
said Treaty was suspended for certain reasons, and whereas at this time Mr. W. 
H. Macnaghten having been deputed by the Right Honourable George, Lord 
Auckland, g.c.b., Governor-General of India, to the presence of Maharajah Run¬ 
jeet Singh, and vested with full powers to form a Treaty in a manner consistent 
with the friendly engagements subsisting between the two States, the Treaty 
aforesaid is revived and concluded with certain modiacations and four new Articles 
have been added thereto, with the approbation of, and in concert with, the British 
Government, the provisions whereof, as contained in the following eighteen 
Articles, will be duly and faithfully observed. 


Article 1st. 

Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk disclaims all title on the part of himself, his heirs 
successors and all the Suddozais to all the territories lying on either bank of the 
River Indus, that may be possessed by the Maharajah, viz.. Cashmere, including 
its limits E. W. N. S., together with the Fort of Attock, Church, Hezara, Khebel 
Amb, with its dependencies on the left bank of the aforesaid river, and on the 
right bank Peshawur, with the Eusufzai Territory, Kheteks, Hisht Nagar, Meehnee 
Kohat, Hungoo, and all places dependent in Peshawur, as far as the Khyber Pass, 
Benno, the Viziri Territory, Dowr Tank, Gorang, Kalabagh and Kushalgher, 
with their dependent districts, Derah Ismail Khan and its dependency, together 
with Derah Ghazee Khan, Kot Mithan, Omarkote and their dependent territory, 
Singher, Heren, Dajel, Hajeepore, Rajonpore, and the three Ketches, as well 
as Maukera with its district, and the province of Multan situated on the left bank. 
These countries and places are considered to be the jjroperty and to form the 
estate of the Maharajah—the Shah neither has nor will have any concern with 
them. They belong to the Maharajah and his posterity from generation to gene¬ 
ration. 


Article 2nd. 

The people of the country on the other side of Kliyhor will not be sufiered 
to commit robberies or aggressions, or any disturbances on this side. If 
defaulter of either State, who has embezzled the revenue, take refuge in the tem^ 
tory of the other, each party engages to surrender him, and no person shall ob¬ 
struct the passage of the stream which issues out of the Khyber defile, and sujipliee 
the Fort of Futtehgurh with water, according to ancient usage. 
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Article 3rd. 

As agreeably to the Treaty established between the British Government and 
the Maharajah, no one can cross from the left to the right bank of the Sutlej with¬ 
out a passport from the Maharajah, the same rule shall be observed regarding 
the passage of the Indus, whose waters join the Sutlej, and no one shall be allowed 
to cross the Indus without the Maharajah’s permission. 

Article 4th. 

Regarding Shikarpore and the territory of Sinde on the right bank of the 
Indus, tlic Shah will agree to abide by whatever may be settled as right and pro¬ 
per in conformity with the happy relations of friendship subsisting between the 
British Government and the Maharajah through Captain Wade. 

Article 5th. 

When the Shah shall have established his authority in Cabool and Candahar, 
he will annually send the Maharajah the following articles, viz,y 55 high-bred 
horses of approved colour and pleasant paces, 11 Persian scimitars, 7 Persian 
poignards, 25 good mules, fruits of various kinds, both dry and fresh, and sirdas 
cr musk melons of a sweet and delicate flavour (to be sent throughout the year), 
by the way of Cabool River to Peshawur, grapes, pomegranates, apples, quinces, 
almonds, raisins, pistahs or chesiiuts, an abundant supply of each, as well as pieces 
cf satin of every colour, choghas of fur, kinkliabs wrought with gold and silver, 
and Persian carpets, altogether to the number of 101 pieces. All these articles 
the Shah will continue to send every year to the Maharajah. 

Article Gth. 

Each party shall address the other on terms of equality. 

Article 7th, 

Merchants of Afghanistan, who will be desirous of trading to Lahore, Amritsur, 
or any other parts of the Maharajah’s possessions, shall lujt be stopped or molested 
oil their way ; on the contrary, .strict orders shall bo issued to facilitate their inter¬ 
course, and the Maharajah engages to observe the same line of conduct on his 
part, in respect to traders who may wish to proceed to Afghanistan. 

Article Sth. 

The Maharajah will yearly send to the Shah the following articles in the way 
of friendship, 55 piece.s of shawls, 25 pieces of muslin, 11 dopattahs, 5 pieces of 
kinkhab, 5 scarves, 5 turbans, 55 loads of Barch rice (peculiar to Peshawur). 

Article 9th. 

Any of the Maharajah’s oflicers who may be deputed to Afghanistan to pur- 
ehasc horses or on any other business, as well as those who may be sent by the 
Bhuh into the Punjab foe the purnoHo of imrchusiiig piece-goods or shawls, etc. 





to the amount of Ks. 11,000, will be treated by both sides udth due attention 
and every facility will be afforded to them in the execution of these commissions. 


Article 10th. 

Whenever the armies of the two States may happen to be assembled at the 
same place, on no account shall the slaughter of kine be permitted to take place. 

Article 11th. 

In the event of the Shah taking an auxiliary force from the Maharajah, what¬ 
ever booty may be acquired from the Barakzais, in jewels, horses, arms, great 
and small, shall be equally divided between the two contracting parties. If the 
Shah should succeed in obtaining possession of their property without the assist¬ 
ance of the Maharajah’s troops, the Shah agrees to send a portion of it by his 
own agent to the Maharajah in the way of friendship. 

^Article 12Tn. 

An exchange of missions charged with letters and presents shall constantly 
take place between the two parties. 

Article 13th. 

Should the Maharajah require the aid of any of the Shah’s troops “ in fur¬ 
therance of the objects contemplated by this Treaty,” the Shah engages to send 
a force commanded by one of his principal officers ; in like manner the Maharajah 
wdl furnish the Shah, when required, with an auxiliary force composed of Maho 
medans, and commanded by one of his principal officers as far as Cabool in fur¬ 
therance of the objects contemplated by this Treaty. When the Maharajah 
may go to Peshawur, the Shah will depute a Shahzadah to visit him, on which 
occasions the Maharajah will receive and dismiss him with the honour and con¬ 
sideration due to his rank and dignity. 


Article Hth. 

The friends and enemies of each of the three high powers, that is to say, the 
British and Sikh Governments and Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk, shall be the friends 
and enemies of all. 

iVRTiCLE 15 th. 

Shah Shoojah-ool-MooIk engages, after the attainment of his object, to nav 
witliout fail to the Maliarajah the sum of two lakh.s of Rupees of the Kanu'k-sl 
or Kuldar currency, calculating from the date on which the Sikh troops ma'^ b'' 
despatched for the purpose of reinstating His Majesty in Cabool in consith. 
tion of the Maharajah’s stationing a force of not less than r>,tKX) men f 
and Infantry, of the Mahomedan persuasion, within the limits of the K*shat^ 
Territory, for the support of the Shah, and to be sent to the aid of His Ma* 
whenever the British Government, in concert and counsel with the Maliarajah 
shall .deem their aid necessary; and when any matter of great importance ma' 
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arise to the westward, such measures will be adopted with regard to it as may 
seem expedient and proper at the time to the British and Sikh Governments. 
In the event of the Maharajah requiring the aid of any of the Shah’s troops, a 
deduction will be made from the Subsidy proportioned to the period for which 
such aid may be afforded, and the British Government holds itself responsible 
for the punctual payment of the above sum annually to the Maharajah so long 
as the provisions of this Treaty are duly observed. 


Article 16th. 

Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk agrees to relinquish for himself, his heirs and such- 
cessors all claims of supremacy and arrears of tribute over the country now held 
by the Ameers of Sinde (and which will continue to belong to the Ameers and 
successors in perpetuity), on condition of the payment to him by the Ameers 
of such a sum as may be determined under the mediation of the British Govern¬ 
ment, fifteen lakhs of such payment being made over by him to Maharajah Run- 
jeet Singh. On these payments being completed, Article 4 of the Treaty of the 
12th of March 1833 will be considered cancelled, and the customary interchange 
of letters and suitable presents between the Maharajah and the Ameers of Sinde 
shall be maintained as heretofore. 


Article 17th. 

When Shah Shoojah-ool-MooUc shall have succeeded in establishing his author¬ 
ity in Afghanistan, he shall not attack or molest his nephew, the ruler of Herat 
in the possession of the territories now subject to his Government. 

Article 18th. 

Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk binds himself, his heirs and successors to refrain 
from entering into negotiations with any Foreign State, without the knowledge 
and consent of the British and Sikh Governments, and to oppose any power having 
the design to invade the British or Sikh territories by force of arms to the 
utmost of his ability. 

The three powers, parties to this Treaty, viz., the British Government, Maha 
rajah Runjeet Singh, and Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk, cordially agree to the fore¬ 
going articles. There shall be no deviation from them, and in that case the pre¬ 
sent Treaty shall be considered binding for ever, and this Treaty shall come into 
operation from and after the date on which the seals and signatures of the three 
contracting partie-^ shall have been affixed thereto. 

Done at LahoTe, this 26th day of June in the year of Our Lord 1838, correspond¬ 
ing with the 16th of the ynonth of Asarh 1896—Era of Bikarmajit.

Agreement entered into with the Government of Lahore regarding the duties 
to be levied on the transit of Merchandize by the Rivers Sutlej and Indus 
in modification of the Supplementary Articles of the Treaty of 1832,—Dated 
19th May 1839. 

Objections having been urged against the levy of the same duty on a boat 
of a small as on one of a large size; and the merchants having solicited that the 
duties might be levied on the maundage or measurement of the boats or on tho 
value of the goods : it is therefore agreed, that hereafter the whole duty shall 
be paid at one place, and either at Loodiana or Ferozepore, or at Mithinkot and 
that the duty be levied on the merchandize, and not on the boats, as follows :—

Tbanslation. 

Treaty with Maha Rajah Khurruk Singh, —1840. 

Formerly a Treaty was executed by the Right Honorable Lord William Caven¬ 
dish Bentinck, the Governor-General of India, on the 14th of Poos, Sumbut 1889 
(corresponding with A.D. 1832), through Colonel (then Captain) Wade, concernr 
ing the navigation of the Sutlej and the Scinde rivers in the Khalsa territory, 
in concurrence with the wishes of both the friendly and allied Governments. 
Another Treaty on the subject was subsequently executed through the same 
officer, in Sumbut 1891 (corresponding with A.D. 1834), fixing a duty on every 
mercantile boat, independent of the quantity of its freight, and the nature of its 
merchandize. A third Treaty was executed on this subject, in accordance with 
the wishes of both Governments, on the arrival of Mr. Clerk, Agent to the Gov¬ 
ernor-General, at the Durbar, in May 1839, adjusting the rate of duties on mer¬ 
chandize, according to quantity and kind ; and although at the end of that docu¬ 
ment so much was specified as that the two high powers should after this never 
propose a rate below (loss than) that specified, yet notwithstanding after this. 
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when that gentleman came to the Khalsa Durbar at Amritsur, in Jeth, Sumbut 
1897 (corresponding with May 1840), he explained the difficulties and inconve- 
mence which seemed to result to trade under the system proposed last year, in 
consequence of the obstruction to boats for the purpose of search and the ignor¬ 
ance of traders, and the difficulty of adjusting duties according to the different 
kinds of articles freighted in the boats, and proposed to revise that system by 
fixing a scale of duties proportionate to the measurement of boats, and not on 
the kind of commodities, if this arrangement should be approved of by both Gov¬ 
ernments. Having reported to his Government the circumstances of the case, 
e now drew up a Schedule of the rate of duties on the mercantile boats navigat- 
the Rivers Scinde and Sutlej, and forwarded it for the consideration of this 
riendly Durbar. The Khalsa Government, therefore, with a due regard to the 
^ta lished alliance, having added a few sentences in accordance with the late 
reaties and agreeably to what is already well understood, has signed and sealed 
the Schedule, and it shaU never be at all liable to any contradiction, difference, 
change or alteration, without the concurrence and concert of both Governments, 
in consideratior of mutual advantages, upon condition it does not interfere with 
the estabHshed custom duties at Amritsur, Lahore, and other inland' places or 
the other rivers in the Khalsa territory. 

Article 1.

No. IX. 

Proclamation by the Right Honorable the Governor-General of India, 

—1845. 

The British Government has ever been on terms of friendship with that of 
the Punjab, 

In the year 1809, a Treaty of amity and concord was concluded between the 
British Government and the late Maharajah Runject Singh, the conditions of 
which have always been faithfully observed by the British Government, and 
were scrupulously fulfilled by the late Maharajah. 

The same friendly relations have been maintained with the successors of Maha¬ 
rajah Ruiijeet Singh by the British Government up to the present time. 

Since the death of the late Maharajah Shore Singh, the disorganised state 
of the Lahore Government has made it incumbent on the Governor-General in 
Council to adopt precautionary measures for the protection of the British Frontier. 
The nature of these measures and the causo of their adoption were at the time 
fully explained to the Lahore Durbar, 
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Notwithstanding the disorganised state of the Lahore Government during 
the last two years and many most unfriendly proceedings on the part of the Dur¬ 
bar, the Governor-General in Council has continued to evince his desire to main¬ 
tain the relations of amity and concord which had so long existed between the 
two States for the mutual interests and happiness of both. He has shown on 
every occasion the utmost forbearance from consideration to the helpless state 
of the infant Maharajah Dulleep Singh, whom the British Government had re~ 
cognised as the successor to the late Maharajah Shere Singh. 

The Governor-General in Council sincerely desired to see a strong Seikh Gov¬ 
ernment re-established in the Punjab, able to control its army, and to protect 
its subjects. He had not, up to the present moment, abandoned the hope of 
seeing that important object effected by the patriotic efforts of the Chiefs and 
people of that country. 

The Seikh Army recently marched from Lahore towards the British Frontier, 
as it was alleged by the orders of the Durbar, for the purpose of invading the British 
Territory. 

The Governor-GeneraPs Agent, by direction of the Governor-General, de¬ 
manded an explanation of this movement—and no reply being returned within 
a reasonable time, the demand was repeated. The Governor-General unwilling 
to believe in the hostile intentions of the Seikh Government, to wdiich no provo¬ 
cation had been given, refrained from takdng any measures wliich might have 
a tendency to embarrass the Government of the Maharajah or to induce collision 
between the two States. 

When no reply was given to the repeated demand for explanation, and while 
active military preparations were continued at Lahore, the Governor-General 
considered it necessary to order the advance of troops towards the Frontier to 
reinforce the Frontier posts. / 

The Seikh Army has now, without a shadow of provocation, invaded the British 
Territories. 

Ihe Governor-General must therefore take measures for effectually protect¬ 
ing the British Provinces, for vindicating the authority of the British Govern¬ 
ment, and for punishing the violators of treaties and the disturbers of the public 
peace. 

The Governor-General hereby declares the possessions of Maharajah Dulleep 
Singh on the left or British bank of the Sutlej confiscated and annexed to the 
British Territories. 

The Governor-General will respect the existing rights of all jaghiredars ;5emin- 
dars, and tenants in the said possessions, who, by the course rhey now pursue 
evince their fidelity to the British Government. ’ 

The Governor-General hereby calls upon all the Chiefs and Sirdars in the 
tected territories to co-operate cordially with the British Government for 
punishment of the common enemy, and for the maintenance of order in these 
States. Those of the Chiefs who show alacrity and fidelity in the discharge of 
this duty, which they owe to the protecting power, will find their interests pro- 
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moted thereby, and those who take a contrary course will be treated as enemies 
to the British Government, and will be punished accordingly. 

The inhabitants of all the territories on the left bank of the Sutlej are hereby 
directed to abide peaceably in their respective villages, where they will receive 
efficient protection by the British Govermnent, All parties of men found in 
Armed bands, who can give no satisfactory account of their proceedings, will bo 
treated as disturbers of the public peace. 

All subjects of the British Government and those who possess estates on both 
sides the River Sutlej, who by their faithful adherence to the British Government, 
may bo liable to sustain loss, shall be indemnified and secured in all their just 
rights and privileges. 

On the other hand, all subjects of the British Government, who shall continue 
in the service of the Lahore State, and who disobey this Proclamation by not 
immediately returning to their allegiance, will be liable to have their property 
on this aide the Sutlej confiscated, and declared to be aliens and enemies of the 
British Government.

No. X. 

Treaty between the British Government and the State op Lahore, —1846. 

Whereas the treaty of amity and concord, which was concluded between the 
British Government and the late Maharajah Runjcet Sing, the Ruler of Lahore, 
in 1809, was broken by the unprovoked aggression, on the British Provinces, 
of the Sikh Army, in December last; and Whereas, on that occasion, by the Proc¬ 
lamation, dated 13th December, the territories then in the occupation of the 
Maharajah of Lahore, on the left or British bank of the River Sutlej, were con¬ 
fiscated and annexed to the British Provinces; and since that time hostile opera¬ 
tions have been prosecuted by the two Governments, the one against the other, 
which have ^’suited in the occupation of Lahore by the British troops ; and Where¬ 
as it hiiS been determined that, upon certain conditions, peace, shall be re-estab¬ 
lished between the tw’O Governments, the following treaty of peace between the 
Honorable English East India Company and Maharajah Dhuleep Sing Bahadoor, 
and his children, heirs and successors, has been concluded on the part of the 
Honorable Company by Frederick Currie, Esquire, and Brevet-Major Henry 
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Montgomery Lawrence, by virtue of full powers to that effect vested in them by 
the Right Hon’ble Sir Henry Hardinge, g.c.b., one of Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Most Honorable Privy Council, Governor-General, appointed by the Honorable 
Company to direct and control all their affairs in the East Indies, and on the part 
of His Highness Maharajah Dhuleep Sing by Bhaee Ram Sing, Rajah Lai Sing, 
Sirdar Tej Sing, Sirdar Chuttur Sing Attareewalla, Sirdar Runjore Sing Majeethia, 
Dewan Deena Nath and Fakeer Noorood-deen, vested with full powers and author¬ 
ity on the part of His Highness. 


Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between the British Govern¬ 
ment on the one part, and Maharajah Dhuleep Sing, his heirs and successors on 
the other. 


Article 2. 

Thd Maharajah of Lahore renounces, for himself, his heirs and successors, all 
claim to, or connection with, the territories lying to the south of the River Sutlej, 
and engages never to have any concern with those territories or the inhabitants 
thereof. 

Article 3. 

Maharajah cedes to the Honorable Company, in perpetual sovereignty, 
all his forts, territories and rights in the Doab or country, hill and plain, situated 
between the Rivers Beas and Sutlej. 

Article 4. \ 

The British Government having demanded from the Lahore State, as indem¬ 
nification for the expenses of the war, in addition to the cession of territory de¬ 
scribed in Article 3, payment of one and half crore of Rupees, and the Lahore 
Government, being unable to pay the whole of this sum at this .time, or to give 
security satisfactory to the British Government for its eventual payment, the 
Maharajah cedes to the Honorable Company, in perpetual sovereignty, as equi¬ 
valent for one crore of Rupees, all his forts, territories, rights and/interests in 
the hill countries, which are situated between the Rivers Beas and Indus, includ- 
mg the Provinces of Cashmere and Hazarah. 

Article 5. 

The Maharajah will pay to the British Government the sum of 50 lakhs of 
Rupees on or before the ratification of this Treaty, 


Article 6. 

The Maharajah engages to disband the mutinous troops of the Lahore Army 
taking from them their arms—and His Highness agrees to re-organize the Regular 
Aeen Regiments of Infantry, upon the system, and according tb the Regula- 
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fciona as to pay and allowances, observed in the time of the late Maharajah Runjeet 
Sing. The Maharajah further engages to pay up all arrears to the soldiers that 
are discharged, under the provisions of this Article. 

Article 7. 

The Regular Army of the Lahore State shall henceforth be limited to 25 Batta¬ 
lions of Infantry, consisting of 800 bayonets each—with twelve thousand cavalry 
—this number at no time to be exceeded without the concurrence of the British 
Government. Should it be necessary at any time—for any special cause—that 
this force should be increased, the cause shall be fully explained to the British 
Government, and when the special necessity shall have passed, the regular troops 
shall be again reduced to the standard specified in the former clause of this Article. 

Article 8. 

The Maharajah will surrender to the British Government all the guns—^thirty- 
six in number—which have been pointed against the British Troops—and which, 
having been placed on the right bank of the River Sutlej, were not captured at 
the Battle of Subraon. 

Article 9. 

The control of the Rivers Beas and Sutlej, with the continuations of the latter 
river, commonly called the Gurrah and the Punjnud, to the confluence of the 
Indus at Mithunkote—and the control of the Indus from Mithunkote to the bor¬ 
ders of Beloochistan, shall, in respect to tolls and ferries, rest with the British 
Government. The provisions of this Article shall not interfere with the passage 
of boats belonging to the Lahore Government on the said rivers, for the purposes 
of traffic or the conveyance of passengers up and down their course. Regard¬ 
ing the ferries between the two countries respectively, at the several ghats of 
the said rivers, it is agreed that the British Government, after defraying all the 
expenses of management and establishments, shall account to the Lahore Govern- 
meat for one-half of the net profits of the ferry collections. The provisions of 
this Article have no reference to the ferries on that part of the River Sutlej which 
forms the boundary of Bhawulpore and Lahore respectively. 




Article 10. 

If the British Government should, at any time, desire to pass troops through 
the territories of His Highness the Maharajah, for the protection of the British 
Territories, or those of their Allies, the British Troops shall, on such special oc¬ 
casion, dur notice being given, be allowed to pass through the Lahore Territories. 
In such case the flfficors of the Lahore State will afford facilities in })roviding 
supplies and boats for the passage of rivers, and the British Government will 
pay the full price of all such provisions and boats, and will make fair compen¬ 
sation for all private property that may be endamaged. The British Govern- 
ruant will, moreover, observe all due con8idf5ration to the religious feelings of the 
lubiibitantB of those tracts through which the army may |)a8a. 
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Article 11. 

The Maharajah engages never to take or to retain in his service any British 
subject—nor the subject of any European or American State—without the con¬ 
sent of the British Government. 


Article 12. 

In consideration of the services rendered by Rajah Golab Sing, of Jummoo, 
to the Laliore State, towards procuring the restoration of the relations of amity 
between the Lahore and British Governments the Maharajah hereby agrees to 
recognize the Independent Sovereignty of Rajah Golab Sing, in such territories 
and districts m the hills as may be made over to the said Rajah Golab Sing, by 
separate Agreement between himself and the British Govermnent, with the’de¬ 
pendencies thereof, which may have been in the Rajah’s possession since the time 
of the late Maharajah Khurruck Sing, and the British Government, in considera¬ 
tion of the good conduct of Rajah Golab Sing, also agrees to recognize his inde¬ 
pendence in such territories, and to admit him to the privileges of a separate Treaty 
with the British Government. 

Article 13. 

In the event of any dispute or difference arising between the Lahore State 
and Rajah Golab Sing the same shall be referred to the arbitration of the British 
Government, and by its decision the Maharajah engages to abide. 


Article 14. 


The limits of the Lahore Territories shall not be, 
the concurrence of the British Government.

Article 15. 

Ihe British Government will not exercise any interference in the internal 
administration of the Lahore State—but in all cases or questions which may be 
referred to the British Government, the Governor-General will give the aid of 
his advice and good offices for the furtherance of the interests of the Lahore Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Article 16, 

The subjects of either State shall, on visiting the territories of the other be 
on the footing of the subjects of the most favoured nation. 

This Treaty, consisting of sixteen articlep, has been this day settled by Fred 
rick Currie, Esquire, and Brevet-Major Henry Montgomery Lawrence act* ^ 
under the directions of the Right Hoiible Sir Henry Hardinge, a.o b Gover 
General, on the part of the British Government, and by Bhaee Rain Sing Ra'ah 
Lai Sing, Sirdar Tej Sing, Sirdar Chuttur Sing Attareewalla, Sirdar RunjJre Sin 
Majeethia, Dewan Deena Nath, and Fiique^r Ndorooddeen, on the part of the 
Maharajah Dhuleep Sing, and the said Treaty has been this day ratified by the 
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seal of the Right Hon’ble Sir Henry Hardinge, g.o.b., Governor-General, and 
by that of His Highness Maharajah Dhuleep Sing. 

Done at Lahore, this nirdh day of March, in the year of Our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-six, corresponding with the 10th day of Ruhbee-ool-awul, 
1262 Hijree, and ratified on the same date.

Articles of Agreement concluded between the British Government and the 
Lahore Durbar on the 11th March 1846. 

Whereas the Lahore Government has solicited the Governor-General to leave 
a British Force at Lahore, for the protection of the Maharajah’s person and of 
the Capital, till the reorganization of the Lahore Army, according to the provi¬ 
sions of Article 6 of the Treaty of Lahore, dated the 9th instant; and Whereas 
the Governor-General has, on certain conditions, consented to the measure ; 
and Whereas it is expedient that certain matters concerning the territories ceded 
by Articles 3 and 4 of the aforesaid Treaty should be specifically determined, 
the following eight Articles of Agreement have this day been concluded between 
the aforementioned contracting parties. 

Article 1. 

The British Government shall leave at Lahore, till the close of the current 
year, A.D. 1846, such force as shall seem to the Governor-General adequate for 
the pur]:x>8e of protecting the person of the Maharajah and the inhabitants of 
the City of laihoto, during the re-organization of the Sikh Army, in accordance 
with the provisions of Article 6 of the Treaty of Lahore, That force to be with¬ 
drawn at any convenient time before the expiration of the year, if the object to 
be fulfilled shall, in tlie opinion of the Durbar, have been attained—but the force 
shall not be detained at Lahore beyond the expiration of the currant year. 
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ARTIOI.E 2. 



Tho Lahore Government agrees that the force left at Lahore for the puri^oso 
specified in tho foregoing Article, sliall bo placed in full possession of the Fort 
and tho City of Lahore, and that tho Lahore troops shall be removed from within 
tho City. Tho Lahore Government engages to furnish convenient quarters for 
the officers and men of tho said force and to pay to the British Government all 
the extra expenses in regard to tho said force, which may be incurred by tho British 
Government, in consequence of the troops being employed away from their own 
Cantonments and in a Foreign Territory. 


Akticle 3. 

Tho Lahore Government engages to apply itself immediately and earnestly 
to the reorganization of its army according to the prescribed conditions, and to 
communicate fully with tho British authorities loft at Lahore, as to the progress 
of such reorganization, and as to the location of the troops. 

Abtiole 4. 

If the Lahore Government fails in tho performance of tho conditions of the 
foregoing Article, tho British Government shall bo at liberty to withdraw tho 
force from Lahore at any time before the expiration of the period sj>ecified in 
Article 1. 

Article 6. 

The British Government agrees to respect the bond fide rights of those Jaghire- 
dars, within the territories ceded by Articles 3 and 4 of the Treaty of Lahore, 
dated 9th instant, who were attached to the families of the late Maharajahs Eun- 
jeet Sing, Kurruk Sing and Shere Sing; and the British Government will main¬ 
tain those jaghiredars in their bond fide possessions during their lives. 


Article 6. 

The Lahore Government shall receive the assistance of the BritiA Local Author¬ 
ities in recovering the arrears of revenue justly due to the Lahore Government 
from tho kardas and managers in the territories ceded by the provisions of Articles 
3 and 4 of tho Treaty of Lahore, to the close of tho Khureef harvest of the current 
year, v»., 19^2 of the Sumbut Bikramajeet. 

Article 7. 

The Lahore Government shall be at liberty to remove from the forts, in the 
territories specified in the foregoing Article, all treasure and State property, with 
the exception of gims. Should, however, the British Government desire to ro- 
toin any part of the said property, they shall be at liberty to do sc, j)ayiiig fo, 
the same at a fair valuation, and the British officers shall give their assistance 
to the Lahore Government in disposing on the 8 i) 0 t of smeh part of tho aforesaid 
property as the Lahore Government may not wish to remove, and the British 
Officers may not desire to retain 
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Article 8, 

Commissioners shall be immediately appointed by the two Governments to 
settle and lay down the boundary between the two States, as defined by Article 
4 of the Treaty of Lahore, dated March 9th, 1846.

Articles of Agreement concluded between the British Government and 
the Lahore Durbar on the 16th December 1846. 

Whereas the Lahore Durbar and the principal Chiefs and Sirdars of the State 
have in express terms communicated to the British Gk)vemment their anxious 
desire that the Governor-General should give his aid and assistance to maintain 
the administration of the Lahore State during the minority of Maharajah Diilleep 
Sing, and have declared this measure to be indispensable for the maintenance 
of the Government; and whereas the Governor-General has, under certain con¬ 
ditions, consented to give the aid and assistance solicited, the following Articles 
of Agreement, in modification of the Articles of Agreement executed at Lahore 
on the 11th March last, have been concluded on the part of the British Govern¬ 
ment by Frederick Currie, Esquire, Secretary to Government of India, and Lieute - 
nant-Colonel Henry Montgomery Lawrence, c.B., Agent to the Governor-General, 
North-West Frontier, by virtue of full powers to that effect vested in them by 
the Right Honide Viscount Hardinge, g.c.b., Governor-General, and on the part 
of His Highness Maharajah Dulleep Sing, by Sirdar Tej Sing, Sirdar Shere Sing, 
Dewan Deiia Nath, Fukeer Nooroodeen, Rai Kishen Chund, Sirdar Runjore Sing 
Majethea, Sirdar Utter Sing Kaleewalla, Bhaee Nidhan Sing, Sirdar Khan Sing 
Majethea, Sirdar Shurnshere Sing, Sirdar Lall Sing Morarea, Sirdar Klier Sing 
Siiidhanwalla, Sirdar Urjun Sing Rungrungalea; acting with the iinaninious 
consent and concurrence of the Chiefs and Sirdars of the State assembled at 
Lahore. 

Arhcle 1. 

All and every part of the Treaty of peace between the British Government 
and the State of Lahore, bearing date the 9th day of March 1846, except in so 
far as it may be tenq>orarily modified in respect to Clause 15 of the said Treaty 
by this engagement, shall remain binding upon the two Governments.

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Article 2. 

A Britisli Officer, with an efficient estahlishmeut of assistants, shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the Governor-General to remain at Lahore, which officer shall have 
full authority to direct and control all matters in every Department of the State. 

Article 3. 

Every attention shall bo paid in conducting the administration to the feelings 
of the people, to preserving the national institutions and customs, and to main¬ 
taining the just rights of aU classes. 

Article 4. 

Changes in the mode and details of administration shall not be made except 
when found necessary for effecting the objects set forth in the foregoing Clause, 
and for securing the just dues of the Lahore Government. These details shall 
be conducted by Native officers as at present, who shall be appointed and super¬ 
intended by a Council of Regency composed of leading Chiefs and Sirdars acting 
under the control and guidance of the British Resident. 

Article 5. 

The following persons shall in the first instance constitute the Council of Re¬ 
gency, viz., Sirdar Tej Sing, Sirdar Shero Sing Attareewalla, Dewan Dena Nath, 
Fukeer Nooroodeen, Sirdar Runjore Sing Majethea, Bhaee Nidhan Sing, Sirdar 
Utter Sing Kaleewalla. Sirdar Shumshere Sing Sindhan walla, and no change 
shall be made in the persons thus nominated, without the consent of the British 
Resident, acting xmder the orders of the Governor-General. 

Article 6. 

The administration of the country shall be conducted by this Council of Re¬ 
gency in such manner as may be determined on by themselves in consultation 
with the British Resident, who shall have full authority to direct and control 
the duties of every department. 

Article 7. 

A British Force of such strength and nuralxjrs, and in such positions as the 
Governor-General may think fit, shall remain at Ijahore for the protection of 
the Maharajah and the preservation of the peace of the country. 

Article 8. 

The Governor-General shall be at liberty to occupy with British soldiers any 
fort or military post in the Lahore Territories, the occupation of which may bo 
deemed necessary by the British Government, for the security of the capital or 
for maintaining the peace of the country. 

Article 9. 

The Lahore State sliall pay to the British Government twenty-two lakhs of 
now Nanuck Shahee Rupees of full tale and weight per annum for the mainte- 
uance of this force, and to meet the expenses incurred by the British Government. 
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Such sam to be paid by two inetalments, or 13,20,000 in May or June, and j,80,000 
in Novrember or December of each year. 


Article 10, 

Inasmuch as it is fitting that Her Highness the Maharanee, the mother of 
Maharajah Dulleop Sing, should have a proper provision made for the mainte¬ 
nance of herself and dependants, the sum of one lakh and fifty thousand rupees 
shall be set apart annually for that purpose, and shall be at Her Highness’ dis¬ 
posal. 

Article 11. 

Ths provisions of this Engagement shall have effect during the minority of 
His Highness Maharajah DuUeep Sing, and shall cease and terminate on His High¬ 
ness attaining the full age of sixteen years, or on the 4th September of the year 
1854, but it shall be competent to the Governor-General to cause the arrange¬ 
ment to cease at any period prior to the coming of age of His Higlmess, at which 
the Governor-General and the Lahore Durbar may be satisfied that the inter¬ 
position of the British Government is no longer necessary for maintaining the 
Government of His Highness the Maharajah. 

This Agreement^ consisthig of eleven Articles, was settled and executed at Lahore 
by the Officers and Chiefs and Sirdars above numed, on the 16th day of December 
1846.

Terim granted to the Maharajah DuUeep Sing Bahadoor, on the part of the 
Honorable East India Company, by Henry Meirs Elliot, Esq., Foreign Secretary 
to the Government of India, and Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Henry Montgomery 
Lawrence, e.c.b.. Resident, in virtue of full powers vested in them by the Right 
Hon’ble James, Earl of Dalhousie, Knight of the Most Ancient and Most Noble 
Order of the Thistle, one of Her Majesty’s Most Honorable Privy Council Gov¬ 
ernor-General appointed by the Honorable East India Company to direct and 
control aU their aSairs in the East Indies, and accepted on the part of His High¬ 
ness the Maharajah, by Rajah Tej Sing, Rajah Deena Nath, Bhaee Nidhan Sing

2rid.—All the property of the State, of whatever description and whereso¬ 
ever found, shall bo confiscated to the Honourable East India Company, in part 
payment of the debt due by the State of Lahore to the Britidi Government, and 
of the expenses of the war. 

3rd.—The Gem called the Koh-i-noor, which was taken from Shah Shooja- 
ool-Moolk by Maharajah Runjeet Sing, shaU be surrendered by the Maharajah 
of Lahore to the Queen of England. 

M.—His Highness Dulleop Sing shaU receive from the Honourable East India 
Comimny, for the support of himself, his relatives, and tJie servants of the State 
a pension not less than four and not exceeding five laklis of Company’s Rupees 
per annum. 

Sl/i.—His Highness shall be treated with re8i>ect and honor. He shall retain 
the title of Maharajah DuUeep Sing Bahadoor, and he shaU continue to receive 
during his life, such portion of the abovenamed pension as may be allotted to 
himself personaUy, provided he shaU remain obedient to the British Government, 
and shall reside at such place as the Governor-General of India may select. 
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Granted and accepted at Lahore, on the 29tk of March 18i9y and ratified by the

Translation of a Sltnnud granted to Abdool Summed Kha n, dated 4th May 

1806. 

Adverting to the merit of your past services and conduct, the Right Honour¬ 
able General Lord Lake, Commander-in-Chief, assigned to you from the begin¬ 
ning of the Fussul Rubee (spring crops) of 1213 Fuslee year, September 1805, 
A.D., the undermentioned mehals as a jaidad, for entertaining a Risalah, and 
also for a personal jaghire for yourself, comprehending the whole of the land re¬ 
venue and the collection of customs, with an exception to such gardens and such 
ayma jaghire, punarth, and other rent-free lands, as also such daily allowances 
as have long been assigned for charitable purposes, on condition that you require 
no aid from the British Government, and that you settle the afiairs of your mehals 
with your own troops, and provided also, that in any season of exigency, you 
furnish, on application, to the aid of the British Government, a force consisting 
of 200 horse, and that you always continue to manifest your attachment to the 
British Government, and your zeal to servo its interests. This grant has been 
confirmed to you by Government, who, sensible of the merit of your services and 
conduct, w’liich have been made known to it by the communications of the Right 
Honourable the Ck)inmander-in-Chief, has been pleased to grant those lands to 
you and your heirs for ever. The British Government neither have, nor will 
have any concern with them whatever, but they will remain in your possession, 
and that of your posterity. 
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Entertaining a due sense of gratitude for tliis distinguished mark of favor, 
you will continue steadfast in your attachment to the British Government, and 
in your exertions to serve its interests. 

In this consists your own advantage and welfare.

Dujana State Excise. Agreement,— 1924. 

This Agreement made the 31st day of May 1924 between Nawab Mohammad 
Kiurshaid iVli Khan Bahadur Jalal-ud-Daula, Mustaqil-i-Jang, Chief of the Dujana 
State (hereinafter referred to as the Lessor) of the one part and the Secretary 
of State for India in Council (hereinafter referred to as the Lessee) of the other 
part. Whereas the Lessor hath in consideration of the premises agreed to lease 
to the Lessee the sole right of controlling the cultivation of the poppy and the 
manufacture and sale of opium and intoxicating drugs within the Dujana State, 
and the right to enjoy the revenue derived from such cultivation, manufacture 
or sale. Now therefore this Agreement witnesseth that the parties hereto mu¬ 
tually agree each with the other as follows that is to say :— 

1. In this agreement the words ‘‘ Opium ’’ and “ Intoxicating Drugs ” are 
used as defined in the laws and rules for the time being in force in the Punjab 
in regard^to*opium and excise. 

2. This agreement shall take effect from the 1st April 1924 and shall continue 
in force for ten years from that date during which period the Lessee shall enjoy 
the sole right of controlling the cultivation of the poppy, the manufacture and 
sale of opium and intoxicating drugs within the Dujana State and of enjoying 
the revenue derived from such cultivation, manufacture or sale. 

3. While this agreement is in force the laws and rules in force for the time 
being in the Punjab with regard to the cultivation of the poppy and to the pos¬ 
session, manufacture and sale of opium and intoxicating drugs and to the trans¬ 
port, import and export of the same shall mutatis mutandis be enforced by the 
lessor throughout the Dujana State. 

4. It shall be competent to the Financial Commissioners of the Punjab and 
the Deputy Commissioner of Rohtak during the currency of this agreement to 
exercise throughout the Dujana State the powers conferred on the Chief Revenue 
authority and the Collector respectively by the laws and rules referred to in the 
third article of this agreement. 

5. It shall be competent to any Excise Officer of the Rohtak District author¬ 
ised for the purpose of controlling the sale of opium and intoxicating drugs by 
the Deputy Commissioner of Rohtak during the currency of this agreement to 
exercise any of the powers at present conferred by Chapter VII of Act I of 1914 
and by Sections 14 and 15 of Act I of 1878 throughout the Dujana State. 

6. At least one shop will be provided in Dujana Tehsil and two at least in 
Nahar Tehsil for the sale of opium, and one and two in each of the two Tehsils 
respectively for the sale of hemp drugs. The position of these shops shall be 
determined by the Deputy Commissioner after due consultation with the Leaser 
in this respect. With the exception of these shops no excise shop whether for 
the sale of liquor or of any other exciseable articles will be opened by the State 
even for medicinal purposee. 
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7. All offences against the laws and rules to be enforced in the Diijana State 
in virtue of the 3rd article of this agreement shall bo tried by the Courts of the 
State. 

8. The staff necessary for the control of these excise arrangements shall be 
employed by the Deputy Commissioner, Rohtak, according to the local conditions 
and paid by the British Government which will pay all the other expenses of the 
management also. The Lessee his servants and agents will do their best to secure 
the onforcemont of the laws and rules above referred to and to prevent breaches 
of the same and also such acts and omissions as may tend to reduce the revenue 
from opium and intoxicating drugs. 

9. While tills agreement remains in force the Lessee shall be entitled to re¬ 
ceive and enjoy aU the revenue accruing from the cultivation of poppy and the 
manufacture and sale of opium and intoxicating drugs throughout the Dujana 

10. In consideration of the foregoing the Lessee wffl pay to the Lessor the 
amount of Es. 2,000 yearly at the end of each financial year.

I, Nawab Mu^iltar AU Khan of Pataudi State, hereby cede to the Britash 
Gov rnment fuU and exclusive power and jurisdiction of every kind ove the 
lands in the said State which are, or may hereafter be occupied by railways 
comprised in the Rajpntana-Malwa system (includmg all lands occupied for sta- 
7Z for out-buildi. and for other railway purposes), and over all persons 
and things whatsoever within the said lands.

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Thanslation of a copy of a Sunnud, dated 8th Fbijbuary 1816, signed and 
sealed by Lord Moira, Governor-General, conferring on Rajah Muhendra 
Singh, Bussahirwala, the Raj of RaulpOorj Bussahir, and Thakuraecs of 
Dulaitee, Kurangto, and Kanaitee* 

Whereas all the hill territory has come into the possession of the Hon’blc 
Company, the Most Noble the Governor-General hereby confers on Rajah Mnhendra 
Singh in perpetuity, generation after generation, the Raj of Rampoor, Bussahir, 
and Thakuraees of Dulaitee, Kurangto, and Kanaitee, with all their revenues 
and internal and external rights, conditional on the said Rajah paying Rs. 15,000 
(Ktildar) per annum tribute money, in instalments as detailed below, for 
defraying the expenses of the protecting English force, and conditional on 
his rendering personal service witli his armed followers and begarees when 
called upon to do so, and constructing roads on all four sides of his territories. 

The forts of Rawin, Salegan, Hatto, and Baghee, together with the lands at- 
tached to them, and pergunnah Saudbhoj and mouza Khepoo, etc., having been 
detached from the Rampoor Bussahir ilaka, and retained in possession and occu¬ 
pation of the British Government, he (the Rajah) should never even think of 
advancing his claim to the said places, and being bound by the terms of this sun- 
nud remain heartily submissive and obedient to the British authorities and not 
encroach beyond his territories. 

The Rajah shall pay the tribute money by fixed instalments, and in time of 
war shall, on a requisition from the Superintendent of Hill States, join the British 
army in person with his armed retainers and hill porters, keep himself in readiness 
to execute orders, and remain submissive. He shall construct roads throughout 
his territory four yards wide. 

If the Rajah neglects or hesitates in paying the fixed tribute; in joining the 
British army with his retainers on the occasion of war; in showing submission 
and obedience to the British authorities; and in constructing roads in his terri¬ 
tory, or encroaches upon the territories of others, he shall incur displeasure and 
will be deposed. 

The Rajah shall consider this sunnud as a ratified document, and use his exer¬ 
tions to fulfil the terms thereof, to promote the welfare of his people, to improve 
the condition of his country and cultivation, to redress grievances and to keep 
the public roads safe. 

The Rajah shall not extort money from his subjects, but treat them with 
kindness so that they may always be thankful to him. His subjects should regard 
him, and his (successors) as above described, as their sole and lawful lord, pay 
without fail the revenue due to him, remain obedient to him at all times and 
behave themselves well.

Agreement with Rajah of Biissahir for lease of his forests, —1864, 

The Rajah of Bussahir having found the management of his forests trouble¬ 
some, desires to lease them to the British Government for a term of fifty years, 
and requests the Superintendent, Hill States, to submit the following proposals 
for the approval of the Punjab Government : — 

Article 1. 

I make over the entire control of the whole forests of Bussahir to the British 
Government, who willappoint an English OfiSicer to take charge of the said forests. 

Article 2. 

No contractor or other person shall be permitted to cut timber in any forest 
of my dorninions, except in places and under conditions specified by the officer 
appointed to be Conservator of Forests. 

Article 3, 

For every tree felled in the forests of Bussahir by authority of the Conser¬ 
vator, the British Government shall pay at the following rates : 

Deodar ... 

Walnut (Akbrot) . .2 0 0 

birch (Bhejputea) . . ..18 0 

Other kinds . . . .200 


Article 4. 

The aecounta shall be made up quarterly or half-yearly and rendered, and 
payments made at-tlie aboveuientioned rates quarterly or half-yearly. 

Article 5. 

I will have nothing to do with the'establishments appointed by the Forest 
Officer. The British Government will defray all expenses connected with the 
conservancy of the forests, felUng and transporting timber to the Sutlej, and 
floating down to the depots. 

Article 6. 

I agree that the officer appointed to the forest should have power of a. Subor¬ 
dinate Magistrate, Ist class, defined in Section 23 of Act XXV, 1861, to try and 
decide cases of ollencos against property and property marks. 
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- Article 7. 

I will give every assistance required by tlie Conservator in the exercise of 
the above powers for apprehending offenders, or supposed offenders, and for con¬ 
firming the penalties awarded by him. 

Article 8. 

I hereby grant to the British Government a lease of the forests of Bussahir 
for (50) fifty years, commencing from such date as the Government may con¬ 
firm the lease. 

Article 9. 

I will furnish an Indent to the Government for any timber I may require, 
specifying the amount and kinds of wood, and the purpose for which it is to be 
applied. 

Article 10. 

The Zemindars shall be permitted to cut timber for fuel, charcoal, house¬ 
building, and vine frames. They are not to be prohibited from cutting down 
the inferior forests for purposes of cultivation.

Agreement,—1871. 

Whereas by an agreement, bearing date 28th June 1864, the Rajah Shumshere 
Sing of Bassahir and Rarapoor has leased to the British Government, for a term 
of 50 years, all the forests under his control in the territories of Bassahir ; and 

Whereas the said Rajah Shumshere Sing is desirous of leasing to the British 
Government all rights within his territory to waif, drift, and vdndfall timber, 
both on land and in water; and 

Whereas in the said agreement, dated 28th June 1864, the terms on whicli 
the British Government shall pay the said Rajah of Bassahir and Rampoor the 
exercises of the rights hereinbefore last mentioned have not been expressed: 
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It is agreed between the said Rajah Shumshero Sing of the one part, and Super¬ 
intendent of the Simla Hill States on behalf of the British Government of the 
other part, as follows :— 

This agreement shall commence to be in operation from and for the working 
season of the Christian year 1870-71. 

The British Government shall, through such officers as it sliall from time to 
time appoint in that behalf, and on the conditions hereafter agreed to, have the 
sole and entire control and management of, and the entire right and title to, all 
waif, drift, and windfall timber, both on land or in water, stranded or collected 
in the territories subject to the Rajah of Bassahir and Rampoor. 

In lieu of such right to waif, windfall, and drift timber, the British Govern¬ 
ment shall and will pay to the said Rajah of Bassahir and Rampoor, or to such 
person as he shall appoint to receive the same, the yearly sums hereinafter stateed 
that is to say— 

For each of the years 1870-71, 1871-72, and 1872-73 the sum of rupees fifteen 
hundred (1,500). 

For each of the years 1873-74 and 1874-75 the sum of rupees twelve himdrcd 

( 1 , 200 ). 

And for the year 1875-76 and following years the annual sums of one 
thousand rupees (1,000). 

The British Government shall not, in virtue of any right vested in it by this 
agreement, interfere with the privilege of villagers and others residing on or near 
the banks of the River Sutlej, or its tributaries, of collecting fragments and small 
pieces of timber to be used for fire-wood without payment for the same. 

Provided always that the privilege aforesaid shall not be deemed to entitle 
any person to take any piece, fragment, or log of wood of any size larger than 
one man can himself and without assistance lift or carry. 

In witness whereof the Rajah Shumshere Sing of Bassahir and Rampoor of 
the one part, and Superintendent of the Simla Hill States acting on behalf of 
the British Government of the other part, have hereto sot their hands this first 
day of August][l871.

Agreement with the Eaja of Bashahr, —1877. 

Whereas by the terms of an agreement having date at Simla, the twenty- 
eighth day of Juno 1864, His Highness the Eaja of Eampoor-Bashahr, having 
requested the aid of the British Gk)vernment in the management of his forests 
did for that purpose lease the said forests to the British Government; and 

'Whereas by a further agreement, dated the first day of August 1871, His High¬ 
ness the said Eaja did grant to the British Government (in consideration of cer¬ 
tain payments therein provided to be made) his rights in waif and windfall tim¬ 
ber ; and 

Whereas it is now desirable to embody the terms of the said agreements in 
one agreement, and further in such new agreement to secure to His Highness 
a more equitable remuneration in consideration of the grant of his forests and 
other rights, and at the same time to make more definite provision for the conser¬ 
vancy of the forests aforesaid : 

The following Articles have been agreed upon between His Highness the Eaja 
of Eampoor-Bashahr of the one part, and Captain Eobert Parry Nisbet, Super¬ 
intendent of Hill States, Simla, on behalf of the British Government, of the other 
part;— 

1. From and after the date of the execution of this present agreement the 
former agreements, bearing date at Simla, the 28th June 1864 and Ist August 
1871, respectively, shall cease to be of force, and shall be deemed to be cancelled 
and superseded by this present agreement. 

2. The term “ forest,” as used in these Articles, shall mean and include— 

(a) Those tracts of country covered with trees, or from which the trees 
have been felled, which pay no revenue as cultivated land to the 
Eampoor-Bashahr State. 

(d) Such other tracts of land, cultivated or imcultivated, covered with 
trees or barren, as the Eajah of Eampoor-Bashahr may from time 
to time consent to give up for the purpose of consolidating or ex¬ 
tending the area of any existing forest, or of forming new planta¬ 
tions or forests. 

3. In consideration of the sum of Es. 10,000 to be paid in two Ixalf-yearly 
instalments, viz., on the 30th April and 3Ist October in every year, His Highness 
the Eaja of Eampoor-Bashahr hereby grants the entire and sole control of the 
whole forests of Bashahr to the British Government. 

4. The Eaja of Bashahr further grants to the British Government all his rights 
in unclaimed waif, drift, and windfall timber within his territory both on land 
and in water; aad farther grants to the said Government the entire control of 
the rivers and streams in Bashahr in so far as concerns the floating and manage- 
pient of timber in transit; and the Raja of Bashahr further agrees that the British 
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Government shall have power to take up land not being forest when such land 
is required for timber slides and other necessary works : 


Provided always that fair and equitable compensation shall be paid therefor 
to the persons entitled thereto. 


5. The British Government shall on its part appoint and maintain at its own 
expense such officers and such subordinate establishments as to it may seem good 
for the purpose of controlling, managing, and working the said forests, and con¬ 
trolling and managing the transport and floating of timber as aforesaid. 


The term Forest Officer ” when used in this agreement or the schedule thereto 
annexed, shall be deemed to mean any officer so appointed. 

6. The rule set forth in the schedule annexed for the protection and manage¬ 
ment of the forests and for regulating the floating of timber and other matters 
shall bo deemed to be in force throughout Bashahr, and the British Government 
may invest any Forest Officer with all or any of the powers of a Magistrate as 
described in the Code of Criminal Procedure in force in British India, to be exer¬ 
cised within the State of Bashahr for the purpose of trying and punishing offences 
against the rules aforesaid. 

And the Eaja of Bashahr engages to render every aid required by the officer 
or officers authorized to exercise such powers for bringing to justice all persons 
charged with offences against the rules, and for enforcing any lawful judgment 
awarded against them. 

7. Further it is agreed that during the currency of this lease the whole pre¬ 
servation, control, and right of shooting game birds in the Bashahr forest shall 
exclusively belong to the British Government. Licenses to shoot in the Bashahr 
forests shall be granted only by the Superintendent of the Hill States : 

Provided always that the Raja of Bashahr may grant annually to residents 
of Bashahr licenses to shoot game birds for their own consumption, but not for 
sale. The number of such licenses shall not exceed thirty. Any person found 
shooting without a license, or netting, trapping, or snaring game birds shall be 
liable to the penalties mentioned for such offences in the rules forming a schedule 
to this lease. 

8. The whole cost of conserving the forest in Bashahr under the rules annexed, 
together with aU costs of felling and transporting timber for the use of the British 
Government, and of maintaining the necessary establishment in such forests, 
shall be borne by the British Government. 

9. This agreement shall continue in force for a term of fifty years, commenc¬ 
ing from the date of the present agreement. On the expiry of this term it shall 
be lenewable at the pleasure of the British Government for a further term of fifty 
years. Jt almll be again renewable in like manner at the end of every term of 
fifty years: 

provided always that any alterations in the Forest Rules attached hereto i 
that may be agri*ed to by both parties may be made at any time without affeotir^g 
the continuance of shis agreement.

Schedule. 

Rides for the Bashahr Forests. 

1. Unless expressly permitted by the Chief Forest Officer, the following acts 
are prohibited in all forests of the Bashahr State:— 

(а) Breaking up forest land for cultivation. 

(б) Setting fire to grass tracts in the vicinity of forests or negligently per¬ 

mitting fire to extend thereto. 

(c) Setting fire to trees, brushwood, or stumps. 

(d) Cutting out slabs, torches, etc., from the stems of standing trees, bark- 

ing or boring for turpentine, or otherwise injuring trees. 

{e) Felling or lopping trees. 

(/) Selling timber. 

(g) Removing dead leaves and surface soil. 

(h) Shooting without a license, netting, trapping, or snaring any game 

bird. 

2. Permission free of charge shall be given by the Forest Officer of Bashahr 
to all zemindars, who may require it, to break up forest land for cultivation, to 
cut timber for fuel, charcoal, house-building, and vine frames, to cut and collect 
branches and leaves for cattle fodder and manure, to burn grass for pasture, to 
cut torches, and to collect turi)entine, bark, roots, ringall, and other minor forest 

produce. 

These privileges shall be exercised in such portions only of the forest as the 
Forest Officer shall from time to time assign. 


I 
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The collection of the seeds of the Ri (Neoza) shall be free to all who have a 
right to coll ect them. 


3. The British Grovernment shall have power to demarcate or fence any portion 
or portions of the forest in Bashahr. 

K the boundaries o*f any demarcated forest are not clearly indicated by roads, 
rivers, or other existing boundaries or landmarks, they must be marked out by 
■permanent marks in such manner as the Punjab Government may direct. 

4. In the demarcated or fenced forests grazing by cattle, except by permis¬ 
sion of the Forest Officer of Bashahr, is prohibited, in addition to the prohibitions 
enumerated in rule 1. 


5. The Raja of Bashahr will furnish an indent to the British Government 
for any timber he may require, specifying the amount and kinds of wood and 
the purpose for which it is to be applied. Such timber shall not be applied to 
other purposes than those specified in the indent, and shall not be sold. 

It will rest with the Punjab Government to decide what quantity shall be 
given. 

6. No person shall, without the permission of the Forest Officer of Bashahr, 
remove, cut up, burn, deface the marks of, or mark any timber in transit, whether 
stranded or floating, provided that this rule shall not interfere with the privilege 
of the villagers to take for firewood stranded pieces of broken timber, which are 
not, however, to be larger than one man can lift by himself. 

7. Any person who breaks rule 1, 4, or 6 shall be liable, on conviction before 
a Magistrate, to fine not exceeding Rupees 200, or, in default ok payment, to three 
months’ imprisonment with or without hard labouv.

Agreement between the Secretary of State for India and the Raja of Ba¬ 
shahr for the Lease of the Bashahr Forests, —1929. 

This agreement made this first day of May 1929 between the Raja of Rampur- 
BashaJir who on behalf of himself, his heirs, successors, administrators, executor 
and assigns is hereinafter referred to as the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr of the on 
part and the Secretary of Stat^. for India in Council who together with his succes¬ 
sors in office and assigns is hereinafter referred to as the Punjab Government of 
the second part. 

Whereas by virtue and in pursuance of agreements of various dates between 
the Raja of Rampur-Baalinhr and the Secretary of State the said Secretary of State 
acting by and throngh the Local Government of the Punjab had enjoyed 
a lease of the forests of the Bashahr State together with all the rights of the Raja 
of Rampur-Bashahr in waif, drift and windfall timber. 
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And whereas it is now desirable to secure a more equitable remuneration to 
the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr in consideration of the grant of the said forests 
and other rights and at the same time to make more definite provisions for the 
conservancy of the forests aforesaid. 

This agreement witnesseth that it has been mutually agreed by and between 
the parties hereto as follows that is to say— 

Article 1. 

From and after the date of the execution of this agreement all previous'agree¬ 
ments made between the Punjab Government and the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr 
regarding the lease of the forests of Bashahr State shall be deemed to bo cancelled 
and superseded by this present agreement except where specifically stated to the 
contrary in Schedule or Appendices. The provisions of this lease shall not apply 
to the forests held in Jagir by the Wazir of Poari. 


Article 2. 

The term ‘‘ forest ” as used in this agreement shall mean and include_ 

(a) Demarcated forests, 

(b) Forests reserved for the use of the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr, 

(c) Undemarcated forests, 

(а) Demarcated forests shall mean and include those forests which 

are defined and stated as demarcated forests in the Forest 
Settlements of Bashahr State referred to hereafter in Clause 
VI of this agreement, and. such other tracts of land cidtivated 
or uncultivated as with the previous sanction of the Raja of 
Rampur-Bashahr are from time to time added to existing de¬ 
marcated forests or are declared to be demarcated forests. 

(б) Forests reserved for the use of the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr shall 

mean and include the forests defined and stated in Appendix I 
to this agreement. 

(c) Undemarcat-ed forests shall mean and include— 

(i) All tracts of land bearing tree growth or from which the 

trees have been felled which pay no land revenue as 
cultivated land to the Bashahr State, 

(ii) Such other tracts of land cultivated or uncultivated as 

with the previous sanction of the Raja of Rampur- 
Bashahr are from time to time included in existing 
imdemarcated forests or are declared to be undemar¬ 
cated forests. 


Article 3. 

In consideration of the following payments, the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr 
hereby grants to the Punjab Government the entire and sole control of the whole 
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of the forests of Bashahr excepting those reserved for the use of the Raja as defined 
in Clause II and subject to the definitions and rules prescribed in the Schedule 
and Appendices attached to this agreement. 


Payments, 

(a) An annual payment of rupees one lakh to be paid in two equal half-yealy 
instalments of Rs. 50,000 due respectively on the 30th of April and 31st of Octo¬ 
ber in each year; 

(h) the payment of half the excess over Rs. 1,50,000 of the net profits from 
the working of the forests included in this lease. Such excess shall be determined 
triennially in accordance with the accounts of the Forest Department for a period 
of the preceding three years, the first period of three years to commence from 
the 1st of April 1929, provided that for the period from the 1st of November 1928 
to the 3l8t of March 1929, the Raja shall be entitled to receive 5-24th of the average 
annual net profits for the first triennium in excess of Rs. 1,50,000 in addition 
to his share of the profits for that triennium. 


Article 4. 

The Raja of Rampur-Bashahr further grants to the Punjab Government all 
his rights in unclaimed waif, drift and windfall timber within his territory both 
on land and in water, and further grants to the said Government the entire con¬ 
trol of the rivers and streams in Bashahr in so far as concerns the floating and 
management of timber in transit; and the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr further 
agrees that the Punjab Government shall have power to take up land, not being 
forest, when such land is required for timber slides and other necessary works. 

Provided always that fair and equitable compensation shall be paid therefor 
to the persons entitled thereto. 

Notwithstanding the above, the Raja will be permitted to seize all waif timber, 
that is to say, timber bearing neither axe nor saw mark, at Rampur Bridge, sub¬ 
ject to inspection by a forest ofiicer in the service of the Punjab Government 
and subject to the provisions of the Timber Transit Rules applicable to the Sutlej 
river in Native States. 

Article 5. 

The Punjab Government shall on its part appoint and maintain at its own 
expense such ofiicerB and such subordinate establishments as to it may appear 
necessary expedient or desirable for the purpose of controlling, managing and 
working the said forests and controlling and managing the transport and floating 
of timber and carrying out the provisions of this agreement and of the Schedule 
attached thereto. 

Article 6. 

The rules set forth in the Schedule annexed for the protection and manage¬ 
ment of the forest* and for regulating the floating of timber and other matters

shall be deemed to be in force throughout Bashahr and the Forest Settlements 
sanctioned by the Punjab Government, viz., the forest settlements for the Pabar, 
Rupin and Giri Valleys in 1911 and the forest settlements for the Sutlej Valley 
in 1921 shall be deemed to be in force in the respective areas to which they apply. 
The Raja of Rampur-Bashahr hereby agrees and engages to render every aid 
required by Forest Officers to bring to justice all persons charged with offences 
against the rules and to enforce all lawful judgments awarded against such persons. 


Article 7. 

The whole cost of conserving the forests included in this lease together with 
all cost of felling and transporting timber for the use of the Punjab Government 
and of maintaining the necessary estabbshment in such forests shall be borne by 
the Punjab Government unless otherwise provided for in this lease. 


Article 8. 

This agreement shall continue in force for a term of twenty-five years from 
the 1st of November 1928, provided that the provisions of Clause III shall be 
liable to revision, at the option of the Punjab Government, at the end of nine 
years beginning from the 1st of November 1928, and provided also that additions 
to the list of forests shown in Appendix I attached to this agreement, may be made 
by the Punjab Government at the request of the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr on 
completion of nine years beginning from the 1st of November 1928, if the Punjab 
Government are satisfied that the management of the forests now included in 
Appendix I has been efficient.

2. Rights of user shall be exercised in accordance with the provisions of the 
Poorest Settlements except in such portions of the demarcated forests as may be 
closed from time to time by the Divisional Forest Officer. 

3. The Punjab Government shaU have power to demarcate and/or fence any 
portion or portions of the forests in Bashahr provided that it shall not fence any 
portion of the forest which is undcmarcatcd at the time of the execution of this 
lease, except with the previous approval of the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr. 

4. In the demarcated forests the grazing of cattle, sheep and goats is prohi¬ 
bited except as provided by the Forest settlements or expressly permitted by 
the Divisional Forest Officer. 

Notwithfitanding the above, the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr may allow Gujars 
to graze buffaloes iu the areas permitted for such grazing, provided that within 
five years from the commencement of this agreement the number of buffaloes 
so permitted to graze shall be reduced to 250. Appendix II to this agreement 
shows and describes the permitted areas. 

6. (a) The Raja of Rampur-Bashahr may furnish indents to the Divisional 
Forest Officer concerned for any timber which he may require for State purposes 
specifying the amount and purpose for which it is required. Such timber shall 
not be used for any purpose other than that stated in the indent and it shall not 
be scld or exported. Tlie Divisional Fore.st Officer will have marked free of charge 
the necessary trees (if available from demarcated forests) and will make every 
effort to have them marked within 60 days. The Raja of Rarapiu-Bashahr will 
not indent for any more timber than is stated below in any one year :_ 

(a) 250 sleepers to be delivered at Rampur at cost price. 

(b) 100 Deodar trees of either the Ist or 2ud class or of the 1st and 2iid 

classes mixed free of cost. 

(c) 500 Kail Htandiug trees of tfie let or 2nd class or of the ist and 2nd 

clasBes mixed free of cost. 
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(d) 1,000 Kail standing trees of either the 3rd or 4th class or 3rd and 4th 
classes mixed free of cost. 


Walnut and Shisham standing trees will be supplied to the Raja at the dis¬ 
cretion of the Divisional Forest Officer concerned free of cost. The Divisional 
Forest Officer will make special endeavour to ensure compliance with the Raja’s 
indents within a reasonable time. 

(6) Notwithstanding the provisions of Clause (a), the Forest Department 
will supply the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr with 500 sleepers delivered at Rampur 
at cost price during each of the years 1928, 1929, 1930 and 1931, provided that 
the number of sleepers furnished in^each of these years shall not be in excess of 
the sleepers actually required for State purposes, and provided further that the 
Forest Department is able to supply the full number of 500 sleepers consistently 
with their babibties under their contract witl) the Railway Department. 

6. No person shall, wnthout the permission of the Divisional Forest Officer, 
remove, cut up, burn, deface the marks of, or mark any timber in transit, w*he- 
ther stranded or floating ; provided that this rule shall not interfere with the 
privilege of the villagers to take for firewood stranded pieces of unmarked and 
unsawn timber which are not however to be larger than one man can lift by himself. 

7. The Punjab Government will not construct any habitation other than tem¬ 
porary within demarcated or undemarcated forests or any garden or plantation 
outside demarcated forests without the sanction of the Raja. 

8. All rights to minerals in Bashahr State are reserved to the Raja. The 
quarrying of stone and slate within the demarcated forests shall be regulated 
by the Punjab Government subject to the provisions of the Forest Settlements. 

9. The Punjab Government shall not object to the construction of irrigation 
channels (kulils) and of telegraph and telephone lines in demarcated forests, pro¬ 
vided that the abgnment of such is subject to the previous sanction of the Divi¬ 
sional Forest Officer. 

10. The rights of Jagirdars and Adna Maliks to dispose of trees growing on 
lands which are held by them in Jagir or in Adna Malkiyat at the date of execu¬ 
tion of this lease, shall be in accordance with the provisions of the Forest Settle¬ 
ments, provided that where the provisions of the Forest Settlements require that 
certain action should be taken by a Forest Officer, such Forest Officer shall be in 
the service of the Punjab Government and shall be of rank not below that of a 
Forest Ranger. 

11. The Punjab Government when floating timber down rivers and streams 
shall res])ect the rights of the zamindars to water for irrigation purposes and for 
water-mills and shall pay compensation to the persons entitled thereto for any 
damage done to irrigation or to water mills. Such com])ensatioij shall be as.sessed 
by the Forest Board (vide rule 13 ivfra). 

12. With regard to the forests included in Appendix I, the Paja of Rampur- 
Bashahr shall have full powers of control and management, provided that he shall 
not sell timber except to right holders in accordance with the provisions of the 
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orest Settlements and shall not export timber without the previous sanction 
in writing of the Conservator of Forests, Eastern Circle. 


13. A Forest Board shall be constituted of which the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr 
shall be ex-officio President. The composition, duties and powers of the Board 
are stated in Appendix III hereto. 

14. Fees due to the Bashahr State by Zamindars on account of the exercise 
of rights of user under the Forest Settlements shall be levied throughout the State 
at the rates in force in the Pabar Valley at the date of the execution of this agree* 
ment notwithstanding any provision to the contrary in the Forest Settlements. 
Such fees shall be realized by the Punjab Government but shall be credited to 
Bashahr State. 


15. Any discrepancy between the boundaries of the demarcated forests— 

(1) as existing on the ground ; 

(2) as shown in the Settlement Records of Sambat 1950 Bikrama of the 

Bashahr State and subsequent revisions of the same previous to 
the execution of this lease ; or 

f3) as shown in the records of the Forest Settlements previous to the exe¬ 
cution of this lease ; 


may be investigated and adjudicated upon by the Forest Board, provided that 
the orders issued by the Board under this rule shall be subject to confirmation 
by the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla, who shall, previous to confirmation, 
obtain the views of the Conservator of Forests, Eastern Circle, Punjab. 

16. When the Punjab Government is shown in the Revenue Records of the 
Bashahr State as occupier of any land leased to it in the Forest Department in 
the Bashahr State, it shall be shown as a tenant through the Forest Department. 
The Raja of Rampur-Bashahr shall be shown as Ala Malik, and if he is also Adna 
Malik of the area in question, he shall be shown as Adna Malik. 

17. On roads where mules can ply, the Bashahr State shall arrange through 
Chaudhris for mule transport for forest officers serving in the State at rates which 
shall be fixed from time to time in accordance with rules to be framed by the 
Forest Board, provided that if the Forest Board fail to reach a unanimous deci¬ 
sion, the matter should be referred for decision to the Superintendent, Hill States, 
8i?nla. At the principal stagas on those roads which are either permanently or 
temporarily unfit for mules the Forest Officers shall arrange for cooly transport 
through contractors, who shall be appointed by the Forest Board, provided that 
if the Forest Board fail to reach a unanimous decision, the matter should be re¬ 
ferred for decision to the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla. The rates of cooly 
hire shall be fixed from time to time by the Forest Board, provided that if the 
Forest Board fail to reach a unanimous decision, the matter should be referred 
for decision to the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla. The contractors shall be 
remunerated either by an annual subsidy payable by the Punjab Government, 
or by commiBsion on the hire of coolies actually engaged, the amount of the sub¬ 
sidy or tiio rate of commission, as the case may be, being determined by the Forest 
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Board, provided that if the Forest Board fail to reach a unanimous decision, the 
matter should be referred for decision to the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla. 
Provided that at any stage where no Chaudhri or contractor has been appointed 
and also at a stage where the Chaudhri or contractor fails to make satisfactory 
arrangements for mule or cooly transport as the case may be, Forest Officers shall 
be entitled to require the Zaildar or Lurabardar to provide coohes or other trans¬ 
port and shall in addition to the coolie hire pay commission to the Zaildar or Lum- 
bardar at a rate to be fixed by the Forest Board, provided that if the Forest Board 
fail to reach a unanimous decision, the matter should be referred for decision to 
the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla. 


The State shall maintain supply contractors on roads maintained by the Pub¬ 
lic Works Department. At other stages Forest Officers shall make their own 
arrangements for supphes through Zaildars or Lurabardars. Any dispute that 
may arise between the State and Forest Officers with regard to transport or sup¬ 
plies shall be referred to the Superintendent, Hill States, for decision. The Raja 
of Rampur-Bashahr shall give Forest Officers all reasonable assistance in making 
the arrangements contemplated in this rule. Provided that at the instance of 
either party to this agreement, the arrangements for supplies and transport may 
be re-examined at the conclusion of nine years from the date of this agreement 
with the object of making such changes, if any, as may be necessary having regard 
to the conditions relating to supplies and transport then obtaining. 

18. Any person who commits a breach of any of the provisions of rule 1, 4, 
6, 8, or 10 of this Schedule shall be liable on conviction before a Magistrate to 
fine not exceeding Rs. 200 or in default of payment to three months’ imprison¬ 
ment with or without hard labour.

APPENDIX III. 

The cemsiitution and pmvere of the Forest Board mentioned in rvle 13 of the 

Schedule attached to the lease. 


The Forest Board shall consist of three members of whom the Raja of Rampur- 
Bashahr shall be the President. The other two members shall be nominated by 
the Chief Conservator of Forests. 

2. Two members of the Board, of whom one shall be the Raja, shall constitute 
a quorum. 

3. Excox>t where otlierwise provided, the functions of the Board shall be advi¬ 
sory. 

4. The Board will consider and report on any question affecting the forests 
of Bashahr State which may be referred to it through the Superintendent, Hill 
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States, by the Chief Conservator of Forests, Punjab, or the Conservator of Forests 
Eastern Circle. 

5. Any discrepancy between the boundaries of the demarcated forests. 

(а) as existing on the ground. 

(б) as shown in the Settlement Records of Sambat 1950 Bikrama of the 

Bashahr State and subsequent revisions of the same previous to the 
execution of this lease, or 

(c) as shown in the records of the Forests Settlements previous to the exe¬ 
cution of this lease; 

may be investigated and adjudicated upou by the Forest Board, provided that 
the orders issued by the Board under this rule shall be subject to confirmation 
by the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla, who shall previous to coufirmation, 
obtain the views of the Conservator of Forests, Eastern Circle, Punjab. 

6. The Punjab Government when floating timber down rivers and streams 
shall respect the rights of the zamindars to water for irrigation puiqioses and for 
water mills, and shall pay compensation to the persons entitled thereto for any 
damage done to irrigation or to water mills. Such compensation shall be assessed 
by the Forest Board. 

7. The Superintendent, Hill States, may, with the concurrence of the Conser¬ 
vator of Forests, Eastern Circle, refer to the Board for advice any question afiect- 
ing the forests of Bashahr State. The Board will then consider and report on 
the question so referred. 


No. XXX. 

SuNNUD to Rajah Ram Sing (or Rjm Surbun) for Hindoor,— 1815. 

Whereas all the hill country has come into the possession of the British Gov¬ 
ernment ; and whereas Rajah Ram Sing has, during the present war, performed 
worthily the part of an ally of the British Government, joining the Britisli troops 
in person with his forces, and furnishing begarees to level roads and to perform 
other work, wlierefore, by order of the Right Honorable the Governor-General, 
this Sunnud is granted to the said Rajah, conferring on him and his heirs for ever 
Hindoor, etc., seven Pergunnalis; and Buhtowlee with twelve villages, and Mun- 
thoolee with four villages (excepting, however, the half share of Fyzoollah-poofa, 
in Pergunnah Klias Hindoor, and the Fort of Malown, with six villages of Moujgah 
Malown Chakiran, which are on the point [tegh] of the Hill of Malown, and Mouzas 
Malown-badhoo, Chulan dooaree-wallah, etc., the jumma of the whole seven 
villages being 118 rupees and 123i maunds of grain), together with all the rights 
and appurtenances belonging thereto, and the sayer collections, and right of dis- 
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tributiog justice to the ryots; without exaction of begarees, or of service, or of 
nazzuranah, all these dues being remitted. Whatever number of begarees the 
Kajah shall furnish in case of war, shall be paid for by the British Government 
at the rate of 4 rupees per man. The Bajah, however, will not receive any pay 
for himself and his troops in joining the British Forces. The Eajah, consider¬ 
ing this Sunnud a full and valid title for himself and his descendants, will exert 
himself to the utmost to promote the welfare of his subjects, and will abstain 
from encroaching on the possessions of others; and being grateful for the favour 
which has been shown him by the British Government, he will continue firm in 
allegiance to it, and will conform to all the conditions of this Sunnud. 

It will be the duty of the ryots on their part to consider the Rajah as thei^ 
rightful lord, and to pay their revenue punctually, and show obedience to his 
authority, and to exert themselves to improve the cultivation of their lands and 
to augment the Rajah’s resources.

Sunnud to Rajah Ram Sing (or Ram Surrun) for the Thakooraee of Burowlee, 

-1815. 

Whereas all the hill country has come into the possession of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, and many Chiefs have had their former possessions wholly restored 
to them ; and whereas the Fort of Malown, with six villages, the estimated annual 
jumma of which is 118 rupees and 118 mamids of grain, has been withheld from 
Rajah Ram Sing, in order to be retained as a post for British troops; therefore, 
as a compensation for the said fort and six villages, this Sunnud is, by order of 
the Right Honorable the Governor-General, granted to Rajah Ram Sing, con¬ 
ferring on him and his heirs for ever the Thakooraee of Burowlee, with all the 
appurtenances belonging thereto, and the sayer collections. The said Rajah, 
considering this Sunnud to be a valid instrument, will, after leaving to the Ranee 
of the said Tliakooraee four villages for her subsistence, take possession of the 
remainder. In case of war he will be bound to furnish begarees and sepoys, and 
to pay nuzzuranah according to the statement subjoined. He will make roads 
in all directions around the said Thakooraee, and he will be careful not to encroach 
on the possoftsions of others. He will promote the welfare of his ryots, and pay 
strict obedience to the British Government, to whom ho will be grateful for the 
favours which he has received. The duty of the ryots, on the other hand, will 
bo to consider the Rajah as their rightful lord, and to pay their revenue j)unc- 
tuully, and to show olaedience to his authority, and to exert themselves to improve 
the cultivation of tiieir lands and to augment the Rajah’s resources^

Whereas Rajah Ram Sing, the Rajah of Nalagurh, has always been firm in 
his attachment and devotion to the British Government, and whereas he was 
the only Cis-Sutlej Chief who evinced his fidelity by waiting on the Governor- 
General at Lushkurree Khan-ke-Seraie, on the eve of the Lahore Campaign, while 
the Seikh Army was crossing the Sutlej, the Fort of Malowo, with its undermen¬ 
tioned six dependent villages, and the two 18-poimders and ammunition in the 
Fort are hereby granted to him by the British Government nuslun badi 9iusulm 
and boiunun badi botunin (from generation to generation), on the following con¬ 
ditions specified in the ikrarnamah entered into by him, viz .— 

1st .—That the Rajah binds himaelf and his successors to rule the people hereby 
transferred to his authority with justice and moderation, so that they may in 
no respect be sufferers by being transferred from the rule of the British Govern¬ 
ment to that of the Rajah. 

29id .—That the Rajah will recognize their right to appeal to the local British 
Agent against oppression or injustice. 

Srd .—That he will, on pain of forfeiture of the grant, pay implicit attention 
to any advice or remonstrance which the British Agent may have occasion to 
offer on their behalf. It behoves the Rajah to consider this Sunnud a complete 
and valid document, and in return for this favour to remain over firm in his loyalty 
towards the British Government.

myself and my successors to the following three conditions : 

1st .—I will rule the people transferred to my authority by virtue of the afore¬ 
said Sunnud with justice and moderation, so tliat they may in no respect be sufierers 
by being transferred from the rule of the British Government to that of Hindoor. 

2nd .—I will recognise their right to appeal to the local British Agent against 
oppression or injustice. 

3rd. —I engage, on pain of forfeiture of the grant, to pay implicit obedience 
to any advice or remonstrance which the British Agent may have occasion to 
offer on their behalf.

Translation of a Sunnud granting the State of Nalagurh with the title of 
Rajah, to Rajah Ugur Sing, —Dated the 19th January 1860. 

Whereas Rajah Bejey Sing, lawful son of Rajah Ram Singh, of Nalagurh, 
having died, leaving no legitimate male heir of his body, the territory of Nalagurh 
has lapsed to the British Government, and is entirely at its disposal; but in con¬ 
sideration of the fidelity of Rajah Ram Sing, and of the useful services which 
he rendered during the Goorkha War in 1813 and 1814, the Government wishes 
to grant the State of Nalagurh, which was in the possession of the late Rajah, 
to Ugur Sing, an illegitimate son of the said late Rajah Ram Sing : Accordingly 
the Government hereby confers the State of Nalagurh, with the title of Rajah, 
upon Ugur Sing and the heirs male of his body lawfully begotten. 

Be it known that Rajah Ugur Sing and his heirs sliall pay to the British Trea¬ 
sury an annual tribute of five thousand rupees; that the Government guarantees 
the jaghire of the brothers of Rajah Ugur Sing; that the Rajah shall allow the 
free access of British subjects, Native and European, into his territory, for com¬ 
merce or otherwise, and treat them on an equal footing with the subjects of his 
own territory ; and that Government has reserved to itself the pow^r of making 
roads through the Nahigurh State, 
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Be it further knovm that the grant has been made on condition of good be¬ 
haviour and of service, Military and Political, at any time of general danger or 
disturbance. 


No. XXXIV. 

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Rana Sunsar Sing for part of the Tha- 
KOORAEE of KeONTHUL,— 1815. 

Whereas the Goorkhas have been completely expelled from these districts, 
and the whole of the hill country has come into the possession of the British Gov¬ 
ernment : Wherefore, by order of the Right Honorable the Governor-General, 
this Sunnud is granted to Rana Sunsar Sing, conferring on him and his heirs for 
ever the Pergunnahs Goolhanj and eight Pergunnahs, with the sayer collections 
of the same. The Rajah, considering this a valid instrument, will take posses¬ 
sion of the said Pergunnahs, paying strict allegiance to the British Government, 
and will promote the welfare of his ryots, and will abstain from encroaching on 
the other Pergunnahs of Keonthul, and will never* at any time advance a claim 
to the other Pergunnahs. In case of war the Rajah will join the British Force 
with his troops. 

The duty of the ryots and of the Thakooraee on their part will be, consider¬ 
ing Rana Sunsar Sing as their rightful lord, to obey him accordingly and pay the 
revenues regularly. 

If the Rajah should be wanting in obedience to Government, or should fail 
to join with his troops in case of war, the lands conferred on him by this Sunnud 
will be forfeited.

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Rana Sunsar Sing,— 1815. 

Whereas the Goorkhas have been completely expelled from these districts 
and the whole of the hill country has come into the possession of the British Gov¬ 
ernment : Wierefore, by order of the Governor-General, this Sunnud is granted 
to Rana Sunsar Sing conferring on him and his heirs for ever the Thakooraees 
of Bethook, Gootee, Khond, and Kyaree, which have been from of old compre¬ 
hended within and subject to the Raj of Keonthul, the Ranas of which Raj have 
always received nuzzuranah from each. The Rana aforesaid will take nuzzur-

And 
considering this a valid instrument, he will always acknowledge his obligations 
to the British Government, and conform to the stipulations of the Sunnud. The 
Thakoors will consider the Rana aforesaid to be their rightful lord, and will obey 
him accordingly, and pay their nuzzuranah according to the amount above stated, 
or, failing in the performance of these duties, they will be ejected. Let them 
therefore conform to these injunctions and not encroach on the possessions of 
others.

of BLeonthul, under the seal and signature of Captain Robert Ross, De- 
pijty Superintendent of Sirhind and Hill States, Dated 5th April 1823. 

Whereas, by the grace of God the Goorkhas have been completely expelled 
from this coimtry, and all the places of this district have come into the posses¬ 
sion of the British Government, the Pergunnah of Poonur, which, agreeably to 
the Government orders of the 20th September 1816 received through General 
Sir David Ochterlony, was confirmed to Rana Sunsar Sing of Keonthul in per¬ 
petuity, with all the rights and appurtenances belonging thereto, is hereby an¬ 
nexed to the Thakooraee of Keonthul. It behoves the above-named Rana con¬ 
sidering this Sunnud as a valid deed, to hold possession of the said Pergunnah ; 
to abstain from encroaching upon the territories of others; to improve the con¬ 
dition of the people ; to distribute justice to the aggrieved ; to evince his unswerv¬ 
ing attachment to the Government, by executing all its orders with promptitude 
and zeal; to acknowledge his obligations for this favor; to join in iiersou the 
British Forces with his retainers on the occasion of a war; and not to disregard 
orders of Government requiring begarees from his territory in time of need. He 
shall consider it incumbent upon him to construct roads fit for carts to pass at 
Bitch places in his territory where the Huzoor (I) may stay. Excepting the above, 
no tribute or nuzzuranah shall be demanded from him. 

It will bo the duty of the ryots of Pergunnah Poonur to consider Rana Sunsar 
Sing and his descendants as their rightful loid, and to obey hie orders.

Translation of a Sanad issued by the Governor-General conferring the title 
of ‘ Raja ’ on the Rana op Keonthal,— 1858. 

Whereas, it lias been learnt from the report of the Chief Cominissioner of the 
Punjab that, actuated by a sense of loyalty and devotion towards the exalted 
English Government, you extended protection to and ensured the comfort of 
those Englishmen, who at the time of the riot and disturbance had left Simla 
and sought an asylum in your State ; and, whereas, this fact has caused me plea¬ 
sure and satisfaction. Now, therefore, by way of additional favour and conces¬ 
sion, I hereby confer upon you the title of Raja and a Khillat, valued Rs. 1,000, 
and grant to you this Sanad under my hand. I feel confident that you will repay 
this gr^at gift and benevolence by considering your interest and welfare to lie 
in rendering ever more zealously service and loyalty to the august English Gov¬ 
ernment, and will recognise in this grant a source of pride and distinction for 
you in the eyes of your peers and contemporaries.

Permanent lease by His Highness Raja Balbtr Sen of Keonthal in favor 
of fche Secretary op State por India in Council, through the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner of Simla,—1884. 

Whereas under a correspondence ending with an endorsement No. 2453, dated 
29th September 1884, from the Commissioner and Superintendent of the Umballa 
Division, the British Government in India is, for the purposes of convenience 
and better conservancy, desirous of extending the municipal limitjs of Simla to 
a tract of land now covered by the dwelling houses of Europeans in the pargana 
of Kasumti, and in my territory, I, Balbii Sen, the present Raja of Keonthal, 
do hereby, on my own behalf and that of my successors, lease and surrender the 
said tract to the British Government in perpetuity on the following conditions, 
viz .— 

1. The territory ceded comprises an area of 49a. Ip. 2{yds, (British acres) 
more or less, and is included within boundary pillars numbered consecutively. 

2. A plan"^ accompanies this lease showing the pillars, their distances apart 
and their bearings backward and forward from true north. It also shows whether 
the line between pillars is indicated by a vertical drop line, the hill contour, or 
a road, as the case may be. 

3. In lieu of the areR transferred on perpetual lease, the British Government 
shall pay to me or my successors an annual quit-rent of Rs. 3,500 (three thousiind

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five hundred) in moities. These moities shall become payable half-yearly in 
advance on the 1st of January and Ist of July respectively. 

4. This lease is terminable at the will of the British Government, but not 
so at the will of the ruling Eaja of Keonthal, except in default of payment of rent 
exceeding a period of one year, who hereby, and in consideration of the quit- 
rent above specified, transfers all and every jurisdiction in the land tract to the 
British Government. 

5. The quit-rent above specified includes compensation to the Keonthal State 
for the loss of the following revenues :—(1) Ground-rent now levied by the Eaja, 
(2) excise, (3) revenue from law and justice, (4) miscellaneous grazing fees, &c. 
As it is necessary in the interests of the perpetual lessees that the excise revenue 
of the leased tract shall be in future secured to them, I hereby bind myself and 
my successors not to locate or permit location of a still for liquor, or a liquor or 
drug shop within a nearer distance of the boundary than my capital of Junga, 
which is situated five miles, more or less, from Kasumti. 

6. As the primary reason for the lease is the better sanitation of the muni¬ 
cipal town of Simla, I finally pledge myself not to permit an extension of the habi¬ 
tation known as the Kasumti Bazaar, or to permit the construction of any new 
buildings or dwellings within a mile of municipal limits without the consent first 
obtained of the Deputy Commissioner for the time being. A failure on my part 
to conform to this condition shall involve such penalty as the lessees shall deem 
just to impose on me.

beyond his own limits. And if at any time the said Rana Juggut Sing fail in the 
performance of any of the above obligations (again enumerated) he will be dis¬ 
possessed.

IS tho characteristic feature, is pleased, as an act of pure favour and grace, to grant 
anew to Mohinder Sing the Pergunnalis Kusowlee, Boohiij, Bewal, and Go lee 
Masil, being four Pergunnahs of Bughaut which were forfeited along with the 
rest. Wherefore, by order of the Right Honorable the Governor-General, this 
Sunnud is given, conferring the four Pergunnahs aforesaid on Mohinder Sin^ 
and his heirs for over. It is necessary therefore that he should reside at Dhuriim 
Poorah and teke possession of the said Pergunnahs, promoting the welfare of the 
ryots and dispensing justice to all. He must beware not to encroach beyond 
the ancient and fixed boundaries of the four Pergunnahs aforesaid on any of the 
other Pergunnahs of Bughaut, and he must never lay claim to any of the other 
Pergunnahs, or to the produce of the sayor collections of Bughaut, amounting 
to 1,300 rupees, which has been given to Maha Rajah Kurrum Sing. He must 
pay allegiance to tho British Government, and in case of war must join the British 
troops with sucli a force as he is able to collect. Ho must moreover keep always 
twenty begarees with the Officer at Subathoo. 

If at any time he shall depart from these engagements, he will be immediately 
dispossessed of the lands in question. The ryots of the said lands must, on their 
part, consider Mohinder Sing to be the rightful lord of the territory, and pay their 
revenue j)imctually, and show due deference to his just authority.

feuNNUD granted to Dulleep Sing of Bughat, dated Slst January 1862. 

On the death of Bocja Sing, the last Chief of Bughat, without issue, the estate 
lapsed to the Briti.sh Government. It was, howtiver, tho gracious intention of 
Her Majesty’s Government to restore the estate in perpetuity to 8irdar Omeid 
Sing, cousin of Beoja Sing, and liis elescendants, on cortain conditions ; Omeid 
Sing died before this intention could be fulfilhd, and I now hereby confer on you 
his legitimate son, and on the Iieirs of your body in perpetuity, the estate of 
Bughat, subject to the following conditions :— 

75^.-—The estate of Bughat shall be chargeable with an annual tribute of 
Rupees 2,000. 
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2nd .—So much of the estate of Bughat (including the lands at present owned 
by Major-General Innes) as now yields a gross revenue of 2,500 rupees a year, shall 
be retained in perpetuity by the British Government in payment of this tribute. 
3rd .—^The remainder of the estate shall be free from payment of tribute. 

Be assured that so long as you and your successors remain loyal to the British 
Crown and faithful in the discharge of your obligations to the British Governmehu 
the estate of Bughat shall remain to your house a perpetual possession. 


No. XLVI. 

SuNNUD granted to Ditleep Sing of Bughat, —1864. 

On the death of Beejah Sing, the last Chief of Bughat, without issue, the estate 
lapsed to the British Government. It was, however, the gracious intention of 
Her Majesty’s Government to restore the estate in perpetuity to Sirdar Oomeid 
Sing, cousin of Beejah Sing, and his descendants on certain conditions. Oomeid 
Sing died before this intention could be fulfilled, and I now hereby confer on 
you, his legitimate son, and on the heirs of your body in perpetuity the estate 
of Bughat, subject to the following conditions :— 

Article 1. 

The estate of Bughat shall be chargeable With an annual tribute of Rupees 

2 , 000 . 


Article 2. 

So much of the estate of Bughat as has been acquired by Major-General Innes 
and is assessed at Rupees 1,002-15 a year shall be retained in perpetuity by the 
British Government in payment of so much of the tribute, and the remainder 
of the tribute, viz., Rupees 997-1, shall be annually paid by the Chief of Bughat 
in cash to the British Government. 

Article 3. 

The Chief of Bughat shall respect the revenue settlements which were made, 
and the rights of the under-tenants which were recognised, by the British Govern¬ 
ment while the estate of Bucliat was under its administration* 

Be assured that so long as you and your successors remain loyal to the British 
Crown and faithful in the discharge of your obligations to the British Government 
the estate of Bughat shall remain to your House a perpetual possession.

pay strict obedience to the British Government, and abstain from encroaching 
upon the lands of others. If at any time he shall fail in the performance of any 
of the above conditions he will incur the displeasure of Government, and bo dis¬ 
possessed of the grant. Considering this Sunnud as a valid instrument, he will 
conform to its terms in the administration of the affairs of his territory. 

It will be the duty of the ryots of the aforesaid Thakooraee to consider the 
said Rana, and after him his descendants, as their rightful lord, to pay their revenue 
punctually ; to show obedience to his authority, and not to swerve from obedience 
to his reasonable orders.

his attending with begarees and retainers, as set forth below, in case of his bein 
so required, and of obedience to the British Government. It behoves him to exert 
himself in the administration of the affairs of his possessions; to consider him¬ 
self a dependent of the Government, and not of any other power; to abstain from 
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f^ncroacliiiig upon the territories of others; to promote the welfare of the people ; 
to improve the cultivation of the land ; and to secure the safety of the roads. If 
at any time he fail in the performance of any of the above conditions he shall be 
dispossessed of the grant. Considering this Sunnud as a valid instrument, he 
will conform to the foregoing conditions in the administration of the affairs of his 
territory. It will be the duty of the ryots of the said Thakooraee to regard the 
aforesaid Rana and his descendants as their rightful lord, to obey him accord* 
ingly, and pay the revenues regularly.

Translation of an Agreement taken from Runjeet Sing to govern the 
Turoch State in justice and in equity,—1843. 

Whereas it having pleased the Right Honorable the Governor-General of India 
to confer upon me the grant of the Thakooraee of the territory of Turoch ; I, 
Runjeet Sing, son of Thakoor Kurrum Sing of Turoch deceased, do bind myself, 
my heirs and successors, to perform truly, diligently, and faithfully the whole of 
the several conditions specified in this agreement, viz. 

1st .—That I will punctually pay into the Government Treasury the amount 
of tribute as heretofore. 

2nd. I will without excuse or objection pay to Seyam Sing, pending 

further orders, the annual sum of five hundred Rujiees allotted to Jhooboo and 
Seyam Sing by Government. 

Jrd.—That I will abolish the practice which hitherto prevailed of levying a 
fine from both ])arties in a suit after adjustment; and that the said practice sliall 
only Jiffcct the guilty party in future. 

4th .— I agree to discontinin' the practice which has hitherto prevailed iu Turoch, 
of wantonly dispossessing a subject of his patrimonial inheritance in land, and 
giving it to another in consideration of a nuzzuranah. Such an evil custom shall 
have no sup])ort from me. 

5lh .—I shall not adopt, nor permit, the improper practice which has prevailed 
in case.s where a woman having been seduced and taken to the house of her seducer, 
the husband <jr j>lainti(T on suing for the recovery of the marriage portion or ex¬ 
penses does not receive justice, as the money in question is seized by the Chiefs 
and his followers, 1 shall do iu^rice to all parties. 
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Gtli .—The practice which obtained of the Chieftain seizing entirely upon the 
goods and chattels of any of his subjects who may die without issue, thus leaving 
the widow and motlier of the deceased destitute and without assistance, shall be 
henceforth put a stop to. I shall leave all the deceased’s property whether in 
cash or kind for the maintenance of his mother and widow, to whom I will also 
extend my protection. 

7th ,—will exterminate from Turoi^h the objectionable practice of female 
infanticide and punish severely all cases that may occur. 

8ih ,—^No suttees shall be permitted throughout the Tiiroch territory. 

9th ,—No dealings in slaves shall be permitted. 

lOlh ,—I further bind myself, my heirs and successors, to preserve the inhabi¬ 
tants in peace and contentment, avoiding all oppression and tvrannv and pre¬ 
venting it in others. On the contrary I shall govern with justice and equity, 
and continue steadfast in my allegiance and loyalty to the British Government, 
and smce it has pleased the Government to bestow the succession on me, I shall 
commit no act of injustice*; but will cheerfully comply with all orders that may 
be conveyed to me, and lastly, I bind myself, my heirs and successors, to observe 
inviolate for ever the whole of the several conditions herein specified, in the ful¬ 
filment and performance of which there shall be no falling off whatsoever. In 
witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal this 12fch day of April 1843.

Translation of a Sunnud granting Thakooraee Turoch to Thakoor Run- 
JEET Sing, son of Thakoor Kurm Sing, under the seal and signature 
of the Honorable John Ersbhne, Sub-Commissioner and Superintendent 
of the N.-W. Frontier, dated 27th June 1843. 

Whereas in terms of a letter from IVIr. Secretary Hamilton, No. 2, dated 6th 
July 1843, and also of paragraphs 38 to 40 of a letter from the Honorable Court 
of Directors, No. 15, dated 31st August 1842, Thakooraee Turoch was granted 
to the above Thakoor, this Sunnud is now given to him under my seal and signa¬ 
ture, conferring upon him in perpetuity the aforesaid Thakooraee, with all the 
rights and appurtenances belonging thereto. It behoves him to consider himself 
a dependent of the British Government, and not of any other power ; to promote 
the welfare of the people ; to improve the cultivation of the lands ; to look to the 
security of roads; to construct roads in his Haqua ; to appear in person with be- 
garees and armed retainers according to hia means when required ; to pay annually 
by tliree instalments two hundred and eighty-eight Rupees, which have hitherto 
been paid into the Government Treasury, and also to pay by instalments an annual 
sum of two hundred and fifty Rupees, on account of Sheam Sing, a former Thakoor 
of Turoch ; and not to deviate from the terms of the agreement which is on record 
in this office regarding the settlement of Thakooraee Turoch and the protection 
and safety of the people.

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It wiU be the duty of the ryots of the said Thakooraee to consider him and, 
after him, his descendants as their rightful lord, to pay their revenue punctually, 
to be obedient to him, and not to refuse to execute his reasonable orders. 


No. LXIV. 

Translation of a Sunnud conferring the Thakoorai of Sangri and the fort 
of Kangol with the Pergimna of Cheekul upon Raja Bikermajeet of 
Kulloo, —16th December 1815. 

Whereas the Goorkhas have been completely expelled from the hill district, 
and all the places of this district have come into the possession of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, and whereas the fort of Kangul with the Perguimah of Cheekul and the 
Thakoorai of Sangri was during the time of the Goorkhas held by the Raja of 
Kulloo, therefore now, agreeably to the order of the Right Hon’ble Lord Moira, 
the Governor-General, to General Sir David Ochterlony, the Fort of Kangul with 
the Pergimiiah of Cheekul and the Thakoorai of Sangri with aU the rights and 
appurtenances belonging thereto is conferred upon Raja Bikermajeet of Kulloo. 
It behoves the said Raja to consider this Sunnud as a valid instrument, to hold 
possession of the fort of Kangul, the Pergunnah of Cheekiil, and the Thakoorai 
of Sangri, to abstain himself from encroaching beyond his own old limits in the 
possession of others, to improve the condition of the people, to distribute justice 
to the aggrieved, to obey the officers of the Company Bahadur, and to execute 
their orders with promptitude and zeal. On the occasion of a war, the troops and 
begarees of the Raja of Kulloo should be in attendance for the purpose of perform¬ 
ing the work of Government. He shall consider it incumbent upon him to con¬ 
struct roads in all directions of the said Talooka, Pergunnah and Thakoorai when¬ 
ever he is required to do so by the officers of the Company. 

It will be the duty of the ryots of the Pergunnah of Cheekul and the Thakoorai 
of Sangri to regard Raja Bikermajeet as their rightful lord, and leave nothing 
undone of their duty to him.

Having taken into consideration the position of yourself and relatives in conse¬ 
quence of the death of your late brother, Nawab Jumal-ood-deen, I hereby confer 
on you the fief of Mumdote and the title of Nawab, with succession to your male 
issue according to the rules of primogeniture. 

This grant is subject to the following conditions :—

You and your successors in the fief must provide a reasonable maintenance 
for your relations, the descendants of yourself and Jumal-ood-deen. 

Article 2. 

You will exorcise no magisterial authority within the fief, nor will you inter¬ 
fere in the management of the estate. You will behave properly to the proprietos 
and cultivators, so far as you may have intercourse with them.

Her Majesty being desirous that the Gh)vernment ‘3 of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued, in fulfil¬ 
ment of this desire this Sunnud is given to you to convey to you the assurance 
that, on failure of natural heirs the British Government will permit and confirm 
any adoption of a successor made by yourself or by any future Chief of your 
State that may be in accordance with Hindoo law and the customs of your race. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the Engagement thus made to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the 
Treaties, Grants or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Gov¬ 
ernment.

T-*11E establislnnent of the Ihitish ])Ower in the c.s-Sutlej States dates 
1 from tlie Treaty of 18(»9 with Eanjit Singh (see Part I, lunjab, 
No U) by which he engaged neither to commit nor suffer any encroach- 
menis on the possessions or rights of the (d.iefs on the left hank of he 
Sullei. In May 1809 a Proclamation (No. I) was issued, extending the 
pr()te<-ti( 3 U of the Jhifish Government to the Chiefs of Sirhind and Mnlwa 
without demand of irilmle; requiring service in time of xy.ar; am defin- 
in<r generally the relation of the protected States t.. the British (mverii- 
mmit The'geiieral scope of the proclamation of 18t)9 was to ostahlish 
the Chiefs in the States they held before they were received under 
British protection. Believed of their fear of Eanjit Singh, however, 
the stronger Chiefs began to encroach on the weaker: ami in August 
1811 it was found necessaiy to issue a .second Proclamation (No. IT), 
ilirecling the restoration of such usurped Kstates, and prohibiting sm'h 
encroiicliinents. 


After tlie first Sikh war, the relations of the British Government 
with the Chiefs of tlie eis-Sutlej States were entirely changed. With 
the exeejition of nine ot the larger State.'?/* alt the Chief.'? \ve?«» dejirivetl 

^ Putiala, Jind, Nahha, Kalsia, ’ Maler K<»Ma, Faridkot, Manrlot. Dialgarh, 
Raikot. ^ ^ 
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sovereign powers and, in lien of the military service which they 
were bound to render, they were required to pay a commutation tax fixed 
at the rate of two annas in the rupee or 12J per cent, on their 
mcome. The States of Dialgarh and Raikot have since lapsed to the 
British Government, and the Chief of Mamdot has been reduced to the 
position of a jagirdar (^see Part 1, Pimjab). 

Of the territory taken under protection in 1809, lands assessed at 
Rs. 4,97,485 lapsed in 1891 to the British Government from failure of 
heirs, and lands assessed at Rs. 8,90,477 were confiscated. Out of the 
territory thus acquired, jagirs worth Rs. 75,961 were granted. 

In November 1921 the following States were brought into direct 
relations with the Government of India, through the Agent to the 
Governor-General, Punjab States. The serial number placed before 
each shows the order in which they are noticed in the narrative, which 
follows the provincial order of precedence:

1. Patiala. 

Patiala is the largest of the Sikh States. The Maharaja belongs to 
the Sidhu Jat tribe of Sikhs. Chaudhri Phiil, who founded a village 
in Nabha territory, called after his name, obtained from the Emperor 
Shah Jahan a farman confirming the chaudhriyat which had been con¬ 
ferred on his ancestor Bariam by the Emperor Babar after the battle 
of I'auipal in 1520. Phiil, who died in 1052, had six sons, of whom the 
two elder, Tiloka and Rama, became founders of a dynasty of princes, 
the Mnliarajas of .Tiiid and Nabha being descended from the former, and 
the Maharaja of Patiala from the latter. These three States are known 
as the Phulkian States. Rama’s descendant Sardar Ala Singh founded 
the city of Patiala and in 17(i2 received the title of Raja from Ahmad 
bhah Abdali. He died in 1705. In 1767 his successor Araar Singh 
obtained from Ahmad Shah Abdali the title of Raja-i-Rajagan Bahadur 
He died in 1781,

delations between the • British Goveriupi^t/and Patiala appear to 
have begun in 1808 with Raja Sahib ^ingh^s overtures for protection 
and the British Envoy’s visit to" Patiala in August of that year, from 
which, however, no definite results fallowed. But in February 1809 
the Chief welcomed Colonel Ochterlony and his troops at Patiala* Two 
years afterwards the misgovernment of the State, due to Sahib Singh’s 
imbecility, compelled Colonel Ochterlony to interfere: and, at the invita¬ 
tion of Sahib Singh and the Rajas of Nabha and Jind, he visited Patiala 
in January 1811. The British Government, however, declined any active 
interference. Matters, nevertheless, grew so bad that it became neces¬ 
sary to modify this decision : and in April 1812 Colonel Ochterlony was 
again sent to Patiala, where he established Rani Aus Kour as Regent. 
On Sahib Singh’s death in 1813, the British Government withdrew from 
interference: and Karam Singh was installed as his successor. 

During the Nepal War Karam Singh aided the British Government 
with troops: and on the conclusion of the war Sanads (Nos. Ill and 
IV) were granted to him, conferring on him portions of the Keonthal 
and Baghat States, yielding a revenue of Bs. 35,000, in return for a 
payment of two lakhs and eighty thousand rupees. 

In 1823 the British Government again interfered in the internal 
affairs of Patiala, to support Karam Singh against Rani Aus Kour. 

In 1827 the Maharaja lent the British Government 20 lakhs of 
rupees. 

In 1830 the hill territory of Simla was obtained from Patiala in ex¬ 
change for three villages in pargana Bharauli. 

Ill 1839 the Maharaja advanced to the British Government 25 lakhs 
of rupees for the first Afghan War and 5 lakhs in connection with the 
second Afghan War in 1842. 

Karam Singh died in 1845 and was succeeded by liis son Warendar 
Singh. Both he and his father rendered services to the British Gov¬ 
ernment during the winter of 1845-46, when the Khalsa army invaded 
thp cis-Sutlej territories. After the campaign Narendar Singh obtained 
as a reward, the gift of a portion of the territory confiscated from the 
Raja of Nabba in consequence of bis misconduct. 

In 184T, at the request of the Maharaja, a Sanad (No. V) was con¬ 
ferred on him, confirming him for ever in bis ancient posse-ssions and 
tl.ose grunted by the British Government, with all rigl.ts perta’inin.r 
thereto. The Maharaja relinquished for himself and successors all rijrht 
to levy excise and transit duties, and engaged to suppress sati, infanti¬ 
cide and slave-dealing and to attend in person with his forces should the 
cis-Sutlej territories l)e invaded by an enemy; while the British Govern¬ 
ment gave up all claiins to tribute, revenue, or commutation in lieu of 
troops or otherwise. In the same year the Maharaja received an addi- 
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al grant of territory confiscated from tlie Lahore Darbar, amounting 
to Bs. 10,000, in consideration of bis relinquishment of customs and 
transit duties. 

During the mutiny of 1857 Maharaja Narendar Singh aided the 
British Government by furnishing an aiixiliaiy force, which proceeded 
to Delhi and kept open the communication on the Grand Trunk Boad. 
He also sent troops to Gwalior and Dholpur, and helped the Govern¬ 
ment with money. For these services he received, besides other rewards, 
the Narnaul division of the Jhajjar territory, yielding a revenue of 
Bs. 2,00,000 a year, in perpetual sovereignty, on condition of good 
behaviour and of service, political and military, at any time of general 
danger or disturbance. In addition to this, the British Government 
ceded to the Maharaja jurisdiction over Bhadaur, and the right of 
escheats and reversion of lapsed Estates therein, together with the 
annual commutation tax, amounting to Bs. 5,265 a year. 


In 1860 a new vSanad (No. VI) was given to the Maharaja, under 
which the British Government engaged never to demand any tribute 
on account of revenue, service, or on any other plea, and also conferied 
on the Mahamja the right of adoption in default of direct heirs; but, 
in the case of the Chief dying without male issue and without adopting 
a successor, nazarana was to be paid to the British Government. The 
power of life and death over his own subjects was conceded to the 
Maharaja, who was bound, on the appearance of an enemy, to co¬ 
operate with the British forces and to provide carriage and supplies, 
and was also re(juired to furnish material for railways and communica¬ 
tions on payment, and to grant land free for such works. 

Subsequently a portion of the Kanaud pargana of the Jhajjar terri¬ 
tory, and the taluka of Khamanun, were sold to the Maharaja in per¬ 
petual sovereignty, in liquidation of debts due to him by the British 
Government and in payment of the large interest due on loans. For 
these transfers a supplementary Sanad (No. VIT) was granted in 1861. 


In March 1862 the right of adoption, conferred by the Sanad of 
1860, w^as confirmed (No. VIII). Narendar Singh died in November 
1862 and was succeeded by his minor son Mahendar Singh. 

In 1858 the Chiefs of Patiala, Jind and Nabha had preferred certain 
requests to the British Government, one of which was that, in the 
event of the death of any of them, leaving an infant heir, a Council of 
Begency consisting of three old and trusted ministers of the State, not 
related to the heir, should be selected by the British Government acting 
with the advice of the other two Chiefs. This request was granted. 
On the death of Maharaja Narendar Singh it was argued by the Chiefs 
of Jind and Nabha that the terms of the Sanads of 1860 gave them the 
power of sup(ir8cding at will the arrangements to which they had asked 
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tlie British Government to consent in 1858. But the sanads in reality 
made no change in the status of these Chiefs towards the Britisli Gov- 
ernment: they were merely to exercise such sovereignty as they had 
been accustomed to exercise. Tlie argument was therefore untenable, 
and a Council of Eegeney was formed in accordance with the arrange- 
jnents of 1858. Maharaja Maliendar Singh was vested with full powers 
of administration in 1870. 

In 1867 the Euler of Patiala was granted a permanent salute of 17 
guns. 

In 1870 the system by which Patiala had been superintended by the 
Commissioner of Ambala was superseded, and the vState was placed 
under the direct control of the Punjab Government. 

In 1872 the Maharaja abolislied transit dues, amounting in value to 
about half a lakh of rupees a year, in the territories assigned io his 
father in 1858: and in the same year concluded an xAgreenient (No. IX) 
for the construction of a line of telegraph from Ambala to Patiala. 

In 1873 an Agreement (No. X) was concluded between the British 
Government and the States of Patiala, Jind and Nabha, by which terms 
were arranged for the construction of the Sirhind Canal and the supply 
of water to the signatory States. 

In 1873 a code of rules for regulating the pursuit and extradition of 
criminals on the Patiala and Jaipur border was drawn up and received 
the sanction of the British Goveiiunent (.s*c« Vol. Ill, Jai])Ui‘). The 
rules were adopted in 1879 for the Patiala and Alwar border also, and 
in 1883 the Government of India sanctioned their extension to Patiala 
and Bikaner. 

Maliendar Singh died in 1876 and was succeeded by his elder son 
Eajendar Singh, during whose minoiity a Council of Eegeney was se¬ 
lected in accordance with the arrangements sanctioned in 1858. 

On the outbreak of war in Afghanistan in 1878, the Patiala State 
placed its troops at the disposal of the l^ritish Government, and the}" 
were employed in the Kurram valley, with the c6ntingent8 of some 
other States in the Punjab. In consideration of these services the 
Maharaja was exempted for life from presenting a nazar in Darbar. 

A Postal Convention (No. XI) was concluded in 1884. 

In 1889 Maharaja Eajendar Singh was tentatively invested with 
powers, in whicii he was formally confirmed in 1890. 

In 1891 the Darbar granted, free of cost, the lands in the State 
required for the Delhi-Ambala-Ealka Eailway. 

From about 1809 to 1846 Patiala had furnislied, from time to time 
a contingent of sowars for general duty. In 1846 the State was ex- 
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empted from the operation of the rules then passed about the abolition 
of customs and the commutation of contingent service to a money pay¬ 
ment. A.t the same time the number of sowars was fixed at 100. In 
1892, in recognition of the formation of the Imperial Service troops, the 
State was exempted from this liability. 

On the extension of the Sirsa branch of the Western Jumna Canal, an 
Agreement (No. XII) was entered into in 1893 in connection with the 
administration of that portion of the Sirsa branch which lies within the 
Patiala State. ( 

In the same year an Agreement (No. XIII) was concluded, for the 
working of the E-ajpura-Bhatinda line by the North W estern Railway. 
This was subsequently twice modified; first in 1902 when, in return for 
a payment of Es. 50,000, the Bhatiiida Railway Station was transferred 
to the Government of India and the provisions of clauses 10, 11, 13, 24 and 
28 were declared to be no longer applicable to the station area: and 
secondly in 1903, when the North Western Railway’s share of the gross 
receipts (clause 27) was reduced from 55 to 52 per cent. 

In 1895 the approval of the Government of India was given to the 
adoption of a set of rules regulating the procedure between Patiala and 
Bikaner in regard to the capture and extradition of criminals. 

Maharaja Rajendar Singh served in the Frontier expedition of 1897, 
and some Patiala troops also took part in the campaign. 

In 1900 the Maharaja ceded full and complete power and jurisdic¬ 
tion over lands in the State that were, or might thereafter be, required 
for the Rewari-Bhatinda (No. XTV) and Delhi-Ambala-Kalka Railways 
(No. XV). These cessions had originally been made in 1886 and 1890 
respectively, and the Agreements signed in 1900 were in a revised form. 
In the same year similar cessions, in the same form, were made in 
respect of the Rajpura-Bhatinda (No. XVI), Bikaner-Bhatinda (No. 
XVII), Imdhiana-Tlhuri-Jakhal (No. XVIII) and Southern Punjab 
Railways (No. XIX). 

A revised Postal Convention (No. XX) was concluded in 1900. 

In 1900 the Maharaja entered into an Agreement (No. XXI) for the 
control and discipline' of his Imperial Service troops when serving 
beyond the frontiers of bis State. In the same year the Darhar agreed, 
with all the other Punjab States supplying Imperial Service troops, to 
the mutual surrender of deserters, other than officers, escaping from 
one State to another. 

Rajendar Singh died on the 8th November 1900, and was succeeded 
by his son the present Maharaja Bhupindar Singh, horn on the 12th 
October 1891. During his minority the State was administered by a 
Council of Regency, lie was invested with full powers in 1909. 



In 1903 a subsidiary Agreement (No. XXII) regarding tbe working 
of the Sirhind Canal was concluded with the States of Patiala, Jind 
and Nabha, in accordance with the provisions of clause 27 of the Agree¬ 
ment of 1873 (No. X). 

In the same year the Patiala Darbar ceded (No. XXIII) jurisdiction 
over lands in the State required for the Kalka-Simla Railway. 

In 1910 the Maharaja leased (No. XXIV) from the British Govern¬ 
ment a strip of land in the Kaithal Tehsil of the Karnal District, foi 
the drainage outfall of Patiala city. 

In 1913 the Darbar ceded (No. XXV) jurisdiction over lands in the 
State occupied by the main line of the North Western Railway between 
Anibala and Ludhiana. 

On the outbreak of the Great War, Maharaja Bhupindar Singh 
placed his personal services and the resources of his State at the disposal 
of the King-Emperor. The Patiala Imperial Service Infantry served 
in Egypt, Gallipoli and Palestine, and the Rajindra Lancers were 
employed in Egypt and Mesopotamia. The Maharaja himself visited 
the Western front and Palestine. The total contribution of the State 
towards the War amounted approximately to 37,000 men and 87 lakhs 
of rupees. 

In 1917 the Ruler of Patiala was exempted in perpetuity from the 
presentation of nazar at Viceregal Darbars. 

In 1918 Maharaja Bhupindar Singh was granted a personal salute 
of 19 guns. 

Maliaraja Bliupindar Sinph served in the Afphan War of 1919, and 
his State troops served on the Afghan front and in the Pnnjah. 

In 1921 the Ruler of Patiala was granted a permanent local salute 
of 19 guns within his own territories. 

In 1922 the Darhar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook responsibility for the internal 
security of the State. In 1925 the proposal of the Darhar to maintain 
a machine gun section as part of the military forces of the State was 
approved hy the Government of India. 

In 1926 an Agreement (No. XXVI) was concluded, modifying the 
Agreement of 1896 (No. XII) regarding the administratration of the Sirsa 
branch of the Western Jumna Canal. 

In the same year sanction was given to the construction hv the 
Darhar of the Sirhind-Rupar Railway, and an agreement relatincr to 
its working is under consideration. ^ 

In 1927 an Agreement (No. XXYTT) was concluded with the Patiala 
Darhar for the provision of a siding at Randaghat railway station for 
the use of the State. 

In 1928 the Patiala Darhar leased (No. XXVIII) from the Noi-th 
Western Railway administration a piece of land at Kandaghat Station 
for the purpose of laying a water pipe line.

The State possesses 45 serviceable and 65 unserviceable guns. 

With effect from the 1st January 1922 the designation “ Imperial 
Seiwice Troops was changed to “ Indian State Forces 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

The State was in [)olitical relations with the Punjab Government 
through the Political Agent, Phiilkian States, from 1901 until the 
establishment of the Punjab States Agency in 1921, wJien it was placed 
in direct relations witlj the Government of India through the Agent to 
the Governor-General, Punjab vStates. 

2. Bahawalpur. 

The rulers of Bahawalpur assumed independence during the dismem¬ 
berment of the Durani empire which followed the expulsion of Shah 
Shuja from Kabul. On the rise of Ranjit Singh, Nawab Bahawal 
Khan inade several applications to the British Government for an 
engagement of protection. These, however, were declined, although the 
result of the treaties of Lahore, whereby Ranjit Singh was confined to 
the right bank of the Sultej, in reality effected his protection. 

The first trea.,y with Bahawalpur was that of 18»33 (No. XXIX), 
which was negotiated at the same time as the treaty with Ranjit Singh 
for regulating traffic on the Indus. It secured the independence of the 
Nawab within Ins own territories, and opened the traffic on the Indus and 
Sutlej, at a fixed tariff’ to be levied at Mithankot and Hariki. In 1835 




Not yet organised. 
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a toll on boats was, by a Supplementaiy Treaty (No. XXX), sub¬ 
stituted for a tariff; the schedule of tolls was revised in 1838 (No. 
XXXI), and again in 1840 (No. XXXIII); and in 1843, by an 
Agreeineiit (No. XXXIV), the tolls were reduced one-half and a 
scale of duties was fixed on merchandise in transit through Bahawalpur 
by land. In 1847 the Nawab, at the instance of the Eesident at 
Lahore, remitted all duties on boats passing through his territoiy, and 
refused to take any compensation. In 1855, when the Sind postal 
authorities proposed to establish a camel train through Bhawalpur, 
the Nawab reduced the duty on goods passing by the land route, and 
shortly afterwards consented to revise ferry rates on the vSutlej, which 
were formerly a customs duty, and to reduc,e them to a reasonable 
remuneration for tlie labour of crossing passengers and goods over the 
river. 

When arrangejnents were ujade in 1838 for the restoration of 
Shah Shiija, a Treaty (No. XXXII) was concluded with the Nawab, by 
which he placed himself under the supremacy of, and bound himself to 
act in subordinate (^o-operation with, the British Government, receiv¬ 
ing its protection and being recognivsed as the absolute ruler of his 
country. During the Afghan war the Nawab rendered assistance, both 
ill facililating the ]>assage of iroops and furnishing Ruj»j)lies, for which 
be was rewarded by the grant of the districts of Sabzalkot and Bhaung 
Barra. 

In carrying out the provisions of Act XIV of 1843, it became desir- 
al)le to extend the Britisli customs line as far as the Sutlej; and in 1844 
the Nawab made over, in free gift, the strip of land required for this 
purpose. 

In 1847-48 Naw^ab Bahawal Khan co-operated in the operations 
against Multan, and w^as rewarded by the grant of a life pension of a 
lakh of rupees a year, commencing from the date of the British assump¬ 
tion of the government of the Punjab. 

In 1850 the Nawab proposed to supersede his eldest son Muhammad 
Fateh Khan, and to appoint his third'son Saadat Khan as his heir. 
The Governor-General decided that the Government of India \vere not 
called upon to interfere in any way in his selection of a successor. 
When Bahawal Klian died in 1852 the heir-select succeeded him, taking 
the name of Mohammad Sadiq Khan; but was deposed by the eldest 
son, with the aid of the Daudputras. Sadiq Khan solicited the aid 
of the British Government; but the Governor-General decided that 
according to the treaties wu'th Bahaw^alpur, the British (lovernment w'ere 
bound to support the Chief against his external enemies, but were not 
bound to aid him against internal commotions. The victorious brother, 
having accepted the treaties existing between the British Government 
and the Bahawalpur State, was recognised as Ruler of Bahawalpur: and 
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the deposed Nawab, through the mediation of the British Government, 
obtained asylum in British territory, was assigned a cash allowance 
of Es. 1,600 a month from the Bahawalpur State, and relinquished for 
ever, on the part of himself and his heirs, all claim to the State. An 
Agreement (Ifo. XXXV) to this effect was executed in 1853 and 
guaranteed by the British Government. 


But within a year Sadiq Khan violated his engagement. He 
addressed the Chief Commissioner of the Punjab soliciting reconsidera¬ 
tion of his case; stated that he would never during his life renounce his 
claim to the Chiefship; and begged permission to proceed to Bahawalpur 
to recover the masiiad. In consideration of the guarantee of the British 
Government to cause the observance of the Agreement by both parties, 
the Governor-General directed the ex-Nawab to be placed under strict 
surveillance. He was detained in custody in the fort at Lahore, and 
died in 1863. 

Nawab Muhammad Fateh Khan died in 1858, and was succeeded 
by his eldest son Eahim Yar Khan, who took the name of Bahawal 
Khan. 

In 1863 an insurrection, caused by the tyranny and cruelty of the 
Nawab, broke out among the Haudputra Chiefs. It was suppressed, but 
not until the NTawab had put to death three of his uncles through fear of 
their being released by the rebels from their imprisonment in the fort 
of Herawar. For this atrocious crime the Kawab incurred the severe 
displeasure of the British Government, and was subsequently required to 
make over to the protection of the British authorities others among his 
relations who had suffered from his harsh treatment. Some of the rebels 
took refuge in British territory, where they remained unmolested as 
long as thev refrained from hostilities against the Kawab. An attack 
on a Bahawalpur village was, however, organised, and on its failure 
the leaders again sought refuge in British territory, but were placed 
in confinement for abuse of the asylum formerly afforded them. The 
misgovernment of Bahawalpur continued to endanger the peace of the 
country, and a formidable insurrection took place in Maich 1866. On 
the 25th March 1866 Nawab Bahawal Khan died suddenly, not without 
suspicion of poison, and was succeeded by his son Sadiq Muhammad 
Khan, then four years of age. A rival claimant appeared in the person 
of Jafar Khan, half-brother of.Nawab Bahawal Khan. At the same 
time the leader of the troops, sent by the late Nawab to quell the insur¬ 
rection, threw off his allegiance and marched on the capital. As the 
British Government were under no treaty obligation to interfere in the 
internal affairs of Bahawal])ur, intervention was at first limited to a 
declaration that the British Government recognised the succession of 
Nawab Sadiq Muhammad Khan and intended to accord him full moral 
support- The presence of the Indian x4.gent of Government at the 
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ptal, where he had been instructed to reside in order to give the 
Nawab and his advisers the benefit of his counsel, was sufficient to secure 
the dispersion of the rebels; their leader was taken prisoner, and all 
overt resistance ceased. 


The state of affairs, however, continued very unsatisfactoiy. Many 
influential men had been alienated by the conduct of Nawab Bahawal 
Khan, the army was discontented, and there was no party of sufficient 
influence to carry on the administration. In these circumstances the 
Bahawalpur Darbar preferred a formal request that the British Govern¬ 
ment would undertake the administration of the State during the 
minority of the Nawab. Government consented, on the understanding 
that the British officer appointed should have full powers: and issued a 
Proclamation (No. XXXVI) explaining the reasons which had compelled 
them to interfere. Shortly afterwards, a plot for the elevation of Jafar 
Khan to the masnad was discovered and, at the request of the Darbar, 
he was removed to Lahore as a State prisoner. In 1867 an attempt 
w^as made by Muhammad Nizam Khan, the former Minister of 
Bahawalpur, to excite disaffection among the soldiery, and he was there¬ 
fore removed from Bahawalpur and not permitted to return. The State 
has not since been disturbed by political troubles. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Bahawalpur w^as granted a salute 

of 17 guns. 

In 1870 the Imperial Postal Department took over the postal ar¬ 
rangements in the State on payment of an annual subsidy of Rs. 20,000 
by the Darbar. In 1878, on the opening of the Indus Valley Railway, 
the subsidy was reduced to Rs. 6,000, at wLich figure it now- stands. 

In 1872 the Darbar ceded (No. XXXVII) full sovereignty over lands 
in the State required for railway puiq)oses. 

In 1877 the Bahawalpur State abolished customs duties on salt and 
other articles, and suppressed the local manufacture of salt in its terri¬ 
tory : and the British Goveriiinent agreed to pay Rs. 80,000 a year to 
the State as compensation for the loss incurred. An Agreement 
(No. XXXVIII) to this effect was concluded in 1879. 

On the outbreak of the w^ar in Afghanistan in 1878, the Nawab 
placed a military contingent at the disposal of the British Government, 
and his troops were employed on the frontier. 

In 1879 Sadiq Muhammad Khan was invested with full powers, and 
the British Agency in Bahaw^alpnr was abolished. He died in 1899 and 
was succeeded by his son Muhamman Bahawal Khan, during wdiose 
minority a British Superintendent was appointed to conduct the ad¬ 
ministration of the State. 

In 1899 the Darbar ceded (No. XXXIX) full and exclusive power 
and jurisdiction of every kind over the lands in the State which were, 
or might thereafter be, occupied by the Southern Punjab Railw^ay. 
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In 1900 the State entered into an Agreement (sec No. XXI) for the 
control and discipline of its Imperial Service troops when serving beyond 
its frontiers. In the same year Baliawalpiir joined the other Punjab 
States supplying Imperial Service troops in agreeing to the nuitual 
surrender of deserters, other than officers, escaping from one State to 
another. 

In May 1903 the duties of the Superintendent were transferred to the 
Political Agent, Phulkian States and Baliawalpiir. Tii November of 
the same year, Muhammad Bahawal Khan was invested with ruling 
powers under the control of the Political Agent. 

In March 1906 the restriction placed on the Nawab’s powers in 1903, 
requiring the confirmation by the Political Agent of all death sentences 
passed by him, was withdrawn. 

In Noveralier 1906 Muhaininad Bahawal Khan proceeded on a pil¬ 
grimage to Mecca, and on his way back died at Aden on the 15th Feb¬ 
ruary 1907. He was succeeded by his son the present Nawab Sadiq 
Muhammad Khan, born in 1904. 

In 1909 the construction of a branch railway line fioni Khanpur to 
Chachran was sanctioned. As the line lies wholly in Bahawalpur terri¬ 
tory, the Harbar have been permitted to retain jurisdiction thereon. 
An Agreement (No. XL) for the construction, maintenance and 
working of the line w'as concluded in 1912. 

In 1913 the Harbar ceded (No. XLT) full and exclusive power 
and jurisdiction over the land required for the McLeodganj Road and 
Fazilka section of the Southern Punjab Railway. 

On the outbreak of the Great War tlie Harbar offered all their 
troops for service abroad. The escort of the Bahawalpur State Camel 
Corps served in Eg}q)t and Iraq. 

In 1920 the Punjab Government concluded an Agreement (No. XLII) 
with the States of Bahawalpur and Bikaner, in connection with the Sutlej 
Valley Canals project. Tliis Agreement was confirmed in 1921 by the 
Secretary of State. 

In 1922 the Harbar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook at tlie same time responsibility for 
the internal security of the State, tliough this does not include the 
strategic railway passing through the Bahawalpur territory. 

Nawab Sadiq Muhammad Khan was invested with full ruling powders 
on the 8th March 1924. 

In 1926 the Government of India sanctioned the construction of the 
Bahawalnagar-Cholistan Railway, through the agency of the North 
Western Railway. The actual terms of the working agreement have 
yet to })e settled. The Harbar have been permitted to retain jurisdic¬ 
tion, as the line lies wdiolly in State territory. 
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The territory of Bahawalpiir covers an area of 15,0()U square miles; 
blit, exclusive of tlie desert portion, it is a narrow strip of country of an 
average width of 8 miles extending for 800 miles along the left banks 
of the Sutlej, Chenab and Indus. The population, according to the 
Census of 1921, is 781,191; and the revenue is estimated at 50 lakhs. 

Under the reorganisation scheme of January 1921 the authorised 
strength of the Bahawalpur State Forces consists (December 1926) of—

^!f^l913 the State was removed from the Phulkian States Agency 
and included in a newly established Bahawalpur Agency. This Agency 
was abolished in 1921 on the establishment of the Punjab Spates Agency, 
by which tlie State was j)laced in direct relations with the Government 
of India through the Agent to the Governor-General, Punjab States. 

3. fliND. 

The Chief of Jind belongs to the same clan as the Maharaja of Patiala, 
but is descended from the elder branch. Gajpat Singh founded the 
town of Jind in 1763, and was recognised as Baja by the Emperor of 
Delhi in 1772. His descendant Baja Bhag Singh wns one of the fore¬ 
most of those who offered their allegiance to the British Government 
after the overthrow of the Mahrattas. He ioined Lord Lake in the pur¬ 
suit of Holkar to the banks of Ihe Beas, and his good offices were of 
importance in the negotiations which followed. Bhag Singh was the 
maternal uncle of Banjit Singh of Lahoie. Lord Lake confirmed to the 
Baja the grants of land he held under the Emperors of Delhi, or under 
Scindia, and as a speidal reward conferred on him in addition Kharkaiida 
and Bhawani, each worth about Bs. 25,000 annually. The Baia also 
received, jointly with Bhai Lai Singh of KaithaL the grant of Wrsat 
Faridpur, in Panipat, worth about Bs. 70,000. These grants were, 
however, for life only, and lapsed many years ago to the British Govern- 
merit. 

Blia}? Singli died in 1819, and Lis succes.sor, Fateli Singli, in 182fe. 
The next Chief, Sangat Singh, died in 1884 without issue, and was 
succeeded by Sarnp Singh, though not without a struggle; at one time

indeed, liis claims were denied and the State was declared an escheat. 
Eventually his right, though a collateral, to all tlie possessions of the 
family held by Raja Gajpat Singh, the common ancestor, was admitted; 
but all subsequent accessions of territory acquired by Bhag Singh and 
Sangat Singh were declared an escheat. Samp Singh was formally 
installed in 1837. 


At the beginning of the Sutlej campaign in 1845 Raja Sarup Singh 
refused to send camels for the use of the British, and was fined Rs. 10,000. 
After this, however, he gave the British active assistance; the fine was 
eventually remitted and the Raja was granted lands, not exceeding 
Rs. 3,000 a year, as a mark of satisfaction at his conduct. 

In 1847 the Raja of Jind received a vSanad (No. XLIII). In the same 
year he received in perpetuity an additional grant of land confiscated 
from the Lahore Government, yielding Rs. 1,000 a year, in consideration 
of his having abolished customs and transit duties. 

Sarup Singh offered his services in the second Sikh war of 1849, for 
which he received the thanks of the Britisli Government. 


In 1867 the Raja of Jind was the first person who marched against 
the mutineers at Delhi. His troops acted as the vanguard of the army. 
He remained in the British camp before Delhi until the reoccupation of 
the city, and a portion of his troops also took part in the assault. For 
these services he received a grant of additional territory yielding 
Rs. 1,16,813 a year, on condition of good behaviour and of service, politi¬ 
cal and militar}^ in time of difficulty or danger. 

In 1860 the Raja received a new vSanad (No. XLIV), including the 
privilege of adoption. By a Sanad granted in 1861 (No. XLV) the Raja 
was allowed to purchase a portion of the Kanaud tahsil of the Jhajjar 
territory, on payment of nazarana. In 1862 the right of adoption, 
conferred by the Sanad of 1860, was confirmed (No. XLVI). 

Sarup Singh died in 1864 and was succeeded by his son Raghbir 
Singh. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Jind was granted a permanent salute of 11 guns. 

In 1873 the States of Patiala, Jind and Nabha entered into an 
Agreement (see No. X), for the construction of the Sirhind canal. 

In 1878, on the outbreak of the war in Afghanistan, the State fur¬ 
nished a contingent of troops. 

In 1881 the hereditaiy title of Raja-i-Rajagan was conferred on the 
Ruler of Jind. 

The code of rules regarding the pursuit and extradition of criminals, 
sanctioned in 1873 for the Jaipur and Patiala border, was adopted in 1883 
to retrulafe the proc^edure between Jind and the States of Jaipur and 
pikaner. 
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A Postal Convention (see No. XI) was executed in 1884. 


Itaglibir Singli died on the 7th March 1887, and was succeeded by his 
grandson, the present Maharaja llanbir Singh, born in 1881. During 
his minority the State was administered by a Council of Regency appoint¬ 
ed in the terms of the arrangement of 1858 {see under Patiala). 

From about 1809 to 1840 Jincl had furnished from time to time a con¬ 
tingent of sowars for general duty. In 1846 the State was exempted 
from the operation of the rules then passed about the abolition of customs 
and the commutation of contingent service to a money payment. At 
the same time the number of sowars was fixed at 50. They were reduced 
to 25 in 1860, in return for the good services rendered by Jind during 
the mutiny. In 1892, in recognition of the formation of the Imperial 
Seivice troops, the State was exempted altogether from this liability. 

In 1892 an amended Agreement (No. XLVII), regarding the supply 
of water from the estern Jumna Canal, was concluded with the State. 
This superseded one that had been signed in 1875. 

In 1893 an Agreement (No. XLV 111) was concluded for tJie construc¬ 
tion of a line of telegraph from Maler Kotla to Sangrur. 

1^0 i a protest against the appointment of a Eui’opean tutor to 
Raja Ranbir vSingh was made by the other Phulkian States (Patiala and 
ISabJia) who claimed that they should be entrusted with the arrangements 
for his education; but it was held that such a claim could not be sup¬ 
ported by the paper of requests of 1858, and it was disallowed. When the 
Raja was invested with powers on the 10th November 1899, but kept 
for a time under the guidance of a British political adviser, they again 
protested, on the groimd tliat this was a breach of the Sanads of 1860;

A revised Postal Convention {see No. XX) was concluded in 1900. 
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In 1900 tlie State entered into an Agreement [see No. XXI) for tlie 
control and discipline of its Imperial Service Troops when serving 
beyond its frontiers. In the same year the State agreed, with all the 
other Punjab States supplying Imperial Service Troops, to the mutual 
surrender of deserters, other than oflScers, escaping from one State to 
another. 

In 1903 a subsidiary Agreement {see No. XXII), regarding the work¬ 
ing of the Sirhind Canal, was concluded with the States of Patiala, Jind 


and Nabha. 

In 1911 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. LIII) on 
the Ruler of Jind. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Maharaja placed all the re¬ 
sources of his State at the disposal of Government, and gave 2 lakhs 
towards the expenses of the war. State troops served in East Africa. 


In 1916 the Darhar ceded (No. LIV) full and exclusive power and 
jurisdiction over lands in the State required for the Jind-Panipat 
Railway. 

In 1918 the hereditary title of Rajendra Bahadur was conferred 
(No. LV) on the Ruler of Jind, and his permanent salute was increased 
to 13 guns. At the same time Maharaja Ranbir Singh was granted a 
personal salute of 15 guns. 

In 1919 State troops rendered assistance during the Punjab disturb¬ 
ances and in the war with Afghanistan. 

In 1921 the Ruler of Jind was granted a permanent local salute of 
15 guns within his own territories. 

In 1923 the Darhar joined the scheiiie for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook at the same time responsibility for 
the internal security of the State, including the protection of the Rail¬ 
ways passing through the State. 

In the same year a supplementary Agreement (No. LVI) was con¬ 
cluded with the Jind and Male7‘ Kotla Darbars for the working of the 
Ludhiaua-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway. 

In 1924 an Agreement (No. LVII) was concluded with the Jind 
Darhar for the working and construction of the Jind-Panipat Railway. 

In 1928 an Agreement (No. LVIII) was executed between the Secre¬ 
tary of State and the Jind Darhar, by which the North Western Rail¬ 
way Administration ])rovided a masonry tank at Sangrur for the recep¬ 
tion and storage of liquid fuel oil in bulk by the Jind State. 

The area of Jind is 1,259 square miles; the population, according to 
tl)e Census of 1921, 308. 183; inid the revenue 26 lakhs. 

Under the reorganisation scheme of January 1921 the authorised

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of tlie Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

riie State was in political relations with the Punjab Government 
till ough the Political Agent, Phulkian States, until the establishment of 
the 1 unjab States Agency in 1921, when it was placed in direct relations 
itli the Government of India through the Agent to the Governor- 
General, Punjab States. 

4. Nabha. 


The Chief of Nabha is descended from the same stock as the Maharajas 
of Patiala and Jind, but like the latter belongs to the elder branch of the 
fanlil3^ 

Like the rest of the Sirhiud and Malwa Chiefs, Nabha was taken under 
the protection of the British Government under the Proclamation of 1809 
(^o. I), and in 1810 Raja Jaswant Singh was given a Paper (No. LIX) 
confirming him in his possessions and emphasizing the promises made in 
the Pro(daniatiou of 1809. Jaswant Singh gave supplies and carriage 
to the British during the Gurkha and Bikaner campaigns of 1810 and 
181h, and aclvanced a loan of six lakhs during the Kabul campaign of 
1838. He died in 1840 and was succeeded by his son Devindar Singh. 

During the first Sikh War in 1845, Devindar Singh withheld supplies 
froni file British and neglected to attend to the requisitions of the Agent 
to the Governor-General. As a punishment he was deposed in 184G; 
one-fourth of his territmy, viz., the districts of Pakowal, Dehraru and 
Rori, less a portion woith Rs. 12,200, was confiscated; and all transit 
duties, estimated at Rs. 12,200 a year, with the exception of the customs 
of the town of Nabha, were abolished. Of the confiscated territory a por^ 
tion ^v..rth Rs. 71,224 was divided equally between the Maharaja of 
1 at.ala and the Raja of Fandkot, lu reward for services during the war 
while tlie remainder, valued at Rs. 28,7(i(i, was retained by the Rritisi. 
(.overnment Up to that year the Raja of Nabha ha.l furnished, in 
a. dition to the forces which lie was to supply in war, a contingent of 
5) smyars for general duty. Rut it was then determined that the Chief 
should no longer he recp.ired to supply any forces in war- and the 
revenue, from the portion of the confiscated territory retained liy the 
British (iovernment, was appropriated to keeping up 100 sowars and 
133 infantry, supposed to represent one-third of the force which the State 
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used to furnish in war. The supply of the 50 sowars for general duty 
ceased at the same time. Devindar Singh was granted a pension of 
Rs. 50,000 a year, and was kept under surveillance at Muttra till 1854; 
and thereafter at Lahore, where he died in 1805. His minor son Bharpur 
Singh succeeded, under the guardianship of his step-grandmother and 
three officers of the Nabha State, who were responsible to the British 
Government for his education and safety. He was installed in 1847. 

During the mutiny of 1857 Bharpur Singh rendered important 
services, and was rewarded by a grant of land out of the Jhajjar terri- 
yielding a lakh and six thousand rupees a year, on condition of 
good behaviour and of service, military and political, in time of difficulty 
and danger. 

On the occasion of the Governor-General’s visit to the Punjab in 1860, 
the Baja received a Sanad (No. LX). In 1861 he was allowed to pur¬ 
chase a portion of the Kanaud tahsil of the Jhajjar district, in liquidation 
of a debt due to him from the Britisli Government, and he received a 
supplementary Sanad (No. LXI) on this account. 

In 1862 the right of adoption, conferred by the Sanad of 1860, was 
confirmed (No. LXII). 

Bharpur Singh died in 1863, leaving no heir, either natural or 
adopted: and it thus devolved upon the Maharaja of Patiala and the 
Baja of Jind, in accordance with the Sanad of 1860 (No. LX), to select 
a successor, in concert with the British Government, from the Phulkian 
family. Their choice fell upon Bhagwan Singh, younger brother of 
Bharpur Singh, who had always been looked upon as his heir: and it 
was confirmed by the British Government, nazarana being levied as 
provided in clause 3 of the Sanad. 

Bhagwan Singh was installed in 1864, and died in 1871 without heirs. 
The procedure laid down for such cases by the Sanad of 1860 was followed 
and a collateral relative, Hira Singh of Badrukhan, a feudatory of Jind, 
was chosen. The selection was approved by tlie British Government, 
and the customary nazarana levied. Hira Singh’s share in the Estate 
of Badrukhan was considered to have lapsed for want of direct heirs, 
and was made over unconditionally to the Baja of Jind. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Nabha was granted a permanent salute of 
11 guns. 

For many years a dispute had existed between the Sonthi Sikhs and 
their feudal superior tlie Baja Nabha, relative to certain acts of feudal 
obedience which they were bound to pay to their Chief; to the equivalent 
to be paid in money for that service when it ceased; and to the division 
of the profits of certain villages in which both parties had rights. The 
dispute began in 1820, regarding the times and occasions wlien the Sonthi 
Sikhs were to furnish a quota of horsemen. In 1861 an arrangement was 
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made, with the approval of Government, by which the Eaja was to give 
the Sonthi Sikhs Rs. 6,000 a year in discharge of all matters in dispute 
between them. The Sonthi Sikhs appealed against this decision : and in 
1869 the Government of India decided that the Sonthi Sikhs’ share of 
the revenues of the villages in dispute should be Rs. 24,500 a year: and 
that the Raja of Nabha had a right in respect of escheats, commutation 
for loss of service of horsemen, and a deduction of one-eighth on account 
of confiscated and restored territory, amounting in all to Rs. 11,502: 
leaving the balance, to be paid to the Sonthi Sikhs, Rs. 12,998 a year. 
As an alternative the Sikhs were permitted, should they desire it, to 
receive villages producing a clear income of Rs. 8,000 a year, under cer¬ 
tain specified conditions. They elected to take the assignment from land 
revenue of Rs. 12,998 a year. Pa^^inent was made in full bv the Raia 
in 1872. ^ ^ 


In 18<3 tlie States of Patiala, Jind and Nabha entered into an Agree¬ 
ment {see No. X), for the construction of the Sirhind Canal. 

In 1878, tlie Siate furnished a contingent of troops for employment in 
Afghanistan. 


^ A code of rules regarding the pursuit and extradition of criminals 
similar to that sanctioned in 1873 for the Patiala-Jaipur border, was 
adopted for the border between Nabha and Alwar in 1879, between 
Nablia and Jaipur in 1883, and between Nabha and Bikaner in 1897.

During the Great War the Maharaja contributed sums amounting to 
over 5^- lakhs for various purposes, and the State Imperial Service 
lufaiitry served in Mesopotamia. 

In 191G Deeds, the execution of Which had been overlooked in 1900, 
were signed, formally ceding jurisdiction over the lands in the State 
occupied by the main lines of the Rajputana-Malwa (No. LXVIII) and 
North Western Railw’ays (No. LXIX). 


In 1921 the permanent salute of the Ruler of Nabha was increased 
to 13 guns. 


Ill 1923 the Government of India appointed a Special Commissioner 
to enquire into certain disputes betw^een Patiala and Nabha States. As 
a revsult of the Comniissioner’s findings, Maharaja Ripudaman Singh 
agreed to sever his connection with the administration of the State upon 
certain conditions. This ofter the Government of India accepted, and 
the Maharaja accordingly left Nabha on the 9th July 1923. The ad¬ 
ministration of the State was entrusted to an Administrator appointed 
by the Government of India. 


In 1924 the Darbar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State horces, and undertook at the same time responsibility for 
the internal security of the State. 


In 1928 the State ceded (No. LXX) jurisdiction over the lands 
occupied by the Rajpura-Bhatinda Railway, the Bhatinda-Fazilka sec¬ 
tion of the Bombay, Jhiroda and Central India Railway, and the 
Raewind-Bhatinda branch of the North Western Railway. 

In the same year, owing to the proved disloyalty of Maharaja Guru- 
charan (alias Ripudaman) Singh, the Government of India decided to 
deprive him of his titles and privileges, to reduce his allowance, and to 
deport liim to Kodaikanal in the Madias Presidency. He was succeeded 
by his son the present Maharaja Pratap Singh, born in 1920. During 
his minority the State is administered by a Council of Regency, (ion- 
sisting of a President and three Members. 


Although Jind and Nabha are equal in rank, Jind is given precedence 
over Nabha on public occasions, except that Nabha receives a return visit 
from the Viceroy before Jind—a decision given in 1880, 

The area of Nabha is 928 square miles: the population, accoiding to 
the Census of 1921, 203,394; and the revenue approximately 24 lakhs.

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

The State was in political relations with the Punjab Government 
through the Political Agent, Phulkian States, until the establishment of 
the Punjab States Agency in 1921, when it was placed in direct relations 
witli ihe G(-)vernment of India through the Agent to the Governor-Gene¬ 
ral, Punjab States. 

5. Kapurthala. 

The Chief of Kapurthala at one time lield possessions both Cis and 
Trans-Sutlej, and also in the Bari Doab. The scattered possessions in 
the Bari Doab were gained by the sword, and were the first acquisitions 
made by Sardar Jassa Singli, the founder of the family. In them lies the 
village of Ahlu, whence the family spring and from which the style of 
Ahliiwalia is derived. The Trans-Sutlej Estates were also acquired by 
conquest, and from their chief city, Kapurthala, the family derives its 
general designation. Of ihe Cis-Sutlej possessions some were conquered, 
and some were granted by Maharaja Ranjit Singh, prior to Septembei 
1808. The total value of the Cis-Sutlej possessions was CvStimated at 
Rs. 5,65,000. 


Sardar Fateh Singh of Kapiiidhala was a party, with Ranjit Singh of 
Lahore, to the Treaty of 180(5 {see Part I, Punjab, No. I), under which 
he pledged himself to hold no friendship or connection witli llolkar, 
while the British Government promised him peaceful possession of his 
territory so long as he continued friendly. 

By article 4 of the Declaration of 1809 (No. I) the Sardar of Kapur¬ 
thala was pledged to furnisli supplies to British troops when marching 
through his territory for purposes connected with the general welfare: 
and by article 5 he was bound to join the British army with his forces, 
should an enemy approach from any quarter for the purpose of conquer¬ 
ing the countiy of the (yhiefs of Malwa and Sirhind. 

In 1825 Sardar Fateh Singh fled to the Cis-Sutlej Slates for the 
protection of the ILitish Government against the aggressions of Ranjit 
Singh, and protection wais acccirded. It was declared in 1,028 that the 
Ahluwalia Chief was under British i)rotection in respect of his ancestral 
possessions east of the Sutlej, but dependent on Lahore for places con- 
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by tbe Lahore Government prior to 
Naraingarh and Jagraon. The protection 
however, extended over both.

Fateh Singh died in 1837, and was succeeded by his son Nihal Singh. 
He collected supplies for the British troops on their way to Kabul, while 
some of his troops took part in the Kabul expedition of 1842. 

In the first Sikh war of 1845 the troops of Kapurthala fought against 
the British at Aliwal: and, in consequence of these hostilities and of the 
failure of the Sardar to furnish supplies from his Cis-Sutlej Estates to the 
British army, his Cis-Sutlej Estates were confiscated. When the Jullun- 
dur Doab came under the dominion of the British Government in 1846, 
the Traus-Siitlej possessions of the Ahluwalia Sardar were maintained in 
his independent possession, conditionally on his paying to the British 
Government a commutation in cash of the service engagements by which 
he had previously been bound to the Government of Lahore. The value 
of the Jullundur Estates was estimated at Rs. 5,77,763. The terms of 
the confirmation were in favour of the Sardar and the heirs of his body 
lawfully begotten, on condition of good conduct and good management, 
that no customs or duties of any kind were levied, and that he made and 
kept in repair the high roads through his lands. 


The commutation for militaiy service in the Jullundur Doab was 
fixed at Rs. 1,38,000; but subsequently a reduction of Rs. 7,000 was made 
on account of the Nurmahal jagir, >vhich was included with the Kapur- 
tiiala territory when first calculating the tribute due by the Raja, but 
was afterwards declared to be distinct therefrom. The Bari Doab 
Estat€?3, estimated to yield Rs. 25,270, but subsequently assessed at 
Rs. 16,742, were released to Sardar Nihal Singh on a life tenure, and 
subject to British jurisdiction. 


The punishment inflicted after the first »Sikh war was not without its 
efFe(it on Sardar Nihal Singh, and he rendered satisfactory assistance to 
the British Government during the second Sikh war, at the close of which 
he was created a Raja in 1849. He died in 1852, and was succeeded by 
his son Randhir Singh. During the mutiny of 1857, and subsequently 
in Oudh 111 1858, Raja Randhir Singh rendered service to the British 
Government. In recognition of the services then performed by liini 
in the Jullundur Doab, the Government of India, among other rewards, 
remitted a year’s tribute, and permanently reduced the tribute by 
Its. 25,000. The Raja, liowever, requested that the hereditary jagii' in 
the Ikiri Doab, which had been resumed on the death of Raja Nihal 
Singli in 1852, though of less present value, might be restored to him in 
lieu of the remission of tribute. This request was complied with in 1860. 
and the jagir w’as released to the Raja in perpetuity, the civil and police 
jurisdiction remaining in the hands of the British authorities. The 
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tribute payable by the Eaja accordingly stood at its former amount, - . 
Es. 1,31,000. • ."S‘.: ;

By a Sanad (No. LXXII) granted in 1862, the Euler was guaranteed 
ihe right of adoption. \ , 

rShortly before his death in 1852 Nihal Singh executed a will em- ^ 
powering his two younger sons, Bikrama Singh and Suchet Singh, to . 
claim a partition of the fief. Dissensions arose among the brothers, and 
in 1853 Suchet Singh demanded and received his share, which he,held, 
independently of the Eaja, as a Jagirdar of the British Government. 

In 1859 Suchet Singh, having become reconciled to his brothers, 
desired that the arrangement ordered by his father’s will might be spt 
aside and the lands restored to the Eapurthala State, to be held by him 
in subordination to the Eaja. This request was sanctioned by the British 
Government, and the dismemberment of the State having thus been 
prevented by voluntary' agreement between the brothers, the cancellation 
of the will, and the restoration to the Eaja of his territory on the same 
footing as it existed in former times, were announced in 1860 by Lord 
Canning at a Do'»'bar at which all the brothers were present. In 1866 dis¬ 
sensions again arose among the brothers, and Bikrama Singh and Suchet 
Singh claimed the execution of tlieir father’s will. It was decided, 
however, that Lord Canning’s order should be upheld: tbnt the Eaja 
sliould exercise paramount authority over the whole of the Kapurthala 
State, and that the younger brothers should each receive Es. 60,000 a 
year in cash, the net annual vnliic of the property bequeathed to them. 

In 1862 the hereditary title of Eaja-i-Eajagan was conferred upon 
the Euler of Kapurthala : and in 1867 he was granted a permanent 
salute of 11 guns. 

Eandhir Singh died in 1870 and was succeeded by his eldest son 
Kharak Singh. He soon showed signs of insanity, and in 1874 became 
incapable of conducting the administration, which was entrusted 1o a 
fiiuncil composed of the Wazir and the Diwan of the State and an 
officer in the service of the British Governmept, This arrangement

failed to work satisfactorily, and it was found necessary in 1875 to 
appoint a Brithife officer as Superintendent of the State, under the general 
control of the ComJitvjsioner of the Jullunclur Division. Kharak Singh 
died in 1877 and was suc«f.eded hi' his only son, the present Maharaja 
Jagatjit Singh, then five yeara old. During his ininoritv the State 
continued under the administration < the British Superintendent. 

The State furnished a contingent of tr<v,ps during the Afghan Cam¬ 
paign of 1878-79. ^ 


In 1883 an Act of the Legislature, No. X of that year, was passed 
to confirm and give effect to an award made hyNlm Governor-General 
regarding certain matters in dispute between' the ^purthala State 
and Sardar Bikrama Singh, touching a grant of land in Oudh received - 
by the Sardar from the British Government.

In 1899 the State entered into an Agreement {see No. XXI) for 
the control and discipline of its Imperial Service Troops when serving 
beyond its frontiers : and in 1900 joined the other Punjab States sup¬ 
plying Imperial Service Troops in agreeing to the mutual surrender of 
deserters, other than officers, escaping from one State to another. 

In 1911 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. LXXi II) 
on the Ruler of Kapurthala. 

In 1912 the Maharaja ceded (No. TiXXIV) full and exclusive power 
and jurisdiciion over the lands in the State fK'cupied by the main line 
of the North Western Railway between Phillaur and Beas. 

On the outbreak of the Oieat War the Maharaja offered the resources 
of his State to Government, and the State Porces ser\’ed in East Africa. 
The Maharaja contributed a lakh of ruyiees towards theirvmaintenance 
on field service, and gave Rs. 25,000 for the ])urchase of motor ambu¬ 
lances. He also defrayed the whole of the extra expenditure entailed 
by th e maintenance of the State Forces on a war footing, amoiinling 
to approximalely Rs. 4,00,000. 

In 1915 tlie Maliaraja ceded full and exclusive power and jurisdiction 
tiver the lands in the State occupied by the Jullundur-Boab (No. LXXV) 
and Idiagwara-Rahon Railways (No. LXXVI). 

In 1918 the ])ermanent salute of the Ruler of Kapurthala was in- 
cjeased to H guns: and a personal salute of 15 guns was granted to 
.Maharaja Jagatjit Singh. 

To tlie same year the Maharaja received a Sanad n^^o. LXXVTT) con¬ 
ferring on him the powder to pass death sentences on his subjects. 



In 1921 the Ruler of Kapiirthala was granted a permanent local salute 
of 15 guns within his own territories. 

In 1923 the Darhar joined the scheme for the reorgauLsation of the . 
Indian State Forces, and undertook at the same time responsibility for 
the internal security of the State, including tlie protection of the stretch 
of strategic railway passing through Kapurthala territory. 

In 1924, in view of the efficiency of the State Forces and of the 
expenditure involved in their maintenance, the annual tribute of 
Rs. 1,31,000 was remitted by the Government of India under certain 
conditions.

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The Sanad (No. LXXVIII) granted to the Eaja in 1815 conferred on 
him and his heirs in perpetuitj’^ his ancient possessions, with the excep¬ 
tion of the fort and pargana of Morni, which were made over to the 
Mir of Eotaha to whom they had originally belonged: the Eiarda linn, 
which was restored (No. LXXIX) in 1833 on payment of a nazarana 
of Es. 50,000: a tract of lull coiintiy to the north of the river Giri, 
made over to the Eana of Keonthal: and the parganas of Jannsar and 
Bawar, in the Dehra Dun district, annexed to the British dominions. 

In 1857 the Eaja of Sirmur was Shamsher Parkash. He rendered 
good service during the mutiny, in recognition of which he received, 
among other rewards, a khillat of the value of Es. 5,000. 

In 1862 the Euler received a Sanad of Adoption {see Part I, Punjab, 
No. XVII). 

In 1867 the Euler of Sirmur was granted a permanent salute of 11 
guns. 

By article 4 of the Sanad of 1815 the Eaja of Sirmur was bound to 
consult the British Government before appointing a Diwan or Mutsaddi. 
In 1872 this clau.se was cancelled at the request of Shamsher Parkash, 
and a revised Sanad (No. IjXXX) was issued to him. 

Nahan State troops served in the Afghan A\ar of 1878. The Siimur 
Sappers and Miners also served in the Tirah Campaign of 1897. 

Shamsher Parkash died in 1898 and was .succeeded by his eldest sou 
Surendar Bikram Parkash. 

In 1899 the State entered into an Agreement (see No. XXI) for the 
control and discipline of its Imperial Service Troops when serving beyond 
its frontiers: and in 1900 joined the other Punjab States supplying 
Imperial Service Troops in agreeing to the mutual surrender of deserters, 
other than officers, escaping from one State to another. 

Surendar Bikram Parkash died on the 4th July 1911 and was suc¬ 
ceeded bv his son the present Maharaja Aniar larkash, boin in August 
1888. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Eaja offered the services of 
tl,e State Sappers, who served in Mesopotamia, where they formed part 
of the garrison captured in Kut El Amara. 

In 1918 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred 
(No. LXXXI) upon the Euler of Sirmur. 

In 1919 Maharaja Amar Parkash was invested with unrestricted 
power to pa.s.s sentences of death on his subjects, as a personal mark of 
di.sti action for his life only. 

In 1922 the Dai'bar joined the sidieme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Eorces, and undertook at the same time responsibility for 
t-be internal «eeurity of Ihe State,

7*. Mandi. 

This ancient Hindu Eajput principality came iiito the possession of 
the British Goveinment by the liahore Treaty of the 9th ;March 1846 
(see Part I, Piinjah, No. X). In October of the same year the State 
^as planted (No. liXXXIT) to Eaja Ball)ir Sen, who had tendered his 
allegiajice to the British Government at Bilaspur in Fehruarv 1846. 

Balhir Sen died in 1851 and was succeeded hy his infant son Bijai 
S<m, during whose minority the administration was carried on by a 
Count*il of Regency. 

In 1862 the Euler of Mandi re(*eived a Sanad of Adoption (xce Part I 
Punjab, No. XVJI). 

Bijai Sen was entrusted with the administration of the State in 
IStiG, but Its affairs soon fell into sneh disorder that it was found'neces¬ 
sary to appoint a British officer as coancilTor. TTnder his ndvi. e reforms 
were introduced and, the administration having been put on a satisfac- 
tory footing, be was wilbdiawn in 1873.

In consequence of the loss of revenue caused by the introduction into 
British territory of untaxed salt from the IMandi mines, an arrange¬ 
ment was made with the Eaja in 1870 whereby an extra duty of ten 
annas per maund was levied on all salt sold from the mines, and 
the- Eaja was required to pay to the British Government such propor¬ 
tion of the revenue, realised from the new duty, as the quantity of 
Mandi salt imported into British territory might from time to time 
bear to the total sales of the Mandi salt. A customs establishment 
for registering the sale and destination of the salt was stationed at 
the mines. In 1878 it was decided that the British share of the duty 
shoiild be realised in a lump sum : and the ratio of the share of 
Government to that of the Mandi State was fixed at 2 to 1, which 
was believed to be the ratio between Mandi salt consumed in British 
territory and Mandi salt consumed elsewhere. In 1884 a further modi¬ 
fication was introduced, by which the duty was reduced to 6 annas per 
maund, and an arrangement was made for its variation in future, in the 
proportion of 1 to 5 to any variation of the duty in British India. It 
was also a condition that the price should not be reduced without the 
previous sanction of the British Government. In 1922 a fresh arrange¬ 
ment for 5 years was made, under which the llarbar paid Es. 19,000 
annuaIIv to the British Government in lien of their two-thirds share of 
tlie duty, and all British control over the industiw and sale price of salt 
wa-; wifhdravm. This arrangement expired on the 1st July 1927, and 
the question of its renewal is under consideration. 

In 1880 the Eaja leased to the British Government the right to 
collect drift and waif timber on the river Beas in Mandi territory for 
a pei'iod of five years on a payment of Bs. 500 a year. The lease was 
renewed periodically for var^n'ng terms, with slight modifications. The 
last lease expired on the 31st August 1925, and the question of its 
rruicwcl is under consideration. 


Bijai Ren died in 1902, leaving no legitimate issue; but his illegiti¬ 
mate son Bhawmni vSen was allowed to suceeed, and was installed in 
October 1903. For two years after bis accession be was assisted by a 
Furopean Ruyjerintendent from tbe Indian Civil Service, who was with¬ 
drawn in 1905, when full powers were conferred on the Eaja. 

In May 1909 there was a serious disturbance in Mandi, but the 
arrival of troops from Simla quickly restored order. 

Bhawani Sen died in February 1912, leaving no heir, natural or 
adopted. TTis nearest male relative, the ])re«ent Eaja Jogindra Sen, 
boT-n on tbe 20tb Angust 1904, was selected to succeed him, and was 
installed on the 28th A])ril 1913. During his minority the State was 
administered hy a Superintendent, 



In 1923 the Darbar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook ot the same time responsibility for 
the internal security of the State. 

Raja Jogindar Sen was invested with full ruling powers on the 13th 
hebiuaiy 1925, and received a Sanad (INfo. TjXXXIII) removing the 
existing restrictions on the Ruler’s power to inflict capital sentences. 

In 1925 the Darbar gave Government a 99-years’ lease (No. 
LXXXIV) of certain land and water rights in connection with the 
Punjab Hydro-Electric Scheme. 

The area of Mandi is 1,200 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 185,048; and the revenue approximately 10 lakhs. 
Ihe State pays an annual tribute of one lakh.

8. Bilaspur or Kaultjr. 

The Chief of this State belc..gs to a Rajput family said to have 
come from the Deccan. One of the .sons of Harihar Chand, fourteenth 
in descent from the founder of the family, conquered Chamba, and 
Bilaspur was founded by Bir Chand, another .son. Ajit Chand, twelfth 
in de.scent from Bir Chand, founded the State of Nalagarh, and bestowed 
it on his brother, Ajai Chand. The Raja of Kahlur had estates on 
both sides of the Sutlej, but the Sanad (No. LXXXV) given to Raja 
Alalia Chand in 1815, after the expulsion of the Gurkhas, confirmed to 
him the Cis-Sutlej portion only. Kharak Chand died in 1839 and was 
succeeded bv a collateral, .Jagat Chand; the claims of an alleged po.sthu- 
mous son, Garab Chand, were rejected after a full enquiry. A second 
Sanad (No. I.XXXVT) was granted to Kahlur in 1847 for its Ti-ans 
Sutlej territories, which up to that tune had been subject to the Lahdre 
Darbar. The abolition of transit duties was one of the conditions of 
thi s Sanad: and the RajaG application for compens ation was rejected

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by the GovernorrCreneral, partly on the ground that the Kahlur State, 
tewing to the transfer of its Trans-Sutlej possessions to the British Gov¬ 
ernment, no longer had to pay tribute, amounting to about lls. 4,000, 
to the Lahore Darbar. 'I’he Raja pays no tribute to the British Gov¬ 
ernment, but is bound to render feudal service. 

In 1850, at the request of Raja Jagat Chand, the administration was 
made over to his grandson, Hha Chand. In acknowledgment of his 
seiwices during the mutiny of 1857, Raja Hira Chand received, among 
other rewards, a khillat of the value of Rs. 5,000.

as his heir Ibrahim All Khan, the representative of one of the two 
extant branches of the family, descended from a common ancestor, 
Jamal All Khan. Ihe choice was confirmed by the British Govern¬ 
ment and the Sta,te was placed under British management during the 
minority of the Kawab. He received full powers in 1878. 

By family custom, in tl.e case of a death without issue, the property 
was divided equally among the branches descended from Jamal Ali 
Khan, an extra share benig uliotted to the Chief. The near relations 
of the Aauab also exercised sovereign powers in their estates subject 
to a general subordination to the Hawab. These customs frequently Ave 
nse to family dissensions and maladministration. On the succession of 
]\uwab Ibiahim Ah Khan the opportunity was taken to determine tint 
the Chief’s holding sliould be divided into two portions- the sh-ire 
which he received as Chief, with all subsequent accretions, to remain 
undivided, or held by the Chief for the time being: and the other 
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portion to be diTided according to family custom. It was further 
determined to limit to existing possessors the exercise of powers inde¬ 
pendent of the Chief, 

In 1885, owing to the mental incapacity of the Nawab, the State 
was temporarily placed under the management of a Superintendent, 
subject to the control of the Commissioner of Delhi. On the death of 
the Superintendent in 1892, the management of the State w^as entrusted 
to the Nawab of Loharu. 

Irom about 1809 to 184G Maler Kotla had furnished from time to 
time a contingent of sowars for general duty. In 1846 the State was 
exempted from the operation of the rules then passed about the abolition 
of customs and the commutation of contingent seiwice to a money J)ay- 
ment. At the same time the number of sowars was fixed at 26. In 
1892, in recognition of the formation of the Imperial Service Troops, 
the State was exempted from this liability. 

The Maler Kotla Imperial Service Sappers and Miners served in the 
Tirah Campaign of 1897 and in the China Campaign of 1900-1901. In 
1899 the State entered into an Agreement {see No. XXI) for the control 
niid discipline of its Imperial Service troops when serving beyond its 
frontiers; and in 1900 joined the other States in the Punjab supplying 
Imperial Service troops in agreeing to the mutual surrender of deserters, 
other than officers, escaping from one State to another. 

In 1899 the Jind and Maler Kotla Darbars concluded an Agreement 
{see No. XLIX) for the construction, maintenance and working of 
tlie Imdhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway by the North Western Railway. In 
the same year the Maler Kotla Darhar ceded (No. LXXXVIII) jurisdic¬ 
tion over lands in the State occupied by the railway. 

In 1903 Ibrahim Ali Khan’s elder son Ahinad Ali Khan was given 
the powers of the Superintendent, the Nawab of Loharu being retained 
as lii.s adviser. In 1905 he was given full control as Regent, and the 
^^awab of Loharu’s services were withdrawn. 

Ibrahim Ali Khan died on the 23rd August 1908 and was succeeded 
by hi.s son tlie present Nawab xihmad x\li Khan. 

In 1909 Nawab Ahmad Ali Khan wns granted a personal salute of 
11 guns. 

On the outbreak of the Great AVar the Nawab offered the resources 
of his Sta^e to tlm British Government: and the Maler Kotla Sappers 
aud Miners seiwed in France and Iraq. 

In 1917 the pernuajient salute of the Ruler of Maler Kotla was in¬ 
creased to 11 guns. 

A Sanud isrc, No. LX XXII I) removing tlic existing lest i ictions on 
ihe Ruler’s pi>wer t(» inhict capital stmtences was granted in 1922. 
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In 1923 the Darbar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook at the same time responsibility for 
the internal security of the State. 

In the same year a supplementary Agreement {see No. LVI) was 
concluded with the Jind and Maler Kotla Darbars for the working of 
the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway. 

The area of Maler Kotla is 107 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 80,322; and the revenue 15 lakhs. 

The Ruler receives compensation from Government amounting to 
Rs. 2,500 a year in perpetuity, on account of loss of revenue caused 
by the abolition of customs duties.

, 10. Faridkot. 

The teiTitory of the Faridkot vState consists of two portions, Faridkot 
proper and Kot-Kapura. It is situated to the south-west of the Feroze- 
pore district, and l)orders to the south-east on Patiala. The Chief 
i)eloiigs to the Barar Jat tribe, one of whom, named Bhallan, acquired 
great influence in the time of the Emperor Akbar. His nephew built 
the fort of Kot-Kapura, and made himself an independent iiiler. Early 
in tlie nineteenth century the Kot-Kapura pargana was seized by the 
Lahore Diwan, Mohkam Chand: and after the Sikh war of 1846 it 
was confiscated by the British Government. But, in reward for his 
attachment to the British cause, and for the aid he rendered to the 
British forces at Mudki during the Sutlej campaign in 1845-46, the 
Chief, Pahar Singh, was granted a khillat and the mnk of Raja; the 
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ancestral Estate of Kot-Kapuia was restored to him in jagir; and he 
was granted half the territoiy which had been confiscated from the 
Raja of Nabha. 


In lieu of customs abolished, the British Government agreed to pay 
to the Raja the annual sum of Rs. 2,000: and at the same time, as there 
were many rent-free holdings in the Kot-Kapura Estate which would 
lapse to the British Government, an arrangement was made by which 
each rent-free holding, as it lapsed, was made over to the Raja, and 
a corresponding reduction was made in the amount of compensation for 
customs. After holdings to the value of Rs. 2,000 had been made over 
to the Raja, he was permitted to purchase the remainder, as each lapse 
occurred, for a cash payment of twenty times the annual revenue. 

Pahar Singh died in 1849, and was succeeded by Wazir Singh. 

From about 1809 to 1846 Faridkot had furnished from time to time 
a contingent of sowars for general duty. In 1846 the State was 
exempted from the operation of the rules then passed about the abolition 
of customs and tbe commutation of contingent vservice to a money pay¬ 
ment. At the same time the number of sowars was fixed at 10. For 
Raja Wazir Singh’s services during the mutiny he was exempted 
altogether from this service: and, among other rewards, he was also 
given an increase to bis khillat and certain honorary additions to his 
title. 

In 1862 the Ruler received a Sanad of Adoption [see Part I, Punjab, 
No. XVII). 

In 1863 the Raja was granted a vSanad (No. LXXXIX), similar in 
some respects to tliose granted in 1860 to the Phulkian Chiefs, but 
differing from them in that it conferred no new rights or privileges 
on the Raja, but merely guaranteed and confirmed those which he then 
enjoyed. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Faridkot was granted a permanent salute of 
11 guns. 


Wazir Singh died in 1874 and was succeeded by his only son Bikram 
Singh. 

Faridkot State troops served in the Afghan War of 1878. 

In 1886 a Postal (\»uvention (.’fee No. XJ) was concluded. This was 
jevised {see No. XC7) in 1896. 

The services of the Impeidal Service Sappeis and Miners were ofiered 
for the Tirah Campaign of 1897 ; but, ur military arrangements had been 
c»)mpicte(6, the Government of India were unable to accept the offer. 

l^lkrom Singh died in 1898, and was succeeded by his son Balbir 
Singh G was made a condition of his installation that lu‘ should for 
five years act under the immediate control of the Commissioner of 
Jiillundur in certain matters, such as the appointment of high ofiicials. 
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In 1899 the Eaja signed an Agreement (No. XC) ceding 
full juiisdiction over the lands in the State occupied by the Ilewari- 
Ferozepore liailway. This cession had originally been made in 1884, 
and the Agreement signed in 1899 was in a revised form. In 
1899 the. State entered into an Agreement (see No. XXI) for the 
control and discipline of its Ihiperial Service troops when serving beyond 
its frontiers: and in 1900 agreed, with the other Punjab States supply¬ 
ing Imperial Service trooj^s, to the mutual surrender of deseiiers, other 
than officers, escaping from one State to another. 

In 1901, in compliance with the expressed desire of the Government 
of India to bring about the unification of the postal system throughout 
India, the llaja agreed to the cancellation of the Postal Convention 
and the tiansfer of the postal arrangements in the State to the British 
Government. 


In the same year Balbir Singh, having no issue of his own, adopted 
his nephew Brij Indar Singh, but his succession was conditional 
on the Eaja having no legitimate son of his own body. 

In 1905 the Government of India approved of the permanent adoption 
of rules regulating the extradition of criminals between Faridkot alUT* 
Bikaner, which liad been tentatively mtroduced in 1903. 

Ba 11)11* Singh died in 1906, and was succeeded by Brij Indar Singh, 
duiing wliose minority the administration of the State w’as conducted 
by a Council of Regency until 1914, and subsequently by a Superin¬ 
tendent wlio held charge of the State for two years. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the State offered its Imperial 
Service Sappers and Miners, and they served in British East Africa. 

Brij Indar Singh was invested with full powers in 1916. He died 
on the 23rd December 1918, and wns succeeded by his son the present 
Raja liar Indar Singh, born on tlie 29th Januan^ 1915. During his 
minority the administration w'as carried on by a Council of Regency 
until February 1921, when it was replaced by the present Council of 
Administration. 


In 1922 the Darbar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian vState Forces, and undertook at the same time responsibility 
tor the internal security of the State, including the stretch of the North 
Western Railway line which passes through the State. 

A Sanad (see No. IjXXXIII), removing tlie existing restriction on 
the Ruler’s power to inflict capital sentences, was granted in 1922. 

In 1928 an Agreement (No. XCI) was executefl between the British 
Government and the Faiidkot Darl^ar for the supply of canal water for 
the storage tank at Kot-Kapura in tlie Faridkot State. In 1929 this 
Agreement was renewed for another year. 

The area of the State is 642 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 150,661; and the revenue 17 lakhs.

Service Troops ’’ was changed to ‘‘ Indian State Forces 

The State w’as liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

In 1913 the State was removed from the charge of the Commissioner, 
JnJJuiidur Division, and included in the newly established Bahawalpur 
Agency. This Agency was abolished in 1921 on the establishment of 
the Punjab States Agency, when the State was placed in direct rela¬ 
tions with the Government of India through the Agent to the Governor- 
General, Punjab States. 

11. ClIAMBA. 

This ancient Hindu Rajput principality came into the possession 
of the British Government in 1840, when part of it was made over 
to Maharaja Gulab vSingh of Kashmir. 

By an agreement with the Maharaja of Kashmir in 1847 (see Vol. 
XIT, Kashmir), Chamba came again entirely under the British Govein- 
ment: and a Sanad (No. XCII) was given to the Raja, Sri Singh, 
assigning the Charnba territory to him and to his heirs male. In case 
of his decease without legitimate male issue, his brothers w^ere to 
succeed in order of seniority. 

In 1854 the Raja made over the sanitarium of Dalhousie in return 
for a remission of Rs. 2,000 from the yearly tri])ute, which then stood 
at Rs. 10,000. In 1867 a further remission of Rs. 5,000 a year was 
made in compensation for lands taken up for military purposes. Sub¬ 
sequent acquisitions and modifications of tlie land required for military 
use in 1909, 1912 and 1923 resulted in a further reduction of the 
tribute, which now stands at Rs. 2,307-4-0 per annum. 

In 1862, at the request of the Raja, who had liecome deeply involved 
in de!)1, a Briti.4i nflicer was appointed Superintendent. 

In the same year the Ruler received a Sanad of Adoption (see Part I, 
Punjab, No. XVII). 
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lu 1864 the Raja leased (No. XCIII) all his forests to Governnient. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Chamba was granted a permanent salute of 
11 guns. 

Sri Singh died without issue in 1870, and, as by the terms of the 
Sanad tlie succession, in default of legitimate lieirs, devolved upon the 
eldest surviving brother, his half-brother Gopal Singh was recognised 
as Chief, to the exclusion of the younger brother Suchet Singh, who 
claimed the Chiefship on the ground of his being the full brother of 
Si'i Singh. 

In 1872 the forest lease of 1864 was revised (No. XCIV). 

In 1873 Gopal Singh abdicated in favour of his minor son Sham 
Singh. Suchet Singh renewed his claims, but thev were again rejected. 
Gopal Singh died in 1895. 

During Sham Singh’s minority the administration was carried on 
by a British officer in concert with officials of the State. In 1884 
‘ ingh was invested with full powers, on condition of his appointing a 

conforming to the advice of the Superintendent, 
tile Superintendent was withdrawn in 1885. 

A Postal Convention (see No. XI), was concluded in 1886. This 
was revised (No. XCV) in 1896. 

In 1903 Sham Singh, who had no issue, abdicated, dying two years 

j 1 by bis brother Bhure Singh, who had con¬ 

ducted the administration of the State on his behalf for some time 
previously. 

In 1905 tlie forest lease of 1864, which had been renewed in 1884 
was again renewed (No. XCVI), with some modifications, for a fui-ther 
period of 20 years; but in 1908 the control of the State forests was as 
an experimental measure, restored to the Darbar for a period of five 
years on certain conditions, the provisions of the lease of 1905 being 
held in abeyance for that period. The experiment was successful: and 
in 1913 the Government of India sanctioned the permanent restoration 
to the Raja of control of his forests, subject to the continuance of the 
existing conditions. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Raja offered his personal 
Services and the resources of his State to the British Government. 

Bhure Singh died in September 1919 and was succeeded by hi* 
elder son the present Raja Ram Singh, bom in 1890. 

A Sanad removing the existing restriction on. the Ruler’s power to 
inflict capital sentences was granted (see No. LXl^XIII) in 1922 



In June 1922, owiiif^ to the ill-health of the Raja, the administration 
of the State was temporarily placed in the charge of his brother, Mian 
Kesri Singh; hilt the Raja resumed charge of the administration in 
September 1923. He is assisted by a British Adviser. 

In 1923 the Darbar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook responsibility for the internal 
security of the State including the protection of communications. 

The area of the State is 3,216 square miles; the population, accord- 
ingr to the Census of 1921, 141,867; and the revenue about 7 lakhs.

12. SUKET. 

Tins ancient Hindu Rajput principality came into the possession of 
the Iftitish Government by the Treaty of Jmhore. In October 184b 
t^he State was granted (No. ACVll) to Raja Ugar Sen, who had tendered 
his allegiance to the Rritish Govenuiient at Bilaspur in February 1840. 

In 1862 the Ruler received a Sanad of Adoption (see Part I, Punjab. 
^o. XVII), r V , j o, 

Ill 1867 the Ruler of Suket was granted a permanent salute of 
11 gnuB* 

TJgar Sen died in 1875, and was succeeded by his son Rudar Sen, 
who was deposed in April 1878 lor proved incapacity to govern, and died 
in 1886. He was succeeded by his son Dusht Nikandan Sen, during 
whose minoiity the administration was carried on by a Council of 
Regency, assisted by a Government official as Manager. He received 
full jiiling powers in 1884. 

_ Tlie admini.stration of DiLsbt T’^ikandan Sen was so unsatisfactory 
i4t() call toj the interference of the Fun jab (ioverniuent. Jn 1892 lie was 
given a year h trial to enable him to letriove his position us a ruler, 
and at his own request an Assistant Commissioner was deputed to act 
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as liis counsellor and adviser during that period. The Raja’s control 
was restored in 1893, subject to the condition tliat the appointment 
of a "W^azir should not be made without the consent of the Commissioner, 
The State was for a time under the immediate political charge of the 
Assistant .Commissioner, Kiilu, acting as Politi(‘al Assistant to the 
Commissioner of Julliindiir: and in 1902 tliis arrangement was reslored, 
the condition regarding the appointment of a Wazir being withdrawn 
at the same time. 

. Dusht Nikandan Sen died in 1908 and was succeeded by his eldest 
son Rbim Sen. On the outbreak of the Great War Raja Bhim Sen 
offered his own services, and the State contributed gifts to the value 
of nearly 2 lakhs. Tie died on the 12th October 1919 and was succeeded 
by his brother the present Raja Lakshman Sen, born in 1894. 

A Sanad {see No.LXXXIII), removing the existing restriction on the 
Ruler’s power to inflict capital sentences, was granted in 1922. 

In December 192^ a rebellion took place which necessitated the 
despatch of troops from Dharamsala to restore order. Tlie Raja 
retired from the State and the administration was entrusted to the 
Agent to the Governor-General, Punjab States. A loan of a lakh of 
lupees was given by the Government of India to restore the finances 
of tlie State. Raja Lakshman Sen returned to Suket in June 1925, and 
resumed the administration of the State on certain conditions. 

The area of the S;tnte is 420 square miles: the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 54,328; and the revenue Rs. 2,25,000. 

The Ruler pays on annual tribute of Rs. II.OOO to the British 
Government. 

The military forces of the State consist (1926) of 3 Cavalrv and 
34 Infantry. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazorana rules up to 
1911 wben, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar. all sneb levie.«i 
were abolished. 

The State was in political relations with the Punjab Government 
through the Commissioner, Jullundur, until the estahlishment of the 
Runjob States Agency in 1921, wben it was placed in direct relations 
with the Government of India through the Agent to the Governor-Gene¬ 
ral, Punjab States. 

13. Loharit. 

Ahmad Bakbsli Khan, tbe founder of the family, was a vakil of the 
Raja of Alwar. For his services in the negotiations between Alwar 
.and I/ord Lake, be received in 1806 Lobani in perpetuity from tbe Rain 
anrl (ISTo. XnVTTT) tlie parpana of Firozpnr in the G„T£»aoTi rlistiiof fi-oV, 
Lord Lake, on coiulition of fidelity and military iservice, He died ii\ 
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1827 and was succeeded by his son Sliams-ud-Din Khan, who was exe- 
CTited in 1835 for the murder of Mr. Fraser, the Agent at Delhi. The 
Firozpur pargana was confiscated, and the Loharu pargana was made 
over to Amin-ud-Din Khan and Zia-ud-Din Khan, the brothers of 
Shams-nd-Din. Owing to disputes between the brothers, the younger 
was deprived of all share in the management of the State, and a fixed 
allowance of Rs. 1(S,000 a year was assigned to him. 

In 1847 Zia-ud-Din Khan preferred a claim, which was finally dis¬ 
allowed. to be entrusted with the management of the State, or to have 
half of it separated off to himself. These two brothers remained in Delhi 
during the siege in 18.57. After its capture they were put under 
surveillance, but were eventually released and restored to their position. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Loharu received a Sanad of Adoption (see 
Part I, Punjab, No. XXII). 


Amin-ud-Din Khan died in 1869 and was succeeded by his son 
Ala-ud-Din Ahmad Khan. Claims put forward by Zia-ud-Din Khan to 
the right to manage the State were again negatived. In 1874 the 
hereditary title of Nawab was conferred (No. XCIX) on the Ruler of 
Loharu. 

Ala-ud-Din Ahmad Khan’s extravagance involved the State in debt. 
In 1878 Coverrment granted a loan of Rs. 23,000, and in 1882 a further 
loan of Rs. 05.000, with which the Commissioner of TTissar settled the 
claims of all conceined. One of the conditions on which the second 
loan was granted was that Ala^ud-Din Ahmad Khan should live out of 
Loharu, the management of the State being vested in his eldest son. 

In 1883 the Covernment of India sanctioned the introduction of 
extradiiion rules between I>oharu and the States of Jaipur and Bikaner, 
similar to tho.se then in force between the Jaipur and Patiala States. 


Ala-ud-Din Ahmad Khan died in 1884 and was succeeded by his 
eldest son Amir-iid-Din Ahmad Khan. From 1893 to 1902 he was 
Supeiintendent of tlie Maler Kotla State. During his absence the 
management of the Loharu State was entrusted to his younger brother 
Sahibzad i Aziz-ud-Din Ahmad Khan. 

In order to pav off the debts of the State the Government of India 
sanctioned in 1907 a loan of Rs. 3,11.000 from the Mamdot Estate: and 
the financial control of the vState was placed in the hands of Aiz-ud-Din 
Ahmad Khan, the heir-apparent. 

In 1903 N.iwah Amir-ud-Din Ahmad Khan was granted a personal 
salute of 9 guns: and in 1918 the Ruler of Loharu was granted a 
permanent salute of 9 guns. 

In A m il 1920 Nawab Amir-ud-Din Ahmad Kban abdicated at bis own 
recjuest, retaining the title and his salute of 9 guns as a personal 
distiortirm. He was .succeeded by bis son Aiz-ud-Din Ahmad Kban. 
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In 1922 tile State joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 


Indian State Forces, and also undertook responsibility for the internal 
security of the State. 

A Sauad removing the existing restrictions on the Ruler’s power 
to inflict capital sentences was granted {see No. LXXXIII) in 1923. 

Aiz-ud-Din Ahmad Khan died on the 30th October 1926 and was 
succeeded by his son the present Nawab Amin-ud-Din Ahmad Khan, 
born on tlie 23rd March 1911. During his minority the administration 
of the State is conducted by a Council of Regency, with his grand¬ 
father the ex-Nawab Amir-ud-Din Ahmad Khan as Re?ent 

The area of the State is 222 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 20,021; and the revenue Tls. 1,13,500. 

Under the reorganisation scheme of January 1921 the authorised

Translation of an Itttlah-nameu addressed to the Chiefs of the coiirtr]^ of 
I^tIalwa and Strhind on this side of the River Sutlege (3rd May 1809). . 

It is clearer than the sun, and better proved than the existence of yesterday, 
that the detachment of British Troops to this side of the Sutlege was entirely iu 
acquiesci'.nce to the application and earnest entreaty of the Chiefs, and originated 
solely through friendly considerations in the British to preserve the Chiefs in their 
possessions and independence. A Treacy having been concluded on the 25th 
April 1809 between Mr. Metcalfe on the part of the British Government and Maha¬ 
raja Runjeet Sing agreeably to the orders of the Right Honorable the Governor- 
General in Council, I have the pleasure of publishing, for the satisfaction of the 
Chiefs of the country of Malwa and Sirhind, the pleasure and resolutions of Govern¬ 
ment contained in the seven following Articles:— 


Article 1. 


The coimtry of the Chiefs of Malwa and Sirhind having entered under the pro¬ 
tection of the British Government, in future it shall be secured from the authority 
and control of Maharajah Runjeet Sing, conformably to the terms of the Treaty, 

Article 2. 

The coimtry of the Chiefs thus taken under protection shall be exempted from 
all pecuniary tribute to the British Government. 

Article 3. 

The chiefs shall remain in the exercise of the same rights and authority within 
th^'ir own possessions, which they enjoyed before they were taken under the British 
protection. 


Article 4. 


Wienever a British Force, for purposes connected with the general welfare' 
shall bo judged necessary to march througli the country of the said Chiefs, every 
Cliicf shall, within his own possession, assist and furnish the British Force, to the 
full of his power, with aupjdies of grain and other necessaries which may be 
demanded. 


Article 5. 


Should an enemy approach from any quarter for the ])urpo8e of conquering 
this country, friejidship and mutual interest require that the Chiefs join the British 
Army with their forces, and, exerting themselves in expelling the enemy, act under 
discipline and obedience. 


ARTICIiK 6. 


Any European articles brought by merchants from the eastern district.s. for 
the use of th«i army, shall ])c allowed to jiass by the thanadars and sirdars of the 
several districts belonging to the Chiefs without molestation or the demand of duty 
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AitTIOLE 7. 

All horses purchased for the use of the Cavalry Regiments, whether in Sirhind 
or elsewhere, the bringers of whicli being furnished with sealed rahdarees from the 
Resident at Delhi, or Officer Commanding at Sirhind, the several Chiefs shall 
allow such horses to 2 >ass without molestation or the demand of duty. 


No. II. 

Proclamation addressed to the Sikh Sirdars, etc., 22nd August 1811. 

Oil the 8rd of May 1809 an Ittalah-nameh, comprised of seven Articles, was 
issued by the orders of the British Government, purporting that the country of 
the Sirdars of Sirhind and Malwa, having come under their protection, Rajah 
Runjeet Sing, agreeably to Treaty, had no concern with the possession of the above 
Sirdars ; that the British Government had no intention of claiming j^eshcush or 
nuzzuranah, and that they should continue in the full control and enjoyment of 
their respective possessions. The publication of the above Ittalah-nameh was 
intended to afford every confidence to the Sirdars that they had no intention of 
control and that those having possession should remain in full and quiet enjoy¬ 
ment thereof. 

Whereas several zemindars and other subjects of the Chiefs of this country 
have j)referrod complaints to the officers of the British Government, who, having 
in view the tenor of the above Ittalah-nameh, have not attended, and will not in 
future pay attention to them; for instance, on the 15th June 1811, DeUawer Ali 
Khan, of Samana, com 2 )laiped to the Resident of Delhi against the officers of Rajah 
Saheb Sing, for jewels and other jiroperty said to have been seized by them, who, 
* in reply, observed : “ that the cusba of Samana, being In the omaldery of Rajah 
Saheb Sing, this complaint should be made to him; ” \nd also on the 12th July 
1811, Dussownda Sing and Goormook Sing complainc i to Colonel Ochterlony, 
Agent to the Governor-General, against Sirdar Churn :t Sing, for their shares oj 
property, etc.; and in reply, it was written on the back of the urzee, that “ since 
during the period of three years no claim was })referred against Churrut Smg by 
any of his brothers, nor even the name of any co-partner mentioned, and since it 
was advertised in the Ittalah-nameh, delivered to the Sirdars, that every Chief 
sliould remain in the quiet and full possession of his domains, their petition could 
not be attended to.’’ The insertion of these answers to complaints is intended as 
examples, and also that it may be impressed on the minds of every zemindar and 
other subjects that the attainment of justice is to be expected from their resj^ective 
Chiefs only, that they may not, in the smallest degree, swerve from the observance 
of subordbation. It is therefore highly incumbent upon the Rajahs and other 
Sirdars on this side of the River Sutlcge that they explain this to their respective 
subjects and court their confidence ; that it may be clear to them that complaints 
to the officers of the British Government will be of no avail, and that they consider 
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their respective Sirdars as the source of justice, and that of their free will and 
accord they observe uniform obedience. 

And whereas, according to the first proclamation, it is not the intention of 
the British Governmeut to interfere in the possessions of the Sirdars of this country, 
it is nevertheless, for the purpose of ameliorating the condition of the commimity, 
particularly necessary to give general information, that several Sirdars have, since 
the last incursion of Rajah Runjeet Sing, wrested the estates of others, and deprived 
them of their lawful possession, and that in the restoration they have used delays 
until detachments from the British Army have enforced restitution, as in the 
case of the Ranee of Jeera, the Sikhs oi Choliaii, the talooks of Karowley and Cheh- 
loundy, and village of Cheeba ; and the reason of such delays and evasions can only 
be attributed to the temporary enjoyment of the revenues, and subjecting the own¬ 
ers to irremediable losses. It is therefore by order of the British Government, 
hereby proclaimed, that if any of the Sirdars or others have forcibly taken possess¬ 
ion of the estates of others, or otherwise injured the lawful owners, it is necessary 
that, before the occurrence of any complaint, the proprietor should be satisfied, 
and by no means to defer the restoration of the property ; in which, however, should 
delays be made, and the interference of the British authority become requisite, 
the revenues of the estate, from the date of the ejection of the lawful proprietor, 
together with whatever other losses the inhabitants of that place may sustain from 
the march of troops, shall, without scruple, be demanded from the offending party ; 
and for disobedience of the present orders, a penalty, according to the circumstances 
of the case and of the offender, shall be levied, agreeably to the decision of the 
British Government.

SuNNtn> to Rajah Kurrum Sing of Putteala for Pergunnahs Maheelee, etc , 
under the Seal and Signature of His Excellency the Governor-General in 
Council,— 1815. 

WTiereas all the hill country has come into the possession of the British Govern¬ 
ment, and whereas Rajah Kurrum Sing was forward to afford the co-operation of 
his troops during the' late contest, therefore the present Sunnud is granted, confer¬ 
ring on the said Rajah Kurrum Sing and on his heirs for ever, the Pergunnahs of 
Maheelee, Kuljoun, Buntheera, Koosalla, Chubrote, Kohmullee, Baddayheer, 
Sangur, Tooraautgowa, Jaubul, and Pallakotee, together with the saeer duties 
of the same, and all the rights and appurtenances belonging to them in exchange 
for a nuzzuranah of tlie sum of one lakh and fifty thousand Rupees ; and the said 
eum having been paid into the Companjr's Treasury by kists, as agreed upon 
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nothing further shall ever be demanded on this account. The British Government 
will always protect and support the said Rajah and his heirs in the possession of 
this territory. The Rajah, considering this Sunniid a legal and valid instrument, 
will immediately take possession of the aforesaid lands, but he must not encroach 
on any lands beyond the acknowledged limits of the pergunnahs enumerated. 
In case of war, the Rajah must, on the requisition of the British authorities, furnish 
armed men and Begarces to join the detachment of British Troops, which may be 
stationed for the protection of the hiU country. He wall omit no exertion to do 
justice, and to promote the welfare and happiness of the ryots; while they, on 
their part, considering the said Rajah as their true and rightful lord, must obey 
him accordingly, and pay their revenues punctually, and be always zealous to 
promote the cultivation of their lands, and to testify their loyalty and obedience.

SuNNun to Ra.tah Kubrum Sing of Putteala for the Tii.\kooraee of Bughatjt 
and Jgggutgurh, under the Seal and Signature of His Excellency the 
Governor-General in Council, —1815. 

Whereas all the hill country has come into the possession of the British Govern- 
nient, and whereas Rajah Kurrum Sing was forward in allording the co-operation or 
his troops during the late contest; Wherefore, by order of the Right Honorable 
the Governor-General, the present Stmnud is granted to the said Rajah, confer¬ 
ring on him and on his heirs for ever: 1st —The Pergunnah of Biighaut and the 
City of Taksal with the first Fort at Sookdiinepoor ; and the second -Fort at the end 
of the Bazar of Taksal, and the Fort of Tharoogurh ; and Pergunnah Parleek-har 
with the Fort of Ajeergurh ; and Pergunnah Keeatcen with the Fort of Rajgurh ; 
and Pergunnah Lucherang and Pergunnah Bcrowlee; and together with these' 
Pcrgumiahs and the five Forts specified, saecr collection amounting to one thousand 
eight hundred Rupees, the whole forming a portion of the Tha koorace of Bughant : 
also, The Fort of Juggutgufh with the Pergunnah Jiiggutgurh and its de¬ 

pendencies, forming a portion of Sirmore, together with all the rights and ai)purt- 
enuriccs belonging thereto, in exchange for tW«uu of Rupees 1,30,000 and the said 
sum having been paid at the Company’s treasury, ^j^fnrlhSr detnaml will ever be 
made on the Rajah on this account. The British aovernmont will always orotect 
and support the said Rajah in possession of the said lands and t/ie Rajal, tai-: 
possession of the aforesaid lauds shall not encroach on the possession of 
In case of war, the troops stationed by the Rajah for the protection of the said land 
shall be sent to join the British Forces. The Rajah will promote the welfare of 
his ryots, and the ryots on their jiart, etc, {As in preceding sanad )

SuNNUD to the Maharajah of Putteala, dated 22ud September 1847. 

The Right Honorable the Governor-General having resolved to bestow certain 
lands on the Rajah of Pntteala as a mark of consideration for his attachment and 
services to the British during the late war with the Lahore State, and the Rajah 
of Putteala having requested that he may at the same time receive a renewed 
assurance of protection and guarantee of his rights in his former possessions, the 
Governor-General is pleased to confer this assurance in the form of a Sunnud 
or Grant as follows, in order that the Maharajah and his successors after him may, 
with perfect confidence, continue to exercise the same rights and authority in his 
possessions as heretofore. 

The Maharajah’s ancient hereditary estates, according to annexed schedule,^ 
shall continue for ever in the possession of himself and his successors, with aU 
Government rights thereto belonging of Police jurisdiction and collection of re¬ 
venue as heretofore. The Maharajah’s chaharumians, feudatories, adherents 
and dependants will continue bound in their adherence and obligations to the 
Rajah as heretofore. His Highness will exert himself to do justice and to promote 
the welfare and happiness of his subjects, while they on their part, considering 
the Rajah as their true and rightful lord, must obey him and his successors accord¬ 
ingly, and pay the revenue punctually, and be always zealous to promote the cul¬ 
tivation of their lands, and to testify their loyalty and obedience. The Maharajah 
has relinquished for himself and his successors for over all right to levy excise 
and transit duties which have been abolished throughout the Putteala territory. 
His Highness also binds himself and his successors to the suppression of suttee, 
infanticide, and slave-dealing within his territories. If, unknown to the Maha¬ 
rajah’s authorities, any persons should be guilty of these acts, the Maharajah’s 
authorities will on conviction punish them with such severity as to deter others. 
The British Government will never demand from the Maharajah and his successors 
and their dependants above named anything in the way of tribute or revenue or 
commutation in lieu of troops, or otherwise, for the reason that His Highness 
will ever continue as lieretofore sincerely devoted to the service and interests of 
the British. The British authorities will not entertain complaints of the Maha¬ 
rajah’s subjects or dependants, or interfere with the Maharajah’s authority. Should 
an enemy approach from any quarter to this side the Beas or Sutlej for the purpose 
of conquering this country, the RajahjiEill^^m the British Army with his forces 
and exert hin^elf ATc-pallitig the enemy and act imder discipline and obedience, 
and ill time of war place the resources of his coimtry at the disposal of the British 
Government. His Highness engages to have made and to keep in repairs, through 
his own officers, the military roads through his territory, for the passage of British 
troops from Umballa and other stations to Ferozepore, of a width and elevation to 
be determined on by the Engineer Officer charged with the duty of laying down 
the roads. His Highness will also appoint encamping grounds for British troops at 
the (lifiere^ stages which shall be marked oil, so that there be no claims made 
heroafter on account of damaged crops.

Translation of a Sanad regarding possession of territory granted to the Maharaja 
of Patiala, by His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of India, 
dated the 5th May 1860. 

Whereas since the day of the rise of the snn of the everlasting British Empire 
and supremacy in this country of India, the acts of loyalty and devotion to Govern¬ 
ment of Farzand-i-khas-i-Daiilat-i-Inglisia, Mansur-i-Zaman, Amir-ul-Umara, 
Maharaja Dhiraj, Eajesar Sri Maharaja Eajagan Naraindar Singh Mahindar Baha¬ 
dur and ancestors and predecessors of the said Maharaja on occasions of war 
and battle, etc., have become fully conspicuous ; accordingly as a reward for these 
good services and aid and assistance with troops and supplies, etc., they have always 
been distinguished and exalted by the powerful British Government by being 
granted territory and titles and raised in degrees of honour and digmty. Parti¬ 
cularly in the year 1857 A.D. during the days of the insurrection and mutiny of 
wretched persons the Maharaja Sahib Mahindar Bahadur rendered and displayed 
worthy and conspicuous services which surpassed his previous achievements. 
Therefore, in recognition of such approved services, the powerful British Govern¬ 
ment, by way of Royal favour and kindness, has conferred on the Maharaja Sahib 
Mahindar Bahadur, some territory and additional title for generation after genera¬ 
tion and descendant after descendant. The Maharaja Sahib Bahadur has applied 
for a renewal of the sanad regarding his ancestral territory as well as that granted 
to him previously and now by the powerful Government. In view of this Ex¬ 
cellency the Viceroy and Governor-General is pleased to approve of the grant of 
the present sanad by way of treaty with the conditions entered below as a 
memorable document:— 

Clause I. 

According to the list annexed to this Sanad, the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur 
and his successors will, in the present and future time, exercise sovereignty, with 
peace of mind and in perfect security, in accordance with ancient custom, over 
his ancestral possessions and the dominions bestowed on him by the British Govern* 
ment and consider the territory granted to him by the British Government in re¬ 
cognition of his good services as his ancestral territory with all powers and rights, 
internal and external. All powers great and smaU, administrative and criminal 
and in respect of the j>roduce of revenue, etc., will, as heretofore, remain perma¬ 
nently vested in the ])ower and control of the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur and his 
successors gt*neration after generation and descendant after descendant, in present 
and in future for and in peipetuity; and (his) brothers, Zaddars, Chaharu- 
miana (persons entitled to a fourth share), feudatories, Jagirdars and dependants 
will, according to old custom, obey the orders and commands of the Maharaja 
Sahib Bahadur and his successors. 

Clause II. 

The powerful British Government will not demand or exact anything on ac¬ 
count of 7Uizaraiia, land revenue, administrative or criminal cesses, compensation 
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count of troops, etc., or on any other plea whatever, in the present or future, 
om the Maharaja Sahib Mahindar Bahadur, his successors, dependants, brothers, 
Zaildars, Jagirdars, Chaharumians or feudatories except as provided in Clause III. 


Clause III. 

As an additional Royal favour and having regard to the loyalty and devotion 
of the Maharaja Sahib Mahindar Bahadur the powerful Government desires that 
this territory should always remain under the sovereignty of this family. There¬ 
fore the power of adoption is granted for ever to the said Maharaja Sahib and his 
successors so that in case there is no lineal descendant, they may, for the purpose 
of perpetuating the line of Chiefship, adopt a successor, according to their own 
choice from among the descendants of the PhuUdan family. The powerful Gov¬ 
ernment cordially accepts and agrees to this. The powerful Government also 
grants permission that in case—may God forbid—the Maharaja on the masnud 
should suddenly die, without leaving a lineal descendant or an adopted successor, 
the Raja Sahib of Jind and the Raja'Sahib of Najbha, in concert with the Commis¬ 
sioner Sahib Bahadur, may select a successor from among the Phulkian family 
and place him on the masmd. In that case nazarana to the extent of one-third 
of the income of the State for one year will be paid into the treasury of the British 
Government by the Patiala State. 


Clause IV. 

In the year 1847, an agreement regarding the infliction of capital pimish- 
ment after reference to the Commissioner Sahib Bahadur and the prevention 
of female infanticide, salt and slavery, etc., was obtained from the said Maharaja 
Sahib. That is now cancelled, and absolute power by all means regarding the 
infliction of capital punishment, etc., in his territory, according to old custom, 
is granted to the Maharaja Sahib Mahindar Baliadur and his successors. Simi¬ 
larly with regard to punishing subjects of the powerful British Government, com¬ 
mitting crime and apprehended in the territory of the Patiala State, the Maharaja 
bahib Mahindar Bahadur and his successors are granted power in accordance with 
the proviaons of the despatch No. 3, dated 1st June 1836, from the Hon’ble Court 
of Directors at the capital, London. The Maliaraja Sahib Bahadur will exert 
himself by every possible means in promoting the wc^lfaro of his people and the 
happiuees of his subjects and redressing the grievances of tlw^ opjireased and in- 
jure<l in the proper way. He will prevent in his territory female infanticide, 
salt and slavery, which are opposed to the principles of justice and equity towards 
rhe people, in accordance with the provisions of the former sanad. In the event 
of any person at any time committing the above mentioned prohibited crimes 
without the knowledge of the oflicials of the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur, the latter 
will inflict deterrent punishment on him. 


Clause V. 

The Maharaja Saliib tuid his successors will never fail in their faithful and 
devoted obedience to the Empress, Queen of England, and her successors. 
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Clause VI. 



If at any time any hostile troops with mischievous intention should appear in 
his neighbourhood from any side or direction, the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur will 
along with his existing force sincerely and loyally co-operate with the English in 
repelling them in accordance with past practice. He will exert himself, to the ut¬ 
most of his resources, in providing supplies, grains, etc., and transport according to 
the requisitions of British officers. 


Clause VII. 

Complaints against the Maliaraja Sahib from his subjects, Muafidars, Jagir- 
dars, dependants, brothers and servants, etc., will on no account be listened to 
by the powerful British Government. 


Clause VIII. 

With regard to internal management and the affairs of brothers, household 
and relatives, the rules and arrangements made by the Maharaja Sahib Mahindar 
Bahadur will always be xespected and not interfered with by the powerful British 
Government. 

Clause IX. • 

On the occasion of the construction and repairs of roads in his territory, the ’ 
Maharaja Sahib Bahadur will, in accordance with the ^vritten communication 
of the Commissioner Sahib Bahadur, arrange from his own territory, through 
kaidars and officials of Parganas, according to former custom, for the materials 
required, on payment; and at the time of the construction of a rail-road or other 
roads, the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur will concede, free of charge, land that.'comes 
under the roads in the same way a.s he has done for the Imperial road. 


Clause X. 

The Maharaja Sahib Bahadur will always pursue the course of obedience and 
loyalty to the powerful Government who will likewise continue to uphold 
his honour, respect, rank and dignity in the manner it is done at present.

Translation of a Sunnud or Grant of portions of the Pergunnah of Kunou.lh 
and Boodwana, Di.strict Jhujjiir, and of Elaquah Khumanoon, District 

Umballa, bestowed upon His Highness the Maharaja of Puttiala by Hig 

Excellency Earl Canning, G.C.B., Viceroy and Governor-General or 
India,— 1861. '.^•s-wlkal oi 

Wliereas the devotion and loyalty of His Highness the Maharaja of Puttiala 
and of his ancestors have always been conspicuous since the establishment of 
Preamble. supremacy in India, His Excellencv 

the Viceroy and Governor General, being desirous 
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of marking his high appreciation of those qualities, has been pleased to bestow 
upon the Maharajah portions of Pergunnahs Kunoudh and Boodwana, of the Dis¬ 
trict of Jhujjur, containing one hundred and ten villages (110), according to verna¬ 
cular list annexed,* assessed at a yearly revenue of ninety-six thousand nine 
hundred and forty Rupees (96,940), and to accept from His Highness a 
“ nuzzuranab ” of nineteen lakhs thirty-eight thousand and eight hundred 
Rupees (19,38,800). Further, His Excellency has been ideased in like manner to 
bestow upon the Maharajah the Elaquab of Khumanoon, District Umballa, with 
tbe service commutation tax and the right to escheats, and to accept from His 
Highness a nuzzuranah of one lakh seventy-six thousand three hundred and sixty 
(1,76,360) Rupees. 


It is accordingly ordained as follows :— 


Ajiticle 1. 

The territories above mentioned are conferred upon His Highness the Maha¬ 
rajah of Piibtiala and his heirs for ever. 


Article 2. 

» 

The Maharajah and his successors will exercise the same rights, privileges, 
and prerogatives in these newly acquired territories as His Highness at present 
enjoys in his ancestral possessions, according to the terms of the Sunnud, dated 
5th May 1800, and signed by His Excellency Earl Caiming, Viceroy and Governor- 
General of India. 


Article 3. 

The Maharajah and hie successors will continue to maintain the same loyal 
relations with the British Government, and to fulfil the same obligations with re¬ 
gard to these newly acquired ^*rritorie3, as were imposed uj)on His Highness by 
the terms of the Sunnud, dated 5th May 1860, relating to His Highness’ ancestral 
possessions.

successor, from the ancient Phoolkian House, of which your family forms a part, 
will be recognized and confirmed ; and that if at any time any Maharajah of 
Puttiala should die without male issue, and without adopting a successor, it will 
still be open to the Eajahs of Jheend and Nabha, in concert with the Commissioner 
or Political Agent of the British Government, to select a successor from among 
the Phoolkian family ; but in that case a nuzzur.inah or fine equal to one-third 
of the gross amiual revenue of the Patuftk State shall be paid to the British Govern¬ 
ment. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the Engagement thus made to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the CroAvn and faithful to the conditions of tbe 
Treaties, Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Gov¬ 
ernment.

Agreement between the British.Government and the Puttial;! State for the 
construction, maintenance and working of a line of telegraph from Umballa 
to Puttiala,—1872. 

Whereas His Higlmess Maharaja Rajegan Mohendro Sing Mohender Bahadur, 
G.Ub.l., etc., of Puttiala, is desirous of constructing a line of telegraph from Umballa 
to Puttiala to be worked in connection with the British lines of telegraph, the fol¬ 
lowing terms are agreed upon by 'Uieiitenant-Colouel Robert Murray, Ofliciating 
Director General of Telegraphs, on the part of the British Government, duly 
empowered by the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in Council on that 
behalf, and by Khalifa Syud Mahomed Hoosscin, Bleer Moonsliee, on tbe part of 
the Puttiala State, duly em])owered by His Higliness the Maharaja of Puttiala 
ou that behalf. 

1. The British Government agree to construct for the Puttiala. State a line 
of telegraph consisting of one wire, on tlie standards to be erected Petweeii Umballa 
and Lahore, from Umballa to Rajpoor, and a one-wire line from Hajpoor to Puttiala 
at a cost of Rupees (15,526) fifteen thousand five huiidre.d and Iwcnty-.si.T, more 
or less; and His Highness the Maharaja of Puttiala agrees to jiay the actual cost 
incurred in the construction of tlie line, on it.s being ollicially reported to His High¬ 
ness that the Telegraph Office at Puttiala Las been eslabiislied aud opened ; and 
His Highness the Maharaja of Puttiala also agrees to defray all expenses and coat 
on account of the salaries of tiie signalleis, and of the necessary menial servants 
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attached to the Office and peons for the delivery of messages, and to provide free 
of charge or rent and to keep in good and habitable repair a suitable house or build¬ 
ing, to be approved of by the Director General of Telegraphs in India, if necessary, 
for the accommodation of the Telegraph Office to be established and maintained 
at Puttiala, and of the employes and others considered necessary for the efficient 
working of it. 


2. With the consent of the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab, extra wires 
may at any time be added by the Telegraph Department for the Puttiala State, 
on terms and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Puttiala State 
and the Government of India. 


3. This line shall be called the Puttiala Telegraph line, and the materials shall 
be the property of the Puttiala State. But if from any special reason, the Puttiala 
State should at any time deem it proper to abolish the line, it will be necessary 
for that State to give notice to the Punjab Government six months beforehand 
for dismantling the line. 

4. His Highness the Maharaja agrees to pay annually such sums as may be 
required to keep the line in good repair, together with the sum of Eupees (900) 
nine hundred only to cover the cost of supervision. 

5. The Telegraph Office at Puttiala shall remain open night and day for the 
receipt and despatch of messages, or during such hours as from time to time may 
be arranged by the Durbar in communication with the Lieutenant-Governor of 
the Punjab. 

6. The entire proceeds from the line between Umballa and Puttiala shall belong 
to the Puttiala Telegraph line. The charges on messages delivered at Puttiala 
for transmission along any British line and the charge levied at any British Tele¬ 
graph Station for delivery at Puttiala shall include the charge for both lines, and 
the account between the British Government and the Puttiala State for such 
messages shall bo adjusted quarterly, mz., on 31st March, 30th June, 30th Septem¬ 
ber, and 3ut December of each year. 

7. For the first year, the whole of the receipts for telegrams sent from the 
Puttiala Office shall appertain to His Highness the Maharaja of Puttiala, and 
the receipts for all messages sent to Puttiala shall appertain to the British Govern¬ 
ment; subsequent thereto the Government of India reserves to itself the right 
at any time, on giving three months’ notice ot* intention thereof, to change the 
system from that ir force during tlie first year, and to divide the revenues derived 
from messages seuit to and from ihittiala between His Highness and the British 
Oovernmont m proportion to the average distance oviu- which the messages are 
tranjiinitted. 

8. The Telegraph Master, the Signallers, and all officials, employed in the 
Puttiala Telegraph Office shall be officers of the British Telegraph staff; but they 
shall be natives and not Euroi)e4UiB or Eurasians ; and His Highness the Maharaja 
agrees to pay r.hem regularly month by month such pay as they may be entitle«l 
io from their position in the British service. 
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9. His Highness the Maharaja agrees to apply to the Puttiala Telegraph line 
the provisions of the British Telegraph Act, No. VIII of i860, and such other 
Acts or legal provisions as have been or may hereafter be passed by the British 
Government with reference to Telegraphs. 

10. His Highness the Maharaja agrees to ajiply to the Puttiala Telegraph 
line any rules or regulations that are now or may hereafter be made applicable 
to lines of Telegraph in British India. The British Government will undertake 
to furnish the Puttiala State with accurate translations of such Acts, rules and reg¬ 


ulations. 


11. His Highness the Maharaja agrees that the Puttiala Telegraph line shall 
be open to the inspection and supervision of the Director General of Telegraphs 
and of any officer deputed by him for that purpose. 

12. The British Government agrees that, whenever the Maharaja shall find 
occasion to be dissatisfied ^th any of the officials employed in the Puttiala Tele¬ 
graph Office and may wish to remove them from office, such officials shall, on His 
Highness the Maharaja’s application, be at once removed, and other officers shall 
be sent to fill their place as soon afterwards as practicable. 

13. Jurisdiction in regard to offences against the Telegraph Act, committed 
in Puttiala territory by native subjects of the British Government or by subjects 
of the Maharaja, will be regulated by Clause 4 of the Sumiud dated 5th May 1860 
granted to His Highness the Maharaja by the British Government. European 
British subjects accused of such offences sliall be tried in British Courts. 

14. The British Government shall furnish, for the information of the Puttiala 
State, a half-yearly or yearly report embodying all the proceedings of the Puttiala 
Office showing tlio total receipts and disbursements, the total number of messages 
in a classified form, and other necessary facts. 

15. In most urgent cases the Puttiala State will, during the pleasure of the 
British Government, have the power of ordering the line to be cleared.

Terms of Agreement between the British Government and the States of 
PuTTiALA, Jheend, aiid Nabha regarding the Sirhind Canal, executed at 
Uraballa, on the one part, on behalf of the British Government, by Mr. Gore 
Otjsely, Commissioner, Umballa Division, duly empowered by His Ex- 
OELIENCY the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in Council ; 
and on the other part, on behalf of the Puttiala State, by Khalifa Syud 
Mahomed Hossein, Meer Moonshee, duly empowered by His Highness 
the Maharaja of Putitala ; and on behalf of the Jheend State, by Sirdar 
Tumund Sing and Lalla Mohur Sing, duly empowered by His Highness the 
Kaja of Jheend ; and on behalf of the Nabha State, by Meer Moonshee 
Ramdyal and Sirdar Bishen Sing, Adawluttee, duly empowered by His 
Highness the Raja of Najjha,— 1873. 


1. The project to be drawn out under the exclusive control of the British Gov¬ 
ernment on the general basis of taking the water in the most economical manner 
to those districts cast of the Sutlej to whom it can in an engineering point of view 
most advantageously be carried. 

2. The original designs for the Canal works will be drawn out under the sole 
direction of the British Government, every possible attention being given to the 
wisJics of the Governments of the other States concerned as to the precise direc¬ 
tion and position of the Canals, etc., consistently with sound engineering principles. 

3. On the final settlemejit of the project the share of the water-supply to be 
allotted to the Branch Canal shall be determined on the general basis of giving 
a fairly equal proportion to all the districts traversed by the entire system of canals, 
having regard to the lands that will actually be capable of receiving irrigation from 
them. 

4. In the subsequent part of this Agreement the Ubohur and Bhuttinda branch 
canals will be referred to as the British branches, and the Kutlah, the Central, 
and the Choa Branches will, for the sake of brevity, be alluded to as the Puttiala 
branches, as they chiefly pass through the territory of the Puttiala State. 

5. Water shall be distributed, if required and so tar as practicable, from the 
British brancli canals rati ably to all villages along tlicir courses whofse lands can be 
advantageously irrigated therefrom, whether tliose villages are under British 
jurisdiction, or that of any ether State. 

6 vSimilarly on the Puttiala branches the distribution shall be made rateably 
to all villages, whether belonging to the Puttiala or any other State. 

7. The land required for the canals and works in connection with them shall 
be made over by the Government of each State traversed acedrding to its own 
usage, all payments of compensation being Tuadc by the British Government 
in accordance with the regulations in force in the several States, and the amount 
being dealt with ae a part of the general expenditure on the canal works. 

8, Compensatiop will be paid for building or house injured b^ the works. 
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9. The entire cost of the main canal, inclusive of original surveys and the 
preparation of the project, shaU be borne by the British Government and Native 
States concerned in proportion to the water-supply allotted to each ; but the whole 
cost of the Puttiala branches shall be borne entirely by the States concerned in 
similar proportion. 

Puttiala paid the expense of the preliminary surveys and project in¬ 
curred ill 1862. This will be added to the general cost of the whole project and 
be shared by all the parties concerned. 

10. Each State ^v^ll defray the entire expenditure on its own rajbuhas, which 
will be designed (unless otherwise mutually agreed upon) as far as possible so as 
to provide separately for the lands of the several States, and will be specially as¬ 
signed to the States by the British Government which will determine all doubtful 
points relating to this assignment. 

11. The States interested in the Puttiala branches concerned shall supply 
annually, to meet the cost of construction while the works are in progress, a 
proportion of the estimated annual outlay on the main canal equal to the share 
of the entire water-supply allotted to those branches, as well as the whole of the 
funds required for those branches in shares proportioned to the quantity of water 
allotted to each. 


12. On the completion of the works an account will be drawn out by the British 
Government of the actual e.xpenditurc on those portions of the project of which 
the cost is to be defrayed proportionally by the several Governments, and a 
final statement will be prepared of the exact sum due from the several States con¬ 
cerned, when each State will pay or receive back any difference between its actual 
payments year by year and its ultimate share of the cost. 


13. The above account of total cost will include the charges for the original 
surveys and proper charges for establishments, etc., whether incurred by the British 
or any of the other Governments concerned ; and credit will be given to every 
State for payments made by it directly. 

14. Copies of such parts of the British accounts of the expenditure on con¬ 
struction will be furnished periodically to the Governments of the several States 
concerned, so far as may be desired by them. 


lo. The several States concerned shall pay to the British Government an 
annual sum as seigniorage on the Sutlej water supplied to the Puttiala branches 
m shares proportioned to the quantity of water allotted to each. 

16. The seigniorage to be paid by the States interested in the Puttiala branches 
in consideration of the water supplied to them by the British Government will 
be at a rate not exceeding four annas per acre. 


17. The sura to be paid annually will be calculated on the area actually irri-^ 
gated during the year by the British branches of the canal, and in proportion to 
the relative volumes of water passing at the time down the British and Puttiala 
branches respectively, that is to say, if, with 2,000 cubic feet per second passing 
4 pwp t{ie British branches, 200,000 acres have been irrigakd, and 1 000 cu]?i 9 
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.eet per second have been at the same time discharged in the Puttiala branches, 
the seigniorage to be 100,000 acres at four annas, equal to Rupees 25,000. 

The area irrigated will be the actual area, ^.e., an acre of double crop 
land will not be reckoned as two acres. 


18. No seigniorage will be detnanded so long as the British canals yield no 
profit, and as long as the profits from the British branches shall be so small as 
would render the seigniorage rate of four annas per acre unduly liigh, such seig¬ 
niorage shall be proportionately reduced to one, two, or three annas per acre at 
the discretion of the British Glovemment. 

The British Accounts Department wiU determine when the canals yield 
profit. 

19. The first payment of seigniorage will bo demanded on the eleventh year 
^ after the admission of water into the Puttiala branches. 

20. In cases of any falling off in the annual supply of water entcriug the main 
canal channel, the British Government and the other States will share the actual 
supply according to the original proportion fixed, and the other States shall have 
no claim for compensation from the British Government on account of any such 
reduction of the supply. 

21. The gauge registers at the regulating head of the British and Puttiala 
branches shall be held to give authoritative data for calculating the quantity of 
Water supplied. 

22. No State will have any claim against the British Government on account 
of water escaping unused from the branches, because it is not required or used in 
their territories. Should the British Government realize any income from the 
surplus (unused) water of the Puttiala branches, the States concerned shall bo 
entitled to claim a remission of seigniorage in proportion to the income so 
derived. 


23. The several States shall pay the same share of the annual charges for 
maintenance of the main canal as they pay of the first cost of that portion of the 
works. 

24. The original construction of the Puttiala branches, with their collateral 
works, including rajbuhas, shall be carried out exclusively by the British Gov¬ 
ernment under its own officers, as in the case of the main canal and the British 
branches. 


25. Subsequent to the admiss'on of water, the management of the main chan¬ 
nels of the Puttiala branches and their connected works shall rest entirely in the 
hands of the British Government, but all expenses of maintenance of these chan¬ 
nels shall be defrayed by the several States in shares proportioned to the quantities 
of water allotted to each. 

26. The management and distribution of water from rajbuhas and all other 
arrangements connected therewith shall be under the control of, and the whole 
of the costs of maintenance and management of the rajbuhas shall be defrayed 
by, the States to which they resoectively belong. 
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27. The details of superintendence, powers of local ofiScers, and other matters 
connected with management, shall be settled by the Punjab Government with 
the States concerned, subject to the confirmation of the Supreme Govern¬ 
ment. 

28. Offenders against Canal Regulations in villages irrigated from the Puttial^' 
or British branches, or bordering on Puttiala or British branches shall be made 
over by the Canal Officers for infliction of penalties to the officers of the Govern¬ 
ment in whose territory those villages are situated, a right of reference to the 
Punjab Government being allowed in case of any dispute or difference of 
opinion. 

29. Each State shall be bound to give a right of passage through its lands for 
any water channel, large or small, when required by any other of the States con¬ 
cerned, the only compensation claimable from the State to which such water¬ 
course belongs being the value of the land occupied and the property thereon. 
The supervision of rajbuhas and other minor channels thus made shall remain 
with the Government to which they belong as in the case of other similar works 
within its own territories. 

30. In case of dispute between any two States as to the amount of compen¬ 
sation to be paid on account of land taken up, or any other matter under this agree¬ 
ment, the amount of compensation or dispute shall be determined by an officer 
appointed by the British Government. 

31. The tolls levied on boats, rafts, etc., navigating the canals shall be the 
same on all the channels, whether those channels belong to the British or any 
other State. 

32. No transit duties on goods passing along the canals shall be levied by 
any of the Governments concerned. This will not prevent the lev>^ of custom¬ 
ary duties on goods or merchandize landed from boats, etc., plying on the canals 
for consumption in towns, etc. 

33. The amount of toll levied on through traffic shall be shared between the 
British Government and the States concerned, in proportion to the distance tra¬ 
versed on the channels belonging respectively to each. 

34. A share of the navigation tolls of the main canal shall be allotted to the 
States concerned in proportion to their share of the entire water-supply. 

35. In all other cases the tolls shall belong to the State in exclusive possession 
of the channels traversed. 

3G. The navigation tolls to be credited to the States concerned in the Puttiala 
branches thus consist of three portions :_ 

Isi. Share of tolls on the main canal. 

2nd. Share of “ through ” traffic tolls between the British and Puttiala bran 
ches. 

drrf.-All tolls on boats, etc., navigating the Puttiala branches exclusively 
The amotint will be shared by the States concerned in proportion to the shares 
of the first costs of the channels defrayed by each respectively 
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37. A share of the value of miscellaneous produce such as wood, grass, etc., 
on the main canal shall be credited to the Puttiala branches in proportion to the 
share of the water-supply allotted to them. 

38. The above share of produce on the main canal with the whole of the value 
of similar produce on the Puttiala branches (not including rajbulias) will be shared 
by the States concerned, in proportion to their shares in the first cost. 

39. Each State will supply annually, as required, the whole of the funds for 
maintenance of the work, etc., appertaining to its own territory, as well as a share 
of the estimated cost of maintenance of the branches, 'plus the portion of the main¬ 
tenance expenses of the main canal referred to in paragraph 23 : these last in 
ahares proportioned to their shares in the first cost. 

40. The British Government reserves to itself the right of extending or al¬ 
tering the canal at any future time in any way it pleases, on the understanding 
that the share of the water first assigned to the Puttiala branches, and the other 
rights of the States concerned under this agreement shall not be interfered with 
or diminished without their consent being first obtained. And the expenses of 
such extension or alteration will be distributed in proportion to the advantages 
expedited to accrue from such action to any of the parties concerned under this 
agreement. 

41. So long as the original construction of the Puttiala branches shall be in 
progress, it shall be the duty of the oificcrs in charge to pay due attention to any 
representations o£ the Chiefs of the States concerned or their oificcrs, and to carry 
out their wishes as far as may be practicable or advisable. 

42. In consideration of the advantages given by the canal from the Sutlej, 
the Puttiala State will allow the British Government, if it desires to do so, to take 
a small w'ater-course from the Guggur to supply the cantonment and town of 
Umballa, the water-course to carry about 20 cubic feet per second. A proportion 
of the charge for seigniorage on the Sutlej water shall be remitted to comi)ensate 
foT the grant of the Guggur water if this water-course be made; no other claim 
to lie against the British Government in connection with the construction of the 
water-course. 

43. In case of any difference of opinion arising between any ofiicers of the estate® 
concerned and the British Canal Officers on any matter relating to the manage- 
ment of tlie canal, it shall be referred to the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab, 
whose decision shall be final. If any difference of opinion shall arise between any 
of the States concerned and the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab, as to the con¬ 
struction of this agreement, a reference may be made to the Governor-General 
in Council, whose decision shall be final. 

44. It shall at any time be competent for the British Government to resume 
the entire management of the canal works or irrigation in the territories of any 
of tlie States concerned, if it shall consider that that State has not properly fidfilled 
the obligations which attach to the discharge of the duties which will devolve *pn 
it under the arrangement detailed above. 
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45. Tliese obligations may be summed up as follows :— 

75/.—Complete regularity in the payment of the .•^alarics of all persons employed 
on the canals and in the provision of the funds necessary for carrying out the 
works which will be needed for the proper maintenance of the canals. 

If from any want of proper attention on the part of any of the States con¬ 
cerned, the British Government is at any time forced to advance money for the 
due performance of works or pa 3 mients of salaries, etc., which will properly fall 
on that State under these arrangements, then the British Government must be 
understood to have the right to take complete charge of the whole administration 
of the canal, channels, and irrigation pertaining to that State, and to retain them 
under its own officers until the evil complained of be corrected and matters be 
placed on a sound footing. But in such case, out of the income from the canal 
after deducting expenses any surplus which may accrue shall be made over to that 
State concerned in whose territory such administration may have been assumed. 

2nd .—Complete impartiality in the distribution of the water among the vil¬ 
lages along the canals, so that the British villages and those of other Native States 
shall, if required, share the water equally with the villages of the States concerned ; 
also an equal administration of justice to all persons over whom the officers of the 
States concerned may exercise jurisdiction, so that the subjects of the British 
Government or of any Native State shall be dealt with according to the same 
principles of law as arc respected by the officers of the British Government. 

3rd .—Ready and friendly compliances on the part of the Governments of 
the States concerned with those requests of the Punjab Government and its sii]>erior 
officers, who have chief charge of the Irrigation Department in the Punjab, which 
shall be declared by them to be essential for the proper maintenance and satis¬ 
factory working of the canals as a whole. 

The Governor-General in Council will at all times be ready to receive any 
representation from the Government of any of the States concerned, if that Gov¬ 
ernment considers that the spirit of the present proposals is from any cause not 
fully acted up to by the officers of the Punjab Government on whom the imme¬ 
diate duty of carrying them out will devolve.

Postal Coi^j^vextion for the Exchange of correspondence, parcels, insured 
and value-payable articles, money orders and India Postal notes, 
between the Imperial Post Office of British India and for Post Offices 
in the Territories of His Highness the Maharaja of Patiala,—1S8L 

Article 1. 

There shall be a mutual exchange of correspondence, parcels, money orders 
and India postal notes between the Imperial Post Office of British India, here¬ 
inafter termed the “ Imperial Post,’’ and the Post Offices in the territories of His 
Higlmcss the Maharaja of Patiala, hereinafter termed the “ Patiala State Post.” 
This exchange, which shall also include registered, insured and value-payable 
articles, shall be governed by the rules given in the Indian Postal Guide for the 
time being. The term ‘‘ correspondence ” shall include letters, post-cards, news¬ 
papers, and book and pattern packets. 

Article 2. 

There shall be two Offices of Exchange, mz,y the Imperial Post Office at Umballa, 
on the side of British India, and the Patiala State Office at Patiala, on the side of 
the Patiala State. These Offices of Exchange shall alone be authorised to deal 
with articles giving rise to accounts. 

Article 3. 

Indian postage stamps, post-cards and embossed envelopes overprinted with 
the words “ Patiala State ” shall be supplied on indent by the Government of 
India to the Patiala State at cost price. They shall be sold by the Patiala State 
to the public at the value marked on each postage stamp, post-card or embossed 
envelope. Indian postage stamps, overprinted with the word “ Service,” in ad¬ 
dition to the words “ Patiala State,” shall also be supplied on indent by the Govern¬ 
ment of India to the Patiala State at cost price, and these overprinted stamps 
shall be used solely for the purpose of prepaying correspondence on the service of 
the Patiala State posted in that State. 

Article 4. 

These overprinted postage stamps, post-cards, and embossed envelopes, over¬ 
printed with rhe words ‘‘ Patiala State ” shall alone be used in the Patiala State 
for the prepayment of inland correspondence, and they shall be recognized by the 
Imperial Post only when attached to inland correspondence posted within the 
limits of the State of Patiala. 

Article 5. 

The rates of postage, fees or commission charged by the Patiala State Post 
on all classes of correspondence, paid and unpaid, registered and unregistered, 
insured and vahie-payable, on all parcels, and on all money ordert, and on all 
1 fidia postal notes, shall not be in excess of the rates charged by the Imperial 
Post. 
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Article 6. 

Responsibility for articles insured, and for payment of compeRsation imder 
the rules given in the Indian Postal Guide for the time being, shall rest with the 
Imperial Post Office while the articles concerned are m its custody; and with the 
Patiala State while the articles concerned are in its custody. 

Article 7. 

Articles of all kinds superscribed “ On Postal Service,’’ and franked by the 
signature and official designation of an officer of the Imperial Post or an officer 
of the Patiala State Post, shall be exchanged free of all charge as respects postage. 

Article 8. 

The Government of India shall bear the cost of conveying mails within the 
limits of British territory, and the Patiala Darbar shall bear the cost of convey¬ 
ing mails within the limits of the State of Patiala. But the Imperial Post shall be 
entitled to the free conveyance of mails over postal lines in the Patiala State, 
whether such mails bo intended for transmission to a Patiala State Post Office 
or an Imperial Post Office, and similarly the Patiala State Post shall be entitled 
to the free conveyance of mails over Imperial postal lines whether such mails be 
intended for transmission to an Impeiial Post Office or a Patiala State Post Office. 

Article 9. 

Inland correspondence, legistered and unregistered, received from the Patiala 
State Post, fully prepaid with the overprinted postage stamps described in Article 3, 
including correspondence prepaid by Patiala State Service Stamps, shall be deliv¬ 
ered in British India free of all charge on account of postage. 

Article 10. 

Inland correspondence received from the Patiala State Post, not fully pre¬ 
paid with the overprinted postage stamps described in Article 3, shall be treated 
by the Imperial Post as though originally posted in British India, and charged 
on delivery with the usual rates for inland unpaid postage, which shall be retained 
by the Imperial Post. 

Article 11. 

Fully prepaid inland correspondence, registered and imregistered (including 
correspondence prepaid by service stamps), transferred by the Imperial Post, 
shall be delivered by the Patiala State Post, free of all charge on account of 
postage. 

Article 12. 

On inland correspondence, not fully prepaid, transferred by the Imperiad 
Post for delivery through the Patiala State Post, the latter shall retain the postage 
it realizes. 
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Article 13. 


Unclaimed and refused inland correspondence shall be exchanged in, both 
directions, but the exchange shall be accompanied by no accounts. 


Article 14. 

Fully prepaid foreign correspondence addressed to any place in the Patiala 
State, shall be delivered by the Patiala State Post free of all charges on account of 
postage ; but if such correspondence be unpaid or insufficiently paid, it shall be 
delivered on payment of the amount taxed thereon by the Imperial Post; and the 
amount so collected shall be reonitted to the Imperial Office of Exchange 
(Umballa). 

Article 15. 

On foreign correspondence posted in the Patiala State postage can only be 
prepaid by means of Imperial postage stamps, not bearing the overprint “ Patiala 
State.'’ Postage stamps overprinted with the words ‘‘ Patiala State ” shall not 
be recognized in payment of postage on foreign correspondence. 


Article 16. 

Prepayment of inland parcel postage between the Imperial Post and the Patiala 
State Post, in both directions, shall be compulsory. 

Article 17. 

Inland parcels, received from the Patiala State Post, shall be delivered in British 
India free of all charge on account of postage. 

. Article 18. 

Inland parcels, transferred by the Imperial Post for delivery through the . 
Patiala State Post, shall be debvered free of all charge on account of postage. 

Article 19. 

Fully prepaid foreign parcels, addressed to any place in the Patiala State, 
shall be d^*1ivered by the Patiala State Post free of all cliargo on account of postage ; 
but if such parcels be unpaid, they shall be delivered on payment of the amount 
taxed thereon by the Imperial Post, and the amount so collected shall be remitted 
to the Imperial Office of Exchange (Umballa). 

Article 20. 

Prepayment in cash of postage, at the rates published in the Indian Postal 
Ouide. is compulsory in the case of all foreign parcels posted in Patiala. The 
postage HO collected shall be remitted to the Imperial Office of Exchange 
(Umballa). 
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Abticle 21. 

The Imperial mland money order rules, as given in the Indian Postal Guide 
for the time being, shall be adopted by the Patiala State Post, and the Imperial 
inland form of money order shall be used. 

Article 22. 

Money orders, issued by the Patiala State Post for payment in British India 
shall all be sent by the Patiala Office of Exchange to the Imperial Office of Exchange 
(Umballa). Such money orders shall be paid in full in British India Iree of all 
charges and without deduction on any account whatsoever. The entire com¬ 
mission on these money orders shall be retained by the Patiala State Post. 

Article 23. 

Money orders, issued by the Imperial Post for payment by the Patiala State 
Post, shall be transferred to the Patiala Office of Exchange by the Imperial Office 
of Exchange (Umballa). Such money orders shall be paid in full in the Patiala 
State free of all charges and without deduction on any account whatsoever. The 
entire commission on these money orders shall be retained by the Imperial Post. 

Article 24. 

India postal notes, bearing the words “ Patiala State ” stamped on them 
shall be supplied free by the Government of India to the Patiala State. 

Article 25 . 

The full value of every India i>ostal note sold by the Patiala State Post shall 
be payable in British India at any Imperial Post Office named, no charge being 
levied for payment. 

Article 26. 

The full value of every India postal note sold by the Imperial Post shall be 
payable in the Patiala State at any Patiala State Post Office named, no charge 
being levied for payment. 

Article 27. 

The Imperial Post shall retain the entire commission on the India postal 
notes which it sells, and the Patiala State Post shall retain the entire commission 
on the India postal notes which it sells. 

Article 28. 

Monthly lists shall be rendered by the Patiala Office of Exchange to the Umballa 
Office of Exchange showing the India postal notes sold and the India postal notes 
paid during each month, the vouchers for payments consisting of the original paid 
notes. 
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Article 29. 

A monthly account current showing the amount to be credited to the Patiala 
State on account of money orders and India postal notes paid by the Patiala State 
Post, and. the amount to be debited to the Patiala State on account of money 
orders issued and India postal notes sold by the Patiala State Post, shall be 
rendered by the Imperial Office of Exchange (Umballa) to the Patiala Office of 
Exchange. If the balance of this account is in favour of the Patiala State Post, 
it shall be paid at once by the Imj erial Office of Exchange (Umballa), and if it is 
in favour of the Imperial Post, it shall be paid by the Patiala Office of Exchange 
immediately after the monthly account current is rendered. 




Article 30. 

The Director-General of the Post Office of India and the Patiala Darbar shall 
have authority to draw up, in direct communication with one another, detailed 
regulations for giving effect to this convention, and to settle all matters of detail 
and procedure connected with the exchange of articles between the Imperial Post 
and the Patiala State Post, including the selection of Post Offices, situated in British 
India or in the Patiala State, between which postal communication shall be main- 
tamed. The detailed regulations so drawn up shall be subject to such modifica¬ 
tion as may, from time to time, be mutually agreed to by the said authorities.

Agreement between tbe British Government and the Patiaia State regard¬ 
ing the Sirsa Branch of the Western Jumna Canal, —1893. 

1. The entire project to be carried out under the exclusive control of the 
British Government on the general basis of taking a supply of water in the most 
economical manner from the Western Jumna Canal above the Indri Regulator 
to those portions of the Kaithal Tahsil of the Karnal District, the Nirwanah Par- 
gana of the Patiala State and the Fatahabad and Sirsa Tahails of the Hissar Dis¬ 
trict, to which it can, from an engineering point of view, be most advantageously 
carried. 

2. The original designs for the canal works, including all Distributaries, shall 
be prepared and carried out under the sole direction of the British Government, 
every possible attention being given to the wishes of the Patiala State, as to the 
precise direction and position of the channels traversing its territory, consistently 
with sound engineering principles. 

3. On the completion of the detailed surveys for all distributaries the British 
and Patiala shares of the water-supply available shall be determined on the general 
basis of the proportions of the areas commanded by the entire system in British 
and Patiala territory, respectively. 

NoTE.--Tn this and subsequent Articles the term “commanded area” shall be held to 
mean the areas that can be naturally and conveniently commanded. 

4. In the subsequent parts of this agreement the upper portion of the Sirsa 
Branch Canal, from its head above Indri to the point at which it first enters Patiala 
territory, will be called the First or British Upper Section, which will also include 
any escape that may be constructed, irrespective of the territory in which its 
head is situated, the portion from the point where the Canal first enters to the 
point where it finally leaves Patiala territory will be called the Second or Patiala 
Section, and the remainder of the Branch will be called the Third or British Lower 
Section. Also tlie distributaries which may be designed solely or mainly for 
the irrigation of Patiala territory, whether their heads be situated in a British 
dr Patiala section of the branch, will be called Patiala Distributaries, while aU 
other distributaries will be called British. 

5. Every effort will be made to design all the British and Patiala Distribu¬ 
taries so as to exclusively irrigate British and Patiala territory, respectively; 
but whenever a departure from this principle may be necesaitatod by the physi¬ 
cal configuration of the country, or by other engincerijig considerations, water 
shall be distributed from both the British and Patiala Distributarioj, rateably, 
to all villages along their courses whose lands can bo advantageously Irrigatc^d 
therefrom, whether such villages be under the jurisdiction of the British or the 
Patiala Government. 

6. The land required for the canal and works in connection with it shall be 
made over by the Patiala Government according to its owm usage, all payments 
of compensation being made by the British Government in accordance with the 
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^^ure that has been observed in the payment of compensation for land made 
over by the Patiala Government for the purpose of the Sirhind Canal, and the 
amounts so paid being dealt with as a part of the general expenditure on the canal 
works. 

7. Compensation will be paid for any building or house injured by the works. 


8. The entire cost of the First or British Upper Section of the Sirsa Branch, 
exclusive of distributaries, but inclusive of original surveys and the preparation 
of the project, and also of such additions to and improvements of the head works 
and main line of the Western Junuia Canal, as may bo rendered necessary by 
the increase in, the supply required for the Sirsa branch, shall be borne by the 
British and Patiala Governments in, the proportion of the water-supply finally 
allotted to each under Article 3 of this Agreement. 


The entire cost of the Second or Patiala Section, exclusive of Distributaries, 
shall be borne by the British and Patiala Governments according to the propor¬ 
tions of their respective commanded areas, after deducting from the British area 
the area commanded in British villages situated in the First Section. 


The entire cost *of the Third or British Lower Section shall be borne by the 
British Government. 


9. The entire cost of the British Distributaries will be borne by the British 
Government, and that of the Patiala Distributaries by the Patiala Government. 

A branch or minor distributary taking oflt from a main distributary belong¬ 
ing to one Government for the purpose of exclusively irrigating the ten'itory of 
the other Government shall be constructed and subsequently maintained at the 
cost of the Government whose territory will be exclusively served by it. 

10. The Patiala State shall supply annually, to meet the cost of construc¬ 
tion while the works are in progress, such sums as may be estimated by the British 
Government as approximately equivalent to the share of the outlay of the year, 
which will be ultimately chargeable to the State under the terms of Articles 8 
and 9 of this Agreement. 

11. On completion of the works, an account will bo drawm out by the British 
Government of the actual expenditure incurred on the different portioiis of the 
project, and a final statement will be prepared of the exact sum due from the 
Patiala State, w^hich wdll tlien pay or receive back any difference between its actual 
payments year by year and its ultimate share of the cost. 

12. The above account of total cost will include the charges for the origuial 
surveys, and proper charges on account of establishment, etc., whether incurred 
by the British or Patiala Government, and credit will be given to the Patiala 
State for all payments made by it directly. 

13. Copies of such parts of the British accounts of the expenditure on con¬ 
struction wiU be furnished periodically to the Patiala State as may be desired by 
it. 

14. The British Government shall have at all times the sole right of deter¬ 
mining and controlling the supply to be passed into the Sirsa Branch Canal, due 
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(ard being paid to existing or established interests on the other portions of the 
Western Juinna Canal. 


15. Siibseqtient to the admission of water, the management of the entire length 
of the Sirsa Branch (but not of the Patiala Distributaries except as provided” in 
Articles 21 and 22) shall remain entirely in the hands of the British Government, 
but all expenses of maintenance of the Branch, distributaries and connected works 
shall be shared by the British and Patiala Governments as provided in the next 
following Articles of this Agreement. 

IG. The annual charges for the maintenance of the first, second and third 
sections (not including distributaries) and the corresponding incidental charges 
for establishment and tools and plant, but not those for general direction, shall 
be borne by the British and Patiala Governments in the same proportions as 
those m which the final direct capital charges on accoimt of these sections (not 
including distributaries) may be ultimately distributed between the two Govern¬ 
ments ; but all charges for the annual maintenance of Patiala Distributaries shall 
be borne exclusively by the Patiala Government, cxcei>t as 'iiovided in Articles 
21 and 22 of tliis Agreement. 

17. Similarly, all miscellaneous revenue, i.e., revenue derivable from other 
sources than the supply of water for purposes of irrigation, that may be realized 
m the first, second and third sections of the Sirsa Branch (not including distri¬ 
butaries), will be credited to the British and Patiala Governments in the propor¬ 
tions of the ultimate distribution of the direct capital outlay upon these sections 
(not mcliiding distributaries). 

18. The Patiala State shall be entitled to all revenue that may be assessed 
or assessable on account of irrigation or of sales of water for other purposes in 
Patiala villages, wli.^tlier the water be supplied from British or Patiala Distri¬ 
butaries. Similarly, the British Government shall be entitled to all revenue 
t at may be assessed or assessable on account of irrigation or of sales of water 
or ot cr purposes in British villages, whether the water be supplied from a British 
or a Patiala Distributary. 

19. With efiect from the first day of April next after the date on which the 
first of the Patiala Distributaries is supplied with water the Patiala State shall 
pay a share of the aimual cost of maintauiing the head works and maiu line of tljc 
Western Jumna Canal above Indri, and also of the annual general chargers fer 
direction that may be dcbitable to the revenue account of the Western Jumna 
Canal. This share shall be determined annually by the British Government 
on the basis of the pro])ortion of the actual or estimated area of irrigatim in Patiala 
territory to the entire area irrigated on the Western Jumna Canal (includunr the 
actual or estimated Patiala area) that obtained in the year next preceding, 

Notb. For the purpose of this Article the actual area of irrigation in PaHaia toiritoiv 
shall be taken as long as the Patiala Distributaries may, in accordance with the provision of 
Arti<‘le 21 of this Agreement, bo controlled and administered by the Pritish Ooveiimient • 
hut after the Patiala Distributaries have boon finally made over to the J'atiala Staff?, the area 
to be taken as that of Patiala irrigation shall he ostifnaled in the manner prfjviJed in Article 
:12. Th(‘ entire area irrigated by the Western dionriG r.Tual .•^hall alsf include the area in Jind 
territory, for which a fixed annual payment is made by the .find State, in aecordunee with th© 
Agreement for the time being subsisting between tlie l^ritish and Jind Oovernments 
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The Patiala State shall not be entitled to any share in any revenue realized 
on the head works or main line of the Western Jumna Canal, the whole of which 
shall be creditable to the British Government. 

21. The Patiala Distributaries shall remain under the sole control and admi¬ 
nistration of the British Government for a period of five years dating from the 
commencement of the first crop to which water may be supplied from a Patiala 
Distributary. After the expiry of five years from the above date, the Patiala 
Distributaries shall be transferred to the control and administration of the Patiala 
State provided that in the case of any Patiala Distributary of which the head 
is situated in British territory, the British Government shall retain the control 
and administration of the portion lying between the head and the boundary of 
the Patiala State and shall bear the whole cost of the maintenance of such por¬ 
tion. 

In every case in which the upper portion of a Patiala Distributary may remain 
under the control of the British Government under tliis Article, a gauge shall 
be erected in the distributary at or near the point at which it enters Patiala terri¬ 
tory, and the British Canal Officer shall maintain such depths of water on the 
gauge (which shall be regularly recorded) as may ensure to the Patiala State its 
fair share of the supply. 

22. During the period that the Patiala Distributaries shall remain under the 
control and administration of the British Government, the Patiala State sliall 
pay all charges incurred in respect of the maintenance and administration of 
such distributaries, including a proportionate share of establishment, except 
those that may be incurred in respect of the maintenance and administration 
of any portions lying m British territory between the heads of the distributaries 
and the Patiala boundary, which wHl be borne by the British Government under 
Article 21. 

23. The British Government shall arrange for the assessment of all revenue 
in Patiala villages during the period that the Patiala Distributaries remain imder 
its control and administration, but will forward the assessment papers to the 
Patiala State for realization of the amounts assessed. 

The rates of assessment durmg such period shall equal the combined occu¬ 
pier’s and owner’s rates that may be prescribed for British villages. 

24. After the Patiala Bajhahas have been transferred to the control and manage¬ 
ment of the Patiala State, each Government wdll conduct the assessment of the 
villages under its own jurisdiction, irrespective of the distributaries from which 
water may be supplied to them, but in all cases in which a village under one Gov¬ 
ernment is irrigated from a distributary belonging to the other, the Government 
owning the distributary shall be entitled to a copy of the measurement papers. 

25. The Patiala Distributaries shall be entitled to a 2 )ercentage of the total 
supply entering tlie Sirsa Branch, which shall be equal to the percentage of the 
supply to which the Patiala State may be entitled under Article 3 of this Agree¬ 
ment, with such addition as may be necessary for tin; irrigation of any British 
territory that may be commanded by Patiala Distributaries, and with a proper- 
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tional deduction on account of any area of Patiala territory that may be com¬ 
manded by British Distributaries. 

26. The supply entering the Sirsa Branch shall be held to be the supply pas¬ 
sing a certain point in the First Section, situated above the head of the First 
British Distributary in that Section. The supply passed into the Patiala Dis¬ 
tributaries shall be held to be the difference between the supply passing a certain 
point in the Sirsa Branch situated between the hea«is of the last British Distri¬ 
butary in the First Section and of the first Patiala Distributary, and the supply 
passing a certain point situated between the heads of the last Patiala Distribu¬ 
tary and of the first British Distributary of the Third Section. The precise posi¬ 
tion of all three points shall be determined by the British Government. 

27. Gauges shall be fixed at the three points in the Sirsa Branch referred to 
in Article 26, and the registers of their readings shall be held to give authorita¬ 
tive data for the determination of the percentage of the whole supply entering 
the branch which is passed into the Patiala Distributaries. 

28. The regulation of the water passing into the heads of the Patiala Distri¬ 
butaries shall be entirely under the control of the British Canal Officer in charge 
of the Sirsa Branch. The requirements of each distributary will be communi¬ 
cated from time to time by an agent appointed by the Patiala State for this pur¬ 
pose, and the British Canal Officer shall comply with these requirements, pro¬ 
vided that they are within the limits of the supply to which the Patiala Distri¬ 
butaries may at the time be entitled under Article 25. 

But in seasons of short supply it shall be optional for the British Canal OflGicer 
to pass into the Patiala distributaries an intermittent supply in excess of the 
percentage due to them, and to shut off the supply cither partially or entirely 
during the interv^’ening periods, provided that the aggregate supjffy passed into 
the Patiala Distributaries duruig a period of not more than fourteen days shall 
not, except with the consent of the Patiala Agent, or unless his indents are com¬ 
plied with in full, form a smaller percentage of the total supply entering the Sirsa 
Branch during the same period than vill be due to them under the provisions 
of Article 25. 

In the event of a breach in the bank of a Patiala Distributaiy, or of sudden 
rainfall, or on any other emergency, the supply entering the head sliall on the 
requisition of a recognized or duly authorized State official be instantly shut off^ 
or reduced to the extent or within the limits that may be permissible under the 
rules in this regard that may from time to time be issued by the British Canal 
Officer. 

29. The British Canal Officer shall furnish the Patiala Agent, at intervals of 
not less than fourteen days, with a statement showing— 

the average dally supply entering the Sirsa Branch ; 
the average daily supply due to the Patiala Distributaries; 
the average daily supply passed into the Patiala Distributaries; 
the daily gauge readings at head of each Patiala distributaiy, and the 
readings applied for by the Patiala Agent, 
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30. Other matters connected with the management of the canal and its con¬ 
nected works shall be settled by the Punjab Government with the Patiala State, 
subject to the confirmation of the Supreme Government. 

31. The Patiala State shall pay to the British Government an annual sum 
as seigniorage on the Jumna water supplied to Patiala territory at a rate which 
shall vary according to the estimated area of Patiala irrigation as follows:—

32. The ar<^a on which seigniorage is to be paid annually will be estimated 
on the basis of the area actually irrigated during the year from the British Dis- 
tribut-iJrics and the relative ])roportion8 of the supplies actually passed into the 
British and Patiala Distributaries during the same period, a deduction being 
made on account of the actual area of British territory irrigated from Patiala 
Distributaries, and an addition on account of the area of Patiala territory irrigated 
from British Distributaries. 

Example ,—If the area irrigated oji British Distributaries were 70,0()0 acres, 
and the. supplies j)a8St^d into the British and Patiala Distributaries averaged 700 
and 300 cubic feet ])er second, respectively, the estimated area of irrigation of 
the Patiala Distributaries would be as follows :—

But if 3,000 acres of the Patiala territory were irrigated from the British Dis- 
tiibutaries, and acres of British territory wore irrigated from Patiala Dis¬ 

tributaries, the estimated area of Patiala irrigation would be- 

3,000- 0,(KK)=.r27,(M)0 acres, and the seigniorage tc be paid would 
be 27,(H)0 acres at four annas, equal to Ks. 6,750. 

IVh The first payment of seigniorage will be demanded on the area irrigated 
during thii yi^ar 1902-3; that is, on the area irrigated during the Khsrif of 1902 
and the Babi cJ 1902-3. 

34. In the event of any falling olf in the 8U])ply of water available for the Sirsa 
Jlranch^ the actual supply available sball be shared with, the Patiala State in th^ 
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proportions fixed under this Agreement, and the Patiala State shall have no claim 
for compensation from the British Government on account of any such reduction 
of the supply. 

35. The Patiala State shall have no claim against the British Government 
if the full percentage of supply allotted to the Patiala Distributaries be not taken, 
but a portion be allowed to pass on into the Third Section ; neither shall the State 
be entitled to claim a remission of seigniorage on this account, as the charges 
for seigniorage will be based on the supplies actually passed into the Patiala Dis¬ 
tributaries. Nor shall it have any claim against the British Government on ac¬ 
count of water escaping unused from the Patiala Distributaries, because it is 
not required or used in Patiala territory; but should the British Government 
realize any income from such suridus or unused water, the Patiala State shall 
be entitled to claim a remission of seigniorage equal to one-eighth of the income 
so derived, provided that whenever the rate of seigniorage is less than four annas 
per acre the above rate of remission shall be reduced proportionately. 

3f). The Patiala State shall furnish the British Government with half-yearly 
statements, giving for each harvest such information regarding the area irrigated 
by, the income derived from, and the working expenses of, the Patiala Distribu¬ 
taries as may bo required by the British Government in connection with the annual 
statistics of the Westerr Jumna Canal. 

Similarly, the British Government shall furnish the Patiala State witJi such 
half-yearly or annual statements relating to the working of the Western Jumna 
Canal as may be desired. 

37. Offences against canal regulations shall be dealt with as follows 

If a native British subject commits an offence in the Patiala territory and 
is ai)])rchendcd in that territory, he will be tried by the officers (J the Patiala 
State, but if he is not apprehended in that territory, tlic officers of the Patiala 
State may report the matter to the British Canal Officer, and that officer will 
then proceed as if the offence had bee.n committed in British territorv. 

The same procedure will be followed, mutalis mutandis, in the case of 
offences committed in British territory by subjects of the Patiala State. 

38. ff'he British Government reserves to itself the right of extejiding or alter¬ 
ing the Sirsa Braiich at any future time in any way it pleases, on tlie understand¬ 
ing that the share of the water Grst assigned to the Patiala State under this Agree¬ 
ment shall not bo interfered with or dimijiishcd witJiout its eonseut being first 
obtained. And the expenses of such extension or alteration will be distribiiterl 
m proportion to the advantages expected to accrue from such actioii to either 
of the parties concerned under this Agreement. 

39. So long as the original construction of the I^itiala Section and .Distri¬ 
butaries sliall be in progress, it shall be the duty (ff the officers in charge to pay 
due attention to any representations of His Highness the Maharaja of Patiala 
or his officers, and to carry out their wishes as far as may be practicable or ad¬ 
visable. 
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40. In case of any difference of opinion arising between the officers of the 
Patiala State and the British Canal Officers on any matter relating to the manage¬ 
ment of the Sirsa Branch Canal and its distributaries, it shall be referred to the 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab, whose decision shall be final. If any differ¬ 
ence of opinion shall arise between the Patiala State and the Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Punjab as to the construction of this Agreement, a reference may be made 
to the Governor-General in Council, whose decision shall be final. 

41. It shall at any time be competent for the British Government to resume 
the entire management of the Patiala Distributaries, or of the irrigation in Patiala 
territory, if it shall consider that that State has not properly fulfilled the obliga¬ 
tions which attach to the discharge of the duties which will devolve on it under 
the arrangement detailed above. 

42. These obligations may be summed up as follows: — 

Complete regularity in the payment of the salaries of all persons em¬ 
ployed on the canal, and hi the provision of the funds necessary for carrying out 
the works which will be needed for its maintenance. 

If from any want of proper attention on the part of the Patiala State, the 
British Government is at any time forced to advance money for the due perform¬ 
ance of works, or payment of salaries, etc., which will properly fall on that State 
under these arrangements, then the British Government must bo understood 
tj have the right io take complete charge of the whole administration of the canal 
chamiels and irrigation coimected with the Sirsa Branch which pertain to the 
State, and to retain them under its own officers until the evil complained of be 
corrected and matters be placed on a sound footing. But in such case, out of 
the incona^ from the canal, after deducting expenses, any surplus which may 
accrue alia 11 be made ov^er to the State. 

2nd.—Uom])lete impartiality in the distribution of water from the Patiala 
Distributaries, so that the British villages adjacent thereto shall, if required, 
share the water equally with the villages of the Patiala State, also an equal ad¬ 
ministration of justice t-o all persons over whom the officers of the Patiala State 
may exercise jurisdiction, so that the subjects of the British Government shall 
be dealt with according to the same principles of law as are respected by the officers 
of the British Government. 

3r(l .—Ready ajid friendly compliance on the part of the Patiala State with 
those requests of the Punjab Government and its superior officers who have chief 
charge of the Irrigation Department in the Punjab which shall be declared by 
them to be estMmtial for the proper maintenance and satisfactory working of the 
Sirsa Branch as a whole. 

The Govorjior-General in Council will at all times be ready to receive any 
n iaeRcntatiDn from the Government of the Patiala State, if that Govermnent 
cousulkifH that ilif s[)irit of thi* present proposals is from any cause not fully acted 
up to by the ullu •era of the Punjab Government on whom the immediate duty 
of carrying Uiorn^oiit will devolve.

Agreement for the working ol the Rajpura-Bhatinda Railway by the North 
Western Railway on behalf of the Patiala Darbar, —1893. 

This Indenture made the 30th day of January 1893 between the Secretary 
of State for India in Council (hereinafter called the Secretary of State) of the one 
part and the Patiala Darbar of the other part r— 

Whereas a line of railway has been constructed in the territory of His High¬ 
ness the Maharaja of Patiala between Rajpura on the North Western railway 
and Bhatinda on the Rewari-Ferozepore railway. 

And whereas the said line of railway from Rajpura to Bhatinda with all its 
plant and machmery and serviceable working stores has been and now is in the 
hands of the North Western railway and is now being worked by them. 

And whereas the Secretary of State and the Patiala Darbar have agreed that 
the Nortli Wcst'Crn railway shall maintain and work the said lino of railway from 
Rajpura to Bhatinda u|>on, the terms and conditions hereinafter contained. 

Now this Indenture w'itnesseth and it is hereby agreed and declared as fol¬ 
lows :— 

1. The North West-ern railway ’’ means the railway worked by the Secre¬ 
tary of State and now under the control of the Manager, North Western railway, 
and any alterations and additions that may from time to time during the con¬ 
tinuance of this contract be made in or Uy the said railway by or with the sanc¬ 
tion of the »Sc‘cretary of State but not so as to include any railways or works coni- 
prised in Ihe Rajpura-Bhatinda railway ” as hereinafter defined. 

2. The Rajpura-Bliatinda railway ” means the line of railway cxtejiding 
from Raj]>ura on the North Western railway to Bhatinda on the Rewari-Feroze¬ 
pore railway with any improvements alterations and additions of whatever dc- 
ficription tliat may from time to time be made in or tn the said railway by or with 
the sanction of the Patiala Darbar luit with the exception of the telegra}>hs and 
telegrapliic ajjpliances used or to be used thereon. 

3. “The Amalgamat<*d undertaking” means “the North Western railway'' 
and the Rajpura-Bhatiuda railway " (as defined above in Sections 1 and 2 rc- 
Bpcctivoly) tHk«ui as a whole the intention being tJiat these two railways under 
tlie terms hcreinaftfT containe<l in tJiis contract should be worked together as 
if the two ccuistitutcd but a single railway, 

4. Gross receijds moan and include when not otherwise stated all receipts 
from coacliing and goods traffic and from telegraphs all sums received as rents 
and all other rocoipls usually treated as railway revenue. 

5. This agreement shall be taken to have commenced and as having come 
into force upon the thirteenth day of October 1889 and shall be subject to revi¬ 
sion from time to time and shall be and remain in force until the Slat day of De¬ 
cember 1892 and shall be terminable then or on the Ist January or the 1st July 
ip any year thereafter on six months’ previous notice in writing being given bj^ 
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cither party to this agreement to the other but without prejudice to the rights 
of either party against the other in respect of any covenant heroin contained which 
may have been previously broken. 

6. An inventory of the plant and machinery of the Rajj^ura-Bhatinda rail¬ 
way handed over as aforesaid as on the thirt,eenth day of October 1899 shall be 
made and signed by or on behalf of the Patiala Darbar and the North Western 
railway. 

7. The North Western railway shall make up and deliver to the Patiala Darbar 
an account of all such stores delivered to the North Western railway on the thir¬ 
teenth day of October 1889 and of the value of such stores the value thereof (ex¬ 
cept in those cases if any in which a different value is agreed uj)on by the Patiala 
Darbar and the North Western railway) shall be taken as entered in the accounts 
of the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway. 

8. During the continuance of this contract the North Western railway shall 
maintain the Bajpura-Bhatiiida railway and keep the same sup])licd witli rolling 
stock plant and machinery as if it were part of the North Westi'rn railway and 
shaU do aU in their power to develop the traffic on the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway 
and shall manage use and work the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway and shall convey 
traffic thereon. 

9. The Secretary of State shall bo the sole judge as to tlio standard of main¬ 
tenance to bo required and the Revenue accounts j)rovided for in S(‘ction 20 fol¬ 
lowing shall not bo considered as finally closed and made up iintil such time as 
the maintenance is certified to by the Inspecting Officer a])pointed uiid(?r the 
Indian Railways Act of 1890 or any subsisting statutory modification thereof 
as having been brought up to the standard required and the whole cost of the 
same debitable to Revenue has been duly charged off. 

10. The North Western railway shall be responsible for all accidents and for 
loss ajid damage of every kind (including claims for lost or damaged go(Kls) that 
shall occur upon the Tbijpura-Bhatinda railway except a<‘cident8 loss or damage 
caused by the failure of the permanent way or works arising from defective ori¬ 
ginal construction or caused by any extraordinary ciisualty not due to defects 
in the maintenance or working of the said Rajj>ura-Bhatinda railway by the 
North Westoni railway. The Patiala Darbar shall be r<*sponHil)le for any accident 
or damage that the North Western railway could nut have prevcJited which may 
result from any such failure of the permanejit way or works arising from dcfoc- 
tive original construction. Should any of the permanent works such as bridges 
ski-tions buildings or other works upon the Rajpura-Bhatinda raihvay fail from 
causes beyond the control of the North Western railway or sliould any extra¬ 
ordinary casualty occur the casii must be regarded as cxc('])tionHl and tln^ cost 
of construction or replacement must be charged to Ca])ital or Re-vemie or divided 
between them as may be deemed by the Secretary of State proper according to 
the circumstances of the case. 

11. All subsequent w'orks and alterations chargesble to Capital and whi(;h 
may from time to time be agreed upon between the North Western railway and 
the Patiala Darbar as necessary for the efficient working of the. Rajpura-Bhatinda 
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railway shall be carried out by the North Western railway at the expense of the 
Patiala Darbar. 

12. The Secretary of State may from time to time by notice in writing require 
the carrying out of any alteration or improvement in the Rajpura-Bhatinda rail¬ 
way or any addition thereto that may in his opinion bo necessary for the safety 
of passengers or for the safety of the public or for the effectual working of the 
Rajpura-Bhatinda railway. Such notice shall specify the alteration improve¬ 
ment or addition required and shall also in general terms describe the works to 
be executed for the purpose of carrying out such alteration improvement or addi¬ 
tion. 

13. Any moneys required by the North Western railway for any purpose 
properly chargeable to the Patiala Darbar in connection with the Rajpura-Bha¬ 
tinda railway and sanctioned under Section 10 or 11 or required by the Secretary 
of State under Section 12 shall be provided by the Patiala Darbar according to 
such arrangements as shall from time to time be made between the Patiala Darbar 
and the Secretary of State. The Patiala Darbar will also provide for the North 
Western railway any land that may at any time be required for the Rajpura- 
Bhatirda railway. The incidence of the cost of all works to be constructed shall 
be agreed upon before the work is commenced. 

14 For purposes in connection with the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway the North 
Western railway shall not acquire either absolutely or for any limited estate any 
land situate in Patiala territory or any rights or easements in over or in respect 
of any land so situate. The expression “ land ” includes as regards the operation 
of this clause buildings lands and all other hereditaments of whatever descrip¬ 
tion. This section does not apply to any land of which possession may be given 
to the North Western railway by the Patiala Darbar. 

15. During the continuance of this contract the North Western railway shall 
have entire control of the traffic working of the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway shall 
supply all staff required for the supervision and working including that for audit 
and accounts and shall 8U])ply all locomotives and other rolling-stock fuel and 
working stores required for the efficient working of the Rajpura-Bhatinda rail¬ 
way. 

16. The North Western railway shall keep the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway 
together with the plant and machinery in good repair <and good working condition 
to the satisfaction of the Secretary of State. 

17. The North Western railway shall cause to be rim on the Rajpura-Bha¬ 
tinda railway so many trains at such time at such rates of speed between such 
places and with such conveniences and accommodations as the traffic shall from 
time to time require after duly considering any recommendations or suggestions 
from the Patiala Darbar. 

18. The North Western railway shall book goods and passengers from all 
stations upon the? line of the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway to all such stations upon 
o^hcr I’ni B of railway as the North Western railway now or shall from time to 
time inti rrhunge tralfio wdtli and shall otherwise extend to the traffic on tlie Raj- 
yura-Bhatinda iviilway all privileges facilities and booking arrangements now 
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or hereafter used or enjoyed by the North AVestern railway in connetion with 
other lines of railway. 

19. The North Western railway shall charge such rates fares and tolls and 
shall make such rules conditions and arrangements in respect of the traffic on 
the said EajjDUTa-Bhatinda railway as are now in force or shall be from time to 
time within the powers of the Manager North Western railway to introduce on 
the North Western railway. Construction and Revenue stores required either 
for the North Western railway or for the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway shall be 
carried over the lines of the amalgamated undertaking at the rates and under 
the conditions in force for the time being on the North AVestern railway. 

20. All services wliich on the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway the Secretary of 
State or the Patiala Darbar shall require the North Western railway to perform 
for the Post Office the Military Department the Police Department or any other 
Department of the State or for high Government officials (including in such ser¬ 
vices the conveyance of mails as defined by the Post Office Act or Acts for the 
time being in force in India) the conveyance of Post Office servants when on duty 
the conveyance of troops and sailors Military and Naval establishments horses 
and other animals used for military purposes guns military stores and equip¬ 
ments the conveyance of police prisoners and paupers the conveyance of tele- 
gra 23 h stores instruments officers and workmen and of any public stores what¬ 
ever inclusive of stores for any other State railway shall be performed by the 
North AVestern railway on the same general conditions and at the same rates 
and under the same conditions as may for the time being be generally in force 
on the North Western railway. 

21. The North AA'estcrn railway shall record and keep in proper books full 
and particular accomrts of all its transactions and correspondence in any way 
relating to or affecting the Rajpura-Bhatmda railway or the business thereof 
or any of the matters or things included or referred to in this contract so as at 
all times to exhibit fully and truly the state of its affairs in relation thereto and 
the Patiala Darbar or any person or 2 )ersons appointed by it in that behalf shall 
at all reasonable times have free access to all the books accoimts papers and docu¬ 
ments of the North AVestern railway relating to the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway 
with power to call for or make cox)ie8 of or extracts from the same. 

22. The North AVestern railway slxall keep the following accounts in regard 
to the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway :— 

A Capital account including the stores accounts. 

A Revenue account. 

23. In the Capital account of the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway the following 
Ijarticiilars shall be entered to debit and credit respectively (that is to say)— 

To debit, 

(a) The value at cost price as shewn in the accounts of the Rajpura-Bna- 
tinda railway os and in manner aforesaid inclusive of the railway 
plant and machinery handed over to the North Western railway as 
aforesaid. 
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(6) The value as certificKi by the Patiala Darbar of all land provided by it 
after the thirteenth day of October 1889 for the purposes of the Eaj- 
pura-Bhatindla railway. 

(c) All moneys wliich shall be actually expended by the North Western rail¬ 
way with the sanction of the Patiala Darbar out of funds provided 
by it in respect of the Eajpura-Bhatinda railway upon works plant 
or machinery the cost of which is chargeable to Capital. 

{d) All such other sums (if any) as ought to be entered to debit in the Capital 
account. 

And to credit, 

(e) All such of the moneys to be received by or on behalf of the NortJi West¬ 
ern railway in respect of the Eajpura-Bhatinda railway as ought imder 
the provisions of this contract to be treated as received on account 
of Capital. 

(./) value of any land originally debited to the Capital account of which 
the North Western railway shall have been allowed to take posses¬ 
sion for the purposes of the Eajpura-Bhatinda railway and which 
shall have been subsequently relinquished. 

24. All moneys expended by the North Western railway on the Capital ac¬ 
count of the Eajpui’a-Bliatinda railway and all other expenses of the North West¬ 
ern railway in connection therewith shall from time to time be stated and sub¬ 
mitted to the Patiala Darbar. The Capital account shall from time to time be 
made up and the balance thereon ascertained and stated therein. 

25. The gross receipts of the Eajpura-Bhatinda railway are to be collected 
and treated as rccei])t8 of the North Western railway. Moneys such as shall 
arise from tlie sale of any property on any occasion other than the replacement 
of the property sold by other property of the same or a similar character shall 
be treated as received on account of Capital the residue shall be treated as received 
on account of Eevenue. Provided always that no sale of any property other 
than stores belonging to the Darbar on any occasion other than such 
replacement as aforesaid shall be made without the sanction of the Patiala 
Darbar. 

26. A Eevenue account for the Eajpura-Bhatinda railway showing the earn¬ 
ings of the line under the heads prescribed for State railways and in total the 
percentage deduction therefrom for working expenses as per paragraph 27 
following shaU be prepared by the North Western railway annually to the 
3lRt of .March* ui each year or to such other days as may at any time 
h(5 prescribed for Indian State railways and shall be regularly submitted 
by the North W ♦ stem railway to the Patiala Darbar. Every Eevenue account 
rihall be considered as settled at the expiration of three calendar months after 
the sftHi'*, shall have been submitted to the Patiala Darbar but nevertheless 
any wrr»r« which may subsequently be discovered therein shall be corrected in

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tile then next Revenue account or in- any subsequent Revenue account or 
accounts. 

27. All costs charges and expenses incurred by the North Western railway 
in connection with the maintenance management use and workmg of the Kaj- 
piira-Bhatinda railway and the conveyance of traffic thereon properly charge¬ 
able to Revenue account shall be paid out of the gross receipts of the amalga¬ 
mated undertaking and so far as possible out o) the gross reeeijits of the year* 
to which they are ])roperly attributable and in each year* there shall be deducted 
from the gross receipts of the Rajpura-Rhatinda railway fifty-five per cent, of 
such gross rcceiiits and the balance after making the said deduction shall be 
paid over tx) the Patiala .Darbar. 

Payiueuts under this clause shall be calculated at the cloise of each year, 
but pajunents on account and subject to adjustment may be made at the close 
of first half of each year. 


28. In case any question shall arise whether any expenditure incurred for 
the purposes of the amalgamated undertaking is to be treated in the wliole or 
m part as a charge incurred on Capital account or how the same is to be dealt 
with the question shall be determined on the general principle that Capital is 
to bear the cost of jiew works of additional rolling-stock plant and machinery 
and of substantial improvements of and additions old works plant and machin¬ 
ery including the cost of any temporary new work the construction of which is 
requisite for the construction of a work properly chargeable to C‘apifal and that 
subject to the provisions of paragraph 10 the cost of repairs restorations renewals 
replacements and substitutions is to be borne by Revenue. If any difference 
shall arise between the Patiala Darbar and the North Western railway as to 
whether any expenditure of tlie North Western railway is properly chargeable 
to Capital or Revenue the matter in difference shall bo referred to the decision 
of the Secretary of State. 


29. In addition to the electric telegraphs already established along or up6n 
the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway the Secretary of State may from time to time 
establish such electric telegraphs as he shall think fit along or uj)on the Rajpura- 
Bhatinda railway or any part or parts thereof or any land or works belongijig 
thereto and may maintain and work the electric telegra})hs already established 
or to be established as aforesaid as the Secretary of State shall think fit and it 
shall be lawful for the Secretary of State for such purposes or any of them to enter 
at all times by his agents workunen or others on the lands or works belonging 
thereto and to erect place maintain make do and execute thereon all such build¬ 
ings machinery works appliances acts and things as the Secretary of State shall 
consider necessary or proper in relation to the construotiou maintenance use and 
working of the said electric telegraphs. The Secretary of Stato shall be exclu¬ 
sively entitled to the possession of all buildings machinery works and appliances 
erected or brought by him under the powers conferred on him by this sectmn 
on the Rajpura-Bliatiiida railway or on any land or works belonginif thereto. 
The North Western railway shall in accordance witli the rules in force for the 
♦ As amended by Corrigendum, dated 21>th August 1927. 
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time being on State railways at all times furnish the Secretary of State with such 
free passes over the Eajpura-Bhatinda railway or any parts thereof as he shall 
require for persons employed by him in or about or in connection with the con¬ 
struction maintenance working or inspection of the electric telegraphs mentioned 
in this section or any building machinery works or appliances appertaining 
thereto, 

30. The Secretary of State will from time to time allow the North Western 
railway to have the exclusive use of any such electric telegraphs and telegraphic 
appliances as he shall from time to time consider proper to be used by the North 
Western railway for the purpose of safely or efficiently working the Rajpura- 
Bhatinda railway or any part or parts thereof. The Secretary of State will main¬ 
tain and keep in good repair and in good working condition the electric telegraphs 
and telegraphic appliances of which the North Western railway shall for the time 
being be allowed to have the use. 

31. The North Western railway shall from time to time upon demand by 
the Telegraph Dej)artment of the Secretary of State transfer to the credit of that 
Department the amoimt which shall from time to time be due for rent main¬ 
tenance and inspection of the electric telegraphs and telegraphic appliances of 
which the Secretary of State shall from time to time under the last preceding 
section have allowed to the North Western railway the exclusive use such charges 
being calculated according to the rules for the time being in force for State railway 
telegraphs. 

32. The North Western railway shall in relation to any electric telegraphs 
or telegraphic appliances of which under the 31st section of this contract it shall 
for the time being be allowed to have the use observe the rules applicable to tele¬ 
graphs and tele^aphic appliances which shall for the time being be in force in 
the case of State railway telegraphs. 

33. All correspondence connected with the working of the Bajpura-Bhatinda 
railway under any of the clauses of this agreement shall so far as the questions 
affecting principles and important matters are concerned be conducted between 
the Manager, North Westeni railway for the time being and the Patiala Darbar 
through the medium of the Secretary to the Government of the Punjab in the 
Public Works Department but in ordinary matters the Patiala Darbar shall if 
it desires to do so correspond with the Manager, North W^estern railway direct 
through its own officials. 

34. The Patiala Darbar shall with all reasonable speed comply with all such 
requirements as the Secretary of State shall from time to time make in accordance 
with this contract. 

35. If there shall be any breach (whether by act or omission or <lefault) on 
the part of the North Western railway or of the Patiala Darbar of any of the sti¬ 
pulations or provisions of this contract performed or observed and the North 
Western railway or the Patiala Darbar respectively shall fail to remedy effect¬ 
ually any such breach as aforesaid within six calendar months after notice in 
writing to remedy Uie same shall have been given to the Patiala Darbar or the 
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North Western railway respectively the Secretary of State may on or at any time 
after the expiration of the six calendar months aforesaid determine this contract 
hy giving to the Norfch Western railway or the Patiala Darhar as the case may 
be notice in writing of such determination. 

36. Upon the determination of this contract under either of the two Sections 
5 or 35 or by effluxion of time the North Western railway shall give to the Patiala 
Darbar possession of the Eajpura-Bhatinda railway together with the plant and 
machinery belonging thereto and all stores in hand or in course of delivery on 
the day of the determination of the contract and all plans books surveys sections 
printuigs waitings and documents whatsoever in any wise connected with the 
Eajpura-Bhatinda railway and all other property (if any) belonging or apper¬ 
taining thereto and shall pay to the Patiala Darbar all moneys in the possession 
of the North Western railway on accoimt of the Eajpura-Bhatinda railway. And 
after such possession shall have been given and after all moneys which under 
this contract sliall have become payable to the Patiala Darbar shall have been 
duly paid the Patiala Darbar shall be bound to indemnify the North Western 
railway its property and effects against all such debts and liabilities (if any) as 
it may have incurred on behalf of the Eajpura-Bhatinda railway and which shall 
be then subsisting. 

37. Upon the termination of this contract the working stores appertaining 
to the Eajpura-Bhatinda railway which may have been provided by the North 
Western railway shall if the North Western railway so desire be taken over by 
the Patiala Darbar at a valuation to be determined by mutual agreement or if 
necessary by arbitration. 

38. In the event of any difference of opinion arising upon any of the terms 
of this agreement ])etween the Patiala Darbar and the North Western railway 
the matter shaU be referred through the Punjab Government to the Government 
of India whose decision shall be final and binding on all parties.

Postal Convention for the Exchange of correspondence, parcels, insured 
and VALUE-PAYABLE ARTICLES and MONEY ORDERS, between the Imperial 
Post Office of British India and the Post Offices in the territories 
of His Highness IMaharaja Sir Eajendar Singh, G.C.S.I., Chief of Pati¬ 
ala,—1900. 

Article 1. 

There shall be a mutual exchange of correspondence, parcels and money orders 
between the Imperial Post Office of British India, hereinafter termed the ‘‘ Impe¬ 
rial Post,” and the Post Offices in the territories of His Highness the Maharaja 
of Patiala, hereinafter termed the “ Patiala State Post.” This exchange, which 
shall also include registered, insured and value-iiayable articles, shall be gov¬ 
erned by the rules given in the Indian Postal Guide for the time being. The 
term ‘‘ correspondence ” shall include letters, post-cards, newspaper and book 
and pattern packets. 

Article 2. 

Certain selected Post Offices in British India and in the Patiala State shall 
be placed in postal communication with one another, that is, they shall bo author¬ 
ised to exchange mail bags containing registered and imrcgistered correspond¬ 
ence and ordinary parcels, but not insured or value-payable parcels or money 
orders. Some of these offices shall be constituted Offices of Exchange on the 
side of British India and on the side of the Patiala State, and these offices shaU 
be the sole medium of exchange for insured and value-payable articles and money 
orders, and shall alone be entrusted with the duty of preparing the accoimts re 
suiting from the exchange of money orders. 

Article 3. 

Indian postage stamps, post-cards and embossed envelopes, overprinted with 
the words “ Patiala State,” shall be supplied on indent by the Government oi 
India to the Patiala State at cost price. They shall be sold by the Patiala State 
to the public at the value marked on each postage stamp, post-card or embossed 
envelope. Indian postage stamps, post-cards and embossed cnveloj>es, over 
printed with the word Service ” in addition to the words “ Patiala State,” shall 
also be supplied on indent by the Government of India to the Patiala State, at 
cost price, and these overprinted stamps shall bo used solely for the purpose of 
prepaying correspondence on the service of the Patiala State posted in that St^ite 

Article 4. 

These overprinted postage stamps, post-cards and embossed envelopes, over¬ 
printed with the words “ Patiala State,” shall alone bo used in the Patiala vState 
for the prepayment of inland correspondence, and they shall be recognised by 
the Imperial Post only when attached to inland correspondence, posted within 
the limits of the State of Patiala, 
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Article 5. 

The rates of postage, fees, or commission charged by the Patiala State Post 
on all classes of correspondence, paid and unpaid, registered and unregistered, 
insured and value-payable, on all parcels, and on all money orders shall not be 
in excess of the rates charged by the Imperial Post. 


Article 6. 

Responsibility for articles insured and for payment of com])ensation under 
the rules given in the Indian Postal Guide for the time being shall rest with the 
Imperial Post Office, while the articles concerned are in its custody ; and with 
the Patiala State, while the articles concerned are in its custody. 


Article 7. 

Articles of all kinds superscribed “ On Postal Service ” and franked by the 
signature and official designation of an officer of the Imperial Post or an officel 
of the Patiala State Post shall be exchanged free of all charge as respects postage. 


Article 8. 

The Government of India shall bear the cost of conveying mails within the 
limits of British territory, and the Patiala Darbar shall bear the cost of convey¬ 
ing mails within the limits of the State of Patiala. But the Imperial Post sliall 
be entitled to the free conveyance of mails over jiostal lines in the Patiala State, 
whether such mails be intended for transmission to a Patiala State Post Office 
or an Imperial Post Office, and similarly the Patiala State Post shall be entitled 
to the free conveyance of mails over Imperial postal hues, whether such mails 
be intended for transmission to an Imperial Post Office or a Patiala State Post 
Office. 

Article 9. 

Inland correspondence, registered and unregistered, received from the Patiala 
State Post, fully prepaid with the overprinted postage stamps described in Article 
3 (including correspondence prepaid by Patiala State service stamps), shall be 
delivered in British India free of all charge on account of postage. 

Article 10. 

Inland correspondence receive^l from the Patiala State Post, not fully pre¬ 
paid wifh tlie ov'erprinted postage starnjis described in Article 3, shall be treated 
by the Imperial Post as though originally posted in British India, and cliarged 
on delivery with the usual rates for inland unpaid postage, which shall be retained 
by the Imjierial Post. 

Article 11. 

Fully prepaid inland corres]>ondence, registered anrl unregistered (includ¬ 
ing correspondence prepaid by service stamjis), transferred by the Im})erial Post, 
shall be delivered by the Patiaja 8tat(i Post free of all charge on account of post- 
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Article 12. 



On inland correspondence, not fully prepaid, transferred by the Imperial 
Post for delivery through the Patiala State Post, the latter shall retain the postage 
it realizes. ^ 


Article 13. 


Unclaimed and refused inland correspondence shall be exchanged in both 
directions, but the exchange shall bo accompanied by no accounts. 


Article 14. 

Fully prepaid foreign correspondence, addressed to any place in the Patiala 
State, shall be deli vet.-d by the Patiala State Post free of all charges on account 
of postage; but if such corrcsjiondcuce bo unpaid or insufficiently paid, it shall 
be delivered o.n payment of the amount (axed thereon by the Imperial Post, and the 
amount so collected shall be remitted to the Imperial Offices of Exchange -{Delhi, 
Ferozepore, Umballa). 

Article 15. 

On foreign correspondence po.sted in the Patiala State postage can be prepaid 
only by means of Imperial postage stamps not bearing the over-print “ Patiala 
State.” Postage stamps, overprinted with the words “ Patiala State,” shall not 
be recognized in jiayment of postage on foreign correspondence. 

Article 16. 

Prepayment of inland parcel postage between the Imperial Post and the 
Patiala State Post, in both directions, shall be compulsory. 

Article 17. 

Diland parcels, received from the Patiala State Post, shall be delivered in 
British India free of all charge on account of postage. 

Article 18. 

Inland parcels, transferred by the Imperial Post for delivery through the 
Patiala State Post, shall be delivered free of all charge on account of ])ostaj/e. 

Article 19. 

Fully prepaid foreign parcels, addressed to any place in the Patiala State, 
shall be delivered by the Patiala State Post free of all charge on account of jiostage ; 
but if such parcels be unpaid, they shall be delivered on payment of the amount 
taxed thereon by the hnpei ial Post, and the amount so collected shall be remitted 
to (he Imperial Offices of Exchange (Delhi, Ferozepore, Umballa). 

Article 20. 

Prepayment of postage, at the rates published in the Indian Postal Guide 
is compulsory in tlie case of all foreign parcels posted in Patiala. The postage 
so coUected shall be remitted to the Imperial Offices of Exchange (DeUii Feroze^ 

pore, ^ 
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Articie 21. 



The Imperial inland money order rules, as given in the Indian Postal Guide 
for the time being, shall be adopted by the Patiala State Post, and the Imperial 
inland form of money order application shall be used. 


Article 22. 

Money orders, issued by the Patiala State Post for payment in British India, 
shall all be sent by the Bazar, Narnaul, Govindgarh, Patiala Offices of Exchange 
to the Imperial Offices of Exchange (Delhi, Ferozepore, Umballa). Such money 
orders shall be paid in fuU in British India free of all charges and without deduc¬ 
tion on any account whatsoever. 


Article 23. 

Money orders, issued by the Imperial Post for payment by the Patiala State 
Post, shall be transferred to the Bazar, Narnaul, Govindgarh, Patiala Offices 
of Exchange by the Imperial Offices of Exchange (Delhi, Ferozepore, Umballa). 
Such money orders shall be paid in full in the Patiala State free of all charges and 
without deduction on any account whatsoever. 

Article 24. 

The postal administration which collects the money from remitters of money 
orders shall account to the administration which pays them for the total amount 
of the orders issued in each month, together with one-half per cent, additional 
on the monthly total by way of commission. 

Article 25. 

A monthly account current showing the amount to be credited to the Patiala 
State on account of money orders paid by the Patiala State Post and the amoimt 
to be debited to the Patiala State on account of money orders issued by the Patiala 
State Post shall be rendered by the Imperial Offices of Exchange (Umballa), to 
the Patiala Office of Exchange. If the balance of this account is m favour of the 
Patiala State Post, it shall be paid at once by the Imperial Offices of Exchange 
(Umballa), and if it is in favour of the Imperial Post, it shall be paid by the Patiala 
Offices of Exchange immediately after the monthly account current is rendered. 

Article 26. 

The Director General of the Post Office of India and the Patiala Darbar shall 
have authority to draw up, in direct communication with one another, detailed 
regulations for giving effect to this Convention, and to settle all matters of detail 
and j)rocedure connected with the exchange of articles between the Imperial 
Post and the Patiala State Post, including the selection of Post Offices, situated 
in British India or in the Patiala State, between which postal communication shall 
be nmintained. The detailed regulations so drawn up shall bo subject to such 
modification as may, from time to time, be mutually agreed to by the said author¬ 
ities.

Agreement entered into between the British Government and His Highness 
the Maharaja of Patiala for the introduction of definite arrangements 
for the effective control and discipline of the Patiala Imperial Service 
Troops when serving beyond the frontier of the Patiala State, —1900. 
Whereas His Highness Maharaja Sir Bajindar Singh, Bahadur, G.C.S.I., Chief 
of Patiala, maintains a force of Imperial Service Troops for the purpose of co¬ 
operating, if need be, in the defence the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Patiala State, 
when associated with troops of the British Army, should be under the orders of 
the Officer Commanding tlie combined forces, and subject to the like idificipline 
and control as the officers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s Indian Army, and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a 
British Officer should be appointed to comniand any corps of Imperial Service 
Troops, though British officers are empioyed in order to instruct and inspect the 
said troops, 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India of the one part 
and His Highness the Maharaja ot Patiala of tie other, as follows, namely— 

1. WTienever the said troops or any .portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall he attached to the coininand and under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force in which they 
1 V 
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are empioyed, and such officer shall, by virtue of this agreement, be authorised 
to administer in respect to the said troops, so serving, the military laws and regu¬ 
lations to which they are subject under the laws of the said State, and for that 
purpose and for the due preservation of discipline among the same, to convene 
all such Courts, and to issue all such orders, and to pass aU such judgments and 
sentences, and generally to exercise all such authority as may be lawfully convened, 
issued, passed and exercised by the authorities of the Patiala State, when the said 
troops are serving within the territorial limits of the said State : Provided always 
that the execution of every sentence so passed in British territory shall be carried 
out under the orders of His Highness the Maharaja of Patiala or of some person 
to whom the requisite authority has been delegated by him. 

2. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her 
Majesty’s Forces, the said Maharaja of Patiala has embodied in the disciplinary 
law of his State, applicable to the said Imperial Service Troops when employed 
on active service either within or without British India, the provisions, muMis 
mutandis, of the Indian Articles of War for the time being in force. The due ap¬ 
plication and enforcement of the said provisions in respect of the Imperial Service 
Troops aforesaid shall be carried out under the authority of the Officer Command¬ 
ing the District, Contingent or Force aforesaid.

Final Working Agreement of Sirhind Canal between the Imperial Govern¬ 
ment and the Signatory States, — 1903. 


Convention and Working Agreement. 

Details of superintendence, powers of local officers, and other matters connected with 
the management of the main channels of the Patiala Branches, Sirhind Canal, 
and their con'nected works which require to be settled by the Punjab Government 
with the States concerned, subject to the confirmation of the Supreme Government 
under Clause 27 of the Terms of Agreement of 1873 regarding the Sirhind Canal, 

1. The Patiala Branches of the Sirhind Canal and their connected works 
wiU form one Executive charge hereinafter called the Patiala Division, Sirhind 
Canal, and the Establishment of the said Division will, as laid down in Clause 
25 of the Terms of Agreement, work entirely under the orders of the British Govern¬ 
ment. 

2. The Division will comprise two Sub-Divisions, as under:—

3. The Establishment to be employed in the Patiala Division will be of the 
strength shown in the appended Schedule, which is estimated to cost Rs. 3,175 
(three thousand one hundred and seventy-five) per mensem at the average rates 
of salary adopted in the Schedules of Establishment for the Irrigation Depart¬ 
ment of the Punjab. The actual cost will vary with the grades of the Officers 
employed. Travelling allowances and contingent expenses will be an additional 
charge. The strength of the Establishment may be altered from time to time by 
the British Government in accordance with requirements, and the actual cost 
will be borne by the Signatory States in the proportions of their respective shares 
viz .:—

Further charges will also be made to the States on account of Direction and Leave 
and Pension Allowances which will be calculated in accordance with the. general 
rules for the time being in force for regulating the distribution of such charges.

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4. The Hmits within wMch the Establishment of the Patiala Division will 
work upon the Patiala Branches, are the boundaries of land taken up for the said 
Branches and their connected works. Within these limits the provisions of the 
Canal Act which may for the time being be in force in the Punjab, will be held to 
apply, and offenders against Canal regulations will be treated in accordance with 
the provisions of Clause 28 of the Terms of Agreement for the Sirhind Canal. 

5. The Officers of the Patiala Division will also have power to enter on land 
outside the limits or boundaries of the Patiala Branches in case of any accident 
happening or being apprehended to any of the said Branches or their connected 
works, and to execute all works which may in their opinion be necessary for the 
purpose of repairing or preventing such accident. Compensation will in every 
such case be tendered to the proprietors or occupiers of the said lands for all dam¬ 
ages done to the same, and if such tender be not accepted, the matter will be 
referred to the State which owns the said lands, in order that compensation may 
be awarded in accordance with Clause 7 of the Terms of Agreement for the Sirhind 
Canal. 

6. The Officers of either of the Signatory States will in like manner have power 
to enter on lands outside the limits or boundaries of any Distributary owned by 
such States in case of any accident happening or being apprehended to the said 
Distributary, and to execute all works which may be necessary for the repair 
or prevention of such accident, whether the lands in question belong to the British 
Government or to any other Signat<>ry State. Compensation will in every such 
case be tendered to the proprietors or occupiers of the said lands for all damages 
done to the same ; and if such tender be not accepted, the matter shall be refer¬ 
red to the British Government or to the State concerned, as the case may be, for 
disposal in accordance with Article 7 of the Terms of Agreement. 

7. In order to ensure the distribution of the available supply in proportion 
to the respective shares of the Signatory States, and to guard against breaches 
in the lower portions of the Branches which would result from the sudden closure 
of the upper Distributaries, tlie entire control of the supply entering the heads 
of the Patiala Branches will rest with the Officers of the Patiala Division, provided 
that the control of the supply entering the head of any Distributary may, with 
the approval of the Local Government, rest with the State to which the Distribu¬ 
tary belongs, if it be known that the State possesses such an Establishment as 
will enable it to satisfactorily comply with the following indispensable conditions 

(а) The supply in the Distributary shall never exceed a certain maximum 
gauge which will be determined from time to time by the Executive Engineer, 
Patiala Division. 

(б) During periods of insufficient supply the Distributary shall be closed com¬ 
pletely and so as to avoid leakage at the head for such periods as may be pro¬ 
scribed by the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division. 

(c) In the event of a broach in the Distributary or of a sudden cessation in the 
demand, the supply entering the head shall not be shut off to such an exti^nt as 
may cause a rise of the supply on the Canal gauge next below the head of the Dis- 
■^ributary in excess of the Umit which may be from time to time prescribed by 
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Engineer, Patiala Division. Should a further reduction of the 
supply be required, the person in charge of the regulation shall report at once to 
the nearest Canal subordinate, and await his instructions or a lowering of the 
supply. 

{d) The person in charge of the regulation of the supply to a Distributary shall 
maintain a correct record of the gauges in the head reach of the Distributary ' 
and of the Canal gauges in the vicinity, when these are not recorded by a servant 
of the Executive Engineer’s Establishment. Copies of the gauge registers shall 
be sent daily to the Executive Engineer, and the register shall be at all times avail¬ 
able for the inspection of the Executive Engineer and his subordinate officers. 

8. If the regulation of the supply entering a Distributary be not carried on 
in strict accordance with the conditions prescribed in the preceding article, the 
Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, will at once report the matter to the State 
concerned, and if the State fail to notice his representation or to make satisfactory 
arrangements for more efficient regulation, the Executive Engineer shall resume 
the regulation of the supply to all the Distributaries owned by the State concerned, 
or to as many of them as he may consider necessary. In all such cases a report 
of the circumstances shall be made by the Executive Engineer to the Chief En¬ 
gineer, through the Superintending Engineer of the Circle. The orders of Chief 
Engineer shall be final, and in the event of the Executive Engineer’s action 
being confirmed the control of the supply to the Distributaries concerned shall not 
be restored to the State without his permission. 

9. The requirements of the State in each of their respective Distributaries 
will be communicated to the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, at suitable 
intervals in the form of a requisition or indent, stating the depths of water and cor¬ 
responding supplies required at the head of each Distributary. If sufficient water 
be available, the Executive Engineer will pass into each Branch the full supply 
required to meet all indents in full. If the supply be insufficient, he will either 
reduce the supplies or depths asked for in each Branch, so as to give to each its 
proper share of the actual supply, or he will arrange to close or reduce the supply 
to one or more Branches for a suitable interval, and in rotation so as to run the 
others with the full supply indented for, or as near to the indent as may be practi¬ 
cable. The method to be adopted in the distribution of the supply between the 
Branches will depend on the exigencies of the irrigation and the wishes of the 
States concerned, which the Executive Engineer will consult as far as possible. 

10. When the supply available is not sufficient to meet all indents in full, the 
Executive Engineer will scrutinize the indents submitted by each State, and when 
necessary will make such a reduction in the aggregate indent of either of them as 
may bring it within the limit of the established proportion of the available supply 
to which it is entitled, viz ,: —

in the same manner as laid down in Clause 20 of the Terms of Agreement for the 
distribution of supplies between the British and Patiala Branches. 
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ri. Eediictions of indents under the preceding articles will not, as a rule, 
be made in the quantity of water applied for in particular Distributaries 
(except when these quantities will cause an excess of the maximum permissible 
gauge), but in the time during which the Distributaries shall be permitted to re¬ 
main open. Thus if the aggregate indent of a State amoimts to 200 cubic feet 
for a period of ten days and the supply available will allow 160 cubic feet only, 
the Distributaries may be run to the full extent of the indent for eight days, and 
closed during two. The Executive Engineer will determine and intimate to the 
States the necessary durations of such closures. 

12. The distribution of the supply for each indent period must be settled 
on its own basis, and the fact of a State having indented for less than its full share 
in previous periods will not entitle it to more than its due share in a given period. 
Similarly, if a State does not take it»s full or sanctioned share in any day of a period, 
it will not on this accoimt be entitled to more than its share on any other day 
durhig the same period. 


Note. —This article relates only to cases in which a State has not taken on a particular 
day or for a particular ])eriocl the full gauge allowed by the Executive Engineer. It will not 
affect the arrangement of closures ordered by the Executive Engineer, under which a State may 
be given less than its share for one daj" or period, and more than its share for a subsequent 
day or period. 


13. The Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, will, as soon as possible after 
the receipt of an indent, inform the State concerned of the orders passed thereon, 
and of the reasons for any modifications or reductions. In such orders the partic¬ 
ular days or periods during which closures of particular Distributaries are to be 
enforced should be clearly stated. 

14. The gauge registers for the heads of the several Distributaries will be held 
to give authorit-ative data for calculating the quantity supplied to them, subject 
however to such tests and verification as the Executive Engineer may deem neces¬ 
sary. 

15. These gauge registers will be carefully maintained in bound books by 
the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, and will show for each day— 

(а) The gauge indented for and that allowed by the Executive Engineer on 
the State indent, when the indent has been modified. 

(б) The actual gauge readings in the Branch and in the Distributary imme¬ 
diately above and below the head of the Distributary, and in all cases in which 
the heads have been supplied with gates and rack gearing, the actual heiglit of 
the gate opening. 

(o) The volume discharged. 

(d) The reasons for the allowed indents not being complied with in fuH. 

At the close of each month the daily discharges will be totalled, 

16. In another bound book the total discharges of the Distributaries for each 
month will be abstracted and compared with the total or daily discharges at the 
head of the Patiala Branch (First Feeder), and with the discharge to which each 
State would be entitled at the established proportion, after deducting for loss 
in the Branches. For this purpose the Distributaries belonging to each State 
will be grouped together, and the aggregate of their discharges shown. Differ* 
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between the actual discharges and those calculated on the established pro¬ 
portions will be duly explained. 

17. A copy of this monthly abstract will be sent by the Executive Engineer, 
Patiala Division, to the Superintending Engineer of the Circle as soon as possible 
after the close of each month, and it wiU be the duty of the Superintending Engi¬ 
neer to scrutinize these returns carefully, and to satisfy himself that the principle 
of proportionate distribution is attended to by the Executive Engineer. The 
Executive Engineer will also send a copy to each of the Signatory States if re¬ 
quested to do so. 

18. Complaints on the part of a Signatory State regarding the distribution 
of water will be addressed to the Superintending Engineer of the Circle and sent 
through the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, who in forwarding the com¬ 
plaint will attach his explanation to it. The Superintending Engineer will com¬ 
municate his decision on the subject to the State and an appeal will lie to 
the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab under Clause 43 of the Terms of 
Agreement. 

19. The Officers of the Patiala Division will have power to observe discharges 
in the Distributaries of the Signatory States, and to do all things needful to as¬ 
certain the volumes of water passing into the said Distributaries. The States to 
whom the Distributaries belong will be bound to provide funds for the construc¬ 
tion of discharge sites, gauges, and any other works which the Executive Engineer, 
Patiala Division, may consider necessary for the actual measurement of the said 
discharges. 

20. The Signatory States will be bound to make arrangements for the supply 
of labour for urgent works, delay in the execution of which would endanger the 
safety or efficiency of the Patiala Branches. The names of the villages which are 
to supply labour, the number of labourers to be supplied by each village, the names 
of the responsible persons, who shall be addressed when labour is required to be 
collected, the rate of wages, and other details will be settled by the States in com¬ 
munication with the Superintending Engineer of the Circle, and the arrangements 
will be such as will ensure the labour being promptly supplied on the requisition 
of the Executive Engineer of the Patiala Division, or of the Sub-Divisional 
Officers. 

21. British villages commanded by the Distributaries of a Signatory State 
wiU be entitled to a share of the supply sufficient for the irrigation of the same 
percentage of the area commanded as may be allowed in other villages on the same 
Distributaries, subject to the following conditions:— 

(а) The regular payment of all charges for water supplied whether for irriga¬ 
tion or other purposes, subject to the conditions of Article 23 of this Convention. 

(б) The due observance of such rules and regulations for the distribution of 
the supply, maintenance of watercourses, etc., as may be made by the State, and 
are in accordance with the Canal Act and Rules passed under it. 

(c) Abstention from wilful or malicious damage to the State Distribu¬ 
tary or its connected works, or from interference with the officers or servants 
of the State in the discharge of their legitimate duties. 
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(d) The supply of a fair ard reasouabfe number of labourers in the event of a 
breach of the banks of the Distributary or other accident within the boundaries 
of the villages concerned. 

In the event of either of these conditions not being fully complied with, the 
State owning the Distributary may make a representation on the subject to the 
Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, who will at once proceed to enquire into 
the matter and will pass such orders as may be appropriate. Cases of offences 
under Section /O of the Canal Act will be tried by the Executive Engineer in his 
capacity as a Canal Magistrate under that section. 

In the event of a general or persistent disregard of the above conditions the 
State concerned may, after communication with the Executive Engineer, re¬ 
duce or withdraw the supply assigned to the village in question, provided that 
the supply shall not be reduced or withdrawn during the currency of a crop, and 
that no outlet shall be closed or removed for a longer period than one year or two 
harvests without the concurrence of the Local Government. 

22. The Executive Engineer wiU be the medium for all communications on 
matters relating to the Canal between the States and the British villages irrigated 
from the Patiala Branches. The States will address him when they find reason 
to complain regarding the action of the villagers, and he will take such action as 
may appear necessary in each case, keeping the States informed of the final orders 
passed by him. Similarly, complaints on the part of the villagers will be address¬ 
ed to him, and he will, after due investigation, send on to the States concerned 
cases which appear to require action on the part of the State ; the final orders 
passed by the State in each case will be communicated to him. 

23. The charges for water supplied to British villages from the Patiala Bran¬ 
ches, whether for irrigation or for other purposes, are not to exceed the charges 
which are leviable under the schedule of rates in force on the British Branches 
for water supplied from those Branches to viUages of the British and Signatory 
States. The Superintending Engineer of the Circle will supply each State mih 
a schedule of the rates in force on the British Branches for irrigation from Canals 
and Escapes, and for supply of water for other purposes, and wiU communicate 
any alterations in the said schedule that may from time to time be sanctioned by 
the British Government. 

24. The Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, wtJI be the sole Agent through 
whom the sums due from British villages irrigated from the Patiala Branches are 
to be recovered, and the States will refrain from attempting to collect money 
direct from the inhabitants of British villages, except as provided in Article 26 
of this Convention. 

25. The procedure for the recovery of water-rates on account of irrigation 
it Biitish villages from the Patiala Branches will be as follows• 

(a) U the measurements of the land irrigated are made by the officials of a 
Signatory State, it will bo the duty of these officials to inform the Executive En¬ 
gineer, Patiala Division, of the dates on which the measurements will be made. 
The Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, will then give due information to the 
Deputy ConuniBsiouerB of the Districts concerned, who will issue orders to the 
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Lambardars and Patwaris to attend the measuring parties. On completion of the 
measurements the official of the State will hand over the “ parchas to the Lam¬ 
bardars for distribution to the villagers and make out the Demand Statements, 
which will be forwarded through the Executive Engineer, Patiala Divi«o^, to the 
Deputy Commissioners of the Districts concerned, who will collect the revenue 
as assessed. 

(6) The villagers may lodge any complaints within the prescribed period either 
with State officials or with the Ex^^outive Engineer, Patiala Division, or with the 
Deputy Commissioner. The two latter officers will forward any objections so 
received to thc^ State for due inquiry. If remissions be granted, the State officials 
'will forward the usual Remission Statements, through the Executive Engineer, 
Patiala Division, to the Deputy Commissioner, who will take the necessary action. 
The amount due as fees to Lambardars which shall equal 3 per cent, on the amoimt 
to be collected, will be shown on the “ Bdiataimis ’’ which wiU be forwarded through 
the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, to the Deputy Commissioner. The 
Deputy Commissioner will, after making the necessary deductions on this account, 
remit the balance of the demand to the several States concerned. 

No retrenchment will be made by any Signatory State from the amoimts due 
as fees to Lambardars on account of non-fulfilment of the conditions laid down in 
Rule 37, passed under Act VIII of 1873, but the State will duly report to the 
Deputy Commissioner, through the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, cases in 
which those conditions have not been complied with to its satisfaction, and the 
Deputy Commissioner will take such action as he may consider necessary, of which 
the States concerned will be duly informed. 

(c) The Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, will, if requested to do so by 
a Signatory State, undertake to record and measure the irrigation in British vil¬ 
lages, from the Patiala Branches, subject to such conditions as regards payment 
by the State of the cost of the Establishment required and other matters as may 
be approved by the Punjab Government. 

(d) The Pmijab Government reserves to itself the right of deputing Patwsris 
to attend the State measurements in British villages irrigated from the Patiala 
Branches, who will take a copy of the State Khasra or measurement paper, will 
make out the Demand Statements and prepare and distribute the “ parchas.’* 
In this case the procedure prescribed in Clauses (a) and (6) will be so far modified 
that the State officials will not make out the “ parchas ” or the Demand Statements, 
but will merely forward to the Deputy Commissioner through the Executive 
Engineer, Patiala Division, an abstract of the demand, or “ Jaraabandi ” for 
each village, while in addition to the deduction for Lambardars’ fees of 3 per cent, 
on the amount to be collected, a further deduction of 2 per cent, will be made for 
the remuneration of the Patwaris employed. 

26. Demand Statements for the recovery of charges other than water rates 
from British villages irrigated from the Patiala Branches will be sent by the States 
to the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, who after satisfying himself of their 
correctness, will forward them to the Deputy Commissioner of the District con¬ 
cerned for realization, provided that in cAses in which the villagers do not dispute 
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the claim, they shall be permitted to pay such demands to the officials of the State 
concerned. All amounts collected by the Deputy Commissioner on account of 
<diarge8 other than, water-rates shall be remitted to the Signatoiy States connected 
in the o^ine way as provided in the case of water-rates. 

27. The Signatory States will, after the close of each year ending 31 st March, 
forward through the Political Agent, Phulkian States, to the Superintending 
Engineer, Sirhind Canal, for inclusion in the annual Kevenue Keport of that canal, 
statistical returns showing the working of the Distributaries of the Patiala 
Branches, during the past year in the respective States. 


The returns will be in such forms, will contain such information, and will be 
forwarded on such dates as may from time to time be prescribed by the Punjab 
Government. In like manner the Punjab Government will forward to the Signa¬ 
tory States similar returns and annual reports relating to the British Branches 
and Distributaries. 


28. The foregoing stipulations will remain in force until modified or added 
to with the consent of the Punjab Government on the one part, and the Signatory 
States concerned on the other part. It will be open to the Punjab Government 
and to any one or more of the Signatory States to propose such modifications 
and additions as may from time to time be found desirable, provided that they shall 
be binding only on the assenting parties and shall not be prejudicial to the inter¬ 
ests of any non-assenting Signatory State.

Agreement between the British Government and His Highness the Maharaja 
of Patiala for the lease of land for a Drainage Outfall, —1910. 

This agreement made the eighteenth day of March one thousand nine hundred 
and ten between the British Government (hereinafter called the Lessor) of the 
one part and His Highness Maharaja Bhupindar Singh, Chief of Patiala (herein¬ 
after called the Lessee which expression shall include his successor or successors 
and assigns) of the other part : Whereby the Lessor lets and the Lessee takes 
subject to the following terms and conditions all those plots or pieces of land 
situated in the villages of Drola Drauli Main and Tulwal in the Kaithal Tahsil of 
the District of Karnal in the Punjab being in admeasurement about 58 acres 
and 1 rood and being delineated and coloured green on the plan* hereto 
annexed and signed by the parties. 

1. The Tenancy shall commence from the date of this agreement and shall be 
from year to year until determined by either party giving to the otlier not less than 
six months’ notice in writing. 

2. The rent shall be calculated at the rate of 4 per cent, per aTiniim on the total 
expenditure incurred by the Lessor in acquiring the lands and shall be payable 
for each year on the first day of January of the next succeeding year. The Lessee 
also agrees to pay rent at the above rate for the period he has been in possession 
of the said lands or any portion thereof previous to the execution of this lease. 

3. The Lessee will construct and maintain at his own expense such crossings 
over the said lands as may be deemed necessary by the Lessor. 

4. The Lessee will use the said lands for the purpose of a drainage outfall of 
the city of Patiala and for no other purpose.

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5. If and whenever the rent shall be in arrears for thirty days or if and when¬ 
ever there shall be a non-observance of any of the stipulations on the part of the 
Lessee herein contained the Lessor may re-enter upon the said lands or any part 
thereof and may repossess the same.

I, Maharaja Sir Bhupendra Singh, G.C.I.E., Maharaja of Patiala, hereby cede 
to the British Government full and exclusive power and jurisdiction of every kind 
over the lands in the said State which are, or may hereafter be, occupied between 
Ambala and Ludhiana by the main line of the North Western Railway (includ¬ 
ing all lands occupied for stations, for out-buildings and for other railway purposes), 
and over all persons and things whatsoever witliiu the said lands for as long as 
these lands are used for the legitimate purposes of the Railway only.

Terms of AQREEM:E^rT amending Articles 27, 28 and 29 of the Agreement, dated 
29th August 1893, between the British Government and the Patiala State, 
regarding the Sirsa Branch of the Western Jumna Canal, lOth February 
1926. 


Explanatory Notes. 

27. Careful discharge observations 
will be made at the points where the 
supply is gauged for the purpose of 
arriving at the shares due to the Patiala 
State and the actual supplies passed to 
it by the British Canal Officer. Such 
discharge observations should as far as 
possible be observed at least once every 
month. The Patiala State Agent shall 
receive timely notice of the dates on 
which it is proposed to take these dis¬ 
charges and shall have the option of 
taking part in the observations. The 
results shall be intimated to the Patiala 
State Agent whether he is present at 
the observations or not. 

28. Under the arrangement propos¬ 
ed, the distribution between the Patiala 
Distributaries of the fuU supply due 
to them as a whole will be effected in 
accordance with the instructions of the 
Patiala Canal Agent, to which full 
effect will be given, as long as they will 
not involve an excess over the total 
allotment. 

This provision is very necessary. 
During the Rabi especially the Branch 
will very often run with supplies barely 
sufficient for more than one or two 
Rajbahas, and a system of Rajbaha 
tatik will be obligatory. 

Suppose the Patiala Distributaries to 
be entitled to 33’3 per cent, or one-third 
of the total supply. As long as 
Sirsa Branch is running its full supply 
of 1,200 cubic feet per second, the Patiala 
Distributaries would be entitled to a 
constant supply of 400 cubic feet. 


Articles of Agreement. 

27. Gauges shall be fixed at the 
three points in the Sirsa Branch 
referred to in Article 26, and their 
registered readings shall be held to 
give authoritative data for the deter¬ 
mination of the percentage of the 
whole supply entering the Branch 
which is passed into the Patiala 
Distributaries. 


28. The regulation of the water 
passing into the heads of the Patiala 
Distributaries shall be entirely under 
the control of the British Canal 
Officer in charge of the Sirsa Branch. 
The requirements of each Distribu¬ 
tary shall bo communicated from 
time to time by an Agent appointed 
by the Patiala State for this purpose, 
and the British Canal Officer shall 
comply with these requirements, pro¬ 
vided that they are within the limits 
of the supply to which the Patiala 
Distributaries may at the time bo 
entitled under Article 25. 

But in seasons of short supply it 
shall bo optional for the British 
Canal Officer to pass into the Patiala 
Distributaries intermittent supply in 
excess of the percentage due to them 
and to shut off the supply either 
partially or entirely during the in- 
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But if the whole supply to the Branch 
fell to 400 cubic feet per second, it would 
be better to pass the whole 400 feet into 
the Patiala Distributaries for four days 
out of twelve, closing them entirely on 
the remaining eight, than to allow them 
to run constantly with a supply of only 
133 cubic feet per second. 

During the period of Eotational 
Turns, the Sirsa Branch shall be opened 
and closed at or about 7 p.m. of the 
day previous to that shown on the 
Rotational Turn programme. 

The calculation of shares due and 
discharge passed to the Patiala Distri¬ 
butaries shall be baaed on the morning 
readings of the gauges referred to in 
Article 27.

Agreement between the Secretary of State for India in Council and the 
Patiala Darbar for the provision of a Siding at Kandaghat Railway 
Station for the Patiala State, —1927. 

An Agreement dated the sixth day of June 1927, between the Secretary of 
State for India in Council, acting in the premises through the Agent of the North 
Western Railway (hereinafter called the “ Railway Administration ”) of the one 
part and His Highness the Maharaja of Patiala’s Government (hereinafter called 
the “ Patiala Durbar ”) of the other part; as to the provision of a siding at Kan¬ 
daghat. 

Whereas the Patiala Durbar is desirous of having a siding laid by the Secretary 
of State for India in Council from the Kandaghat Station Yard of the North

the purpose of carrying on their business. 

And whereas the Secretary of State for India in Council is willing to lay the 
said siding for the Patiala Durbar upon and subject to the terms and conditions 
hereinafter set forth :— 

Now, therefore, this Agreement witnesseth as follows that is to say :— 

Clause 1. 

In this Agreement unless a different intention appears from the subject or 
context the expression :— 

(а) Railway Administralion means the Secretary of State for India in 

Council acting by and through the Agent for the time being of the 
North Western Railway and his successors ; 

(б) Patiala Durbar means the Government of His Highness the Maharaja 

of Patiala and that of his successors, and 
(c) Siding means and includes the lines of rails, platforms, embankments, 
ballast, sleepers and all other appurtenant conveniences constructed 
and provided for the use of the Patiala Durbar and between the 
line of the North Western Railway and the said premises and within 
such premises. 

Clause 2. 

Any land required for the siding outside the Railway boundary and up to the 
Patiala Durbar’s premises shall be provided by the Patiala Durbar. 

Clause 3. 

The incidence of cost of the siding as between the Railway Administration 
and the Patiala Durbar shall be in accordance with the following general prin¬ 
ciples :— 

(a) Inside the Railway boundary the cost of all works which would have 
to be abandoned in the event of the siding being closed shall be 


1 
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paid for by the Patiala Durbar, and the cost of all works which 
would be removed by the Eailway Administration in the event 
of the siding being closed shall be paid for by the Kailway Adminis¬ 
tration. 

(b) Outside the Kailway boundary the entire cost of such portion of the 

siding, together with the cost of all works in connection therewith, 
shall be paid for by the Patiala Durbar. 

(c) In accordance with the general principle laid down in clause 3 (a) inside 

the Kailway boundary the cost of works such as earthwork, bridges, 
(exclusive of girder work), culverts, ballast, buildings, etc., shall 
be borne by the Patiala Durbar and the cost of work such as per¬ 
manent way (that is, sleepers, rails, fastenings, points and crossing), 
girder work of bridges, fencing, signalling and interlocking appli¬ 
ances, and machinery of any kind, shall be borne by the Kailway 
Administration. 

Clause 4. 

The estimated cost of works to be paid for by the Patiala DurUar as defined 
in clause 3 shall be based on rates of labour, material and stores current for the 
time being on the Kailway and approved as such by the Kailway Administration. 
To the amount thus arrived at a surcharge of twelve and a half per cent, thereof 
shall be added for supervision during construction. 

Clause 5. 

On receipt of a statement showing the total estimated amount to be paid for 
by it, as arrived at in clause 4, the Patiala Durbar shall deposit the said total 
amount with the Kailway Administration through the Chief Auditor of the North 
Western Kail way and the Kail way Administration will thereupon sanction the 
plans and estimates for the siding and proceed to the construction of the siding. 

Clause 6. 

The construction, as well as the maintenance, of the whole of the siding and 
of all works in connection therewith, whether outside or inside the Kailway 
boundary, will be carried out by the Kailway Administration. 

Clause 7. 

If the amount actually expended by the Kail way Administration (including 
supervision charges specified in clause 4) for the purposes mentioned in the state¬ 
ment referred to in clause 5 shall be in excess of the total estimated amount pro¬ 
vided in the said statement such excess shall be paid, on demand, by the Patiala 
Durbar to the Kailway Administration, and if the aforesaid amount actually 
expended shall be less than th^ aforesaid total estimated amount deposited by 
the Patiala Durbar under clause 5, the balance shall be refunded by the Kail way 
administration to the Patiala Durbar. 
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Clause 8. 

The Patiala Durbar shall pay the Railway Administration through the Chief 
Auditor of the North Western Railway annually the following interest and main¬ 
tenance charges for the siding from the date on which the siding is opened for 
traffic :— 

(а) Five and a half per cent, on the actual outlay incurred by the Railway 

Administration in the construction of the siding for the purpose 
mentioned in clauses 3 (a) and (c) to cover interest charges. 

(б) Three per cent, on the total actual outlay incurred by the Railway 

Administration on its own behalf and on behalf of the Patiala Durbar 
for all purposes in the construction of the whole siding and all works 
in connection therewith to cover maintenance charges. 

Clause 9. 

(а) In the event ot the Patiala Durbar wishing to abandon the use of the siding 
or in the event of the traffic to and from the siding being at any time, in the 
opinion of the Railway Administration, insufficient to justify the continuance of 
the siding, this Agreement will be determined by the Patiala Durbar or the Rail¬ 
way Administration, as the case may be, giving the other party 30 days’ notice 
and after the expiry of such notice the Railway Administration will be at 
liberty to remove from the siding the permanent way, girder work, machinery 
and meterials of all kinds provided by the Railway Administration under 
clauses 3 (a) and 3 (c); and the cost of such removal shall be paid by the Patiala 
Durbar, on demand, to the Railway Administration. 

(б) In the event of it being considered necessary by the Railway Administration 
in the interests of the public that the siding should be closed, or of the Railway 
Administration desiring to acquire the siding for the purpose of working it for 
public traffic as part of the Railway System (of which opinion or desire or sanction, 
as the case may be, the notice hereinafter mentioned shall be conclusive evidence), 
the Railway Administration shall have the right to terminate this Agreement 
on giving six months’ notice in writing to the Patiala Durbar to that effect; 
provided that the Railway Administration shall construct at the cost of the 
Railway for the use of the Patiala Durbar a suitable siding. 

Clause 10. 

The Railway Administration may at any time construct, or permit the con* 
struction of, any branch or extension of the siding and may work traffic over the 
siding to and from such branch or extension. The Railway Administration may 
sanction the use of the siding for the traffic of persons, other than the Patiala 
Durbar, on payment to the Patiala Durbar of a remuneration for such use, the 
amount of such remuneration to be determined by the Railway Administration. 
The working of such branch and extension, and the use of the siding by persons 
other than the Patiala Durbar shall be so conducted as to interfere as little as 
possible with the free use of the siding by the Patiala Durbar whose traffic shall 

q2 
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have precedence. The Railway Administration further reserve the right to use 
the siding for any other purpose that may be considered necessary without remu¬ 
neration to the Patiala Durbar. 


Clause 11. 

(а) In the event of its being necessary to the original construction of the siding 
to make any alterations or additions thereto, or to any works in connection there¬ 
with, such alterations and additions shall be made subject to the conditions govern¬ 
ing the original construction or modified as may be mutually agreed to at the 
time that such alterations or additions are agreed upon. 

(б) No alterations or additions shall be made by the Patiala Durbar to the 
siding, or to any of the works provided in connection therewith, under this Agree¬ 
ment. 

(c) Without the sanction of the Railway Administration no temporary or 
permanent structures shall be erected by the Patiala Durbar in such proximity 
to the siding as to affect in any way the working ot trains over the siding. All 
structures thus sanctioned shall be made or erected by the Patiala Durbar in all 
respects in compliance with the Railway Administration’s Regulations in force 
for the time being. 


Clause 12. 

All sums which under the foregoing conditions shall be payable by the Patiala 
Durbar on demand, shall, if not so paid, bear interest at one per cent, per mensem 
from the date on which payment was demanded or due. 


Clause 13. 

Freight for all classes of goods will be charged up to and from Kandaghat 
Station. Railway receipts and invoices shall be issued to and from the Station 
only and in accordance with the rates from time to time published in the Goods 
Tariff books of the Railway Administration. In addition to such freight the 
Patiala Durbar will pay siding charges at the rate of Rupees two and annas eight 
ner vehicle for placing or removing every wagon whether loaded or empty in 
either direction subject to the minimum charge of Rupees ten each time an engine 
goes over the siding. 

Shunting of vehicles into or out of the siding must be made by an engine and 
on no account are any other means to be adopted. 


Clause 14. 

Wagons containing full loads only, i.e., not less than such minimum weight 
per wagon as may be prescribed by tbe Railway Administration from time to 
time, will be carried over the siding, 
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Clause 15. 

(a) Wagons will be made over to the Patiala Durbar and returned by the 
Patiala Durbar in the form of certificate shown in Annexure A*. 

(b) As soon as wagons are placed in the siding the Station Master will fill in 
columns 1, 2 and 3 of both foils of Annexure A*, and obtain signature of a repre¬ 
sentative of the Patiala Durbar in column 4 of the inner-foil and make over the 
outer-foil to him. 

When this has been done, the wagons will be considered as made over to the 
Patiala Durbar and the free time permissible under the rules will then commence. 
Similarly wagons will be considered as returned to the Railway by the Patiala 
Durbar as soon as the Station Master has been advised by the representative of 
the Patiala Durbar that the vehicles are ready for removal. 

This will be done by presentation of the outer-foil with column 4 filled in. 

The Station Master will then initial in column 5 of the outer-foil, and fill in 
columns 5, 6 , 7 and 8 of the inner-foil and columns 6 , 7 and 8 of the outer-foil 
and recover the demurrage due. 

Note.— The free time referred to above will be calculated in accordance with the rule in 
force from time to time as published in the Goods Tariff books of the Railway Administration, 
and wagons detained by the Patiala Durbar over and above such free time shall be subject 
to payment of the demurrage-charges laid down in such Tariffs. 

Clause 16. 

The Patiala Durbar will be responsible for seeing that the General Rules and 
Regulations of the Railway are strictly adhered to by its employees engaged in 
handling wagons and will be responsible for all accidents or loss or damage that 
may ensue from the neglect or disobedience of such Rules and Regulations by 
its employees. It will be the duty of the Patiala Durbar to obtain copies of all 
such Rules and Regulations, and to see that the said employees are made acquain¬ 
ted with them. 

Clause 17. 

Tlie procedure for booking outward wagons and delivery of inward wagons 
shall be in accordance with the rules in force in the Goods Tariff, subject to such 
modifications as may be considered necessary by the Railway Administration. 

Clause 18. 

The Patiala Durbar will be held liable for all damages which wagons may 
siLst^in during the period they remain in its charge under clause 15 ; as also for 
the cost of re-railing wagons derailed while thus under its charge and for repairs 
to the siding necessitated by such derailments. 

CjauSe 19. 

The Railway shall allow a rebate of Rupees two and annas eight per thoiifiand 
tnaunds on account of loading and unloading done by the Patiala Durbar in case

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of all traffic which, under the Rules of the Railway for the time being in force, 
has not to be loaded and unloaded by owners. 


Clause 20. 

No traffic in commodities belonging to any other person or firm shall, except 
with the written permission of the Agent of the Railway, be at any time taken 
or sent by the Patiala Durbar on the siding. No consideration or remuneration 
of any nature, except such as may be contained in a written permission of the 
Agent, shall be received or taken by the Patiala Durbar in respect of traffic over 
the aiding. 


Clause 21. 

The Patiala Durbar shall not assign or sub-let the siding without the written 
permission of the Agent of the Railway, and in the event of the Agent according 
permission, the Patiala Durbar shall remain responsible to the Railway Adminis¬ 
tration and their assignees or sub-lessees shall also become responsible for all 
charges and obligations in this Agreement. 


Clause 22. 

The Patiala Durbar shall maintain an office at which the Railway Adminis¬ 
tration will deliver all letters, notices, demands and other communications addressed 
to the Patiala Durbar and intended for it, and every such letter, notice, demand 
or other communication which shall be delivered at such office, shall, for all legal 
purposes whatsoever, be deemed to have been validly and effectually delivered 
to the Patiala Durbar. 


Clause 23. 

Notwithstanding anything laid down in the foregoing clauses of this Agreement, 
it shall be open to the Railway Administration, on giving six months’ notice of 
such intent, to revise the charges laid down in clauses 8, 12, 13 and 19 of this 
Agreement. 


Clause 24. 

In the event of the Patiala Durbar failing to pay any sum due under the fore¬ 
going clauses within one month of a written demand from the Railway Adminis¬ 
tration or in the event of any breach by the Patiala Durbar of any of the condi¬ 
tions of clauses 11 (6) and (c), 20 or 21, then this Agreement may be determined 
without further notice by the Railway Administration, and the Railway Adminis¬ 
tration will be at liberty to remove from the siding the permanent w^ay, girder 
work, machinery and materials of all kinds, provided by the Railway Administration 
under claupes 3 (a) and 3 (c); and the cost of such removal shall be recovered 
from the Patiala Durbar by the Railway Administration. 
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Clause 25. 

The siding to which the above terms and conditions relate will be deemed 
to have come into use on and from the date the said siding is completed and from 
that date onwards all charges payable to the Railway Administration under the 
terms and conditions of this Agreement shall be paid. 



Clause 26. 

All expenses in drawing up the Agreement and the cost of the stamp shall 
be borne by the Secretary of State in Council.

Agreement between the Secretary of State for India in Council and the 
Patiala Darbar for the leasing by the Darbar of a piece of land at Kanda- 
ghat Station for the purpose of laying a Water Pipe Line, —1928. 

An Agreement by way of license made this 10 th day of August 1928, between 
the Secretary of State for India in Council acting in the premises through the 
North Western Railway Administration of the one part and the Patiala Durbar 
of the other part for the temporary occupation of land belonging to the Adminis¬ 
tration whereby it is agreed : 

1. That the Patiala Durbar shall have temporary use and occupation of a 

piece of Railway land measuring 1,344 square feet shown in plan No. DLI 

annexed herewith* situate at Kandaghat station for the purpose of laying a water 
pipe line subject to such rules, regulations and bye-laws as may from time to 
time be made by or on behalf of the North Western Railway Administration or 
by or on behalf of any local authority in relation thereto and subject to the con¬ 
ditions hereinafter contained. 

2 . That the Patiala Durbar shall use the land referred to thereunder only 
for the purpose as aforesaid for which it is based and not otherwise and shall 

npt occupy any land, beyond what is described and shown in plan No. ^^^^927 
DLI annexed herewith.* 

3. That the Patiala Durbar shall not transfer or sublet the privileges in clause 
(1) hereof mentioned without the consent in writing of the Agent of the North 
^Veste^n Railway Administration. 

4. That all excavation and laying in of the said pipe line within Railway limits 
and its subsequent repairs shall be done by the North Western Railway Adminis¬ 
tration at the expense of the Patiala Durbar. 

5. That the Patiala Durbar shall from the date of talcing over use of the land 
pay to the Railway Administration a sum of Rupees forty annas four as rent 
per annum in advance for the use of the Railway land through which the pipe 
line runs and shall also duly pay all cesses, rates and taxes payable as from the 
said date in respect of the said land and the proportion of all the cesses, rates 
and taxes of the station premises applicable to the said land if the same be not 
separately as.scjjsed in respect thereof. Provided always and it is hereby expressly 
agreed, that if any such notice as provided below be given to the Patiala Durbar 
before the expiry of the period for which the occupation money shall have been 
paid in advance, the Patiala Durbar shall be bound as aforesaid to vacate the 
said land on the expiry of the said notice but shall be entitled to receive from the 
North Western Railway Administration a proportionate refund of such money 
paid in advance for the expired portion of such period. Any notice hereunder 
shall be deemed duly served on the Patiala Durbar if delivered or sent by post 
to the State Engineer, Patiala Durbar.

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6 . That the Patiala Durbar shall have no claim against the North Western 
Railway Administration for damage to the pipe line within the Railway limits 
except where damage is proved by the Patiala Government to be due to the 
negligence of the Railway Administration or of any person employed by the 
Railway Administration in the course of his employment. 

7. That the North Western Railway Administration shall be at liberty to 
remove, alter or realign the said pipe line within limits at the cost of the Patiala 
Durbar as and when required to do so by the North Western Railway Adminis¬ 
tration. 

8 . Nothing herein contained shall be construed to create a tenancy or any 
claim for any right, interest or easement in favour of the Patiala Durbar in or over 
the said premises and the North Western Railway Administration may upon 
the determination of this license re-enter upon and retake and absolutely retain 
possession of the said land. 

9. The said privileges in clause ( 1 ) herein mentioned are granted on the express 
understanding that either party may be at liberty to determine this license by 
giving to the other party at any time three calendar months’ notice in writing 
and such privileges may be so determined by the North W^estern Railway Adminis¬ 
tration without any claim for compensation whatever on the part of the Patiala 
Durbar. 

10. That the Patiala Durbar shall vacate and restore the land occupied in 
its original condition before the expiry of the time allowed in the notice from the 
North Western Railway Administration to the Patiala Durbar that the North 
Western Railway Administration desire to resume possession and the North 
Western Railway Administration shall not be liable for any damage to the Patiala 
Durbar by thus being compelled to vacate the land on such notice as aforesaid. 

11 . That the Patiala Durbar shall at all times keep the Administration indem¬ 
nified against and shall reimburse to the Administration all claims, demands, suits, 
losses, damages, costs, charges and all expenses whatsoever which the Adminis¬ 
tration may sustain or incur by reason or in consequence of any injury to any 
person or to any property resulting directly or indirectly from the said pipe line 
or by reason or in consequence of the non-observance or non-compliance on the 
part of the Patiala Durbar with any rule, regulation or bye-law referred to in clause 
( 1 ) heretofore. 

12 . The cost of the stamp will be borne by the North Western Railway Ad‘ 
ministration.

Treaty concluded between the Honorable the East India Company and 
Nawab Bhawul Khan, the Ruler of Bhawulpore, dated the 2nd of 
February 1833. 

By the blessing of God the friendly connection between the Honorable the 
East India Company and the State of Bhawulpore, which commenced on the occa¬ 
sion of the Honorable Mr. Elphinstone’s visit to Cabul in 1808-09, has continued 
uninterrupted to the present time; and now that Captain C. M. Wade, Political 
Agent at Loodianah, has arrived at Bhawulpore on the part of the Right Honor¬ 
able Lord W. C. Bentinck, g.c.b. and g.c.h., the Governor-General of British India, 
in order to improve these amicable relations and concert the opening of the navi¬ 
gation of the rivers Indus and Sutlej, with a view to promote the general interests 
of commerce, which is pleasing to God, and the prosperity of the surrounding States, 
the following are the Articles of a Treaty which has been concluded through the 
agency of that Officer between the Honorable the East India Company on the one 
part and Nawab Ruken-ud-Dowlah Hafizul-Mulk Mukhlisud Dowlah Mahomed 
Bhawul Khan Abbassee Nusret Jung Behauder, the Chief of the Daoodpootras, 
on the other, for the purpose of confirming the friendship of the two States, the 
opening of the trade by the above-mentioned rivers and regulating the manner 
in which the arrangements connected with it are to be carried into effect 

Aktiole 1. 

There shall be eternal friendship and alliance between the Honorable the 
East India. Company and Nawab Mahomed Bhawul Khan, his heirs and successors. 

Article 2. 

The Honorable the East India Company engage never to interfere with the 
hereditary or other possessionB of the Bhawulpore Government.

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Article 3. 



As regards the internal administration of his Government and the exercise 
of his sovereign rights over hie subjects, the Nawab shaU be entirely independent 
as heretofore. 

Article 4. 


The Officer who may be appointed on the part of the British Government 
to reside in the Bhawulpore State, shaU, ia, conformity with the preceding Article, 
abstain from all interference with the Nawab’s Government, and respect the’ 
preservation of the friendly relations of the two contracting parties. 

Article 5. 

The Honorable the East India Company having requested the use of the 
rivers Indus and Sutlej, and the roads of Bhawulpore for the merchants of Hindo- 
stan, etc., the Government of Bhawulpore agrees to grant the same, through its 
own boundaries, if the persons aforesaid be provided with passports. 


Article 6. 

The Government of Bhawulpore engages to fix, in concert with the British 
Government, certain proper and moderate duties to be levied on merchandize 
proceeding by the aforesaid route, and never to increase or diminioi, the same, 
except with the consent of both parties. 

Article 7. 

It is further agreed that the tariff or table of duties, fixed as above, shall be 
published for general information, and the Custom-house officers and farmers 
of the revenues of the Bhawulpore Government will be specially dii-ected not to 
detain the passing trade, after having collected the duties, on pretence of waiting 
for fresh orders from their Government, or any other pretext. 

Article 8. 

The tariff which is to be established for the line of navigation in question is 
intended to apply exclusively to the passage of merchandize by that route, and 
not to interfere with the transit duties levied on goods proceeding from one bank 
of the river to the other, or with the established chokies inland. These will remain 
as heretofore. 

Article 9. 

Merchants frequenting the said route, while within the limits of the Nawab’s 
Government, are required to show a due regard to his authority, as is done by 
merchants generally, and not to commit any acts offensive to the civil and reii- 
gious institutions of the country. 

Article 10. 

The proportion of duties to which the Nawab may be entitled shall be col¬ 
lected by his officers at the appointed places. 
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Article 11. 

The officers who are to be entrusted with the examination of the goods and 
collection of the duties on the part of the Bhawulpore Government shall be 
stationed opposite to Mithenkote and Hureekee. At no other place but those 
two shall boats in transit on the river be liable to examination or stoppage. 


Article 12. 

When the persons in charge of boats stop of their own accord to take in or 
give out cargo, the goods will be liable to the local transit duty of the Bhawulpore 
Government previously to their being embarked and subsequently to their being 
landed, as provided in Article 8. 

Article 13. 

The Superintendent stationed opposite to Mithenkote having examined the 
cargo, will levy the established duty and grant a passport with a written account 
of the cargo and freight; on the arrival of the boat at Hureekee, the Superintendent 
at that station wiU compare the passport with the cargo, and whatever goods are 
found in excess will be liable to the payment of the established duty, while the rest, 
having abeady paid duty at Mithenkote, will pass on free. 


Article 14. 

The same regulation shall be in force for merchandize coming from Hureekee 
towards Sindh. 


Article 15. 

With regard to the safety of merchants who may frequent this route the Nawab’s 
officers will afford them every protection in their power, and wherever merchants 
may happen to halt for the night, it will be incumbent on them to show their i^ass- 
p(»rt to the thanadar or other officers in authority at the place, and demand their 
protection. 


Article 1G. 

The Articles of the present Treaty shall, in all respects, whether relating to 
the internal government of the Nawab’s country or to commerce, be mutually 
observed, and form an everlasting bond of friendship between the two States

of a Supplementary Treaty between the Honorable East India

Whereas in the 6th Article of the Treaty concluded between the Honorable 
the East India Company and the Bhawulpore Government, dated the 22nd of 
February 1833, it was stipulated that a moderate scale of duties should be fixed 
by the two Governments in concert, to be levied on all merchandize in transit 
up and down the rivers Indus and Sutlej, the said Governments, being now of 
opinion that, owing to the inexperience of the people of these countries in such 
matters, the mode of levying duties then proposed (viz., on the value and quantity 
of goods) could not fail to give rise to mutual misunderstandings and reclama¬ 
tions, have, with a view to prevent these results, determined to substitute a toll 
which shall be levied on all boats with whatever merchandize laden : the follow¬ 
ing Articles have therefore been adopted as supplementary to the former Treaty, 
and in conformity with them each Government engages that the toll shall be levied, 
and Its amount neither be increased nor diminished, except with the consent of 
both parties:— 

Article 1. 

A toll of 570 Rupees shall be levied on all boats laden with merchandize in 
transit on the rivers Indus and Sutlej, between the sea and Rooper, without refer¬ 
ence to their size or to the weight or value of their cargo ; the above toll to be 
divided among the different States in proportion to the extent of territory 
which they possess on the banks of these rivers. 

Article 2. 

The portion of the above toll appertaining to the Bhawulpore State and 
amounting to Rupees 106-12-2 shall be levied opposite to Mithenkote on boats 
coming from the sea towards Rooper, and in the vicinity of Hureekee Petten on 
boats going from Rooper towards the sea, and at no other place. 

Article 3. 

In order to facilitate the realization of the toll due to the different States as 
well as for the speedy and satisfactory adjustment of any disputes which may 
arise connected with the sjifety of the navigation and the welfare of the trade by 
the new route, a British Officer will reside near Mithenkote, and a Native Agent 
on the part of the British Government in the vicinity of Hureekee Petten These 
oflScers will be subject to the orders of the British Agent at Loodianah • and the 
Agents who may be appointed to reside at those places on the part of the other 
States concerned in the navigation will co-operate with them in the execution of 
their duties.

Detailed Statement of the amount of Toll leviable in the Bhawulpore Territory 
on boats proceeding up and down the Rivers Sutlej and Indus, 1838. 


Whereas by the Treaty of the 27th of the month of Shabban, 1250 Hegira, 
agreeing with the twenty-ninth of the month of December 1834 A.D., the Bha¬ 
wulpore Government is entitled, on account of the whole extent of its territory, 
to levy at the appointed places a toll of one hundred and six rupees, twelve annas, 
and three pice, on all boats laden with merchandize proceeding from Rooper 
towards the sea, or from the sea towards Rooper, the same will continue m force ; 
but as some of the boats are found not to pass through the whole extent of the 
Bhawulpore territory, but, on the contrary, to lay in cargoes at, and set out

Tho British Government engages to protect the Principality and territory of 
Bhawulpore.

Article 3. 


Nawab Bhawul Khan, and his heirs and successors, will act in subordinate 
co-operation with the British Government, and acknowledge its supremacy, and 
will not have any connection with any other Chiefs or States. 


Article 4. 

The Nawab, and his heirs and successors, will not enter into negotiation with 
any Chief or State without the knowledge and sanction of the British Govern¬ 
ment, but the usual amicable correspondence with friends and relations shall 
continue. 


Article 5. 

The Nawab, and his heirs and successors, will not commit aggressions on any 
one. If by accident any dispute arise with any one, the settlement of it shall be 
submitted to the arbitration and award of the British Government. 

Article 6. 

The Nawab of Bhawulpore will furnish troops at the requisition of the British 
Government according to his means. 

Article 7. 

The Nawab, and his hens and successors, shall be absolute rulers of their 
country, and the British jurisdiction shall not be introduced into that Principal¬ 
ity. 


Article 8. 

This Treaty of seven Articles having been concluded and signed and sealed 
by Lieutenant Mackeson and Moonshee Chowkas Kai, the ratifications by the 
Right Honourable the Governor-General and Nawab Bhawul Khan Bahadoor 
shall be exchanged within 40 days from the present date.

Agreement regarding the levy of Duties on Merchandize ui transit through the 
Bhawulpoor State (excepting the merchants and mercantile firms, the 
proper subjects of the Bhawulpoor State). The following Articles have been 
agreed to between the British and the Bhawulpoor Governments,—1843. 

First.—Oil boats freighted with merchandize going up or down the river through 
the Bhawulpoor Country, the duty shall be only one-half of the present fixed rates.

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Second. On merchandize passing in any direction by land, no other duties 
shall be levied than the following, viz. :—

On a hackery laden witli merchandize . . . . . 2 0 0 

On a camel ditto ditto.10 0 and 

On a mule, pony, bullock or an aBS laden with merchandize . . 0 8 0 

Third .—Any merchant having with him a passport or “ rowannah ” according 
to the form* annexed to this Agreement, shall pass safe, unmolested, and without 
search by the local officers on the road. 

Fourth .—If any merchant buy or sell the merchandize at any place or town on 
the road, he will have to pay there the usual local duties. 

Fifth. As there exist no piikha wells and caravanseraies for the use of travel’ 
lers on the road from Bhawulporc to Sirsa, the Bhawulpore Government will, 
throughout its jurisdiction, at every stage, pre^^are pukha wells and caravan¬ 
seraies for the comfort of travellers, as well as a road along that route, and keep 
it in order by taking constant care to keep it in repair. 

Sixth .—This agreement has been drawn up in accordance with the friendship 
subsisting between the two Governments, and in order that merchants may satis¬ 
factorily, and in true confidence, engage in the trade.

Agreement executed by Mahommed Sadie Khan, ex-Chief of Bhawui.pore, 

—1853. 

1. Mahommed Sadik Yar alias Mahommed Sadik Khan agrees on his own 
behalf and on that of his descendants from generation to generation to give up all 
claim of right to the throne of Bhawulpore. 

2 . Mahommed Sadik Khan agrees and consents to this, that neither he him¬ 
self for the remainder of his life, nor his descendants after him, now or at any 
future time, will ever, without the permission of the Nawab Futteh Khan Baha- 
door, put foot on the territory of Bhawulpore. 

3. Mahommed Sadik Khan agrees never at any time, without the permission 
of the ruler of Bhawulpore, to send letters or messages to, or to hold secret or 
open interviews with, any of the local officers or agents of the Bhawulpore State, 
and if he acts contrary to this, he wiU be liable to render a strict account to the 
British Government.

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4. Mahommed Sadik Klian agrees to this, that, after oDce entering British 
territory, he will not, without the permission of the ruler of Bhawuljmre, at any 
time, ])rescnt or future, entertain near him any servants or dependants of the 
Bhawulpore State, whether in the employ of, or dismissed by, that State. 

5. Mahommed Sadik Khan agrees to give up all claim to take away any per¬ 
sons connected with him, except his wives and female servants, to the number 
of 10 persons. 

6 . Mahommed Sadik Khan agrees and consents never to sue the ruler of Bha¬ 
wulpore in any Court of the British Government either here or in England, on 
account of any claim on the Government of Bhawulpore ; and he will never at 
any time institute any action or complaint against the ruler. His claims are void 
and unworthy of a hearing in accordance with this Agreement. 

7. Mahommed Sadik Khan freely allows that he has no further claims to any 
property in the State of Bhawulpore beyond the allowance made him for retinue, 
jewels, etc., and beyond the sum of Ks. 1,600 as his personal allowance, the 
half of which sum is Rs. 800. 

8 . The State of Bhawulpore agrees to pay, through British Officers, into the 
Mooltan treasury, every month, for the life of Mahommed Sadik Khan, month¬ 
ly allowances, besides such particular expenses as may be absolutely necessary, 
but nothing else besides. After the death of Mahommed Sadik Khan, the half 
of his monthly allowance (of Rs. 1,000) will be paid to his heirs. 

9. The British Government provides and guarantees that the conditions 
above-mentioned shall be maintained by Mahommed Sadik Khan, without his 
attempting any disturbance towards Futteh Khan and towards his heir, and 
the Nawab Mahommed Futteh Khan Bahadoor will remain seated on the throne 
of Bhawulpore with the consent of the British Government.

Translation of a letter signed by Captain L. H. Grey, Officiating Political 
Agent and Superintendent, and Taj Mahomed Khan, Councillor, 
Commander of the Forces, and Juttu Mul, Sub-Councillor, of the 
Bhawulpore State, and bearing the Seal of the Nawab ]\Iahomed Sadik 
Khan, addressed to the Secretary to the Government, Punjab, —1872. 

In reply to your letter No. 873, dated 5th December 1871, it is written that 
it is necessary to make over to the British Government the lands required for the 
railway in the territory of this State, together with proprietary and sovereign 
rights therein, in accordance with the writing of His Excellency the Viceroy and 
Governor-General of India. They are conveyed to the British Government in 
perpetuity by free-will on part of this State, together with complete criminal 
and revenue and other jurisdiction over the limits of the line. Henceforth the 
Bhawulpore State will have no jurisdiction therein. 


No. XXXVIll. 

Agreement for the security of the Salt revenue of British India, in the event 
of the abolition of the Inland Customs Line, and for the abolition of duties 
within the Bahawalpur State, between the British Government and His 
Highness Sadiq Muhammad Khan Abbasi, Nawab of Bahawalpur, his 
heirs and successors, executed on the one part by Major Leopold John 
Herbert Grey, C.S.I., Political Agent and Superintendent, Bahawalpur, 
under authority from the Hon’ble Robert Eyles Egerton, C.S.I., Lieut¬ 
enant-Governor of the Punjab, in virtue of the full powers vested in His 
Honor by the Grovernor-General of India in Council, and on the other part 
by Gul Muhammad Khan, maternal uncle of His Highness the Nawab of 
Bahawalpur, and Jutti: Mull, Mukhdum Gul am Ali Shah, and Ali 
Gohar EIhan, Ministers of the State,—1879. 

The following Articles are agreed upon ;— 

Article 1. 

His Highness the Nawab of Bahawalpur agrees to suppress and absolutely 
prohibit and prevent, the manufacture of salt within any part of the Bahawalpur 
State, whether overtly or under the guise of manufacturing saltpetre or other 
saline product, and to destroy and erase aU existing salt-works, so that salt can* 
not there be made. 

Article 2. 

No tax, toll, transit duties, or due of any kind whatsoever, shall be levied 
by, or with the permission or knowledge of, the Nawab of Bahawalpur, on salt, 
sugar, or any other articles, whether exported from, or imported into, or carried 
through, the Bahawalpur State. Provided that nothing in this Article shall be 
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to prohibit the levy, at the towii gates, of octroi, choongi, or other cess or 
duty on the aforesaid articles, imported for actual consumption therein, into 
towns the population of which exceeds 5,000 inhabitants. Provided also that 
nothing in this Article shall be held to debar the Nawab of Bahawalpur from levy¬ 
ing such duties on bhang, ganja, spirits, opium, or other intoxicating drug or 
preparation as he may consider necessary for excise purposes. 


Article 3. 

The Nawab of Bahawalpur agrees to prevent the importation into, and con¬ 
sumption within, the Bahawalpur State of any salt whatever other than salt on 
wJiich duty has been levied by the Britisli Government. The Nawab of Baha- 
walpiir agrees also, if so required by the British Government, to prohibit the 
export from his State into British territory of bhang, ganja, spirits, opium, or 
other intoxicating drug or preparation. 


Article 4. 

If any considerable stocks of salt be proved to exist within the Bahawalpur 
State at the time when this Agreement comes into force, the Nawab of Bahawal¬ 
pur will, if so required by the British Government, take possession of such stocks, 
and will give the owners thereof the option either of transferring the salt to the 
British Government at such equitable valuation as may be fixed by His Highness, 
in concurrence with the Political Agent, or of paying to the said Agent such duty, 
not exceeding two rupees eight annas per maiind on such salt, as the Governor- 
General in Council may fix. In the event of the owners as aforesaid accepting 
the latter alternative, they shall be allowed to retain the salt on which duty so 
provided may be paid, but not otherwise. 


Article 5. 

The losses of salt manufacturers in the Bahawalpur State, consequent on the 
suppression of local salt-works hereinbefore provided for, having been consider¬ 
ed in concert by the British and Bahawalpur Governments, the British Govern¬ 
ment hereby agree to pay to the Nawab of Bahawalpur a lump sum of Rupees one 
thousand and two hundred (Rupees 1,200) as compensation to the said manu¬ 
facturers, and the Nawab of Bahawalpur agrees to distribute the whole of the 
said sum, in consultation with the Political Agent, amongst the said persons in 
such wise as may be most equitable. 


Article 6. 

In consideration of the due and effectual observance by the Nawab of Baha- 
walpnr of all tlie stipulations liercinbefore provided, the British Government 
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to pay to His Highness yearly the sum of Rupees eighty thousand (Rupees 
80,000) in half-yearly instalments, the first instalment to be paid after the expira¬ 
tion of six months from the date on which this Agreement comes into force. 

Further, the Nawab of Bahawalpur hereby engages to compensate equitably 
any of his feudatories, jaghirdars, or other subordinate right-holders for any 
losses they may sustain in consequence of the abolition of duties on salt and sugar 
heretofore rightfully levied by them. 


Article 7. 

None of the stipulations set forth in this Agreement shall be modified or an¬ 
nulled without the previous consent of both the contracting parties. 


Article 8. 

This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed by the British 
Oovernment. 

Signed at Bahawalpur on the thirteenth day of January A.D. one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-nine, corresponding to the nineteenth day of Mohur- 
rum in the year of the Hejira twelve hundred and ninety-six.

Agreement between the Secretary of State for India in Council and the 
Bahawalpur Darbar for the construction, maintenance and working of 
the Khanpur-Chachran Railway, —1912. 


This Indenture made the 2l3t day of August 1912 between the Secretary cf 
State for India in Council (herein called the Secretary of State) of the one part, 
and the Bahawalpur Darbar of the other part. 

Whereas a line of Railway situated in territory lying in the Native State cf 
Bahawalpur and about 23*27 miles in length is to be constructed on the 
standard gauge from Khanpur on the North Western Railway to Chachran. 

And whereas the Secretary of State and the Bahawalpur Darbar have agreed 
that the said Darbar shall supply all the funds necessary for construction, ex¬ 
clusive of rolling-stock, with the stores, plant and machinery pertaining thereto 
and of electric telegraph with the appliances appertaining thereto and that the 
Government of India shall construct and through the Agency of North Western 
Railway maintain and work the said line of Railway from Khanjnir to Chachran 
upon the terms and conditions hereinafter contained. 

Now this Indenture witnesseth and it is hereby agreed and declared as followR 
1 . “ The North Western Railway ” moans the Railway worked by the Secre¬ 
tary of State under the control of the Manager,♦ North Western Railway, and 
any alterations and additions that may, from time to time during the continuance 
of this contract, be made in or to the said Railway by or with the sanction of the 
Secretary of State.

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2. The E^anpiir Chachran Eailway ” means the line of Eailway extending 
from Khanpur on the North Western Knilway to Chachran on the Eiver Indus 
with any improvements, alterations and additions of whatever description that 
may from time to time be made in or to the said Eailway by or with the sanction 
of the Bahawalpur Darbar but with the exception of the telegraphs and telegra¬ 
phic appliances used or to be used thereon. 


3. “ The Amalgamated Undertaking ** means “ the North Western Eailway ” 
and “ the Khanpur Chachran Eailway ” (as defined above in clauses 1 and 2 res¬ 
pectively) taken as a whole the intention being that these two Eailways under the 
terms hereinafter contained in this agreement should be worked together as if 
the two constituted but a single Eailway. 

4. ‘‘ Gross receipts mean and include when not otherwise stated all receipts 
from coaching and goods traflic and from telegraphs all sums received as rents and 
all other receipts usually treated as Eailway Eevenue. 

5. This agreement shall be taken to have commenced and as having come 
into force upon 1st January 1911 and shall be subject to revision from time to 
time and shall be and remain in force until 1935, and shall be terminable then 
or on the 1st January or the 1st July in any >’ear thereafter on six months’ previ¬ 
ous notice in writing being given by either party to this agreement to the other 
but without prejudice to the rights of either party against the other in respect of 
any covenant herein contained which may have been previously broken. 

6. The North Western Eailway shall survey and select the best alignment 
available for the construction of the Khaupur-Chachran Eailway and shall pre¬ 
pare an estimate of its cost; such alignment and estimate of cost being subject 
to the approval of the Bahawalpur Darbar and to the final sanction of the Secre¬ 
tary of State. 


7. The expenses of supervision of the construction of the Khanpur-Cjiachran 
Eailway and works and commission on all stores provided by the Secretary of 
State for the said Eailway and works shall bo ])aid by the Darbar to the Secre¬ 
tary of State at the following rates:— 


J. For ordinary EgiTieering works .—H per cent, for tools and plant p/us 
cost of extra supervision, if any, actually engaged. 

11. Far %vorh done in the Locomotive Shops and other Factories, e.g.. Print¬ 
ing Press. —10 per cent, on cost of stores phis 17 per cent, on cost 
of out-turn exclusive of those stores. 

III. For storeys sold, both English and, Indian .—10 per cent, on book value of 
stores plus actual cost of freight as nearly as it can be ascertained or 
estimated plus in the case of stores from England obtumed for the 
Khanpur-Chachran Eailway, actual charges incurred on account of 
wharfage fees and for loading and unloading. In the case of stores 
originally imported for the; North Westeni Eailway, but subsequent¬ 
ly issued to the Khanpur-Chachran Eailway an additional charge of 
2 per cent, will be made for departmental suj)ervi.sion in England.

8 . The Bahawalpur Darbar shall supply all funds necessary to complete the 
construction of the Khanpur-Chachran Eailway as may from time to time be 
required by the Secretary of State. 

{a) The Secretary of State shall, through the Agency of the North Western 
Eailway, construct the Khanpur-Chachran Eailway in a permanent 
and substantial mamier of first class and durable materials accord¬ 
ing to the standard of the North Western Eailway, and shall from 
the fimds of the said Darbar furnish it with such stores, x>lant, machi¬ 
nery and equipment as may be necessary for working the traffic. Steel 
flat-footed rails 60 lbs. to the yard shall be adopted and deodar sleep¬ 
ers of the same specification as are used on the main line of the North 
Western Eailway. 

(b) The Secretary of State shall provide tlie necessary electric telegraph and 

appliances. 

(c) The Secretary of State shall with all reasonable despatch construct and 

make ready for opening the Ivhanpur-Chachran Eailway and if possible 
shall open such Eailway with in two 3 'ears from the date of this agree¬ 
ment. 

9 . All charges in connection with maintenance of Way and Works will be taken 
over by the North Western Eailway from tlie date of completion of all works in 
accordance with tbe provision made in the construction estimate for the line and 
for the pur[)Oses of assuming liability for maintenance charges. The date of 
opening will not necessarily be recognised as the date of completion of the line. 

10. During the continuance of this agreement the North Western Eailway 
shall efficiently maintain the Khaiquir-Chacliran Eailway and keep the same 
supplied with rolling stock, plant and machinery, in good order as if it were x>arc 
of the North Western Eailway and shall do all in their power to develop the traffic 
on the Khanpur-Chachran Eailway and shall manage, use and work the Khan- 
pur-Chachraii Eailway and shall convey traffic thereon. 

11. The Secretary of State shall be sole judge as to the standard of main¬ 
tenance to be required and the Ecvenue Accounts provided for in clause 28 lol- 
lowdng shall not be considered as hnally closed and made up until such time an 
the maintenance is certified to by the Inspecting Dfiicer appointed under the indiar 
Eailways Act IX of 1890 or any subsistuig statutory mbdilication thereof as hav¬ 
ing been brought up to the standard required and the whole cost of the same debit¬ 
able to Eevenue has been duly charged otf. 

12. The North Western Eailway shall be resiionsible for all accidents and for 
loss and damages of every kind (including claims for lost,or damaged goods) that 
ghall occur upon the Khanpur-Chachran Eailway except accidents, loss or damage 
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caused by an extraordinary casualty not due to defects in tlie construction or to 
the maintenance or working of the said Khanpur-Chachran Railway by the North 
Western Railway. Should any of the permanent works such as bridges, stations, 
buildings, or other works upon the Khanpur-Chachran Railway fail from causes 
beyond the control of the North Western Railway or should any extraordinary 
casualty occur the case must be regarded as exceptional and the cost of construc¬ 
tion or replacement must be charged to Capital or Revenue or divided between 
them as may be deemed by the Secretary of State proper according to the cir¬ 
cumstances of the case. 

13. All subsequent works and alterations chargeable to Capital and the Capital 
share of such works and alterations as may be chargeable partly to Capital and 
partly to Revenue and which may from time to time be agreed upon between the 
North Western Railway and the Bahawalpur Darbar as necessary for the efficient 
working of the Khanpur-Chachran Railway shall be carried out by the North 
Western Railway at the expense of the Bahawalpur Darbar. 

14. The Secretary of State may from time to time by notice in writing require 
the carrpng out of any alteration or improvement in the Khanpur-Chachran 
Railway or any addition thereto that may in his opinion be necessary for the 
safety of passengers or for the safety of the public or for the effectual working of 
the Khanpur-Chachran Railway. Such notice shall specify the alteration, im¬ 
provement, or addition required and shall also in general terms describe the works 
to be execiit(Hl for the purpose of carrying out such alteration, improvement or 
addition. 

15. Any moneys required by the North Western Railway for any purpose 
properly chargeable to the Bahawalpur Darbar in connectidn with the Klian- 
pur-Chachran Railway and sanctioned under clauses 12 or 13 or required by the 
Secretary of Stat^ under clause 14 shall be provided by the Bahawalpur Darbar 
according to such arrangements as shall from time to time be made between the 
Bahawalpur Darbar and the Secretary of State. The incidence of the cost of all 
works to be constructed shall be decided before the work is commenced. 


16. The area of the land required for the Khanpur-Chachran Railway whether 
during or after construction shall be provided free of cost by the Native State 
concerned. The North Western Railway shall occupy such land during the period 
of this agreement but for purposes in connection with the Khanpur-Chachran 
Railway tlie North Western Railway shall not acquire either absolutely or for 
any limited extent any land situate in Bahawalpur territory or any rights or ease¬ 
ments in, over or in respect of any land so situate. The expression “ land ’ in- 
cludes ?.a regards the operation of this clause buildings, lands and all other here¬ 
ditaments of whatever description. 


(a) In the event of the extension of the railway being necessary owing to the 
shifting of the river bed, land in Britisli territory will in accordance 
with the procedure now in force be acquired at the cost of the Darbar 
and BuImplied to them 8ubj(ict to the stipulation that if the railway is 
sold, the BecJretary of State wiU have the option of ]>urcha8ing the 
portion in British territory. 
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_ During the oontinuan . of this agreement the North Western RaUway 
shall have entire control of the traffic working of the Khanpur-Chachran Railway, 
shall supply all stafi required for the supervision and working including that for 
audit and accounts and sliaU su])ply fuel and working stores required for the effi¬ 
cient working of the Khanpur-Chachran Railway. 


18. The North Western Railway shall maintain and keep the Klianpur- 
Chachran Railway together with the plant and machinery and equipment in 
good repair and good working condition to the satisfaction of the Secretarv 
of State. 


19. The North Western Railway shall cause to be rmi on the Khanpur-Chach¬ 
ran Railway so many trains at such times at such rates of speed between such 
places and with such conveniences and accommodation as the traffic shall from 
time to time require after duly considering any recommendations or suggestions 
from the Bahawalpur Darhar. 

20. The North Western Railway shall book goods and passengers from all 
stations upon the line of the Khanpur-Chachran Railway to all such stations 
upon other lines of Railway as the North Western Railway now or shall from time 
to time interchange traffic with and shall otherwise extend to the traffic on the 
Khanimr-Chachran Railway all ))rivilegea, facilities and booking arrangements 
now or hereafter used or enjoyed by the North Western Railway in connection 
with other lines of Railway. 

21. The North Western Railway shall charge such rates, fares and tolls and 
shall make such rules, conditions and arrangements in respect of the traffic on the 
said Khanpur-Chachran Railway as are now in force or shall bo from time to time 
within the powers of the Manager,* North Western Railway, to introduce on the 
North Western Railway. Construction and revenue stores required either for the 
North Western Railway or any lines for the time being worked by the North West¬ 
ern Railway or for the Khanpur-Chachran Railway shall be carried over the lines 
of the ‘‘ Amalgamated Undertaking ’’ at the rates and under the conditions in 
force for the time being on the North Western Railway. 

22. All services which on the Khanpur-Chachran Railway, the Secretary of 
State or the Bahawalpur Darbar shall require the North Western Railway to 
perform for the Post Office, the Military Department, the Police Depaitment or 
any other Dej)artment of the State or for high Government and Darbar officials 
(including in such services the conveyance of mails as delined by the Post Office 
Act or Acts for the time bemg in force in India) the conveyance of Post Office 
servants when on duty, the conveyance of troo])s and sailors, Military and Naval 
establishment*, horses or other animals used for Military purposes, guns, military 
stores and equipments, the conveyance of police, prisoners and paupers, the con¬ 
veyance of telegraph stores, instruments, officers and workmen and of any public 
stores whatever inclusive of stores for any other State Railway shall be perform¬ 
ed by the North Western Railway on the same general conditions and at the same

23. The North Western Kailway shall record and keep in proper books full 
and particular accounts of all its transactions and correspondence in any way 
relating to or affecting the Khanpur-Chachran Kailway or the business thereof 
or any of the matters or things included or referred to in this agreement so as at 
all times to exhibit fully and truly the state of its affairs in relation thereto and 
the Bahawalpur Darbar or any person or persons appointed by them in that be¬ 
half shall at all reasonable times have free access to all the books, accounts, papers 
and documents of the North Western Kailway relating to the Khanpur-Chachran 
Railway with power to call for or make copies of or extracts from the same. 

(a) The North Western Railway shall supply quarterly reports of progress 
during the period of construction to the Bahawalpur Darbar. 

24. The North Western Railway shall keep the following accounts in regard 
to the Khanpur-Chachran Railway :— 

A Capital account, including the States accounts. 


A Revenue account. 


25. In the Capital account of the Khanpur-Chachran Railway the following 
particulars shall be entered to debit and credit respectively (that is to say) :— 


To Dsbit :— 

(a; The value at cost price as shown in the accounts of the Khanpur-CIiach- 
ran Railway as and in manner aforesaid inclusive of the Railway plant 
and machinery and equipment supplied by the North Western Railway 
as aforesjiid. 

(6) AU moneys which shall be actually expended by the North Western Rail¬ 
way with the sanction of the Bahawalpur Darbar out of fimds pro¬ 
vided by them in respect of the KJianpur-Chachran Railway upon 
works, plant or machinery the cost of which is chargeable to Capital. 

(c) All such other sums (if any) as ought to be entered to debit in the Capital 
account. 

And to Credit :— 

(J) Ail such of the moneys to be received by or on behalf of the North \\ estern 
Railway in respect of the Khanpur-Chachran Railway as ought und(?r 
the provisions of this agreement to be treated as received on account 
of Capital. 

26. AU moneys actually expended by tlie North Western Railway, out of the 
funds provided by the Bahawalpur Darbar for the purposes of the Khanpur- 
Chachran Railway and which are proj)erly chargeable to Capital shall be entered 
in the Capital account. The said account sliall be made up and balanced at the 
end of every month, and a copy thereof submitted to the Bahawalpur Darbar. 

27. The gross receipts of the Khanpur-Chachran Railway are to be collected 
and treated as receipts of the North Western Railway. Moneys such as sliall 
arise from the sale of any property on any occasion other than the replacement 
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of the property sold by other property of the same or a similar character shall be 
treated as received on account of Capital the residue shall be treated as received 
on accomit of Revenue ; provided always that no sale of any property other than 
stores belonging to the Darbar on any occasion other than such replacement as 
aforesaid shall be made without the sanction of the Bahawalpur Darbar. 

28. A Revenue account for the Khanpur-Chachran Railway showing the earn¬ 
ings of the line under the heads prescribed for State Railways and in total the 
percentage deduction therefrom for working expenses as per clause 29 following 
shall be prepared by the North AVestern Railway half-yearly to the 30th day of 
September * and the 31st day of March * in each year or to such other days as 
may at any time be prescribed for Indian State Railways and shall be regularly 
submitted by the Nortli AVestern Railway to the Bahawalpur Darbar. Every 
Revenue account shall be considered as settled at the expiration of three calendar 
months after the same shall have been submitted to the Bahawalpur Darbar, 
but nevertheless any error which may subsequently be discovered therein shall 
be corrected in the then next Revenue account or in any subsequent Revenue 
account or accoimts. 

29. All costs, charges and expenses incurred by the North AVest^rn Railway 
in connection with the maintenance, management, use and working of the Khan¬ 
pur-Chachran Railway and the conveyance of the traffic thereon inclusive of the 
use and up-keep of rolling stock with plant and machinery, of the electric telegraph, 
of the accoimts and audit, of police and legal expenses and of the compensation 
for the loss or damage incurred through accidents or under clause 12 properly 
chargeable to Revenue account shall be paid by the North AVestern Railway and 
in each f year there shall be deducted from the gross receipts of the Khanpur- 
Chachran Railway,f a sum equal to the same percentage of the gross earnings as 
the operating ratio of the entire Commercial Section of the North A^estern Railway 
to cover working expenses, j)hi.9 5 per cent, on the gross earnings to cover hire 
of rolling stock. The balance of the gross earnings after making the above 
mentioned deductions shall be paid over to the Bahawalpur Durbar. The payment 
under this clause shall be calculateil at the close of each year, but payment on 
account and subject to adjustment may bo made in proportion of 90 per cent, 
about 15bh April and 15th October and 10 per cent, or the balance directly the 
accounts for the months of March and September respectively are finally closed. 


fN.B .— I or the i)urpose 3 of the 90 per cent, on account payments of bofh half years as well 
as for the 10 per cent, payment for the first half year,the o|)erating ratio of the previous year 
will bead >pte(i aiifl tlie necessary eidjustniont will Ije made at the time of making payment of 
the balaiK’O after the accounts for Mar:.h are closed and the operating ratio for the current 
vear is worke l out. 


{a) AVith effect from the half year next after the half year in which the Khan¬ 
pur-Chachran Railway shall have been completed and opened for 
traffic, the Secretary of State shall allow to the Bahawalpur Darbar

Western Railway (excluding the net earnings derived from the carriage 
of railway stores) from traffic interchanged between the North Western 
Railway and the Klianpur-Chachran Railway as shall, together with 
the balance * of the gross receipts of the Khanpur-Chachran Railway 
for the same year,* after the deduction of working expenses as ex¬ 
plained in clause 29 above, make up an amount equal to interest for 
the year at a rate of 3 per cent, per annum on the actual expenditure 
charged in the Capital Account of the Khanpur-Chachran Railway.

by Government as rebate and not earnings if the terms which existed just prior to the intro¬ 
duction of the present clauses 29 and 20(a) had continued to be in force.

30. In case auy question shall arise whether any expenditure incurred for the 
purposes of the “ Amalgamated Undertaking ” is to be treated in whole or in 
part as a charge incurred on Capital Account or how the same is to be dealt with, 
the question shall bo determined on the general principle that capital is to bear 
the cost of new works, of additional plant, and machinery and of substantial im- 
provemciits of auy additions to old works, plant, and machinery including the 
cost of any temporary new work tlie construction of which is requisite for the 
construction of a work properly chargeable to Capital and that subject to the pro¬ 
visions of clause 12, the cost of repairs, restoration, renewals, replacements and 
substitutions is to be borne by Revenue. If any difference shall arise between 
the Bahawalpiir Darbar and the North Western Railway as to whether any ex¬ 
penditure incurred by the North Western Railway on account of the Khanpur- 
Chachran Railway is properly chargeable to Capital or Revenue the matter in 
difference sliall be referred to the decision of the Secretary of State. 

31. In addition to the electric telegraphs in the Bahawalpiir State already estab¬ 
lished along or upon the Klianpur-Chachran Road the Secretary of State may 
from time to timo establish such electric telegraphs as he shall think fit along or 
upon the Khanpur-Chachran Railway or any part or parts thereof or on any land 
or works belonging thereto and may maintain and work the electric telegraphs 
already established or to be ostablislied as aforesaid as the Secretary of State 

• A«» by Corrigenda by the Railway Department (Railway Board) with 

letters No. dated 17t h Jniio 1928 apd 22nd August 1929* 
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shall think fit and it shall bo lawful for the Secretary of State for such purposes 
or any of them to enter at all times by his agents, workmen, or others on auy 
part or parts of the Khanpur-Chachran Railway or tlic lands, or works belonging 
thereto and to erect, place, maintain, make, do and execute thereon all such 
buildings, machinery, works, appliances, acts and things as the Secretary of State 
shall consider necessary or proper in relation to the construction, maintenance, 
use and working of the said electric telegraphs. The Secretary of State shall be 
exclusively entitled to the possession of all buildiugs, machinery, works and ap¬ 
pliances erected or brought by him under the powers conferred on him by this 
clause on the Khanpur-Chachran Railway or on any land or works belonging there¬ 
to. The North Western Railway shall in accordance with the rules in force for 
the time being on State Railways at all times furnish the Secretary of State with 
such free 2>asses over the Khanpur-Chachran Railway or any parts thereof as he 
shall require for persons employed by him in or about or in connection with the 
construction, maintenance, working or inspection of the electric telegraphs men¬ 
tioned in this clause or any building, machinery, works or a 2 )pliances appertaining 
thereto. 

32. The Secretary of State shall from time to time allow the North Western 
Railway to have the exclusive use of any sucli electric telegraphs and telegraphic 
appliances as he shall from time to time consider propetr to be used by the North 
Western Railway for the purtmses of safely or efficiently working the Khanpur- 
Chachran Railway, or ajiy part or parts thereof. The Secretary of State shall 
maintain and keej) in good rejmir and in good working condition the electric tele¬ 
graphs and telegra])hic appliances of which the North Western Railway shall 
for the time being be allowed to have the use. 

33. The North Western Railway shall from time to time upon demand by the 
Telegraph De 2 )artraent of the Secretary of State transfer to the credit of that 
Department the amount which shall from time to time be due for rent, niaintenarce 
and inspection of the electric telegraphs and telegraphic ap])liances of which the 
Secretary of State shall from time to time under the last precc^ling clause have 
allowed to the North Western Railway the exclusive use, such charges being 
calculated according to the rules for the time being in force for State Railway 
tclegraj^hs. 

34. The NorfK Western Railway shall in relation to any electric telegraph or 
telegra 2 )hic a 2 >pliauces of which under clause 32 of this agreement it shall for the 
time being be allowed to have the use observe the rules applicable to telegraphs 
and telegrajdiic appliances which shall for the time being bo in force, in the case of 
State Railway telegraphs. 

35. All correspondence connected with the. construction, maintenance and 
working of the Khanpur-Chachran Railway under any of the clauses of this agree¬ 
ment shall so far as the questions affecting j^rincifdcs and important matters are 
concerned be conducted between the Manager,* North Western Railway, for 
the time being and the Bahawalpur Darbar through the medium of the Secretary

36. The Bahawalpur Darbar shall with all reasonable speed comply with all 
such requirements as the Secretary of State shall from time to time make iu ac¬ 
cordance with this agreement. 

37. If there shall be any breach (whether by act or omission or default) on the 
part of the North Western Railway or of the Bahawalpur Darbar of any of the 
stipulations or provisions of this agreement performed or observed and the North 
Western Railway or the Bahawalpur Darbar respectively shall fail to remedy 
effectually any such breach as aforesaid within six calendar months after notice 
in writing to remedy the same shall Jiave been given to the Bahawalpur Darbar 
or the North Western Railway, respectively, by the Secretary of State, the 
Secretary of State may on or at any time after the expiration of the six calendar 
months aforesaid determine this agreement by giving to the North Western Rail¬ 
way or the Bahawalpur Darbar as the case may be notice in writing of such deter¬ 
mination. 

38. Upon the determination of this agreement under either of the two clauses 
5 or 37 or by effluxion of time the North Western Railway shall give to the Baha¬ 
walpur Darbar possession of the lUianpur-Chachran Railway in good working 
and efficient order together with the land, plant, machinery or equipment belong¬ 
ing thereto and all stores in hand or in course of delivery on the day of the deter¬ 
mination of the contract and all plans, books, surveys, sections, printings, writ¬ 
ings, and documents whatsoever, in any wise connected with the Khanpur- 
Chacliran Railway and all other property (if any) belonging or appertaining there¬ 
to and shall pay to the Bahawalpur Darbar all moneys in the possession of the 
North Western Railway on account of the Khanpur-Chachran Railway. And 
after such possession shall liavo been given and after all moneys which under this 
agreement shall have become payable to the Bahawalpur Darbar shall have been 
duly paid, the Bahawalpur Darbar shall be bound to indemnify the North Western 
Railway its property and effects against all such debts and liabilities (if any as 
it may have incurred on behalf oi the Khanpur-Chachran Railway and which shall 
be then subsisting. 

39. Upon the determination of this agreement the working stores appertain¬ 
ing to the Khanpur-Chachran Railway which may have been provided by the 
North Western Railway shall, if the North Western Railway ^ desire, be taken 
over by the Bahawalpur Darbar at a valuation to be determined by mutual agree¬ 
ment or if necessary by arbitration. 

40. In the event of any difference of opinion arising upon any of the terms of 
this agreement between the Bahawalpur Darbar and the North Western Railway, 
the matter shall be reftuced through the Punjab Government to the Government 
of India whose decision shall be final and binding on all parties.

We, the President and Members of the Council of Regency of the Bahawal¬ 
pur State, hereby cede to the British Government full and exclusive power and 
jurisdiction of every kind over the lands in the said State \yhich are, or may here¬ 
after be, occupied between McLeodganj Road and Fazilka by the Southern Pun¬ 
jab Railway (including all lands occupied for stations, for out-buildings and for 
other railway purposes), and over all persons and things whatsoever within the 
Siiid lands.

Agreement between the British Government and the Governments of His 
Highness the Nawab of Bahawalpur and His Highness the Maharaja 
of Bikaner in connection with the Sutlej Valley Canals Project, —1920. 

Terms of agreement subject to the confirmation of the Secretary of State in 
Coxmcil between the British Government and the Governments of His Highness 
the Nawab of Bahawalpur and His Highness the Maharaja of Bikaner regarding 
the irrigation of the tracts commanded and economically irrigable from the Gharra 
Beach of the Sutlej River and from the Panjnad Reach of the Chenab River. 

1. The Project to be drawn out under the exclusive control of the British 
Government on the general basis of taking the waters specified in paragraph 4(A) 
below to the areas hereinafter specified. 

2. The original designs for the canal works wdll be drawn out under the sole 
direction of the British Government, every possible attention being given to the 
wishes of the two States concerned as to the precise direction and position of the 
canals : provided that they are consistent with sound engineering principles. 

3. Tho tracts for the irrigation of which provision is made consist of the fol¬ 
lowing :— 

British— 

(a) On the Right Bank.—-The whole area commanded by this scheme from 
tlie site of the uppermost weir down to the Chenab River and lying 
between the Gharra River and the old bed of the Beas or the limit 
of existing irrigation of the Bari Doab Canals. 

(h) On the Left Bank.— The whole Khadir area commanded by this scheme 
from the site of the uppermost weir down to the Bahawalpur State 
boundary.

The whole of the Khadir area of this State to the south of the river as far as 
the Sind boimdary and the irrigable area in the high lands, and such 
detached areas of Bahawalpur territory within Sind for which irrigation 
can be arranged in consultation with the Sind Authorities, 

Bikaner— 


The area commanded by a canal taking off from the uppermost weir and 
entering the north-west corner of the State from British territory. 


4. The water shall be distributed between the parties concerned as laid down 
in the following clauses :— 

A. —The area irrigated from the Gharra Reach of the Sutlej is to be entitled 
to claim up to the limit of the canal head capacities herein authorised in cusecs, 
the supply entering the Gharra Reach from the Beas together with any supplies 
that flow into the Gharra Reach from the Sutlej after the irrigation requirements 
on the Sutlej above the junction of the Beas have been satisfied. 

B. —^For the Blharif crop from 1st April to 15th of October the full supply 
capacity sanctioned in cusecs at canal head for perennial and non-perennial chan¬ 
nels will have equal claim to the supply available. 

C. The areas to be adopted for the allocation of Rabi water and the corre¬ 
sponding shares in that season between October 16th and Ist April will be as

When, 
however, the supply of the river is in excess of the requirements of the perennial 
and non-perennial share capacities, the non-perennial channels may draw off 
up to a maximum capacity 50 per cent, in excess of the share capacity obtained 
as above and based on a design of 25 per cent. KJiarif intensity for channels from 
the Gharra with a 50 Full Supply Factor, and 30 per cent.

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5. The land required for the canak and works in connection with them shall 
be made over by the Government of each State traversed according to its own 
usage, all payments being made, in the case of land required for another party, 
by the British Government in accordance with the regulations in force in the 
territory in which the land is required, the amount being dealt with as a part 
of the expenditure on the work concerned. 

6. Compensation will be paid for any building or house injured by the works. 

7. The entire cost of the head-works and connected works, inclusive of the 
cost subsequent to 1st January 1920 of any further surveys and of the prepara¬ 
tion of the project, shall be borne by the British Government and the two States 
concerned in proportion to the equivalent perennial authorised canal capacity 
allocated to the parties concerned at the respective headworks. For the purpose 
of evaluating the equivalent authorised capacity one cusec of non-perennial 
capacity shall be deemed to be equivalent to *75 of a cusec of perennial 
capacity. 


NoTis.--Surveys do not include roctangulation for distribution purposes. 

8. Each party will defray the entire expenditure on its own canals. 

9. The States concerned shall supply annually to meet.the cost of construction, 
while the works are in progress, a proportion of the estimated annual outlay on 
the various headworks and river training works according to their share of the 
total equivalent authorised canal capacity at these works as well as the whole 
of the funds required for tho canals constructed on their behaK. 

10. On the completion of the works an account will be drawn out by the British 
Government of the actual expenditure and a final statement will be prepared of 
the exact sum due from the several States concerned when each State will pay 
or receive back any difference between its actual payments year by year and 
its ultimate share of the cost. 

11. The above account of total cost will include the proper charges for surveys, 
establishment, etc., whether incurred by the British or either of tho other Govern¬ 
ments concerned; and credit will be given to each State for payments made by 
it directly, 

12. Copiefii of such parts of the British accounts of the expenditure on con¬ 
struction will be furnished periodically to the Governments of the States concerned, 
so far as may be desired by them, and the States themselves will similarly furnish 
periodically accounts of any expenditure incurred by them directly. 

13. The seigniorage to be paid by the Bikaner State to the British Government 
on the water supplied will be at a rate not exceeding one-tenth of the average 
water rate on the British Perennial Canal from the Gharra taken at Ks. 6-8 in the 
project at the commencement of irrigation. 

14. The sum to be paid for each crop will be calculated on the area obtained 
by multiplying the mean discharge at the head of the Bikaner Canal during 
the crop and duties of 83'3 and 175 acres per cusec for Eharif and Rabi, 
loapectively. 
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15. No seigniorage will be demanded until the eleventh year after the admis¬ 
sion of water into the Bikaner Canal and as long as the profits from the British 
Perennial Canal from the Gharra shall be so small as would render the seigniorage 
rate of 10 per cent, of the average water rate per acre unduly high, such seig¬ 
niorage shall be proportionately reduced at the discretion of the British Govern • 
ment. 

16. In cases of any falling off in the seasonal supply of water available in the 
river the British Government and the other States will share the actual supply 
according to the original shares fixed and the States shall have no claim for com¬ 
pensation from the British Government on account of any such reduction of the 
supply. 

17. The British Government will have full and exclusive control of the dis¬ 
tribution of supplies at the canal heads and the Head Gauge Begisters with dis¬ 
charges observed shall be held to bo the authoritative data for calculating the 
quantity of water supplied. 


If for purposes of accuracy of gauging and avoiding the influence of silt at 
the actual canal head the regulating gauge is placed a certain distance down the 
canal, the data obtained shall be taken to fulfill the conditions of the head gauge. 


18. No party will have any claim for restitution of water not used by it when 
available. 

19. The several parties shall pay the same share of the annual charges for 
the maintenance including extensions and improvements of the canal works as 
they pay of the first cost of the works and provide the funds annually as 
required. 

20. The original construction of the canals with collateral works including 
distributaries shall be carried out by and under the control of a Chief Engineer 
appointed hf the British Government whose sole charge shall be the con¬ 
struction and working of this project, and separate Superintending Engineers shall 
be appointed for each State. 

21. The maintenance and management of the headworks with their connected 
Works and in the case of Bikaner the Main Line down to the State border shall 
rest entirely in the hands of the British Government. 

22. The British Government undertake to maintain and to manage the canals 
and their distributaries on behalf of the States concerned for the first three years 
after their completion, but each State will distribute the supply from the outlets 
through its own Revenue Staff. After this period the system shall be handed 
over to the State, subject to the proviso that this period may be extended at the 
option of the State concerned. 

23. On the initiation of construction, a programme of colonization shall be 
drawn up between the Chief Engineer and the Colonization Officer of the State, 
and the construction programme, as far as possible, shall be regulated to meet 
the requirements of the Colonization Officer. 

24. During the period of construction, and the period of management referred 
to in paragraph 22 the details of^ superintendence, powers of local officers and 
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other matters connected with the management shall be settled by the Punjab 
Government and the Government of the States concerned, subject to the con¬ 
firmation of the Government of India. 


25. For purposes of administration the Canal Act, VIII of .1873, suitably 
modified shall be introduced by each State and offenders against the Act shall 
be made over by the canal officers for trial to the officers of the Government in 
whose territory the offence was committed. 

26. The miscellaneous produce, such as wood and grass, etc., on joint head- 
works will be shared by the parties concerned in i^rojwrtion to their share in the 
first cost. 

27. The British Government reserves to itself the right of extending or alter¬ 
ing the river works at any time in any way it pleases, on the imderstanding that 
the share of the water first assigned to the parties under this agreement shall not 
be diminished without their assent being obtained, 

28. Until the State Canals have been handed over to the respective States 
for management it shall be the duty of the officers in charge to pay due atten¬ 
tion to any representations of the Governments of the States concerned or of 
their officers and to carry out their wishes as far as may be practicable or advis¬ 
able. 

29. Provided that the supplies assured to Bahawalpur under this agreement 
are not reduced, the British Government, if it desires to do so, may take a canal 
from above the weir on the Panjnad into Sind. 

On the assumption that a capacity of 7,500 cusecs will be required for Sind 
a share of the cost of the Panjnad Head Works equal to will be borne by 
the British Government whether the canal is constructed for that tract or not. 

If the canal is constructed the entire cost of construction of the canal will be 
borne by the British Government. 

30. In case of any difference of opinion arising between any officer ot the 
States concerned and the British Canal Officers on any matter relating to the 
management of the canal, it shall ordinarily be settled between the Government 
of the States and the Chief Engineer and in the event of their differing it shall 
be referred to the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab for decision. 

31. If any difference of opinion shall arise between the Government of either 
of the States concerned and the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab as to the 
construction of this Agreement or any matter imder it, a reference may be made to 
the Governor-General in Council, whose decision shall be final. 

32. If within 4 months of receipt of debit, the States do not provide their share 
of the funds necessary for carrying out the works, for the proper maintenance 
of the Head works and connected works and in the case of Bikaner, for the Bikaner 
Main Line also, the British Government shall have the power to stop or restrict 
supplies, until such time as payment is made, 

S3. The Governor-General in Coimcil will at all times be ready to receive any 
representation from the Government of any of the States concerned, if such Gov- 



eminent considers that the spirit of the present proposals are from any cause not 
fully acted up to by the officers of the Pimjab Government on whom the immediate 
duty of carrying them out ^vill devolve. 

34. If at any time it is found desirable for the more efficient working of the 
canal system to store water on the Beas it shall be optional for the three parties 
to share the cost of the storage in proportion to the benefits to be received by them.

SuNNUD to the Rajah of Jheend, dated 22nd September 1847. 

The Right Honorable the Governor-General having resolved to bestow certain 
lands on the Rajah of Jheend, as a mark of consideration for his attachment and 
services to the British during the late war with the Lahore State, and the Rajah 
of Jheend ha\ang requested that he may at the same time receive a renewed assur¬ 
ance of protection and guarantee of his rights in his former possessions, the Gov¬ 
ernor-General is pleased to confer this assurance in the form of a Sunnud or Grant 
as follows, in order that the Maharajah and his successors after him may, with 
perfect confidence, continue to exercise the same rights and authority in his posses¬ 
sions as heretofore. 

The Maharajah’s ancient hereditary estates, according to annexed Schedule,* 
shall continue for ever in the possession of himself and his successors, with all 
Government rights thereto belonging of Police jurisdiction and collection of revenue 
as heretofore. The Maharajah’s chaharumians, feudatories, adherents, and 
dependants wiU continue bound in their adherence and obligations to the Rajah 
as heretofore. His Highness will exert himself to do justice, and to promote the 
welfare and happiness of his subjects, while they, on their part, considering the 
Kajah as their true and rightful lord, must obey liim and his successors accord¬ 
ingly, and pay the revenue punctually and be always zealous to promote the 
cultivation of their lands, and testify their loyalty and obedience. The Maha¬ 
rajah has relinquished for himself and his successors for ever all right to levy 
excise and transit duties which have been abolished throughout the Jheend terri¬ 
tory. His Highness also binds himself and his successors to the suppression of 
suttee, infanticide, and slave-dealing within his territories. If, unknown to the 
Maharajah’s authorities, any persons should be guilty of these acts, the Maha¬ 
rajah's authorities will, on conviction, punish them with such severity as to deter 
others. The British Government will never demand from the Maharajah and 
his successors and their dependants above named any thing in the way of tribute 
or revenue or commutation in lieu of troops or otherwise, for the reason that His 
HighnesB will ever continue as heretofore sincerely devoted to the service and 
interests of the British. The British authorities will not entertain complaints 
of the Maharajah’s subjects or dependants, or interfere with the Maharajah’s 
authority. Should an enemy approach from any quarter to this side the Beas 
or Sutlej, for the purpose of conquering this country, the Rajah will join the British 
Anny with his forces, and exert himself in expelling the enemy and act imder 
discipline and obedience, and in time of war place the rcsouj-oes of his country 
at the disposal of the British Government. His Highness engages to have made 
and to keep in repairs, through his own officers, the military roads through his 
territory for the passage of Britisli troops from Umballa and other stations to 
Foroze.pore, of a width and elevation to be determined on by the Engineer Officer 
charged with the duty of laying down the roads. His Highness will also appoint 
encamping ground for British troops at the different stages, which shall be marked 
off, ao that tlicre be no claitnB made hereafter on account of damaged crops.

Translation of a Sanad regarding Possession of Territory granted to the 
Raja of Jhind by His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General 
of India, dated the 5th May 1860. 

Whereas since the day of the rise of the sun of the everlasting British Empire 
and supremacy in this Country of India, the acts of loyalty and devotion to Gov¬ 
ernment of Farzand-i“dilband-i-Rasikh"Ul-i ’tikad-i-Daulat-i-Inglisia (the beloved 
and firmly faithful son of the English Empire) Raja Sahib Sarup Singh Bahadur 
and ancestors and predecessors of the said Raja, on occasions of war and battle, 
etc., have become fully conspicuous; accordingly as a reward for these good ser • 
vices and aid and assistance with troops and supplies, etc., they have always 
been distinguished and exalted by the powerful British Government by being 
granted territory and titles and raised in degrees of honour and dignity. Parti¬ 
cularly in the year 1857 A.D., during the days of the insurrection and mutiny 
of wretched persons the Raja Sahib Bahadur rendered and displayed worthy 
and conspicuous services which surpassed his previous achievements. Therefore, 
in recognition of such approved services, the powerful Britisli Government, by 
way of Royal favour and kindness,. has conferred on the Raja Sahib Bahadur 
some territory and additional title for generation after generation and descendant 
after descendant. The Raja Sahib Bahadur has applied for a renewal of the 
Sanad regarding his ancestral territory as well as that granted to him previously 
and now by the powerful Government. In view of this His Excellency the A^iceroy 
and Governor-General is pleased to approve of the grant of the present Sanad 
by way of treaty with the conditions entered below as a memorable document:— 


Clause I. 

According to the list annexed to this Sanad, the Raja Sahib Bahadur and 
his successors wiD, in the present and future time, exercise sovereignty, with peace 
of mind and in perfect security, in accordance with ancient custom, over his ances¬ 
tral possessions and the dominions bestowed on him by the British Government 
and consider the territory granted to him by the British Government in recogni¬ 
tion of his good services as liis iincestral territory with all fwwers and rights, internal 
and external. AH powt^rs great and small, administrative and criminal and in 
respect of the produce of revenue, ete., will, as heretofore, remain permanently 
vested in the power and control of the Raja Sahib Bahadur and his successors 
generation after generation and descendant after descendant at present and in 
future for ever and in perpetuity ; and (his) brothers, zaiklurs, feudatories, Jagir- 
dars and dependants will, according to old custom, obey the orders and command.s 
of the Raja Sahib Bahadur and his successors. 


Clause 11. 

The powerful British Government will not diunand or exact anything on account 
of nazevrana, land revenue, adiniuifitrative or criminal ct'sses, compensatbn on 
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aecourt of troops, etc., or on any other plea whatever, in the present or future, 
from the Baja Sahib Bahadur, his successors, dependants, brothers, Zaildars, 
Jagirdars or feudatories, except as provided in Clause III. 

Clause III. 

As an additional Boyal favour and having regard to the loyalty and devo¬ 
tion of the Raja Sahib Bahadur the powerful Government desires that this terri¬ 
tory should always remain under the sovereignty of this family. Therefore the 
power of adoption is granted for ever to the said Raja Sahib and his successors 
so that in case there is no lineal descendant, they may, for the purpose of perpe¬ 
tuating the line of Chiefship, adopt a successor,. according to their own choice, 
from among the descendants of the Phulkian family. The powerful Government 
cordially accepts and agrees to this. The powerful Government also grants per¬ 
mission that in case—may God forbid—the Raja on the Ma-snad should suddenly 
die, without leaving a lineal descendant or an adopted successor, the Maharaja 
Sahib of Patiala and the Raja Sahib of Nabha, in concert with the Commissioner 
Sahib Bahadur, may select a successor from among the Phulkian family and place 
him on the Masnad, In that case vtamrana to the extent of one-third of the 
income of the State for one year will be paid into the treasury of the British Gov¬ 
ernment by the Jhind State. 




Clause IV. 

In the year 1847 an agreement regarding the infliction of capital punishment 
after reference to the Commissioner Sahib Bahadur and the prevention of female 
infanticide. Salt and slavery, etc., was obtained from the said Raja Sahib. That 
is now cancelled, and absolute power by all means regarding the infliction of 
capital punishment, etc., in his territory, according to old custom, is granted to 
the Raja Sahib Bahadur and bis successors. Similarly with regard to punishing 
subjects of the powerful British Government committing crime and apprehended 
in the territory of the Jhind State, the Raja Sahib Bahadur and his successors 
aie granted power in accordance with the provisions of the despatch No. 3, dated 
Ist June 1836, from the Honourable Court of Directors at the Capital, London. 
The Raja Sahib Bahadur will exert himself by every possible means in promo¬ 
ting the welfare of his people and the ha2)pine8S of his subjects and in redress¬ 
ing the grievances of the oppressed and injured in the jnoper way. He will 
prevent in his territory female infanticide, SaH and slavery, which are opposed 
to the principles of justice and equity towards the people, in accordance with the 
provisions of the former Sanad, In the event of any person at any time com¬ 
mitting the above mentioned prohibited crimes without the knowledge of the 
officials of the Raja Sahib, the latter will inflict deterrent punishment on him. 

Clause V. 

The Raja Sahib and his successors will never fail in their faithful and devoted 
obedience to the Empress, Queen of England, and her successors. 
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Clause VI. 


If at any time any hostile troops with mischievous intention should appear 
in his neighbourhood from any side or direction, the Eaja Sahib Bahadur will 
along with his existing force sincerely and loyally co-operate with the TCngliHh 
in repelling them in accordance with past practice. He wUl exert himself, to 
the utmost of his resources, in providing supplies, grains, etc., and transport accord- 
ing to the requisitions of British officers. 


Clause VII. 

Complaints against the Raja Sahib from his subjects, Muafidars, Jagirdars, 
dependants, brothers and servants, etc., will on no account be listened to bv the 
powerful British Government. 


Clause VIII. 

With regard to* internal management and the affairs of the brothers house¬ 
hold and relatives, the rules and arrangements made by the Raja Sahib Bahadur 
will always be respected and not interfered with by the powerful British Govern¬ 
ment. 

Clause IX. 

On the occasion of the construction and repair of roads in his territory the 
Raja Sahib Bahadur will, in accordance with the written communication of the 
Commissioner Sahib Bahadur, arrange, from his own territory, through hirdor^ 
and officials of Parganas, according to former customs, for the materials required 
on payment; and at the time of the construction of a rail-road or other roads 
the Raja Sahib Bahadur will concede, free of charge, land that comes under roads 
in the same way as he has done for the Imperial road. 


Clause X. 

Tlie Raja Sahib will always pursue the course of obedience and loyaltv to the 
powerful Government who will likewise continue to uphold His Honour, respect, 
rank and dignity in the manner it is done at present.

Translation of a Sunnud or Grant of portions of the Pergnnnah of BooD' 
WANAH, District Jhujjur, bestowed on the Rajah of Jheend by His 
Excellency Earl Canning, G.C.B., Viceroy and Governor-General 
of India, —1861. 


Whereas the devotion and loyalty of the Rajah of Jheend and of his ancestors 

have always been conspicuous since the establish- 
ment off British supremacy in India, His Excellency 
the Viceroy and Governor-General, being desirous of marking his high apprecia¬ 
tion of these qualities, has been pleased to bestow upon the Rajah portions of 
Pergunnah Boodwanah, of the District of Jhujjur, containing nineteen village:^, 
according to vernacular list annexed*, assessed at a yearly revenue of (eighteen 
thousand five hundred and twenty Rupees) 18,520 Rupees, and to accept from 
the Rajah a “ nuzzuranah ” of (Rupees 3,70,004) three lakhs seventy thousand 
and four. It is accordingly ordained as follows :— 


Article 1. 

The territory above-mentioned is conferred upon the Rajah of Jheend and 
his heirs for ever. 


Article 2. 

The Rajah and his successors will exercise the same rights, privileges, and 
prerogatives in this newly-acquired territory as he at present enjoys in his ances¬ 
tral possessions, according to the terms of the Sunnud, dated 5th May 1860, and 
signed by His Excellency Earl Canning, Viceroy and Governor-General of India. 


Article 3. 

The Rajah and his successors will continue to maintain the same loyal rela¬ 
tions with the British Government, and to fulfil the same obligations, with regard 
to this newly-acquired territory, as were imposed on him by the terms of the 
Sunnud, dated 5th May 1860, relating to the Rajah’s ancestral possessions. 


No. XLVI. 

To FuRzund Dilbund Rasekool Itahqad Dowlut-i-Englishia Rajah 
S uROOP Singh Bahadoor, of Jheend, dated 5th March 1862. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representati on and dignity of their Houses should be continued, I hereby,

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in fulfilment of this desire, repeat to you the assurance which I communicated 
to you in the Sunnud under my signature, dated 5th May 1860, that on failure 
of natural heirs, the' perpetuation of your family by your adoption of an heir from 
the Phoolkeean House will be in accordance with the wishes of the paramount 
power, and will be gladly recognized and confirmed ; and that if at any time any 
Rajah of Jheend should die without male issue, and without adopting a successor, 
it will still be open to the Maharajah of Putialla and the Rajah of Nabha, in con¬ 
cert with the Commissioner or Political Agent of the British Government, to 
select a successor from among the Phoolkeean family; but in that case a nuzzu- 
ranah, or fine, equal to one-third of the gross annual revenue of the Jheend State, 
shall be paid to the British Government. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the Engagement thus made to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the 
Treaties, Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Gov¬ 
ernment.

Amended Terms of Agreement between the British Government and the 
State of Jind, for regulating the supply of water for irrigation from the 
Western Jumna Canal, executed at Simla on behalf of the British 
Government by C. L. Tupper, Esq., Chief Secretary to the Govern¬ 
ment of the Punjab, duly empowered by Hjs Excellency the Viceroy 
and Governor-General in Council, and at Sangrur on behalf of the 
Jind State by Sardar Rat an Singh, President,. Council of Regency, 
duly empowered by His Highness the Raja of Jind,— 1892. 

The terms of agreement * executed on the 29th April 1875 are hereby cancelled. 

2. In lieu of the cuts from the canal, by means of which irrigation was originally 
effected, ten main distributaries with proper masonry heads taking out of the 
Hansi Branch of the Western Jumna Canal, and four masonry heads for water¬ 
courses taking out of the Butana distributary, shall be provided for the irriga¬ 
tion of the State from the Western Jumna Canal. 

3. The said distributaries and the said water-course heads taking out of the 
Butana distributary shall be constructed at the cost of the British Government, 
but when completed shall be handed over to the Jind State, with the exception 
of the masonry heads and the portions of the channels within canal limits. 

4. The distributaries so made over shall be kept in repair by the Jind State, 
a d<^aot\on being made on this account from the annual charge for water. The 
deduction shall be calculated at a certain rate for irrigated area fixed with refer¬ 
ence to the average cost per aero for maintenance of distributaries elsewhere in 
British territories.

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5. So soon as the ten main distributaries taking out from the Hansi Branch 
are made over to the Jind State, the British Canal Officer shall thenceforth exer¬ 
cise no interference in regard to the internal management and the distribution 
of water from them, nor shall he, unless at the request or with the consent of the 
Jind Canal Officer, reduce the supply entering the heads, provided the full gauge 
readings specified in Article 7 be not exceeded; but the British Canal Officer 
shall have full power to shut off or to reduce the supply entering the Hansi Branch 
under the following circumstances :— 


(a) As part of a general closure of the Western Jumna Canal for necessary 

' or emergent repairs, of which due notice will be published in the Punjab 
Gazette for closures of more than ten days duration. 

(b) For purpose of repairs to any canal work or for usual or necessary silt 

clearances on the Hansi Branch. 

(c) On occasions of excessive rainfall or general reduction of the demand 

for canal water, that may render a reduction of the supply necessary, 
either for the safety of the canal banks or works or to prevent undue 
flooding or waste of water. 

(d) For the purpose of a more effective distribution of the supply available 

for the distributaries on the New Main Line, and for the Delhi and 
Hansi Branches and the.Butana distributary, all closures and reduc¬ 
tions of the supply to the Hansi Branch being as far as possible com¬ 
pensated for by an immediately previous or subsequent increase of 
the supply which would otherwise be due to that branch. 

(e) In the event of the supply available for the distributaries on the New 

Main Line and for the Delhi and Hansi Branches and Butana distri¬ 
butary falling below the demand, in which case the su])ply to the 
Hansi Branch shall either be rateably reduced or shall be regulated 
as provided in Clause (d) of this Article. 


As long previous notice as possible shall be given to the Jind Canal Officer 
of all closures or reductions of the supply ordered under Claqses (a), (b), (d), and (e). 


Immediate notice of all closures or reductions of the supply ordered under 
Clause (e) shall also be given to the Jind Canal Officer, who will be consulted as 
to the length of the period during which the reduction of the supply should be 
maintained. 

6. The British Canal Officer shall have full power to shut off or reduce the 
supply to the Butana distributary at his discretion in accordance with the exi¬ 
gencies of irrigation, and the outlets provided on that distributary for the irriga¬ 
tion of Jind territory shall be subject to such periodical and special closures as 
may be ordered from time to time for British outlets in accordance with Rule 15 
passed under Act VIII of 1873, due intimation of such orders being given to the 
Jind Canal Officer, but no closure shall be ordered on account of alleged wastage 
of water owing to disrepair of irrigating channels. 
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7. The distributaries shall be constructed of sufficient capacity, when running 
to a full gauge, to irrigate, in combination with the four water-courses from the 
Butana distributa.rv, an aggregate area of 60,000 (sixty thousand) acres per 
annum, but in order to compensate for all irregularities or deficiencies in the 
supply passed into them, the annual charge for the water supplied shall be cal¬ 
culated on an irrigated area of 50,000 (fifty thousand) acres only, and no claims 
shall be raised by the Jind State for reduction of such annual charge on the grounds 
of short supply. 

8. Gauges shall be placed at the head of each distributary for the determina¬ 
tion of full supplies, the zero of the gauge in each case being placed on the level 
of the bed of the distributary. The following gauge readings shall be held to 
represent full supplies in the case of each distributary :—

No. I distributary having been constructed to carry double the full supply 
sufficient for the irrigation of the area dependent on it shall be closed at the head 
during every alternative week or other convenient interval of time and shall be 
opened in the corresponding alternative intervals. The remaining nine distri¬ 
butaries shall be allowed'to run constantly, subject to temporary closures of the 
Hansi Branch under Article 5 of this agreement. Every distributary, when open, 
shall be entitled to as full a supply as the supply in the Hansi Branch will permit 
without being headed up, provided that the above-mentioned gauge readings 
shall, in no case, be exceeded. 

8(a). The heads of all the Jind distributaries shall remain under the sole con¬ 
trol of the British Canal Officer, who will arrange for the maintenance of the supply 
in each at the gauge indented for by tlie Jind Canal Officer, if not in excess of the 
full supply gauge reading prescribed in Article 7 and, as far as the available depth 
of water in the Hansi Branch will permit. In the event of a broach or sudden 
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cessation of the demand on a Jind distributary, the supply entering at the head 
shall not be reduced except in accordance with the general or special orders in 
this regard that may be issued from time to time by the British Canal Officer, 
but all reductions of supply applied for by the Jind Canal Officer will be effected 
after due and sufficient notice has been given. 

9. Masonry diaphragms shall be constructed in the first two miles of each 
distributary, which shall be held to indicate the normal bed-levels and cross- 
sections of the channel in which they are situated. The Jind State shall make 
all clearances of these channels as nearly as may be in conformity with the levels 
and cross-sections thus indicated, and shall not increase the capacity of any of 
the channels beyond the limits indicated by the said diaphragms without the 
consent of the British Government. The British Canal Officers shall be at liberty 
to inspect the said diaphragms and to repair them at the cost of the British Govern¬ 
ment should they be found to require it. 

10. The amount payable annually by the Jind State for the supply of water 
for irrigation shall be calculated on an area of 50,000 (fifty thousand) acres, the 
rate per acre being the average of some few years of measured irrigation in lands 
similarly situated in British territory, but the j^mount shall be subject to deduc¬ 
tion on account of— 

(1) Cost of repairs and maintenance of distributaries as provided in Article 4. 

(2) Kediiction of canal establishment resulting from the transfer of sole 

management of the distributaries to the State. 

(3) Fees to Lambardars and Patwaris at the rate of 5 (five) per cent, on the 

amount payable. 


Note.— The net amount payable by the State, after making the stipulated deductions, 
has been fixed for the present at Rs. 1,05,600 (one hundred and five thousand five hundr^) 
as detailed below. The rate of 2-4 (two and four-tenths) ^pees per acre was obtained by 
striking a mean for five years ending 1883-84 of actual realizations ])er acre irrigated in the 
Jind State :—

11. In the event of there being a general reduction of water-rates on the canal, 
a rateable reduction shall be made in the amount payable by the State; and 
in the event of the rates being increased, a rateable incrfe.\se shall be deuiandable 

from the State. 

12 In case of any difierence of opinion arising between any officers of the 
Jind State and the British Canal Officers relating to the supply of water, it shaU

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be referred to the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab, whose decision shall be 
final. If any difference of opinion shall arise between the Jind State and the 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab as to the construction of this agreement, a 
reference may be made to the Governor-General in Council, whose decision shall 
be final.

Agreement for the construction of a Line of Telegraph from Maler 

Kotla to Sangrur, —1893. 

Whereas the State of Jind is desirous of having a line of telegraph constructed 
from Maler Kotla to Sangrur to be worked in connection with the British lines of 
telegraph, the following terms are agreed upon by IT. R. Brooke, Esquire, Director- 
General of Telegraphs, on the part of the British Government duly empowered by 
the Vicerenj and Governor-General of India in Council on that behalf, and by Sardar 
Raltan Singh, duly empowered by the Government of the J ind State on that behalf : 

I. The British Government agrees to construct for the Jind State a line of 
telegraph consisting of one wire to be carried on suitable supports to be erected 
between Maler Kotla and Sangrur at a cost of rupees two thousand (Rs. 2,(XX)) 
more or less, the Jind State supplying the supports and distributing them free 
of charge, and the Jind State agrees to pay to the British Government the cost 
of the line as the money may be required. 
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n. The line^o constructed shall be called the Jind Branch Telegraph Line. 

III. With the consent of the Governor-General in Council extra wires may 
aj any time be added by the Telegraph Department for the Jind State on terras 
and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Jind State and the 
Government of India. 

IV. The Jind Branch Telegraph Extension shall be kept in efficient repair, 
managed and worked entirely by the officers of the Telegraph Department of 
the Government of India. It shall not be dismantled without the consent of 
the Government of British India. But should it at any time be given up the 
value of those of the materials of which it is composed which were supplied by 
the Telegraph Department shall be refimded to the Jind State, less the cost of 
dismantling and returning them into store. 

V. The State of Jind shall pay annually to the British Government to cover 
the cost of repairs and maintenance a sum calculated at the rate of per cent, 
per annum on the capital expenditure and also Rs. 5 per mile of wire* to cover 
cost of line establishment and minor charges of the Telegraph between Maler 
Kotla and Sangrur. These rates may be changed at any time hereafter, after 
one year’s notice has been given to the Jind State. 

VI. The entire receipts at the Telegraph Office at Sangrur and at any other 
office opened on the Jind Branch Telegraph Extension shall be credited annually 
to fche Jind State and the actual cost incurred in keeping open and working the 
said offices shall be debited annually to the Jind State. If the receipts exceed 
the cost of the offices together with the charges under Article V, the surplus shall 
be paid by the British Government to the Jind State, if the cost exceeds the receipts, 
the difference shall be paid by the Jind State to the British Government. By 
“ receipts ” is to be understood the value of the fees levied at the offices aforesaid 
on inland messages and the Indian share of foreign messages despatched from 
the offices aforesaid. 

VII. The accounts of the Jind Branch Telegraph Line and of the offices main¬ 
tained on it shall be rendered yearly to the State of Jind and the charges and 
balance shall be adjusted without delay. 

Ami. The Jind State shall provide free of rent such accommodation for the 
offices that may be opened on the Jind Branch Telegraph Line as the Director- 
General of Telegraphs shall consider necessary, and shall keep the same in good 
repair. 

IX. The State of Jind agrees to apply to the Jind Branch Telegraph Line 
the provisions of the British Telegraph Act, XIII of 1885, and such other Acts 
or legal provisions as have been or may hereafter be passed by the British Govern¬ 
ment with reference to telegraphs. 

X. The State of Jind agrees to apply to the Jind Branch Telegraph Line any 
Rules or Regulations that are now or may hereafter be made applicable to lines 
of telegraph in India. The British Government will undertake to furnish the 
Jind State with accurate translations of such Acts, Rules and Eeculations. 
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XI. The Jind State agrees that the Jind Branch Telegraph Line shall be open 
to the inspection and supervision of the Director-General of Telegraphs and of 
any officer deputed by him for that purpose. 

XII. The British Government agrees that whenever the Jind State shall find 
occasion to be dissatisfied with any of the officials employed on the Jind Telegraph 
Office and may wish, to remove them from office, such officials shall on the applica¬ 
tion of the Jind Durbar be at once removed and other officers shall be sent to fill 
their place as soon afterwards as practicable. 

Xin. Jurisdiction in regard to offences against the Telegraph Act committed 
in Jind territory by native subjects of the British Government or by subjects 
of the Raja of Jind will be regulated by Clause IV of the Sanad dated 5th May 
1860, granted to His Highness the Raja of Jind by the British Gov’crnment. 
European British subjects accused of such ojffenccs shall be tried in British Courts. 

XIV. In most urgent cases the Jind State will, during the pleasure of the

Agreement for the construction, maintenance and working of the Ludhiana- 
Dhuri-Jakhal Railway by the North Western Railway on behalf of 
the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars, —1899. 


This Indenture made the sixth day of September 1899 between the Secre¬ 
tary of State for India in Council (hereinafter called the Secretary of State) 
of the one part and the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars of the other 
part:—; 

Whereas a line of Railway situated partly in British territory and partly 
in territory lying in the Native States of Jhind, Maler Kotla and Patiala and 
about 79 miles in length is to be constructed on the 5J feet standard gauge from 
Ludliiana on the North Western Railway to Dhuri on the Rajpura-Bhatinda Rail¬ 
way and from Dhuri to Jakhal on the Southern Punjab Railway. 

And whereas the Secretary of State and the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars 
have agreed that the said Darbars shall supply all the fund necessary for con¬ 
struction exclusive of rolling stuck with the stores plant and machinery pertaining 
thereto and of electric telegraph with the appliances appertaining thereto and 
that the CTOvernmeiit of India shall construct and through the agency of the North 
Western Railway maintain and work the said line of Railway from Ludhiana by 
Dhuri to Jakhal upon the terms and conditions hereinafter contained. 

Now this Indenture witnesseth and it is hereby agreed and declared as 
follows:— 

1. “ The North Western Railway ” means the Railway worked by the Secre¬ 
tary of State and now under the control of the Manager, North Western Railway, 
and any alterations and additions that may from time to time during the con¬ 
tinuance of this contract be made in or to the said Railway by or with the sanction 
of the Secretary of State but not so as to include any Railways or works com¬ 
prised in the Ludhiana-Dhiiri-Jakhal Railway ” as hereinafter defined, 

2. “ The Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway ” means the Railway extending from 
Ludhiana on the North Western Railway to Dhuri on the Rajpura-Bhatinda Rail¬ 
way and from Dhuri to Jakhal on the Southern Punjab Railway with any im¬ 
provements alterations and additions of whatever description that may from time 
to time be made in or to the said Railway by or with the sanction of the Maler 
Kotla and Jhind Darbars but with the exception of the telegraphs and telegraphic 
appliances used or to be used thereon. 

3. “ The Amalgamated Undertaking ” means “ the North Western Railway ** 
and “ the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway ” (as defined above in Clauses 1 and 
2 respectively) taken as a whole the intention being that these two Railways under 
the terms hereinafter contained in this agreement should be worked together as 
if the two constituted but a single Railway. 

4. “ Gross receipts ” mean and include when not otherwise stated all receipts 
from coaching and goods traffic and from telegraphs all sums received as rents 
and all other receipts usually treated as Railway revenue.

5. This agreement shall be taken to have commenced and as having comc: 
into force upon the sixth day of September 1899 and shall be subject to revision 
from time to time and shall be and remain in force until the 31st day of December 
1904 and shaU be terminable then or on the 1st January or the 1st July in anj’ 
year thereafter on six months’ previous notice in writing being given by either 
party to this agreement to the other but without prejudice to the rights of either 
party against the other in respect of any covenant herein contained which may 
have been previously broken. 


6. The North Western Eailway shall survey and select the best alignment 
available for the construction of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jaklial Eailway and shall 
prepare an estimate of its cost such alignment and estimate of cost being subject 
to the approval of the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars and to the final sanction 
of the Secretary of State. 

7(a). The Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars shall supply all funds necessary 
to complete the construction of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Kailway as may from 
time to time be required by the Secretary of State. 

7(b\ The Government of India shall through the agenev of the Director of 
Railway Construction construct the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway in a per¬ 
manent and substantial manner of first.class and durable materials according 
to the standard of the North Western Railway and shall furnish it with such stores 
plant machinery and equipment as may be necessary for working the traffic. 
Steel flat-footed rail 75 lbs. to the yard shall be adopted and deodar sleepers of 
the same specification as are used on the main line of the North Western Railway. 

7(c). The Secretary of State shall provide the necessary electric telegraph and 
appliances. 

7(d). The Government of India shall with all reasonable despatch construct 
and make ready for opening the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and if possible 
shall open such railway within two years from the date of this agreement. 


8. During the continuance of this agreement tlio North Western Railway 
shall efficiently maintain the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and keep the same 
supplied with rolling-stock plant and machinery in good order as if it were part 
of the North Western Railway and shall do all in their power to develop the traffic 
on the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and shall manage use and work the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and shall convey traffic thereon. 

9. The Secretary of State shall be the sole judge as to the standard of main¬ 
tenance to be required and the Revenue Accounts provided for in Clause 26 
foUowing shall not be considered as finally closed and made up until such time 
as the maintenance is certified to by the Inspecting Officer appointed under the 
Indian Railway.^ Act IX of 1890 or any subsisting statutory modification thereof 
as havintr been brought up to the standard required and the whole cost of the 
.same debitablc to Revenu3 has been duly charged off. 


10. Teh North Western Railway shall be re8j)onsibIe for all accidents and for 
Joss and damage of every kind (including claims for lost or damaged goods) that 
shall occur upon the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway except accidents loss or 
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damage caused by any extraordinary casualty not due to defects iu the construc¬ 
tion or to the maintenance or working of the said Ludhiana-Dliuri-Jakhal Rail¬ 
way hy tlie North Western Railway. Should any of the permanent worxs such 
as bridges stations buildings or other works upon the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal 
Railway fail from causes beyond the control of the North Western Railway or 
should any extraordinary casualty occur the case must be regarded as excep¬ 
tional and the cost of construction or replacement must be charged to Capital 
or Revenue or divided between them as may be deemed by the Secretary of 
State proper according to the circumstances of the case. 


11. All subsequent works and alterations chargeable to Capital and wbick 
may from time to time be agreed upon between the North Western Railway and 
the Maler Kotla and Jbind Darbars as necessary for the efficient working of the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway shall be carried out by the North Western Rail¬ 
way at the expense of the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars. 

12. The Secretary of State may from time to time by notice in writing require 
the carrying out of any alteration or improvement in the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal 
Railway or any addition thereto that may in his opinion be necessary for the safety 
of passengers or for the safety of the public or for the effectual working of the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway. Such notice shall specify the alteration im¬ 
provement or addition required and shall also in general terms describe the works 
to be executed for the purpose of carrying out such alteration improvement or 
addition. 

13. Any moneys required by the North Western Railway for any purpose 
properly chargeable to the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars in connection with 
the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and sanctioned under Clause 10 or 11 or 
required by the Secretary of State under Clause 12 shall be provided by the Maler 
Kotla and Jhind Darbars according to such arrangements as shall from time to 
time bo made between the Maler Kotla and dhind Darbars and the Secretary 
of State. The incidence of the cost of all works to be constructed shall be agreed 
upon before the work is commenced. 

14. The area of land required for the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway whether 
during or after construction shall ])e provided free of cost by the Secretary of 
State in the case of British territory and by the Native States concoinud in the 
case of land lying in Native States’ territory. The Norrh Western Railway shall 
occupy such land during the period of this ogreemcuit but for purposes in connec¬ 
tion with the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway the North Western Railway sliall 
not acquire cither absolutely or for any limited estate any lai.d situate in Maler 
Kotla, Jhind and Patiala territory or any rights or casements in t*ver or in 
respect of any land so situate. The expression “ land ” includes as regards the 
operation of this clause buildings lauds and all other hereditaments of whatever 
description. 

15. During the continuance of this agreement the North Western Railway 
shall have entiie contiol of the traffic working of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Rail¬ 
way shall supply all staff required for the supervision and working including that 
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for audit and accounts and shall supply all locomoth’'e 3 and other rolling-stock 
fuel and working stores required for the efficient working of the Ludhiana-Dhuri- 
Jakhal Railway. 


16. The North Western Railway shall maintain and keep the Ludhiana-Dhuri- 
Jakhal Railway together with the plant and machinery and equipment in good 
repair and good working condition to the satisfaction of the Secretary of State. 

17. The North Western Railway shall cause to be run on the Ludhiana-Dhuri- 
Jakhal Railway so many trains at such times at such rates of speed between such 
places and with such conveniences and accommodations as the traffic shall from 
time to time require after duly considering any recommendations or suggestions 
from the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars. 


18. The North Western Railway shall book goods and passengers from all 
Stations upon the line of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway to all such stations 
upon other lines of radway as the North Western Railway now or shall from time 
to time interchange traffic with and shall otherwise extend to the traffic on the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway all privileges facilities and booking arrangements 
now or her^fter used or enjoyed by the North Western Railway in connection 
with other lines of Railway. 

19. The North Western Railway shall charge such rates fares and tolls and 
sliall make such rules cojiditions and arrangements in respect of the traffic on 
the said Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway as are now in force or shall be from 
time to time within the powers of the Manager North Western Railway to intro¬ 
duce on the biorth Western Railway. Construction and revenue stores required 
either for the North Western Railway or any lines for the time being worked by 
the North Western Railway or for the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway shall 
be carried over the Imes of the “ Amalgamated Undertaking ” at the rates and 
under the conditions in force for the time being on the North Western Railway. 

20. All services which on the Ludhiana-Uhiiri-.Taklial Railway the Secretary 
of State or the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars shall require the North Western 
Railway to perform for the Post Office the Military Department the Police De- 
partmoiit or any other Department of tlie Stak^ or for high Government and Darbar 
officials (including in such services the conveyance of mails as defined by the Post 
Office Act or Acts for the time being in force in India) the conveyance of Post 
Office servants when on duty the conveyance of troops and sailors Military and 
Naval establishments horses and other animals used for military purposes guns 
military stores and enquipnients the conveyance of police prisoners and paupers 
the conveyance of telegrai)h stores instruments officers and workmen and of 
any public stores whatever inclusive of stores for any other State Railway shall 
be performed by the North Western Railway on the same general conditions and 
at the same rates and imder the same conditions as may for the time being 
be generally in force on the North Western Railway. 

21 {a). The North Western Railway shall record and keep in proper books 
full and particular aoeounts of all its transactions and correspondence in any way 
relatiJig to or aiteotiug the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jaklial Railway or the business thereof 
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or any of the matters or things included or referred to in this agreement so as 
at all times to exhibit fully and truly the state of its affairs in relation thereto 
and the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars or any person or persons appointed by 
them ill that behalf shall at aU reasonable times have free access to aU the books 
accounts papers and documents of the North Western Railway relating to the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway with power to call for or make copies of or ex¬ 
tracts from the same. 

21 (b). The Director of Railway Construction shall supply quarterly reports 
of progress during the period of construction to the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars. 

22. The North Western Railway shall keep the following accounts in regard 
to the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway :— 

A Capital Account including the Stores Accounts. 

A Revenue Account. 

23. In the Capital Account of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway the follow¬ 
ing particulars shall be entered to debit and credit respectively (that is to say)— 


To debit, 

{a) The value at cost price as shown in the accounts of th^ Ludhiana-Dhuri- 
Jakhal Railway as and in manner aforesaid inclusive of the railway 
plant and machinery and equipment sujq^Iicd by the North Western 
Railway as aforesaid. 

(6) The value as certified by the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars of all land 
provided by them after the date of this agreement for the purposes 
of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway. 

(c) All moneys which shall be actually expended by the North Western Rail¬ 

way with the sanction of the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars out of 
the funds provided by them in respect of the Ludbiana-Dhuri-Jakhal 
Railway upon works plant or machinery the cost of which is charge¬ 
able to Capital. 

(d) All such other sums (if any) as ought to be entered to debit in the Capital 

Account. 

A tid to credit. 

(c) All such of the moneys to be received by or on behalf of the North Western 
Railway in respect of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway as ought 
under the })rovisions of this agreement to bo treated as received on 
account of Capital. 

{/) The value of any land originally debited to the (-apital Account of which 
the North Western Railway shall have been allowed to take possession 
for the purposes of the Ludhiana-Dliuri-Jakhal Railway and which 
shall have beeni subsequently relinquished. 
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24. All moneys expended by the North Western Railway on the Capital 
Accounts of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and all other expenses of the 
North Western Railway in connection therewith shall from time to time be stated 
and submitted to the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars. The Capital Account 
shall from time to time be made up and the balance thereon ascertained and 
stated therein. 

25. The gross receipts of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway are to be col¬ 
lected and treated as receipts of the North Western Railway. Moneys such as 
shall arise from the sale of any property on any occasion other than the replace¬ 
ment of the property sold by other property of the same or a similar character 
shall be treated as received on account of Capital the residue shall be treated as 
received on account of Revenue : Provided always that no sale of any property 
other than stores belonging to the Darbar on any occasion other than such replace¬ 
ment as aforesaid shall be made without the sanction of the Maler Kotla and 
Jhind Darbars. 

20. A Revenue Account for the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway showing the 
earnings of the line under the heads prescribed for State Railways and in total 
the percentage deduction therefrom for working expenses as per Clause 27 
following shall be prepared by the North Western Railway half-yearly to the 
30th day of June and the 31st day of December in each year or to such other 
days as may at any time be prescribed for Indian State Railways and shall 
be regularly submitted by the North Western Railway to the Maler Kotla and 
Jhind Darbars. Every Revenue Account shall be considered as settled at the 
expiration of three calendar months after the same shall have been submitted 
to the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars but nevertheless any error which may 
subsequently be discovered therein shall be corrected in the then next Revenue 
Account or in any subsequent Revenue Account or Accounts. 

27. All costs charges and expenses incurred by the North Western Railway 
in connection with the maintenance management use and working of the Ludhiana- 
Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and the conveyance of traffic thereon inclusive of the use 
and keep of rolling-stock with plant and machinery of the electric telegraph of 
the accounts and audit of police of legal expenses and of the compensation for 
loss or damage incurred through accidents or under Clause 10 properly chargeable to 
Revenue Account shall be paid by the North Western Railway and in each half- 
year there shall be deducted from the gross receipts of the Ludliiana-Dhuri-Jakhal 
Railway fifty-five per cent, of such gross receipts and the balance after making 
the said deduction shall be paid over to the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars. 

28. In case any question shall arise whether any expenditure incurred for 
purposes of the Amalgamated Undertaking ’’ is to be treated in the whole or 
in part as a charge incurred on Capital Account or how the same is to be dealt 
with tiie question shall be determined on the general principle that Caj)ital is to 
bear the cost of new works of additional plant and machinery and of substantial 
improvemeuts of and additions to old wmrks plant and machinery including the 
cost of any temporary new work the construction of which is requisite for the 
construction of a work properly chargeable to Capital and that subject to the 
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provisions of Clause 10 the cost of repairs restorations renewals replacements 
and substitutions is to be borne by Eevenue. If any difference shall arise between 
the Maler Eotla and Jhind Darbars and the North Western Eailway as to whether 
any expenditure incurred by the North Western Eailway on account of the 
l.udhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal line is properly chargeable to Capital or Eevenue the 
matter in difference shall bo referred to the decision of the Secretary of 
State. 


29. In addition to the electric telegraphs already established along or upon 
the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal road the Secretary of State may from time to time 
establish such electric telegraphs as he shall think fit along or upon the Ludhiana- 
Dhuri-Jakhal Eailway or any part or parts thereof or any land or works belong¬ 
ing thereto and may maintain and work the electric telegraphs already established 
or to be established as aforesaid as the Secretary of State shall think fit, and it 
shall be lawful for the Secretary of State for such purposes or any of them to enter 
at all times by his agents workmen or others on ajiy part or parts of the Ludhina- 
Dhuri-.Iakhal Eailway or the lands or works belonging thereto and to erect place 
maintain make do and execute thereon all such buildings machinery works 
appliances acts and things as the Secretary of State shall consider necmary or 
proper in relation to the construction maintenance use and working of the said 
electric telegraphs. The Secretary of State shall be exclusively entitled to the 
possession of all buildings machinery works and appliances erected or brought 
by him under the powers conferred on him by this clause on the Ludhiana-Dhuri- 
Jakhal Eailway or on any land or works belonging thereto. The North Western 
Eailway shall in accordance with the rules in force for the time being on State 
Eailways at all times furnish the Secretary of State with such free passes over 
the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Eailway or any parts thereof as he shall require for 
persons employed by him in or about or in connection with the construction main¬ 
tenance working or inspection of the electric telegraphs mentioned in this clause 
or any building machinery works or appliances appertaining thereto. 

30. The Secretary of State shall from time to time allow the North Western 
Eailway to have the exclusive use of any such electric telegraphs and telegraphic 
aj)pliauces as he shall from time to time consider proper to be used by the North 
Western Eailway for the purpose of safely or efliciently working the Ludhiana. 
Dhuri-Jakhal Eailway or any part or parts thereof. The Secretary of State sh/ II 
maintain and keep in good repair and in good working condition the electric tele¬ 
graphs and telegraphic appliances of which the North Weitern Eailway shall for 
tlie time being be allowed to have the use. 

31. The North Western Eailway shall from time to time upon demand by 

the Telegraph Department of the Secretary of State transfer to the credit of that 
Department the amount which shall from time to time be due for rent maintenance 
and inspection of the electric telegraphs and telegraphic appliances of which the 
Secretary of State shall from time to time under the last preceding clause have 
allowed to the North Western Eailway the exclusive use such charges being cal- 
culated according to the rules for the time being in force for State Railwa ^tele' 
graphs. ^ 
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32. The North Western Eailway shall in relation to any electric telegraph 
or telegraphic appliances of which under Clause 30 of this agreement it shall for 
the time being be allowed to have the use observe the rules applicable to telegraphs 
and telegraphic appliances which shall for the time being be in force in the case 
of State Railway telegraphs. 

33. All correspondence connected with the construction maintenance and 
working of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway under any of the clauses of this 
agreement shall so far as the questions affecting principles and important matters 
are concerned be conducted between the Manager North Western Railway for 
the time being and the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars through the medium 
of the Secretary to the Government of the Punjab in the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment but in ordinary matters the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars shall if they 
desire to do so correspond with the Manager North Western Railway direct 
through their own officials. 

34. The Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars shall with all reasonable speed comply 
with all such requirements as the Secretary of State shall from time to time make 
in accordance with this agreement. 

35. If there shall be any breach (whether by act or commission or default) 
on the part of the North Western Railway or of the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars 
of any of the stipulations or provisions of this agreement performed or observed 
and the North Western Railway or the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars respec¬ 
tively shall fail to remedy effectually any such breach as aforesaid within six 
calendar months after notice in writing to remedy the same shall have been given 
to the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars or the North Western Railway respectively 
by the Secretary of State the Secretary of State may on or at any time after the 
expiration of the six calendar months aforesaid determine this agreement by 
giving to the North Western Railway or the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars as 
the case may be notice in writing of such determination. 

36. Upon the determination of this agreement under either of the two Clauses 
5 or 35 or by effluxion of time the North Western Railway shall give to the Maler 
Kotla and Jhind Darbars possession of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway in 
good working and efficient order together with the land plant machinery and 
equipment belonging thereto and all stores in hand or in course of delivery on 
the day of the determination of the contract and all plans books survey sections 
printings writings and documents whatsoever in any wise connected with the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and all other property (if any) belonging or 
appertaining thereto and shall })ay to the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars all 
moneys in the posses-sion of the North Western Railway on account of the Ludhiana- 
Dhuri-Jakhal Railway. And after such ])ossession shall have been given and 
after all moneys which under this agreement shall have become payable to the 
Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars shall have been duly paid the Maler Kotla and 
Jhiml Darbars shall be bound to indemnify the North Western Railway its pro¬ 
perty and effects against all such debts and liabilities (if any) as it may have 
incurred on Udialf of - he Ludhiana-Dhuri* Jakhal Railway and which shall be then 
subsisting. 
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37. Upon the determination of this agreement the working stores appertain¬ 
ing to the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway which may have been provided by 
the North Western Railway shall if the North Western Railway so desire be taken 
over by the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars at a valuation to be determined by 
mutual agreement or if necessary by arbitration. 

38. In the event of any difference of opinion arising upon any of the terms 
of this agreement between the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars and the North 
Western Railway the matter shall be referred through the Punjab Government 
to the Government of India wliose decision shall be final and binding on all 
parties.

Supplementary agreement between the Secretary of State for India in Coun¬ 
cil and the Jind and Malerkotla Darbars for the working of the Ludhiana- 
Dhttri-Jakhal Railway,— 1923. 

This Indenture made the seventh day of December one thousand nine liundred 
and twenty-three between the Secretary of State for India in Council of the one 
part and the Jhind and Malerkotla Darbars of the other part and supplemental 
to an Indenture, dated the sixth day of September one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-nine and made between the parties hereto (hereinafter referred to as the 
Principal Indenture): 
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Witnesseth and it is hereby agreed and declared between the parties hereto 
as follows :— 

1. 3’he Principal Indenture shall read as if the words ‘‘ Jhiud and Malcrkotla ** 
were substituted for the words ** Malerkotla and Jhind ’’ wherever the said words 
occur therein. 

2. Clause II of the Principal Indenture shall read as if at the end thereof wore 
added the words ‘‘ in the proportion of four-fifths and one-fifth respectively. All 
expenditure on petty new works estimated to cost not more than Bs. 1,000 (one 
thousand) and which do not form a part of a general scheme or of a large project 
shall, however, be defrayed by the Secretary of State from the share of the gross 
receipts derived from the working of the Ludhiana-Dliuri-Jakhal Kail way, which 
are retained to cover the cost of working and managing the said Kailway, but the 
total expenditure incurred by the Secretary of State during any financial year 
on such works shall not exceed Ks. 30 (thirty) only per mile of the Ludhiana-Dhuri- 
Jakhal Railway.” 

3. Clause 27 of the Principal Indenture shall read as if at the end thereof were 
added the words “ after the 1st day of January 1913 fifty-two per cent, only shall 
be deducted from the gross receipts of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway by the 
North Western Railway to cover the cost of working the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal 
Railway and the balance after making this deduction of fifty-two per cent, shall 
be paid to the Jhind and Malerkotla Barbara.”

Agreement between the Secretary of State for India and the Jind Darbar 
for the working and construction of the Jind-Panipat Railway,— 1924. 

This Indenture made the 2nd day of September 1924 between the Secretary 
of State for India in Council (hereinafter called the Secretary of State) of the one 
part and the Jind Durbar (hereinafter called the Durbar) of the otlier part. T\^ere' 
as a line of railway (hereinafter referred to as the Jind-Panipat railway) has been 
constructed from the station of the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company at 
Panipat to the Jind Junction Station of the Southern Punjab Railway Company, 
Limited which station is about two miles from the City of Jind and the Railway 
so constructed has a newly constructed station at the City of Jind. And whereas 
it has been agreed between the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company, Limited 
and the Southern Punjab Railway Company, Limited, with the approval of the 
Secretary of State that so much of the Jind-Panipat railway as lies between the 
Jind Junction Station and the distant signal on the Panipat side of the newly 
constructed Jind City Station together with the last-mentioned station should be 
constructed by the Southern Punjab Railway Company, Limited and worked by 
the'North Western Railway administration and that the remainder of the Jind- 
Panipat Railway (hereinafter referred to as the New Railway) should be construct¬ 
ed by the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company, Limited and worked by the 
East Indian Railway administration or by some other railway administration 
to be selected by the Secretary of State. And whereas it has been further agreed 
between the Jind Darbar and the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company, 
Limited with the approval of the Secretary of State, that so much of the New 
railway as lies between the distant signal on the Panipat side of the newly cons¬ 
tructed Jind City Station and the frontier of the Jind State territory (which por¬ 
tion of the New railway is hereinafter referred to as the Durbar railway) should 
be constructed from funds supplied by the Jind Durbar and worked as aforesaid. 
Now this Indenture wdtnesseth and it is hereby agreed and declared as follows :— 

Construclion, 

1. The Durbar railway shall be a single line of the 5 feet G Inches gauge lying 
between the distant signal on the Panipat side of the new station constructed by 
the Southern Punjab Railway Company, Limited at the City of Jind and the fron^ 
tier of Jind State territory, and shall as regards permanent way, station accom¬ 
modation and other works, their situatioji and dimensions, and general structural 
character, be construct^^d with all reasonable de8j)atch and made ready and fit 
for opening for public traffic, by the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company, 
Limited on behalf of the Secretary of State on a route to be determined by him, 
according to plans and specifications to be approved by him and, in all respects, 
to his satisfaction. 

Land. 

2. The area of land required in Jind State territory for the Durbar railway, 
whether during or after construction, shall be provided free of cost to the Delhi- 
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UmbdUa-Kalka Eailway Comf)any Limited on behalf of the Secretary of State 
by the Durbar, who shall allow the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Kailway Company 
Limited or the working agency of the New railway for the time being, possession 
of the land so provided during the continuance of this agreement. Any land so 
provided the possession of which shall have become unnecessary for any of the 
purposes of this agreement shall, as soon as practicable, be relinquished to the 
Durbar by the Secretary of State. 

Provision of funds, 

3- The moneys which shall be required to defray capital expenditure sanctioned 
by the Secretary of State for the purpose of the construction of any portion of 
the Durbar railway lying within the Jind State territory shall be supplied to the 
Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company Limited on behalf of the Secrektry 
of State by the Jind Durbar. If any question shall arise as to the apportionment 
of any expenses incurred in relation to the New railway as a whole or to any part 
thereof l37ing either within British territory or within the Jind State territory 
whether in respect of the original construction thereof or otherwise, such question 
shall be decided by the Secretary of State whose decision shall be final. 

4. The Durbar agrees that the section of the Jind-Panipat railway from the 
station of the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company Limited at Panipat to the 
frontier of Jind State territory up to the Durbar railway shall be constructed by the 
Dellii-UmbaUa-Kalka Railway Company Limited from the funds supplied by the 
Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company Limited and that the section from the 
distant signal on the Panipat side of the Jind City station newly constructed by 
the Southern Punjab Railway Company to the Jind Junction station of the Southern 
Punjab Railway Company Limited shall be constructed, worked and maintained 
by the North Western Railway solely as a line and station of the Southern 
Punjab Railway Company Limited (which shall provide the capital necessary) 
with running powers over that section for the coaching traffic of the New railway. 

5. The Durbar shall supply to the DeUii-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company 
Limited on behalf of the Secretary of State the funds required for building a Loco¬ 
motive yard and the consequent necessary staff quarters (including watering ar¬ 
rangements) at the newly constructed station at the C'ity of Jind, 

Payment of Interest out of Capital, 

6. The Durbar shall not be allowed any interest for the capital provided by it 
during the period of the construction of the Durbar railway. 

Telegraphs, 

7. Tfh- Durbar agrees t^ the Secretary of State constructing from time to 
time such elc^ frio telegraphs, telephones, and telegraphic appliances as he shall 
think fit along or upon the Durbar railway, or any part or parts thereof, or any 
lands or worhs belourjing tlieret-o and maintaining and working the said electric 
tcdcgnipliH, lepii(>iiP 3 , and telegra])hic appliances as he shall think fit, apd erect- 



ing, maintaining, making, doing, executing on the Durbar railway or on any 
lands or works belonging thereto all such buildings, machinery, works, acts, and 
things as he shall consider necessary or proper in relation to the construction, 
maintenance, use and working of the said electric telegraphs, telephones and 
telegraphic appliances. The Secretary of State shall be exclusively entitled to the 
possession of all buildings, machinery, works and apphances erected or brought 
by him under the powers conferred on him by this clause on the Durbar railway 
or on any land or works belonging thereto. 

Police, 

8. The Durbar shall provide and maintain, at the exclusive cost of the Durbar 
such a force of Durbar police as, in the opinion of the Secretary of State, shall, 
from time to time, be required for the protection of so much of the Durbar railway 
as shall for the time being be under construction. The cost of providing and 
maintaining such police shall be taken to be as from time to time sanctioned by 
the Secretary of State and shall from time to time be paid from the capital funds 
of the Durbar railway. 

Handing over railway to Secretary of State and Working thereof, 

9. The Secretary of Stat-,^ shall bo the sole judge as to the standard of construc¬ 
tion and maintenance required on the Durbar railway and when an inspecting 
officer of Government shall have certified that the railway has been constructed 
in accordance with the provisions herein contained and is ready and fit for the 
conveyance of passengers and goods a specification shaU be prepared describing 
in detail the nature and quality of the Durbar railway and the works thereon and 
setting out also the accounts showing the amount of capir&^l money expended. 
After the specification and accounts have been approved by him, the Secretary of 
State shall open the Durbar railway for public traffic and, until the determination 
of this agreement, work and maintain the same through the agency of the East 
Indian Railway Company or through the agency of some other railway company 
to be selected by him or through State agency on the terms and subject to the 
provisions hereinafter expressed. 

Accounts to he kept by the Secretary of State, 

10. The Secretary of State shall keep a separate Capital account showing 
the amount of capital money expended in respect of the Durbar railway including 
the Locomotive yard at Jind City Station. 

In the Capital accoimts shall also be entered all such ot the expenditure and 
receipts by or on behalf of the Secretary of State in respect of the general under¬ 
taking contemplated by these presents as are properly attributable to Capital. In 
any case where any question may or might arise as to whether any expenditure 
in connection with the Durbar railway is to be treated in whole or in part as a charge 
on Capital or how the same is to be dealt with the question shall be determined 
in acoordanoc with the general principles obtaining on Indian State railways. 
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The Secretary of State shall also keep or cause to be kept a distinct and separate 
account of the gross receipts derived from the working of the Durbar railway or 
of such part or parts thereof as shall for the time being be open for public traffic. 
Such accounts shall be made up yearly up to the 31st day of March lu each year 
and a summary thereof shall be rendered to the Durbar, within three calendar 
montlis therefrom. The Secretary of State shall also cause to be kept such subsid¬ 
iary accounts and vouchers as shall be proper and sufficient for the preparation 
and verification of the accounts aforesaid, which shall be open at all reasonable 
times to inspection by the Durbar. Every summary of account with respect to 
which, or to the accounts on which it is based, no written requisition for verific¬ 
ation shall have been delivered to the Secretary of State within three calendar 
months after the receipt by the Durbar of the said summary, shall be deemed to 
be conclusively settled between, and shall be binding upon, the parties, except 
that if and whenever any error shall be discovered in any summary or account 
such error shall be rectified and allowed for in the account for the year in which 
the error shall be discovered or for any subsequent year. 

Application of receipts, 

11. The Secretary of State shall work the Durbar railway either through the 
agency of the East Indian Kailway Company or through the agency of some other 
railway company selected by him or through State agency for 48 p.c. of the gross 
earnings of the New railway which percentage shall be received by the Seeretary 
of State in full satisfaction and remuneration for the use of all necessary rolling 
stock and machinery (other than fixed machinery) and for working, managing 
and (except as herein otherwise provided) fully and efficiently maintaining 
renewing and upholding the Durbar railway and railway stations and works there¬ 
on and appurtenant thereto. 

12. The not earnings of the New railway, that is, the earnings which remain 
after meeting the working agency’s charges, shall bo divided ]>etween the Secretary 
of State on ])ehalf of the Delhi-Uni})alla-Kalka Railway Company Limited and the 
Durbar in the following proportion (subject to the deduction of any money that 
may be payable by the Durbar to the Secretary of State in respect of the Durbar 
railway), viz., the fraction which shall bear to unity the same proportion as the 
capital expenditure on the portion of the railway lying within British territory 
shall bear to the capital expenditure on the whole of the New railway, shall be paid 
to the Secretary of State on behalf of the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company 
Limited and the balance sliall be paid to the Durbar. The cost of land and the 
expenditure on junction works at Panipat and Jind City respectively, other than 
the expenditure on the Locomotive yard at Jind City and the consequent neces¬ 
sary staff quaiters (including watering arrangements) shall not be reckoned aa 
part of the said capital expenditure. 

Muintenance hy the Durbar. 

13. For a period of twelve calendar months after the date of the o])cning of 
the Durbar railway or any part thereof for public traffic the Durbar railway or 
“^he part so o]>ened shall be maintained and kept in good repair and good order 
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condition to the satisfaction of the Secretary of State at the cost exclusively of 
the Durbar. 


Alterations, Improvements and Additions. 

11. Ihe Secretary of State may from time to time give notice in writing to 
the Durbar specifying in detail, any reasonable alteration, improvement or ad¬ 
dition which may in his opinion be retpiired to be made in or to any part of the 
Durbar railway or any of the stations and works thereof other than petty works 
not exceeding in cost Ks. 1,000 belonging thereto, either for the safety of passen¬ 
gers or of the public or for meeting the development of traflic on the Durbar rail¬ 
way or for the effectual working of the same or otherwise. Such notice shall also 
in general terms describe the works to be executed for the purpose of effecting 
the same and state approximately the amount which such works are expected to 
cost. On receiving any notice under this section, the Durbar shall, with all 
reasonable speed, provide the Secretary of State with all money required for the 
execution and completion thereof, in accordance with the terms herein contained 
for the provision of funds by the Durbar. 


Rates and Fares and Tolls. 

i5i The rates and fares for the carriage of goods and passengers and tolls ovef 
the Durbar railway shall be such as may from time to time be agreed upon bet¬ 
ween the Secretary of State and the working agency for the time being, such fares 
aiid rates being not greater than the maximum nor less than the minimum rates 
and fares in force from time to time on the main line of the working agency. 

16k Ihc Durbar shall accept such terms, and conditions as the Secretary of 
State may, from time to time, consider it necessary to impose in connection with 
the routing and rating of competitive tralfic to and from Jind Junction, Jind 
City or any other station of the Jind-Panipat railw^ay. 


Miscellaneous. 

17. The Durbar shall accept such terms and conditions as the Secretary oi 
State may, from time to time, consider it necessary to imj)Ose for the joint use 
of Jind City Station, for the working of the Jind City-Jind Junction section, or 
for the exercise by the New railway of running powers over the Jind City-Jind 
Junction section. 

18. Ihe Secretary of State shall be rcs[)onsibJe for all accidents and for loss 
and damage of every kind (including claims for lost or damaged goods) that shall 
occur upon the Durbar railway, except accidents, loss or damage caused l>y any 
extraordinary casualty not due to defects in the construction or the muintciiance 
or the working of the Durbar railway by the Secretary of State. In the event 
of any of the permanent works such as bridges, stations, buildings or other works 
upon tlie Durbar railway being damaged from causes beyond the control of tho 
Secretary of State or in the event of any extraordinary casualty occurring iiuch 
damage or casualty shall be deemed to be exceptional and the cost of any construc¬ 
tion or replacement necessitated thereby shall bo charged to Capital or Revenue 
or divided between them us may be deemed by the Secretary of State proper 
according to the circumstances of the case. 
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No claim shall be made upon the Secretary of State by the Durbar for 
compensation in respect of the prejudicial effect upon the Durbar railway or the 
profits thereof of any Act of the Indian Legislature of general applicability for 
the time being in force and the Durbar shall be subject to the provisions of every 
such Act. 

20. Any notice, determination, decision or other direction to be given or signi¬ 
fied on the part of the Secretary of State for any of the purposes of or in relation 
to these presents shall be sufficient and binding if in writing signed by the Secretary 
of btate or one of his Under Secretaries, or by a Secretary of the Government 
of India or by any other officer or servant authorised to act on behalf of the Secre¬ 
tary of State. 

21. In any case not herein expressly provided for, the Durbar shall indemnify 
the Secretary of State against any pecuniary liability which he may incur in res¬ 
pect of the construction, or improvement of the Durbar railway or the mainten¬ 
ance or working thereof, under these presents. 

22. The Secretary of State agrees that a special train or trains for the use of 
tlie Durbar shall be run over the New railway or a part thereof free of cost up to 

total distance of 87 miles in any one year and in addition the saloon of His High¬ 
ness the Maharaja of Jind shall be hauled at all times when required free of cost 
over the New railway. 

23. This Indenture shall take effect as if it has been dated and came into force 
On the Ist day of October 1915 and shall remain in force, subject to any revision 
from time to time agreed upon between the parties hereto, until it is deterniined 
by either party giving to the other twelve calendar months previous notice in 
writing of his or their intention to determine the same. 

In Witness wliereof Percy Hamilton Maflin, Secretary to the Railway Board, 
by the order and direction of the Governor-General of India in Council acting in 
the premises for and on behalf of the Secretary of State for India in Council and Dr. 
Behari Lai Dhingra, C.I.E., Chief Minister, Jind Durbar, have hereunto set their 
hands and seals the day and year first above witten.

Agreement between the Secretary of State for India in Council aod the 
JiND Uarrar for the provision by the North Western Railway Adminis¬ 
tration of a JIasonry Tank at Sangrur Station for the reception and storage 
of Liquid Fuel Oil in bulk by the Jind State,— 1928. 


Memorandum of Agreement made this fourteenth day of February 1928. 
between the Secretary of State for India in Council, through the Agent, North 
Western Railway (hereinafter called the Administration) of the one part and the 
Jind Durbar (liereinafter called the Licensees) of the other part whereby it is 
agreed as follows :— 

1. The Licensees shall have the use of the piece of land at Sangrur Railway 

Station measuring 1680 sq. ft. and coloured pink in plan No. 90/1924 
FZR attached,* for the purpose of maintaining thereon a masonry 
tank which has since been constructed by the Railway Adminis¬ 
tration at the cost of the Licensees for the reception and storage 
of liquid fuel oil (having a flash point at or about 100 ft.) in bulk 
subject to such rules, regulations and by-laws as may from time to 
time be made by or on behalf of the Administration or by or on 
behalf of any local authority in relation to the transport discharge 
and storage of liquid fuel oil and subject to the condition uereinaftci 
contained. 

2 . The Licensees shall not transfer or sub-let the privileges in Clause I 

herein mentioned without the consent in writing of the said Agent. 

3. The Licensees shall, in particular, strictly observe the following rules 

(i) That no discharging of oil takes place between sunset and sunrise* 

(ii) That no smoking is allowed, or lights permitted in the vicinity 

during discharging operations. 

4* The Licensees shall have the use of the Railway siding adjacent to their 
masonry tank for unloading liquid fuel oil and the following charges 
will be made by the Railway for the use of this siding for placing 
and removing every wagon whether loaded or empty in either 
direction :— 

(i) Per four wheeled wagon Re. one. 

(ii) Per six wheeled wagon Rs. one and annas eight 

(iii) Per eight wheeled wagon Rs. two. 

5. The Licensees shall not use the siding or cause or permit the same to 
be used, for any purpose whatsoever other than that indicated in 
Clause 4 above. The Licensees shall make their own arraneemeLts 
for emptying wagons.

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6. (a) Tlie Licensees shall, during the continuance of this agreement, 
observe aud compiy with all rules, regulations, or orders regulating 
or relating to the transport, storage or other treatment of liquid 
fuel oil, made by the Government of India, or any local Govern¬ 
ment, and for the time being in force. 

(6) The Licensees shall during the continuance of this agreement observe 
and comjily with all rules, regulations and bye-laws regulating tlie 
transport, storage or other treatment of liquid fuel oil made by the 
Local Municipality or other Local Authority within the local Umits 
of whose jurisdiction the whole or any part of the siding is situated 
and for the time being in force, or at any time required by such 
Municipality or other authority to be observed. 

(<?) The rules, regulations, orders and bye-laws specified in sub-clause 
(o) and sub-clause (6) of this clause shall be observed and conq>lied 
with by the Licensees whether the same are by the enactments 
tmder which they are made to be observed and complied with by 
the Agent as the owner of the siding and the carriers of the oil or 
by the Licensees as the lessees of the siding aud owners of the oil, 

{d) In the event of the Licensees or other agents or servants committing 
any breach of any of the said ruleSj regulations, orders or bye-laws, 
as aforesaid, or causing or permitting any such breach and of any 
penalty, being imposed or proceedings taken by reason or in respect 
of any such breach, the' Licensees shall forthwith indemnify the 
Agent in respect of such penalty so incurred and of the expenses 
of any such proceedings so taken and of all exjiienses in any way 
relating thereto or connected therewith. 

No sale of liquid fuel oil shall take place at the depot within Railway 
limits. 

The Licensees, their agents and servants, shall dm-ing the continuance 
of this agreement, observe and comply with all rules, regulations, 
Dye-iaw5 and orders made under the Indian Railways Act or in 
pursiiarlco of any of the provisions thereof for the time being in 
force, or prescribed by the Agent regulating or in any way relating 
to the use ana management or working of the said siding. 

9. The said privileges in clause 1 herein mentioned are granted on the 
express understanding that either party may be at liberty to deter¬ 
mine this license by giving to the other of them at any time three 
calendar months’ notice in writing and such privileges may be so 
determined by the. Administration without any claim for compen¬ 
sation whatever on the part of the Lic^uisees and on the expiration 
of such notice tlie Licensees shall discjontinue to use and sliall yield 
Up to the Administration the said lancl together with all such tanks, 
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buildings, works and conveniences of the Licensees thereon as the 
Administration shall elect to purchase as hereinafter mentioned. 

Upon such notice of determination being given as aforesaid the Licensees 
shall have the option of ofiering for sale to the Administration all 
or any of the tanks, buildings, works and conveniences of the Licen¬ 
sees upon the said land at a price equal to the actual cost of con¬ 
struction thereof less a reasonable amount for dej^reciation as may 
be mutually agreed upon. 

Such of the said tanks, buildings, works and conveniences as the Licen¬ 
sees shall not offer to sell to the Administration or the Administration 
shall not elect to purchase shall be pulled down and removed from 
the said land by the Licensees at the Licensees’ own expense within 
two calendar months after the determination of this license and 
the Licensees sliall within the period last aforesaid at the Licensees’ 
own expense restore to its former condition the land forming the 
site thereof, and if default shall be made herein the Administration 
may after the expiry of the said period carry out so much of the 
pulling down, removal and restoration as the Licensees shall fail 
to complete, and may sell any materials and things so removed to 
recover expenses incurred therein and the balance if any shall be 
paid by the Licensees to the Administration on demand. The 
Licensees shall have no claim whatsoever in this respect and Kshall 
only be entitled to the sale j^roceeds less all expenses incurred by 
the Administration incidental to the pulling down or removal of 
such material or to the sale thereof. 


10. The Licensees shall also hold the Agent harmless and indemnified 

from and against all losses and damages, cost, charges and expenses 
claims and demands whatsoever to which the North Western Kailway 
may become subject or liable, either in respect of their own property 
or of the property belonging to third parties in the custody of the 
Agent and occasioned by the explosion, burning or leakage of the 
Licensees’ oil before removal from the siding and shall make full 
compensation to the Agent for all losses or damage sustained by 
liim, or for which he may be liable as aforesaid. 

11. All letters, notices, demands and other communications intended for 

the Licensees shall be addressed and delivered to the Political Sec¬ 
retary, Jind State, and for all legal purposes whatsoever such letters 
and notices, etc., shall be deemed to have been validly and effectively 
delivered to the Licensees, 


12. The free time allowed to the Licensees on wagons, and the demurrage 

charges leviable will bo governed by the rules issued from time to 
time in Goods Tariff Book of the Kailwuy Administration. 

13. The Licensees will be held responsible for any damages which the 

wagons may sustain during the period they remain under their 
charge.

TRANSLATioVf of a Sanad regarding possession of territory granted to the Rajah ‘ 
OF Nabha by Hrs Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India, dated 5th May 1860. 

Whereas since the day of the rise of the sun of the everlasting British Empire 
aud supremacy in this country of India, the acts of loyalty and dovotion to (tov- 
ernment of Farzand-Arjumand-i-Akidat Paiwand-i-DauJat-i-Inglisia Barar-bans, 
Sirmor Raja Bharpur Singh Malwindar Bahadur and Rajik Jaswant Singh Sahib 
grandfather of the said Raja Sahib were in former times fully conspicuous, partic¬ 
ularly in the year 1857, A.D., during the days of the insurrection aud mutiny 
of wretched persons when the Raja Sahib Bahadur rendered aud disjJayed worthy 
and conspicuous services which surpassed h:s previous achievement. There¬ 
fore, in recognition of such approved services, the powerful British Governmeut 
by way of Royal favour and kindness, lias conferred on the Raja Sahib Malwindar 
Bahadur some territory and additional title for generation after generation and 
descendant after descendant. The Raja Sahib Bahadur has applied for a renewal 
of the Sanad regarding his ancestral territory as well a? that granted to him by 




the powerful Government. In view of this His Excellency the Viceroy and Gover¬ 
nor-General is pleased to approve of the grant of the present Sanad by way of 
T/reaty with the conditions entered below as a memorable document:— 


Clause I. 

According to the list annexed to this Sanad, the Raja Sahib Bahadur and 
his successors will, in the present and future time, exercise sovereignty, with peace 
of mind and in perfect security, in accordance with ancient custom, over his an¬ 
cestral possessions and the dominions bestowed on him by the British Govern¬ 
ment and consider the territory granted to him by the British Government in 
recognition of his good services as his ancestral territory with all powers and rights, 
internal and external. All powers great and small, administrative and criminal 
and in respect of the produce of revenue, etc., will, as heretofore, remain perma* 
nently vested in the power and control of the Raja Sahib Malwindar Bahadur 
and his successors generation after generation and descendant after descendant 
in present and in future for ever and in perpetuity ; and (his) brothers, Zaildars, 
Chaharumians (persons entitled to a fourth share), feudatories, Jagirdars and 
dependants will, according to old custom, obey the orders and commands of the 
Raja Sahib Bahadur and his successors. 


Clause IL 

2 The powerful British Government will not demand or exact anything on ac* 
count of luzzaranaj land revenue, administrative or criminal cesses, compensa-^ 
tion on account of troops, etc., or on any other plea whatever, in the present or 
future, from the Raja Sahib Malwindar Bahadur, his successors, dependants, 
brothers, Zaildars, Jagirdars, Chaharumians or feudatories except as provided 
in Clause III. 


Clause III, 

As an additional Royal Favour and having regard to the loyalty and devo* 
tion of the Raja Sahib Bahadur the powerful Government desires that this terri¬ 
tory should always remain under the sovereignty of this family. Therefore, the 
power of adoption is granted for ever to the said Raja Sahib and his successors 
so that in case there is no lineal descendant, they may, for the purpose of perpet¬ 
uating the line of Chiefship, adopt a successor, according to their own choice 
from among the descendants of the Phulkian family. The powerful Government 
cordially accepts and agrees to this. The powerful Government also grants per¬ 
mission that in case, may God forbid, the Raja on the masnad should suddenly 
die, without leaving a lineal descendant or an adopted successor, the Maharaja 
Sahib of Patiala and the Raja Bahib of Jind in concert with the Commissioner 
Sahib Bahadur, may select a successor from among the.Pliiilkian family and place 
h m on the masnad. In that case nazarana to the extent of one-third of the income 
of the State for one year will be paid into the treasury of the British Government 
by the JSabha State. 
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Clause IV. 

Formerly regarding the infliction of capital punishment, etc., a reference to 
the Commissioner Sahib Bahadur used to be made. Now this practice has been 
stopped, and in future full authority for inflicting capital punishment, etc., in his 
own territory according to the old custom is granted in perpetuity to Raja Sahib 
Malwindar Bahadur and his successors. Similarly with regard to punishing 
subjects of the powerful British Government committing crime and apprehended 
in the territory of the Nabha State. The Raja Sahib Bahadur and his suc¬ 
cessors are granted power in accordance with the provisions of the despatch No. 
3, dated 1st June 1836, from the Hon’ble Court of Directors at the Capital, 
London. The Raja Saliib Bahadur will exert liimself by every possible means 
in promoting the welfare of his people and the happiness of his subjects and re¬ 
dressing the grievances of the oppressed and injured in the proper way. He 
will prevent in his territory female infanticide, Sati and slavery, which are 
opposed to the princijfles of justice and equity towards the people. In the 
event of any person at any time committing the above-mentioned prohibited crimes 
without the knowledge of the officials of the Raja Sahib Bahadur, the latter will 
inflict deterrent punishment on him. 

Clause V, 

The Raja Sahib and his successors will never fail in their faithful and devoted 
obedience to the Empress, Queen of England, and her successors. 

Clause VI. 

If at any time any hostile troops with mischievous intention should appear 
in his neighbourhood from any side or direction the Raja Sahib Bahadur will along 
with his existing force sincerely and loyally co-operate with the English in repelling 
them in accordance with past practice. He will exert himself, to the utmost of 
his resources, in providing supplies, grains, etc., and transport according to the 
requisitions of British officers. 

Clause VII. 

Complaints against the Raja Sahib from his subjects, Muafidars, Jaigirdare, 
dependants, brothers and servants, etc., will on no account be listened to by the 
pow'erful British Government. 

Clause VIII. 

With regard to internal management and the affairs of brothers, house-hold 
and relatives, the rules and arrangements made by the Raja Sahib Malwindar 
Bahadur will always be respected and not interfered with by the powerful British 
Government. 

Clause IX. 

On the occasion of the construction and repairs of roads in his territory the 
Raja Sahib Malwindar Bahadur will, in accordance with the writtenJcommuuica- 
tjon of the Commissioner Sahib Bahadur, arrange from hig own territory, through 
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kardars and officials of Parganas, according to former custom, for the materials 
required, on payment: and at the time of the construction of a rail-road or oilier 
roads, the Raja Sahib Bahadur will concede, free of charge, land that comes under 
the roads in the same way as he has done for the Imperial road. 


Clause X. 

The Raja Sahib Malwindur Bahadur will always pursue the course of obedience 
and loyalty to the powerful Government who will likewise continue to uphold 
his honour, respect* rank and dignity in the manner it is done at present.

marking his high appreciation of these qualities, has been pleased to bestow upon 
the'Rajah portions of Pergunnahs Kunoudh and Boodwanah, of the district of 
Jhujjur, containing forty-two (42) villages, according to a vernacular list annexed*, 
assessed at a yearly revenue of forty-seven thousand five hundred and twenty- 
five (Rs. 47,525), and to accept from the Rajah a nuzzuranah of nine lakhs fifty 
thousand and five hundred (Rs. 9,50,500). It is accordingly ordained as follows 


Article 1. 

The territories above-mentioned are conferred upon the Rajah of Nabha and 
his heirs for ever. 

Article 2. 

The Rajah and his successors will exercise the same rights, privileges and pre¬ 
rogatives in these newly-acquired territories as he at present enjoys in his ances¬ 
tral possessions, according to the terms of the Sunnud, dated 5th May 1860, and 
signed by His Excellency Earl Canning, Viceroy and Governor-General of India.

Whereas in the year 1902, in consideration of the efficient administration of 
criminal justice in the Kapurthala State, His Highness the Raja (now Maharaja) 
was invested with unrestricted power to pass sentences of death upon his subjects 
on the following conditions, namely :— 

(1) thrt the power should apply only to subjects of the Kapurthala Stato, 

(2) that, in the event of the Raja’s absence from the State, satisfactory 

arrangements should be made, with the approval of the Lieutenant 
Governor and, if necessary, with the sanction of the Government of 
India, for the discharge of the responsible functions which will now 
be exercised by His Highness, 

(3) that the privilege, which was conferred in the assurance that the judicial 

system in the State was efficient and that the power of passing death 
sentences without restriction would not be abused, should be liable to 
revocation, if subsequent experience proved that assurance to have 
been not well founded; 

And whereas, in view of the continued efficiency of the judicial system in the 
State and as a mark of confidence in His Highness’ loyalty and in recognition of 
his rank and position among the Ruling Princes and Chiefs in the Punjab, it has 
been decided to make the privilege permanent subject to the conditions herein- 
beiore mentioned;

21st September 1815. 

Whereas the Goorkhas have been completely expelled from these districts, 
and the whole of the hill country has come into the possession of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, wherefore, by order of the Governor-General, this Sunnud is granted to 
Rajah Futteh Singh conferring on him and his heirs for ever the lands of Sirmoor, 
with all the rights and appurtenances belonging thereto. 

The forts of Monnee and Juggutgurh, and Doonkyardah, and the districts 
of Jounsar and Banwar Moolakee have been disjoined from the Raja of Sirmoor, 
and taken into the possession of the British Government, and the forts of Khur- 
churee and Hunur, with the lands attached, on the west of the Kurree Nuddee, 
have been annexed to the Thakooraee of Keonthul, and the forts of Ghat and 
Sulhur on the east of the Kurree Nuddee have been annexed to the Raj of Sirmoor. 

It is proper that Futteh Singh, being grateful to the British Government for 
its favour, should occupy the lands granted to him, and never at any time think 
of laying claim to the places above enumerated, which have been disjoined from 
Sirmoor, and annexed partly to the British territories, and partly to the Thakooraee 
of Keonthul. 

Further, he must not appoint a Dewan or Mutsuddees or do anything in the 
management of the Raj of Sirmoor without communicating and consulting with 
the officer who will be stationed there on the part of the British Government. He 
will conform to the above stipulations, and paying strict obedience to the British 
Government, he will, in the case of war, join, when required, the British troops 
with all his force, and do the part of a true ally. He will also make roads 12 feet 
broad throughout his territory 

If he shall fail in any of the above obligations ( which are again enumerated) 
or shall encroach on the possessions of others, he will fall under the displeasure 
of the British Government and will be dispossessed. Ho must consider this a valid 
instrument, and conforming to its conditions, take possession of the lands granted 
to him, and he must promote the welfare of his ryots and the extension of cultiva¬ 
tion, and distribute justice, and look to the security of the roads, and not exact 
more from the vyntB than their engagements, and, in short, make all people happy 
and contented. 

The ryots on their part will be bound to consider Futteh Singh aforesaid as 
their rightful lord, and to obey him accordingly.

Whereas the Right Honourable the Governor-General in Council has been 
pleased to bestow on Futteh Pergass, Rajah of Nahun, and on his heirs and suc¬ 
cessors in perpetuity* a grant of the landsj commonly called the ^Leardadoou j 
to form part of the Raj of Sirmooi ; Be it known unto all that the aforesaid lands, 
namely, those of Keardadoon, are given up to Futteh Pergass and his heirs and 
successors for ever under the following conditions :

3^fi_That the said Futteh Pergass and his successors shall keep in repair 
the roads which at present e.xist in the aforesaid lands, and render such further 
assistance in constructing and repairing new roads as the British Government 
may at any future period, or from time to time, think proper to direct. 

M.—That the said Futteh Pergass and his successors shall maintain a sufficient 
police, and erect towers at convenient distances for the protection of travellers 
and merchants passing through the aforesaid Keardadoon. 

5<7j.—T hat the said Futteh Pergass and his successors shall, at no time, or under 
any pretence, levy from his subjects dues or bounties or forced contributions of 
any sort, usually known by the name of Roomalee Nuzzuranah and the like, 
or any other fines or arbitrary exactions or impositions.

of the Sunnud, a minor, a child of tender years, and that the restriction contained 
in such cla^e was removed by the Political Agent on Rajah Futteh Singh attain¬ 
ing his majority , and further that no British officer is now stationed at Nahun, 
and has accordingly applied for the grant of a revised Sunnud from which the res¬ 
trictive clause abovementioned may be excluded; His Excellency the Viceroy 
and Governor-General in Coimcil, recognizing the reasonable grounds of Rajah 
Shamsher Parkash s representation, has been pleased to cancel in the Sunnud, 
dated 2l8t September 1815, the following paragraph—“ Further, he must not ap¬ 
point a Dewan or Mutsuddees, or do anything in the management of the Raj 
of Sirmoor without communicating and consulting with the Officer who will be 
stationed there on the part of the British Government.”

Translation of a Sunnud from the Governor-General, granting the State 
of Mundee to Rajah Bulbeer Sein of Mundee, dated 24th October 1846. 

Whereas by the Treaty concluded between the British and Sikh Governments, 
on 9th March 1846, the hill country has come into the possession of the Honor 
able Company; and whereas Rajah Bulbeer Sein, Chief of Mundee, the highly 
dignified, evinced his sincere attachment and devotion to the British Government; 
the State of Mundee, comprised within the same boundaries as at the commence¬ 
ment of the British occupation, together with full administrative powers within 
the same, is now granted by the British Government to him and the heirs male 
of his body by his Ranee, from generation to generation. On failure of such heirs, 
any other male heir who may be proved to the British Government to be next 
of kin to the Rajah, shall obtain the above State with administrative powers. 

Be it known to the Rajah, that the British Government shall be at liberty to 
remove any one from the Guddee of Mundee who may prove to be of worthle.s8 
character and incapable of properly conducting the administration of his State, 
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and to appoint such other nearest heir of the Rajah to succeed him as may be 
capable of the administration of the State and entitled to succeed. The Rajah 
or any one as above described, who may succeed him, shall abide by the following 
terms entered in this Sunnud, viz ,:— 

isi.—Tlie Rajah shall pay annually into the treasury of Simla and Subathoo, 
one lakh of Company’s Rupees as nuzzuranah by two instalments, the first instal¬ 
ment on the 1st of June, corresponding with Jeth, and the second instalment on 
the 1st November, corresponding with Kartick.* 

2nd ,—He shall not levy tolls and duties on goods imported and exported, but 
shall consider it incumbent on him to protect bankers and traders within his State. 

3rd .—He shall construct roads within his territory not less than 12 feet in width, 
and keep them in repair. 

4th .—He shall pull down and level the Forts of Kunilagurh,! Anundpore, etc., 
and never attempt to rebuild them. 

5ih .—On the breaking out of disturbances, he shall, together with his troops and 
hill-porters, whenever required, join the British army, and be ready to execute 
whatever orders may be issued to him by the British authorities and supply pro¬ 
visions according to his means. 

6th —He shall refer to the British Courts whatever dispute may arise between 
him and any other Chief. 

7ih .—In regard to the duties on the iron and salt mines, etc., situated in the 
territory of Mnndee, rules shall be laid down after consultation with the Super¬ 
intendent of the Hill States, and those rules shall not be departed from. 

8th .—The Rajah shall not alienate any portion of the lands of the said terri¬ 
tory without the knowledge and consent of the British Government, nor transfer 
it by way of mortgage. 

-He shall so put a stop to the practices of slave-dealing, suttee, female 
infanticide, and the burning or drowning of lepers, which are opposed to British 
laws, that no one shall venture in future to revive them. 

It behoves the Rajah not to encroach beyond the boundaries of his State on 
the territory of any other Chief, but to abide by the temia of this Sunnud and 
adopt such measures as may tend to the welfare of his people, the prosperity of 
his country, and the improvement of the soil, and ensure the administration of even- 
handed justice to the aggrieved, the restoration to the people of their just rights, 
and the security of the roads. He shall not subject his people to extortion, but 
keep them always contented. The subjects of the State of Mundee shall regard 
the Rajah and his successors as above described to be the sole propiietor of that 
territory, and never refuse to pay him the revenue due by them, but reraain obe¬ 
dient to him, and act up to his just orders.

Sanad granted to His Highness Raja Jogindar Sen, Bahadur, Raja of Mandi. 

—1922. 

WTiereas in accordance with past practice sentences of death passed by the 
Ruler of the Mandi State have been referred for confirmation to the Political 
Agent for the State. 

And whereas His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General, having re¬ 
gard to the status and position of the Mandi State, has decided to remove this 
restriction on the powers of the Euler. 

Subject to the condition that every person sentenced to death by or under 
the authority of the Ruler of the said State shall have the right to submit a peti¬ 
tion for mercy to His Excellency the \iceroy and Governor-General, and that 
when any such petition shall have been presented for transmission to His Excel¬ 
lency the execution of the sentence shall be stayed pending His Excellency’s deci¬ 
sion and that the Ruler of the said State shall carry out any advice received by 
him from His Excellency touching the said petition. 

Subject further to the condition that the restriction may be reimposed at 
any time should such reimposition be desirable in the opinion of His Excellency 
the Viceroy and Governor-General. 

Now therefore this Sanad is granted in token of the removal of the existing 
restriction subject to the conditions aforesaid.

Ag eement between the Secretary of State for India and His Highne.<?s 
the Raja of Mandi for the establishment of an electric power house in 
Mandi State, —1925. 

An Agreement made the third day of March one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-five between the Secretary of State for India in Council (hereinafter to¬ 
gether with his .successors and assigns referred to as Government) of the one part 
and Lieutenant His Highness Raja .logindar Sen Bahadur, Raja of Mandi (here¬ 
inafter called the Darbar) of the other part. 
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Whereas Government has under consideration a project for the supply of 
electric power to the Punjab commonly known as the Uhl River Hydro Electric 
Project in Mandi State, a description of which is contained in the report on the 
said project signed by Lt.-Col. B. C. Battye, R.E., on the tenth day of January 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-four, and whereas if and when such scheme 
is put into execution it will be necessary to establish a Head Works, Power House 
and connected works within the territory of Mandi State and whereas it is in¬ 
tended that the purposes for and the rates at which power shall be sold, disposed 
of or applied shall from time to time be decided by the management of the pro¬ 
ject appointed by Government. Now for the mutual benefit of Government and 
of the Darbar it is hereby agreed that if and so soon as Government shall finally 
decide to put into execution the said Hydro Electric Project, either as at present 
projected or with such changes or modifications as may hereafter be sanctioned 
by Government, but not in any other event, the following provisions shall come 
into force and be carried into effect that is to say :— 

1. In consideration of the benefits hereinafter described the Darbar shall 
give on lease to Government free of charge all land for permanent and temporary 
occupation which may be required for the purposes of the said project, all the 
water of the Uhl River above the site of the proposed dam shown in the attached 
map* and all earth, lime or other building stone required for the works herein¬ 
after referred to. Government will bear the cost of all expenses incurred by 
the Darbar for the re-establishm nt in suitable circumstances of any inhabitants 
who have to be removed from any land or houses for the purposes of the scheme 
and for compensating any inhabitants not so removed in respect of damage to 
land or property sustained by reason of the scheme. Further in the case of land, 
temporarily occupied, Government will bear the cost of restoring such land to 
its original condition, or alternatively of paying the capitalised value of com¬ 
pensation and in the case of water at present used for irrigation or for driving 
flour mills Government will bear the cost of compensation for loss of such water 
when it occurs, at rates to be agreed upon. 

2. Government shall have the free use of water in one or more of the tribu¬ 
taries of the Rana River for purposes of temporary power development during 
the period of construction of the works herein mentioned and will pay full compen¬ 
sation for any loss caused by the diversion for temporary power development 
of any water at present used for irrigation or driving flour mills. 

3. The Darbar will grant a lease of ninetynine years of all the land and water 
rights other than temporary, required for the said project. The Darbar will 
retain full jurisdiction and sovereign rights over such land and after the expira¬ 
tion of ninety-nine years the lease will be renewable by Government on such 
terms as may be agreed upon between the parties and any case in which mutual 
agreement is impossible shall be referred to arbitration as hereinafter provided. 

4. Excluding the tunnel, flumes and pipe-lines and haulageway which shall 
so far as possible not traverse culturable land Government will not require !or

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permaneut ocoTipation more than forty acres of culturable land at the Head Works 
and not more than thirty acres at the power station near Shanan for the first 
stage of the project and not more than a further seventy-five acres of culturable 
land for the second stage of the project. 

5. Should a tramway be built in connection with the project, as shown in 
the said ropc^rt or otherwise, the ordinary rules regarding the payment of com¬ 
pensation laid down by Government of India in the case of Indian States will 
govern the case so far as cultivated and culturable land is concerned. As regards 
unculturable land the Darbar agrees to the principle that no rent should be 
paid. 

6. Should it eventually be decided to increase the water supply by the cons¬ 
truction of a dam near the head works, cultivated land amounting to not more 
than sixty-five acres will by flooding be thrown out of cultivation. As the flooded 
area will comjirise most of the cultivated land attached to the villages of Dedh- 
angna, Bret, I’huji, Kaduhan and Ghog, it will be necessary to remove the inhabi¬ 
tants of these villages and provide them with land of similar area and quality 
elsewhere. l*he cost of these operations which will be conducted by the Darbar 
will be debitable entirely to Government. The Darbar will give its consent to 
any measures necessary for such increase of water supply upon receiving notice 
from Government of its intention. 

7. In return for the free grant of land, water and minerals as set forth above, 
the Darbar will be granted power for use or sale within the Mandi State free of 
charge, subject to a maximum limit of half of'one per cent, of the peak load capa¬ 
city of the power station, situated in the Mandi State, according to the develop¬ 
ment of the project and a minimum of two hundred and fifty kilowatts which 
will be supplied if required during the first year of operation delivered at Mandi 
town at a pressure of four hundred and forty volts, alternating current. 

Should the Darbar at any time require power in excess of tlie above free allow¬ 
ance of half of one per cent, or tw'o hundred and fifty kilowatts whichever is the 
greater, Government agree to supply the extra power required subject to a maxi¬ 
mum limit of one thousand kilowatts exclusive of free supply at cost price as 
hereafter defined, (lost price shall be assumed to be ninety per cent, of the tariff 
rates for ordinary bulk supply for the time being in force in the Punjab. Should 
either party consider that ninety per cent, of the tariff rates is either less than 
or in excess of cost price that party may require a special audit to determine the 
percentage of such tariff rates wliich represents actual cost j)rice.’ The party 
req\iiring the audit shall bear the co.st thereof in any event but the percentage 
determined by the audit shall come into force from the date when the audit was 
demanded. 

If and as soon as the maximum demand on the power station in Mantli State 
(to be ascertained in the same manner as hereinafter specified for the purpose 
of royalty) has exceeded thirty-nine thousand kilowatts t In; Darbar shall be en¬ 
titled to an additional free supply of two hundred and fifty kilow'atts making 
a total minimum Ires supply of five hundred kilowatts. 
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In addition to the above described free power and power at cost price the 
Darbar will be entitled to royalty of so many rupees per kilowatt of maximum 
demand generated at the power station in Mandi State at any one time for a con¬ 
tinuous period of not less than twenty minutes within each calendar year, as 
measured by an approved maximum demand indicator at any time during the 
said calendar year under normal conditions of working, such maximum demand 
readings to be recorded monthly. The rate in rupees per kilowatt to be paid 
to the Darbar will be on a sliding scale, increasing with the total amount of power 
generated, in accordance with the following scale:—

When the maximum power generated at the power station 
at one time for not less than twenty minutes in any one 
calendar year does not exceed thirty-five thousand nine 
hundred and ninety-nine kilowatts ....

In addition to free power and to royalty at the rates described above, the 
Darbar will be entitled to the use, for irrigation or power purposes free of charge, 
of all the tailrace water discharged into the Rana River, below the power stations, 
provided that the water is not required for development of the fourth stage of 
the project which contemplates diverting the tail water into the Beas. The 
Government will decide within twenty years of the completion of the first stage, 
whether the fourth stage will be required. 


8. The Superintending Engineer in charge of works under construction in 
the State—or other officer appointed by the Punjab Government and agreed 
to by the Darbar—shall be invested by the Darbar with the powers of a third 
class magistrate, xmder the authority of the Mandi State District Magistrate during 
the construction of the works. Ho shall also be empowered to decide civil suits 
the value of which does not exceed rupees one thousand. All civil cases in which 
any person employed on the works is a party and all criminal cases in which any 
such person is a complainant or an accused person which can legally be instituted 
in the court of the Superintending Engineer or officer appointed as abovemen- 
tioned shall be instituted in that court and in no other. Such officer will be given 
a Moharrir by the Darbar, but the Moharrir’s pay and all expenses connected 
with the appointment of such a magistrate will be borne by the Government, 
the Darbar only supplying the usual standard forms. 

9. The Darbar will allot an area for the supply of fuel and timber as near the 
site of the works for which the same may be required as shall be conveniently 
possible. Government agrees to do all things possible to prevent any fellings 




or loppings without the authority of the State Forest Department. Payment 
for wood will be made at the ordinary State Forest Department rates. 

10. As the small amount of labour available in the State is ordinarily required 
for the Salt Quarries, Government will have to import labour for their works. 
In case of emergencies the Darbar wiU, however, do their best to supply any 
coolies required at current local rates. Government agree as far as possible not to 
employ unskilled Sikhs and Pathans. 

11. Government agree to pay due attention to any complaint on the part 
of the Darbar in regard to the employment or removal of undesirable characters. 
Should there be any disagreement between the parties on this project the matter 
shall be referred to the Agent to the Governor-General, Punjab States, whose 
decision vrill be final. 


12. The Darbar undertake to close all liquor shops within a radius of three 
miles of the works during the construction of the works and Government under¬ 
take to make good to the Darbar any loss that may be occasioned by the closure 
of such shops. Should Government open liquor shops at the works, the amount 
realised by the sale of such liquor contracts will be payable to the Darbar. 

13. The Darbar will charge no duty of any kind on any articles or materials 
required for the purposes of the said project and the works connected therewith 
or for the borm fide use of employees at the works. 

14. In the event of internal upheaval of a nature to jeopardise the safety of 
the Hydro Electric Works and operating stafi—if in the opinion of the Resident 
Engineer in charge of the power station, l;he safety of the works and stag are 
jeopardised, the Punjab Government with the concurrence of the Agent to the 
Governor-General, Punjab States, shall be at liberty to take such steps, including 
the importation eitlier of poUce or troops, as it may consider necessary for the 
safe-guarding of the said works and staff. 

15. Government shall be at liberty at any time to hand over the working of 
the Hydro Electric scheme to any Body-Statutory or otherwise brought into 
existence for the purpose—provided that any such arrangements shall not afeci 
the liability of Government or its responsibility to or its relations with the Darbar 
under this agreement. In such event Government will be responsible for ensur¬ 
ing that the terms of this agreement are fully complied with by the Body re.s- 
ponsible for the working of the scheme. 

16. In the event of any dispute between the Government and the Darhar 
with regard to the interpretation of this agreement or in regard to points left 
open for mutual agreement between the parties or which may arise in any other 
way in connection with the project, the matter shall be referred to the Agent 
to the Governor-General, Punjab States, whose decision will be final provided 
that the Agent to the Governor-General, Punjab States, may with the consent 
of the parties, refer any such matter for tbe decision of one or more arbitrators.

SuNNUD to Rajah JIaha Chund of Belaspore, dated 6th March 1815. 

Whereas Rajah Maha Chund of Belaspore has, with sincerity of heart, pro¬ 
fessed obediejice and submission to the British Government, and become a de¬ 
pendant of the Honorable Company, and has cast off all connection with the 
Goorkha State ; therefore, in conformity with tlic tenor of the Proclamation issued 
under the authority of His Excellency the Governor-General on the 17th of Octo¬ 
ber 1814, the Rajah is hereby confirmed in the possession of the lands of his an¬ 
cient territory of Kyloor, actually occupied by him on this side of the river Siit- 
ledge, subject to the following conditions :—He shall never openly or secretly 
ally himself with the Goorkha State, or wdth any enemy of the Honorable Com¬ 
pany, but remaining steadfast in the path of obedience and submission to the 
orders of the British Government, shall at all times be prepared, with the force 
which he may have, to render useful service to the British troops, providing sup¬ 
plies of grain and furnishing begars (for the conveyance of burdens), and generally 
performing whatever may be entrusted to his charge. He shall ever be ready 
to obey such orders as may be signified to him at the present period, or which 
may be given to him at any future time, more especially on the occ asion of any 
British force being sent against an enemy in that quarter, when he shall not fail 
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to discharge to the utmost of his abiUty the obligations of fidelity and attachment 
to the. British Government. Exclusive of the stipulations abovementioned, the 
British Government, in its liberality and favour, will not require from the Rajah 
any tribute or pecuniary indemnification of any kind. And in the event of a 
peace between the British Government and the Goorkha State, provided the 
Rajah shall have rendered faithful service, the British Government engages that 
nothing contrary to the conditions of protection as affecting the Rajah shall be 
listened to by the British Government. Moreover, the terms of the replies to 
the Rajah’s requests, bearing the signature of Major-General Ochterlony, and 
dated on the 18th of February 1815, are approved and ratified by the Governor- 
General. It becomes the duty of the Rajah, therefore, that being firmly fixed 
and estoblishcd in his Raj, he set his mind at rest on that point, and divesting 
himself of aU apprehension, devote his time to the promotion of the happiness 
and comfort of his subjects, and consider this as a valid Sunnud for his country. 


Translation of Paper of Requests presented by the Agents of Rajah Maua 
Chund, and answers by Major-General Ochterlony, 18th February 
1815. ^ 


Requests. 

1st ,—Since I have withdrawn from 
my connection with the Goorkhas, and 
attaching myself to the British Gov¬ 
ernment, consider my connection with 
it the same as my honor and my life, 
I hope that I shall be continued in 
possession of my ancient territory, and 
that it shall be xmder the protection 
of the Honorable Company, and that 
if at any time when the Goorkhas shall 
submit to the British power, they shall 
propose anything to my disadvantage 
from a spirit of revenge for my having 
abandoned their cause, it shall not be 
listened to. 


Aiiswers, 

If the Rajah shall have really and 
truly withdrawn himself from his 
connection with the Goorkhas, and 
shall attach himself to the British 
Government, he shall undoubtedly 
be confirmed in the possession of 
his ancient territory of Khyloor, 
lying on this side of the River Sut- 
Icdge, agreeably to the terms of 
the Proclamation which was issued 
under the authority of the Gover¬ 
nor-General, on the 17th of October 
last, and it shall, in every respect, 
be considered to be imder the pro¬ 
tection of the British Government. 
In the event of peace between the 
British Government and the Goor¬ 
khas, no representation of the Goor¬ 
khas against the Rajah, at variance 
with the dues of protection, shall 
be attended to. But on the subject 
of guaranteeing the country of Khyloor 
a reference shall be made to the 
Governor-General, 
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2nd .—It is well known that the 
Forts of Futtelipore, Mundgur, Beha- 
clurpoor, and Ruttunpoor, constructed 
by my ancestors, were held by me; 
suddenly, however, they were seized 
by Rajah Ram Sum, who held them 
for seven months, when I caused them 
to be restored to me. I hope that in 
continuing to mo my ancient posses¬ 
sions, those Forts will be included 
therein. 

Srd .—With respect to the affair of 
the twelve Thakoors, although they of 
old belonged to me, yet owing to my 
weakness, the Surmoreoa Rajah some¬ 
times got possession of them and some¬ 
times they were held by Rajah Ram 
Sum. When the Groorkhas came here 
I was re-established in the possession 
of the twelve Thakoors. On the re¬ 

turn of the Goorkhas from the Fort 
of Kangra they required that I should 
assign something out of the twelve 
Thakoors for the maintenance of the 
troops. In consideration of my con¬ 
nection with them, and also of my 

inability to oppose their requisition, 
nine of the twelve Thakoors were given 
to them. The Thakoors of Dhamee, 
Buhjee, and Kotee, are still in my 

possession. I have stated this merely 
m the way of information. Otherwise 
m every respect I am submissive to 
the pleasure of the British Government 
in. this affair, and consider it a happiness 
to conform to its orders. 

4tfi .—The Goorkhas gave several 
places to me besides those included 
in my original possessions. The Major- 
General is now vested with the same 
authority which they exercised. As he 
shall order, so will I consider it as happi¬ 
ness to act. Be pleased now to show 
me favour, or when I shall have ren¬ 
dered good service to the Government.

2nd .—I am also acquainted with 
the fact of the Forts of Futtelipoor, 
Mundgur, Behadurpoor, and Ruttun¬ 
poor, being of old dependencies of 
the country of Khyloor. Provided 
the Rajah shall withdraw from the 
Goorkhas, and connect himself with 
the British Government, they shall 
remain to him as heretofore. 


3rd .—Any proposition by the 
Rajah regarding the twelve Tha¬ 
koors is improper, for the real state 
of the case is very different. Al¬ 
though I must give a positive re¬ 
fusal to this request, for when the 
time for the settlement of the twelve 
Thakoors shall come they must be 
adjudged to the real proprietors, 
yet should the Rajah render good 
service to the British Government, 
and abandon the cause of the Goor¬ 
khas, the same consideration which 
he experienced with respect to one 
or two of the Thakoors from the 
Goorkhas, may, in my opinion, be 
also shown to him by the British 
Government. 


4th .— No claim to any places which 
the Goorkhas gave to the Rajah, 
besides his ancient territory of Khy¬ 
loor, can be listened to. In con¬ 
formity with the terms of the Pro¬ 
clamation of the 17th October, no 
tribute nor pecuniary demand of 
any kind shall be exacted from the 
Rajah. In return for all the bene-

fits which the Rajah will enjoy, the 
British Government only requires 
that while the war with the Goor- 
khas shall last, the Rajah shall co¬ 
operate with the British Troops, 
and that in future also, on every 
occasion of a British Force coming 
into this quarter to act against an 
enemy, the Rajah shall be ready to 
join and to afford every assistance in 
his power, by providing supplies of 
grain and discharging all the other 
obligations of fealty and submission.

Translation of a Sunnud granting territories to Rajah Juggut Chund of 
Kuhlor (Belaspore), dated 21st October 1847. 

Whereas by the Treaty concluded between the British Government and the 
State of Lahore, on the 9th March 1846, the hill territories came into the pos¬ 
session of the Honorable Company, and whereas Rajah Juggut Chund of Kuhlor 
has always evinced his obedience and submission to the British Officers, the Gov¬ 
ernment hereby confirms in perpetuity to Rajah Juggut Chund and the heirs 
male lawfully begott^jn of his body by his Ranee, the Territory of Kuhlor, with 
such boundaries as have been in his possession since the commencement of the 
British rule in the Trans-Sutlej States, with full administrative powers therein. 
In default of an heir of the above description, the territory, with full powers, 
will be conferred upon the male heir who may be proved to the British Govern¬ 
ment to be next of kin to the Rajah. Be it known to the Rajah, that if any of 
his successors is found incompetent and unable to administer the affairs of the 
State, the British Government reserves to itself the power of removing him and 
installing another heir next of kin to the Rajah, who may be found entitled to 
it, and capable of administering the territory. Whoever shall, according to the 
foregoing terms, succeed the Rajah, will remain in the undisturbed possession 
of his territory and State, on the conditions which are specified in the Agreement 
executed by the Rajah, and which are as follows :— 

Jst ,—That he shall abolish all transit duties in his territory, and consider it 
incumbent upon him to afford protection to the bankers, tradesmen, and dealers 
in hie State. 

2nd »—That he shall construct roads not less than 12 feet broad in his State, 
and repair thexn when necessary.

3rd .—That ou the occasion of a war, he shall, when directed, join the British 
Army with his own retainers and hill-porters, keep himself in readiness to exe¬ 
cute the order of the Officers of Government, and supply provisions according 
to his means. 

4th .—That all disputes which may take place between the Eajah of Kuhlor 
and any other Chiefs shall be referred to the British Courts. 

5th .—That he shall not alienate or mortgage any portion of his territory without 
the knowledge and permission of Government. 

6th .—That he shall abolish in his territory slave-dealing, suttee, female in¬ 
fanticide, and the practice of burning or drowning lepers, as these practices arc 
opposed to British law, and that he shall issue such strict orders in respect thereof 
that no one may venture to commit any of the said crimes. 

The Rajah shall not encroach beyond the boundaries of his own territory 
on the territory of another. He shall consider this Sunnud as a ratified document, 
and use his exertions to fulfil the terms thereof, to promote the welfare of his 
people, to improve the condition of his country, to adopt measures for the increase 
of cultivation, to redress grievances, to maintain lawful rights, and to keep the 
roads secure. He shall not exact money from bis subjects, but treat them with 
kindness, that they may always be thankful to him. It is the duty of the sub¬ 
jects to regard liim and, after him, his successor, as above described, as their sole 
and lawful lord, to pay without fail the revenue due to him, to remain obedient 
to him at all times, and to behave themselves well.

SuNNUD granted to Eajah Wuzeer Sing of Fureed Kote, dated 21st April 

1863. 

Since the establishment of British supremacy in India Eajah Wuzeer Sing 
and his ancestors have given proofs of loyalty to the British Government, and 
have received rewards in the accession of fresh honours, dignity and territory. 
More recently the present cliief of Fureed Kote evinced his adherence to the cause 
of the British Government during the mutiny of 1857-58, in consideration of which 
service the British Government has, out of Eoyal grace and condescension, remitted 
the service of ten sowars hitherto furnished by the Eajah ; has added to the forms 
under which he is officially addressed; has increased the Khillut to which he is 
entitled, and raised the number of guns by which he is to be saluted to the number 
of eleven; and has graciously acceded to the Eajah’s desire to receive a Sunnud 
or Grant under the hand and seal of the Viceroy, confirming and guaranteeing 
to the Eajah and his heirs for ever the ))os8ession of his ancient hereditary terri¬ 
tory, as well as the territory acquired by the Eajah from the British Government 
by grant or exchange under the following provisions :— 

Clause 1 .—The hereditary domain now in the possession of the Eajah, and 
the country acquired by the Eajah by grant and exchange, according to the an¬ 
nexed list, are hereby confirmed and guaranteed to the Eajah and his male heirs 
lawfully begotten, for ever, together with all the powers and authority, civil, 
criminal and fiscal, at present exercised by the Eajah* 
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Clause 2 .—With the exception of the unredeemed revenue-free holdings in 
lUaka Kotkupoora noted below, the British Government will never demand from 
the Kajah or any of his successors, or from any of his feudatories, relatives, or 
dependants, any tribute on account of revenue, service, or any other plea.

Clause 3.—The Eajali has, in consideration of the compensation granted by 
the British Government, relinquished for himself and his successors for ever all 
levy excise or transit duties which have been abolished throughout the 
territory of Fureed Kote. 

Clause 4. _The British Government desiring to see the House of Fureed Kot« 

perpetuated, has conferred upon the Eajah and his successors for ever, when 
ever male heirs lawfully begotten may, fail, the right of adopting a successor in 
accordance with the customs of his race. 

Clause 5.— With regard to British subjects committing crime and appre¬ 
hended in his territory, the Rajah and his successors will exercise the powers 
provided for in the despatch of the Honourable Court of Directors to the Madras 
Government, No. 3, dated 1st June 183G. 

The Rajah and his successors wdl exert themselves to execute justice and 
promote the happiness and welfare -af their people. They will, in accordance 
with the terms of a previous engagement, prohibit “ suttee,” slavery, and female 
infanticide throughout their territory, and punish with exemplary rigor those 
who are found guilty of these crimes. 

Clause d.—The Rajah and his .successors will never fail in their devotion and 
loyalty to the Sovereign of Great Britain, 

CUmse 7. _If at any time any force hostile to the British Goverimient should 

appear in this direction, the Rajah will co-operate with the British Government 
and oppose the enemy. He wiU exert himself to the utmost of his resources in 
providing carriage and supplies according to requisitions ho may receive from 
the officers of the British Government. 

Clause S.—The Rajah as heretofore will furnish at current rates, through 
the agency of his own officers, the necessary materials required for the construc¬ 
tion of railroads, railway stations and Imperial roads and bridges. He will also 
freely give the laud required for the construction of railroads and Imperial lines 
of road. 

Clause 9.—The Rajah and his successors will always pursue the same course 
of fidelity and devotion to the British Government, and the Government will 
always be ready to uphold the honour and dignity of the Eajah and his house.

Agreement between the British Government and the Faridkot State regarding 
the supply of canal water for the storage tank at Kot Plapura, —1928. 

1. Water shall be supplied from an outlet at R. D. 62235 left of Faridkot 
Distributary. 
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2. The outlet shall be designed to give a discharge of one and a half cubic foot 
per second when the Faridkot Distributary is running with seven-eighths of its 
full supply depth at R. D. 62235 left. 

3. The outlet shall be of A. P. M. type approved by the Superintending Engineer 
of the Sirhind Canal Circle. 


4. The design of the outlet may be altered at any time that such alteration 
may be considered necessary by the Superintending Engineer, Sirhind Canal Circle 

5. The outlet shall be constructed at the cost of the Punjab Irrigation Depart¬ 
ment. The required watercourse shall be constructed by the Faridkot State. 

6. The Faridkot State Authorities shall pay to the Executive Engineer, Feroze- 
pur Division, Sirhind Canal, the sum of Rupees sixteen hundred and fifty (Rs. 1,650) 
for the use of water supplied through the aforementioned outlet, of which sum 
Rupees eight hundred and twenty five (Rs. 825) shall be payable half-yearly in 
advance on the first day of April 1928 and the first day of October 1928. In the 
event of non-payment in advance the agreement will be cancelled and assessment 
proceeded with in the ordinary way. 

7. The supply is granted for use within the urban area of Kot Kapura as 
shown in the attached tracing* and also for avenues along the Faridkot-Kot 
Kapura road between the limits of the town and Faridkot Distributary, for any 
purpose whatsoever at the discretion of the Faridkot State Authorities. 


8. The provision of the Northern India Canal and Drainage Act VIII of 1873, 
concerning unauthorised use and waste of water shall be enforced when water 
is used or wasted outside the limits of the area described in clause 7 above or 
when water extracted from the canal in an unauthorized manner is used within 
the limits of that area. 

9. The outlet mentioned in clause 1 above may be closed for a period of any 
time (1) at the request of the Faridkot State Authorities or (2) by order of the 
Executive Engineer, Ferozepur Division, Sirhind Canal, or of the Superintending 
Engineer, Sirhind Canal Circle, acting under the powers conferred on them by the 
provisions of the Northern India Canal and Drainage Act VIII of 1873. 

10. This agreement shall terminate on the 31st March 1929. Should the 
Faridkot State Authorities desire to renew the agreement for a further period, 
they shall make an application for renewal not later than the lirst day of March 
1929, to the Executive Engineer, Ferozepur Division, Sirhind Canal. 

11. The Irrigation Department does not undertake to renew the agreement 
on the same or on any terms. 

12. Water shall bo distributed to all shareholders on the outlet in accordance 
with tlie irrigable area owned by each and this distribution shall be governed by 
the provisions of section 68 of the Canal Act VIII of 1863. 

13. In the event of any dispute or difference arising regarding the supply of 
water to the outlet, the orders of the Superintending Engineer, Sirhind Canal 
Circle, shall be final. 

• Not reprodaoed. 
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14. Nothing herein contained shall prevent any person from being prosecuted 
for any offence punishable under the Canal Act.

Translation of a Sdnnxjd from the Governor-General, granting the Territory 
of Chumba to Rajah Sree Sing, dated 6th April 1848. 

Whereas all the northern and eastern hiU territory, between the Rivers Sutlej 
and Sindh, formerly attached to the territory of the Punjab, has been transferred 
to the British Government by the Treaty of the 9th March 1846, concluded bet¬ 
ween the Honorable Company and the Government of Lahore, the country of 
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Chumba, which at the time the above Treaty was concluded was in the possession 
of the Rajah of the place, is hereby conferred in perpetuity upon him and his 
heirs male, who, according to the shastres, may be deemed his rightful successors. 
In the event of the Rajah leaving no male heirs, his next brother, who may be 
the eldest of the surviving brothers, will succeed him. The Rajahs of Chumba 
will retain fuU administrative powers within the limits of their own country, on 
the following conditions, viz ,:— 


1st ,—The Rajah shall pay every year into the treasury of Kangra an annual 
sum of twelve thousand Rupees by two instalments : the first instalment to be 
paid in the month of Cheit; the second in the month of Magh. 

2nd ,—The Rajah shall at once abolish in his country the suttee rites, female 
infanticide, the slave trade, and the practice of mutilation. 

3rd ,—The Rajah shall protect merchants and travellers, and abolish saver 
duties, etc., in his territory. 

dtli ,—The Rajah shall cause roads 12 feet wide to be constructed through 
his country, and shall keep them in good repair. 

5th ,—On the occasion of war, the Rajah shall join the British army, furnish 
provisions and supply soldiers on a monthly pay of five Rupees eacli, and bearers 
to carry baggage on a salary of four Rupees each per mensem. Should any of 
the Rajahs of Chumba mismanage the affairs of the country, the British Govern¬ 
ment will remove him and apj)oint in his place another of the family. It is not 
the object of the British Government to take the country into its hands : the 
only thing which it has in view is that from the good management of the terri¬ 
tory and the impartial administration of justice, the people should continue to 
enjoy peace and happiness. 

6th, If a dispute of any kind arise between the Rajah of Chumba and any 
other Chief, the case shall be laid before the British Government, and the Rajah 
shall abide by the decision which the Government shall pass thereon. Without 
the consent of the British Government, the Rajah shall enter into no negotia¬ 
tions with any other Chief, but shall confine himself to his own country, and exert 
himself to the utmost to promote the welfare and happiness of his 2 )eople, to in¬ 
crease the cultivation of the territory, and to administer justice to all. 


No. XCIII. 

Agreement for the Lease of the Chumba Forests, —1864. 

The Rajah of Chumba finding great difficulty in arranging for the preserva¬ 
tion of the forests in his territory has requested the aid of the British Govern¬ 
ment and has agreed to give to the British officer whom the Government mav 
appoint for this purpose the sole control of the forests in the territory of Chumba. 
To give effect, therefore, to the wishes of the Rajah, the following arrangements 
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are agreed to by the Kajah of Chumba on the one hand and by and on behalf ol 
the British Government on the other hand :— 


Article 1. 

The sole control of all forests in the territory of Chumba is vested in the British 
Government, who shall appoint an officer to be Conservator of the same. 

Article 2. 

The British Government shall be at liberty to place under strict conservancy 
management such forest tracts as it shall from time to time select and to lay down 
such general rules as it thinks proper for the control of all forests. 

Article 3. 

Such exemption from these rules shall be granted, or such other arrangements 
shall be made as shall be necessary to prevent interference with any acknow¬ 
ledged or established rights of the inhabitants of Chumba to cut wood for their 
own use. 

Article 4. 

No contractor or other person shall be allowed to cut timber in any of the 
forests within the Eajah’s territories, ex(iept with the express permission of the 
Conservator, and on the rates and under the conditions fixed by him. 

Article 5. 

For every Deodar (Kelul tree felled on the Chenab, and its tributaries, and 
within the Chumba territory by authority of the Conservator, the British Govern¬ 
ment shall pay to the Bajah of Chumba four (4) Rupees, and on the Ravee and 
its tributaries for each Deodar (Kelu) five (5) Rupees, and for other trees as fol¬ 
lows :— 

Akhrot, Walnut, three (3) Rupees per tree. 

Boorj, Birch, one Rupee eight annas (1-8) per tree. 

Susoon, Ash, and all other descriptions, including inferior sorts of pine, two 
(2) Rupees. 

The above rates shall be understood to refer to trees above six (6) feet in girth, 
measured at man’s height from the ground; for trees of a smaller size half rates 
shall be paid. 

Out of this sum one (1) Rupee per tree is to be set aside for conservancy pur¬ 
poses, of wldch the following is to be considered a detail:— 

1 .—Planting trees, fencing in young plantations, and arboriculture generally. 

2 -For local dak.s. 

The expenditure for such conservancy to be entirely under the control of the 
Q(,nservator, and that of the daks under the Rajah’s agency. 
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—The balance from this fund after paying expenses as above to be divided 
evenly between the Forest Department and the Eajah, and to be expended at 
the discretion of each on the construction and improvement of roads and ccm- 
munication generally. 

4.—That for each of the two official years, namely, 1864-65 and 1865-66, the 
Rajah will receive from the Conservator of Forests the sum of Rupees one thous¬ 
and (1,000) in lieu of all his claims to waif timbers on the Ravee within his terri¬ 
tories, and that after that period and during the currency of this lease he will 
receive five hundred (Rupees 500) per annum on this account, all such timber 
becoming from date of said lease the property of the British Government. 

Article 6. 

The accounts shall be made up half-yearly to 30th April and 31st of October 
and shall be rendered to the Rajah, and the payments made at the above-men¬ 
tioned rates half-yearly in the months of May and November. 

Article 7. 

The British Government shall manage the Chumba forests in accordance with 
the general system of forest management which may be in force for similar forests 
within the territories of the British Government, and for the preservation of the 
same shall maintain such establishments as it shall consider suitable in each case. 
The British Government will defray all the expenses of these establishments con¬ 
nected with the conservancy of forests except as provided for in paragraph 5, 
Clauses 2 and 3. 

Article 8. 

The British Government, or the contractors employed by it, will defray all 
expenses of felling and transporting the timber, and they shall be at liberty to 
dispose of it by sale or otherwise at their pleasure, subject to no other claim from 
the Rajah than the payments referred to in paragraph 5 of the present Agreement; 
and it is distinctly understood that any former or customary charge on the em- 
ployes of the British Government, such as Dulalee,’* &c., is now abolished. 

Article 9. 

All timber passing down the Rivers Chenab and Ravee across the boundary 
of the Chumba territory, unless covered by a pass from the Conservator and duly 
marked in the manner described in the pass, shall be presumed to be the pro¬ 
perty of the British Government, and may be taken possession of as such by the 
Conservator or his Agents, and the onus of proving the timber to belong to any 
other person shall rest upon such person. 

Article 10. 

The Conservator shall be authorized to exercise within the Chumba territory 
the powers of a Subordinate Magistrate of the 1st Class, as described in Act XXV 
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of 1861 j for the trial of offences against property, and relating to property marks, 
mischief, assaults, and contravention of such forest rules as may from time to 
time be in force in the territories under the Government of the Punjab. 


Article 11. 

The Eajah engages to render every aid required by the Conservator in the 
exercise of the above powers for apprehending offenders or supposed offenders 
and for enforcing the penalties awarded by him. 


Article 12. 

ThLs agreement shall continue in force for a period of twenty (20) years from 
the 1st of May 1864, but on the expiry of that term shall be renewable at the plea¬ 
sure of the British Government for a further period of (20) twenty years, and 
shall then be again renewable in like manner until the term of ninety-nine (99) 
years from the original date (1st May 1864) shall have expired. At the expiry 
of that period it shall be at the option of the Kajah to renounce the agreement 
or enter into a fresh one. 

Provided that any revision or modification of the rates and mode of payment 
described in Clauses 5, 6, and 13 that shall’be agreed to by both contracting parties 
may take place at any time without affecting the continuance of the agreement 
or any of its provisions. 


Article 13. 

In order to secure to the Eajah a fixed moderate income from his forests, the 
British Government agree that a minimum payment of Eupees twenty thousand 
(20 000) per annum be fixed, and that in the event of its not cutting wood to that 
amount in any year, the Eajah will still receive from the said Government this 
sum as rent, and in event of the value of annual cutting being in excess of twenty 
thousand Eupees (20,000) the British Government agree to pay amount at the 
rates fixed and as in this lease.

Revised Agreement for the lease of the Chamba Forests, —1872. 

WTiereas, by the terms of an agreement bearing date at Dalhousie the tenth 
day of September 1864, His Highness the Raja of Chamba, having requested 
the aid of the British Government in the management of his forests, has, for that 
purpose, leased the said forests to the British Government; and whereas certain 
additions to, and alterations in, the said agreement having been from time to 
time consented to by the parties thereto : it is advisable now to embody the said 
additions and alterations in a new form of agreement, and also, at the same time, 
to make more definite provision by the terms of such agreement for the proper 
conservancy of the forests aforesaid. 

The following articles have been agreed upon between His Highness the Raja 
of Chamba, of the one part, and Major-General Re}mell George TaJ^lor, c.B., c.s.i.. 
Commissioner, at present, for the Amritsar Di\’ision of the Punjab, on behalf 
of the British Government, of the other part:— 

1. From and after the date of the execution of this present agreement, the 
former agreement bearing date at Dalhousie the lOtK day of September 1864, 
shall cease to be of force, and shall be deemed to be cancelled and superseded 
by this present agreement. 

2. The term “ Forest,” as used in these articles, shall mean and include— 

(a) Those tracts of country covered with trees, or from which the trees have 
been felled, which, for seven years past and upwards, have paid no revenue as 
cultivated land to the Chamba State. 

(b) Such other tracts of land, cultivated, or uncultivated, covered with trees 
or barren, as the Raja of Chamba may from time to time consent to give up for 
the purpose of consolidating or extending the area of any existing forest, or of 
forming new plantations or forests. 

3. With the exception of the- forests enumerated in Article 6, all forests in 
territories subject to His Highness the Raja of Chamba shall be preserved, worked, 
and managed according to the rules set forth in the schedule hereto annexed, 
and the right to the produce thereof shall vest in the several parties therein de- 
olared to be entitled thereto. 
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Provided that the said rules shall be in force for three years from date of this 
agreement, at the end of which time the British Government may call for a report 
thereon and decide whether they shall continue as they are or be in any respect 
added to, modified, or amended. 

4. The Raja of Chamba agrees to the grant to the British Government, duiing 
the currency of this agreement, all his rights in unclaimed, waif and wind-fall 
timber on the rivers ** Chenab ” and ‘‘ Ravi ” and their several tributaries, and 
in all other parts of his territories ; and further to grant to the said Government 
the entire control of rivers and streams coming from and passing through the 
forests in so far as concerns the floating, management, or collection of timber in 
transit to the timber depots. 

5. The British Government may invest all or any of the officers in whom, 
under the said rules, the control of any forest, or of timber-floating operations, 
is vested with all or any of the powers of a Magistrate as described in the Code 
of Criminal Procedure in force in British India, to be exercised within the Chamba 
territory, for the purpose of trying and punishing offences against the rules afore¬ 
said. 

And the Raja of Chamba engages to render every aid required by the oflicer 
or officers authorized to exercise such powers for bringing to justice all persons 
charged with oflences against the rules, and for enforcing the judgment awarded 
against them. 

6. The following forests, groves, and trees shall be excluded from the opera¬ 
tion of Article 3, that is to say— 

(1) The forests known as “ Jamwar and Kajjia,’’ as demarcated and defined 
according to the terms of a letter from the Superintendent of the Chamba State 
to the Secretary to the Government of the Punjab in the Department of Public 
Works, No. 22, dated July 5th, 1869. 

(2) Two hundred trees (2<X)) of “ Kclu ” (Cedrxis deodara) around the temple 
at Kilar ; 20 of the same kind at Baira ; 15 at Kothair, 60 at Bassu, 60 at Pieura 
of the same kind ; at Chanota also 60 of the same kind. 

Provided always, as regards trees mentioned in the preceding clause, that 
they shall not be felled, but that such trees as fall by natural causes shall be at 
the disposal of the managers of the shrine or temple for which they are set apart 
for the purposes of re])airmg the same. 

Provided also that such excepted trees may, where necessary, be marked or 
the area in which they stand demarcated. 

(3) All trees growing on village or other lands under cultivation, not being 
forest lands within the meaning of Article 2. 

(4) ( -ert/ain groves in the vicinity of the town of Chamba, viz., a grove of Chil 
trees between the River Ravi and vSao ; and a grove of Shisham trees, about two 
miles from Chamba, between the River Ravi and the new road to Dalhousie. 

(5) All trees growing within 200 feet on either side of the public roads here¬ 
inafter enumerated, or in the vicinity of any spring or well. 

Provided that, whi'u such road or spring or well passes through, or is situated 
within a forest which is reserved under the rules hereto annexed, this clause shall 
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not be held to affect such forest, but it sluill remain in all respects as a “ reserved 
forest under tlie rules,—the British Government on their part engaging not 
to fell trees in such forest within 200 feet of such public road, or in the vicinity 
of such spring or well, without the previous consent of the Superintendent of the 
Chaiuba State. 

The public roads are as follows :— 

1. Chamba to Pangi. 

2. Chamba to Dalhousie vid Chil. 

3. Chamba to Barmour and Jurma, in British Lahoul. 

4. Kilar, in Pangi, to Padar, in Kashmir territory. 

5. Kilar, in Pangi, to Jurma, in British Lahoul. 

6. Chamba to Nurpur. 

7. Chamba to Dharmsala. 

8. Chamba to Badrwar, in Kashmir territory. 

9. Dalhousie to Dharmsala and Nurpur. 

10. Chamba to Madhopur, at the head-of the Bari Doab Canal. 

11. Chamba to Dalhousie, md the Kujjiar Forest. 

12. Chamba to Dalhousie, by the new level road. 

13. Chamba to Jumwar. 

14. Chamba to Sao. 

15. Dalhousie to Danera through the Chamba territory. 

16. Chamba to Shahpur, on the Bavi. 

7. In consideration of the rights and privileges conveyed to the British Govern¬ 
ment by the preceding articles, the British Government agree to pay to His High- 
ness the Raja of Chamba seigniorage for every tree felled for the use of the British 


Government at the following rates :—

Provided always that, if the number of trees felled by the British Government 
in any one year is not sufficient to make the seigniorage thereon amount to the 
sum of twenty thousand rupees, the seigniorage payable in such year to the Raja 
shall be twenty thousand rupees and not less. 

And, in consideration of the right to waif and windfall conveyed by Article 
4, the British Government further agree to pay to the Raja the sum of one thousand 
rupees annually. 

8. One-fourth part of all sums paid to the Raja in respect of trees felled under 
Article 7 shall be set aside and devoted to the following special purposes, that is 
to say:— 

Twenty rupees per centum of the said fourth part shall be for the Raja of 
Chamba to expend upon local postage service; thirty rupees per centum of the 
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said fourth part shall be for the Eaja of Chamba to spend upon making and re¬ 
pairing roads and bridges; fifty rupees per centum of the said fourth part shall 
be returned to the British Government to be expended on the planting, restoration 
and conservancy of forests. 

9. The accounts sh 9 .ll be made up half-yearly to the 31st of March and the 
30th of September, and snail be rendered to His Highness the Raja of Chamba, 
and the payments agreed upon in Article 7 shall be made half-yearly in the months 
of April and October, on or before the 5th day of the month. 

10. No fees or other payments except those agreed upon in Article 7 shall 
be demanded or be payable by the British Government or its servants on account 
of any forest produce. Provided that nothing in this clause shall be held to pre¬ 
vent the levy of tolls at bridges and ferries, or roads, lawfully payable to the 
Chamba State. 

11. Except as provided by Article 8, the whole cost of conserving the forests 
which are “ reserved ” under the rules, together with all costs of felling and trans¬ 
porting timber for the use of the British Government and of maintaining the 
necessary establishments in such forests, shall be borne by the British Govern¬ 
ment. 

12. This agreement shall continue in force for a term of 20 years, commenc¬ 
ing from the first day of May 1864. 

On the expiry of this term, it shall be renewable at the pleasure of the British 
Government for a further term of 20 years, on expiry whereof it shall be again 
renewable in a hke manner until the term of 99 years, counting from the first 
day of May 1864, shall have expired. 

At the expiry of such term it shall be at the option of the Raja of Chamba to 
renew this agreement or enter into a fresh one. 

Provided always that any revision or modification of the rates and mode of 
payment described in Articles 7, 8, 9 that may be agreed to by both parties may 
be made at any time without affecting the continuance of this agreement or any 
of its provbions. 

Executed this eighth day of July 1872 at Chamba.

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RULES FOR CHAMBA FORESTS. 



Chapter 1. 

Of the Division of Forest Land into Reserved and Unreserved. 

1. Classification of There will be two classes of forests, to be called 

reserved and unreserved. The Conservator of Forests or such other officer as 
he may authorise in that behalf may from time to time, but subject always to 
the exceptions agreed to by the terms of the lease, declare that any forests shall 
be “ reserved.” 

2. Selection and demarcation of reserved The Conservator of Forests, 

or other officer as aforesaid, may indicate by posts or other temporary marks the 
boundaries which, after local enquir}- in concert with an official of the Chamba 
State deputed for the purpose, are in his opinion the true limits of the tract to 
be reserved. But it shall rest with the Superintendent of the Chamba State , 
in concert with the Conservator of Forests, to determine finally the boundaries 
of such tracts. 

3. Procedure after final demarcation.-—‘y^hen the boundaries have been finally 
determined as aforesaid, the Forest Officer shall, if the tract is not already de¬ 
fined by natural boundaries, demarcate the same by conspicuous boundary marks 
according to the final decision aforesaid. 

Record of boundaries. —A record of the boundaries shall be then prepared, 
accompanied by such maps as may be necessary. The record shall be signed by 
the Conservator of Forests, and an attested copy of it shall be sent for deposit 
to the Superintendent of the Chamba State. 

4. After final demarcation 'public notice to he given. —Wherever any forest is 
reserved and finally demarcated under this rule, due notice shall be publicly given 
in the vicinity of such forest, and the inhabitants be warned against trespass or 
other infringement of the forest rules. 

5. Procedure in including ivaste or cultivated- land for plantationc, <&c. —If in 
any case it is desired to include in a reserved forest area any waste or cultivated 
land which is not forest within the meaning of Article 2 of the agreement, or to 
take up a plot of such land for the purpose of plantation, such plot shall only be 
included or taken up with the consent of the Superintendent of the Chamba State, 
and after payment of such compensation, if any, as he nay award. After de¬ 
claration of such consent and the determination of compensation, if any, the 
plot may be included in the area of a reserved forest or demarcated as a separately 
reserved forest, as the case may be. 

6. Control of reserved forests. —Reserved forests shall be under the cxclusivt 3 
control of the officer appointed by the British Government to be Conservator of 
Forests in the Punjab, and of such officers subordinate to the Conservator as may 
be appointed by the said Goverpment to the charge of any divisions of the forests. 
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7. General Tights to prodiice in reserved forests, —Except where otherwise ex¬ 
pressly provided, the British Government shall have the exclusive right to the 
produce of such forests. 

8. Management of unreserved forests. —All other forests to which these rules 
^PP^y called ‘‘ unreserved ” forests. They will be under the management 
of the Superintendent of the Chamba State, 


9. night to 'produce in unreserved forests .— Subject to the protective provision 
hereinafter contained, the unreserved forests are open to the Raja of Chamba 
for his own use for the exercise of such forest privileges as are allowed by His High¬ 
ness, but not for the purpose of sale or merchandize. 


Chapter 2. 

Of the protection of Unreserved Forests. 

10. Gonservancy of unreserved forests; acts prohibited. expressly per¬ 
mitted by the Superintendent of the Chamba State, the following acts are pro¬ 
hibited in all unreserved forests:— 

(а) Breaking of forest land for cultivation. 

(б) Setting fire to grass tracts in the vicinity of forests, or negligently permitt¬ 
ing fire to extend thereto. 

(c) Setting fire to trees, brushwood, or stumps. 

(d) Cutting out slabs, torches, etc., from the stems of standing trees, bark¬ 
ing or boring for turpentine, or otherwise injuring standing trees. 

(e) Lopping the branches of the 'valuable kinds of trees afterwards enumerat¬ 
ed ; cutting young trees of the valuable kinds if less than four feet in girth at three 
feet from the ground. 

(/) Selling standing trees. 

(g) Ciitting the valuable kinds of trees hereafter enumerated without the 
written permission of the Superintendent of the Chamba State, or of someone 
authorized by him to grant such permission. The valuable kinds of trees allud¬ 
ed to in the foregoing rules are— 

Kelu {C. deodara). 

Darchil (G. excelsa). . 

Chil (P. longifoha) (in tracts where the Superintendent may speciaUy 
order). 

Akrot, walnut {Juglans regia). 

Sunnu, ash {Fraxinus fiorihu'nda). 

Tun or dour, hill tun (Gedrela serrata). 

Chlnar, plane {Platanus orientalis). 

Permission shall not be given for the felling of more than an aggregate number, 
in all the unre8crre.d forests together, of 300 Kelu trees in any one year, and 
return of Kelu t^ee^^ ho felled shall be annually rendered by the Superintendent 
of Chamba State to the Conservator of Forests, 
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ClXAFTER 3. 

Of the Protection of* Reserved Forests"" 

n. Conservancy of Reserved Forests. — All the prohibitions en inn era ted in 
Rule 10 sliall [mutatis mutandis) be enforced in reserved forests. In addition there¬ 
to, the following acts are prohibited in reserved forests : — 

(1i) Traversing a forest except on authorized or public roads and pathways. 

(i) Grazing or trespass by cattle or flocks and driving of cattle or flocks except 
on authorized or public roads and pathways. 

[k) Collecting grass, brushwood, or fodder. 

(l) Collecting fallen timber. 

{m) Collecting gums, resins, wax, honey or other forest produce. 

(n) Kindling a Are in the forest or carrjdng fire except on an authorized road 
or pathway. 

(o) Carrying any implements for nutting wood or grass except on an authorized 
public road or pathway, and except it is carried in pursuance of a license to cut. 

And generally no forest rights or privileges of any kind shall be exercised in 
reserved tracts. 

Proviso for cases where jyrimleges are to be allowed in Reserved Forests, —Pro* 
vided always that, if in any case it has not been found practicable, when mak¬ 
ing the selection of reserved forests, 1x) leave a sufficient or conveniently situated 
area of forest as unreserved for the exercise of forest privileges, or if there are 
no sufiicient grazing grounds in the vicinity, or if in any other special case it shall 
be deemed desirable, the exercise of certain fore^t^privileges may be"'allowed in 
the Reserved ” Forests. 

Privileges allowed-. — But in such cases the privileges to be allowed are— 

(a) Cutting wood for necessary building and agricultural purposes. 

(b) Cutting grass. 

(c) Grazing of cattle. 

id) Fuel. 

12. Definition of such 'privilege.'^ and conditions of exercise .—When any pri¬ 
vileges are allowed in a reserved forest under the proviso to the last preceding 
rule, such privileges shall be defined by the Superintendent of Chamba in concert 
with forest officers and recorded, and the signature of the headmen of the tillage 
shall be affixed to such record. 

Oondiitons of felling. —All trees felled under such circumstances shall be so 
pursuant to a written permit granted by the forest officer, which shall specify 
the place and other conditions of felling, and shall fix a fair and sufficient time 
within which such license must be exercised. Permits to fell must be returned 
to tile forest officer as soon as the time mentioned therein has expired, or as soon 
aa the trees have been felled, if feUed before the expiry of the time. 
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OJ other 'privileges. Cutting grass, grazing, and the collection of fuel to be 
practised in such portion of the forest as the forest officers shall assign for the 
purpose. 

13. Timber required for puhhc works in special cases. —If in any case, in the 
execution of any public work, or in the making of any road or bridge. His High¬ 
ness the Raja shall require timber which cannot conveniently be taken from an 
unreserved forest, the forest officer shall, if the amount be reasonable, and can 
be spared without injury to the forest, give a written permit authorizing the 
timber to be felled in a reserved forest in a suitable and proper locality. 

14. Closing unnecessary footpaths in Reserved Forest. —^Whenever any unneces¬ 
sary footpath or road passes through a reserved forest, thereby rendering its pro¬ 
per conservancy difficulty to maintain, the forest officers may, with the consent 
of the Superintendent of Chamba, close it against traffic. Due notice of tho 
closing of such road or pathway shall be publicly given in the vicinity. 

Chapter 4. 

Of Timber in transit. 

15. Right to timber in transit not covered by a pass. —All timber passing down 
the rivers Chenab and Ravi across the boundary of the Chamba territory, unless 
covered by a pass from the Conservator of Forests, or one of his subordinates 
authorized to grant such passes, and unless marked in the manner described in 
the pass, shall be deemed to be the property of the British Government, and 

Proof of owncFBhip. possession of by the Conservator 

of Forests or his subordinate as aforesaid : such 
timber shall not be released imtil the claimant proves his title to the satisfaction 
of the Conservator of Forests, or of his subordinate as aforesaid, and pays such 
expenses as may have been incurred in catching and keeping the timber. 

16. Removal, destruction and d^acement of logs.-^'No person shall, without 
the permission of the Conservator of Forests, or his subordinate, remove, cut 
up, burn, deface the marks of, or mark again, any timber whether stranded or 
floating, provided that this rule shall not interfere with the privilege of the villa<y- 
ers to take for firewood stranded pieces of timber which are not, however, to be 
larger than one man can lift by himself. 

Chapter 5. 

Of the Punishment of Forest Offences. 

17. Offences in Unreserved Forests. —Any person who breaks any rule relating 
to Unreserved Forests shall be liable to the jurisdiction of the Raja of Chamba 
for punishment according to law. 

18. In Reserved Forests. —Any person who breaks any rule relating to the 
“ Reserved Foreste ” shall be liable, on conviction before the Superintendent of 
Chamba State, or before a forest officer invested vnth magisterial powers under 
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Article 5 of the Agreement, to fine not exceeding one hundred rupees, or in default 
of payment, to three months’ imprisonment with or without hard labour. 

Proviso where act in breach of rules also conslitules a serious offence ,—Provided 
always that when the act which is a breach of the rules amounts to a serious ofience, 
such as mischief or theft, if the case is brought before the Superintendent, he 
may try the case as for such grave ofience instead of proceeding under these rules; 
and if the case is brought before a forest officer with powers as aforesaid, he may, 
instead of proceeding as for a breach of the rules, forward the case with written 
report to the Superintendent of the Chamba State, who may try the case and 
award such punishment as may be proper.

Postal Convention for the Exchange of Correspondence, Parcels, Insured 
and Value-payable Articles, and Money Orders, between the Imperial 
Post Office of British India and the Post Offices in the territories of 
His Highness the Eajah of Chamba,— 1896. 

Article 1. 

There shall be a mutual exchange of correspondence, parcels, and money 
oiders, between the Imperial Post Office of British India, hereinafter termed 
the “ Imperial Post,” and the Post Offices in the territories of His Highness the 
Rajah of Chamba hereinafter termed the “ Chamba State Post.” This exchange, 
which shall also include registered, insured and value-payable articles, shall be 
governed by the rules given in the Indian Postal Guide tor the time being. The 
term correspondence ” shall include letters, postcards, newspapers, and book 
and pattern packets. 

Article 2. 

There shall be two offices of exchange, viz., the Imperial Post Office at Dab 
housie on the side of British India, and the Chamba State Post Office at Chamba 
on the side of the Chamba State. These offices of exchange ilone shall be author¬ 
ized to deal with articles giving rise to accounts. 

Article 3. 

Indian postage stamps, post-cards, and embossed envelopes, overprinted 
with the words ‘‘ Chamba State ” shall be supplied on indent by the Government 
of India to the Chamba State at cost price. They shall be sold by the Chamba 
State to the public at the value marked on each postage stamp, post-card, or 
embossed envelope. Indian postage stamps overprinted with the word “ Service” 
in addition to the words “ Chamba State ” shall also be supplied on indent by the 
Government of India to the Chamba State at cost price, and these overprinted 
stamps shall be used solely for the purpose oi prepaying correspondence on the 
service of the Chamba State posted in that State* 
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Ajrticle 4. 

These overprinted postage stamps, post-cards, and embossed envelopes over¬ 
printed with the words “ Chamba State ” shall alone be used in the Chamba State 
for the prepayment of Inland correspondence, and they shall be recognized 
by the Imperial Post only when attached to inland correspondence, posted within 
the limits of the State of Chamba. 

Aeticle 5. 

The rates of postage, fees, or commission cliarged by the ('hamba State Post 
on all classes of correspondence, paid and unpaid, registered and unregistered, 
insured and value-payable, on all parcels, and on all money orders, shall not be 
in excess of the rates charged by the Imperial Post. 

Article 6. 

Responsibility for articles insured, and for payment of compensation under 
the rules given in the Indian Postal Guide for the time being, shall rest with the 
Imperial Post Office, while the articles concerned are in its custody; and with 
the Chamba State, while the articles concerned are in its custody. 




Article 7. 

Articles of all kinds superscribed ‘‘ On Postal Service,’’ and franked by the 
8 mature and official designation of an officer of the Imperial Post or an officer 
of the Chamba State Post, shall be exchanged free of all charge as respects post¬ 
age. 

Article 8. 

ihe Government of India shall bear the cost cf conveying mails within the 
limits of British territory, and the Chamba Darbar shall bear the cost of convey¬ 
ing mails within the limits of the State of Chamba. But the Imperial Post shall 
be entitled to the. free conveyance of mails over postal lines in the Chamba State 
wiiether such mails be intended for transmission to a Chamba State Post Office 
or an [mperial Post Office, and similarly the Chamba State Post shall be entitled 
to the free conveyance of mails over Imperial postal lines, whether such mails 
be intended for transmission to an Imperial Post Office or Chamba State Post 
Office. * 

Article 9. 

Inland correspondence, registered and unregistered, received from the Cliaui- 
ba State Post, fully i)repaid with the overprinted jiostage statnjis de.scribed in 
Article 3 (including correspondence prcj.aid by Chamba State service stamps), 
shall be delivered in British India free of all charge on account of postage. 

Article 10. 

Inland (•orresj>ondenre received from the Cliainha State Post, not fully i)rc- 
paid with the overprinted postage stanrps described in Article 3, shall be treated 
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by the Iiu 2 )erial Post as though originally posted in British India, and charged 
on delivery with the usual rates for inland unpaid postage,’ which shall be retain¬ 
ed by the Imperial Post. 

AimcLE 11. 


Fully jjrcpaid inland correspondence, registered and unregistered (including 
correspondence prepaid by service stamps), transferred by the Imperial Post, 
shall be delivered by the Chamba State Post free of all charge on account of post¬ 
age. 

Article 12. 

On inland correspondence, not* fully prepaid, transferred by the Imperial 
Post for delivery through the Chamba State Post, the latter shall retain the post¬ 
age it realizes. 

Article 13. 

Unclaimed and refused inland correspondence shall be exchanged in both 
directions, but the exchange shall be accompanied by no accounts. 


Article 14. 

Fully prepaid foreign correspondence, addressed to any place in the Chamba 
State, shall be delivered by the Chamba State Post free of all charges on account 
of postage; but if such correspondence be unpaid or insufficiently paid, it shall 
be delivered on payment of the amount taxed thereon by the hriperial Post; and 
the amount so collected shall be remitted to the Imperial Office of Exchange (Dal- 
housie). 

Article 15. 

On foreign correspondence posted in the Chamba State postage can be pre¬ 
paid only by means of Imperial postage stamps not bearing the overprint “ Cham¬ 
ba State.” Postage stamps overprinted with the wofds “ Chamba State ” shall 
not be recognized in payment of postage on foreign correspondence. 


Article 16. 

Prepayment of inland parcel postage between the Imperial Post and the Cham- 
be State Post, in both directions, shall be compulsory. 


Article 17. 

Inland parcels, received from the Chamba State. Post, shall bo delivered in 
British India free of all charge on account of postage. 

AimcLE 18. 

Inland parcels, transferred by the Imperial Post for delivery rhrough the 
Chamba State Po^t, shall be delivered free of all charge on account' of postage. 
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Article 19. 

Fully prepaid foreign parcels, addressed to any place in the Chamba Statej 
shall be delivered by the Chamba State Post free of all charge on account of post¬ 
age ; but if such parcels be unpaid, they shall be delivered on payment of the 
amount taxed thereon by the Imperial Post> and the amount so collected shall be 
remitted to the Imperial Office of Exchange (Dalhousie). 

Article 20. 

prepayment of postage, at the rates published in the Indian Postal Guide, 
is compulsory in the case of all foreign parcels posted in Chamba. The postage 
so coUected shall be remitted to the Imperial Office of Exchange (Dalhousie). 

Article 21. 

The Imperial inland money order rules, as given in the Indian Postal Guide 
for the time being, shall be adopted by the Chamba State Post, and the Imperial 
inland form of money order application shall be used. 


Article 22. 

Money orders, issued by the Chamba State Post for payment in British India 
shall all be sent by the Chamba Office of Exchange to the Imperial Office of Ex¬ 
change (Dalhousie). Such money orders shall be paid in full in British India 
free of all charges and without deduction on any account whatsoever. 


Article 23. 

Money orders, issued by the Imperial Post for payment by the Chamba State 
Post, shall be transferred to the Chamba Office of Exchange by the Imperial 
Office of Exchange (Dalhousie). Such money orders sliall be paid in full in the 
Chamba State free of all charges and without deduction on any account what- 
aoever. 

Article 24. 

The postal administration which collects the money from remitters of money 
orders shall account to the administration which pays them for the total amount 
of the orders issued in each month, together with one-half per cent, additional 
on the monthly total by way of commission. 


Article 25. 

A monthly account eurfent showing the amount to be credited to the Chdm- 
ba State on account of money orders paid by the Chamba State Post, and the 
amount to be debited to the Chamba State on account of money orders issued 
by the Chamba State Post shall be rendered by the Imperial Office of Exchanoo 
(Dalhousie) to the Chamba Office of Exchange. If the balance of this account 
is in favour of the CImuffia State Post, it shall be paid at once by the Imperial 
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Office of Exchange (Dalhousie), and if it is in favour of the Imperial Post, it 
shall be paid by the Chamba Office of Exchange immediately after the monthly 
Account current is tendered. 


Article 26 . 

The Directot-General of the Post Office of India and the Chamba Darbar shall 
have authority to draw up, in direct communication with one another, detailed 
regulations for giving effect to this Convention, and to settle all matters of detail 
and procedure connected with the exchange of articles between ffie Imperial Post 
and the Chamba State Post, including the selection of Post Offices, situated in 
British India or in the Chamba ' State, between which postal communication 
shall be maintained. The detailed regulations so drawn up shall be subject to 
such modification as may, from time to time, be mutually agreed to by the said 
authorities. 

Article 27. 

This Convention, which supersedes the Postal Convention dated the 30th 
September 1886, shall continue in force until it is terminated or revised by mutual 
agreement, or until one year s notice to terminate it shall have been given by the 
Director-General of the Post Office of India on behalf of the Government of India 
or by the Chamba State.

Agreement for the Kenewal of the lease of the Chamba Eorests, —1905. 

Articles of Agreement made this eighteenth day of September 1905 between 
His Highness Raja Bhure Singh of Chamba of the one part and Romer Edward 
Younghusband, Commissioner of the Lahore Division, Punjab, for and on be¬ 
half of the British Government, of the other part. Whereas by an agreement, 
bearing date at Dalhoiisie, the tenth day of December one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-four, His Highness Sri Singh, Raja of Chamba, having requested tlie 
aid of the British Government in the management of his forests, did for that 
purpose lease the said forests to the British Government on the terms and condi¬ 
tions tlierein set forth. And whereas certain additions to and alterations in the 
said agreement having been from time to time consented to by the parties there¬ 
to, it was deemed in the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy-two advis¬ 
able to embody the said additions and alterations in a new form of agreement, 
and also to make more definite provision by the terms of such agreement for the 
proper conservancy of the forests aforesaid : x\nd whereas a new agreement, 
bearing date at Chamba the eighth day of July one thousand eight himdred and 
seventy-two, was accordingly executed by His Highness Gopal Singh, Raja of 
Chamba, of the one part and Reynell G. Taylor, Commissioner and Superinten¬ 
dent, Amritsar Division, on behalf of thfe British Government, of the other part, 
for the purposes aforesaid : And whereas it was provided by the last-named 
agreement that “ any revision or modification of the rates and mode of payment 
described in Articles VII, VIII, IX of the said agreement that may be agreed to 
by both parties may be made at any time without affecting the continuance of 
this agreement or any of its provisions And whereas it was also provided by 
the said agreement, dated at Chamba the eighth day of July one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-two, that on the expiry of the term of the said agreement 
it should be renewable at the pleasure of the British Government for a further 
term of twenty years, on expiry whereof it should be again renewable in a like 
manner until the term of ninety-nine years counting from the first day of May 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four should have expired : And where¬ 
as the term of the said agreement, dated at Chamba the eighth day of July one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-two, expired on the last day of April one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-four ; And whereas timely notice of renewal 
of the said agreement for a further period of twenty years was duly given to His 
Highness the Raja of Chamba by the British Government: And whereas in 
exercise of the power reserved by the aforesaid proviso certain additions to and 
alterations in the said agreement dated Chamba the 8th ilay of July 1872 were 
from time to time consented to by the parties thereto : And whereas it was deem¬ 
ed advisable to embody the said additions and alterations and others also con¬ 
sented to by the said jiarties in a further formal agreement: And whereas a 
new agreement bearing date the 24th day of May 1880 was accordingly executed 
by His High ness Raja 8ham Biugh of Chamba of the one part and George Robert 
Elsmie, Commissioner for the time being of the Lahore Division, Punjab, on 



behalf of the British Govermnent of the other part embodying the said additions 
and alterations : And whereas the parties to the last hereinbefore recited agree¬ 
ment, being of opinion that the appropriateness of certain terjns used therein to 
duly express the true intent and meaning of the parties thereto was open to doubt 
and that Article XI of the said Agreement was unnecessary and should not have 
been therein included, executed a Supplementary Agreement dated Dalhousie 
the 23rd day of August 1887 whereby the meaning of the parties was made more 
clear and the said Article XI was thereby cancelled : And whereas in accordance 
with the power granted by Article XII of the said agreement dated Chamba the 
24th day of 'May 1886 the British Government is desirous of renewing the said 
agreement as modified by the said Supplementary Agreement dated the 23rd day 
of August 1887 for a further term of twenty years and the parties hereto to faci¬ 
litate the settling of accounts and for other purposes have agreed to certain further 
modifications and alterations of the terms of the agreement as hereinafter appears : 
Now therefore these articles witness as follows: 

I. — From and after the date of the execution of this agreement, the former 
agreeiiients, bearing date Chamba the 24th day of May 1886 and Dalhousie the 
23rd day of August 1887, shall cease to be of force and shall be deemed to be can¬ 
celled and superseded by this present agreement. 

II. — The term “ forest ” as used in these articles, shall mean and include (a) 
those tracts of country covered with trees or from which trees Jiave been felled, 
(6) such other tracts of land cultivated or uncultivated covered w ith trees or barren 
as the Baja of Chamba may from time to time consent to give up for the piu-pose 
of consolidating or extending the area of any existing forest or forming new planta¬ 
tions or forests. 

III. —With the exception of the forests enumerated in Article VI all forests 
in the territories subject to the Raja of Chamba shall be preserved, worked and 
managed according to the rules set forth in the Schedule hereto annexed and the 
right to the produce thereof excepting wild animals, birds, honey, wax, fruits 
and flowers shall vest in the British Government unless otherwise provided for 
and declared by the terms of this lease or the rules under it and by any record of 
rights or privileges framed thereunder. 

IV. —The Raja of Chamba agrees to grant to the British Government during 
the currency of tliis agreement aii his rights in unclaimed waif and windfall timber 
on the rivers Chenab and Ravi and their several tributaries and in all other parts 
of his territories, and further to grant to the said Government the entire control 
of rivers and streams coming from and passing through the forests in so far as 
concerns the floating, management or collection of timber in transit to the timber 
depots. 

V. —The British Government may invest all or any of the ofiicers under whom, 
ill the said rules, the control of any forest, or of timber floating operations is 
vested with all or any of the powers of a Magistrate as described in tlie Code of 
Criminal Procedure in force in British India to be exercised within the Chamba 
teiriixiry for the pui'pose of trying and punishing offences against the rules afore- 
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said. The Raja of Obamba engages to render every aid required by the oflO-cer. 
or officers authorised to exercise such powers for bringing to justice all persons 
charged with offences against the rules and for enforcing the judgment awarded 
against them. 

VI.—The following forests, groves and trees shall be excluded from the opera¬ 
tion of Article III, that is to say :— 

(1) The forests known as Jamwar and Kajjiar^as demarcated and defined 

according to the terms of a letter from the Superintendent of the 
Chamba State to the Secretary to the Government of the Punjab in 
the Department of Public Works, No. 22, dated 5th July 1869. 

(2) Two hundred deodar trees (Kelu) around the temple, at Kilar, twenty 

of the same kind at Baira, fifteen at Kathair, sixty at Bassu, sixty 
at Pinra and sixty at Chanota : 

Provided always as regards trees noted in the preceding clause, 
that they shall not be felled, but that such as fall by natural causes 
shall be at the disposal of the managers of the shrine or temple for 
which they are set apart, for the purpose of repairing the same. 

Provided also that such excepted trees may where necessary be 
marked or the area in which they stand demarcated. 

(3) All trees growing on village or other lands under cultivation not being 

forest lands within the meaning of Article II. 

(4) Certain groves in the vicinity of the town of Chamba, namely, a grove 

of chil trees between the rivers Ravi and Sao and a grove of shisham 
trees about two miles from Chamba between the Ravi and the low 
level road to Dalhousie. 

(5) All trees growing within two hundred feet on either side of the pubUc 

roads hereinafter enumerated or in the vicinity of any spring or well. 
Provided that when such road or spring or well passes through or is 
situated within a forest which is reserved under the annexed rules this 
clause shall not be held to affect such forest; but it shall remain in 
all respects as a ‘‘reserved forest” under the rules. The British 
Government on their part engage not to fell trees in such forest within 
two hundred feet of such public road, spring or well without the pre¬ 
vious consent of the Raja of Chamba.

VII. —In consideration of the rights and privileges conveyed to the British 
Government by the preceding Articles, the British Government agrees to pay 
to His Highness the Raja of Chamba the whole income accruing to the British 
Government under this agreement after deducting therefrom all sums advanced 
for the entire cost of working, supervision, protection and improvement, as 
well as all other charges which are ordinarily to form part of the expenditure con¬ 
nected with the management of the said forests. 

VIII. —In consideration of the payments made by the British Government 
under Article VII the Raja agrees to keep in good repair all existing roads and 
bridges which are used as lines of communication with the reserved forests, and 
further to supply a bi-weekly postal service to all forest officers while on duty in 
his territory. 

I^'*—(1) Copies of the monthly accounts of income and expenditure in respect 
of the said forests shall be rendered to the Raja, and the annual account of the 
preceding finandial year shall be made up and submitted to the Raja on or before 
the first day of July of each year and the sum found due in accordance with the 
provisions of Clause VII of this agreement shall be paid to him within the period 
of six months from the close of the financial year to which it relates. 

(2) If when the annual accounts for any financial year are made up, it appears 
that the income derived from the said forests is less than the amount wffiich the 
British Government is, under Clause VII of this agreement, entitled to deduct, 
the Raja, on the submission of the annual accounts to him, shall pay the differ¬ 
ence between the income and the said amount to be deducted within the period 
of six months from the close of the said financial year, or, should he so desire, 
the said difference shall be deducted from the first revenues realized in the financial 
year following that for which it became due and payable or in subsequent years 
if necessary. 

(3) For the purpose of this clause the expression financial year ’’ shall mean 
the year commencing on the fiirst day of April. 

X. — No fees or other payments except those agreed upon in Article VII shall 
be demanded or be payable by the British Government or its servants on account 
of any forest produce. 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall be held to prevent the levy of tolls 
at bridges and ferries or roads, lawfully payable to the Chamba State. 

XL— This agreement shall continue in force for a term of tw^enty years com¬ 
mencing from the first day of May one thousand nine hundred and four. Oq 
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the expirv of this term it shall be renewable at the pleasure of the British Govern¬ 
ment for a further terra of twenty years, on expiry whereof it shall be again re¬ 
newable in a like manner until the term of ninety-nine years shall have expired 
counting from the first day of May one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four. 
At the expiry of such term it shall be at the option of the Raja of Charaba to re¬ 
new this agreement or enter into a fresh one. Provided always that any revision 
or modification of the payments or node of payment described in Articles VII 
and IX that may be agreed to by both parties may be made at any time without 
affecting the continuance of this agreement or any of its provisions.

SCHEBULE. 

RULES FOR CHAMBA FORESTS. 

Chapter I. 

Of the Dhinon of Forest Land into Reserved and Unreserved. 

\. Clmsifimlton of forests .—There will be two classes of forests, to be called 
reserved and nnreserved. The Conservator of Forests, or such other officer as 
ho may aiithon^e in that behalf, may from time to time, but subject always to 
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e exceptions agreed to by the terms of tlie lease, declare that any forests shall 
be reserved. 


2. Selection and detnarcaf-ion of reservctl forests .—The Conservator of Forests 
or such officer as aforesaid, may indicate b^ posts or other temporary marks, 
the boundaries which, after local enquiry in concert with an official of the Chamba 
State deputed for the purpose, are in his opinion the true limits of the tracts to 
be reserved, but it shall rest with the Kaja of Chamba in concert with the Con¬ 
servator of Forests to determine finally the boundaries of such tracts. 


3. Procedure after final demarcation .—^When the boundaries have been final¬ 
ly determined as aforesaid, the Forest Officer shall, if the tract is not already 
defined by natural boundaries, demarcate the same by conspicuous boundary 
marks according to the final decision aforesaid. 

Record of boundaries .—A record of the boundaries shall then be prepared, 
accompanied by such maps as may be necessary. The record shall be signed by 
the Conservator of Forests, and an attested copy shall be sent for deposit to the 
Raja- of Chamba. 

4. After final demarcation 'public 'notice to be given .—Whenever any forest is 
reserved and finally demarcated under this rule, due notice shall be publicly 
given in the vicinity of such forest and the inhabitants be warned against tres¬ 
pass or other infringement of the forest rules. 

5. Procedure in hvcluding 'waste or cultivated lands for plantations .—If in any 
case it is desired to include in reserved forest area any waste or cultivated land 
which is not forest within the meaning of Article II of the agreement, or to take 
up a plot of such land for the purpose of plantation, such plot shall only be in¬ 
cluded or taken up with the consent of the Raja of Chamba and after payment 
of such compensation as he may award. After declaration of consent and payment 
of such compensation the plot may be included in the area of a reserved forest or 
demarcated as a separately reserved forest. 

6. Control of reserved forests .—Reserved forests shall be under the exclusive 
control of the officer appointed by the British Government to be Conservator of 
Forests in the Punjab, and of such officers subordinate to the Conservator as may 
be appointed by the said Government to the charge of the Chamba Division. 


7. Generil rights to produce in rested forests .—Except when otherwise ex¬ 
pressly provided for the British Government shall have the exclusive right to 
the produce of sucli forests. 

8. Manage7ne7it of unreserved forests .—All other forests to which these rules 
apply are called “ unreserved forests.” They will be imder the management of 
the Raja of Chamba. 

9. Rights to produce in unreserved forests .—Subject to the protective provision 
hereinafter contained, the unreserved forests are open to the Raja of Chamba 
for his own use, for the exercise of such forest ])rivilegcs as are allowed by His 
Highness, but not for the purpose of sale and merchandise. E.rapt that the 
Raja may permit the collection and sale of dry and fallen timber and inferior trees 
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for fuel, grass, wild animals, birds, honey, wax, fruit and flowers, taking care 
that such collection is eflected in such a manner as not to injure the forest or con¬ 
travene any specific rule. 


Chapter II. 


Of 'protection of unreserved forests. 

10. Conservancy of unreserved forests ; acts prohibited .—Unless expressly per- 
mkted by the Raja of Chamba, the following acts are prohibited in all unreserv¬ 
ed forests : 

(®) Breaking up forest land for cultivation. 

(6) Setting fire to grass tracts in the vicinity of forests or negligently per¬ 
mitting fire to extend tiiereto. 

(c) Setting fire to trees, brushwood or stamps. 

{d) Cutting out slabs, torches, from the stems of standing trees, barking 
or boring for turpentine, or otherwise injuring standing trees. 

(e) Lopping ofl branches of the 'valuable kinds of trees afterwards enumerat¬ 
ed, cutting young trees of the valuable kinds if less than four feet in 
girth at three feet from the ground. 

(/) Selling dry and fallen timber and inferior trees for fuel. 

{g) Cutting the valuable kinds of trees detailed below without the written 
permission of the Raja or someone authorized by him to give such 
permission :— 


Kelu (deodar) 
Darohil 
Chil . 

Akhrot (walnut) 
Simu (aah) . 

Tan (hill tun) 
Chinar (plane) . 


Cednis deodara. 
PinuB exoolsa.

Permission shall not be given for the felling of more than three hundred deo¬ 
dar trees in the unreserved forests in any one year, and the return of the trees so 
felled shall be annually rendered by the Raja of Chamba to the Conservator of 
Forests. 

Permits to cut deodar trees shall specify the places and time within which 
they must be exercised, and they shall be returned to the ofiicial by whom they 
were issued as soon as the time mentioned therein has expired. 


Chapter III. 

Of the protection of reserved forests. 

II. Conservancy of rffserved forest .—All prohibitions enumerated in Rule JU 
?hall {mutatis ninta7\dis) be enforced in reserved forests. 
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In addition thereto the following acts are prohibited in reserved forests 

(70 Traversing a forest except on authorized or public roads and pathways. 

(i) Grazing or trespass by cattle or flocks and driving of cattle or flocks ex¬ 
cept on public roads and pathways. 

{Jc) Collecting grass, brushwood or fodder. 

(Z) Collecting fallen timber. 

(in) Removing soil, dead leaves, or moss from the forest or collecting gums 
and resins. The collection of wax, honey, madder root, fruit, flow¬ 
ers, wild animals and birds which is nofc specifically prohibited in the 
rules is permitted in reserved forests, provided that it is effected by 
some person who is recorded as the responsible right-holder, and 
who is bound to effect such collection without trampling or destroying 
seedlings or young trees, making deep holes in the forest soil, or 
otherwise unnecessarily injuring the forests. 

(n) Kindling a fire in the forests or carrying fire except on an authorised road 

or pathway. 

(o) Carrying any implements for cutting wood or grass except on an author¬ 

ized road or pathway, and except it is carried in pursuance of a license 
to cut; and generally no forest rights or privileges of any kind shall 
be exercised in reserved tracts. Provided that the Forest Officer 
may permit the Raja when necessary to take what grass and fuel he 
requires for his personal use, subject to the provision in rule (w). 
Provided also always that if in any case it has not been found practic¬ 
able when selecting reserved forests to leave a sufficient or convenient¬ 
ly situated area of forests as imreserved for the exercise of forest pri¬ 
vileges, or if there are no sufficient grazing grounds in the vicinity 
or if in any other special case it shall be deemed desirable, the exercise 
of certain forest privileges may be allowed in reserved forests. But 
in such cases the only privileges to be allowed are— 

(а) Cutting wood for necessary building or agricultural purposes. 

(б) Cutting grass and fodder. 

(c) Grazing cattle and sheep. 

{d) Fuel. 

12. Definition of frivUeges and conditions of earercisc.-^When any privileges 
arc allowed in a reserved forest under the proviso to the last preceding rule, such 
privileges shall be defined by the Raja of Chamba in concert with the Forest Offi¬ 
cers and recorded, and the signatures of the “ ilaqua ” headmen shall be affixed 
to such record. 


Conditions of felling ,—All trees felled under such circumstances shall be so 
pursuant to a written permit granted by the Forest Officer, which shall specify 
the place and conditions of felling, and shall fix a fair and sufficient time for fell¬ 
ing and removal, 
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Permits to fell must be returned to the Forest Officer as soon as the time men¬ 
tioned therein has expired, or as soon as the trees have been felled, if felled be¬ 
fore the expiry of the time. 

Of other privileges .—Cutting grass, grazing and the collection of fuel may bo 
practised in such portion of the forest as the Forest Officers shall assign for the 
purpose. 

13. Timber required for public works in special cases .—If in any case, in the 
building of any place, public work, bridge, or roadway. His Highness shall 
require timber whici cannot be conveniently taken from an unreserved forest, 
the Forest Officer shall, if the amount be reasonable and can be spared without 
injury to the forest, give a written permit for the timber to be feUed in a reserved 
forest in a suitable and proper locality, or timber may be sawn up by the Forest 
Officer and supplied at cost price at his discretion. 

Closing unnecessary footpaths in reserved forests .—^Whenever any unnecessary 
road or pathway passes through a reserved forest, thus rendering its proper con¬ 
servancy difficult to maintain, the Forest Officer may, with the consent of the 
Raja, close it against traffic. Due notice of such closing shall be publicly given 
in the vicinity. 


Chapter IV. 

15. Right to timber not covered by a pass .—All timber passing down the rivers 
Chenab and Ravi across the boundary of the Chamba territory, unless covered 
by a pass from the Conservator of Forests or an authorized subordinate, and un¬ 
less marked in the manner described in the pass, shall be deemed to be the pro¬ 
perty of the British Government, and may be taken possession of by the Con¬ 
servator of Forests or his authorized subordinate. Such timber shall not be re¬ 
leased until the claimant prove his title to the satisfaction of the Conservator or 
his authorized subordinate, and pays the expenses incurred in catching and keep¬ 
ing the timber. 

16. Removal, destruction and defacement of logs .—No person shall, without 
the permission of the Conservator of Forests or his subordinate, remove, cut up, 
burn, deface the marks of or mark again, any timber whether stranded or float¬ 
ing : provided that this rule shall not interfere with the privilege of the villagers 
to take for firewood stranded pieces of timber which while not bearing any pro¬ 
perty mark, or not having been sawn are not, however, to be larger than one 
man can lift by himself. 


Chapter V, 

Of the Punishment, of Forest Offences. 

17. Offences in unreserved forests.—Any person who breaks any rule relating 
to unreserved forests shall be liable to the jurisdiction of the Rajs of Chamba for 
punishment according to law. 
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18. Offences in reserved forests.—knj person who breaks any rule relating to 
reserved forests shall be liable, on conviction before the Raja of Chamba or before 
a Forest Officer invested with magisterial powers under Article V of the agree¬ 
ment, to fine not exceeding one hundred rupees, or in default of payment, to 
three months’ imprisonment with or without hard labour. Provided always that 
when the act which is a breach of the rules amounts to a serious ofitence, such as 
mischief or theft, if the case is brought before the Raja he may tey the case as 
for such grave offence instead of proceeding under these rules ; ana if the case is 
brought before a Forest Officer with powers as aforesaid he may, instead of pro¬ 
ceeding as for a breach of the rules, forward the case with a written report to the 
Raja of Chamba, who may try the case and award such punishment as may be 
proper.

Tkanslation of a Sunnud from the Governob-Geneiwi, granting the State of 
SOOKEIT to Raja Oooer Sein, dated 24th October 1846. 

WhercRS by the Treaty concluded between the British and Sikh Governments 
on the 9th March 1846, the hill country has come into the possession of the Honor¬ 
able Company; and whereas Raja Ooger Sein, Cffief of Sookeit, the highly dig¬ 
nified, evinced his sincere attachment and devotion to the British Government; 
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the St*ate of SooMet comprised within the same boimdaries as at the commence¬ 
ment of the British occupation, together with full administrative powers within 
the same, is now granted by the British Government to him and the heirs male 
of his body by his Eanee, from generation to generation. On failure of such 
heirs, any other male heir who may be proved to the British Government to be 
next of kin to the Raja shall obtain the above State, with administrative powers. 


Be it known to the Raja that the British Government shall be at liberty to 
remove any one from the Guddee of Sbokeit who may prove to be of worthless 
character and incapable of properly conducting the administration of his State, 
and to appoint such other nearest heir of the Raja to succeed him as may be cap¬ 
able of the administration of the State and entitled to succeed. The Raja, or 
any one as above described who may succeed him, shall abide by the following 
terms entered in this Sunnud, viz .:— 

1st .—The Raja shall pay annually into the treasury of Simla and Subathoo 
eleven thousand Company’s Rupees as nuzzuranah by two instalments; the 
first instalment on the 1st of June, corresponding with Jeth, and the second 
instalment on the 1st of November, corresponding with Kartic. 

2nd .—He shall not levy tolls and duties on goods imported and exported, but 
shall consider it incumbent on him to protect bankers and traders within his State. 

3rd .—He shall construct roads within his territory not less than 12 feet in 
width, and keep them in repair. 

dth .—On the breaking out of disturbances he shall, together with his troops 
and hiU porters, whenever required, join the British army, and be ready to 
execute whatever orders may be issued to him by the British authorities and 
supply provisions according to his means. 

StA .—He shall refer to the British Courts whatever dispute may arise between 
him and any other chief. 


6tA .—The Raja shall not alienate any portion of the lands of the said territory 
without the knowledge and consent of the British Government, nor transfer it 
by way of mortgage. 

TiA .—He shall so put a stop to the practices of slave-dealing, suttee, female 
infanticide, and the burning or drowning of lepers, which are opposed to British 
laws, that no one shall venture in future to revive them. 


It behoves the Raja not to encroach beyond the boundaries of his State on 
the territory of any other Chief, but to abide by the terms of this Sunnud, and 
adopt such measures as may tend to the welfare of his people, the prosperity of 
his country, and the improvement of the soil, and ensure the administration of 
even-handed justice to the aggrieved, the restoration to the people of their just 
rights, and the security of the roads. He shall not subject his people to extor¬ 
tion, but keep them always contented. The subjects of the State of Sookeit 
shall r^ard the Raja and his successors as above described to be the sole proprietor 
of that territory, and never refuse to pay hiTn the revenue due by them, but re- 
ob6di6nt to him and act up to his just orders.

Translation of a Draft of a Perwannah in favour of Ahmed Buksh, Khan 
Bahadoor, dated 4th May 1806. 

Adverting to the merit of your services and attachment to the British interests, 
the Right Honourable General Lord Lake, Commander-in-Chief, conferred on 
you an istimrauree (permanent) grant of the Mehals of Ferozepore, Jherkeh, and 
the Tuppahs Saungris, Botahanna, Nujhoor, and Nugeena, including the customs, 
as well as land revenue of them, excepting such gardens and ayma jaghire, punar- 
thee, and other rent-free lands, as have been long disposed of, and other fixed 
and established daily allowances, etc., on condition that you require no aid from 
the British Government, and that you settle the affairs of the mehals with your 
own troops, and that you be charged with the expense of providing for the main¬ 
tenance and support of Khaiija Hanjee and other dependants of the late Mirza 
Nusseeroolla Beg Khan, and provided also that you furnish on occasions of exi¬ 
gency, to the aid of the British Government, a party of 60 troopers, and that 
you always remain steadfast in your attachment and good will to the British Gov¬ 
ernment. 


The British Government having become acquainted with your character and 
disposition, and with the merit of your services and attachment to its interest, 
from the communications of the Bight Honourable the Commander-in-Chief, 
has now been pleased to reward those services by confirming to you and your heirs 
in perpetuity, from generation to generation, the whole of the mehals above men¬ 
tioned, including both land revenue and the sayer duties, with the deductions 
and under the conditions however above specified, from the beginning of the 
Pussul Bubbee of 1213 Fuslee Era (answering to September 1805). From that 
time the British Government will have no concern whatever with those mehals, 
which will always remain in your possession, and that of your descendants; as 
those lands require the exercise of arbitrary power, no complaints will be receiv¬ 
ed from the inhabitants of them. 

Entertaining a proper sense of gratitude for this distinguished favour, you 
will continue to manifest attachment to the British Government, and your exer¬ 
tions to promote its interests. 

In this consists your own advantage and welfare.

Delhi. 


TIEN the Nawah of Oudh attempted tlie invasion of Bengal in 



w 17G0, he took with him the son of the Emperor Alamgir II, whom 
his father had invested with the Siihadari of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa. 
Alamgir was murdered in 1759, and intelligence of this reached his son 
early in 1760. He assumed the title of Shah Alam, and conferred the 
office of Wazir on the Nawab of Oudh, in whose hands he was virtually 
a prisoner. The Nawab Wazir’s attempted invasion was defeated in 
January 1761, and Shah Alam went over to the English Camp. 

In the same year Ahmad Shah Abdali defeated the Mahrattas at 
Panipat, proclaimed Shah Alam Emperor, and invited him to come to 
Delhi to take possession of his throne. After making an offer to the 
English of the Diwani of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, Shah Alam marched 
towards Delhi, but found himself unable to advance further than Allaha¬ 
bad, where he again joined forces with the Naw^ab Wazir, and accom¬ 
panied him in his renewed attempt at the invasion of Bengal, which 
ended in disaster at the battle of Buxar in October 1764. Shah Alam, 
despairing of regaining his throne through the aid of the Nawab Wazir, 
again went over to the English. 

The subsequent proposal to depose the Nawab of Oudh and put the 
Emperor in possession of his territories, with the exception of Ghazipiir 
and Benares which the Emperor granted (No. I) to the English, was 
severely condemned by the Court of Directors as burdensome and pro¬ 
fitless. Hence, in 1765, the Nawab was restored to his dominions* in¬ 
cluding the districts of Ghazipur and Benares. The districts of Allaha¬ 
bad and Kara however were left in possession of the Emperor. 

Shah Alam continued to reside at Allahabad, though keenly desirous 
of establishing himself at Delhi. The Mahrattas were again overrunn¬ 
ing upper India in order to re-establish the influence they had lost at 
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anipat: and, for tlie easier accomplishment of their designs, they under¬ 
took to replace Shah Alam on the throne. Contraiy to the advice of the 
Biitish, Shah Alam agreed to place himself in their hands. The Em¬ 
peror Avas led into Delhi in all pomp on the 25th December 1771, but he 
was a mere puppet in the hands of the Mahrattas. 


Ill 1773 the Mahrattas extorted from the Emperor a grant of the pro¬ 
vinces of Allahabad and Kara, but the Imperial Deputy at Allahabad 
applied for leave to put them under British protection, as the King had 
been compelled, while a prisoner, to grant the sanads. The districts 
were, in the following year, sold to the Wazir of Oudh for fifty lakhs of 
rupees. 


The Emperor remained a State prisoner in the hands of the Mahrattas 
till 1803, when he was released by Lord Lake and brought under the 
protection of the British Government. All the territories and resources 
assigned for his support by the Mahrattas were continued to him, and 
a pecuniary provision, fixed at Rs. 60,000 but afterwards increased to 
Rs. 1,00,000 a month, was granted in addition. Shah Alam died on the 
19th November 1806, and was succeeded by Akbar Shah, who was suc¬ 
ceeded in 1837 by his eldest son, Bahadur Shah. The movements of the 
King were confined to the neighbourhood of Delhi, and he was not allowed 
to confer titles, or to issue a currency; but he had the control of civil and 
criminal justice within the palace. 


When the mutiny of 1857 broke out, the mutineers in Delhi applied 
*0 the King, Bahadur Shah, to put himself at the head of the movement. 
At first his conduct was most vacillating, but he subsequently identified 
himself with the rebel cause. After the fall of Delhi, he was captured 
and tried on the charges of, 1st, aiding and abetting the mutiny of British 
troops; 2nd, encouraging and assisting diverse persons in waging war 
against the British Government; 3rd, assuming the sovereignty of India; 
4th, causing and being accessory to the murder of Christians. The ex- 
King was convicted on all of the charges, and was removed to Rangoon, 
where he died on the 7th November 1862. 


During the mutiny of 1857, when communication between Delhi and 
Agra and Calcutta was for the most part cut off, the administration of the 
Delhi and Hissar territories was assumed by the Chief Commissioner of 
the Punjab, and after the restoration of peace these districts were finally 
placed under the control of the Punjab Government. As regards the 
chiefs in this territory, see Punjab, Part II. 

No events of outstanding importance occurred in the period from 1857 
to 1911, during which the Delhi district remained under the administra¬ 
tion of the Punjab. 

On the occasion of the Coronation Darbar held at Delhi on the 12th 
December 1911, Delhi was proclaimed the Capital of India. Subsequently 
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on tlie 1st October 1912 the new Province of Delhi, consisting of the oFd 
Delhi tahsil and the thana of Mahranli, was constituted and placed 
under the local administration of a Chief Commissioner directly subor¬ 
dinate to the Government of India. 65 villages from the adjoining 
district of Meerut in the Dnited Provinces were added to the enclave 
on the 1st April 1915. 

The Government of India took up their permanent residence in Delhi 
as the winter capital of India on the 23rd December 1912. 

On the formation of the new Delhi Province the States of Loharu, 
Pataudi, Dujana and Ealsia, which were formerly under the political 
superintendence of the Commissioner of the Delhi Division, were trans- 
ferrfil to the political charge of the Commissioner of the Ambala Divi¬ 
sion [see Punjab, Part II). 
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No. 1. 

Proposals made by the King Shah Aalum, and enclosed in a letter from Major 
Hector Munro to the President and Council at Bengal, dated from the 
Camp at Benares, the 22nd of November 1764. 

If this country is to be kept, put me in possession of it, and leave a small de¬ 
tachment of the troops with me, to show that I am protected by the English, 
and they shall be at my expense ; that if any enemy come at any time against 
me, I will make such connections in the country, that, with my own trcops, and 
the aforementioned small detachment, will defend the country, without any fur¬ 
ther assistance from the English, and I will pay them, of the revenues of the coun¬ 
try, what sum they shall demand yearly. If the English will, contrary to their 
interest, make peace with the Vizier, I will go to Delhi; for I cannot think of re¬ 
turning again into the hands of a man who has used me so ill. I have no friends 
I depend on more than the English ; their former behaviour to me will make me 
ever respect and regard them. Now is their time to be in possession of a country 
abounding with riches and treasure ; I shall be satisfied with whatever share they 
please of it. The Rohillas were always enemies to the imj^erious Vizier. They 
are all my friends. 


Articles to be executed by the King, enclosed in a letter from the President 
and Council at Bengal to Major Hector Munro, Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army, sent the 6th of December 1764. 

In consideration of the assistance and fidelity of the English Company, which 
has freed us from the inconveniences we laboured under, and strengthened the 
foundations of the Empire which God has given us, we have been graciously pleased 
to grant to the English Company our Royal favours according to the following 
Articles, which shall remain firm both in present and in future. 

As the English Company have been put to great expense and their affairs 
exposed to danger by the war which the Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlah, unjustly, and 
contrary to our Royal pleasure, waged against them, we have therefore assigned 
to them the country of Ghauzepoor and the rest of the zemindarry of Bulwunt 
.^ing, belonging to the Nizamut of the Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlah : and the regu¬ 
lation, and government thereof, we have given to their disposal in the same man¬ 
ner as it was in the Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlah's. The aforesaid Rajah having 
settled terms with the Chiefs of the English Company, is, according thereto, to 
pay the revenues to the Company; and the amount shall not belong to the books 
of the Royal revenue, but shall be expunged from them. 

The army of the English Company, having joined our standard, shall put us 
in possession of lUiabad and the rest of the countries belonging to the Nizamut 
of tlie Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlah; and the revenues, excepting those of Rajah 
Bulwunt'e aenuDdarry, ahall be in our entire management and dispoeal. 
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As the English Company will be at a further expense in putting ns in posses¬ 
sion of Illiabad and the rest of the Nizamut of the Nabob Shujah-nl-DowJah, we 
will therefore, as we get possession, grant to them out of our treasury, such a 
proportion of the revenues as the exigencies of our afiairs will admit of; and when 
we are put in full possession, we will reimburse the whole expenses of the Com¬ 
pany in this business from the time of their joining our Boyal standard.

As the English Company have been put to great expense and their affairs 
exposed to danger by the war which the Nabob Shnjah-ul-Dowlah, unjustly, and 
contrary to our Royal pleasure, waged against them, we have therefore assigned 
to them the country of Ghauzepoor, and the rest of the zemindarry of Rajah Bui- 
wunt Singh, belonging to the Nizamut of the Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlah ; and 
the regulation and government thereof we have given to their disposal, in the 
same manner as it was in the Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlah’s. The aforesaid Rajah 
having settled terms with the Chiefs of the English Company is according thereto, 
to pay the revenues to the Company. 

The army of the English Company having joined our standard, shall put us 
in possession of Illiabad, and the rest of the countries belonging to the Nizamut 
of the Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlah ; and the revenues, excepting those of Rajah 
Bulwunt’s zemindarry, shall be in our entire management and disposal. 

It becomes the Company to show their grateful sense of our Royal favours 
and to exert themselves to the utmost in the proper management and regulation 
of the country; to encourage and befriend our subjects, to punish the conten¬ 
tious, and expel the rebellious from their territories. They must use their best 
endeavours to promote the welfare of our people, the ryots, and other inhabi¬ 
tants ; to prohibit the use of things of an intoxicating nature, and such as are 
forbidden by the Law of God; in driving out enemies, in deciding causes, and 
settling matters agreeably to the rules of Mahomed and the Law of the Lmfvie ; 
so that the inhabitants may apply themselves, with peace of mind and satisfac¬ 
tion, to the cultivation of the country, and the exercise of other their profession.*. 
and that the weak may not labour under oppression and violence. They will 
consider these as our strict injunctions.

INTRODUCTION. 

T he policy of non-interference which was introduced by Lord Corn¬ 
wallis at the beginning of the nineteenth century left the States 
of Central India and Rajputana a prey to the Pindari freebooters, who 
gained in strength as the Mahratta power decayed. They soon ventured 
to extend their depredations into British territory, until Government 
decided to form a general system of political alliances for their entire 
suppression. The Treaty of 1817 with Scindia removed the restriction 
which had been placed upon the formation of alliances between the 
British Government a»d the Rajput States, and left Government free 
to enter on new relations with them. The object of the treaties to be 
formed with them was the establishment of a barrier against the preda¬ 
tory system, and against the extension of the power of Scindia or Holkar 
beyond the limits which Government designed to impose on it by other 
measures. It was not at that time proposed to acquire the power of 
exercising any interference in the internal administration of the Rajput 
States; but to subject only their political measures and external rela¬ 
tions to the control of the British Government; to secure to Scindia and 
Holkar the tribute payable to them in the event of their entering into 
the policy of the British Government; and to secure such pecuniary aid 
as might be adapted to the means of the several States, in order to in¬ 
demnify the British Government for the charges incidental to the obli¬ 
gation of protecting them. 

Arrangements on this principle were made with the States of Mewar 
(Udaipur), Jaipiii, Jodhpur, Bundi, Kotah, Kaiauli, Kishengarh, 
Dungarptir and Banswara; and the relatioms of Government with the 
more distant States of Bikaner and Jaisalmer were improved, hut were 
on a less intimate footing.

The States of Jaipur and Jodhpur (Marwar) also receive Salt Royal¬ 
ties, Jai[)UT in respect of the Sainhhai' Lake under Article 12 of the 
Treaty of 1800 (Part 11, No. VI): and Jodhpur in the same respect, 
under Article .12 of the Treaty of January 1870 (Part III, XIII), 
and in respect of (lie Kawa (Indha tract under Article 12 of the Treaty 
of April 1870 (Part 111, No. XIV). The arrangement under the Salt 
Treaties of 1860 and 1870 was that the royalty |)ayal)le to Jaipur should 
bo 20 per cent, of the fixed selling* price upon all excess over 825,000 
mauiids on the (j^uantiiy of salt sold or expoi ted. This arrangement wa« 
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lied ill .1884, when it was settled* that Jodhpur should n 
'•eighths and Jaipur three-eighths of the total royalty payable on 
fexeess sales of salt, irrespective of the pla<‘e of inanufactxire. 

Courts of V'akils, wiili definite rules for their guidance, were estab¬ 
lished in 1841 at Mount Ahu, Udaipur, Jaijiin*, Jodhpur and Deoli, 
with the special object of securing justice to travellers and others who 
suffer injury in territories beyond the j.urivsdiction of their own Uulers, 
and to decide cases of offences agaiiivst person and property which could 
not be dealt with by any one State. The Courts were composed of 
Vakils from the neighbouring States, and sat at the Political Head¬ 
quarters under the guidance of the Political Officer. 

The Court of Vakils at Mount Ahu, composed of the vakils attend¬ 
ant on the Agent to the rtoyernor-General, is an appellate court, to Avhich 
now appeals lie only from the Court of Vakils at Deoli. The decision 
of the Agent to the Governor-Gleneral on appeals is final. 

The introduction of inter-Statal extradition arrangements on a)i ex¬ 
tensive scale diminished the utility of the Courts of Vakils; and in 
1927 the Government of India sanctioned the abolition of the Courts 
at Udaipur, Jaipur and Jodhpur. The Court of. Vakils at Deoli, under 
the guidance of the Political Agent, Haraoti and Tonk, and the appel¬ 
late Court at Mount Abu, liave been ndained for the present, 

Pules Jiave been draw.ii up for the settlement of boundary disputovs 
between the various States of Rajputuna, between the States of Raj- 
putana and those of Central India, and between the Rajputana States 
and States in the Punjab. 

Extradition arrangements have been effected by most of the 
States in Rajpxitana with other States both in and outside-Rajputana, 
A list of these is given in Appendix I. 

For the conduct of their political relations witli the Government of 
India, through the Agent to the Governor-General, the Rajputana States 
are grouped in three Residencies and three Agenciest. These are treated, 
in the Narrative, in the following order; I, Mewar Residency (Mewar)t 

II, Jaipur Residency (Jaipur, Kishengarh and the Thakurai of Lawa) 

III, Western Rajputana States Residency (Jodhpur and Jaisalmer) 

IV, Haraoti and Tonk Agency (Ibindi, Tonk, Jhalawar and Shahpura) 

V, Rajputana Agency (Bikaner and Sirolii): VI, Eastern Rajputana 
States Agency (Kotah, Karaxili, Bliaratpur, AlwarJ and Dholpur): VII, 
Southern Rajputana States Agency (Dungarpur, Partabgarh, Banswara 
and the Estate of Kushalgarht). The Chief Commissionership of Ajmer- 
Merwara follows as No. VIII.

Agent, Southern Ilajputana States, are at Udaipur. 


Mkwar (Udaipur). 

The Udaipur family is the highest in rank and dignity among the 
Rajput Princes of India. The Maharana, who is the head of the Sisodia 
clan of Rajputs, bears the title of Ilinduan Suraj (Sun of the Hindus) 
and is considered by Hindus to be the representative of Rama, the deified 
King of Ajodhya. According to the local chronicles, Kanak Sen, a 
descendent of Kusa, the elder son of Rama, migrated from Ajodhya 
to Gujarat and about A. D. 144 founded his capital at Balabhi, near the 
present city of Bhavnagar, where ln\s desceiulents reigned until Balabhi 
was destroyed in 524 by invaders described as barbarians from the north> 
In the course of the flight of the family a })rinee—Gohil (the Cave-born) 
—born near Mount Abu, and afterwards reigned at Idar. Eight 
generations later his descendant, Bappa, a heroic figure in the history of 
Mewar, made himself ^master of f^hitor in 784, took the title of Rawa) 
and founded the Kingdom of Mewar. The States of Dungarpur, Bans- 
wara, Partabgarh and Shallpiira are offshoots from the Mewar State. 
The Bhonsla family and Shivaji, the founder of the Mahratta pow'er. 
were also descended from the House of Udaipur. 

Chitor was three times sacked by the Muhammadans—by Ala-ud-diu 
Khilji in 1303, by Bahadur Shah of Gujarat in 1534, and by the Emperor 
Akbar in 1568. The last occasion brought about the abandonment of 
Chitor and the transfer of the Capital of Mewar to Udaipur, which had 
been founded by Rana Udai Singh in 1559. No State in India made a 
more noble or more desperate resistance to the Muhammadans. It is the 
boast of the family that they never gave a daughter in marriage to any 
of the Muhammadan Emperors; and for many years they ceased to inter¬ 
marry w'ith other Rajput families who had formed such alliances. 

liana Amar Singh II, who succeeded in 1698, formed an alliance with 
the Rajas of Jaipur and Jodhpur for mutual protection against the 
Muhammadans. It was one of the conditions of this tripartite alliance 
that these Princes should regain the privilege of marriage wdth the 
Mewar family, with the proviso that the sons of Mewar Princesses should 
succeed"" in preference to children by other wives. The quarrels to 

^ In 1851 an attempt was made to revive this condition. In that year the 
Maharao of Kotah married a niece of the Maharana of Mewar and an agreement 
was signed by him and his son, according to which the latter was to succeed to the 
Kotah State, but on his death his children were to be set aside in favour of the 
children of the Maharana’s niece. The Agent to the Governor-General refused 
Ui recognize the agreement. 
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thin Btipvilaiion ga^e rise led to the coiiqiiest of the country l>^^Ee“ 
ahrattas, at whose hands Mewar suffered more cruel devastafcionB than 
it had ever been subjected to by the M uhamiuadan>s. liana Arnar Singh 
n was succeeded in 1710 by Sangrani Singh IT, who was followed in 
1734, by Jagat Singh 11.. In 1731) the Peshwa Baji Rao, who had in 
17f35 obtained fTom tJi(‘ Emperor Muhannnad Shah the cession of the 
chauth or fourth |)art of tlie revenuea of the Empire, demanded this tri¬ 
bute from Mewar in comirion with the other States which had been 
tributary to the Einfierov, and concluded a Treaty writh Jagat Singh .II, 
by which the Ita.ua agreed to pay annuall}^ Its. 1,00,000 on account of 
chauth. 

Jai Singh, the Ruler of Jaipur, had married a daughter of liana 
Satigram Singh II of Mewar. He had at the tijne of his marriage 
a sou, Isri Singh, Avliom, with a view to defeating the condition with 
Mewar regarding the succession, he had married t(^ a daughter of the 
Rawat of Salumbar, the niOvSi powerful of the feudatories of Mewai* and 
the hereditary leader of the TTdaipur forces. On the death of Jai Singh 
the power in Jaipur was assumed by Isri Singh; but Raua Jagat Singh 
sttpported the claims of iladho Singh, the son of tlie Mewar Princess, 
called in the aid of Malhar llao Holkar and agreed to pay him 80 lakhs 
of rupees on condition that he depo.sed Isri Singh; who avoided degrada¬ 
tion by committing suicide. In part paytnent of this sum the liana 
made over to Holkar the district of Rampura. Tim loss of Rampura, 
however, was the least of the evils which folloAved. It became there¬ 
after the custom, for the redress of any real or 8 upf) 08 ed wrong, to call 
in the aid of ilm Mahrattas, who tbu.s ol)tamed a firm footing in Mewar 
and became the referees in all disputes and the virtual rulers of the 
country. 

Jagat Singh II died in 1761. He was succeeded by Partab Singh 
11, aiui he by Raj Singh II in 17^4. Raj Singh died without issue in 
1761 and was succeeded by his uncle Ari Singh Tl (Arsiji), younger vson 
of Jagat vSingh 11. Ari Singh’s incompetence and overbearing temper 
led to the estrangejuent of hivS nobles and to the seizure of the districts 
of Jawad, J Lran, Neeimu li and MOrwan by Scindia, of Nimbahera by 
Holkar, and of (lodwar by Jodhpur. Ari Singh was murdered in 1773 
and was succeeded by his elder son Hamir Singh II, from whom Scindia 
wrested the districts of ilaiungurh, IvJieri and Stngaiili, and Holkar 
those of Jath, Hichor and iSadow’ai, If amir Singh died in 1778 and was 
Bucceedod by liis brother Bhim Singh. 

On the withdrawal of British influence from llajpiitana in 1800, in 
iuscordaiice with the policy of non-interference introduced by Lord Corn¬ 
wallis, Mewar Avas laid waste by the armies of Scdndia, Holkar and Amir 
Khan, and l)y many hordes of Pindari pluiideiers. To such distress wms 
the Muharana reduced that he became dependent on the bounty of Zalim 
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the Regent of Kotah, who gave him an allowance of U^. 
^^irmoiith: while he was exposed to the insults of his own feudatories, 
the more powerful of whom had retired to their forts and were hent only 
on their own preservation. 

In this state of degradation Maharana Bliim Singh was found in 

1817 when the Britisli (loverninent entered on its general scheme of 
alliances for the suppression of the IHndaris. By a Treaty concluded in 

1818 (No. 1) the Britivsh (iovernTuent agreed to protect the territory of 
Udaipur and to use its best exertions for the restoration of the lost 
territories of Mewar when this could he done wdih propriety. The 
Maharana on his part acknowledged British supreinacy and agreed to 
abstain from political correspondence; to submit disputes to the arbi¬ 
tration of the British (loveriinient; and to pay one-fourth of the reve¬ 
nues as tribute for five years, and thereafter three-eighths in perpetuity. 
The object of the 7th Article of the Treaty, regarding the restitution to 
Mewar of c^eriain tracts claimed by the Darbar, w^as to leave to the 
British Government the right of acting on these claims as might be 
deemed just and expedient. 'J^his clause, however, furnished the Mewar 
State with a cause for complaiui, particularly wn’th respect to the district 
of Nimbahera whic-h, having been guaranteed to Amir Khan, could not 
be restored. During the mutiny of 1857, Captain Showers, the I^oli- 
tieal Agent at Udaipur, unautliorisedly allowed the Mewar troops to 
occupy it; hut, after the restoration of peace, the Maharana was (com¬ 
pelled by the British Government to restore it to the Nawab of Tonk 
and to account for the revenue during the time of his occupation. 

Captain Tod was the first Political Agent appointed to Mewar. One 
of his first acts was to convene a meeting of the great nobles, in order 
to eifect an agreement between them and the Mahaiana. A Kaulnama 
(No. II) w^as drawn up in May 1818 wliich, after protracted neg<;tiations, 
the nobles were persuaded to sign. As the country was utterly disor¬ 
ganised, drastic .measures were necessary to restore the State to pros¬ 
perity and to enable it to [rerform with efiecdi the stipulations of the 
Treaty of 1818, Captain Tod was therefore directed to take the whole 
control of affairs into his owm hands, w^ith the result that the net reve¬ 
nues, which in 1819 were only Rs. 4,41,218, amounted in 1821 to 
Rs. 8,77,834. In tliat year, how ever, the control was gradually lessened, 
with the ('OTiset]_uence that within two years the State was involved in 
debt, the British tribute remained unpaid with arrears amouiiting to 
Rs. 7,90,747, and the incoming rovcmues of the State were anticipated: 
and it became necessary again to place the Slate under the superinten¬ 
dence of the JPolitical Agent. The Maharana was given an allowuince of 
Its. 1,000 a d«ay and certain districts were reserved for the regular pay¬ 
ment of the tribiite and the liquidation of arrears. The dependent state 
to which the Maharana was reduced, although the result of his own 
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^videnee, wan only antliorisecl as a temporary measure, inasmuch as 
it paralysed all spontaneous and individual action within the State, 
In 1826, therefore, the antliorify of the Maharana Avas re-established, 
and the supervision of the Political Agent withdrawn. Within a few 
months extravagance and oppression became as life as they had ever 
been before, and the roads became almost impassable to single travellers, 
llelations between the Maharana and his nobles remained unsatisfactory i 
and, in the hope of improving them, a fresh Kaulnaina (No. Ill) Was 
drawri up in April 1827, containing articles additional to those of the 
Kaulnaina of May 1818. It Avas not signed, however, until thirteen 
years later. 

Bhim Singh died in 1828 and was succeeded by his son, Jawan 
Singh, AAdio gave himself up to debauchery and vice. Within a few 
years the tribute again fell heavily into arrears, the State w^as over¬ 
whelmed until debt, and there was an annual deficit of two lakhs of 
jaipees. Accordingly in 1888 the Court of Directors ordered that, if 
the Maharana should fail in his engagements to liquidate the arrears, 
territorial or other sufficient vsecuvity should be required from him. 

HetAveen 1819 and 1821 the district of MeiAVara liad been subdued 
and divided between Mewar, Marwar and the British. In 1823 Bhim 
Singh agreed to plaice under British administration the portion of Mer- 
wara, that had heoji allotted to Mewar, for a period of ten years: and 
in March 1833 JaAvan Siugli entered into a formal Agreement (No. IV) 
continuing this arrangement for a further term of eight years. 

Jawan Singh died in 1838 without issue, and was succeeded by his 
adopted son, Sardar Singh, who inherited debts amounting to 
B.s. 19,67,500, of which nearly eight lakhs were on account of tribute. 
Sardar Singh was A^ery unpopular Avith his nobles: and an attempt to 
arrange harmonious relations with them by the signature, in February 
1840, of the Kauluama drawn up in April 1827, with the addition of 
certain fresh articles embodied in a new Kaulnaina (No. Y), met with 
little success. In 1841 Sardar Singh proposed, with a vieiv to strength¬ 
ening his antliority, to subsidise a regiment of infanti'y to be stationed 
at his capital; but the proposal was not accepted. He died in 1842 and 
Avas succeeded by his younger brother, vSariip Singh, whom he had 
adopted. 

The financial emharrassnientvs in vviu(*h the State was involved had 
led to repeated applications for a reduction in the amount of tribute 
which, in 1826, had been fixed at three lakhs of Udaipur rupees: and 
in June 1846 the Mahavana received a Kharita reducing it to tAAO lakhs 
of Government rupees. 

Disputes between the Maharana and his nobles remained as acute 
as ever: and the preparation of two fresh Kaulnamas, one (No. VI) 
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up ill February 1845 and the other (IsTo. VII) in November 18o4, 
left matters much as they were. 



Maharana Surup Singh distinguished himself for his loyalty during 
the mutiny. The Mewar State troops rendered useful service in the 
vicinity of the State, and the Maharana rescued and sheltered a party 
of English women and children who had fled from Neemuch when its 


garrison mutinied. 

Sartip Singh died in 1861 and was succeeded by his iiepheAv and 
adopted son, Shambhu Singh. During his minority the administration 
was conducted by a Regency Council with, the advice of the Political 
Agent. The members were, as usual in sucli cases, appointed by Gov¬ 
ernment ; but it became necessary to dismiss three of them for miscon¬ 
duct: and, in consequence of the gross perversion of justice by the Coun¬ 
cil, it was decided to confer judicial and revenue powers on the Political 
Agent during the minority of the Maharana. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Mew^ar received a Sanad of Adoption 
(No. VIII). 

One of the members of the Regency Council, Mehta xAjit Singh, who 
had been guilty of great atrocities in the name of justice, was proscribed 
as an outlaw^ by the British Government. He surrendered in 1870 on the 
promise that his life should he spared: and, the case having been 
voluntarily placed in the hands of the British Government by the Mewar 
Darbar, he was sentenced to a term of imprisonment sufficient to mark 
the determination of Government to visit with serious displeasure any 
judicial acts of cruelty, by whomsoever committed. He was fur¬ 
ther declared incapable of serving the State in any capacity. The Eao of 
Kotaria, a feudatory of Mewar, who had afiorded shelter to Mehta Ajit 
Singh, died before any steps could he taken to mark the displeasure of 
Government at his conduct. 


Maharana Shambhu Singh was entrusted with the management of 
his State in November 1865. In 1866 he agreed to cede lands uncondi¬ 
tionally for railway purposes, but no fofmal agreement was concluded 
with him. 


In 1867 the Ruler of Mewar was granted a permanent salute of 19 
guns. 

In 1869 a Treaty (No. IX) was eoncluded with; the Mewar State, 
providing for the mutual extradition of persons charged with certain 
specified offences of a heinous nature. 

Maharana Shambhu Singh’s liberality during the distress which pre¬ 
vailed in Rajputana in 1869 met with the (cordial approval of Govern¬ 
ment. He died in 1874: and his cousin Sajjan Singh was selected as 
his successor. During his minority a Council of Regency was appointed 
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cm the arlniiiiifitration, aided by the advice of the Political 
Agent. ObjectioiiB to the siieoessiou were, however, raised by his ancle 
Sohan Singh, Maharaj of Eagor. In s}>ite of repeated warnings Sohan 
Singh refused to tender his allegiance to the Maharaiia: and, as he con¬ 
tinued to set his Jiuthority at defiance, a small for(‘e of Udaipur troops, 
aided by a detacdnuent of the Mewar Bhil Oorps, was sent to reduce liis 
fort of Bagor, Sohan Singh snrieiidered without firing' a shot, and was 
removed as a State })risoner to Benares, his jagir of Bagor being con¬ 
fiscated by the State. He was, however, allowed to return to Udaipur 
on certain conditions in 1880. 

Maharana Sajjan Singh was invested with ruling powers in Septem¬ 


ber 1876. 


In 1879 an Agreement (Wo. X) was concluded with the State, pro- 
vidiug for the suppression of the manufacture ot salt in Mewar; i'oi the 
prevention of the import and expoit of any but British duty-paid salt; 
and for the abolition of any transit duty on such salt. In return the 
Britisli Government undertook to pay yearly to the Maharana He. 45,000, 
and Its. 2,900 to certain jagirdars and others, through the Maharana; 
and to deliver annually at Pachbhadra, for the use of the Maharaua, 
1,000 inaands of good salt free of all charges. 

In lieu of the stipulation in the sixth Articde of the Agreement, whii^h 
allowed the Mew^ar Darbar to purchase 125,000 British Indian maiinds 
of salt at half the full rate of duty, and at a price not exceeding 8 annaa 
a inaiind, it was subsequently arranged (Government of India, Finan¬ 
cial Department’s letter No. 1211, dated the 14th June 1879) that a 
yearly payment of Rs. 1,56,250 be made to the Darbar on the under¬ 
standing that the British Government levy full duty upon the 125,000 
maimds of salt wlvich the Darbar are allowed to pur(‘-hase iindei’ iliat 
Aiticle. The money is paid to the Darbar from the Ajmer Treasury 
half-yearly in two equal invstalnients in April and October. This 
arrangement is to <^outijuie so long as the British Government are {Satis¬ 
fied that at least 125,000 maunds of British duty-paid salt are annually 
purchaBed for the coiisumption of the people of Mewar. The Darbar 
on their part agreed (in 1880) to abolish the transit duties hitherto levied 
on many commodities, retaining them only on opium and a few others 
(Gazette Notification, dated 5tli Man^h 1880). 

In 1888 the Goveruor-General and the Maharana exchanged Kharitas 
(Nos. XI and XI1) regarding the latter’s rights of sovereignty over the 
Mewar-Merwava district. 

Maharaua Sajjan Singh died on the 23rd December 1884, leaving no 
issue. The Maharanis and Sardars unanimously selected for the r/r/ddi 
Fateh Singh who, through his fatlieFs adoption, belonged to the Sheorati 
fir^inch of the ruling family. He was then 34 years old. This selec- 
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Ting been accepted and con firmed by tbe Supreme Ooverrnne 
Singh was installed on the 4th March 1885, and was invested with 
full powers of administration in the following August, 

In 1887 the 8tate concluded an Agreement (No, XIIT) in modifica¬ 
tion of the Extradition Treaty of 1868. The new Agreement provided 
that, in the surrender of offenders from British India, the procedure for 
the time being in force in British India should be followed. 

In February 1887 tbe Mabaruna issued a profdamation abolishing 
transit duties within his State on all arttcdovs exr:ept opium (Gazette 
Notification, dated the 25tli March 1887). 


A line of railway from Chitorgarh on the llajputana-Malwa Rail¬ 
way (now the B., B. and C. L Railway) to Debari Station, about 8 
miles from Udaipur, was constructed by the State and opened for traffic 
in August 1895. In 1896 an Agreement for tbe working of this railway 
between Berardi Junction and Udaipur was concluded between tbe 
Mewar State and the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway Com¬ 
pany. This Agreement terminated on the 80th June 1896 and a revised 
Agreement was concluded, which c eased to be operative after the 80th 
June 1897, in which year another Agreement was concluded. This 
Agreement terniitiated on the 31st December 1897 and tbe Mewar Darbar 
I'esuwied the working of the railway. Tbe line was extended to Udaipur 
in Aug^nst 1899. The Mewar State retains jurisdifJion over it. 

An Agreement (No. XIV), ilated llie 17th October 1901, but taking 
effect from the Ist January 1898, was entered into between the Bombay 
Buroda and Central India Railway Company and the Mewar State, 
providing for running |)owers on the Udaipur-Ghiior Railway between 
tbe Berach signal and Chitorgarh stations, for the interchange of rolling 
stock and traffic, and for tbe working of tbe (Chitorgarh Station. 

Maharana Fateh Singh was gmnted a personal salute of 21 guns in 


1897. 


In November 1911 tbe Maliarana^s offer to contribute a squadron of 
SilJailar Cavalry towards Imperial Defence was accepted by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India. 


Gn the outbreak of tbe Great War tbe Maharana placed the resources 
of bis State at tbe disposal of the British Government. 


In January 1921 the Ruler of Mewar was granted a permanent local 
salute of 21 guns within his own territories. 

Maharana Fateh Singh died on the 24th May 1980 and was succeeded 
by hivS son tin; present Maharana Bhiipal Singh, born on the 22nd Febru¬ 
ary 1884. His Majesty the T\inf?-Emperor’s recognition of his succes¬ 
sion was conveyed to him in a Kharita presented at a Darbar held oi\ 
tfie 22rid August 198(), 
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1930 an Agreement* was concluded with the Darbar by wmcTi 
The GoveTnmeiit of India undertook to purchase for a period of ten 
years, commencing from the Ist rTanuary 1931, all the existing 
stocks of opium in the State at the rate of Rs. 900 per chest, and 
the Darbar on tlieir part agreed to enforce the compulsory ware¬ 
housing of unsold stocks of opium; ,to impose a duty of Rs. 200 per 
chest on the export of opium other than that sold to Government; to 
suspend temporarily their riglit to cultivate poppy for internal con¬ 
sumption; and to meet the needs of the State from the warehoused stock 
of opium not purehaacul by Government. 

Extradition arrangements have been effected between Mewar and 
other States both in and outside Rajputana, A list of these is given in 
Appendix 1. 

The area of the State is 12,9.15 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 1,406,990; and the revenue Rs. 62,09,000. 

TJnder the reorganisation scheme of January 1921 the authorised

The State possesses 116 serviceable and 46 unserviceable guns. 

With effect from the 1st January 1922 the designation Imperial 
Service Troops was changed to “ Indian State Forces 

Mew AH- M BR W AHA. 

The district of Merwara, which was inhabited by predatory tribes, 
was subdued between 1819 and 1821 by a British force nominally aided 
by Mewar and Marwar troops.t Both these States put forward claims 
to share in the conquered territory. Ultimately the district was divided 
into three unequal portions—four parganas, Beawar, Jak-Shamgarh, 
Bahar-Barkokra and Bhailan, going to the British Government; three, 
Todgarh, Dewair and Saroth, to Mew^ar; and the remaining two, Chang 
and Kot Kirana, to Marwar. The British parganas are now included 
in the British portion of the district of Aj iner-Merwara. The division 
appears to have been quite informal, and the names of the parganas 
assigned to each pa^;ty are not given in the official correspondence con¬ 
nected with the partition, nor are they recited in the treaties; but the 
distribution effected has been recognised ever since. In 1823 a formal 
settlement of minor (daiins w^as made, according to which the villages o£

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uikara and Saroth were awarded to Mewar, while nine villi 
in trust by the British Governnient, to be eventually handed 
over to Mewar as a reward for steadfast adhesion to' British interests. 
In 1837 half the net revenues of these villages was assigned to Mewar 
as a special mark of favour.’^ 


The triple government at first established on the subjugation of Mer- 
wara proved ineffective. Accordingly, with a view to the pacification 
and improvement of the country, it was taken under British adminis¬ 
tration, and a local corps was raised to w hich Mewar and Marwar were 
each to contribute annually Cbitori Bs, 15,000 (Government Es. 12,000). 
Although the Maharana of Mewar acquiesced in the arrangement and 
transferred his villages to the British Government for ten years, he 
appears to have executed no formal engagement. ITe was lequired to 
pay nothing towards the expenses of management beyond bis contribu¬ 
tion of Ghitori Es. 15,000 to the local corps. The arrangement expired 
in 1833, when Maharana Jawan Singh, who had profited largely by it, 
willingly made a new Agreement (No. IV) for eight years, and agreed 
to raise his contribution to Cbitori Rs. 20,000 (Government Es. 16,000). 
This agreement expired in 1841. It w'as not renewed, but Maharana 
Sardar Singh expressed his readiness to allow the district to remain under 
British management so long as it might suit the convenience of the 
British Government. 


Much was done tow^ards the (dvilisation of the Mers by the British 
Government, and in 1847 an effort was made to procure the perpetual 
cession of the Mew^ar and Marw^ar shares. Maharana Sani]:^ Singh 
agreed to a permaiient transfer of his villages, on condition of his receiv¬ 
ings in farm the districts of Jawad, Tiran, Neemuch, etc., which had 
been assigned to the British Government by Scindia for pajunent of the 
Gwalior Contingent, and to the restoration of wd^ich the Maharana con¬ 
ceived he had a right under the 7th Article of the Tyeaty of 1818 (No. I). 
The Maharaiia’s Government, how^e'ver, was so inefficient and oppressive 
that it vras coiKsidered undesirable to put additional districts under his 
control. In this unsatisfactory state the British occupation of Merwara 
remained for many years. In 1872 and 1874 claims to a readjustment 
were j)ut forward by Mewar; but it was resolved not to change the exist¬ 
ing arrangements. In 1881, when the accounts for the management of 
the district, showing a debit balance of upwards of Es. 76,000 against 
Mewar, w’ere submitted to the Darbar, Maharana Sajjap Singh took the 
.opportunity to press his claim to be put in possession of the Mew^ar 
villages. The British Government, with a view to removing difficulties 
connected with the adjustment of accounts, proposed to accept in future 
the revenues of Mewar-Merwara iu full discharge of the Mewar Barbaras 
contributions towards the cost of the administration of the tracts, the 
axpenses of the Mewar Bhil Corps (an account of which is given below) 
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tlie Mexwara Battalion, and further agreed that no deiTian«d sh 
made on the Darbar for arrears of payment. The Maharana clemxirred 
to these arrangements, being apprehensive that his sovereign rights over 
Mewar^Merwara would be impaired in the eyes of his subjects by the 
discontinnance of tlie old system of accounts, and that his State would 
lose pecuniarily if the current reveniie settlement of the district weTe 
revised. His HighneSvS suggested as an alternative plan that territonal 
exchanges shotild he arranged between the Maharaja Scindia and him* 
self, hy which certain villages possessed hy the Gwalior Darbar in the 
neighbourhood of ISreemucL would, in exchange for villages of eqxii- 
valent value in British territory, he transferred to Mewar, in 
consideration for which arrangement he was willing to cede Mewar- 
Merwara to the British Government in full sovereignty. 

This plan of territorial exchanges was not feasible at the time, and 
it was finally resolved to abide by the arrangements proposed in 1881. 
The Maharana was at the same time given a distinct and definite assur¬ 
ance in a Kharita, dated the 16th October 1883 (No. XI), that his rights 
of sovereignty over Mewar-Merwara were in no wise prejudiced thereby. 
It Avas further stipulated that, should the receipts from the district at 
any time exceed Rs. 66,000, the sum representing the contributions 
payable by Mewar for the administration of Mewar-Merwara and the 
expenses of the two local corps, the surplus money should be paid in full 
to the Mewar Darbar; and that the Ilesident in Mewar should annually 
intimate to the Maharana, in a Kharita, the aggregate revenue derived 
from the district during the preceding tAvelve months. The Maharana 
signified his assent to these arrangements in a Kharita addressed to the 
Governor-General under date the 13th November 1883 (No. XII). 


Hilly Tracts, Mkwar, and Mewar Bhil Corps. 

The hill districts to the south and south-west of TTdaipur are inhahi- 
ted by Bhil tribes and Girasias, addicted to outbreaks of restlessness and 
lawlessness, under chiefs who, when the Britisli first came to the country, 
owed nominal allegiance only to the Mewar Darbar and levied blackmail 
on neighbouring villages and a tax on the passage of goods and travel¬ 
lers, for whose safety they were considered responsible. Yarious injudi¬ 
cious attempts hy the Mewar Darbar to interfere with the prescriptive 
rights of these chiefs drove them to revolt, and necessitated the employ¬ 
ment of British troops for their coercion. It was found that without the 
constant supervision of British officers permanent peace could not be re¬ 
stored. Accordingly, it was proposed in 1838 to raise a Bhil Corps to 
be stationed in these districts. The Maharana of Mewar offered to 
contribute towards the expenses of the corps the revenues of his share 
of Merwara, estimated at Es. 45,000, and the Girasia tributes estimated 
at Rs. 40,000, and to make over the district for ten years to British 
pmuagement. The corps was raised U\ 1841 at a cost of Es. 1,20,000 a 
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which the Mewar Darhar agreed to pay Rs. 60,000, but the over- 
lordship cyf the Mewar Darhar over the district was recognised and 
confirmed. Since the formation of the corps the outbreaks of the Bhils 
have been suppressed, and the country has settled down to a condition 
of peace and prosperity unknown in previous times. The annual cost 
of the Corps is now about Rs. 2,40,000. The political relations between 
the Bhumia chiefs and the Mewar Darhar are carried on through the 
Political Superintendent, Hilly Tracts, Mewar, who is also the Command¬ 
ant of the Mewar Bhil Corps and whose headquarters are at Kherwara. 
The Bhumia chiefs pay yearly tribute to the Darbar, with whom rests 
also the right of recognising successions, sanctioning adoptions, etc., sub¬ 
ject to certain conditions. Minority administrations are also as a general 
rule carried on under the supervision of the Political Superintendent, 
Hilly Tracts, by oflieials nominated by the Mewar Darhar, 

A sum of Rs. 2,13,160 was granted to the Bhumia chiefs by the 
Government of India in 1900 and 1902 as a famine loan, for the repay¬ 
ment of which the Mewar Darbar made themselves responsible, and 
agreements ^vere executed by the chiefs concerned. Owing, however, lo 
the generally unsatisfactory condition of the Hilly Tracts, the Govern¬ 
ment of India remitted a portion of the loan in 1903, and the outstanding 
balances were remitted on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar in 1911. 


Feudatory Nobles of Mewar. 

Ever since the connection of the British Government with Mewar the 
Rulers of that State have been involved in dispntes with their feudatory 
nobles, of whom there are 23 of the first class and 33 of the second, still 
known by their original numbers, as Solah and Battis respectively. They 
enjoy privileges and rights for which no exact parallel is to be found in 
any other part of Rajputana. The greater number are descendants of 
former Ranas. Chief among them are the Chondcmat nobles, the most 
important of whom is the Rawat of Salumbar. They are descended from 
(vhonda, eldest son of Kana Lakha, who early in the fifteenth century 
gave up his claim to the succession in favour of his younger brother Mokal, 
reserving for himself the first place in the Councils of the State. The 
Rawat of Salumbar, therefore, claims the office of the chief hereditary 
councillor; and when the Treaty of 1818 (No. I) was concluded, an 
attempt was made, though witliout success, to obtain the guarantee of the 
British Government to this office being always held by the Rawat. 

Next in importance to the Chondawat nobles are the Saktawats, des¬ 
cended from Sakta, brother of Sana PaHab, who ruled about the middle 
of the sixteenth century. 

At the date of the first Treaty with the British Government these 
pohles had made themselves virtually independent of the Maharana, 

n 3 
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^ne of the first acts of Captain Tod, the Political Agent, was to draw 
tip the Agreement of May 1818 (No. II), by which the nobles ])oun(l 
themselves to restore all the lands they had usurped or otherwise acquired 
during the previous fifty years, and to hold available for the Maha- 
rana's service, for three months each year, quotas of two horsemen and 
four foot soldiers for every Rs. 1,000 of their revenue. 

The quotas furnished under this Agreement were notoriously ineffi¬ 
cient. Shortly after it was framed the Maharana levied chhatund or 
a tax of one-sixth of their revenues, in addition to service; at first the 
money was used to meet the expenses of the marriage of his daughters, 
and afterwards for police purpovses. .The nobles objected to this tax, 
which was taken without their consent and was not devoted to the pur¬ 
poses for which it was professedly raised. In 1827, therefore, a new 
Agreement (No. Ill) was framed, the principle o*f wdiich was that the 
nohles should pay the tax of one-sixth of their revenues and he excused 
half their service; that is to say, they should in future he bound to 
serve for three months in the year with only one horsemen and two foot¬ 
men for every Bs. 1,000 of revenue. This agreement was sanctioned hy 
Government as the act of the Maharana and his nobles, but was not 
guaranteed. It was as inoperative as the Agreement of 1818. The 
oppressive measures of the Mew^ar Darbar drove many of the nobles into 
rebellion, while the Maharana on his part complained of the failure of 
his nobles to perform their obligations. In 1840 a third Agreement 
(No. V) was signed, only to be replaced, by another (No. VI) five 
years later. Within two years disputes were as violent as ever, the 
Maharana complaining that the nobles did not perform tbeir stipulated 
service, and the nohles alleging that service was demanded of them 
beyord the period agreed upon, and that their villages were attached and 
fines imposed on them on groundless and frivolous pretences. 


In 1850 the Maharana confiscated a large portion of the estates of 
the llawfits of Salumbar and lleogarh for non-performance of their 
obligations; but bis troops 'were expelled by these nohles w^ho forcibly 
retook possession of the confis(*ated villages. Both the Maharana and 
his nobles applied for the mediation of the British Government, and a 
full enquiry took place into the causes of dispute. In 1854 Colonel 
Lawrence negotiated a new Agreement (No. VII); but this was signed, 
on various dates betw^een February and December 1855, only by the 
Maharana and eleven of his principal and eleven of his minor nohles. 
Its conditions were never fulfilled, and eventually Goveniment declared 
it to be null and void, but guaranteed the protection of the British Gov¬ 
ernment to the nobles who had signed it. The Maharana^s Minister 
Mehta Sher Singh, who was one of the signatories of the Kaulnama, 
had also held for many years guarantees front the British Government, 
wdiich were specifically confirmed to him in November 1854 by the Poli- 
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_— Agent (Colonel Lawrence). Under these guarantees the Maharana 
was compelled in 1861 to restore the estates of Mehta Sher Singh, which 
he had confiscated after his dismissal from office. In 1862 a dispute 
arose abont^the succession to Salumbar, Uawat Kesri Singh having died 
heir less. Lventually Jodh Singh, the liao of Bainora, succeeded, much 
against the wishes of the majority of the Salumbar Sardars and the 
Me war Council of Regency, who appealed in vain to the Government of 
India to eject the usurper in favour of the Rao of Bhadesar whom they 
considered the rightful heir. 

Ihe policy of Maharana Sajjan Singh towards his nobles was con¬ 
ciliatory and he endeavoured with some success to deal with the difficult 
question of the civil and criminal jurisdiction to be exercised by them 
in future. In 1878 he framed a set of rules defining their powers, known 
as the Kalambandi. This was sxibscribed to by most of the leading 
nobles. Eight of them, however, refused to sign it, the result being that 
their right to exercise any judicial powers at all has not been admitted. 
Irom 1878 till the time of his death in 1884 Maharana Sajjan Singh’s 
relations with his nobles remained on a friendly and satisfactory footing, 
although it appears that he took no further active steps to settle pending 
questions. The accession of Maharana Fateh Singh in 1884 was the 
signal for a renewal of the strife; but his firm policy had the result of 
driving these ancient controversies below the surface, and the attitude 
of the nobles towards the Darhar is now generally unexceptionable. 
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Theaty between the Honourable the English East India Company and Maha“ 
RANA Bhbem Sing, Eana of Oudeypore, concluded by Mr. Charles Theo”' 
PHILU8 Metcalfe, on the part of the Honourable Company, in virtue o^ 
full powers granted by His Excellency the Most Noble the Marquis of 
Hastings, k.g., Governor-General, and by Thakoor Ajeet Sing, on 
the part of the Maharana, in virtue of full powers conferred by the Maharana 
aforesaid,—1818. 

Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance, and unity of interests between 
the two States from generation to generation, and the friends and enemies of one 
shall be the friends and enemies of both. 

Article 2. 

The Biitish Government engages to protect the principality and territory of 
Oudeypore, 

Article 3. 

The Maharana of Oudeypore will always act in subordinate co-operation with 
the British Government, and acknowledge its supremacy and will not have any 
connection with ,;ther Chiefs or States. 

Article 4. 

The Maharana of Oudeypore will not enter into any negociation with any 
Chief or State without the knowledge and sanction of the British Government; 
but his usual amicable corresi)ondence with friends and relations shall continue. 

Article 5. 

The Maharana of Oudeypore will not commit aggressions upon any one; and 
if by accident a dispute arise with any one, it shall be submitted to the arbitra¬ 
tion and award of the British Government. 

Article 6. 

One-fourth of the revenues of the actual territory of Oudeypore shall be paid 
annually to the British Government as tribute for five years ; and after that term 
three-eighths in perputuity. The Maharana will not have any connection with 
any other power on account of tribute ; and if any one advance claims of that 
nature, the British Government engages to reply to them. 
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^ Abtiole 7. 

Whereas the Maharana represents that portions of the dominions of Oudey- 
pore have fallen by improper means into the possession of others, and solicits 
the restitution of those places: the British Government, from a want of accurate 
information, is not able to enter into any positive engagement on thi^ subject, 
but will always keep in view the renovation of the prosperity of the State of Oudey- 
pore and after ascertaining the nature of each case, will use its best exertions 
for the accomplishment of that object, on every occasion on which it may be pro¬ 
per to do so. Whatever places may thus be restored to the State of Oudeypore, 
by the aid of the British Government, three-eighths of their revenues shall .he 
paid in perpetuity to the British Government. 

Aktiole 8. 

The troops of the State of Oudeypore shall be furnished according to its means, 
at the requisition of the British Government. 


AetioIoE 9. 

The Maharana of Oudeypore shall always be absolute ruler of his own country, 
and the British jurisdiction shall not be introduced into that principality, 

ARTICtE 10. 

The present Treaty of ten articles, having been concluded at Delhi, and signed 
and sealed by Mr. Charles Theophilus Metcalfe and Thakoor Ajeet Sing Baba* 
door, the ratifications of the same by His Excellency the Most Noble the Gover¬ 
nor General and Maharana Bheem Sing shall be mutually delivered within a month 
from this date.

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-Dan, Biswab, the right of the Government, shall be renounced from 
this day ; such belongs to the Durbar alone. 

4th ,—No Chiefs shall permit thefts in their estates. They shall entertain 
no thieves, home or foreign, as Mogeas, Baorees, Thorees, etc., nor shall any be 
permitted to remain, but those who may return to honest pursuits. Should any 
of them revert to their old haunts, they shall instantly be cut off. All property 
stolen shall be made good by him in whose estate the theft is committed. 

^th.—Home or foreign merchants, all Kafilas, Beoparees, Bunjaras, who enter 
the country, shall be protected. They shall in no way be injured or molested. 
Whoever offends against this his estate shall be confiscated. 

6th,—According to command, at home or abroad, service shall be performed* 
The Chiefs shall be formed in four divisions : each shall remain in attendance 
on the Durbar for three months, and then be dismissed to their homes. Once 
a year a general assembly of the Chiefs shall take place. It shall be on the festi¬ 
val of Dusserah, commencing 10 days previous; and 20 days subsequent, with 
the exception of the Omrahs on duty, they shaD be permitted to retire to their 
homes. On urgent occasions, or when their services are required, all shall obey 
the summons to the Presence. 

All feudatories (pufctaet), relations, and kindred holding by Sunnud 
from the Durbar shall perform separate service. They shall not perform with 
or remain united in the larger fees (puttas) of others. Kelations and inferior 
vassals of Chiefs from whom they hold in fee to them shall their services be ren¬ 
dered. 

Sth,—No Chiefs shall oppress or commit violence on their ryots. There shall 
be no exactions or fines : this is ordained. 

dth,—What has been executed by Ajeet Sing, sanctioned and approved of by 
the Durbar, all shall agree to. 

Whoever shall depart from the above, the Prince shall punish ; in this 
the fault will not lay in the Durbar. Whoever fails, on him be the oath of Ek* 
limgjee and the Sree Durbar. 

Signed by the Maharanay Captain Tody and 33 Chiefs, dbc. 


No. III. 

^£AtTt^^AMAH (Agreemknt) between the Maharana of Oudeypore and his Chiefs, 
negociated by Captain Cobbe, Political Agent, Meywar, and submitted 
* for sanction in April 1827. 

The Covenant between the Maharana Bheem Singh and the Chiefs, Jaghire- 
dars, &c., of Meywar, which was contracted, in 1818 and received the sanction 
of the British Government, having been found insufficient to regulate the rela¬ 
tive rights and duties of the respective parties, His Highness and the Chiefs un- 
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dy agreed to the following additional Articles, and solicit for them 
. of Government:— * 

Ist ,—The ohatoun shall be levied at the rate of one-sixth of the actual pro¬ 
duce, and shall be paid regularly in half-yearly kists ; beyond this contribution 
no claim or arbitrary fine shall be inflicted. 

2nd .—Every Sirdar accompanied by half the quota he is by Sunnud bound 
to produce, shall do personal service in his turn for three months in each year ; 
at the expiration of his tour he will bo permitted by His Highness to retire to his 
jaghire. 

—Foreign Beoparees, &c., &:c., travelling through Meywar will give notice 
to and place themselves under the protection of the proprietor or local authori¬ 
ties of the village where they halt, who will he held responsible for their property ; 
this ‘will not extend to such persons as may encamp at a distance from the village 
without giving notice. 

iih .—The Sirdars, &o., will take from their ryots half the produce as is done 
in the Khalsa ; if this be objected to the ryots will pay one-third and Buxrar as 
usual. 

Sth.^We will settle the accounts of our kamdars, puttails, &c., with justice. 

6tk —No village shall be sequestrated without just cause. 

7th, —If any Chief shall offend, the pumshment shall be proportioned to the 
crime. 

. 8ih. —All Bhoom granted prior to 1722 Sumbut shall be considered valid. 

Qlh, —Dhoose, Eozeena, Dustuks, &c., shall not be served on any Sirdar from 
the provincial kutcberries, but when requisite shah be issued by the Minister, 

Surna (or Sanctuary) shall remain on the established footing, but shall 
not extend to murderers. 


V.B.—^This was not signed by the contracting parties until 1839, when it was signed by 
both and countersigned by Colonel Bobinson, Political Agent, as witness of its having been 
duly executed in his presence. 

No. IV. 

Agkeement entered into by Iueutenant-Colonel Lockett, Agent to the Gov¬ 
ernor-General for the States of Kajpootana, on the part of the Honourable 
Company, and Mehta Shere Sxng Purohan, Sham Nath Purohit, and 
Rai Chirunjee Lall, the accredited Agents of the Government of Oudey- 
pore, for continuing in the possession of the British Government for a fuiH)her 
period of eight years, w., from 31st May 1833 to 31st May 1841, that por¬ 
tion of the Oudeypore lands comprised in the tract called Mugra Mairwaxra. 
Concluded at Beawiir on the 7th March 1833, with the consent of both 
parties. 

Article 1. 

The arrangements now in force for the management of the villages comprised 
in the Oudeypore share of Mugra Mairwarra to continue for a further period of 
eight years as stated above. 
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As the existing arrangement entails upon the British Government consider¬ 
able expense, while it tends to the increased advantage of the State of Oiidey- 
pore, it is stipulated and agreed that the Durbar of Oudeypore shall pay to the 
British Government, in addition to the sum of Eupees 15,000 hitherto annually 
paid by them to defray the expenses of the Cantonment of Beawur, the further 
sum of Eupees 5,000 per annum; or in ah Eupees 20,000, which will cover the 
expenses of the collection of the revenues also for eight years longer. 


Aetiole 3. 

Two Mootsuddies shall always remain in attendance upon Major Hall for the 
purpose of exa Gaining the reports of the collections from the villages in the Oudey¬ 
pore share of Mairwarra; and they shall prepare and compare the accounts of 
collections from those villages with the Mootsuddies of the British Government. 

Aetiole 4. 

A copy of this Agreement shall bo transmitted to the Durbar of Oudeypore 
after the sanction of the Eight Honourable the Governor-General shall have been 
obtained. 


No. V. 

Kaulnamah or Agreement between the Mahaeana and his Chiefs, signed in 
presence of Major Eobinson, Officiating Political Agent in Meywar, 
on the 1st February 1840. 

On Bysaok bud 14th, Sumbut 1874, or May 1818, a Kaulnamah of ten Articles 
was concluded through the mediation of Captain Tod, bearing the signature of 
the Maharana and his Chiefs for the mutual benefit of the contracting parties. 

As in several instances the Chiefs have lost sight of the terms of that agree¬ 
ment, and their conduct has been at variance with it, the Maharana has agreed 
that a new Kaulnamah should be drawn up with the advice and concurrence 
of Captain Cobbe, introducing therein the classes of the original agreement with 
such additional Articles as may be deemed beneficial both for His Highness and 
the Chiefs : that on the Dusserah festival the whole of the Chiefs shall assemble 
and the Articles of the Kaulnamah be read and explained to every Chief, and 
their signature aflhxed to the same, as also that of His Highness: that the Poli¬ 
tical Agent should also be requested by the Maharana and the Chiefs to sign and 
witness, to ensure the due observance of the terms of the Kaulnamah. This 
agreement was drawn up several years ago, but was not signed either by the Maha¬ 
rana, the Chiefs, or the Political Agent. Now, at tl e request of the Nobles and 
Chiefs of Meywar, His Highness the Maharana Sirdar Singh approvesyund con¬ 
firms the said Kaulnamah without making any additions or alterations to it, 
and the same has been formally executed in the presence of Major Eobinson 
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Political Agent in Meywar, on Malibud 13tb Sumbut, 1896, or Ist P^>- 
^uar^840 ; and has been duly signed by the Maharana and the Nobles and Chiefs 
of Meywar. 


Additional Articles for the benefit of both parties. 

1, In the 9ih Article of the first Kaulnamah, it is written that no Chiefs shall 
oppress or commit violence on their ryots ; that all new dund, barar exactions, 
levied in times of commotion, shall cease. As they have not acted up to this 
engagement, and through their oppression many ryots have been driven from 
Meywar, it is ordained that they shall in future desist from sucb proceedings 
which will induce the ryots to re-settle and tend to the increase of the revenue 
of their puttahs and the prosperity of the country. 

2, It is customary for every Chief to remain with his quota of troops in attend" 
ance on the Durbar for three months in the year. This shall continue in force, 
and no Chief shall be detained at Oudeypore beyond the stipulated period of ser¬ 
vice, as by their detention the Chiefs are subjected to additional expense and 
trouble. It is optional with the Durbar to excuse the attendance of any Chief; 
however, in doing so, the Durbar will not send for another in his room until the 
expiration of the period the Chief thus excused from duty was to attend. The 
Chiefs shall be bound to maintain the full number of followers; if they furnish 
a less number they will subject themselves to the displeasure of His Highness. 

3, The three-eighths from the revenue collections of the Khalsa lands are 
paid by the Durbar to the British Government for the protection of Meywar from 
foreign enemies ; not a fraction is taken from the jaghiredars on this account. 
The payment of the tribute as here .stated is exclusively for the protection of the 
country against foreign invasion, as the troops of the Chiefs are wholly inade¬ 
quate for this purpose, the Chiefs participating largely in the benefit thus secured. 
In former times, a choiit was paid to the Dhukhnees, who were a source of great 
annoyance to the country ; this evil is removed. The troops furnished by the 
Chiefs are only half the number they are bound to maintain, and are altogether 
unfit for duty ; on which account the Durbar is obliged to issue rozeena and dus- 
tuk on the villages of the Chiefs, which subject them to trouble and expense. As 
the Durbar pays the tribute from the revenue of his khalsa possessions to the 
British Government, it was but fair for the Chiefs to have made a similar pay¬ 
ment from the proceeds of their estates to the Durbar; but knowing that they 
can ill-afford such a demand in consequence of the heavy expenses they are sub¬ 
ject to for the maintenance of their relations and dependants, His Highness has 
thought proper to discharge the tribute from the revenue colleotiona of the crown 
lands, without making any demands on that account from the Chiefs. His High¬ 
ness has now resolved that the service of half the troops the Chiefs are hound 
to furnish, agreeably to the rekh or rent-roll, be discontinued, and, in commu¬ 
tation of the above half service, a money payment, amounting to 2 annas TJ pie 
in the Bupee, be made, which is to be termed ohuttoond; that from this fun^ 
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of troops shall be raised for the service of the State. The Chiefs are 
to suppose that the amount to be paid by them is taken in lieu of the tribute pay¬ 
able to Government, as no portion of it will be appropriated to any other purpose 
than the maintenance of a body of troops. The payment of the chuttoond will 
not bear hard upon the Chiefs, considering the performance of twelve months’ 
service with their full quota of troops which, no doubt, is more expensive and 
troublesome to them. On urgent occasions, if the Durbar requires the attend¬ 
ance of the full number of troops, and detaches them on duty beyond the Meywar 
limits, a remission will be made in the amount of the chuttoond of the Chiefs fur¬ 
nishing such troops. 

4. His Highness the Maharana declares that he will not, without cause, con¬ 
fiscate the villages belonging to a Chief and bestow the same on another. 


As several Chiefs wilfully withhold and delay the payment of the chuttoond 


on which account the Durbar is compelled to send dustuks of horse and foot on 
the estates of the Chiefs, to enforce payment of the dues of the State, which s\ib- 
jects the Chiefs to a loss of hundreds of Rupees, and is by no means profitable 
to the Durbar, His Highness has resolved to invdte agents on the part of the whole 
of the Chiefs and in conjunction with the minister, to make a settlement for five 
years for the payment of chuttoond by two instalments; by doing so, there will 
be no occasion to send rozeena or dustuks : th.at if any of the Chiefs fail to pay 
the chuttoond ten days after it has been due they would render themselves liable 
to the confiscation of their lands and villages to the extent of th^ defalcation, 
which shall not be restored to them.

No. VI. 

Haui-namah between Maharana Suroop Singh of OudeypGre and his Nobles 
and Chiefs, mediated by Lieutenant-Colonel Robinson, dated Mah sood 
dooj, Sumbut 1901, or 8th Eebruaxy 1845. 

Eotmerly an agreement was entered into between Maharana Bheem Singh 
and the Meywar Chiefs in Captain Tod’s time, consisting of ten Articles. After¬ 
wards another Kaulnamah of five Articles was drawn up in Captain Cobbe’s time, 
and lastly one was ooncluded between Maharana Sirdar Singh and the Chiefs 
in the presence of Colonel Robinson, and duly signed by both parties. As the 
Chiefs have failed to act up according to the terms of the Kaulnamah, the Maha- 
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in order to the due observance of the same in fntnrc, has, in conjunction 
with the Chiefs and His Highnesses authorities, diawn up the following additional 
Articles, and which have been mediated by Colonel Robinson and in bis presence 
signed by both parties. 

1. All the A rticles of the former agreement are to continue in force. Every 
year, ten days before the Dusserah festival, a general assembly of the Cliie/s shall 
take place. After the inspection of their troops the Durbar will order such Chief 
as he pleases for three months’ duty, and distinctly name the Chiefs and periods 
they are required to attend, and permit them to return to their homes. Tlie 
troops of the/'hiefs to make no excuse in the perform.ance of their duties. Should 
they fail to attend at the appointed time, or be found negligent or deficient in 
numbers, the Chief in whose service they may be sliall be Called upon to make 
a money payment in lieu of troops to the Sree Durbar. 

2. The Chiefs are to pay chuttoond at the rate of 2 annas 7^ pie in the Rupee, 
in commutation of half the troops they are bound to furnish, regularly at the 
stipulated periods according to the terms of the first Kaulnamah. 

3. The Chiefs are to use their best endeavours for the suppression of thefts 
and robberies in their respective puttahs; they are not to harbor thieves,. out¬ 
laws, or dacoits belonging to foreign jurisdictions, but to apprehend all such offen¬ 
ders who may attempt to enter their elaquas, and make them over, together with 
such plundered property as ma}’ be found in their possession, to the State whose 
subjects they may be, agreeably to the course adopted with the concurrence of 
this Durbar by the governments of Jeypore and Jodhpore. 

4. The Durbar has agreed, at the request of the Chiefs, that, whenever any 
dispute may arise among them concerning boundary or other matters, a pun- 
chayet will assemble at the scene of dispute, consisting of four persons on the 
part of the Chiefs and one to be nominated by the Durbar. It will be their duty 
to enquire into and settle the dispute w'ith justice and equity, and their decision 
to be binding on both parties. 

5. This agreement has been entered into with the free will and pleasure of 
both parties and to be mutually observed. All the Chiefs shall continue to pay 
chuttoond and perform service with pleasure and satisfaction according to the 
Kaukamah, and as in Maharana Juwan Singh’s time ; any instance of careless^ 
ness or departure from the terms of this agreement shall render the Chiefs liable 
to the displeasure of the Sree Durbar as set forth in the first Kaulnamah.

For tliirty-foiir years the Maharana and his Cliiefs have been at variance. 
The first has perpetually complained of disloyalty, the latter as often of tyranny. 

With no other motive than the peace of the country and the happiness of aU 
ranics, the various representatives of the Supreme Government have been from 
time to time permitted to arbitrate between the parties. 

Several Kaulnamahs have been accordingly prepared, signed, and agreed 
to ; yet all by each side have been continually broken. 

The Maharaiia’s answer to the Chiefs' complaints of encroachment on their 
lands proves that he has not only encroached on their estates, but even established 
villages in them. His Highness’s treatment of Lawa also shows he has punished 
guilt with undue severity. On the other hand, it is not denied that the Chiefs 
have been disobedient and many of them even rebellious. 

Such conduct must cease on both sides, and as it is the desire of the Govern¬ 
ment of India that all subjects of Meywar should know that it will support the 
legitimate authority of the Maharana, so long as he acts justly and to their satis¬ 
faction and in accordance with the counsel and advice , of the Political Agent, 
the Government orders the promulgation and enforcement of the following “ Kaul- 
namah/' which is founded on previous ones. Whoever does not adhere to it 
will be considered an offender against the British Government and liable to punish¬ 
ment ; but an appeal in any dispute may be made to the Political Agent and the 
Agent, Governor-General, whose decivsion will be final, and in accordance with 
the present Kaulnamah and with the spirit of ancient customs. 


Article 1. 


Chuttoond at the rate of 2| annas per Rupee of actual produce to be paid 
to the State of Meywar at two periods, December and June, through a hanker 
or vakeel. 

If any Chief fails in doing this he must pay interest at the rate of 12 per cent, 
per annum ; after 12 months, lands to be confiscated to the extent of defalcation. 

Those who neglect to give in a statement of actual ptoduce to be arbitrarily 
assessed, but no increase to be hereafter demanded. 

Saloombur does not pay chuttoond, but performs service at the capital for 
12 months. 

In addition to the 2| annas chuttoond the Chiefs are to furnish one horse and 
two foot soldiers for 3 months at home or abroad [that is within Mey war] in hen 
of the two horse and four foot at present furnished on each Rupees 1,000 of actual 
produce, should any extra service he required the Rana will pay for it at Rupees 
16 a month for a horse and Rupees 6 for a foot soldier. Any failure of seivice 
will be charged to the Chiefs at the same rate. All Chiefs with their quotas will 
attend at Oudeypore for 10 days before and 5 days after the Dusserah, fo pay 
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^^h^j^^pects to the Maharana, at which period their turns of service and their 
post will be allotted. On any emergency all Chiefs on receipt of the Kana’s sign- 
manual will attend with their quotas. 

Those holding separate jaghires from the Eana will pay chuttoond and pet- 
form service separately. 

Article 2. 


Kaid or fees paid on Tulwar Buiidun, i.e,, investiture of fief, to be 12 annas 
per Kupee on the actual produce of one year; this will exempt the payment of 
that year’s chuttoond. The Chiefs of Amait, Gogoonda, Kanoro, and Banaira, 
and the Kishnawuta, are exempt from these fees, but ih Heu of them they pay 
nuzzerana, which instead of being left to the will of the Rana, is now fixed at 
Rupees 8 per cent, on the actual produce. 


Article 3. 

All sums which the Rana has paid or may yet pay in indemnifications for 
thefts and robberies proved to have occurred within their fiefis, to he re-paid by 
the Chiefs with interest at Rupees 6 per cent, for the past, and 12 per cent, for 
the future. 

Article 4. 

Thieves, Dacoits, Thories, Baoree^s, Mogheas, and outlaws are not to be har¬ 
boured by the Chiefs. All participators in the proceeds of the robbery, receivers 
of stolen goods, or protectors of thieves, will be held avS guilty as the thieves. They 
will, with the concurrence of tlie Political Agent, be punished by fine or impri¬ 
sonment. All merchants, traders, caravans, Bunjaras, and travellers are to be 
protected in passing through the territories of the Chiefs, who will be answer- 
able if plundered, ])rovided they have given.notice of their arrival and taken reason¬ 
able precautions for their own protection. Plunderers of all kinds are to be ap¬ 
prehended and made over to the Maharana. If the Chiefs are unable to do this 
they must report it to His Highness, and the Political Agent conjointly with the 
Maharana will settle upon the responsible party. All claims for thefts traced 
into Meywar villages will have to be paid by the villages where the tracks cease. 

Article 5. 

All monies borrowed from the Maharana by the Chiefs, or on His Highness’s 
guarantee, to be liquidated ; the former at 6 per cent., and the latter at 9 per cent,, 
unless a rate was fixed at the time of guarantee, in which case that rate must 
hold good. The Political Agent will fix the instalments to be paid in such liqui¬ 
dation. 

Article 6. 

All nuzzerana except the following are abolished : 

1st ,—On accession to the throne and on the first marriage of the Rana or heir- 
apparent : hVom tlie sixteen Chiefs, and two Rajahs of the first Rank, Rupees 
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'and one or two horses, as is customary; lesser Chiefs and others 2 per cent.. 
on the present actual produce ; will be given to the State. 

2nd .—On the marriage of the Eana’s sisters or daughters, 2| annas in the 
Rupee on the present actual produce for one year, and horses as in Rana Bheein 
Sing’s time will be given to the State. 

3rd .—On the Raua’s proceeding on a pilgrimage, IJ anna in the Rupee on 
the present actual produce of one year will be given to the State. 


Article 7. 

Arrears due by Chiefs on account of the marriage of the present Rana’s sisters 
to ho paid at the rate of 2i annas per Rupee on the present actual produce of 
one year. 

Article 8. 

The Chiefs are not to levy larger sum from their ryots on occasions of inves¬ 
titure or mu2i5erana than they themselves pay the Rana. 


Article 9. 

Matiy Cltiefs have of late been guilty of contumacy and disloyalty, thus ren¬ 
dering themselves liable to be fined. The Maharana has, however, with the advice 
of the Agent, overlooked their offences except those of the Chiefs of Saloombur 
and Deogiirh. These latter forcibly resumed their confiscated villages, and ejected 
tlie State troops ; for which they are each to be fined Rupees 25,000. The Maha¬ 
rana has forgiven all past offences with the exception of murder. In future all 
offenders shall be punislied as the courts of justice may decree. 


Article 10. 

Bhoom lands [allodial allotments], houses, jaghires, villages, pieces of mort¬ 
gaged land, deeds, grants, charity lands, to continue in the possession of 
the present holders. Those which are held by grants dating from .Bheem Sing’s 
reign, or written deeds of Captains Tod and Cobbe, will not be resumed without 
good grounds, and their rights will be investigated by the Political Agent, aided, 
if he thinks advisable, by four or six Chiefs who are known not to he hostile to 
their sovereign. 

Bhoomias [or landholders] from the Maharana are, as hitherto, to be respon¬ 
sible for the protection of their villages, and for all losses by theft and robbery. 

Article 11. 

Dan, Biswah [transit duties], Logut [taxes], Khur Lakur [wood and grass], 
Bewaree camels, house-tax [Khana Shumari], all belong to Government; but 
thoie who have had the right of collecting such since Tod and Cobb’s time, and 
who possess the necessary [Sunnuda] deeds, will continue to collect them. 
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AH [cesses] demands in force in Captains Tod and Cobbers time to continue ; 
all others levied of late years are abolished, viz.^ Lagut of Dan [ciiatoms], Burar 
[taxes], fines, &c., Deeds [Sunnuds] of exemption by former Maharanas and by 
the present Maharana will be respected and continue in force. 


Article 13. 

The orders about jails, witches [Dakums], Bhopas [witch-informers], Tyag 
Bhat Charun, fixed by the Governor-Generars Agent in Rajputana and concurred 
in by the Maharana are to be obeyed by all classes in Moyw^ar. Prisoners are 
to be maintained according to their condition but not at a less rate than one anna 
or at a greater than eight annas per diem for each man. None are to be tortured 
or ill-treated. 

Article 14. 

The Maharana, the Political Agent, and the Chiefs, will each appoint three 
Agents of character and knowledge, and these will name a seventh to draw up 
a Code of Rules consonant to Rajwarra customs and justice, for the future settle¬ 
ment of all Criminal and Civil cases, and by which in future all parties must be 
adjudged ; the Code to be approved of by the Pohtical Agent. 

Article 15. 

The constituted courts will settle all cases of importance and any that may 
come before them. The Chiefs may adjudicate suits of minor consequence be¬ 
tween their retainers and ryots, and may imprison culprits for one month, though 
not ill-treat or torture them. An appeal in any case may be made from their 
decision to the Minister and from him to the Political Agent. 


Article 16. 

Suma, or sanctuary, except for murder, dacoity or treason, will continue with 
those who have hitherto held it. 

Article 17. 

Bhanjguria or hereditary councillorship was not allowed by Captain Tod, 
nor has it since been admitted. It rests on the pleasure of the Maharana who 
in future, in matters of importance, w'ill be guided by the advice of the Pob’tical 
Agent and that of four or five loyal and well-disposed Chiefs.

The ancient usages and privileges of Chiefs, temples, religious establishments, 
&c., to continue. The An or. oath of allegiance to be observed as of old. 
ni 
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Article 19. 

No person to be seized on the plea of sorcery, ^vitchoraft, or incantations. 
in charges of poisoning or of criminal intercourse [both cognizable by the courts] 
the Durbar is in no way to interfere. 

Article'20. 

* The Maharana is only to levy fines through a written order of the Minister, 
in which must be shown the reasons for levying, and the anaount, which must 
be in accordance with justice and moderation. The same rule to prevail with 
the Chiefs who may levy small fines as heretofore, recording their scale and rate 
In the Agent’s Office. Dhouse Diistuk (or summons) only to be sent by the Minis¬ 
ter’s written order or by those who did so in Tod and Cobbe’s time. 

Article 21, 

A British Officer or other Official will be appointed to settle all boundary dis¬ 
putes [Kankur or Soem-ka-jugra] present and future. Both parties to share the 
costs, unless one may be proved to have destroyed boundary marks, when that 
party will pay the whole, and be further punished as deemed expedient. 

Article 22. 

Adoption of the next heir male by Cliiefs or others is allowed, with the knowl¬ 
edge of the Maharana, and in cpnsonauce with custom and Hindee law. On 
the demise of Chiefs, their wndows, with the council of respectable well-wishers 
of the family, may adopt. In cases of disagreement appeal to lie to Political 
Agent. 

Article 23. 

Grants of lands or villages to Eklungjee, Nathdwara, Punchowlee, Beharee- 
dass, and Chobee, to continue to the holders; all customary collections as Naiq 
or court-fees to be paid to those entitled to them, and not to be collected with 
the chuttoond. 

Article 24, 

The houses of Chiefs in the city of Oudeypore not to be resumed or given to 
others while inhabited and kept in order, and never without a reference to Poli¬ 
tical Agent. Their gardens to be watered from the lake “ Peechola ” free of 
charge. 

Article 25. 

The Eana will not interfere in mortgages of houses, lands, &c., though he 
may discourage them a.s much as possible. He wiU not take interest from his 
troops for advances, but pay them regularly every foui’ months. Nor will he 
permit his name to be used in shops or in any way in trade. 
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Article 26.

The Chiefs were prohibited in former Kaulnamahs from uniting or banding 
together. This has not been attended to. All such combinations are now uii- 
necessary, as every one can, if he has a real grievance, immediately obtain re¬ 
dress ; and they will therefore in future subject those entering into them to be treat¬ 
ed as enemies to the State. 

Article 27. 

An Agent from each Chief to reside at court, through whom business will be 
transacted. Persons of respectability only to be deputed, and they will be treated 
according to custom and the rank of their master. 

Article 28. 

All ryots fcultivatoTs], whether of the Crown or of the Chief’s lands, can settle 
wherever they please unmolested. Any suits against them must he referred to 
the courts of law. All people, high or low, can appeal to the Political Agent. 

Article 29. 

The Crown lands being responsible for the protection of the British Govern¬ 
ment daks and banghees, the Chiefs must be equally responsible in their jaghires 
and in like manner make good all losses by plunderers. ^ 

Article 30. 

After the execution of this Kaulnamali, which abrogates all previous ones 
any disputes that may arise at any time between the Durbar and Chiefs, on points 
not mentioned or that may be doubtful, must be brought to notice within three 
months, for the decision of the Political Agent in Meywar and the Governor-Gene¬ 
ral’s Agent in Eajpootana, whose decision will be Any case not submitted 

within the above period will be dismissed as groundless.

Adoption SinsrNXJD granted to Rana Sumbhoo Sinoh of Meywar (Oudeypore), 

—1862. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the reprCvSentation and dignity of their Houses should he continued ; I herebv, 
in fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that, on failure of natural 
heirs, the adoption by yourself and future Rulers of your State of a successor 
according to Hindoo law and to the customs of your race will be recognized and 
confirmed.

Exteadition Treaty between the British Government and His Highness 
S iTMBHOO Sing, Maharana of Ouobyfore, Meywar, his children, heirs 
and successors, executed on the one part by Lieutenant-Colonel Alex¬ 
ander Boss Elliot Hutchinson, Officiating Political Agent of Mey¬ 
war, under authority from Lieutenant-Colonel Richard Habte Kbatinge, 
C.8.L & V.C., Governor-General’s Agent for the States of Rajfootana, 
in virtue of full powers to that effect vested in him by His Excellency the 
Right Honorable Sir John Laird Mair Lawrence, Baronet, g.o.b. & 
G.C.S.I., Viceroy and Governor-General of India, and on his own part 
by the Maharana Sumbhoo Sing Bahadoor, — 1869. 

Artiolb 1. 

That any person, whether a British or Foreign subject, committing a heinous 
offence in British territory, and seeking shelter within the limits of the Meywar 
State, shall be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the 
former on requisition in the usual manner. 

Article 2. 

That any person, being a subject of Meywar, committing a heinous offence 
within the limits ,of the Meywar State, and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Goveminent to the former 
on requisition in the usual manner. 

Article 3. 

That any person other than a Meywar subject committing a heinous oJffence 
within the limits of the Meywar State, and seeking asylum iu British territory, 
will be apprehended and the case investigated by such Court as the British Gov¬ 
ernment may direct. As a general rule, such cases will be tried by the Court 
of the Political Agent in whom the political supervision of Meywar may be invested. 
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Aetiolb 4. 




Tiiat in no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence, except on requisition duly made by, or bythe author¬ 
ity of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall be charged to 
have been committed, and also upon such evidence of criminality as, according 
to the laws of the country in which the person accused shall be found, would jus¬ 
tify his apprehension and sustain the charge if the offence had been there com¬ 
mitted.

Mbywar Salt Agreement, dated the 12th February 1879^ 

Eatipibd the 8th May 1879. 

Article 1. 

His Highness the Maharana of Oodeypore agrees to suppress and absolutely 
prohibit and prevent the manufacture of salt within any part of the Meywar State, 
from the date on which this Agreement comes into force. 

Provided that if at any subsequent time His Highness the Maharana desires 
to reconstruct and re-open works sufficient for the manufacture of a quantity 
of edible salt not exceeding 15,000 maunds annually, the British Grovernment, 
on receiving notice not less than twelve months beforehand, will allow certaiii 
works selected by officials of the Maharana to be re-opened under proper safe¬ 
guards and conditions. E-eturns of the outturn of such works shall be furnished 
annually to the British Government. 

Article 2. 

His Highness the Maharana agrees to prevent the import into, and export 
from, Meywar of any salt whatever other than salt on which duty has been levied 
by the British Government and the one thousand maunds of salt mentioned in 
Article 6. 

Article 3. 

No transit duty shall be levied .within the Meywar State upon salt upon which 
duty has been levied by the British Government. 

Article 4. 

In consideration of the faithful and elective observance of the conditions 
s[>ecified in Articles 1 and 2 of this Agreement, the British Government agree 
to pay yeai^y to His Highness the Maharana of Oodeypore the following sums 
in British currency :— 

For compensation for loss of revenue to the State, and to landholders caused 
by the suppression of the salt-works so long as all salt-works shall remain closed 
in Meywar—Rupees two thousand and nine hundred (2,900). And His High¬ 
ness the Maharana agrees to distribute out of the sum of rupees two thousand 
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i hundred aforesaid, the sums allotted to the several jaghirdais and 
to compensation in accordance with Schedule A attached to this agree¬ 
ments 

For the charges which may be incurred by His Highness the Maharana in 
preventing the re-opening of the suppressed works or the extension of any works 
hereafter opened by permission, and in preventing the illicit export of salt—Rupees 
ten thousand (10,000). 

Abticle 5. 

In consideration of the elective observance by His Highness the Maharana 
of Oodeypore of the conditions specifted in Article 3 of this Agreement, and having 
regard to the probable diminution of the Maharana’s present revenue from transit 
duties upon salt, which is to be anticipated from the levying of the British duty 
at the salt sources in Marwar, and elsewhere, the British Government agree to 
pay to His Highness the Maharana annually the sum of Rupees thirty-five thousand 
(35,000), 

Aktiole 6. 

The British Government agree to permit His Highness the Maharana of Oodey¬ 
pore to purchase annually from the salt-works at Pachbadra, for the consumption 
of the people of his State, at a price which shall not exceed a maximum of eight 
annas i)er maund, one hundred and twenty-five thousand (125,000) British Indian 
maunds of salt, in equal half-yearly instalments. The British duty on the salt 
thus purchased shall be levied at half the full rate of duty at the time leviable 
at the works from which the salt is supplied. 

Provided that, in the event of any salt-works being re-opened in Meywar, 
under the 1st Article of this Agreement, the estimated yield of those works may, 
if the British Government so desire, bo deducted from the quantity of salt allotted 
under this Article. 

The British Government also undertake to deliver annually at Pachbadraj 
for the use of His Highness the Maharana, one thousand maunds of salt of good 
quality, free of all charges whatsoever. 

The salt mentioned in this article shall be forthwith removed into the Meywar 
State, and shall not be re-exported therefrom. 

Aetiole 7. 

If any considerable stocks of salt be proved to exist within the Meywar State, 
when this Agreement comes into force, the Maharana will, if so required by the 
British Government, take possession of such stocks, and will give the owners 
thereof the option either of transferring the salt to the British Government at 
such equitable valuation as His Highness may fix in concurrence with the Poli¬ 
tical Agent, or of paying the said Agent such duty not exceeding two rupees eight 
annas per maund on such salt as the Governor-General in Council may fix. In 
the event of the owners aforesaid accepting the latter alternative, they shall be

Article 8. 


In the event of its being proved by experience that the arrangements made 
in accordance with this Agreement by His Highness the Maharana of Oodeypore 
for the safety of the British salt revenue are practically insufficient, or in the event 
of its being proved to the full satisfaction of the British Government, that the 
quantity of salt provided for the consumption and use of the people of the Meywar 
State in Article 6 is materially insufficient, this Agreement will be open to row* 
sion.

Kh AKITA from His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India to His Highness Maharana Dhiraj Sajjan Singh, g.o.s.i., of 
OuDEYPOiiE, dated the 16th October 1883. 

My honoured and valued friend, 

I have had under Jong and careful consideration the “ Kharita ’’ which Your 
Highness addressed on the 24th February 1882 to my OflRiciating Agent in Raj- 
putana, with reference to the district of Meywar-Mairwarra. In the year 1881 
a somewhat similar representation fron Your Highness received my full attention. 
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caused my Agent in Eajputana to communicate to Your HigLmess my 
opinion that the tenure on which the Britisli Government administers the 
district of Meywar-Mairwarra was a matter involving questions of intricacy, and 
that a discussion about it did not appear to be expedient. At the same time I 
expressed my desire of removing, as far as possible, all difficulties connected with 
the adjustment of the accounts of the district. With this view I determined that 
the revenues of Meywar-Mairwarra should in future be accepted in full discharge 
of contributions due from the Oudeypore State towards the Meywar Bhil Corps, 
the Mairwarra Battalion, and the cost of the administration of the district itself. 
I further consented to forego a claim on Your Highness for arrears amounting to 
more than Rs. 76,000, on the understanding that in future the system of render¬ 
ing accounts of the district to Your Highness should be discontinued as tending 
to give rise to unprofitable discussions about small matters. 

Your Highness, while cordially recognising the liberal spirit in which this deci¬ 
sion had been conceived, expressed an apprehension lest your rights of sovereignty 
over Meywar-Mairwarra should be impaired in the eyes of your subjects by a dis¬ 
continuance of the former system of rendering accounts. Moreover, Your High¬ 
ness anticipated, in veiw of a revision of the current revenue settlement of the 
district, that the new arrangements might not ultimately prove to be profitable 
to the Oudeypore State. Your Highness therefore suggested as an alternative 
plan that territorial exchanges should be arranged between Your Highness and 
the Maharaja Sindia in order to transfer to you certain outlying villages which 
are now possessed by the Gwalior Darbar, and in consideration for which Your 
Highness would be prepared to cede Meywar-Mairwarra to the British Govern- 
ment in full sovereignty. 

My friend! It will always give the greatest gratification to the representa¬ 
tive of Her Majesty the Queen-Empress in this country to meet to the utmost 
the wishes of a Chief so loyal and enh'ghtcned as Your Highness. But the careful 
enquiries which I have instituted have shown that the territorial exchanges indi¬ 
cated by Your Highne.s8 could not at the present time be conveniently carried 
out. I have therefore reluctantly been compelled to give up the idea. 

It has, however, been suggested to me that the arrangements made in the 
year 1881 would bo more agreeable to Your Highness if they were rendered more 
expheit by distinct assurance that they were not intended to prejudice or affect 
in any way Your Highness’s rights of sovereignty over the Me3nvar-Mairwarra 
District. Such an assurance T n^^ readily give, and I trust that it may remove 
from Your Higbuess’s mind all imeasiivess in this matter. The revision of the 
current settlement in the whole of Ajiuere-Mairwarra has rec^ently been under 
my consideration, and I arn of opinion that in Meywar-Mairwarra no great en¬ 
hancement of the revenue demand can be expected. But to provide against 
such a contingency, 1 am willing to undertake that, if the receipts from the dis¬ 
trict should at any time exceed Rs. 66,000 per annum, which sum represents the 
amount of the contributions payable by Your Highness on account of its adminis¬ 
tration and of the Meywar Bhil Corps and the Mairwarra Battalion, the surplus 
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>d8 shall be paid over to the Uudeypore State. The Resident in Me^ar 
will also he instructed to annually inform Your Highness in a Kharita ” of the 
amount ol the revenues of the Meywar-Mairwarra District during each year as 
it closes. 1 need not, however, explain to Your Highness that this statement 
will bo furnished not in order to revive the system of rendering and examining 
accounts which lias been found inconvenient in the past, but merely for Your 
Highness’s perusal and information. 


I feel assured that Y our Highness will receive this statement of my views on 
an important and difficult matter in the cordial and loyal spirit which has always 
marked Your Highnoss’s relations with the British Government. 

I beg to express the high consideration which I entertain for Your Highness, 
and to subscribe myself.

TiiANSLATioN of a Kkabita from His Highness the Mahaeana of Oobey- 
POKE to His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India, dated 13th November 1883. 

After compliments,--! have received, in reply to the request which I addressed 
to Your Excellency with reference to the arrangement notified in 1881, affecting 
the district of xMeywar-Mairwarra, Your Excellency’s kind and friendly Kharita, 
dated the 16th October 1883, in which you assure me that the wish of the Darbar 
for the exchange of the district is not conveniently at the present time practi¬ 
cable ; that the arrangement which has now been made is not intended to inter¬ 
fere with or affect the sovereign rights of the Darbar over the tract j that if at 
any time the revenue of the district shall exceed the sum of Rs. 66,000 yearly, 
which sum is payable by the Darbar on account of management charges, the 
Meywar Bhil Corps and the Mairwarra Battalion, the surplus will be paid to the 
Oodeypore State ; and that the Resident in Meywar will be instructed to convey 
by Kharita at the end of each year intimation regarding the revenue of Meywar- 
Mairwarra ; while with regard to myself, after alluding in courteous terms to my 
loyalty, you wore good enough to say that you would always find much pleasure 
in being able to gratify my wishes. 

2. Regarding Meywar-Mairwarra requests have for a considerable period been 
preferred, but it has been reserved for Your Excellency’s administration to take 
the matter into consideration, and to devise an arrangement favourable to me so 
far as present circumstances permit. I have from the first felt assured of your 
kind and liberal feelings, and this reliance has been further strengthened by the 
conveyance of the kind intimation that, in the future, the Representative of Her 
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Majesty the Queen-Empress in this country will, in the matter of the achievement 
of my wishes, evince the utmost convsideration. For which assuxance I have the 
pleasure to tender Your Excellency my thanks. 


No. XIII. 

Agreement supplementary to the Treaty of 1869 regarding Extradition,— 

-~1887. 

Whereas a treaty relating to the extradition of offenderB was concluded on 
the 22nd January 1869 between the British Government and the Oodeypore 
State: And whereas the procedure prescribed by the treaty for the extradition 
of ofitenders from British India to the Oodeypore State has been found by experience 
to be less simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law as to the 
extradition of offenders in force in British India : It is hereby agreed between 
the British Government and the Oodeypore State that the provisions of the treaty 
prescribing a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer apply to 
cases of extradition from British India to the Oodeypore State, but that the pro¬ 
cedure prescribed by the law as to the extradition of offenders for ilie time being 
in force in British India shall be followed in every such case.

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__JniTOB Bail WAY (hereinafter called the Udaipur-Chitor Bail way) for pro* 

viding running powers between Bcerach Signal Station and Chitorgarh Station 
and for the interchange of Coaching and Goods Traffic at Chitorgarh and for the 
working of the Chitorgarh Station 


Clause I. 


(а) This Agreement shall have effect from the 1st January 1898, the date on 
which the working of the Udaipur-Chitor Bailway was relinquished by the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India Bailway Company, and shall be subject to revision 
from time to time, but shall remain in force until the expiration of six months’ 
notice from either Bailway, except as regards any clause in respect of which a 
different term of notice is specially fixed. But such notice shall expire only on 
either the 30th June or the 31st December in any year. 

(б) If cither Bailway desire at any time to recede from this Agreement in 
view to a revision of the terms, it is understood that a revised Agreement shall 
be concluded within the period of notice. 

(c) In order that this notice of termination of Agreement be valid, it must, 
in addition to being given in accordance with clause I, section (a), be accompanied 
by a revised draft Agreement covering the modifications proposed, together with 
a statement giving the groimds for demanding the revision. 


Clause IL 

The trains of the Udaipur-Chitor Bailway shall be worked by their own engines 
and train staff over that portion of the line which belongs to the Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India Eailway between Beerach Signal Station and the inter-locked 
facing points at Chitorgarh on payment of a toll of annas per loaded vehicle 
(Coaching and Goods) bond fide empties being exempted from tolls.*^ 


Clause III. 

(a) The list of joint works showing which Eailway shall hear the initial cost 
of construction and which Bailway is responsible for their maintenance is given 
in Appendix A to this Agreement. 

(b) The buildings, works, etc., at Beerach Signal Station shall be provided 
and controlled by the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Bailway, and the Udai¬ 
pur-Chitor Bailway shall pay for the same. 

(c) The Udaipur-Chitor Baiiway shall have a separate station at Chitorgarh. 
The cost of which shall be paid by that Bailway. 

♦The sotfclmnent of accounts botweou the B., B. and C. I. and TJ.-O. Bfdlways on account 
of the Joint station expenses at Cliitorgarh as well as for the use of the line between Beerach 
Signal Station and Ohitorgnrh from Ist January to 15th August 1898. has been made cm the 
basis of crediting 80 per cent, of the earnings over the link to the R.M. Railw^ay and 20per 

cent, to the U.-O. Railway, as proposed in the Manager, U.-C. Railway’s letter No. F. 938, 

dated 20th June 1808, and sanctioned in the Agent, B., B and 0, I.Railway’s No. T, 13394,

Clause IV. 




(а) The trains of the Udaipnr-Chitor Railway shall work into and out of 
Chitorgarh in accordance with rules which shall, from time to time, be agreed 
upon between the General Traffic Manager of the Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India and the Manager, Udaipur-Chitor Railways. 

(б) All trains of the Udaipur-Chitor Railway travelling over the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India Railway, shall run in accordance with rules in force 
on the Bombay, Baroda and Central India'Railway for the passage of trains, 
and shall be generally controlled, when running over the Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India Railway line, by the staff of the Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India Railway, to whom when on the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway 
the train staff of the Udaipur-Chitor Railway staff shall be subordinate.- 

(c) In all respects the servants of the Udaipur-Chitor Railway working these 
trains shall be subject to all the rules and regulations of the Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India Railway in force for the time being. 


Clause V. 

T. If on account of any fault of the Udaipur-Chitor Railway staff or defect 
in the stock any damage occurs to the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Rail¬ 
way lines or works within the limits of Chitorgarh and Beerach Signal Stations 
or on the line between Beerach Signal Station and Chitorgarh the Udaipur-Chitor 
Railway shall be responsible for the cost of making good the damage and for any 
compensation due to the public on account of such accident. Similarly any 
damage occurring to the Udaipur-Cliitor Railway stock through any fault of the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway line or staff, the Bombay, Baroda 
and Ce>ntral India Railway shall be responsible for making such damage good 
and for any compensation due to the public on account of such an accident. 

II. But all damages or accidents which may bo caused by the Beerach Signal 
Station staff to the public, or to the stock of the two Railways, or to the traffic, 
whether goods or otherwise, and whether through or local, within the limits of 
the Beerach Signal Station and all damages or losses, or claims, which either of 
the Railways may sustain, or bo put to, in consequence of the acts of the junction 
station staff, whether arising from carelessness or otherwise, within the limits of 
the junction station, shall be considered a joint charge, i.c., the two Railways 
shall share equally. 

III. The responsibility for accidents caused by the staff in giving line clear 
and in working the interlocked points and signals at Chitorgarh where the line 
to Udaipur-Cliitor Railway station leaves the Bombay, Baroda and Central India 
Railway Company’s line shall in a similar manner be regarded as joint responsi¬ 
bility to be borne equally by the two Railways. 

IV. In the event of a difierence of opinion in determining the cause of accident 
and assigning the responsibility to one of the tw^o Railways, the matter shall be 
referred to arbitration in the manner provided in clause XXVI of this Agreement. 
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, Notice of all accidents, damages, losses, etc., connected with joint working, 
which may occur between the limits of the portion of the Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India Railway dealt with in this Agreement, shall be sent in accordance 
witli the rules in force for reporting accidents on the Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India Railway, from time to time, to the officers of the two Railways, immediately 
such accidents, losses, etc., occur. 


The staff at Beerach Signal Station shall be appointed and controlled by the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway and paid for by the Udaipur«Chitor 
Railway. 

The staff of the Udaipur-Chitor Railway at their Ohitorgarh station shall be 
appointed and controlled by that Railway. 

The Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway shall bear the cost of the 
staff afc its own station at Chitorgarh and shall perform free of charge to the Udai- 
pur-Chitor Railway any operations which may be necessary in connection with 
the line clear working of the trains of that Railway between Beerach Signal Sta¬ 
tion and Chitorgarh and with the manipulation of points and signals required 
for the refceptiou and despatch of those trains. 


Clause VII. 

All junction returns submitted by the Station Masters not referring strictly 
to one Railway only shall be signed by both Station Masters, 


CijiusB viir. 

The interchange of traffic shall take place at Chitorgarh. The Udaipur-Chitor 
Railway proportion of through fares and freight to include the distance from 
Beerach Signal Station to Chitorgarh. 


Clause IX. 

Coaching and Goods traffic of every kind with the exceptions given below, 
and also witli such special restrictions as may be, from time to time, agreed to 
by the Manager, Udaipur-Chitor Railway, and the General Traffic Manager, 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, shall be freely interchanged between 
the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway and connected Railways and 
Udaipur-Chitor Railway, subject to the following conditions :— 

(a) The minimum weight of goods for charge shall be half a maund. 

(b) The minimum charge for goods shall be eight annas in through booking 

divisible in mileage proportion. 
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%tions:— 

{a) Packages weighing more than 10 tons, or exceeding 24 feet long by 
7 feet 4 inches broad by 6 feet 11 inches high^ outside measurements 
shall not be booked through except by special arrangement. 

(d) But the restriction as to length shall not include girders, long timber, 
etc., which can be carried on bolster trucks. 


Clause X. 

(a) Through traftic shall be understood in all cases to mean Goods and Coach¬ 
ing traffic which may be booked or invoiced, in accordance with the terms of this 
Agreement, through from any one station on one of the two contracting lines or 
any line beyond to any station on the other or any line beyond. 

(/;) Traffic booked or invoiced by either of the two Railways to or from Chitor- 
garh is not to be considered as through but as local traffic. 


Clause XI. 

Each Railway shall furnish the other with tables of the rates to be charged 
from the junction of inter-change to all its stations. These rates shall, unless 
special reduction is agreed to, be the same as the local rates, and shall include 
terminals, cartage charges, etc. No terminals shall be levied by either Railway 
for the junction of inter-cliauge. 

Clause XII. 

No alteration of rates, classification, rules or conditions applying to tbrougii 
traffic shall be made by either Railway without the notice required by Regula 
tion 32 of the Railway Conference of 1893. 

Clause XIII. 

The through rates, fares, and charges with the exception of the special rates 
alluded to in the feregoing paragraph, shall be the sum of the two local rates to 
the junction of inter-change as furnished in accordance with the preceding clause. 

Clause XIV. 

(a) If at any time either line should find Itself unable, either from want of 
vehicle stock or engine power or from any other cause, to receive and forward all 
the traffic tendered oi likely to be tendered by the other line, it shall be competent 
for the receiving line to give notice (of not less than 7 days) to the said other line 
of the maximum quantity it will be prepared to receive and forward, and of the 
period during which the restriction will be necessary, and during such period the 
said Railway shall not be bound to receive more than the quantity so specified. 

F 
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This is, however, not intended to prevent special arrangements being 
made in case of any accidental interruption rendering the passage of traffic im¬ 
possible. 


Clause XV, 


All claims in connection with through traffic, except as provided in Clause V 
of this Agreement, shall be settled in accordance with Eogiilation No. 35 of the 
Eailway Conference Eegulations of 1893. In the case of joint claims the consent 
of both Eailways must be obtained before settlement by either. 


Clause XVI. 


Through traffic to and from either Kailway shall have no preference in any 
respect over traffic tendered for despatch locally. 


Clause XVII. 


{a) Each Eailway shall be responsible for collecting and paying over to the 
other all the charges which may be payable upon through traffic. 

[hs The receiving Eailway shall check the invoices and be responsible for 
collecting any amounts that may be undercharged, whether booked paid or 
** to pay’*, with the following exceptions, which must be collected in full by the 
sending Eailway, namely :— 

1st—Charges on live stock of every description. 

2nd—Charges on all articles, goods or parcels which, according to the rules 
of the forwarding Kailway are required to he pre-paid. 

3rd—Charges on Commissariat, Ordnance, Medical or other Government 
stores which arc booked on Credit Note or which may he pre-paid. 

4th—Eassenger fares, charges on passengers* luggage, specie and palan¬ 
quins and on carriages and charges for insurance. 

5th—Charges on all articles booked and carried with owners. 

6th—All errors under 1 Rupee in freight, paid by Credit Notes other than 
those referred to in exception (3rd), and all under charges in freight 
paid by ledger account. 

(o) The receiving Railway shall not reduce the charges mentioned in the in¬ 
voice or through way bill, without the consent of the forwarding Railway, except 
in the case of overcharges the evident result of errors in classification or com¬ 
putation of freight. 


Clause XVIII. 


Telegrams on the joint business of the two Railways shall be interchangecl 
free. 
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§L 


The Audit Office of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, which 
audits the station accounts of tlie Udaipur-Chitor Railway, shall prepare the 
usual weekly division sheets, each Railway to have in division its own rates and 
charges as quoted for through traffic in accordance with Clause XIII, except in 
the case of minimum and other charges common to both lines which shall be 
divided by mileage. All inward through traffic shall be accounted for within 
six weeks from the date the invoices pass Chitorgarh junction. 


A monthly settlement of accounts based on division sheets of through traffic 
transactions and bills as rendered shall be made by the debtor Railway by pay¬ 
ment in casli. 

* Notk.—Ar agreed to by the Manager, Udaipur-Chitorgarh Railway, the. audit of station 
accounts snail be arranged by the Chief Auditor, B., B. and C, I. Railway, the Udaipur-Ohitor- 
garh Railway paying to the B., B. ami C. I, Railway for such audit a lump sum of Rg. 10,400 
fwr annum in quarterly inatalinents of Rs. 2,000 subject to revision after every three years 
if necessary. 


Clause XX. 


The week shall in all oases end at 12 o’clock on Saturday night. When the 
30th June and 31 st December do not fall on a Saturday, two returua shall he 
rendered—one for the period commencing from the first day of last week to the 
end of the month, and another from the first day of the next month up to and 
including the 2nd Saturday of that month. 


Clause XXI, 

The day shall in all cases be reckoned as 24 hours commencing at 12 o’clock 
at night, part of a day to be reckoned as a day. Madras time shall be adopted 
in aU cases; Sundays, Christmas Day and Good Friday shall be treated as ordi¬ 
nary working days. 

Clause XXIL 

For the shunting and marsliallin^ of its own trains and vehicles within its 
own station limits at Chitorgarh, each Railway shall provide its own engine power 
and drivers, subject to the control of the Station stafi, unless otherwise arranged. 

Clause XXIII. 

(a) Each Railway shall supply the lamps and other running stores necessary 
for its own trains, as well as the tickets, way bills, stationery and other station 
forms necessary for its own particular purj)oses as also the menial staff for its 
own running rooms. 

The cost of forms and stationery and consumable stores supplied for joint 
use shall be borne by the two Railways in equal proportions. 


♦ AiJ amended by Corrigendum, dated Ist June 1926. 
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shall provide at its own cost the staff, oil and other storea 
for examining, cleaning, lubricating and lighting itvS own or foreign vehicles within 
its own station limits at Chitorgarh, whether attached to its own trains or standing 
at the station. 

(c) Terms for hire of engines and vehicles and for shunting power on special 
occasions shall be settled from time to time by the two managements. 

Clause XXIV. 

(f:^) The rules for the interchange of traffic and rolling stock between Bail- 
ways, as adopted at the Eailway Conference of 1893, shall be adhered to, sub¬ 
ject to any modifications which may be agreed to at any subsequent Conference, 
or which may be adopted on a reference through the Government of India in 
accordance with the rules of procedure or by mutual consent. 

(b) All Bombay, Baroda and Central India Bailway metre-gauge vehicles 
worked through to the Udaipur-Chitor Railway must be returned at the junc¬ 
tion in exactly the same position as regards front and rear as when handed over 
to that line. 

(c) Only such rolling stock as shall be approved by the authorities of either 
Railway shall be received over at the junction ; and it shall be in the power of 
the authorities of each line to refuse to receive any rolling stock which may, for 
any reason, be considered unfit to run on the receiving Railway, 

(d) The cost of transhipment of goods from the vehicles of one line into vehi¬ 
cles of the other line at the junction, which is rendered necessary by the unsuit* 
ability of the rolling stock of either line for exchange, shall be paid by the Rail¬ 
way owning the unsuitable stock. 

{e) Open trucks containing damageable goods shall not be sent from one Eail¬ 
way to the other, without such notice as will admit of efficient arrangements 
being made for sheeting, if necessary. 

Clause XXV. 

Upon the termination of this Agreement, and in the event of works provided 
under it being no longer required by either of the two Railways, the amount of 
compensation to be paid by each Railway for Capital and other expenditure in 
the provision of joint works shall be determined by mutual agreement or if neces- 
eary, by arbitration as provided for in Clause XXVL 

Clause XXVI. 

All questions which may arise in carrying out these arrangements upon which 
the Traffic Managers of the two Railways cannot agree shall be referred to the 
Agent of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway and the Secretary to 
the Agent to the Governor-General for Bajputana in the Public Works Depart-: 
ment; and in case of any difference of opinion between the two Railways as to 
the construction of any part of this Agreement, or as to its application to any 
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lar case, it shall be open to either Railway to call lor an arbitration to be 
conducted in the ordinary way. 

Clause XXVII. 

This Agreement is subject to confirmation by the Board of Directors of the 
Jiombay, Baroda and Central India Railway and the Udaipur Darbar and the 
Government of India.

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II.-THE JAIPUR RESIDENCY. 


The headquarters of the Eesident, Jaipur, are at Jaipur. 



(1) Jaipur. 

The present State of Jaipur was. it is believed, founded by Dulha 
Eai about A.I). 1128. The family belong to the Eachwaha tribe of 
Rajputs and claim descent from Rama, Eing of Ajodhya, between whom 
and Dulha Rai one hundred and four generations are said to have inter¬ 
vened. At the time of the foundation of the Jaipur State Rajputana 
was divided among petty Rajput and Mina ('hiefs, all owing allegiance 
to the Hindu Kings who then ruled in Delhi. 

Jaipur for many years occupied a position of prominence among the 
States of Rajputana but after the establisbmeut of the Muhammadan 
Empire was soon compelled to come to terms with the invader. Raja 
Bhagwan Das allied himself by marriage with the Muhammadan Em¬ 
perors of Delhi: and the Jaipur family furnished the Empei’ors with some 
of their nio.st distinguished military leaders. At a later period the 
Rulers of Jaipur united with Udaipur and Jodhpur to resist the Muham¬ 
madan power. To regain the piuvilege of mairiage with the Udaipur 
family, which the Jaipur Rulers had forfeited hy matrimonial alliances 
with the Emperors, they agreed, on the occasion of such marriages, that 
a son by an Udaipur prince.ss should have the right to succeed to the 
State iu preference to elder sons hy other wives. This attempt to set 
aside the rights of elder sons brought great disasters both on Jaipur and 
Udaipur. 

The Mahratta supremacy over the Rajput States had succeeded that 
of the Muhammadans when the political relations of the British Govern> 
merit with Jaipur began in 1803. .Jagat Singh w'as then Maharaja of 
Jaipur. In pursuance of the general policy of the British Government 
at the commencement of the Mahratta war, to exclude the Mahrattas 
from Northern India by uniting the Rajput Pr inces in subsidiary alli¬ 
ances with the British Government, a Treaty (No. I) was concluded in 
1803 with Jagat Siugh. He, however, fulfilled his obligations very im¬ 
perfectly : and Lord Cornwallis, who had resolved to abandon the system 
of subBidiaty alliances, declared the connection with Jaipur to he dis¬ 
solved and withdrew the protection of the British Government from the 
State. But, before this resolution had been commnnicated, the Maha¬ 
raja had retrieved his credit by heartily co-operating against Holkai- 
With Lord Lake, who had thereupon assured him of continued support. 
The policy of Jjord Cornwallis,. however, was followed by Sir George 
Barlow, who, uotwithstaudiiig the remonstrance of Jjord I/ake based on 
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both of general policy and good faith, dissolved the allii 
'with Jaipur, 


The expediency of the dissolution of this alliance was considered 
very questionable by the Home Government, who in 1813 directed that 
Jaipur should again be taken under protection if an oppoi fcunity afforded. 
But owing to the outbreak of the war with Nepal, it was considered 
better to postpone any such measure until it could be adopted as part 
of the general scheme for the suppression of the Pindaris. In 1817, 
when negotiations were opened, it was found that the cancellation of 
the previous treaty had rendered the Jaipui' State reluctant to enter into 
a fresh alliance. In the following year (1818) owing to the manifest 
need for protection and the growing danger of isolation, as the British 
power expanded, Maharaja Jagat Singh decided to accept a Treaty 
(No. II) by which the protection of the British Government was 
extended to Jaipur. On his part he agreed to furnish troops at the 
requisition of the British Government, and to pay an annual tribute of 
eight lakhs of rupees until the revenue should exceed forty lakhs, after 
which five-sixteenths of the excess were to be paid in addition to the 
eight lakhs. The first duty urged on the Maharaja after the conclusion 
of the treaty was the resumption of the lands usurped by the nobles, and 
the reduction of the nobles to their proper relation of subordination lo 
the Maharaja. Through the mediation of Sir David Ochterlony Agree¬ 
ments (No. Ill) w'ere entered into in 1819 similar to those made at Udai¬ 
pur. The usurped lands were restored to the Maharaja and the nobler 
w^ere guaranteed in their legitimate riglits and possessions. 


Jagat Singh died, in 1818. He left no sons, and an attempt was made 
to put Mohan Singh, a distant relative, in power; but in April 1819 one 
of the Maharanis bore a posthumous son, Jai Singh, who was recognised 
as heir both by the Jaipur nobles and the British Government. His 
mother, who was known as the Bhatiauiji Maji, became Eegent. Till 
her death in 1833 Jaipur was a scene of corruption and misgovernment: 
and the British Government found it necessary to appoint an officer to 
reside at Jaipur, and to authorise him to take steps to improve the in¬ 
ternal administration of the State. 


The young Maharaja Jai Singh III died in 1835, leaving an infant 
son, Earn Singh. It was supposed that the Maharaja had been poisoned 
by one Jota Ram, who, in the time of the late Maharani, had acquired 
great power in the State and supplanted in the office of minister Rawal 
Bairisal, the nominee of the British Government. On the death of Jai 
Singh III the Agent to the Governor-Genetal proceeded to Jaipur to 
make enquiries, leform the administration and assume the guardianship 
of the infant heir. The strong measures which he adopted led to the 
formation of a conspiracy by Jota Ram. The Agent’s life was attempt-

Id his Assistant was murdered. The murderers were seized^ 
feciited by order of Eawal Bairisal, whom the Agent had appointed 
minister; and Jota Ram and his fellow conspirators were imprisoned for 
life in the fort of Chunar. 

Large arrears of tribute had accumulated during the long course of 
misgovernnieiit in efaipur, and the resources of the State were nearly 
ruined. Tn 1834 it again became necessary for the British Government 
to interfere in the internal administration, in which till then the Ohand- 
rawatji Maji, mother of the minor Maharaja Ram Singh, had been de 
facto Regent. A Council of .Rege.ncy, consisting of five of the principal 
nobles, was formed under tbe superintendence of the Political Agent, 
for whose decision all measures of importance were submitted; the army 
was reduced; every branch of the administration was refoiuned; and sati, 
slavery, and infanticide were prohibited. The tribute was found to be 
far in excess of a fair proportion of the revenue; and in 1842 a remission 
was made of forty-six lakhs of arrears, and the annual tribute was 
reduced to four lakhs. 

Maharaja Ram Singh did good service during the mutiny, for which 
he received a grant of the pargana of Kot Kasim under a promise to 
respect the revenue settlements made while the pargana was under 
British management. 


In 18G2 the Ruler of Jaipur received a Sanad of Adoption {see Part 
I, No. VIII): and in 1867 was granted a permanent salute of 17 guns. 

In February 1868 the Maharaja agreed (No. IV) to cede free of 
cost land required for railway purposes; to defray all necessary com¬ 
pensation for loss accruing to owners of land, houses, &c., in the land 
ceded; to make over full jurisdiction in the land ceded, short of sovereign 
rights, absolutely to tbe Britivsli Gorer^iment; and to surrender all transit 
and other duties on goods passing through, goods breaking bulk or con¬ 
veyed to or from the railway being charged either at the prevailing 
rates or at a tariff to be fixed thereafter. 


In July 1868 a Treaty (No. V) w’as concluded with the Jaipur State 
providing for the mutual extradition of persons charged with certain 
specified heinous offences. 

In 1869 a Treaty (No. VI) was concluded, by which the Maharaja 
leased for Rs. 2,75,000 a year the Jaipur share of the joint jurisdiction 
possessed by Jaipur and Jodhpur over the salt manufactured at Sam- 
hhar. The Darbar undertook not to levy any duty of any kind on 
British salt, and were entitled to receive from the British Government 
172,000 niauuds of salt annually at the rate of nine annas per maund, 
a royalty at the rate of 20 per cent, on the price per maund of any salt 
sold or exported in a year by the British Government in excess of 
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10 maunds, and 7,000 luaunds of good salt a year, free of all 
charges, for the use of the Darbar. In accordaJice with this treaty the 


Sambhar Lake Court, which, for certain purposes, is subordinate to the 
Court of the District Magistrate, Ajmej-, Avas established in ],870. 


^ In 1871 a Treaty (No. VII) was concluded, supplementary to the 
Treaty of 1818 (No. II). By this Treaty the reduction of the annual 
tribute from eight to four lakhs, which had actually taken place in 
1842, Avas formally recognised: and Article 0 of the Treaty of 1818, 
empowering the British Government to demand a,n additional tribute 
whenever the revenues of the State should ezceed forty lakhs of rupees, 
was cancelled. In return for these concessions, the Maharaja under¬ 
took, on the part t)f himself and his successors, to spend annually a 
reasonable sum on irrigation and other works of public utility Avithin the 
State. 


In 1879 an Agreement (No. YIII) Avas concluded, providing for the 
suppression of the manufacture of salt in Jaipur territory; for the aboli¬ 
tion of all dues of any kind on salt, sugar or other saccharine produce, 
with the exception of octroi, choongi, &c., levied on imports into towns 
Avith a population exceeding 6,000; and for the prevention of the import 
or exiiort of any but Britisli duty-paid salt. The Darbar exchanged 
their right to 172,000 maunds of salt a year, at nine annas a maund, for 
an annual payment frojo the British Government of Es. 4,00,000. 
They also granted to the British Government the management of the 
Kuchor Eawasa Sar, Articles 3, 5, 6, 10, 14, 16, and 10 of the Treaty of 
1809 (No. VI) being extended to the tract in question, in return for 
which the British- Government undertook to pay annually, through the 
Maharaja, lls. 8,000 to the Eao of Ehandela and Rs. 3,000 to the Thakur 
of Kuchor. As compensation for the lo.ss suffered by them through the 
abolition of salt works in the State, the British Government agieed to 
pay certain landholders, through the Maharaja, Rs. 2,309-1-7 a year. 


Maharaja Ram Singh died in 1880 without male issue, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by a relative named Nairn Singh, of the Isarda division of the 
Jhalai oranch of the family, who was nominated as his successor bv the 
Maharaja on Ins death-bed. The Government of India confirmed the 
selection, and Kama Singh succeeded under the name of Madho Singh 
II. During his minority the State was administered by a Cr>uncil of 
which the British Resident and the Maharaja Avere joint Presidents. 
Maharaja Madno Singh wm invested with full powers in 1882. 

In 1882 the Darbar remitted all transit duties on the roads leading 
to and from the raiLvay stations in Jaipur teiritory: and in 1884 the 
Maharaja abolished all transit duties throughout the Jaipur territory 
With the exception of the duty upon opium and intoxicating drugs. 
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i 1887 an Agreement (No. IX) was concluded, in modification of 
the I'jxti’adition Treaty of July 1868 (No. V). This agreement pro¬ 
vided that, in cases of extradition of offenders from British India to 
Jaipur, the procedure followed should be that for the time being 
in foine in British India. 


Between 1889 and 1891 the Maharaja raised a transport train for 
imperial Service purposes. It was employed on the Chitral expedition 
in 1895; was increased in 1896, and in 1897 took part in the Tirah 
expedition. 

In 1899 the Government of India entered into an Agreement (No. 
X) with the Maharaja for the effective control and discipline of the 
Imperial Service troops maintained by the State when serving beyond 
its frontier. 


In 1904 the Maharaja ceded (No. XI) full and exclusive power and 
jui'isdiction of every kind over the lands in his State which weie, or 
might thereafter be, occupied by the Bewari-Phulera Chord Railway. 
In the same year the Darbar agreed to surrender land free of charge for 
the construction and woz’king of the Nagda-Muttra Railway. 

In 190fi the Darbar concluded an Agreement (No. XII) with the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway for the working of the 
Jaipur State Railway between Sangaiier aiul Sawai Madhopur. 


On the outbreak of the Great War the Maharaja placed the entire 
resources of his State at tlie disposal of the Bzitish Government, and a 
portion of the Jaipur State Transport Corps served in the War. 

In 1918 the Agi'eement concluded in 1906 between the Jaipur Darbai' 
and tbe Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway was superseded by 
a fresh Agreement (No. XIII). This provides for the working by the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway of the State Railways from 
Sangaiier to Sawmi Madhopur, from Jaipur to Reengus and of such 
extensions on the metre gauge as the Darbar and the Company might 
agree to include in tlie revised Agreement. Clauses 1 (b), 7 (a), 12, 13 
and 19 («') of this Agreement were anieiuled* in 1920 owing to the 
adoption in that year of annual instead of half-yearly Capital and 
Revenue Accounts. 


In 1921 the Ruler of J aipiir was grunted a permanent local salute of 
19 guns within his own territories. 

Madho Singh died on the 7th September 1922, without male issue, 
and was succeeded by his adopted son Mor Mukat Singh, the second son 
of Thakur Sawai Singh of Tsarda, who was born on the 2l8t August 
1911 and took the family name of Man Singh on adoption by the Maha¬ 
raja. During his minority the State is administered, under the general 


• Amended clauses .are shown below iho original clauses in the Agreement. 
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of the Resident at Jaipui‘, by a Council presided over by a 
Political Officer whose services have been lent to the Darbar by the 
British Government. 

In 1924 the State enacted laws and regulations to give effect to the 
provisions ol the International Opium Convention of 1912. 

In 1924 the Jaipur Rarbar were granted a hereditary jagir yielding 
an annual revenue of Hs. 5,047, formed from lands in the Gurgaon dis¬ 
trict adjoining the Rot Kasim pargana of Jaipur, as compensation for 
lands acquired by the Government of India for the building of New 
Delhi, on the understanding that the Darbar will not be entitled to 
exercise any proprietary, jurisdictional or other rights and will parti¬ 
cipate in the profits or share the loss, should there be any increase or 
decrease in the revenue of the jagir villages. 

Extradition ai'rangements have been effected l>etween Jaipur and 
other States, both in and outside Raj p titan a. A list of these is given 
ill Appendix I, 

The area of the State is 16,682 square miles, and the population, ac¬ 
cording to the Census of 1921, 2,338,802. A large portion of the reve¬ 
nues of the State is alienated in jagirs and religious grants; but the 
available average annual receipts are Rs. 1,30,00,000.

The State possesses 972 serviceable and 1 unservic'eable guns. 

With effect from the 1st January 1922 the designation Imperial 
Service Troops ” was changed to ‘‘ Indian State Force3^\ 

The right of succession to the yaddi of Jaipur, in the event of the 
dml^xe of direct lieirs, is supposed to be vested in the Rajawats or 
descendants of the main stock of Prithi Raj, one of the foiuner Rulers, 
as distinct from the descendants of the other sons of Prithi Raj. Of 
these sons there were 12, to each of whom Prithi Raj gave estates 
known as the Bara (twelve) Kotris. The present number of Kotris is. 
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than 12, some having been obtained by descendants ot 
earlier Rulers, while some of the Kotris created by Prithi Raj are now 
extinct.

Kotputli (Kiiktiu). 

Subordinate to the Maharaja of Jaipur are several petty Chiefs of 
Sheikhawati, one of whom, the Raja of Khetri, holds the pargana of 
Kotputli (wdiich is in the Torawati Nizamat) as a fief of the British 
Government. Kotputli was granted by Lord Labe in 1803 to Raja 
Abhai Singh ot Khetri apd hia descendants in mtimrar tenure, subject 
to an annual payment of Ks. 20,001 (iSh). XIY). In 1806 the pargana 
was made over absolutely to the Raja of Ivfietri as a free gift in per¬ 
petuity (No. XVj. The eoiulitions of the grant were the immediate 
payinkit of Rs. 40,000; ihe promise of allegiance to the British Govern¬ 
ment; the preservation of good government; and the promotion of the 
welfare of the inhabitants, ^ 

In order to ])ut an end to the continued disorders in Khetri conse¬ 
quent on the contumacy and misconduct of the Rani, mother of the 
then Raja, Jaipur troops entered Khetri in March 1857, and arrange¬ 
ments were made for the adjuinistiatiou of tlie country through officials 
appointed by the Jaipur vState. On the subsequent expulsion of 
officials by the Rani, the Jaipur troops attacked and took the fort of 
Kotputli. The Jaipur State was thereupon required by the British 
Government to withdraAv its troops from Kotputli, and to restore that 
territory to the Raja of Khetri. 
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the death of Raja Fateh Singh in 18T0, the adoption of Ajit 
Singh was recognised by the British Gnveriiinent in so fai^ as it affected 
the succession to the pargana of Kotputli. 

At the request of the Raja ii special survey and revenue settlement of 
Kotputli wUvS made in 1889 by a British officer. On the expiry of thin 
settlement a new one was made hy the T)ai V>ar, with the (concurrence of 
the Resident, and completed in August 1905. Raja Ajit Singh, xipon 
whom the title of ** Bahadur was conferred by the Maharaja of Jai¬ 
pur as an hereditary distinction, died in 1901, and was succeeded by 
his son Jai Singh, during whose minority the Estate was under the 
management of the Jaipur Darhar. 

Jai Singh died in 1910 and was suc(?eeded by his nearevSt male rela¬ 
tive Amar Singh, son of Thakur Jaswnnt Singh of Alsisar. Raja Amar 
Singh was given full powers in 1918, but was deprived of them in 1923, 
when the Estate was placed under the management of the Jaipur Dar- 
bar. 

Amar Singh died on the Gth May 1927 and Avas succeeded by his son 
the present Raja Sardar Singh, born on the I6th March 1920. During 
his minority the Estate is administered by a Superintendent under the 
general supervision of the Jaipur Darbar. 

The approximate area of Kotputli is 235 s(|uare miles; the popula¬ 
tion, according to the Census of 1921, 44,981; and the revenue 
Rs. 1,71,006. 

The military forces of the Estate consist (1929) of 64 t^avalry, 232 
Infantry and 28 Artillery, with 8 serviceable and 20 unserviceable guns. 

The Estate was liable to the Najjarana rules until 1911 when, on the 
occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies w^ere abolished. 


(2) Kishengarh. 

The Ktshengarh family is an offshoot from Jodhpur. The founder of 
the State, Kishen Singh, second son of Maharaja TTdai-Singh of Jodh¬ 
pur, conquered the tract of country which now comprises Kishengarh 
and hecame its Ruler under the sign manual of Akbar in 1594. In 1818 
a Treaty of perpetual friendship and alliance and unity of interest 
(No. XYT) w'^as concluded with Maharaja Kalian Singh, containing the 
usual conditions of protection cm the part ( f the British Government, 
and subordinate co-operation and abstinence from political correspond- 
ence on the part of the Ruler. Maharaja Kalian Singh became involved 
in trouble with his nobles. The principal causes of quarrel were? his 
desire to crush the Raja of Fatehgarh, who had set up claims to inde¬ 
pendence but had been declared by the British Government to be a feu¬ 
datory of Kishengarh, and an attempt to commute the personal services 
of his feudatories for a money payment. The Maharaja fled to Delhi, 
where he bnsied himself in buying honorary privileges from the King;

the dis] 3 utes at Kishen^arh grew more serious, the insurgents 
seeking aid from Kotah mid the Maharaja from Bundi. In these dis¬ 
putes the British frontier was more than once violated by both parties. 
The (livSputants were therefore called on to desist from hostilities and to 
refer their quarrel to the mediation of Government: and the Maharaja 
was warned that, if he did not at once return to Kishengarh and interest 
himself in the affairs of his State, the Treaty with him would be abro' 
gated, and engagements would be formed with the insurgent Thakurs. 
In consequence of this threat Kalian Singh returned to Kishengarh; b\it, 
finding himself quite incapable of managing the State, he offered to farm¬ 
ing himself quite incapable of managing the State, he offered to farm 
it to the British Government and retire to Delhi. Government refused 
to ac(iept the lease of Kishengarh, but made no objection to Kalian 
Singh’s retirement to Delhi, and the fonnation of a regency 
during his absence. Mediation between the Ruler and the Thakurs 
was also authorised, hut the terms agreed upon were not to be 
guaranteed. The Maharaja meanwhile took up his residence at Ajmer, 
whither he was followed by his Thakurs, who agi'eed to leave the dis¬ 
pute tp the arbitration of the Maharaja of Jodhpur, provided the de¬ 
cision received the guarantee of the British Government; but this 
guarantee wns refused. The Tliakurs then proclaimed the heir-apparent 
as Maharaja; laid siege to the town of Kishengarh; and were on the 
point of capturing it, when the Maharaja accepted the mediation of the 
Political Ai?ent, through whom terms wiih the nobles were adjusted. 
The reconciliation with the nobles, however, was not sincere: and in 
1832 Kalian Singh retired from Kishengarh and abdicated in favour of 
his son Mokam Singh. 

Mokam Singh was succeeded in 1840 by his adopted son Prithi 
vSingh, 

In 1862 the Ruler of Kishengarh received a San ad of Adoption (see 
Part I, 7^0. VTTI). 


In 1867 the Ruler of Kishengarh w^as granted (TTo. XVII) a sum of 
Rs. 20,000 a year as compensation for the loss of income his State was 
expected to suffer owing to the introduction of the railway: and in the 
same year was granted a permanent salute of 15 guns. 

In 1868 an extradition Treaty (No. XVITI) was concluded with the 
Kishengarh State fpr the mutual surrender of persons charged with 
certain specified offences. This was modified in 1887 by an Agreement 
(No. XX) pi'oviding that, in cases of extradition of offenders from 
British India to Kishengarh, the procedure for the time being in force 
in British India should he followed. 

In 1873 the Raja of Fatehgarh asserted his independence of the 
Maharaja, and refused to pay allegiance to him. The Maharaja soli- 
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ae help of the British Government: and the Baja was 
in the event of his failing to comply with the legitimate dem 
of his feudal superior within six mouths, he would be coerced by 1 
of arms. The submission of the Raja rendered this unnecessary. 

In 1909 the Thikana lapsed to the State owing to the Baja, Maha 
raj Man Singh, who died heirless, taking part in a seditious conspiracy 
against the State. 


By a Treaty (No. XIX) concluded in 1879, the Maharaja agreed to 
supprevss the manufacture of salt throughout Kishengarh territory; to 
prohibit the import or consiimption within the State of any but British 
duty-paid salt; audio abolish transit duties and dues of any kind on all 
exports and imports. The Maharaja was however allowed to levy octroi, 
choongi, etc., on articles imported for actual consumption in towms with 
a population exceeding 5,000; and to levy duties on bhang, ganja, 
spirits, opium, and other intoxicating drugs. In return the British 
Government undertook to pay the Maharaja Bs. 25,000 a year; to deliver 
annually at Sambhar, free of cost and duty, 50 maunds of good salt 
for the use of the Maharaja, and to give as compensation to certain 
salt manufacturers a sum of Es. 5,000. 


Prithi Singh died in 1879, and was succeeded by his eldest son Sardul 
Singh, who died in 1900 and was succeeded by his only son, Madan 
Singh. During his minority the administration was conducted by a 
State Council under the general guidance and supervision of the Resid¬ 
ent at Jaipur. He was invested wdth full powders in 1905. 


In 1908 the Government of India recognised the title of TJnidae 
Bajahae Baland Makan,’’ conferred in 1707 by the Emperor Bahadur 
Shah on Maharaja Raj Singh, whose predecessor, Maharaja Man Singh, 
had also been granted the title of Umdae Rajahae by the Em¬ 
peror Aurangzeb in 1698. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Maharaja placed the resources 
of his State at the disposal of Government, and himself served in the 
War. 


In 1923 the Darbar enacted laws and regulations to give effect to 
the provisions of the International Opium Convention of 1912. 


In 1926 the Government of India sanctioned the payment of a sum 
of Rs. 7,000 per annum to the Kishengarh Darbar for the 3 years 1922- 
23 to 1924-25 and Rs. 8,000 a year wdth effect from the 1st April 1925, 
as compensation for the loss of their water rights in the catchment 
area of the Sambhar Salt Lake in the Rupnagar valley. 


Madan Singh died on the 25th September 1926, leaving no male 
issue. As the birth of a posthumous heir was considered possible, the 
question of sxiccession was kept temporarily in abeyance; but all hope. 
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_ cli an heir was abandoned, under medical advice, on the 16th Novem¬ 
ber 1926, when the Government of India approved the succession of 
Madan Singh's cousin, the prevsent Maharaja Yagya Narayan Singh, 
born on the 26th January 1896. His Majesty the Kiiig-Etnperor’s re¬ 
cognition of his succession was announced by the Resident, Jaipur, at a 
Darbar held at Kishengarh on the 24th November 1926. 

Extradition arrangements have been effected between Ei.shengarh 
and otlier States both in and outside Rajputana. A liw^t of these is given 
in Appendix I. 

The area of the Kishengarh State is 858 square miles; the popula¬ 
tion, according to the Census of 1921, 77,734; and the revenue 
Ra. 7,50,000, excluding jagirs and religious grants. 

The militaiy forces of the State consist (1929) of 36 (Javalry, 100 In¬ 
fantry and 27 Artillery men with 31 serviceable and 34 unserviceable 
guns, 

(3) Lawa. 


On the 1st Aiigust 1867 the uncle of the Chief of liawa, a tributary of 
Tonk, was treacherously murdered together with a party .of his followers 
niunbering fourteen men.. The evidence fnlly proved that the crime 
was perpetrated with tlm knowledge and at the instigation of Muham¬ 
mad Ali Khan. Nawab of Tonk. The Nawab was consequently deposed, 
and a proclamation to tlmt effect was issued to the people of Tonk iq-v., 
Part IV). 

Lawa was declared a se])arate Chiefsliip under the protection of the 
British Goveinment, and the heirs of the murdered men received main¬ 
tenance through the BritivSli Government out of the revenues of Tonk. 
The Chiefship consists of one ioAvn only, with its surroundings. 

Lawa formerlv paid an annual tribute of Rs. 3,000 to Tonk. ()m the 
separation of Lawa. from Tonk, this tribute became payable to the 
British Goveriiment. It was as<‘ertained that liawa held certain Bhutn 
rights within Tonk territory, of the annual value of Rs. 275: it had 
not been the practice to set off one claim against the other, and Inuch 
ill-feeling had been produced between Tonk and Lawa by the existence 
of these rights. It was decided therefore that Tonk should retain the 
amount of the Bhum claims, and that the balance of the former annual 
payment to Tonk should, it* the first instance, be applied to relieving 
the Estate from debt, the claim to trilnite being temporarily held in 
abeyance. 

In 1879 the Thakur agreed (No. XXI) to suppress altogether any 
manufacture of salt within the Estate; to prohibit the importation oi 
consumption of any hut British duty-paid salt: and to abolish transit 
duties and dues of all kinds on all articles, except excise duties on 
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ig, ganja, spirits, opium, and oilier intoxicating drugs. In return 
tlie British. Government undertook to pay the Thakur Rs. 700 a year, 
and to deliver yearly at Samhhur, free of cost and duty, ten maunds 
of good salt for the use of the Thakur. 

In 188f3, the Estate having been cleared of debt, it was decided that 
the Chief should pay to the Government of India an annual tribute of 
Es. 225. 

Thakur Dhirat Singli, who had succeeded to the Chiefship in 1865, 
died in 1892 without heir, either natural or adopted. His nephew 
Matigal Singh who, like his predecessor, was a Kaclihwalui Ilajput, and 
his family an offshoot of the Jaipur house, was elected as Ids successor, 
lie died in 1921, leaving no male issue. 

There were two candidates for the succession: Madho Singh, son of 
Sultan Singh, a step-brother of the late Raja, and Raghuhir Singh, son 
of Umrao Singh. It was decided to dist(ualify Madho Singh on the 
ground of grave suspicion that he had been concerned in a heinous 
offence. Raghnbir Singh was eventually elected by the Lawa brother¬ 
hood, and in November 1922 the Government of India selected him as 
Chief of Lawa. 

In 1922 the Estate enacted laws and regulations to give effect to the 
provisions of the Intern a tional Opium Convention of 1912. 

Thakur Raghuhir Singh died on the 30th December 1929 and was 
succeeded by his minor son, the [U’esent Thakur Bans Pradeep Singh, 
horn on the 24th September 1923. During his minority the Estate is 
managed, under the geneiul supervision of the Resident, Jaipur, hy a 
Kamdar who has been invested with the powers of a Magistrate of the 
2nd Class in criminal cases and in civil cases those of a Munsiff to hear 
suits up to a limit of RvS, 200. 

The Thakur of I^awa manages his own Estate in revenue matters. 
In judicial matters, he has, with certain limitations, the powers of a 
Magistrate of the First Class in criminal cases, and in civil cases those 
of a Munsiff having power to hear suits up to a limit of Es. 1,000. 
All appeals from tlie Thakur’s decision lie to the Resident, Jaipur, who 
exercises residuary powers as District Magistrate and District and Ses¬ 
sions Judge, and disposes of original work, Civil and Criminal alike, 
which the Thakur is not empowered to deal with. 

The area of Lawa is 19 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 2,262; and tlie revenue about Rs. 50,000. 

The Estate was liable to the Naiiarana rules until 1911 when, on the 
occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were abolished.

the British possessions and Captain-General of all the British land forces 
in the East Indies, in behalf of the Honourable the English East India 
Company, and by Maharajah Dheeraj Raj Rajinder Sbwaee Jugut Sing 
Bahadoor, in behalf of himself, his heirs and successors. 


Article 1. 

A firm and permanent friendship and alliance is established between the 
Honourable the English Company and Maharajah Dheeraj Juggiit Sing Bahadoor 
and between their heirs and successors. 


Article 2. 

Whereas friendship has been established between the two States the friends 
and enemies of one of the parties shall be considered the friends and enemies of 
both, and an adherence to this condition shall be constantly observed by both 
States. 

Article 3. 

The Honourable Company shall not interfere in the Government of the coun¬ 
try now possessed by Maharajah Dheeraj, and shall not demand tribute from 
him. 

Article 4. 

In the event of any enemy of the Honourable Company evincing a disposi¬ 
tion to invade the country lately taken possession of by the Honourable Company 
in Hindostan, Maharajah Dheeraj shall send the whole of his forces to the assist¬ 
ance of the Company’s army, and shall exert himself to the utmost of his power 
in repelling the enemy, and shall neglect no opportunity of proving his friendship 
and attachment. 
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Whereas, in consequence of the friendship established by the second Article 
of the present Treaty, the Honourable Company become guarantees to the Maha¬ 
rajah Dheeraj for the security of his country against external enemies, Maharajah 
Dbeeraj hereby agrees, that if any misunderstanding should arise between him 
and any other State, Maharajah Dheeraj wiU, in the first instance, submit the 
cause of dispute to the Company’s government, that the government may endeav¬ 
our to settle it amicably. If from the obstinacy of the opposite party no ami¬ 
cable terms can be settled then Maharajah Dheeraj may demand aid from the 
Company’s government. In the event above stated it will be granted; and 
Maharajah Dheeraj agrees to take upon himself the charge of the expense of such 
aid, at the same rate as has been settled with tlie other Chieftains of Hindoatan. 


Article 6. 

Maharajah Dheeraj hereby agrees, although he is in reality the master of his 
own army, to act during the time of war, or prospect of action, agreeably to the 
advice and opinion of the Commander of the English army which may be em¬ 
ployed with his troops. 

Article 7. 

The Maharajah shall not entertain in his service, or in any manner give admis¬ 
sion to, any English or French subjects, or any other person from among the in¬ 
habitants of Europe, without the consent of the Company’s government. 

The above Treaty, comprised in seven Articles, has been duly concluded and 
confirmed by the seal and signature of His BxoeUenoy General Gerard Lake, at 
Surhindee, in the Soobah of Akburrabad, on the 12th day of December 1803 of 
the Christian era, corresponding with the 26th of Shabaan 1218 Hegira, and with 
the 14th of Poos 1860 Sumbat; and under the seal and signature of Maharajah 
Dheeraj Raj Rajinder Scwaeo Juggut Sing Bahadoor at on the 

12th day of December 1803 of the Christian era, corresponding with the 
of 1218 Hegira, and with the of 1860 Sumbat. 

When a Treaty, containing the above seven Articles, shall be delivered to Maha¬ 
rajah Dheeraj under the seal and signature of His Excellency the Most Noble 
Governor-General in Council, the present Treaty, under the seal and signature 
of His Excellency General Lake, shall be returned.

and by Thakoor Rawul Byree Saul Nati'awut, on the part of Raj 
Rajindbr Sree Maharaj Dhebraj Sewaee Juggut Sing Bahadoor, 
according to full powers given by the Rajah,— 1818. 


Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance, and unity of interest between 
the Honourable Company and Maharajah Juggut Sing and his heirs and succes¬ 
sors, and the friends and enemies of one party shall be the friends and enemies 
of both parties. 

Article 2. 

The British Government engages to protect the territory of Jeypore and to 
expel the enemies of that principality. 


Article 3. 

Maharajah Sewaee Juggut Sing and his heirs and successors will act in sub¬ 
ordinate oo-operation with the British Government and acknowledge its supre^ 
maijy ; and will not have any connection with other Chiefs and States. 


Article 4. 

The Maharajah and his heirs and successors will not enter into negotiation 
with any Chief or State without the knowledge and sanction of the British Gov¬ 
ernment ; but the usual amicable correspondence with friends and relations shall 
continue. 

Article 5. 

The Maharajah and his heirs and successors will not commit aggressions on 
any one. If it happen that any dispute arise with any one, it shall be submitted 
to the arbitration and award of the British Government. 


Article 6. 

Ti-ibute shall be paid in perpetuity by the principality of Jeypore to the British 
Government through the treasury of Delhi, according to the following detail 
First year from the date of this Treaty, in consideration of the devastation which 
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'^evailed for years in the Jeypore country, tribute excused. Second year, 
four lakhs of Delhi Rupees. Third year, five lakhs. Fourth yeax, six lakhs. 
Fifth year, seven lakhs. Sixth year, eight lakhs. 

Afterwards eight lakhs of Delhi Rupees annually, until the revenues of the 
Principality exceed forty lakhs. 

And when the Rajah's revenues exceed forty lakhs five-sixteenths of the excess 
shall be paid in addition to the eight lakhs above mentioned. 


Article 7. 

The principality of Jeypore shall furnish troops Recordings to its means, at 
the requisition of the British Government. 


Article 8. 

The Maharajah and his heirs and successors shall remain absolute rulers of 
their territory and their dependents according to long established usage; and 
the British civil and criminal jurisdiction shall not be introduced into that prin¬ 
cipality. 

Article 9. 

Provided that the Maharajah evince a faithful attachment to the British Gov¬ 
ernment, his prosperity and advantage sliall be favourably considered and attended 
to. 

Article 10. 

This Treaty of ten Articles having been concluded and signed and sealed by 
Mr. Charle.s Theophilus Metcalfe and Thakoor Rawiil Byree Saul Nattawut, the 
ratifications of the same by His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor-General 
and Raj Rajinder Sree Maharaj Deheraj Sewaee Juggut Sing Bahadoor shall be 
mutually exchanged within one month from the present date.

Let it be represented to the Bae Saheba on the part of all the Thakoors and 
Mootsuddees, that until the Maharajah Sirree Sewaee Jey Sing Jee shall arrive 
at the years of discretion, none of us will appropriate any of the Khalsa lands for 
our own use, and will all faithfully perform our duty towards the State.

From His Highness the Maharaja of Jeypoor to tlie Political Agent 
at Jbypoor, dated 5th February 1868. 

On reconsideration of the whole subject connected with the Railway ques¬ 
tion, which has come before me since I last had the pleasure of conversing with 
you about it, I have made up my mind to withdraw the conditions submitted 
by me, simply repeating my consent to those originally proposed by the Govern¬ 
ment of India in letter No. 721, dated 24th March 1865. 

In communicating the decision I have thus come to I have simply to state 
that I rely fully on Government protecting my interests in every possible w^ay 
when I may have occasion to need its interference, and seeing that all points in 
dispute are settled strictly in accordance, not only with the principles of law and 
justice, but the circumstances of the country, and the manners, customs, and 
feelings of its people. 
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Extradition Treaty between the British Government and His Highness 
S. Ram Singh, Maharajah of Jeypobe, q.o.s.i., his heirs and success 
sors, executed on the one part by Major William H. Beynon, Poli¬ 
tical Agent at the Cogrt of Jbyfore, under authority from Lieute¬ 
nant-Colonel Wn.LiAM Frederick Eden, Agent to the Governor- 
General for the States of Rajpootana, in virtue of the full powers 
vested in him by His Excellency the Right Hon’ble Sir John Laird 
Mair Lawrence, Baronet, g.o.b., and Viceroy and Governor- 

General of India, and on the other part by Nawab Mahomed Fyz Ali 
Khan Bahadoor, in virtue of the full powers conferred on him by 
Maharajah Ram Singh aforesaid,—1868. 


Article 1. 

That any person, whether a British or Foreign subject, committing a heinous 
offence in British territory, and seeking shelter within the limits of the Jeypore 
State, shall be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the 
former, on requisition in the usual manner^ 


Article 2. 

That any person, being a subject of Jeypore, committing a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Jeypore State, and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the former, 
on requisition in the usual manner. 


Article 3. 

That any person, other than a Jeypore subject, committing a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Jeypore State, and seeking asylum in British territory^ 
will be apprehended and the case investigated by such Court as the British Govern¬ 
ment may direct. As a general rule such oases will be tried by the Court of the 
Political Officer itt whom the political supervision of the Jeypore State may at 
the time be vested. 

Article 4. 

That in no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence, except on requisition, duly made by, or by the author¬ 
ity of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall be charged to 
have been committed, and also upon such evidence of criminality as, according 
to the laws of the country in which Hie person accused shall be found, would justify 
his apprehension and sustain the charge if the offence had been there committed.

The expense of any apprehension, detention, or surrender, made in virtue of 
the foregoing stipulations, shall be borne and defrayed by the Government mak¬ 
ing the requisition.

THE Right Hon'ble Richard Southwell Bourke, Earl of Mayo, Vis¬ 
count Mayo of Monycrowjsr, Baron Naas of Naas, k,p., g.m.s.i., p.o., 
(fee., (fee., (fee., Viceroy and Governor-General of India, and on the other 
part by Nawab Mahomed Falz Ali Khan, Bahadur, in virtue of the full 
powers conferred on him by Maharajah Ram Sing, aforesaid,—1869. 

Article L 

Subject to the conditions contained in the following Agreement the Govern¬ 
ment of Jeypore will lease to the Britisli Government its right of manufacturing 
and of selling salt within the limits of the territory bordering on the Sambhur 
Lake, as Jierein after defined in Article 4, and of levying duties on salt produced 
within such limits. 

Article 2. 


This lease shall continue in force imtil such time as the British Government 
desires to relinquish it, iirovided that the British Government shall give notice 
to the Government of Jeypore of its intention to terminate the arrangement two 
full years previous to the date on which it desires the lease to cease. 


Article 3. 

To enable the British Government to carry on the manufacture and sale of 
salt at the Sambhur Lake, the Jeyjiore Government shall empower the Britisli 
.Government and all officers appointed by the British Government for such pur¬ 
poses to enter and search, in case of suspicion, houses and aU other places, en¬ 
closed or otherwise, within the limits hereinafter defined, and to arrest and punish 
with fine, imprisonment, confiscation of goods, or otherwise, any and all persons 
detected within such limits in the violation of any of the rules or regulations which 
may be laid down by the British Government in regard to the manufacture, sale, 
or removal of salt, or the prevention of unlicensed manufacture or smuggling. 

Article 4. 

The strip of territory bordering on the shores of the lake, including the town 
of Sambhur and twelve other hamlets, and comprehending the whole of the terri¬ 
tory now subject to the joint jurisdiction of the States of Jeypoie and Jodhpore, 
shall be demarcated, and the whole space enclosed by such line of demarcation 
as well as such portions of the lake itself or of its dry bed as are now under the 
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joint jurisdiction shall be held to constitute the limits within which the British 
Government and its officers are authorized to exercise the jurisdiction referred to 
in Article 3. 

Articlb 5. 


Within the said limits, and so far as such measures may be necessary for tho 
protection or furtherance of the manufacture, sale, or removal of salt, the pre- 
vention of smuggling and the enforcement of the rules laid down in accordance 
with Article 3 of this Agreement the British Government, or the officers by it 
empowered, shall be authorized to occupy land for building or other purposes, 
to construct roads, erect barriers, hedges, or buildings, and to remove buildings 
or other property. If any land paying land revenue to the Government of Jey- 
pore be occupied under the authority of the British Government for any of the 
purposes aforesaid, the British Government shall pay to the Government of Jey- 
pore an annual rent equal to the amount of such revenue. In every case in which 
anything involving injury to private property shall be done by the British Gov* 
ernment or its officers under this Article one month’s previous notice shall be 
given to the Government of Jeypore, and in all such cases proper compensation 
shall be paid by the British Government on account of such injury. In case of 
difference between the British Government or its officers and the owner of such 
property as to the amount of the compensation such amount shall be determined 
by arbitration. The erection of any buildings within the said limits shall not 
toeftr cn the British Government any proprietary right in the land, which, on tho 
termination of the lease, shall revert to the Government of Jeypore, with all build¬ 
ings or materials left thereon by the British Government. No temples or places 
of religious worship shall be interfered with. 


ARTion® 6. 

Under the authority of the Jeypore Government the British Government 
shall constitute a Court, presided over by a competent officer, who shall usually 
hold his sittings within the abovementioned limits for the trial and punishment 
on conviction, of all persons charged with violations of the rules and regulations 
referred to in Article 3, or offences connected therewith; and the British Govern¬ 
ment is authorized to cause the confinement of any such offenders sentenced to 
imprisonment either within the aforesaid limits or within its own territories as 
may seem to it most fitting. 

Article 7. 

Prom and after the date of the commencement of the lease the British Gov¬ 
ernment will from time to time fix the price at which salt manufactured within 
the said limits, other than the salt to be delivered under the second clause of this 
Article, shall be offered for sale. The Jeypore Government shall be entitled to 
receive annually at the place of manufacture from the British Government, for 
the consumption of the Jeypore State, any quantity of salt which the Jeypore 
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timent may demand, not exceeding one hundred and soventy-two thousand 
72,000) British Indian maunds, paying for the same at the rate of nine (9) annas 
(British Currenoy) per mannd. The Jeypore Grovemment will be at liberty to 
sell suoh salt at any price that it may fix. 


Article 8, 

Of the stocks of salt owned jointly by the Governments of Jeypore and Jodh- 
poro, and existing within the said limits at the commencement of the lease, the 
share belonging to the Jeypore Government being the half of the stocks above- 
mentioned shall bo transferred by the said Government to the British Govern¬ 
ment on the following tenns :—‘In accordance with custom the Government of 
Jeypore will transfer its share in five hundred and ten thousand (510,000) British 
Indian maunds of salt to the British Government free of cost. The price to be 
paid for the share of the Jeyi^ore Government in the remainder of the said stocks 
shall be reckoned at six and a half annas (6j) per British Indian maunds and 
payment shall be made at this rate by the British Government to the Govern¬ 
ment of Jeypore, provided that the said payment of six and a half annas per 
mannd to the Government of Jeypore shall only commence when salt in excess 
of eight hundred and twenty-five thousand (825,000) British Indian maunds is 
sold or exported by the British Government in any year, and then only on the 
share of siioh excess which belongs to the Government of Jeypore; and until the 
aggregate of such yearly excesses amounts to the full quantity of the stocks of 
salt transferred over and above the said five hundred and ten thousand British 
Indian maunds, the British Government shall not pay the royalty of 20 per cent, 
on the sale price of such excess, as provided in Article 12 . In reckoning the said 
eight hundred and twenty-five thousand maunds the amount of salt reserved 
for the consumption of the Jeypore State under clause 2 of Article 7 shall be in-» 
eluded. 

Article 9. 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatsoever, shall be levied by 
the Jeypore Government, or shall by it be permitted to be levied by any other 
person, on any salt manufactured or sold by the British Government within iho 
said limits, or while in transit through the Jeypore territory and covered by a 
British pass, en route, to any place outside the Jeypore territory, provided that 
on all salt delivered under Article 7, or sold for consumption within the territory 
of Jeypore, the Government of that State will be at liberty to levy whatever tax 
it may please. 

Article 10. 

Nothing in this Agreement shall be held to bar the sovereign jurisdiction of 
the Joypore Government, within the aforesaid limits in all matters, civil and cri¬ 
minal, not connected with the manufacture, sale or removal of salt, or the pre- 
vention of unlicensed manufacture or smugghng. 


WNlST/fy 
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The Government of Joypore shall be relieved of all expenses whatsoever con¬ 
nected with the manufacture, sale, and removal of salt, and the prevention of 
unlicensed manufacture, or smuggling within the limits aforesaid; and, in con¬ 
sideration of the lease granted to it, the British Government agrees to pay to the 
Jeypore Government, in two half-yearly instalments, an annual rent of one hundred 
and twenty-five thousand (1,25.000) Rupees, British Currency, on account of 
the share of the Jeypore Government in the salt sold within the said limits and 
one hundred and fifty thousand (1,50,000) Rupees, British Currency, in compen¬ 
sation for duties on salt now levied by the Jeypore Government and surrendered 
under the present Agreement; and the total sum of such annual rent, amount¬ 
ing to two hundred and seventy-five thousand (2,75,000) Rupees, British Currency, 
shaU be paid without reference to the quantity of salt actually sold in, or exported 
from, the said limits. 


Article 12. 

If the amount of salt sold in, or exported from, the said limits by the British 
Government in any year shall exceed eight lumdred and twenty-five thousand 
(825,000) British Indian maunds, the British Government shall pay to the Gov¬ 
ernment of Jeypore on all such excess (sub.sequent to the exhaustion of the stocks 
referred to in Article 8) a royalty at the rate of 20 per cent, on the iirice per maund, 
which shall have been fixed a.s the selling price imder the first clause of Article' 
7. In the event of any doubts arising as to the amount of salt on which royalty 
is claimable m any year the accounts rendered by the princiiml British officer 
in charge at Sambhur shall be deemed conclusive evidence of the amounts actually 
sold or exported by the British Government within the periods to which they 
refer, provided that the Jejqiore Government shall not bo debarred from deputing 
one of its own oJfioers to keep a record of sales for its own satisfaction. 


Article 13. 

The British Government agrees to deliver annually (7,000) seven thousand 
British Indian maunds of good salt, free of all charges, for the use of the Jeypore 
Durbar; such .salt to be delivered at the phme of mauufacture to any officer em¬ 
powered by the Joypore Government to receive it. 


Article 14. 

Tlie British Government .shall have no claim on the land or other revenue 
unconnected with salt, payable from the town'of Sambhur, or other vifiagos or 
lands jncluded within the limits aforesaid. 
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The Biitiflli Government shall not »ell any salt outside the limits aforesaid 
within the Jeypore territory. 


Article 16. 

If any person employed by the British Government within the said limits 
shall have absconded after committing an oflence, or if any person shall have 
absconded after committing a breach of the rules laid down under Article 3, the 
Jeypore Government shall, on sufficient evidence of his criminality, make every 
effort to cause his arrest and surrender to the British authorities within the said 
limits, in case of his passing through, or taking refuge in, any part of the Jeypore 
territories. 


Article 17. 

None of the conditions of this Agreement shall have effect until the British 
Government shall actually assume charge of the manufacture of salt within the 
said limits. The British Government may determine the date of so assuming 
charge, provided that such date shall be one of the dates following, viz., the Ist 
November 1839, the Ist May or the 1st November 1870, or the lat May 1871. 
If such charge ho not assumed on or before the 1st May 1871 the conditions of 
this Agreement shall be null and void.

No. 2112 P.—Whereas by Notifications, No, 505-P., dated 18th March 1870, 
and No. 2091-P., dated 30th November 1870, and in accordance with treaties 
made between the British Government and His Highness the Maharaja of Jey- 
poor, and His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpoor, respectively, a Court known 
as the Sambhur Lake Court was established, and the local limits of its jurisdic¬ 
tion were defined; and whereas the powers of the presiding Judge were described 
by reference to the late Code of Criminal Pr(x;edure, Act No. XXV of 1861 ; and 
whereas the said Act has been repealed and re-enacted with amendments by Act 
No. X of 1872; and whereas it is desirable to consolidate the aforesaid notifica¬ 
tions, and to describe the powers of Ure Judge of the said Court with reference 
to the said Act X of 1872, as amended by Act XI of 1874 : In supersession of 
the aforesaid notifications, the following revised notification is published for general 
information 


Whereas by a Treaty dated the 7th day of August 1869, and made between 
the British Government and His Highness the Maharaja of Jeypoor, and by a 
Treaty dated the 22nd* day of November 1869, and made between the British 
Government and His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpoor, to enable the British 
Government to carry on the manufacture and sale of salt at the Sambhur Lake, 
it was (amongst other things) agreed that the Governments of Jeypoor and Jodh¬ 
poor should empower the British Government, and all officers appointed by the 
British Government in this behalf, to enter and search, in case of suspicion, houses 


and all other places, enclosed or otherwise within the limits noted on the margin, 

and to arrest and punish with fine, 
imprisonment, confiscation of goods, 
or otherwise, all persons detected

who, if he see fit, may send for the record of the case, and may confirm, reverse,- 
or modify the sentence, or pass any other orders not inconsistent with the rules 
aforesaid.

Agreement between the British Government and His Highness Sewai Ram 
Sing, Maharaja of Jeypore, o.c.s.i., hk heirs and successors, executed on 
the one part by Colonel Wiluam Howell Beynon, Political Agent, Jey¬ 
pore, under authority from Major E. R. 0. Bradford, c.s.i., Agent to the 
Governor-Geneeal for the States of Eaiputana, in virtue of the full powers 
vested in him by the Governor-General of India in Council, and on the other 
part by Thakoor Fitttrh Sing, Prime Minister to the Maharaja of Jeypore, 
in virtue of the full powers conferred upon him by the Maharaja,—1879, 

Whereas the British Government is desirous of abolishing artificial restric¬ 
tions on, and impediments to, internal trade, and wdth this object proposes to 
abolish the Inland Customs Line, and has already remitted the duty thereat lev¬ 
ied on sugar and other saccharine produce exported from British territory into 
Jeypore and other Native States ; 

And whereas the Maharaja of Je} 7 )ore is willing, under certain conditions, 
to co-operate with the British Government in giving effect to this measure, both 
by making such arrangements in his own State as will facilitate the abolition 
of the said line without risk to the Imperial salt revenue, and by abolishing, of 
his own accord, for the relief of his subjects, all duties on salt, sugar, and other 
saccharine produce entering, leaving, or passing through his otate : 

The following Articles are agreed upon :— 

Article 1. 

The Maharaja of Jeypore agrees to suppress, and absolutely prohibit and 
prevent, the manufacture of salt within any part of the Jey})ore State, whether 
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^ luidor the guise of raaiiufaotunog saltpetre or other saline 
ex^>t at the Sambhur Lake and the Knchor-Rewasa Snrr^ and to destroy and 
erase all other existing salt works, so that salt cannot be there made : 



Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to prohibit tbe 6o?»4 fide 
manufacture of saltpetre at any work now existing within the Jeypore Stata* of 
the opening at any time, vnth the previous knowledge of the Political Agent, or 
snch new saltpetre works as the Maharaja of Jeypore may consider necessary. 


Artiolk 2. 

In consideration of the uniform annual payment by the British Government 
of a net sum of four lakhs of ruj>eea (British currency) year by year, the Maha¬ 
raja of Jeypore agrees to transfer to the British Government the one hundred 
and seventy-two thousand (172,000) maunds of Sambhnr salt, which the said 
Maharaja is under Article 7 of the Sambhur Lake Treaty (exchanged and ratified 
on the 7th of August 186^), annually entitled to receive on payment of nine annas 
per maund. The said four lakhs shall be paid in half yearly instalments, the first 
instalment being paid six months after the date on which this Agreement comes, 
into force. 

Article 3. 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatsoever shall be levied by 
or with the permisaion or knowledge of, the Maharaja of Jeypore on salt, whether 
exported from, imported into, carried through, or consumed within, the Jeypore 
State, anything in Article 9 of the aforesaid >Sambhur Lake Treaty to tbe contrary 
notwithstanding: 

Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to aftect in any way the 
provisiona of A Hide 11 of the said Treaty. 

AimcLE 4. 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatsoever, shall be leaded oy, 
or with the permission or knowledge of, tbe Maharaja of Jeypore on sugar or otbei 
saccliarine produce, whether exported from, or imported into, or carried through, 
the Jeypore State : 

Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to prohibit the levy, ac¬ 
cording ^ present practice, by the Maharaja of Jeypore of octroi, choongi, or 
other cess or duty on the aforesaid articles when imported into towns the popula¬ 
tion of which exceeds 5,000 inhabitants. 

Article 5. 

The Maharaja of Je 3 rpore agrees to forbid the importation into, or the export¬

If any stocks of salt be found to exist within the Jeypore State at the time 
when this Agreement comes into force the Maharaja will,, If so required by the 
British Government, take possession of such stocks of salt, and will give the owners 
thereof the option either of transferring the salt to the British Government at 
such equitable valuation as His Highness may fix, in concurrence with the Poli¬ 
tical Agent, or of paying the said Agent such duty, not exceeding two rupees 
eight annas per maund, on such salt as the Governor-General in Council may 
fix. In the event of the owners as aforesaid accepting the latter alternative they 
shall he allowed to retain the salt on which the said duty may have been paid, 
but not otherwise. 

Artiolk 7. 


The Maharaja of Jeypore agrees to permit and authorize the British Govern¬ 
ment to assume the management of the Kuchor-Bewasa Snrr, or salt source, and 
of the works therein situated pertaining to the villages of Rewasa, Kuchor, Nimboya, 
and Mundpoora. 

The Maharaja of Jeypore will cause a line of demarcation to be laid down, 
in consultation with the Political Agent, enclosing the whole of the said salt source, 
and will extend the provisions of Articles 3, 6, 6, and 16, of the aforesaid Sambhur 
Lake Treaty, so far as they may be applicable, to the tract so enclosed. The 
British Government agree to the extension of Articles 10, 14, and 15 of the said 
Treaty to the said tract. 

Hie Britisli Government shall be at liberty at any time to close the said salt 
works, and shall further be bound to close them whenever the Maharaja of Jey¬ 
pore shall so require. Provided that, in the event of the works being closed at 
the requisition of the Maharaja of Jeypore due notice of his intention to termi¬ 
nate the arrangement shall be given by him twelve months prior to the date on 
which he desirevS the works to be closed ; and the Maharaja of Jeypore agrees 
lio pay 'tb the British Government fair compensation for all standing works and 
huildingfl within the line of demarcation. After the closure in either case of the 
^id works all manufacture shall be thereat suppressed as provided in Article 1 
of this Agreement. So long as the British Government shall retain the manage¬ 
ment of this source they engage to pay yearly on account thereof, through the 
Maharaja of Jeyporo, to the Kao of Khandela the sum of Rupees (8,000) eight 
thousand, and to the Thakoor of Kuchor the sum of Rupees (3,000) three thousand. 
Any compensation due to these two landholders after the closure of the works 
shall be naid by the Government causing such closure.

Article 11. 

Nothing herein contained shall bo deemed to affect any Treaty now exist¬ 
ing between the British, Government and the Maharaja of Jeypore,. except as 
hereinbefore explicitly provided in Article 3, or in so far as any of its provisions 
may be repugnant hereto. 

Article 12. 

This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed by the British 
Government.

MEMORANDUM. 

The Maharaja of Jeypore haying rcquosted that something definite may be 
laid down as to the disposal of the salt necessarily evolved in the process of salt¬ 
petre manufacture the undersigned has the honour to explain that this is a matter 
which the British Government desire to leave to the discretion of His Highness. 

The British Government would, however, suggest that the Maharaja of Jey^ 
pore should cause a duty to he levied on all such salt at the same rate as may 
at the time be levied on salt manufactured at the Sambhur Lake, and that the 
duty thus levied, less, say, 10 per cent, for costs of collection, should be credited 
to the British Government. If, however, the Maharaja of Jeypore preferred 
it, be could take possession of the salt and make it over to some official of the 
British Goveriitnent at Sambhur or Kuchor-Rewasa ; or he could cause it to be 
sold by aiiction on the spot, making over any surplus in excess of the duty to the 
producer. 

The amount, however, is so small that, as T have already explained, the British 
Government would de^re to leave the matter wholly in the hands of the Maha-. 
raja of Jeypore, and it was on this account that no mention of the matter was 
deemed necessary in the Agreement. 
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No. 2. 

MEMORANDUM. 




With reference to the provisions contained in Articles 3 and 4 of the Salt 
Agreement for prohibiting the levy of any tax, toll, or due on aalt, or on sugar 
and other saccharine produce within the Jeypore State, the undersigned has the 
honour to explain to the Maharaja of Jeypore that these provisions are under- 
stood not to prohibit the payment to choukidars of the usual fees which are taken 
from the owners or carriers of merchandise for watch and ward of goods, etc., 
at halting places or bazaars while the goods are in transit through the State. 
Whenever the services of the choukidars are given to salt merchants and carriers 
such services will of course be paid for in the ordinary manner. 


No. 3. 

MEMORANDUM. 


With reference to Article 7 of the Salt Agreement, which provides for the 
assumption under certain circumstances of the Kuchor-Rewasa works by the 
British Government, the undersigned has the honour to explain to the Maharaja 
of Jeypore that the British Government have no desire to make any profit out 
of these works, but on the contniry only propose their maintenance in view to 
providing a large tract of country with salt at a cheaper rate than would other¬ 
wise be possible. 


Excluding duty. 


The British Government therefore accept the management of the works under 
the following further conditions not specifically provided for in the formal Agree¬ 
ment : 

** If the total receipts* realized by the British Government from the sale of 
salt manufactured at Kuchor-Rewasa shall exceed the 
total expenditure incurred by the said Government in 
connection with the said source the surplus shall be made over to the Maha¬ 
raja of Jeypore for division between the Ilao of Elhundela and the Thakoor of 
Kuchor, in such proportions as may be in accordance with existing custom and 
their respective rights. For the purposes of this provision the accounts shall 
be made ujj triennially beginning from the assumption of the management by 
the British Government and the accounts rendered by the British ofiicer in charge 


of the said source shall be accepted as proof of the actual receipts and expendi¬ 
ture within the period to which they refer. 


No. 4. 

MEMORANDUM. 

With reference to Article 7 of the Salt Agreement the undersigned has the 
honour to communicate to the Maharaja of Jeypore the following memorandum 
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understanding which has been arranged upon certain points of detail in 
regard to the occupation and management by officers of the British Government 
of the Kuchor-Rowasa Salt Works :— 


The line of demaroation of the Kuchor-Rewasa Salt Works shall be so laid 
down as to exclude all inhabited village sites, and it shall not be altered without 
the ooiisent of the British Government and the Maharaja of Jeypore, 

No subjects of the Maharaja of Jeypore, whether kharols or others, shall be 
permitted to settle or take up their abode permanently within the limits of the 
demarcation aforesaid. 

The jurisdiction of the British officials employed at the salt works shall be 
strictly oonlined within the said limits ; and the said officials shall not, unless 
with the consent of the Maharaja of Jeypore, take \ip their abode upon, or in 
any way occupy, any lands outside the said limits. 

No subjects of the Maharaja of Jeypore shall ever be compelled by the British 
officials to labour at the salt-works against their will. 


No. 5. 

MEMORANDUM. 

In the official memorandum from the Jeypore Durbar to Mr. Plume, dated 
2l8t March 1877, the Durbar ask for information regarding the object of that 
clause in the draft Agreement regarding the prohibition of the export from its 
territories into British India of bhang, gauja, opium, spirits, and other intoxi¬ 
cating drugs. 

The undersigned has the honour to explain that the import of such articles 
into British India has always been strictly forbidden, and that hitherto it has 
been mainly prevented by the Inland Customs lane, which will now be removed. 
Therefore it has become necessary to request the Jeypore Durbar and all other 
States bordering upon British India to assist the British Government by prohi¬ 
biting the export of these articles from their States by the issue of notifications, 
and by orders to their officials for the arrest and punishment of offenders. If 
the Maharaja of Jeypore will favour the undersigned with a kharita engaging 
to take these and other ordinary administrative measures for the purpose afore¬ 
said the matter can be thus settled, and no stipulation upon this head need be 
included in the Agreement. 


No. 6. 

DRAFT MEMORANDUM, 

The Maharaja of Jeypore is quite willing, if so required by the British Govern¬ 
ment, to prohibit the export from his State into British territory of opium, bhang, 
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spirits, and other intoxicating, drugs and preparations. By this it is not 
to be understood that the Maharaja binds himself that no such articles shall ever 
be smuggled out of Jeypore into British territory; aU he would engage to do is 
to prohibit publicly such exportation, to direct his subordinate officials of all 
departments to prevent it so far as it may be practicable, and to punish all con¬ 
traventions of his prohibition which may come to his notice. 

The Maharaja could not undertake to maintain any special establishment 
to watch illicit traffic of this nature, but so far as may be practicable with exist¬ 
ing establishments he would endeavour to suppress it. 


No. IX.

1887. 

Whereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded on 
the 7th August 1868, between the British Government and the Jeypore State: 
And whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition of offend¬ 
ers from British India to the Jeypore State has been found by experience to 
be less simple and effective than the procedure’prescribed by the law as to the 
extradition of offenders in force in British India : It is hereby agreed between 
the British Government and the Jeypore State that the provisions of the Treaty 
prescribing a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer apply to 
cases of extradition from British India to the Jeypore State ; but that the pro¬ 
cedure prescribed by the law as to the extradition of offenders for the time being 
in force in British India shall be followed in every such case.

Whereas His Highness Maharaja Sir Sawai Madho Singhji, Bahadur, G.C.S.I., 
Maharaja of Jeypore, maintains a force of Imperial Service Troops for the pur¬ 
pose of co-operating, if need be, in the defence of the British Empire, and 

WhereaKS it is necessary to make definite arrangements for the effective control 
and discipline of the said troops when serving beyond the frontier of the Jeypore 
State; 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India in Council of the 
one part and His Highness Maharaja Sir Sawai Madho Singhji, Bahadur, G.O.8.I., 
Maharaja of Jeypore, of the other, as follows, namely— 

1. Whenever the said force or any portion thereof is moved beyond the fron¬ 
tier of the said State, the Governor-General in Coimcil shall have power to ap¬ 
point one or more British officers to command the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and such officer or officers shall, by virtue of this agreement, be authorised to 
administer in respect of the said Imperial Service Troops, so serving, the military 
laws and regulations to which they are subj^t under the law of the said State, 
and for that purpose and for the due preservation of discipline among the same, 
to convene all such Courts, and to issue all such orders, and pass all such judg¬ 
ments and sentences, and generally to exercise all such authority as might be 
lawfully convened, issued, passed and exercised respectively by the officers in 
command of the same when serving within the territorial limits of the said State: 
Provided always that the execution of every sentence so passed shall be carried 
out under tlie orders of His Highnes^ Maharaja Sir Sawai Madho Singhji, Bahadur, 
6.C.S.L, Maharaja of Jeypore, or of Wue person to whom the requisite authority 
has been delegated by him. 

2. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and the mainteuanco of discipline among them when serving along with Her Ma¬ 
jesty’s forces, His Highness Maharaja Sir Sawai Madlio Singhji, Bahadur, G.C.S.I., 
Maharaja of Jeypore, has embodied in the disciplinary law of his State, appli¬ 
cable to the said Imperial Service Troops when employed on active service either 
Nvithin or without British India, the provisions, mutatis mutandis, of the Indian 
Articles of War. The due application and enforcement of the said provisions 
in respect of the Imperial Service Troops aforesaid shall be carried out under 
the authority ol the officer or officers appointed by the Governor-General of India 
in Oouucil in that behalf, under the first article of this agreement.

Agreement between the Jaipur Barbar (hereafter called the Darbar *0 
the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway Company (herein¬ 
after called “ the Company for working the Jaipur State Railway bet¬ 
ween Sanganer and Skwai Madhopur,— 1906. 

Under the conditions hereinafter appearing the Company agree to work the 
Jaipur State Railway on behalf of the Darbar for two years certain from the date 
upon which the branch from Sanganer to Sewai Madhopur is opened throughout 
for traffic ; after which period this agreement shall be deemed to continue in force 
until the same shall be terminated by notice of not less than 12 calendar months 
from either party, but which notice shall only be given so as to expire on the 
30th June or the 31st December in any yeai. 

2. The Company shall have the entire control of the train and traffic arrange¬ 
ments of the Jaipur State Railway during the continuance of this agreement 
but neither the Company nor any other authority shall have control in matters 
of jurisdiction except the Darbar. 

3. The Jaipur State Railway including lines, stations, buildings, sidings, fur¬ 
niture, weighing machines, dweUings for staff, level-crossings, signals, signal 
lamps, cash-safes, station sheets, engine and repairing sheds with their requisite 
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cliinery, provision for water supply and ail other necessary appliances for 
working the line shall be provided i)y the Darbar and such alterations and addi¬ 
tions thereto as may from time to time be mutually agreed upon as necessary shall 
be carried out by the Company at the cost of the Darbar and charged to the 
Capital account of the Jaipur State Railway, but the sanction of the Darbar 
shall in each case be previously obtained to such expenditure. 


4. Engines, carriages, wagons, sheets, engine and carriage lamps, ropes and 
other appliances for the equipment of trains and vehicles shall be provided by 
the Company free of charge. 

6, As regards the charges on account of working expenses in all departments 
(but excluding the cost of repairs due to such visitations as floods or earthquakes, 
etc., which shall be charged wholly to the Jaipur State Railway) the Company 
shall charge the Darbar the same percentage of the gross earnings of the Jaipur 
State Railway, as the total expenditure incurred in these departments for the 
half-year in question on the entire B. B. & C. I. Railway System bears to the earn¬ 
ings of that system, and such charges shall be deemed to and shall include super¬ 
vision. 


6. From the amounts thus apportioned chargeable as working expenses the 
Company shall defray all the working charges and pay the salaries of the staff 
and provide stationery, tickets, coal, oil, grease, current consumable stores, and 
all other necessary materials for the proper and efficient working of the Jaipur 
State Railway. 

7. During the continuance of this agreement the Darbar shall provide and 
maintain for the purposes of the Jaipur State Railway such a force of Police as 
the Darbar may, in oonsultation with the Company, deem necessary for the pro¬ 
tection of the line and of property in the trains and at or in each station thereof. 

{a) The cost of this force shall be defrayed by the Darbar. The Officers 
appointed by the Darbar to look after the Police shall be directly 
under the control of the Company in all cases counected with the 
Railway traffic management of Station Police duties and with the 
investigations in oases of accident, but will be under the control of 
the Darbar in respect of appointment, promotion, dismissal, etc. 

(6) Losses, damages, (ko., proved to be due to negligence or default on the 
part of the Darbar’a Police shall be made good by the Darbar, the 
amount being deducted from the not revenue of the Jaipur State 
Railway and credited to the Company. 

(c) All suits arising out of compensation claims due to negligence or default 
on the part of the Darbar’s Police in connection with local traffic 
within the limits of the Jaipur State Railway and such cases in con¬ 
nection with through traffic as come within the jurisdiction of the 
Darbar shall be tried in the courts of the Darbar, and payment of 
compensation in such cases wiU be made by the Company by debit 
to the Darbar. 
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All claims for damages arising out of the construction of, or any structural 
defect in, the Jaipur Stato Railway shall he met by the Darbar, the Company 
accepting no liability whatever on this account; and the Darbar shall also .pay 
to the Company all ci^penses,. including legal costs, which they may incur in res¬ 
pect of any suit or appeal brought or filed in connection with any such claim as 
aforesaid. 


9. The Company shall be responsible for the collection of all revenue apper* 
taining to the Jaipur State Railway, including such rents as may be charged* 
under the Company's rules, to any of their servants, or the servants of the Darbar 
occupying dwelling houses, the property of the Darbar, and shall pay the same 
into the British Indian Government Treasury in the same manner as their own 
earnings. 

10. The Company shall furnish the Darbar with a weekly return of the approxi~ 
mate earnings of the Jaipur State Railway and at the close of each half-year, 
ending on the 30th June and the 31st December, with a full account both of re¬ 
ceipts and expenditure. 

11. The Company shall be at liberty to obtain advances from the British 
Indian Government Treasury to meet the cost of the working of the Jaipur State 
Railway and such advances shall be debited to the revenue advance account 
of the line as in the ca.se of other lines worked by the Company. 

12. The account as between the British Indian Government and the Darbar 
shall be finally adjusted at the close of each half-year, as soon as possible after 
the revenue account is rendered and the balance in favour of or against the Darbar 
shall then be paid over to it or by it, as the case may be. No interest 
shall be paid for money drawn from the British Indian Government Treasury as 
advances. 

13. (a) The fares to be charged for Coaching Traffic and the rates to be charged 
for Goods Traffic shall be fixed from time to time by the Company in communi ¬ 
cation with and subject to the approval of the Darbar. 

(6) In the absence of any special agreement between the Darbar and the Com¬ 
pany the fares and rates for Coaching, Goods, and Miscellaneous I'raffic, and 
the classifications of Goods on the Jaipur State Railway shall, as far as may be, 
conform to those generally in force from time to time on the Rajputaua-Malwa 
Railway. 

(c) Unless otherwise specially agreed to by the Darbar, local rates only shall 
be charged for the traffic on the Jaipur State Railway and the througli rates shall 
be the sum of the ordinary local rates on tlie Jaipur State Railway added to any 
rates, ordinary or special, and whether through or local, to and from Sanganer 
Junction which may be in force from time to time on the Rajputana-Malwa Rail¬ 
way, 

(d) Mails and Postal Officers on duty will be carried at the rates and on the 

conditions which may be in force from time to time on State Railways in British 
India. * 
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4. At least one composite first and second class carriage will be attached 
to each passenger train on the Jaipur State Eailway. 


15. All money transactions under this agreement, as between the British 
Indian Government, the Darbar and the Company shall be in British Indian Gov¬ 
ernment rupees, and the Company are to accept the British Indian currency only 
in payment of fares and rates. 

16. The Indian Railways Act, 1890, or other the Act or Acts for the time being 
force in British India relating to railways, and the Rules, Conditions and Forms 

thereunder for the time being applicable to the Rajputana-Malwa Railway, shall 
apply to the Jaipur State Railway; the said Act or Acts and Rules, Conditions 
and Forms shall, within railway limits on the Jaipur State Railway, constitute 
the law in force under which offences and actions affecting the Company and their 
servants in such limits shall be' tried, and the Darbar shall take all such steps 
as may be necessary for the purpose of giving due effect to the provisions of tliia 
clause. . ’ • . . 

17. The Jaipur State Railway’s trains shall work through direct to and from 
Jaipur from and to Sewai Madhopur over the Rajputana-Malwa Railway between 
Jaipur and Sanganer and no delay shall occur at Sanganer Junction in working 
the trains to and from Jaipur. 


18. So long as this agreement is in force any additional works required at 
Jaipur will be paid for by the Company. As regards Sanganer station the Com¬ 
pany shall provide all accommodation heoessary for junction arrangements within 
its own fences and the Darbar will provide all necessary works and conveniences 
required exolusively for the use of its own line outside the Company’s fences and 
inside and up to the limits of its own fences. 


19. All the working expenses of the Jaipur-Sanganer Section shall be borne 
by the Rajputana-Malwa Railway, and during the continuance of this agree¬ 
ment all the earnings appertaining to this section on traffic carried between these 
two stations sball be credited to the Rajputana-Malwa Railway. 

20. Subject to clarise 7 hereof all claims in respect of the carriage of passen¬ 
gers, animals and goods, together with all legal costs incurred by the Company 
in respect of any suit or appeal relating to the same, sball be treated as working 
expenses and dealt with as provided for by the last preceding clause hereof. 

21. The carriage of revenue stores for the Jaipur State Railway shall be at 
revenue rates. 


22. So far as is possible the staff required on the Jaipur State Railway will 
be recruited from th j natives of Jaipur. 

23 Should any additional works ebargeablo to Capital be found necessary 
in connection with the Jaipur State Railway after its completion, complete plans 
and estimates for the scrutiny and approval of the Darbar shall be .submitted 
by the Company before any such works are carried out. 



The cost of all additional works or sucb improvements to existing works 
as may be necessary for the proper working of the line or to meet the growth of 
tra^c, which are properly chargeablo to construction account, shall be dealt with 
as follows: — 
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(a; All works costing over Ka. 2,OCX) shall be charged to the Capital account 


of the Jaipur State Railway and shall be debited direct to the Darbar^ 
In the case of works costing Rs. 2,000 or less, a charge to revenue will be 


admitted up to the same percentage of gross receipts as obtains for 
similar expenditure during the same half-year on the B., B. & C. I. 
Railway System: beyond this limit expenditure on works costing 
Rs. 2,000 or less shall bo charged to the Capital account of the Jaipur 
State Railway and shall be debited direct to the Darbar. 


25. Any suggestions by the Darbar as to timings of trains, rates or any other 
matters affecting State interests, or the public convenience shall be given every 
consideration by the Company. 

26. His Highness the Maharaja of Jaipur’s private saloon shall be allowed 
to run free of charge on any train rimning on the Jaipur State Railway, 

27. The telegraph lino along the Jaipur State Railway shall be constructed 
and maintained by the Iin|)erial Telegraph Department on the same terms as 
regards charges for rent and maintenance as may be from time to time in force 
in the case of State Railways. The Company shall work the telegraph line in 
strict accordance with the rules which have been, or which may from time to time 
be, authorised by the Governor-General in Council for tlie adoption and work¬ 
ing of licensed railway telegraph lines in British India. 

28. Any question or dispute which may arise in carrying out these arrange¬ 
ments shall be settled by arbitration, and arbitrators approved of l)y bott parties 
will be appointed when necessary. 

29. This agreement is subject to confirmation by the Board of Directors of 
the Company and tlie Government of India.

The Capital and Revenue 
Accounts of the line shall be prepared for the year Ending on the 31st March, but 
the net earnings of the line shall be paid to His Highness* Government each half- 
year, the payment for the first half-year being subject to adjustment at the end 
of the year. The account as between the British Indian Government and His 
Highness* Government shall be finally adjusted at the close of the year, as soon 
as possible after the Revenue Account is rendered and the balance (after deduct¬ 
ing the payment for the first half-year) in favour of or against His Highness* Gov¬ 
ernment shall then be paid over to it or by it, as the case may be. No interest 
shall be paid for money drawn from the British Indian Government Treasury as 
advances. 

14. (a) The fares to be charged for coaching traffic and the rates to be charged 
for goods traffic shall b‘' fixed from time to time by the Company in communics- 
tion with and subject to the approval of His Highness* Government.

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lr\ the absence of any special agreement between His Higlmess' Govern¬ 
ment and the Conipany, the fares and rates for coaching, goods and miBcellaneous 
traffic, and the classification of goods on the .Jaipur State Railways shall, as far 
as may be, conform to tho.se generally in force from time to time on the B. B. & 
C. I. Railway (Metre-gauge System). 

(c) Unless otberwine specially agreed to by His Highness’ Government, the 
fares and rates for coaching, goods and miscellaneous traffic of the Jaipur State 
Railways for booking to and from stations on the B. B. & C. I. Railways Company’s 
System and Foreign Railways beyond shall he calculated as if the former were 
an integral part of the B. B. <fe 0. 1. Railway (Metre-gauge System). 

(d) The same terminals shall be charged on different descriptions of traffic 
on the Jaipur State Railways as on the B. B. & C. I. Railway (Metre-gauge System). 

(c) Mails and Postal Officers on duty will be carried at the rates and on the 
conditions which may be in force from tune to time on State Railways in British 
India. 

(/) The Carriage of revenue stores for the Jaipur State Railways shall be at 
the revenue rate, 

16. At least one composite first and second class carriage will be attached to 
each passenger train on the Jaipur State Railways. 

16, All money transactions under this agreement, as between the British 
Indian Government, His Highness’ Government and the Company shall be in 
British Indian Government rupees, and the Company are to accept the British 
Indian currency only in payment of fares and rates. 

17. (a) So long as this agreement is in force the Company shall provide all 
accommodation necessary for junction arrangements at Jaipur, Sanganer and 
Retmgus stations mfhin its own fences and His Highness’ Government shall pro¬ 
vide all necessary works and conveniences regiiired exclusively for the use of the 
Jaipur State Railways outside the Company’s fences and inside and up to the 
limits of its own fences. 

(h) As regards works at Reengus station the following orders of the Govern¬ 
ment of India (Foreign and Political Department), as conveyed in their letter 
Ho. 2179 I. B„ dated 30th Se{)teniber 1916, will be acted on 

(i) That the Jaipur Darbar should be ailovred to construct and own their 
buildings, way and works mithin the existing fences of the Rewari- 
Phulera Railway land at Reengus station on the understanding that 
the land and jurisdiction shall be retained in the possession of the 
B. B. C. I. Railway and that the management of the whole junction 
shall be vested in the Company. 

(ii) The area to be allotted to the Darbar for this purpose to be that required 
for the construction of the Darbar’s work as shown coloured green 
on plan No. 66 (290) modified so as to leave room for tiiree Bro^d- 
gauge tracks between the platform faces, 
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The Darbar to acquire the Traffic Inspector’s rest house at present 
situated on this land and to pay for it on a valuation; 

{iv) The works constructed by the Darbar on this laud to remain in posses¬ 
sion of the Darbar and not to be altered by the B. B. & C. I. Railway 
Company in any way save by procedure as provided in para, vi, or 
in case of difference of opinion, after reference to decision of the Gov 


ernment of India. 

(v) If the Rewari-Phulera Railway should at any time be converted to 

Broad-gauge, the future arrangements at Reengus station to be such 
as may be decided upon by the Government of India. 

(vi) The Darbar to be consulted in all matters of importance connected with 

the management of the Darbar’a property within the fences of the 
Rewari-Phulera Railway and due deference to bo paid to their wishes 
by the B. B* & C. 1. Railway. 


(c) No charge shall be made by the B. B. & C. I. and Jaipur State Railways 
for works and conveniences wheresoever situated that are or may be provided by 
either Railway for the joint use of the two lines at Siwai Madhopur. 

18. All the working expenses of the Jaipur-Sanganer Section shall be borne 
by the B. B. k C. I. Railway Metre-gauge System, and during the continuance 
of this agreement all the earnings appertaining to this section on traffic carried 
between these two stations shall be credited to the B. B. & C. I. Railway Metre- 
gauge System. 

19. (a) Should any additional works chargeable to Capital be found neces¬ 
sary in connection with the Jaipur State Railways after its completion, complete 
plans and estimates for the scrutiny and approval of His Highness’ Government 
shall be submitted by the Company before any such works are carried out. 

(6) The cost of all additional works or such improvements to existing works 
as may be necessary for the proper working of the line or to meet the growth of 
traffic, which are properly chargeable to construction account, shall bo dealt with 
as follows 


(i) All works costing over Rs. 2,000 shall be charged to the Capital account 

of the Jaipur State Railways and shall be debited direct to His High¬ 
ness’ Government. 

(ii) In the case of works costing Rs. 2,000 or less, a charge to revenue will 

be admitted up to the same percentage of gross receipts as obtains 
for similar expenditure during the same half-year on the B. B. k C. I* 
Railway System; beyond this limit expenditure on works costing 
Rs. 2,000 or less shall be charged to the Capital account of the Jaipur 
State Railways and shall be debited direct to His Highness’ Govern¬ 
ment.

In the case of works costing Rs. 2,000 or less, a charge to revenue will bo ad¬ 
mitted up to the same percentage of gross receipts as obtains for similar expendi-

expenditure on works costing Rs. 2,000 or less shall be charged to the Capial 
account of the Jaipur State Railways and shall be debited direct to His Highness^ 
Govornnaent. 

20. Subject to Clause 9 hereof all claims in respect of the carriage of passen¬ 
gers, animals and goods, together with all legal costs incurred by the Company 
in respect of any suit or appeal relating to the same, shah be treated as working 
expenses and dealt with as provided for in Clause 8 hereof. 

21. The Jaipur State Railways* trains shall work through direct to and from 
Jaipur from and to Siwai Madhopur and Reengus over the B. B. & C. I. Railway. 

22* So far as is possible the staff reqxiired on the Jaipur State Railways will 
be recruited from natives of Jaipur. 

23. Any suggestions by His Highness* Government as to timings of trains, 
rates or any other matters affecting State interests, or the public convenience 
shall be given every consideration by the Company. 

24. His Highness the Maharaja of Jaipur*s private saloons shall be allowed 
to run free of charge on any train running on the Jaipur State Railways. 

25. The Indian Railways Act, 1890, or other Act or Acts for the time being 
in force in British India relating to railways, and the Rules, Conditions and Forms 
thereunder for the time being applicable to the B. B. & C. I. Railway, shall apply 
to the Jaipur State Railways, the said Act or Acts and Rules, Conditions and 
Forms shall, witliin railway limits on the Jaipur State Railways, constitute the 
law in force imder which offences and actions affecting the Company and their 
servants within such limits shall be tried, and His Highness’ Gov'ernment shall 
take all such steps as may be necessary for the purpose of giving due effect to 
the ptovisions of this clause. 

26. The telegraph line along the Jaipur State Railways shall be constructed 
and maintained by the Imperial Telegraph Department on the same terms as 
regards charges for rent and maintenance as may be from time to time in force 
in the case of State Railways. The Company shall work the telegraph line in 
strict accordance with the rules which have been, or which may from time to 
time be, authorised by the Governor-General in Council for the adoption and 
working of bcensed railway telegraph lines in British India. 

27. Any question or dispute which may arise in carrying out these arrange¬ 
ments shall be settled by arbitration, and arbitrators approved of by both parties 
shall be appointed when necessary. 

28. This agreement is subject to confirmation by the Board of Directors of 
the Company and the Government of India through the Railway Board.

Translation of a Sunnud, dated 2nd December 1803, granted by Lord Lake 
to Kajah Abhi Sino of Khetree. 


To the present and future mutsuddies, chowdrees, and canongoes of Pergunnah 
Kot Pootlee, Sircar Narnowl, Souba Shahjehanabad, be it known— 

Whereas Rajah Abhi Sing, Shekhawut of Khetree, has remained friendly to 
the English Government, as an acknowledgment to the said Rajah, subject to the 
approval of the Government, the pergunnah aforesaid is granted to him and his 
descendants in istumrar tenure without any further expense whatever than the 
payment of Rupees 20,001 per annum. The aforesaid Rajah will pay the sum 
fixed yearly, and at every harvest will remain friendly and obedient to the British 
Government and will keep the ryots contented. It is necessary that all the ryots 
and the zemindars of the pergunnah should look upon the Rajah as their master 
Be careful in this matter. 


No. XV. 

SuNNUD to the Rajah of Khetree granting him the Pergunnah of Kot 

Pootlee, —1806. 

To the present and future mutsuddies, chowdrees, canongoes, zenoimdars, 
cultivators, and ryots residing in the Pergunnah Kot Pootlee, district of Narnowl, 
in the Souba of Shahjehanabad, know— 

That, whereas the aforesaid pergunnah with its mal and sair was formerly 
granted in istumrar to Rajah Abhi Sing on the i)art of the .Honourable Company, 
anti he has now paid up the fixed revenue thereof into the Company's Treasury 
until the end of the year 1213 Pusleo, the said pergunnah is in future with its mal 
and sair and all other rights except maafees, estates, jaghires, allimghas, rozenas, 
pooras, gardens, etc., (which have of old been free and continued so till the end 
of 1212 Fuslee), tu bo held in free gift by the said Rajah and his posterity from 
the beginning of 1214 Fuslee, the said Company hereby renouncing all claims 
whatever upon the said pergunnah and granting the aforesaid Rajah all the 
revenues thereof, this grant is, however, made upon the express condition that 
the said Rajah shall never require assistance or support from the said Company ; 
but make all necessary arrangements entirely with his own forces, and ever act 
as a sincere well-wisher to the British Government. All the mutsuddies, etc., 
aforesaid must consider the aforesaid Rajah as the established maafeedar, aud 
in no way be wanting in their respective duties and obedience, regularly paying 
the just revenues, and attending personally on the said Rajah for tnat purpose. 

The said Rajah, on his part, wiU consider it his duty to conciliate the ryota 
and inhabitants of that district, and to promote their welfare and prosperity

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'Refrain from any oppressive measures which may he hurtful to them or pre¬ 
judicial to their interests in siieh mamier as to give no reason for complaint to 
the .British Government of his conduct. The said Rajah must also use his utmost 
exertions to preserve the free passage of the roads through his district, and the 
safety of the property and persons of all travellers whatever, that they may be 
enabled to pass through them with ease and comfort; let him consider this as a 
positive injunction and act accordingly. Written 6th April 1806, corresponding 
with the 16th Mohurrum, 1221 Hijree, 

I, Hemarain, the Plenipotentiary Agent of Rajah Abhi Singh Bahadoor (do 
hereby declare) that all the claims of the said Rajah upon the Honourable Company 
on account of pay to the Rissalahs of horse and foot who were employed at Narnowl, 
as also on account of horses killed, etc,, in the service near Kotah, have been 
settled to the last mite from the period of their discharge, and I have received 
value for the same, so that no further demands remain. I have therefore written 
these few lines as a general discharge to have full force whenever it may bo neces¬ 
sary,

Treaty between the Honourable English East India Coi^pany and Maha- 
RAlAH K.ULLIAN SiNG Bahadoor, the Rajah of Kishungurh, Concluded 
by Mr. C?hARLES Theophilus Metcalfe on the part of the Honourable 
Company, in virtue of full powers granted by His Excellency the Most 
Noble the Marquis of Hastings, k.g., Governor-General, etc., etc., 
and by Kaei^e Futtbh Mohummuu Khan, on the part of Maharaja Kul- 
iaan Bing Bahadoor, according to full powers given by the Rajah, —1818. 


Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance, and unity of interests between 
the Honourable Company and Maharajah KuUiau Sing and his heirs and succes¬ 
sors, and the friends and enemies of one party shall be the friends and enemies 
of both parties. 

Article 2. 


The British Government engages to protect the principality and territory of 
KiBhengurh. 


Article 3. 


Maharajali Kullian Sing and his heirs and successots will act in subordinate 
co-operation with the British Government, and acknowledge its supremacy, and 
will not have any connection with any other Chiefs or States, 
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Article 4. 




The Maharajah and his heirs and successors will not enter into negociationS 
with any Chief or State without the knowledge and sanction of the British Govern¬ 
ment ; bnlf the usual amicable correspondence with friends and relations shall 
continue. 


Article 5. 

The Maharajah and his heirs and siicoessois will not commit aggression on 
any one. If by accident any dispute arise with any one the settlement of it shall 
bo submitted to the arbitration and award of the British Government. 


Article 6. 

The Maharajah of Kishengurh will furnisli troops at the requisition of the 
British Government according to his means. 


Article 7. 

The Maharajah and his heirs and successors shall be absolute rulers of their 
country; and the British jurisdiction shall not be introduced into that princi¬ 
pality. 

Article 8* 

This Treaty of eight Articles having been concluded, and signed and sealed 
by Mr. Oharlas Theophilus Metcalfe and Kazee Futteh Mohummud Khan, the 
ratification by His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor-General and Maha¬ 
rajah Kullian Sing Bahadoor, shaD be exchanged within twenty days from the 
present date.

Purport of Khureeta from the Maharaja of KiSHBNauRH to the address of 
the Agent to the Governor-General for the States of Rajpootana, 
dated the 8th July 1867. 


The receipt of your khiireeta of the 26th ultimo, communicating the willing¬ 
ness of the Government of India to grant me a sum of Rupees 20,000 annually 
as compensation for the loss the income of the State will suffer when a Railway 
passes through my territories, and requesting an early reply, has honored me. 
Its contents I have fully understood, and I would desire to offer to His Excellency 
the Viceroy and Governor-General my grateful thanks for this mark of kind 
consideration to myself and to my State, 

I thankfully accept the compensation offered, viz., Rupees 20,000 per annum, 
and would request you to inform the Government accordingly. At the same 
time I would ask you to express to His Excellency tlie Viceroy my gratitude, 
and the hope that he will continue to look with favour on my State. 

I trust that, until I am fortunate enough to meet you again face to face, I 
may be honored from time to time by hearing from you. 


No. XVIII. 

ExTRADliTON Treaty between the British Government and His Highness 
PiRTHEB Singh, ]\Iaharaja of Kjshengurh, his heirs and successors, exe¬ 
cuted on the one part by Lieutenant-Colonel Richard Harte Keatinqe, 
O.S.I., and V.O., Agent to the Governor-General for the States of Raj¬ 
pootana, in virtue of the full powers vested in him by His Excellency 
the Right Honourable Sir John Laird Mair Lawrence, Baronet, g.c.b., 
and G.O.S.I., Viceroy and Governor-General of India, and on his own 
part by the Maharaja Pirthbb Singh,—1868. 

Article 1. 

That any person, whether a British or Foreign subject, committing a hemous' 
offence in British territory, and seeking shelter within the limits of the Kishen- 
guxh State, shall be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to 
the former on requisition in the usual manner. 

Article 2. 

That any person, being a subject.of Kisbongurh, committing a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Kishengurh State, and seeking asylum in British terri¬ 
tory, will be appreJbended and delivered up by the latter Government to the 
former on requisition in the usual manner. 
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l^at any person other than a Kishengurh subject, committing a heinous 
offence within the limits of the Kishengurh State, and seeking asylum in British 
territory, will be apprehended and the case investigated by such Court as the 
British Government may direct. As a general rule such cases will be tried by 
the Court of the Political Officer in whom the political supervision of the Kishen* 
gurh State may at the time be vested. 


Akttole 4. 

That in no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence, except on requisition duly made by, or by the author¬ 
ity of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall be charged to 
have been committed, and also upon such evidence of criminality as, according 
to the laws of the country in which the person accused shall bo found, would 
justify his apprehension and sustain the charge if the offence had been there com¬ 
mitted. 

Article 6.

AGREBAtEJsrr between the British Government and His Highness Maharaja 
Dhiraj Maharaja Pirthi Sing Bahadur, of Kishengarit, his heirs and 
successors, executed on the one part by Colonel William Howell Bbynon, 
Political Agent, Kishengarh, Rajputana, under authority from Major 
E. R. C. Bradford, c.s.i., Agent to the Governor-General for the States of 
Rajputana, in virtue of the full powers vested in him by the Governor- 
General of India in Council, and on the other part by Mehta Sobhag Sing, 
Dewan of Kishengarh, in virtue of the full powers conferred upon him by 
the Maharaja of Kishengarh,—1879. 

Article 1. 

The Maharaja of Kishengarh agrees to suppress, and absolutely prohibit and 
prev’^ent, the manufacture of salt within any part of the Kishengarh State, whether 
overtly or under the guise of manufacturing saltpetre or other saline product, 
and to destroy existing salt-works, if any, so that salt cannot be there made. 

Article 2. 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatever, shall be levied on salt, 
sugar, or any other article whatsoever, whether exported from or imported into, 
or carried through the Kishengarh State : 

Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to prohibit the levy by 
the Maharaja of Kishengarh of any octroi, choongi, or other cess or duty on any 
articles imported into any town within the Kashengarh State, the population of 
which exceeds 5,000 inhabitants, for actual consumption within the said town : 
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Provided also that nothing in this Article shall bo held to debar the Maha¬ 
raja of Kiahengarh from levying any such duty on bhang, ganja, spirits, opium, 
or other intoxicating drug or preparation as he may consider necessary for excise 
purposes. 

Article 3. 


The Maharaja of Kiahengarh agrees to prohibit and prevent the importation 
into, or consumption within, tlie Kisliengarh State of any salt whatever, other 
than salt upon which duty has been levied by the Britisli Government and the 
fifty maunds of salt mentioned in Article 7. 


Article 4. 

The Maharaja agrees also, if so required by the British Government, to pro¬ 
hibit the export from his State into British territory of any of the intoxicating 
drugs or preparations referred to at the close of Article 2. 


Article 5. 

If any considerable stocks of salt be proved to exist within the Kishengarh 
State at the time when this Agreement comes into force the Maharaja will, if so 
required by the British Government, take possession of such stocks, and will give 
the owners thereof the option either of transferring the salt to the British Govern¬ 
ment at such equitable valuation as ho may fix, in concurrence with the Political 
Agent, or of paying to the said Agent such duty, not exceeding two rupees eight 
annas per maund, on such salt as the Governor-General in Council may fix. In 
the event of the owners as aforesaid accepting the latter alternative the salt on 
which the duty may be paid shall be restored to them. 


Article 6. 

The losses of salt manufacturers within the Kishengarh State having been 
considered in concert by the British Government and the Maharaja of Kishen¬ 
garh the British Government hereby agree to pay the Maharaja of Kishengarh 
the sum of Kupeea five thousand (Rupees 5,000) by way of compensation to the 
said persons, and the Maharaja undertakes to expend the said sum of Ruiiees 
5,000 for the benefit of the said persons. 


Article 7. 

So long as the Maharaja of Kishengarh duly and efficiently observes the sti¬ 
pulations hereinbefore contained the British Government agree to pay to him 
yearly the sum of Rupees twenty-five thousand (Rupees 25,000) in half-yearly 
instalments, the first instalment to be paid after the expiration of six months 
from the date on which this Agreement comes into force, 
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Further, the British Government engage to deliver yearly at Sambhiir, free 
of cost and duty, fifty (50) maunds of salt of good quality for the use of the Maha¬ 
raja of Kishengarh to any one empowered by the said Maharaja in that behalf. 
This salt shall be forthwith removed into the Kishengarh State and shall not bo 
re-exported therefrom. 

Article 8. 

None of the. stipulations set forth in this Agreement shall be modified or 
annulled without the previous consent of both parties. 

Article 9. 

Nothing heroin contained shall be deemed to affect any Treaty now existing 
between the British Government and the Maharaja of Kishengarh, except in eo 
far as its provisions may be repugnant hereto. 


Article 10. 


This agreement is to come into force from a date to be fiixed by the British 
Government.

Aqkebmknt supplementary to the Treaty of 1868 regarding Extradition, 

—1887. 


Whereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded on 
the 12th December 1868, between the British Government and the Eashengurh 
State: And whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition 
of offenders from British India to the Kishengurh State has been found by ex¬ 
perience to be less simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law 
as to the extradition of offenders in force in British India : It is hereby agreed 
between the British Government and the Kishengurh State that the provisioiDs 
of the Treaty prescribing a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no 
longer apply to cases of extradition from British India to the Kishengurh State; 
but that the procedure prescribed by the law as to the extradition of offenders 
for the time being in force in British India shall be followed in every such case.

Memorandum of conditions regarding the manufacture of salt and the levy 
of duties within the Lawa BvState, agreed to by the Thakur of Lawa for 
future observance,—1879. 

Article 1, 

The Thakur of Lawa agrees to suppress and absolutely prohibit and prevent 
the manufacture of salt within any part of the Lawa estate, whether overtly or 
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guise of iriantifactiiririg saltpetre or* other saline product, an 
erase existing salt works, if any, so that salt cannot be there made 


Abticle 2. 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatever, shall be levied by or 
with the permission or knowledge of the Thakur of Lawa on salt, sugar, or any 
other article whatsoever, whether exported from or imported into, or carried 
through the Lawa estate : 

Provided that nothing in this Article shall he held to debar the Thakur of 
Lawa from levying any such duty on bhang, ganja, spirits, opium, or other intoxi^ 
eating drug or preparation, as he may consider necessary for excise purposes. 

Article 3. 

The Thakur of Lawa agrees to prohibit the importation into, or consumption 
within the Lawa estate, of any salt whatever, other than salt on which duty has 
been levied by the British Government, and the ten maunds of salt mentioned 
in Article *5', 

Article 4. 

If any considerable stocks of salt be proved to exist within the Lawa estate 
at the time when this Agreement comes into force the Thakur of Lawa will, if so 
recpiirod by the British Government, take possession of such stocks, and will give 
the owners thereof the option either of transferring the salt to the British Gov¬ 
ernment at such equitable valuation as he may fix, in concurrence with the Poli¬ 
tical Agent, or of paying to the said Agent such duty, not exceeding two rupees 
eight annas per maund, on such salt as the Governor-General in Council may 
fix. In the event of the owners as aforesaid accepting the latter alternative they 
shall be allowed to retain the salt on which duty so provided may be paid, but 
not otlierwise 

Article 5. 

In consideration of the due and effectual observance by the Thakur of Lawa 
of all the stipulations hereinbefore provided the British Government agree to 
pay to him yearly the siun of rupees seven himdred in half-yearly instalments, 
the first instalment to be paid after the expiration of six months from the date 
on which this Agreement comes into force. 

Further, the British Govermnent engage to deliver yearly, at Sambhur, free 
of cost and duty, ten maunds of salt of good quality for the ure of the Thakur 
of Ijawa, to any one empowered by him in tliat behalf. 


Article 6. 

This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed by the British 
Government, 
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Signed ai Lawa on the seventeenth of Janmry A.D» one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-nine.

Tlio hoiulfpiarters of ilie T^esident, Wesforii Rajputaiia Siatos, are 
at Jodhpur. 


( 1 ) Todttpto (Mauwar). 

The State of Jodhpur ranks nmoxifr the first three States of Rajpiitaiia. 
Tt was founded in 1459 by Jodha, a reputed descendant of the Rathor 
Rajput Kings of Kanaiij. When Jodhpur iKuaine tribuiaiy to the 
Kniperor Akhar the family gave Roveral daughters in marriage to the 
Imperial family, and furnished some distinguished generals to the Im¬ 
perial army. About the beginning of the eighteenth century Raja Ajit 
Singh became a party to the tri]>le alliance with ITJuipur and Jaipur to 
throw off the Muhammadan yoke. Tt was oTie of tlie conditions of this 
alliance that the Rulers of Jaipur and Jo(lh])ur should regain the pri¬ 
vilege of marriage with the TJ(lai])ur family, which they had forfeited 
by contracting matrimonial alliances with the Emperors, on the uuder- 
eitanding that the offspring of the Princesses of TTdaipur .should succeed 
to the State in pieference to all other children. The (piarrels to which 
this stipulation gave rise induced the aspirants to power to invoke the 
help of the Mahi’atta leaders in support of their claims, and ultimately 
led to tile subjection of all the Rajput States to the Court of Poona. 
Jodhpur was eom|uered )>y Scindia, who levied from it a trihiite of sixty 
lakh.s of rupee.s and took from it the fort and city of Ajmer. 

At the coTiiinencement of tlie Mahratta war of 180^^, Man Singh had 
just been eleided by the nobles to be Rider of Jodhpur after a long 
struggle with his cousin Bhim Singh. The alliance of the British 
Government wans offered to him, and a Treaty (No. T) was concluded in 
1803. But instead of ratifying it Man Singdi proposed another: and 
ns, in tbe meantime, he had also given assistance to Tlolkar, the Treiity 
was formally cancelled in May 1804. Internal disputes arose regarding 
the succession of Dhaukal Singh, a reputed son of Bhim Singh, and tJiese 
were follow'ed liy a disastroirs war with Jaipiu*, in whicli tlie freebooter 
Amir Khan first espoused the cause of Jaipur and then that of Jodhpur; 
terrified the Maharaja into abdication ami }neteude(l insanity; assumed 
the management of the State himself for twm years; and ended by 
plundering the treasury and leaving the State with its resources com¬ 
pletely exhausted. 

Chhatar Singh, the ouly son of Maharaja Man Singh, assumed the 
regency on the withdrawal of Amir Khan in 1817. Negotiations with 
him, at the outbreak of the Pindari war, resulted in a Treaty (No. TI) 
concluded in January 1818, by which Jodhpur avus taken under pro¬ 
tection, the tribute paptdde to Scindia was transferred to the British 
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and the Maharaja eiioTi^jfed to furnish 1,500 horse f(ti’ 
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general service whenever re(|nire(l, and the wliole forces of the Jodhpur 
State when necesKary. Ohhatar Singh died shojtly after tiae eouclusioii 
of the treaty^ whereupoit his father threiv idl the pretence of insanity 
and resumed the administration. 

Within a few' months after liia r’esumjnioo of power Maharaja Alan 
Singh put to death or imprisoned most of tlie nobles who, during his 
assumed iTn1>ecility, had shown any unfriendly feeling towards him. 
Others took refnge in neighhouring States, and appealed for aid to the 
Britisli Government. Aid wars refused; hut an aoeommodation (No. Ill) 
w^as effected in 1824 wdth tlui Maharaja, through the mediation of the 
British Government. In 1827 the recusant nobles assembled their fol¬ 
lowers and, putting the pretender Tfhaukal Singh at their head, prepared 
to invade Jodhpnr from Jaipur territory. By giving facilities for this 
attack on Jodhpur, the Jaipur State w'as considered to have violated its 
treaty engageTnents in such a manner UvS (o Justify the British Goveriu 
ment in adopting any measures wdiich might seem expedient, to exact 
reparation for the infT‘action of a positive engagement and to prevent 
its mischievous effects: and strong remonstrancCvS w^ere addressed to the 
Maharaja of Jaipur. Although the attack on Jodhpur was hearled hy 
Jodhpur nohles, Man Singh claimed that it was a foreign aggression, 
and demanded protection under the Treaty of 1818: and the British 
Government called upon Dhaiikal Singli to retire from the confederacy. 
He withdrew to Jhajjar, and the nobles settled their differences among 
themselves. At the same time Government declare<l that, although they 
might perhaps be required to protect tbe Afabaraja {igftinat unjust usur¬ 
pation or wanton rebellion, there was no oldigatioii to support him 
against universal disaffection and insurrection caused by his own in¬ 
justice, incapacity and misrule. 

In 1824 twonty-ono villages in the pnrganns of Chang and Kot-Kirana 


in Aferwara w’ere made over fNo. TVl to the British Government for 
eight years, with a view to bringing the lawless Afinas and Afers into 


sui)mission, the Afaharnja agreeing to pay Tls. 15,000 a year tmvards the 
expenses of the local corps which was then raised {-ujc Part I, Mewar). 
The engagement was renew’cd (No. V) in 1885 for nine years, and seven 
additional villages wore put under Britisli administration. This lease 
expired in 1848. The Afaharaja then resumed the seven villages, hut 
expressed his readiness to leave the remaining twenty-one under the ad¬ 
ministration of the British GovoriiTnent for such time as might suit 
their convenience. But no definite arrangements were made; and the 
administration of these villages remained on this imsatisfactory footing 
for more than forty years. 

By the 8ih Arti<‘le of the Treaty of 1818 the Jodhpur State was 
!>ounc1 lo furnish a contingent of 1,500 horse. Tn 188? a demanvi wha 
I K 2 
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3le under this article for a force to co-operate against freebooters who 
had occupied Nagar-Parkar; but the contingent failed in its duty and 
proved perfectly useless. In 1835, therefore, the obligation to furnish 
the contingent was conmmted (No. VI) to an annual payment of 
Es. 1,15,000 towards the Jodhpur Legion, which was then raised. 

In I83G the tract of Mallani comprising 460 villages, all except one 
in the hands of Thakurs who paid a fixed annual tribute of Es. 9,963-9-0 
to the Diiibar, was taken under the superintendence and control of the 
Hesideni, Jodhpur, owing to the acknowledged inability of the Darbav 
to maintain order within its limits. The fixed annual tribute, as also 
the revenue from other sources, was collected by the Eesident and paid 
over to the Darbar. 


In 1839, in t'onsequenoe of disputes with the nobles and the subjection 
of the Maharaja to priestly influence, the misgovernment of Jodhpur 
w^as such that the British Government were compelled to interfere. A 
force was marched to Jodhpur, of which it held military occupation for 
five months: and Man Singh executed an Engagement (No. VII) to en¬ 
sure future good government. The engagement was not hinding on his 
successors. 


Man Singh died in 184*^ without sons of his body and without adopt¬ 
ing a son. The succession lay between tbe Rulers of Idar and Ahmad- 
nagar in the Bombay Presidency, Idar being the neatest of kin. It was 
left to the widows, the nohles, and the State officials interested to sele(d. 
the Euler. Their choice fell on Takht Singli of Ahmadnagar, whom 
with his son Jaswant Singh they invited to Jodhpur. At this time 
Dhaukal Singh, the siippo8ititiou« son of Bhim Singh, revived his 
claims, but they were set aside. 


On his succession to Joclh])nr, Takht Singh left his son Jaswant Singh 
at Ahmadnagar, and claimed the right to retain Ahmadnagar in his 
family, on the gronnd that the former ruler, Prithi Singh, had adopted 
Jaswant Singh and that he, Takht Singh, had only been regent and not 
actual ruler of Ahmadnagar. Inquiry, however, proved for tw'o 

years Takht Singh had been, and had been recognised as, the ruler of 
Ahmadnagar, and that, by tbe cuatoms of Rajpntana and Gujarat and 
by Hindu law, the right of succession of his family in Ahmadnagar was 
cancelled by bis acceptance of the gaddi of Jodhpur. It was therefore 
decided in 1848 that Ahmadnagar should lapse to Idar, from which 
State it had been severed in 1784, and that Takht Singh should remove 
his family from Ahmadnagar and abstain from all interference in its 
affairs. 

By the Treaty of 1818 (No, IT) the tribute due from the Jodhpur 
State was Es. 1.08,000: hut in T84T this was reduced to Es. 98,000 in 
ponsidoration of the cession (No, VTIT) to the B^-Hish Government of 
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its of Jodhpur to the district and fort of Umarkot. This district 
came into the possevssion of Jodhpur in 1780, but was Muested from it in 
1813 by the Talpui* Amirs of Sind. After the conquest of Sind the 
British Government promised to restore it to the Maharaja. But, as the 
fort of Umarkot was a valuable frontier post, and the district could not 
be controlled by Jodhpur, it was considered best for the British Govern¬ 
ment to retain possession of it, and to give compensation to Jodhpur in 
the shape of remission of tribute. 

Takht Singh did good service during the mutiny; but the Jodhpur 
Legion mutinied and was replaced by the Erinpura Irregular Eorce, 
which afterwards became the 43rd Erinpura Regiment. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Jodhpur received a Sanad of Adoption (see 


Part 1, No. VIII). 

In 1866 the Maharaja agreed (No. IX) to cede lands for railway 
purposes. All rights in such lands, short of actual sovereignty, were 
yielded to the British Government. Duties were abolished on all goods 
passing through the State without breaking bulk. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Jodhpur was granted a permanent salute of 


IT guns. 


In 1868 an Extradition Treaty (No. Xj was concluded with the Jodh¬ 
pur State. 

Under the rule of Takht Singh the affairs of Marwar fell into the 
utmost confusion. From the time of his accession to power he had 
never relaxed his endeavours to resume the villages which his pre¬ 
decessor hod been compelled to lesture in 1839. His unjust confisca¬ 
tions and exactions led to constant disputes with his nobles, which ter¬ 
minated in 1868 in open hostilities between the parties; {vnd the prin¬ 
cipal nobles solicited the intexTention of the British Government. Ac¬ 
cordingly, while the nobles were given to understand that the interfer¬ 
ence of Government, if found necessary, would be carried out in a man¬ 
ner calculated to bear down all opposition, the Maharaja was informed 
that, unless he consented, within a given period, to be guided by the 
advice of the British authorities, he would be deprived of all authority 
for the rest of his life. In these circumstances the Maharaja signed an 
Agreement (No. XI) in 1868 by which he appointed a ministry to con¬ 
duct the affairs of the State, find placed fifteen lakh? at their di8i)0sal 
for public expenditure. He also agreed to manage all the State, vill¬ 
ages through the ministers; to place under them the whole civil and 
criminal administration of the State; and to restrict his private ex¬ 
penditure to a certain sum. Provision was made for the maintenam^e 
of the eldest and other sonvS of the Maharaja, who also bound himself 
to abide by the decision of Government in regard both to the suuies- 
sion tax (luikamnama) to be levied from the nobles, and to the disputf^^i 
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to remain iu foic.e for four years iiiiless a cojitinuaivce of misrule should 
compel the British Uoverumeiit to iuterfere actively. 


In confoj-mity with tlie terms of Article 9 of this Agreement, certain 


rules for deterininiiig the levy of succession tax Avere accepted in 18()9 
by the Maharaja, who notified his adherence to them by proclamution, 
and ordered their a<Joption throughout his teriitories.* The territorial 
disputes between the Maharaja and the leading nobles, and differences 
with minor feudatories, involving the proprietorship of nearly 250 vill*- 
ages, were temporarily adjusted by the Political Agent on the basis of 
actual possession at the time of Takht Singh’s accession to power. The 
Maharaja endeavoured on various pretexts to evade the fulfilment of Jiis 
promises, but eventually appointed a committee to adjudicate on the 
respective claims: as, however, the scope of the eiupiiry excluded many 
villages in dispute, the measure was only partially successful in allaying 
the discontent. Under Article 8 of the agreement of 1868 the pargana 
of Godwar, estimated to yield a revenue of one lakJi of rupees pel 
aiimim was set aside for the imiintenance of Jaswaut Singh, the eldest 
son o f the M uhara j a. 

In 1809 the Maharaja entered into uii Agreement (Mo. XII) in con¬ 
nection with the coustruciiun of an Imperial road tluough the Jodhpur 
State. 

In 1870 a Treaty (Xo. XIII) was cojicludod with Maharaja Takht 
Singh, for the lease of the Jodhpur share of the joint jurisdiction 
possessed by it and Jaipur over the salt manufactured at Saiubhar. The 
terms of the lease w^ere a paymeut of Its. 1,26,000 per anuiim, with a 
loyalty of 20 per cent, on the amount of all sales beyond 8| lakhs of 
maimds of salt per unmun; the aiiniial supply of 7,000 inautids of salt, 
free of all charges, for the use of the Darbai; and the abolition of transit 
duty on salt inanufac.tured by the British Govenuneut. A second 
Treaty (No. XIV) was signed in April of the same year, by which the 
eTodhpur State agreed to lease to the British Goveriimeid the Nawa and 
Gudha salt marts, which are also situated on the Sambhar Lake, at an 
annual rent of Its. 3,00,000, with a royalty of 40 per cent, on sales in 
excess of 900,000 maunds of salt per aJuuuii. Tim lumditious in the 
former Treaty regarding the free supply of 7,000 rnaunds of salt a 
year, and the abolition of transit duties, were maintained. 

In 1872 Zorawar Singh, second son of Maharaja Takht Singh, took 
possession of the town and lort ol agaur, in the hope of establishing 
by force of aiuns his claim to be coiisideied heir to the ijaddi, on the 
plea that his elder brother, had been adopte<l to Ahmadnagar, and tJvat 
he was the first son bom to ^laliaraja Takht Singh after his accession 
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lusurrectioji was put down vvitkout bloodshed; and 
claims were finally negatived by Government, 
Ajmer. 


Takht Singh died in lS7d, and was succeeded by liis eldest son Jas- 
want Singh, who had for several months been entrusted by his father 
with the administration of the State. 

Inheral provision was made by Maharaja Jaswaiit Singh for the 
numerous tainily left by his father. This was considered iuadefjuate by 
some of the members, who made attempts to excite disaffection; but 
these ceased on its being understor)d that opposition to tite legitimate 
authority of the Maharaja would be vi.sited with the severe displea&^ure 


of the Supreme Government. 

In 1879 an Agreement (No. XV) was concluded with Maharaja Jas- 
want Singh for the lease to the British Government of tlie four principal 
Darihas or salt sources of Jodhpur, all other salt sources l>eing sup¬ 
pressed, with the exception of two whose annual out-turn was to be 
limited to 20,000 maunds. TTie agieenient also piovided for the pre¬ 
vention of the import and export of any salt except tliai on wliich British 
duty had been levied, and for the removal of expoit and transit dues on 
salt. In return the British Govemment agreed to pay to the Barbar an 
annual rent of Ks. 3,91,800; to cerbiin jagirdars and others, through the 
Darbar, Us. 19,595-5-3 a year; and to proprietors and others a sum of 
Ks. 3,00,000, as compensation for their loss of iuteiests. The British 
Government furtlier undertook to pay to the Maharaja Us. 1,25,000 
annually in consideration of Jus loyal and effective observance of the 
Agreement; to grant him 50 per cent, of any net profits w^hich the 
British Government might make from the sale of salt at the leased wmj ks; 
to supply annually 225,000 maunds of good salt at a price not exceed¬ 
ing eight annas per luaund. free of duty, for the use of the people of 
the State; and to deliver at rachblmdra 10,000 maunds of g(M)(l salt 
annually, free of all charges, for the use of tJie Maharaja. 


Owung to the disorganised and disturbed condition of the Jalor dis- 
trud in Jodhpur, which borders on Sirohi, the Jodhpur Uarhar had been 
required in 1871 to eiitiust the police arrangements of the entire border 
to the Political Superintendent, Sirohi, and to place at his disposal such 
a body of troops as lie might letpiire. A special Assistant to the Poli¬ 
tical Superintendent was also appointed. The energetic measures adopt¬ 
ed by the Political Superinteiulent were tlie means of restoring order in 
these border districts, and in 1874 the police administration of the border 
was restored to'Maharaja Jaswant Singh, wlio had himself made strenu¬ 
ous efforts, since his accesvsion, to restore law and order throughout his 
territories. The peace of the Jalor-Sirohi Wrder was again disturbcul 
in 1879-89. The active measures taken by the Jodhpur and Sirohi l)ar- 
bars led eventually to the capture of Sadul Singh, the outlawed Thakur 
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ewara, who was executed by order of the Darbar in Septejuber 
(82. In the same year Lohiaua, a village which for generations had 
resisted Darbar authority and had been the chief resort of the predatoiy 
Bhils of the border, was effectually overawed; and in 1883 liana Salji, 
who owned the Lohiaua estate, having become an outlaw, the Darbar 
confiscated Lohiana. The Rana died in outlawry in 1884. It was also 
in 1882 that Pratap Singh, brother of the Maharaja, took the first de¬ 
cided step towards establishing order on the Jaipur border by attack¬ 
ing Bararwa, a defiant village of Eayput robbers. In the same year the 
Sahrahis, bold Mussalman plunderers, were attacked by Raj troops; 
many were killed, and the notorious village of Boyatra, to which they 
belonged, was reduced to subjection. The lawless villagers of Sakra on 
the Jaisalmer border were brought under control in 1883. 

In 1882 and 1883 the customs system was entirely reformed. 

In 1884 an Agreement (No. XVI) was concluded between the Raj- 
putana-Malwa Railway (now the Bombay, Baroda and Central India 
Railway) and the Jodlipur Railway for the interchange of tiaffie at 
Jodhpnr Junction. This Agreement was slightly modified in 1901. 

In 1884 the civil and criminal powers of the principal jagirdars wei’e 
regulated and defined by mutual agreement. Under' the scheme there 
are three grades of powers, the highest giving pow'er to imprison for (i 
mouths and to fine up to Rs. 300, with jurisdiction in civil suits up to 
Rs. 1,000. 


In 1885 the British Govei'iimeiit and the Darbar came to an arrange- 
meut (No. XVII) reg'arding the tenure on w'bich the British Goverrrment 
administered the district of Marwar-Merwara (see Nos. IV and V). It 
was agreed that Jodhpur should retain sovereign rights over the tract 
and should receive Rs. 3,000 a year' on account of its revenue and, in 
addition, 40 per, cent, of any net .surphis that might thereafter be 
lealised from it. On these conditions the British Government retain 
permanent occupation and full administrative control over Marwar- 
Merwara. 


In the same year Jodhpur became a j>arty to the postal unity scheme. 
In 1880 transit duties were partially, and in 1890 entirely, alrolished. 
In 1887 the F-xirudition Treaty of 1808 (No. X) was -010(111168 by an 
Agreement (No. XVlIl) which jirovided that, in the extradition of 
offenders from British India to Joilhpur, the procedure for the time being 
in force in British India should be followed. 


In 1889 Maharaja Jaswant Singli offered to place a Cavalry regi¬ 
ment at tJie disposal of the Government of India for Imperial Service. 

In the same year an Agreement (No. XIX) was concluded with the 
Darbar for the construction of a railway between Jodhpur and Bikaner at 
the joint expense of the two States. In 1895 the Jodhpur-Bikaner Rail- 
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1(1 tlie Bombay, Baroda aud Central India Eailway .made 
feement (No. XX) for tbe intei (iliange of coacbing and goods traffic at 
Kucliaman Boad Station, and rolling stock via Knciiainan Hoad, and 
for joint working at that station. This Agreement was subsequently 
modified in some details. 

Jaswant Singh died in 1895 and was succeeded by his only son 
Sardar Singh. During his minority the administration was carried on 
by his uncle Pratap Singh as Musaldb Ala. Maharaja Sardar Singh 
was invested with ruling powers in 1898. 

A detachment of the dodhpur Lancers served in the Prontier Expedi¬ 
tion of 1897. 

The civil and revenue jurisdiction of the tract of Mallani had been 
re-transferred to the Jodhpur Darbar in 1891, under certain conditions. 
The Besident, Jodhpur, retained in his own hands the administration 
of criminal justice and police, and special arrangements were made for 
the management of the finances. In 1898 the entire management of 
the tract was handed over to the Darbar. 

In 1899 the Maharaja entered into an Agreement (No. XXI) for the 
efiecvfcive Control and discipline of his Imperial Service Troops when serv¬ 
ing beyond the frontier of the State. 

Measures for the conversion of the State silver coin into British 
rupees were sanctioned in 1900. 

In the same year the Maharaja ceded (No. XXII) full and exclusive 
jurisdiction of every kind over lauds in the State which were, or might 
thereafter be, occupied by the Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway, including 
future extensions : and an Agreement (No. XXIII) was made between 
the Government of India and the Maharaja of Jodhpur and the Council 
of Regem^y, Bikaner, for the construction and working of a metre.gauge 
railway iroin Balotra to Hyderabad (Sind). 

A regiment of Jodhpur Tiuncers served in the China Expedition of 
1900-01. 

In 1902 the Maharaja’s uncle Pratap Singh succeeded to the gaddi 
of Idai aud left Jodhpur. 

In 1903 Maharaja Sardar Singh was temporarily deprived of his 
powei'S owing to his unsatisfactory conduct, and the administration of 
the State was placed under the Mahkama Khas, acting under the general 
supervision of the Resident. In 1905 restricted powers were restored to 
him. These restrictions were removed in 1908 and he was allowed to 
exercise full ruling powders, subject to certain conditions. 

In 1904 an Agreement (No. XXIV) was made between the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India Railway and the Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway 
for the interchange of coaching and goods traffic at the Marwar Railway 
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and rolliiig atocic via Atarwar Railway Junction, and for joint 
workiJiig at iliai Btation. This Agreement supeiHedecl that made in 1884 
(No. XVf) between the Rajputana-Malwa Railway and the Jodhpnr 
Railway foi* the interchange of traffic at the same junction, named the 
Jodhpur JumJion in that Agreement, 

In 1905 the Durbar ceded (No. XXV) full and exclusive power and 
jurisdiction of every kind over the lands in the vState which Tvere, or 
might thereafter be, occupied by the Bewari-Phulera chord Railway, in¬ 
cluding future extensions. 

In the same year the North Western Railway and the Jodhpur- 
llikaner Rjiilway enteied into an Agreement (No. XXVI) for working 
the Hyderabad (Sind) Junction, for the interchange of traffic thereat, 
and for working the Rahoki and Tando Tiioro Flag Stations as joint 
Stations. 

Maharaja Sardar Singh died in 1911 and was succeeded by his eldest 
son Sumer Singh. During his minority the administratiou of the State 
was carried ou by a Council of Adniinistration under the Revsldent, which 
was soon rephu^ed by a Council of Kegeiicy under the i*resideiicy of 
Maharaja Pratap Singh, who returned to Jodlipur after abdicating the 
guddi of Idur in favour of his adopted son. 

In 1912 and 1913 two Contracts (Nos. XXVII and XXVIII) were 
executed between the Secretary of State and the Maharajas of Jodhpuii 
and Bikaner, f(#r (he working by the Jodhpur-Bikaiier Railway of the 
Inanches of the Sijid Light Raihvay from Mirj)ur Khas to Jliiulo and 
Khadro. 


On the outbreak of the Great War the Darbai* placed all the resources 
of the State at the dispovsal of the British Govei nment. Tlie Jodhpur 
impelial Service Lancers served in France and Palestine, and Maha 
raja Sumer Singli, accompanied by the Maharaja Regent Pratap Singh, 
served with them in person for nearly two years on the French front. 

Maharaja Sumer Singh was invested with ruling powers in 1916. 

Ill the same year a Contract (No. XXTX), guppleiuentaJ to tlie 
Agreement of 1912 (No. XXVII) for the wnirking of the Mirpur Khas- 
Jhudo Railway, was entered into between the Secretary of State for 
India, the Sind 1/ight Railway Company and the Jodhpur and Bikaner 
Durbars, for the adoption of the Government tiuaiicial year in the pre¬ 
paration of accounts. 

Maharaja Sumer Siugh died ou the 3rd October 1918 without male 
issue, and was succeeded by his brother the present Maharaja ITrnaid 
Singh, born on the 8th July 1903. During his minority the adniinis- 
tratiou of the State was conducted by an Executive Council with Maha¬ 
raja Pratap Singh as President, under the general control of the 
Resident. 


1921 the Euler of Joillipur was granted a permanent local ealute of 
19 guns within hie own territories. 

In the same year the 43rd Erinpura llegiment, and the 42nd Deoli 
Regiment, were disbanded. They were replaced by a Mina Corps of 
300 men, 100 of whom are stationed at Erinpura and 200 at Deoli. The 
Jodhpur contribution of Its. 1,15,000, pavalde under the Agreement of 
December 1835 (No. VI) remains unchanged. 

In the same year the (Tovernment of India recognised the right of 
the Durbar to levy import duty on dutiable articles imported by the 
employees of the lloiubay, liaroda and Central India Railway for their 
own use, when employed on railway lands situated in the Jodhpur State. 

Maharaja J^ratap Singh died in September 1922, when tlie lleBident 
at JodEpur wavS appointed iResident of the Eege^icy Council. Maharaja 
ITmaid Singh was invested with full ruling powers on the 27th January 
1923. 

In 1923 the State enacted laws and regulations to give elfect to the 
provisions of the International Opium Convention of 1912. 

The joint partnersJup of the Jodhpur-Bikanei Railway was termin¬ 
ated on tlie Ist November 1924, from which date the Agreements of 
1900 (No. XX1 11) and the Contracts of 1912 and 1913 (Nos. XXVII and 
XXX III) ceased to be operative, and the Jodhpur and Bikaner Darbars 
began to work, under separate iuiiiiageiiieiit, the portions of the railway 
lying within their respective territories. The British Indian section of 
the line from the Jodhpur frontier to Hyderabad (Sind) and the con¬ 
nected branches from Mirpiir Khas to Jluido and Khadro are now worked 
by the Jodhpur Darhar. An agreement for this arrangement is still 
under the consideration of the Government of India. 

The Jodhpur State has from time to time constructed at its own co.st 
munieious sections of railway within its own territoiy, the total mileage 
of which is at present (1930) approximately 693. 

Extradition arrangements have lx)en eifected between Jodhpur and 
numerous other States both in and outside Rajputana. A list of these 
is given in Appendix I. 

The area of the State is 35,066 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 1,848,825; and the revenue Rs. 1,39,26,968, 
exclusive of alienations in jagir which comprise five-sixths of the total 
area of the* State. 

Under the reorganisation scheme of January 1921 the authorised

Semce Troops was ciianged to Indian State Forces 


(2) Jaisai^mer. 

Owing to its isolated situation, this State escaped the ravages of the 
Mahrattas. The hrst Ruler with whom the British Government entered 
into political relations was Maharawal Mulraj^ who succeeded to power 
in 1762. He would gladly have accepted British protection in 1808, but 
the policy which limited the British ascendancy to the territories east of 
the Jumna prevented the formation of an alliance with him. In 18J.8, 
however, a Treaty (No. XXX) was concluded with him by which the 
State was guaranteed to his posterity; the Ruler was to be protected from 
serious invasions and dangers to his State, provided the cause of quarrel 
was not ascribuble to him; and he was to act in subordinate co-operation 
with the British Government. No tribute was demanded from him. 
Up to 1823 tlie Jaisalmer State continued to urge its claims to territories 
in the possession of other Ruling Princes, but these claims were rejected, 
as the investigation of them was inconsistent with the engagements 
nibaisting hetwoen the Britisli Government and other States. 

During the lifetime of Mulraj tlie State was virtually governed by 
Iris Minister Salim Singh, who conimitted serious atrocities. He put to 
death nearly all the relatives of the Maharawal, while those who escaped 
death fled from the State; the town of Jaisalmer nas depopulated by 
his cruelty, and the trade of the country was interrupted. 

Mulraj died in 1820 and was succeeded by his grandson Gaj Singh. 
At the time of the conclusion of the Treaty of 1818 Salim Singh liad 
endeavoured to obtain a guarantee, sucli as was given to the Minister of 
the Kotah State, that tlie office of Minister would be hereditary in his 
family; and on his death in 1824 tlie leading men of the State appeared 
disposed to support the cause of his eldest son who, after a ministry of 
a few months, had been imprisoned by the Maharawal; hut, on tlie 
British Government declaring that they did not intend to interfere with 
tlie just authority of the Maharawal in the appointment or punishment 
of his Minister, all parties returned to their allegiance. 

In 1844, after the conquest of Sind, the forts of Shahgarh, Garsia 
and Ghotoni or Ghotrii, which had been wrested from Jaisalmer, were 
restorcnl to the State. Tlie forts were given over by Mir Ali Murad 
Khan, by order of the British Government; but no saiiad appears to liave 
been given to the Ruler of Jaisalmer on this occasion. 
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Gaj Singh died in 1846 and his widow adopted Ranjit Singh, 
succeeded him. 


In 1862 the Ruler of Jaisalnier received a Sanad of Adoption {see 
Part I, No. Till.) 

Ranjit Singh died in 1864 and was succeeded by his brother Bairi 
Sal. 


Id 1867 the Ruler of Jaisabner was granted a pernianent salute of 15 
guns. 

In 1870 an Extradition Treaty (No. XX XT) was roneluded with the 
Jaisalmer State. This was modified in 1887 by an Agreement (No. 
XXX III), which provided that, in the extradition of offenders frc^m 
British India to Jaisalmer, the procedure for the time being in force in 
British India should be followed. 


In 1879 an Agreement (No. XXXTI) w^as concluded with the State, 
providing for the abolition of all dues upon British duty-paid salt. By 
this agreement the Darbar also undertook to prevent the export of Jaisal¬ 
mer salt from the State, and to limit the local manufacture of it to 15,000 
raaunds a year for local consumption. 

Bairi Sal died in 1891, and his widows, with the consent of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, adopted Sham Singh, who took the family name of 
Salivahan. During his minority the administration of the State was 
conducted by the Resident, Western Rajputana States, as Superinten¬ 
dent, aided by a Council with the Diwan as President. 

Salivahan was invested with full ruling powers in 1908. He died, 
leaving no issue, on the 11th April 1914. The Government of India, 
after consulting the Sardars of the State, selected as his successor the 
present Maharawal Jawahir Singh, born on the 18th November 1882, 
adopted son of Man Singh, Thakur of Eta, the senior living member of 
the ruling family. Maharawal Jawahir Singh was formally installed 
on the 9th July 1914. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Maharawal placed all the 
resources of his State at the disposal of the British Government. He 
also offered his personal services. 

In 1922 the State enacted laws and regulations to give effect to the 
provisions of the International Opium Convention of 1912. 

Extradition arrangements have been effected between Jaisalmer and 
the States of Jodhpur and Bikaner {see Appendix I). 

The area of the State is 16,062 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 67,652; and the revenue, excluding alienations, 
about Rs. 4,81,342. 


The military forces of the State consist (1929) of 208 Cavalry, 278 
Infantry and 6 Artillery men with 13 serviceable and 8 unserviceable 


guns. 
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Treaty of Amsty and Alliance between the Honourable the English East 
India Company and Maharajah Dheera.i Raj Rajeshore Maun Sing 
Bahadur, settled by His Excellency General Gerard Lake, Command- 
er-in-Chief of the British Forches in India, in virtue of authority 
vested in him for that purpose by His Excellency the Most Noble 
Richard, Marquis Wellesley, KNiauT of the Most Illustrious Order 
OP Batnt Patrick, one of His Britannic Majesty’s Most Honourable 
Privy Gounoil, Oaftain-General and Commander-In-Chief of all the 
Land Forces serving in the British Possessions in India, and Governor- 
General in Council at Fort William in Bengal, in behalf of the Honour¬ 
able THE English East India Company, and by Maharajah Dheeraj 
Raj Rajbshore Maun Bing Bahadur, in behalf of himself, his heirs and 
successors,—1803. 

Article 1. 

A firm and permanent friendship and alliance is established between the 
Honourable the English Company and Maharajah Dheeraj Maun Sing Bahadur, 
and between their heirs and sucoeasors. 


Article 2. 

Whereas friendship has been established between the tw > States the friends 
and enemies of one of tlie parties shall be considered the friends and enemies of 
both, and an adherence to this condition shall be constantly observed by both 
States. 

Article 3. 

The Honourable Company shall not interfere in the government of the coun¬ 
try now possessed by Maharajah Dheeraj, and shall not demand tribute from 
him. 

Article 4, 

In the event of any enemy of the Honourable Company evincing a disposl- 
tion to invade the country lately taken possession of by the Honourable Company 
in Hindostan, Maharajah Dheeraj shall send the whole of his forces to the assist¬ 
ance of the Company’s army, and shall exert himself to the utmost of his power 
in repelling the enemy, and shall neglect no opportuipty of proving his friendship 
and attachment. 

Article 5. 

Whereas, in consequence of the friendship established by the second Article 
of the present Treaty, the Honourable Company become guarantee to th^ xMaha- 
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Dheeraj for tbo security of his country against external enemies. Maharajah 
Dheeraj hereby agrees that, if any misunderstanding should arise between him 
and any other Statue, Maharajah Dheeraj will, in the first instance, submit the 
cause of dispute to the Cornpany^a government that the government may endea¬ 
vour to settle it amicably, if, from the obstinacy of the opposite party, no amic¬ 
able terniB can be settled, then Maharajah Dheeraj may demand aid from the 
Company’s government. In the event above stated it will be granted, and Maha¬ 
rajah Dheeraj agrees to take upon himself the charge of the expense of such aid, 
at the same rate as has been settled with the other Chieftains of Hindostan. 


Article 0. 

Maharajah Dheeraj hereby agrees, although he is in reality the master of his 
own army, to act, during the time of war or prospect of action, agreeably to the 
advice and opinion of the Commander of the English am\y which may be emjdoyed 
with his troops. 

Article 7, 

The Maharajah shall not entertain in his service, or in any manner give admis¬ 
sion to, any English or French subject-s, or any other person from among the 
inhabitants of Europe, without the consent of the Company’s government. 

The above Treaty, comprised in seven Articles, has been duly concluded and 
confirmed by the seal and signature of His Excellency General Gerard Lake, at 
Surhindce in the Soubah of Akburrabad, on the 22nd day of December 1803 of 
the Christian era, corresponding with the 7th of Kampian 1218 Hegira, and with 
the 9th of Poos Soodec, I860 Sumbut, and under the seal and signature of Maha¬ 
rajah Dheeraj liaj Kajeshore Maun Sing Bahadur, at on the 22nd 

day of December 1803 of the Christian era, corresponding with the of 

1218 Hegira, and with the of ]860 Sumbut. 

When a Treaty containing the above seven Articles shall be delivered to Maha¬ 
rajah Dheeraj, under the seal and signature of His Excellency the Most Noble 
the Governor-General in Council, the present Treaty under the seal and signature 
of His Excellency General Gerard Lake, ahall be returned.

Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance and unity of interests between 
the Honourable English East India Company and Maharajah Maun Sing, and 
his heirs and successors; and the friends and enemies of one party shall be the 
friends and enemies of both. 


Article 2. 

The British Government engages to protect the principality and territory of 
Jodhpore. 

Article 3. 

Maharajah Maun Sing and his hoirs and successors will act in subordinate 
co-operation with the British Government and acknowledge its supremacy; and 
will not have any connection with other Chiefs and States. 


Article 4. 

The Maharajah and his heirs and successors will not enter into any negocia- 
tion with any Chief or State without the knowledge and sanction of the Britith 
Government: hut his usual amicable correspondence with friends and relations 
shall continue. 

Article 5. 

The Maharajah and his heirs and successors will not commit aggressions on 
any one. If, by accident, disputes arise with any one they shall be submitted 
to the arbitration and award of the British Government. 


Article 6 . 

The tribute heretofore paid to Sindia by the State of Jodhpore, of which a 
separate Schedule is annexed, shall be paid in perpetuity to the British Govern- 
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§L 


tj and the engagements of the State of Jodhpore with Sindia respec'.ting tri¬ 
bute shall cease. 


Artiolk 7. 

As the Maharajah declares that, besides the tribute paid to Sindia by the State 
of Jodhpore, tribute has not been paid to any other State, and engages to pay 
the aforesaid tribute to the British Government; if either Sindia or any one else 
lay claim to tribute the British Government engages to reply to such claim. 


Article 8. 

The State of Jodhpore shall furnish fifteen hundred horse for the service of 
the British Government whenever required ; and when necessary the whole of 
the Jodhpore forces shall join the British army excepting such a portion as may 
be requisite for the internal adnoinistration of the country. 


Article 9. 

The Maharajah and his heirs and successors shall remain absolute rulers of 
their country, and the jurisdiction of the British Government shall not he intro¬ 
duced into that principality. 

Article 10. 

This Treaty of ten Articles having been concluded at Delhi, and signed and 
sealed by Mr. Charles Theophilus Metcalfe and Byas Bishun Kam and Byas Ubee 
Ram; the ratifications of the same by His Excellency the Governor-General and 
by Raj Rajeesur Maharajah Maun Sing Bahadur and Joograj Maharaj Koowur 
Chutter Sing Bahadur shall be exchanged within six weeks from this date.

Translation of an Article of Agreement between Maharajah Maun Sing 
Bahadoor, Rajah of Jodhfore, and the British Government, concluded 
by Lieutenant Henry Trevelyan, Assistant Agent, Governor-General 
for the States of Rajputana,—1835. 


Whereas Maharajah Maun Sing Bahadoor, Rajah of Jodhpore, having agreed 
to pay yearly, from the beginning of the month of Pooso Sudee Proounmasee 
Sumbut 1892, the sum of one lakh and fifteen thousand Kuldar Rupees in lieu 
of the Contingent of fifteen hundred horse which he is bound to furnish when 
required, as specified in the eighth Article of his Treaty with the British Govern¬ 
ment, dated Delhi, the 6th January 1818 ; this paper is written as an agreement 
which cancels, on the part of the British Government the following words of the 
said eighth Article of the said Treaty, viz. : “ The State of Jodhpore shall furnish 
fifteen hundred horse when required, and provides for the pecuniary payment 
at Ajmere by the State of Jodhpore as above stated, viz.^ one lakh and fit teen 
thousand Kuldar Rupees per year”. The first payment of one lakh and fifteen 
thousand Rupees to be made on tbe first day of the month of Poose Sumbut 1893, 
and the same to be paid on the same date in each future year. 

Done at Jodhpore^ the 2nd of Poose Biidi Sumbut 1892, corresponding with the 
7th Decemffef 1835.

Engagement between the British Government and Maharajah Maun Sing, 

—1839. 

Between the august British Government and the Sirkar of Jodhpore friend¬ 
ship has of old subsisted, and in consequence of the negociation of the Treaty 
in Sumbut 1875 (A.D. 1818), this feeling has been established upon a firmer basis, 
mutual amity has thus existed down to the present time between the two Govern¬ 
ments, and such will endure in future time. 

At this time the following Articles of Agreement are concluded between the 
august British Government and Maharajah Maun Sing Bahadoor, the sovereign 
of Jodhpore, through Colonel John Sutherland :— 

lat —Now for the government of the country mutual deliberations having 
been agreed upon the Maharajah and Colonel Sutherland and the >SirdaT8 and 
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kars and the Khuwas Pasbana of the Raj will meet and institute rules for 
the government of the country which are to be acted upon now and henceforward ; 
they will also define and settle the rights of the several Chiefs and of the Officers 
of the Government and of others depending upon it according to ancient usage. 

2nd ,—The British Political Agent and the Uhahi-kars of the Raj of Jodhpore 
having counselled together will conduct the affairs of the government according 
to these rules and after having consulted the Maharajah. 

Jrd.—*The said Punchayut will conduct all the affairs of government in accord^ 
ance with ancient usage. 


4th ,—The Colonel Sahib has said that a British garrison shall be placed in 
the fortress of rFodhpore, and to this the Maharajah agrees. In other Principali¬ 
ties of Rajusthan, where Political Agents reside, they remain outside the city. 
Within the precincts of the fortress are only dwelling houses, and the area is very 
much confined. Iji this consists the difficulty ; but nevertheless in view to gratify 
the Sirkar, the (proposition regarding the) British garrison has been approved, 
and a suitable spot having been selected it shall be established. The Durbar ip 
under no kind of apj)rehensioii of the Sirkar. 

dt/i.-—Sreeje ka Mundur (a), Snroop (6), and Jogeswur (c), whether of the coun¬ 
try or foreigners, their followers 
and associates, the Oomraos \d)^ 
the Keekas (e), Mutsuddees (/), the 
Khuwas Pasbana and others, shall 
experience no diminution of their 
dignity, honour, or profession as at 
present existing.

6ih ,—The Kurbars shall exercise their functions in conformity to the rules 
which shall be estabbahed, but should any dereliction of duty be manifested they 
sliall be replaced, after advising with the Maharajah, by other competent persons. 

7th ,—Those whose rights have been sequestrated shall be repossessed in accord¬ 
ance with the principles of justice, and the incumbents shall perform liege service 
to the Durbar. 


Sth ,—The British Government having solely in view the continuance of the 
sovereign rights and interests of Marwar, and the preservation of • th^ honour 
and reputation of the Maharajah, no diminution thereof shall take place at the 
hands of the said Sirkar, nor will it permit such diminution at the hands of others, 
and it becomes guarantee for the same. 


9th. The British Agent and the Uhal-i-kars of Marwar having consulted 
together will, according to the advice of the Maharajah and the rules to be estab¬ 
lished, adopt a suitable arrangement for the payment of the British tribute and 
Sower Khurch now due and for their regular payment in future. Claims on 
account of losses sustained shall be paid by the parties against whom proof shall 
be established, while the amount of claims by Marwar upon other States shall 
be recovered on the cases being duly proven. 
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The Maharajah having bestowed title deeds of jaghires on the SirdUr^ 
aiia^cured a return of their allegiance and granted amnesty for the past, so in 
like manner shall the British Government extend a like pardon to all against 

whom it has conceived objection, to 
wit, the Suroops,* the Jogeswiirs,

the Oomraos, and the Uhal-i-kars. 

IUJl —A British Agent having been appointed at this capital, tyranny or 
oppression shall not be suffered towards any person; no interference shall bo 
exercised in regard to the six sects of religionists ; and there shall be no destruc¬ 
tion of life among the animals held sacred in Marwar. 

12tK —Should the entire affairs of the Maharajah’s government have been 
adjusted within a period of six inonthvS, a year, or eighteen months, the Political 
Agent and the British garrison shall be withdrawn from the fortress of Jodlipore, 
and should this be effected at an early period it will be a source of high gratifica¬ 
tion to the British Government, as its credit will be enhanced in its accomplish¬ 


ment. 


id/A.—-The above engagement having been negociated as above described at 
Jodhpore on the 24th day of September 1839 will by Lieutenant-Colonel Suther¬ 
land be submitted for the confirmation or amendment of the Right Hon’blo the 
Governor-General of India, and a khureeta to the address of the Maharajah of 
the tenor of the above engagement shall be obtained from His Lordship. 

The foregoing agreement has been concluded by Colonel John Sutherland in 
virtue of authority vested in him by the Right Hou’ble George Lord Auckland 
G.O.B., Governor-General of India.

Note by LiEUTEfTANT-CoLONEL Suthbkland. 

Article 4 ,—In the original draft it was merely stated that a garrison should 
be placed in the fort; what follows is the Maharajah’s : ** a suitable spot ” was 
stated to mean that our garrison should not occupy the palace, the zenana, or 
the temples. 

Article 5 ,—The landed and other rights of all these persons to be defined in 
conformity with the 1st Article. 

Articles 2 and 6 ,—It was desired to say something of the exclusion of the Naths 
from all interference in the affairs of government, but urged by Maun Sing that 
they were effectually excluded by these Articles, being neither amongst the 
“ Uhal-i-kars ” nor the Kurbars ” of the Raj. 

Article 9 ,—It was also desired to introduce a notice of the “ Fouj Khurch,” 
or the expense of the present armament as payable by Jodhpore. Maun Sing 
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urged that although the amount must of course be paid, yet it was unnecessary 
to introduce the mention of it amongst Articles relating to permanent charges 
against, and the future government of, the State. 

Article 11 ,—Horned cattle, pea-fowl and pigeons are the only beasts and birds 
believed to be held sacred. 

Article 13 .—What relates to the negociation of the engagement by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sutherland in virtue of authority conferred on him by the Governor- 
General stood originally at the head of the paper, but was changed by the Maha¬ 
rajah to the bottom. 


No. VIII. 

Tbanslation of a Note from the Jodhpore Vakeel to the Political Agent, 
JoPHPORE, dated 15th May 1847. 

I communicated to His Highness the Maharajah the contents of your note of 
the 6th March last, intimating that, in lieu of the cession of Omerkote, a yearly 
deduction of Rupees 10,000 would be made from the 1,15,000 Sowar Khurch. 

His Highness observed, Omerkote was mine and iny claim to it is clear, as 
the Sahib Bahadoor knows. As long as it remains in the possession of the British 
Government I may look upon it as belonging to myself ; but whenever the British 
Government may be pleased to grant it away let it be granted to me, and not to 
another, for Omerkote was mine, so let it be granted to me. In Rajusthan we 
estimate a right to land very high, and the day on which Omerkote is given to me 
will be a day of great rejoicing. 

In the meanwhile may the 10,000 Rupees be deducted yearly from the 
1,08,000 (tribute payable to the British Government). This deduction is granted 
in lieu of land, and tribute is leviable on land, therefore it ought to be deducted 
from the tribute.” 

Approved and confirmed by the Governor-General in Council on 17th June 
1847. 


No. IX. 

Translation of aKHUREETA from His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpore, 
G.C.S.I., to the address of the Agent to the Governor-General for the 
States of Rajpootana, dated the 19th July 1866. 

I have had the pleasure to receive and understand your khurecta of the 19th 
February last to this effect, that Government considers the stipulations contained 
in my former letter to amount to a virtual refusal by this Durbar to have a Rail¬ 
way. I wish you to know that I never wished to disapprove of the Railway ; 
indeed, I feel how many benefits it will confer on Marwar. What I first wrote 
regarding the loss of customs duties was founded on this that very little foreign 
goods are expended in Marwar, and that, besides salt, there is no other export of 
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ince produced in Marwar, therefore the chief income of this State ia i 
Bom transit dues on articles which pass through it (ix,y without breaking bulk), 
and from the loss of this item my revenue will certainly suifer heavily. Still in 
deference to your address to me, to the wishes of the British Government, and 
to the benefit of all my subjects, I accede to the Railway passing through Marwar 
on the following conditions 

Article 1. 


Ground averaging 200 feet in area will be granted free for the line or stations 
whatever loss is incurred by villages, wells, or gardens in this land will be borne 
by this Durbar. 

Article 2. 

In this land the proprietary right will remain with this Durbar, all other 
rights will be yielded to the British Government, but no criminal of this State 
can take refuge in this land, any refugee in this land is to be surrendered to the 
officials of this State. Any criminal, being a resident of another State, taking 
refuge in this land, to be surrendered to and dealt with by the Political Agent of 
this State. 


Article 3. 


All goods passing through the State without breaking bulk will pass free of 
duty, but goods coming from without and breaking bulk in Marwar, or goods 
laden in Marwar and proceeding beyond it, will be liable to pay duty to this State. 


Article 4. 

As timber is scarce in Marwar wood cannot be supplied from it for the Rail¬ 
way passing through it. 

Whenever a line of rail passing through Marwar may be decided on, every 
possible aid will be given towards its construction. 


No. X. 

Extradition Treaty between the British Government and His Highness 
Tukht Singh, Maharaja of Joudpore, g.c.s.i., his heirs and successors, 
executed on the one part by Captain Eugene Clutterbuck Impey, Poli¬ 
tical Agent in Marwar, and Political Superintendent, Mullani, under 
authority from Lieutenant-Colonel Richard Harte Keatinge, c.s.i., 
and V.O., Agent to the Governor-General for the States of Rajpootana, 
in virtue of the fuU powers vested in him by His Excellency the Right 
Hon'ble Sir John Laird Mair Lawrence, Baronet, g.o.b., and g.c.s.i,, 
Viceroy and Governor-General of India, and on the other part, by 
JosEE Sheoraj, Moosahib of JouDPORE, in virtue of the full powers confer¬ 
red on him by Maharaja Tukht Singh aforesaid,—1868. 


Article 1. 

That any person, whether a British or Foreign subject, committing a heiir 
ous offence in British territory, and seeking shelter within the limits of the 
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State, shall be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government 
to the former, on requisition in the usual manner. 

AimcLE 2. 

That any person, being a subject of Marwar, committing a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Marwar State, and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the former, 
on requisition in the usual manner. 

AitiiCLE 3. 

That any person, other than a Marwar subject, committing a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Marwar State, and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will be apprehended, and the case investigated by such Court as the British Gov¬ 
ernment may direct. As a general rule, such cases will be tried by the Court of 
the Political Agent in whom the political supervision of Marwar may at the time 
be vested. 

Article 4. 

That in no case shall either Government be bonnd to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence, except upon requisition, duly made by, or by the 
authority of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall be charged 
to have been committed, and also upon such evidence of criminality as, according 
to the laws of the country in which the person accused shall be found, would justify 
his apprehension and sustain the charge if the offence had been there committed.

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the State Treasury is now empty, agrees to place the sum of 16 lakhs of 
rupees at their disposal for public expenditure. The Ministry are to exercise 
their functions under the direct orders of His Highness. They are not to receive 
any instructions through palace servants, or persons about the zenana ; they 
are not to be at liberty to delegate their authority to others without the joint 
consent of the Maharajah and Pohtical Agent. 


Article 2. 

If the Maharajah or the Political Agent considers the conduct of any Minister 
such as to necessitate his dismissal, or if a vacancy occurs from any other cause, 
a successor must be appointed by mutual consent. If an agreement on this point 
should not be possible the succession must be decided hy the Governor-General s 
Agent, who will give full consideration to His Highness’s wishes. 

Article 3. 

Except under orders of the Government of India no change is to he made dur¬ 
ing the term of this agreement in the established jurisdiction of the Nobles. 

Article 4. 

The whole management of the khalsa estates, and the civil and criminal juris¬ 
diction in them, is to be exercised under the Maharajah’s orders through the Minis¬ 
try, and no portion of it is to be excluded or alienated without the Political Agent s 
consent. 

Article 5, 

No zenana village is to have jurisdiction in any case of murder, gang robbery 
or violent crime. 

Article 6. 

If any of the Maharajah’s sons or relations, any personal servant, or any person 
from the zenana, should commit serious offences beyond the palace limits, His 
Highness will dispose of the matter, and will, if called upon to do so, inform Uio 
Political Agent of the orders passed in the case. 

Article 7. 

The Ministry is not to exercise authority within the palace limits. 

Article 8. 

The Maharajah binds himself to abide by any settlement negociated by the 
Political Agent for the permanent establishment of Maharaj Koiir Jeswunt Singhjee 
and the younger sons. The Pohtical Agent to he assisted in this duty by a Com¬ 
mittee of three Thakoors and three Mootsuddees, to be nominated by the Governor- 
General’s Agent; any question on which four of the Committee concur witli the 
Political Agent to be accepted as settled. 
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Ariicle 9.* 




The Maharajah binds himself to abide by any settlement negociated by the 
Political Agent alone or with assessors, and confirmed by the Governor-QeneraPs 
Agent on the two following points :— 

Ist ,—permanent settlement of the question of Hookumnamah, or succes¬ 
sion tax payable by the Thakoors of Marwar generally. 

2nd *—A settlement of all disputes between the Durbar and the Thakoors

His Highness reserves to himself the option of appealing without delay against 
the Govemor-Generars Agent’s award on both these points, but will, without 
hesitation, carry out the decision of the Government of India.

The Minister is to pay punctually in half-yearly instalments, to whoever the 
Maharajah may appoint, an annual sum of from Rupees 1,80,000 to Rupees 
2,50,000, according to circumstances, for the private expenses (Khangee khuruoh) 
of the palace. 

This amount has been decided on a confidential estimate on record with His 
Highness and the Governor-General’s Agent. 

No member of the Ministry to accept office in the palace, or to receive any 
new appointment, without the consent of the Political Agent. 


Aeticle 11. 

No State income to be diverted from the general treasury, or otherwise alienated, 
without the consent of the Political Agent, and the accoimts to be so kept that 
the general financial condition of the State may be faithfully exhibited, and can 
clearly be understood from them. 

The State accounts to be open to inspection by any person deputed^y the 
Governor-General’s Agent. 

Article 12. 

This engagement to remain in force for a period of four years, unless, in the 
meantime, a continuance of misrule or the weakness of the Marwar adrainistra 
tion should force the Government of India to active interference.

Bules fkameb under Article 9 oe Agreement, dated 3rd December 1868. 


1. Huhmnama shall be levied on succession in Marwar at the rate of three- 
fourths of the reM without any abatement, such as ckauth, &c., and subject to 
the exceptions hereinafter named. Jagirai vshall be abolished, but tirotra and 
the usual fees, in tlie aggregate not exceeding 6 per cent., shall continue to be 
paid as heretofore in addition to huhmnama, 

2. In successjons in the direct line, that is to say, when the son succeeds his 
father, or the grandson his grandfather, no relcli shall be paid that year, nor shall 
service be performed. 

3. In successions by collaterals, that is to say, by brothers, nephews, and 
the like, and in successions by adopted heirs, rekh shall be levied that year but 
service shall be excused. 


Exceptions. 

1. In any cases in winch huhmnama^ or a portion of huhmnama^ is at present 
excused, by Sanad or by long-established custom, it shall still be excused in like 
proportion. 

2. If any Thakur considers the huhmnama at the above rates too heavy he 
will be at liberty to allow the Baj Zabti to occupy his estate and take the gross 
revenues for one year, during which he will not be liable to rekji or service. This 
will prevent the possibility of dispute to which the examination of accounts might 
give rise. 

3. Cases where the succession shall have followed within one year after the 
last preceding succession, in which event only one huhmnama shall be taken for 
both lapses, and cases where the succession shall have followed within two years 
of the last preceding succession, when one and a half huhmna.ma calculated at 
three-fourths of the rehh per year shall be levied only. Beyond two years huhm- 
mma shall be paid on each lapse. 


Translation of a Kharita from His Highness the Maharaja of Marwar to 
the address of the Political Agent, Jodhpur, dated 14th May 1869. 

Acknowledges receipt of Political Agent^s letter of 26th April last regarding 
the settlement of the huhmnama^ or succession tax, proposed by the Political 
Agent, and confirmed by the Governor-General’s Agent, Rajputana, which has 
been thoroughly understood by His Highness. 

Regarding jagirai, although the taking of jagirai from the raiyats is an old 
and ancient custom, which has descended from generations, and against which 
they have never complained, and hence its abolition is in every way a great loss 
to the Darbar, yet, since this tax was taken from the raiyats only I have deter- 
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er, al- 


^or the sake of their welfare and happiness, to abolisli it. Moreover, 
though all iagirdars are prohibited in the decision from levying the same from 
their raiyats, yet, for greater security, I write that in case any jagirdar sliould 
hereafter take jagirat he will be liable to severe punishment. It is also known 
to you that the huhnnama is leviable from the estates of the jagirdars themselves, 
but many jagirdars take the amount by compulsion from their zilaiyats (depen¬ 
dants) and relatives who have to pay their own hukrnnama separately, as they 
hold their pattaa separately from the Darbar. Wherefore this practice ought 
also to be stopped, and punishment be awarded to those who transgress. The 
Darbar has therefore issued a Proclamation to all the jagirdars on this subject, 
a copy of which accompanies this letter. 


BesidcvS this jagirat^ which used to be taken with the huhmnama^ the Darbar 
will levy all other items in excess of the hukmnama which have hitherto been 
levied from ancient time. In fine, all the Articles written in your decision with 
the above emendations are quite acceptable in every way to the Darbar, and 
from henceforth they will be acted on accordingly. 


Translation of a Proclamation issued by His Highness the Maharaja of 
Marwar, dated Jodhpur, the 14th May 1869. 

The rules laid down by the Political Agent, Jodhpur, and confirmed by the 
Agent, Governor-General, Bajputana, regarding the levying of hukmnanm or 
succession tax, are accepted by His Highness the Maharaja, and wiD be adopted 
in future in Marw^ar. 

The jagirat, which hitherto has been levied from the raiyats, will, in merciful 
consideration of them, be excused for the future by His Highness. But it is 
ordered that all jagirdars should cease to take this item from their raiyats, and 
should any be found levying jagirat, either openly or secretly, on any pretence, 
or be convicted of taking hukmnama from zilaiyaia or bhayaps, he will bo liable to 
severe punishment. 

No. XII. 

Translation of a Khurbeta from His Highness the Maharaja of JouDHrooR. 
to Political Agent, Joudhpoor, dated 7th March 1869, 

It is known to you that it has been long under His Highness’s consideration 
to construct an Imperial line of metalled road for the benefit of the public at large 
from Erinpoora to Burr in Marwar via Palee. Previously, during Major Nixon’s 
and Captain Impey’s tenure of office, orders had been issued by the Durbar, and 
here and there a road had been commenced; but owing to the expense of His 
Highness’s journeys to Reean, Agra and Serolee the works had to be suspended. 

You have now informed mo that the Government of India are contemplat¬ 
ing making an Imperial road through the Burr Pass, from Nya Nuggu^ in the 
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aere District to Burr, and tLat the work in the Burr Pass has actually been 
commenced, and you have proposed that the road from Burr to Eiinpoora through 
Marwar should be constructed by me, and you have also intimated that if the 
Durbar consented to the construction of the same the British Government would 
assist by giving a portion of the expenses. Prom this the Durbar felt its wishes 
were about to be realized. I have now. given the subject my mature considera¬ 
tion and have determined to construct the line of road from Burr to Erinpoora 
through my territory, and to issu<^ orders to that effect. Furthermore, a branch 
road from Joudlipoor to Palee will also be made, and as to the cost of the same, 
the expense of construction, exclusive of what the British Government may give, 
will be borne by the Marwar State, which will pay for and make all the work. 
Since it was necessary to inform you of the fact the above is submitted for your 
information, I have written to yon with the view of obtaining your opinion 
and ideas on the construction of both these roads, and whatever is decided upon 
will be done according to your advice. 


Arrangement concluded between His Highness Tukht Sing, Maharaja of 

JoTJDHPOOR, K.O.S.T., and Colonel J. C. Brooke, Officiating Politioal 

Agent, Marwar, for the construction of the Imperial road through the State 

of Marwar, from Burr to Erinpoora,—1869. 

The roads now sanctioned by the Maharaja are to he constructed by the Eaj- 
pootana Public Works Department. His Highness undertakes to pay for them 
at the rate of one lakh of Government Rupees yearly, but will be glad to see them 
ptosecuted as vigorously as Government may choose, on the clear understand¬ 
ing that he is not to be called upon to pay interest for any sums advanced for the 
works in anticipation of the yearly lakh. 

2, The total cost of the work to he defrayed in the proportion of 80 per cent, 
by the Marwar Government, and 20 per cent, by the Government of India. 

The road to be constructed on the same model as the road already sanctioned 
through the Kishengurh State and the xAjmere District, and no increased expen¬ 
diture to be permitted without the concurrence of the Durbar. 

The present Dak Bungalows to be put in thorough repair by the Department 
of Public Works, and a new Dak Bungalow to be erected at Burr. 

The present Burr Bungalow to be repaired and used as an Inspection Chowkee, 
and three others to be constructed between it and Erinpoora for the same pur¬ 
pose. 

The Marwar Government to be charged only with their share of the Execu¬ 
tive Division or Divisions employed on these works, but not with any portion 
of tlie supervising establishments. 

3. No bridge estimated to cost more than Rupees 20,000 to be undertaken 
without the express sanction of the Maharaja. 
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^ j4th a view of keeping the Durbar informed of the expenditure and pro¬ 
gress of the work a copy of all contracts entered into for these works to be fur¬ 
nished to it, and a monthly statement to he sent of expenditure incurred in de¬ 
partmental labour. 

Any copies of accounts asked for by the Durbar will be furnished on its inti¬ 
mating its willingness to make arrangements for transcribing them. 


5. An Agent will be appointed by the Durbar to meet the Executive Engi¬ 
neer who will locate the line. The Agent will remain with him and assist him 
in all matters in which the people of the country are concerned. As little injury 
as possible will be done to rubbee cultivation by the location of the line, and all 
arrangements for making over the land shall he made by the Durhar^a Agent. 

In case of any difficulty the Executive Engineer will address the Political 
Agent, who will consult with the Durbar. The portions of the road already con¬ 
structed will be utilized as much as possible.

Earl of Mayo, Viscount Mayo of Monycrower, Baron Naas of Naas, 
K.P., G.M.S.I., P.C., &c., (fee., Viceroy and Governor-General of India, 
and on the other part by Joshee Hunsraj, Moosahib of Marwar, in virtue 
of the full powers conferred on him by Maharajah Tukht Sing aforesaid, 

--1870. 

Article 1. 

Subject to the conditions contained in the following Agreement, the Govern¬ 
ment of Jodhpoor will lease to the British Government its right of manufac¬ 
turing and of selimg salt within the limits of the territory bordering on the Sam- 
bbur Lake, as hereinafter defined in Article 4, and of levying duties on salt pio- 
duced within such limitSt

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Article 2. 


This lease shall continue in force until such time as the British Government 
desires to relinquish it, provided that the British Government shall give notice 
to the Government of Jodhpoor of its intention to terminate the arrangement 
two full years previous to the date on which it desires the lease to cease. 


Article 3. 


To enable the British Government to carry on the manufacture and sale of 
salt at the Sambhur Lake, the Jodhpoor Government shall empower the British 
Government and all officers appointed by the British Government for such pur¬ 
poses to enter and search, in case of suspicion, houses, and all other places, en¬ 
closed or otherwise, within the limits hereinafter defined, and to arrest and punish 
with fine, imprisonment, confiscation of goods, or otherwise, any and all persons 
detected within such limits in the violation of any of the rules or regulations which 
may be laid down by the British Government in regard to the manufacture, sale, 
or removal of salt or the prevention of unlicensed manufacture or smuggling.

The strip of territory bordering on the shores of the lake, including the town 
of Sambhur and twelve other hamlets, and comprehending the whole of the terri¬ 
tory now subject to the joint jurisdiction of the States of Jodhpoor and Jeypoor, 
shall be demarcated, and the whole space inclosed by such line of demarcation, 
as well as such portions of the lake itself or of its dry bed as are now under the 
said joint jurisdiction, shall be held to constitute the limits within which the 
British Government and its officers are authorized to exercise the jurisdiction 
referred to in Article 3. 


Ariiclb 5. 


Within the said limits, and so far as such measures may be necessary for the 
protection or furtherance of the manufacture, sale, or removal of salt, the pre¬ 
vention of smuggling, and the enforcement of the rules laid down in accordance 
with Article 3 of this Agreement, the British Government, or the officers by it 
empowered, shall be authorised to occupy land for building or other purposes, 
to construct roads, erect barriers, hedges, or buildings, and to remove buildings 
or other property. 

If any land paying land revenue to the Government of Jodhpoor be occupied 
under the authority of the British Government for any of the purposes aforesaid, 
the British Government shall pay to the Government of Jodhpoor an annual 
rent equal to the amount of such revenue.

property as to the amount of the compensation, such amount 
oe aetermined by arbitration. 


The erection of any buildings within the said limits shall not confer on the 
British Government any proprietary right in the land which, on the termination 
of the lease, shall revert to the Government of Jodhpoor, with all buildings or 
materials left thereon by the British Government. 

No temples or places of religious worship shall be interfered with. 


Artiolb 6. 

Under the authority of the Jodhpoor Government, the British Government 
shall constitute a Court, presided over by a competent officer, who shall usually 
hold his sittings within the abovementioned Umits for the trial and punishment, 
on conviction, of all persons charged with violations of the rules and regulations 
referred to in Article 3, or offences connected therewith; and the British Gov¬ 
ernment is authorized to cause the confinement of any such offenders sentenced 
to imprisonment either within the aforesaid limits or within its own territories 
as may seem to it most fitting.

The price to be paid for the share of the Jodhpoor Government 
in the remainder of the said stocks shall be reckoned at six and a half annas (6^) 
per British Indian maund, and payment shaU be made at this rate by the British 
Government to the Government of Jodhpoor, provided that the said payment 
of eix and a half annas per maund to the Government of Jodhpoor shall only 
commence w’hen salt in excess of eight hundred and twenty-five thousand (826,0(X>) 
British Indian maunds is sold or exported by the British Government in any year, 
and then only on the share of such excess which belongs to the Government of 
Jodhpoor; and until the aggregate of such yearly excesses amounts to the full 
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of the stocks of salt transferred over and above the said five hundred 
and ten thousand (510,000) British Indian maunds, the British Government shaK 
not pay the royalty of 20 per cent, on the sale price of such excess, as provided 
in Article 12. 

Artxole 9, 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatsoever shall he levied by 
the Jodhpoor Government or shall by it he permitted to be levied by any other 
person, on any salt manufactured or sold by the British Government, within 
the said Hmits, or while in transit through the Jodhpoor territory, and covered 
by a British pass, en route to any place outside the Jodhpoor territory. 

Article 10. 

Nothing in this Agreement shall be held to bar the sovereign jurisdiction of 
the Jodhpoor Government, within, the aforesaid limits in all matters, civil and 
criminal, not connected with the manufacture, sale or removal of salt, or the 
prevention of unlicensed manufacture or smuggling. 

Article 11. 

The Government of Jodhpoor shall be relieved of aU expenses whatsoever 
connected with the manufacture, sale, and removal of salt, and the prevention 
of unlicensed manufacture or smuggling within the limits aforesaid; and in con- 
rideration of the lease granted to it the British Government agrees to pay to the 
Jodhpoor Government, in two half-yearly instalments, an annual rent of one 
hundred and twenty-five thousand (1,25,0(X)) Rupees, British currency, on account 
of the share of the Jodhpoor Government in the salt sold within the said limits, 
and the total sum of such annual rent, amoxinting to one hundred and twenty- 
five thousand (1,25,000) Rupees, British currency, shall be paid without reference 
to the quantity of salt actually sold in, or exported from, the said limits. 

Article 12. 

If the amount of salt sold in, or exported from, the said limits by the British 
Government in any year shall exceed eight hundred and twenty-five thousand 
(826,000) British Indian maunds, the British Government shall pay to the Gov- 
ejrnmcnt-of Jodhpoor on all such excess (subsequent to the exl^anstion of the stock 
referred to in Article 8) a royalty at the rate of 20 per cent, on the price per maund 
which shall have been fixed as the selling price under the first clause of Article 7. 

In the event of any doubts arising as to the amount of salt on which royalty 
is claimable in any year, the accounts rendered by the principal British officer 
in charge at Sambhur shall be deemed conclusive evidence of the amounts actually 
sold or exported by the British Government within the periods to which they 
refer, providcid that the Jodhpoor Government shall not be debarred from deput¬ 
ing one of its own officers to keep a record of sales for its own satisfaction. 
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The British Goveriiment agrees to deliver annually seven thousand (7,000) 
British Indian maunds of good salt, free of all charges, for the use of the Jodhpoor 
Durbar ; such salt to be delivered at the place of manufacture to any officer em¬ 
powered by the Jodhpoor Government to receive it. 


AaTicm 14. 

The British Government shall have no claim on the land or other revenue, 
unconnected with salt, payable from the town of Sambhur or other villages or 
lands included within the limits aforesaid. 


Article 15. 

The British Government shall not sell salt within the Jodhpoor territory out- 
^side the limits of such jurisdiction as may be assigned to it by this or any other 
Agreement. 

Article 16. 

If any person employed by the British Government within the said limits shall 
have absconded after committing an offence, or if any person shall have abs¬ 
conded after committing a breach of the rules laid down under Article 3, the Jodh¬ 
poor Government shall, on sufficient evidence of criminality, make every effort 
to cause his arrest and surrender to the British authorities within the said Lmits, 
in case of his passing through, or taking refuge in, any part of the Jodhpoor terri¬ 
tories. 

Article 17. 

None of the conditions of this Agreement shall have effect until the British 
Government shall actually assume charge of the manufacture of salt within the 
said limits. 

The British Government may determine the date of so assuming charge, 2)ro- 
vided that, if such charge be not assumed on or before the 1st May 1871, the con¬ 
ditions of this Agreement shall be null and void. 

Article 18. 

None of the conditions contained in this Agreement shall be in any war set 
aside or modified without the previous consent of both Governments, and should 
either party fail or neglect to adhere to these conditions the other party shall 
cease to be boimd by this Agreement.

British maunds, the British Government shall not pay the royalty of forty (40) 
per cent, on the sale price of such excess, as provided in Article 12.

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatsoever shall be levied by 
the Jodhpoor Government, or shall by it be permitted to be levied by any other 
person, on any salt manufactured or sold by the British Government within the 
said limits, or while in transit through the Jodhpoor territory and covered by 
a British pass, en route to any place outside the Jodhpoor territory, provided 
that on all salt sold for consimxption within the territory of Jodhpoor, the Govern 
meat of that State will be at liberty to levy whatever tax it may please. 


Article 10. 

Nothing in this Agreement shall be held to bar the sovereign jurisdiction of 
the Jodhpoor Government wuthin tile aforesaid limits in all matters,* civil and cri- 
uunal, not connected with the manufacture, sale or removal of salt, or the pre¬ 
vention of unlicensed manufacture or smuggling.

The British Government may determine the date of so assuming charge pro¬ 
vided that, if such charge be not assumed on or before the first May 1871, the 
conditions of this Agreement shali be null and void. 

Article 18. 

None of the conditions contained in this Agreement shall in any way be set 
aside or modified without the previous consent of both Governments ; and should 
either patty fail or neglect to adhere to these conditions, the othejr party shall 
cease to be bound by this Agreement. 

Signed at Jodhpoor on the eighteenth day of April a.d. one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy.

Jodhporje Salt Agreement, dated the 18th January 1879. 

Ratified the 8th May 1879. 

Artici^e 1. 

His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpore agrees to suppress and absolutely 
prohibit and prevent the manufacture of salt within any part of the Jodhporo 
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at salt sources administered by the British Government, or worked 
under special licenses from the British Government: 


Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to prohibit the b(y>ia fide 


manufacture of saltpetre at any work now existing within the Jodlipore State, 
or the opening at any time with the previous knowledge of the.Political Agent 
of such new saltpetre works as the Maharaja of Jodhpoxe may consider necessary. 


Article 2, 


Ffis Highness the Maharaja undertakes to prevent the importation into, or 
exportation from, the tTodhpore State, of any salt whatever other than salt upon 
which duty has been levied by the British Government. 


Article 3. 


No export or transit duty shall be levied within the Jodhpore State upon salt 
upon which duty has been levied by the British Government, 


Article 4. 


His Highness the Maharaja agrees to lease to the British Government, from 
a date to be fixed by that Government, the right of manufacturing and selling 
salt at the salt sources or daribas here below named :— 


Paehbadra. 

Didwana. 


Phalodi. 

The Liini Tract. 


Provided that if the British Government shall at any time cease to carry on 
or permit the manufacture of salt at any or all of the said salt sources, they shall 
equitably compensate all proprietors of private works therein situated and all 
manufacturers therein employed for any losses they may in consequence sus¬ 
tain. 

Provided also that the Maharaja of Jodhpore shall only be held to transfer 
to the British Government such rights, property and authority over any works 
or pits at present existing at any of the said sources as are now actually vested 
Iti himself. 


Article 5, 


His Highness the Maharaja will, in consultation with the Political Agent, 
cause each of the four salt sources aforesaid to be demarcated by a line enclosing 
the whole tract occupied, aud shall extend the provisions of Articles 3, 5, 6, and 
16 of the Samhhur Lake Treaty of 1870 to the tracts so enclosed, so far as they 
may be applicable. The British Government agrees to the extension of Artiples 
10, 14, and 15 of the said Treaty to the said tract. 


Article 6. 


The British Government agree to pay annually, in half-yearly instalments, 
to His Highness the Maharaja for the lease of the four salt sources named in article

Article 7. 


The losBos likely to be incurred by Jagirdars and others entitled to share in 
the rents and revenues of the salt-works that will be suppressed under this Agree¬ 
ment having been considered by the British Government and the Maharaja, the 
British Government further a^ree to pay annually, and His Highness the Maharaja 
undertakes to distribute the indemnities settled, aggregating rupees nineteen 
thousand five hundred and ninty-five, anuaa five and pies three (19,595-5-3) in 
accordance with Schedule A attached to this Agreement. 


Article 8, 


The losses of Kharols and others connected with the manufacture of salt within 
the JodhporO State having been considered in concert by the British Govern¬ 
ment and the Maharaja of Jodhpore, the British Government hereby agree to 
pay to His Highness the Maharaja.the sum of rupees three lakhs by way of com¬ 
pensation to the said persons, and His Highness the Maharaja undertakes to dis¬ 
tribute the said sum of rupees three lakhs among the said persons. 


Article 9. 


If any stocks of salt be found to exist within the Jodhpore' State at the time 
when this Agreement comes into force or when a duty shall be first impo.sed by 
the British Government at the aforesaid works on their produce, the Maharaja 
of Jodhpore will, if so required by the British Government, take possession of 
such stocks, and will give the owners thereof the option either of transferring 
the salt to the British Government at such equitable valuation as he may fix, 
in concurrence with the Political Agent, or of paying the said Agent such dut } 
not exceeding two rupees eight annas per maund on such salt as the Governor- 
General in Council may fix. In the event of the owners as aforesaid accepting 
the latter alternative they shall he allowed to retain the salt on which the said 
duty may have been paid, but not otherwise. 
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111 consideration of the loyal and effective observance by His Highness the 
Maharaja of Jodhpore of the stipulations in this Agreement regarding the sup¬ 
pression of minor salt-works, the indemnities payable to proprietors, the exemp¬ 
tions from transit duty of salt covered by Britisli passes and the prevention of 
export of other salt, the British Government agree to pay to His Highness the 
Maharaja of Jodhpore the following sttmB annually:—

Article 11. 

Furthermore, the British Government agree that, in the event of the total 
money realizations from the sale of salt at the leased works collectively exceeding 
in any year the total charges properly debitable against the same, one-half of 
the said excess shall be made over to His Highness the Maharaja. The accounts 
rendered by the several British officers in charge of the said sources shall be con¬ 
clusive evidence as to the amount of such excess. 


Article 12. 

The British Government agree to deliver annually 225,000 (two lakhs twenty- 
five thousand) maunds of good salt (in half-yearly instalments of 112,000 and 
113,000 maunds respectively), at a price not exceeding eight annas per niaiind, 
free of duty to the officers of His Highness the Maharaja for the use of the people 
of the Jodhpore State. Tbo first instalment of salt shall be claimable on the 
expiration of six months from the date of the assumption of the management 
of the works by the British Government, or sooner, should the Maharaja desire 
it and if the requisite quantity be available at the works. 

Each instalment shall be removed by the ofificers of the Maharaja within one 
year from the date of its falling due, failing w-hich all claim to it or of such por¬ 
tion of it as may remain imremoved shall cease. Not less than one-half this salt 
shall be delivered at Pachbadra, and the British Government will endeavour 
bo deliver the remainder from the several works that may be open in such pro¬ 
portions as His Highness the Maharaja may desire. 

Article 13. 

Tlie British Government agree to deliver annually at Pachbadra ten thousand 
(10,000) British Indian maunds of salt of good quality, free of all charges, for 
die use of His Highness the Maharaja, to any officer deputed by His Highness 
the Maharaja to receive it, 
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The British Government agree to permit the petty works noted in Schedule 
B annexed to this Agreement to be kept open for the manufacture of Mari re¬ 
quired for industrial purposes, and His Highness the Maharaja agrees so to super¬ 
vise these works as to prevent their total outturn in any one year exceeding 20,000 
maunds, and to furnish to the British Government annual returns of the outturn 
of each of the said works. 


Article 15. 

In the event of its being proved by experience that the arrangements made 
in accordance with this Agreement by His Highness the Maharaja for tlie safety 
of the British revenue are practically insufficient, or in the event of it being proved 
to the full satisfaction of the British Government that the quantity of salt provided 
for the consumption and use of the people of Jodhpore in Article 12 is materially 
insufficient, this Agreement will be open to revision. 


Article 16. 

This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed hereafter by the 
British Government.

Agreement between the Eajputana.-Malwa Railway and the Jodhpore Rail¬ 
way for interchange of traffic at Jodhpore Junction, dated 1st May 1884. 

As regards the interchange of traffic, goods traffic shall be booked as freely 
between the Rajputana-Malwa railway and the Jodhpore State line as if the latter 
fonned part of the Rajputana-Malwa railway. 

2. Paaseuger traffic shall bo booked locally pending further arrangements. 

3. The classification and minor rules for the booking of goods traffic (and of 
passenger traffic, if hereafter arranged) to be the same on the Jodhpore line as 
on the Rajputana-Malwa railway, unless special exception is arranged between 
the Traffic SupeTintendenta. The through fares and rates to bo the sum of the 
local rates. 

4. The ratCvS to bo fixed by each Management, and not to be changed without 
the notice prescribed in Minute * No 74 of the Railway Conference of 1882. 

5. Each railway shall be responsible for the coUoction of charges due to the 
other in through traffic. 


* Not reproduced. 
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Telegrams on the joint business of the two lines sliall be exchanged free. 
Each railway shall have its own staff, and carry on its own work, at the Jodhpore 
junction ; due notice being given to the staff of the other railway when it is intended 
to place or inave veliicles on the lines belonging to that railway. 

7. The Eajputana-Malwa railway to be allowed to occupy part of the station 
l)uiklings already erected by the Jodhpore railway at Jodhpore junction station, 
and the Rajputana-Malwa railway to pay rental, for the part of the station occu¬ 
pied at 7J per cent. on. the outlay. 

8. Bolling stock to be exchanged in accordance with the rules prescribed by 
the Government of India, Public Works Department Circular* No. XXII Rail¬ 
way of 1883, for metre-gauge railways. 


(a) Only such rolling stock as shall be approved by the authorities of either 

railway shall be received over at the junction, and it shall be in the 
power of the respective authorities of each line to refuse to receive 
any rolling stock whiclrmay, for any reason, be considered unfit to 
run on the receiving railway. The cost of transhipment of goods 
from the vehicles of one line into vehicles of the other line at the junc¬ 
tion, which is rendered necessary by the unsuitability of the rolling 
stock of either line for exchange, shall be paid by the railway owning 
the unsuitable stock. 

(b) Calculation of free time and of demurrage charges shall be reckoned from 

the first complete hour after delivery, fractions of an hour being dis¬ 
regarded. Until such time, however, as the Jodhpore railway has 
more than one daily train running from the junction, if Eajputana- 
Malwa railway wagons cannot be taken away from the junction by 
the Jodhpore railway authorities within 12 hours of delivery, a free 
allowance of 12-hours shall be made to the Jodhpore railway. 


9. The Rajputaiia-Malwa railway shall deliver wagons for the Jodhpore rail¬ 
way into the Jodhpore railway sidings, and tlie Jodhpore railway shall deliver 
wagons for the Rajputana-Malwa railway into the Eajputana-Malwa railway 
sidings. 

10. Open trucks containing damageable goods shall not be sent from one rail¬ 
way to the other, except by special arrangement. 

11. Each railway shall be answerable for all damage to traffic occurring on 
its own line ; mileage proportion shall be accepted as the basis of settlement of 
claims when it cannot be ascertained on which line the damage occurred.

Rale 1 (a). Any of the Jodhpore railway rolling stock (including non-inter- 
changeable stock) damaged or requiring repairs, while running on the Jodhpore 
railway, if the repairs cannot be effected locally, shall bo run to the Rajputana- 
Malwa railway workshops for repairs on the requisition of the Manager, Jodlipore 
railway. 

(6) The Jodhpore railw^ay will pay the actual cost of all repairs to their stock, 
effected by the staff and appliances of the Rajputana-Malwa railway, on bills 
to be submitted in detail by the Carriage and Wagon Superintendent, Rajputana- 
Malwa railway, through the Examiner of Accounts. 

(c) No Jodhpore railway vehicle will be moved under these subsidiary rules, 
or accepted for repairs, except under the, orders or sanction of the Manager, JodJi- 
pore railway. Such order or sanction may be conveyed in a written order signed 
by the Manager or some other officer to whom authority has been delegated, or 
by telegram. 

(d) Stock hauled by the Rajputana-Malwa railway under sanction shall be 
subject to a haulage charge of one anna per vehicle per mile, but no charge shall 
be made for materials for repairs, etc., loaded in such stock. Vehicles so hauled 
will be subject to Rule V of the rides for interchange of rolling stock in the main 
Agreement. 
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11 (a). Any of the Bajputana-'Malwa railway rolling stock damaged on 
Jodhpore railway, and requiring such repairs as cannot be ejected locally, 
shall be run to the Rajputana-Malwa railway workshops for repairs, on the requi' 
sition of the Manager, Jodhpore railway: haulage being paid to the Eajputana- 
Malwa railway as per clause {d) of Ride I. Vehicles so hauled will be subject 
to Rule V of the rules for interchange of rolHng stock in the main Agreement. 

(b) The cost of repairs to Rajputana-Malwa railway rolling stock damaged 
on the Jodhpore railway will be borne by the railway resxionsible for the damage, 
according to Rules V and VI of the rules for interchange of rolling stock in the 
main Agreement. 

Rule III (a). There will be a joint Carriage Examiner appointed at the Jodli- 
pore junction by the Carriage and Wagon Superintendent, Rajputana-Malwa 
railway, whose salary shall be charged to the joint account, who shall be approved 
by the Manager, Jodhpore railway, and shall have for his guidance a set of rules, 
drawn up by the Carriage and Wagon Superintendent, Rajputana-Malwa railway, 
which shall be subject to the approval of the Manager, Jodhpore railway. 

(h) The joint Carriage Examiner will be required to keep a faithful record 
of the Condition of all rolling stock of the two railways, passing to or from the 
Jodhpore railway, and will submit such retiums as may be required by each rail¬ 
way. 


(c) The Jodhpore railway will execute all ordinaiy repairs locally, and the 
joint Carriage Examiner, or some officer appointed by the Manager, Jodhpore 
railway, as may be agreed between the Manager, Jodhpore railway and the Car¬ 
riage and Wagon Superintendent, Rajputana-Malwa railway, will arrange for 
such ordinary repairs to be executed on the spot. AVhen the nature of the repairs 
necessary are in the opinion of the joint Carriage Examiner beyond the resources 
of the Jodhpore railway to execute, the joint Carriage Examiner mil report the 
case to the Manager, Jodhpore railway, who will sanction or issue the requisi¬ 
tion required in clause (c) of Rule I, and clause (a) of Rule II, on receipt of wh’oh 
the joint Carriage Examiner* will make the vehicle over to the Station Master, 
Jodhpore junction, with a forwarding order for the Ajmere shops, advising the 
Carriage and Wagon Superintendent, Rajputana-Malwa railw’ay, Ajmere, of the 
despatch of the vehicle. 


{d) It shall be competent for the Manager, Jodhpore railway, to call for a

Arranoement with Jodhpore regarding Marwar>Merwara, —1885, 

From Hts Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of India to His 

Highness Raj Rajeshwab Maharaj Adhiraj Jaswant Singh Bahadur, 

G.o.s.i,, Jodhpore, —dated Simla, 2nd August 1885, 

My honored and valued friend, 

Towards the end of last year my Agent in Rajputana represented to me that 
the debt dhe from Your Highness’s State to the British Government on account 
of the Merwara Battalion had been liquidated by the 31st March 1884, and that 
an opportunity offered itself of setthng in a satisfactory manner the tenure on 
which the British Government administers the district of Marwar-Merwara. I 
approved of certain terms of settlement which had been suggested by Sir Edward 
Bradford, and J authorised him to ascertain Your Highness’s wishes on the sub¬ 
ject. In reply I have received a copy of a communication addressed under Your 
Highness’s orders on the 1st May 1885, to the Resident in the Western States 
of Rajputana. I understand from this letter that Your Highness is willing to 
leave Marwar-Merwara to the permanent occupation and full administrative 
control of the British Government, subject to the following conditions, 
namely:— 

(1) that the sovereign rights of fche Marwar State over the tract shall he fully 

recognised by the British Government; 

(2) that the surplus revenue of the tract accumulated from past years, and 

now in the possession of the British Government, shall "be handed 
over to the Marwar State; 

(3) that the Marwar State shall in future receive an annual payment from 

the British Government of three thousand rupees on account of the 
revenue of the tract, without regard to the amount actually realised 
from the villages by the British Government; 

(4) that if hereafter the annual revenue derived by the British Government 

from the villages more than covers the stipulated payment of three 
thousand rupees, and the cost of management and any charges for 
improvements specially sanctioned by the Government of India, a 
share of the net surplus amounting to forty per centum shall be paid 
to the Marwar State under the name of ‘ Royalty

1 accept and agree to these conditions. 

The new arrangement may appropriately take effect from the 1st of April

date, namely, eleven thousand two hundred and six rupees and eight annas.

1887. 

Whereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded on 
the 26th August 1868, between the British Government and the Jodhpore State : 
And whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition of offend¬ 
ers from British India to the Jodh pore State has been found by experience to 
be less simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law as to the 
extradition of offenders in force in British India : It is hereby agreed between 
the British Government and the Jodhpore State that the provisions of the Treaty 
prescribing a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer apply to 
cases of extradition from British India to the Jodhpore State ; but that the pro¬ 
cedure prescribed by the law as to tbs extradition of offenders for the time being 
in force in British India shall be followed in every such case.

Memorandum of au Agreement entered into between the British Govern¬ 
ment and His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpobe for the oonstraotion 
of a Railway from -Todhpuk to Bikanib, —1889. 

1. His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur agrees to construct, in conjunc¬ 
tion with His Highness the Maharaja of Bikanir, a lino of railway to connect Jodh¬ 
pur with Bikanir. The Railway will be called the Jodhpur-Bikanir Railway. 
It will be the exclusive property of the two Native States, each of which will receive 
all the profits derived from the working of the portion of the line running through 
its territory. 

2. His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur will provide all the capital required 
for the construction, maintenance, and working of the Marwar section, the Bikanir 
Dorbar providing the same for its i»ortion. 

The line will be on the metre-gauge, and will be constructed in accordance 
with the standard dimensions prescribed by the Government of India. 

3. His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur has accepted the offer of the Bikanir 
Darbar^ to lend on behalf of the project twenty lakhs of rupees at four per oent. 
Interest; this sum His Highness undertakes to liquidate by annual instalments 
of not less than three lakiis, to be paid from the Salt Treaty payment received 
by the Jodhpur Darbar. His Highness the Maharaja will be at liberty to apply 
more than three lakhs annually towards repayment of the loan, but it is, to be 
understood that from the instalment so paid the interest accrued will first be 
deducted and the balance will be credited towards the liquidation of the principal. 

4. The preparation of .separate estimates for each State’s portion of the line 
shall be completed as soon as possible, and the same shall be submitted for the 
inspection of the Government of India. 

5. The construction and management of the proposed line shall be entrusted 
to the Manager for the time being of the Jodhpur Railway, who shall also be the 
Manager of the Jodhpur-Bikanir Railway. The work shall commence from the 
Jodhpur side. 

ll. The Station staff and the police required shall be appointed by, and be 
placed under the general control and direction of, the Manager for the time being 
of the Jodhpur-Bikanir Railway, subject to the approval of the Jodhpur Darbar 
for the section within Marwar limits. 

7. The Jodhpur Darbar shall o.xerci8e complete authority over the portion 
of the line .ntuate iu its territory subject to the condition that His Highness the 
Maharaja shall cede full criminal and civil jurisdiction over the land occupied 
by the Railway whenever the Government of India consider it desirable. 

8. The line shall not be opened until it has been inspected and passed as safe 
by an oflElcor duly empowered in that behalf by the Government of India. Fur¬ 
ther, the Government of India shall be at liberty to depute a competent officer 
to inspect all the works of the Railway at aU times, and all reasonable facilities 
shall be given to him in such inspections for a.3certaining how the works are being 
oonstruoted and the Railway worked.

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Such returns and information as are supplied in the case pf the Jodhpur 
Eailway shall be furnished for tb e Jodhpur -Bikanir line* 

The line shall be worked in accordance with the general rules and regulations 
in force on Indian State Railways. 

10. The British Government has consented to the construction by the Tele¬ 
graph Department of a line of telegraph for the joint use of the Telegraph De¬ 
partment and of the Jodhpur-Bikanir Railway on the same terms as are appli¬ 
cable to State Railway Telegraphs in British India, subject to the exception 
that the Jodlipur and Bikanir States will bear the first cost for the portion of 
the line within their territories, in proportion to the number of wires used res¬ 
pectively by the Telegrapli Department and the Jodhpur-Bikanir Railway, and 
bo relieved of any charge for interest therefor, and on the imderstanding that 
the Licensed Telegraph Rules in force in British India are observed on the said 
Railway. Under this arrangement each State will retain the collections made 
at the offices'^ within its territory, and be liable for the whole cost of working 
and maintivining its portion of the telegraph line. 

11. This agreement may be modified at any time by mutual consent.

all remain in force until the expiration of six months’ notice from either 
Railway desiring to revise or cancel it, except as regards any clause in respect of 
which a different form of notice is specially fixed. ... 

The six months’ notice of revision or termination of the agreement when 
given by either party shall only expire either on the 30tli September or 31st 
March in any year.] 

(6) In this Agreement, the present Kuchaman Road Station of the Rajputana 
Malwa Railway sliall be the terminus of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India 
Railway System and the junction of interchange of that line with the Jodhpur*

The principle of this Agreement, except so far as it relates to special arrange¬ 
ments at Kuchaman Road, shall be extended by either Railway to any other 
Railway working in connection with it, the two Railways, parties to the Agree¬ 
ment, being responsible to each other for all through traffic so forwarded. 


Clause III. 

Goods and coaching traffic of all kinds, with the exceptions indicated in clause

Railway or connected Railways md Kuchaman Road, except' such small stations 
as may be excluded by the Manager, Jodhpur * Railway, and the General Traffic 
Manager, Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railvray. 


Clause IV. 

(а) Packages weighing more than 8 tons or exceeding 24 feet long by 7 feet 
4 inches broad by 6 feet 11 inches high, outside measurement, shall not be booked 
through, except by special arrangement. . 

(б) But the restriction as to length shall not include girders, long timber, 
etc., which can be carried in bolster trucks. 


Clause V. 

(а) Coaching and goods traffic will be exchanged between the Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India Railway and the Jodhpur* Railway at Kuchaman Road. 

(б) Passenger vehicles of the Jodhpur Railway shall rrm through over the 
Rajputana-Malwa Railway between Kuchaman Road and Phulera, and mileage

(h) Traffic booked or invoiced by either of the two Railways, to or from Ku* 
ohaman Road is not to bo considered as through but as local traffic* . 


Clause VIL 

Each Railway shall furnish the other with tables of the rates to be charged 
from the junction of interchange to all its stations. Those rates shall, unless 
special reduction is agreed to, be the same as the local rates, and shall include 
terminals, cartage, charges, etc. No terminals shall be levied by either Railway 
for the junction of interchange. 


Clause VIII. 

No alteration of rates, classification, rules or conditions applying to through 
traffic, shall be made by either Railway without the notice required by Rule 33 
of the Regulations passed by the Railway Conference of 1888.‘*‘ 


Clause IX. 

The through rates, fares and charges, with the exception of the special rates 
alluded to in the foregoing paragraph, shall be the sum of the two local rates to 
the junction of interchange as furnished in accordance with the preceding clause. 


Clause X. 

(а) The minimum charge for goods shall be eight annas in through booking, 
divisible in mileage proportion. 

(б) In cases of minimum charges arising in through traffic, the two lines shall 
be treated as one. 

Clause XI. 

All work within the Junction Station connected with the traffic working of 
all descriptions and with maintenance of joint buildings and works shall be per¬ 
formed by the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, by whom the neces¬ 
sary staff shall be employed and paid, subject to the rule for division of expenses 
laid down further on; but each Railway shall perform the necessary maintenance 
of the lines and works constructed for its exclusive requirements. 


Clause XII. 

(a) If at any time either line should find itself unable, either from want of 
vehicle stock or engine power or from any other cause, to receive and forward 
all the traffic tendered or likely to be tendered by the other line, it shall be com¬ 
petent for the receiving line to give notice (of nob less than seven days) to the 
said other line of the maximum quantity it will be prepared to receive and for-

of the period during which the restriction will be necessary, and dunng

Clause XIII, 


(a) All claims in connection with through traffic, except as provided in Sec¬ 
tion (6), Chuise XIV, shall be borne by the Railway on which tlie loss or damage 
occurred; and wlien this cannot be ascertained with certainty, the claim shall 
be paid in mileage proportion. In the case of joint claims the consent of both 
Railways must be obtained before settlement by either. 


Clause XIV. 

(a) All damages or accidents which may be caused by the Kuchaman Road 
.function Station staff to the public, or to the stock of the two Railways, or to the 
traffic, whpther goods or otherwise, and whether’through or local or which may 
from time to time arise or occur within the limits of the Kuchaman Road Junc¬ 
tion Station, and all damages, or losses, or claims, which either of the Railways 
may sustain, or be put to, in consequence of the acts of the junction station staff, 
whether arising from carelessness or otherwise, within the limits of the junction 
station, shall be charged to the joint station expenses account. 

(b) Each Railway shall be separately and individually responsible for damages 
or accidents caused by its own running or other staff not being joint station staff, 
within the limits of the joint station. 

(c) Any repairs necessary to render Jodhpur* Railway stock fit for running 
shall be effected by the Jodhpur* Railway, 

(d) Notice of damage to Jodlipur* Railway stock occurring at the junction 
shall be given to the local representative of the Jodhpur* Railway. 


Clause XV. 

Through traffic to or from either Railway shall have no preference, in any re¬ 
spect over traffic tendered for despatch locally. 


Clause XVI.f 

(a) Within the following limitations, each railway shall be responsible for the 
collection and payment to the other of all charges which may be due to it on in¬ 
terchanged traffic. 

(b) The forwarding railway shall be responsible for the collection of correct 
charges on all coaching traffic (except non-perishable parcels for which the receiv'- 
ing railway shall be responsible),

The Audit Office of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, which 
audits the station accounts of the Jodhpur* Railway, shall prepare the usual 
weekly division sheets ; each Railway to have in division its own rates and charges 
as quoted for through traffic in accordance with Clause IX, except in the case 
of minimum and other charges common to both lines, which shall be divided by 
mileage. All inwards through traffic shall be accounted for within six weeks 
from the date the invoices pass Kuchaman Road Junction. 

A monthly settlement of accounts based on division sheets of through traffic 
transactions and bills as rendered, shall be made by the debtor Railway by pay¬ 
ment in cash.

(а) The half-yearly authorizations of establishment for the joint station work¬ 
ing shall be approved by both Railways.

Railway, may agree to a temporary increase of establishment. 

Clause XXV. 

(а) The joint Station Master shall be equally subject to the orders of the Mana¬ 
ger, Jodhpur* Railway, and the General Traffic Manager, Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India Railway, for the special work of each line as affecting the joint sta¬ 
tion ; he shall perform such duties as are demanded of Station Masters on each 
Railway, and shall render all working and audit returns which are required.

Railway while within the limits of Kuchamaii Road station as if they wore the 
staff of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway itself. 

Clause XXVII. 

(a) The rules for the interchange of traffic and rolling stock between Railways 
as adopted at the Railway Couferencet of 1888, shall be adhered to, subject to

(c) Only such rolling stock as shall be approved by the authorities of either 
Railway shall be received over at the Junction; and it shall be in the power of 
the authorities of each line to refuse to receive any rolling stock which may, for 
any reason, be considered unfit to run on the receiving Railway. 

(d) The cost of transhipment of goods from the vehicles of one line into vehicles 
of the other line at the Junction, which is rendered necessary by the unsuitability 
of the rolling stock of either line for exchange, shall be paid by the Railway owning 
the unsuitable stock. 


Clause XXVIII. 

Open trucks containing damageable goods shall not be scut from one Railway 
to the other without such notice as will admit of efficient arrangements being made 
for sheeting, if necessary. 

CLAtTSE XXIX. 

Terms for hire of engines and vehicles, and for shunting powers on special 
occasions, shall be settled from time to time by the two managements. 


Clause XXX. 

Such records of interchange of traffic and stock shall be kept at Kuchaman 
Road Junction station as may be agreed to by the Manager, Jodhpore* Railway, 
and the General Traffic Manager, Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway. 

Clause XXXI. 

The cost of erecting Kuchaman Road Station buildings, goods sheds and all 
premises and staff quarters, which are used for traffic purposes by both Raiiwaya, 
and of such alterations and additions as may be from time to time required to 
be used in common by both Railways, is to bo ascertained and recorded, and the 
plans and estimates of future alterations and additions are to be agreed upon 
from time to time between the two Railways before any new work is commenced. 
The expenditure thus agreed upon and incurred is to be provided by the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India Railway.

works abandoned or dismantled and special compensation claims, damages or 
losses amounting to Rs. 5<X) and over, etc,, shall be treated as outside the lump 
sura of .Rs. 7,200 and dealt with in terms of the agreement. 

The sum of Rs. 7,200 shall be subject to reconsideration and revision after 
three years from the date on which it begins to apply. 

fjVoie (ii).—It is hereby agreed that the Jodhpur^ Railway shall pay to the Bombay, Bai’oda 
and Central India Railway half-yearly a lump sum of Rs. 190 as their share of the tranship-

Memorandum of AaREEMBNT entered into between the British Government 
and His Highness Maharaja Sardar Sing Bahadur of Jodhpore for 

«the introduction of more definite arrangements for the effective control and 
discipline of the Marwar Imperial Service Troops when serving beyonrl 
the frontier of the Marwar State, —1899. 

Whereas His Highness Maharaja Sardar Singh of Jodhpore maintains a force 
of Imperial Service Troops for the purpose of co-operating, if need be, in the de^ 
fence of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary to make definite arrangements for the effective 
control and discipline of the said troops when serving beyond the frontier of the 
Marwar State; 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India in Council of the 
one part and His Highness Maharaja Sardar Singh of Jodhpore on the other, 
os follows, narnely-*-- 

1. Whenever the said force or any portion thereof is moved beyond the frontier 
of the said State, the Governor-General in Council shall have power to appoint 
one or more British officers to command the said Imperial Service Troops, and 
such officer or officers shall, by virtue of this agreement, be authorised to adminis¬ 
ter in jespeot of the said Imperial Service Troops, so serving, the military laws 
and regulations to which they arc subject under the law of the said State, and 
for that purpose and for the due preservation of discipline among the same, to 
convene all such Courts, and to issue all such orders, and pass all such judgments 
and aoutcncos, and generally to exercise all such authority as might be lawfully 
convened, issued, passed and exercised respectively by the officers in command 
of the same when serving within the territorial limits of the said State : Provided 
always that the execution of every sentence so passed shall be carried out under 
the orders of the said Maharaja Sardar Singh of Jodlipore or of some person to 
whom the requisite authority has been delegated by liim. 

% In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service 'Troops, 
apd the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her 
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Majesty’s forces, the said Maharaja Sardar Singh of Jodhpore has embodied in 
the disciplinary law of his State, applicable to the said Imperial Service Trcyops 
when employed on active service either within or without British India, the pro¬ 
visions, mutatis rmitaiuUs, of the Indian Arilcles of War. The due application 
and enforc^ement of the said provisions in respect of the Imperial Service Troops 
aforesaid shall be carried out under the authority of the officer or officers appointed 
by the Governor-General of India in Council in that behalf, under the first article 
of this agreement. 

Signed at Jodhpore this nineteenth day of April in the year A.D. one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-nine.

Agreement entered into by the Maharaja of Jodhpur regarding the cession 
of JURISDICTION on the Jodhpur portion of the Jodhpur-Bikaner Rail¬ 
way,— 1900. 

I, Raj Rajeshwar Maharaja Dhiraj Maharaja Sirdar Singh of Marwar, hereby 
cede to tho British Government full and exclusive power and jurisdiction of every 
kind over the lands in the said State which are, or may hereafter be, occupied 
by the Jodhpur-Bikaner railway and its current and future'extensions (including 
all lands occupied for stations, for outdiuildings and for other railway purposes), 
and over all persona and things whatsoever within the said lands.

Memorandum of Agreement between the Government of India and His 
Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur and the Council of Regency, 
Bikaner, for the construction of a Railway on the metre gauge from 
Balotra to Hyderabad, and for the working thereof by the Jodhpur- 
Bikaner Railway Administration, dated the 22iid DecemhcT 1900. 

1. Oomtrnction of the Zwic.—Tlie portion of the line from Balotra to Hyderabad 
within Marwar territory shall be constructed on the same standard as the Jodh- 
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pur-Bikaner Railway by and at the cost of the Jodhpur Dxtrbar, and the portion 
within British territory sliall similarly be constructed by and at the cost of the 
Goveminent of India. 


2. Working oj the line ,—The line shall be worked as a part of the Jodhpur- 
Bikaner Railway System, the Manager of the Railway System being the Manager 
of the amalgamated undertaking. 

3. ♦ Rolling StocL^The whole of the Rolling Stock required for working the 
Jodhpur-Hyderabad Railway shall be provided by and at the cost of the Jodhpur 
and Bikaner Durbars, and the Government of India shall pay to the Durbars in 
each year f a sum equal to 5 per cent, of the cost of the stock, and this payment 
shall be in addition to the working expenses payable under clause 9. 

The cost of the Rolling Stock shall be the book value at the time and the amount 
chargeable for the use of the stock, shall be arrived at as follows ;—The whole 
cost of the Joint Stock of the System shall be divided between the several sections 
of the railway in proportion to the gross earnings of the period of each section, 
and the proportion which falls to the share of Jodhpur-Hyderabad Railway, sliall 
be the amount on which the charges of 5 per cent, shall be made. 

There shall also be a separate schedule of the coat of any stock, which cannot 
be considered as Joint such as Refreshment Cars, which do not ply on each sec¬ 
tion nor are profit earning. The charge for such stock shall be 5 per cent, on the 
cost divided betweeiv the sections using it in proportions to the mileage on which 
it runs on each section. 


4. Rates and fares ,-—The schedules of maxima and minima rates and fares 
and the classification of goods in force on the North-Western Railway from time 
to time shall be in force on the British Section of the Railway, through rates being 
divided in mileage proportion. 

5. Services to the Government of India ,—All services which the Government of 
India may require to be rendered on the British Section of the line to the Post 
Office, the Military Department, the Police Department or any other Department 
of the Indian Government, or to the High Government officials, shall be performed 
on the same conditions and at the same rates as may be in force from time to time 
on other railways on the same gauge belonging to the Government of India 

6. Telegraphs ,—The Telegraph line on the section of the railway in Jodhpur 
territory shall be constructed and maintained by the Imperial Telegraph Depart¬ 
ment on the same terms as regards charges for rent and maintenance as may be 
from time tc time in force on State Railways in British India. The Jodhpur 
Durbar shall work the line in strict accordance with the rules which have been, 
or which may from time to time be, authorised by the Governor-General in Coun¬ 
cil for adoption and working of Licensed Telegraph lines in British India. 

7. Police.—The law and order police maintained on the Jodhpur and Bikaner 
Railways, and on the new extension shall be provided by the Government of India,

the watch and ward police shall be debited to the working expenses of the amal¬ 
gamated undertaking. 

8. Earnings, —The gross earnings of the sections of the railway in British and 
Jodhpur territory shall be separately recorded. All earnings from Telegraphs, 
wharfage, demurrage, sale of goods, terminals, etc., at a station shall be treated 
as earnings of that station. All traffic earnings shall bo remitted to the Jodh¬ 
pur State Treasury, and as soon as each month’s accounts are audited, 40* per 
cent, of the gross earnings of the British Section for that month shall bo paid to 
the Government of India, the balance whether in favour of the Durbar or the Gov¬ 
ernment of India being adjusted at the close of each year f as soon as possible 
after the Revenue Accounts are rendered. 

9. % Worki^ig Expenses.—Hhe working expenses of the amalgamated under¬ 
taking excluding the cost of maintenance (but including rent of Joint Works and 
interest at 44 per cent, on funds provided for the purchase of stores required for 
the maintenance and working of the combined undertaking) shall be divided 
between the British and Native State Sections of the line in the ratio of the gross 
earnings of each section. The maintenance charges shall be the actual expendi¬ 
ture in each section of the line for direct charges, and for Joint charges, such as 
salary, allowances and other expens‘».s of the Chief Engineer, the proportion due 
in the ratio of gross earnings. 

10. Avdit of Accounts, —The arcounts shall be compiled and audited by the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway Company on terms to be settled 
between that Company and the Contracting parties. As an alternate e arrange¬ 
ment, at the option of the Contraoting parties, an Auditor shall be appointed on 
pay to be agreed upon 

11. Undue Preference, —The railway shall not as between the members of the 
public make or give any undue or unreasonable preference or advantage to or 
in favour of any person or company or any particular description of traffic or 
subject any particular person or company to any undue or unreasonable 
prejudice or disadvantage. The Government of India shall have full power for 
the purposes of this clause to decide whether any preference, advantage, pre¬ 
judice or disadvantage is undue or unreasonable. 

12. Duration of the Agreement, —This agreement as regards the working of the 
railway shall have effect from the date of opening of the same to public traffic, 
and shall remain in force until determined by one of the parties thereto giving 
twelve calendar months’ previous notice in writing of the termination thereof. 
Such notice shall take effect only on the first day of April f in any year.

Agrbkment between the Bombay, Baroda ami Central India Railway (in¬ 
cluding the Rajputana-Malwa Railway) and the Jodhpur * Railway 
for interchange of coaching and goods traffic at Marwar Railway Junc¬ 
tion and interchange of rolling stock via Marwar Railway Junction and 
for the joint working at Marwar Railway Junction,— 1904. 


Clause I. 

(a) This agreement shall come into force bn and from the Ist January 1904, 
except when otherwise stated, and shall be subject to revision from time to time, 
but shall remain in force until the expiration of six months’ notice from either 
Railway desiring to revise or cancel it, except as regards any clause in respect 
of which a different term of notice is specially fixed,

given by either party shall only expire either on 30th September or Slat March 
in any ybar.] 

(b) In this agreement, the present Marwar Railway Junction shall be the junc¬ 
tion for interchange of traffic between the Bombay, Baroda and Central India 
Railway, and the Jodhpur ♦ Railway.

The principle of this agreement, except so far as it relates to special arrange¬ 
ments at Marwar Railway Junction shall be extended by either railway to any 
other railway working in connexion with it, the two railways, parties to the agree¬ 
ment, being responsible to each other for all through traffic so forwarded. 


Clause III, 

Coods and coaching traffic of all kinds, with the exception indicated in Clause IV, 
shall be booked through between any station on tlie Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India Railway, or connected railways and any station on the Jodhpur * Railway 
or connected railways via Marwar Railway junction except such small stations 
as may be excluded by the Manager, Jodhpur * Railway, and the General Traffic 
Manager, Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway. 

Clause IV. 

» Packages weighing more than 10 tons, or exceeding 24 feet long by 7 feet 
4 inches broad by 6 feet 11 inches high, outside measurement, shall not be booked 
through, except by special arrangement. 

(b) But the restriction as to length shall not include girders, long timber, etc., 
which can be carried in bolster trucks.

Coaching and goods traffic will be exchanged between the Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India Railway and the Jodhpur * Railway at Marwar Railway junction. 


Clausk VL 

(а) Through traffic shall be understood in all cases to mean goods and coach¬ 
ing traffic which may be booked ox invoiced, in accordance with the terms of tliis 
agreement, through from any one station on one of the two contracting lines or 
any line beyond, to any station on the other or any line beyond. 

(б) Traffic booked or invoiced by either of the two railways to or from Marwar 
Railway junction is not to be considered as through but as hxjal traffic. 


CLAtrsE VII. 

Each railway shall furnish the other with tables of the rates to bo charged 
from the junction of intercliange to all its stations. These rates shall, unless 
special reduction is agreed to, be the same as the local rates and shall include ter¬ 
minals cartage charges, etc., No terminals shall be levied by either railway for the 
junction of interchange. 

Clause VIII. 

No alternation of rates, olassification, rules or conditions appljdng to through 
traffic, shall be made by either railway without the notice required by rule 32 
of regulations passed by the Railway Gonferenoe of IDOO-f 


Cl^USK IX. 

The through rates, fares and charges, with the exception of the special rates 
alluded to in the foregoing paragraph, shall be the sum of the two local rates to 
the junction of interchange as furnished in accordance with the preceding clause. 


CLAtrSE X. 

(a) The minimum weight of goods for charge shall be half a maund. 

(b) The minimum charge for gooda shall be eight annas in through booking 
divisible in mileage proportion. 

(c) In cases of minimum charge arising in through traffic the two lines shall 
be treated as one. 

Clause XL 


All work within the junction station, Le., that connected with traffic working 
of all descriptions and also with the maintenance of joint buildings and works 
shall be performed by the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, by whom

(a) If at ajiy time either line should hnd itself unable, either from want of 
vehicle stock or engine power or from any other cause, to receive and forward 
all the traffic tendered or likely to be tendered by the other line, it shall be compe¬ 
tent for the receiving line to give notice (of not less than 7 days) to the said other 
line of the maximum quantity it will be prepared to receive and forward, and of 
the period during which the restriction will be necessary, and during such period 
the said railway shall not be bound to receive more than the quantity so specified. 

(b) This is, however, not intended to prevent special arrangements being made 
in case of any accidental interruption rendering the passage of traffic impossible. 


Clause XIIL 


(a) All claims for compensation on local traffic of either railway shall be charged 
to the railway concerned. 

(h) All claims for compensation on through traffic exchanged between the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway and the Jodhpur Railway, shall be 
settled in accordance with regulation No. 35 of the Railway Conference of 1900, 
subject to any modifications which may be agreed to at any subsequent Con¬ 
ference. 


Clause XIV. 


(a) All damages or accidents which may be caused by the Marwar Railway 
junction station staff to the public or to the stock of the two railways, or to the 
traffic, whether goods or otherwise, and whether through or local, or which may 
from time to time arise or occur witliin the limits of the Marwar Railway junction 
station, and all damages, or losses, or claims, which either of the railways may 
sustain, or be put to, in consequence of the acts of the junction station staff, 
whether arising from carelessness or otherwise, within the limits of the junction 
station, shall be charged to the joint station expenses account. 

(b) Each railway shall he separately and individually responsible for damages 
or accidents caused by its owm running or either staff not being joint station staff, 
within the limits of the joint station. 

(c) Any repairs necessary to render Jodhpur* Railway stock fit for running 
shall be effected by the Jodlipur * Railway. 

(d) Notice of damage to Jodhpur* Railway stock occurring at the junction 
shall be given to the local representative of the Jodhpur * Railway.

Clause XVI. 

(tt) "Within the following limitations each railway shall be responsible for the 
collection and payment to the other of all charges which ngiay be due to it on inter¬ 
changed traffic. 

{b) The receiving railway shall be responsible for the collection of correct charges 
on all coaching traffic with the exception of the following, for which the forward¬ 
ing railway shall be entirely responsible :— 

(i) Insurance charges. 

{ii) Freight on perishable articles and live stock, 

{Hi) Freight on commissariat, ordnance, medical and other Government 
stores booked from foreign lines prepaid by credit notes. 

(iv) All errors in freight paid by credit notes (Military Department). 

(v) Parcels booked in charge of the owner. 

(vt) Charges on passenger fares, passengers’ luggage, specie and j)alanquinB, 
and on carriages. 

(c) The responsibility for the collection of correct charges on goods traffio of 
all descriptions shall be governed by the provisions of the Railway Conference 
rules for the time being in force.

Clause XVIIl. 

The audit offices of the two railways shall exchange weekly division sheets ; 
each railway to have in division its own rates arid charges, as quoted for through 
traffic in accordance with Clause IX, except in the case of minimum and other 
charges common to both lines, wffiich shall be divided by mileage. All inwards 
through traffic shall be accounted for within six weeks from the date the invoices 
pass Marwar Railway junction. 

A monthly settlement of accounts, based on division sheets, of through traffic 
transactions and bills as rendered, shall be made by the debtor railway by payment 
in ca.sh. 

CLAUSE XIX. 

The week shall in all cases end at 12 o’clock on Saturday night. When the 
30th June and 31st December do not fall on a Saturday, two returns shall be rendered 
—one for the period commencing from the first day of last week to the end of the 
month, and another from the first day of the next month up to and including the 
second Saturday of that month. 
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Tbe day shall it all cases be reckoned as 24 hours commencing at 12 o’clock 
at night; part of a clay to be reckoned as a day. Madras time shall be adopted 
in all cases ; Sundays, Christmas Day and Good Friday shall be treated as ordi¬ 
nary working days. 

Clause XXI. 


For the shunting and marshalling of its own trains and vehicles in the Marwar 
Railway junction yard, each railway shall provide its own engine power and drivers 
subject to the control of the joint staff, unless otherwise arranged. 


Clause XXII. 

(а) Each railway shall supply the lamps and other running stores necessary 
for its own trains, as well as the tickets, way-bills, and other station forma neces¬ 
sary for its own particular purposes, as also the menial staff for its own running 
rooms. 

(б) Each railway shall provide at its own cost the staff, oil and other stores 
for examining, cleaning, lubricating and ligliting its vehicles at the Marwar Rail- 
way junction, whether attached to its own or the other railway’s trains or stand¬ 
ing at the station. 

Clause XXIII. 

The distant signals on either side of the Marwar Railway junction shall be con¬ 
sidered and accepted as the limits of the joint station, and all signals within the 
joint station, as well as the distant signals, shall be worked by the Rajputaiia- 
Malwa Railway. 


Clause XXIV. 

The yearly establishment rolls for the Marwar Railway junction shall be approved 
by both railways. In case, however, of unforeseen pressure of traffic, the Manager 
Jodhpur* Railway, and the General Traffic Manager, Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India Railway, may agree to a temporary increase of establishment. 


Clause XXV. 

(a) The joint station master shall be equally subject to the orders of the 
Manager, Jodhpur* Railway, and the General Traffic Manager, Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India Railway, for the special work of each line as affecting the joint 
station ; he shall perform such duties as are demanded of station masters on 
each railway, and shall render all working and audit returns which are required. 

(ft) The station premises, working and books shall be open to inspection by 
the officers of either railway.

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The staff of the Jodhpur * Railway are, while within the limits of the Marwar 
Railway junction, to obey and be bound by all the rules and all the regulations, 
and also all instructions which may be from time to time in force, and which may 
be issued by the authorities of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway 
to the said staff, and authorities of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Rail¬ 
way are to have the same rights and control over the staff of the Jodhpur * Rail¬ 
way while within the limits of Marwar Railway junction as if they were the staff 
of the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway itself. 


Claush XXVII. 

(а) The rules for the interchange of traffic and rolling stock between railways, 
as adopted at the Railway Conference of 1900, shall be adhered to, subject to any 
modihcation which may be agreed to at any subsequent Conference or which may 
be adopted on a reference through the President in accordance with the rules 
of procedure, or by mutual consent. 

(б) All Rajputana-Malwa Railway vehicles worked through to the Jodhpur * 
Railway must be returned at the Junction in emctly the same position as regards 
front and rear as when handed over to that line. 

(c) Only such rolling stock as shall be approved by the authorities of either 
railway shall be received over at the junction ; and it shall be in the power of the 
authorities of each line to refuse to receive any rolling stock which may, for any 
reason, bo considered unfit to run on the receiving railway. 

(d) The cost of the transhipment of goods from the vehicles of one line into 
vehicles of the other Uno at the junction, which is rendered necessary by the uu- 
suitability of the rolling stock of either line for exchange, shall be |)aid by the 
railway owning the unsuitable stock. 


Clause XXVIII. 

Open trucks containing damageable goods shall not be sent from one railway 
to the other, without such notice as will admit of efficient arrangements being 
made for sheeting, if necessary. 


Clause XXIX. 

Terms for hire of engines and vehicles, and for shunting powers on special 
occasions, shall be settled from time to time by the two inauagcinents. 

Clause XXX. 

Such records of interchange of traffic and stock shall be kept at Marwar Railway 
junction station as may be agreed to by the Manager, Jodhpur ♦ Railway, and the 
Ccncral Traffic Manager, Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway.

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Clause XXXI. 

(a) The cost of erecting the Marwar Eailway junction station buildings, goods 
sheds and all premises and staff quarters, which are used for traffic purposes by 
both railways, and of such alterations and additions as may be from time to time 
required to be used in common by both railways, including the cost of works dis¬ 
mantled or demolished to facilitate the interchange of traffic, is to be ascertained 
and recorded ; and the plans and estimates of future alterations and additions 
are to be agreed upon from time to time between the two railways before any new 
work is commenced. The expenditure thus agreed upon and incurred is to be 
provided by the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, subject to provisicto 
of Clause XXXIII. 

(b) Any expeuditure which may be required from time to time on new minor 
works or on minor additions and alterations to existing premises, required for ther 
joint use of both railways, which is chargeable to Revenue under tlie rules in 
force from time to time on the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, shall 
be debited to the joint station exj)enses accoimt. Such additions,, alterations 
and new minor works, chargeable to Revenue, shall be executed by the Bombay, 
Baroda aixd Central India Railway upon plans and estimates which shall be agreed 
to by the two railways before the work is commenced. 

No interest will be charged thereon, but a separate account shall be nqiain- 
tained thereof for the purposes of Clause XXXIV. These works shall be main¬ 
tained by the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, and that railway shall 
in addition to the actual cost of the works debited, as incurred, to joint station 
expenses account, debit half-yearly to joint station expenses, 5 per, cent, per 
annum on the cost of permanent way, points and crossings and ballast and 
per cent, per annum on the cost of all other such works, on account of such main¬ 
tenance, provided always that no maintenance shall be charged until such work 
is completed. 


Clause XXXII. 

(a) Interest at the rates given below on the capital outlay of the works, etc., 
in joint use shall be charged to joint station expenses :— 

On cost of stnictures at per cent, per annum. 

On cost of ballast and permanent way 9 per cent, per annum, 

N»B ,—Bohodulo of these works will bo prepared hereafter. 

(b) The interest charge shall include maintenance. 

Notb. —^Interest on Oapital expenditure incurred on works on and from the lat April 
1918, will be charged at the rate of per cent., per annum, instead of 4 per cent., per annum, 
as provided for in the Agreement {vide Railway Board’s Circular, No. 720-W.-18, dated the 
10th September 1918). 


Clause XXXIII. 

Unless otherwise provided herein, the coat of the joint station expenses and 
interest charges on cost of joint buildings, way and works as also the cost of main¬ 
taining telegraph iqstruments iq joint use, excluding all suiqs recovered for rent 
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or Tise of any of the joint works or premises and other incidental receipts of the 
nature referred to in Clause 16 of the pattern form of agreement promulgated 
with Government of India’s Circular No. XII of 1889, shall be divided between 
the two railways in proportion to the weight of traffic of each line dealt with at 
the Marwar Bailway junction, in the following manner 


(a) One-fourth to be paid by the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Kailway 
as their share of the cost of working the Kajputana-Malwa Bailway’s 
through passenger and through goods at Marwar Railway junction. 
ib) The balance (three-fourths of the total expenses) to be divided over the 
total number of tons of joint through and local traffic passing through 
the joint station, exclusive of the railway material and the through 
traffic referred to in sub-clause (a) above. For the purposes of arriv¬ 
ing at the gross tonnage of coaching traffic in connection with the 
division of joint expenses, each passenger shall be reckoned as equal 
to j\jth of a ton, other items, such as horses, dogs, etc., being omitted, 
but parcels shall be included at actual weight. 

NoTB*(i).‘— -It ifl hereby agreed that the Jodhpur Railway shall pay to the Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India Railway half-yearly a sum of Rs, 6,300 as their share of the work^ ex- 
penses on condition that either Railway may withdraw from the Agreement or modify the 
stun payable, if desired, by giving a clear six months* notice to the other, to tenninate either 
on the 30th September or 31 at March in any year. 

The sum of Rs. 6,300 referred to above ahall be held to also include the Jodhpur Railway 
share of all amounts paid on account of compensation claims, haulage on misdespatohed wa^ns 
and outlay on Joint new minor works dobitable to Rovonue, vide paragraph(6) of Clause XXXI 
of the Agreement, hut any large Revenue outlay incurred on extensive improvements such 
as remodelling of joint yards, and additions and alterations, costing Rs. 5,000 and over, or 
for adjustments in connection vith the cost of old works abandoned or dismantled, and 
special compensation claims, damages or losses amounting to Rs. 500 and over, etc., shall be 
treated as outside the lump sum of Rs. 6,300 and dealt with in terms of the Agreement. 

The sum of Rs. 6,300 shall subject to reconsideration and revision after three years 
from the date % on which it begins to apply. 

Note (»»).—It is hereby agreed that the Jodhpur f Railway shall pay to the Bombay, 
Baro<^ and Central India Railway half-yearly a lump sum of Rs. 1,320 as their share of the 
transhipment charges incurred on Interchanged goods traffic at Marwar Junction on condi¬ 
tion that either Railway may withdraw from the Agreement or modify the sum payable, if 
desired, by giving a clear six months* notice to the other, to terminate either on the 30th Septem¬ 
ber or 81st March in any year. 

The sum of Rs. 1,320 referred to above shall bo subject to re-consideration and revision 
after three years from the date ^ on which it begins to apply. 

The prcfiont arrangement that each Railway will do the handling of its own local goods 
at the Junction will remain unchanged.

This shall have effect from the 1st August 1922. 


Clause XXXIV. 

Upon the termination of this agreement and in the event of work provided 
under it being no longer required by either of the two railways, the amount of 
compensation to be paid by each railway for capital and other expenditure in 
the provision of joint works shall be determined by mutual agreement or, if neces¬ 
sary, by arbitration as provided for in Clause XXXV.

This agreement is subject to confirmation by the Board of Directors of the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, the Jodhpur Darbar and the Govern¬ 
ment of India.

Agreement between the Nokth Western Ratuway and the JooHPaa-BtKANER 

Railway, for working the Hyderabad (f^iND) Junction, and for the inter¬ 
change of Coachino and Goods traffic thereat, and for working Rahoki 

and Tando Thoro flag stations as Joint stations, —1905. 

Clause I. 

(a) This agreement shall be held to have come into force on and from the 20th 
October 1901. Tt shall be subject to revision from time to lime, but shall remain 
in force until the expiration of six months' notice from either railway desiring to 
revise or cancel it, except as regards any clause in respect of which a different 
term of notice is specially fixed. The ♦ notice shall expire only on fllst of 
March or 30th of September in any year. 

(b) Of the three stations named above the present Hyderabad (Sind) station 
of the North Western Railway shall be the only station of interchange between 
the North Western Railway and Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway. 

Clause II. 

Unless there is something contrary or repugnant in the context, the following 
terms are throughout this agreement to bear the meaning and interpretation 
named below, viz .:— 

1. North Western Railway, Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway, include all railways 

worked for the time being by those railways respectively. 

2. Stations, traffic, vehicles, rates, fares, etc., of the North Western Railway 

and Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway, respectively, mean and include the 
stations, traffic, vehicles, rates, fares, etc., of other Railways with 
which the North Western Railway and the Jodhpur-Bikaner Rail¬ 
way may, respectively, have through traffic arrangements from time 
to time, as well as those of the home lines concerned.

6. North Western Railway passing traffic means all traffic of the North 

Western Railw^ay between stations on the North Western Railway 
on either side of Hyderabad (Sind) junction station and which, there¬ 
fore, only passes through the junction station. 

7, The Jomt station staff means all staff of all kinds employed in loading and 

unloading and transhipping goods and working traffic through and in 
and out of the Hyderabad (Sind), Tando Thoro and Rahoki joint flag 
stations, and includes Goods and Coaching clerks, Telegraph Signal¬ 
lers, Police, Pointsmen, Shunters, and all other staff employed in 
receiving and despatching and dealing with trains and traffic of all 
kinds. 

8 Running staff means and includes Driver;^, Firemen, Guards, Brakesmen 
and all other staff that may be employed from time to time in actual 
working of the trains, 

9. Trains mean and include engines, whether with or without brakes or other 
vehicles. 


10. Traffic earnings mean and include the receipts for all Coaching and Goods 

traffic, and for telegrams and all other earnings at the Hyderabad 
(Sind), Tando Thoro and Rahoki joint flag stations. 

11. The Joint Statims Expenses mean all the expenses (excluding shunting, 

which will be done by each Railway concerned) which the North Western 
’ Eailw^ay may incur in working the three aforesaid stations. They 
include tho provision of stationery, forms, Sre,, required for joint pur¬ 
poses, tile cost of lighting the stations and lighting the signals, the 
cost of cleaning and conservancy, rent, and maintenance of Telegraph 
instruments and wires, pay of level-crossing Gatekeepers employed on 
the line between Rahoki flag station and Hyderabad, and all other 
expenses of all sorts incidental to, or connected with, the proper wxrk* 
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iiig of tJie stations, and also interest on the capital cost of the joint 
stations premises and station furniture, as well as the cost of their 
maintenance and renewals. 


the case of stationery and cowauraable stores supplied by North Western Bail¬ 
way for joint use as contemplated above, no elaborate record need be maintained to arrive at 
the actual cost of the same, but a half-yearly lunip sum charge, to be mutually agreed upon, 
will be debited to Joint Stations Expenses. 


Clause IJI. 

Goods and Coaching traffic of all kinds interchanged at Hyderabad (Sind), 
with the exceptions indicated in Clause IV, shall be booked through between any 
station on the North Western Railway and connected railways and any station 
on the Jodhpiir-Bikaner Railway and connected railways, md Hyderabad (Sind), 
except such small stations as may be excluded by the TrafBc Managers of the two 
lines. 

Clause IV. 

(а) Packages weighing more than 8 tons, or exceeding 24 feet long by 7 feet 4 
inches broad by 6 feet 11 inches high, outside measurement, shall not be booked 
through except by special arrangement. 

(б) But the restriction as to length shall not include girders, long timber, etc., 
which can be carried in bolster trucks. 


Clause V. 

Each railway shall furnish the other with tables of the rates to be charged 
from the junction of interchange to all its stations. These rates shall, unless 
special reduction is agreed to, be the same as the local rates, and shall include 
terminals, cartage charges, etc., with the exception that no terminals ehaU be 
levied by either railway for the junction of iiiterohango. 

Clause VI. 

The through rates, fares and charges, with the exception of the special rates 
alluded to in the foregoing paragraph, shall be the sum of the two local rates to 
the junction of interchange as furnished in accordance with the preceding clause. 

Clause VII. 

The minimum charge for goods shall be 8 annas, in through-booking, divisible 
in mileage proportion. 

In case of minimum charges arising in through traffic the two lines shall be 
treated as one. 

Clause VIII. 

All work within the three joint stations connected with the traffic working 
of all descriptions and the construction and maintenance of joint buildings ard 
works shall be performed by the North Western Railway by whom the necessary 

? 2 
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be employed and paid, subject to the rale for division of expenses laid 
further on ; but each railway shall perform the necessary maintenance 
of the lines and works constTTUjted for its exclusive requirements. 


Clause IX. 

(а) The North Western Railway shall provide and be responsible for the labour 
and appliances necessary for transhipment of through goods at Hyderabad (Sind) 
Junction. The cost of this work shall be equally divided between the North 
Western and Jodhpur-Bikaner Railways, subject to agreement as to rates, and 
provided that no charge shall be made to the public except by previous agree¬ 
ment, 

(б) No Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway wagon or wagons belonging to any railway 
working in connection with the Jodhpiir-Binaker Railway shall be detained under 
load beyond 36 hours after arrival at Hyderabad (Sind), and should any wagon 
be so detained, it shall be subject to a charge of demurrage at the rate which may 
be laid down from time to time for interchange of rolling stock, in accordance 
with the Conference Regulations. The calculation of penalty charges to commence 
from the first complete hour after expiry of this period, fractions of hours being 
disregarded. 

Clause X. 

To protect the North Western Railway from risk or loss arising from undue 
delay on the part of the Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway in providing wagons for load¬ 
ing, the Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway shall be liable to a penalty at the demurrage 
.rate which may be laid down from time to time for interchange of rolling stock, 
in accordance with Conference Regulations on the carrpng capacity of North 
Western Railway stock detained with such goods booked through to stations of 
the Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway or connected railways, as the Jodhpur-Bikaner 
Railway may fail to provide wagons for after 36 hours’ notice, such penalty to be 
leviable up to the time the Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway wagons become available 
for loading at the transfer platform, 

The (calculation of the penalty charges to be made as in the case of Clause TX(6), 

The penalties laid down in this and the preceding clause shall not apply to 
girders, timber and such heavy and bulky articles as may from time to time be 
exempted by special agreement between the Traffic Managers. 


Clause XL 

After 48 hours, all interohanged consignments shall be at the risk of the rail 
way on to which they are booked through. 


Clause XII. 

If at any time, either line should find itself unable, either from want of vehicle 
stock or engine power or from any other cause, to receive and forward all the traffic 
tendered or likely to be tendere<i by the other line, it shall be competent for the 
receiving line to give notice, in accordance ^rith the ConfeKmce^.Regulations in 
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for the time being, to the other line of the maximum quantity it will be 
prepared to receive and forward, and of the period during which the restriction 
will be necessary, and during such period the said receiving Railway shall not be 
bound to receive more than the quantity so specified. 


Clause XIII. 

Damages or losses arising from faults of omission or commission by the stall 
at the three joint stations shall be charged as follows :— 

(t) All claims in connection with interchanged traffic shall be settled in 
accordance with the Conference Rules for the time being in force. 

(n) For local traffic to the railway whose traffic is concerned. 

{Hi) Specific recoveries from the joint staff are to be credited to the claims 
on account of which they are made. 

Clause XIV. 

Each Railway shall accept all risk connected with its own local traffic in or 
out of Hyderabad (Sind), Tando Thoro or Rahoki flag stations. Each railway 
shaU also accept all risk connected with the movement of engines or vehicles of its 
own gauge within the junction and joint stations. Any repairs necessary to 
render metre gauge stock fit for running shall be effected by the Jodhpur-Bikaner 
Railway. 

Notice of damage to metre gauge stock occurring in the transfer yard shall 
be given to the local representatives of the Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway. 

All damage in any of the three joint stations to the stock of foreign railways 
not parties to this agreement when not attached to the trains of either railway, 
shall he charged to joint stations account. 


Clause XV. 

Interchange traffic to or from either railway shall have no preference in any 
respect over traffic tendered for despatch locally. 


Clause XVI. 

(а) The instructions of each railway as to charges on traffic for its own line 
shall be furnished by the administrations of the respective railways to the joint 
stations staff and shall be acted up to. 

(б) Undercharges on consignments, whether “ paid ** or “ to payshall be 
debited to the receiving station, with the exceptions noted below, for which the 
forwarding station will be responsible— 

iM —Charges on live-stock of every description, 

2nd —Charges on all perishable and dangerous articles and upon all articles 
printed in Italics in the Railway Tariff, booked either as goods or 
parcels, and other articles carried at reduced parcels rates. 
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—Charges on Commissariat or Ordnance Stores booked as prepaid. 

-All errors under Re. 1 either way in freight paid by credit-note. 
-Undercharges in fared of passenger tickets, freight on passengers’ luggage 
and in charges for insurance. 

6tli —Charges on all articles booked and carried with owners. 

^th — Undercharges oii specie, palanquins and carriages booked by passenger 
trains. 

Undercharges which arc irrecoverable, on ** paid ” or ** to pay ” consign* 
ihents will bO adjusted ip accordance with Conference Rules in force at the time. 


Clause XviI. 

Letters and telegrams relating to joint business and interchanged traffic shall 
be interchanged free of charge between the two railways. 


Clause IVIIL 

The Audit offices of the two railways shall exchange weekly division sheets, 
Oxcept in the case of parcels traffic for which North Western Railway shall 
submit monthly division sheets; each railway to have in division its own rates 
and charges as quoted for interchange traffic in accordance with Clause VI, 
except in the case of rnjnimiim and other charges'common to both lines, which 
shall be divided by mileage. All inwards interchanged traffic shall be accounted 
for within six weeks from the date the invoices pass Hyderabad (Sind) Junction. 
A monthly settlement of accounts, based on division sheets, bills and statements 
as rendered, shall be made by moans of an account current showing the amounts 
due from and duo to each railway. The railway against which the balance of the 
account shall lie must |)ay the amount due by it by cheque to credit of the creditor 
railway. These adjustments will be made on the understanding that all the 
errors brought to notice will be adjusted without delay in subsequent accounts 
by the responsible railway. 


Clause XIX. 

The week shall in all cases end at 12 o’clock on Saturday night. When the 
doth September ♦ and 51at March do not fall ou a Saturday, two returns shall 
be rendered; one for the period commencing from the first day of hist week to 
the end of the month, and another from the first day of the next month up to 
and including the first Saturday of that month. 


Clause XX. 

The day shall in all cases be reckoned as 24 hours commencing at 12 o’clock 
at night, part of day to be reckoned as a day. Sundays, Christmas Day and

considered as dies non ** in respect of demurrage only. No otlier d,m nan shall 
be allowed. 


Clause XXI. 

Biioh railway shall supply shunting power for the vehicles of its own gauge. 


Claush xxn. 

Each railway shall provide at its own cost all stores for its own exclusive us^, 
and shall make its own arrangements for greasing, oiling, exarmning and repair¬ 
ing its own engines aud other railway stock at the joint stations. 


Clause XXIII. 

Each line shall supply passenger and other tickets, for booking to its own 
stations, as well as printed forms, and shall lamp its own trains. 


Clause XXIV. 

The Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway shall bring its lines into the .Hyderabad (Sind) 
stiition yard, and have the joint use of the said yard, as also of the yards at'Kahoki 
flag junction and Tando Thoro joint stations, aS far as may be necessary for joint 
convenience, in such a manner as may be agreed upon between the Managers of 
the two contracting railways. 

Clause XXV. 

AJl works connected with the construction of buildings, and works Within the 
limits of the Flyderabad (Sind), Tando Thoro and Ralioki flag stations yards, 
shall be carried out under the general direction of the Engineer of the North 
Western Railway, and in accordance with plans as agreed upon, as also all main¬ 
tenance work within the same limits. Subject to the above, each railway shall 
provide and lay down and also maintain at its own coat, all permanent-way of 
its own gauge for use on its own lines, and also any works which may, by consent, 
be constructed for its own separate use, within the limits of the Hydei’abad (Sind), 
Tando Thoro and Rahoki flag stations yards. 


Clause XXVI. 

The cost of all alterations which arc necessary for the interchange of traffic 
and the cost of all lands, buildings and works provided for joint use, shall be pro¬ 
vided by the North Western Railway, and rental at the rate of per cent, per 
annum on the whole cost of the work charged to joint stations experudes in respect 
of interest and maintenance. 
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The North Western Railway’s existing works and premises, including machi¬ 
nery, furniture and all equipments to be used in common for joint purposes by 
the two railways using the junction and joint stations, shall be those detailed in 
the schedules of such works and premises including furniture and working plant 
to be heteafter prepared and agreed upon, and the total amount set opposite to 
those several items respectively in those schedules shall be that on which rent 
is to be charged, as provided in Clause XXVI of this agreement. No additions 
shall be made to these schedules without the previous consent of the railways 
using the junction and the joint stations. 

As regards works originally constructed for joint use but subsequently aban¬ 
doned, interest only at 4 per cent, per annum on the capital cost will be charged 
to joint account. The same rate of interest will be charged on all North Western 
Railway works and buildings that had to be abandoned or demolished owing to 
the entrance of the Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway into the three aforesaid joint stations. 


Clause XXVIII. 

All new minor works and additions and alterations of a capital nature which 
may hereafter bo found necessary shall bo carried out by the North Western Rail 
way when agreed to by both the parties to this agreement, and the cost thereof 
shall be added to the schedule of joint stations works referred to in Clause XXVII. 


CLAfrsE XXIX. 

tJnless otherwise provided herein, the cost of the three joint stations expenses 
in receipt, despatch and transbipmenf of pas.'»cngers, goods, parcels, &c., and main- 
teimiice of joint buildings and works shall be paid by the two railways in the 
foliowung proportions, viz, :— 

fa) Of the total joint expenses of-the three aforesaid joint stations including 
joint W’orks and stall outside station limits, reduced by receipts as laid 
jown in Clause XXX, per cent, will be borne by the North Western 
Rail WAV for passii^g traffic. The balance of the joint stations expenses, 
viz., 6G| per cent, shall be rateably divided between interchange and 
local traffic in proportion to weight, thereafter the proportion attri¬ 
butable to interchange traffic shall be divided half and half, and the 
proportion attributable to local traffic in proportion to the weight 
of .such traffic for each railway. 

(b) For purposes of joint stations expenses, the weight of goods and parcels 
traffic shall be reckoned on actual weight, and that of each passenger 
as oue-tentb of a ton, no account being taken of coaching traffic other 
t/ian passengers and parcels. 

Clause XXX. 

Before, however, dividing joint stations expenses between the two lines, as 
indicated above, from the sum total of charges debitable to joint account Will 
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luced the stun total of receipts on. account of rents realized for the use of 
any of the buildings or premises in joint use, sale of lost and unclaimed and damaged 
property found on joint platforms or in joint station yards, rent of refreshment 
rooms, vendor’s license fees, and all other incidental receipts at the joint stations 
on account of left luggage aud platform tickets, Ac., but not dnes inflicted on 
the staty. 


Lost and unclaimed property found in the trains of each railway shall be 
credited to the respective railways. 


CLATJSfi XXXI. 

The half-yearly authorisations of establishment for the joint stations working 
shall bo approved by both railways. 

In case of unforeseen pressure, the Bail way responsible for working the junc¬ 
tion, i.e.f the North Western Railway, will make the necessary temporary arrange¬ 
ments until reference can be made and the consent of the Manager of the Jodh-- 
pur*Bikaner Railway obtained. 


Clause XXXIL 

(а) The Joint Station Masters of the three joint stations shall bo equaUy sub¬ 
ject to the orders of the Traffic Superintendents of the two railways for the 
special work of each line as affecting the joint stations ; they shall perform such 
duties as are demanded of Station Masters on each railway, and shall render all 
working and Audit returns which are required. 

(б) The station premises working and books shall be open to inspection by 
the officers of either railway. 


Clause XXXIII. 

The staff of the Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway are, while in the limits of the Hydera¬ 
bad (Sind), Tando Thoro and Rahoki joint flag stations, to obey and be bound 
by all the rules and all the regulations, and also all instructions w^hich may be 
frotti time to time in force, and which may be issued by the authorities of the 
North Western Railway to the said staff, and the authorities of the North Western 
Railway are to have the same rights and control over the staff of the Jodhpur- 
Bikaner Railway, while within the limits of Hyderabad (Sind), Tando Thoro and 
Rahoki joint flag stations, as if they were the staff of the North Western Railway 
1 1 self. 

II. The business of each railway shall have equal attention at the hands of ' 
the joint staff, who must carry out the instructions of the officers of the twm rail¬ 
ways conc/crned. Should the joint staff fail in any way to carry out the instruc¬ 
tions of the duly authorised officers of the railway concerned, and in the case of 
dispute as to interpretation of the Rules and Regulations, the matter shall be 
referred to the Traffic Superintendent of the North Western Railway. 
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Clause XXXIV.

Duty passes issued by either railway will entitle the holders to travel by either 
gauge between Hyderabad and Rahoki joint flag stations. 


Clause XXXV. 

All questions which may arise in carrying out these arrangements upon which 
the Traflic Managers of the two railways cannot agree, shall he referred to the 
Managers of the respective railways, and in case of any difference of opinion bet¬ 
ween the two railways as to the construction of any part of this agreement, or as 
to its a])plication to any particular case, the dispute shall be settled by arbitra¬ 
tion in a manner to be arranged between the Managers of the two railways. 


Clause XXXVI.

CoNTEACT between the Secretary of State for India and Tukir HiaHNESSEa 
THE Maharajas of Jodhfub and Bikaner for the working, 43to., of 
the Mirtuh Khas-Jhudo Rahway, dated 16th September 1912. 

This indenture is made on the 16th day of September 1912 between the Secre¬ 
tary of State for India in Council hereinafter called the Secretary of State 
of the first part His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur licreinafter called the 
Maharaja of Jodhpur'' of the second part and His Highness the Maharaja of 
Bikaner hereinafter called “ the Maharaja of Bikaner of the third part whereas 
the Jodhpur-Hyderabad Railway which is as to the portion thereof within the 
British territory the proi)erty of tlie Secretary of State and as to the remainder 
thereof the property of the Maharaja of Jodhpur is worked under and upon the 
terms of an agreement, made between the same parties as the parties hereto and 
dated the 22nd December 1900 (as subsequently amended or modified by an 
agreement between the parties set forth in letters Nos* 1537-R*T. and 2197-R.S. 
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20th August 1908 and 26th October 1908, respectively from the Secrv 
tary, Railway Board, to the Secretary to the Hou’ble the Agent to the Governor- 
General in Rajputaua and Chief Commiasiouer, Ajmer-Merwara, Public Works 
Department) of which agreement of the 22iid day of December 1900 a copy (as 
do amended) is set forth in the first Schedule ♦ hereunder written and by which 
(as so amended) it is provided {inter alia) that such railway should be worked as 
a part of tlio Jodhpur-jBikaner Railway Syatctu (which is the property of and 
is administered and managed by officers appointed by the Maharajas of Jodhpur 
and Bikaner) the Manager of that System being the Manager of the amalgamated 
undertaking that the whole of the rolling stock required for working the railway 
should be provided by and at the cost of the Jodhpur and Bikaner Durbars in 
consideration of the payment by the Government of India therein mentioned 
that tlie maxima and minima rates and fares and classifications of goods in force 
on tbo North Western Railway from time to time sJiould be in force on the British 
Section of the said Railway that the gross earnings of the sections of the railway 
in British and Jodhpur territory (to be ascertained in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of the said agreement) should be separately recorded and that all traffic 
earnings should be remitted to the Jodhpur State Treasury and as soon as each 
month’s accounts were audited 40t per cent* of the gross earnings of the British 
Section for that month should be paid to the Government of India the balance 
whether in favour of the Durbar or the Government of India being adjusted at 
the close of the yearf as soon as possible after the Revenue Accounts were 
rendered that the working expenses of the said amalgamated undertaking exclud¬ 
ing the cost of maintenance (as therein mentioned) but including rent of Joint 
Works and interest at 4} per cent, on funds provided for the purchase of stores 
required for the maintenance and working of the said amalgamated imdertaking 
should be divided between the British and Native State Sections of the line in 
the ratio of the gross eamiiigs of each section and that the said agreement should 
remain in force until determined by one of the parties thereto giving 12 calendar 
months previous notice in writing of the termination thereof such notice to take 
effect only on the first day of April J in any year and whereas upon the signing 
of the hereinbefore recited agreement the Government of India in pursuance of 
request of the Marwar Durbar sanctioned as a temporary arrangement 
only and on the understanding that the stipulation in clause (4) of the 
said recited agreement remained unchanged the adoption on the British 
Section of the said railway of the classification of goods then in force on 
the JoiBipur-Bikaner Railway {which was that then in forc<3 on the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India Railway) instead of that in force on the North 
Western Railway as provided by the said clause (4) and such modification 
is still in force and whereas by an agreement dated the ISth July 1911 * and 
made between the Secretary of State of the one part and the Sind Light 
Railways Limited (hereinafter called “ the Company *’) of the other part

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of which agreement is set forth in the second schedule hereto *) after 
reciting that the Company had, through the agency of the said Jodhpiir-Bikaner 
Railway, constructed and completed to the satisfaction of the Secretary of State 
a branch railway on the metre gauge from Jamrao Junction, a station on the 
said Jodhpur-Hyderabad Railway to Jhudo a distance of about fifty miles with 
all such stations and other conveniences and works as therein mentioned and that 
such branch railw^ay had been opened for traffic over its whole extent on the 26th 
day of July 1909 it was (inter alia) provided and agreed that (by the 11th clause 
thereof) the Secretary of State should thenceforth until the determination of 
that contract, work and maintain the said railway or such part thereof as should 
for the time being have been opened for public traffic and should provide and 
maintain all necessary rolling stock through State Agency or through another 
agency to be selected by him in that behalf on the terms and subject to the condi¬ 
tions therein expressed; that (by the 12th clause thereof) the Secretary of State 
should have full power to enter into any contract or agreement with any Working 
Agency (which expression where used in the agreement now in recital 
was defined to mean the said Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway or any State or other 
Agency by which the said railway might for the time being be worked under the 
provision in that behalf therein contained being the clause now in recital) for 
the working maintenance and management of the said railway during the period 
therein aforesaid or during any part thereof and that any such contract or Agree¬ 
ment might be to such purport or effect with such additions, variations or modi¬ 
fications (if any) subject always to the provisions of the agreement now in recital 
as the Secretary of State should from time to time deem to be necessary or desir¬ 
able ; that (by the 13th clause thereof) all the business connected with the manage¬ 
ment and maintenance of the said railway and conducting the traffic thereon 
should in all respects as far as practicable be carried on in the same manner and 
subject to the same regulations and control by the Secretary of State as the like 
business on the Jodhpur-Hyderabad State Railway and the Company should not 
interfere or be concerned with such business; that (by clause 14th thereof) the 
rates and fares for the carriage of goods and passengers over the said railw'ay or 
any portion thereof should be such as should from time to time be arranged between 
the Secretary of State and the Working Agency and the classification of goods 
thereon should be in conformity with that from time to time in force on the Jodh* 
pur-Hyderabad (State) Railway provided that the rates, fares and terminals 
should bo within the maximum and minimum rates, fares and terminals if any 
for the time being in force on the Jodhpur-Hyderabad (State) Railway and provided 
also that in calculating the rates for the carriage of passengers and goods and 
enhanced mileage might if so desired be assumed ; that (by clause 19th thereof) 
out of the gross earnings to be derived from working the said last mentioned rail¬ 
way or any part thereof the Working Agency shoukl in each year f retain forty 
per cent, which percentage so retained should be in full satisfaction and remu¬ 
neration for the use of all the necessary rolling stock and machinery (other than

Contract between the Secretary of State for India and Their Highnesses 
the Maharajas of Jodhpur and Bikaner for the working, etc., of the 
Mirpur Khas-Khadro Railway, dated the 5th December 1913. 

This Indenture dated the 5th day of December 1913 and made between the 
Secretary of State for India in Council (hereinafter called the Secretary 
of State) of the first part His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur (hereinafter 
called the Maharaja of Jodhpur, which expression shall where the context sq 
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admitfl be deemed to include His Heirs and Successors) of tixe second 
part and His Hiuhnkss the Mahabaja of Bikaner (hereinafter called the Maha¬ 
raja of Bikaner* which expression shall where the context so implies or admits 
he deemed to include His Heirs and Successors) of tbe third part. 

WnEBKAS by an indenture dated the 16th day of September 1912 and made 
between the Secretary of State of the first part, the then Maharaja of Jodhpur 
of the second part and tine Maharaja of Bikaner of the third part (hereinafter 
referred to as the Principal Agreement) a copy whereof is hereto attached after 
reciting (inter alia) (1) an agreement dated the 22nd day of December 1900 where¬ 
by as subsequently modified it was provided and agreed that the Jodhpur- 
Hyderabad Railway should be worked as part of the Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway 
System xipon and subject to the terms and provisions therein mentioned, (2) an 
agreement dated the 13th day of July 1911 and made between the Secretary of 
State of the one part and the Sind Light Railways, Limited (thereinafter and 
licrciuafter called the Company) whereby after reciting that the Company had 
through the Agency of the said Jodhpur-Bikaner Railway constructed and com¬ 
pleted to the satisfaction of the Secretary of State a branch railway on the metre 
gauge (called or known as the Mirpur Khas-Jhudo Railway) from Jamrao Junc¬ 
tion a station on the said Jodhpur-Hyderabad Railway to Jhudo and that such 
branch railway had been opened for traffic over its whole extent on the 28th day 
of July 1909 it was in pursuance and by virtue of the terms powers and provisions 
in the last mentioned agreement reserved and contained agreed that the said

Contract, dated 22nd Angnst 1916, between the Secretary of State for 
India, the Sind Light Railway Company, Limited, and Their High¬ 
nesses THE Maharajas of Jodhphr and Bikaner as to the adoption of 
the Government Financial year for the preparation of Accounts,—‘1916. 

This Indenture is made this 22nd day of August 1916, between the Secre¬ 
tary oF State for India in Council (hereinafter called the Secretary of 
State ”) of the Ist part Sind Light Railways, Limited (hereinafter called the 
Company of the 2nd part His Highness the Maharaja op Jodhpur of the 
3rd part and His Highness the Maharaja op Bikaner of the 4th part. 

Whereas this Indenture is intended to be supplemental to the following 
Indentures, viz,, (1) an Indenture (hereinafter called ** the Principal Contract ’*) 
dated the 13th day of July 1911 * and made between the Secretary of State of the 
one part and the Company- of the other part being an agreement for the manage¬ 
ment, maintenance and working of a branch Railway from Jamrao Junction (a 
station on the Jodhpur-Hyderabad Railway) to Jbudo called the Mirpiir Khas- 
Jhudo Railway which branch Railway is hereinafter referred to as ^‘the said Rail¬ 
way ” (2) an Indenture (hereinafter called “ the working agreement ’*) dated 
the 16th day of September 1912 and made between the Secretary of State of the 
first part His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur of the second part and His High¬ 
ness the Maharaja of Bikaner of the third part being an agreement for the work¬ 
ing of the said railway by the officers appointed by the said Maharajas as a part 
of the Jodhpur-Bikaner Rail^ray System but providing for separate accounts to 
be k^t in respect of the said Railway*

Treaty between the Honourable English East India Company and Maha 
Kawul Moolraj Bahadoor, Eajah op Jessulmbbe concluded on the part 
of the Honourable Company by Mr, Charles Theophilus Metcalfe, in 
virtue of full powers granted by His Excellency the Most Noble the 
Marquis of Hastings, k.g., Governor-General, &c., and on the part of 
the Maharajah Dhiraj Maha Rawul Moolraj Bahadoor, by Misr Mootee 
Ram and Taukoor Daulut Singh, according to full powers conferred by the 
Maha Rawul,—1818. 

Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance, and unity of interests between 
the Honourable English Company and Maha Rawul Moolraj Bahadoor, the Rajah 
of Jossulmere, and his heirs and successors. 

Article 2. 

The posterity of Maha Rawul Moolraj shall succeed to the principaUty of 
Jessulmero. 

Article 3. 

In the event of any serious invasion directed towards the oveithrow of the 
principality of Jes.sulmere, or other danger of great magnitude occurring to that 
principality, the British Government will exert its power for the protection of 
the principality, provided that the cause of the quarrel be not ascribable to the 
Rajah of Jessulmere. 

Article 4. 

The Maha Rawul and his heirs and successors will always act in subordinate 
co-operation with the British Government, and vrith submission to its supremacy. 
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Artiom 6. 




This Treaty of five Articles, having been settled, signed and sealed by Mr. 
Charles Theophilua Metcalfe, and Misr Mooteo Ram and Taukoor Daulut Singh, 
the ratifications of the same by His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor-

Jevsulmerk Salt Agreement, dated the 31st March 1879. 

Ratified the 8th May 1879. 

Arttclb 1. 

His Highness the Maharawal agrees to levy a duty of one rupee per maund 
on all salt manufactured in Jeysulmere territory. This duty to be in exceai of 
the existing charges for salt sold by the State, 

Article 2. 

His Highness the Maharawal undertakes to prevent the export of salt manu¬ 
factured in Jeysulmere into any other State. 

Article 3. 

His Highness undertakes that no export or transit duty of any kind shall be 
levied within the Jeysulmere State upon salt upon which duty has been levied 
by the British Government. 

Article 4. 

From and after 1st October 1878 the amount of salt manufactured in the jey- 
sulniere State shall not exceed 15,000 (fifteen thousand) maunds in each year, 
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and this amount shall be manufactured only for consumption and use within the 
limits of the Jeysulmere State. 

Provided that if it be found that this amount of salt is less than, or in excess 
of, actual requirements, the limit of manufacture sliall by mutual agreement 


hereafter be increased or diminiahed. 


Aetiole 5. 

His Higlmess the Maharawal undertakes to supply the Political Agent with 
yearly returns of the actual amount of salt manufactured and used in the Jeysul¬ 
mere State. 

This Agreement is to come into force from 1st October 1878, the date on which 
theBritish Government assumed charge of the salt sources in the Marwar State. 

Signed at Jodhpore on the thirty-first day of March one thouEand eight hundred 
and seventy-nine. 


No. XXXIIL 

Agreement supplementary to the Treaty of 1870 regarding Extradition,— 

1887. 

Whereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded on 
the 29th July 1870, between the British Government and the Jeysulmere State: 
And whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition of offen¬ 
ders from British India to the Jeysubnere State has been found by experience 
to be less simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law as to 
the extradition of offenders in force in British India : It is hereby agreed between 
the British Government and the Jeysulmere State that the provisions of the Treaty 
prescribing a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer apply to 
cases of extradition from British India to the Jeysulmere State; hut that the 
procedure i^resoribed by the law as‘to the extradition of offenders for the time 
being in force in British India shall be followed in every such case. 

Done at Jodhpore this (28rcl) twenty-third day of August in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-seven.

(1) Bitndi. 

The ruling family of Bundi belongs to the Hara tribe of Rajputs. 
The first Ruler with whom the British Government had any connection 
was Umeda (or Umed Singh), who gave most efficient assistance to 
Colonel Monson’s army in its retreat before Ilolkar in 1804, and brought 
down on himself the vengeance of Holkar. Umeda died in 1804 and was 
succeeded by his infant son Bishan Singh. During the Mahratta 
supremacy the State suffered much at the hands of Scindia and Holkar, 
who virtually assumed the management of its revenues. 

The territory of Bundi was so situated as to be of great importance 
during the war in 1817 in cutting off the flight of the Pindaris. Maharao 
Baja Bishan Singh early accepted the British alliance, and a Treaty 
(No. I) was concluded with him in 1818. By this treaty the British 
Government remitted to the Maharao Raja the tribute previously paid 
by him to Holkar, who had ceded it to them under the Treaty of Manda- 
sor {see Vol. IV, Indore, No. II): and relinquialied in his favour the 
landvS in Bundi theretofore held by Holkar, wliich, according to a 
Scliedule at^ «ched to the Treaty, included one-third of the pargaiia of 
Keshoraipatan. The Maharao Raja agreed to pay to the British Govern¬ 
ment the tribute and revemie theretofore paid by liim to Scindia: and 
this was specified, in a second Schedule, as Rs. 40,000 tribute in respect 
of two-thirds of the pargana of Keshoraipatan, and Its. 40,000 revenue 
in respect of “ chauth of Bundi and other places.’’ It had been the 
intention of Oovernment to restore to Bundi the territories usurped by 
Scindia as well as by Holkar: and, under the belief that the whole of 
Keshoraipatan had been so usurped, it was entered in the Schedules of 
Treaty. After the conclusion of the Treaty, however, it was discovered 
that the pargana of Keshoraipatan bad been previously ceded by Bundi 
to the Peshwa who, during the ministry of Nana Farnavis, had conferred 
two-thirds of it on Scindia and one-third on Holkar: that Bundi paid 
no tribute in respect of it, either to Scindia or Holkar: that Holkar’s 
share had not been ceded by the Treaty of Mandasor, because the pargana 
was not within or north of ” the Bundi Hills: and that the Treaty 
of 1817 with Scindia {see Vol. V, Gwalior, No. Vll) did not cover 
Scindia’s share of Keshoraipatan, since it only referred to tenutory in 
Bundi in respect of which tribute was paid or payable to Scindia. The 
Bundi Treaty was therefore ultra vires when it pnrported to transfer to 
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Holkar’s one-third* share of Keshoraipatan, and also when it 
required Buiidi to pay to the British Government Its. 40,000 on account 
of tribute due to Scindia for the remaining two-thirds of it. Sciiniia 
had, in 1806, farmed his share of the pargana, for a short time, to Bundi, 
hut had afterwards resumed it: and it seems that the British Government 
believed that, at the time of the conclusion of the Treaty with Bundi, 
Scindia^s possession of his two-thirds share of Keshoraipatan was in lieu 
of tribute due to him by Bundi. As this proved not to be the case, 
the tribute of Its, 40,000, on account of Scindia’s two-thirds of . the 
pargana, was not exacted from Bnndi; but the cession to Bundi of Hol- 
kar’s one-third share was allowed to stand, and the British Government 
agreed to pay Holkar Its. *30,000 (Bundi currency) Annually, as coin- 
pen.saiiou for the territory of which he had been erroneously deprived. 

Bishan Singh died iu 1821, and was succeeded by his son liam Singhs 
during whose minority the British Government had on more than one 
occasion to interfere in the internal administration of the State. 


In 1844 Scindia trans-ferred to the British Government his two-thirds 
share of the pargana of Keshoraipatan, as part of the territories ceded in 
trust for the support of the Gwalior contingent; and the Kuler of Bundi 
thereiipoii revived the question of its cession to him. Scindia was un* 
willing to give up the susjerainty; but in 1847 an Agreement (No. II) 
was effeoted, with the consent of the Gw^alior Darbar, by which the 
management of the district was transferred in perpetuity to Bundi on 
payment of a quit rent of Bs. 80,000 a year, to he credited to the Gwalior 
IJarbar. . * • 


Ram Singh^s attitude toward? the British Government during the 
mutiny of 1857 was one of apathy which, in the case of the rising of the 
Raj troops at Eotah, almost amounted to open support of the rebel 
cau^e; though this wns in'some measure due to the fact that Ram 
Singh was not on good terms with the Maharao of Kotah. 

In 1860, under a Treaty concluded with Scindia [see Vol. V, Gwalior, 
No. XII) the sovereignty of Scindia’s two-thirds of the pargana 
of Keshoraipatan was transferred to the British Government; and from 
that time forward, the annual quit rent of Rs. 80,000, paid by Bundi 
ill reiipect of it, was paid to the British Government. 


In 1862 the Ruler of Bundi received a Sanad of Adoption (see Part I, 
No. VIII); and in 1867 was granted a permanent salute of 17 guns. 

In 1860 an Extradition Treaty (No. Ill), providing for the mntual 
surrender of persons charged with certain specified offences, was concluded 
with the Bundi State. This was modified by an Agreement (No. V) 
in 1888, by which it was arranged that, in cases of the extradition of 
offenders from British India to Bundi, the procedure for the time being 
in force in British India should be followed. 
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1882 an Agreement (No. IV) was made for the suppression of the 
manufacture of salt in the State; the preyention of the impoi*t and export 
of any salt excepting that on which duty had, been levied by the British 
(iovernment; and the abolition of all duties of any kind thereon. In 
return the British Government undertook to pay the Maharao Itaja 
lls. 8,000 annually. 


Ram Singh died in 1889, and was Succeeded by his eldest soli Raghu- 
bir Singh. 

In 1905 the Maharao Raja agreed to bede lands for railway pur¬ 
poses for the construction and working of the Nagdu-Muttra Railway 
passing through his territories. 


On the outbreak of the Great War the Maharao Raja placed all the 
resources of the State at the disposal of the British GoTernmont, and 
offered his personal services. 


In 1920 the Bundi Darbar preferred a request that the sovereignty of 
the two-thirds portion of the pargana of Keshoraipatun should be ceded 
to them, and that Article 5 of the Agreement of 1847 (No. II) should 
be abrogated. In 1924 a fresh Agreement (No. VI) was made, under 
which the Garbar’s request was granted, the agreement of 1847 abro¬ 
gated, and the annual quit rent of Rs. 80,000 became a tribute of the 
same amount. 


In 1924 the State enacted laws and regulations to give effect to the 
provisions of the International Opium Convention of 1912. 

Maharao Raja Raghubir Singh died on the 26th, July 1927, and was 
succeeded by his nephew, the present Maharao Raja Ishwari Singh, born 
on the 8th March 1893. His Majesty the King-Emperor’s recognition 
of his succession was conveyed to him in a Kharita presented at a Durbar 
held on the 28th. November 1927. 


Extradition arrangements have been effected between Bundi and 
other States both in and outside Rajputana. A list of these is given in 
Appendix I. 


Ihe area of the State is 2,220 square miles* the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 187,068; and the revenue Rs. 13,20,000. 


Bundi pays the British Government an annual tribute of Rs. 1,20,000: 
namely Rs. 40,000 on account of cha^th, under the Treaty of 1818 (No, I), 
and Rs. 80,000 in respect of the two-thirds of the pargana of Keshorai^ 
patan, the sovereignty of which was ceded in I860 by Scindia to the 
British Qoveiument and transferred by them to Bundi in 1924. 


The military forces of the State, excluding irregular troops which 
amount to about 939, consist (1929) of 100 Cavalry, 400 Infantry, 20 
Military transport men and 50 Artillery men, with 48 serviceable and 
19 unserviceable guns. The State also maintains 151 Armed Police. 
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(2 ) Tonk. 

The founder of the State of Tonk was the famous predatory leader 
Amir Khan, who was by connection, habit and disposition essentially a 
Pindari. On the entrance of the British into Malwa he made overtures 
to be admitted to protection, but the conditions he proposed were too 
extravagant to be acceded to. lie was, however, offered the protection 
of the British Government and a guarantee of all the lands he held under 
grants from Holkar, on condition of his abandoning the predatory system, 
disbanding his army and surrendering his artillery, with the exception 
of forty guns, to the British at a valuation, and furnishing a body of 
troops to co-operate with the British force. It was deemed botli just 
and expedient that the price of reclaiming Amir Khan from his preda¬ 
tory habits should be paid by Holkar, whose weak and dishonest course 
of policy had raised Amir Khan to his actual power. The request of 
Amir Khan to be coniiTmed in lands, similarly obtained from different 
llajput States in every circumstance of violence and extortion, was 
positively rejected. Amir Khan agreed to the terms offered him, and 
they were embodied in a Treaty (No. VII) concluded in 1817. To the 
territories thus guaranteed the fort and district of Rampura were added 
by the BritisJi Government as a free gift, and a loan of three lakhs of 
rupees, afterwards converted into a gift, was made to Amir Khan. The 
district of Palwal was also conferred on his son in jagir for life. In lieu 
of the revenue of this district, which it was found inconvenient to make 
over to the management of the Nawab’s son, a monthly stipend of 
Us. 12,600 was assigned. 

Amir Khan died in .1834, and wavS succeeded by his vSoii W^55ir Mubam- 
miul Khan, who did good service during the mutiny. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Tonk received an Adoption Sanad (No. VIII). 

Wazir Muhammad Khan died in 1864, and was succeeded by his sou 
Mukammad Ali Khan. 

I'in 18G6 the Nawab agreed to cede lands for railway purposes, but no 
formal engagement was concluded. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Tonk was granted a permanent salute of 17 guns. 

Muhammad Ali Khan was deposed in November 1867, by a Procla¬ 
mation (No. IX), as a punishment for bis complicity in the murder of 
the uncle and followers of his tributary the Thakur of Lawa. As a 
further mark of displeasure, the salute of the Ruler of Tonk wars reduced 
from seventeen to eleven guns, w’bile the number of mercenary troops 
maintained by the vState w^as reduced, and it was pieliibited from raising 
any such levies in future. Muhammad Ali Khan was placed uudei 
surveillance at Benares, an annual allowance of Rs. 60,000 being 
assigned for his support out of the revenues of the State: and an arrange- 
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t was made respecting the Bhum rights held hy the Lawa Chief 
within Tonk territory (see Part II, Jaipur Eesidency, Lawa). 


Muhammad Ali Khan was succeeded by his son Muhammad Ibrahim 
Ali Khan, born on the 8th November 1849. During his minority the 
State was administered by Ibadnlla Khan, eldest surviving son of Nawab 
Aniij' Khan, assisted Iw a Council of Regency and controlled by the 
authority of a British officer specially deputed to Tonk. 


In 1869 an Extradition Treaty (No. X) was concluded with the Tonk 
State for the mutual surrender of criminals. This was modified by an 
Agreement (No. XTT) in 1887, which provided that, in eases of the extra¬ 
dition of offenders from British. India to Tonk, the procedure for the 
time being in force in British India should be followed. 


Nawab Muhammad Ibrahim Ali Khan was entrusted with the 
management of his State in 1870, subject during the first year to the 
presence of a British officer. In 1877 he was granted a personal salute 
of 17 guns: and in 1878 the permanent salute of 17 gums was restored 
to the Ruler of Tonk. 


In 1882 an Agreement (No. XI) was entered into with the Tonk State 
for the suppression of the manufacture of salt; the prevention of the 
import, export or consumption of any salt except that on which 
British duty had been levied; and for the abolition of all dues thereon. 
In return for this the British Government agreed to pay the Nawab 
Rs. 20,000 annually. 


In 1899 the Nawab entered into an Agreement (No. XIII) with the 
Indian Midland Railway Company for the working of the portion of the 
Guna-Baran Railway lying within the Tonk State. 


Owing to the State being in debt to the extent ^)f about its. 15,50,000, 
it became iiecessiuy in 1886 to place its finances under the control of the 
Political Agent. The arrangements made, however, ])rove(l unsatisfac* 
tory; the financial difficulties wei‘e further aggravated by the famine of 
1899-B^no, «Tid in 1902 the debts of the State had in(‘reased to about 
Rs. 28,00,000. The Political Agent was therefore required, under the 
powers vested in him in 1886, to exercise a closer supervision over the 
financial and revenue administration of State. In 1906 the improve¬ 
ment in the financial situation of the State was found to justify the res¬ 
toration to the Nawab of a greater share of power in the administration, 
which was further extended in 1909 and in 1910 the restrictions hitherto 
placed on his exercise of full ruling powers were completely witlidrawm. 


In 1904 the Darhar consented to surrender land free of cliarge for 
the construction and working of the Nagda-Muttra Railway^ 
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1905 negotiations for the sale to the Gwalior Darbar of that se^ 
e Otma-Baran Railway which lies within the Tonk State were com- 
plated, with the approval of the Government of India (No. XIV). 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Nawab placed all his resources 
at the disposal of the British Government. 

In 1921 Nawab Muhammad Ibrahim Ali Khan was granted a per¬ 
sonal salute of 19 guns. 

In 1922 the State enacted laws and regulations to give effect to the 
provisions of the International Opium Cdhvention of 1912. 

In 1926 the State entered into an Agreement (No. XV) for the supply 
of crude opium to the Government factory at Ghazipur. 

Muhammad Ibrahim Ali Khan died on the 28rfl June 1980, and was 
succeeded by his son the present Nawab Mtihammad Saadat Ali Khan, 
born on the 12th Febrnary 1879. His Majesty the King-Emperor’s 
recognition of his succession was conveyed to him in a Kharita presented 
at a Dajrbar held on the Kith Oot(jhor 1930. 

Extradition arrangements have been eh'eoted between Tonk and other 
States both in and outside Eajputanu. A list of these is given in 
Appendix I. 


The area of the State is 2,586 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 287,898; and the revenue about lls. 22,79,000. 

The military forces of the State, excluding irregulars which number 
621, consist (1929) of 308 Cavalry, 823 Infantry and 132 Artillery men, 
with 74 serviceable and 8 unserviceable guns. The State also maintains 
258 Armed Police. 

TFutil 1869 each of the six scattered pnrganas of which the Tonk 
State is composed was included in a separate Politictil Agency. Three, 
Nimhahera, Tonk and Aligarh, were in the Political Agencies of Mewiir, 
Jaipur and Haraoti respectively, and the remaining three, Pirawa, 
Sironj and Chhahra, were in the Political Agencies of Malwa and 
Bhopal and the Residency at Gwalior. In 1869 the parganas of Nim- 
bahera, Tonk and Aligarh were placed permanently in charge of the 
Political Agent, Haraoti and Tonk, and in 1910 the remaining three 
parganas were transferred to his charge. 


(3) Jhauawak. 

The existence of Jhalawar as a separate State dates from the dis¬ 
memberment of Kotah State in 1838 {nee Part VI, Kotah). In that 
year a Treaty (No. XVI) was concluded with Madan Singh, by which 
he acknowledged British supremacy; engaged not to negotiate with any 
Chief or State without the .sanction of the 'British (lovoriimeiit; and 
agreed to supply troops according to his means, and to pay an annual 
tribute of Rs. 80,000. Agreeably to the 3rd Article of this Treaty, the 
Ruler of Jhalawar was granted the hereditary title of Maharaj Rana. 
It was arranged that he should be placed on exactly the same footing as 
all the other Rulers in Rajputana, and should receive the right of adop- 
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b^ix that right should be conceded to other Rulers; but the sucfte^on 
is to be limited to the descendants of Raj Rana Zalini Singh, the first 
hereditary administrator of Kotah State, 

Madan Singh died in 1846 and was succeeded by his son Prithi Singh, 
who rendered good service during the mutiny by conveying to places of 
safety several Europeans who had taken refuge in his territory. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Jhalawar received a Sanad of Adoption (see Part 
I, No. VIII): and in 1867 was granted a permanent salute of 15 guns. 

In 1866 the Maharaj Rana agreed to make over land free of cost for 
railwlky purposes; to cede in it full jurisdiction short of sovereign rights; 
and to surrender all transit duties on goods passing through his territory. 

In 1868 an Extradition Treaty (No. XVII) wms concluded with 
tThalawar. This was modified in 1887 by an Agreement (No, XIX), 
providing that, in the extradition of offenders from British India to 
Jhalawar, the procedure for the time being in force in British India 
should be followed. 

In 1873 Prithi Singh asked permission to adopt an heir, to succeed 
him ill the event of his having no son. The Maharao of Kotah put 
forward an objection on the ground that^ hy article 2 of the Treaty of 
1838, the succession was limited to the descendants of Raj Rana Zalim 
iSingh : and that Jhalawar would consequently revert to .Kotah in the 
event of the extinction of Zalim Singh’s line. Under this Treaty, 
however, the severance of Jhalawar and its cession to Madan Singh, his 
heirs and successors, was unconditional: and, although the consent of 
Kotah was obtained to the cession, the conditions were between the 
British Government and Jhalawar. It was therefore held that Kotah 
could have no voic^ in the question of succession, and no ground of 
objection to the action of the Bidtish Government in having placed the 
Ruler of Jhalawar on the same footing as the other Rulers in Bajputana, 
by the grant of the Adoption Sanad of 1862. The required permission 
was granted to Prithi Singh, and his choice fell upon Bakht Singh of 
the Barwan family in Kathiawar, from w^hich Prithi Singh was himself 
descended. 

Prithi Singh died in 1875. The question of the succession remained 
undecided for some time, owing to the expectation of the birth of a 
posthumous child; but, as this expectation was not fulfilled, Bakht Singh 
was installed in 1876, and assumed the name of Zalim Singh. During 
his ininoritv the State was placed under the superintendence of a British 
Officer. 


In 1881 an Agreement was concluded (No. XVIII) with the Jhalawar 
Darbar for the suppre.ssion of the manufacture of salt "within the State; 
the prevention of the import and consumption of any but British duty- 
paid salt; and the abolition of all duties thereon. In return for this the 
British Government undertook to pay to the Maharaj Rana Rs. 7,000 
annually; and to certain jagirdars, through him, Rs. 250 annually, 
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1 Singh was iiiveBted with full ruling powers in 1884, subject 
to tpe conditions that he should consult the Political Agent in all impor¬ 
tant matters and be guided by his advice, and that the concurrence of 
the Political Agent should be obtained before any important measures, 
effected during his minority, were disturbed, or any changes made in the 
existing form of the administration. In 1887, owing to the Maliaraj 
Rana’s persistent disregard of these conditions, the Government of India 
wei‘e compelled to restore the arrangements in force during his minority. 
In 1892, liowever, on promise of amendment, it was decided tliat he 
should be restored to power on similar conditions, and he was again 
entrusted with some departments of the administration. In 1894 he was 


granted full powers; hut failed to govern the State i)roperly, and was 
deposed on the. 22nd March 1896. In consequence of his deposition, and 
of the fact that there was no direct descendant of the first Raj Rana 
Zalini Singh, the Government of India, taking into consideration the 
intentions of the framers of the Treaty of 1838 made with the first Ruler 
Madan Singh, ordered that part of the territories, made over by Rotali 
in 1838 to form the principality of Jhalawar, should be restored to 
Kotah. In memory of the services rendered by the first Raj Rana Zalira 
Singh, however, the remaining portion, consisting of the Cliaiimehla, the 
Patan pargana and a part of Suket, was formed into a new State to 
provide for the family to which he belonged: and, from among the des¬ 
cendants of his relatives, Government selected Bhawani Singh, son of 
Thakur Chhatra Sal of Fatehpur, to be the Ruler of the new State, with 
the title of Raj Rana and a permanent salute of 11 guns. The actual 
transfer of territory was effected on the 1st January 1899, when the new 
State of Jhalawar came into existence 


Bhawani Singh was installed on the 6th February 1899 and invested 
with full ruling powers. He received a Sanad (No. XX) under which ho 
was hound to pay to the British Government an animal tribute of 
Its. 30,000. and was guaranteed the right of adoption ; local coinage was 
forbidden; and the execution within the State of all civil and criminal 
processes issued by any British Indian Court was ensured. The manu¬ 
facture of salt, the import or consumption of any but British duty-paid 
salt, and the levy of any kind of duty thereon were also forbidden. In 
return the Governirieht of India undertook to pay the Raj Rana Rs. 2,500 
annually, including Rs. 250 to certain jagirdars. No transit duties of 
any kind were to be levied, and the Raj Rana hound himself to assist 
the Government of India in the suppression of illicit traffic in opium. 

In 1900 the Durbar agreed to the introduction in the State of the 
postal nnity scheme. 


In 1901 the State ciiTTency was replaced by British currency. 

In 1904 the Darbar agreed to surrender land, free of charge, for the 
construction and working of the Nagda-Muttra Railway. 
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the outbreak oi; the Great War the Raj Rana placed all 
resources of his State at the disposal of the British Government, 
offered his personal services. 


In 1918 the hereditary title of Maharaj Rana was conferred (No, 
XXiron the Ruler of Jhalawar: and in 1921 his permanent salute was 
increased to 13 guns. 

In 1921, owing to the State becoming* involved in serituis financial 
difRciilty, Maharaj Rana Bhawani Singh decided, with the (jonsent of 
the Government of India, temporarily to entrust the administration of 
the State to an Administrator with full powers. At the same time the 
tribute was suspended for a perio<l of five years, and the State was placed 
in direct political relations with the Agent to the Governor-General from 
the 4th February 1922, the date on which the Administrator assumed 
charge. Maharaj Rana Bhawani Singh resumed control of the adminis¬ 
tration in April 1926. 

In 1922 the Darbar enacted laws and regulations to give effect to the 
provisions of the International Opium Convention of 1912. 

In 1926 the State entered into an Agreement (gee No. XV) for the 
supply of crude opium to the Government factory at GJiazipur. This 
Agreement superseded previous Agreements executed in 1916-17 and 
1923. 


Maharaj Rana Bhawani Singh died oxi the 13th April 1929 and was 
succeeded by his son the present Maharaj Rana Rajendra Singh, born 
on the 15th July 1909. His Majesty the King-Emperor^s recognition of 
his succession was conveyed to him in a Kharita presented at a Durbar 
held on the 13th May 1929. 


Extradition arrangements have been effected betweem Jhalawar and 
other States both in and outside Rajputana. A list of these is i 2 :iven in 
Appendix I. 

The area of the State is 810 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 96,182; and the revenue Rs. 7,89,000. 

The military forces of the State consist (1929) of 26 Cavalry, 100 
Infantry, 446 Armed Police and 26 Artillery with 43 serviceable and 2 
unserviceable guns. A Reseiwe Force of 26 men has been formed to 
meet emergent demands, such as raids, etc. 

The State was included in the Haraoti and Tonk Agency with effect 
from the 1st October 1927. 

Sidra .—In 1817 Rawat Durjan Singh was guaranteed in the posse.s- 
sion of the village of Sidra, which had been held by his family in jagU’ 
from time immemorial; and, in place of a horse, which the Rawat was 
m^uired annually to ju’esent to the Maharao of Kotah, it was .stipuhited 
that he should |>ay a yearly tiibiite of Rs. 100. In 1838 the village was 
transferred to the Jhalawar State, which slill leceivcs the tribute.

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(4) SlTAHPTTRA. 

Tlie Rajii of Slialipura belongs to (be Sisodia 'Rajput clan, niul ia 
itniiiedifvtelA'' (lesctemled irovii a fonncf Rana of Mewar. I be founder of 
the house of Shabpnra was Siiraj Mai, a younger son of the Rana, who 
received as bis portion the paigana of Klutrar in Mewar. About 1(129 
In's son Sujan Singh received fi'om the l'hnj)eror Shah Juban a grant of 
tbe i)aigana of Phtilia out of the Crown lands at Ajmer, on condition of 
fnniisbing certain borse and footmen for servit^e; whereupon, in honour 
of the Emperor, be c.banged the name of the pargana to Shahpura, and 
in 1(131 founded a town of the same name. At the time when Sujan 
Singh obtained the grant of tbe Phulia pargana, he did not hold any 
estate in Mewar, with whi<jh he had severed all relations. In 1717 llaja 
IJharnt Singh of Shahpnra accepted a jagir in Alewar which, after many 
changes, is now represented by the Kachhola estate. 

The Raja thus holds the Kachhola estate under the Maharana of 
Mewar, and Shahpura, ns part of Ajmer, under the Rritish Government. 

In 1848 the Chief, Tagat Singh, received a Sanad (Ko. XXIT) fron> 
tbe Pritiab Goveinmeiit, fixing bis tribute at Rs. 10,000 per aunum, 
but with the proviso (bat, if tbe customs duties levied in Ajmer were 
abolished, bo should also cease to collect smdi duties and, in consideration 
of tbe consequent loss of revenue, bis tribute should be reduced to Rs. 
2,000 ITnder the terms of the Sanad he was permitted to exercise civil 
and criminal jurisdiction in tbe Phulia pargana independently of tbe 
Ajmer Courts, but was inquired to report all (Uises of heinous crime, 
involving tbe punishment of death or imprisonment for life, to the Agent 
and Commissioner of Ajmer, and to dispose of them in accordance with 
Ids advice. 

Tagat Singh died in 1853 and was succeeded hy his adopted son 
(jaclihman Singh. 

Tti 1802 (he Chief of Shuhpura received a Sanad of Adoption (see 
Part T. No. VITT). 

Tn 1809, on the redistribution of the Rajpntana Agency, Shahpura 
was transferred from the contiul of the Agent and Commissioner of 
Ajmer to that of the Political Agent, TTaraoti and Tonk. Tn 1879, in 
accordance with pa.st practice based on the 2nd danse of the Sanad of 
1848 the (Ihief was required to submit to the Political Agent, TTaraoti 
and Tonk, for the confirmation of the Agent, to the (4overnor-(Teneral. 
Rajpntana. his proceedings in all cases of heinous (wime in whiih sen¬ 
tences of death, transportation or imprisonment for life, had been ]>a8sed. 

Tiachhman Singh died on the 2nd November 1Sfi9, having, ii was 
alleged, adopted on his death-bed the son of the Thaknr of Rishnia, a 
distant branch of the Slmlipiira family. The balance of evidence went 
to show' that no adoption was really made hy liachnian Singh, hut that 
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•emony was perfornifMl after his death by the Minister Fail] 
HFrr^hese (drciiiustances it was iiecessaiy that the reeo/^intioa of a Suc¬ 
cessor should he based on the usual principle of selection from amonj^ the 
nearest of kin and those best (jualified for the adnunistratioii of the 
(Jhiefship. The wdahes of tlie Thakurs and the interests of the Chief- 
ship pointed to Nahar Sin^di of Dhanop, horn on the 7th November 
and he %vas aocordin^dy recognised as Chief of Shah|)nra, The claims of 
a posthumous son of Kishan Sing-li of Kheri were disregarded, on the 
ground of his father’s prior ado[)tion into a more distant hrancli of the 
family. The Maliarana of Mewar claimed the right of interference in 
this succession, on the ground of Sliahpura being a feudatory of Mewar: 
but tlie Maharana was informed that his arguments were untenable, as 
the parguna of Shahpura was originally a grant from the Emperors of 
Delhi, and was now held directly by grant froni the British Govennnent; 
the fact that the Chief also held estates in Mewar gave tlie Mewaii- Darbar 
no voice in the succession. 'iPlie British Government do not interfere in 
regard to well-known and defined relations between Mewar and Shahpura 
in so far as the estate held hy the Ilaja from the Maharana of Mewar is 
concerned; but ibe demands made on the Raja by tbe Mewar Darbar 
must be limited to what is legitimate and fair, having reference to the 
revenues of the Mewar portion only. 

During the minority of the present Rajadhiraja Nahar Singh, the 
management of the Gliiefship was at first entrusted to Thakur Megh 
Singh, the Chief’s maternal grandfather, under the general supervision 
of the Political Agent. ITaraoti and Tonk. Megh Singh made himself 
unpopular with the Thakurs and allowed the finances of the Chiefship 
to full into great disorder, ITe was removed in 1872 and re[daced liy 
a retired (Government official. Tliijadhiraju Nahar Singh was entrusted 
with the management of the (’hiefship on the 1st March 1870. 

In 1882 an Agreement (No. XX!!!) was concluded with the Chief fm 
the suppression of the manufaidiire of Khari salt; the jirevention of the 
import or export of any salt other than that which had paid Britisdi 
duty; and for the removal of all duties thereon. Tn return tbe British 
Government agreed to pay the Chief Rs. 5,000 a year. 

In 1903 the question of the feudal service due from the Chief to the 
Maharana of Mewar, on account of the pargana of Kachhola held by 
him fimn Mew'ar, was settled by the Government of India. Tn future 
the Maharana will invite the attendance of the Raja at Udaipur in each 
alternate year for a [leriod of about one month, at tbe end of which he 
will, as a matter of course, be released: and he will be relieved of 
atiendanee altogether in the intervening years. The Raja, on the occa¬ 
sions when he is personally excused, will send one of his family or a 
high 8ardar to represent him. 
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In 1921 Eajadhiraja Nahar Singh was granted a personal salute of 

9 guns. 


In 1922 the Chief enacted laws and regulations to give effect to the 
provisions of the International Opium Convention of 1912. 

In November 1925 the status of the Chiefship was raised to that of a 
State, and the Ruler was granted a permanent salute of 9 guns. 

In 1926 the Ruler was granted (No. XXIV) full powers in the matter 
of sentences of death or imprisonment for life, subject to certain 
conditions. 


Extradition arrangements have been effected between Shahpura and 
the State of Bikaner (see Appendix I). 

The area of Shahpura is 405 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 48,130; and the revenue Rs. 5,28,000. 

The fief held by the Raja under Mewar consists of 74 villages with a 
population of about 17,500 and a revenue of about Bs. 61,000; a tribute 
of Its. 3,000 is paid to the Mewar Darbar. 

The military forces of the vState consist (1929) of 26 Cavalry and 48 
Infantry with 10 serviceable and 16 unseiviceable guns. The State also 
maintains a force of 22 Arnied Police.

pRKATy between the Honourable English East India Company and the Maha 
Rao Rajah Bishun Sing Bahadoor, Rajah of Boonpbe, concluded by 
Captain James Tod, on the part of the Honourable Company, in virtue 
of full powers from His Excellency the Most Noble the Marquis op 
Hastings, k.g., Governor-General, etc., etc., and by Bohora Tolaram, 
on the part of the Rajah, in virtue of full powers from the said Rajah,— 
1818, 

Article 1. 


There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance, and unity of interests between 
the British Government on tlie one hand, and the Rajah of Boondee and his heirs 
and successors on the other. 

Article 2. 


The British Government takes under its protection the dominions of the Rajah 
of Boondee, 


Article 3. 


The Rajah of Boondee acknowledges the supremacy of, and will co-operate 
with, the British Government for ever. He will not commit aggressions on any 
one. He will not enter into negociations with any one without the consent of 
the British Government. If by chance any dispute arise with any one it shall 
be submitted to the arbitration and award of the British Government. The 
Rajah is absolute ruler of his dominions, and the British jurisdiction shall not 
be introduced therein. 

Article 4. 


The British Government spontaneously remits to the Rajah and descendants 
the tribute which the Rajah used to pay to Maharajah Holkar, and which has 
been ceded by the Maharajah Holkar to the British Government. The British 
Government also relinquishes in favour of the State of Boondee the lands here¬ 
tofore held by Maharajah Holkar within the limits of that State according to 
the annexed Schedule No. 1, 

Article 5. 

The Rajah of Boondee hereby engages to pay to the British Government the 
tribute and revenue heretofore paid to the Maharajah Sindia according to the 
Schedule No. 2. 

Article 6. 

The Rajah of Boondee shall furnish troops at the requisition of the British 
Government according to his means. 


Article 7. 

The present Treaty of seven Articles having been settled at Boondee, and 
iigned and sealed by Captain James Tod and Bohora Tolarara, the ratification

Aurbembnt of f/iie Boondke Raj regarding the transfer of the Kishorae Patun 
District to its management,—1847. 


The Maha Rao Rajah of Boondee having made application tlirough the British 
anthoriticB to be vested in Istumrar or perpetuity witJi the sole management 
of the t\vo4hird shares of the villages comprising the district of .Kishorae Patun 
ceded by the Gwalior Durbar to the British Government by Treaty of 13tli Janu¬ 
ary 1844, in part payment for the expenses of the contingent, and now under 
the management of the Biiperin ten dent of Jawud Neemuch, and the Gwalior 
Durbar having given its assent to this transfer in Istumrar, alias perpetuity under 
cert^ain specified conditions the following agreement has been entered into :— 


Articlk 1. 

The Maha Rao Rajah of Boondee for himself and his heirs hereby agrees to 
pay into the treasury of the Superintendent of Jawud NeemucJi the sum of Com¬ 
pany's Rupees (B(),()00) eighty tliousand by two e<|ual instalments of Company’s 
Rupees (40,<XK)) forty thousand each, viz., during the months of January and 
of July of each year for the two-third shares of Kishorae Patun now assigned 
to the British Government by the Gwalior Durbar, the other third share of which 
is in the possession of the Boondee Raj. All risk or profit of season, or other 
accidental cause of profit or loss, to be borne by the Boondee Raj. 


Artiole 2. 

The Maha Rao Rajah of Boondee agrees for himscit and heirs to pay the sum 
of Kotah Halee Rupees (3,430-7-9) three thousand four hundred and thirty Rupees 
seven annas and nine pie on account of stipends paid in cash to pensioners, as 
specified in the list which has been furnished to him. 


ARTtOLE 3. 

The extent of rent-free lands in the two-third shares of the district, amoiint- 
ing to (7,503) seven thousand five hundred and three bcegalis and fifteen biswas, 
tJio Maha Rao Rajah of Boondee agrees for himself and heirs to continue to the 
holders as s|>ecified in the list which has been furnished to him, and also to res¬ 
pect such immunities and remissions as have been given by the Superintendent 
of Jawud to Zemindars who have sunk new wells or baolees agreeably with the 
terms stated in their respective puttahs. 


Article 4. 

All t)ie righte of sovereignty which the British Government has engaged to 
contiime to the (Twalior Durbar by the 12th Article of their 4’reaty of the 13th 
January 1844, the Maha Rao Rajah of Boondee agrees for himself and his heirs 
to respect and continue in the Patun District. 
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The traiiwsfer of the two-third vsliares of Kisliorae Pafciin District havjn|;( been 
made in compliatiee witii his own applioation. the Maha Kao Kajah of Boondee 
agrees for himself and heirs in the event of failing to pay the stipulated instal¬ 
ments with punctuality, or, in the event of non-performance of any of the condi¬ 
tions above referred to, to resign the management of them together with the 
management of the other, viz., his own third share of the district, to the British 
Government, from which any arrears that inay be due are in the first instance 
to be taken; and after their liquidation credit to be given to him for the yearly 
collections of revenue that may be made from the said third share. But neither 
the Gwalior Durbar nor the British Government will ever otherwise require the 
restoration of the Keshorae Patun District from the Boondee Kaj. 


Articib 6. 

No interference of any kind to be offered to the management of the two-third 
shares of the Kishorae Patun District by the Boondee authorities, so long as the 
above conditions are faithfully adhered to. 

The agreement of six Articles has been prepared for and is signed by the Maha

Ram Singh Bahadoor, Maharao Raja of Boondee, his heirs and successors 
executed on the one part by Captain Arthur Neil Bruce, Political Agent, 
Harowtee, under authorit];" from Colonel William Frederick Eden, 
Governor-General’s Agent for the States of Rajpootana, in virtue of 
the full powers vested in him by His Excellency the Right Honourable 
Sir John Laird Mair Lawrence, Baronet, g»c.b., and ci.c.sj., Viceroy 
and Governor-General of India, and on the other part by Bohora Imrut 
Lall, in virtue of the full powers conferred on him by Maharao Raja Bam

Article 1. 

That any person, whether a British or Foreign subject, committing a heinous 
offence in British territory and seeking shelter witliin the limits of the Boondee 
State, shall be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the 
former on requisition in the usual manner. 
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Abtiole 2. 



That any person, beitig a subject of Boondee, cominittiiig a heinous odeace 
within the limits of the Boondee State and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the former 
on requisition in the usual manner. 


Article 3. 

That any person, other than a Boondee subject, committing a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Boondee State and seeking asylum in British territory 
will be apprehended and the case investigated by such Court as the British Gov* 
ernment may direct. 

As a general rule such cases will be tried by the Court of the Political Officer 
in whom the political supervision of Boondee may at the time be vested. 


Article 4. 

That in no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence, except on requisition duly made by, or by the author¬ 
ity of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall be charged 
to have been committed; and also upon such evidence of criminality as, accord¬ 
ing to the laws of the country iu which the person accused shall be found, would 
justify his apprehension, and sustain the charge if the offence had been there 
committed. 

Article 5, 

That the following offences be deemed as coming within the category of heinous 
offences *

Boojsidee Salt Agreement, dated the 18th January 1882. 

Ratified the 11th February 1882. 

Article 1. 

His Highness the Maharao Raja of Boondee agrees to sup[)res8 and absolute 
ly prohibit and prevent the manufacture of salt within any part of the Boondee 
State, whether overtly or under the guise of rnantifactoring saltpetre or other 
saline product, and to destroy and erase existing salt-works, if any, so that salt 
cannot tliere be made. Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to 
prohibit the bond fide manufacture of saltpetre at tlie works mentioned in the 
Schedule attached now existing within the Boondee State, or the opening at any 
time with the previous knowledge of the Political Agent of such new saltpetre 
works as His Highness the Maharao Raja of Boondee may consider necessary. 

Article 2. 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatever shall be levied on salt, 
whether exported from, or imported into, or carried through, or sold in, the Boondee 
State. 

Arttclb 3. 

His Highness the Maharao Raja of Boondee agrees to prohibit the importa¬ 
tion into, or consumption within, the Boondee State of any salt whatever, other 
than salt upon which duty has been levied by the British Government. 

Article 4. 

Tn consideration of the effective observance by His Highness the Maharao 
Raja of Boondee of the stipulations in this Agreement, the British Government 
agree to pay to His Highness the Maharao Raja of Boondee in lieu of import, 
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transit, sale, and every other charge on salt, and for the suppression of 
the Khari salt-works in the Boondeo State the sum of eight thousand rupees 
annually. 

Article 5. 

None of the stipulations set forth in this Agreement shall be modified or annulled 
without the previous consent of both the contracting parties* 

Article 6. 

Nothing herein ootitained shall be deemed to affect any I’reaty now existing 
between the British Government and the Maharao Raja of Boondee, except in 
80 far as its provisions may be repugnant thereto.

Agreement supplementary to the Treaty of 1869 regarding Extradition,— 

1888. 

Whereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded on 
the 6th August 1869, between the British Government and the Bundi State; 
And whereas the proc'cdure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition of offend¬ 
ers from British India to the Bundi State has been found by experience to be 
less simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law as to the extra- 
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offenders in force in British India : It is hereby agreed between the Bri¬ 
tish Government and the Bundi State that the provisions of the Treaty prescrib-* 
ing a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer apply to cases 
of extradition from British India to the Bundi State ; but that the procedure 
prescribed by the law as to the extradition of offenders for the time being in force 
in British India shall bo followed in every such case.

Whereas an Agreement was concluded between His Highness the Maharao 
Raja of Bundi and the British Government on the 29th November 1847 by the 
terms of which the sole management of the two-thirds share of the district of 
Keshorai Patan assigned by the Gwalior Darbar to the British Government by 
the Treaty of 13th January 1844, was transferred to His Highness the Maharao 
Raja of Bundi, in Istimrar or perpetuity in consideration of the latter’s paying 
into the Ajmer Treasury of the British Government an annual smn of Rs. 80,000 
Bubjeot to certain conditions as provided in the said Agreement, and whereas 
by virtue of the Treaty of 12th December 1860 the Gwalior State transferred 
and assigned to the British Government the entire sovereignty of the two-thirds 
share of the district of Keshorai Patan and whereas owing to the fact that the 
Treaty of 13th January 1844 with the Gwalior Darbar has been abrogated by 
the Treaty of 12th December 1860, the Article 4th of the Agreement dated the 
29th November 1847 with the Bundi State has become inapplicable and whereas 
the Maharao Raja of Bundi has made an application to the British Government 
that the sovereignty over the said two-thirds share should now be vested in His 
Highness the Maharao Raja of Bundi, his heirs and successors, and whereas the 
British Government are desirous of meeting the wishes of the Maharao Raja of 
Bundi, and are prepared to cede to His Highness sovereignty over the two-thirds 
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of the district of Keshorai Patau, ceded to them by the Gwalior Durbar, 
and whereas in Article 2 of the Agreement of 1847 provision is made for the pay¬ 
ment of the sum of Kotah Halee Rupees »3,430-7-9 (rupees three thousand four 
hundred and thirty, annas seven and pies nine only) on account of stipends paid 
in cash to pensioners as specified in a list which had been furnished to His High¬ 
ness the Maharao Raja of Bundi but now, some of the pensioners having died 
issueless and without any legal heir, His Highness pays Rs. 649-8 (rupees six 
hundred and forty-nine and annas eight only) to the surviving pensioners as speci* 
fied in the list herewith attached, and whereas in Article 3 of the Agreement of 
1847 it is provided that the Maharao Raja of Bundi shall continue to the holders 
rent-free lands in the two-thirds share of the district amounting to 7,503| bighas 
as specified in the list which had been furnished to him, and also to respect such 
immunities and remissions as had been given by the Superintendent of Jawad 
to Zamindars who have sunk new wells and baolees agreeably to the terms stated 
in their respective puttas but now, some of them having died issueless and without 
any legal heirs, the State continues to the survivors of the above mentioned Zamin- 
dars rent-free lands 5,356 bighas and 16 biswas as per list herewith attached, 
It is therefore agreed by the parties that the Agreement of 1847 shall be abro¬ 
gated and that in its place the following Articles shall be subvstituted :— 


Article 1. 

The sovereignty of the two-thirds share of the district of Keshorai Patan, 
hitherto vested in the British Government, is hereby ceded and assigned by them 
to His Highness the Maharao Raja of Bundi, his heirs and successors, the sovereign¬ 
ty over the remaining third share being already vested in the Bundi Durbar. 


Article 2. 

His Highness the Maharao Raja of Bundi agrees for himself, his heirs and 
successors, to pay into the Ajmer Treasury of the British Government the sum 
of Rs. 80,000 (rupees eighty thousand) by equal instalments of Rs. 40,000 (rupees 
forty thousand) each during the months of January and July in each year in con¬ 
sideration of the rights hereby ceded by the said Government. 


Article 3. 

His Highness the Maharao Raja of Bundi agrees for himself and his heirs to 
pay the sum of Bundi Halee Rupees 669 13 (rupees sbe hundred and sixty-nine 
and annas thirteen only) on account of stipends paid in cash to the survivors 
and the heirs of the pensioners as specified in the list herewith attached or such 
sum as may be due from time to time to the survivors of such stipendiaries or 
their heirs. 

Article 4. 

The extent of the rent-free lands in the two-thirds share of the district amount¬ 
ing to 5,356 bighas 16 biswas His Highness the Maliarao Raja of Bundi agrees 
for himself and his heirs to continue to the survivors of holders as specified in 
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Wit herewith attached or such as may be due from time to time to the sur¬ 
vivors of such rent-free landholders or their heirs and also to respect such immu¬ 
nities and remissions as were given by the Superintendent of Jawad to Zamin- 
clars who have sunk new wells or baolees agreeably with the terms stated in their 
respective puttas.

His Highness the Maharao Raja of Bundi hereby agrees for himself and his 
heirs to admit and satisfy the claims of any pensioners or rent-free holders, whose 
nanKJS have by inadvertence been omitted from the lists referred to in Articles 
8 and 4.

No. VII. 

Engaoement between the Honourable English East India Company and 
Nawab Umebr-oo-Dowlah MohuMmud Umeer Khan, concluded by Mr. 
Charles Theophilus Metoalfe on the part of the Honourable Company* 
in virtue of full powers from His Excellency the Most Noble the Mar¬ 
quis OF Hastings, k.g., Governor-General, and Lalla Nurunjun Lal 
on the part of the Nawab, in virtue of full powers from the said Nawab,— 
1817. 

Article 1. 

The British Government guarantees to Nawab Umeer Khau and his heirs 
in perpetuity, the possession of the places which he holds in the territories of 
Maharajah Holkar, under grants from the said Maharajah ; and the British 
Government takes those possessions under its protection. 

Article 2, 

Nawab Umeer Khan will disband his army, with the exception of such a por¬ 
tion as may be requisite for the internal management of his possessions. 

Article 3. 

Nawab Umeer Khan will not commit aggressions in any country. He will 
elinquish his connection with the Findarees and other plunderers, and will more-

'DvSr co-operate, to the utmost of his power, with the British Governmeut for 
their chastisement and suppression. He will not enter into negotiations with 
any person whatever without the consent of the British Government, 
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Article 4. 


Nawab Umeer Khan will deliver up to the British Government all his guns 
and military equipments, with the exception of such a portion as may be requi¬ 
site for the internal management of his jmssessiona and the defence of his forts, 
and shall receive in exchange an equitable pecuniary compensation. 


Article 5. 


The force which Nawab Umeer Khan may retain shall attend at the requisi¬ 
tion of the British Government. 


Article 6. 


This engagement of six Articles, having been concluded at Delhi, and signed 
and sealed by Mr. Charles Theophilus Metcalfe and Lalla Nurunjun Lai, the rati¬ 
fications of the same by His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor-General 
and Nawab Umeer Khan, shall be delivered at Delhi within one month from the 
present date, November 9th, 1817,

Her Majesty being desirous that the governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs, who now govern their own territories, should be perpetuated, and that 
the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued ; I hereby, 
in fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that, on failure of natural 
heirs, any succession to the Government of your State which may be legitimate 
according to Mahomedan law, will be recognized and confirmed. 
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_ assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as yoiir House is loyal to the Cro'wn and faithful to the conditions of the 
Treaties, Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to the British 
Government.

No. IX. 

Proclamation,—1867. 

Be it known to the Nobles, Chiefs, and people of the Principality of Tonk 
that tidings of the outrage which was perpetrated on the 1st of August last on 
the person of the uncle and certain followers of the Chief of Lawa, have been re¬ 
ported to the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in Council. 

His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General, from the full evidence 
taken on the spot, has been forced with pain to the conviction that the tragedy 
could not have taken place without the knowledge, and, indeed, without the insti¬ 
gation of the Nawab, the present Euler of Tonk. 

The Viceroy and Governor-General in Council has resolved, both as a punish¬ 
ment of this crime, and because, since its commission, the Government of India 
could repose no confidence in his administration, that the Nawab shall be removed 
from his Government, and that his son shall be proclaimed successor. 

During the minority of the young Nawab the British Government will admin¬ 
ister the government through Ibadoolla Khan, the uncle of the ex-Nawab, or 
make such other similar arrangement as it may see fit. But beyond the separa¬ 
tion of Lawa from Tonk no alteration will be made in the constitution of the State. 
Lawa will now become a separate Chief ship, and will so remain for ever under 
the protection of the British Government. The heirs of the murdered men will 
receive maintenance through the British Government out of the revenues of Tonk, 

The Viceroy and Governor-General in Council accordingly now proclaims 
to the Nobles, Chiefs, and people of Tonk the change in the succession, and calls 
upon them to submit to the Government of the new" Nawab, and during his 
minority to the administration which will temporarily be introduced by the 
Agent to the Governor-General. 

The Governor-General in.. Council entertains the hope that the present lesson 
will not be lost upon the country, but that it will lead, both in Tonk and through¬ 
out the Province of Rajasthan, to the well-being and prosperity of all concerned, 
both of those who govern and of the people.

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ExTKADmoN Tbeaty between the British Government and the Regency 
Council of the Tonk State, on behalf of His Highness Mahomed Ibrahim 
Khan Bahadoor, Nawab of Tone, his heirs and successors, executed on 
the one part by Captain James Jenkins Blair, Assistant Agent, Gov¬ 
ernor-General, Rajpootana, under authority from Lieutenant-Colonel 
Richard Habte Keatinqe, c.s.i. and v.c., Governor-General’s Agent 
for the States of Rajpootana, in virtue of the full powers vested in him 
by His Excellency the Right Hon’ble Sir John Laird Mair Lawrence, 
Baronet, g.o.b. and g.c.s.i., Viceroy and Governor-General of India, 
and on the other part by Sahebzada Mahomed Abdullah Khan, Presi¬ 
dent of the Council of Regency, —1869. 


Article 1. 

That any person, whether a British or Foreign subject, committing a heinous 
offence in British territory, and seeking shelter within the limits of the Tonk State, 
shall be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the former 
on requisition in the usual manner* 

Artiole 2. ^ 

That any person, being a subject of Tonk, committing a heinous offence within 
the limits of the Tonk State, and seeking asylum in .British territory, shall be 
apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the former on requi¬ 
sition in the usual manner. 

Artiole 3. 

That any person, other than a Tonk subject, committing a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Tonk State, and seeking asylum in British territory, shall 
be apprehended, and the case investigated by such Court as the British Govern¬ 
ment may direct. As a general rule such cases will be tried by the Court of the 
Political Officer in whom the political supervision of Tonk may at the time be 
vested. 

Artiole 4. 

That in no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence, except on requisition duly made by, or by the au¬

Tonk Salt Agreement, dated the 9th January 1882. 

Ratified the lltli February 1882. 

Article I. 

His Highness the Nawab of Tonk agrees to suppress and absolutely prohibit 
and prevent the manufacture of salt within any part of the Tonk State, whether 
, overtly or under the guise of manufacturing saltpetre or other saline product 
and to destroy and erase existing salt-works, if any, so that salt cannot there 
be made. Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to prohibit the 

fide manufacture of saltpetre at the works mentioned in Schedule attached 
now existing within the Tonk State, or the opening at any time, with the pre¬ 
vious knowledge of the Political Agent of such new saltpetre works as the Nawab 
of Tonk may consider necessary. 

Article 2. 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or duo of any kind whatever shall be levied on salt, 
wh,ether exported from, or imported into, or sold in, or carried through, the Tonk 
State. 

Article 3., 

His Highness the Nawab of Tonk agrees to prohibit the importation into 
or consumption within, the Tonk State of any salt whatever, other than salt upon 
which duty has been levied by the British Government. 

Article 4. 

In consideration of the eflfective observance by His Highness the Nawab of 
Tonk of the stipulations in this Agreement the British Government agree to pay 
to His Highuess the Nawab of Tonk in lieu of import, export, transit, sale, and 
every other charge on salt, the sum of twelve thousand rupees annually; and 
as compensation for the suppression of the Kliari salt-works throughout the Tonk 
State the sum of eight thousand rupees annually. 

Article 5. 

None of the stipulations set forth in this Agreement shall be modified or annulled 
without the previous consent of both the contracting parties. 

Article fi. 

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to affect any Treaty now existing 
between the British Government and the Nawab of Tonk, except in so far as its 
provisions may be repugnant thereto. 

Article 7, 

This Agreement is considered to have come into force on the Ist October 1881.

Agreement supplementary to the Treatv of 1869 regarding Extradition,— 

1887. 

Wheroias a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded on 
the 5th March 1869 between the British Government and the Tonk State ; And 
whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition of offenders 
from British India to the Tonk State has been found by experience to be less 
simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law as to the extra¬ 
dition of offenders in force in British India ; It is hereby agreed between the Brit¬ 
ish Government and the Tonk State that the provisions of the Treaty prescrib¬ 
ing a procedure for the e.xtradition of offenders shall no longer apply to oases 
of extradition from British India to the Tonk State ; but that the procedure pres¬ 
cribed by the law as to the extradition of offenders for the time being in force 
in British India shall be followed in every such case. 

Signed at Tonk this twenty-seventh day of August in the year A.D. one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-seven.'

Memorandum of Agreement made this 27th day of February One thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-nine between The Government of His High¬ 
ness THE Nawab op Tone (hereinafter called The Tonk Durbar) of the 
first part, and The Indian Midland Railway Company, Limited, (here¬ 
inafter called The Company), of the other part, for the working of His High¬ 
ness The Nawab’s Railway forming a portion of the Guna-Baran Railway 
(hereinafter called The Railw'ay) commencing at mileage 238 and 4,642 feet 
from Itarsi Junction in the direction of Baran and extending to mileage 261 
and 1,571§ feet from Itarsi Junction, in the same direction in the territory 
of His Highness the Nawab,—1899. 

1 . This Agreement shall remain in force until the expiration of the Principal 
Contract subsisting between the Company and the Secretary of State for India, 
dated the 2nd of October 1885, or until the expiration of a period of ten years 
from the date of the opening of the Railw^ay for public traffic of all kinds, which¬ 
ever period shall first expire, and shall be determinable then, or upon the 30th 
June or the 31st December in any year thereafter, provided that not less than 
twelve^ months’ previous notice in waiting has been given by one of the parties 
to this Agreement to the other of them. 

2 . The Railway during the term of this Agreement is to be worked by the 
Company as part of the undertaking, which consists of the Indian Midland Rail¬ 
way and Railways worked by the Company> subject to the same arrangements 
as are in force with the Company itself under the Principal Contract, except as 
hereinafter modified. 

3 . All communications of importance, or involving Capital expenditure, between 
the Tonk Durbar and the Company, under this Agreement, shall pass through 
the Political Officer representing the Tonk Durbar and the Consulting Engineer 
to the Government of India, Lucknow Circle, or such other Officer as the Govern¬ 
ment of Imlia may from time to time appoint to undertake the same general duties 
with respect to the Railway, as are entrusted to that Officer by the Government 
of India in respect to the Indian Midland Railway. All correspondence as to 
details in connexion with sanctioned works, and as to traffic and other matters, 
shall be carried on direct between the Political Officer representing the Tonk 
Durbar and the Indian Midland Railway Company. 
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_ Within one year from the opening of the Railway, or as soon as possible 
before the expiratioii of that period, the Railway shall be completely constructed 
and equix)ped by and at the expense of the Tonk Durbar in a substantial and 
satisfactory manner, as to works, permanent-way, buildings, fixed machinery, 
and in all otlier respeota, and stations and other buildings shall be fully equipped 
with the usual plant, tittings, furniture and appliances. All the works so carried 
out including the perman(?nt-way, buildings, machinery, plant, fittings, furniture, 
appliances and equipments shall be up to the standard on which the Company's 
own line, buildings and works have been constructed and equipped, or shall be 
approved of by the Consulting Engineer. 


5. A full section of permanent ballast or 84,000 cubic feet per mile of track 
laid on wooden sleepers, outside cuttings, and 87,000 cubic feet per mile of track 
laid on steel sleepers, or in rock cuttings, shall be provided by and at the expense 
of the Tonk Durbar and to meet the loss of ballast resulting from the subsidence 
of embankments, a further quantity of 8,000 cubic feet per mile of track in bank 
is to he ])rovidecl by and at the expense of the Tonk Durbar. This ballast shall 
be distributed as follows In cuttings and on light bank (under 6 feet) and in 
station yards the permanent ballast shall be spread, or, with the sanction of the 
hJngineer-in-Chief who is superintending the construction of the Railway, shall 
be stacked or laid in such manner as the Company shall approve ; on embank¬ 
ments generally it should be stacked on cess, or in Depdt for subsequent use. All 
permanent-way on embankments, in the first instance, and before the opening 
for general traffic, is to be packed with temporary ballast of sand or sound moorum, 
or the best material obtainable in the district. The cost of distributing, spread¬ 
ing and packing the permanent ballast, which is chargeable to CaJ^)itaI, and has 
to be done by the Company, shall be settled finally before the line is taken over 
by the Company, 


fi. When the opening of the Railway for public traffic has been sanctioned 
by the Government of India, the Tonk Durbar shall, except as yjrovided in clause ly 
hand over the Railway to the Company, and the Company shall accept the Rail¬ 
way for the purposes of this Agreement, the Tonk Durbar giiarauteeing to the 
Company full and undisturbed possession of the Railway at all times during the 
continuance of this Agreement. 


7. The Engineor-in-Chief in charge of the construction of the Railway shall, 
within one year of the opening of the Railway, complete at the cost of the Tonk 
Durbar all additional works, fixed structures, machinery, etc., that may be neces¬ 
sary for the proper completion of the Railway, in accordance with the requirements 
of the Company or the orders of the Consulting Engineer. Schedules shall be 
prepared by the representatives of the Railway and the Company showing the 
works which arc considered necessary fox the completion of the line within this 
period. Such works shall not include the spreading and packing of permanent 
ballast referred to in clause 5 above : and the permanent-way and existing works 
shall be maintained by the Company. A list giving particulars of all furniture 
and moveable equipment at stations slmll be prepared as soon a.s the furniture 
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'Equipment have been fully provided, and shal) be signed by a representative 
of the Railway and a representative of the Company. 

8 . Except as provided in clause 7, all additional-works and alterations in 
existing works that are not of the nature of repairs or new minor works, which 
may from time to time be agreed upon, between the Tonk Durbar and the Com¬ 
pany, as necessary for the efficient working of the Railway, shall be carried out 
by the Company at the cost of the Tonk Durbar, on estimates sanctioned and 
approved by the Tonk Durbar and the Consulting Engineer. 

9. For works which may be required after the first twelve, months, the Com¬ 
pany shall submit to the Tonk Durbar an estimate of the probable Capital re¬ 
quirements for the coming official year, and shall during the said year be at liberty 
to expend the amount mentioned in the estimate or such part tliereof as may bo 
necessary on objects properly chargeable to Capital without further reference 
to the Tonk Durbar, provided that if the expenditure is incurred on any work 
not specified in the said estimate, an explanation of the necessity for such expen¬ 
diture shall be furnished to the Tonk Durbar at the earliest possible opportunity. 
Such estimates shall be submitted annually three months before the commence¬ 
ment of the official year. Or if, from any unforeseen circumstances, the total 
expenditure for which the estimate has been submitted is likely to be exceeded, 
a fresh application for funds with supplemental estimate shall be made as early 
as possible. The Tonk Durbar shall, after ajiproval of the estimates, place at the 
di.sposal of the Company Jth of the whole amount for which the estimate has been 
submitted, and shall without delay meet all further demands from time to time 
up to the total amount of the estimate. These estimates shall not include provi¬ 
sion for additional ballast beyond the quantity provided for in clause 5. 

10 . The cost of works tlie execution of which under clause 9 of this Agree¬ 
ment is required to be carried out by the Company, shall be dealt with as follows :— 

(а) All such works costing over Rs. 1,(KX) shall be charged to tiie Capital 

Account of the Railway, and ])aid for by the Tonk Durbar. 

(б) Petty works costing not more than Rs. J,000 each shall be charged to 

Revenue, and shall be met from the sum allowed to the Company 
for maintenance and working of the said Railway as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided. 

Provided always that if for any half-year the aggregate expenditure on ]Hjtty 
works thereon shall exceed Rs. 20 per mile open in any half-year, such excess shall 
be charged to the Capital Account of the said Railway and shall be met by the 
Tonk Durbar. 

11 . The Company shall maintain the Railway in good repair and in good 
working order and condition up to the standard of its own line, and to the satis¬ 
faction of the Consulting Engineer, upon the following terms—that is to say, the 
cost and expenses of such maintenance shall be borne by the Company so far only 
as such maintenance sliall be necessary to make good damage caused by the ordi¬ 
nary wear and tear incidental to the use and working of the said Railway and 
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by the Company, and the conveyance of traffic thereon by the Company, 
and not further or otherwise ; and the Company shall not bear nor be put to any 
cost or expense for, or in respect of any repair, restoration, renewal, or replace¬ 
ment necessary to make good any damage that may occur to the said Railway 
and works, or any portion thereof, which may arise from defective original con¬ 
struction, or may be caused by weather, storm, accident or any extraordinary 
casualty not due to defects in the maintenance or working of the Railway by 
the Company and to the occurrence of which the Company shall not have iu any 
way contributed by any act, neglect, or default of their own. Provided that, 
if ill any case the Tonk Durbar and the Company shall not agree as to the liability 
of the Company under this section, the matter in question shall be referred to 
arbitration as hereinafter provided, and the decision arrived at on such arbitra¬ 
tion shall be binding on both parties to the reference. 

12. During the continuance of this contract the Company shall be in posses¬ 
sion of and have entire control of the Railway, shall supply all stafi required for 
the supervision, maintenance and working, including that for audit and accounts, 
and sliall supply all locomotives and other rolling-stock, fuel and working stores 
required for the efficient working of the Railway, 

13. The Railway Police will be provided by the Company, and three equal 
tenth parts of the cost of providing and maintaining the force from time to time 
employed will, in accordance with the procedure laid down by Government, bo 
borne by the Tonk Durbar, the remaining seven-tenths being a charge against 
the Company. The term ** Police shall include the force required for law and 
order as well aa that required for watch and ward. 

14. The Company shall charge generally such rates, fares and tolls as are 
within the schedule of maxima and minima rates sanctioned by Government from 
time to time for the Indian Midland Railway, and shall make such rules, condi¬ 
tions and arrangements in respect of the traffic on the Railway as are now, or 
shall be from time to time, in force on the Indian Midland Railway ; and it shall 
be understood that the Company will not make or give any undue or unreason¬ 
able preference or advantage to, or in favour of, any particular person or. com¬ 
pany, or any description of traffic, or subject any particular person or company 
to any undue or unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage, but shall do all in its 
power to develop traffic on the Railway. 

15. All costs, charges and expenses incurred by the Company in connexion 
with the maintenance, management, use and working of the Railway, and the 
conveyance of traffic thereon shall be paid by the Company, provided that, in 
the event of the telegraph lines and instruments not being the property of the 
Railway, the cost of the rent of the same shall be a charge against the Railway. 

16. The gross receipts of the Railway are to be collected and treated as receipts 
of the Company, and the Company shall pay the same into the Government Trea¬ 
sury in the same way as their own earnings. The expression " gross receipts 
as used in this Agreement, means and includes gross earnings from coaching and 
goods traffic, and moneys received by the Company from the working of any tele-

^ • telegraphic appliances which are the property of the Railway, or of which 

the Government of India have allowed the Company the exclusive use for the 
purposes of the Railway; also all sums received as rent and aU other sundry 
receipts usually treated as Railway revenue. 

17. The Company shall keep distinct and separate accounts of the gross receipts 
of the Railway. Such accounts shall be made up half-yearly to the 30th day of 
June and the 31st day of December in each year, or to such other days as may 
at any time be prescribed for the Indian Midland Railway, and so soon as the 
half-yearly accounts of the Company have been passed by the Consulting Engi¬ 
neer, and not later than three months after the close of each half-year, the Com¬ 
pany shall render to the Toiik Durbar, through the Consulting Engineer, a sum¬ 
mary of the account of the Railway, signed by the Consulting Engineer and by 
the Government Examiner of Accounts attached to the Indian Midland Railway. 


18. The amount of the said gross rciceipts, ascertained as in the last preceding 
paragraph mentioned, shall be dealt with as follows, namely, for working and 
maintaining the Railway, as hereinbefore provided, the Company shall retain out 
of the said gross receipts a sum that shall bear the same percentage to the entire 
gross receipts of the Railway for each half-year as. the aggregate working expen¬ 
ses of the whole System of the Company (including the Railway) shall bear to the 
gross receipts of that System for the same half-year, but such sum shall not in 
any half-year exceed 50 per cent, of the entire gross receipts of the said Railway 
for that half-year, and the said sum shall be accepted by tbe Company in full 
satisfaction for the supply of rolling-stock, plant and machinery, other than 
fixed machinery and the managing, working and maintaining of the said Railway 
and works, in accordance with the provisions of this contract, and for the 
performance by the Company of every other obligation undertaken by them under 
this contract, with reference to the said Railway and works. 

19. The remainder of the said gross receipts, after deduction of the sum so 
retained by the Company as aforesaid, shall be paid over to the Tonk Durbar in 
the manner prescribed by the Government of India. Every Revenue account 
shall be considered as settled at the expiration of three calendar months after 
the same sliall have been submitted to the Tonk Durbar, but nevertheless any 
error which may subsequently be discovered therein shall he corrected in the 
next or in any subsequent Revenue account, 

20. All money transactions under this Agreement as between the Tonk Durbar 
and the Company shall be in British Government Rupees and the Company are 
to accept the British Currency only in x>ayment of fares and rates. 

21. If the Tonk Durbar and the Railway Company shall fail to agree touch¬ 
ing any matter with respect to which their agreement is required by this contract, 
or if, in any case not herein specially provided for, any dispute, question, or con¬ 
troversy shall at any time arise between the Tonk Durbar and the Company touch¬ 
ing this contract, or any clause or thing herein contained, or the construction 
thereof, or any matter connected with this contract or the operation thereof, or 
the rights, duties, or liabilities of either party in relation to the contract, then 
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every such cafle the matter in regard to which the Tonk Durbar and the 
Company shall fail to agree, or the matter in diflerencc, as the case may be, shall 
be settled by arbitration in a manner to be arranged between the Tonk Durbar 
and the Company with the approval of the Government of India.

Mkmorandum relating to the terms op sale by the Tonk Darbar to the Gwalior 
Darbab of that section of the Guna-Baran Railway which lies within the 
Tonk State, —1905. 

Whereas under the Memorandum dated the 31st January 1898, regarding 
the terms relating to the construction of that section of the Guna-Baran Rail¬ 
way which lies within the Tonk State, the Tonk Darbar borrowed from the Gwalior 
Darbar the sum of Rs. 14,71,024-1-7 under the conditions as to re-payment of 
principal and interest, etc,, specified in the said Memorandum, it is hereby agreed 
by tlie Tonk Darbar on the one part and by the Gwalior Darbar on the other part 
that the Tonk Darbar shall sell to the Gwalior Darbar and the Gwalior Darbar 
shall purchase from the Tonk Darbar the section of the Guna-Baran Railway 
which lies within the Tonk State on the following conditions :— 

(a) Nothing shall be repaid by the Gwalior Darbar of any sums already paid 
by the Tonk Darbar to the Gwalior Darbar on account of the loan 
taken from the Gwalior Darbar for the construction of this section 
of the line. 

(h) Nothing further shall be paid by the Tonk Darbar to the Gwalior Darbar 
on account of the unpaid portion of the principal or interest of the 
loan taken by the Toiik Darbar from the Gwalior Darbar for the con¬ 
struction of this section of the line. 

2. Under conditions (a) and (5) above the Tonk Darbar relinfpiishes any claim 
for the refund of money repaid to the Gwalior Darbar in liquidation of the prin¬ 
cipal of the loan and the Gwalior Darbar relinquishes any claim for the payment 
by the Tonk Darbar of the net earnings of the section up to date. 
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11 rights of property in the land included in the section of the Bailway 
referred to in this Memorandun shall vest in the Tonk Darbar irrespective of the 
power and jurisdiction ceded to the Government of India by the Tonk Darbar 
under the agreement dated the 26th July 1899. 

4. The Gwalior Darbar will have the use of the land under the Railway as 
long as the Railway exists. 

5. That no compensation whatsoever shall be payable to the Tonk Darbar 
by the Gwalior Darbar for the land now enclosed within the Chabra section of 
the Railway or for the use thereof nor shall the Gwalior Darbar be charged with 
any compenBation, etc., for the land which it may hereafter be necessary to acquire 
from the Tonk Darbar for the proper working of the said section. 

6, That no sayer duty will be levied by the Tonk Darbar on the articles im¬ 
ported locally for the maintenance of the Railway line and its appurtenances. 

7, That in view of the loss which is accruing to the Gwalior Darbar by the 
conclusion of the transaction being delayed, the Gwalior Darbar shall be entitled 
to receive the net earning of the said section from 1st July, 1904, as by the delay 
in the purchase being finally concluded the Darbar loses its interests on the amount 
advanced to the Tonk Darbar.

Memorandum of terms between the Government or India and the (1) Tonk 
Darbak, (2) Partaboarh Darbar and (3) Jhalawar Barbar, for the 
PRODUCTION and purchase of Opium,—1926. 

The Darbar will arrange to place under poppy cultivation an area suflicient 
to produce yearly as nearly as possible (1) 145, (2) 5B0 and (3) 460 Government 
maunds of crude opium of‘consistency 70® (or an equivalent amount of crude 
opium of higher or lower consistency) . and to deliver to Government the 
produce of the same. 

Note 1.—Government wiU not take exception to the failure of the Darbar to produce the 
quantity epeciiiecl above owing to causes beyond their control. 

Note 2.-^rn the event of an appreciable diminution occurring in the demand for opium 
from the Ohazipur Factoi*y the quantity of opium specified above may be reduced, by mutual 
agreement between Government and the Darbar, without prcjiulice to the remaining clauses 
of this Momorandtitn, which sliall then remain in force as if no such reduction had ocenn od. Tt 
is understood however that there shall be no reduction in the quantity specified in this para* 
graph for any reason except a diminution in the total demand upon Government for Excise 
or l^oviflioD opium, and that no redtiction will be made otherwise than after previous notice 
given to the Darbar not later than Ist April in the calendar year preceding that in which the 
i-eduction is to take effect. 

2. The Darbar will use their best efforts to produce opium of such quality 
as is best suited to the requirements of the Ghazipur Factory and to prevent 
the production of opium that is not suited to the Factory requirements. 
With this object in view the cultivation will be confined entirely to 
(1) The Nimbahera pargana, (2) and (3) areas of the State other than the hilly tracts, 
and even within these limits the Darbar will eliminate such villages as produce 
opium unsuited for use by Government. 

Note. —Opium ranging in colour from fawn to dark chestnut is best suited to Government 
requirt^ments and that of a very dark colour, mclining to black, is unsuitable. Government 
reserve the right to reject or to accept at a lower rate any opium Wnd so unsuitable. 

The cultivators by whom the cultivation will be undertaken and the area within 
which it will be undertaken by each cultivator will, before sowings commence, 
be determined by the Darbar by means of licenses and the cultivators will be 
required to deliver the whole of the produce to the Darbar as soon as it is collected, 

3. As early as possible in each year, and in any case not later than the 15th 
December the Darbar will intimate to the Agent to the Governor-General the 
area that they have arranged to place under poppy cultivation. By the 15th 
of January in each year they will inform him of the area actually cultivated and 
of its anticipated output. Thereafter they will keep the Agent to the Governor- 
General promptly informed of serious damage to the crop from hail, frost, blight 
or other causes. 

4. The Darbar will take delivery of the opium from the cultivators, and will 
despatch it as early as possible and not later than the end of May in each year 
to the Ghazipur Factory by such routes as may from time to time be arranged 
with the Factory Superintendent, to whom at least a month’s notice of the prob¬ 
able date of despatch of the first consignment for each season will be given 
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will be placed in cloth bags, each of which will contain one mannd 
of opium of, aa far as possible, uniform coiiaiateiicy, and will be packed in an outer 
bag of gunny. A tin ticket bearing the name of the State and a serial number 
will be attached to each inner bag, and a wood label bearing a paper ticket giving 
details of the contents of the bag and the tare will be attached to each outer bag. 
Each bag will be sealed before despatch. The opium will be despatched in wagon 
loads comprising s\ich quantities as may be arranged with the Factory Superin¬ 
tendent, each wagon being locked and run through to destination, and being 
accompanied by a peon or other person, who will bo in possession of the keys 
of the wagon, so as to be able to open it should any accident necessitate it being 
opened in transit. On arrival at the Factory the bags and jars will be examined 
and if found intact, with seals in order, a receipt will be granted him by the Im¬ 
port officer in the? same rnanner tis is done for Government cbalans. As each 
consignment of opium is despatched, invoices or challans, showing the number 
and weight of each bag and the estimated consistency of it« contents, will be 
despatched to the Factory Superintendent, Ghazipur. Tiie forms will be provided 
by Government. These invoices will be in duplicate, and one copy will be return(*d 
by the Factory Superintendent to the Darbar for record. The entries in tht 
invoices will he made in mauuds, seers and chitaks, Government standard weights 
being used. 

5. The Darbar will cause all reasonable, and in particular, the following fur¬ 
ther precautions to be taken in connection with the despatch of opium :— 

(а) Every wagon that is tendered by the Railway authorities for the carriage 

of opium will be examined before any opium is placed in it, and if 
it is of wood, or if it contains or has contained kerosine or other oils, 
molasscis, coal-tar, assafeetida, or any other substance likely to damage 
the opium or to impair its flavour or aroma, the Railway authorities 
will be required to replace it. 

(б) , No opium will be placed in any bag that is not perfectly dry or that has 

in any way become contaminated with any substance likely to affect 
the quality, flavour or aroma of opium packed in it. 

(6) In order to prevent leakage from the bag.s, all opium delivered by culti¬ 
vators at consistency lower tlian 67® will, before being despatched, 
be exposed to the atmosphere until its consistency is not lower than 
6T“. With the same object bags will not be piled more than 2 deep 
in a wagon. 

6. Doubtful opium should not be sent to the Ghar^ipur Factory. 

Inferior opium, i.e., opium containing an excess of water or passewa in ad¬ 
mixture should be separately packed and despatched, on sej)arate invoices and 
chalan registers, and marked “ Inferior, as the case may be. 
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opium will be assayed as soon as possible after its arrival at the Fac¬ 
tory, and the weight, consistency and quality of the contents of each bag reported 
to the Darbar. For opium classed as “ pure ” payment will be made to the Darbar 
(at the Bombay, jfl preferred by the 

Darbar) at the rate of Rs. 13 per seer of consistency 70°, the price of opium of 
higher or lower consistency being proportionately Increased or reduced (i.e., the 
price paid for each seer will depend on the amount of pure dry opiurn contained 
in it, the weight of moisture or oil being, neglected). Should the price paid to 
cultivators in the United Province,s at any time be increased or reduced, the price 
paid to the Darbar will be correspondingly increased or reduced with effect from 
the season in which the increase or reduction takes effect in the United Provinces, 
but such reduction in price will not be made otherwise than after previous notice 
given to the Darbar not later than August in the calendar year preceding that 
in which the reduction is to have eflect. In addition, a premium of Re. 1 jicr 
seer at consistency 70° will be paid by Government for all opium that is delivered 
absolutely free from oil. 

Noth. —Following a similar reduction in purchase price in the United Provinces, the Gov¬ 
ernment of India under condition 7 of this Agreement have decided to reduce the price of 
opium from Rs. 13 to Bs. 10 per seer of 70° consistency Tphis one rupee extra in case of oilless 
Opium with effect from the season 1926-27. 

8. This agreement is for the delivery of pure opium only. Accordingly all 
opium that containR adulterants may be returned to the Darbar and all opium 
that is so adulterated as to be entirely useless for Factory purposes will be so re¬ 
turned. Subject, however, to its quantity not being in excess of that which can 
conveniently be utilised by Government, opium w’hich, although slightly adul¬ 
terated, is capable of being used in the manufacture of excise opium will be paid 
for at a reduced price proportional to the amount of pure opium contained in 
it. Opium that is too impure for excise opium, but that is capable of being uti¬ 
lized for the extraction of alkaloids will, at the option of the Darbar, either be 
returned to the Darbar or (provided it does not cause the stock of opiuni fit only 
for the extraction of alkaloids to exceed requirements) paid for at a reduced price 
to be determined by the Factory Superintendent, whose decision on all 
questions regarding the quality, consistency or value of opium shall be 
final. 

Note. —The etooke at the Factory of opium suitable only for alkaloide are at present largely 
in excess of reqtiirements, and it is unlikely that the Factory will, for some time to come, bo 
in a position to purchase opium of this class. Opium that is returned by the Factory as unfit 
for use will be returned at the Barbaras exjienae and rkk. 




9. (a) Similarly this agreement is for the supply of oilless opium only. Accord¬ 
ingly the Darbar will use their best endeavours to secure the delivery of opium 

free from oil, and Government reserve the 
right * to make a deduction not exceeding 
of the price of all opium containing an

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fo opium containing oil shall in any case be packed in the same bag as 
oilless opium, and bags of opium containing oil sliall be kept a'part from bags of 
oilless opium or of opium containing a smaller porportion of oil. 

Noth. —Opium should be classed os^— 

(♦) opium that is absolutely free from oil, 

(lii) ^ opium containing such percentages of oil aa may from year to year be specified 
(iv) by the Excise Commissioner fcr Central India (in consultation with the Factory 

(<fcc.) J Superintendent) in respect of each olaes. 

Opium of each of the foregoing classes will bo packed in separate bags, and a different dis¬ 
tinguishing mark will be placed on tlie bags ooutaiuing each class. 

OpiuttH containing oil in such percentages as may from time to time bo specified in each 
behalf by the Excise Commissioner for Central India will bo packed in two cloth bags and one 
gunny bag. 

10. All bags, seals, sealing wax and tickets required for uso in the despatch 
of opium will be provided by Government, who will also pay the freight from the 
despatching station to Ghazipiir on all opium purchased by them, and the fares 
to and from Ghazipur of peons accompanying consignments. 

11. Subject to the foregoing conditions and to the proviso to this paragraph 
Government undertake to purchase the whole produce of the area mentioned in 
paragraph 3, w’h ether it be more or less than the quantity mentioned in para¬ 
graph 1. But in the event of it being (otherwise than through seasonal vicis¬ 
situdes not likely to be of yearly occurrence) considerably in excess of or less than 
the quantity mentioned in paragraph 1, the Darbar will, as far as lies in their 
power, adjust their cultivation for the following year in such manner as may be 
necessary in order to secure the necessary reduction or increase. (Except with 
the special previous sanction of Government it will not be permissible, either in 
the event of a shortage or otherwise, for the Earbar to purchase or acquire, for 
delivery to Government, opium produced otherwise than in accordance with 
condition 2 of this agreement). 

Provided that in the event of the quantity of opium delivered by the Darbar 
in any year exceeding by more than 5 per cent, the quantity mentioned in para¬ 
graph 1, Government shall have the discretion, after giving due notice, to refuse 
in subsequent years to accept any deliveries in excess of the quantities mentioned 
in paragraph 1. 

12. In the event of the Darbar desiring to make advances to cultivators 
Government wiU be prepared, if so desired, to pay to the Darbar on their request 
between the months of July and October in each year, a sum not exceeding ^rd 
of the price of the opium that they undeitake to supply to Government and also 
not exceeding the amount which the Darbar intend to advance to their cultivators. 
Similarly Government will be prepared, if so desired, to pay to the Darbar by 
the Slst March in each year, a sum not exceeding ^ of the price of the opium that 
they undertake to supply to Government, less any sum already paid to the Darbar 
for the purpose of making advances to cultivators. Such payments will subse¬ 
quently be deducted from the sum payable to the Darbar on account of the price 
of opium. 

13. This agreement will have effect for five years from the season 1925-26 
to the season 1929 30 inclusive. It may be previously determined either by the 
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or by Goyemineiit by notice given not later than the let of January in 
any year, ench not ice having the eft'ect of determining the agreement as eoon as 
the produce of tJie crop then in the ground has been delivered and paid for. 

14. The examination and assay of each consignment of opium will ordinarily 
commence within about three days of its arrival at the Factory and will ordinarily 
take between 5 and 10 days, but these periods may be exceeded when numerous 
consignments are being simultaneously received from different places. An official 
deputed by the Darbar will, if the Darbar so desire, be permitted to be present 
at the examination of the opium supplied by the Darbar. He will also be in¬ 
structed in the process’d assay, and will bo permitted to visit the laboratory from 
time to time, in the company of the Factory Superintendent, while the produce 

•of the State is under assay. (The conditions under which laboratory work is 
necevssarily conducted preclude his being given unrestricted access to the labora¬ 
tory). 

The Darbar official, if any, deputed for this purpose, should arrange to reach 
the Factory at the same time as the first consignment, and to remain until the 
examinatibii of the last consignment is complete. In no case can the examina¬ 
tion of opium be postponed owing to lus absence. 

15. The Darbar further agree to adopt the ‘^Scheme for the appointment 
and maintenance of a Joint Opium Officer hereto attached, and in consideration 
of their doing so, the Ooveriunont of India agree — 

(t) that in the event of the termination of the arrangements for the pro¬ 
duction of opium between Government and any State participating in 
the said scheme, the Darbar will at once be informed and shall be at 
liberty to determine this agreement and to withdraw from the said 
scheme, by notice delivered to the l^oiitieal Agent within tW’o months 
of the delivery to them of such information. Such determination and 
wifchdraw^al shall take effect-— 

(a) from the Ist of July next following the date of the d<ilivery of 
the notice to the Political Agent, if such delivery take place 
between the 1st October iu any year and the 30th June in 
the following year, 

(5) from the Ist of October next following the date of such delivery 
if such delivery take place between the 1st July and the SOth 
September in any year ; 

(ii) that the peon or other })er8on, required by condition 4- of this memo¬ 
randum to accompany opium while in transit by rail, sliall be provided 
by Governmeiib, and that on the opium being loaded in the railway 
wagon in Ins presence and made over to him by the Joint Opium Officer 
at the despatching station and his acknowledgment of the same taken, 
Govenmient shall bear ail losses occurring during the transit of opium 
by rail, caused by— 

{«) actual loss of the whole or part of a consignment, 

(A) injury to a consignment demonsimhly occurring during such tran¬ 
sit by fire or water). 
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mch cases payment for tlie opium thuvS lost or injured shall be made by 
Goveiimumt to the Darbar on the basis of the weight, quality and consistency 
of the opium, as recorded in the challan despatched to the Ghazipur Factory in 
pursuance of condition 4. 

jtfoTB.—If 80 desii'cd by the Opium Agent, the weigbment and packing of the opium shall 
also bo effected in the pi'esence of the peon or other person who is to accompany it. 


No. XVI. 

Baj Rana Mudun vSmCr having agreed to relincfuish the administration of the 
allairs of the Kotah principality guaranteed by the Supjjlementary Article 
of the Treaty of Delhi to Raj Rana Zalim Sing, his lieirs and successors, 
the present Treaty is formed between the Bbittsk Government and Raj 
Rana Mudun Sing aforesaid,—1838. 

Artiolb 1. • 

The supplementary Article of the Treaty of Delhi, bearing date the 20th of 
February 1818, between Maha Rao Omeid Sing Bahadoor, the Rajah of Kotah, 
and the British Government, is hereby repealed. 

Article 2. 

The British Govorninent agree with the consent previously obtained from 
Maha Rao Ram Sing of Ivotah to grant to Raj Rana Mudun Sing, his heirs, and 
successors {being the descendants of Raj Rana Zalim Sing) according to the custom 
of succession obtaining in Raj war a, a separatr? principality to be formed out of 
the Kotah State, and consisting of the pergunnahs specified in the annexed 
Schedule. 

Article 3. 

The British Governmont will confer appropriate titles upon the Raj Rana, 
his heirs and successors. 

Article 4. 

There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance, and unity of interests between 
the British Government on the one hand, and Raj Rana Mudun Siug, his heirs 
and successors, on the other. 

Article 5. 

The British Govornnieut engages to take Raj Rana Mudun Singes principality 
under its protection. 

Article 6. 

The Raj Rana, his heirs and successors, will always act in subordinate co¬ 
operation with the British Government, acknowledging its supremacy, and engag¬ 
ing not to have any connection with the (Chiefs of other States, in disputes with 
which they agree to abide by the decision of the British Government. 
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The Raj Rana and his heirs and succeBsoiB will not enter into negociations 
with any Chief or State without the sanction of the British Government, but 
their customary amicable correspondence witli friends and relatives shall be con- 
titmed. 

Akticle 8 . 


The troops of the principality of Raj Rana Mud\m Sing, according to its means, 
will be furnished at the requisition of the British Government. 


Aeticle 9. 

The Raj Rana and his heirs and successors shall remain absolute rulers of 
the country, and the civil and criminal jurisdiction of the British Government 
shall not be introduced into the principality. 


Article 10. 

The Raj Rana, his heirs and successors, will fulfil the pecuniary obligations 
involved in the present arrangements of separation and transfer by assignments 
on land agreeably to the appended Schedule, and abide by the decision of the 
British Government in all minor points arising ont of the said separation. 


Article 11. 

The Raj Rana, his heirs and successors, will pay as tribute to the British Gov¬ 
ernment the yearly sum of eighty thousand Company’s Rupees, by two half-yearly 
instalments of Rupees 40,000 each, viz,y the Khureef ” on Mittee Poosoodee 
Poorun Mashee, and tKe “ Rubbee P on Mittee Jaet Soodee Poorun Masheo, com¬ 
mencing with the Khureef instalment of Sumbut 1895. 


Article 12. 

This Treaty of twelve Articles having been concluded at Kotah and signed 
and sealed by Captain John Ludlow, Officiating Political Agent, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Nathaniel Alves, Agent to the Governor-General for the States of Raj- 
pootana, on the one part, and Raj Rana Mudun Sing on the other, the ratifica¬ 
tion of the same by the Right Honourable the Governor-General of India shall 
be exchanged witliin two months from this date.

Article L 

That any person, whether a British or Foreign subject, committing a heinous 
oifenoc in British territory and seeking shelter within the limits of the Jhallawar 
State, sliall be api>rehendtHl and delivered up by the latter Govermuent to the 
former on requisition in the usual manner. 

Article 2. 

That any person, being a subjei^t of Jhallawar, committing a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Jhallawar State and seeking asylum in British territory. 














appieheiided and delivered up by the latter Gover»iiieiit to tlic former 
on requisition in the usual manner. , 


Article 3. 

That any person other than a Jhallawar subject, committiug a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Jlmllawar State and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will be apprehended, and the case investigated by such Court as the British 
Government may direct. As a general rule such cases will be tried by the Court 
of the Political OfHcor in whom the political supervision of Jhallawar may at 
the time be vested. 


Article 4. 

That in no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence except upon requisition duly made by, or by the 
authority of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall be 
charged to have been committed ; and also upon such evidence of criminality as, 
according to the laws of the country in which the person accused shall be 
found, would justify his apprehension and sustain the charge if the offence had 
been there committed.

JhaLawar Salt Agreement, dated the 14th September 1881. 

Ratified the 8th April 1882. 

Article 1. 

His Highness the Maharaj Rana agrees to suppress and absolutely prohibit 
and prevent the manufacture of salt within any part of the Jhallawar State, 
whether overtly or under the guise of manufacturing saltpetre or other saline pro¬ 
duct, and to destroy and erase existing salt-works, if any, so that salt cannot 
there be made. 

Article 2. 

No tax, toll, transit duty or due of any kind whatever shall be levied on salt 
whether exported from, or imported into, or carried through, the Jhallawar State. 

Article 3. 

His Highness the Maharaj Rana agrees to prohibit the importation into, or 
consumption within, the Jhallawar State of any salt whatever other than salt 
upon which duty has been levied by the British Government. 

Article 4. 

In consideration of the effective observance by His Highness the Maharaj 
Rana of Jhallawar of the stipulations in this Agreement the British Government 
agree to pay to His Highness the Maharaj Rana of Jhallawar, in lien of import, 
export, transit and every other charge on salt, the sum of Rs. 7,000 (seven thou¬ 
sand) annually. 

Article 5. 

Tbe losses to the Jagirdars (named in Schedule A) consequent on the aboli¬ 
tion of the aforesaid duties having been considered in concert by the British Gk)v- 
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ient and His Highness the Maharaj Rana of Jhallawar the British Government 
agree to pay to His Highness the sum of Rs. 250 (two hundred and fifty) annually 
for distribution to the Jagirdars in accordance with Schedule A. 

Article 6. 

None of the stipulations set forth in this Agreement shall be modified or 
annulled without the previous consent of both the contracting parties* 

Article 7. 

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to affect any Treaty now existing 
between the British Government and the Maharaj Rana of Jhallawar, except in 
80 far as its provisions may be repugnant thereto. 

Article 8. 

This Agreement is considered to have come into force on the Ist October 
1881.

Agreement supplementary to the Treaty of 1868 regarding Extradition, 

--1887. 

Whereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded on 
the 28th April 1868 between the BritiBh Government and the Jhallawar State : 
And whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition of offenders 
from British India to the Jhallawar State has been found hy experience to be 
less simple and ett'ective than the procedure prescribed by the law as to the ex¬ 
tradition of offenders in force in British India ; It is hereby agreed between the 
British Government and the Jhallawar State that the provisions of the Treaty 
prcvscribing a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer apply to 
cases of extradition from British India to the Jhallaivar State ; but that the pro- 
co-dure prescribed by the law as to the extradition of olfenders for the time being 
in force in British India shall be followed in every such case.

Sanad granted by the British Government to Bhowani Singh, son of Thakur 
Ckatar Sal of Fathpur, on his accession to the gaddi of the reconstituted 
Chtkfship of Jhalawar, —1899. 

Whereas by a treaty, dated the 8th April 1838, tlie British Government granted 
certain territories to Raj Rana Madan Singh, his heirs, and successors, being the 
descendants of Raj Rana Zalim Singh, according to the custom of succession 
obtaining in Rajwara ; and whereas the line of the said Raj Rana Zalim Singh 
became extinct on the deposition of Maharaj Rana Zalim Singh ; and whereas 
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fd territories being now at the disposal of the Crown, Her Majesty the Queen, 
Empress of India, taking into consideration the intentions of the framers of the 
said treaty, has been graciously pleased to restore to His Highness Urned Singh, 
Maharao of Kotah, a portion of the said territories equal to the share thereof 
originally contributed by the Kotah State; and s'rhereas, as an act of clemency 
and a proof of the desire of the British Government to maintain the existing poli¬ 
tical system of India, Her Majesty has assented that the remainder of the said 
territories shall be replaced under N<ative Rule, and further shall, in memory of 
the services rendered by the said Raj Rana Zalim Singh, be reconstituted as a 
State under the suzerainty of Her Majesty and granted in that condition to a 
member of the vsakl Raj Rana Zalim Singh’s family ; and whereas it is expedient 
to define the conditions subject to which the said State is granted ; It is here]>y 
declared as follows • 

1. You, Bhowani Singh, son of Thakur Chatar Sal of Pathpur, have been 
selected as Chief of the State of Jhalawar consisting of the pargannahs specified 
in the first schedule hereto annexed, and you are Jioreby granted the title of Raj 
Rana and a salute of eleven guns. 

2. The Chiefship of the Jhalawar State, the right to administer the said 
State and the said title and salute will be hereditary in your family, and will be 
continued to your lineal descendants, by blood or adoption, according to the 
custom of succession recognised in Rajpiitana, provided that in each case the suc¬ 
cession is approved by the Government of India. 

3. The administration of the said State shall,be conducted subject to such 
degree of supervision and political control, exercised in such manner, as the Gov¬ 
ernor-General in Council may from time to time determine. 

4. An annual tribute of thirty thousand rupees (Rs, 30,000) in British Indian 
currency shall be paid by you and your successors to the British Government on 
the IvSt of April in each year on account of the twelve months then commencing. 

5. Every process of any British Court, civil or criminal, in India shall be exe¬ 
cuted in the Jhalawar State as if it were a process of a court in the said State, 

6. Tne coins of the Government of India shall be a legal tender in the ,T]ialawar 
State, in the cases, in which payment made in such coins would, under the law 
for the time being in force, be a legal tender in British India, and the State shall 
not undertake separate coinage. 

7. No salt shall be manufactured in the Jhalawar State, either overtly or under 
the guise of manufacturing saltpetre or saline products. No salt, other than salt 
upon which duty has been levied by the British Government, shall be imported 
into, or consumed within, the State. No tax, toll or due of any kind shall be 
levied on salt imported into or exported from the State. In consideration of the 
fact that tlfe Government of India formerly paid to the Maharaj Rana of Jhalawar 
an annual sum in lieu of import, export, transit and every other charge on salt, 
as well as an annual sum for distribution to the Jagirdars named in the second 
scihedule hereto annexed and their successors, the sum of two thousand five hundred 
rupees (Rs. 2,500) shall be paid annually to His Highness the Raj Rana of Jhalawar, 
who will distribute the annual payments which are exhibited ip the said schedule. 
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^he Raj Rana of Jhalawar shall comply with the wishes of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in all matters connected with the suppression of illicit traffic in 
opium. 

9. No transit duty of any kind shall be levied within the State. 


The permanence of the grant conveyed by this Sanad will depend upon the 
ready fulfilment by you and your sucoessors of the conditions which will be com¬ 
municated to you herewith, and of all orders which may be given by the British 
Government with regard to the administration of your territories, the composi¬ 
tion of the armed forces of the State and any other matters in which the British 
Government may be pleased to intervene. Be assured that, so long as your house 
is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of this Sanad, you and your 
successors will enjoy the favour and protection of the British Government.

Translation of a Sunnod continuing Pekgxtnnah Phoolba to Rajah Juggut 
Sing Jeo, Chief of Shahpoora, dated 27th June 1848. 

Whereas the question of fixing the tribute of Perganuak Phoolea, payable 
by the Chief of Shahpoora, has been under the consideration of the British Officers 
for a long time, and from the enquiries which have now been made, it appears 
that at first Pergunnah Phoolea was granted in jaghire by Aurungzeb Alumgeer, 
King of Delhi, to Rajah Soojan Singh Jeo, the founder of the family of the Chief 
of Shahpoora ; and from that period to the present day the Pergunuali has been 
in the possession and enjoyment of the descendants of tlie said Rajah, and Rajah 
Juggut Bing Jeo, son of the late Rajah Madho Sing Jeo, holds it now as a right 
of succession to his father: Therefore the Government, with reference to the 
foregoing circumstances, has decided that Pergunnah Phoolea shall as before re¬ 
main ill the possession of Rajah Juggut Sing Jeo and his heirs, and has fixed a 
sum of ten thousand Company’s Rupees as its annual tribute, which should be 
paid annually by the Chief of Shahpoora to the Government. As it is the wish 
of the British Officers to lay down certain stipulations with regard to the adminis¬ 
tration of the affairs of the Illaqa, it has been deemed proper to insert in this Simnud 
the following conditions, for future observance, viz .: — 

1st . — That if at any time the customs duties, etc., be abolished in the District 
of Ajmere, and if the Government wish tliat the customs duties should also be 
abolished in Pergunnah Phoolea, the Chief of Shahpoora shall ceas#^ to collect any 
customs duties in that Pergimnah, and in tliis case the sum of ten thousand riipeer, 
which has been fixed as annual tribute to Government, shall be reduced to two 
thousand rupees only. If the customs duties shall not be abolished entirely, but 
only a portion thereof cease to be levied, the annual revenue now fixed shall be 
reduced in proportion to the loss which may be found to be entailed upon the Chief 
by the abolition of the duties. It will likewise be understood that the amount 
which the Government vvill take as its revenue shall, on no account, be less that 
two thousand rupees. 

2nd . — That all the rules aud regulations which are now existing in respect 
to the civil and criminal cases shall remain in force, but in a criminal case no one 
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liable to punishment which raay be deemed unjust and against the estab¬ 
lished rules, such as is sometimes indicted in Native States. All cases of heinous 
crime, involving the imnishment of death, or imprisonment for life, shall be re¬ 
ported to the Agent and Commissioner of Ajmero, and disposed of in accordance 
with his advice. 


3r(L —^That the rights, which the brothers and sons of the Chief, or others, are 
in the enjoyment of, shall be respected and continued to them, but it is proper 
for them all to jjresent peshkush, or to rendei service, etc., as they may, agree¬ 
ably to the custom of Pergunnah Shahpoora, be required to do, and in no respect 
to fail in performing the same. 

That should at any time the affairs of Pergunnah Phoolea be found 
rnismanaged the Government shall draw the attention of the Chief of Shahpoora 
to thafc circumstance, and direct him <uiopt proper imjasures for the better 
management thereof. . Thereafter the Government shall, if it bo necessary, make 
such arrangements as may be deemed proper, eitlier through the Chief or without 
him. 

3th ,—That the Chief of Shahpoora shall, without any excuse on account of 
calamities, failure of crop, etc., pay by two equal instalments, into the Treasurj 
of Government, the sum of tern thousand Company’s Rupees per annum, fixed 
as above, viz,, five thousand rupees in the month of IJghan, and live thousand 
rupees in the mouth of Bysakh, The Rajah of Shahpoora, considering this doci;- 
rnent as a Sunnud for the perpetual grant of Pergunnah Phoolea, sliould he uudei 
obligation to Govcnimeat. He shall deem the above-mentioned conditions m 
binding on him, and continue to abide by them. 


No. XXITT. 

SuAUPOORA Salt Agrkemknt, dated the Ifith Marcli 1882. 

Ratified the 22x0 August 1882. 

ARTrem^j 1. 

The Raja Dhiraj of Shalipoora agrees to suppress and absolutely prohibit and 
prevent the manufacture of salt within any part of the Shahpoora State, whetlun* 
overtly or under the guise of manufacturing saltpetre or other saline product, 
and to destroy and erase existing salt-works, if any, so that salt cannot there be 
made. Proviiled that nothing in this Article shall be held to prohibit the hona 
fide manufacture of saltpetre at the wenrks mentioned in Schedule attached now 
existing within the 8hah])oora State, or the opening at any time, with the previous 
knowledge of the Political Agent, of such new saltpetre works as the Raja Dhiraj 
of Shahpoora may consider nece.ssary. 
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_ Article 2, 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatever shall be levied on salt, 
whether exported from, or imported into, or sold in, or carried through, the Shah- 
poora State, 

Article 3. 

The Raja Dhiraj-of Shahpoora agrees to prohibit the importation into, or 
consumption within, the Shahpoora State of any salt wiiatever, other than salt 
upon which duty has been levied by the British Government. 


Article 4. 

In consideration of the effective observance by the Raja Dhiraj of Shahpoora 
of the stipulations in this Agreement the British Government agree to pay to the 
Raja Dhiraj of Shahpoora, in lieu of import, export, transit and every other charge 
on salt, the sum of rupees three thousand annually, and as compensation for the 
suppression of all the Khari salt-works in the State the sum of rupees two thousand 
annually. 

Article 5, 

None of the stipulations set forth in this Agreement shall be modified or 
annulled without the previous consent of both the contracting parties, 


Article 6, 

Nothing herein contained shall be doomed to affect any treaty now existing 
between the British Government and the Raja Dhiraj of Shahpoora, except in so 
far as the provisions may bo repugnant thereto. 


Article 7, 

This Agreement is considered to have come into force on the 1st October 1881,

pooRA, —1926. 

Whereas in accordance with past practice based on the second clause of the 
Sunniid granted to the Ruler of Shahpoora in 1848, all cases of heinous eriixie, 
involving the sentence of death or imprisonment for life, hkve been reported to 
the Honouralde the Agent to the Governor-General in Rajputana and disposed of 
in accordance with his advice, 

And whereas His Excellency the Viceroy anch Governor-General, having regard 
to the status and position of the Shahpoora State, has decided to remove this 
restriction on the powers of the Ruler, 

Subject to the condition that every person sentenced to death or imprison¬ 
ment for life by or under the authority of the Ruler of the said State shall have 
the right, and be given every facility, to submit a petition for mercy to the Agent 
to the Governor-General in Rajputana, and that, when any such petition shall 
have been,presented for transmission to the Agent to the Governor-General, the 
execution of the sentence (if it be a sentence of death) shall be stayed pending the 
decision of the Agent to the Governor-General, and that the Ruler of the said 
State shall carry out any advice received by him from the Agent to the Governor- 
General touching the said petition, 

Subject further to the condition that tlic restriction may be reimposed at any 
time, should such reimposition be desirable in the opinion of His Excellency the 
Viceroy and Governor-General, 

Now therefore this Sunnufl is granted in token of the removal of the existing 
lestriction subject to the conditions aforesaid..

(1) Bikanek. 

The ruling family of Bikaner belongs to the Ilathor clan of Rajputs. 
The origin of the familj' is traced to Maharaja Jai CJhand of Kanauj, 
whose grandson (or nephew) Rao Siaji came to Pali in M'arwar in 1211. 
Jodhpur was founded by his descendent Rao Jodhaji, whose sixth son, 
Riu> Bikaji, founded the State of Bikaner in 14G5. After coiusolidating 
his power he conquered Bagor from the Bhattis of Jaisalnier, and 
founded the city of Bikaner in 1488. lie died in 1504. Rai Singh, the 
sixth ruler, succeeded in 1571, and in his time began tlie connection of 
Bikaner with the Delhi Dmperors. Rai Singh became a leader of horse 
in Akbar’s service and received a grant of 52 parganas including llansi 
and llissar, and also the title of Raja. Raja Kaian Singh, the ninth 
ruler, who succeeded in IGJl, and his sons Radam Singh and Kesri 
Singh, rendered great services to the Emperor Aurangzeh and received 
a grant of land in the l)e<'Cim. Raja An up Singh, the tenth ruler, also 
rendered important services to the Delhi Emperors and received the title 
of. Maharaja. 

The first Treaty (No. I) between the British Government and Bikaner 
was concluded in 1818 with Surat Singh, who had succeeded in 1801. 
Tie had applied for the protection of the British Government in 1808 
when his territories were invaded by a force from Jodhpur aud other 
States, but interference on the part of the British Goveriiinent was con- 
traiy to the policy which then prevailed, of wdthdrawdng from all con¬ 
nection with the Ruling Princes to the west of the Jumna. Bikaner, 
however, was embraced in the general scheme of alliances formed at tbe 
beginning of the Rindari war. The Maharaja was bound by the Treaty 
of 1818 to subordinate co-operation, and the British Government engaged 
to protect his territories and to reduce liis rebellious subjects to obedience. 
No tribute was exacted; the Bikatier State had paid none to the Mah- 
rattas. 

Surat Singh died in 1828 and was succeeded by his son Ratan Singh. 
The chief discussions w'itli Bikaner had been regarding disputed boun¬ 
daries; but in 1829 the Maharaja, in violation of his treaty engagements, 
invaded Jaisalmer to avenge some injuries committed by Jaisalmei 
subjects. Jaisalmer prepared an army to repel the invasion, and both 
parties had applied to neighbouring States for assistance when the British 
Government interfered and, through the arbitration of the Maharana of 
Mewar, the dispute was settled, both parties making reparation for the 

* With effect from the 16th Juno 1931 the State of Alwar was transferred to this 
Agency from the Eastern Rajputana States Agency. 
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k (lone. In 1830 preparations were inade by the Uesident at I 
tVful a force to Bikaner to assist tlie Ruler in retiucing some rebellions 
ru)l)b^s. Tli(^ Resirleut acted under a niisappreliension of the tenor of 
the Gtb and 7th Articles of the Treaty of 1818, regarding tlie claims of 
th(^ State upon the British rTOverninent for assistaiu'e. These Articles 
referred to temporary circuinstuiua^s and effecd was given to their provi¬ 
sions at the time. They gave the Ruler of Bikaner no right to call on 
the Britisli (loveriiinent for military aid against iris disaffected subjects 
at anv future period. Governlnent were of opinion that tlie case was 
not one in which they were called on, to interfere, and reminded the 
Resident that military aid shoidd never be given to Indian States for the 
suppression of internal disturbances except under the specific authority 
of Government. 

In 1844 tlie Bikaner State agreed to a scale of duties on goods passing 
l>v the route of Sirsa and Bahawaljiur through Bikaner. The transit 
trade of Bikaner was at one time considerable. The principal route from 
Kabul^ to India lay through Bikaner, and one of tlie chief advantages 
secured by tlie Treaty of 1818 w'as tlie protection of trade on that route. 

flatan Singh died in 1861 and was succeeded by his son Sardar 
Singli. lie did good service during the unitiny, both by sheltering 
European fugitives and by co-operating against the reliehs in tlie districts 
of Hansi and Ilissar. As a reward for these services he leceived in I8G1 
the grant (No. TI) of forty-one villages, which some years before had 
been declared to belong to the Sirsa district and were of the annual value 
of Rs. 14,291, In con8e(|uejice of complaints by the inhabitants of 
tlie transferred villages, the Maharaja was required in 1868 to abstain 
from interference with the rights secured to them under a twenty years’ 
settleiuent which had been made with the British Goveninient in 1850. 
hi 1809 the Maharaja signified his intention to exempt these viUuge.'< 
from all but the usual mistoms duties; to. upliold the Government settle¬ 
ment; and, in compensation for the losses sustained by the villagers 
during the seven years which had elapsed sijH*e the transfer of the lands 
to his State, to continue the settlement for seven years beyond the date 
of its ex])iry. Sanads were accordingly issued by the Maharaja to the 
villagers and corresponding agreements were taken fioiu them. For an 
example of each, see Appendix No. IT. 

In ('onse(|uenre of outrages connnitted from Bikaner on .subjects of 
Jodhpur, the Ruler of Bikaner was in 1861 reminded of his treaty obliga¬ 
tions. 


In 1862 the Ruler of Bikaner received a Sanad of Adoption (,iee 
Bart 1, No. VIII) : and in 1867 was granted a permanent salute of 
17 guns. 

During the first years of Maharaja Sardar Singh’s rule the State had 
been administered with integrity and ability by the Minister, Rum LaL 
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8 removal from office (he affairs of the State fell into coiiluHiiir ^ 
amount of debt was incurred; and the exactioiiN of the Maharaja, 
in his anxiety to increase the revenue, gave rise to jnucli discontent. 
Til is rose to such a pitch that iji 1871 some of the Thakuvs left Bikaner 
and took refuge at Sirsa in British territoiy. A British officer was 
depiiteil to Bikaner to enquire into the state of affairs, adjust the differ- 
euces l>eiween the Maharaja and his nobles, and endeavour to introduce 
some refoinis which the exertions of tlie Minister, Pandit Mauphul, weie 
powerless to effect. 'JMie Atahuraja promised to reduce his expenses; laid 
down a scale for regulating’ the State exf)enditure; and appointed 
a (Jouncil to assist Pandit Mauphul in the maiuigenient of affairs. 
These promises were jiot fulfilled and live misgovernnieiit of the State 
continued. 


In 1869 an Extradition Treaty (No. Ill) was concluded with Bikaner. 

Sardar SingJi died in 1872 without issue. Mis widow an<l the 
principal persons of the State scdccted as his successor Dungar Sing’h, a 
ilescendunt of Clihatur Singh, brother of Maharaja Surat Singh. The 
choice was allowed and confirmed by the British Government, and 
Dungar Singh was installed as lluler of Bikauer. Re was entrusted with 
the nianagenient of liis State, whicli liad been temporarily administered 
by a British Officer assisted by tlie Council, in J878. Alaladininistraiion 
and tlie discontent of the Tliakurs did not, however, cease with the acces¬ 
sion of Dunga\‘ Singh, and it became necessary to impress upon him the 
necessity of carrying out the refoi nis promised by liis predecessor. 

This and other re])eated warnings had a salutary effect for a time only. 
Gradually the affairs of the State relajised into confusion until in I88^> 
an attempt to raise the '' reklp/’ or money payment taken from the 
Tliakurs in commutation for service, brouglit matters to a crisis. Most 
of tlie nobles rose in open rebellion: and, tbough a Bntisli officer was 
deputed to enquire into and effed a settlement of their differences, tlie 
Tliakurs refused to come to any amicable agreement. It became necessary 
at length to support the authority of the Ruler by marching a small 
British force into the country, when the Tliakurs ([uietly submitted. A 
rc'sideiit Political Agent was appointed to Bikaner, and the Maharaja 
was required to conform to certain conditions .so us to ensure to the 
lh)liticiil Officer (he j)ower of removing abuses and of eontrolling (be 
administration. 


Tn 1879 an Agreement (No. IV) was entered ijito with the Darhar for 
the suppression of the manufacture of salt within the State, except at two 
works the animal outturn of which was to he limited to 30,000 maiiuds; 
for the ])revention of the import and export of any hut British duty-paid 
salt; for the abolition of transit duty on British salt; and for the pro¬ 
hibition of the export of bhang, ganja, spirits, opium or other intoxicat¬ 
ing drugs or preparations. In return the British Goveniment agreed to 
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the Maharaja Rs. 0,000 a year, and to supply to the State 20,000 
maxuida of salt a year from the salt works at Phalodi and Didwana, at a 
price not exceeding eight annas a mannd. 

In 1887 the hlxtraditioil Treaty of 1809 was modihed by an Agreement 
(No. V) providing that, in the extradition of oifenders from British India 
to Bikaner, the procedure for the time being in force in British India 
should be followed, 

Dungar Singh died without issue on the 19th August 1887, ha-viug 
previously adopted his only brotlier the y>reseiit Maharaja Gangu Singh, 
born on the rird ()<dober 1880, The adoption was confirmed by 
the British (lovernment, and the State was administered during the 
minority by a Regency Courudl under the presidency of tlie Political 
Agent. 


In 1889 an Agreement (No, Yl) was concluded with tlie Darbar for 
the construction of a railway hetw^een Jodhpur and Bikaner at the joint 
expense of the tw'o States. 

fn 1898 an Agreement (No. YIT) was entered into between the Gov¬ 
ernment of India and the Bikaner Darbar, under the Native Coinage 
Act of 1876, for the supply to the State from a British Mint of silver 
coins bearing on one side the nanie of the Afaharaja; the Maharaja under¬ 
taking to abstain from coining silver and copper in his own mints for a 
period of 80 years. 

Maharaja (langa Singh was invested with full ruling jiowers on the 
I nth December 1898. 


In 1899 the Government of India entered into an Agreement (No, 
VIH) wfth the Alaharaja for the effective control and discipline of the 
Imperial Service Troops maintained by the State, when serving beyond 
its frontier. 


In 1899 tlie Maharaja ceded (No. IX) full and exclusive jurisdiction 
of every kind over the lands in the Bikaner State which were, or there¬ 
after might be, occupied by the Jodhpur-Bikaner and Bikaner-Bbatiiida 
Railway systems: and in 1900 similar jurisdiction was ceded (No. X) 
ns regards the Southern Punjab Railway. 

In 1900 an Agreement (see Part III, No. XXITI) was made between 
the Oovornment of India and the States of Jodhpur and Bikaner, for 
the construction and working of a metre gauge railway from Balotra to 
ITydcrahad (Sind). 

In 1900 the Bikaner Imperial Service Camel Corps served as infantry 
in the China Expedition. Afaharaja Ganga Singli .serving personally in 
command of them. In 1908 the. Imperial Service Camel Corps served 
with the Somali Field Force. 


In 1908 the Darbar agreed to the introduction in the State of the 
postal unity scheme. 
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1905 four villages, Kamnipura, Padainpura, Kesri si iighpura and 
Skanwari, were made over by the Darbar to the Governuient of India, 
in connection with the exteiivsioii of the Aurangabad Cantonment, in 
exchange tor the villages of Eattakhera and llabalwas in the ILissar 
District of the Punjab and a sum of Es. 25,000. 


Ill 1912 and 1913 two^ Contracts [see Part III, Nos. XXVII and 
X XV'lll) were executed between the vSecretary of State and the Maharajas 
of Jodhpur and Bikaner, for the working by the dodhpu^-Bikaner 
Railway of the brunches of the Sind Light Railway from Mirpur Khas 
to Jhiido and Khadro. 


In 1913 the Salt Agreement of 1879 was superseded by another 
Agreement (No. XI) under which the Darbar agreed to prohibit all 
manufacture or collection of ssilt within the limits of tlio State; to 
levy no tax, toil or duty of any kind on salt within those limits; to 
prevent the import of any but British duty-paid salt, and the export 
beyond those limits ol salt received by them for local consumption from 
British sources; and to prohibit and prevent the export from the Bikaner 
State into British territory of bhang, ganja, spirits, opium and other 
intoxicating drugs and preparalioiis. In return the British (lovernment 
agreed to pay to the Darbar Rs. 0,000 yearly; to supply, from the salt 
works at Didwana, Pachbliadra and Sumbbar, such salt as may be 
required for the consumption of the people of Bikaner, up to a limit of 
70,000 mannds, on which duly is leviable at the rate in force at the 
time of issue; and to refund to the Maharaja lialf the duty paid on such 
salt. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Maliaraja placed all the 
resources of the State at the disposal of the British Government and 
ottered his personal services, lie himself served in France, and the 
Bikaner State Camel Corps in Egypt. 

In 1916 a Contract {nee Part III No. XXIX), supplemental to the 
xVgreement of 1912 for tlie working of the Mirpur Khas-Jhudo R«nilway, 
was entered into between the Secretary of State for India, the Sind 
liight Railway Company and the tlodhpur and Bikaner Darhurs for the 
adoption of the Government financial year in the prejiaration of 
accounts. 

In 1918 Maharaja Ganga Singh was granted a personal salute of 19 
guns: and in 1921 the Ruler of Bikaner was granted a pennanent local 
salute of 19 guns within his own territories. 

The Sutlej Valley Canal Project, which is intended to irrigate about 
five million acres of land in the Punjab and the States of Bikaner and 
Bahawalpur, was inaugurated in 1921, and an Agreement (No. XII) 
between Government and the States of Bikaner and Bahawalpur, for 
the financing and working of the undertaking, was signed in 1920.

On the termiuiition of tlie joint 
partnership, tlie Bikaner Darbar witlidrew from the working of the 
British Seoiion of the railway Hue from the Jodhpur frontier to Hydera- 
had (Sind) and the ooniiected bratitdies from Mirpnr Kluis to Jhiido 
and Khadro, which are now wcuked h}^ the Jodhpnr Darbar, 

The length of railway belonging to* and worked by the Bikaner State 
is (1927) approxiiuately 653 miles. 

In 1926 the State enacted laws and regulations to give effect to the 
provisions of the liiternatioiial Upiiiin Convention of 1912, 

in 1928 the Goveinment of Lmiia recognised the title of Maharaja, 
ill addition to Mahtuujadhiraja, us a hereditary distinction, in favour 
of the Ituler of Bikaner, 

Extradition arrangements have been effei.ded between Bikaner and 
other StatOvS both in and outiside Jlajputuiia. A list of these is given in 
Appendix I, 


The area of the Bikaner State is 23,315 scpiare miles; the population, 
according to the Census of .1921, 659,685; and the revenue Bs. 1,13,76,000.

jiiaior bniudi of the Cliauliaus of Sainbhar and Ajmer. They are said 
io be descended from Prithwi Kaj, the Cbauhan King of Delhi. The 
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jiutecl founder of the Sirohi house was Deoraj, ilie first of ilui Deora 
clau of Raj[>uis, who lived in the thiufceeiith century* The present 
capital Sirohi was liuilt in 1425. About the same time the Kuna 
of Chitor took lefuge at Mount Abu from tlie army of tlie Delhi Emperor, 
but was driven out by a force under the son of the Sirohi Chief: and no 
other lluliiig Prince was allowed on the hill till I83t), when the prohi¬ 
bition was withdrawn. 


In 1818 Kao Udaibhanji was deposed by the nobles of Sirohi for 
tyranny and oppression, and jjlaced in confinement. By the unanimous 
vote of the nobles Iris younger brother Sheo Slngli was recognised as his 
successor; but in 1819 Maharaja Man Singh of Jodhpur, who laid claim 
to supremacy over Sirohi, sent a force to liberate Udaibhanji. The 
Jodlipur invasion failed; but, during the disturbances that resulted from 
it, Sheo vSingh cmved the protection of the British (loverninent; and in 
1823 a Treaty (No. XIII) was concluded with liim, under which he bound 
himself to acknowledge British supremacy; to abstain from [lolitiiuil 
intercourse with other States; to govern in accordance with th€* advice 
of the British Agent; to introduce an etlitdent adnunislration ; and to )>ay 
a tribute not exceeding three-eighths of the revenues of the State. This 
tribute was subsequently fixed at Bhilari Its. 15,000, equivalent to 
(iovernment Its. 13,762-8*0. The British Government extended its 
protection to the State; recognised Sheo Singh as regent for life: 
guaranteed the succession, after his death, to the lawful heirs, if any, 
of Udaibhanji: and reserved to themselves the right to regulate customs 
and transit duties iu Sirohi. 


IJdaibliunji died without issue iu 1847, when Sheo Singh vvas re¬ 
cognised as successor to the State, and his son as heir-opparent. 

The weaknes-s of the Sirohi State rendered it necessary for the British 
Agent to exeri'ise at first an unusual interference in its internal affairs. 
Many of the Tliakurs were in rebellion, supported by the wdld Minas of 
the hills. To enable the Uuo to keep up a force to be employed iu 
preserving order, a loan of half a lakli of rupees without interest wa.s 
made to him, for the repayment of whicli he mortgaged (No. XIV) three- 
fourths of his customs duties. One of the most refractory of the nobles 
was the Thakur of Nimhaj, with whom, after the Minas had been reduced 
by a British force, an Engagement (No. XV) was mediated by the 
Political Agent in 1824, guaranteeing to him his lands on condition of 
feudal service and payment of three-eighths of hi.s revenues to the Rao. 
Others of the Thakurs, particularly those of Bhatana, Garwal, Momal, 
Madar, Patwura and .Tilwara, had transferred their allegiance to 
the State of Palanpur. The Rao of Sirohi claimed their restoration; but 
it w^as decided that all should remain under Palanpur, except the Thakurs 
of Madar and Jilwara, whose allegiance had not been transferred to 
Palanpur till after the year 1817. 
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1845 Slieo Singli ceded (No. XVI), under certain conditions, some 
lands on Mount Abu, for the establishment of a saniiariuin. 

In 1854, at the earnest recj^uest of the iiao (No. XVJl), who was in debt 
to the extent of about two lakhs of rupees, the British Government 
agreed to take the State under direct management for a period of eight 
years, or such longer time as might be necessary. 

Sheo Singh did good service in the mutiny, in consideration of which 
he received a remission of half his tribute. 

In 1801, owing to the incapacity of the Itao, the general control of 
atfairs was made over to his son Urued Singh, the Itao retaining the 
dignities and honours of office. He died sliortly afterwards, and was 
succeeded by Umed Singh, whose tliree brothers declined the provision 
made for them before their father’s death, and went into rebellion; but 
tiiey afterwards tendered their submission and accepted a provision in 
laudr 

In the Iluler of Sirobi received a Sanad of Adoption (see Part L, 
No. VIII). 

IJmml Singh was entrusted witli the management of the State in 
1866. t 

In 1865 the Uao agreed to give lands for railway purposes free of cost; 
to cede in them full jurisdiction short of sovereign rights; and to surrender 
all transit duties on goods carried through his territory. No formal 
agreement was concluded to this ett’ect. 

Ill 1866 and J8G7 the Itao consented (Nos. XVIII and XIX) to the 
extension of certain Acts to Mount Abu and Anadra; and to the Political 
Superintendent being vested, in civil and (.riminal matters, with any 
powers which the Government iniglit tliink [iroper to delegate to him. 
iSinco 1D17 these powers in Mount Abu liave been exercised by an Assist¬ 
ant (now* designated a Sei'-retary) to the Agent to the Governoi-General. 
in 1884, in accordance with arrangements made with the llao, the Gov¬ 
ernment of India issued a Notification d'ticlaring certain Acts to be'in 
force in Abu and Anadra (including the road leading to the Abu Jtoad 
Itailway Station, and to the Bazar at Kharuri), and defined the civil and 
criminal jurisdiction to be exercised within those limits. 

In 1867 an Extradition Treaty (No. XX) was concluded with Sirohi 

In the same year the Ruler of Sirolii wa.s granted a pernmuent salute 
of 15 guns. 

TTmcd Siogh’s administration w^as not successful, -nd the affairs 
of the State soon fell into confusion. The disorganizatioii was increased 
by the proceedings of the outlawed Thakur of Bhatana, who resisted 
ail offers of mediation and successfully evaded the nursnu of both the 
British and Sirolii forces. In 1869 the Pao of Sirohi expresse#] his wish 
to make over the management of his State for a term of eight years, in 
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it might be extricated from its pecimiaiy enibarrassmen 
^legotiatious, however, fell through, chiefly because "the Rao would 
not agree to the coiitiiuiaiice of Ilritisli management for twelve years, 
which was calculated to be the shortest period within which the State 
could be relieved of its difficulties* and because he was dissatisfied with 
a proposal to restrict his personal allowances. It became neeessaiy 
therefore to require the 11 ao to carry out the reforms which the situation 
required : and he wan warned that, in the event of his proving obstructive 
or apathetic, such measures of direct interference as might be necessary 
would be resorted to. This warning had the desired effect, and tlie Rao 
took steps to reduce his expenditure and discharge the liabilities of the 
State. 


As a means of putting an end to the brigandage which [irevailed in 
Sirolii, the Political superintendence of the State was transferred, from 
an Assistant to the Agent to the Governor-General, to tlie (Vnntnundniit 
of an Trmgular Force then stationed at Erinpura. He was authorised 
to station temporarily small detachments of the force at Sirolii so as to 
relieve a portion of the Rai/s police for service in the outlying districts; 
but the direct interference of the force was not to be called in except in 
eiuergemues with which the police of the State were clearly unable to 
cope. The measures adopted by the l\>litical Superintendent for the 
extermination of lirigandage on the Sirohi, Mewar and Marwur frontiers 
w’ere temporarily Hcccessful; but a fresh outbreak in 1879, wdiich coiit 
tinned foi* about three years, led to the Ej inpura Force l^eiiig em}>loyed 
in the suppression and arrest of dakaits. Since then the country has 
been fairly orderly, the most trouhleHorne boundary cases have been 
settle<l, and the customs system has been reformed. 


TTnied Singh died in 1875 and was succeeded by his son Kesri Sing]). 

On the completion of the railway line betw^eeii Ajmer and Ahmeda- 
bad in 1880, the Government of India granted (INTo. XXIT) an annual 
compensation of Rs. 10,000 to the Sirohi Darbar for loss of transit duties. 
This concession was withdrawn in May 1880, on the Resident’s show¬ 
ing that the State had not suffered from the opening of the railway. 
The remaining transit dues levied hy the Sirohi Darhar w'ere reliiiquislied 
in April 1880, an example which the Thakurs of the State were soon 
induced to follow* wu'tli regard to certain dues w*hieh they had the righi 
to levy. No transit dues are uow levied in Sirohi, except a duty on 
opium. 

In 1879 an Agreement (No. XXI) was concluded w ith the Darlmr 
providing for the suppression of the manufacture of salt within the State; 
the prevention of the export or import of any salt other than that which 
had paid British duty; and for the abolition of transit dues on salt. In 
return for this the Rao was to receive an annual payment of Rs. 1,800. 
and was allowed to purchase anmially at half-duty rates, for the consump¬ 
tion of tlie people of the vSiate. If3,000 maxinds of salt. This amount was 
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TncreaP^etl in 1882 to 18,00<) mauiuls (No. XXIII). In 1884 a cash pay¬ 
ment of Its. 9,(XK) a year was substituted (No. XXIV) for this half-duty 
salt, on (Condition that the Itao freed the salt trade in the State tioin all 
imposts of every description. 


In J887 the Extradition Treaty of 1807 was modified by an Agreement 
(No. XXV) which provided that, in the extradition of offenders from 
Britisli India to Sirohi, the procedure for the ihm being in force in 
British India should be follow^ed. 


In 1889 the hereditary title of Maharao was conferred (No. XXA^I) 
on the lluler of Sirohi. 

In 190f3 measures for the conversion of tlie State silver coin into 
British rupeCvS were sanctioned. 


In 1911 the hereditary title of Maharajadhiraja was conferred (No. 
X X VII) on the Ruler of Sirohi. 


In 1917 an Agreement (No. XXVHl) was concluded, making over to 
the British (lovernment an area of about t» square miles on Mount Abu, 
including the lands originally made over for a Saniturinm, binder a 
permanent lease. In return, the British (rovernment remitted the 
Sirohi tribute of Bhilari Rs. 7,500, equivalent to, Government 
Rs. (),881-4-0: and agreed to pay an annnal rent of Rs. 25,000, and an 
additional annual sum of Rs. 2,000 as comp^msation for the dostire of 
the llilwara liquor shop. In addition, it vvavS agreed that an annual 
contribution of Rs. 8,000, theretofore made by the Sirohi Darbar towards 
the Abu Municipality, aboiild cease. The British tiovermnent remitted 
their jurisdictional rights at Anadra and in the Bazar at Kharari (Ahu 
Road), with the exception of such portions of the latter place as lie 
within railway limits proper or within the limits of the road between 
Kbarari railway atation and Abu. 

Kesri Singh abdicated on account of old age on the 29th Apiil 19^0 
in favour of his boh the present Mabarajadhiraja Sarup Ram Singh. 


At the time of Mabarajadhiraja Samp Ram Singh's succession, great 
discontent existed among the Jagirdars of the State, on the gro\iud of 
interference in the affairs of their jagir villages on the part of the State 
since the time of Rao Sheo Singh. A committee was appointed to 
investigate the matter and, with the advice of the Agent to ike Governor- 
General, an amicable settlement was effected and agreements were con- 
(duded between the State and the Jagirdars. 


In 1922 the Bhils and Girasslas of certain villages in the Roliera 
Tehsil collected in large numbers and defied the authority of the Durhai , 
refusing to pay the revtmue demands. With the aid of the Menvar 
Bhil Oov[)S this clisturbance, which had been largely fomented by agita¬ 
tion from outside the State, was quelled without serious loss of life. 
A satisfactory settlement was effected, the Bhils and Qirassias submit* 
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ting to the authority of their overlord on obtaining certain coneewssions 
from the Darbar. 

Til 1923 the Darbar enacted laws and regulations to give effect to the 
provisions of the International Opium Convention of 1912. 

The ex-Maharao Kesri Singh died in January 1925. 

Extradition arrungemeiits have been effected between Sirohi and 
other States both in and outside liajputana. A list of these is given in 
Appendix I. 

The area of the Stale is J ,95(S square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 180,639; and the revenue Its. 10,03,000. 

The military forces of the State consist (1929) of 52 (Cavalry, 140 
Infantry and 353 Armed Poli(‘e, with 9 serviceable and 3 unserviceable 
guns. 

In 18T9 the political charge of the State wa.s amalgamated with the 
command of the Irregular then stationed at Erinpura and the 

Political Agency for Jodhpur and Jaisalmcr. In 1881 it was decided to 
revive the Western Pajputana Agency, consisting of the Political 
Agency of Jodhpur and Jaisulmer and the IVditical Superintendeucy of 
Sirohi. This arrangement continued till 1919, when the State wa.s 
included in the Kajpaiana Agency.

Treaty betwocju tlie Honourable the English East India Company and 
Maharajah Soorut Sino Bahadoor tke Rajah of Bikaneer, concluded 
by Mr. Charles Thbophilus Metcalfe on the part of the Honourable 
Company, in virtue of full powers granted by His Excellency the Most 
Noble the Marquis of Hastings, k.g., GovEimoR-GENEitAL, <fco., &c., and 
by OujHA Kashee Nautf, on the part of Raj Rajiieesur Maharajah 
Sroomun 8ree Soorut Sing Bahadoor, according to full powers given 
by the Rajah,— 1818. 

Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance, and unity of interests between 
the Honourable Company and Maharajuli Soorut Sing and his heirs and succes¬ 
sors, and the friends and enemies of one party shall be the friends and enemies 
of both parties. 

Article 2. 

The Britisli Government engages to protect the principality and territory of 
Bikaneer. 

AuTicij!: 3. 

Maharajah Soorut Sing hikI his heirs and successors will act in subordiimte 
co-operation with the British Government and acknowledge its supremdey, and 
will not have any conmxjtion with any other Chiefs or States, 

Article 4. 

The Maharajah and his heirs and successors will not enter into ncgociatiou 
with any Chief or State without the knowledge and sanction of the British Gov¬ 
ernment ; but the usual amicable correspondence with friends and relations shall 
continue. 

Article 5. 

The Maliarajah and his heirs and successors will not commit aggressions on 
any ono ; if by accident any dispute arise with any one the settlement of it shall 
be submitted to the arbitration and award of the British Government. 

Article 6. 

Wherims certain persons of the principality of Bikaneer have adopted the 
evil courses of highway robbers and banditti, and have plundered the property 
of many, to the great molestation of the peaceable subjects of both of the contract¬ 
ing parties, the Maharajah engages to cause to be restored the property plundered 
from inhabitants of the British territories up to this time, and for the future entirely 
to suppress the robbers and plunderers in his principality. If the Maharajah be 
uot able to effect their suppression assistance shall be afforded on his apulieation 
by the British Government, in which case the Maharajah will pay all the e;ipeasea 
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of force employed ; or, in the event of his not finiiing means to pay those expenses, 
he will in lieu code parts of his territory to the British Government, which, after 
the payment of those expenses, shall be restored. 


» Article 7. 

The British Government, on the application of the Maharajah, will reduce 
to subjection the taukoors and other inhabitants of his principality who have 
revolted and thrown of! his authority. In this case the Maharajah will pay all 
the expenses of the force employed ; or, in the event of not having the means, 
will, instead, cede parts of his territory to the British Government, which shall 
be restored after the payment of those expenses. 


Article 8. 

The Maharajali of Bikaneer will furnish troops at the requisition of the British 
Government, according to his means. 


Article 9, 

The Maliarajah and his heirs and successors shall be absolute rulers of their 
country, and the British jurisdiction shall not be introduced into that principality. 


Article 10. 

As it is the wish and intention of the British Government that the roads of 
Bikaneer and Bliutneer be rendered passable and safe for the transit of trade to 
and from the countries of Cabul and Kliorasaun, &c., the Maharajah engages 
effectually to accomplish that object within his own dominions, so as that mer¬ 
chants shall pass with protection and safety and meet with no impediment: 
and with respect to custom duties the established rates shall not be exceeded. 

^ Article 11, 

This Treaty of eleven Articles having been concluded and signed and sealed 
by Mr. Charles Theophilus Metcalfe and Oujhar Kashee Nautt, the ratifications 
by His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor-General and Raj Rajheesur Maha¬ 
rajah Sroomun Sree Soorat Sing Bahadoor, shall be exchanged within twenty 
days from the present date.

Translation of a Sunnud granting certain villages to Maharajah Sirdar Singb 
Bahadoob of Bikaneer, dated 11th April 1861. 

Whereas it appears from a report of the Governor-Generars Agent in Raj- 
pootana that during the rebellion Maharajah Sirdar Singh Bahadoor of Bikaneer, 
with a feeling of loyalty and devotion to the British Government, came out in 
person, spent money, protected lives of certain Europeans, and rendered other 
good services to government; and whereas, these circumstances being highly 
satisfactory to government, the said Maharajah obtained thanks and a khillut of 
distinction; the government is now pleased to confer on him in perpetuity the 
villages specified in a separate schedule, situated in the district of Sirsa, yielding 
an annual revenue of fourteen thousand two hundred and ninety-one Rupees, 
and which are hereby incorporated with his former territory, subject to the same 
conditions as are observed with respect to the latter : the grant will take effect 
from Ist May 1861.

in virtue of the full powers vested in him by His Excellency the Right

That any person, whether a British or Foreign subject, committing a heinous 
ofience in British territory, and seeking shelter within the limits of the Bikaneer 
State, shall be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the 
former on requisition in the usual manner,

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Articjlb 2. 

That any perBon, being a subject of Bikanecr, committing a heinous oflence 
within the limits of the T3ikancer State, and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the former 
on requisition in the usual manner, 

Articjlb 3. 

That any person, other than a Bikaneer subject, committing a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Bikaneer State, and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will be apprehended, and the case investigated by such Court as the British Govern¬ 
ment may direct, xls a general rule, suoh cases will be tried by the Court of the 
Political OiHcer in whom the political supervision of the Bikaneer State may at 
the time be vested. 

Article 4. 

That in‘no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence, except on requisition duly made by, or by the author¬ 
ity of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall be charged to 
have been committed; and also upon such evidence of criminality as, according 
to the laws of the country in which the person accused shall be foutid, v ould justify 
his apprehension and sustain the charge if the offence had been there committed.

Bickaneer Salt Agreement, dated the 24th January 1879. 

Ratified the 8th May 1879. 

Article 1. 

Hia Highness the Maharajah of Bickaneer agrees that salt shall be manufac¬ 
tured in no place within the State of Bickaneer except at the salt-works of 
lionkaran and Chaptar, and that all other salt-works, if any exist, shall be erased 
aiid destroyed. 

Article 2. 

His Highness the Maharajah agrees that the total aggregate outturn of salt 
manufactured at the two works named in Article 1 shall never exceed in one year 
the maximum quantity of thirty thousand (30,000) British Indian maunds, and 
that returns of the outturn of each of these two works shall be furnished annually 
to the British Government.

Abticle 5. 

Hifl Highness the Maliarajah agrees to prohibit the export from his State 
into British territory of bhang, ganja, spirits, opium or other intoxicating drug 
Of preparation. 

Article 6. 

In consideration of the effective observance by His Highness the Maharajah 
of Bickaneer of the conditions specified in Articles 1, 2 and 3 of this Agreement 
the British Government agree to pay yearly to His Highness the Maharajah of 
Bickaneer for the charges which may be incurred by His Highness the Maharajali 
in preventing the extension of the works specified in Article 1, and the illicit manu¬ 
facture and export of salt, the sum of Re. 6,000 (six thousand). 


Article 7. 

The British Government agree to permit His Highness the Maharajah of 
Bickaneer to purchase annually from the salt-works at Phalodi and Didwana, for 
the consumption of the people of his State, twenty thousand (20,000) British Indian 
maunds of salt at a price not exceeding eight (8) annas per maund. 

The salt will, so far as may be practicable, be supplied from the salt-works 
above mentioned in the following proportion :—

Ilie British duty on the salt thus purchased shall be levied at half the full 
rate of duty at the time leviable at the works from which the salt is supplied. 

Article 8. 

If any considerable stocks of salt be proved to exist within the Bickaneer 
State when this Agreement comes into force the Maharajah will, if so required 
by the British Government, take possession of such stocks, and will give the 
owners tliereof the option cither of transferring the salt to the British Govern¬ 
ment at such equitable valuation as may be fixed by His Highness the Maharajah 
in concurrence with the Political Agent, or of paying the said Agent such duty 
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exceeding two rupees eight annas per maund on such salt as the Governor- 
General in Council may fix. In the event of the owners aforesaid accejiting the 
latter alternative they shall be allowed to retain the salt on which the duty so 
provided may be paid, but not otherwise. 


Abticlb 9. 

In the event of it being proved by experience that the arrangements mad® 
in accordance with this Agreement by the Bickaneer State for the safety of th© 
British revenue are practically insufficient, or in the event of it being proved to 
the satisfaction of the British Government that in consequence of the suppres¬ 
sion or reduction of the salt-works named in Article 1, or of their failure, the esti¬ 
mated quantity of salt required for the consumption of the people of Bickaneer 
has materially increased subsequent to the making of this Agreement, this Agree¬ 
ment will be open to revision. 

Artioi.e 10. 

This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed hereafter by the 
British Government. 


No. V. 

Aokeement supplementaiy to the Tbeaty of 1869 regarding Extradition-,— 

1887. 

Whereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded on 
the 15th June 1869 between the British Government and the Bikanir State : And 
whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition of oiEEenders 
from British India to the Bikanir State has been found by experience to ho less 
simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law' as to the extradi¬ 
tion of offenders in force in British India : It is hereby agreed between the British 
Government and the Bikanir State that the provisions of the Treaty prescribing 
a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer apply to cases of extra¬ 
dition from British India to the Bikanir State ; but that the procedure prescribed 
by the law as to the extradition of offenders for the time being in force in British 
India shall be followed in every such case. 

Done at Bikanir this twenty-ninth day of July in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-seven.

Memoeandum of an Aoeeement entered into between the British. Government 

and the Bikanir Darbar for the Constroction of a Bailway from Jodh¬ 
pur to Bikanir, —1889. 

1. The Bikanir Darbar agrees to construct in conjunction with the Jodhpur 
Darbar a line of railway to connect Jodhpur with Bikanir. The Bailway will 
be called the Jodhpur-Bikanir Bailway. It will be the exclusive property of the 
two States, each of which will receive all the profits derived from the ivorking 
of the portion of the line running through its territory. 

2. The Bikanir Darbar will provide all the capital required for the construc¬ 
tion, maintenance and working of the Bikanir Section, the Jodhpur Darbar pro¬ 
viding the same for its portion. The line will bo on the metre gauge and will 
be constructed in accordance with the standard dimensions prescribed by the 
Government of India. 

3. The Bikanir Darbar agrees to advance to the Jodhpur Darbar on behalf 
of the project twenty lakhs of rupees at four ])er cent, interest. This sum will 
be repaid by the Jodhpur Darbar by annual instalments of three lakhs, to be dis¬ 
bursed from the Salt Treaty payment received by the Jodhpur Darbar. 

The Jodhpur Darbar will be at liberty to apply more than three lakhs annually 
towards repayment of the debt, but it is to be understood that from the instal¬ 
ment 80 paid the Bikanir Darbar will first deduct the amount due on account 
of interest, and will credit the balance towards the liquidation of its loan. 

4. The preparation of separate estimates for each State’s portion of the line 
shall bo completed as soon as possible, and the same shall be submitted for the 
inspection of the Government of India. 

6. The construction and management of the proposed line shall be entrusted 
to the Mantvgtir for the time being of the Jodhpur Bailway, who shall also be the 
Manager of the Jodhpur-Bikanir Bailway. The work shall commence from the 
Jodhpur side. 

6. The station staff and the police required shall bo appointed by, and be 
under the general control and direction of, the Manager for the time being of the 
Jodhpur-Bikanir Railway, subject to the approval of the Bikanir Darbar for the 
portion of the lino within its territory. 

7. The Bikanir Darbar shall exercise complete authority over the portion 
of the line within Bikanir limits, subject to the condition tliat the Darbar shall 
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full criminal and civil jurisdiction over the land occupied by the Railway 
whenever the Government of India consider it desirable. 

8 . Tlie line shall not be opened until it has been inspected and passed as safe 
by an officer duly empowered in that behalf by the Government of India. Fur¬ 
ther, the Government of India shall be at liberty to depute a competent officer 
to inspect all the works of the Railway at all times, and all reasonable facilities 
shall be given to hinl in such inspections for ascertaining how the works are being 
constructed and the Railway worked. 

9 . Such returns and information as are supplied in the case of the Jodhpur 
Railway shall be furnished for the Jodhpur-Bikanir line. 

The Hue shall be worked in accordance with the general rules and regulations 
in force on Indian State Railways. 

10. The British Government has consented to the construction by the Tele¬ 
graph Department of a Hue of telegraph for the joint use of the Telegraph Depart¬ 
ment and of the Jodhpur-Bikanir Railway on the same terms as are applicable 
to State Railway Telegraphs in British India subject to the exception that the 
Jodhpur and Bikanir States will hear the first cost for the portions of the line 
within their territories, in proportion to the number of wires used respectively 
by the Telegraph Department and the Jodhpur-Bikanir Railway, and be relieved 
of any charge for interest therefor, and on the understanding that tlie Licensed 
Telegraph Rules in force in Britisli India are observed on the said Railway. Under 
this arrange.ment each State will retain the collections made at the offices* within 
its territory, and be liable for the whole cost of working and maintaining its por¬ 
tion of the telegraph line. 

11 . This Agreement may be modified at any time by mutual consent. Done 
at Bikanir this thirteenth day of July in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-nine.

Agiieement under the Native Coinage Act, 1876, with the Bikanir Parbab,— 

1893! 

Articles of Agreement made this sixteenth day of February 1893 between 
the Government of Inbia on the one part aud the Bikanir Darbar on the 
other part:— 

Whereas under the Native Coinage Act, IX of 1876, the Governor-General 
in Council has power from time to time to declare by notification in the Gazette 
of India that a tender of payment of money if made in the coins, or the coins of 
any specified metal, made under the said Act for any Native State, shall be a 
legal tender in British India : And whereas by section 4 of the said Act it is de¬ 
clared that such power shall be exercisable only under certain conditions, amongst 
which is the condition that the Native State for which such coins are coined shall 
enter into agreements corresponding with the first three articles of these presents : 
And whereas by section 5 of the said Act any such State is' authorised to send 
to any mint in British India metal to be made into coin under the same Act, and 
(subject as therein mentioned) the Mint Master is required to receive such metal 
and convert it into coin : 

And whereas the Bikanir State is a Native State within the meaning of the 
said Act, and the Bikanir Darbar, pursuant to such authority, has sent or will 
send to tlie Mint of Bombay silver to be coined under the said Act into a maxi¬ 
mum of Rupees ten lakhs or thereabouts, and has requested the Government 
of India to exercise the power hereinbefore recited in the case of the said coins, 
and the Government of India have consented to exercise such power by issuing 
the requisite notification in the Gazette of Indian on the execution by the said 
Bikanir Darbar of this Agreement. 

Now these presents witness, and it is hereby agreed between the parties hereto 
as follows (that is to say):— 

Firstly. —The Bikanir Darbar agrees to abstain during a term of thirty years, 
from the date of the notification aforesaid, from coining silver and copper in its 
own mint, and also undertakes that no coins resembling coins for the time being 
a legal tender in British India, shall, after the expiration of the said term, be struck 
under its authority, or with its permission at any place within or without its juris¬ 
diction. 
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econdly. —The Bikanir Darbar also agrees that the law and rules for the time 
being in force respecting the cutting and breaking of coin of the Government 
of India reduced in weight by reasonable wearing or otherwise, or counterfeit, 
or called in by proclamation, shall apply to the coins made for the Bikanir State 
under this Act, and that it will defray the cost of cutting and breaking them. 

Thirdly» —The Bikanir Darbar also agrees not to issue the said coins below 
their nominal value, and not to allow any discount or other advantage to any 
person in order to bring them into ciroidation. 

Fourthly, —The Bikanir Darbar agrees that if at any time the Government 
of India cal] in its coinage in silver and copper, the Darbar will, if so requested 
by the Government of India, call in at its own expense all coins made for it under 
this Agreement, 

In witness whereof Hai Bahadur Sodhi Hukm Singh, I’hakur Lai Singh, and 
Mahta Mangal Chand, Members of the Council of Regency, and C. S. Bayley, 
Indian Gvil Service, Political Agent, Bikanir, on behalf of the Government of 
India, have set their bands and seals the day and year first above written.

Agreement entered into between the British Government and His Highness 
the Maharaja of Bikanir for the introduction of definite arrange¬ 
ments for the EFFECTIVE CONTROL and DISCIPLINE of the Bikanir Imperial 
Service Troops when serving beyond the frontier of the Bikanir State, 
--1899, 

IVhereas His Highness Raj Rajeshwar Shiromani Maharaja Ganga Singh 
Bahadur of Bikanir maintains a force of Imperial Service Troops for the purpose 
of co-operating, if need bo, in the defence of the British Empire, and 
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necessaiy to make definite arrangements for the effective control 
and discipline of the said troops when serving beyond the frontier of the Bikanir 
State ; 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India in Council of the 
one part and His Highness the said Maharaja of Bikanir of the other as follows, 
namely— 

1. Whenever the said force or any portion thereof is moved beyond the fron^ 
tier of the said State, the Governor-General in Council shall have power to appoint 
one or more British ofRcers to command the said Imperial Service Troops, and 
such officer or officcra shall, by virtue of this agreement, be authorized to admi¬ 
nister in respect of the said Imperial Service Troops so serving, the military laws 
and regulations to which they are subject under the law of the said State, and 
for that purpose and for the due preservation of discipline among the same, to 
convene all such Courts, and to issue all such orders, and pass all such judgments 
and sentences, and generally to exercise all such authority as might be lawfully 
convened, issued, passed and exorcised respootively by the officers in command 
of the same when serving within the territorial limits of the said State : Pro¬ 
vided always that the execution of every sentence so passed shall be carried out 
under the orders of the said Maharaja of Bikanir or of some person to whom 
the requisite authority has been delegated by him. 

2 . In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her 
Majesty’s forces, the said Maharaja of Bikanir has embodied in the disciplinary 
law of his State, applicable to the said Imperial Service Troops when employed 
on active service either within or without British India, the provisions, mutatis 
mutandiff, of the Indian Articles of War. The due application and enforcement 
of the said provisions in respect of the Imperial Service Troops aforesaid shall 
be carried out under the authority of the officer or officers appointed by the Gov¬ 
ernor-General of India in Council in that behalf, under the first article of this 
agreement.

Bikaner Salt Agreement,—1913. 


Memorandum of Agreement between the British Government on the one 
part and the Bikaner State on the other part, concluded by the Hoji'ble 
Sir Elliot Graham Colvin, K.C.8.I., I.C.S., Agent to the Governor-General 
in Rajputana, duly authorised by the Viceroy and Governor-General in Coun¬ 
cil for that purpose, and by Maharaj Sri Bhairon Singh Bahadur, O.SJ., 
Vice-President, State Council, and Thakur Sadul Singh, Revenue Member 
of the State Council, on behalf of the Bikaner State ;— 

Article 1. 

His Highness the Maharaja of Bikaner agrees to prohibit and prevent the 
manufacture or collection of salt within the State of Bikaner. 
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Article II. 

His Highness the Maharaja agrees to prohibit and prevent the import into 
his State of any salt whatever other than, salt upon which duty has been levded 
by the British Government, and the British Government agrees to His Highness 
also prohibiting and preventing the import into his State of salt other than salt 
supplied under Article VII and salt in transit under‘Article III. His Highness 
also agrees to prohibit and prevent the export of salt from his State, 

Article III. 

His Highness the Maharaja agrees to permit the transit througli his State 
of salt carried through the State under and in accordance with the terms of a 
rawanna granted by the officer in charge of a British salt source. 

Article IV. 




No tax or toll or duty of any kind shall be levied on salt within the limits of 
the Bikaner State. 


Article V. 


His Highness tlxe Maharaja agrees to prohibit and prevent the export from the 
Bikaner State into British territory of bhang, ganja, spirits, opium and other 
intoxicating drugs and preparations including cocaine and the derivative and 
allied drugs. 

Article VI. 


In consideration of the effective observance by His Highness the Maliaraja 
of the conditions specified in Articles I, 11, III, IV and V of this agreement, the 
British Govermnont agree to pay to His Highness the Maharaja for the chargee 
which may be incurred by His Highness in securing the observance of the same 
the sum of Rs. 6,000 (six thousand) yearly. 


Article VII. 

I’he British Government agree to supply from the salt works at Hidwana, 
Pachbadra and Sambhar such salt as may be required for the consumption of the 
people of the Bikaner State. On such .salt duty will bo levied at the time of is^ue 
from the salt works at the rate for the time being in force on salt supplied for 
consumption in British India. An account will be kept of all salt supplied for 
consumption in the Bikaner State, and a copy thereof periodically furni.shed to 
His Highness the Maharaja, and one half of the duty levied on he said salt, up 
to a yearly maximum of 76,000 maunds, will be paid by Government to His High¬ 
ness the Maharaja. 

Article VIII. 

In the event of it being proved by experience that the arrangements made 
in accordance with this agreement by His Highness the Maharaja for the safety 
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^6?tKe British revenue are practically insufficient; or in the event of it being proved 
to the satisfaction of the British Government that, in consequence of the increase 
of the population or cattle of the Bikaner State or of other causes not within the 
control of His Highness the Maharaja, the 76,000 maunds of salt specified in Article 
YII are insufficient for the ordinary requirements of the people, of the Bikaner 
State; or in the event of the British duty on salt being abolished hereafter, the 
terms of this agreement will be open to revision. 

Article IX. 

This agreement shall come into force from the Is^^ January 1913. 

Article X. 

The Salt Agreement, dated the 24th January 1870, between the British Gov¬ 
ernment and His Highness the Maharaja of Bikaner is hereby cancelled.

Terms of Agreement between the British Government and His Highness 
the Maharaja of Bikaner and His Highness the Nawab of Bahawalpur 
regarding the irrigation of the tracts commanded and economically irrigable 
from the Ghana Reach of the Sutlej River and from the Panjnad Reach 
of the Chenab River, —1920. 

1 . The Project to be drawn out under the exclusive control of the British 
Government on tlie general basis of taking the waters specified in paragraph 4 
(A) below to the areas hereinafter specified. 

2. The original designs for the canal works will be drawn out under the sole 
direction of the British Government,, every possible att«!iti:a being given to tho 
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of the two States concerned as to the precise (iireotion and position of the 
canals: provided that they are consistent with sound engineering principles. 

3. The tracts for the irrigation of which provision ia made consist of the fol¬ 
lowing 

British— 

(a) On the Right BanJc.’-^Uhe whole area oommanded by this scdieme from 
the site of the uppermost weir down to the Chenab River and lying 
between the Gharra River and the old bed of the Beas or the limit 
of existing irrigation of the Bari Doab Canals. 

{h) On the Left Bank , — The whole Khadir area oommanded by this scheme 
from the site of the uppermost Weir down to the Bahawalpur State 
boundary. 

Bahawalpur— 

The whole of the Khadir area of this State to the south of the river 
as far as the Sind boundary and the irrigable area in the liigh lands, 
and such detached areas of Bahawalpur territory within Sind fox 
which irrigation can be arranged in consultation with the Sind 
Authorities. 

Bxkaneu— 

The area commanded by a canal taking off from the uppermost weir 
and enteiing the north-west cornea* of the State from British terri¬ 
tory. 

4, The water shall be distributed between the parties concerned as laid down 
in the following clauses ;— 

(a) The area irrigated from the Gharra Reach of tlie Sutlej is to be entitled 
to claim up to the limit of the canal head capacities herein author¬ 
ised in cuseos, the supply entering the Gharra Reach from the 
Boas together with any supplies that flow into the Gharra Reach 
from the Sutlej after the irrigation requirements on the Sutlej above 
the junction of the Beas have been satisfied. 

(h) For the Kharif crop from Ist April to 15th of October the full supply 
capacity sanctioned in ousecs at canal head for perennial and non- 
perennial channels will have equal claim to the supply available. 

(c) The area to bo adopted for the allocation of Rabi water and the corres¬ 
ponding shares in that season between October 15th and 1st April 
will be as below

{d) 2. For the perennial and non-perennial canals for Bahawalpur from 
the Panjnad the mean draw-of! in each crop shall be maintained 
at the same fraction of their authorised maximum capacity in cuse<ci 
as that of the British canals from the Oharra. 

(e) The authorised full supply capacity in cusecs of tlie non-perennial 
channels will be based on the Kliarif area to be irrigated assuming 
an intensity of 20 per cent, on the areas given above with a full 
supply factor of 60 at distributary heads and an allowance of 20 
per cent, for absorption up to canal head. 

The above is the data for the share capacity, that is the capacity on which 
the channels will share the water equally in the non-perennial period. When, 
however, the supply of the river is in excess of the requirements of the perennial 
and non-perennial share capacities, tho non-perennial channels may draw-off up 
to a maximum capacity 50 per cent, in excess of the share capacity obtained as 
above and based on a design of 25 per cent. Kharif intensity for channels from 
the Ghana with a 50 Full Supply Factor, and 30 per cent. Kharif intensity for 
channels from the Panjnad with a 60 Full Supply Factor.

5. The land required for the canals and works in connection with them sliall 
l,)e made ov(U‘ by the Government of each State traversed according to its own 
usage, all ])ayiuents being made, Iti the case of land required for another party, 
by the British Government in accordance with regulations in force in the terri¬ 
tory in which the land is required, the amount being dealt with as a part of the 
expondituTe on the work concerned. 

6. Compensation will bo paid for any building or liouse injured by the works. 

7. The ejitire cost of the hoadworks and connected works, iucUisive of the 
cost subsequent to 1st January 1920 of any further surveys and of the prepara¬ 
tion of the project, shall be borne by the British Government and the two States 
concerned in proportion to the equivalent perennial authoriwsed canal capacity 
allocated to the parties concerjied at the respective headworks. For the juirpose 
of evaluating the equivalent authorised capacity one cusec of non-perennial capa¬ 
city shall be deemed to be equivalent to ‘75 of a cusec of perennial capacity. 


‘Surveys do not inobuh* rcciangulatinn f<‘r dislribntion pnryiomH. 

8. Each party will defray tlie entire expenditure on its own canals. 

9. The States concerned shall supply annually to meet the cost of construe* 
tion, while the works are in progress, a proportion of the estimated annual out¬ 
lay on the N'arioiifl headworks and river training works according to their share 
of the total equivalent authorised canal capacity nt these works as well as the 
whole of the funds required for the canals constructed on their behalf. 

10. On the completion of the works an account will be drawn out by the Bri¬ 
tish Government of the actual expenditure and a final statement will be prepared 
of the exact .sum due from tlie several States concerned when each State will pay 
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^ive back any dif!erence between its actual payments year 
ultimate share of the cost. 

11. The above account of total cost will include the proper charges for surveys, 
establishment, etc., whether incurred by the British or either of the other Gov¬ 
ernments concerned ; and credit will be given to each State for payments made 
by it directly. 

12. Copies of such parts of the British accounts of the expenditure on con¬ 
struction wnll be furnished periodically to the Governments of the States con¬ 
cerned, SO far as may be desired by them, and the States themselves will similarly 
furnish periodically accounts of any expenditure incurred by them directly. 

13. The seigniorage to be paid by the Bikaner State to the British Govern¬ 
ment on the water supplied will bo at a rate not exceeding one-tenth of the average 
water rate on the British .Perennial Canal from the Gharra taken at Rs. 6-8 in 
the projex5t at the commencement of irrigation. 

14. The sum to be paid for each crop will be calculated on the area obtained 
by multiplying the mean discharge at the head of the Bikaner Canal during the 
crop and duties of 83*3 and 1.75 acres per cnsec for Kharif and Rabi respectively. 

15. No seigniorage will be demanded until the eleventh year after the admis* 
siou of water into the Bikaner Canal and as long as the profits from the British 
Perennial Canal from the Gharra shall bo so small as would render the seigniorage 
rate of 10 per cent, of the average water rate per acre unduly high, such seignior¬ 
age shall be proportionately reduced at the discretion of the British Government. 

16. Tn cases of any falling off in the seasonal supply of water available in tho 
river the British Government and the other States will share the actual supply 
according to the original sharc.^ fixed and fhe States shall have no claim for com¬ 
pensation from the British Goverrinient on account of any such reduction of tho 
supply. 

17. The British Government will have full and exclusive control of the distri¬ 
bution of the supplies at tho canal heads and the Head Gauge Registers with 
discharges observed shall be hold to be the authoritative data for calculating 
the quantity of water supplied. 

If for purposes of accuracy of gauging and avoiding the influence of silt at 
tlie actual canal head the regulating gauge is placed a certain distance down the 
canal, the data obtained shall be taken to fulfil the conditions of the head gauge. 

18. No party will have any claim for restitution of waf/or not used by it when 
available. 

19. The several parties shall pay the same share of the annual charges for 
the maintenance inohiding extensions and improvements of the canal works as 
tliey ])ay of the first cost of the works and provide the funds amiuaily as requiredt 

20. The original construction of the canals with collateral works including 
distributaries sliall be carried out by and under the control of a Ghief Engineer 
appointed by the Britisli Government whose sole charge shall be the construction 
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working of this project, and separate Superintending Engineers shall be 
appointed for each State. 

21. The maintenance and management of the headworks with their connected 
works and in the case of Bikaner the Main Line down to the State border shall 
rest entirely in the hands of the British Government. 

22. The British Government undertake to maintain and to manage the canals 
and their distributaries on behalf of the States concerned for the first three years 
after their completion, but each State will distribute the supply from the outlets 
through its own Revenue Staflf. After this period the system shall be handed 
over to the State, subject to the proviso that this period may he extended at the 
option of the State concerned. 

23. On the initiation of construction, a programme of colonization shall be 
drawn up between the Chief Engineer and the Colonization Officer of the State, 
and the construction programme, as far as possible, shall be regulated to meet 
the requirements of the Colonization Officer. 

24. During the period of construction, and the period of management referred 
to in paragraph 22 the details of the superintendence, powers of local officers 
and other matters connected with the management shall be settled by the Punjab 
Government and the Government of the States concerned, subject to the confir¬ 
mation of the Government of India. 

25. For purposes of administration the Canal Act, VIII of 1873, suitably 
modified shall bo introduced by each State and offenders against the Act shall 
be made over by the canal officers for trial to the officers of the Government in 
whose territory the offence was committed. 

26. The miscellaneous produce, such as wood and grass, etc., on joint head- 
works will be shared by the parties concerned in proportion to their share in the 
first cost. ‘ 

27. The British Government reserves to itself the right of extending or alter¬ 
ing the river works at any time in any way it pleases, on the understanding that 
the share of the water first assigned to the parties under this agreement shall 
not be diminished without their assent being obtained. 

28. Until the State Canals have been handed over to the respective States 
for management it shall be the duty of the officers in charge to pay due atten¬ 
tion to any representations of the Governments of the States concerned or of 
their officers and to carry out their wislies as far as may be practicable or advis¬ 
able. 

29. Provided tliat the supplies assured to Bahawalpur under this agreement 
are not reduced, the British Government, if it desires to do so, may take a canal 
from above the 'weir on the Panjnad into Sind. 

On the assumption that a capacity of 7,500 cusecs wil be required for Sind 
a share of the cost of the Panjnad Head Works equal tolh^ will be borne by 
the British Government whether the canal is constructed or that tract or not. 
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e canal is constructed the entire cost of construction of the canal will be 
borne by the British Government. 

30. In case of any difference of opinion arising between any officer of the States 
concerned and the British Canal Officers on any matter relating to the manage¬ 
ment of the canal, it shall ordinarily be settled between the Government of the 
States and the Chief Engineer and in the event of their differing it shall be referred 
to the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab for decision. 

31. If any difference of opinion shall arise between the Government oi either 
of the States concerned and the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab as to the 
construction of this Agreement or any matter under it, a reference may be made 
to the Governor-General in Council, whose decision shall he final. 

32. If within 4 months of receipt of debit, the States do not provide their 
share of the funds necessary for carrying out the works, for the proper mainten¬ 
ance of the Hoadworks and connected works and in the case of Bikaner, for the 
Bikaner Main Line also, the British Government shall have the power to stop 
or restrict supplies, until such time as payment is made- 

33. The Governor-General in Council will at all times be ready to receive any 
representation from the Government of any of the States concerned, if such Gov- 
oniment considers that the spirit of the present proposals are from any cause 
not fully acted up to by the officers of the Punjab Government on whom the im¬ 
mediate duty of carrying them out will devolve. 

34. If at any time it is found desirable for the more efficient working uf the 
canal system to store water on the Beas it shall be optional for the three parties 
to share the cost of the storage in proportion to the benefits to be received by 
them.

We, therefore, wish to make clear that by our sign¬ 
ing this Agreement the rights of His Highness the Maharaja of Bikaner and His 
Highness the Nawab of Bahawaltnir or their Governments to take up such matter 
of detailed phraseology at a subsequent date with the Government of India are 
not impaired or affected prejudicially in any manner.

TuEATV.hotween the HoNouiiABt.E the English East India Company and Hao 
Sheo Sing, Reoent op Sekohi, concluded by Captain Alexandkk Speirs, 
Agent at Serobi, on the pait of tho Honourable Company by order of 
Major-General Sir David Ochterlony", Baronet, o.c.b., Resident at 
Matava and Eajpootana, in virtue of full powders granted by the Eight 
Honourable William Pitt, Lord Amhebst, Governor-General in Coun¬ 
cil, and on his owm part by Eao Shed Sing, Regent of Serohi,—-1823. 

Whereas at this time Kao Sheo Sing, the Regent of Serohi and representa¬ 
tive of the rulers of tliat principality, lias solicited that the protection of the Bri¬ 
tish Government may be extended to his country, and the Britisli Government 
has satisfied itself that the State of Serohi is not politically dependent on any 
of the other Princes or Chiefs of Eajpootana, the request of the Rao has been com¬ 
plied with, and the following Articles have been agreed upon as a lasting engage¬ 
ment to dehue the relations between tho ])arties, and to determine tho terms and 
conditions of the alliance wliicli will be adhered to by botli govenunents as dong 
US the sun and the moon shall endu re. 

Article 1. 

The British Government consents to take under its protection, and to receive 
amongst the number of its dependent and tributary States, the chiefship and 
territory of Serohi. 

Article 2, 

The Regent Rao Shoo Sing on his own behalf, and in the name of the Rao, 
his heirs ami successors, hereby acknowledges the supremacy of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, and engages to discharge with fidelity the duties of allegiance, and to 
observe punctually the other conditions detailed in this engagement. 




The llao of Serohi will not form or maintain connections with any otlior States 
or Chiefs. Ho will not commit aggression on any one. If by accident disputes 
arise with a neighbour they shall be subrnitted to the arbitration and decision 
of the British Government. That Government undertakes also to arbitrate and 
adjust any claims whicli may bo possessed or advanced by other States upon 
Serohi or vice-t^rsd, whether for lands, service, money, contributions, or other¬ 
wise. 

Akticlk 4. 

The jurisdiction of the British Government shall not bo introduced into the 
territories of Berohi, but the riders thereof shall at all times attend to the advice 
of the oflicer of the British Government in the administration of their affairs, 
and act in conformity thereto. 

Artiolk 5. 

The territory of Berohi having at this time become a perfect desert, in con 
sequence of intestine divisions, the disorderly conduct of the evil-disposed por¬ 
tion of its inhabitants, and the incursions of predatory tribes, the Regent hereby 
expressly and specially engages to follow the counsel of the British authority 
in all his proceedings for the restoration of the prosperity of the country and the 
introduction of good order and regularity. The Regent likewise promises that 
he will use Jiis most strenuous exertions, both now and hereafter, for the improve¬ 
ment of the country, the suppression of robbery and theft, and the due and effi¬ 
cient administration of justice to all his subjects. 

Article 6. 

If any of the Sirdars and Thakoors of Berohi shall commit offences or be guilty 
of disobedience, the same shall be punislied by fine or confiscation of lands, or 
such other infliction as may be in each case determined on, in concert and con¬ 
currence with the Olficers of the British Government. 

Article 7. 

All classics in Berohi, nobles and peasants, having with one voice declared 
that Rao Oodebaun, the former ruler, was justly deposed and thrown into con 
ffiiement, with the approbation of all the Sirdars and Thakoors, on account of 
his tyranny and oppression to his subjects, and the Rao Slieo Singh being by 
all parties admitted to be the proper successor, the British Government will recog¬ 
nize the Rao Sheo Sing as Regent of the State during the time of his natural life, 
but after his decease, should there be any lawful heirs of Rao Oodebann, they 
will Bucceed to the principality. 
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Akticle 8. 


The State of Scrohi shall pay such tribute to the British Government to defray 
the expenses incurred by undertaking its protection as may be determined on, 
at; the expiration of three years from the date of this engagement, provided, how¬ 
ever, that the amount thereof shall not exceed three-eighths or six annas of the 
annual revenues of the country. 

Article 9. 

With the view to the encouragement of trade and the promotion of the general 
welfare of the community it shall be competent to the Oflicera of the British Gov¬ 
ernment to recommend such rates of transit duties and regulations for the collec¬ 
tion of customs within the limits of the Serohi territory as may on further ex¬ 
perience bo judged expedient, and to interfere from time to time to enforce or 
amend the same. 

Article 10. 

When any detachment of British troops shall be employed in or near Serohi 
the Rao will, in the due discharge of his duty to the British Government, provide 
the same with all the needful supplies without charging any duty thereon. The 
Commanding Officer of such force will, on his part, use his best endeavours for 
the protection from injury of the crops and cornfields ; and should it meet the 
views of the British Government to canton a force in Serohi it shall be optional 
with it to do so, and no dissatisfaction with the arrangement will be felt on the 
part of the Rao. So also should it be found necessary hereafter to raise for the 
service of the State of Serohi a corps, to be officered and disciplined by Europeans 
the Rao engages to adopt that measure to the extent of his means on the recom¬ 
mendation of the British Government: a liberal regard being had to the amount 
paid by him as tribute. The militia actually entertained by the Rao will be at 
all times ready to act in subordinate co-operation with the Officers of the British 
Government.

Engagkmrnt of the Rao of Serohi for the repayment of a loan, —1823. 

The Right Honourable the Govenior-General in Council having been pleased 
to authorize a loan not exceeding fifty thousand Soiiat Rupees for three years 
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.t interest to Maha Rao Sheo Sing, Regent of Serohi, for the specific pur¬ 
pose of entertaining and keeping up a small corps of Irregulars, to be employed 
for the police and revenue duties of the State under the advice and superinten¬ 
dence of the British Agent; Maha Rao Sheo Sing engages, after the expiration 
of three years from the date of the first payment to the troops, to commence the 
liquidation of such sums as he may have borrowed by mortgaging three-fourths 
of the customs duties. 


Any difference in exchange or loss in raising the money to bo borne by the 
Rao, it being clearly understood the repayment is to be made in a Rupee of equal 
value to the advance. 


No. XV. 

Translation of an Engaokmrnt entered into by Rare St no Tacooor of Neem" 

BUDGE concluded at Serohi on Bysak Sood chut Siimbut 188(), correspoiur 

ing with the 4th May, A.D. 1824, 

On Bysak Sood Ekum Sumbut 1818, corresponding with the 29th Ajiril 1824, 
Race Sing Taccoor and Prim Sing Taccoor of Neembudgc having been reconciled, 
and having submitted themselves to Maha Rao Sea Sing of Serohi, hereby acknow¬ 
ledge his supremacy and subscribe to the following seven Articles of agreement 
which are to endure from generation to generation and to which no objections 
shall ever be made. 

Article 1. 

From produce of every description, whether of land, transit, or town duties from 
the village and puttah of Neembudge, six aunas in the Rupee, or three-eighths, 
shall be paid to the Sree Durbar of Serohi. Fines and exactions of every descrip¬ 
tion from the ryots to be discontinued. 

Article 2. 

Koonwur Oody Sing, the son of the Taccoor of Neembudgc, wishes to obtain 
the rents of the villages of Girwur, Pornera, and Moongthullah, the jaghire of 
the late Taccoor Lakh Jee ; at present that State is under Pahlanpoor protection, 
should it be restored to Serohi, this point will be decided by the Maha Rao agree¬ 
ably to the rules of strict justice. 

Article 3. 

In Neembudge and its dependencies all affairs of revenue, justice, etc., shall 
be conducted in concert with the kamdars of Serohi; no injustice or oppression 
will be allowed. 

Article 4. 

Whenever the sirdars and the troops of Serohi assemble for any particular 
service the Taccoor of Neembudge in person and his troops shall also attend with¬ 
out making any excuse.

The Durbar of Sorohi lias, for the maintenauce and support of the Koonwur, 
Tacoooranios, and female relations of the Neembudge Taccoor, oxoinpted the 
undor-mentionod eighteen wells from the payment of the sum chargeable on the 
other lands of his estate: no alteration in these shall over take place.

That proper precautions be taken to prevent the soldiers being robbed, as the 
Kao could not consider biinself responsible in such cases. 


Article 9. 

That measures be taken to prevent injury to the cultivation, crops, and other 
property. That the soldiers be forbidden to gather or destroy mangoes, jainuns, 
nectarines, honey, Ac., the same being private property (except the earounda, 
which abounds, and to which tliey are welcome). 


Article 10, 

That no roads or footpaths bo stopped up. 


Article 11. 

That the Kao be not called upon to assist the bazaar, but that all arrange¬ 
ments for tlic collections of supplies be made imlopcndontly of his assistance. 


Article 12. 

That individuals, cither Eiiropean or Native, do not travel alone in the 8erohi 
Territory without a guide as a defence against robbery ; and that all guides, coolies, 
and labourers be paid according to the rates obtained in Serolii, and which were 
settled by Colonel Sutherland. 

Article 13. 

All labourers and coolies on Aboo to be paid agreeably to the rates there ob¬ 
taining, and which were settled by Colonel Sutherland. 


Article 14. 

That the Anadra and Dumanee Ghats be the ones used by the soldiers. 
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Article 15. 


If circumstances should arise to render further conditions or arrangements 
necessary that they should be made in communication with the Rao through the 
Political Superintendent. To prevent misapprehension I have given the above 
points ill detail, though it will be perceived that they resolve themselves almost 
into the ordinary observances of troops on a march.

After Compliments. —The Serohi State is just now in debt, it is therefore 
my particular wish that the British Government should, for seven or eight years, 
direct its management, so as to bring the annual expenditure within the receipts, 
that the debts may be liquidated and the country brought into a thriving con¬ 
dition ; should the object desired not be obtained in the above-named seven or 
eight years, the period to be extended. This vStato has been saved by the British 
Government. I therefore trust to its kindness to adopt further measures for 
its improvement. Syud Niamut Ali (Vakeel) has been directed to accompany 
you as far as Neemuch ; he is well acquainted with the aflairs of Serohi, both past 
and present, and can give information on all questions concerning it, <fcc., kc. 


Translation of a Khureeta from His Highness the Rao of Serohi to Lieute¬ 
nant-Colonel Sir H. M. Lawrence, k.o.b., Agent to the Governor- 
General for the States of Rajpootana, dated the 11th February 1854. 

After Compliments,*— I have received your letter of the 3rd February (instant) 
(being a reply to one from me), informing me that before my request can be com¬ 
plied with it is necessary that you should be informed whether I am prepared 
to give my ready assent to all such arrangements as the Political Superintendent 
may consider necessary and advisable, reduction of expenditure, &c., &c., my own 
station and respectability being duly observed ; also whether I engage that no 
sort of impediment shall be oilercd to the Political Superintendent’s entire manage¬ 
ment of affairs, and requiring an early answer to those propositions. 

I fully understand your letter, and state in reply that my position being duly 
respected, I shall be extremely happy that the arrangements take place as pro¬ 
posed, and engage that there shall be no obstacles made to the Political Super¬ 
intendent’s arrangements during the period agreed on for his management. 

Syud Niamut Ali, who is with you, is fully competent to give any information 
you may require on the above subject; 1 consider him a well-wisher.

Translation of a Khureeta from the Rao of Serohi to the Officiating Poli¬ 
tical Superintendent, dated Sawun Sood Ikrus, Sumbut 1923, or 23rd 
August 1866. 

I have duly received your khureeta dated 6th July 1866, in which you state 
that many more European gentlemen and men now reside on Ahoo than used 
to be the case ; that the. native foreign population has greatly increased ; and 
that owing to these circumstances the arrangements made by the late Rao are 
insufficient, and it is necessary that the powers of the PoHtical Superintendent 
should be confirmed in the usual manner, &c., &c. 

I quite agree in this, and I therefore concur that Act XLV of 1860, Act XXV 
of 1861, and Act VMl of 1859, and any Municipal Acts for conservancy and road- 
making be extended to Aboo and published in the Gazette. 


Translation of a Kuureeta from the Rao of Serohi to the Officiating Poli¬ 
tical Superintendent, dated the 22nd September 1866. 

1 have duly received your kliureeta dated 27th August. I have already ad¬ 
dressed you in my khureeta dated 23rd August, in which I have consented to 
the extension of Act XLV of 1860, Act XXV of 1861, Act VIII of 1859, and any 
Municipal Acts to Aboo and Anadra, and I now write to say that I likewise agree 
to all amendTiients or modifications which may be made in these Acts applying 
to Aboo and Anadra. 

And fnrtbcr that Act VI of 1864, Act X of 1862, and Act XIV of 1859 be ex¬ 
tended to these places, any revenue derived from stamps being expended on the 
Aboo roads and bazars. 

The Supreme Government may also 6x the powers of the Political Sujierinten- 
dent in civil and criminal matters. Any cases beyond those powers to be heard 
by the Agent, Governor-General, in whose Court also appeals from the Political 
Superintendent should be heard. I make, however, these provisos: 1st, that 
any civil or criminal cases between Serohi subjects, either at Aboo or Anadra, 
be settled, as heretofore, by the Serohi Local Courts in accordance with our cus¬ 
toms ; 2nd, that our religion and customs be not affected ; 3rd, that the above 
powers which I have made over to the Supremo Government may be withdrawn 
when I so wish it.

TJiat any person, being a subject of Serohi, commuting a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Serohi State, and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the former 
on requisition in the usual manner. 


Article 3. 


That any person other tlian a Serohi subject, committing a heinous oBence 
within the limits of the Serohi State, and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will he apprehended, and the case investigated by such court as the British Gov¬ 
ernment may direct. As a general rule such cases will be tried by the Court of 
the Political Superintendent, in whom the Political supervision of Serohi may 
be vested.

That in no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any person

Katifed the 14th April 1879. 

Article 1. 

His Highness the Rao of Sirohee agnies to prevent ahsolutoly the making 
of salt within the limits of the Sirohee State. 

Article 2. 

His Highness the liao agrees to prevent the import into, and export from, 
the Sirohee State of any salt whatever other than salt upon which duty has been 
levied by the British Government. 

Article 3, 

No transit duty shall be levied within the Sirohee State upon salt upon which 
duty has been levied by the British Government. 

Article 4. 

In consideration of the faithful and effective observance of these conditions 
the British Government agree to pay to His Highness the Rao of Sirohee annually 
the following sums : — 

For reasonable cliarges to be incurred in preventing the making of salt, and 
the illicit import or export of salt, Rs. 900 (nine hundred). 

For compensation for the exemption from transit duties stipulated under 
Article 3, Rs. 900 (nine hundred). 

Furthermore, the British Government agree to permit His Highness the llao 
to purchase annually from the salt-works at Pachbadra and from the Luni Tract, 
for the consumption of the people of his State, thirteen thousand (13,000) British 
Indian maunds of salt. The British duty on the salt thus purchased shall be 
levied at half the full rate of duty at the time leviable at the works from which 
the salt is supplied. The British Government will endeavour to deliver this salt 
from Pachbadra and the Luni Tract, so long as salt is made at those two places, 
in such proportion as His Highness the lia(> may require. This salt shall bo forth¬ 
with removed into the Sirohee State and shall not be re-exported therefrom. 

Article 5. 

If any considerable stocks of salt be proved to exist within the Sirohee State 
when this Agreement comes into force the Rao will, if so required by the British 
Government, take possession of such stocks, and will give the owners thereof 
the option either of transferring the salt to the British Government at such equit¬ 
able valuations as may be fixed by liis Highness the Rao in concurrence with 
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^^olitical Ageiit, or of paying the said Agent such duty not exceeding two 
rupees eight annas [)er rnaund on such salt as the Governor-General in Council 
may fix. In the event of the owner aforesaid accepting the latter alternative, 
they shall be allowed to retain the salt on which the duty so provided may be 
paid, but not otherwise. 


Article 6. 


In the event of its being proved by experience that the arrangements made 
in accordance with this Agreement by His Highness the Rao of Siroheo for the 
safety of the British salt revenue are practically insufficient, or in the event of 
its being proved to the full satisfaction of the British Government that the quan¬ 
tity of salt provided for the consumption and use of the people of Sirohee in Article 
4 is materially insufficient, this Ageement will bo of)en to revision. 


Artiolk 7. 

This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed h^eafter by the 
British Government.

Letter from the Assistant Secretary to the Government of India, Foreign 
Department, to the Agent to the Governor-General in Rajputana, 
No. 960-I,P., dated Fort William, the 7th December 1880. 

With reference to the letter from this office, No. 3100-G., dated the 15th

ment of India, on the distinct understanding that His Highness will free the salt 
trade in the Serohi State from all Imposts of every description, and will notify 
the removal of imposts so as to ensure the merchants fully understanding it. 

3. I am to enquire on what date or dates you would propose that the annual 
money payment should he made. 

4. Referring to the 9th* paragraph of your letter under reply, I am to say that 
a record of the change now made, and of its acceptance by His Highness the Rao 
of Serohi by a Kharita addressed to you, will be sufficient, without any formal 
modification of the treaty.

Agreement supplementary to the Treaty of 1867 regarding Extradition,— 

1887. 

Whereas a treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded on 
the 31 st October 1867 between the British Government and the Serohi State : 
And whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition of offenders 
from British India to the Serohi State has been found by experience to be less 
simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law as to the extradi¬ 
tion of offenders in force in British India : It is hereby agreed between the British 
Government and the Serohi State that the provisions of the Treaty prescribing a 
procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer apply to cases of extradi¬ 
tion from British India to the Serohi State ; but that the procedure prescribed 
by the law as to the extradition of offenders for the time being in force in British 
India shall be followed in every such case.

Agreement relating to the Lease of certain Lands on Abu, —1917. 

^ Whereas the British Government and the Sirohi Darbar have deemed it ex 
pedient to enter into an agreement w'hereby the Sirohi Darhar shall lease to the 
British Government certain defined lands on Abn, it is hereby declared and agreed 
as follows :— 

As a mark of bis loyalty to the Britisli Throne, His Highness Maharajadhiraja 
Maharao Sir Kaishreo Singh Bahadur, G.C.I.E., K.C.S.I., of Sirohi, hereby on 
behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, leases and makes over the area speci- 
fied and described in the accompanying Schedule and Map * to the British Gov¬ 
ernment permanently with effect from the Ist October 1917. 

In this document the term “ Abu ” means “ the leased area at Abu '' but the 
area to be so leased does not include the area referred to as Sirohi limits in the 
Schedule and Map. 

The following conditions are also declared and agreed :— 

(1) That the entire management of the said area with the exception of the 

Sirohi limits within the area referred to in the preamble and aO the 
rights and privileges as well as full revenue, civil and criminal juris¬ 
diction and all other powers of administration shall be vested in the 
British Government and that the said area sliall be administered on 
behalf of the British Government by such officer or officers as the Gov¬ 
ernor-General in Council may appoint for the purpose. 

(2) That the British Government shall pay to the Sirohi Darbar through the 

Agency Treasurer at Abu on the 1st day of October in every year, 
beginning from the 1st October 1917, a fixed annual rent of Rs, 25,000 
(rupees twenty-five thousand) in addition to the sum of Rs. 2,000 
(rupees two thousand) stipulated in condition 28 of this agreement 
as compensation for the closure of the Dilwara liquor shop or a total

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sum of Rs. 27,000 (rupees twenty-seven thousand) without any deduc* 
tions on any account whatsoever. 

(3) That the British Government shall remit their present jurisdictional rights 

at Anadra and in the Bazar at Kharari (Abu Road) with the excep¬ 
tion of such portions of the latter place (Kharari) as lie within railway 
limits proper or within the limits of the road between Kharari railway 
station and Abu. 

(4) That the British Government shall retain jurisdiction over the road bet¬ 

ween Kharari railway station and Abu together with a strip of land 
30 feet wide on each side of the road fox the requirements of the Public 
Works Department and for traffic purposes of all kinds whatever. 
This condition will also apply to any diversion of the existing road 
or to any new road or railway that may be made with the approval of 
the Darbar from Abu to the plains. Any alignment thrown into 
disuse will revert with jurisdiction thereover to the Sirohi Darbar. 

The measuremenfe of the strip of land 30 feet wide on each side of the road 
shall be made auperhcially, that is along the surface of the ground, 
whether the surface be horizontal or not horizontal, provided that 
where any boulder or other protrusion or depression intervenes the 
measurement shall be made along the surface in accordance with the 
general lie of the land and shall not be affected by any such protru¬ 
sion or depression ; provided also that where any retaining wall or 
any other similar construction is already in existence for the support 
or protection of the road the strip of land 30 feet wide shall be measured 
from the base of such construction if it lies below the level of the road 
and from the top of such construction if it lies above the level of the 
road. 

The Sirohi Darbar will impose no taxation on goods passing from Abu 
to the railway station at Kharari or on goods passing from the railway 
station at Kharari to Abu, 

(6) That there shall be no contribution towards the Abu Municipality on the 
part of the Sirohi Darbar and the present contribution of Es. 8,000 
hitherto paid by the Sirohi Darbar towards the Abu Municipality shall 
cease. 

(6) That the payment of tribute by the Sirohi Darbar to the British Govern¬ 

ment (Rs. 6,881-4-0) annually shall cease. 

(7) That the Dak Bungalows at Oria and Anadra with the lands on which 

they stand shall be restored to the Sirohi Darbar with the condition 
that tliey may be maintained as Dak Bungalows, His Highness retain¬ 
ing a prior right to their use when needed for journeys of himself and 
family. 

(8) That the rules for the guidance of the Courts of Vakils for Rajputana 

shall not apply to offences committed within the area hereby leased. 
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(9) That the Extradition Treaty (No. LXXXIX of 1867)* in force between 
the Britinh Government and the Birohi Darbar shall apply to the area 
hereby leased as if the said area were included in the term British 
territory ’’ and tiiat for the purpose of this agreement the ohences of 
, ‘‘ theft and s,iauggling liquor or hemp-drugs ’’ shall be added to 
the list of heinous offences contained in Article 5 of the aforesaid Treaty. 


(10) That the killing of cows or bullocks, pea-fowl or pigeons and the bring¬ 

ing of beef within the area hereby leased be strictly prohibited. 

(11) That the temples and slirines, and their precincts be kept free from intru¬ 

sion. 

(12) That the priests and fakirs remain unmolested except in cases of their 

committing any breach of the laws. 

(13) That fishing be forbidden near the residence of the priests at the south¬ 

east corner, of the Nakki Lake. 

(14) That the Darbar shall not be called upon to assist the Bazar, but all 

arrangements for the collection of supplies shall be made indepen¬ 
dently of their assistance, 

(15) That no existing roads or footpaths in the leased area shall be stopped, 

without previous intimation to the Birohi Darbar and a full considera¬ 
tion of any representation they may make in the matter. 

(16) The Birohi Darbar, in exercise of their sovereign or reversionary right in 

and over the area hereby leased shall be granted a reasonable royalty 
on all mines of any kind, excluding ordinary building stone quarries, 
that may be discoverijd and worked during the currency of the lease ; 
and Government shall remit the royalty on stone and stone slabs 
supplied to the Birohi Darbar from the quarries situated within the 
leased area. 


(17) The members of the family of His Highness the Maharao Sahib shall bo 

exempt from the jurisdiction of British Courts and the British Police 
within the area hereby leased, 

(18) His Highness, his family members and his followers as well as their animals 

and means of conveyance shall be exempt from all Municipal taxation 
of any form witliin the leased area, and also His Highness^ six chief 
oflicials (namely, Diwan or State Secretary, the Private Secretary to 
His Highness, the Vakil, the Kevenue and Judicial Officers and the 
Suporintondent of Customs and Excise) shall he exempt from all Muni¬ 
cipal taxation of any form within the leased area. 

Breaches of municipal ruh^ and regulations committed by His High- 
ness’ followers shall be punished under His Highness’ orders, 

(19) 'J’he same rules under the Arms Act as a])ply in Eajpiitana regarding 

possi'ssion of arms and going armed on a journey shall apply, within 
tl\c leased area, to the members of His Highness the Maharao’s family. 
State jagiidars, ollicers and servants.

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That all goods, chattels or other siipi)lie8 whatsoever for personal con« 
sumption or use brought into or exported from or passing through the 
area hereby leased for the Darbar and their family members shall be 
exempt from octroi customs or any other sort of duties levied or in 
future to bo levied by the Municipality or the Government of India. 

(21) That pilgrims shall not bo hindered in passing through the area except 

imder restrictions imposed by medical authorities in the interests of 
public health ; and no special tax shall bo imposed on them as such 
by the British authorities. 

(22) The British officials at Abu will give all reasonable help in respect of 

Sirohi subjects disobeying or defying the authority of the Sirohi Darbar 
and taking shelter in Abu. The Sirohi Darbar will similarly give all 
reasonable help in respect of all persons disobeying or defying the 
British officials at Abu and taking shelter in Sirohi territory. 

(23) Goods passing to and from Sirohi limits and other villages on Abu outside 

the leased area, shall be passed through the leased area free of duty 
when covered by the req^uisitc permits from the British Customs 
officers. 


(24) That the Sirohi Darbar shall be given the option of financing and owning 

any electric or steam tram or railway that may hereafter be construc¬ 
ted between the leased area and any existing main line of railway ; 
always provided that the final decision as to the form of the scheme 
and the management thereof after completion remain with the British 
Government. 

(25) The present arrangements in regard to the Abu Road (Kharari) dispen¬ 

sary shall cease, and the institution be handed over entirely to the 
Sirchi Darbar, provided that the Sirohi Darbar undertakes to main¬ 
tain in charge of the Abu Road dispensary a qualified sub-assistant 
surgeon, who will work in co-operation with the plague inspection 
medical staff at Abu Road and will furnish the officers of Government 
through the Darbar officer at Kharari with all such information re¬ 
garding epidemic disease, as may bo required by them for the due 
protection of the Abu area from infection. 


Provided also that the Darbar will continue to the Abu Road dispensary 
the grant which it at present receives totalling Rs. 1,000 per annum, 
viz ,:—

(26) The birthday of the Killing Chief of Sirohi shall be observed on Abu as 

a holiday and his position shall be recognized by some public honour 
that shall be apparent to all the population such as the firing of salutes 
whenever there is a gun at Abu. 

(27) That Treaty Ko. *LXXXV of 1845 and each and all other previous agree¬ 

ments in so far as jurisdiction at Abu has thereby been ceded by the 
Sirohi Darbar to the British Government are cancelled. 

(28) That there shall be no neutral zone ” around the Abu station; but 

His Highness undertakes to close the existing Dilwara liquor shop in 
return for an annual payment of Rs. 2^000 (rupees two thousand) to 
the Sirohi State and to refrain from opening any other liquor shop 
within a three-mile radius of the boundary of the leased area. The 
British officials on Abu will likewise not open any liquor shop on the 
Abu cart road and will allow tli(3 existing Sirohi liquor shops at Cbipa- 
beri and Taleti at the foot of the hill on the Abu cart road to remain.

to be transported free of any tax whatever in sealed casks and packages 
through the artm leased, under permits granted by the Magistrate of 
the leased area.

if they desire to do bo, the road between Abu and Oria and the road 
between Abu and Anadra.

(1) Kotah. 

The principality of Kotah is an offshoot from Bundi, and was formed 
about 1679, when Afadho Singh, second son of Rao Rattan Singh of 
Bundi, conquered the country round the present city of Kotah, and held 
it under a grant from the Emperor Jehangir. The limits of the State 
were subsequently extended by conquest to tho east and south, and the 
State continued in the family of Madho Singh until the time of XJniaid 
Singh, when the British Government formed their first ooriueotion with 
Kotah. Like all the other Rajput States, Kotah had heen despoiled 
by the Mahrattas, afld was under obligations, which it was too poor to 
fulfil, to pay tribute to each of the three great Mahratta families of 
Malwa, the Puars, Scindia and Holkar, us well as to the Peshwa. 

Kotah was saved from absolute ruin hy the talents of the Minister, 
Raj Ra na Zalim Singh, into whose hands Maharao TJmaid Singh 
surrendered all power. In the course of forty-five years he raised 
Kotah to the position of one of the most powerful and flourishing 
States in Rajpntaiia. Kotah wjis one of the first of the Raji*ut States 
to co-operate with the British Government for the stipjiression of the 
Pindaris in 1817. Through Zalim Singh a Treaty (No. I) was concluded 
with the Maharao in December 1817, hy which Kotah was taken under 
the protection of the British Government: the tribute formerly paid 
to tlie Mahrattas was made payable to the British Government, who 
accounted to Scindia for his share; and the Maharao was to furnish 
troops, a< (a)rding to his means, when reciuired. A siip|)Ienieivtary Art icle 
was added to the Treaty, vesting the principality in Maharao TTmaid 
Singh and his heirs, and the administration in Raj Rana Zalim Singh 
and his heirs, in regular succession and perpetuity. The trihutary 
elaim-s on Shahabad, the personal estate of Zalim Singh, were reniitted 
on Kotah restoring to Mewar some lands held from that State as .security 
for a bond debt of nine lakhs of rupees. The fidelity and active zeal 
of Zalim Singh in the Pindari war were further rewarded ii\ 1819 by 
the permanent annexation to the State (No. TI) of four districts ceded 
by Holkar. It was at first intended to make a separate grant of these 
districts to the Minister; but he insisted that they should be annexed 
to the Kotah State. 

During the life of Maharao Umaid Singh no incouvenieuce was felt 
from the arrangements made, hy the Treaty of 1817, by which the titular 
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was guaranteed to one person and the de facto mlersliip to 
another; but on his death in 1820 his successor, Kishor Singh, 
attempted to secure the actual administration by force. Kishor Singh 
was defeated by a British force, and in 1821 entered into an Engagement 
(No. Ill) under which he received an allowance of about Rs. 1,64,877, 
and recognised the perpetual succession to the administration of Zalini 
Singh and his heirs. 

Zalim Singh died in 1824, and his son Madho Singh succeeded him. 
The unfitnefts of Madho Singh for office wvls a matter of notoriety; but 
he received undisputed charge of the administration under the Treaty. 
In 1828 Maharao Kishor Singh died and was succeeded by his nephew 
Ram Singh. In 1834 disputes between Ram Singh and his Minister 
Madan Singh, the son and successor of Madho Singh, broke out afresh. 
There was danger of a popular rising' for the expulsion of the Minister; 
and it was therefore resolved, with the (ionsent of the Ruler of Kotah, 
to dismember the State and to create the new principality of Jhalawar 
as a separate provision for the descendants of Zalim Singh. Seventeen 
parganas, yielding a revenue of twelve lakhs of rupees, w’^ere made over 
to Madan Singh. This arrangement formed the basis of a new Treaty 
(No. IV) concluded with Kotah in 1838. The Maharao's tribute was 
reduced by Rs. 80,000, which s\im was to be paid by Jhalawar, and he 
agreed to maintain an auxiliary force at a cost of not more than three 
lakhs of rupees. It was with much reluctance that the Maharao agreed 
to the formation of this force; and, in consequence of his repeated re¬ 
monstrances, the payment for it was reduced to two lakhs in 1844, and 
it was agreed that, if this sum should prove insufficient, the difference 
would be paid from the Kotah tribute. At the same time the Maharao 
was warned that, if he failed to make his payments punctually, a 
territorial security would be required both for the tribute and for the 
payments for the auxiliary force. 

The auxiliary force, which was known as the Kotah Contingent, muti¬ 
nied in 1857. The Maharao’s troops also mutinied and murdered the Poli¬ 
tical Agent and his two sons at the Kotah Revsidency, the Maharao himself 
making no earnest attempt to render him assistance. In 1857 the Kotah 
Contingent was disbanded and the Deoli Irregular Force, which later 
became the 42nd Deoli Regiment, was raised to take its place. In 1921 
this Regiment was disbanded and in 1922 was replaced by the Mina 
Corps, which now represents the Kotah Contingent. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Kotah received a Sanad of Adoption (see Part 
I, No. VIII). 

Ram Singh died in 1866 and was succeeded by his only son Bhim 
Singh, who took the family name of Shatru Sal. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Kotah was granted a permanent salute of 17 
guns. 
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__ 1869 an Extradition Treaty (No. V) was concluded wdtU Kotah 

providing for tlie mutual surrender of criminals. This was modified 
in 1887 by an Agreement (No. VII) which provided that,- in the extra¬ 
dition of offenders from British India to Kotah, the procedure for the 
time being in force in British India shoiild be followed. 

For some years before the death of Ham Singh, the affairs of Kotah 
had been in an unsatisfactory condition. The fidministration was con¬ 
ducted by irresponsible and unprincipled ministers, and the debts of 
the State at his death amounted tof 27 lakhs. Some slight improvement 
took place on Shatru SaFs succeseion, but it was not of long duration. 
The tribute and military contribution due to the British (Government 
fell repeatedly into arrears, and the debts of the State increased to 80 
lakhs. The intemperate habits of the Maharao unfitted him for the ad¬ 
ministration, which was entrusted to unworthy favourites who committed 
gross acts of cruelty and oppression and embezzled the revenues of the 
State. While earnestly advising the Maharao to adopt reforms, the 
British Government were unwilling to interpose by direct action so long 
as there wus a hope of effecting the necessary imiirovements through 
the Maharao. At last the Maharao himself, despairing of being able 
to effect a reform, voluntarily requested the interference of the British 
Government, and intimated his willingness to receive an Indian Minister 
nominated hy them, and to adopt any administrative measures that 
might be considered necessary. Accordingly in 1874 Nawah Faiz Ali 
Khan Bahadur, formerly Minister of Jaipur, was appointed to ad¬ 
minister the Kotah State subject to the general advice and control of 
the Agent to the Governor-General. Shatru Sal was prohibited from 
all interference in the affairs of the State, and a suitable allowance was 
assigned for his support. 

On the retirement of Faiz Ali Khan in 1876, the administration of 
the State was placed in the hands of a British Political Agent assisted 
by a Council; but, after the Maharao had to some extent reformed, it 
was decided that he should be consulted on matters of importance, and 
certain departments were placed under his special directions. The State 
debts were steadily paid off by instalments and eventually were com¬ 
pletely liquidated. 

In 1881 the Darhar abolished all transit duties throughout the State, 
except duties on opium and intoxicating drugs. 


In 1882 an Agreement (No. VI) was concluded with the Darhar for 
the suppression of the manufacture of edible salt within the State, the 
prevention of the consumption and import of any but British duty-paid 
salt, and the abolition of all taxes thereon. In return the British 
Government undertook to pay the Maharao Rs. 16,000 annually; to 
certain jagirdars and others, through the Maharao, Rs. 3,175 annually and 
a sum of Rs, 15,905 as compensation to others for the loss of their rights. 
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Sal died on the 11th June 1889, and was succeeded by the 
present Maharao, his adopted son Udai Singh, who took the family name 
of Umaxd Singh. He was born on tlie 5th September 1873, and was 
installed in December 1892 and invested wdth full powers in December 


1898. 


On the 1st January 1899 15 out of the 17 pargaiias, alienated in 
1838 in order to form the principality of Jhala\var, weie restored by 
the British Oovernnient to Kotah in consequence of the deposition of 
Maharaj Raiia Zalim Singh of Jhalawar, and the extinction of the 
direct line of the first Raj liana Zalim Singh. To provide for the family 
to which the hitter belonged, and also for some nobles and subjects 
rvhose transfer to Kotah was cofisidered undesirable, a new" State was 
created out of the renxainder of the old State, consisting of the 
Chaumehla, the Patan Tahsil and a part of Suket. 

In February 1899 an Agreement (No. VIII) was concluded hetween 
the Maharao and the Indian Midland liiiihvay Company, for the working 
of the Kotah vsection of the Cluna-Baran Railway. In 1901, in conse- 
quen(‘e of clauses 28 and 29 of an Agreement concluded in 1900 between 
the Secretary of State and the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Com¬ 
pany, clauses 15 and 18 of the Agreement of 1899 were modified with 
the consent of the Kotah Darbar. 

In 1901 the Darbar agreed to the intioduction in the State of the 
postal imity scheme; and in the same year the local currency was re¬ 
placed by British currency. 

In 1904 the Darbar agreed to surrender land, free of charge, for the 
construction and w’orking of the Nugda-Miittra Railway, 

In 1911 an Agreement (No. IX), supplementary to the Railway 
Agieemeiit of 1899, was concluded between tlie Maharao and the Secre¬ 
tary of State. Under this Agreement the Se(*retary of State In^came a 
party to the Agreement of 1899 in place of the Indian Midland Railway 
Company, wdiich wnas merged in the Great Indian Peninsula Railway 
Company, wdiich was merged in the Great Indiaji Peninsula Railway 
tions in India of the official instead of the calendar year, clause 1 of 
the Agreement of 1899 w"as revised. In 1918 clauvses 15 and 18 of the 
Agreement of 1899, as revised in 1901, were further modified. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Maharao placed all the re¬ 
sources of his State at the disposal of the British Government and 
offered his personal services. 

In 1921 Maharao Umaid Singh was granted a personal salute of 19 
guns. 

In 1922 the State enacted laws and regulations to give effect to the 
provisions of the International Opium Convention of 1912.

JPUTANA—EASTERN RAJPUTANA STATES AGENCY—

.^^Extradition arrangements have been effected between Kotah and 
several other States both in and outside Rajputana. A list of these is 
given in Appendix I, 

The area of the State is 5,684 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 630,060 ; and the revenue Rs. 50,88,000. 

The tribute payable by the State to the British Government is 
Rs. 2,34,720, in addition to the contribution of two lakhs of rupees for 
the maintenance of the Mina Corps at Deoli. 

The troops which the Maharao is allowed to maintain are limited 
to 15,000 men of all descriptions. The military forces consist (1929) 
of 278 Cavalry, 1,670 Infantry and 209 Artillery men with 11S service¬ 
able and 75 unserviceable guns. The State also maintains 1,410 Armed 
Police. In 1929 the Kotah Durbar agreed to reorganise the State Forces 
and the organisation of an A class battalion of Infantry was started 
from the 15th October 1929. 

Kotah Kotris ,—The Kotah State pays a tribute of Rs. 14,397-lr3 to 
Jaipur for certain fiefs* or Kolris, These fiefs were originally assigned 
by, and subject to, Bundi, to whom the adjacent fortress of Ranthani- 
bhor also belonged. When Ranthambhor was made over to the Emperor 
of Delhi, annual payments were exacted from the holders of the fiefs 
in retiu’n for the protection afforded them, by the fort. About 1760 the 
Governor of Ranthambhor, rather than let it fall into the hands of the 
Mahrattas, made it over as a trust to Jaipxir, who claimed a continuance 
of the payments. The visits of the Jaipur troops for the purpose of 
collecting the dues from the fiefs proving a source of annoyance to 
Bundi, Zalim Singh, Regent of Kotah, undertook in 1823, with the 
concurrence of the British Government, the regular payment of the 
tribute; the allegiance of the fiefs was thus transferred from Bundi to 
Kotah. In 1862 it was decided that Jaipur was entitled to interest 
for arrears of the tribute; and, as the payments became more and more 
irregular owing to the disorganisation of the Kotah State, the Darbar 
were required in 1871 to satisfy the demands of Jaipur without further 
delay. The 1st November was fixed upon as the date in each year on 
which the payment should be made, and it was decided that interest at 
the rate of 6 per cent, per annum should he charged on all payments 
not made within one month of that date.

This State fonnerly paid a tribute of Rs. 25,000 to tlie Peahwa, by 
whom it was ceded in 1817 to the British (Government under the 14th 
Article of the Treaty of Poona {see Yol. VII, The Peshwu, No. XY). 
The Maharaja had made over the Aullage of Machalpiir and its depen¬ 
dencies to the management of the Peshwa in lien of the tribute; but 
as it %vas inconvenient for the British Government to take possession of 
villages so isolated, the tribute wavS relinquished in November 1817, at 
the time of the conclusion of the Treaty (No. X) by which the State 
of Karanli was taken under the protection of the British Government, 
In consideration of the relinquishment of the tribute, Maharaja Har- 
baksh Pal bound himself by the 5th Article of the Treaty to furnish 
troops at the requisition of the British Government according to his 
means. When the treaty was being considered, tlie ilaharaja asked for 
a guarantee that some of hivS old possessions south of the Ohambal, then 
under the government of Scindia, should be restored to liirn, subject to 
an annual tribute, if they should ever come into the possession of the 
British Governmentbut his wish could not be acceded to. In 1825, 
when Durjan Sal rebelled against his cousin Balwant Singh, the legiti¬ 
mate heir to the State of Bharatpur, the rebel was supported by the 
Maharaja of Karauli. After the fall of Bharatpur, however, the 
Maharaja made humble professions of submission, and it was not thought 
necessary to take serioUvS notice of his (‘onduct. 

Beyond the adjustment of some boundary disputes between Karauli 
and Jaipur, no communications of any importance took place with 
Karauli till the death of Harbaksli Pal in 1888. . He was succeeded by 
his adopted son Partab Pal, who died in 1848, leaving no son and no 
near, male relative. In consequence of the factions which prevailed 
during the rule of Partab Pal, a British officer Avas on four occasions 
deputed to Karauli to mediate between the parties, but without much 
success. Narsingh Pal, a minor, was adopted by the family as the 
successor of Partab Pal; and, although there were many disputes re¬ 
garding the gnardiamhip of the hoy, there wa.s none regarding his 
selection. The Kaiiauli State was at this time in debt to the British 
Government, and the recognition of the adoption of Narsingh Pal was 
withheld till theffirst instalment should be paid. ThiwS debt was origin¬ 
ally incuri‘ed by the Maharaja of Karauli to the State of Bharatpur, 
which was indebted to the British Government. In arranging for the 
liquidation of the Bharatpur debts Government gave credit for the 
amount due from Karauli, and took upon itself to recover it from 
Karauli. In 1844 the Karauli debt amounted to Rs. 1,54,312. Very 
advantageous terms Arere given to the Maharaja; he w^as allowed twelve 
years to pay ofi the debt by instalments, and no interest was to be 
charged except on instalments remaining unpaid. Up to 1847, hoAvever, 
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])eriotl of <v year aiul a liul 
allowed before the first instalmeut should be demanded. After some 
delay Narsingli Pal offered payment of the first instalment; but, as the 
oher was not made unconditionally, and tbe money was advanced by a 
speculator for employment in Karauli, it was not accepted. The fac¬ 
tions at Karaiili, however, were daily gaining strength; and Govern¬ 
ment therefore deemed it expedient to recognise the succession of 
Narsingh Pal, warning him at the same time .that payment of the debt 
would be exacted. As mediation between the factions liad hitherto been 
unsuccessful, it was determined to send a British Agent to Karauli 
to control all parties and exercise the direct management of affairs. 

Narsingh Pal died in 1852, having adopted oii the day before his 
death a distant kinsman named Bharat Pal. It was first proposed to 
treat the State as a lapse, but finally the adoption of Bharat Pal was 
rec-ognij 5 ed. In the meantime a strong party was formed in favour of 
Madan Pal, a nearer relative, w hose claim w^as supported by the opinions 
of the Eulers of Jaipur, Bharatpur, Alwar and Dliolpur. An inquiry 
was ordered, and it was ascertained that the adoption of Bharat Pal 
was inforimil by reason of tbe minority of Narsingh Pal and the omis¬ 
sion of certain necessai'y ceremonies. As Madan Pal was nearer of kin 
than Bharat Pal and was accepted by the B an is, by nine of the most 
influential Thakurs, by three-fourths of the minor feudal retainers of 
the State, and by the general feeling in the State, he was recognised 
in 1854 as successor to the Karauli State. The direct interference of 
the Political Agent in the internal administration was withdrawn, and 
the Agency was removed in 1855; but Madan Pal was warned that, in 
the event of his failing in the regular payment of the annual instalment 
of the debt, then reduced to Rs. 94,812, Oii^^ or more of his districts 
\t*ould be sequestrated for a time by the British Government till the 
whole of the debt should he liquidated. 

Madan Pal rendered good service in the mutiny, in consideration 
of which the sum of Es. 1,17,000, due by him to the British Govern¬ 
ment, was remitted and, among other rewards, a khilhii was conferred 
on him. 

In 1859, in consequence crt the pecuniary embarrassmeuis of the 
State, a Political Agent was deputed as a temporary measure to assist 
and advise the Maharaja in the adjustment of his debts. The Agent 
was withdrawn in 1861. 

Tn 1862 the Euler of Karauli received a Sanad of Adoption {see 
Pari 1, No. VIII): and in 1867 was granted a permanent salute of 
17 guns. 

In 1868 an Extradition Treaty (No, XI) was concluded with the 
State tor the uiutual surrender of eriminjals in certain cases. This was 
modified in 1887 by an xAgreement (No. XIII), which provided that, 
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le extradition of offenders from British India to Karaiili, the pro¬ 
cedure for the time being in force ii\ Britivsh India should be followed. 

Madan Pal died in 1869, when his nephew Rao Laclihnian Pal of' 
Hadoti was recognised as his sxiccessor. Lachhinan Pal, however, died 
before bis installation, and the choice of the leading persons in the 
State fell upon Jaisingh Pal, a descendant of Kirat Pal, second son of 
Maharaja Dharam Pal, the common ancestor of the family. Jaisiugh 
Pal was the nearest of kin to Maharaja Madan Pal, with the exception 
of his owm grandfather, who was still alive, but had resigned the Pao- 
ship of Hadoti in his grandson’s favour. The Pao of Hadoti is looked 
upon as the next heir to the Karauli gaddi in the event of faihire of 
direct heirs. The choice was confirmed by the British Government. 

tlaisingh Pal died in 1876, and the succession of Rao Arjun Pal of 
Hadoti was recognised hy the British Government. 

Sujan Pal, secondi cousin of Maharaja Jaisingh Pal, laid claim to' the 
gaddi of Karauli and, on the rejection of this rdaim, to the Paoship of 
Hadoti. A reference to the principal Thakurs resulted in their nn- 
animous decision that Bhim Pal, nephew of Arjun Pal, was the rightful 
successor to the Raoshiu of Hadoti. 

In 1877, at the T)e® Assemhlage, the Government of India decided, 
as a mark of favour, to remijt»the interest due upon the amount of debt 
then owing by the Karauli^tate. The Ruler was also given d six- 
pounder guns on certain conditions. 

In 1881, owing to financial difficulties in the State, a temporary 
change was made in the administration by the transfer of the Ruler’s 
authority to a Council with full powers to administer the State under 
the general control of the Political Agent. 

In 1882 an Agreement (No. XTI) was conchided with the Karauli 
Darbar for the suppression of salt manufacture in the State, the pre¬ 
vention of the import and consumption of any salt excepting that on 
which British duty had been levied, and the abolition of all State duties 
thereon. In return, the British Government engaged to pay the 
Maharaja Ps. 5,000 a year, and to deliver at Ramhhar, free of duty and 
cost, 50 maxinds of salt for his personal use. The Government subse¬ 
quently agreed to pay Rs. 694-16-0 annually to certain jagirdars as 
compensation. 

In 1884 the Darhar abolished all transit duties, save on opium and 
sfntoxicating 'drugs, throughout the State. 

Arjun Pal died in 1886, and was succeeded by his nephew Bhanwar 
Pal the Rao of Hadoti. The administration of the Karauli State con¬ 
tinued, however, to he carried on hy the State Council under the general 
supervision of the Political Agent; hut in Tune 1887 the Maharaja was 
given increased poAvers, subject to certain conditions. In June 1889 


^ate was cleared of all debts, and Makaraja Biianwar Bal was 
invested with full powers. 

In 1904 the Darbar agreed to cede land free of charge for the con¬ 
struction and working of the Nagda-Miittra Itailway. 

In .1900 British currency was introduced into Karauli in place of 
the State coinage. 

In the same year, the State having again become indebted, control 
over its finances was temporarily placed in the hands of the J?olitical 
Agent, Eastern liajputaua States. This arrangement continued till 
1917. The State became free from debt iu August 1923, 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Maharaja placed all the 
resources of his State at the disposal of the British Government, 

In 1922 the State enacted laws and regulations to give elfect to the 
provisions of the International Opium Coiiveniion of 1912, 

Maharaja Bhaiiwar Pal died on the 3rd August 1927, leaving no heir 
either direct or adopted, and was succeeded on the 21st August by the 
present Mahujaja Bhom Pal, Iluo of Hadoti, horn on the 18th June 1860. 
His Majesty the King-Emperor’s recognition of his succession was con¬ 
veyed to him in a Kharita presented at a Darbar held on the 21 st August 
1927. 

Extradition arrangements have been concluded iby Karahli with 
other States both in and outside Rajputaiia. A list of these is given 
in Appendix I. 

The area of the State is 1,242 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 133,730; and the revenue Es. 7,10,000. 

The military forces of the State consist (1929) of 72 Cavalry, 955 
Infantry and 25 Artillery men with 35 serviceable and 21 unservice¬ 
able guns*. The State also maintains a Body Guard of 100 men, called 
the Bhanwar Body Guard. 

(3) BlIAUAtPUKi 

This Jat principality was founded by a freebooter named Birj, w^hb 
held the village of Sinsani in the pargana ot Dig; but the extension of 
the power of the State during the decline of the Moghul Empire was* 
chiefly due to his great-grandson Surajmal, wdio was killed in 1763. 
Surajmal left five sons, three of whom ruled the State of Bharatpur in 
succession. During the rule of the third son Nawal Singh, the fourth 
son, Han jit Singh, rebelled and called in the aid of Najaf Khan, wdio 
stripped the family of all theitf possessions except the fort of Bharatpui* 
\vhich was held by Eanjit Singh. At the intercession of the widow- 
of Surajmal, however, he restored to the family lands yielding* nine lakhs 
of rupees. Oji the death of Najaf Khan, Seindiia possessed himself of 
all his territories including Bharatpur; but again at the intercession of 
the wddow ot Surajmal, he gave Eaujit Singh eleven ]>argiUias yield¬ 
ing ten lakhs of nipees, to wdiich three parganas yielding four lakhs were 
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added as a reward for services rendered to (General Perron. 
These fourteen pargaiuis now constitute the State of Bharatpiir, 


At the beginning of the Mahratta war in 1803, tlie British Govern* 
meat concluded a Treaty (No. XTV) with Eanjit Singh, and in October 
1803 conferred upon him the districts of Kishangarh, Kattawa, Bewari, 
Gokul and Sahar. After the battle of Dig, Holkar took refuge in the 
fort of Bharatpuv, whither he was pursued by Lord Lake. His surren¬ 
der was demanded, but Eanjit Singh refused to give him up, and the 
fort was besieged. Eanjit Singh made a memorable defence find re¬ 
pelled four assaults with a loss to the besiegers of 3,000 men. Fearing 
eventual defeat, however, and being unable from the exhaustion of his 
resources to continue the war, Eanjit Singh surrendered the fort and 
agreed to expel Holkar from his territories. A new Treaty (No. XV) 
was concluded with him in 1805, by which he agreed to pay an indem¬ 
nity "of twenty lakhs of rupees, seven lakhs of whicli were subsecjuently 
remitted; while the Company (?onfirmed to him the territories formerly 
in his j)osses8ion prior to the accession of the English Government. 
The pargaiias which had been granted to him in 1803 were resumed. 


Eanjit Singh died in 1805, leaving four sons; he was succeeded by 
the eldest, Eandliir Singh, who died in 1823 and was succeeded by his 
brother Bald?;* Singh, who died eighteen months later. His son 
Halwant Singh, then 6 years old, was recognised as heir by the British 
Government but was imprisoned by his cousin Durjan Sal, who also 
advanced a claim to the gaddi. AVhile professing to leave the decision 
of his claims to the British Government, Durjan Sal made preparations 
to maintain them by force, and was secretly supported by the neigh¬ 
bouring Eajput and Mahratta States. 

The disputed succession threatened a protracted feud: and in 1826 
the British Government determined to depose the usurper and to place 
Balwant Singh in powder. The fort of Bharatpur was stormed and dis¬ 
mantled, Durjan Sal was carried a prisoner to Allahabad, and Balw^ant 
Sinjrh was established in the succession, under a regency. 

In 1835 Balwant Singh was given charge of the administration. He 
died in 1853, and w^as succeeded by his only son Jaswant Singh, 
during whose minority the administration was conducted l)y a Council 
under the superintendence of a Political Agent. 


In 1802 the Euler of Bhaititpur receiviMl a Sanad of Adoption {sec 
Part 1, No, VIII). 

Ill 1865 the State agreed to cede land required for railway pui-posjes 
free of cost, to compensate the owmers of the land, to make over to the 
British Government full jurisdiction short of sovereign rights in the 
land, and to abolish all transit duties on goods pasi^ing through by 
railway; but no formal engagement was concluded. 
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5^L::5!V1ii .1867 the Euler of Bliaratpiir was granted a pernmiieiit aalute of 
17 guns. 

In 1868 an Extradition Treaty (No. XVI) was concluded with the 
Bharatpur State for the mutual surrender of persons charged with certain 
specified offences. This was niodiiied in 1887 by an Agr,eement (No. 
XVIII), providing that, in eases of the extradUion of offenders from 
British India to Bharatpur, the procedure for the tiiue being in forcd in 
British Tiuli<a should be followed. 

The administration of the State was made over to Maharaja 
Jaswant vSingh in 1869, subject to his observance of certain rules which 
had been framed for the condiu^t of affairvS during his minority. The 
restrictions imposed by these rules were withdrawn in 1871, 

In 187t3 the Maharaja questioned the power of the Council to assent, 
during* his minority, to the railway agreement of 1865; but he was in¬ 
formed that, subject to the general control wdiich the British Government 
exercise over Indian States, and the special control which is inciimhent 
on them during a minority, the Council of Kegency in 1865 were com¬ 
petent to enter on all the functions and to exercise all the powers 
belonging to the government of the State. 

In 1879 the Maharaja agreed (No. XVII) to suppress the manufac¬ 
ture of salt, and the import or consumption of any but British duty-paid 
salt in the State. Arrangements were at the same time made to abolish 
all duties on salt, and also upon sugar and other saccharine produce, 
except vSiich local cesses as octroi, choongi, eh*., levied on those articles 
wheii imported for consumption into towns of al>ove 5,000 inhabitants. 
In return the British Government undertook to deliver yearly at 
Sambhar, free of cx)st and duty, 1,000 maunds of good salt for the use 
of the Maharaja, and to pay to him Ils. 1,50,000 a year and to certain 
salt manufacturers and others, through the Maharaja, the sum of 
Ks. 2,26,000 us compensation for their loss. 

In 1884 the Bharatpur Darbar abolished all transit duties, with the 
exception of those on liquor, opium and other intoxicating drugs, 
throughout the State. 

In 1885 arrangements were made for the transfer of five Bharatpur 
villages in exchange for five Alwar villages. Details will be found in 
the Alwar narrative infra. 

In 1888 the Maharaja offered to place a regiment of cavalry and 
a battalion of infantry at the-disposal of the Government of India for 
Imperial Service, 

Jaswant Singh died in 1893 and was succeeded by his son Ram Singh. 
Ill 1895 it was found nece.ssary to take the administuiition out of the 
hands of Maharaja Ram Singh: and the control of affairs was vested in 
a Council, working under the general supervision of the Political Agent. 
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III 189G the Jhirbar abolished internal ciustojiis duties. 

In 1897 the Darbar agreed to the iutioduction in the State of the 
postal unity scheme. 

In 1899 an Agreement (No. XIX) was made between the British 
Goverinnent and the Maharaja for the elective control and discipline 
of the Imperial Service Troops maintained by the State when serving 
beyond its frontiers; and in the following year the Maharaja’s oiler to 
substitute a Transport Corps for the Initperial Service Cavaliy was 
accepted. j 

In June 1900 Maharaja liam Singh in a fit of passion killed one of 
Jiis private servants at Mount Aim, and was thereupon deposed. He 
was removed from Bharatpur to l)eoli, where he remained till 1921. 
He w'iis tlien transferred to Agra where be died in 1929. He was suc¬ 
ceeded by his infant son Kisheu Singh. During his minority the ad¬ 
ministration of the State w^as conducted by a Council under tlie control 
of the Political Agent. The State w^as required to make a contribution 
towards the cost of the Eastern Ilajputana States Agency during the 
continuance of the minority administration. 

In 1901 the DaAar abolished the import duty on food grains of every 
kind except rice, and also import and export duties on oil-seeds, tobacco, 
cotton, etc. In 1905 the export duty on grain was totally abolished 
along wdtli export and import duties on certain other articles. The 
export duty on food grains w^as, however, subsequently revived for a 
time in connection wdth a scheme for the State monojioly of export. 

Ill 1904 the Darbur ceded to the British Government full and exclu¬ 
sive power and jurisdiction of every kind (No. XX) over the lands in 
the State which were, or might thereafter be, occupied by the Agra- 
Delhi Chord Railway. They also agreed to surrender land, free of 
Chai‘ge, for the construction and working of the ISTagda-Muttra Railway. 

In the same year the Bharatpur Imperial Service Transport Corps 
berved in the Tibet Expedition. 

Ill iiu;y 1905 ti long-stunding dispute Vetiveen the Alwaf and Bhural- 
pur Durbars, regarding the irrigation of certain villages by the waters of 
the Ituparel river, was settled by the Government of India, hy whose 
Uwarcl Alwar obtained complete control of the cold weather’ flow from 
the Ist October in each year, while Bharatpur received a fixed share of 
the flow in tlie rains. 

On the outbreak of the Griiut War all the resources of the State 
were placed at the disjwsal of the British Government, and the Imperial 
Service Infantry and Transport Corps served in the War. The Tran¬ 
sport Corps also served on the North-West Frontier of India in 1919. 

In November 1918 Maharaja Kisheu Singh was invested with full 
luling powers. 
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1921 the Ituler of Bharatpiir was granted a permanent local 
salute of 19 guns within his own territories. 

In 1922 the State enacted laws and regulations to give eifect to the 
provisions of the International Opium Coiiveation of 1912. 

Maharaja Kishen Singh died on the 27th March 1929 and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his sou the present Maharaja Brijeiidra Singh, born on the 
30th November 1918. During liis minority the State is administered 
by a Diwaii. 

Extradition arrangements have been entered into between Bliaratpur 
and other States both in and outside Itajput^na. A list of these is given 
in Appendix I. 

The area of the State is 1,982 s(|uare miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 490,437 ; and the revenue Ils. 31,00,000.

Up to the middle of the eighteenth century the petty Chiefships 
comprising what is now the Alwar State owed alleginuce to Jaipur and 
lUiuratpur. About 1780 the southern portion was usurped, during the 
juinority of the Maharaja of Jaipur, by Dartab Singh of the clan of 
Naiuha llajputs, who was.holding Macheri as a fief from Jaipur with 
the title of llao. Partab Singh died in 1791 and was succeeded by his 
adopted son Bakhtawar Singh, with whom the first relations of the 
British Government were formed. Ahmad Baksh Khan, the Alwar 
Vakil, joined Lord Lake at the commencement of the war with the 
Mahrattas, and received the grant of Loharu from Alwar and of Firozpur 
from Lord Lake as a reward for his services {see Vol. I, Loharu), The 
Maharao Itaja of Alwar accepted the protection of the British Govern-

a Treaty (No. XXI) of offensive and defensive alliance 
; he was to pay no tribute^ but his troops were to co- 
those of the Ilritish Government. As a reward for the 
assistance which Alwar had rendered in the campaign, the districts, 
which had been granted to Bharatpur and afterwards resumed, were 
conferred on the Maharao liaja by a Sanad (No. XXII) from Lord Lake. 
In 1805 an exchange of territories was effected (No. XXIII) between 
the Biitivsh Government and the State. 


In 1811 it was discovered that the Ruler of Alwar had interfered in 
the affairs of Jaipur, and had engaged to be security for the payment 
of Es. 1,50,000 a month to a Pathati adventurer, Muhammad Shah Khan, 
for the supply of troops to establish one Khushhali Ram as Minister 
o£ Jaijmr. Hence it was found necessary to make an Engagement 
(No. XXIVj with th1f Maharao Raja, expressly prohibiting political 
intercourse with other States without the cognisance and approval of 
the British Government; since, although it was understood that no snch 
interference was permissible, the Treaty of 18(13 contained no specific 
clause to that effect. 


In 1812 Bakhiawar Siiig’h t(X)k possession of the forts of Dhobi and 
Sikrawu and adjoining territory belonging to Jaipur, and refused to 
restore them on the remonstrance of the Resident at Delhi. As this was 
a direct violation of his engagements, it became a question whether to 
dissolve the alliance with him. To this course there were many objec¬ 
tions, in particidar that the State would have been left exposed to the 
invasion of Pindari leaders; it w^as therefore resolved to compel the 
Maharao Raja to restore the forts and territory to Jaipur. A force was 
moved agains»t him; and, when the troops \vere within one march of his 
capital, Bakhtawar Singh yielded, restored the usurped territory, and 
paid three lakhs of rupees as the expenses of the British expedition. 
It was the intention of Government, had actual hostilities taken place, 
to have punished Bakhtawar Singh by resuming the districts conferred 
on him by Lord Lake, and even annexing his entire territories had his 
conduct justified such a measure. 

Bakhtawar Singh died in 1815, when the question was raised 
whether the lands granted in 1803 should lapse; Government, however, 
decided that they should not. A dispute also arose as to the succession. 
Banni Singh, the nephew and adopted son of Bakhtawar Singh, was 
supported by the Rajput nobles; wdiile a Muhammadan faction, headed 
by Ahmad Bakhsh Khan, supported Balwant Singh, an illegitimate 
son. A compromise w^as effected, and it was agreed that Banni Singh 
should enjoy the title, w'hile Balw^ant Singh should exercise the powder 
of the State: and thisarraugeniont was sanctioned by the British Govern¬ 
ment. Both parties were minors at the time of this agreement: and 
when they grew up, Maharao Banni Singh seized the reins of adminis- 
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and made hi» cousin a prisoner. Moreover an attempt was made 
on the life of Ahmad Baklisli Khan while he was a guest of the llesident 
at Delhi. The crime was tiaced to the instigation of persons at the 
court of Alwar, and Banni Singh was required to surrender them; but 
it was not till 1826, after, the fall of Bharatpur and the advance of a 
British force on Alwar, that he complied. The Maharao Raja was then 
required to agree (No. XXV) to make a provision, half in land and 
half in money, for Balwant Singh and the lawful heirs of his body. On 
the death of Balwant Singh without issue, the lands reverted to Alwar. 

In 1831 negotiations were discovered to be in progress between Alwar 
and Jaipur, originating in the desire of the Rider of Alwar to do fealty 
to Jaipur and receive a hhiUat of investiture. This correspondence, 
though a breach of treaty engagements, was not considered to be in itself 
of much importance. 

Banni Singh died in J.857. After his death the Muhammadan 
Ministers acquired an ascendancy over his jniiior son and successor 
Sheodan Singh. Their influence, however, was obnoxious id the Rajput 
nobles, wlio rose and expelled them. The Ministers were compelled 
to reside at Benares under suiveillance, aud a Political Agent was 
appointed to Alwar to advise and assist the Council of Regency which 
was foriried to (conduct the adniinistiation during Sheodan Singh^s 
minority. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Alwar received a Sanad of Adoption {see Part I, 


No. VIII). 

Sheodan Singh attained his majority in September 1863 and was put 
in charge of the administration; but it was resolved to retain the Political 
Agent at Alwar for a further period of two years. 

In 1865 the State consented to give land required for railway pur¬ 
poses, free of cost; to compensate the owners; to cede full jurisdiction 
over this land, short of sovereign riglits, to the British Government; and 
to surrender all transit and other duties on goods passing through the 
State. No formal agreement, however, was concluded to this effect. 


In 1867 the Ruler of Alwar was granted a permanent salute of 15 
guns. 

In the same year an Extradition Treaty (No. XXVI) was concluded 
with Alwar. 


In 1868 the Government of India arranged an Agreement 
(No. XXVIl) for the settlement of matters that had for many years been 
in dispute between the Ruler of Alwar and his feudatory, the Raja of 
Nimrana {q. v, infra). 

Soon after Sheodan Singh's accession to power, the affairs of the 
State fell into confusion : the Muhammadan Ministers, who liad been 
permitted to return from Benares to Delhi on condition of their having 
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"couimuuication witlx Alwar, regained tlieir ascendancy and wielded 
the real power of the State. The discontent of the Maharao liaja’s 
subjects showed itself in an unsuccessful insurrection headed by Thakur 
Lakhdhir Singh; a settlement was temporarily effected, Abut Sheodan 
Siijgh^s extravagance, his Muhammadan sympathies, and his resumption 
.of numerous hereditary holdings and religious grants, widened the 
breach: and the authoritative interference of the British Government 
became necessary. In 1870, therefore, the Maharao Baja was deprived of 
power and a Council of Management, presided over by a British officer, 
was formed, a sum of Its. 15,000 per mensem was fixed for the personal 
expenditure of Sheodan Singh, and an establishment on a reasonable scale 
was allotted for his use; but Sheodan Singh continued to oppose all 
measures of reform and to foment dissension among the Thakurs, until 
at length he Avas warned that, if any disturbance took place, he woiild 
be rempved from Alwar. This warning proved sufficient to check all 
ovei*t opposition, but Sheodan Singh could not again be entrusted with 
the management of his State, and the administration continued to be 
carried on by the Council. 

In 1873 British copper coin was introduced into the State. 

Sheodan Singh died in 1874 without an heir, either lineal or adopted. 
The State consequently escheated to Government; but, in view of all 
the circumstances of the case, it was decided to allow the selection of a 
Ruler from the collateral branches of the former ruling family. The 
choice between Thakur Mangal Singh of the Thana family and Thakur 
Lakhdhir Singh of Bijwar, who appeared to have the strongest claims 
to the vacant gadcli, Avas left to the twelve Kotries, as the Naruka 
families are called. A majority avus in favour of Mangal Singh, who 
was iherefore recognised by the British Government us Buler of Alwar. 
During Mangal Singh’s minority the affairs of the State continued to 
be conducted by a Council presided over by the Political Agent. He 
was invested with full goveiniug powers in 1877. 

In 1877 the Maharao Baja entered into an Agreement (No. XXVIII) 
with the Govoriiment of India, under the Native Coinage Act of 187G, 
for the supply to the SUite, from the Calcutta Mint, of silver coins 
bearing the Alwar device: and undeiHook to abstain for 30 years from 
coining silver in his own mints. 

In 1879 an Agreement (No. XXIX) was entered into Avith the Alwar 
Durbar for the suppression of the manufacture of suit Avithin the State; 
£ov the prevention of the importation or consumption in the State of 
anv but British duty-paid salt; and for the abolition of duties on all 
articles, excepting bluing, ganja, spiriisS, opium, or other intoxicating 
drugs. In return the Britisli Government agreed to pay the Maharao 
llaja Bs, 1,25,000 annually and to deliver yearly at Sambhar, free of 
cost and duty, 1,000 maunds of good salt for his use. 
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the Ist August 1885, in consequence of frequent disputes between 
Alwar and Bharatpur regarding the irrigation of certain villages by 
the waters of the Ruparel river, an exchange of the undermentioned 
villages was effected with the permission of the Government of India 
(Government letter No. 252, dated 22iid January 1886): —

In 1887 the Extradition Treaty of 1867 was modified by an Agree¬ 
ment (No. XXX) providing that, in the extradition of offenders from 
British India to Alwar, the procedure for the time being in force in 
British India should be followed. 

In 1889 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. XXXI) 
on the Euler of Alwar. 


In 1889 the Maharaja offered to place a regiment of cavalry and a 
battalion of infantry at the disposal of the Government of India for 
Imperial Service purposes. 

Mangal Singh died on the 22nd May 1892 and was succeeded by his 
only son, the present Maharaja Jey Singh, born on the 14th June 1882. 
During his minority the administration of the State was carried on by 
the State Council under the general supervision of the Political Agent. 

In 1898 the Maharaja eoncluded an Agreement (No. XXXII) for the 
effective control and discipline of the Imperial Service Troops maintained 
hy the State, when serving beyond its frontiers. In 1900 the Alwar Im¬ 
perial Service Infantry served in the China Expedition. 

In 1902 the State entered into an agreement for the introduction of 
postal unity. 

Maharaja Jey Singh was invested with ruling powers on the 10th 
December 1903. 


In 1904 the Maharaja ceded (No. XXXITI) full and exclusive power 
and jurisdiction of every kind over the lands in the State which were, 
or might thereafter be, occupied by the Rewari-Phulera Chord Eailway. 

In September 1904 rules for ensuring satisfactoiy co-operation between 
the State police and those of the adjoining British district of Gnrgaon 
in the Punjab were introduced tentatively for one year. Their 
permanent adoption was sanctioned by the Government of India in 
June 1906. 


In 1905 the long-sttanding dispute between the Alwar and Bharat¬ 
pur Darbars regarding irrigation from the Euparel river was finally 
settled by the Government of India, hy whose award Alwar obtained com- 
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^_-e coulvol of the cold weather flow from the 1st October in each year, 

while Bharat})iH' received a fixed sliare of the flow in the raijis. 

On the outbreak of the Great AVav tlie Maharaja placed all the 
resources of his State at the disposal of the British Governiaent. The 
Alwar Imperial Service Troops served in the War. 

When hostilities broke out with Afghanistan in .1919, the Darbar 
again placed the resoarcev<< of the State at the disposal of the British 
Government, and the Alwar Imperial Service Troops served r)ii the 
frontier. 

In 1921 the Euler of Alwar was granted a permanent local salute 
of IT guns within his own territories: and Maharaja Jcy Singh was 
granied a personal salute of 17 guns. 


in [92d the State enacted laws and regulations to give effect to the 
provisiojis of tlie International Opium ()<mvention of 1912. 

In I9dl) a Salt Agreemeni (No. XXXIV) was entered inio with the 
Maluiraja of Alwar in supersession of the Agreement of 3879 (No. XXIX) 
for the suppression of the manufacture of salt in the State ; for the pre¬ 
vention of the ii\ip{)rtation or consumption in the State of any but 
British duty-paid salt; for the abolition of transit duties; and f6r the 
prohibition of the exportation from the vState of bhang, ganja, spirits, 
opium or other mtbxicafing drugs or preparations. In return the British 
Government agreed to pay the Maharaja Es. 85,000 annually as oom- 
pensatioir for the etficient obHerv’'an(‘e of the agreement and Ks. '1,800 as 
compensation for loss of transit duties uJid to deliver yearly at Sambhar, 
free of cost and duty, 1,000 maiinds of good salt for his use. 

Kxtra<lition arrangements have been effected between Alwar and other 
States both in and outside Rajputanu. A list of these is given in 
Appendix I. 


The area of the State is 8,212'99 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 701,154; and the revenue about Es. 55,00,000. 

Under the reorganisation scheme of January 1921 the authorised

With effect from the 1st Januai’y 1922 the designation 
Service Troops” was clmnged to ” indian State Eorces”. 

A^/n/vmn.—Aimmg the lamLs granted to Alwar by Lord Lake in 1808 
was the district of Nimrauu. The Chief of this district for many years 
urged claims to independence of Alwar; which, though frequently 
rejected, were again brought forward in 1860. A full investigation 
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made, ami it wan clearly proved that the Ruler of Alwar had 
(conferred the district ou Chandarl)luui, Raja of Niinranu, subject to a 
payment of Rs. 8,048, being the amount of tribute levied by the 
Mabrattas on Ximrana; that, in consequence of Ohandarbhan’s rebellion, 
the lands were afterwards resumed by Alwar with the consent of the 
British (foverninent, and held till 1815, when a portion of them was 
restored; and that, when the Nimrana Chief claimed the restoration of 
the remainder, the British Covernment declined to interfere. It was, 
therefore, finally decided in 1802 that Nimrana is a fief of Alwar. The 
measure of feudal subjection, however, remained undecided for years; 
hut it was finally agreed (No. XXYII) in 1868 that, though his claim 
to independence could not be admitted, the Chief of Nimrana should 
pay an annual sum, fixed fpr terms of thirty years, to the Ruler of 
Alwar, who should receive it as full com])enRation for all conditions of 
feudal subje<*tion. For the first thirty years this sum was Us. 8,000 
per annum. It was fui ther decided that the Chief of Nimrana has tlie 
right to adopt, hut is hound, in the first instance^ to consult the Ruler 
of Alwar. In case of disagreement tlie decision rests with the British 
Govern men t. The first period of 30 years expired on the 31st December 
1898, when the Raja’s payment was enhanced to Rs. 4,300 a year for 
the second period of 30 years, commencing from the 1st January 1899. 
The second period expired on the 31st Deceniher 1928 and from the Ist 
January 1929 the amount of tribute payable was increased to Rs. 0,300 
to be paid in half-yearly instalments of Rs. 3,150 during the first w’eeks of 
January and July each year. 

Raja Mokand Singh died in December 1885 and was succeeded, with 
the sanction of the Government of India, by his first cousin Janak 
Singh, born on the 3rd November 1875. During his minority the Instate 
was under the superintendence of the Political Agent, Alwar. Raja 
Janak Singh was invested with powers on the 10th October 1890. 

The population of the Chiefsliip, according to the Census of 1921, is 
8,385, and the revenue Rs. 87,507. 


(5) Difonriu(. 

Ijokendra SingJi, better known as the Rami of Goliad, was the first 
Chief of Dliolpur wdth whom the British Governmeiii formed political 
relations. The family belong to the Jat tribe, and came to notice undei 
the Peshwa Baji Rao. After the overthrow of the Mahrattas at Panipat 
the uncle of Tipkendra Singh rebelled and possessed himself of the fort 
of Gwalior. In 1779 the British Government coneduded a Treaty (No 
XXXV) with Ix)kendra Singh, both as a Imrrier against invasion of the 
British ten iioricvS and as a basis for creating a diversion in favour of the 
military operations from Bomhay. By this treaty, Government agreed to 
furnish the Mabaraj Rana with a force for the defence of his dominions, 
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!or their enlargement by conquest from the Mahrattas; to share with 
him their joint conquests, except the territories constituting his jagir and 
not then in possession of the Mahrattas; and to include him in any peace 
concluded with the Mahrattas. Article 8 of the treaty also guaranteed 
that, whenever peace should be concluded, the Maharaj liana should 
retain his existing possessions, together with the fort of Gwalior “ which 
of old belongs to the family of the Maharajah ”, if it should then l)e 
in his possession, and also such acquisitions as it should he stipulated 
to leave in his hands. Accordingly, in the 4th Article of the Treaty with 
Scindia of 1781 (sec Vol. V, Gwalior, No. I), it was stipulated that 
Scindia should not interfere with the territories of Maharaj Sana Loken- 
dra Singh so long as the Maharaj Eana observed his Treaty with the 
English. After the peace of Salhai, however, the Maharaj liana ws 
abandoned on the ground that he had been guilty of treacliery: and 
Scindia reposse.ssed himself of Gohad and Gwalior. 

Am^aji Inglia, who was Governor of Gohad, seeing the rapid success 
of the British arms in 1803, threw off his allegiance to Scindia and 
joined the forces of the British Government, who in the same year 
concluded a Treaty (No. XXXVI) with him, by wbi(di he agreed to 
surrender the fort df Gwalior and certain districts, which the Government 
intended to confer on the Maharaj Rana of Gohad, and was in return 
guaranteed in his remaining po.s.sessions free of tribute. The di.stricts 
ceded by Amhaji Tnglia under the 2tid Article of his Treaty were made 
over in 1804 to Maharaj Rana Kirat Singh of Gohad by Treaty 
(No. XXXVII), with the exception of the fort and city of Gwalior, 
which hv the 4th Article were permanently ceded to the British Govein- 
meiit. From the first, however. Amhaji Inglia was insincere, and was 
active in endeavouring to incite Scindia to unite with Holkar; the treaty 
with him therefore became null and void. By the 9th Article of the 
Treaty of Sarji Anjangaon concluded in 1803 (see Vol. V, Gwalior, No. 
IV) Scindia agreed to renonnee all claims on his feudatories with whom 
the British Government had made treaties, ‘ provided that none of the 
territories belonging to the Maharaja situated to the southward of those 
of the Rajas of Jaipur and Jodhpur and the Rana of Gohad, of which 
the revenues had been collected by liim or his Amildars or had been 
applicable as Saranjami to the payment of his troops, were granted 
away by such Treaties This clause gave rise to a dispute which for 
some time threatened a breach of the peace established with Scindia, 
who argued that the treaties he was hound to re.spect could not embrace 
the Maharaj Rana of Gohad, inasmuch as the pretensions of that family 
had been extinct, and their territories had been in Scindia’s possession, 
for thirty years. The right, however, was clearly with the British 
Government, both by the Treaty with Ambaji Inglia and by conquest; 
and the disciiBsions did not prevent Semdia from concluding the Treaty 
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tensive alliance with the British Government in 1804 {see \ol. 
Gwalior, Y), although he shortly afterwards again hazarded this 


alliance by attacking and plundering the camp of the British llesident 


and detaining the Resident a prisoner 


One of the obstacles to the evstablishnient of the peaceful policy 
adopted by Lord Cornwallis in 1805 was the retention of Gwalior and 
(tohad from Scindia. 1!'he Governor-General deemed it expedient to 
abandon the connection with the Rana, independently of any reference 
to the settlement of dift'erences with Seindiu; and had no hesitiition in 
resolving to transfer to Baulat Rao Scindia the possession of GAvalior 
and Oohad. On this basis the Treaty with Scindia of 18t)5 {see Vol. V. 
Gwalior, No, VI) was concluded, and by a separate Treaty 
(No. XXXVIII), settled in 1806, the parganas of Bholpur, Bari and 
Rajakhera were assigned to the Maliaiaj Rana of Bholpur. The river 
Chambul thus became the boundary between Scindia’s territories and 
Bholpur. 

Maharaj Runa Kirat Singh died in 1836, and was succeeded by his 
son Bhugw^ant Singh. He rendered assistaiiee to the fugitives from 
Gwalior in 1857; but his minister Deo Hans incurred the displeasure of 
Government by plundering villages in the Agra District. In 1862, in 
consequence of the intrigues of Deo Hans and his attempts to subvert 
Bhagwant Singh's authority, it was found necessary to remove him to 
Benares, where he w^as placed under surveillance. Attempts 
subsequently made by Deo Hans to regain his position at Dbolpur by 
the payment of a large sum of money to Bhagwant Singh; but it was 
intimated to the Maharaj Rana that direct communication with Deo 
Hans would subject him to the displeasure of Government, 


III 1860 Scindia (‘onsented to the construction of a bridge over the 
Ghambal, by the agency )f the British Governinent, in connection with 
the. trunk road then lieing made by him on the right bank of the river, 
fn this arrangement the Maharaj Rana of Bholpur ahso airjuiesced, on 
the understanding that the cost of the construction of the Inidge should 
l>e borne in equal shares by the two States; that they should share erjiially 
in the net profits; and that, in the event of the failure of the bridge, the 
ferry at Rajghat should revert to Bholpur, Scindia retaining the ferry at 
Kainthri. It was also arranged that the British Government should 
collect the tolls and maintain the bridge so long as the two States could 
not come to an understanding in respect of its management. At the close 
of 1860 Scindia relinquished the construction of the trunk road through 
Gwalior into the hands of the British Government; and it was then 
settled that, on the bridge being constructed, both Rulers should enjoy 
the privilege of a free passage when crossing in person with their suites. 
It had been at first decided that the British Government should share 
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with Scindia and the Maharaj Rana of Dholpur in the proceeds 
of the bridge; bnt Government subsequently waived its claim to a share, 
and it was settled that the whole of the net profits should be divided 
annually between the two States, any deficit being debited against the 
income of the following year. 


In the meantime disputes had arisen between Scindia and the Maharaj 
Rana of Dholpur relative to the management and division of profits 
front the Rajghat and Kainthri ferries, Dholpur laying claim to a share 
in the profits of the Kainthri ferry, which belonged to the Gwalior 
Darbar. To this Scindia eventually agreed: and it was decided that 
the ferry at Rajghat should be worked, and a bridge of boats constructed, 
by the British’ Government, the net profits on the combined ferry and 
bridge being divided annually between Gwalior and Dholpur. Govern¬ 
ment has no concern with the Kainthri ferry, which remains as before 
under Scindia’s management, beyond taking care that Dholpur is held 
to be an equal sharer in the rights appertaining to it. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Dholpur received a Sanad of Adoption {see 
Part I, No. VIII). 


In 1866 the land revenue of the villages of Saji, Sathwa and 
Patharwa, in the Benares district, was assigned to Rao Gangadhar Rao 
Rnghuiiath, Minister of Dholpur, in consideration of the transfer of 
Mauza, Kherin by the Maharaj Rona of Dholpur in full sovereignty to 
the British Government. 

The pargana of Jhiri, held in rent-free tenure hy the Rao of Sir 
Mathra, a feudatory of Dholpur, the suzerainty of which was claimed 
both by Karauli and Dholpur, belongs to Dholpur. Both Jhiri and Sir 
Mathra formerly belonged to Karanli, but the claims of that State were 
completely extinguished during the Mahratta supremacy. Jhiri is 
situated in the district of Bari, which was received by the British 
Government from Scindia and afterwards made over to Dholpur under 
the Treaty of 1806. Its omission from the schedule of villages attached 
to that treaty is explained by the fact that it is held on rent-free tenure, 
and that all rent-free villages were excluded from the schedule. 


In 1866 the Dholpur State agreed to give land required for railway 
purposes free of cost; to cede full jurisdiction short of sovereign rights in 
such land; and to surrender nil transit and other duties on goods carried 
through their territory; hut no formal engagement was concluded. The 
Darhar has been permitted to levy a small royalty on stone quarried for 
railway purposes. 

In 1867 the Euler of Dholpur was granted a permanent salute of 
15 guns. 
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1869 an Extradition Treaty (No. XXXIX) was conchided 
pur for the mutual surrender of persons charged with certain sj[; 
fied oh'ences. This was modified in 1887 by an Agreement (No. 5 
providing that, in the extradition of offenders from British India 
Dholpur, the procedure for the time being in force in British Inaia 
should be followed. 


Bhagwaut Singh died in 1873, and his minor grandson Nihal Singh 
was recognised as his successor. Kaja Dinkar Rao was appointed as 
his guardian, and was invested with general powers of control and 
supervision in the administration of the State, subject generally to the 
control of the British authorities. Ill health compelled him to retire 
from this office towards the close of the same year, when a British Officer 
was appointed to the political charge of Dholpur and to supervise Nihal 
Singh^8 education. 

In 1879 an Agreement (No. XL) was concluded with the Dholpur 
Darbar for the suppression of the manufacture of salt within the State, 
and for the prevention of the import or consumption within its territories 
of any salt excepting that on which British duty had been levied, and of 
the export of bhang, ganja, spirits, opium or other intoxicating drug or 
preparation. At the same time the Darbar, which had in 1871 
abolished all transit duties on the Agra-Gwalior road passing through 
their territories, relinquished all duties on articles imported into, export¬ 
ed from, or passing through, the State save only on suljdiur, saltpetre, 
tobacco, opium, bhang, ganja, spirits and other intoxicating drugs. In 
return the British Government undertook to pay the Maharaj liana 
Rs. 60,000 a year, which included yearly compensation to the Rao of 
Sir Matlira and others, and, through the Maharaj Rana, to certain salt 
manufacturers a sum of Rs. 300 as compensation, and to deliver yearly 
at Sainhhar, free of cost and duty, 300 matinds of good salt for the 
use of the Maharaj Rana. 


Nihal Singh was invested with full powers of administration in 1883. 
He died in 1901 and was succeeded by his son Ram Singh, during whose 
minority the administi'ation of the State was conducted by a Superin¬ 
tendent, assisted by selected officials, under the general direction of the 
Political Agent. Ram Singh was invested wdih ruling powers in March 
1905. 


In December 1905 the Secretary of State sanctioned the construction, 
at the cost of the Dholpur State, of a line of railway on the 2' 6" gauge 
from Dholpur Station on the Ghreat Tiidian Peninsula Railway to the 
town of Bari. The line was formerly knowu as the Dholpur-Bari Railway, 
but is now called the Dbolpur State Railway. 

Ram Singh died on the 29th March 1911 and waft .succeeded by his 
brother the present Maharaj Rana Udaibhan Singh, born on the 12th

In July 1912 the Government of India sanctioned the extension of 
the Dholpur-Bari Bail way (now known as the Dholpur State Railway) 
to Tantpur. 

Maharaj Baiia TJdaibhan vSingh was invested with full ruling powers 
on the 9th October 1913. 


• On the outbreak of the Great War the Maharaj Rana placed all 
the resources of his State at the disposal of the British Government. 

In 1917 the Government of India sanctioned the taking over V)y the 
Dholpur Darbar, from the Imperial Delhi Committee, of the Mohari* 
Barauli Railway under the terms of the agi*eement with the Imperial 
Delhi Committee, and its opening for goods and passenger traffic, sub¬ 
ject to>ertain conditions. The Darbar were allowed to retain jurisdic¬ 
tion over the line. 

■By a Supplemeutary Agreeuieiit (No. NLII) concluded in 1920, the 
Dholpur Darbar were allowed to levy octroi iu municipalities contain- 
iug a population of over 2,000 persons, subject to certain cemditionH, 
la return, the Durhur agreed to forego the compensation jKiid to them 
hy Gov^ermueut for like waiving of this right, and the sum of Rs. G0,0(^) 
payable to the Darbar under Article 7 of the Salt Agreeinent of 1879 wuus 
reduced to Bs. 25,788, 


In 1921 Maharaj liana Uclaihhan Singh was granted a personal 
salute of 17 guns. 

In 1923 the Darbar enacted laws and regulations k> give effect to the 
provivsioiivS of the International Opium Convention of 1912. 

Kxtrsulition arrangements have been effected between Dholpun and 
other States both in and outside Eajputana. A list of these is given 
in Appendix L 

The area of the State is 1,200 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 230,188; and the revenue Bs. 17,03,000.

Treaty b^^tweea the Honoituablk the ENaLisii East India Company on the 
one part arifl Maha Kao Ombid Sing Bahadoor, the Kajah of Kotah, and 
his heirs and successors, through Raj Rana Zaum Sing Bahadoor, the 
Administrator of the affairs of that Priucipality on the other, concluded on 
the part of the Honourable English East India Company by Mr. Charles 
Theophtlus Mrtcalpe, in virtue of full powers granted to him by His Ex* 
CELLENOY tho Mo.sT NoBLE the Mabquis of Hastings, k.g., Governor- 
General, and on the part of Maha Rao Omeid Sing Bahadoor by Maha* 
RAJAH Sheodaun Sing, Bah, Jebwun Ram, and Lala Hool Chund, in 
virtue of full powers granted by the Maha Rao aforesaid and his Adminis¬ 
trator, the above-mentioned Raj Rana, —1817. 


Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance, and unity of interests between 
the British Government on the one hand, and Maha Rao Gmeid Sing Bahadoor 
and his heirs and successors on the other. 


Article 2. 

The friends and enemies of either of the contracting parties shall be the same 
to both. 

Arttole 3. 

The British Government engages to take under its protection the principality 
and territory of Kotah. 

Article 4, 


The Maha Rao and his heirs and successors will always act in subordinate 
co-operation with the British Government and acknowledge its supremacy, and 
will not henceforth have any connection with the Chiefs and States with which 
the State of Kotali han been heretofore connected. 


Article 5. 

The Maha Rao and his heirs and successors will not enter into negotiations 
with any Chief or State without the sanction of the British Government; but 
his customary amicable correspondence with friends and relations shall continue. 


Article 8. 

The Maha Rao and his heirs and successors will not commit aggressions on any 
one; and if any dispute accidentally arise with any one, proceeding either from 
acts of the Maha Rao, or acts of the other party, the adjustment of such disputes 
shall be submitted to the arbitration of the British Government. 
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Article 7. 

The tribute heretofore paid by the principality of Kotah to the Mahratta Chiefs, 
for instance, the Peishwa, Sindia, Holkar, and Puar, ehall bo paid at Delhi to the 
British Government for ever, according to the separate Schedule annexed. 

Article 8. 

No other power shall have any claim to tribute from the principality of Kotah 
and if any one advance such a claim the British Government engages to reply to it. 

Article 9. 

The troops of the principality of Kotah, according to its means, shall be furnished 
at the requisition of the British Government. 

Article 10. 

The Maha Bao and his heirs and successors shall remain absolute rulers of 
their country, and the civil and criminal jurisdiction of the British Government 
ahall not be introduced into that principality. 

Article 11. 

This Treaty of eleven Articles having been concluded at Delhi and signed and 
sealed by Mr. Charles Theophilus Metcalfe on the one part, and Maharajah 8heo- 
daun Sing, Sah Jeewun Ram, and Lala Hool Chund on the other, the ratihcations 
of the same by His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor-General and Maha 
Bao Omeid Sing and his Administrator, Raj Rana Zalim Sing, shall be exchanged 
within a month from this date.

Supplementary Article of the Treaty concluded between the BRnusH Govern¬ 
ment and the PRiNOiPALrrY of Kotah on the 2Gth of December A,D. 1817. 

The contracting parties agree :—That after Maha Rao Dmeid Bing, the Rajah 
of Kotah, the principality shall descend to his eldest son and heir-apparent, 
Mabaraj Koowar Keshour Sing and his heirs, in regular succession and perpetuity : 
and that the entire administration of the affairs of the principality shall be vested 
in Raj Rana Zalim Sing, and after him in his eldest son, Koowar Madhoo Sing 
and his heirs, in regular succession and perpetuity.

sions of the Treaty concluded at Delhi on the 26th December 1817, to be enjoyed 
by him, his heirs and successors. 

The Maha Eao will, therefore, consider himself master of these said places, 
attach the ryots to him by kindness, and take them under his Government. No 
other shall interfere therein.

have this day set my seal and signature to the Articles underneath, according to 
which I shall in future abide. To my intention Sree Nathjee is witness, and should 
I deviate therefrom I forfeit all future consideration of the British Government— 
all that the British Govermnent may command I shall cheerfully 
submit, and whatever through you (Captain Tod) may be determined as regards 
my future comforts and establishments T shall offer no objections, 

2n(f.-“According to the Treaty of Delhi in my name and behalf and that of my 
successors Nanahjee Zalim Sing and successors shall poasess and conduct the entire 
administration of affairs as during the lifetime of my father Rajah Omeid Sing. 
Whether as regards the country, its revenue, the army, forts, appointment and 
dismissal of Officers ; in all he shall be supremo. I shall not interfere therein. 

Std ,—Punishment has overtaken the originators of this disturbance. All my 
evil advisers are gone, or dismissed by me at your command, as Gordlmn Dass, 
Syf Alee, Maharajah Bulwunt Sing, the Kazi Mirza Moharaed Alee, Sbeikli Hnbeeb 
etc. Of those named or others instrumental in misleading mo never shall I again 
have any sort of intercourse with them.

Articles (ixawa up by Captain Tod for the observance and provision of the 

Maha Rao Kishore Sing and successors, and signed by Kunwar Madhoo 
Sing, — 1822. 

1. The palace, places of recreation, and gardens in and about Kotah, as the 
malil^in the city, those of Omed Gunge, Rungbaree, Jugpoorah, Makiiiidurra, 
the gardens called Brij Rajjee, the Gopal Newa.s, and Brij Belas, shall bo in posses¬ 
sion of the Maha Rao, whose power in the regulation of them shall be liable to 
no control on the part of the administration of affairs. 

Within the walls of the space appropriated to the palace in the city, on several 
buildings in whicJi reside familes and domestics of the Raj Raiia’s family, the lane 
leading from the bastion called the Noa Boorj to the Khetree Darwaza, or Water 
gate, forms a complete separation. Neither party shall intrude beyond its limits, 
though the Water gate is common to both excepting armed men for obtaining 
water; nor shall the Administrator introduce more than fifty chowkeydars as 
watchmen for the protection of these dwellings and outlets. 

2. Provision for the maintenance of the Maha Rao and his household shall 
be furnished according to the Schedule No. 1, amounting annually to Kotah Halee 
Rupees one lakh sixty-four thousand eight hundred and seventy-seven, ten annas 
and three pies, or monthly thirteen thousand, seven hundred and thirty-nine, 
twelve annas and nine pies (13,739 12-9). This sum shall be disbursed on the middle 
or amanut of cjach month, becoming due by a banker fixed by the Raj Rana ; the 
Maha Rao granting his receipt and a copy thereof to the Agent of the British Gov¬ 
ernment as a voucher of the disbursement. 

The specific objects of the application of this expenditure contained in the 
said Schedule No, 1 are solely and entirely under the Maha Rao as the interior 
of his immediate household, his domestic establishment, and the guards of his 
palace as hereafter described. 

3. On occasions of marriages, births, &c., in the Maha Rao’a family, such shall 
be provided for and conducted with becoming splendor by the Administrator and 
according to past and old custom. If heirs are born to the Maha Kao an adequate 
addition will be made for their support according to circumstances and past usage. 

4. The Maha Rao and his family shall receive always the same forms of res¬ 
pect and preside on all occasions of public ceremonials gnd festivals as heretofore 
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7(5 ^as the Diisserah, Junnum Uahtumee, &c. Such gifts, charities, benefactions, 
or establishment as form part of the State expenditure as Dan Poon, Boorsee, 
the Band and Insignia, &c., heretofore distributed and kept up, shaU remain as 
in the past. 


5. When the Maha Rao goes out for air, exercise, or hunting, ho shall always 
be attended by the State Insignia as heretofore, and accompanied by a party 
of tlie troops of the State. 


One hundred horse and 200 foot as personal guards, and for his palace as 
provided for in Schedule No. 1, are to be under the Maha Rao s sole control, none 
shall interfere therein. Over these, as well as all his household establishments of 
whatever description, domestics, &o., as specified, paid and provided for in that 


Schedule, he is sole master. 


7. As provision for Baapoo Lalljee, son of .Pirthi Sing, his family and depen¬ 
dants of his father, the sum of eighteen thousand Halee Rupees per annum, or 
monthly fifteen hundred, is made, and shall be paid and acknowledged in the same 
manner and time as the Maha Rao^s. On occasion of his first marriage expenses 
proper for the ceremony will be furnished by the Administrator. 

8. Sepahees or Mootauddies dismissed by or deserted from the Administrator 
of afiairs shall not be entertained or harboured by the Maha Rao ; nor in like 
manner shall any of his be r^i^ceived by the Administrator. 


t). A person of trust shall remain in attendance with the Maha Rao on the 
part of the Agent of Government and be the medium of common intercourse. 

10. Whatever debts the Maha Rao may have contracted during these disturb¬ 
ances, or may hereafter contract, the State sliall not be answerable for.

Treaty between the British Government and Maha Rao Ram Sino of Kotar, 

—1838. 


Article 1. 

Conaequciit upon the. relinquishment by Raj Rana Mudun Sing of the adminis¬ 
tration of the affairs of the Kotah principality guaranteed by the supplementary 
Article of the Treaty of Delhi to Raj Rana Zalim Sing, his heirs and successors, 
Maha Rao Bam Sing assents to tlie repeal of the said Article- 
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Article 2.

With the consent of the British Government tlie Maha Rao agrees to cede the 
porgunnahs specified in the annexed Schedule to Raj Rana Mudun Sing, his heirs 
and successors. 


Article 3. 


The Maha Rao, his heirs and successors, will fulfil the j>eouniary obligations 
arising out of the present arrangements of separation and transfer agreeably to 
the appended Schedule. 


Article 4. 

The Maha Rao agrees for himself, his heirs and successors, to pay the tribute 
as heretofore paid by the Kotah State, with the exception of the sum of Com¬ 
pany’s Rupees eighty thousand per annum, which the British Government have 
agreed to receive from Raj Rana Mudun Sing, his heirs and successors ; the first 
paym^ent to be made by the Raj Rana at the beginning of the Surabut year 1895. 
The second half-yearly instalment at present due on account of the Fusul Rubee 
for Suinbut 1894 wiU be paid in full, viz., Rupees 1,32,360, by the principality of 
Kotah. 

Article 5. 


The Maha Rao agrees for himself, his heirs and successors, to maintain an 
auxiliary force, to be commanded and paid by British Officers, should the British 
Government decide that the measure is expedient; it being clearly understood 
that the existence of such force shall in no way interfere with the Maha Rao, his 
heirs and successors* exercise of power in the internal administration of the affairs 
of the Kotah State. 

Article 6. 


The expense of such force shall never exceed throe lakhs of Rupees per annum. 


Article 7, 

If the force shall be raised the funds for its maintenance shallTie paid to the 
British Government by the administration of the Maha Rao, his heirs and succes- 
sctt's, in two half-yearly instalments, along with the tribute, and the period for 
the first payment will be fixed by the British Government. 

Article 8. 

It is to be clearly understood that all the stipulations contained in the Treaty 
concluded at Delhi between the British Government and l^Iaha Rao Omeid Sing 
Bahadoor, on the 26th of December 1817, which are not affected by the provisions 
of the present Treaty, shall remain in full force.

ExTRAomoN Treaty between the British Government and His Highness 
S uTRoo Saul Sing Bauadoor, Maharao of Kotah, his heirs and succes¬ 
sors, executed on the one part by Captain Arthur Neil Bruck, Political 
Agent, Haraotee, under authority from Colonel William Frederick 
Eden, Governor-General's Agent ior the States of Rajpootana, in 
virtue of the full powers vested in him by His Excellency the Right 
Hon’ble Sib John Laihi) Maih Lawrence, Bart., g.c.b., and g.c.s.i*, 
VioEROY and Governor-General of India, and on the otlier part by Kub 
Raja Bhowaner Ohaujee, in virtue of the full powers conferred on him 
by Maha Rao Sutroo Saul Sing Bahadoor aforesaid,—1869. 

Article 1. 

That any person, whether a British or Foreign subject, committing a heinous 
offence in British territory, and seeking shelter within tbe limits of the Kotah 
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shall be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the 
former, on requisition in the usual manner. 


Abtiole 2. 

That any person, being a subject of Kotah, committing a heinous offence 
‘vithin the limits of the Kotah State, and seeking asylum in British territory, will 
be apprehended apd delivered up by the latter Government to tlie former, on 
requisition in the usual manner. 

Article 3. 

That any person, other than a Kotah subject, committing a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Kotah State, and seeking asylum in British territory, will 
be apprehended and the case investigated by such Court as the British Govern¬ 
ment may direct. As a general rule such cases will be tried by the Court of the 
Political Officer in whom the Political supervision of Kotah may at the time be 
vested. 

Article 4. 

That in no case" shall either Government be bound to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence, except on requisition duly made by, or by the author¬ 
ity of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall be charged to 
have been committed, and also upon such evidence of criminality as, according 
to the laws of the country in which the person accused shall be found, would justify 
his apprehension and sustain the charge if the offence had been there committed.

The expenses of any apprehension, detention, or surrender, made in virtue 
of the foregoing stipulations, shall be borne and defrayed by the Govemment 
making the requisition.

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to affect any Treaty now existing 
between the high contracting parties except so far as any Treaty may be repug- 
nant thereto.

Kotah Salt Agreement, dated the 16th June 1882. 

Ratified the 25th July 1882. 

Article 1. 

His Highness the Maharao agrees to prohibit absolutely and to prevent the 
nxanufacture of edible salt within any part of the Kotah State, but the British 
Government agree to permit the petty works noted in Schedule A annexed to this 
Agreement to bo kept open for the manufacture of saltpetre and khari salt for 
industrial purposes, and His Highness the Maharao agrees so to supervise these 
works as to prevent their total outturn in any one year exceeding two thousand 
(2,000) maunds of khari salt, and three hundred (300) maunds of saltpetre, and to 
furnish to the British Government annual returns of the outturn from each of 
these works. 

Article 2. 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatever shall be levied on salt, 
whether exported from, or imported into, or carried through the Kotah State, 
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His Highness the Maharao agrees to prohibit the importation into, or con¬ 
sumption within, the Kotah State of any salt whatever other than salt upon which 
duty has been levied by the British Government. 


Artiolk 4. 

In consideration of the effective observance by His Highness the Maharao of 
Kotah of the stipulations in this Agreement the British Government agrees to 
pay to His Highness the Maharao of Kotah, in lieu of import, export, transit and 
every other charge on salt, the sum of Rupees sixteen thousand (Rs. 16,000) 
annually. 

Article 6. 

The losses to the Kotri Chiefs and their Jagirdars (named in Schedule B) and 
to the Jagirdars of the Kotah State (named in Schedule C), consequent on the 
abolition of the aforesaid duties having been considered in concert by the British 
Government and His Highness the Maharao of Kotah, the British Government 
agrees to pay annually to His Highness the sum of Rupees three thousand one 
hundred and seventy-five (Rs. 3,175) to be distributed as follows :— 

Rfl. 

To tho Kotri Ohicfa an i their Jagirdars, in accordance with Schedule B 3,000 
To the Jagirdars of Kotah State, in accordance with Schedule C . . 175 

The British Government further agrees to pay to His Highness the Maharao 
of Kotah a sum of Rupees fifteen thousand nine hundred and five (Rs 15,905), 
which is to be distributed to the Jagirdars of the State in accordance with Sche¬ 
dule D as compensation in full for the abolition of the Mappa duties on salt, which 
they have hitherto been entitled to levy. 

Article 6. 

None of the stipulations set forth in this Agreement shall be modified or annulled 
without the previous consent of both the contracting parties. 


Article 7. 

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to affect any Treaty now existing 
between the British Government and the Maharao of Kotah, except in so far as 
its provisions may be repugnant thereto. 


Article B. 

This Agreement is to come into force from the 1st August 1882,

Whereas a treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded ^on 
the 5th March 1869 between the British Government and the Kotah State: and 
whereas the procedure presorib<Mi by the Treaty for the extradition of offenders 
from British India to the Kotah State has been found by experience to be less 
simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law as to the extradi¬ 
tion of offenders in force in British India : It is hereby agreed between the British 
Government and the Kotah State that the provisions of the treaty proscribing a 
procedure for the extradition of ofienders shall no longer apply to cases of extra¬ 
dition from .British India to the Kotah State but that the procedure prescribed 
by the law as to the extradition of offenders for the time being in force in British 
India shall be followed in every such case.

Memorandum of Agrermknt made this 20th day of February one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-nine between the Government of His Highness 
THE Mahahao of Kotah (hereinafter called His Highness* Government) 
of the first part, and the Indian Midland Kailway Company, Limited 
(hereinafter called the Company) of the other part, for the working of His 
Highness the Maharao’s Railway forming a portion of the GuxSfA-BARAN 
Railway (hereinafter called the Railway) commencing at mileage 201 and 
1,571§ feet from Itarsi Junction in the direction of Baban and extend¬ 
ing to Baran Station in the territory of His Highness the Maharao,— 
1899. 

1. This Agreemen*^^ shall remain in force until the expiration of the Principal 
Contract subsisting between the Company and the Secretary of State for India> 
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the 2nd of October 1885, or until the expiration of a period of ten years 
from the date of the opening of the Railway for public trafiic of all kinds, which¬ 
ever period shall hist expire, and shall be determiniabJe then, or upon the 30th 
June or the Slst December in any year thereafter, provided that not less than 
twelve months* previous notice in writing has been given by one of the parties 
to this Agreement to the other of them. 

Clause 1 as aiuended in 1913, 


This Agreement shall remain in force until the expiration of the Principal 
Contract subsisting between the Company and the Secretary of State for India, 
dated the 2nd of October 1885, or until the expiration of a period of ten years 
from the date of the opening of the Railway for public traffic of all kinds, which¬ 
ever period shall first expire, and shall be determinable then, or upon the 
31st March or the 30th September in any year thereafter, provided that not less 
than twelve months* previous notice in writing has been given by one of the parties 
to this Agreement to the other of them. 


2. The Railway during the term of this Agreement is to^be worked by the 
Company as part of the undertaking, which consists of the Indian Midland Rail¬ 
way and Railways worked by the Company, subject to the same arrangements as 
are in force with the Company itself under the l^rincipal Contract except as here¬ 
inafter modified. 

3. All communications of importance, or involving Capital expenditure between 
Hia Highness’ Government and the Company, under this Agreement, shall pass 
through the Political Officer representing the Kotah Durbar and the Consulting 
Engineer to the Government of India, Lucknow Circle, or such other Officer as 
the Government of India may from time to time appoint to undertake the same 
general duties with respect to the liailway, as are entrusted to that Officer by the 
Government of India in respect to the Indian Midland Railway. AH correspon¬ 
dence as to details in connexion with sanctioned works, and as to traffic and other 
matters, shall be carried on direct between the Political Officer rojiresenting the 
Kotah Durbar and the Indian Midland liailway Company. 

4. Within one year from the opening of the Railway, or as soon as possible 
before the expiration of that period the Railway shall be completely constructed 
and equipped by and at the expense of His Highness* Government in a sub¬ 
stantial and satisfactory manner, as to works, permanent way, buildings, fixed 
machiuery, and in ail other respects, and stations and other buildings shall be 
fully equipped with the usual plant, fittings, furniture and appliances. All the 
works so carried out including the permanent way, buildings, machixiery, plant, 
fittings, furniture, appliances, and equipments shall be up to the standard on which 
the Cojupany’s own line, buildings and works have been coxiStruoted and equipped, 
or shall bo approved of by the Consulting Engineer, 

5. A full section of permanent ballast or 84,000 cubic feet per mile of track 
iiid on wooden sleepers outside cuttings, and 87,000 cubic feet per mile of track 
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steel sleepers, or in reck cuttings, shall be provided by, and at the expense 
oTHis Highness’ Government, and to meet the loss of ballast resulting from the 
subsidence of embankments, a further quantity of 8,000 cubic feet per mile of 
track in bank is to be provided by and at the expense of His Highness’ Govern¬ 
ment. This ballast shall be cEstributed as follows:—In cuttings and on light 
banks (under 5 feet) and in station yards the permanent ballast shall be spread, 
or with the sanction of the Engineer-in-Chief who is superintending the construc¬ 
tion of the Eailway shall be stacked or laid in such manner as the Company shall 
approve ; on embankments generally it should be stacked on cess, or in Depot 
for subsequent use. All permanent way on embankments in the first instance 
and before the opening for general traffic, is to be packed with temporary ballast 
of sand or sound moonim or the best material obtainable in the District, The 
cost of distributing, spreading and packing the permanent ballast, which is Charge- - 
able to Capital and has to be done by the Company shall be settled finally before 
the lino is taken over by the Company. 

6. When the opening of the Railway for public traffic has been sanctioned by 
the Government of India, His Highness’ Government shall, except as provided 
in clause 7, hand over the Railway to the Company, aneLthe Company shall accept 
the Railway for the purposes of this Agreement, His Highness’ Government 
guaranteeing to the Company full and undisturbed possession of the Railway at 
all times during the continuance of this Agreement. 


7. The Engineer-in-Chief in charge of the construction of the Railway shall, 
within one year of the opening of the Railway, complete at the cost of His Highness’ 
Governroent all additional works, fixed structures, machinery, etc., that may be 
necessary for the proper completion of the Railway, in accordance with the re¬ 
quirements of the Company or the orders of the Consulting Engineer, Schedules 
shall be prepared by the representatives of the Railway and the Company show¬ 
ing the works which, are considered necessary for the completion of the line within 
this period. Such works shall not include the spreading and packing of per¬ 
manent ballast referred to in clause 6 above : and the permanent way and exist¬ 
ing works shall be maintained by the Company. A list giving particulars of all 
furniture and moveable equipment at stations shall be prepared as soon ns the 
furniture and equipment have been fully provided and shall be signed by a represen¬ 
tative of the Eailway and a representative of the Company. 

8. Except as provided in clause 7, all additional works and alterations in 
existing works that are not of the nature of repairs or new minor works, which 
may from time to time be agreed upon, between His Figlmcss’ Government and 
the Company, as necessary for the efficient working of the Railway, shall be carried 
out by the Company at the cost of His Highness’ Government on estimates sane, 
tioned and approved by His Highness’ Government and the Consulting Engineer. 

9. For works wffiich may be required after the first twelve months, the Com¬ 
pany shall submit to His Highness’ Government an estimate of the probable 
Capital requirements for the coming official year, and shall during the said year 
be at liberty to expend the amount mentioned in the estimate or such part thereof 
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as may be necessary on objecbs properly chargeable to Capital without further 
reference to His Higness* Government provided that if the expenditure is incurred 
on any work not specified in the said estimate, an explanation of the necessity 
for such expenditure shall be furnished to His Highness* Government at the ear* 
liest possible opportunity. Such estimates shall be submitted annually three 
months before the commencement of the official year. Or if, from any unforeseen 
circumstances, the total expenditure for which the estimate has been submitted 
is likely to be exceeded, a fresh application for funds with supplemental estimate 
shall be made as early as possible. His Highness' Government shall after approval 
of the estimates place at the disposal of the Company Jth of the whole amount 
for which the estimate has been submitted and shall without delay meet all further 
demands from time to time up to the total amount of the estimate. These esti¬ 
mates shall not include provision for additional ballast beyond the quantity pro¬ 
vided for in clause 5. 

10. The cost of works the execution of which under clause 9 of this Agree¬ 
ment is required to be carried out by the Company, shall be dealt with as follows - 

(a) All such works costing over Hs. 1,000 shall be charged to the Capital 

Account of the Railway, and paid for by His Highness’ Government. 

(b) Petty works costing not more than Rs. 1,000 each shall be charged to 

Revenue and shall be met from the sum allowed to the Company for 
maintenance and working of the said Railway as hereinafter provided. 

Provided always that if for any half-year the aggregate expenditure on petty 
works thereon shall exceed Rs. 20 per mile open in any half-year, such excess 
shall be charged to the Capital Account of the said Railway and shall bo met 
by His Highness’ Government. 

11. The Company shall maintain the Railway in good repair and in good 
working order and condition up to the standard of its own line, and to the satis¬ 
faction of the Consulting Engineer upon the following terms—that is to say, the 
Cost and expenses of such maintenance shall be borne by the Company so far 
only as such maintenance shall be necessary to make good damage caused by 
the ordinary we^r and tear incidental to the use and working of the said Railway 
and works by the Company, and the conveyance of traffic thereon by the Com¬ 
pany, and not further or otherwise; and the Company shall not be.ar nor be 
put to any cost or expense for, or in respect of, any repair, restoration, renewal, 
or replacement necessary to make good any damage that may occur to the said 
Railway and works, or any portion thereof, which may arise from defective 
original construction, or may be caused by w'eather storm accident or any ex¬ 
traordinary casualty not due to defects in the maintenance or working of the 
Railway by the Company, and to the occurrence of which the Company shall not 
have in any way contributed by any act, neglect or default of their own. Pro¬ 
vided that, if in any case His Highness’ Government and the Company shall not 
agree as to the liability of the Comj)any under this section the matter in question 
shall be referred to arbitration as hereinafter provided, and the decision arrived 
at on such arbitration shall be binding on both parties to the reference. 
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this Contract the Company shall be in posses¬ 
sion of and have entire control of the Railivay, shall supply all staff req^uired for 
the supervision, maintenance and working, including that for audit and accounts, 
and shall supply all locomotives and other rolling stock, fuel and working stores 
required for the efficient working of the Railway, 

id. The Railway Police will be provided by the Company, and three equal 
tenth parts of the cost of proidding and maintaining the force from time to time 
employed will in accordance with the procedure laid down by Government be 
borne by blis Highness’ Government, the remaining seven-tenths being a charge 
against the Company. The term “ Police shall include the force required for 
law and order as welt as that required for watch and ward. 

14. The Company shall charge generally such rates, fares, and tolls as are 
within the schedule of maxima and minima rates sanctioned by Government from 
time to time for the Indian Midland Railway, and shall make such rules, condi¬ 
tions, and arrangements in respect of the traffic on the Railway as are now, or 
shall be from time to time, in force on the Indian Midland Railway ; and it shall 
bo understood that the Company will not make or give any undue or unreasonable 
preference or advantage to, or in favour of any particular person or company or 
any description of traffic or subject any particular person or company to any 
undue or unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage, but shall do all in its power 
to develop traffic on the Railway. 

15. All costs, charges and expenses incurred by the Company in connexion 
with the maintenance, managomont, use and working of the Railway, and the 
conveyance of traffic thereon shall be paid by the Company, provided that, in the 
event of the telegraph lines and instruments not being the property of the Rail¬ 
way, the cost of the rent of the same shall be a charge against the Railway. 

CUixise 15 as a»ie?ided in 1901, 

As from lat January 1901 this clause shall be read as though the proviso in 
regard to the rent of telegraph lines and instruments were omitted^ 

Clause 15 as amended in 1918, 

All costs, charges and expenses incurred by the Company in connection 
with the maintenance, management, use and working of the Railway, and the 
conveyance of traffic thereon shall be paid by the Company, provided that, in 
the event of the telegraph lines and instruments not being the property of the 
Railway, the cost of the rent of the same shall bo a charge against the Railway, 

10. The gross receipts of the fiailw^ay are to be collected and treated as receipts 
of the Company, and the Company shall pay the same into the Government Trea¬ 
sury in the same way as their own eaniings. The expression ** gross receipts ” 
as used in this Agreement means and includes gross earnings from coaching and 
goods traffic, and moneys received by the Company from the working of any tele- 
graplis or telegraphic appliances which are the property of the Railway, or of 
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the Goverhmenfc of India have allovred the Company the exclusive use for 
the pufposes of the Kailway ; also all sums received as rent and all other sundry 
receipts usually treated as Railway Revenue. 

17. 'the Company shall keep distinct and separate accounts of the gross receipts 
of the Railway. Sxich accounts shall ho made up half-yearly to the 30th day of 
June and the 31st day of December in each year, or to such other days as may 
at any time be prescribed for the Indian Midland Railway, and so soon as the 
half-yearly accounts of the Company have been passed by the Consulting Engi¬ 
neer, and not later than three months after the close of each half-year, the Com¬ 
pany shall render to His Highness’ Government, through the Consulting Engineer, 
a Summary of the account of the Railway, signed by the Consulting Engineer 
and by the Government Examiner of Accounts attached to the Indian Midland 
Railway. 


18. The amounts of the said gross receipts, ascert,ained as in the last preced¬ 
ing paragraph mentioned, shall be dealt with as follows ? namely, for working 
and maintaining the Railway, as hereinbefore provided, the Company shall retain 
out of the said gross receipts a sum that shall bear the same percentage to the 
entire gross receipts of the Railway for each half-year as the aggregate working 
expenses of the whole System of the Company (including the Railway) .shall bear 
to the gro.ss receipts of that System for the same half-year, but such sum shall 
not in any half-year exceed 50 per cent, of the entire gross receipts of the said 
Railway for that half-year and the said sura shall be accepted by the Company 
in full satisfaction for the supply of rolling stock, plant and machinery, other 
than fixed machinery, and the managing, working, and maintaining, of the said 
Railway and works, in accordance with the provisions of this Contract and for 
the perforraancR by the Company of every other obligation undertaken by them 
under this Contract with reference to the said Railway and works. 


Clause 18 as amended in 1901. 

Und^ clauses 28 and 29 of the contract, dated the 21st December 19(K>, with 
the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company, one general working expenses 
account will be maintained, and the total working expenses of the Great Indian 
Peninsula Railway system and the Indian Midland Railway system including 
branches worked will be first divided in ratio of the gross receipts of each railway 
system, and the working expenses of the section of the Guna-Baran Railway be¬ 
longing to the Native State of Kotah will be represented by a sum which sh^Il 
bear the same proportion of the whole of the working expenses attributed to the 
Indian Midland Railway system including branches, as the gross receipts of this 
section of the Guna-Baran Railway bear to the whole gross receipts of the Indian 
Midland Railway including branches. 


Clause 18 as amende in 1918. 

The amounts of the said gross receipte ascertained as in the last preceding 
paragraph mentioned, shall be dealt with as follows, namely, for working and 
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maintaining the Railway, as hereinbefore provided, the Company shall retain out 
of the said gross receipts a sum that shall bear the same percentage to the entire 
gross receipts of the Railway for each half-year as the aggregate working expenses 
of the whole System of the Company (including the Railway) shall bear to the 
gross receipts of that System for the same half-year, but such sum shall not in 
any half-year exceed 50 per cent, of the entire gross receipts of the said Railway 
for that half-year, and the said sum shall be accepted by the Company in full 
satisfaction for the supply of rolling-stock, plant and machinery other than fixed 
machinery, and the managing, working and maintaining of the said Railway and 
works, in accordance with the provisions of this contract, and for the performance 
by the Company of every other obligation undertaken by them under this con¬ 
tract, with reference to the said Railway and works. The said sum referred to 
above will not include rent on the capital cost of telegraph lines and instruments 
provided by the Government Telegraph Department. 

19. The remainder of the said gross receipts, after deduction of the sum s^ 
retained by the Company as aforesaid, shall be paid over to His Highness’ Gov* 
ernment in the manner prescribed by the Government of India. Every Revenue 
account shall be considered as settled at the expiration of three calendar months 
after the same shall have been submitted to His Highness* Government, but never¬ 
theless any error which may subsequently be discovered therein shall be corrected 
in the next or in any subsequent Revenue account. 

20. All money transactions under this Agreement as between His Highness, 
Government and the Company shall be in British Government rupees and the 
Company are to accept the British Currency only in payment of fares and rates. 

21. If His Highness’ Government and the Railway Company shall fail to 
agree touching any matter with respect to which their agreement is required by 
this Contract, or if, in any case not herein specially provided for, any dispute, 
question, or controversy shall at any time arise between His Highness’ Govern¬ 
ment and the Company, touching this Contract, or any clause or thing herein 
contained, or the construction thereof, or any matter connected with this Con¬ 
tract or the operation thereof, or the rights, duties or liabilities of either party 
in relation to the Contract, then and in every such case the matter in regard to 
which His Highness’ Government and the Company shall fail to agree, or the 
matter in difierence, as the case may be, shall be settled by arbitration in a manner 
to be arranged between His Highness* Government and the Company with the 
approval of the Govornmont of India.

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SupPLBMTENTARY AGREEMENT between the Kotah Darbar and the Secretary 
OF State for India in regard to His Highness the Maharao’s Railway 
forming part of tjie Guna-Baran Railway, —1911. 

An Agreement dated the 12th day of January 1911 between the Govern¬ 
ment of His Highness the Mabarao of Kotah (hereinafter called His Highness’ 
Government) of the one part and the Secretary of State for India in Council (here¬ 
inafter called the Secretary of State) of the other part. Whereas this Agreement 
is intended to be supplemental to an Agreement (hereinafter referred to as the 
Principal Contract) dated the 20th day of February 1899 and made between His 
Highness’ Governm(3nt of the one part and the Indian Midland Rail>vay Com¬ 
pany, Limited, of the other part whereby it was agreed that His Highness the 
Maharao’s Railway (hereinafter called the said Railway) forming a portion of the 
Guna-Baran Railway commencing at mileage 261 and 1,571J feet from Itarsi 
Junction in the direction of Baran and extending to Baxan Station in the terri¬ 
tory of His Highness the Maharao should be worked by the said Company as 
part of its own undertaking subject to the same arrangements as were in force 
with the said Company itself under its contract with the Government of India 
except as thereinafter modified and whereas by virtue of two several Indentures 
both dated the 2l8t day of December 1900 and the one being made between the 
Secretary of State of the one part and the Indian Midland Railway Company, 
Limited, of the other part and the other being made between the Secretary of 
State of the one part and the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company of the 
other part the Indian Midland Railway Company System including {inter alin) 
the said Railw^ay has been and is for the period of 25 years from the Ist day of 
July 1900 being maintained, managed and worked by the Secretary of State through 
the agency of the said Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company and whereas 
in conformity with the provisions of a certain Indenture, dated the 2nd day of 
October 1885, and made between the Secretary of State of the one part and the 
Indian Midland Railway Company, Limited, aforesaid of the other part an arrange¬ 
ment has been made whereby the Indian Midland Raihvay Company, Limited, is 
shortly about to relinquish and make over to the Secretary of State the property 
and undertaking of the Indian Midland Railway Company, Limited, together with 
all liabilities (if any) as shall then be subsisting and whereas His Highness’ Gerv- 
eniment has agreed with the Indian Midland Railway Company, Limited, ac¬ 
cordingly and with the Secretary of State to accept the Secretary of State as a 
party to the Principal Contract in lieu and in the place of the Indian Midland 
Railway Company, Limited, as on and from the 1st day of January 1911 upon 
the terms of the Secretary of State undertaking to perform the Principal Con¬ 
tract and to be bound by the terms thereof. 

Now it is hereby agreed as follows :— 

(1) The Secretary of State undertakes to observe and perform the terms and 
provisions of the Principal Contract as on and from the Ist day of 
January 1911 and to be bound by the terms thereof in every way as 
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if the Secretary of State were a party to the Principal Contract in lieu 
of the Indian Midland Railway Company, Limited. 

(2) His Highness’ Government hereby accepts on and from the date afore¬ 
said the liability of the Se^cretary of State under and upon the Prin¬ 
cipal Contract in lien of the liability of the Indian Midland Railway 
Company, Limited, and agrees to be bound by the terms of the Prin¬ 
cipal Contract in every way as if the Secretary of State were named 
therein as a party thereto in place of the Indian Midland Railway Com¬ 
pany, Limited, and as acting therein through the agency of the Great 
Indian Peninsula Railway aforesaid or through the agency of such 
other company as the Secretary of State shall at any time thereafter 
appoint and the terms and provisions of the Principal Contract were 
altered and made applicable accordingly. 

In witness whereof Robert Charles Francis Volkers being Secretary to the 
Railway Board acting in the premises for and on behalf of the Secretary of State 
for India in Council and Raghunath Dass, Diw'aii, on behalf of the Government 
of Hie Highness the Maharao of Kotah have hereunto set their hands the day 
and year first above written.

Treaty between the Honourable English East Inuia Company and Maha¬ 
rajah JiTDKOOL Chunpurbhal Hurbuksh Pal Deo, Ra,jah of Kerowlke 
concluded by IVIr. Charles Theophilus Metcalfe on the part of the Hon*^ 
DURABLE Company, in virtme of full powers from His Excellency the Most 
Noble the Marquis of Hastings, k.g,, Governor-General, kc,, and by 
Meer Utteekooia. on the part of the Rajah, in virtue of full powers from 
the said Rajah,— 1817, 

Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance, and unity of interest between 
the British Government on the one hand and the Rajah of Kerowlee and his des¬ 
cendants on the other. 
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Article 2. 

The British Government takes under its protection the dominions of the Rajah 
of Korowlee. 

Article 3. 

The Kajah of Kerowlco acknowledges the supremacy of, and will co-operate 
with the British Government for ever. He will not commit aggressions on any 
one. He will not enter into negociations with any one, without the consent of 
the British Government. If by chance any dispute arise with any one it shall 
be submitted to the arbitration and award of the British Government. The 
Rajah is absolute ruler of his own dominions, and the British jurisdiction shall 
not be introduced therein. 

Article 4. 

The British Government spontaneously remits to the Rajah and his descend¬ 
ants the tribute which the Rajah used to pay to the Peishwa, and which has 
been ceded by the Peishwa to the British Government. 



Article 5. 

The Rajah of Kerowlee shall furnish troops at the requisition of the British 
Government according to his means. 


Article 6. 

The present Treaty of 6 Articles having been settled at Delhi, and signed and 
sealed by x\Ir, Charles Theopbilus Metcalfe and Meer Utteekoola the ratification 
of the same by His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor-General and the 
Maharajah of Kerowlee, shall be delivered at Delhi within one month from the 
present date, 9th November 1817.

Article 1. 

That any person, whether a British or Foreign subject, committing a heinous 
offence in British territory, and seeking shelter within the limits of the Kerowlee 
State, shall be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the 
former on requisition in the usual manner. 

Arhole 2. 

That any person, being a subject of Kerowlee, committing a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Kerowlee State, and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the former 
on requisition in the usual manner. 


Article 3. 

That any person other than a Kerowlee subject committing a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Kerowlee State, and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will bo apprehended and the case investigated by such Court as the British Gov¬ 
ernment may direct. As a general rule such cases will be tried by the Court of 
the Political Officer in whom the political supervision of the Kerowlee State may 
at the time be vested. 

Article 4. 

That in no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence except on requiation duly made by, or by the author¬ 
ity of the Government within whoso territory the offence shall be charged to 
have been committed, and also upon such evidence of criminality as, according 
to the laws of the country in which the person accused shall be found, would justify 
his apprehension and sustain the charge if the offence had been there commifc- 
ted.

The expense of any apprehension, detention, or surrender made in virtue 
of the foregoing stipulations shall be borne and defrayed by the Government 
making the requisition.

The above Treaty shall continue in force until either of the high contracting 
parties shall give notice to the other of its wish to terminate it. 


Article 8. 

Nothing herein oontAined shall be deemed to affect any Treaty now exist¬ 
ing between the high contracting parties, except so far as any Treaty may bo 
repugnant thereto. 

Done at Ajmere tliis twenty-seventh day of November in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-eight.

Kekowuije Salt Agkbement, dated the 23rd January 1882. 
Ratified the 8th April 1882. 


Article 1. 

His Highness the Maharaja of Kerowlee agrees to suppress and absolutely 
prohibit and prevent the manufacture of salt within any part of the Kerowlee 
State, whether overtly or under the guise of manufacturing saltpetre or other 
Sidine product, and to destroy and erase existing salt-works, if any, so that salt 
cannot there be made. 

Article 2. 

No tax, toll, transit duty or due of any kind whatsoever shall be levied on 
salt, whether exported from, or imported into, or carried through, the Kerowlee 
State. 

Article 3. 

His Highness the Maharaja agrees to prohibit the importation into, or con- 
8Uin|)tion within, the Kerowlee State of any salt whatever, other than salt upon 
which duty has been levied by the British Government. 

Article 4. 

In consideration of the effective observance by His Highness the Maharaja 
of Kerowlee of the stipulations in this Agreement, the British Government agree 
to pay to His Highness the Maharaja of Kerowlee, in lieu of import, export, tran¬ 
sit and every other charge on salt, the sum of Rs. 5,000 (five thousand) annually, 
the first payment to be made after the expiration of twelve months from the date 
on which this Agreement comes into force. 

Further, the British Government engage to deliver yearly at Sambhar, free 
of cost and duty, fifty (50) itiaunds of salt of good quality, for the personal use 
of the Maharaja of Kerowlee, to any one empowered by the said Maharaja in that 
behalf. This salt shall bo forthwith removed into the Kerowlee State,-and shall 
not be used for purposes of traffic or re-exported therefrom. 

Article 5. 

None of the stipulations in this Agreement shall be modified or annulled with¬ 
out the previous consent of both the contracting parties. 

Article 6. 

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to affect any Treaty now existing 
between the British Government and the Maharaja of Kerowlee, except in so 
far as its provisions may be repugnant thereto. 

Article 7. 

This Agreement is considered to have come into force on the let October 1881. 
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Agreement fiiipplementary to the Treaty of 1868 regarding Extradition,—— 

1887. 

Whereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded on 
the 20fch December 1868, between the British Qovernment and the Kerowlee 
State ; And whereas the procedure proscribed by the Treaty for the extradition 
of offenders from British India to the Kerowlee State has been found by experi¬ 
ence to be less simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law as 
to the extradition of offenders in force in British India ; It is hereby agreed be¬ 
tween the British Government and the Kerowlee State that the provisions of the 
Treaty prescribing a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer 
apply to cases of extradition from British India to the Kerowlee State; but that 
the procedure prescribed by the law as to the extradition of offenders for the time 
being in force in British India shall be followed in every such case. 

Signed at Kerowlee this the third day of August in the year a.d. one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-seven.

Treaty concluded between His Excellency Lieutenant-General Gerard 
Lake, Commander-in-Chief of His Majesty’s and the Honourable Com¬ 
pany’s FORCES in the East Indies, on the part of His Excellency the 
MOST Noble Richard, Marquis Wellesley, Knight of the Most Illus¬ 
trious Order of Saint Patrick, one of His Britannic Majesty’s Most 
Honourable Privy Council, Captain General and Commander-in- 
Chief of all the LAND FORCES serving in the British possessions in India, 
and Governor-General in Council, at Fort William in Bengal, and 
Maharajah Bbshoinder Sewaee Runjeet Sing Bahadoor, Rajah of 
Bhurtpore,—1803. 

Article 1. 

Perpetual friendship shall be maintained between Maharajah Beshoinder 
Sewaee Runjeet Sing Bahadoor, Bahadoor Jung, and the Honourable Company. 
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Article 2. 

The friends and enemies of either State shall be the friends and enemies of 
both. 

Article 3. 

The British Government shall never interfere in the concerns of the Maha¬ 
rajah’s country, nor exact any tribute from him. 


Article 4. 

If an enemy should invade the territories of the Honourable Company the 
Maharajah hereby engages to furnish to the English the aid of Ids troops in the 
expulsion of such enemy; and, in like manner, the Honourable Company engages 
to assist the Maharajah with its forces in defending his dominions against external 
attacks. 

The sincerity of this engagement is attested on the Holy Bible.

Treaty of Amity and Aluanoe between the Honourable the East India Com¬ 
pany and the Maharajah Sewaee Beshoinder Bunjeet Sino Bahadoor, 
Bahadoor Jung settled by His Excelihsncy General Gerard, Lord 
Lake, Baron of Delhi and Laswarreb, and Aston Clxnton, Commander- 
iN-C'mEF of ijie British Forces in India, in virtue of authority vested in him 
for that purpose by His Excellency the Most Nobije the Marquis Wel¬ 
lesley, Knight of the Most Illustrious Order of Saint Patrick, one 
of His Britannic Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, Gover¬ 
nor-General in Council of all the British possessions, and Captain Gene¬ 
ral of all the BRrasH land forces in the East Indies, in behalf of the 
Honourable the Engush East India Company and by Maharajah Sew¬ 
aee Beshoinder Bunjeet Sing Bahadoor, on behalf of himself, his heirs, 
and successors. 

Article 1. 

A firm and permanent friendship is established between the Honourable the 
English East India Company and Maharajah Sewaee Bahadoor Bunjeet Sing 
Bahadoor, and between their heirs and successors.

As friendship has been established between the two States the friends and 
enemies of one of the parties shall be considered the friends and enemies of both, 
and an adherence to this condition shall be constantly observed by both States. 


Article 3. 

Whereas circumstances have occurred which have interrupted the friendship 
formerly subsisting between the Honourable Company and Maharajah Runjeet 
Sing Bahadoor, which friendship is now renewed, in order to prevent the recur¬ 
rence of such circamstancos, the Maharajah agrees, as a security to the British 
Government, that one of his sons shall constantly remain with the officer who 
may command the British forces in the Soubahs of Delhi or Agra until such time 
as the British Government itiay be perfectly satisfied in regard to the Maharajah’s 
fidelity; and the Honourable Company, on the other band, agrees that upon 
satisfactory proof being afforded of the Maharajah’s fidelity and attachment 
to the British Government, the Fort of Deeg, which is now in the possession of 
the Officers of Government, shall be restored to Rajah Runjeet Sing. 


Article 4. 

Maharajah Runjeet Sing binds himself to pay to the Honourable the English 
East India Company, in consideration of the peace now granted to him, the sum 
of twenty lakhs of FurraCkahad Sicca rupees by instalments as hereunto subjoin¬ 
ed ; and the Honourable Company, in consideration of the losses the Maharajah 
has sufierod, and the destruction of his country, and of the representation he has 
made of his inability to provide moans for the immediate payment of this amount, 
agrees to receive it by instalments as undermentioned ; and the Honourable Com¬ 
pany further promises that if, at the period when the payment of the last instal¬ 
ment of five lakhs of rupees shall become due, the Government shall be satisfied 
with the proofs of the Maharajah’s fidelity and attachment, the payment of this 
instalment shall be remitted.

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Article 5. 

The country which was formerly in the possession of Maharajah Runjeet Sing 
previously to the accession of the English Government, is now confirmed to him 
by the Honourable Company; and the Honourable Company, in consideration 
of the friendship now established, will not interfere in the possession of this country, 
nor demand any tribute on account of it. 


Article 6. 

In the event of any enemy evincing a disposition to attack the dominions

If from the obstinacy of the oppo¬ 
site party no amicable terms can be settled then Maharajah Runjeet Sing may 
demand aid from the Company’s Government. In the event above stated in 
this Article it will be granted. 

Article 8. 

The Maharajah shall not in future entertain in his service, nor give admission 
to any English or French subjects, or any other person from among the inhab¬ 
itants of Europe, without the sanction of the Honourable Company’s govern¬ 
ment : and the Honourable Company also agrees not to give admission to any 
of the Maharajah's relations or servants without his consent. 

The above Treaty, comprised in eight Articles, has been duly concluded and 
confirmed by the seals and signatures of His Excellency General Gerard, Lord 
Lake, and Maharajah Sewaee Beshoinder Rimjeot Sing Bahadoor, at Bhurtpore, 
in the Soubah of Akberabad, on the 17th day of April 1805, corresponding with 
the 16th of Mohurrum, 1220 Hegira^ and with the 3rd day of Bysauk, 1862

Bhurtpore Salt Aoreemekt, dated the 28rd January 1879. 

Ratified the 14th April 1879. 

Article 1. 

The Maharaja of Bhurtpore agrees to suppress and absolutely prolnbit and 
prevent the manufacture of salt within any part of the Bhurtpore State, whe¬ 
ther overtly or under the guise of manufacturing saltpetre or other saline pro¬ 
duct and to destroy and erase existing salt-pans, so that salt cannot be there made. 

Article 2. 

No tax, toll, transit duty or due of any kind whatever shall be levied by, or 
with the permission or knowledge of, the Maharaja of Bhurtpore on salt, sugar, 
or other saccharine produce, whether exported from or imported into, or carried 
through the Bhurtpore State : Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held 
to prohibit the levy at the town gates of octroi, choongbi, or other cess or duty 
on the said articles imported for actual consumption into towns the population 
of which exceeds 5,000 inhabitants. 

Article 3. 

Tho Maharaja of Bhurtpore agrees to prohibit the importation into, or con¬ 
sumption within, the Bhimtpore State of any salt whatever other than salt upon 
which duty has been levied by the British Government, and the one thousand 
maunds of salt mentioned in Article 7. 

Article 4. 

From the date on which this Agreement comes into force the Maharaja will 
refuse to sanction any further sales from stocks of salt then existing within the 
said State held partly or wholly by or on behalf of the Bhurtpore State. As soon 
after the said date as conveniently may be these stocks shall be examined by 
officers to be appointed jointly by the Maharaja of Bhurtpore and the British 
Government, and shall be then transferred to the British Government on pay¬ 
ment of such price as the examining officers may apprise as their then present 
value. 



RAJPUTANA STATES AGENCY— 

Article 5. 

If any considerable private stocks of salt be proved to exist within the Bhurt- 
pore ^Jtate at the time when this Agreement comes into force the Maharaja of 
Bhurtpore will, if so required by the British Government, take possession of such 
stocks and will give the owners thereof the option either of transferring the salt 
to the British Government at such equitable valuation as he may fix, in concur¬ 
rence with the Political Agent, or of paying to the said Agent such duty not ex¬ 
ceeding two rupees eight annas per maund on such salt as the Govern or-General 
in Council may fix. In the event of the owners as aforesaid accepting the latter 
alternative they shall be allowed to retain the salt on which duty so provided 
may be paid, but not otherwise. 

Article 6. 

The losses of salt manufacturers and Lagdars within the Bhurtpore State 
having been considered in concert by the British Government and the Maharaja 
of Bhurtpore, the British Government have paid to the Maharaja of Bhurtpore 
the sum of Rs. 2,26,000 by way of compensation to the said persons, and the Maha¬ 
raja has undertaken to distribute the said sum of Rs. 2,26,000 among the said 
persons. 

Article 7. 

The Maharaja declines to receive any compensation on account of the present 
suppression of his salt-works, because he has independently determined on and 
ordered this, but in consideration of the due observance of the other stipulations 
hereinbefore provided, the British Government shall pay to the Maharaja of 
Bhurtpore, with elfect from the date on which this Agreement comes into force, 
the sum of Rs. 1,50,000 per annum, the said sum to be paid in half-yearly instal¬ 
ments of Rs. 75,(XK). Further, the British Government engage to deliver yearly 
at Sambhar, free of cost and duty, one thousand maunds of salt of good quality 
for the use of the Maharaja to any one empowered by him in that behalf. This 
salt shall not bo re-exported from the Bhurtpore State. 

Article 8. 

None of the stipulations set forth in this Agreement shall be modified or an¬ 
nulled without the previous consent of both the contracting parties. 

Article 9. 

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to affect any 'Treaty now exist¬ 
ing between the British Government and the Maharaja of Blmrtpore except in 
80 far as its provisions may be repugnant thereto. 

Article 10. 

This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed hereafter by the 
British Government.

Agreement Supplementary to the Treaty of 1868 regarding Extradition,- 

1887, 


Whereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded on 
the 11th March 1868 between the British Government and the Bhurtpore State: 
And whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition of offen¬ 
ders from British India to the Bhurtpore State has been found by experience 
to be less simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law as to 
the extradition of offenders in force in British India : It is hereby agreed between 
the British Government and the Bhurtpore State that the provisions of the Treaty 
prescribing a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer apply to 
cases of extradition from British India to the Bhurtpore State ; but that the pro¬ 
cedure prescribed by the law as to the extradition of offenders for the time being 
in force in British India shall be followed in every such case.

Agreement entered into between the British Government and His Highness 
Sri Brijindar Sawai Ram Singh Bahadur, Maharaja of Bhurtpore, 
for the introduction of definite arrangements for the effective control and 
discipline of the Bhurtpore Imperial Service Troops when serving be¬ 
yond the Frontier of the Bhurtpore State,-— 1899. 

Whereas His Highness Sri Brijindar Sawai Ram Singh Bahadur, Bahadur 
Jang, IMaharaja of Bhurtpore, maintains a force of Imperial Service Troops for 
the purpose of co-operating, if need be, in the defence of the British Empire, and 
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^^whoreas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Bhurtporo 
Sfcate, when associated with troops of the British Army, should be under the orders 
of the Officer Commanding the combined forces, and subject to the like discip¬ 
line and control as the officers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s Indian Army, and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a 
British officer should be appointed to command any corps of Imperial Service 
Troops, though British officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the 
said troops. 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India of the one part 
and His Highness Sri Brijindar Sawai Ram Singh Bahadur, Bahadur Jang, Maha¬ 
raja of Bhurtpore, of the other, as follows, namely— 

1. Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall be attached to the command and under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force in which 
they are employed, and such officer shall, by virtue of this agreement, be author¬ 
ised to administer in respect to the said troops, so serving, the military laws 
and regulations to which they are subject iinder the laws of the said State, and 
for that purpose and for the due preservation of discipline among the same, to 
convene all such Courts, and to issue all such orders, and to pass all such judg¬ 
ments and sentences, and generally to exercise all such authority as may be law¬ 
fully convened, issued, passed and exercised by the authorities of the Bhurtpore 
State, when the said troops are serving within the territorial limits of the said 
State : Provided always that the execution of every sentence so passed in British 
territory shall bo carried out under the orders of His Highness the Maharaja or 
of some person to whom the requisite authority has been delegated by him. 

2. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her Maj¬ 
esty’s forces, the said His Highness Sri Brijindar Sawai Ram Singh Bahadur, 
Bahadur Jang, Maharaja of Bhurtpore, has embodied in the disciplinary law 
of his State, applicable to the said Imperial Service Troops when employed on 
active service either witliin or without British India, the provisions, mviatis mu’- 
tandis, of the Indian Articles of War for the time being in force. The due appli¬ 
cation and enforcement of the said provisions in respect of the Imperial Service 
Troops aforesaid shall be carried out under the authority of the Officer Command¬ 
ing the District, Contingent or Force aforesaid.

Rao Rajah,—1806. 

I, Ahniud Buksh Khan, having full powers from Maha Rao Rajah Sewaec 
Buktawur Sing, engage, on behalf of myself and the Maha Rao Rajah aforesaid, 
that one lakh of Rupees shall be paid to the British Govorniuent on account of 
the grant of the fort of Kishenghur, together with its dependencies and the stores 
contained in the fort and the pergimnahs of Tijara, Tapookeeah and Kultoomaun 
received in exchange of Dadree, Budwanor, and Bhawna Kerjab, shall be given 
under the seal and signature of the Maha Rao Rajah ; also that the bund of the 
Laswarree nuddoe shall always bo open, inasmuch as is necessary for the benefit 
of the country of the Bhurtpore Rajah. The Maha Rao Rajah will strictly adhere 
to this agreement. 

Whenever an engagement ratified by the Maha Rao Rajah shall be received, 
this paper shall be returned.

Whereas the strictest unity of interests is firmly established between the Bri¬ 
tish Government and Maha Rao Rajah Sewaee Buktawur Sing, and whereas 
it 18 expedient that this should be universally known and understood, the Maha 
Rao Rajah hereby engages, for himself and his heirs, and successors, that he will

Whereas certain districts, Tijara, Tupookra, Butaeo, Moondawur, &c., were 
granted to the late Rao Rajah Buktawur Sing by the British Government through 
the mediation of General Lord Lake, I cede an equivalent for those districts, half 
in territory and half in money, to my dear brother, Rajah Bulwunt Sing and his 
heirs in perpetuity, according to the desire of the British Government. The 
said Rajah shall be absolute master of the ceded territory and pecuniary stipend. 
If he or any of his descendants die childless, and no heirs of his body remain, then 
the territory settled shall revert to the principality of Ulwiir. If the said Rajah 
or any of his desceiidauts adopt any son other than the issue of his own loins, 
the territory and pecuniary stipend shall not go to the adopted child. The terri¬ 
tory to be settled on the Rajah shall be compact and adjoining to the frontier 
of the British dominions, and shall be under the protection of the British Gov¬ 
ernment. Brotherly relation shall continue between me and the said Rajah. 
The British Government shall be guarantee of this engagement both for me and 
for the said Rajah.

That any person, whether a British or a Foreign subject, committing a heinous 
offence in British territory, and seeking shelter within the limits of the Ulwur 
State, shall be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the 
former on requisition in the usual manner.

That any person, being a subject of Ulwur, committing a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Ulwur State, and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will be ax^prenhended and delivered up by the latter Government to the former 
on requisition in the usual manner. 


AjRTicnn 3. 

That any person, other than an Ulwur subject, committing a heinous offence 
within the limits of the Ulwur State, and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will be apprehended and the case investigated by such Court as the British Gov- 
ernmcmt may direct. As a general rule, such cases will be tried by the Court 
of the Political Officer, in whom the political supervision of Ulwur may at the 
time be vested, 

Abticle 4. 

That in no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence, except upon requisition duly made by, or by the 
authority of the Government within whose territories the offence sliali be charged 
to have been committed, and also upon such evidence of criminality as, accord¬ 
ing to the laws of the country in which the person accused shall be found, would 
justify his apprehension, and sustain the charge if the offen.ee had been there 
committed.

AcHikement entered into between His HrOHNESS Maharao Ha^A SheoDan 
S iNOH of Alwar and his feudal Eaja Bhim Singh of Nimrana, dated Dec¬ 
ember 1868. 

The GoverniUetit of India lias already declared that the Chief of Nimrana 
is a feudatory of the Alwar State, and that his claim to iiidependeiice cannot bo 
admitted. To this decision the Government of India adheres ; btit It considers 
that the terms recently proposed to define the exact measure of feudal subjec¬ 
tion due by Nimrana to Alwar might with advantage be altered so as to prevent 
complication, which would otherwise probably arise. His Excellency the Viceroy 
and Governor-General in Council considers the best way of settling the dispute 
is to fix a certain sum which the Chief of Nimrana shall pay yearly to tlve Alwar 
State, and w'hich the latter shall receive aS a full compensation for all conditions 
originally or at any time proposed. 

In act’onlance with the principle thus laid down the following terms havb 
been agreed to by both parties :— 

ARTtChE 1. 

That NinlraUA pAy to AlWar ah afiiiual tribute anioiihting to ohe-elghth Of 
the land rent of the whole Nimrana estate, jagirs, teniple and all oth^r 

alienations included, calculated on the average rate^ In the durroOnding ierri- 
torise; the amount of the tribute to be fixed for terras of (30) thirty years accord¬ 
ing to the above-mentioned scale in advance through the mediation of British 
officers.

Aeticlb 2. 


That the tribute from the present year till the close of the year 1898 A.D* 
be settled at Imperial Eupees 3,000 per annum. 


Artiolk 3. 

That the tribute is to be paid at Alwar in half-yearly instalments of Eupees 
1,500 during the first week of July and first week of January of each year. 

Article 

That besides the annual tribute Nimrana will pay to Alwar nazarana on oc¬ 
casions of successions in the former Chiefship in accordance with the scale laid 
down in G. 0. G. G., No. 578 of the 6th June 1868, which regulates the nazarana 
of feudatories of the Imperial Government, i,e,, in successions in the direct 
line, that is to say, where the son succeeds his father, or the grandson his grand¬ 
father, nazarana shall be levied to an amoimt ecjuivalent to one-haH of the year’s 
revenue of the Chiefship. 

In successions by collaterals, that is to say, by brothers, cousins, nephews, 
and the like, nazarana shall be levied to an amount equivalent to one year’s rental 
of the Chiefship. 

When a succession sliall have followed within one year the last preceding suc¬ 
cession no nazarana shall be levied, and when within two years one-half of the 
usual nazarana alone shall be levied. 

Nazarana shall bo calculated on the revenue of the Chiefship, deducting only 
the tribute payable for the year of succession. 


Ariicle 5. 

On succession in the Alwar State Nimrana shall pay a nazarana of Eupees 
500. 

Article 6, 

The Nimrana Chief shall maintain a Vakil at Alwar, whose expenses, including 
his establishment, shall not fall short of Eupees 600 per annum, 

^ Article 7. 

A Vakil from Nimrana must be maintained with the Govemor-Generars Agent, 
or such other officer as he may nominate. 


Article 8. 

No customs or transit duty to be collected in the Nimrana estate either by 
the Nimrana Chief or by Alwar. Trade is to be entirely free. 
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customs duty on goods passing to and from Nimrana shall be col¬ 
lected at the same rate as iu the tariff of the rest of the State. 


Article 9. 

The Nimrana Chief will exercise civil and criminal jurisdiction within his es-^ 
tate, subject only to such conditions as the British Government be pleased to lay 
down from time to time for the guidaiice of Chiefs of a like position and status* 

Article 10. 

He will not be recjiitred to visit Alwar against his wish*

Aoreement under the Native CoiiirAGE Act, 1876, with His Highness the Maha- 
RAO Raja of Alwar,— 1877. 

Articles of Agreement made this tenth day of May 1877, between the Gov¬ 
ernment of India on the one part, and His Highness Sewaee Mangal Sing, Maha- 
rao Raja of Alwar, on the other part. Whereas under the Native Coinage Act, 
1876, the Governor-General in Council has power from time to time to declare 
by Notification in the Gazette of India that a tender of payment of money, if made 
in the coins, or the coins of any specified metal, made under the said Act for any 
Native State, shall be a legal tender in British India. And whereas, as by Sec¬ 
tion i of the said Act it is declared that such power shall be exercisable only under* 
certain conditions, amongst which is the condition that the Native State for which 
such coins are coined shall enter into Agreements corresponding with the first 
three Articles of these presents. And whereas by section 5 of the said Act any 
such State is authorized to send to any Mint in British India metal to be made 
into coin under the same Act, and (subject as therein mentioned) the Mint Master 
is required to receive such metal and convert it into coin. 

And whereas His Highness the said Maharao Raja of Alwar is a Native State 
within the meaning of the said Act, and has pursuant to such authority sent to 
the Mint of Calcutta silver to be coined under the said Act into two lakhs of rupees, 
and has requested the Government of India to exercise the power hereinbefore 
recited in the case of the said coins, and the Government of India has consented 
to exercise such power by issuing the requisite Notification in the Gazette of India 
on the execution by His Highness the said Maharao Raja of Alwar of this Agree¬ 
ment.

Now, these presents witness, and it is hereby agreed between the parties hereto 
as follows (that is to say):— 

Firstly , — His Highness the Maharao Raja of Alwar agrees for himself-and 
his successors to abstain during a term of thirty years from the date of the noti- 
fication aforesaid from coining silver in his own Mint, and also undertakes that 
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•esembHng Bilver coinw, for the titiie being a legal tender in British India 
shall, after the expiration of the said term, be struck under the authority of him¬ 
self or his successors, or with his or tlieir permission at any place within or without 
his or their jurisdiction. 

Secondly .—His Highness the said Maltarao liaja of Alwar horehy agrees for 
himself and his successors that the law and rules for the time being in force, res- 
j^ecting the cutting and breaking of coin of the Government of India reduced 
in weight by reasonable wearing or otherwise, or counterfeit, or called in by proc¬ 
lamation, shall apply to the coins made fpr the said State under the said Act, 
and that the said State will defray the cost of cutting and breaking them. 

Thirdly .—^His Highness the said Maharao Raja of Alwar further agrees for 
himself and his snocossors not to issue the said coins below their nominal value, 
and not to allow any discount or other advantage to any person in order to bring 
them into circulation. 

Fourthly. Highness the said Maliarao Raja of Alwar agrees for himself 
and hi^ successors that if at any time the Government of India calls in its coinage 
of rupees, His Highness or his successors will, if so requested by the Government 
of India, call in, at his or their own expense, all coins made for him under this 
Agreement. 

In witnes.s wliereof His Highness the said Sowaee Mangal Sing, Maharao Raja 
of Alwar, Pandit Rup Narain Rai Bahadoor, Thakoor Mangal Sing Rai Bahadoor,

The Maharao Raja ag^rees to suppress alid absolutely prohibit and prevent 
the manufacture of salt within the Ulwur State, whether oVertly or under the 
guise of manufacturing salpetre or other saline product, and to destroy existing 
salt-pans, so that salt cannot bo made therein. 


Abtiole 2. 

No export, import or transit duty of any kind shall bo levied within the Ulwur 
State: 

Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to prohibit the levy by 
the Maharao Raja of Ulwur, of any octroi, choongi, or other cess or duty on any 
articles imported into any town within the Ulwur State and intended for actual 
consumption therein, where such octroi, choongi, cess or duty is levied at the 
date of this Agreement coming into force, or where such town contains a popula¬ 
tion of not less than five thousand (5,000) inhabitants ; and 

Provided further that nothing in this Article shall be held to debar the Malm* 
rao Raja from levying any such duty on bhang, ganja, spirits, opium, or other 
intoxicating drug or preparation, as he may consider necessary. 


Artiolk 3. 

The Maharao Baja ^igrees to prevent the importation into atirl consumption 
within the Ulwur State of any salt otlxcr than salt upon which duty has been 
levied by the British Government, and the one thousand maunds of salt mentioned 
in Article 7. 

Abticlk 4. 

The Maharao Raja also agrees, if so requiriid by the British Government* 
to prohibit the export from his State into British territory of any of the intoxi¬ 
cating drugs or preparations referred to at the close of Article 2, 

ARtiobB 5, 

If any considerable stocks of salt be proved to exist within the tJlwut State 
at the time when this Agreement comes into force, the MaJiarao Raja will, if so 
required by the British Government, take possession of such stocks of salt, and 
will give the owners thereof the option either of transferring the salt to the British 
Government at such equitable valuation afe he may fix in concurrence with the 
Political Agent at Ulwur, or of paying to the said Agent such duty not exceed¬ 
ing two rui^ees eight annas per maund as the Governor-General in Council may 
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the owners as aforesaid accepting the latter alternative, the 
may be paid shall be restored to them. 


Article 6. 

If it bo proved to the satisfaction of the Maharao Kaja that private rights 
have in any case been infringed by the suppression of local manufacture above 
provided for, the Maharao Raja will equitably compensate any persons whose 
rights have been infringed for any losses thereby sustained. 


Article 7. 

So long as the Maharao Raja of XJlwur duly and efficiently observes the sti¬ 
pulations hereinbefore contained, the British Government agree to pay to him 
yearly the sum of one hundred and twenty-five thousand rupees in half-yearly 
instalments, the first instalment to be paid after the expiration of six months 
from the date on which tliis Agreement comes into force. 

Further, the British Government engage to deliver yearly at Sambhar, free 
of cost and duty, one thousand mauiids of salt of good quality for the use of the 
Maharao Baja of XJlwur to any one empowered by the said Maharao Raja in that 
behalf. This salt shall be forthwith removed into the XJlwur State and shall not 
be re-exported therefrom. 

Article 8. 

None of the stipulations herein agreed upon shall be in any way set aside or 
modified without the previous consent of both parties. 


Article 9. 

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to afiect any Treaty now existing 
between the British Government and the Maharao Raja of XJlwur, except in so 
far as its provisions may be repugnant hereto. 

Article 10. 

This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed hereafter by the 
British Government.

Ageebment Bupplementarv to the Treaty of 1867, regarding Extradition,— 

1887 * 

Whereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded on 
the 29th October 1867, between the British Government and the XJlwur State i 
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N^Iiereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition of offend¬ 
ers from British India to the Ulwur State has been found by experience to be 
less simj)le and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law as to the ex¬ 
tradition of offenders in force in British India : It is hereSy agreed between the 
British Government and the Ulwur State that the provisions of the Treaty pre¬ 
scribing a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer apply to cases 
of extradition from British India to the Ulwur State; but that the procedure 
prescribed by the law as to the extradition of offenders for the time being in force 
in British India shall be followed in every such case. 

Signed at Ulwur this fifteenth day of August in the year a.d. one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-seven.

Whereas it is necessary to make definite arrangements for the effective control 
and discipline of the said troops when serving beyond the frontier of the UJwat 
State, 

It is hereby agreed between tho Governor-General of India in Council of the 
ono part and the Ulwar State Council for and on behalf of His Highness Maha¬ 
raja Sewai Jey Biughji, the minor Maharaja of Ulwar, of the other, as follows, 
namely— 

I. Whenever the said force or any portion thereof is moved beyond the fron¬ 
tier of tho said State, the Governor-General in Council shall have power to ap¬ 
point one or more British officers to command tho said Imperial Service Troops, 
and such officer or officers shall, by virtue of this agreement, be authorised to 
administer in respect of the said Imperial Service Troops, so serving, the military 
laws and regulations to wliich they are subject under tho law of the said State, 
and for that purpose and for the due preservation of discipline among the same, 
to convene all each Courts, and to issue all such orders, and psvss all such judg¬ 
ments and sentences, and generally to exercise all such authority as might be 
lawfully convened, issued, passed and exercised respectively by the officers in 
command of the same when serving wdthin the territorial limits of the said State : 
Provided always that the execution of every sentence so passed shall be carried 
out under the orders of the said His Highness Maharaja Sewai Jey Singhji of 
Ulwar or of some person to whom the requisite authority has beeii delegated by 
him, or, during the minority of His Highness the Maharaja, of the State 
Council. 

2, In ordnt fiitthnr to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troopi^, 
and tlm maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her Ma¬ 
jesty’s forces, the Ulwar State Council, for and on behalf of His Highness Maha¬ 
raja Sew’^ai Jey Singhji, has embodied In the disciplinary law of his State, appli¬ 
cable to the Said Imperial Service Troops when employed on active service either 
within or without British India, the provisions, muUUi^ fmddndis, of the Indian 
Articles of War. The diie application and enforcement of the said provisions 
iu respect of the Imperial Service Troops aforesaid shall be carried out under the 
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-.!!a]^fl:Drity of the officer or officers appointed by the Governor-General of India 
in Council in that behalf, under the first article of this agreement.

I, Maharaja Sewai Jey Singh Bahadur of Alwar, hereby cede to the British 
Government full and exclusive power and jurisdiction of every kind over the 
lands in the said State which ate, or may hereafter be, occupied by the Rewari- 
Phulera Chord Railway (including all lands occupied for stations, for out-build- 
inga and for other railway purposes), and over all persons and things whatsoever 
within the said lands.

Alwak Salt Agreement, dated Vijeydashmi the 1st October 1930. 


Article 1. 

His Highness the Maharaja of Alwar agrees to suppress and absolutely pro¬ 
hibit and prevent the inanufaoture of salt within the Alwar State, whether overtly 
or under the guise of manufacturing saltpetre or other saline product. 

Article 2. 

No transit duty of any kind shall be levied within the Alwar State. 


Article 3. 

His Highness the Maharaja of Alwar agrees to prevent the importation into 
and consumption within the Alwar State of any salt other than salt upon which 
duty has been levied by the British Government and the one thousand maunds 
of salt mentioned in Article 5, 

Article 4. 

His Highness the Maharaja of Alwar also agrees, if so required by the British 
Government, to prohibit the export from the State into British territory of Bhang, 
Ganja, Spirits and Opium or other intoxicating drugs or preparations. 

Article 5. 

So long as llis Highness the Maharaja of Alwar duly and efficiently observes 
the stipulations hereinbefore contained the British Government agree to pay the 
State yearly the sum of rupees eighty five thousafid as salt compensation and the 
sum of rupees three thousand three hundred as compensation for loss of transit 
duties in two half yearly instalments on the Ist April and Ist October in each 
year. The British Government however reserve the right to revise annual com¬ 
pensation on account of salt, if and when the dxity on salt is reduced below Re. 1-4 
per maund. Should the rate of duty be enhanced at any future date His Highness 
the Maharaja of Alwar will have the right to claim a proportionately increased 
compensation, but the British Government would not be prepared to entertain 
claims based on any other pleas, such as increase in population or in the standard 
of consumption. 

Further, the British Government engage to deliver yearly at Sambhar, free 
of cost and duty, one thousand maunds of salt of good quality for use by His 
High-aess the Maharaja of Alwar to any one ompowored by the said Maharaja 
in that behalf. The salt shall be forthwith removed into the Alwar State and shall 
not ho re-exported therefrom. 
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Abtiolb 6. 

None of the stipulations herein agreed upon shall be in any way set aside or 
modified without the previous consent of both the parties. 


Article 7. 

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to affect any treaty now existing 
between the British Government and the Alwar State except in so far as its pro¬ 
visions may be repugnant hereto* 

Article 8, 

This agreement will come into force from the 1st April, 1931. 


Article 9. 

The salt agreement dated the 17th April 1879 and ratified on the 13th May 
1879 between the British Government and the Alwar State is hereby cancelled.

Article.s of Agreement made and conchided at Fort William in Bengal between 
the Honourable the Governor-General and Council for the affairs of 
the Honourable English East India Company, on behalf of the said Com¬ 
pany, on the one part and. Maharajah IiUCKINDar Bahadoor, Hana of 
Gohud, for himself and his successors on the other part, viz. 


Article 1. 


Perpetual friendship shall take place between the English Company and Maha¬ 
rajah Luckindar Bahadoor and their successors; and an alliance be established 
between them for the prosecution of the objects bhreinafter mentioned. 


Article 2. 


Whenever a war shall actually take place between the contracting parties 
and the Mahrattas, if Maharajah Luckindar Bahadoor shall require the assistance 
of an English force from the Company for the defence of his country, or for the 
acquisition of territory, such a force, proport.ioned to the exigency of the service, 
shall be immediately sent on his reciuisition, made in writing, to the Command¬ 
ing Officer of the nearest station of the Company’s troops, shall remain with him 
as'long as he shall require it, and return when he shall dismiss it. The expenses 
thereof shall be defrayed by the Maharajah at the fixed monthly rate of twenty 
thousand Muohlidar rupees of the currency of Benares, or any other species of 
Eupees of the same intrinsic amount, for each battalion of sepoys, on its present 
establishment, with its proportion of artillery. The payment to commence on 
the day when the said force shall pass the borders of the Company’s dorainions 
or the dominions of the Nabob of Oude, and cease on the period stipulated for its 
return to either j four coss being allowed for each day s march. 


Article 3. 


This force shall be employed for the defence of the Maharajah’s dominions 
against all foreign or domestic enemies, or for the enlargement of his dominions 
by conquest on the Mahrattas. 


Article 4. 


Whatever countries shall bo acquired from the Mahrattas, in pursuance of 
this Treaty, by the troops of the Company or of the Maharajah, separately or 
in conjunction, whether by war or Treaty, except the fifty-six mahals which cons¬ 
titute the Maharajah’s jaghire. and wluch are not now in the possession of the 
Malirattas, shaU be shared in the following proportions, viz., nine annas to the 
Company, and seven annas to the Maharajah. The mean amount of the gross 
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of the whole shall bo ascertained by Ameens, chosen by each party, on 
the collections made in the ten preceding years ; and tho amount of the Company's 
share, as determined by the said Ameens, after deducting the charges of collec¬ 
tion which are customary in such countries, shall be fixed and paid by the Maha¬ 
rajah as a perpetual tribute to the Company; and the lands and forts shall be 
ceded to tho Maharajah. 

Article 5, 

In case it shall bo judged advisable to employ the combined forces of the Com¬ 
pany and the Maharajah in any hostile operations against the Mahrattas beyond 
the borders of the Maharajah’s dominions, on requisition made to him in writing 
from this Government, he shall furnish ten thousand horse for aucjh service, and 
each 2 )arty shall bear his own separate ex^iense; and if, upon the return of tho 
English forces towards their own borders, tho Maharajah shall have occasion 
for their services, and shall make a requisition to retain them, from the instant 
of such requisition he shall pay their charge in the same manner as stipulated 
in the second Article. But ifc shall not be required of the Maliarajah, nor be in 
the power of this Government, to detach or employ his troops beyond the for¬ 
th erest borders of Eogein and Indoor without his si>ecial consent. 


Article 6. 

Wlienevcr the English forces are employed for the defence of the Maharajah’s 
country, or for the acquisition of territory, the service to be performed shall be 
prescribed by himself ; but tho mode of executing it shall be left to the direction 
of the Officer Commanding the English troops. 


Article 7. 

Whenever the combined troops of the Company and the Maharajah shall 
bo employed in any remote operations the Commanding Officer of the English 
forces shall consult the Rajah upon all services to be performed ; but the ultimate 
decision in case of a difference of opinion, and the mode of conducting such ser¬ 
vices, shall be left entirely to the Commanding Officer of the English forces, with 
a reservation of the Maharajah’s complete authority over, his own troops. 

Article 8. 

Whenever peace shall be concluded between the Company and the Mahratta 
State the Maharajah shall be included as a party in the Treaty which shall be 
made for that purpose; and liis present possessions, together witli the fort of 
Gwalior, which of old belongs to the family of the Maharajah, if it shall then be 
in his possession, and such countries as he shah have acquired in the course of 
the war, and which it shall then be stipulated to leave in his hands, shall be 
guaranteed to him by such Treaty. 
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Article 9. 

English factory shall he established in. the dominions of 
persons of any denomination shall be sent into his dominions on the part of 
the English Company or with the license of the aovernor-General and Council, 
without his previous consent; neither shall his ryots be pressed for any military 
service, nor any authority exercised over them but his own.

Treaty of Amity and Alliance between the Honourable the East India Com¬ 
pany and Eajah Umbajee Eao Englah, pro'vdding for the relinquishment 
to the Honourable Company of certain districts, including the Eorts of 
'Gwalior, Gohud, and ofhers hitherto held in farm by Eajah Umbajee, and 
for the guarantee, on the part of the Honourable Company, to Eajah 
Umbajee, of certain portions of country including the Fort of Narwar and 
others, to be held by him in sovereignty, concluded by His Excellency 
General Gerard Lake, Commander-in-Chikf of the British Forces tn 
India, in virtue of authority vested in )iim for that purpose by His Excel¬ 
lency the Most Noble Eichard, Marquis Wellesley, Knight of the 
Most Illustrious Order of Saint Patrick, one of His Britannic Majes¬ 
ty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, Captain-General and Command- 
er-in-Chiee of all the land forces serving in the British Possessions in 
India, and Governor-General in Council at Fort William in Bengal, 
on the part of the Honourable Company, and by Eajah Umbajee Rao 
Englah, for himself, his heirs and successors. 

Article I . 

A permanent friendship and alliance is established between the Honourable 
Company and Eajah Umbajee Eao Englah, and between their lieirs and succes¬ 
sors. In conformity to the friendship established the friends and enemies of 
one party shall be the friends and enemies of both, and neither party shall swerve 
from this obligation. 

Article 2. 

Eajah Umbajee hereby agrees to deliver over, without delay or evasion, to 
the Company’s Government the fortress of Gwalior with the districts undermen¬ 
tioned, which have been hitherto held by him in farm, with the forts situated 
in them, whenever the officers of the Company’s Government may be deputed 
for the purpose of taking possession of them; and furtlier agrees that these dis¬ 
tricts and forts may be disposed of as may appear expedient to the British Gov- 
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relinqxiishing on hia part all further claims on any account whatever 
to the said districts and forts :—

Rajah Umbajee shall not entertain in his service or in any manner give ad¬ 
mission to any English or French subjects, or any other person from among the 
inhabitants of Europe, without the consent of the English Government.

If, from the obstinacy 
of the opposite party, no amicable terms can be settled, then Rajah Umbajee 
may demand aid from the Company’s Government, In the event above stated 
in this Article it will be granted ; and Rajah Umbajee agrees to take upon himself 
the charge of the expen.se of such aid, at the same rate as has been settled with 
the ofher chieftains of Hipdostan.

Tiiree battalions of the Honourable Company's sepoys shall be permanently 
stationed with Maharaj Ranah for the protection of his country the expens (S 
of which shall be regularly paid by Maharaj RanaJi to the Honourable Company 
every month, at the monthly rate of twenty-five thousand Lucknow Sicca Rupees, 
or Rupees of the same standard value, for each battalion, amounting to the month¬ 
ly sum of seventy-five thousand Rupees, or nine lakhs of Rupees annually. In

Tho above Treaty, comprised in nine Articles, has been duly concluded and 
confirmed, under the seal and signature of His Excellency General Gerard Lake, 
at Beanah, on the 17th day of January 1804, of the Christian era, corresponding 
with the 3rd of Sowall, 1218 Hegira, and with the 20th of Maugh, 1860 Sumbut, 
and under the seal and signature of Maharaj Seway Ilanah Kerrnt Sing Luckinder 
Baliadoor, at Gwalior, on the 29tli day of January 1804, of the Christian era, 
corresponding with tho 16tli of Sowall, 1218 Hegira, and with the 3rd Phagoon, 
1860 Sumbut. When a Treaty containing the above nine Articles shall be deli¬ 
vered to the Maharajah Seway Ranah Kerrut Sing Luckinder Bahadoor, under 
the seal and signature of His Excellency the Most Noble the Marquis Wellesley, 
Governor-General in Council, the present Treaty, under the seal and signature 
of His Excellency General Gerard Lake, sliall be returned.

Teicaty with the Ranah of Gonui),—1806. 

Treaty between the Honourable the English East Tn»ta Company and Maha- 
BAJAn Seway Ranah Kerrut Sing Luckinder Bahadoor, providing for 
the relinquishment to the Honourable Company Of the country and fort 
of Gohud and others, on the pai-t of Ranah Kerrut Sing, and for the inves¬ 
titure, on the part- of the Honourable Company, of Ranah Kerrut Sing, 
in the sovereignty of the districts of Dholepore, Baree, and Rajekeerah, con¬ 
cluded by Mr. Graeme Mercer, in virtue of authority vested in him for that 
pur|> 08 e by the Honourable Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Baronet, Gov¬ 
ernor-General of all the British Possessions in the East Indies, on tlie 
part of the Honourable Company, and by Maharajah Seway Ranah 
Kerrut Sing Luckinder. Bahadoor, for himself, his heirs and successors. 

Article 1. 

Whereas a Treaty of amity and alliance was concluded on the 29th day of 
January 1804, corresponding with the 15th day of Sowall, 1218 Hegira, and with 
the Srd Phagoon, 1860 Summut, between the Honourable the Enghsh East India 
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Company and Maharajah Ranah Remit Sing, providing for mutual advantages 
to be derived by the contracting parties ; and whereas from the inability of Maha¬ 
rajah Ranah to settle the country of Gohud and others, and to fulfil the engage¬ 
ments therein entered into with the Honourable Company, for tlie payment of 
the subsidiary force of the Honourable Company’s troops, the advantages pro¬ 
posed for both the contracting parties have entirely failed, the Honourable the 
English Bast India Gomjmny and Maharajali Remit Sing hereby agree that the 
treaty above-mentioned shall be considered as null and void. 


Article 2. 

Maharajah Ranah hereby agrees to relinquish the possession of the country 
and fort of Gohud, and of the other districts guaranteed to him by the former 
Treaty, to the Officers of the British Government, to be disposed of as may appear 
expedient to the Honourable Company. 

Article 3. 

The Honourable Company from the consideration that the failure in-the sti¬ 
pulations of the former Treaty, on the part of Maharajah Ranah, has arisen from 
inability and want of moans, is inclined to grant to Maharajah Ranah an ade¬ 
quate provision, and hereby agrees that the districts of Dholepore, Baree, and 
Rajekeerah, agreeablyto a separate schedule, containing a detailed statement 
of the villages which compose these districts, sliall be delivered over to Maha¬ 
rajah Ranah in sovereignty to him, his heirs and successors. Maharajah Ranah 
on his part agrees that he will not enter into any disputes with the possessors 
of the neighbouring districts respecting the ancient boundaries of these pergun- 
nahs, of which the extent shall remain the same as before the Ranah took pos¬ 
session of them. 

Article 4. 

As by the tliird A rticle of the present Treaty tlie districts of Dholepore, Baree 
and Rajekeerah have, in conformity to the request of Maharajah Ranah, been 
granted to him in sovereignty, and will remain exempt from all orders of the 
Adawlut, 01 other demands of the Honourable Company, Maharajah Ranah hereby 
agrees to take upon himself the responsibility of adjusting all disputes which 
may arise, either external or internal, and no responsibility for assistance or pro¬ 
tection remains with the Honourable Company. 

The above Treaty, comprised in four Articles, framed in conformity to the 
articles agreed upon by the contracting parties at Gwalior, on the I9th December 
1805, corresponding with the 28th of Ramzaun, 1220 Hegira, and with tlie 14th 
of Poos, 1862 Summut, has been duly concluded, under the seals and signatures 
of Mr. Graeme Mercer and of Maharajah Ranah Remit Sing, in the vicinity of 
Agra, on the 10th day of January 1806, corresponding with 19th of Sowall, 1220 
Hegira, and with the 6th of Maug, 1862 Summut, and delivered to the parties 
respectively. 
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When a Treaty, containing the above four Articles, shall be delivered to Maha¬ 
rajah Banah Kerrut Sing under the, seal and signature of the Honourable the 
Governor-Generai in Council, the present Treaty, under the seal and signature 
of Mr. Graeme Mercer, shall be returned. 

This Treaty was ratified by the Honourable the Governor-General in Council, 
the 8th March 1806.

TRADITION Treaty between the British Government and His HiohiVEss 
RABBS- ooD-DOwnAH SEPADAR-oon-MoonK Maharaja Dheeraj Sree Sewaek 
Rana Bhitowunt Sing .Lokenduh Bahaddor DdIjEr Jung Jeydeo of 
Dholepoor, his heirs, and successors, executed on the one part by Captain 
Charles Kenneth Mackenzie Walter, in Political Charge of the Dhole < 
POOR State, under authority from Colonel William Frederick Eden, 
Agent to the Governor-General for the States of Rajpootana, in virtue 
of the full powers vested in him by His Excellency the Right Hon’ble 
Sir John Laird Mair Lawrence, Baronet, g.c.b., g.o.s.i., Viceroy and 
Governor-General op India, and on the other part by Pirbhoolall, 
Nazim Adawlut, and a Member of the Dholepoor Council, in virtue of 
the full powers conferred on him by the Maharana aforesaid,—1869. 


Article 1. 

That any person, whether a British or Foreign subject, committing a heinous 
odenoe in British territory, and seeking shelter within the limits of the Dhole- 
poor State, shall be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government 
to the former on requisition in tlie usual manner. 

Article 2. 

That any person, being a subject of Dholepoor, committing a heinous olfeuce 
within the limits of the Dholepoor State, and seeking asylum in British terri¬ 
tory, will be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the for¬ 
mer on requisition in the usual manner. 


Article 3. 

That any perso^;, other than a Dholepoor subject, committing a lieinous offence 
within , the limits of tlie Dholepoor State, and seeking asylum in British territory, 
will be apprehended and the case investigated by suoh Court as tlif^ British Gov¬ 
ernment may direct. As a general rule such cases will be tried by the Court of 
the Political Officer in whom the Political supervision of Dholepoor may at the 
time be vested. 

Article 4. 

That in no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence, except upon requisition duly made by, or by the 
authority of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall be charged 
to have been committed, and also upon such evidence of criminality as, accord- 
ng to the laws of the country in which the person accused shall be found, would 
ustify his apprehension, and sustain the charge if the offence had. beep there 
ommitted..

The expenses of any approhciisioii, detention, or surrender, made in virtue 
of the foregoing stipulations, shall be borne and defrayed by the Government 
making the reepuisition.

The above Treaty shall continue in force until either of the high contraoting 
parties shall give notice to the other of its wish to terminate it. 


Article 8. 

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to affect any Treaty now existing 
between the higli contracting parties except so far as any Treaty may be repug¬ 
nant thereto.

Ratipieb the 25th February 1879. 


Article 1. 

Tlie Maharana of Dholpur agrees to suppress and absolutely prohibit and 
prevent the manufacture of salt within any part of the Dholpur State, whether 
overtly or under the guise of manufacturing saltpetre or other saline produoi 
and to destroy and erase all existing salt-works, so that salt cannot there be made. 


Article 2. 

No tax, toll, transit duty or due of any kind whatsoever shall be levied by 
or with the permission or knowledge of the Maharana of Dholpur on any articles 
(not excepted under the next following clause), whether exported from or im¬ 
ported into or carried through the Dholpur State. 

Provided that nothing in the foregoing clause shall be held to debar the Maha* 
rana of Dholpur from levying such duties or taxes on sulphur, saltpetre, tobacco, 
opium, bhang, ganja, spirits and other intoxicating drugs and preparations as 
he may from time to time consider expedient: and provided further that nothing 
in the said clause shall be held to afEect the royalties levied on stone and minerals 
extracted from State quarries, grass and timber grown on vState domains and 
the like. 

Article 3. 

The Maharana agrees to prevent the importation into, and consumption within 
the Dholpur State of any salt whatever other than salt on which duty has been 
levied by the British Government, and the three hundred maunds of salt men¬ 
tioned in Article 7. 

Article 4. 

The Maharana agrees to prohibit the export from his State into British terri¬ 
tory of bhang, ganja, spirits, opium or other intoxicating drug or preparation. 


Article 5. 

If any considerable stocks of salt be proved to exist within the Dholpur State 
at the time when this agreement comes into force the Maharana wiD, if so required 
by the British Government, take possession of such stocks, and will give the owners 
thereof the option either of transferring the salt to the British Government, at 

2q 
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equitable valuation aa ho may fix in ooncurrence with the Political Agent, 
or of paying to tlie said Agent such duty not exceeding two rupees eight annas 
per aiaund on such salt as the (lovernor-General in Council may fix. 

In the event of the owners as aforesaid accepting the latter alternative, they 
shall be allowed to retain the salt on which duty so provided may be paid, but 
liot otherwise. 


, Article 6. 

! The losses of salt manufacturers in the Dholpur State, conaecjuent on the sup¬ 
pression of local salt works hereinbefore provided for, having been considered 
in concert by the British Government and the Maharana of Dholpur, the British 
Government hereby agree to pay to the Maharana of Dholpur a lump sum of 
three hundred and sixty rupees (Hs. 360) as compensation to the said manufac¬ 
turers, and the Maharana of Dhol[>ur agrees to distribute the whole of the said 
sum, in consultation with the Political Agent, amongst the said persons in such 
wise, as may be most equitable. 

Article 7. 

I n consideration of the due and effectual observance by the Maharana of Dhol¬ 
pur of all . the stipulations hereinbefore provided the British Government agree 
to pay to the Maharana yearly the sum of sixty thousand rupees (Rs. 60,000) 
rn half yearly instalments ; the first instalment to be paid after the expiration 
of six months from the date on which this agreement comes into force. The 
Maharana agrees to pay out of this abovesaid sum a yearly compensation not 
exceeding rupees three thousand (Ks. 3,000) (the exact amount to be determined 
on consultation by the Maharana and the Political Agent) the Rao of Sir Muttra 
in consideration of his relinquishing all taxes, tolls and duties of every kind on 
all articles entering, leaving, or passing through hLs estates. 

Tlie Maharana also agrees to pay yearly to the Lumbardars of the several 
villages enumerated in Schedule A, annexed to this Agreement, in which salt 
manufacture shall have been suppressed in accordance with the provisions of 
this agreement, the sums therein specified as compensation for their loSvS of ITiiq 
Lumbardari. 

Further, the British Government engage to deliver yearly at Sambhar, free 
of cost and duty, three Imndred (300) maiinds of salt of good quality for the use 
of the Maharana of Dholpur to any one empowered by the Maharana in that be¬ 
half. This salt shall he forthwith removed into the Dholpur State and shall 
not be re-exported therefrom. 

Article 8. 

None of the stipulations set forth in tliis Agreement shall be n\odified or an¬ 
il tilled without the previous consent of both parties, 
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Article 9. 




This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed hereafter by the 
British Government.

Agrbea^bnt supplementary to the Treaty of 1869 regarding Extradition,— 

1887* 

Whereas a Treaty relating to the extMdition of offenders was concluded on 
the 16th February 1869 between the British Grovernmeut and the Dliolepore State : 
And whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition of offend¬ 
ers from British India to the Dholepore State has been found by experience to 
be less simple and effective than the procedure presoribexl by the law as to the 
extradition of offenders in force in British India: It is hereby agreed between 
the British Government and the Dholepore State that the provisions of the Treaty 
prescribing a procedpure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer apply to 
cases of extradition from British India to the Dholepore State; but that the pro¬ 
cedure prescribed by the law as to the extradition of offenders for the time beinir 
in force in British India shall be followed in every such case. 

Signed at Dholepore this third day of September a.d. one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-seven.

Agreement supplementary to the Dhodtur Sadt AGREBJvtENt, cbited the l 4 th 

January 1879,—1920. 

Whereas an agreement relating to the manufacture of Salt was concluded on 
the 14th January 1879 between the British Government and the Dholpur State. 

And whereas His Highness the Maharaj Rana of Dholpur has represented that 
Article No, 2 of the agreement unduly limits his right to levy customs duties and 
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therefore deBiree that this Article should be abrogated. It is hereby agreed th^fit 
Artixde 2 of the aforesaid agreement should be cancelled on the following condi¬ 
tions which are accepted by the State, viz. ;— 

(1) That the levy of octroi in Municipalities containing a population of over 

2,000 persons should be subject to the proviso that such arrangements 
are made and maintained in the way of bonded warehouses and refunds 
to ensure the octroi being levied only on goods consumed in the towns. 

(2) That the Darbar forego the compensation now paid them by the Govern¬ 

ment of India for the waiving of this right. 

In Article 7 of the Agreement therefore, for the words “ the sum of sixty thous¬ 
and rupees (R». 60, OCX))” the words “ the sum of twenty-five thousand seven 
hundred and eighty-eight rupees (Rs. 25,788)’’ be substituted. ^

(1) Dungarpoe. 

The family of Dungurpur is au offshoot of the House of Mewar. On 
the fall of the Aloghul Mnipire, Uuagarpur, like other Rajput Stales,, 
acknowledged Maliratta supremacy: aud this was exercised by Sciudia, 
liolkar and Dhar, who recovered an annnai trilnite of Its. d5,OOU, hall 
of which was paid to Dhaj* and the remainder divided equally between 
Scindia and Holkar. Till 1795 an Agent resided at Duugarpur, who was 
Keceiver General for the three Mahrattu States; but after that date 
regular payments were discontinued, though Dhar received its share up 
to 1802. Prom 1802 to 1817 payment was obtained by plundering 
incursions, though iro exact record exists of the actual amounts thus 
realised. According to Sir John Mal(;olin, Dhar was ultimately 
recognised as having the exclusive right to the whole, which was, ceded 
to the British Government by a Treaty (No. I) concluded in 1818 with 
Jfiswant Singh; but this statement has been disputed, particularly by 
Holkar, who claims that his right over Dungarpur was never commuted 
or transferred: and the last plundering incursion made into Dungarpur, 
in 1817, was certainly a combined raid by Sciiuliu and Dhar. As, 
however, the Ti'eaty of 1818 with Jaswant Singh was drawn up “ undei 
the immediate direction of Sir John Malcolm, there can be little doubt 
that tlie exclusive right of Dhar to the whole tribute* was accepted at the 
time, and was considered to have been transferred to the British Govern- 
nient by Article 8 of the Treaty; though the wording of the Article, 
all tribute justly due to the State of Dhar, or any other power up 
to present time was obviously meant to cover any possible claims 
by the other original participants. 

The State having fallen into arrears of payment, a separate Agree¬ 
ment (No. II) was concluded in 1820 by which a sum of Salim Shahi 
Rs. d5,000, payable by instalments spread over six years, was accepted 
from the Maliarawal in liett of all arrears; while the tribute for the 
years 1819, 1820 and 1821 was fixed at Ks. 17,000, Rs. 20,000 and 
Ks. 25,000 respectively, payable one year in arrear. After 1822 the 
British Government was to fix the amount of tribute in accordance with 
the 9th Article of the Treaty of 1818. The tribute now paid is Rs. 17,500 
(Salim Shahi Rs. 05,000). ^ In 1824 the Ruler agreed (No., Ill) to pay, 
in addition to the tribute, a sum of Rs. 8,400 a year for the maintenance 
of a local force; but this engagement was never enforced, and was 
subsequently declared to be obsolete.

in other States inhabited by wild bill tribes, it became necessary 
at an early period of tlie British supremacy, to employ a military force to 
coerce the Bhils, who bad been excited to rebellion by some disaffected 
nobles. The Jihil Chiefs, however, submitted to terms in 1826 (No, IV) 
before actual hostilities commenced. 

In 1826 Jaswant Singh was deposed (No. V) for incompetence and the 
creation of disturbances in the State. His adopted son Dalpat Singh, 
grandson of Maharawat Suwant Singh of l*artabgarh, was made liegent. 
In 1844 the succevssion to Partabgarh devolved on Dalpat Singb. At this 
time it was under consideration wbetlier it would be best to unite 
Dungarpur and Partabgarb in one State, wdietber a fresb adoption should 
be made by the Mabarawal of Dungarpur, or whether Partabgarh should 
escheat to the British Government. Dalpat Singh was at last permitted 
to adopt, as his successor in Dungarpur, Udai Singh, the infant son of 
the Thakur of Sabli, and, while iluler of Ihutabgarh, to continue to be 
Regent of Dungarpur during the boy’s Diinority. On this occasion 
Jus want Singh made an attempt to recover his authority and to elevate 
10 the yaddi the eon of Himmat Singh, Thakur of Nandli; but he was 
iiusuccessful, and the attempt resulted in Jaswant Singh’s removal to 
Muttra, w^here he was kept under surveillance with an allowance of 
Rs. 12,000 a year. 

Maladministration was the inevitable result of the arrangement by 
which the Ilegency w^as left in the hands of Dalpat Singh, who resided at 
Partabgarh. Accordingly, in 1852, he was removed from all authority 
ju Dungarpur, and the State was put under an Indian Agent appointed 
by the British Government to hold charge of the administration during 
die remaining years of Udai Singh’s, minority, which terminated in 1857, 
when he did good service during the mutiny. 

In 18G2 the Euler of Dungarpur received a Sanad of Adoption (^ee 
Part I, No. VIII): and in 1807 was granted a permanent salute of 
15 guns* 

In 1866 the Maharaw’al agreed to give lands for railway purposes 
free of cost; to cede full jurisdiction in them short of sovereign rights; 
and to surrender all transit duties on goods passing through his territory. 
No formal engagement was made to this effect. 

In 1869 an Extradition Treaty (No. VI) was concluded with the 
Dungarpur State. This was modified in 1887 by an Agreement (No. VII) 
providing that, in the extradition of offenders from British India to 
Dungarpur, the procedure for the time being in force in British India 
should be followed^ 

Udai Singh died in 1898 and was succeeded by his grandson Bijey 
Singh, during whose minority the State was under direct management, 
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Ais administi'ation was carried oji by a State Council witb 
Cssistant Resident as President. 

Ill 1903 the Darbar accepted tiie Border Court Buies of 1877. 

In the same year the Darbar guaianteed the Government Telegraph 
Bepaitment against loss in the construction of a telegraph line from 
Rutlam to Dungarpur via Banswara. 

The Salim Shahi and Ohitori curiencies were converted into British 
currency in 1904* 

On the outbreak of the Great WiU’ the Maharawal placed the entire 
restmrces of his State at the disposal of the British Government and 
offered his personal services. 

Bijey Singh died on the 15th November 1918, and was succeeded by 
bis eldest son the present Maharawal Lakshman Singh, born on the 7th 
March 1908. His Majesty the King-Emperor’s recognition of his suc¬ 
cession was conveyed to him in a Kharita presented at a Darbar held on 
the 25th January 1919. During his minority the administration of the 
State was carried on, in accordance with his father's will, by the Ksame 
administrative machinery of an Executive and a Ijegislative Council as 
existed during his life-time, the powers of the Ruling Prince being 
vested in the Political Agent. While this arrangement subsisted, the 
State was required to make a contribution towards the cost of the South¬ 
ern Rajputana States Agency, 

in 1922 the Darbar enacted laws and regulations to give effect to 
the provisions of the International Opium Convention of 1912. 

Maharawal Lakshman Singh was invested with full ruling powers on 
the 16 th February 1928. 

Extrtnlition ariaugements have been effected between the Dungarpur 
State and several other States both in and outside Rajputana. A list 
of these is given in Appendix I. 

The area of the State is 1,447 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 189,272; and the revenue Rs. (i,61,000. 

The military forces of the State consist (1929) of 28 Cavalry, 124 
Infantry and 5 Artillery men, with 4 serviceable and 3 unserviceable 
guns. The State also maintains 246 Armed Police. 


(2) Partabgaeh. 

The Maharawat of Partabgarh is descended from a junior branch of 
fche Mewar House. Prom the time of the establishment of the Mahratta 
power in Malwa, the Ruler of Partabgarh paid tribute to Holkar. The 
first connection of the British Government wdth Partabgarh was in 1804 
when a Treaty (No. Till) was concluded with Sawant Singh; but, in 
consequence of the policy introduced by Lord Cornwallis, of withdrawing 
from connection with the Western Rajput States, this Treaty was not 
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ef], in it 8awant Singh, disclaimed all subjection or acknowledg- 
inent^ of superiority to Holkur, aud undertook to pay to the British 
Government the tribute formeiiy paid to Holkar; but, after the with- 
firawal of the promise of British protection, the State again fell under 
the domination of llolkar. By the Treaty of Maudasor {see Vol. IV, 
Indore, No. IIj, (‘oiuiuded in rianuary 1818, Holkar ceded to the 
British Government ‘‘all cJaims of tribute and revenues of every 
description which lie had or might Jiave had iii)oii the Eajput princes, 
such as the liujas of Udaipur, Jaipur, Jodhpur, Ivutah, Bundi, 
Karauli, etc/’. Partabgarh was not specifically included: and, shortly 
after the conclusion of the Treaty, Holkar sent ,au expedition into 
Bartabgarh in order to assert the continued existence of liis rights over 
the State. In October 1818 the British Government concluded a 
Treaty (No. IX) with Saw ant Singh, by which he agreed to pay to 
them “ all arrears of tribute justly due to Holkar, aniounting to (Salim 
Shahi) Its. 1,24,657-G-O ”, by instalments spread over six years: and 
also to pay to them the tribute tberetofore paid by him to .Holkar, 
namely Balixn Shahi Es. 72,700, then equivalent to British Es. 80,350; 
though the British Government agreed to uct;ept a smaller tribute for 
the first four years—Es. 35,000, 45,000, 55,000 and 05,000 respectively. 
The British Government thereupon made an arrangement with Holkar 
whereby, in return fur the transfer of his rights over Baitabgarh, they 
agreed to pay him the arrears of the Partabgai h tribute (Es. 1,24,057-0-0) 
as well as, in future, the annual tribute of Es. 72,700. At the time 
that this urrangement was made, the equivalent of Salim Shahi Es. 72,700 
was British Es. 67,874-3-2 : and this amount is still paid to Holkar, 
though the tribute received by the British Government from Eartabgarh 
remains at the original exchange value of Ihs. 30,350. 


By the Treaty of 1818 Sawaut Singh agreed to maintain a local 
force of 50 horse and 200 foot, at the disposal of the British Government, 
In 1823 he engaged (No. X), in lieu of the local force, to pay an annual 
subsirly of Es. 12,000 till the year 1820, after which the subsidy was 
to be doubled. This engagement ^vas never enforced, and in 1840 it 
was abrogated and the original obligation of Article 4 of the Treaty 
of 1818 was declared to be still operative (Government letter No. 1480, 
dated the 30th November 1840). 

Sawant Singh died in 1844 and was succeeded by his grandson Dalpat 
Singh, who had previously succeeded to the State of Bungarjnir on 
the deposition of Jaswuiit Singh, by whom he had been adopted. On 
his succession to l^irtabarh he relinquished Dungarpur to Udai Singh, 
son of the TJiakur of Sabli. 


In 1862 the Euler of Partabgarh received a Sauud of Adoption {see 
Part I, No. VJ11>. 
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Sijjgli died in 1864 and was succeeded by bis son Udai Singli, 

In 1865 tlie Daihar agreed to give lands for railway purposes free of 
cost, to (iede in them fidl jurisdiction short of sovereign rights, and to 
surrender all transit duties on goods passiug throiigli their territory; but 
no formal agreement was concluded. 

In 1867 the Kuler of rartabgarh was granted a permanent salute 


of 15 guns. 

An Exti’aditiou Treaty (No, Xl) was concluded with Partabgarh iu 
1869. This was modified in 1887 by ar. Agreement (No. XII) wdiich 
provided that, in the extradition of oheuders from British India to 
Partabgarh, the procedure for the time being in. force in British India 
should bo followed. 

Udai Singh died without issue in February 1890. Raghuuath Singh, 
Maharaj of xVrnod (under Ihrrtabgarh), being the nearest surviv-* 
ing relative of the late Ruler, was selected as his successor, and the 
choice was confirmed by the British Government. He was invested with 
full powers in January 1891; but, owing to the extravagance of Udai 
Singh and to the loss of revenue caused by the famine of 1899-1900, 
it became necessary for the British (fovernmcnt temporarily to exercise, 
througli its Political Officers, some control over the finances of the State. 
This was w'ithdi'awii in 1911, snliject to certain conditions. The State 
is now free from debt. 

In 1903 an agreement wavS recorded by the State notifying its accept¬ 
ance of the Border Court Rules of 1877. 

In 1904 the local Salim Shalii currencjy was replaced by British 
currency. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Darbar placed all the resources 
of the State at the disposal of the British Government, and Maharawat 
Kaghunath Singh offered the personal services of himself and his son. 

In 1922 the Darbar enacted laws and regulations to give effect to 
the |)roviaions of the International Opium Convention of 1912. 

In 1926 the State entered into an Agreement (see Part IV, No. XV) 
for the supply of crude opium to the Government factory at Ghazipur. 
This Agreement superseded previous Agreements executed in 1916-17 
and 1023. 

Maharawat Ragliiinatli Singh died on the IStli January 1929 and 
was succeeded by his grandson the present Maharawat Ram Singh, born 
on tJie 12th April 1908. His Majesty the King-Einperor’s recognition 
of his succession was conveyed to him in a Kharita presented at a Durbar 
held on the 14th May 1929. 

Extradition arrangements have been entered into between the 
Partabgarh State and numerous other States both in and outside 
Rajputana. A list of these is given in Appendix I, 
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_ e area of the State is 886 square miles; the poijulation, according 
to the Census of 1921, 6T,110; and the revenue lls. 5,85,000. 


The military forces of the State consist (1929) of 24 Cavalry and 19 
Artillery men, with 9 serviceable and 10 unserviceable guns. The State 
also maintains 2T5 Armed Police. 


(3) Banswara. 

Bauswara was originally part of Mewai*, but became iiidepeudeiit of 
it prior to tlie establisliment of the supremacy of the British Governinent, 
who recognisc^d Banswara as a separate power. In 1812 the lluler of 
Banswara otfered to become tributary to the Britisli Government; but 
no dehnite relatioiivS were formed with him till September 1818, when 
a Treaty (No. XIII) was eoiicluded, by which, in consideration of the 
protection of the British Governnient, Maharawal Gniaid Singh agreed 
to act in subordinate co-operation with the British Government, and to 
settle his affairs in accordance with their advice; to abstain from 
disputes and political correspondence with other States; to pay a tribute 
equal tcv three-eighths of his re venues; and to furnish troops when 
required. The Maharawal refused to consider liimself bound by this 
Treaty, which had been negotiated by bis accredited Agent. It was, 
however, declared to be binding on him; but, in view of the fact that 
the Dhar State had in the meantime ceded to the British Government 
its tribute claims on Dungarpnr and Bansw'ara, it was considered advis¬ 
able to conclude, in December 1818, a new Treaty (No. XIY) with 
the Maharawal. By this Treaty Banswara came formally under the 
protection of the British Governnient. The chief modifications it 
involved were, that the Maharawal was to pay to the British Governnient 
all arrears of tribute due to Dhar or any other State, and annually what¬ 
ever tribute the British Government iniglit deem adequate to coyer the 
expense of protection, provided it did not exceed three-eighths of the 
revenues; and that the British Government were to assist in bringing 
under control any lelatives or connections of the llnler, his heirs and 
successors, who might prove disobedient. 

Umaid Singh died in 1819 and was succeeded by his son Bhawani 
Singh. 

The provisions of the Treaty of December 1818 were supplemented 
in 1820 by a separate Agreement (No. XV) by wliich the Maharawal 
was to pay, in twelve half-yearly instalments, a sum of Salim Sbahi 
Its. 35,000 in full satisfaction of all arrears due to Dhar or any other 
State, wdiile the tribute to the British Government for the years 1819, 
1820 and 1821 was fixed at Salim Shalu Rs. 17,000, 20,000 and 25,000 
respectively. In 1823 another similar Agreement (No. XVI) was made, 
fixing the tribute for the years 1822 to 1825 at Salim Shahi Rs. 24,000, 
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2(),000 find 34,000 respertively: aiid from 1826 to 1831 at. 
l5aJim Shahi Es. 35,000 a year. At the end of that time tlie settlement 
was to be liable to fresh revishm in aocorclanee with the 9th Article 
of the Treaty of December 1818. 

In 1824 an Engagement, identical witli that made with Dimgarpur, 
(aee No. Ill) was eifected with Banswara, l)y which the Euler agreed 
to pay, in addition to the subsidy, the sum of Rs. 8,400 a year for 
the inaintenatice of a local force. The eugagenient, however, was never 
enforced and was subsequently declared to be obsolete. 

Ill 1831, as the tribute was again in arrears, a fresli arrangement 
was sanctioned (Government letter of 13th August 1831, to the Resident, 
Indore). The settlement made was for five years, but tlie Maharawal 
failed to observe it. In 1836 be owed arrears of tribute amounting to 
about Salim Shahi Rs. 1,70,000; the country wavS badly governed and 
was impoverished, and the British Government proposed to assume the 
administration; but the Maharawal promised amendment, and in 1836 
undertook (No. XYTI) the payment of the tribute and arrears in 
irstalmenth decreasing from Salim Shahi Rs. 55,000 in 1836-37 to 
Rs. 44,385 in 1843-44. Some time after this settlement the Banswara 
tribute proper is mentioned as being confined to Salim Shahi Rs. 35.000, 
at which amount it has since stood. 

Bhawani Singh died in 1839 and was succeeded by his adopted son 
Bahadur Singh, who died in 1844 and wa*s succeeded by his adopted 
son Laohhman Singh. TTis succession w'as disputed by Man Singh, 
Thakur of Khandii, who conceived that a son of Iris own had preferable 
claims; hut he eventually withdrew his opposition on receiving a remis¬ 
sion of Rs. 1.300 a year in the tribute wdiich he paid to the Banswara 
State. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Banswara received a Sanad of Adoption (see 
Part I, No. VIII). 

In 1865 the Maharawal agreed to give lands free of cost for railway 
purposes; to cede full jurisdiction in them short of sovereign rights; and 
to surrender all transit duties on goods passing through his territory. 
No formal engagement was concluded. 


In 1867 the Ruler of Banswara was granted a permanent .salute of 
15 guns. 

In 1868 the Government of India held an enquiiy into certain charges 
brought, and action taken, by the Maharawal of Banswara against his 
feudatory, the Rao of Kushalgarh (q, i;., infra): and the Banswara 
story was found to be a fabrication, prepared under the special direction 
of the Maharawal. As a punishment, the salute to which Lachman 
Singh was entitled was reduced, for six years from the 1st August 1809. 
from 15 to 11 guns, and he was called upon to pay compen.satipn 
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,ao, to 1)6 made good by annual reitiissioiis of the tribute due 
by Kusluilgarb to llaiiswara; but tbe iribute was still to be tendered, 
BO ns to leave no ground for any future claim to exemption or independ¬ 
ence on the part of Kusluilgaih. At the same tinie, it was decided that 
Banswiira sbould exercise no interference with the internal administra¬ 
tion of the affairs of Kuslialgarb, and that the Itao slioidd be allowed 
to collect his own customs within liis Estate: on the other hand, the 
tribute of Rs. 1,100 per annum due to Banswara from Kushalgarh was 
to be punctually paid, and all requisitions made upon the Rao by the 
representative of the British authority, -when they related to the lawful 
demands of Banswara, were to he satisfied without demur. In addition 
to these measures a Political Assistant was dejiuted to Banswara in 
direct snhordination to tlie Political Agent. Mervar. IBs salary^ and 
that of his office establishment were defrayed from an increase of Salim 
Shall! Rs. 15,000 (Government Rs. 11,741-10), made under Article 9 
of the Treaty of December 1818. to the yearly tribute le-vied from 
Banswara. Whatever balance remained of tbe increased ^tribute was 
to have been spent on worhs of prdilic improvement. In 1884, bow'ever, 
it was decided that in future, as tbe Ihditieal Officer was also in charge 
of I’artabgarh, not more than Rs. 500 a month of his pay, -plus a fair 
proportion of his travelling and office expenses, should he charged again.st 
the Banswara trihute. In 1889, owing to the increasing financial 
eniliarrassmcnts of the State, the increa.se of the trihute by Salim Shabi 
Rs. 15.000 was conditionally reduced to Government Rs. 5,000, and 
(be accumnlated savings from the increa.se of the trihute .since 1884, 
amounting to about Rs. 18,000, were credited to Governuient in part 
payment of debt due on account of an-ears of tribute. 


An Extradition Treaty (No. XTITI) was concluded with Banswara 
in 1869. This was modified in 1887 by an Agreement (No. XIX) which 
])rovided that, in the extradition of offenders from British India to 
Banswara,, the procedure for the time being in force in British India 
should be followed. 


In 1878 a serious affray took place between Banswara and Partabgarh 
relative to the possession of a border village. An etiqniiy into the 
circumstances of the case was held, and it was ascertained that Banswara 
had committed an unprovoked attack on a village which indisputably 
belonged to Partabgarb, and bad .supported its encroachnieTits on 
Partabgtirh territory by the production of false evidence. The 
Maharawal was theiefore informed that his full salute could not be 
restored to him. 


On the acca.sion of the Dellii Darbar, held on the 1st .lanuary 1877, 
the Rulerhs permanent salute was fixed at eleven guns; but in 1878 the 
salute of fifteen guns Ava.s restored, though. T>achmau 8ingh’.s personal 
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te remained at eleven guns till Fehvuaiy 1880, when his full salute 
was re-granted to him. 


Differences which had existed hetAveen the Maharawal and his 
Thakiirs regarding taxation and points of etiquette were ainicahly settled 
in 1883 (Appendix No. III). It was <lecided that the ancient custom 
in regard to ceremonial ol)servances should j)ievail in future. The land 
revenue was reduced by tour annas in the rupee. The indefensible 
system of “ Polri Chitties and tlie issue of new Pattas ’’ to Thakurs 
on succession were abolished. The families and relatives of the Thakurs 
were allowed the right ol adoption. The Thakurs in return promised 
compliance in future with all reasonable behests of the Darbar, such as 
surrender of criminals, etc. 


After tlie famine of 1900 it was found necessary, owing to serious 
financial emharrassinent and mal-adminiatration, to place tlie State under 
tlie direct ('ontrol of an Assistant to the Resident in Mewor and a Council 
selected by Government. A loan of lls. 2,50,000 was advanced by 
Government, w^hich was repaid by imstalments of Es. 25,000 a year. aIi 
miscellaneous debts have since been paid off, ami the administration 
has been reformed on sound lines. 


In 1904 the depreciated Salim Shahi cuireney was converted into 
British currency. 


Til the same yea.r the Darhar agreed to guarantee the Government 
Telegraph Departmerd against loss in the construction of a telegraph line 
from Kutlam to Diiugarpui' md Baiiswaru. 

Lachhman Singh died in 1905, and.wuis succeeded by liis eldest son 
Shamhhu vSingh. 


The increaise of the tribute by Es. 5,000 a year wa.s finally remitted 
with effect from the 1st November 1907. 


Maharawal Shambhu Singh abdicated in 1908, leaving the adminis¬ 
tration of the State to he carried on under the direct supervision of the 
Political Agent till his son Pirthi Singh should he of an age to assume 
control. This arrangement (x>iitiniied till 1913, when Maharaj Kumar 
Pirthi Singh was given full powers of administration, under the general 
control of the Political Agent, and with the help of an Advisory 
Council. 


Shambhu Singh died on the 27th December 1913, and was succeeded 
by the present Maliarawal Pirthi Singh on the 8th January 1914. He 
was formally installed and invested wuth ruling powers on the 18th 
March 1914. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Maliarawal otfered his services 
to the British Government. 
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1922 the State enacted laws und regulations to give effect to the 


provisions of the Tnteinational Opium Convention of 1912. 

Extradition arrangements have been effected between Banswara and 
other States both in and outside Ilajputana. A list of these is given in 
Appendix I. 

The area of the State, excluding the Kushalgarb Ohiefsbip, is 1,606 
square miles; the population, according to the Census of 1921, 190,362; 
and the revenue about Rs. 6,96,000. 

The military forces of the State consist (1929) of 18 Cavalry, with 
two serviceable and three unserviceable gnns. The vState also main- 

taiiivS 259 Armed Police. 

(4) KuSHAliGARH. 

The Rao of Kushalgarb is a feudatory of Banswara and belongs to 
the Rathor clan of Rajputs. He is closely connected with the ruling 
fainily of Jhabua in Central India, and is descended from Rao Jodha 
of Marwar, whose great-grandson, Askarn, obtained a grant of 
Kusbalgarh from the Emperor Aurangzeb. 

In 1866 the Mahatawal of Banswara accused the Rao of an attack 
on a Banswara Police Station, in the course of which, it was alleged, 
a Kusbalgarh prisoner was released and three men were killed. He called 
upon the Rao to surrender the prisoner; but, as be failed to do so, his 
villages in Ratlain were attached. 

Ill 1868 an enquiry was held by the Government of India, when it 
was found that the accusation brought by the Ruler of Banswara against 
the Rao of Kushalgnrh was entirely unfounded: and he was required 
to pay a sum of Bs. 6,267 to the Rao of Kusbalgarh as compensation for 
the loss sustained by the Rao on account of the attachment of his 
villages. It was decided that this sum should be recovered by annual 
remissions of the tribute due by Kusbalgarh to Banswara, 

The enquiry also covered an investigation of the claim of the Rao 
to independence from Banswara. The decision was that the Banswara 
Darbar should refrain from all interference in the Kushalgarb Estate 
and that the Rao, though continuing to render certain specified acts of 
allegiance and to pay an annual' tribute of Salim Shahi Rs. 1,100 
(converted in 1904 to Britivsh Rs. 550) to the Banswara Darbar, should, 
as had been the custom ohserv’-ed in former years, correspond direct with 
the Political Agent. The tribute is paid through the political authori¬ 
ties. The Cbiefship also pays an annual trihute of Salim Shahi 
Rs. 1,205 direct to the Ratlam State. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Rao placed all the resources 
of his Estate at the disposal of Government, and offered his persona] 
Ije^wices and those of his sons, I, 
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Fdai Singh died on the 13th January 1916 and was 
present Rao Ranjit Singh, born on the 2ncl May 


The area of the Estate is 340 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 29,162; and the revenue about Es. 1,59,000. 


The military forces of the Estate consist (1929) of 6 Cavalry with 3 
serviceable and 6 unserviceable guns. The Estate also maintains 90 
Aurmed Police.

There shall be perjietual friendship, alliance, and unity of interest between 
the British Government and Maha Rawul Sree Juswunt Bing, Rajah of Doon- 
gurpore, \m iieirs and successors ; and the friends or ('nemies of either of the con¬ 
tracting parties shall be the same to both. 


Article 2. 

The British Government engages to protect the priiicijiality and territory of 
Doongurpore; 

Artict.e 3. 

The Maha Rawul, his heirs and successors, will always act in subordinate 
oo-operation with the British Government, and with due submission to its sup¬ 
remacy ; and will not henceforth have any connection with other Chiefs or States. 

Article 4, 

The Maha Rawul and his heirs and successors shall remain absolute rulers 
of their territory and principality i and the civil and criminal jurisdiction of the 
British Government shall not be introduced therein. 

Article 5. 

The affairs of the principality of Doongurpore shall bo settled according to 
the advice of tho British Government, in which the British Government will pay 
all practicable attention to the will of the Maha Rawul.

The Maha Bawul and his heirs and successors will not enter into negociationa 
with any Cliief or State without tlie sanction of the British Government, but his 
oustomary amicable oorrespondence with friends or relations shall continue.

The Maha Rawiil, his heirs and successors will not commit aggressions on 
any one j and if any dispute accidentally arise with any one the adjustment of 
it shall be submitted to the arbitration of the British Government.

The Maha Rawul, his heirs and successors agree to pay all tribute justly due 
to the State of Dhar, or my other power up to the present time, to the British 
Government by annual payments, to bo regulated at the discretion of the British

Thf 3 Maha Rawul, his lu'drs aiid successors agree to continue the jpayment 
to the British Goverrnrient, in lieu of its protection, and to defray the expenses 
it may be put to, of a tribute to be regulated by the prosperity of his country 
but never to exceed three-eighths of the actual revenue.

Th<». Maha Rawul, his heirs and suc<*,e8sors engage to afford what military 
force they may be possessed of to the British Government upon its requisition.

The Maha Rawul, his heirs and snocesaors engage to discharge all Arabs, Mek- 
ranees, and Sindees ; and to entertain no soldiers but natives of the country.

8. Should any person, subject to the Company, stop at our villages we will 
give him protection. 

Should we not act in the above manner let us be accounted criminals agaim^t 
the British Government.

Translation of an Agreement concluded by Juswunt Sing, Bawul of Boon- 
GtJRFORE, and the Honourable Company, through Captain MacDonald,— 
dated Neemuch, 2nd May 1825, 

1. To whatever minister may be appointed by the British Government I will 
give my consent, entrust him with the administration of afiairs, and not inter* 
fere in any way. 

2. I will be satisfied with whatever may be, allotted by the British Govern¬ 
ment for my maintenance, and will reside in whatever place in the Doongurpore 
territories may be selected for my residence. 

3. Disturbances by the advice of artful men have several times taken place 
in my country. I therefore write that I will pay no attention to their counsels 
nor excite any disturbance myself. If I do so I will submit to whatever pnniah- 
inent the British Government may inflict.

Sir John Malcolm, k.c.b. and k.l.s., Political Agent for the Most Noble 
the Governor-General, and Rake Raeeaun Maha RAWUii Sree Omep 
Sing, Rajah of Banswarra, on his own part and that of his heirs and suc¬ 
cessors : The said Brigadier-General Sir John Malcolm being invested 
witli full powers and authority from the Most Noble Francis, Marquis 
of Hastings, k.g., one of His Britannic Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy 
Council, appointed by the Honourable East India Company to direct 
and control all their affairs in the East Indies,—1818. 


Article 1, 


There sliall be perpetual alliance, friendship, and unity of interest between 
the British Government and Maha Rawul Sree Omed Sing, Rajah of Banswarra, 
his heirs and successors, and the friends and enemies of either of the contract¬ 
ing parties shall be the same to both. 


Article 2. 


The Britisli Government agrees to protect the principality and territoiy of 
Bg-nrwarra. 
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The Maha Rawul, his heirs and successors will always act in subordinate co¬ 
operation with the British Government and with due submission to its supre¬ 
macy ; and will not henceforth have any connection with any other Chief or State, 


Abtiole 4. 

The Maha Rawul, his heirs and successors shall remain absolute rulers of their 
territory and principality; and the civil and criminal jurisdiction of the British 
Government shall not be introduced therein. 

Abtiole 5. 

The afiairs of the principality of Banswarra shall be settled according to the 
advice of the British Government, in which the British Government will pay 
all practicable attention to the will of the Maha Rawul. 

Article 6. 

The Maha Rawul, his heirs and successors will not enter into negociatious 
with any Chief or State without the sanction of the British Government; but 
his customary amicable correspondence with friends and relations shall continue. 

/ 

Article 7, 

The Maha Rawul, his heirs and successors will not commit aggressions upon 
any one; and if any dispute accidentally arise with any one the adjustment of 
it shall be subinitted to the arbitration of the British Government. 

Article 8. 

The Malia Rawul, his heirs and successors engage to pay to the British Gov-^ 
ernment all arrears of tribute due to the Rajah of Dhar or any other State in such 
aimual payments and at such periods as his income may admit of, it being left 
to the discretion of the British Government to fix the same. 

Article 9. 

The Maha Rawul, his heirs and successors to continue the payment of tribute 
to the British Government, which tribute is to increase annually as the territory 
of Banswarra recovers its prosperity till it rises to whatever amount the British 
Government may deem adequate to cover the expense incmred by protecting 
the State of Banswarra, provided that such tribute does not exceed three-eighths 
of the revenue of the conntry. 

Article 10. 

The Maha Rawul, his heirs and successors agree that the military force of the 
country shall always be at the disposal of the British Government, 
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Article 11. 

The Malia Eawul, his heirs and successors ^gree never to entertain in their 
service any Arabs, Mekranees, Sindees, or other foreign troops; but that their 
army shall be composed of the military class of the inhabitants of the country. 

Article 12. 

The British Groverninent is not to countenance the connections or relations 
of the Maha Ravful, his heirs and successors., who may prove disobedient; but 
to afford to the Maha Bawul aid in bringing them under due control. 

Article 13, 

The Maha Rawul, in the 9th Article of this Treaty, agrees to pay tribute to 
the British Grovernmeut; and for the purpose of securing the same agrees that, 
in event of delay or failure in the said payment, an Agent on the part of the Rritisli 
Government be stationed at Banswarra to receive the collections levied at the 
Chubootra and its dependent Nakhas. ^ 

This Treaty, consisting of thirteen Articles, has this day been settled by Cap¬ 
tain James Gaulheld, acting under the direction of Brigadier-General Sir John 
Malcolm, k.c.b. and k.l.s., on the part of the Honourable East India Company, 
and Race Raeeaun Maha Rawul 8ree Omed Sing, Rajah of- Banswarra on the 
part of himself, his heirs and successors. Captain Caulfield has d^^livered one 
copy thereof in English, Persian, and Hindustani, signed and sealed by himself, 
to the said Maha Rawul Sree Omed Sing, from whom he has received a counter¬ 
part of the same bearing his seal and signature. 

Captain Caulfield engages that a copy of the said Treaty, ratified by tlie Most 
Noble the Governor-General, in every respect a counterpart of the Treaty now 
executed by himself, shall be delivered to the Maha Rawul Sree Omed Sing within 
the space of two months from this date, upon which the Treaty executed by Cap¬ 
tain Caulfield shall be returned. This Treaty has been concluded by the Maha 
Rawul Sree Omed Sing, by his own free and unbiassed will, whilst in the full pos¬ 
session of his faculties. 

Done at Banswarra^ this 25th day of December^ 4 D. 1S18, or the 24th day of the 
month Buffer, in the year 1234 Hegira, cor responding to the 13th day of the month 
of Poos, 1875 Summut

being equal to one year’s tribute in days of prosperity in lieu of all the arrears

Purport of a Khareeta from Rawul Bhowanee Sing of Banswabra to Colo¬ 
nel Speirs, dated 9tli June 1836. 

In future 1 shall use luy utmost exertions in bringing into order the trouble¬ 
some and refractory Blieels of my territory, and to prevent all complaints being 
made ^against 'them by the authorities of the neighbouring States. Should they 
attempt to resist my authority, and continue to follow theiir lawless practices, 
I will adopt such measures as may be available to inflict punishment on them, 
and cause compensation to be made for such outrages as they may commit. At 
the same time I engage to act agreeably to what is stated in the following articles 

Article 1. 

My attention in the first instance shall be directed towards the regular and 
punctual payment of the tribute demandable by Government and to the adop-= 
tiou of such measures as may tend to the improvement and welfare of my country. 
I will on no occasion allow myself to be guided by designing, artful and intrL 
guing men. 

Article 2. 

In order to enable me to be punctual in the discharge of the arrears of tribute 
due to Government, agreeably to the instalments hereafter specified, I will, to 
the best of my ability, make arrangements to reduce my personal expenses and 
those of iny Government, so as to enable me to liquidate the amount due to Gov¬ 
ernment as arrears of tribute. 

Article 3. 

For the better mp.nagement and administration of the affairs of my Govern-r 
ment, I will, with your concurrence, appoint such individuals to the situatiphB 
of manager under me, Fotadar, etc., as may be fully capable of eoinducting the 
^€airs of my State, and will not remove them at the instigation of evil-disposed 
men. Should they be found cominitting irregularities, they shall be reproyed 
for their error. 

Article 4. 

Those individuals who have been on former occasions dismissed by me on 
account of miscr^nduct shall not again be admitted into my service. In future

I refrain from keeping company with Bliats, Charuns and people of low cha¬ 
racter. 

Out of the sum of Rs. 1,69,385, due to Government on account of tribute, 
I have already given you hoondees to the amount of Rs. 80,000; a further sum 
of Rs. 20,000 will be discharged with the tribute for next year, and the balance 
of these arrears I engage to liquidate by instalments in the course of eight years 
as detailed in the annexed statement. 

Being unable to clear off the whole amount of arrears at once I have proposed 
the foregoing arrangement, which I hope will meet with your approval. At the 
same time I beg you will take into consideration and represent to Government 
the impoverislied state of my country, and the reduced circumstances I aoi in 
at present, so that I may be relieved from the charge of interest, which I can by 
no means afford to pay.

Exxuadition Treaty between the British Government and His Highness 
Luchmun Sing, MaHa Rawul of Banswarra, his children, heirs and 8UC‘ 
cessors, executed on the one part by Lieutenant-Colonel Alexander 
Ross Elliot Hutchinson, Ofeioiating Political Agent of Meywar, 
under authority from Lieutenant-Colonel Richard Hartb Keatinoe, 
O.8.I. and V.C., Governor-General's Agent for the States of Rajpootana, 
in virtue of full powers to that effect vested in him by His Excellency the 
Right Hon’blE Sir John Laird Matr Lawrence, Bart^, g.c.b, and g.c.s.i* 
Viceroy and Governor-General of India, and on his own part by the 
Maha Rawul LuchMun Sing,-— 1869. 

Article L 

That atiy person, whether a British or Foreign subject, committing a heinous 
offence in British territory, and seeking shelter within the limits of the Banswarra 
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State, shall be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the 
former, on requisition in the usual manner. 


Article 2. 

That any person being a subject of Banswarra, committing a heinous olfence 
within the liniits of the Banswarra State, and seeking asylum in British territory 
will be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Government to the former, 
on requisition in the usual manner. 

Article 3. 

That any x)erson, other than a Banswarra subject, oommitting a heinous ofEence 
within the limits of the Banswarra State, and seeking asylum in British terri* 
tory, will be apprehended, and the case investigated by such Court as the British 
Government may direct. As a general rule such oases will be tried by the Court 
of the Political Agent in whom the political supervision of Banswarra may be 
vested. 

Article 4. 

That in no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous odence, except on requisition duly made by, or by the author*- 
ity of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall be charged to 
have been committed, and also upon such evidence of criminality as, according 
to the laws of the country in which the person accused shall be found, would 
justify his apprehension and sustain the charge if the offence had been there com¬ 
mitted. 

Article 5. 

That the following offences be deemed as coming within the category of heinous 
offences:—

Whereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded on 
the 5th March 1869, between the British Government and the Banswarra State : 
And whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition of offend¬ 
ers from British India to the Banswarra State has been found by experience 
to be less simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law as to 
the extradition of offenders in force in British India : It is hereby agreed between 
the British Government and the Banswarra State that the provisions of the Treaty 
prevsoribing a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer apply to 
cases of extradition from British India to the Banswarra State ; but that the 
procedure prescribed by the law as to the extradition of offenders for the time 
being in force in British India shall be followed in every such case.

RAJPtJTANA—AJMEll-MEftWARA. 


Vin.-AJMER-MERWARA. 

A JMER-MER WARA is an isolated British district in Rajputana, con¬ 
sisting of two tracts known as Ajmer and Merwara, and entirely 
surrounded by Rajput States. It is bounded on the north by Kishengavh 
and Jodhpur, on the west by Jodhpur, on the .south by Udaipur, and on 
the east by Eisheiigarh and Jaipur. 

Ajmer. In H9d Prithi Raja, tlie last of the Chanhan dynasty and 
King of Delhi and Ajtner, was defeated and killed by Sliahab-ud-diik, 
who, however, tnade over the country to a relative of the deceased Raja 
under an engagement for a heavy trihute. The Raja revolted, but Kuti)- 
ud-dm reconquered Ajmer, after wbich it remained, trith short intervals, 
under the authority of the Kiug.s of Delhi, until it fell into the hands 
of the Chiefs of Malwt. in ,1409. They held it till ir);D, when, with the 
Kingdom of Maltva, it was annexed to Gujarat. The Rathors of Mary^ttr 
then Seized it, but Akbar (^oiuiuered it in 165G, and for 290 years it 
formed an integral part of the Moghul empire. Iti 1756 the Mahrattas, 
whose intervention had been invoked by the Rajpiit governors of Ajmer 
and the adjacent tracts, obtained possession of Ajmer; and froln that 
time n«til its transfer to British rule in J81S, it remained, with an inter¬ 
val of only .3 years, in their hands. 

By the Treaty of the 25th June 1818 [see Volume V, GWalior) Daulal 
Rao Scindia, after the Pindari w'ar, ceded the district of Ajmer valued 
in 'he treaty at Rs. 5,05,484 a year, to the British Govetninent; and on 
the 28th July ,1918 Mr. Wilder, the first British Superintendent of Ajmer, 
received charge of the district from Bapu Scindia, its last Maliratta 
Governor. The details of the tract as then constituted are contained ill 
the first part of Schedule II annexed to the 'Treaty of 1818. 

i^ince that time the composition of the di.strict has undergone hut 
little change, the only alteration of importance being the addition of five 
villages by Article 4 of the Treaty of the 12th December 1860 with 
Scindia [see Volume V, Gwalior). 

In 1842 the district of Ajmer was United with tliat of Merwara for 
•idministrative ptirposes. 

Merwara.—The history of Merwara before the occupation of the adja¬ 
cent district of Ajmer by the British authorities in 1818 is practically 
a blank. It -was inhabited by an independent and plundering race, who 
were protected from molestation by the ditKcult nature of the hilly tract 
they occupied. In 1818 Mr. Wilder entered into agreements with Jhak 
and other villages, which formed the nucleii.s of tlie tract now known as 
lenvara, to abstain from plunder. The engagements were broken, and 
in March 1819 Mr. Wilder accompanied a punitive e-xpedition sent'from 
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asirabad to coerce the villagers. They were punished and police out- 
pOvsts were established, but a general outbi’eak in 1820 made it necessary 
to subjugate the country thorotighly. The Darbars of Mewar (Udaipur) 
and Jodhpur (Marwar) (betu^een whom and the British Government 
the tract was held to be divided)* promised to co-operate, and with their 
assistance the campaign was ended by January 1821. 

Captain Tod, in the name of the Rana of Mewar (Udaipur), where 
he was Agent, then undertook the administration of the portion belong¬ 
ing to Mewar; appointed a governor; raised a corps of matchlock men; 
and began to collect revenue. 

Of the Marw’^ar* villages, some were made over to the Jodhpur Darhar 
and placed under the adjoining Thakurs, while others were managed by - 
Mr. Wilder as Superintendent of Ajmer. The latter were kept under 
control, but disorder reigned in the others. The divided jurisdiction 
gave criminals an asylum, and it was soon found that the triple govern¬ 
ment was worse than ineffectual. It was accordingly decided that the 
three portions should he brought together under the management of one 
British Officer vested with full authority in civil and criminal matters, 
and that a battalion of 8 companies of 70 men each should be enrolled 
from among the Mers to preserve order. 

The negotiations with Mewar resulted in an agreement settled in 
May 1823, by which the management of the three M'ewar-Merwara Par- 
ganas, consisting of 76 villages, was made over to the British Govern¬ 
ment for a period of ten years, tlie Maharana agreeing to pay Bs. 15,000 
a y(^T towards the cost of the local corps. He acquiesced, however, in 
the transfer of the administration with reluctance. Accordingly no for¬ 
mal engagement appears to have been concluded, and he was not required 
to contribute anything towards the expense-vs of management beyond the 
Us. 15,000 already mentioned. 

The arrangement expired in 1833 and, as the Maharana had profited 
largely by it, he readily agreed to its continuance for a further period 
of 8 years by an agreement concluded at Beaw'ar on the 7th March 1833,

The arfangewfiits with Jodhpur (Marwal) alno caused soitio diffi¬ 
culty, as tlie Darlrar were etjually reliicfaiit to delegate the ujaiiagemeut 
of auy part of the tract helongiug to them. In March 1824, how’ever, 
an Eugag-emeot (Part 111, Jodhjmr, No, IV) was concluded witli the 
.llarhar similar to that of .1823 with Mewar, )>y which the State agreed 
to make over 21 villages to the Britisli (.lovernment for 8 years, and to 
pay Its. 15,000 per annum towards the cost of tlie Mer Corps to be main¬ 
tained for preserving order. It was understood that each Darbar should 
receive the revenue from their respective villages after deducting the 
cost of their inauagenieut. This arrangement was continued by the 
Agreement of the 23rd October 1835 (Part III, Jodhpur, IN'o. V) for 
nine years more, the Jodlipur Darbar paying Es. 15,000 a year as before, 
and transferring seven more villages to the British Government in addi¬ 
tion to the 21 villages made over by tlie engagement of 1824. 

The Mewar Agreement.of 1833 and the Jodhpur Agreement of 1835, 
regarding their I’espective Merwara villages, expired about the same time 
(1843), and it became neee.ssary to make further arrangements for their 
continnance. The Mewar Darhur agieed to allow their villages to re- 
jnaiu under British, management so long as it might suit the convenience 
of tlie liritish Governmeiit. The Jodhpur Darbar expressed their readi- 
nes.s to do likewise, and at the same time the seven additional villages 
ivhich they had transferred to the British Government in 1835 were 
restored to them. But no defiiiite agreements were executed; and 
althougli an eHort was made in 1847 to procure the perpetual cession of 
tliejr shares from the respective Darbais, it jiroved unsuccessful, and on 
this unsatisfactory footing the British administration of Meiavara re¬ 
mained for many j^ears. 

In 1872 and 1874 the question, so far as the Mewar villages were 
concerned, was revived, but it was not finally settled until 1883 when the 
arrangement described in the Kharitas (see Part I, Mewar, Nos. XI 
and XII) were concluded. These were, briefly, that the British Govern¬ 
ment should accept the revenues of Mewar-Merrvara in full discharge of 
the Mewar State’s contributions towards the cost of the administra¬ 
tion of the tract and the expenses of the Mewar Bhil Corps and the Mer- 
wai’a Battalion, ami that no demand should be made upon the Darbar 
for arrears of payment. The Maharana was at the same time specifically 
assured that his rights of sovereignty over- Mewar-Merwara would he in no 
wise prejndiced by this arrangement; and that, should the yearly^ receipts 
for the district at any time exceed Rs. 66,0(10, which sunfrepresents the 
contributions payable by the Darbar for the administration of Mewar- 
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an<l tha expenses of llie lociil corps, the surphis nioney should 
be paid in full to the Darbar, to whom the Kesident at Mewar should 
annually intiinate, by Khariia, tlie aggregate revenue received from the 
district during the preceding twelve months. This arrangement still 
holds good (1930). 

In the case also of Marwar-Merwara, which forms the Jodhpur section 
of Merwara, it was many years liefore a satisfactoiy solution could be 
ejfected. Eventually, in 1885, it was agreed (’Part III^ Jodhpuj*, No. 
AVII) by the British Goverument and the Darbar that Jodhpur should 
retain sovereign rights in their villages and receive Its. 3,000 a year 
from them, and that, in the event of a profit being derived from them 
by Government, the Darbar sliould receive 40 per cent, of it. On these 
conditions the Government of India held full and permanent admini- 
strjative control over the villages. 

The Merwara Battalion remained loyal during the mutiny of 1857, 
and received special privileges. In 1870 it was reorganised into a purely 
military corps by Lord Mayo, and its headquarters were ti’ansferred 
from Beawar to Ajmer. In 1897 the Battalion was placed under the 
ordeivS of the Commaiider-in-Chief in India. .From 1903 it formed part 
of the Indian Army, with the designation of 44th Merwara Infantry, till 
its disbandment in May 1921. 

The area of the Ajmer district is 2,070 square miles; aud the popula¬ 
tion, according to tlie Census of 1921, is 378,960. Merwara has an area 
of 041 scpiare miles with a population of 110,311. Tlie average revenue 
of the district from all sources foi* the ten years aiidiug 1925-26 was 
about RvS, 10,32,000 and the average yearly expenditure for the same 
period (as shown by the annual administration reports) was about 
Rs. 17,62,000, including interest and pension charges disbursed through 
the Ajmer Treasury which do not appertain to the district.

Since the Sri Darbar has settled the Jama of this village as below from the 
Ist May 1869 to lat May 1882,. we agree, and jdace it on record that the condi¬ 
tions at the settlement of the British Government, as well as the conditions noted 
below, shall be in force (detail of jama the same as in sanacla). 

Ist Gondition.-^-WG will pay the custom dues according to the custom of the 
State. 

2nd If any buried treasure or mine of any kind bp found the Bar- 

bar shall be considered the proprietor of it; over it we have no claim, but we shall 
be entitled to a fair reduction of assessment on account of any ground taken up 
by the mine. 

Srd Condition.-Since from 1862 to 1868 the setblenient, was set aside, and 
we claimed compensation for loss incurred thereby, we, in consequence of the 
extension of the settlement, now withdraw our claim. 

4th CofdUion.-^Vlo have given this agreement of our own free will in the 
presence of the Assistant Agent to the Governor-General. Provided that the 
Darbar holds to the condition specified and we wrongfully complain we shall sub¬ 
mit to fine.

Prayers of Jagirdars.

INTRODUCTION. 

T he States in Central India are in political relations with the 
Government of India through the Agent to the Governor-General 
in Central India and the llesident, Gwalior. The Central India Agency 
includes the subordinate Agencies of Bhopal, Southern States of Centra] 
India and Malwa, Bundelkhand and Baghelkhand. In 1921 the 
Gwalior Residency was separated from the Central India Agency and 
placed in direct relations with the Government of India. 

There are in Central India 29 Salute States, eleven of which are 
under direct treaty engagements witli the British Government. These 
are Gwalior, Indore, Bliopal, Rewa, Orchha, Datia, Dhar, Dewas (Senior 
and Junior branches), Samthar and Jaora. Next in order come the 
Mediatised State of Ratlam, the Sanad States of Panna, Charkhari 
Ajaigarli, Bijawar, Baoni and Cliliatarpur, tlie Mediatised States of 
Sitamau, Sailana, Rajgarh and Narsingarh, the Sanad States of Baraun- 
dha, Nagod and Maihar, and the Mediatised States of Jhahua, 
Barwani, Ali-Rajpur and Khilchipur. There are also a large number 
of minor States and Estates, the majority of which are held under agree¬ 
ments mediated between them and their superior Chiefs by the British 
Government. 

Of the Treaty States, Bhopal and Jsrora are Muhammadan; Gwalior, 
Indore, Dhar and Dewas, Mahratta; Rewa, Orchha and Datia, Rajput; 
and Samthar, Gujar. With the exception of the Muhammadan State 
of Baoni, all the Mediatised and Sanad Sahxte States are Rajput. 
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The multiplicity of petty Chiefs, and the peculiarity of the tenures 
on which they hold their States, fomided as they are on the measures 
adopted for the pacification of the country after the Piiidari ^yar, neces¬ 
sitate in Central India and Malwa more interference on the part of the 
British Government in the affairs of tlie Chiefs than it is usual or ex¬ 
pedient to exercise in the States of liajputana. Under the Mahrattas, 
as had previously been the case under the Muhammadan governors, the 
petty Chiefs in Central India exercised but limited powers within their 
res 2 )ective States: and, on the establishment of British supremacy in 
these provinces, the officers of the British Government naturally assumed 
the position of arbiters of all differences by which the j)ublic peace could 
be divsturbed, and of judicial functionaries to wliom all sentences of life 
and death were referred, excej)! in the case of offences committed within 
the jurisdiction of the larger States which had vitality enough to preserve 
peace within their limits. The minor Chiefs, other than those in whose 
favour an exception has been made by the Government of India, refer 
all serious cases, more especially those involving capital punishment, 
whetlier inter-jurisdictional or not, to the political agents concerned, or 
the Suzerain Darbar. 

' A list of the various jmyments, made under treaty or otherwise by 
or to the British Government, is aj)pended to this Introduction. 

Rules for the amicable settlement of boundary disputes between the 
States of Central India by mutual agreement and, failing that, for their 
judicial settlement by a boundary commission; for the demarcation of the 
boiindarv; for the erection of pillars and for their jmeservation; for the 
exaction of penalties from States whose subjects infringe the settlement; 
and for appeals from the decisions given, were laid down by Government 
in 1802. These rules formed the basis of those prepared in 1877 and at 
j)resent followed in vsettling disputed boundary cases in Central India and 
Rajpulana. They were slightly modified in 1891 and again in 1904, 
chiefly with a view to the better protection of boundary marks. 

In 1889 Rules were framed, witli the api)roval of the Government of 
India, for facilitating the pursuit, apprehension and extradition of 
criminals ])etween some of the States of Central India. These rules 
arc now observed by them all. There are also reciprocal arrangements 
on certain matters, such as extradition, surrender of police and military 
deseT-ters, waiver of charges, service of summons, etc., between certain 
States in and outside Central India and the adjoining British districts. 

The area of Central India is about 77,914* square miles; and the 
po])ulation, according to the Census of 1921, 9,192,499.*

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Tile case of wliat are coimnoiily called the Mediatised Chiefs is 
somewhat complicated, and the following remarks will serve to elucidate 
the subject; — 

At the close of the Pindari war the districts in Malwa and Central 
India were in so disorganized a state as to be unsafe even for troops to 
pass through. It had been the policy of the chief Mahratta powers, 
during the preceding years of anarchy, to reduce to subjection the petty 
Rajput Chiefs within their influence. The Mahratta leaders parcelled 
out the districts among themselves either by mutual agreement or cap¬ 
rice, or according to their power to enforce obedience to their will and 
authority. Thus it came to pass that, at the time of the introduction oJ 
the British power, the smaller Stat^es were found to be under tributary 
obligations to Scindia, Holkar, or the Puars of Dhar and Dewas, and 
sometimes to all these Chiefs. The tributary claims of the Mahratta 
States were occasionally fixed and well defined, but generally varied, 
both in amount and in the regularity of their enforcement, with the 
power to exact them. Many of the smaller Chiefs, who had been driven 
from their possessions, found refuge in the hill fastnesses and jungles 
and avenged themselves by levying contributions from, or altogether 
destroying, the detached villages which had been usurped by the stronger 
powers. Their example was imitated by men who, without any claims 
to territorial inheritance, had influence enough to gather round them a 
sufficient number of robbers to make themselves feared. Unable to 
suppress such outrages, the larger States found themselves compelled 
to purchase the good-will of the plundering leaders by allowing them 
a share of the revenues of their districts as black-mail, or tanka, on 
condition of their abstaining from aggressions. 


Such a system could only exist in the absence of a power strong 
enough to enforce peace and good order. For the pacification of the coun- 
try all parties eagerly solicited the interference of the British Govern¬ 
ment, who the more readily undertook the task because of the oppor¬ 
tunity which it afforded them of breaking the continuity of the influence 
of the Mahratta poT^•e^8, with whom they had recently been eno-aged in 
u contest for empire, by establishing throughout Malwa a succ°esdon ol 
Rajput Chiefs and others owing the security of their estates and the 
comparative independence of their position to the intervention of the 
British Government. The policy pursued by the British Government 
was to declare the permanency of the rights existing at the time of the 
British occupancy, on condition of the maintenance of order; to adjust 
and guarantee the relations of such Chiefs as owed mere subordination 
or tribute, so as to deprive the stronger powers of all pretext for inter¬ 
ference in their affairs; and to induce the plundering leaders to betake 
themselves to peaceful pursuits either by requiring their superiors to 
grant them lands under the British guarantee, or by guaranteeing to 
them payments equivalent to the tankas which they levied. 
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The results of tliese measures, as described by Sir John Malcolm, 
were a virtual surrender of the supremacy over the petty States^ and 
Ohiefs to the British Government; the reduction of the military classes 


* The three schedules api:)ended to Malcolm’s Report on Malwa (History of 
Centi;al India) contain lists of most of the Chiefs who had received guarantees.

From the guarantee thus given no deviation was permitted. “ AVliere 
any circumstances says Sir Jolin Malcolm in his report on Malwa, 
call for the interference of the llritish Government and an engage' 
ment or guarantee is given, no dej)arture from tliat is permitted. 
It is indeed by the maintenance of tlie impression that tlie 
signature and seal of a British officer is, to whomsoever granted, 
the completest of all securities for his rights, privileges, or possessions, 
that our power over the multiplicity of States and Chief ships depends; 
and it is, above all others, n point upon which we can never with 
safety admit the slightest evasion, much less deviation In latei 

times, however, when long years of peace have obliterated the memory 
of the embarrassments which the Girasia leaders were able to create, 
their guaranteed rights have ()c(*asionally been lost sight of. The larger 
Slates have forgotten that their claims over the less powerful Chiefs 
were only established by a power slronger than their own; and it has 
been their policy to encroach on the guaranteed rights of their sub¬ 
ordinates, which they justly consider to be marks of dependence, and 
gradually to reduce the subordinates to entire obedience to themselves. 


On the other hand, the guaranteed Chiefs, relying on the protection 
of the British Government and the limitation imposed on the power 
of their superiors, have not infrequently attempted to assume a degree 
of.independence to which they are not entitled. It has proved a matter 
of inindi difficulty for the officers of the British Governmeiif lo hold bolh 
parties fast lo their engagements; but the necessity for a strict adherence 
lo the engagements concluded in ISLS is as strong mnv as it was then. 
The degree of interferenc(* exercised by the British Governmeni in ihe 
alfairs of the guaranteed Chiefs varies with the nature of the emm^j^e- 
inents concluded, which were very Tiunievous and diverse in character: 
some being in the form of engagements between the superior State and 
IJIC, .sill)0r.Hnates fruaranteed by the Bi itisli Ginveimnent; others beino- 
saiia.ls or deeds issued bv tlie representative of tbe British Governnieirt 
either alone or conjointly with the ruler of the superior State- and 
others being mere orders or parwanas issued hv the superior 'riVief to 
which the representative of the British Government attached bis si..na- 
ture as guarantee. But aHbough there is very great diversity in their 
tenures, the guaranteed Ohiets may all he divided roughly into three 
main elasses: frst. those Chiefs in the administration of whose affairs 
the interference of the superior is exchi(]p,t by the express teinis of the 
guarantee; xrcoiulhj, those Chiefs whose sanads conhiin no such 
stipulation; and fliii'ilhl- those ( hiefa who possess no sanads al all. The 
second class may he further subdivided into those in the administration 
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of whose affairs interference is (a)

exercised. 

Until 1921 none of the Mediatised States had power of life and death. 
They referred all cases of heinous crimes involving sentences of death, 
or transportation, or imprisonment for life, to the local officer of the 
British Government. But in 1921 most of them were empowered to 
dispose of all criminal cases, except those against Europeans, Americans 
and Government servants, subject to the condition that persons sentenced 
to death, transportation, or imprisonment for life should be given every 
facility to present a petition for mercy to the Agent to the Governor- 
General. 


In cases where guaranteed land or tanka holders also hold un¬ 
guaranteed land or tankas, it has been decided to omit all reference to 
such unguaranteed holdings in this publication; but, in the case of 
guaranteed landholders, it has not been found practicable to separate 
the statistics of area, population and revenue; which, as given, are those 
of the entire holding whether guaranteed or not. In the case of 
guaranteed tanka holders, holding no guaranteed land, statistics of area, 
population and revenue have been omitted altogether. It has also been 
decided that, when the same individual has a guaranteed holding from 
two or more Darbars, the account of the Estate -will appear under the 
Agency concerned with the most important holding, with a cross- 
reference under the Agency concerned with that, or those, of less 
importance. 

With regard to the dates given in the Documents held by the 
Mediatised Chiefs, it is to be noted that there are two (Vikrama) Samvat 
eras (the Northern and Southern) differing from each other by six 
months: two Pasli eras (the Northern and Deccan) differing from each 
other by two years: and two Arabic eras—Hijri (A. H.), the lunar 
year, and Arabi (A. A.), the solar year that begins and ends on the 
same dates as the Pasli year, which runs from June to June. The 
Arabi year is seven years behind the Northern, and nine years behind 
the Deccan Pasli; thus 1219 A. A. (June 6th, 1818—June 5th, 1819 
A.D.) = 122G Northern Pasli and 1228 Deccan Pasli; while the approxi¬ 
mately corresponding lunar year was 1234 A. H. 


This Volume deals with the States and Estates in political relations 
with the Government of India through the Agent to the Governor-General 
in Central India, and witli the subordinate Agencies of Bhopal and 
Southern States of Central India and Malw’a. The States in the 
Bundelkhand and Baghelkhand Agencies, which are treated separately 
as differing ia respects from other parts of Central India, and 

the Gwalior Residency are dealt with in Voln®® 
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I.-~CENTRAL INDIA AGENCY. 

The affairs of the Indore State were under the immediate political 
supeiwision and control of the Agent to the Governor-General in Central 
India until September 1899, when a separate Resident was appointed to 
conduct political relations with the Maharaja Holkar. The appointment 
of Resident was abolished in November 1916 and the relations of the 
Indore State were again placed under the direct political control of 
the Agent to the Governor-General in Central India. 

The outlying portions of the State, for the purpose of routine matters 
such as extradition, are in the political charge of the Political Agent 
in the Southern States of Central India and Malwa; while the 
Pargana of Alampur is within the political charge of the Political Agent 
in Bimdelkhand and the Pargana of Nandwai in that of the Agent to 
the Governor-General in Central India. 

The Agent to the Governor-General in Central India also deals 
directly with eight mediatised land and tanka holders. 

On the abolition of the post of Resident at Indore in 1916, the 
guaranteed holdings of Bai, Bilauda*, Dhaora Ganjara, Kayatha, Men, 
Naulana* and Sheogarh* came under this Agency: also Hirapur, which 
had been transferred from the Bhopal Agency to the Indore Residency in 
1909. 

The Estate of Lalgarh, which is included in the Gwalior Residency, 
is described under this Agency, since the Thakur’s most important hold¬ 
ing is from Holkar. 

in 1909 the Estate of Bhatkheri, which was then in the Malwa 
Agency, lapsed to the Indore Darbar: and Ajraoda* in 1915, and 
Dhulatia* in 1919, both of which were then in the Gwalior Residency, 
lapsed to the Gwalior and Indore Darbars. 

In 1921, on the separation of the Gwalior Residency from the 
Central India Agency, it was decided that the Estates named below who, 
besides their holdings from Gwalior, either hold land or receive tankas 
from the States shown against their names, should in respect of their 
Gwalior holdings deal with the Gwalior Residency, and for the others 
with the Agency entered against their names:

Tlie Bliumia of llajgarli. besides liis grant from the British Govern- 
ment, has guaranteed holdings fioin Indore and Dliar. In respect of 
all these he deals with the Political Agent, Southern States of Central 
India and Malwa. 

In 1921 the Estates of Bilauda, llirapur, Ivalgarh, Naulana and 
Sheogarh came under the settlement, made with Gwalior in that year, 
in r<gai'd to their guaranteed holdings fiom the Gwalior Darhar. In 
res|>ect of those holdings they deal witli the llesident, Gwalior. 

(1) INDOBE. 

The Ilolkar family who rule at Indore are Hindus of the Dhangar or 
shepherd caste. The first of the Ilolkar family Avho rose to eminence 
was Malhar Rao, who was one of the most distijigiiished leaders in the 
first Mahratta invasion of Northern India. His only son, Khande 
Rao, married the famous Ahalya Bai and was killed in battle in 1754, 
leaving a son, Mali Rao. Malhar Rao died in 1700 and was succeeded 
by his grandson Mali Rao, who died insane nine months after his 
accession. His mother Ahalya Bai then assumed personal (diarge of the 
administration, and appointed Tukoji Rao Ilolkar, who belonged to 
the same caste, but was in no way related to Malhai’ Rao, to bear titulai 
honours, command her army in the field, and discharge such duties 
as from her sex, .she was unable to perform. Ahalya Bai died in 1795 
and the rule of the State devolved on Tukoji Rao. He died in 1797, 
leavinir two legitimate sons, Rashi Rao and Malhar Rao, and two 
illetritimate .sons, Yeshwant Rao and Vithoii. Malhar Rao was killed 
in l)attle in 179S; and Ye.shwant Ran then became the real chief of 
the house of Holkar. though ])rofesspdly acting in the name of Khande 
Rao. infant son of Malhar Rao. Vithoji was captured and put to death 
bv the Pe.shwa Baji Rao in 1801. 

In 1^02 Yeshwant Rao defeated the united forces of Scindia and 
the Pesbwm near Poona. The conclusion of the Treaty of Bassein f’cc

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Vol. VII, The Peshwa, No. XIII), by which the subordiuation of 
the Pevshwa to the British Government was firmly established, defeated 
Yeshvvant Ilao’s hopes of possessing himself of the person of the Peshwa. 
In IS03, wlieii Scindia and the Itaja of Berar combined against the 
IJritiwsh, Ilolhar promised to join the confederacy; but on the actual 
outbreak of hostilities he kept aloof, and apparently intended to take 
advantage of the war to aggrandise himself at Scindia’s expense. His- 
schemes were, however, rendered hopeless by the peace with Scindia, 
wliich ensued upon the conclusion of the Treaty of Sarji Anjangaon 
[sec Vol. V, Gwalior, No. IV); and Holkar, after making a series of 
unacceptable proposals for an alliance, drifted into war with the British. 
In the military operations which followed he was pursued by Lord 
Iiake across tlie Sutlej, whither he had retired in the hopes of forming a 
combination with the Sikhs against the British Government : and in 
December 1805 he signed a Treaty (No. I) on the banks of the Beas, 
l)y which he surrendered a large portion of his territories. [See also 
Appendix No. I.) 


Lord Cornwallis’ second appointment as Governor-General marked 
a change in the policy of the British Government, and it was considered 
expedient to withdraw from the connection foimed with some of tlie 
minor Rajas in the conquered provinces to the west of the Jumna. 
His successor Sir George Barlow was guided by the same policy notwith¬ 
standing the remonstrances of Lord Lake, wLo not only considered 
that the British Government w ere pledged to respect their engagements 
with these Chiefs, but also that the alliances with them interposed a 
strong barrier against the future encroachments of the Malirattas. In 
pursuance of his policy, however, Sir George Barlow caused a declara¬ 
tory article to be added in February 1806 to tlie Treaty of December 
1805, relinquishing to ITolkar the districts of Tonk, Rampura, and other 
districts forming the ancient possessions of the Holkar family, which 
at one time it had been the intention of Government to cede to Scindia 
in lieu of the actual grant of four lakhs of rupees assigned to him 
under the Treaty of 1805 {see Vol. V, Gwalior, No, VI). By article 
4 of the Treaty with Holkar the district of Hunch in Rundelkhand was 
assigned as a life-grant to Bhima Bai Saliiba, daiighter of Yesluvant 
Bao Folkar. This lady died in Novemher 1858, and the district of 
Kunrh then reverted to the British Government. A pension of Es. 20,f)00 
a year was assigned for life to her grandson Govind Eao Bolia, for 
the support of the old retainers of the family; hut, as Govind Eao did 
not devote this money to the purpose for which it was intended, the 
grant n-as resumed and the retainers pensioned for life by the Biitish 
Government. 

Soon after the conclusion of the Treaty of 1805 Yeshw^ant Rao Holkar 
poisoned his nephew Rao and Kashi Rao w’as pnt to death by 


IV 
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liis favourite, Cliimna Blian. Yesliwant Eao thus became in name, 
as well as in fact, the head of the house, but soon after became insane. 
He died in 1811, leaving n son, Malbar Ilao, during whose minority 
the State was torn by the most violent dissensions. Tulsi Bai, 
Yeshwant Rao’s favourite concubine, secured herself in the regency. 

Tn entering on the Pindari war it was the policy of the IMarquess ol 
Hastings to put a stop to the predatory system by a revival of the 
political alliances wliich had been abandoned in 1805. The weakness 
of Holkar, which formed an excuse for connivance at Pindari depre¬ 
dations, necessitated the intervention of the British to restore his govern¬ 
ment and to subdue his mutinous army. Proposals for an alliance were 
on the point of being offered when Tulsi Bai secretly expressed a desire 
to place the young Holkar and his government under the protection 
of the British. 

While negotiations were pending, however, information was received 
of the probable outbreak of hostilities with the Peshwa, and a hostile 
bearing was immediately assumed by Holkar^s Darbar. It is probable 
that Tulsi Bai would have concluded the alliance with the British; but 
a sudden revolution was effected by the mutinous army, she was seized 
and barbarously murdei’ed, and the Pathan Chiefs who headed the mili¬ 
tary faction, having pledged themselves to adopt the cause of Baji 
Rao, broke off the negotiations. Holkar’s army sustained a complete 
defeat at Mahidpur on the 21st December 1817. and on the bth Tanuary 
1818 the Treaty of Mandasor (Mandsaur) was concluded (No. IT), by 
which the engagement between the British Government and Amir Khan 
was confirmed; four districts reided by Zalim Singh of Kotah were 
ceded to him; Holkar lost all his possessions within, and to the south 
of, the Ratpura hills; and his remaining territories came under the 
protection of the British Government. By article 4 of the Treaty, 
Holkar ceded to the British Government all his claims to tribute and 
l evenue over the Rajput princes, some of whom were specified : the list 
did not include Partabgarh, bui an arrangement was come to later, 
whereby the British Government undertook to pay to Holkar tlie 
Partalipurli tril)\ite of S.'ilim Rhalii Its. 72,700. The equivalent 
fTta. 07,874-0-2) in Brifisli currency, at the rate of exchange then 
ohtaininp, is still paid Ity the Government of India to the Indore Slate, 
in spite of the subsequent depreciation in the value of the Salim Shahi 
coin iii which payment is recovered from Partahparh. Bv article 5, 
Fidkar ceded all his territories within or north of the Bnndi hills: 
and this cession was erroneously supposed to include Folkar’s one-third 
sharc' of the parpana of Feshoraipatan, which was accordinplv conferred 
on Bnt)di hy a Treaty conrlmh.d in, 1818 (are Vol. Ill, Faraoti and 
Tonk Af'ency. Xo 11. Wlieii Ihp oforect facts were afterwards ascer¬ 
tained. the transfer to Bnndi was allowed to stand, and the British 
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Government agreed to \)aj ITolkar Rs. 30,000 (Biindi eiirrelicy) annually, 
as com])ensation for the territory of wliieh he had been erroneously 
deprived. It appears, from contemporary documenifi, lhat the original 
intention was to make tliis payment until a suitable grant of territory 
could he assigned; hut this intention, if it ever really existed, was not 
pursued. By article 0 of the Treaty, Holkar transferred the fort of 
Sendhwa to the British (Tovernment. But it was restored in 1850 in 
consideration of a payment of Rs. 10,000 for ihe construction of a bridge 
over tlie Gobi Nadi, and on the conditions that no alteration would 
he made in the existing customs duties on ihe Agra-Bomhay road, 
and that the residents of Sendhwa- were not allowed to suffer by the 
transfer of the fort to Holkar. 

The anarchy and confusion which prevailed: in Holkar’s territories 
previous to the conclusion of the Treaty of Mandasor had completely 
ruined the finances of the country. Taiitia Jogh, Holkar’s Minister, 
set himself zealously to effect their recovery. Occasional loans were 
made to him by the British Government on the security of the Kunch 
jagir and the Partabgarh tribute, by which means the Minister was 
enabled to discharge the arrears of the disbanded troops and other 
pressing demands. Of the troops retained a portion was set apart for 
the formation of the Mahidpur Contingent, others were sent into the 
districts, and only a select body of about 500 cavalry was retained at 
the capital, together with a sufficient force of infantry. 

Two insurrections broke out in 1819, one occasioned by an impostor 
personating Malhar Rao Holkar, and the other by the pretensions of 
Hari Rao Holkar, son of Vithoji and cousin of the Maharaja. The 
impostor, whose real name was Krishna Kunwar, assembled a consider¬ 
able force to the west of the Chambal, and ke]d the field foi* some 
months, supported by a body of Arab and Makrani mercenaries from 
the Gujarat border; but he was at lengtli encountered by the Mahidpur 
Contingent, and his paily broken and dispersed. He then fled to Kotah ; 
but being there recognised by an agent of Holkar’s government, he 
was seized and brought to Indore, where he was kept in confinement 
for some time, but was ultimately pardoned and set at liberty. The 
insurrection of Hari Rao Holkar was less formidable; for soon becoming 
sensible of the folly of his enterprise he relinquished it, and threw him- 
self on the penerosity of his youn<r cousin who. it is said, was disposed 
to pardon him, hnt was dissuaded from his purpose t)y Ta'ntia Too-h. 
who thonjjht it imprudent that he should he left at liberty to disturti Mm 
peace' of the country. Fc was accordiuply kept under confiiiemeut. 

Serious disturhances broke out on the Fampura frontier in 1S?1, 
fomented hy the Thaknr of Bhatkheri and others, which were not fiiiallv 
'I'lelled until the hepinninp of the followinp A-par and after (he einplov- 
of the Continpent under a British officer. The results of Ihe 
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operations were tliat the Bhatkheri Chief’s misconduct was punished by 
the sequestration of that portion of his Jagir which lie held under 
Holkar’s government; that Bhairur Singh, another of the leading insur¬ 
gents, dcdivered himself up under the promise of subsistence; and that 
Ajit Singh, the Chief of the band of Sondhia plunderers, was sent with 
some of his companions to Sondhwara for a year’s close confinement. 
Again towards the end of 1822 it became necessary to employ a detach¬ 
ment of British troops for the reduction of the fort of Barkhera, in 
which a body of insurgents had assembled and were committing various 
excesses in the neighbouring districts. 

In 1S2G an Agreement (No. Ill) was made with Ilolkar, Dhar, 
Dewas and other States in Malwa, securing to the British Government 
the exclusive right to [uirchase opium grown in Malwa; but, as the 
result of this arrangement was nnsatisfactorv, ilie monopoly was 
abandoned in 1829, and a transit duty was levied instead upon the opium 
in its passage through the British ierritories to the sea coast. 

In 1829 the Begu Tliakur, a feudatoiy of Mewar, took possession 
of Holkar’s district of Nandwas. The invader was expelled by a body 
of Holkar’s troops; but the Tliakur, about a year after the first aggres¬ 
sion, again seized the same district, and was again driven off by Holkar’s 
troops and the Contingent. The Mewar State was field responsible for 
ihe Tliakur’s aggression, and a demand of Its. 24,000 in payment of tlio 
expenses incurred by Ilolkar in repelling tlie first attack was made upon 
the Maharana. This compensation was not paid until eight years had 
elapsed after the occniTences for which it was claimed: and the Indore 
Darbar never obtained com])ensation for the loss and expense incurred 
by the second aggression of the Tliakur. 

Malhar Eao Ilolkar died in October 1888. He left no issue, but 
his widow and fiis mother adopted a child, who was said fo be of the 
same caste and lineage as Malhar Eao. The British Government made 
no objection to this adoption, but at the same time did not bind them¬ 
selves to support the arrangement if it should appear to be illegal or 
subversive of the nghts of any other party, or contrary to the wishes of 
the majority of the Chiefs and followers of the Holkar vState. It was 
acknowledged simply as the spontaneous and unoiiposed act of the govern¬ 
ment of Indore, in which <he people seemingly acquicvSced. The child 
was publicly installed in January 1884 under the title of Martand Eao 
Holkar. The adoption of Martand Eao, however, proved to lie a 
device of the mother of Malhar Eao Holkar for the ])ur|)ose of keeping 
the power in her own hands during a long minority. It was not indeed 
acceptable to the peoplo, who w'ere in favour of the succession of Hari 
Eao Ilolkar, vho had been imprisoned in 1819 for rebellion, and had 
ever since been kept, in j-i^rmons ronfinement. He was released in 
February V a powerful body of bis partif^nns, and received a ready 
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weloome from tlie troops and people. The policy of non-interference 
prevented the Resident from giving active support to Martand Eao, 
although the installation liad been acknowledged by the British Govern¬ 
ment. vSerious distuibances followed. The wealthy merchants fled from 
Indore; trade was suspended; and tlie marauding Bhil tribes infested 
the roads and plundered many villages. As Mari Rao evidently had the 
popular voice on liis side, and it was necessary to put a stop to the 
anaichy whi(ti prevailed, it was decided to support him: and lie was 
eventually escorted into Indore by a detachment of the Contingent under 
command of a British oflic^er, and was formally installed in April 1834. 
Martand Rao was banished, and granted an allowance of Rs. 500 a month 
on condition of his resigning all claims to the succession. 

The long imprisonment of ITari Rao had unfitted him for government: 
and the management of affairs was left in the hands of his Minister Raja 
Bhao Rhansia, whose oppressive and unpopular measures revived the 
hopes of Martand Rao's party. In September 1835 an attactk was made 
on the palace for the purpose of assassinating the Maharaja and his 
Minister. The attempt was unsuccessful, and resulted in tlie slaughter 
of the whole of the assailants. 

At this juncture Ilari Rao applied to the British Government for aid; 
but it was refused, on the ground that the engagement to maintain the 
internal tranquillity of the country depended on the condition that the 
measures of its government w'ere not directly or indirectly the cause of 
disturbance, and because the grant of assistance would require a contin¬ 
ual interference in the internal affairs of the State, inconsistent alike 
with the position of Ilolkar and the policy of tlie British Government. 

In 1841 the Maliaraja adopted as his heir and successor Khande Rao, 
^ boy of thirteen years of age, distantlj'' related to the ruling family. 
Hari Rao died in October 1843. Warned by the evils which resulted 
from the jiolicy pursued on the accession of Martand Rao, the British 
Government took immediate measures to proclaim Khande Rao as the 
acknowledged successor to the and to make it known that no other 

claims would be recognised. Khande Rao died in February 1844 He 
was never married, and there was no lineal heir to the State and n 
person who had a legitimate right to adopt. ’ 

The nomination of a successor was therefore declared to rest exclu¬ 
sively with the British (lovernment: and the Besident, Sir E Hamilton 
was instructed to make the selection in such a way as to show that it was 
•nanifestly the sole act of the Britisli Government. The mother of Hari 
^■*10 Holkar,. who was greatly respected by the j)eople, and who liad been 
”®‘’ociated witli tlie Besident in the admiuistiation before Khande Bao’s 
^®ath, pleaded the claims of Martand Bao; Government refused to 
® ®ct him, and intimated their intention of nominating the second son 
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of Martand Rao’s paternal uiirle Bliau Holkar, if lie should be found 
on enquiry to be the most eligible. The Resident thereupon declared in 
full Darbar the desire of the British Government to perpetuate the State | 
of Holkar by the selection of a successor from amongst those eligible to j 
such distinction; that tlie Mali Saliiba had })ointed out the second son of j 
Bhau Holkar as a fit successor; and that the Governor-General, having a 
great respect for the Mali Saliiba, liad determined to place him on the 
gaddi, Thi’ee days later, the Resident installed the boy as Tiikoji Rao | 
II. In a letter, dated 9th November 1844, to the young Chief the . 
Governor-General explained the conditions on wliich the State was con- 
ferred on him. This Letter (No. IV) was declared to have the force of | 
a Sanad,. and the Maharaja was required to present a nazar of 101 gold 
mohurs on its delivery. 

Martand Rao Holkar died without issue in 1849, and with his death 
ended the intrigues which from time to time endangered the peace of the 
State during the rule of Hari Rao Holkar and his successor.

During the mutiny of 1857 a portion of the Indore troops made an 
attack on the Residency, which obliged the officiating Agent to the 
Governor-General, Colonel Durand, to retire to Bhopal. The mutineers 
were also joined by the Malwa Contingent, a local corps, stationed at 
Mahidpur, towards the maintenance of which Holkar paid an annual 
sul)vention of Rs. 1,11,214 in lieu of his obligation under article 11 of 
the Treaty of Mandasor. In recognition of his services during the 
mutiny Tukoji Rao II received the thanks of the Government of India, 
and the expenditure of Rs. 3,05,992-8-3, incurred by him on tlie troops 
which had done duty for the rebel contingent, was refunded. 


In 1862 the Ruler of Indore was granted a Sanad of Adoption (No. V). 

In 1864 Holkar agreed (No. VI) to cede, free of charge, all laud 
required specially for railway [)urposes; to compensate owners for land 
and buildings taken up by the line; to give full civil and criminal 
jurisdiction over this land to the British Government; and to remit all 
transit duties on through tralfic. Certain conditions regarding the sur¬ 
render of Indore subjects wdthin railway limits were at the same time 
agreed to by the British Government and embodied in the same memo- 
rand\im. 




In 1865 Holkar was jiermitted (No. VII) to capitalise his contribu¬ 
tions towards the Mahidpur Contingent and the Malwa Bhil Corps. 
Accordingly, the State deposited Rs. 23,81,520 with the Government of 
India, the interest thereon at 5 per cent, being assigned as the payment 
for the futujc, thejehy relieving His Highness from all deummls on 
account of the .said cmitiugent and Bhil corps, as welJ as from all 
pecuniary demands, present or future, and from service with troops 
The place of the disl)ande(l Contingent was taken by the Central l^dia 
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Horse, wliich was laised by the Government of India in 1858, one regb 
ment beijig stationed at Agar with a detachment at Mahidpiir. In 1894 
the cantonment of Mahidpur was restored to the Darbar. 


In 18G7 the lluler of Indore was granted a permanent salute of 19 
guns, and a permanent local salute of 21 guns within his own territory. 

In I8G9 Holkar offered a loan of a crore of rupees to the British 
Government for the construction of a railway from Khandwa to Indore. 
The offer was accepted, and the terms of the loan were finally settled in 
1870 by a formal Agreement (No. VIII). The extension of the line 
northward to Eatlam, with a branch from Eatehabad to TJjjain, was 
undertaken in 1873, and its further continuation to Neemuch in 1877, 
the necessary land in Indore territory being made over in each case in 
accordance with the Agreement of 1864. The working of the line on 
behall of the British Government was made over to the Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India Railway Company in 1885, and this contract was 
renewed in 1901 and again in 1905. 


In 1872 the Maharaja was required to relinquish the manufacture 
of arms in his own territory and their impoHation from abroad, on the 
ground that the accumulation of arms of precision and cannon in the 
Indore arsenals could not be justified for the purpose of internal safety 
or by the necessity of external defence. 


By article 6 of the Treaty of Mandasor, Holkar had ceded to the 
British Government all his territories and claims of every description 
whatever within, and south of, the Satpura range of hills. But no exact 
deinarcatioji was attempted till I8G4, and its final settlement was only 
concluded in April 1873. In 1877, as an act of grace and to comme¬ 
morate the assumption by Her Majesty Queen Victoria of the title of 
Empress of India, it was determined to make over to the Maharaja 
Holkar a portion of this territoiy, comprising an area of 360 square miles 
on the Satpura frontier of the disirict of Khandesh. 


In 1878 a Postal Convention (No. IX) was made with Holkar to 
facilitate the interchange of correspondence between the Imperial post 
and the Indore State post. 

In 18G1 the Government of India had authorised the Agent to the 
Governor-General to institute negotiations for an exchange of territories. 
Holkar agreed to (:e<lc a imni1)er of s('atteied villages in the Decrcan, and 
five in the IJjiited rruvinces of Agra and Ovidh (known at that time as 
the North-^Vestern l^rovinces), ioi lands of ecjnal value in the districts 
ol Satwas-Niinawai" tind Niinai. ihe actual transfer of the lands wa.s 
finally (‘oncludcd in' 1808; hut the adjustment of tin* accounts in eoJi- 
nection witii the exchanges was not finally settled till 1881 • when a 
Kharila (Ho. X) was sent to the Maharaja, iutiuiating the conclusion of

the negotiations and approval of the arrangements that had been made. 
The pargana of Barwaha in Nimar was iiududed in the lands transferred 
to tlie Maliaraja, on the condition that he aholiahed all transit duties on 
the trunk road between Indore and Kbandwa. For certain iron works 
which had l)een esialilished at Barwaha the Maliaraja paid B-s. 50,000 
in 1868. 

In 1880 the British Government, having acquired a virtual salt 
monopoly liy the purchase of the salt sources of Bajputana, addressed the 
several States of Central India in which salt was not produced, proposing 
to them the abolition of the duties whicdi they levied on salt passing 
through their territories and offering at the same time to compensate 
them for any loss which their revenues might suffer in consequence. The 
Maharaja Holkar consented (No. XI) to these proposals in 1881, on 
condition of receiving as compensation foi* his concession 45,000 maunds 
of salt annually from the British Government, to be delivered by them at 
Indore on payment of Bs. 2-12-0 per maund, the selling prii'e of salt at 
Indore being tlien over Bs. 5 per maund. This compensation represented 
four times the amount of revenue which the Maharaja ITolkar had derived 
from the abcdislied duties. Similar agieements were (‘oncluded with 
other States, and it soon became clear that, in consequence of an increased 
consumption, the British Government were in a position to redu(*.e their 
own tax on salt. The price of salt consequently fell, and Holkar com¬ 
plained that the value of the compensation made to him in kind had 
been seriously affected, and asked that it might be paid in (*ash. Both 
the justice and the propriety of tlie claim were questionable; but the 
Government of India conceded his request, and a Supplementary Agree¬ 
ment (No. XII) was concluded in 1883, under which the State receives 
Rs. 61,875 a year in lieu of the original payment in kind. 

Tukoji Bao II died in 1880, and was succeeded by his eldest son 
Shivaji Bao. His first administrative act was the abolitioji of all transit 
duties throughout the State. 

In 1870-71 an exchange of territory had been negotiated between the 
States of Indoie and dliahua, whei’eby Indore acquired the town and 
pargana of Beflawad, and Jhabna acquired ihe town and pargana of 
Thandla. Indore’s right to three-fourths of the sayar revenue at I’etla- 
wad, Thandla, and other places in Jhabua territory was adjusted at the 
same time, by assigning to Indore the sole sayar rights in the town and 
paigana of Pet law ad, and to Jhabua the srde sayar rights in Jhabua 
ferritorYt Jhabua paying Indore a compensation of vSalim Shahi 
Bs. 7,1 <2 a yeai , based on the average receipts of the preceding ten years. 
The calculation inckuled recoipis from transit duties; and, when that 
form of taxation w-as abolished in Jhabua territory in 1887, the yearly 
payment was reduced to Bs. 1,278-] BIO, at wdiich it now stands. 
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In 1892 Holkar formed an Imperial Sei'vice regiment of cavalry, 
whicli Avas subsequently converted, at the desire of tlic Government of 
India, into a transport train with a cavalry escort. 

lletween IhJJl and 1895 railway communications in the State were 
extended by the con.sti'uction of the Godlira-Hatlam and the Bhopal- 
Ifjjain Railways, the Darbar jiroviding land free of charge, and (.‘eding 
full jurisdiction in respec.t of the sections of those lines in Indore terri¬ 
tory, on the same terms as those agreed upon in 18()4 {xee Ko. VI). 

In 1899 Shivaji Rao’s maladministration had become so serious that 
a Resident was appointed to the direct political charge of the State in 
subordination to the Agent to the Governor-General, and the Maharaja 
was required to consult him in all important matters. 

In 1901 an Agreement (No. XIII) was entered into with the Maharaja 
for the effective control and discipline of bis Imperial Service Troops 
when serving beyond the frontier of the State. 

In 1902 the British rupee was adopted as the standaid coin of the 
State. 
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In January 1903 Shiy.aji Rao resigned tlie (jaMi in favour of his son, 
Tuk-oji Rao Holkar. Shivaji Rao was permitted to retain the personal 
title of Maharaja and to reside in the State, receiving an allowance of 
Rs. 4,00,000 a year. He died in 1908. 

During the minority of Tukoji Rao III the State was administered 
ny a Council of Regency under the supervision of the Resident. 


In 1905 land was made over on the usual terms, including ce.ssion 
(No. XIV) of full jurisdiction, for the construction of the portion of the 
Nagda-Muttra Railway running through the State. 

In 1907 the Indore Diirbai ’s half share of the village of Talen and the 
village of Latakheri were, with the apj)7<)val of the Government of India 
exchanged for the villages of Lasuria and Kundeli of Rajgarh. 

In 1908 the Indore State, with the sanction of the Government of 
India, sold all rights and powers exercised by them in the lao-iV ^ni 
of Datwara to the Barwani State for Rs. 50,000. ^ 

In the same year the unification of the Holkar State Posi nm 
the Im[)enal Post Office was approved and introduced B +i • 
ment the State was granted a free supply of Britinb ^ 
tl,e value of He.

In 1911 Tukoji Rao III was invested with full powers 

After the abandonment of the opium monopoly in 1829, the extent of 
poppy cultivation greatly increased in Mahva, much opium being sent 
to Bombay for export to China. The restriction on the China trade, 
introduced in 1907, resulted m a continuous decrease in the acreage 
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under poppy in the Holkar State: and in 1910-17 the Government of 
India entered into an Agreement with tlie State for the animal supply 
of a fixed quantity of crude opium, to he sent to the Government factory 
at Ghazipur and manufactured there into excise opium for consumption 
in British India. The Agreement was renewed in 1922 and again, for 
a smaller quantity, in 1920 (No. XV). 

Tukoji Rao III was suspected of some sort of complicity in the 
tntirder of one Bawla, a prominent Memon merchant of Bombay, which 
was committed at Bombay in 1925. He was therefore invited by the 
Government of India in 1925 to submit to a Commission of Enquiry; but 
in preference to doing so he expressed a desire to abdicate. This was 
permitted, and he abdicated on the 2Gth February 192G in favour of his 
minor son, the present Maharaja Yeshwant Itao II, born in September 
1908. The Maharaja resided in England for education from 1920 to 
1923 and 1926 to 1929 when he was at Christchurch, Oxford. He was 
invested with full ruling powers on the 9th May 1930. During his 
minority the administration of the State was carried on by the State 
Cabinet wdth the Prime Minister as its President, under the supervision 
and with the advice of the Agent to the Governor-General. 

In 1928 the Government of India sanctioned the payment to the 
Indore Darbar, with eft'cci from the 22nd August 1872, of arrears, at the 
rate of Us. Gl-10-0 per annum, on account of the jama of village Laundi 
in the Burwai pargana: w^hich, thougli included amongst the lands 
transferred to Holkar in 18G8 [see No. X, Anuexure to Schedule A) was 
in 1872 granted on quit-rejit tenure to one Pana Kirat Singh who, it was 
found, had held it on ([uit-rent tenure [uevious to its transfer to Holkar. 
The annual sum payable to Government by the Darbar {see Memoran¬ 
dum annexed to No. X) has therefore now^ been reduced by Its. 61-10-0. 

The Stale’s treaty paymejits with the British Government are tabu¬ 
lated in tl»e Introduction. The State also receives from other States the 
following sums annually: — 

(z) From the Narsinghgarli State a tribute of Salim Shahi 
lls, 85,000, wdiich has been cojiverted into lls. 58,577-1-0 
British. Payment is made through the Bhopal Agency, 
and the tribute carries wdth it no lights of supremacy. 

(u) From the Jhabua State, as the result of the Thaiulla-Petlawad 
settlement, Rs. 1,^00 on account of ditference of revenue on 
land exchanged, and Rs. 1,278-11-10 in lieu of sayar rights. 
Also Its. 2,014-12-0 on account of tribute on three TJmraos' 
estates in Jhabua territory which have eschealed to that 
Darbnr; and Us. 1 vGOO on a(*coiin( of tlie Klniwnsa Fstate. 
rhese sums nic all in Salim Shahi nijiees, but are paid in 
JJi'HisU (UnTreney at the conversion rate of exchange, IQO 
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Briiisli currency equal to 200 Salim Sliahi. The customs 
and Kliawasa payments are made through the Southern 
States of Central India and Malwa Agenc}^ the others 
direct. 

(m) From fifteen TJmraos* in Jhabua territory separate tributes, 
totalling Salim Shahi Es. 11,884-1-0.*^ These sums were 
originally assigned to Indore by Jhabua in part satisfaction 
of its own obligations to the Maharaja Holkar, and are paid 
direct. The Maharaja Holkar possesses no suzerainty over 
these Umraos. 

The Xasba of Sundersi which was under the triple jurisdiction of 
Gwalior, Indore and Dhar was exchanged for five villages of Gwalior int 

1929. ^ 

In accordance with the provisions of article XIV of the Treaty of 
Mandsor (1818) the Maharaja appointed his Vakil with the Viceroy in. 

1930. 


On the death of the late Eawat Sajjaii Singh in 1908 without heirs,, 
the guarantee of the Estate of Bhatkheri (No. XXXI) lapsed to the 
vState. The llarbar, however, continued the Estate to the widow of the* 
deceased for her life. 


Similarly on the deaths without heirs of the guaranteed Ta^ikadars oil 
Ajraoda and Hhuletia (see Vol. V, Gwalior Kesideiufy—Lapsed Estates)* 
lu 1915 and 1918 respectively, the tankas lapsed to the State.

(II) MEDIATISED ESTATES. 

1. Bai.* 

According to a settlement made by Sir John Malcolm in 1819, Parbat 
Singh and Paghiinath Singh, Zamindars of Bai, were to maintain the 
security of the Simrol pass and to receive the taxes, levied in Ahalya 
Bai’s time, on merchandise, etc., passing tlirough it. Tlie arrangement 
is recorded, along with other questions outside the settlement, in a 
Document (No. XVI) issued to the Zamindars by the Indore Darbar in 
1226 A.A. In 1858 the Darbar, without reference to the Central India 
Agency, commuted the arrangement for a money payment of Hali 
Rs. 748, representing the average receipts of the previous ten years, 
from which were deducted Hali Rs. 325, representing the cost of the 
collection and of maintaining a guard on the pass, and including a 
subscription of Rs. (Jl for religious purposes. The net payment, Hali 
Rs. 423 a year, still continues, although the levy of transit dues on the 
Indore-Khandwa road was abolished in 1876. 

The present Zamindar is Jaswant Singh, who succeeded his father 
Manrup Singh in 1894.

3. DhAORA G.VNJARA.t 

This settlement was effected by Sir John Malcolm and was similar to 
the settlement with the Teza Tarwi of Men. No copy of the engage¬ 
ment is forthcoming; but the Indore Darbar records contain a Document 
(No. XVII) under which Hali Rs. 55 a month are granted as remunera¬ 
tion for the protection of the roads between Simrol ghat and Sigwar.

Since tlie transfer of the Nimar district to the British Government in 
18G0 the Bao has received Es. 2J82-4-10 (British currency) of his tanka 
of Rs. 2,910 (TJjjain Hali) from the British Government, and the 
balance (Ils. 682 TJjjain Hali) from the Gwalior Darbar. 

The Rao also holds (No. XXI) Hirapiir on an istimrari rent of 
Rs. 600 under Holkar. He formerly held from the Dhar State Ahirwas 
and eleven other villages in Makrar, subject to a payment of Rs. 601 
Hali a year. In 1905, with the sanction of the Government of India, a 
fresh Agreement (No. XXII) was concluded between the Dhar Darbar 
and the Rao, by which the latter relinquished these 12 villages in return 
for a yearly cash payment of Rs. 150 British currency. This money is 
paid to the Rao through the Central India Agency. 

Bliairon Singh died without issue in 1826, and was succeeded by his 
adopted son Ram Singh. Chhatar Singh succeeded Ram Singh in 1841, 
and died in 1900. He was succeeded by his grandson the present Rao 
Jaswant Singh. 

Ihe area of Hirapur is about 10 square miles; the population, accord- 
mg to the Census of 1921, 650; and the revenue is estimated at about 
Rs. 10,000.

The area of the Estate is 14 square miles; the population, according’ 
to the Census of 1921, 2,100; and the revenue about Rs. 20,000. 


7. Men.* 

The settlement of the Teza Tai-wi’s claim was effected by Sir John 
Malcolm in 1819. The Indore State agreed to entertain in its service 
seven of the Tarwi’s adherents and to give him two villages on rent, 
subject after the seventh year to a payment of one rupee per higha, on 
condition that the Tarwi made no further collections on passengers and 
goods between Mhow and Jam, and was responsible for the prevention of 
robberies. 

No copy of this engagement is forthcoming, but the Indore Darbar 
have produced an Engagement (No. XXX) written by Kaisha Paima and 
Ajba, the nephews of Teza Tarwi, whereby they bind themselves to enter 
the service of the Darbar and to hold themselves resironsible for the 
protection of the country within certain limits. The Darbar state that 
for this service they get Rs. 508 a year, being the equivalent of Hali 
Rs. 50 a month, direct from the Darbar treasury. The circumstances in 
which the settlement of Sir John Malcolm was modified have not been 
clearly ascertained. 

The present Tankadars are Man Singh, Ganpat and Amira.

Treaty with Jeswunt Rao Holkar, with the Declaratory Article annexed.. — 

1805. 

Treaty of Peace and Amity between the British Government and Jeswunt 

Rao Holkar. 

Whereas disagreement has arisen between the British Government and Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar, and it is now the desire of both parties to restore mutual harmony 
and concord, the following Articles of Agreement are therefore concluded between 
Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm on the part of the Honourable Company, and 
Sheikh Hubeeb Oolla and Balia Ram Seit on the part of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, 
the said Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm having especial authority for that pur¬ 
pose from the Right Honourable Lord Lake, Commander-in-Chief, &c., &c.. His 
Lordship aforesaid being invested with full powers and authority from the Honour¬ 
able Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Governor-General, &c., &c., and the said Sheikh 
Hubeeb Oolla and Balia Ram Seit also duly invested with full powers on the part 
of Jeswunt Rao Holkar. 

Article 1. 

The British Government engages to abstain from the prosecution of hostilities 
against Jeswunt Rao Holkar and to consider him henceforward as the friend of 
the Honourable Company, Jeswunt Rao Holkar agreeing on his part to abstain 
from all measures and proceedings of a hostile nature against the British Govern¬ 
ment and its allies, and from all measures and proceedings in any manner directed 
to the injury of the British Government or its allies. 

Article 2. 

Jeswunt Rao Holkar hereby renounces all right and title to the districts of 
Tonk, Rampoora, Boondee, Lekherree, Sameydee, Bhamuugaum, Dase, and other 
places north of the Boondee hills, and now in the occupation of the British Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Article 3. 

The Honourable Company hereby engages to have no concern with the ancient 
possessions of the Holkar family in Mewar, Malwa, and Harrowtee, or with any 
of the Rajahs situated to the south of the Chumbul; and the Honourable Company 
agrees to deliver over immediately to Jeswunt Rao Holkar such of the ancient 
possessions of the Holkar family in the Deccan now in the occupation of the Hon¬ 
ourable Company, as are situated south of the river Taptie, with the exception of 
the fort and pergunnah of Chanderc(‘, the pergunnahs of Ambar and Sengham, 
and the villages and pergunnahs situated to the southward of the river Godavery, 
which will remain in }»oKSi'H8ion of the Honourable Company. The Honourable 
Company^ however, in consideration of the respectability of the Holkar family, 
further engages that, in the event of the conduct of Jeswunt Rao Holkar being

Bucli as to satisfy the State of his airiicable and peaceable intentions towards the 
British Government and its allies, it will at the expiration of eighteen months from 
tiic date of this Treaty restore to the family of Holkar the fort of Chandcrce and 
its districts, the pergunnahs of Ambar and Sengham, and the districts formerly 
belonging to the Holkar family, situated to the south of the Godavery. 

Article 4. 

Jeswunt Rao Holkar hereby renounces all claims to the district of Koonch 
in the province of Bundelcund and all claims of every description in that province; 
but in the event of the conduct of Jeswunt Rao Holkar being such as to satisfy 
the British Government of his amicable intentions towards that State and its allies, 
tlie Honourable Company agrees at the expiration of two years from the date of 
this Treaty to give the district of Koonch in Jaghirc to Beema Bai, the daughter 
of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, to be holden under the Company’s Government on the 
same terms as that now enjoyed by Balia Bai. 

Article 5. 

Jeswunt Rao Holkar hereby renounces all claims of every description upon 
the British Government and its allies. 


Article 6. 

Jeswunt Rao Holkar hereby engages never to entertain in his service Euro¬ 
peans of any description, whether British subjects or others, without the consent 
of the British Government. 


Article 7. 

Jeswunt Rao Holkar hereby engages not to admit into his council or service 
berjee Rao Ghautkea, as that individual has been proclaimed an enemy to the 
British Government. 

Article 8. 

Upon the foregoing conditions Jeswunt Kao Holkar shall be permitted to re¬ 
turn to Hindustan without being molested by the British Government and the 
British Government will not interfere in any manner in the concerns of Jeswunt 
Kao Holkar. It is, however, stipulated that Jeswunt Rao Holkar shall imme¬ 
diately, upon the Treaty being signed and ratified, proceed towards Hindustan, 
by a route which leaves the towns of Putteeala, Kythul, Jhind, and the countries 
of the Honourable Company and the Rajah of Jeypore, on the left; and Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar engages on his roiite to make his troops abstain from plunder, and that 
they shall commit no act of hostility in any of the countries through which thej. 
may pass. 

Article 9. 

This Treaty, consisting of nine Articles being this day settled by Lieutenant- 
Colonel John Malcolm on the part of the Honourable Company, and by Sheik 
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Hubeeb Oolla and Balia Ram Seit on the part of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, Lieutenant- 
Colonel John Malcolm has delivered one copy thereof, in Persian and English, 
signed and sealed by himself, and confirmed by the seal and signature of the Right 
Honourable Lord Lake, to the said Sheik Hubeeb Oolla and Balia Ram Seit, who, 
on their part, have delivered to Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm a counterpart 
of the same, signed and sealed by themselves, and engage to deliver another copy 
thereof, duly ratified by Jeswunt Rao Holkar, to the Right Honourable Lord Lake, 
in the space of three days, the said Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm also engaging 
to deliver to them a counterpart of the same, duly ratified by the Honourable 
the Governor-General in Council, within the space of one month from this date.

Declaratory Article annexed to the Treaty of Peace and Amity concluded 
between the Brihsh Government and Maharajah Jeswunt Rao Holkar, 
through the Agency of the Right Honourable Lord Lake, on the 24th Dec¬ 
ember 1805. 

Whereas by the second Article of the abovementioned Treaty Maharaja Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar renounces all right and title to the districts of Tonk, Rampoora,Boondee, 
Lekherree, Sameydee, Bhaumungaum, Dase, and other places north of the Boondee 
hills, and now in the occupation of the British Government; and whereas it has 
been understood that the Maharaja attaches great value to the district of Tonk, 
Rarapoora, and other districts in that vicinity, which constituted the ancient 
possessions of the Holkar family, and the relations of amity and peace being now 
happily restored between the British Government and Maharaja Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar, the British Government is desirous of gratifying the wishes of the Maharaja 
to the utmost practicable extent consistent with considerations of equity, and 
of manifesting its solicitude to cultivate the friendship and good-will of the Maha¬ 
raja ; therefore the British Government hereby agrees to consider the provisions 
of the second Article of the Treaty aforesaid to be void and of no effect, and to 
relinquish all claim to the districts of Tonk, Rarapoora, and such other districts 
in their vicinity as were formerly in the possession of the Holkar family, and are 
now in the occupation of the British Government.

Treaty of Mandasor. 

Treaty ol Peace between the HoNORAbLS the East India Company and His 
Highness Maharajah Mulhar Raw Holkar, his heirs and successors, 
settled by Brigadier-General Sir John Malcolm, K.C.B., and K.L.S., 
Political Agent for the Most Noble the Governor-General, on the part 
of the Honorable East India Company, and Tantiah Jog, on the part of 
His Highness Mulhar Raw Holkar, the said Brigadier-General Sir 
John Malcolm acting under authority from His Excellency Lieutenant 
General Sir Thomas Hislop, Baronet, Commander-in-Chief of the Army 
of Fort Saint George and of the Army in the Deckan, himself invested with 
full power and^authority from the Most Noble Francis, Marquis of Hastings, 
K.G., one of His Britannic Majesty’s Most Honorable Privy Council, 
Governor General in Council, appointed by the Honorable Company 
to direct and control all the affairs in the East Indies, and the said Tantiah 
Jog, duly invested with full power on the part of His Highness Mulhar 
Raw Holkar,—1818. 

Article 1. 

Peace being established with the Maharajah Mulhar Raw Holkar, the Company’s 
Government agree that it will not permit any State or any free-booter to be un¬ 
punished that shall commit any outrage or hostility against the territories of 
Maharajah Mulhar Raw Holkar ; the Maharajah agreeing on such occasions to 
lend his utmost assistance by the employment of his troops, or in such other manner 
as may be requisite, and the British Government will at all times extend tlie same 
protection to the territories of Maharajah Mulhar Raw Holkar as to its own. 


Article 2. 

Maharajah Mulhar Raw Holkar agrees to confirm the engagement which has 
been made by the British Government with the Nawab Ameer Khan, and to re¬ 
nounce all claims whatever to the territories guaranteed in the said engagement 
by the British Government to the Nawab Ameer Khan and his heirs. 

Article 3. 

The pergunnahs of Patchpahar, Hag, Gungrar, Aoor, and others rented by 
Rajah Zalim Sing, of Kotah, to be ceded in perpetuity to that Chief by the Maha¬ 
rajah Mulhar Raw Holkar, who renounces all claims whatever on these pergunnahs. 

Article 4. 

Maharajah Mulhar Raw Holkar agrees to cede to the British Government all 
claims of tribute and revenues of every description which he lias or may have 
had upon the Rajpoot princes, such as the Rajahs of Oudepoor, Joypore, Jaudpore, 
Kotah, Bhoondie, Karawlie,

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AimcLE 5. 

Alulhar Raw Holkar renounces all right and title to any of his territories such 
as Rampoorah, Busimt, Rajepoorah, Ballocah, Neemscraee, Indeghur, Bhoondie, 
Lakhearrie, Saninendah, Bamangaum, Daee, and otlier places within or north 
of the Bhoondie hills. 

Akticle 6. 

Maharajah Mulhar Raw Holkar cedes to the British Government all his ter 
ritories and claims of every description whatever within and south of the Sunt- 
poorah range of hills, including the fort of Sundwah with a glacis of 2,000 yards, 
also all his possessions in the province of Candeish and those districts, such as 
Amber, Ellorah, and others, intermixed with the territories of the Nizam and 
Paishwah. 

Article 7. 

In consideration of the cessions made by this Treaty, the British Government 
binds itself to support a field force to maintain the internal tranquillity of the 
territories of Mulhar Raw Holkar and to defend them from foreign enemies ; this 
force shall be of such strength as shall be judged adequate to the object. It shall 
be stationed where the British Government determines to be best, and the Maha¬ 
rajah Mulhar Raw Holkar agrees to grant some place of security as a depot for its 
stores. 

Article 8. 

The Maharajah grants full permission for the purchase of supplies of every 
description for any British force, acting in the defence of his territories; grain 
and all other articles of consumption and provisions and all sorts of materials for 
wearing apparel, together with the necessary number of cattle, horses, and camels 
required for the use of such force, shall be exempted from duties. 

Article 9. 

Maharajah Mulhar Raw Holkar engages never to commit any act of hostility 
or aggression against any of the Honourable Company’s allies or dependants or 
against any other Power or State whatever. In the event of dilTerences arising, 
whatever adjustment the Company’s Government weighing matters in the scale 
of truth and justice may determine, shall have the Maharajah’s entire ac(iuiesccnce. 
The Maharajah agrees not to send or receive vakeels from any other State or to 
have communication with any other States except with the knowledge and consent 
of the British Resident. 

Article 10. 

The British Government hereby declares that it has no manner of concern 
with any of the Maharajah’s children, relations, dependants, subjects, or servants, 
with respect to whom the Maharajah is absolute. 

Article 11. 

The Mulhar Raw Holkar agrees to discharge his superfluous troops 

and not to keep ft larger force than his revenues will afiord. He howevej agrees 
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to retain in service, ready to co-operate with the British troops, a body of not less 
than 3,000 horse, for whose regular payment a suitable arrangement must be 
made. 

Article 12. 

The Maharajah engages (and the British Government guarantees the engage¬ 
ment) to grant to Nabob GalToor Khan his present jaidad of the districts of Sunjeet, 
Mulhargnrh, Tal, Mundowal, Jawrah, Burroade; the tribute of Peeplowdah, 
with the sayer of the whole. These districts shall descend to his heirs on the com 
dition that the said Nawab and his heirs shall maintain independent of the sebundy 
for his pergunnahs, and his personal attendants, in constant readiness for service, 
a body of six hundred select horse; and further, that this quota of troops shall 
be hereafter increased in proportion to the increasing revenue of the districts 
granted him. 

Article 13. 

Mulhar Raw Holkar engages never to entertain in his ser\dce Europeans or 
Americans of any description without the knowledge and consent of the British 
Government. 

Article 14. 

In order to maintain and improve the relations of amity and peace hereby 
established, it is agreed that an accredited Minister from the British Government 
shall reside with the Maharajah Mulhar Raw Holkar, and that the latter shall 

at liberty to send a Vakeel to the Most Noble the Governor-General. 

Article 15. 

All the cessions made by this Treaty to the British Government or its >tllies 
shall take elTect from the date of this Treaty, and the Maharajah relinquishes 
all claims to arrears from these cessions. The possessions lately conquered by the 
British Government shall be restored to the Maharajah. 

The Parwannahs for the mutual delivery of these cessions shall be issued with¬ 
out delay, and the forts ceded shall be given uj) with their military stores and in 
all resjiects in their present condition. 

Article 16. 

Tlic Englisli Government engages that it will never permit the Paishwah (Sree 
Mimt) nor any of his Heirs and Descendants to claim or exercise any Sovereign 
rights or power whatever over the Maharajah Mulhar Raw Holkar bis heirs and 
descendants. ’ 

Article 17. 

This Treaty consisting of seventeen Articles, has been this day settled by 
lirigadier-General Sir John Malcolm, acting under the direction of His Excel¬ 
lency Lieutenant-General Sir Tlioma.s Hislop, Baronet, on the part of the Honour¬ 
able Company, and by Tautiah Jog, on the part of Mulhar Haw Holkar; Sir John 
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Malcolm has delivered one copy thereof in English and Persian signed and sealed 
by himself, to the said Tantiah Jog to be forwarded to Maharajah Mnlhar Raw 
Holkar, and has received from the said Tantiah Jog a counterpart of the said 
Treaty signed and sealed by him. 

Sir John Malcolm engages that a copy of the said Treaty, ratified by the Most 
Noble the Governor-General, in every respect a counterpart of the Treaty now 
executed by himself, shall be delivered to Tantiah Jog to be forwarded to the Maha¬ 
rajah, within the period of one month, and on the delivery of such copy to the Maha¬ 
rajah, the Treaty executed by Sir John Malcolm, under the immediate direction 
of His Excellency Sir Thomas Hislop-, Baronet, shall be returned ; and Tantiah 
Jog in like manner engages that another copy of the said Treaty, ratified by the 
Maharajah Mnlhar Raw Holkar, in every respect the counterpart of the Treaty 
now executed by himself, shall be delivered to Sir John Malcolm, to be forwarded 
to the Most Noble the Governor-General, within the space of two days from this 
date, and on the delivery of such copy to the Most Noble the Governor-General, 
the Treaty executed by Tantiah Jog, by virtue of the full powers and authority 
vested in him as abovementioned, shall be returned. 

Done at Mundessoor this sixth day of January, A.D. one thousand eight hundred 
and eighteen, 07i the twenty-ninth day of Suffer, in the year of the Hejira 1233,

No. III. 

Substance of an Engagement in Persian between the British Government 
and Maharajah Holkar’s Government regarding Opium,— dated 18th 
February 1826. 

Article 1. 

The British Government engages to take annually from Maharajah Holkar’s 
Government 5,000 Surat maunds of pure opium in cakes, each maund consisting 
of four punseerees and each punseeree weighing 401 Oujein Halee Rupees, or 
391 new or 407 old Furrackabad Kuldar Rupees ; and to pay for the same at the 
rate of 30 Furrackabad Kuldar o? Oujein Halee Rupees. If a higher price than 
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this should bo given for purchases from others, the Maharajah’s Government shall 
be entitled to a similar price. The said quantity of opium to be delivered and 
weighed in all November at the Honourable Company’s godowns at Indore or 
Mahidporc as may be desired by the Company’s Opium Agent. Whatever quan¬ 
tities the Opium Agent or his deputies may object to as adulterated, damp, or 
otherwise faulty, shall not be taken, but pure and prime opium such as the Agent 
is in the practice of purchasing from the merchants of Malwa shall be taken. 


Article 2. 

The British Government will pay the Maharajah’s Government for the opium 
as above stipulated in three equal instalments—the first on the 1st January, the 
second on the 1st of March, and the third as soon as the opium has been delivered 
and weighed. 

Article 3. 

The Maharajah’s Government engages to confine the cultivation of poppy 
in his territories within an extent calculated to yield a quantity not exceeding 
in any year 6,000 Surat maunds of dry opium. Of this produce 5,000 maimds 
are to be delivered to the British Government, and this remainder to be appro¬ 
priated by tlie Maharajah’s Government for necessary purposes. 

Article 4. 

If a diminution should take place in the cultivation of poppy within the Maha¬ 
rajah’s territories, or the crops be damaged by inclemency of weather, and the 
Maharajah’s Government finds itself in consequence unable to complete the sti¬ 
pulated quantity of 5,000 maunds from the produce of its own territories, and 
the same should be made clearly manifest to the Company’s Opium. Agent, in 
such case, and provided the Opium Agent should be able to make purchases in the 
Malwa markets at Rupees 30 per punseeree, the Maharajah’s Government will 
complete the stipulated quantity by purchases in the markets. But if the Opium 
Agent should be unable to purchase in the markets at that price, then the Maha¬ 
rajah’s Government will not be required to make up the deficiency, notwithstand¬ 
ing which the British Government will gratuitously, in consideration of the in¬ 
timate union subsisting between the two governments, make up to the Maharajah’s 
Government the difierence to the full price of 5,000 maunds at Rupees 30 the 
punseeree as stated in the 1st Article. 


Article 5. 

The Maharajah’s Government engages to prevent to the best of its power 
the exportation of opium from his territories not having the. sanction of the British 
authorities, and to confine the sale of opium for internal consumption in his terri¬ 
tories to venders under its license. Any quantities passing in or out that may 
be stopped of their own motion by the officers and agents of the Maharaja h’i 
Government shall be delivered over to the Company’s Opium Agent, and tho 
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Maharajah’s Government shall receive two-thirds of the value of the same rated 
at Rupees 30 per punseeree, or less iii property to its quality if of inferior quality. 
The British authorities moreover shall be at liberty to cause to be stopped and 
to appropriate any opium herein prohibited which they may discover passing to 
and fro in the Maharajah’s territories, and for all sucli the Maharajah’s Govern¬ 
ment shall receive one-third of the value rated according to the quality as above 
stated. 

Ariicle 6. 

The British Government being anxious that the Maharajah’s Government 
should sustain no loss from this arrangement whether in transit collections or other¬ 
wise, blit on the contrary being desirous of obliging and benefitting it, agrees to give 
it at the end of the year in addition to the price of the opium as settled in the 
first Article a bonus of Rupees five per punseeree on the quantity therein stated, 
provided it shall have observed faithfully the conditions of this engagement. 

Article 7. 

This engagement shall hold good as long as the British Government may deem 
it expedient to maintain special arrangements for the control of Malwa opium. 

This engagement consisting of seven Articles, is settled at Indore this 18th 
day of February 1826 A.D., corresponding with the 10th of Rujub 1241 Hegira, 
and the 11th of Magh Soodee 1882 Sumbat, by Mr. Gerald Wellesley, Resident, 
&;c., on the part of the British Government, and Etui Punt Tantiah Jog, &c., on 
the part of the Maharajah’s Government, and in confirmation thereof counterx>arts, 
ratified with the seal and signatures of the Governor-General in Council and the 
Maharajah, shall be exchanged between the contracting parties. 


No. IV. 

Sanad granted to His Highness Tukoji Rao Holkar on his succession to the 

Indore State,—1844. 

To His Highness Maharajah Tukoji Rao. 

After compliments .—Your Highness’ letter, dated 5th July last, has been duly 
received. In that letter allusion is made to the death of his late Highness Khumdee 
Rao, which had been re];)orted to me by the Resident at Indore, and it is stated 
that tlie ceremonies customary on the occasion had been duly performed. Your 
Highness further remarks that at the conclusion of the period of mourning you 
liad been, by the great kindness of the British Government, installed as successor 
to tfio vacant guddee ; and Your Highness proceeds to state that it will be your 
aim a-nd object so to conduct the duties of the office to which you have been called 
as to promote the v^clfarc and happiness of the ])eople of the Holkar State. 

The intelbgence of the early death of the late Maharajah was a cause of much 
grief to me. By that event the guddce of the Holkar State became vacant, there ; 
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being no one of the Holkar family remaining entitled to succeed to the principality 
or to adoj)t an heir to the guddee. 

lo became therefore necessary for the Governor-General to make an arrange¬ 
ment for the administration of the governraent of the Holkar principality. 

Having an earnest desire to promote the interests of the Cliiefs and people 
of the State, and to preserve tlie honour and prosperity of the principality, the 
British Government determined on this occasion to make such an arrangement 
as would conduce to the accomplishment of these ends and would at the same time, 
it was believed, bo agreeable to the feelings of the remaining members of the family 
of the late Hurree Rao Holkar and of the Chiefs and nobles of the principalitv. 

Actuated by these motives, I was induced to direct the British Resident at 
Indore to nominate Your Highness to the occupation of the vacant guddee. 

I have every confidence that Your Highness will, to the utmost of your endea¬ 
vour, administer the duties of the government in which you have been thus in¬ 
stalled in a manner befitting your high station, and with a becoming impression 
of the importance of the interests which will on your coming of age be entrusted 
to your care. 

It is the intention of the British Government in thus bestowing on Your Hiuh- 
ness the principality of the Holkar State, that the Chiefship shoidd descend to the 
heirs/male of Your Highness’ body lawfully begotten, in due succession, from gene- 
ration to generation. 

^ Until the period of Your Highness coming of age the affairs of the government 
''■ill be administered in your behalf, as at present, by a competent Regency acting 
under the general superintendence, and in all matters of importance the instructions 
of the British Resident, who will make arrangements for the education of Your 
Highness during your minority in a manner suitable to Your Highness’ future 
liigh destinies. 

All existing engagements with other Chiefs and States made by the Chiefs of 
Holkar and in force at the time of the death of the late Maharaja will continue 
binding on Your Highness and on Your Highness’ Go%'ernmcnt.

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as your house is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the Treaties, 
Grants or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Government.

Memorandum of terms agreed upon between the British Government and 

Maharaja Holkar, —1864. 


Concessions made by Holkar. 

1. Holkar cedes free of any charge 
all lands required, specially for the 
Railway its work, and stations, pro¬ 
vided that no lands within Railway 
limits are taken up by any traders or 
rent-payers for the purpose of building 
shops and carrying on trade to the 
injury of the interests of the Darbar 
by withholding the payments of taxes 
by such parties on the ground of their 
residing within those limits. And pro¬ 
vided also that all buildings, such as 
godowns, dharmsalas, &c., erected out¬ 
side the Railway limits shall be regarded 
as under Darbar jurisdiction. 

2. Full Civil and Criminal Jurisdic¬ 
tion over the lands required for the 
Railway, its works and bridges rests 
entirely vvith the British Government, 

3. Holkar remits all transit duty on 
the through traflSc of the Railway. 


Concession made by British Govern¬ 
ment. 

1. The British Government agree 
to give up to Holkar all Darbar 
offenders who having taken refuge 
within Railway limits may be found 
within such limits; but if such 
persons shall have passed on and 
escaped into British territory, their 
surrender must depend on the cir¬ 
cumstances of the case, and the 
pleasure of the British Government. 


2. Government will not hold the 
Darbar responsible for offences com¬ 
mitted within Railway limits, unless 
those offences are traced to subjects 
of the Darbar. 

3. Still retaining the right to ex¬ 
ercise its discretion in particular 
cases, Government as a general rule 
will not object to deliver to Holkar 
for punishment Darbar subjects who 
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may have been convicted and sen¬ 
tenced by Government officers for 
offences committed within Railway 
limits.

Holkar and the British Government, — 7th July 1865. 

{On the face of this paper is impressed the Public Seal of His Highness Maharaja 

Tookajee Holkar,) 

Whereas the Government of the Holkar Durbar has to pay annually to the 
British Treasury the sum of Company’s Rupees (1,19,076) one lakh nineteen thou¬ 
sand and seventy-six on account of the Mehidpur Contingent and the Malwa 
Bheel Corps, viz .:—

And whereas with reference to the above it has now been agreed between the 
two Governments that from 1st May 1865 a sum of Company’s Rupees (23,81,520) 
twenty-three lakhs eighty-one thousand five hundred and twenty shall be paid 
within the period of ten years by two instalments as herein mentioned, viz, 

On 5th December ..... 

On 6th April. 

Making an aggregate, payable each year, of

for a period of ten years ; and 

That the interest accruing on the above sum of Rupees 23,81,520, agreed to 
be calculated at the fixed rate of 5 per cent, per annum, shall be assigned to the 
British Government from Ist May 1866 on account of the said contributions to¬ 
wards the Mehidpur Contingent and the Malwa Bheel Corps.

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And whereas with reference to the above agreement the following stipulations 
have been made between the two Governments, viz,: _ 

i.9/.—That Government Promissory Notes to the value of the Company’s 
Rupees 23.81,520, bearing interest at 5 j)er cent, per annum shall be purchased 
in the name of PTis Highness Maharaja Holkar, and the amount of interest ac¬ 
cruing thereon bo assigned to the British Government in lieu of the (present) 
payments for the Mehidpur Contingent and the Malwa Bhcel Corps. 

2yi(l, That the British Government shall guarantee interest at 5 per cent, 
per annum to be paid in perpetuity and for ever oh the said sum of Rupees 
23,81,520. 

3rd .—That the amount of interest accruing on the said sum of Rupees 23,81,520 
at 5 per cent, per annum shall be assigned to the British Government in lieu of 
the payments for the Mehidpur Contingent and the Malwa Bheel Corps, this ar¬ 
rangement relieving His Highness Holkar from all demands on account of the said 
Mehidpur Contingent and the Malwa Bheel Corps, as well as from all pecuniary 
demands, present or future, and from service with troops. 

The above engagement having been entered into between the British and 
Holkar Governments, it is hereby agreed and recorded that, as the said agreement 
will stand good for ever between the two Governments payments will be made 
into the British Treasury within the period of ten years of the aggregate sum of 
Rupees 23,81,520 (twenty-three lakhs eighty-one thousand five hundred and 
twenty) commencing from 1865, by fixed annual instalments of Rupees (2,38,152) 
two lakhs thirty-eight thousand one hundred and fifty-two, and that the Holkar 
Government will consider itself relieved from the said year 1865 from demands of 
any description, present or future, on the said account. 


No. VIII. 

Aquepjmrnt rc.specting a loan of one crore of Rupees offered by IIis Higitness 
Maharajah Tookajee Rao Holkar, G.C.S.I., and accepted by the Govern¬ 
ment of India, for the purpose of constructing a Railway from the Great 
Indian Peninsttla Railway to Indore,— 1870. 

The Government of India engages to make a Railway from some point on 
the Great Indian Peninsula Railway to Indore, with all convenient speed, and to 
HU]»])ly ad funds necessary for its construction and equipment. 

2. The line to be called the Holkar State Railway. 

3. The whole of the nrrangomonts as to construction and equipment, as well 
as management after the lin<’ is opc^n, to be exclusively in the hands of the Govern¬ 
ment of India* 
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4. The loan to be for 101 years, not transferable, to stand in the name of Maha¬ 
rajah Holkar, of Indore, his heirs and successors. 

5. The Maharajali undertakes to pay the crore of Rupees to the credit, of the 
Government of India at the Bombay Treasury, within seven years from 6th 
June 1870, as follows : — 

25 lakhs 1870-71 . 7 By quart<jrly iustalments: first instalment on Gth June 

20 lakhs 1871-72 . ) 1870. 

55 lakhs 1872-77 . Eleven lakhs yearly, either in one payment or by quarterly 

- ^ instalments at the option of Holkar.

6. The Government of India guarantees to Holkar, his heirs and successors, 
interest on the above at the rate of 4i per cent, per annum payable half-yearly 
at Indore, with effect from date of loan pa}Tnents in Bombay. 

7. The Government of India further undertakes to pay to Holkar, his heirs 
and successors, a sum equal to half the net profits (in excess of 4J per cent, on the 
capital) on one million sterling, or any smaller sum, should the Railway cost 
less, from the earnings of the line between Indore and the Great Indian Peninsula 
Railway, for which a separate capital account and revenue account will be kept. 

8. Should the line cost less than one million sterling, ix., less than the amount 
of Holkar’s loan, the balance to be kept by the Government of India for investment 
on the above terms (4i per cent, guaranteed interest, with half net profit in excess) 
in any extension which may be made from Indore profits. 

9. In the event of the line costing more than one million sterling (a crore of 
rupees), Maharajah Holkar is to have the option (at his own request) of supplying 
such balance on the same terms as the million, jirovided that this balance shall 
be ]»aid into the Bombay Treasury on or before Gth of June 1877. 

10. Maharajah Holkar undertakes to accept as correct the accounts which are" 
rendered to and approved by the Government of India. 

11. Maharajah Holkar undertakes to give all reasonable assistance to the 
Engiueers employed on the Kaihvuy in respect to labour, materials, etc., the Railway 
authorities paying for the same.

Arrangement for the exchange of correspondence between the Imperial 
Post Office of British India and the Post Offices in the territories of His 
Highness the Maharaja Holkar, —1878. 

Article 1. 

There shall be mutual exchange of correspondence between the Imperial Post 
Office of British India, hereinafter termed the “ Imperial Post,” and the Post 
Offices in the territories of His Highness the Maharaja Holkar, hereinafter termed 
the “ Indore State Post.” 

The terra “ correspondence ” shall include all classes of articles which may be 
forwarded by post under the rules for the time being of the Imperial Post. 

Article 2. 

On correspondence originating in the Indore State Post, and destined for 
delivery through the Imperial Post, the Indore State Post may levy such local 
postage as may from time to time be directed by the Darbar of His Highness 
the Maharaja Holkar. But all such postage shall be collected by payment in ad¬ 
vance, and the correspondence shall be made over to the Imperial Post without 
any claim whatsoever. 

Article 3. 

Correspondence so made over shall be treated by the Imperial Post in the 
same way as if it had been posted originally in an Imperial Post Office, no ac¬ 
count being taken of any Indore State postage already paid thereon whether 
in cash or by means of postage labels of the Indore State Post. 

Article 4. 

Correspondence which may be made over by the Imperial Post to the Indore 
State Post shall made over without claim when no Imperial Postage is due, 
and with claim when Imperial Postage is due. 
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In the latter case the claim shall be— 

(а) on correspondence originating in offices of the Imperial Post termed 

“ Inland correspondence ” one-half of the amount of Imperial post¬ 
age due; « 

(б) on correspondence originating in Foreign Offices termed ‘‘ Foreign 

correspondence/’ the whole amount of the Imperial Postage due, 
the term ‘‘ Imperial Postage ” including in tliis case the postage 
due to the Imperial Post on behalf of Foreign Offices or (in the case 
of overland parcels) to the Custom House. 

Article 5. 

On correspondence made over under head (a) of the preceding Article whether 
with or without claim, the Indore State Post may levj^ such local postage as may 
from time to time be directed by the Darbar of His Highness the Maharaja Holkar, 
but on correspondence made over under head (b) no local postage shall be levied. 

Article 6. 

Correspondence received by the Imperial Post from the Indore State Post, 
or vice versa, which may be undeliverable shall be returned, and on correspondence 
80 returned to the Imperial Post the Indore State Post shall have the right to re¬ 
claim any Postage previously claimed from it under Article 4. 

Article 7. 

Detailed regulations for carrying out this arrangement in respect to the parti¬ 
cular offices to be designated for the exchange of correspondence on which Im¬ 
perial Postage is due, the forma to be used in exchanging correspondence, the 
preparation and settlement of accounts, and other matters of detail, shall be drawn 
out by the controlling authorities of the Imperial Post and the Indore State Post 
in direct communication with each other, and the detailed regulations so drawn 
out shall be subject to such modification as may from time to time be mutually 
agreed to by the said authorities. 


Article 8. 

This arrangement shall be executed by the Darbar of His Highness the Maha 
raja Holkar and the Agent to the (lovernor-General for Central India and shall 
be brought into operation from the date of such execution 

Article 9. 

This arrangement shall continue in force for one year after the dat« on wliieh 
one of the two contracting parties shall have announced to the other an intention 
to terminate it.

I have now the ])leaaure to inform Your Highness that I approve and confijm 
the transfer to the possession of Your Highness of the 231 villages in Taluka Nima- 
war, and the 170 villages in the district of Nimar, of which the names, revenues, 
and other particulars are given in schedules A and B of the memorandum by 
Lieutenant-General Sir H. Daly enclosed in this letter. 

That memorandum correctly summarizes the results of the negotiations, and 
I feel assured that Your Highness will not fail to perceive, in the constant desire 
to meet Your Highness’ wishes which has been evinced by my predecessors through¬ 
out the course of the negotiations, evidence of that friendly spirit which I am 
confident will over characterize the relations of the British Government with Your 
Highness’ loyal and distinguished family.

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Memorandum of territorial exchanges effected between the Government of 
India and His Highness Maharaja Holkar, G.C.S.L, from 1861 to 1880. 

Whereas the Government of India deemed it ad\dsable to obtain from His 
Highness Maharaja Holkar, by exchange of territory, the proprietary rights held 
by His Highness in certain lands in the Deccan, negotiations to effect an exchange 
of territory were commenced in 1861 by Sir Richmond Shakespear, Agent to the 
Governor General for Central India. 

2 . The lands in which His Highness ceded proprietary rights were— 

9 villages of Taluka Chandore. 

6 villages in Poona Collectorate. 

3 villages in Ahmednagar Collectorate, 

3 jaghire villages in Ahmednagar Collectorate. 

1 jaghire vUlage in Khandesh Collectorate. 

1 jaghire village in Sholapur Collectorate. 

5 jaghire villages in the Bulandshahar District of the North-Western Provinces. 

3. The lands given in exchange in full sovereignty by the Government of India 
were— 

231 villages in Taluka Nimawar of which were—

176 villages in the District of Nimar, of which— 

113 were villages in pergunnah Barwai.

4. Schedule A attached gives the names of all the villages noted above, to¬ 
gether with the revenue as fixed by agreement for each. 

5. Schedule B gives the gross and net revenue as hnally fixed and agreed to 
by the contracting parties of the lands given and taken in exchange, as well as 
the Huqs, cash payments, etc., debitable to each, 

6 . The following is the detail of the negotiation step by step :_^ 

The Satwas-Niraawar Pergannah was transferred to His Highness Maharaja 
Holkar on 23rd June 1861. No equivalent in land or cash was received until 
31st July 1865 on which (date) the Chandore estate was taken over from Maharaja 
Holkar. ^ 


The Nimar Pergannahs were transferred to the Maharaja on 23rd October 
1867, and the Bulandshahr jaghire taken over from His Highness on 27th October 
1867. 


The Poona* villages were not taken over till the 30th November and Ist, 2nd, 
and 3rd December 1868, and the Ahmednagar* villages till 
29th January and 6th June 1868.

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The jaghire villages in the Deccan were taken over in February 1867, January 
and April 1868, and March and September 1872. 

7. The concessions made to the Maharaja in the course of the Satwas-Chandore 
exchange were as follows :— 

I. —In exchange for the proprietary right in nine villages in the Deccan His 
Highness received 231 villages in Satwas-Nimawar in perpetuity. 

II. —The Government of India accepted the Maharaja’s own valuation of 
Rupees 33,214-15-8 for his nine villages, although this sum was in excess of what 
he had already agreed to accept, and obviously included several items which the 
Government of India would be unable to recover. 

III— The district of Satwas-Nimawar was valued at the amount of its land 
revenue only, the abkari revenue being excluded from the calculation. 

The net gain to the Maharaja on this account was Rupees 2,156-10-6 a year. 

IV— The claim to a deduction of Rupees 3,209 from the amount of Holkar’s 
Deshmookhi huqs in commutation of service was waived, and the total amounts 
of these huqs. Rupees 11,410, was credited to the land instead of to the cash ac¬ 
count to which they properly belonged. 

V. _ No interest has been claimed on account of the deferred payment to the 

Government of India of revenues of Satwas-Nimawar, which, without giving any 
equivalent, the Maharaja enjoyed from June 1861 to July 1865. The annual 
land revenue derived from the district by the Government of India before transfer 
was Rupees 28,872. The Revenue for the four years therefore would amount to 
Rupees 12,15,488, and on this sum several years’ interest has been foregone. 

VI. _ In August 1872 the Government of India yielded to the Maharaja’s 

request to be credited with the sum of Rupees 5,835-15 on account of repairs 
to Public Works alleged to have been made at his expense in Chandore after the 
transfer of that estate to the Government of India. 

VII—Finally the capitalization of the Maharaja’s annual contribution to¬ 
wards the maintenance of the Mehidpur Contingent and the Malwa Bheel Corps, 
which it was originally intended should be treated in close connection with the 
territorial exchanges, was in 186^ carried out separately at a loss to the British 
Government of rather more than 5i- lakhs of rupees. 

8. The corresponding concessions made to the Maharaja in the course of the 
Wabgaon exchange were as follows :— 

I.—In exchange for the proprietary, right only in fourteen villages in the Deccan 
and five villages in the North-Western Provinces, the Maharaja obtained rights 
of sovereignty over 176 villages in Nimar. 

II _The value of the Maharaja’s villages, on his own computation, amounted 
to Rupees 33,^"^2 a year. The total revenue of the Nimar lands transferred to His 
Highness was Rupoe« 47,701, 
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III. Abkari revenue wfis not included in the valuation of Nimar lands. 

IV. The lapsed jaghire of Chotta Kasrawad, with a land revenue of Rupees 
2,099 a year, was conceded to the Maharaja. 

V. No charge was made to His Highness on account of Government buildings 
at Mandlesur of the value of Rupees 13,225. 

VI. No interest has been claimed on account of deferred payment to the 
Government of India of the revenue of villages which the Maharaja did not give up 
for some time after ho received possession of the Nimar Pergannahs. Moreover, 
the Nimar Pergannahs were handed over to Maharaja Holkar under a light assess¬ 
ment at the expiry of the settlement, and the reassessment since made has given 
the Indore Darbar three or four times the revenue which the Government of 
India received from the districts, and three or four times the value of Holkar’s 
hereditary lands and huqs in the Deccan. 

9. As shown in Schedule B, the annual amount due by the Indore Darbar 
on account of excess of land made over is Rupees 5,285-6-4.* This sum will be 

deducted annually from the sum of Rupees 30,000 f 
paid by the Government of India on account of Kesorai 
Patan, vide page 338, Volume III, RevisedJ Edition oi 
Aitchison’s Treaties and Sunnuds^.

Agreement between the British Government and His Highness the Maharajah 
Tookajee Kao Holkar, g.c.s.i., and his heirs and successors for the abolition 
of Transit Duty on Salt,—1881. 

Whereas it has been considered desirable that the levy of transit duty on salt 
passing through the Indore territory shall cease, it is hereby agreed between the 
Government of India and His Highness the Maharaja of Indore as under . 

1. His Highness the Maharaja of Indore undertakes to abolish all transit 
duties, of whatever description, on all salt passing through the Indore State. 

2. The British Government, in consideration of the loss which the abolition 
of the above duties will entail on His Highness, agrees to deliver to the Indore 
Government at Indore annually forty-five thousand maunds of Barapra salt, at 
the rate of Rupees 2 and annas 12 per maund, each maund weighing 82|'lbs. 

This Agreement shall have effect from the eighteenth day of November one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-one, being the date on which the duties in 
question were abolished.

Whereas His Highness Maharaja Adhiraj Raj Rajeshwar Sawai Sir Shivaji 
Rao Holkar Bahadur, G.C.S.I., maintains a force of Imperial Ser\ice Troops for 
the purpose of co-operating if need be in the defence of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Indore State 
when associated with Troops of the British Army should be under the orders of the 
Officer Commanding the combined forces and subject to the like discipline and 
control as the officers and soldiers of Her Majosty\s Indian Army, and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a 
British Officer should be appointed to command any Corps of Imperial Service 
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Troops though British Officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the 
said troops. 


It is hereby agreed between the Governor General of India of the one part 
and His Highness Maharaja Adhiraj Raj Rajeshwar Sawai Sir Shivaji Rao Holkar 
Bahadur, Q.C.S.I., of the other as follows, namely— 

1. Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof, are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State they shall be attached to the Command and under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force in which they 
are employed and such officer shall, by virtue of this agreement, be authorised to 
administer in respect to the said troops so serving the military laws and regulations 
to which they ate subject under the laws of the said State and for that purpose 
and for the due preservation of discipline among the same to convene all such 
Courts and to issue all such orders and to pass all such judgments and sentences 
and generally to exercise all such authority as may be lawfully convened, issued, 
passed and exercised by the authorities of the Indore State when the said troops 
are serving within the territorial limits of the said State : Provided always that 
the execution of every sentence so passed in British Territory shall be carried out 
under the orders of His Highness Maharaja Adhiraj Raj Rajeshwar Sawai Sir 
Shivaji Rao Holkar Bahadur, G.C.S.L, or of some person to whom the requisite 
authority has been delegated by him. 

2. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her 
Majesty’s Forces the said His Highness Maharaja Adhiraj Raj Rajeshwar Sawai 
Sir Shivaji Rao Holkar Bahadur, G.C.S.L, has embodied in the disciplinary 
law of his State applicable to the said Imperial Service Troops when employed on 
active service either within or without British India the provisions mutatis mutandis 
of the Indian Articles of War for the time being in force the due application and 
enforcement of the said provisions in respect of the Imperial Service Troops afore¬ 
said shall be carried out under the authority of the officer commanding the District, 
Contingent or Force aforesaid.

(&) No opium will be placed in any bag that is not perfectly dry or that 
has in any way become contaminated with any substance likely to 
afiect the quality, flavour or aroma of opium packed in it. 

(c) In order to prevent leakage from the bags, all opium delivered by culti¬ 
vators at consistency lower than 67° will, before being despatched, 
be exposed to the atmosphere until its consistency is not lower than 
67°. With the same object bags will not be piled more than 2 
deep in a wagon. 


6. Doubtful opium should not be sent to the Ghazipur Factory. 

Inferior opium, i,e., opium containing an excess of water or passewa in admix¬ 
ture should be separately packed and despatched, on separate invoices and chalan

as the case may be. 


Note.— Passewa is a hygrosoopio liquid that forms in opium when there is an excess of 
humidity in the atmosphere but can be easily separated by draining.

Translatioi^ of a Deed of Settlement executed by Mulhar Eao Holkar 
S ouBADAR through Rughoo Gungadhur, Kamaisdar of Pergunnah Indore, 
to Rughoonath Sing, son of Tekchund, and Ktsreb Sing, son of Bejoy 
S ixNG, Zemindars of Pergunnah Baee, Talooka Mudharnee,— 1226 A, A.,— 
1825. 

The above pergunnah was desolated and is now being improved by the Circar. 
An enquiry respecting the zemindaree of the pergunnah was made, but no papers 
have been found. Agreeably, however, to what you verbally stated the following 
settlement is made : — 

1. The following duties used formerly to be levied on travellers on account 
of zemindar and chowkies. 

Exclusive of duties on travellers, sayer duties were levied from tradesmen 
at the rate of two annas on every loaded bullock, sheep, camel, &;c. 

Sayer duty of one anna and not more was levied on every company of travellers, 
or traders at the following five chowkies, viz ,— 

1. Nachiimbore. . 3. Arveh Khal. 

2. Bhoyroba. 4. Ghorur Nuddee. 

5. Amlee. 

According to the above scale, duties at the rate of three annas may be levied 
on tradesmen on account of zemindar and chowkey ; and duties at the rate of one 
anna may be taken on every company of travellers ; a duty also of one anna and 
a half may be levied on every animal carrying the baggage of the traders ; but 
nothing more than the above should be collected. All duties must be levied 
according to the rate settled by the mediation of General Sir John Malcolm. You 
shall make good the loss which any man may sustain in any place from Sumrore 
village ghaut to the borders of Gooaloo at the time of his coming or returning. 
You shall always be in attendance and serve the Circar heartily and carefully. 

2. The village which you state to have been from of old in your possession in 
zemindaree tenure, and the lands which you claim to hold for the purpose of culti¬ 
vation are as follows :— 

You have said that you hohl the village of Gazeeda and 25 beegahs of land 
situated in cusba Baee ; you may now improve the said village and cultivate the 
lauds, and from the income thereof you- may support your family and children : 
but after the institution of an enquiry such settlement in respect thereof shall 
be made as may bo deemed proper :—- 

3. The following is the settlement made :— 

One-fourfcli of the sum fixed to be paid to the Circar shall be given to the 
zemindar. If settle ahoorees or graziers and others in the village, you will 
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receive a percentage at the rate of Rupees 5 per cent, on the amount to be paid 
by them to the Circar on account of pasture. 

4. It is necessary to make an enquiry whether or not the cess “ damec ’’ is 
due to the zemindar, and whetlier or not peshcush is payable by the zemindar ; 
for this purpose it is necessary that you should produce the old receipts which 
you hold. After enquiry a settlement will be made, and until such settlement 
is made you may take two rupees on every village. One rupee only should be 
taken on a village yielding Rupees 25 a year, but on a village paying Rupees 50 
you may take two rupees as mentioned above. 

5. No duties on account of zemindar and chowkey, as above detailed, shall 
be levied from persons holding a letter of the Circar exempting them from pay¬ 
ment of duties. If any tradesman holds an engagement of the Circar the duties 
should be levied from him with reference to that engagement. You will keep the 
tradespeople satisfied by making the usual allowance in their cases. In respect 
to pilgrims you shall act in consonance with the orders of the Circar. The settle¬ 
ment having been thus made you shall serve the Circar with fidelity, and improve 
the said pergunnah by bringing the tenants and settling them in the pergunnah. 
You shall protect the traders, travellers, and passengers, so that they may not 
sustain any loss. You shall levy duties according to the above settlement which 
has been made with reference to your verbal statement. After the records have 
been referred to, such rules in regard to the levying of duties and the payments 
of peshcush shall be laid down as obtained during the time of the late Bai Saheba.

You represented to the Sarkar at Indore that the two villages Lalgarh alias 
Manpura and Nag-guradiya of Pargana Mahidpur, which you have held for a long 
time, were resumed last year by the Sarkar and assigned for the erection " of tlie 
Chatri at Bhanpura. That the Girass Tanka which you formerly used to receive 
from villages of the Mahal was stopped and it was settled through Captain Law on 
the part of General Maleolm that no i>eople of any village of the Mahal should be 
oppressed nor a pice taken direct from villages on account of Girass but .should 
take from the Sarkar Kufcchcri an annual sum of Rg. ROOO (one thousand) in cash 
and should receive the village Kachhalya, and that a letter for payment of the 
’‘finual sum of Rs. 1,000 was written to the Kamavisdar of the Mahal. You further 
*^«presented that two villages bad been held by you on Istimrar for a long thne. 
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That the Sarkar had assigned the village of Kachhalya and fixed an annual sum 
of Rs. 1,000, which arrangement was in force, but that in addition to that to enable 
you to obtain grass, fuel, etc., a lease of the aforesaid two villages might be given 
to you on Ijara Istimrar tenure, that then the sum of Rs. 1,000 fixed to be received 
from Mahal Kutcheri, would be deducted from the income of the villages and the 
balance of the village revenues according to the lease would be paid by you at 
any place the Sarkar might direct. A request to this effect was made by you to 
Gerald Wellesley who brought this to the notice of the Sarkar, and your request 
having been taken into consideration, it has been determined to grant you an

Gond, Girassia,—1820. 

Whereas you represented to rao at Indore that the village of Heerapore in 
pergunnah Kanthapore was waste and uncultivated, and that should the Circar 
be pleased to settle it with you, assessing it with a progressive rent, you would 
bring it into cultivation ; and whereas in compliance with your prayer the said 
village was settled with you from the year 1230 or Suinbut 1877, in order that 
you might bring it under cultivation, on the following terras :— 

1st .—That the said village shall be subject to progressive rent for five years 
from the year 1230 or Surabut 1877 to 1234 or Surabut 1881 inclusive, and that 
within this period you shall bring the lands into such a state of cultivation that 
they can yield the full revenue ; 

2??(f.*^That from the year 1235 or Surabut 1882 you shall hold the village in 
isturararee tenure nt the rent of Rupees 600 to be paid to the kamavisdar from 
whom you will take a receipt; 

This Suimud, containing the above two conditions, is granted to you that 
you may cultivate the lands of Heerapore for five years from the Surabut 1877 to 

1881 inclusive, subject to progressive rent, and pay annually from the Surabut 

1882 the revenue of Rupees 600 to the kamavisdar of that village, taking receipt 
for the same. You and your sons from generation to generation shall hold the 
village, discharge your duties and remain thankful to the Circar

Translation of a Lease granted by the Maharajah (Holkar) to Khosal Sino, 

Gond, Girassia. 

It ajipeariiig from the applifat'OR of the above-named Girassia that Ileera-

Agreement between the Dhar Darbar and the Bao of Hirapur regarding the 
resumption of the 12 villages in Ahirwas tract in the Nimanpur Pargana of 
Dhar,—1905. 

In accordance with the Likhtam dated Jeth Bidi 10th, Fasli year 1229 (A.D. 
1822) from Baja Bamchandra Powar of Dhar to Bao Bheron Singh, the Bao of 

Hirapur has held from the Dliar Darbar 
the marginally-noted 12 villages in the 
Ahirwas tract in tfie Nimanpur pargana on 
the payment of an annual tribute of Bs. 601 
Hali coin. For a long time past the Bao 
has been representing that the villages in the 
Ahirwas tract yield little or no revenue to him and that consequently he finds the 
payment of the yearly tanka of Bs. 601 a heavy burden on him and he has lately 
requested that the Darbar may resume the villages and grant him a tanka of Bs. 150 
per annum as compensation for the allowance formerly enjoyed by his (the Bao s) 
family and in lieu of which the tract containing the 12 villages mentioned was 
held by him. The Dhar Darbar having considered the representations made on 
behalf of the Bao of Hirapur and other circumstances affecting the Ahirwas tract, 
have decided to resume the 12 villages. Accordingly the Bao of Hirapur hereby 
relinquishes all his rights over the 12 villages in the Ahirwas tract which were 
granted to him by the Darbar under the aloresaid Likhtam and the Dhar Darbar 
hereby agree to pay to the Bao of Hirapur a tanka of Bs. 150 per annum on the 
resumption of the 12 villages as compensation for the bana (allowance) mentioned 
in the said Likhtam. The said tanka of Bs. 150 per annum in British coin will be 
paid through the Political Agent in Bhopal. This agreement is made between the 
Dhar Darbar and the Bao of Hirapur with retrospective effect from the 31st March 
1904.

This Agency includes, besides the Treaty State of Bliopal, and tlie two 
minor States of 'Kurwai and Miihainmadgarli wliich aie immediately 
dependent on the British Government, the tliree mediatised Salute States 
of Eajgarh, Narsinghgarh and Khileliipur, and tlie three mediatised 
Estates of Basoda, Pathari and Eamgarh. 


Basoda and Pathari are feudatories of Gwalior: and though, in the 
past, Basoda has been treated as guaranteed by the British Government, 
the question, whether it should be so treated in future, is now under 
consideration. Though holding only from Gwalior, these two Estates 
are included in the Bhopal Agency: and their accounts are, for this 
reason, reproduced under the Bhopal Agency, not under Gwalior.

All the Chiefs in this Agency, whether iininetliately dependent on, or 
mediated and guaranteed hy, the British Government, have adopted 
British currency and the special Arms llules. 


1. BHOPAL. 


Bhopal is the principal Mussalma]i State in Central India, and ranks 
next in importance to Hyderabad among the Muhammadan vStates of 
India. The ruling family was founded by Host Muhammad, an Afghan, 
who went to Delhi during tlie first years of Bahadur Shah (1708). In 
1709 he obtained a lease of the Uerasia pargana. He died about 1740. 
On his death his minor legitimate son Sulfan Muhammad 'Khan was put 
in power hy the Pathan Chiefs; but the cause of Yar Muhammad Khan, 
an elder but illegitimate son, was espoused by tlie Nizam, and Sultan 
Muhammad was compelled to abdicate in his favour. Yar Muhammad 
Khan was succeeded by his eldest .son Faiz Muhammad Khan. The claims 
of his uncle Sultan Muhammad Khan were again hroughl foi ward by a 
powerful party; but in the contest \\hic.h ensued Sultan Muhammad Khan 
was defeated and was obliged to accept ihe grant of Bahaigarb for himself 
and his descendants, and to lenounce all claims to the sovereignty of 
Bhopal and all interference with the affairs of the State. 

At this time the Peshwa Baji Kao, while returning from Delhi, 
demanded in the name of the Emperor the restoration of the territories 
xisnrped by the Pathans of Bhopal: and the Nawab was compelled by 
treaty to relinquish all his possessions in Malwa ex(‘ept a few to\vns, being 
confirmed by the Peshw^a in his remaining pos.sessions in Gondwara. 


Faiz Muliammad Khan left no issue and was succeeded by his brother 
Yasin Muhammad, who survived only a few days^ nnR suct ccdcd by 
his brother Hayat Muhammad Khan, during whose weak administration 
the real pow-er remained in the hands of his ministers. 

Towards ilie close of the century the Bhopal territories were 

overrun by plundeving J and were also 

Baghuji Bhousja. At tbis time Wazu- Muliammad, sou of the Ivo . 
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cousin Sliarif Muhammad Khan, who when a mere j'uuth had Hed from 
Bhopal after an unsuccessful rebellion (in whicli'his father liad been 
killed) against the power of the ministers, returned to Bhopal as a soldier 
of fortune. He M'as the means of saving his country from destruction by 
the Mahrattas, and he became the founder of the branch of the Bhopal 
family which has since ruled in the State. For many years he carried 
on a petty warfare with the Malirattas, in the course of which he recon¬ 
quered most of the territories which had been lost to Bliopal. . But his 
power and abilities excited the envy and jealousy of Ghaus Muhammad, 
tlie son and successor of Hayat Muhammad Khan, ndio, to strengthen 
himself against Wazir Muhammad, invited the armies of .Scindia and 
Hagpur to occupy the country, and agreed to pay to Scindia an annual 
tribute. From this time Ghaus Muhammad, though lie long survived 
and enjoyed the titular dignity of Kawab, had no influence in the 
government of the country, nor were his claims ever agitated in the dis¬ 
cussions which subsequently arose regarding the succession to the Bhopal 
State. 

Wazir Muhammad’s first efforts, made about the year 1809, to obtain 
the assistance and mediation of the British Government in his sti-uggles 
with the Mahrattas we-re unsuccessful. He was compelled for self-preser¬ 
vation to league himself with the Pindari leaders. In 1812 a combination 
was made between Scindia and Ilaghuji Bhonsla to crusli lum, and 
Bhopal was besieged by their united armies towards the close of 1813. 
Wazir Muhammad made a gallant defence during a siege of nine months, 
and the Mahrattas were compelled to retire unsuccessful. Scindia was 
making active efforts to renew the siege in the following year, butdie was 
restrained by the interference of the British Government, who began to 
see cause for less reliance on the friendship of Raghuji Bhonsla, and to 
value more the importance of Bhopal as a means of checking the depreda¬ 
tions of the Pindaris. The connection of Wazir Muhammad with the 
British Government, however, never ripened into any foiinal engagement 
during his lifetime. 

Wazir Muhammad died in 1816, and was succeeded by his second son 
Nazar Muhammad, with the consent of all parties and, among others, of 
the elder son Amir Muhammad Khan, who was disqualified by vicious 
excesses. Nazar Muhammad was married to the Kudsia Begam, daughter 
of Ghaus Muhammad. 

One of the first measures taken by the British Government at the com¬ 
mencement of the Pindari war in 1817 was the formation of a close alliance 
with Bhopal. The Pindari leaders had long found a secure retreat in the 
Bhopal State, and it was chiefly by their help that the Nawabs of Bhopal 
had been able to led.Hl ihe attacks of Scitidia and the Raja of Nagpur. 
H.,+ the connect ion witti those fre(dx)oters was distasteful to the -Nawab, 
and tolerated only from inability to contiol them. Nazar Mirhammad 
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Was to gitarautee to the Nawab that the British courts of justice ■would 
not be introduced into liis territories : and secondly, by the omission of all 
reference to Euroj^ean offeudei’S, who had a right to be tried in a certain 
form and under certain conditions which the East India Company had no 
authority to compromise or surrender; that the arrangement of 1847 was 
never sanctioned by the Government of India, and contained a stipula¬ 
tion which was entirely inadmissible, viz., that British subjects charged 
with offences in Bhopal, if arrested in Britisli territory, should be handed 
over to the Bliopal authorities for trial and punishment; but that the 
British Government would not be unwilling to act upon that arrangement 
in so far as it was consistent with Act VII of 1854 (since repealed) in 
the case of escaped offenders who were subjects of Bhopal. The law and 
procedure to be followed by British officers in questions relating to 
extradition are now defined by Act XV of 1903. 


In 18G3 Sikandar Begam resolved to proceed on a pilgrimage to Mecca, 
and requested that an engagement might be given to the effect that no 
new orders of the British Government would be carried out in Bhopal till 
her return. The Begam was told that, as it was impos.sible to foresee 
events, so it was impracticable for the British Government to comply 
with such a request; Imt .she was assured that, unless imperatively neces¬ 
sary in the intere-st of the Bhopal State and its absent ruler, and in the 
interest of public peace and good order, no such orders would be issued nor 
any interference allowed with the arrangements she had made for the 
administration of Bhopal: and that, in the event of the issue of such 
orders being ab.solutely necessary, an intimation of their exact nature 
would be forwarded to her. The Begam was also assured that, in her 
absence, the protection of the British Government would be extended to 
Shah Jahan Begam. 

In 1867 the Euler of Bhopal was granted a permanent salute of 19 
guns, and a permanent local salute of 21 guns. 

Sikandar Begam died in October 1868, and Shah Jahan Begam then 
assumed the administration. At her re([ue.st her daughter Sultan Jahan 
Begam, tlien about 8 years of age, was expressly recognised by the 
Briti.sb Government as her heir (No. IX). Bak.shi Baki Muhammad 
Khan, the husband of Shah Jahan Begam, died in I8G7; and in 1871 she 
married Maulvi Siddiq Hasan. The same honours were paid to him os 
were enjoyed by her first husband, and he received the title of Nawab. 
Sultan jahan Begam was married in 1874, with the consent of Govern¬ 
ment, to Ahmad A!i Ehan, a youth of almost the same age .as herself, 
lie was of the same tribe as that to which the Bhopal family belongs, 
namely, the Mirazi Khel, but was not a member of the family. 

The contribution of Ub- l2’00n a year, formerly paid by the Bhopal 
State for the constinctiou and repair terntory. was

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emitted in 1872, on tlie understanding that the liegani would keep in 
proper repair the roads already made and spend a reasonable sum annually 
in opening up others, lii 1888 the maintenance of those sections of the 
Sehore-Dewas road and the Sehore-liiaora road, which lie within the 
limits of the Bhopal State, was entrusted to the Barbar, under certain 
conditions. 


In 1878 the Bhopal Battalion served in tlie Afglian (iampaigu. 

In 1879 it was proposed by the Bhopal State to establish opium scales 
at the new^ settlement of Shahjahaiiabad near Bhopal, with a bounty on 
all opium brought there for w'eiglinient. Conditional sanction to this 
arrangement, which wms at first tentative for three years, wms accorded in 
the following year by the Government of India. The opium scales were 
abolished in 1914. 


In 1880 an Agreement (No. X) was concluded betw’een the Govern¬ 
ment of Ii dia and the Bhopal State for tlie construction of a line of I'ail- 
way from Hoshangabad to Bhopal, the State paying 50 lakhs of ruijees 
on that account, and receiving in j^erpetuity any profits which might 
accrue on that sum. 

In 1881 an Agreement (No. Xlj w*as concluded by wdiicli the Bhopal 
State abolished the levy of transit duties on salt passing through its terri¬ 
tories, and the British Government agreed to pay as compensation an 
annual sum of Its. 10,000. 

The Kudsia Begam died in Becemboi* 1881, and her jagir lapsed to the 
State. Her pe/sonal property, amounting to nearly 15 lakhs, wuis in¬ 
herited by her grand-daughter Shah Jahan Begam, daughter of Sikandar 
Begam. 

In 1887 certain j^rovisions in the Bailway Agreement of J880 w’ere 
modified by a Supplementary Agreement (No. Xll). In 1888 the man¬ 
agement of the raihva}' was transferred, by order of the Government of 
India, from the Great Indian Peninsula Bailway Company to Ihe Indian 
Midland Bailway Company. Civil and criininal jurisdiction on this line 
was ceded (No. XllI) by the Begam to the British Government in 1888. 

Por some years previous to 1885 the administration of ihe Bhopal 
State had sulfered chietiy owijig to the ill-advised interference of the 
Begam s husband in public ahairs, the Begam having retired behind the 
purdah. The Biitish Goveuiment, aftoi lepeated expostulation, was at 
length reluctantly obliged to interpose. The Nawab was deprived of his 
title and Jionuurs, and forijidden to interfere in any way with the trans¬ 
action of public business. The Begam was at the same time advised by 
Government to nominate, to assist her in tlie conduct of public atfairs, a 
responsible minister w'ho .-hould be aj)[)roved by the Governor-General in 
Council. wi^di of* Government that an Indian minister 

should be appomtocl; but tl. c Hegam pressed for the nomination by the 



to Rs. I,f38,000 (Bhopal ciiiTeiicy). The Contingent was again 3'e-organ- 
isecl in 1849, v.4ien a Supplementary Article (No. \^) to the Treatj^ of 1818 
was agreed to l)y Sikandar Begani, by whicdi the annual contribution for 
tlie perpetual maintenance of the Contingent was raised to Rs. 2,00,000 
(Bhopal currency), on condition that the whole liabilities of the State for 
the Contingent were thenceforth to be limited to that sum. 

In ellily 1855 Shah Jahan Begam was married to Bakshi Baki lluham- 
mad Khan of Bliopal. He did not belong to the Bhopal family. Indeed, 
there existed no member of tlie family with whom Shah Jahan Begam 
could contract an eligible marriage; and, as tlie nobles of Bhopal, al- 
thougli willing to submit to the Begam, were not prepared to acknowledge 
as ruler of Bhopal anyone who did not belong to the ruling family, some 
modification of the arrangements made in 1844 became necessary. It was 
eventually decided that Shall Jahan Begam should be the Chief of the 
State, her husband being only titular Nawab, and that Sikandar Begam 
should continue to act as regent till Shah Jahan Begam should reach the 
age of twenty-one. 

Sikandar Begam, however, was dissatisfied with her position. She 
complained of the recognition of her late husband as Chief of Bhopal, she 
being sovereign in her own right, and of the consequent recognition of her 
own daughter during her lifetime. GoA^ernment, however, having recog¬ 
nised the claims of Shah Jahan Begam, could not vset them aside; but 
Shah Jahan Begam voluntarily resigned her right to rule during her 
mother’s lifetime. Accordingly in 1850 Sikandar Begam was proclaimed 
Ruler and Shah Jahan Begam her heir, the succession remaining with 
Shah Jahan’s children. 

For her services during the mutiny of 1857 SikaJidar Begam received, 
in 1800, a Grant (No. YI) of the pargana of Berasia, which had been con¬ 
fiscated on account of the rebellion that took place in the Dhar State {see 
Part III (1), Southerti States of Ceiitral India). The Begam liberally 
rewarded Avith jagirs those of her own subjects who rendered good service 
in the crisis of 1857. 

In 1802 the Ruler of Bhopal received an Adoption vSanad (No. YTI). 

The Bhopal Contingent mutinied in 1857 and was disbanded its duties 
being undertaken partly by regular troo])s and parlly by the Bhopal 
Battalion, which was raised in 1859. In 1802 the Bepam formally 
assented (No. VIII) to this arrangement, which wa.s practically a modi¬ 
fication of the SupplementaJ'V Article of 1849. 

In 18G8 the Bep^am appp^^^*^ ag.tinst the exercise of jurisdiction by 
the Political Apent in respect of ca.ses where British subjects, Indian or 
European, were either plaintiffs or defendants, as a violation of the 9th 
article of the Bhopal Treaty of aiuj claimed the right, under certain 
* n 3 
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arrangements* made (witkoiit the authority or knowledge of the Govern¬ 
ment of India) with the Political Agent in 1847, to try in her own courts 
British subjects guilty of offences within her territories, and the surrende]' 
of British subjects guilty of such offences when apprehended in British 
territories. The claim, however, was not admitted. Tlie Begam was told 
that the principle underlying the Treaty of 1818 was contained in article 
3, which declares that the Bhopal Darbar will act in subordinate co-opera¬ 
tion with the British Government and acknowledge its supremacy; that 
the 9th article referred to the authority of the Nawab of Bhopal over his 
own subjects wdthin his own territory and not to British subjects; that 
this was apparent, first, from the correspondence which took place when 
the treaty was concluded, and which showed that the object of tlic clause 


* ist.—li offenders agcainst the British Government, in old and heinous cases, 
flv to and conceal themselves within the limits of, the Bhopal State, or if similar 
offenders against the Bhopal State take refuge within the limits of the British 
districts, such as Narsinghpur, Hoshangabad, etc., in the first instance, on the 
receipt of information of the place of concealment of a criminal, the thanadar 
or police of the British Government, with a parwana from the British district 
officer to the address of the thanadar and police of the Bhopal State, will pro¬ 
ceed to the spot, arrest the offender, and make him over to the nearest thanadar 
of the said State. In the second instance, the thanadars or police of the Bhopal 
State will have to follow a like course with regard to the arrest and delivery of 
offenders against their State, traced to any place within the limits of the British 
districts. 

—Jn new and recent cases when offenders, after the ])erpetration of a crime, 
fly to the Bhopal territory, and the thanadars or police of the British Governnient 
get correct information of their having done so, they will follow the offenders into 
the Bhopal territory and apprehend and deliver them to the Bhopal local thanadar; 
tliev will not in such cases be at liberty to arrest and bring away offeiider.s without 
the knowledge of the officials of the Bhopal State; but if the British officials in 
tlie pursuit of such offenders happen to reach a place within the Bhopal State, 
where owing to there being no thana, or being wild and uninhabited, n6 assistance 
can be obtained, then they may arrest the offender and take him with them, 
eivinr however due notice of their proceedings to tlie nearest thana of the Bhojial 
State The officials of the Bhopal State in similar cases can in like manner enter 
the British territories and act similarly. 

Criminals in heinous cases only will be delivered up by the two Governments. 
The above rule applies only to such offenders.

In casos rtf l«Rs importance the authorities of the district 
offender conceals himwlf will cause his arrest, as in heinous cases, on the mror- 
mation furnished to thorn W the plaintiff, and the case will Ik- diap.^sed of l,y the 
rourt of fh®, district in which the offender was apprehended; he "the offem-o 
ocirhe made over tor trial to Uk. authorities of the district in 
;;:!rco,n.nitt®d. 
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therefore gladly accepted the British alliance. An agreement was made 
with him on conditions proposed by himself, with the addition of an 
engagement to give the British Government tlie service of liis troops. No 
formal treaty w'as executed, but the correspondence (No, I) which passed 
in 1817 was declared to have the force and validity of a treaty. The 
conditions of this .engagement weie faitlifully fulfilled, and they were 
made the basis of a formal Treaty (No. II) of perpetual friendship and 
alliance concluded with the Nawab in 1818, by whicli his State was 
guaranteed; he agreed to furnish a contingent of GOO horse and 400 
infantry; and he received five districts in Malwa as a reward for his 
services, and to enable him to maintain the contingent. The grant of 
these districts was subject to an assignment of lls. G,0()0 a year on their 
revenues to Khande Rao, the foiiner mamiger, which provision was 
guaranteed by the British Government, No. Ill being the sanad granted 
in 1818 to Ivhande Rao by Nawab Nazar Muliammad under ihe guarantee 
of Captain Stewart, subsequently countersigned by Sir John Malcolm. 
The town and fort of Islamnagar, wliich had passed from the possession 
of the Nawab, were also restored to liim. 

Shortly after the conclusion of tlie treaty, Nazar Muhammad met his 
death through an accident. He left one daughter, Sikandar Begam. It 
was arranged with the consent of the Bhopal nobles, and with the sanction 
of the Britivsh Government, that he should be succeeded, under the regency 
of the Kiidsia Begam, bj?" his nephew' Munir Muhammad Khan, son of his 
elder brother Amir Muhammad Khan, w ho had resigned his claims when 
Nazar Muhammad Khan became Nawab in ISIG; and that Munir Muham¬ 
mad Khan should marry Sikandar Begam. In 1827 Munir Muhammad 
Khan endeavoured to assert his authority, but was resisted by the regent: 
and he eventually resigned his claim to Sikandar Begam^s hand and to the 
succession in favour of liis younger biother tlahajigii’ Muhammad Khan, 
receiving as compensation a jagir of Rs. -IfbOOG a year which w'as guaran¬ 
teed by the British Government. This anangement was effected in con¬ 
cert witli the Chiefs of the State, wlio claim by custom a limited privilege 
in the selection of their ruler. 

The Kudsia Begam, anxious to retain the i)Ow^er in her own hands, 
long delayed, on various pretexts, the celebration of the marriage of her 
daughter with Jahangir Muhammad Klian. But finding her endeavours 
to secure the countenance of the British Government to lier retention of 
the administration during her life unavaiilng, the Begam at last yielded, 
and the marriage W'as celebrated in April 18.85. This, however, did not 
put an end to the family dissensions, the Begam still hoping to evade the 
actual resignation of power, and Sikandar Begam entertaining ambitious 
view’s of her owm. In 1836 a ph’f Nawab Jahangir Muhammad 

Khan to seize the person of the Kudsia Begam was discovered. He vvas 
arrested and put under restraint, but effected his escape in Aprd lf^37 
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just, and although it hail boen recognised hy (loveriiinent and hy the 
Kudsia Begam on the supersession of Iiis elder brother, yet formal inter¬ 
ference was declined. The Nawah was defeated and compelled lo seek 
shelter behind the walls of Ashta. After the siege of this town had lasted 
for some months without any deei.sive result, ihe Kudsia Begam and the 
Nawab accepted the proposed mediation of the British Government. An 
Agreement (No. IV). which was afterwards countersigned bj ^'1'^ Gover¬ 
nor-General, was concluded between them in November ISdT, hy uhich 
the Nawab was left in charge of the administration, and the Kudsia 
Began! received a life-jagir of 5 lakhs (Bhojial coin) a year, with !\hici 
the Nawab pledged himself not to interfere. 

The Nawab and Sikandar Begam also executed an agreement in 1837 
not to design or commit injury to each other; but. while apjiroving of 
this agreement, Government considered it to he of too private a nature to 
admit of its formal ratification. 

The reconciliation of the Nawab with Sikandar Begam was not sincere, 
and shortly after his accession she retired to live with the Kudsia. llegam 
at Tslamnagar. The Nawab died in Becemher 1844, having previously 
executed a rvill to the efl'ect that his illegitimate sou Dastgir .should suc¬ 
ceed him in power, and that his daughter by Sikandar Begam, Shah 
.Tahan, should be married to a de.scendant of AVazir Muhammad Khan of 

.pure blood. ' 

The will in favour of Dast^n’r was set aside, and several iilots to place 
him in power failed. The Britisli Governnieni reco^rnis(*d iTio succession 
of Shah Tahan in the same manner as, on the deuth of Nazar INruhainmad 
Kirin it had admitted the claims of Sikandar Begam: and it was decided 
that the future husband of Shah Tahan. who was to bi* selected from the 
Bhopal family with a view to the amalgamation of the two branches^de¬ 
scended from Ghaus Muhammad Khan and Wazir Muhammad Khan, 
should be Chief of Bhopal; and that in the meantime Faujdar Muhammad 
Khan, brother of Kudsia Begam, should act as regent, receiving co-opera¬ 
tion from Sikandar Begam. The arrangement did not work wel ; and 
eventually Faujdar Muhammad Khan resigned^his oflice, and Sikandar 
Begam was appointed regent in February 1847. 

Sikandar Begam conducted the administration with great vigour and 
ability. She abolished the sy.stem of farming the revenue and made 
settlements directly with the heads of villages; regulated the assessments 
of the estates of Ihe jagirdars; abolished monopolies of trades; broug i 
the mint under her direct management; re-organised the police, ant 
„,.,,-,ngements fm Ihe 1i((nidation of the debts of the State. 

The Bhopal Contingent was reformed in 1840, and the av> > 
to ii.rrer.se tbe yearly tribute paid for its maintena.nce fn-m Bs. 1,30,000 
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Viceroy of a British officer, and Colonel Ward was selected for the post 
in 1880. In 1888 an Indian gentleman was chosen by the Begam, with 
the approval of the Government of India, to succeed him. The e^-Nawab 
Saddiq Hasaji died in 1890. At the time of his death the Government of 
India liad under consideration the Begam’s rotpiest that tlie honours of 
which he had been deprived in 1885 might be restored to him: and it was 
subsequently decided that, in official correspondence, he should be referred 
to as ‘‘ the late Nawab Consort 


In 1890 a further supplementary Bailway Agreement (Is^o. XIV) was 
executed by the Government of India and the Begam, providing that the 
profits accruing, or the losses incurred on, the Bhopal section of the rail¬ 
way should be divided in perpetuity between the British Government and 
the Darbar, in proportion to the capital contributed by each party, at the 
close of the period for whicli the accounts should be made up. 

In 1891 the Begam and her successors were exempted (No. X\) from 
the obligation to present iiazai’s at interviews with tlie Viceroy. 

In the same year the Begam. consented to give the land for a new line 
of railway running from Ujjain in Gwalior via Sehore to Bhopal, to con¬ 
nect the Bajputana and Indian .Midland Railway systems. In 1890 the 
Begam entered into an AgreemeJit (No. XVI) for the working of the 
railway by the Indian Midland Railway Company. 

In 1897 the State coinage was abolished and British currency was 
introduced in its stead; since when the State's annual contribution 
towards the Bhopal Contingent has been Rs. 1,01,290. 

Special Arms Rules were introduced into the State in 1898. 


In April 1899 the Begum entered into an .Ah^reement (No. XVII) for 
the discipline and conlrol of the Bliopal Jniperial Service Troop.s when 
serving bevoud the frontier of the State. 

Slrih .Kiluin Begam died i.i 1901 and wa.s succeeded by Sultan Jahaii 
Bejam born oji the 9Hi duly ISbS. Sultan dahairs husband Ahmad Ali 
Klcm who was recognized as A'awab (lon.sori with tlie title of “ Nawab 

Ahtasi.ani-ul-Mulk-Alijah,” died in 19I):J. 

In 1900 tbe Bhojial Battalion (which had been placed under the orders 

of the Coniniauder-in-Chief in India in I<S97. and renamed the 9tb 
Bho I'll Infantry) was deloi alised, and its place at Sehore taken by another 
Indian Infantry battalion, in ordinary relief. Sehore was abandoned as 
a military cantonment in and its rendition to the Bhopal Uarbar

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In consequence of the amalgamation of the Indian Midland Railway 
with the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, the Bhopal section agairi 
came under the management of the latter in 1901: and in 1911 an 
Agreement (No. XVIII) was executed ])etween the Secretary of State and 
the Bhopal Darbar, substituting the Secretary of State for the Indian 
Midland Railway in the Agreement of 1896. The contract between the 
Secretary of State and the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company 
teiminated in 1925, wlien the Great Indian Peninsula Railway was trans¬ 
ferred to the Government of India. Since then, the railway owned by 
the Bhopal Darbar has been woiked directly by Government agency. 

In 1926 the Government of India, as the result of a representation from 
the Begam, decided tliat her only surviving son Nawab Muhammad 
Hamidulla Khan should l)e recognised as her heir, to the exclusion of the 
sons of her elder deceased sons. This decision was based on certain rulings 
of the Government of India in a number of analogous cases of succession 
in Muhammadan States which had occurred during the last century: and 
on the view that, in tlie absence of any local custom to the contrary, tlie 
rule then followed was applicable to the succession in Bhopal in the 
existing circumstances. On the 17th May 1926 Her Highness the Begam 
voluntarily abdicated, and the present Nawab Muhammad Hamidulla 
Khan became Ruler of Bhopal. Her Highness the c.r-Begam died on 
the 12th May 1930. 

The area of the State is 0,902 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 092,448; and the revenue Rs. 02,10,000.

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2. EURVVAI. 

This Chiefship was founded by an Afghan named Muliammad Diler 
Khan, a 1 iroz Khel of the Tirali or Khyber district, and a contemporary 
of Dost Muhammad of liliopal, with whom he was at one time in alliance 
for the division of their common acquisitions in Central India. He first 
entered the service of the Raja of Datia in Bundelkhand, and afterwards, 
about 1726, that of the llaja of Basoda. On the death of the Chief of 
Kui-wai he seized the State. Oji the death of Xawab Muhammad Diler 
Khan the State was divided between his sous, the elder, Muliamniad Izzat 
Khan, receiving Kurwai, and the younger, Ahsanulla Khan, receiving 
Muhammadgarh and Basoda. 

During the decline of the Moghul Empire Kurwai obtained power and 
dominion equal, if not superior, in extent to that of Bhopal, but sufi'ered 
great spoliation at the hands both of the Malirattas and Pindaris. In 
1X18 the Chief applied to the Resident at Bhopal for protection against 
the oppression of Scindia’s local officials in the neiglibouring districts: 
and in 1820 he received an assurance (ISo. KIX) that the British Govern- 
Dtent recognised his hereditary right to the possession of Kurwai. 

In 1820 Muhammad Akbar Khan, an illegitimate son of Nawab 
Hurmat Khan, the successor of Muhammad Izzat Khan, seized the State. 
The legitimate son of the Nawab, Iradat Muhammad Khaii, applied to the 
British Government; but it was not considered advisable to disturb the 
arrangements which existed previous to the introduction of British supre¬ 
macy into Malwa. Through the intervention, however, of the British 
Government compensation in the shape of an annuity of lls. 6,000 a year 
was paid to Iradat Muliamiuad Kliiui on his formally abandoning his 
claim to the inasnad. The amount now actually paid to the family of 
Iradat IMuhammad Khan is Rs. 2,230-4-0, British currency. 

Muhammad Akbar Khan died in 1843, leaving two sons, Muhammad 
Muzaftar Khan and Muhammad Xajaf Khan. The Nawab had wished to 
set aside the elder son ; hut Government would not accede to this request 
and Muhammad Muzafiar Khan succeeded. He died in 1858 without 
male issue, but leaving a grandson, his daughter’s son by the N^ab^of 
Basoda. Government ruled that Muhammad Najaf Khan had a preferen 
Dal claim and recognised him as Nawab. In I 874 Muhammad Najaf 
Khan, being then fifty years of age an.l having no male issue, selected his 
grandson Munawar Ali Khan, sou of his eldest daughter,’as his heir. 
The Government of India, lu accordance with the wisli of the Chief, sanc¬ 
tioned the succession. 

The Kurwai Darhar abolished transit duties within their territorv in 

1884. 


^urwai and Muhaviinadtjut li. 

Muhammad Najaf Khan died in 1887 and was succeeded by Miinawai 
All Khan, whose father Mazhar Ali Khan was appointed to carry on the 
administration of the State during his minority. 

Civil and cjiminal jurisdiction on the lands occupied by the Indian 
Midland (now the Great Indian Peninsula) Railway was ceded (No. XX) 
by the Kurwai State to the British Government in 1888. In 1890 the 
Government of India sanctioned, as a special case, the payment to the 
Chief of Ils. 10,880-12-0 on account of the land taken up for the railway. 

Munawar Ali Khan died in 1896 and was succeeded by his brother 
Yakub Ali Khan. Owing to heavy indebtedness, the State was placed 
under the control and supervision of the Political Agent. 

Nawab Yakub Ali Khan died on the 1st October 1906 and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son the present Nawab Sarwar Ali Khan, born in December 
1901. During his minority the State was nianaged under the direct super¬ 
intendence of the Political Agent. He was formally invested with ad¬ 
ministrative powers on the 9th April 1923. 

In 1921 the State assumed responsibility for the maintenance of tlie 
Kathora-Kurwai road lying in its territoiy. 

All matters connected with the succession to Kurwai are regulated by 
the British Government. 

Several members of the Kurwai family, outside the ruling branch, 
draw pensions from the Kurwai revenues. They reside at Sehore, Sironj 
(Tonk), and other places in the neiglibourliood. 

The area of Kurwai is 142 s(|uare miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 19,851 ; and the revenue Ps. 2,64,000. 

The State pays Its. 220 a year as tanka to the Thakur of Agra Bark- 
hera. 

The State maintains (1926) a force of 59 Armed Police, with 2 service¬ 
able and 7 unserviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazaraiia rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

3. illTHAMMADGARH. 

This State was originally part of Kurwai, and was given as a portion 
to a younger sou of tho Chief in 1753. It pays no tiil)ute to any State 
and dii“ectly depoudrn^, (ju Cie British (joveinimuit. 

In 18«4 <lie (Jliicf abolislied truDsit duties vitliiu his territories. 

Hafiz Kuli Kluui, wtio sneceeded in 1842, 'lied i" 1890 and was suc¬ 
ceeded by bis only son llatin, Knli Khan. In ^909 he resigned tlie Chief- 
shin and 'vas succeeded hy Ids eldest son the present Nawab Siddiq Kuli 
Khan born on the 2fith Dec-ember 1890, during whose minority the 
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acliiiiuisliatioii uas carried on under tlie direct orders of tlie Political 
Agent, lie was granted administrative jjOAvers in 1912. Owing to the 
jllness ot the Nawab the administration Avas subjected to the supervision 
of the Political Agent in 1925-26. 

Ihe area of Muliammadgarh is 29 square miles; the population, 
accordmg to the Census of 1921, 2,647; and the revenue about Its. 30,000. 

Ihe militaiy forces of the State consist (1926) of 8 Cavalry, 25 
Infantry and 29 Armed Police, with G serviceable and 12 unserviceable 
guns. 

Ihe State Avas liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 1911 
Avhen, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies Avere 
abolished. 

(II) MEDIATISED STATES AND ESTATES. 


1. Eajgaeh. 

Ihe poAver of the Umat Rajputs Avas established in the district known 
as L matwara in the seventeenth century by two cousins named Mohan 
High and Parasu Ram, who assiuued the titles of llaAvat and DiAvan and 
made a division of their possessions, the llaAvat retaining five villages in 
excess of the portion of the Diwan as an acknoAvledgment of his superior 
•iithiight. Ihe ancestors of the family, Avho Avere iiroprietors of large 
herds of camels, came from Mewar in 1442. Out of the division above- 
mentioned, Avhich took place in 1681, arose the separate Cliietships of 
Rajgarh and Narsiugligarh. On tlie Mahratta conquest of Malwa in the 
eighteenth century, the Uniats Avere compelled to submit in common Avith 
lei States; but they appear to have obtained unusually easy terms, 
he successors of the RaAA'at, who fixed their residence at Rajgarh, became 
Uibuiaiy to Scindia; Avhile lliose of the Diwan, uoaa" established at Nar- 
singhgarh, ranked themselves among the dependants of the llolkar 
family. Tribute Avas imposed on each in equal preportion.s; the amount 
appears to have A-aricd between Rs. t;.5,t)()(J and Ps. 85,000 a year. The 
toAvu of Talen Avas taken from Rajgarh and Narsinghgarh and assigned 
to Scindia and llolkar as a position to which their agents might reiiair 
for the jmi'pose of receiving their tribute. ^

tiou of all Scindia’s claims against him: and, at the same time, it wa' 
agreed that the British Goveriimen alone should have the right to medi:.i. 
the affairs of Rajgarh. In 18~0 the Rawat received Sanads (No. XXll; 
from the Puars of Dewas for the settlement of his claims on the Dewas 
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district of Sarangpnr. These claims were to a share in the land reveime, 
amounting in some villages to a foiiith and in others to a third, a corre¬ 
sponding share in the sayar and transit duties, and an indefinite propor¬ 
tion of rent-free lands in every village. The claims on tlie land revenue 
were commuted to an annual payment of Bhopal Its. 4,101, and the other 
claims to a payment of Us. 1,001. 

Ill 1831 Nawal Singh committed suicide, and was succeeded by 
his son Moti Singh. In 1834 Scindia restored (No. XXIll) the 171 
villages made over to him in 1819, on condition that the Kawat should pay 
the former tribute of Its. 85,000. This restoration included Scindia s 
half share of the town of Talen. 

In 1846, in consec|uence of the maladministration of Moti Singh, the 
British Government interfered and placed the State under management. 
The Chiefship was restored to Moti Singh in 1850 free of debt, on the 
express understanding that the revenue leases, wliicli had been made for 
twenty years, should be maintained. 

In 1807 the Ruler of Rajgarh was granted a permanent salute of 11 
guns. 

In 1871 Moti Singh announced his conversion to the ilussalman 
religion and took the name of Muhammad Abdul Wasih Khan. He 
received the title of Nawab from the IL itisli Government in 18<2. In 
1875 he went on a pilgrimage to Mecca. 

In 1881 the State executed an Agreement (No. XXIV) abolishing 
transit duties on salt, and received as compensation from the British 
Government 150 maunds of salt annually, to be delivered at Indore free 
of cost. In 1883 this compensation, in common with tlie payments in 
kind made to other States in the same circumstances, was commuted 
(No. XXV) to an annual payment of Rs. 618-12-0. 

Nawab Muhammad Abdul Wasih Khan died in 1880, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son Bakhtawar Singh who, notwitlistanding his own 
adherence to the Hindu faith, retained all the Muhammadan officials 
appointed by his father. He died in 1882 and was succeeded by his son 
Bal Bahadur Singh. On the occasion of Bal Baliadur Singh’s instal¬ 
lation, he and other members of the Rajgarh family were, by the help 
of the Oliiefs of Narsinghgarh and Khilchipur, again admitted to the 
brotherhood of their caste—a concession which Bakhtawar Singh had 
shown much anxiety to secure. 

In 1883 the Chief agreed (No. XXVT) to abolish all transit duties 
within his territory, with the exception of that on opium. 

Ill 1886 the hereditary title of Raja was conferred (No. XXVTI) on 

the B^ler of Rajgarh. 

Bal Bahadur Singh died without issue in 1992 and was succeeded by 
hi8 uncle Bane Singh.

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In 1907 tlie villages of Lasuria and E.undeli of liajgarli were, with 
t e approval of the Government of India, exchanged with the Indore 
Garbar s half share in the town of Talen and the village of Latakheri. 


In 1910, on the death without heirs of Thakur Sanihhu Singh, holder 
of the guaranteed Estate of Suthalia (see (III), Lapsed Estates), the 
Government of India permitted the escheat of the Estate to Rajgarh. 

e ar ai ave, however, continued certain villages in jagir to the 
adopted sucoessor of Thakur Sambhu Singh. 


In 1915 the State assumed responsibility for the maintenance of the 
portions of the Biaora-Sehore and llajgarli-Biaora roads Ivincr in its 
territory. ** 

Raja Bane Singh died on the 9t.h January 1910 and was succeeded 
y Ins son the present Raja Bir Indra Sinji^]!. 


In 1910 the Gwalior Darhar advanced claims to suzerainty over llai- 

garli; hut tlie Goveriiinent of India held, in 1921 tJiat their Idaims were 
untenable. 


In 1920 llaja Bir Indar Singh received a saiiad granting him, subject 
to certain provisos, full jiowers in criminal cases, to be exercised- bv him 
personally. In 1921 these powers were made hereditary by a Kliarita 
(No. XXVIII); which, however, does not apply to any aiminal case in 
Which the person accused, or any of the accused, are Europeans, Euro¬ 
pean British subjects, Americans or Government servants. In granting 
these extended powers. Government desire.l that persons sentenced to 
death, transportation, or imprisonment for life should be given even’ 
ncihty to present a petition for mercy to the Agent to the Governor- 
General : and tliat, pending the consideration of siicli petition, the 
execution of any person sentenced to dmitli should be stayed. These 
powers may, in certain conditions, be delegated to a properly qualified 
Court. The Kliarita may be stisiiended or revoked at the will r.r n 
Government of India.

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The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Jlarbar, all such levies were 
abolished, 


2. Narsinghgarh. 

Parasu Ram, the founder of the Rajput State of Narsinghgarli, suc¬ 
ceeded his father Ajab Singh in IGfiO as Minister to the Rawat of Raj- 
garh. In 1081 lie compelled the Rawat to divide Lis teriitoiy with him, 
and Narsinghgarli thus became a separate Chief ship. 

In 1819, with the approval of the Holkar Darbar, the settlement of 
Narsinghgarh afPairvS was taken up by the RritisL authorities: and in 
due course the mediation of the British Government was exercised to 
eflPect an arrangement for the payment of the tribute due to Holkar 
(No. XXIX). 

In the same year Subhag Singh, fourth in descent from Parasu Ram, 
became imbecile and was succeeded b}^ his son Chain Singh : who, owing 
to a diflPerence with the Political Agent at Rehore, attacked tlie. British 
forces near that place and was killed in the engagement. Upon Subhag 
Singh recovering from his imbecility, he was again entrusted with the 
rule. After his death in 1827, Chain Singh’s widow ado]»ted Han want 
Singh, who died in 1873, when his grandson Pratap Singh was recog¬ 
nised as his successor. On tliis occasion Holkar demanded succe.ssion 
nazarana, but his claim was not admitted by Government. 

In 1807 the Ruler of Narsinghgarh was granted a ])ermanent salute 
of 11 guns; and in 1872 the liereditary title of Raja was conferred 
(No. XXX) upon him. 

In 1881 the State executed an Agreement (No. XXXI) abolishing 
transit duties on salt, and received as compensation fiom the British 
Government 150 maiinds of salt annually, to be delivered at Indore free 
of cost. In 1883 this compensation, u) common with tlie similar pay¬ 
ments in kind made to other States, was commuted (No. XXXII) to an 
annual money payment of Rs. 018-12-0. 

In 1884 the State abolished all transit duties within its territory, with 
the exception of that on opium (No. XXXHI): aiid in the same year 
the Chief contributed Rs. 50,000 towards the (’onstruction of the Biaora- 
Sehore road, wliich pas.ses through his capital. This road was main¬ 
tained fvom Imperial Funds up to T915. when the State assurnod resjxm- 
sibilit.V that portion Iving in tlie State territory. 

Pratap Singh died without issue in 1890 and was succeeded hy his 
uncle Mahtab Singb, wbo died without issue in 1895 and was succeeded 
bv his cousin’s son, Arjun Singb. During bis minority the State was 
managed sviporinfondeiice of tlie Tolitical Agent, 
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III 1921 a Klmrita, similar to the one p^rauted to Ttajgarh (see 
No. XXVIII) was granted to the Ruler of Narsinghgarh, conferring on 
liim and his successors enhanced criminal powers to dispose of trials of 
all classes of criminal offences committed within the State hy the subjects 
of the State or others. 

Raja Arjnn Singh died on the 22nd April 1924 and was succeeded by 
his only son the present Raja Yilcram Singh, boin on the 21st September 
1909. During his minority the administration of the State was carried 
on by a Council of Regency of which the Political Agent was President 
with (he Dowager Rani as Regent. The Raja was invested with ruling 
powers on the Yth October 1929. • 

The area of Narsinghgarh is 734 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 101,420; and the revenue Rs. 9,24,244. 

The State pays a tribute of Hali Rs. 85,000 to TTolkar (No. XXIX) : 
and the Raja receives tankas of TTali Rs. 1,200 from Scindia, and 
Rs. 5,102 from Dewas (see No. XXII), under British mediation. These 
tankas are paid direct, without deduction. 

The military forces of the State consist (1920) of 40 Cavalry, 99 
Infantry and 93 Armed Police, with 4 serviceable and 5 unserviceable 
guns. 

Tlie State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

3. TuTiLcniruR. 

The first member of the Khil(dn'|)U]‘ familv who settled at tlie capital 
was named TTgar Sen ; he founded the Kliilc]ii])ur bianch of tl)e Khicbi 
clan of Rajputs in 1544, being com[)ellcd to leave his ancestral home at 
Man Gagron by the Emperor Tlumayiin of Delhi. The representative of 
the family accorded allegiance to the Mahrattn rulers and became 
tributary to Scindia in 1793. 

On the death in 1819 of Diwan Dui ifm Sal. Chief of Khilchipur, his 
mother and widow placed in power a vouth named Balwant Singh, whose 
claim to the succession was inferior to that of many other memlKU's of 
the family, and paidicularly of Aman Singh. The different claimants 
appealed to the Gwalior Darbar, who requested that the cai=;e might he 
decided hv the British Government. Aman Singh was proved to he the 
nearest heir; but, as be was at feud with tbe other branches of the 
family, it was decided in 1819 (TVo. XXXTV) that his infant son Slie»* 
Singh should succeed under the nominal supremacv of the elder Rani 
the mother of Durjnn Sab necasion the Gwalior Davhar volun¬ 
tarily remitted the wliieh they were entitled to claim. 
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A tribute of Bundi Rs. l‘^,50() was payable by tbe Chief to Sciiidia 
who, however, assigned (No. XXXV) it to the British Government in 
1844, fol- the maintenance of tlie Gwalior Contingent. 


Sher Singh was succeeded in 18G9 by his nephew Amar Singh, whose 
adoption had previously been recognised by the Gw'alior Darbar and 
confirmed by the British GovernmeJit. 

In 1873 the hereditary title of Rao Bahadur was conferred (No. 
XXXVI) on the Ruler of Khilchipur: and in 1878 he was granted a 
permanent salute of 9 guns. 

In 1884 the Cliief remitted all transit dues, except those on opium 
(No. XXXVII). 

Amar Singh died iji 1899, and was succeeded by Ids son ]3hawani 
Singh, who died on the 18th Jaiiuaiy 1908 and was succeeded by his 
son the present Raja Durjan Sal Singh, born on the 26th August 1897. 
During his minority the State was managed under the direct superin¬ 
tendence of the Political Agent. 

In 1908 the Gwalioj* Darbar advanced claims foi* suzerainty over 
Khilchipur; but the Government of India held, in 1911, that the claims 
were untenable. 


Rao Bahadur Durjan Sal Singh was invested with ruling powers on 
the 22nd Februaiy 1918. 

In 1921 the Government of India conferred on the Ruler of Khilchi¬ 
pur and Ids successors, by means of a Kliarita (No. XXX\'‘ITI), enhanced 
criminal powers to dispose of trials of all classes of criminal offences 
committed within the State by the subjects of the State or others. The 
Kharita, the terms of which are practically identical with that granted 
to the Ruler of Rajgarh, does not apply to any criminal case in which 
the ])ersc»n accused or any of the accused are Eui' 0 [)ean 8 , European 
British subjects, Americans or Governineiit servants. 

In 1928 the hereditary title of Raja was conferred (No. XXXIX) on 
(he Ruler of Khilchipur. 

The area of Khilchipur is 273 srpiare miles; the population, according 
to tlie Census of 1921, 40,043; and th^ revenue Rs. 2,74,044. 

The State pays, as ti i1)ute to the Britisli Government, Rs. If ,134-3-6, 
the equivaleJit in British rupees of the tribute assigned by Scindia in 
1844 (No. XXXV).. It i^ p.,;,] three equal instalments. 

The military forees of tl„. Ktute (‘oiisist (1926) of 9 Cavalry, 70 
lufantiy, 8 Armed Police and I.'} Ailillery men, with 5 serviceable guns.

4. Basoda.* 


Ihis Estate, whicli was originally a part of Kiirwai, was formed in 
1753 by a grant of territory to Alisannlla Khan, second son of Diler 
khan. Ihe Chief is feudatory to Gwalior, though he pays no tribute to 
that Darbar. In his relations with the Darbar, the Basoda Chief receives 
the countenance and support of the Political Agent in Bhopal, within 
whose local jurisdiction the Estate lies, and who since 1822 has exercised 
the same general authority in its affairs as in those of the guaranteed 
Chiefs subject to his control. Heinous criminal offences are reported to 
the Political Agent, in whose court they are tried with the aid of assessors. 
The Political Agent is also the referee in all cases of dispute arising 
between the Gwalior Darbar and the Hawab. 


Asad Ali Khan, who died in 1804, was at one time Minister of 
Bhopal, but was removed to Benares on account of his intrigues in 
favour of Dastgir, the illegitimate claimant of the succession in Bhopal. 
He was released in 1858 on payment of a fine of Rs. 25,000. On his 
death he was succeeded by his eldest son Araar Ali Khan. 

In 1884 the Hawab abolished all transit duties within his territories. 

Amar Ali Khan died in 1890 and was succeeded by his son Haidar 
Ali Khan, who died on the 27th July 1929 and was succeeded by his son 
the present ISTawab Mohammad Ayub Ali Khan, born in 1877. 

The area of Basoda is 40 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 4,237; and the revenue about Rs. 40,000. 

The Estate possesses 4 serviceable and 1 unseiwiceable guns. 


5. Pathahi. 

The ]Sr«awab is a descendant of Dost Muhammad, the founder of the 
Bhopal family. He formerly held certain villages in the Rahatgarh 
district, of which he was deprived by Scindia; but in 1807 Scindia 
restored the Estate, composed of the villages included in it as at present 
constituted, to Haidar Muhammad Klian. TS^awab Abdul Karim Khan 
suc(^eeded his father Haidar Muhammad Khan in 1859. 

In 1884 tlie Nawab abolished all transit duties in his State 

Nawab Abdul Karim Khan died in 1913 and was succeeded by his 
son the present Kawab Abdul Rahim Khan. 

In 1921 the Estate assumed responsibility for the maintenance of the 
Kulhar-Pathari road lying in its territory. 

In the same year, as a result of the settlement with the Gwalior 
Darbar in regard to the position of their feudatories, Pathari was declared 

* Pending a final decision as to the ^tptus of this Estate its account has been 
allowed to remain.

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to be an nngiiaranteetl estate. Tbe Nawab appealed against this decision 
and after the position had been re-examined it was decided in 1928 that 
the status quo, whereby Pathari has been maintaining direct relations 
with the British authorities for the past hundred years, should not be 
modified. 

The area-of Pathari is 30 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 3,494; and the revenue lls. 30,000.

(•No. XL). The succession failed in 1910: and in 1911 the Government 
of India sanctioned the lapse of the Estate to the Rajgarli Dai'bar, 
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No. 1. 


Agreement with Nuzzur Mahomed Khan in 1817. 

Iranslation of a letter from Mr, Jenkins to Nuzzur Mahomed Khan, 
the Nawab of Bhopal, dated 13th October 1817. 

The written proposals of your vakeel Enayet Musseeh, dated 22nd January 
1817, or 4th of Rubbee-ul-Awul 1232 A. H., specifying the conditions on which 
you were desirous of placing your State under the protection of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, have, as you know, been for some time under the consideration of His 
Excellency the Governor-General. Though hitherto unanswered they have not 
been overlooked, and I am now instructed to communicate to you His Excel¬ 
lency’s assent to them. 

The following is an exact transcript of the proposals in question :—• 


Proposals of Hukeem Enayet Musseeh, Confidential Agent of Nuzzur 
Mahomed Khan, the Nawab of Bhopal, agreeable to the wishes of his 
principal; dated 22nd January 1817, corresponding with the 4th of Rubee- 
ul-Awul of the Hegira, 

Article 1. 

“ The fort of Nuzzurghur, commonly called Seermow or Qoolgaon, which is 
situated near Bhiiaa, shall bo delivered over to the British Government as a per¬ 
manent cantonment and dep6t for grain, etc. 


Article 2. 

We will use our utmost endeavours to assist in the collection of supplies of 
cattle, grain, and all other necessary articles for the use of the British troops, at 
the market prices. 

Article 3. 

** Agreeable to the orders of the British Government, we will also abstain 
from all intercourse and correspondence with the Pindarees and all the plunder' 
ing A ghaus of Hindostan, 

Article 4. 

“ After we are taken under the protection of the Company we shall have no 
occasion to enter into engagements and correspondence with the other Chiefs 
and Eajahs of Hindostan; but in trifling affairs, relating to the admimstration 
of the Government, it will be continually necessary to correspond with the neigh¬ 
bouring Zemindars and Chiefs, in which cases, as a previous reference to the British 
authorities and the obtaining permission might occasion delay, alter having con¬ 
cluded any petty transaction of this kind, we will comniunicate the same to the 
•earest British authority.

Article 5. 

After being taken under the protection of the Company we will submit to 
the British Gpvernment all our claims and pretensions on other Rajahs and Chiefs 
in order that the Company may effect a favourable settlement of the same; or 
even should we suffer a little loss in this way, we will out of respect to the English 
Government quietly submit to it. 

Article 6. 

** With regard to money stipulations for the payment of the British troops 
the case is this, that for the last two years the revenues realized by us from our 
country have not exceeded one lakh and twenty-five thousand Rupees , on which 
we have with - difficulty subsisted. How therefore can we contribute any sum 
towards the pa^unent of British troops 1 Let the Company'excuse us on this point. 
But the fort of Nuzzurghur with some villages dependent on it, some of which 
are fiourishing and the others deserted, shall be delivered into the hands of the 
Company ; and when by the assistance of the British Government we shall attain 
our wishes, we shall never be found deficient in rendering every service in this res¬ 
pect in our power.’’ 

The only additional stipulations which the Governor-General requires from 
you are that you will zealously co-operate with your troops against the Pindarees 
and their abettors, according to the advice of the officers of the British Govern- 
mcnt; that you will admit the British troops at all times into your territory ; 
and that all articles of supply for them shall be purchased and pass through your 
territories free of duties. In the present condition of your territory and resources 
the British Government does not require you to contribute anything to the pay¬ 
ment of its expenses, but it must be understood that after any eventual increase 
of your dominions accompanied by the improvement which the restoration of 
tranquillity may be expected to effect in your resources, you will be ready to 
contribute in a fair proportion according to your ability. 

On these conditions the British Government engages to protect and guarantee 
yout dominions against all enemies, and to recover and restore to your possession 
such parts of your territories as have been seized and occupied by the Pindarees, 
You may besides expect such other marks of its favour and kindness as circum¬ 
stances may put in its power to confer upon you and your own good conduct 
may merit. 

I am authorized by the Governor-General to inform you that it is only neces¬ 
sary for you to signify to me, in your reply to this letter, your assent to the above 
conditions, to render you at once the ally and to entitle you to the immediate 
and permanent protection of the British power. But your reply must be distinct 

and unequivocal. 

The British Goveniioent has now unalterably determined to suppress the 
prr datory of the Pindarees, and to destroy and prevent the revival of the 

predatory system in every part of India. Tbe are advancing 



.from every quarter into Malwa for this purpose. Every State must therefore 
declare itself either friend or foe. Those even who do not co-operate zealously in 
this cause will be viewed and treated as enemies. Your professed and approved 
attachment to the British Government has entailed on you the pecuBar enmity 
of the Pindarees and rendered you deserving of every assistance and support, 
whilst the local position of your territories, in the vicinity of the Pindaree posi¬ 
tions, the bravery of your troops, and the energy of your personal character are 
calculated upon as enabling you to become a most useful auxiliary in the approach¬ 
ing crisis. Your conduct on this occasion will have the most powerful influence 
on your future fate, and the Governor-General has no doubt that you will stand 
the test. 

I send this letter through Colonel Adams, and I have to request you mW trans* 
rait your reply to it through the same channel. On receiving your reply, which 
must be early, and I cannot doubt will be direct and satisfactory, the Colonel 
will inform you of his wishes regarding the employment of your troops, and con¬ 
cert with you the necessary measures for the protection of your country, the occu¬ 
pation of the fort assigned for a depot, and the sup^fly, etc., of the British troops 
which will advance across the Nerbiidda into your territories.. T shall be obliged 
by your furnisbing Colonel Adams with every information on these topics, and 
you will of course consider his suggestions on all points as those of the British 
Government. 


To Nuzzur Mahomed Khan, of Bhopal, written the 23rd December 1817* 

Sir John Malcolm duly communicated to me the correspondence which had 
passed between him and you and the substance of his personal conferences with 
your agent, the respectable Enayet Shahzad Musseeh, and I have been informed 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Adams of the jUnctioii of a body of your troops, both horse 
and foot, with his division and of the satisfaction he has derived from their conduct. 
These circumstances have amply confirmed the opinion I have always enter 
tained of your friendship and attachment to the British Government, and I request 
you to be assured that a corresponding feeling towards you has always existed 
in my mind. 

In consequence of your letter to Sir John Malcolm staling that you had written 
to Mr. Jenkins to declare your assent to the terms proposed to you by that gentle¬ 
man under my authority, I awaited a communication from Itfr. Jenkins of that 
lett,er anej the execution and exchange of a regular engagement comprising those 
conditions, according to the wish you had expressed, before I signified my formal 
sanction of them. The late disturbances at Nagpore, Avhich the signal triumph 
of our arms will soon suppress, having prevented the completion of those arrangc- 
iQents, I deem it proper no longer' to delay a direct communication of my un« 
qualified confirmation of the assurances you have received from Brigadier-General 
Sir John Malcolm and Mr. Jenkins. Your knowledge of the reliance that may 
always be placed on the assurance of a British officer has however supplied the 
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place of that formal sanction, and the just confidence in my friendship which led 
you at once to proceed in execution of the terms settled with Sir John Malcolm and 
Mr. Jenkins has afforded me a high degree of satisfaction. You have already 
begun to experience the benefits of your alliance with the British Government by 
the recovery of some of the districts from which the Pindarees were expelled, and 
you may rely on my unremitting attention to your interests and to the augmen¬ 
tation of your prosperity and resources, as far as circumstances may enable me 
to indulge this-disposition, in the firm confidence that your conduct will be such 
as to merit every degree of favour. 

With regard to the future payment of a portion of the charge of the British 
troops that may be employed in the protection of your territories, a point on which 
you have expressed some anxiety, I have only to assure you that whatever may 
be ultimately arranged to that respect will be framed in a spirit of the utmost 
liberality and with a due advertence to the pecuniary situation and means of your 
Government. On this subject be at ease. 

A regular treaty shall be hereafter prepared and duly exchanged and ratified, 
but in the meanwhile I request you to consider this as having the full force of 
such an instrument.

No. II. 

Treaty between the Honourable the East India Company and the Nawab 
Nuzzub Mahomed EIhan, Ruler of Bhopal, concluded by Captain 
JosiAH Stewart on the part of the Honourable Company, in* virtue 
of fuU powers granted by His Excellency the Marquis op Hastings, 
K.G., Governor-General, etc., etc., and by Kurrum Mahomed Khan 
Bahadur and Shahzad Musseeh Saheb on the part of the Nawab Nuzzur 
Mahomed Khan in virtue of full powers granted by the Nawab, —1818. 

Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance and unity of interests between 
the Honourable the East India Company and the Nawab of Bhopal, his heirs 

and successors; and the friends and enemies of one party shall be the friends 
and enemies of both. 

Article 2. 

The British Government engages to guarantee and protect the principality 
and territory of Bhopal against all enemies. 


Article 3. 

The Bhopal and fiia heirs and successors will act in subordinate 

co-operation with the British Government and acknowledge its supremacy and 
will not have any connection with other Chiefs and States. 
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Article 4. 


The Nawab and bis heirs and successors will not enter into negotiation with 
any Chief or State without the knowledge and sanction of the British Govern¬ 
ment. But their usual amicable correspondence with friends and relations and 
necessary correspondence with neighbouring zemindars and managers on matters 
of small importance shall continue. 


Article 5, 

The Nawab and his heirs and successors will not commit aggression on any 
one. If by accident disputes arise with any one, they shall be submitted to the 
arbitration and award of the British Government. 

Article 6. 

The State of Bhopal shall furnish a contingent ol six hundred (600) horse and 
four hundred (400) infantry for the service of the British Government. When¬ 
ever required and when necessary, the whole of the Bhopal forces shall join the 
British army excepting such a portion as may be requisite for the internal ad¬ 
ministration of the country. 

Article 7. 

The British troops are to be at all times admitted into the Bhopal territory 
the commanding officers of such troops using their utmost endeavour to prevent 
injury to the crops or other damage, and, if necessary, shall canton there; in 
which event the Nawab engages, for himself, his heirs and successors, on appli¬ 
cation to that effect, to cede to the British Government, to serve as a depot, the 
fort of Nuzzurghur or of Goolgaon with ground to the distance of 2,000 yards 
all round the fort. 

Article 8. 

The Nawab, his heirs and successors will afford every facility to the British 
troops in obtaining suppbes; and all articles of supply required for them shall 
be purchased and pass through the Nawab’s territory free of duty. 

Article 9. 

The Nawab and his heirs and successors shall remain absolute rulers of their 
country, and the jurisdiction of the British Government shall not in any manner 
be introduced into that principality. 

Article 10. 

The Nawab having exerted himself and employed the resources of his Gov¬ 
ernment with steal and fidelity in the late service against the Bindarees, the British 
Government, in order to mark its approbation of his conduct and to enable him 
f-o maintain the stipulated contingent, hereby grants to the Nawab, his heirs and 
euccessors in perpetuity the five mehals of Ashta, .Tehawar, Sehore, Dooraha, and 
t^aveepoora to be held by them io exclusive authority. 
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Article 11. 


This Treaty, consisting of eleven articles, having been concluded at Raiseen 
and signed and sealed by Captain Stewart and by Kurrum Mahomed Khan Baha- 
door and by Shahzad Musseeh Saheb, Captain Stewart engages to obtain the 
ratification of the Governor-General within three weeks from this date; and 
Kurrum Mahomed Khan and Shahzad Musseeh engage to obtain the ratification 
of the Nawab Nuzzur Mahomed Khan in two days. 


Done at Raiseen, this 26th day, of February, A.D, 1818, corresponding with the 
20th of Rabbee ul-sanee, 1233 of the Hegira.

to grant an annuity of Rupees 6,000 to the said Khundee Rao and his posterity. 
It therefore belioves the Amils to continue to pay the promised annuity out of 
the revenue of the said mehal to him and his posterity and in this matter they 
(the Amils) should in no way depart from the order, as it is an oj[)port unity for 
them to meet the wishes of the Company’s Government and please its oflicers. 
Annuity Rupees 6,000, dated 20th Rabi-ul-sani Sun Joloos 12, corresponding to, 
1225 Fusli. 

I hereby certify that the grant bestowed in this Sanad of Rupees 6.000 per 
annum to Khundee Rao ami his posterity is guaranteed by the.British Govern¬ 
ment.

Translation of the Agreement entered into by the Begum Kudsia of Bhopal 
and submitted for the ratification of the Right Honourable the Cover- 
nor-Geneual of India in Council,— 1837 . 

Whereas the Right Honourable the Governor-General of India in Council, 
upon learning the existence of the dissensions which had arisen between me and 
my beloved son the Nawab Nuzzur-ood-Dowlah Jehangir Mahomed Khan 
addre.ssed his orders through Mr. Secretary Macnaughten to Mr. Lancelot Wilkin¬ 
son,-Agent of Bhopal, in regard to the bestowal by His Lordship of the guarantee 
of the Government of India for the security of my life and of my private jaghire 
on my consigning the reins of government of the Bhopal State to the Nawab; 
and Whereas the Agent duly communicated the above in a khureeta to my address; 
and Whereas it was ever my heartfelt aim to obey the orders of the British Gov¬ 
ernment in every respect: I have therefore consigned the whole management 
of the affairs of the Bhopal State into the hands of my son the Nawab. My ori¬ 
ginal jaghire, including the sayer duties attached thereto and the fort and land 
of Islamnuggur which are estimated to yield about Rupees 17,000 or Rupees 18,000 
per annum will remain in my possession. The lands of the Baree pergunnah 
now remaining khalsa, yielding about Rupees 60,000 per annum, together with 
the cusba town of Baree, have been allotted to me in addition as a new jaohire. 
The garden and sacred tomb (of my late husband), with the lands originally attached 
to them for their due maintenance yielding about Rupees 33,000 per annum, to¬ 
gether with my present residence, the Baolee Bagh, the Nuzur Gunj dookans,’my 
mosque, etc., and the paora called by my name, will also continue in my possession. 
The Nawab is to refrain from interfering in any way with my possession and con¬ 
trol of this jaghire, and from seeking to do injury to my life in any way. I in 
like manner engage to refrain from aU interference with the affairs of the State and 
the direction thereof by the Nawab, and from seeking to do any injury to his 
life ; the Government of India holding either party responsible for any breach of 
these engagements. It is requested that the signature of His Lordship be 
attached to the deeds of Agreements of both parties in ratification thereof that 
they may prove, if required, a full assurance on any future occasion I will

Translation of the Agreement of the Nawab Nazzur-ooB-Dowlah, the 
Nawab Jehangir Mahomed Khan, Nawab of Bhopal, submitted for 
the ratification of the Right Honourable the Goveenor-General of India 
in Council. 

Whereas the Right Honourable the Governor-General of India ih Council. 
«Pon learning the existence of the dissensions which had arisen between me and

the Begum Qoodsia, my respected mother, addressed orders to the effect that on 
the Begum’s consigning the entire management of tlie affairs of the State into 
my hands, His Lordship would grant the guarantee of the British Government 
for the security of the Begum’s life ; and Whereas the Begum signified her ac¬ 
quiescence in these orders in a khureeta addressed to Mr. Lancelot Wilkinson, 
Pohtical Agent at Bhopal ; and as the Agent desired that a suitable provision be 
made by way of jaghire for the Begum ; and Whereas the Begum has consigned 
into my hands the sole management of the affairs of the State : I therefore have, 
with a view of promoting the comfort of the Begum, according to the advice of 
the abovementioned gentleman, agreed to grant the jaghires, etc., as beneath 
fixed ; and I engage that the Begum’s original jaghire including the sayer duties 
attached thereto, and the fort and lands of Islamnuggur yielding about Bupees 
17,000 or Rupee? 18,000 per annum, remain as heretofore in Her Highness’ posses¬ 
sion. The lands of the Baree pergunnah which are now khalsa, together with 
the cusba of Baree, are allotted to Her Highness in addition to her old jaghire. 
The garden and tomb (of the late Nawab), with the land originally attached to 
them yielding about Rupees 33,000 per annum, will remain in her management 
and possession as also the palace in which Her Highness now dwells, the Baolee 
Bagh, the Begum’s paora, and the Nuzur Gunj shops and her mosque, etc. The 
Begum is to refrain from interfering in any way with my management of the 
affairs of the State, and from seeking to do injury to my life in any way; and I 
will refrain from molesting in any way the Begum in the enjoyment of the above- 
mentioned jaghire, etc., during the period of her life, and will not seek to do any 
injury to her life in any way. The Government of India will hold either of the 
contracting parties transgressing these agreements in any respect responsible. 
It is hoped that His Lordship will be pleased to attach his signatme to this agree¬ 
ment in ratification thereof, that it may prove on any future occasion if neces¬ 
sary a full assurance, 

I shall ever seek with heart and soul to preserve the filial respect due to the 
Begum as my mother.

ARTtoLE to the Treaty of 1818 A.D, (1233 Hegira), 
between the Spate of Bhopal and the British Government,— 1849. 

Whereas the 6th Article of the Treaty of 1818 A.D* (1233 Hegira), between 
His Highness the Nawab of Bhopal and the Honourable the East India Com- 
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pany provides that the State of Bhopal shall furnish a contingent of 600 horse 
and 400 foot for the service of the British Government; and it having been subse¬ 
quently arranged, with the consent of both parties, that the force in question 
should be commanded solely by British officers, and that the provision of the 
stipulated number of men should be commuted for a payment in money equal 
to the maintenance of a suitable body of all arms, artillery, etc., as well as horse 
and foot; and Whereas it is desirable that the sum so payable should be fixed, 
and the Eegent Begum of Bhopal having offered to raise the contribution for 
this purpose to a gross sum of two lakhs of Eupecs in all, and the Governor-General 
of India having accepted the offer thus made: It is hereby agreed that, from 
the beginning of the Fuslee year 1257, corresponding with the 1st July 1849 A.D., 
the sum payable by the Bhopal State on account of the perpetual maintenance 
of a contingent shall be fixed at two lakhs of Eupees Bhopal currency per annum, 
and that no further sum shall be demanded from the Bhojjal State under provi¬ 
sion of the Gth Article of the Treaty of 1818 A.D. and 1233 Hegira*

Whereas during the rebellion Nawab Secunder Begum, ruler of Bhopal, rendered 
from loyalty good 8er\dce to the British Government and maintained order and 
peace in the territory of Bhopal: The Government, being highly satisfied there¬ 
with, has been pleased to grant in sovereignty pergunnah Bairsea to the Bhopal 
State from generation to generation. All the conditions which at present exist 
in respect to Bhopal shall apply to the pergunnah now conferred upon that State*

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued ; I hereby, 
in fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that, on failure of natural 
heirs, any .succession to the government of your State which may be legitimate 
according to Mahomedan law will be upheld. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the Crown, and faithful to the conditions of the 
Treaties, Grants or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Gov¬ 
ernment.

No. VIII. 

Translation of a Khureeta from Her Highness the Nawab Secunder 
Begum of Bhopal, dated 29th ^lay 1862, to the address of the Agent, 
Governor-General for Central India, — 1862. 

After compliments ,—Your letter, No. 339, dated 1st May, acquainting me 
with the arrangements which have superseded those formerly in force in respect 
to the contingent, has duly reached me, informed me of what I was previously 
ignorant, and removed the doubts from my mind which I had wished cleared 
away. Your letter states that the Supplementary Article of the Treaty of 1818, 
dated 29th November 1849, fixed at two lakhs of Rupees the aimual contribm 
tion of the Bhopal State for the perpetual maintenance of a contingent of all 
arms commanded by British ofixcers, for the security of the Bhopal Government; 
on this account a force of British European troops was stationed at Sehore, which 
by reason of damage to discipline was subsequently removed to Saugor and Mhow 
in order that a force, efficient and powerful be always available to afford support 
to the Bhopal Government in lieu of the former contingent; that the Bhopal 
levy and Central India Horse will be available for the ordinary duties of the former 
contingent. Although by this disposition there is an apparent difference from 
the terms of the said agreement with regard to the late contingent, yet in reality 
it is R practical fulfilment of the terms of the Supplementary Article ; for greater 
security and support is alforded to the Bhopal Government by the presence of 
European troops at Saugor anri Mhow than was provided for by the former arrange¬ 
ment. 
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Under tliese circumstances it is most desirable that there should be no ground 
for misconception and that the views of the Bhopal Government should coincide 
with those of the British Government. My friend, when these words of sound 
advice were well understood by me, viz,^ that the British Government in lieu of 
former arrangements had by the existing disposition of troops taken upon itself 
more efficient measures for the security and protection of the Bhopal State, they 
imparted perfect satisfaction to me ; in truth the new disposition is in accordance 
to my views and has removed all grounds for anxiety or misconception. 


No. IX. 

Khurbeta from His Excellency the Viceroy, to Her Highness Nawab 
Shah Jeiian Begum of Bhopal, dated 30th November 1868. 

I have received your khureeta, dated 3rd November, reporting the death of 
your mother, Nawab Sccunder Begum, G.C.S.I. This sad intelligence has been 
to me a cause of great sorrow, for in her the British Government has lost a staunch 
ally and a most devoted friend. I grieve, too, when I think of the sadness which 
must at present overwhelm you, and I wish you to know how heartily I sympathize 
with you in your bereavement. I have already caused to be forwarded to you, 
through the Agent, a copy of the Notification which the Government of India 
caused to be published on receiving the news of the demise of your lamented 
mother. At the same time, I desire to offer to you my congratulations on your 
accession to the musnud of Bhopal, and to express my hope that you, by wisely 
administering the affairs of the State, will prove a worthy successor to her whose 
loss we deplore. Be assured that the British Government is ready to extend to 
you the same regard and friendship as it did to your mother. 

In compliance with your request, I have much pleasure in recognizing vour 
daughter, Sultan Jehan Begum, as heir to the throne of Bhopal. 


No. X. 

Articles of Agreement between the Government of India and Her 
Highness the Nawab Shah Jahan Beogm, Ruler of Bhopal C sT 
for the constructioa of a Railway within the State of Bhopal,— 

1880. 

Article 1. 

Her Highness the Nawab Shah Jahan Begam, Ruler of Bhopal, agrees to 
give the sum of thirty-five lakhs of Rupees and Her Highness the Kudaia Begam 
ftgteos to give the sum of fifteen, lakhs of Rupees towards the construction of a 
Railway between the Great Indian Peninsula Railway and the City of Bhopal, 
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and if possible the Cantonment of Sehore, the whole amount to be paid in four 
annual instalments co mm encing from the month of January 1880. Should any 
portion of the sum payable by Her Highness the Kudsia Begam remain unpaid 
at Her Highness’ death, the State of Bhopal engages to pay the balance. 


Article 2. 

The profits on the sum of thirty-five lakhs paid by the State of Bhopal shall 
be enjoyed by the Ruler of the State of Bhopal in perpetuity, and the profits on 
the sum of fifteen lakhs of rupees paid by Her Highness the Kudsia Begam shall 
be enjoyed by her during her lifetime and thereafter by the Ruler of Bhopal in 
perpetuity. 

Article 3. 

Profits accruing on this Railway and its extension to Agra, should that be 
carried out, shall be divided in proportion to the amount respectively subscribed 
by the several States contributing to the construction of the through line from 
the Great Indian Peninsula Railway to Agra. 


Article 4. 

The construction and management of the line and entire jurisdiction within 
Railway limits shall rest with the Government of India, and the State of Bhopal 
shall have no right of interference therein. 


Article 5. 

The State of Bhopal shall give land within its territory for all Railway pur¬ 
poses, including all land required for stone quarries for the excavation of ballast, 
for permanent and temporary roads in connection with the construction, main¬ 
tenance and working of the line, for stations, etc., free of charge and rent, and 
shall afford all reasonable assistance in procuring labour and material for the 
construction of the Railway. The land taken up for temporary purposes will be 
restored to tlie State as soon as the necessity for it ceases. 


Article 6. 

The State of Bhopal shall levy no duty upon any articles which may be re¬ 
quired for the construction and maintenance of the line or for other Railway 
purposes, neither shall it levy duties on any articles conveyed by the Railway 
while they are in transit on the line. 


Article 7. 

A first, second, and third class carriage shall be appropriated for the personal 
use of the Ruler of Bhopal to travel in within the limits of the Bhopal State free 
of ohargdr

Whereas it has been considered desirable that the levy of transit duty on salt 
passing through the Bliopal territory shall cease, it is hereby agreed between the 
Government of India and the Government of Bhopal as under :— 


1. The Government of Bhopal undertakes to abolish all transit duties of what- 
ever description, on all salt passing through the Bhopal State. 

2. The British Government, in consideration of the loss which the abolition 
of the above duties will entail, agrees to pay to the Bliopal Government annually 
the siun of Es. 10,000 Government Currency, the said payment to have effect 

from the 19th September 1880, being the date on which the duties in question 
were abolished. ^

Highness the Nawab Shah Jehan Begam, Ruler of Bhopal, G.C.S.I., 
M.C.I., relative to the construction of a railway in the Bhopal State,— 


1887. 


Whereas on the 16th day of September 1880 an agreement was made between 
the Government of India and Her Highness the Begam of Bhopal which pro¬ 
vided, amongst other things, for the construction of a railway betvrecn the Great 
Indian Peninsula Railway and the city of Bhopal; and whereas, owing to the 
death of the late lamented Kudsia Begam, and to the course of other events, the 
circumstances contemplated by that agreement have been to some extent changed, 
and whereas it is desirable to bring the terms of that agreement into conformity 
with the altered condition of affairs: Now, therefore, the Government of India 
and Her Highness the Begam of Bhopal do hereby make and enter into a supple¬ 
mentary agreement as follows ;— 

I. _Article II in the agreement of the 16th September 1880 is cancelled. 

II, _For Articles III and IV of the aforesaid agreement, the following words 

and figures are substituted, namely : 


Article 3. 


“ The profits accruing on the aforesaid railway shall be divided in perpetuity 
between the British Government and the ruler of Bhopal according to the mile¬ 
age constructed at the cost of either party, tliat is to say, in the propo.tion of 
13 and 44. 


Article 4. 


“ The construction and management of the aforesaid railway (including full 
authority to enter into arrangements from time to time for its working hereafter) 
and entire jurisdiction within railway limits shall rest with the Government of 
India, and the State of Bhopal shall have no right of interference therein.”

Translation of a Yaddasht from Her Highness the Nawab Shah Jehan 
Begam of Bhopal to Lieutenant-Colonel H. Wylie, C.S.I., Poli¬ 
tical Agent of Bhopal, dated 6th Kabi-us-sani 1306 A. H.=10th December 
1888 A. D. 

After the usual compliments .—I received Colonel Ward^s letter to my address, 
dated the 23rd Rabi-ul-Awal 1306, together with translation of your letter 
No. 1411, dated 24th November 1888, to that officer’s address, on the subject 
of the cession of civil and criminal jurisdiction on the land taken up by the Indian 
Midland Railway running through the Bhopal State. In his letter above alluded 
to Colonel Ward wrote to say that as with the instructions conveyed in the Gov¬ 
ernment letter, no formal cession of jurisdiction was considered necessary it would 
be sufficient for me to send you a yaddasht on the subject as requested in your 
above-quoted letter to Colonel Ward’s address, and in your letter you have said 
that the Government of India does not consider a formal agreement necessary 
and that it would be quite sufficient if Colonel Ward were to obtain from me a 
yaddasht to your address stating that I cede to the British Govermnent the juris¬ 
diction above alluded to and send it on to you. 

Agreeably to your request I send you this yadda.sht in which I cede to the 
British Government the civil and criminal jurisdiction over the land occupied 
by the Indian Midland Railway within the Bhopal State running from Bhopal 
to Bhilsa. Within the limits of this laud British officials shall have administra¬ 
tive authority.

Supplementary Agreement between tbe Government of India and Her

Whereas on the 30th day of June 1887 a Supplementary Agreement was made 
between the Government of India and Her Highness the Begam of Bhopal, which

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pro7ided, amongst other things, that the profits accruing on tlie aforesaid Bail- 
way should be divided in perpetuity between the British Government and the 
Ruler of Bhopal according to the mileage constructed at the cost of either party ; 
and whereas it is deemed desirable that the division of profits shall be in propor¬ 
tion to the capital found by each party at the close of the period for which the 
accounts are made up : now therefore the Government of India and Her High¬ 
ness the Begam of Bhopal do hereby make and enter into a Supplementary Agree;, 
ment as follows :— 

1. For Article 3 of the Supplementary Agreement of the 30th June 1887, the 
following words are substituted :— 


Article 3. 

“ The profits accruing on the aforesaid Railway shall be divided in perpetuity 
between the British Government and the Ruler of Bhopal in proportion to the 
capital contributed by each party at the close of the period for which the accounts 
are made up. In the event of the Railway being worked at a loss during any 
half-year or other period for which the accounts may be made up, such loss shal[ 
be borne by the British Government and the Ruler of Bhopal in the same pro¬ 
portions.” 

This Agreement shall take effect from the Ist January 1891.

6. When the Railway is declared to be completed, and has been inspected 
by the Consulting Engineer to the Government of India, Lucknow Circle (or such 
other Officer as the Government of India may appoint), and passed by him as 
fit for the conveyance of passenger and goods traffic it shall be made over to the 
Company for working under the terms of this Agreement. Further, within one 
year of opening, for all descriptions of traffic, schedules shall be prepared by the 
representatives of the Railway and the Company, of alterations and additions 
to existing works, in which shall be included the estimated cost of spreading and 
packing j)ermanent ballast referred to in clause 5 above, as well as fixed machinery, 
etc., and of additional works, fixed machinery, etc., that may be necessary for 
the proper completion of the Railway, in accordance with the requirements above 
noted, or the orders of the Consulting Engineer, in view to the works, fixed 
machinery, etc., in question being provided at the cost of the Railway. A list 
giving particulars of all furniture and movable equipment at stations shall be 
prepared at the same time. 

7. Such schedules and list shall be submitted to the Agent of the Company 
in India, and when they are finally accepted by him on behalf of the Company, 
and by the Consulting Engineer, Her Highness’ Government shall hand over the

ment, on estimates sanctioned and approved by Her Highness' Government and 
the Consulting Engineer. 

11. During the continuance of this contract the Company shall have entire 
control of the Railway, shall siipj^ly all staff required for the supervision and 
working, including that for audit and accounts, and shall supply all locomotives 
and other rolling-stock, fuel and working stores required for the efficient working 
of the Railway. 

12. The Company shall charge generally such rates, fares, and tolls as are 
within the schedule of maxima and minima rates sanctioned by the Government 
of India from time to time for the Indian Midland Raihvay, and shall make such 
rules, conditions, and arrangements generally in respect of the traffic on the Rail¬ 
way as are now, or shall be from time to time, in force on the Indian Midland 
Railway; and it shall be understood that the Company will not make or give 
any undue or unreasonable preference or advantage to, or in favour of any parti¬ 
cular person or Company, or any description of traffic, or subject any particular 
person or Company to any undue or unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage, 
but shall do all in its power to develop traffic on the Railway. 

13. All costs, charges and ex])enses incurred by the Company in connexion 
with the maintenance, management, use and working of the Railway, and the 
conveyance of traffic thereon shall be paid by the Company, provided that, in the 
event of the telegraph lines and instruments not being the property of the Rail¬ 
way, the cost of the rent of the same shall be a charge against the Railway.

Agreement between the Governor-General of India and Her Highness 
Nawab Shah Jehan Begam, G.C.S.I., C.I., Ruler of Bhopal, for the 
eSective control and discipline of the Imperial Service Troops when 
serving beyond the frontier of the State, —1899. 

Whereas Her Highness Nawab Shah Jehan Begum, 6.C.S.I., C.I., Ruler of 
Bhopal, maintains a force of Imperial Service Troops for the purpose of co-operat¬ 
ing, if need be, in the defence of the British Empire ; and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Bhopal State, 
when associated with troops of the British Army, should be under the orders of 
the Officer Commanding the combined forces and subject to the like discipline 
and control as the officers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s Indian Army ; and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a 
British Officer should bo appointed to command any Corps of the Imperial Ser¬ 
vice Troops, though British Officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect 
the said troops; 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India of the one part 
and Her Nawab Hhuh Jehan Begum, G.C.S.I., C.I., Ruler of Bhopal, 

of the other as follows, namely 

1. Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State they shaU be attached to the command and under the 
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orders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force in which they 
are employed and such officer shall by virtue of this agreement be authorised to 
administer in respect to the said troops so serving the military laws and regula¬ 
tions to which they are subject under the laws of the said State and for that pur¬ 
pose and for the due preservation of discipline among the same to convene all 
such courts and to issue all such orders and to pass all such judgments and 
sentences and generally to exercise all such authority as may be lawfully con¬ 
vened, issued, passed and exercised by the authorities of the Bhopal State when 
the said troops are serving within the territorial limits of the said State. Pro- 
vided always that the execution of every sentence so passed in British territory 
shall be carried out under the orders of Her Highness the Begum or of some person 
to whom the requisite authority has been delegated by her. 

2. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her 
Majesty’s forces the said Nawab Shah Jehan Begum, G.C.S.I., C.I., Ruler of 
Bhopal, has embodied in the disciplinary law of her State applicable to the said 
Imperial Service Troops when employed on active service either within or with¬ 
out British India the provisioas mutatis inutmidis of the Indian Articles of War 
for the time being in force. The due application and enforcement of the said 
provisions in respect of the Imperial Service Troops aforesaid shall be carried 
out under the authority of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent, or 
Force aforesaid.

At the time of the establishment of the authority of the Hon’ble Company 
in Malwa in the year 1817, corresponding with the month Magh 1225 Fussilee 
Sumbhut 1874, the Pergunnahs of Koorwey Laonra and Surwassa with Kirwar 
were in the possession of the Nawab Akbar Khan, having been held by him for 
twenty-four years since the death of his father the Nawab Hoormat Khan; and 
it having been determined by the Company’s Government to preserve the order 
of things which existed at the above-named period of its occupation, how there¬ 
fore should the possessions which then appertained to the Nawab not descend 
to his heirs and successors ? Respecting the Sunnud, in a possession which 
belongs to the Nawab and not to the Hon’ble Company, it would be inapplicable 
and is not requisite. 

Article 2nd. 

Any of the brethren, kindred, subjects, or debtors of the Nawab who in 
opposition to his authority may prefer complaints are not to be received.” 



Reply. 

From a State not appertaining to the Hon’ble Company it is not customary 
for the officers of the Company’s Government to attend to representations pre¬ 
ferred in opposition to the ruling authority of such State. - In the case of the 
claims preferred by Eradut Khan, the brother of the Nawab, they were advantage¬ 
ously settled in order to the prevention of future disputes according to advice 
given at the Nawab’s solicitation.

After compliments ,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your Yaddasht, 
dated 28th September 1888, stating that you have received a letter from the 
Central India Agency to the effect that the States of Bhopal and Kurwai through 
which the Indian Midland Railway passes have both practically ceded jurisdic¬ 
tion on the land taken up by the Railway, though no formal agreement has been 
drawn up> and that a written cession of jurisdiction should be obtained from 
each Chief concerned and forwarded to Indore. 

2. In reply I beg to state that the civil and criminal jurisdiction on the land 
occupied by the Indian Midland Railway in the Kurwai State has (already) been 
ceded to the British Government.

Translation of aii Agreement on the part of Rawdt Newul Sing, Raj- 

GHUB, —1819. 


Seal of Rawut Newul Sing. 

Whereas from old a determined tankha or tribute has been paid to the Maha¬ 
rajah Alija Soubadar Dowlat Rao Sindia Bahadur by Rajghur, and whereas for 
two or three years past this tribute has not been regularly discharged and above 
Rupees 16,000, due on account of the present year, and still unpaid, I have now 
of my own accord and pleasure (in order that the tribute may henceforth be liqui¬ 
dated, and that no cause of delay or dispute may exist) resolved to separate 
and assign villages of Rajghur, according to a schedule herewith annexed, to the 
kamaisdar of Atmaram Punth in order that the tribute to the Maharajah may 
be realized from the revenues of these villages, and that no cause of blame or 
shadow of claim may in future exist; and through my desire to please the Maha¬ 
rajah I have separated the aftermentioned villages and made them over, along 
with the sayer and rights of every description thereunto attached, to the kamais¬ 
dar of Atmaram Punth from the commencement of the Fuslee year 1227, and I 
will not in any manner hereafter interfere with them or their inhabitants. 


And whereas the above-mentioned villages being generally much out of culti¬ 
vation and possessing but a stinted poj^ulation, the ex])enso of management and 
sebundee will be great, the same must be provided from their revenue ; for with 
this or any other claim respecting them I have henceforth no concern. And 
whatever omissions of tribute there may have been on my part previous to the 
year 1826, I consider myself absolved from the same in consequence of the present 
cession. 


I hereby under the foregoing considerations also agree to resign all claim to 
those sums on account of tankha, bhet, etc., which, through the favour of the 
Maharajah, my ancestors and I have been in the habit of receiving from the er 
gunnahs of Shujawulpore and Shahjehanpore. ® 


And whereas by concluding this agreement I have conformed to the pleasure 
of the Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia, as well as provided in future for the regular 
payment of the tankha and obviated all causes of complaint hereafter on either 
side, the Maharajah accordingly has graciously restored and confirmed to me the 
remaining part of my possessions (including the fort of Rajghur) which bad been 
attached in consequence of the delays and subterfuges that had ocourred in the 
payment cf the tribute,

Whereas it was settled with Kristnajee Pundit that the tribute from Eajgluir 
to the Maharajah Alijah Dowlut Eao Siiidia should, for the present, or Fuslee 
year 1226, be Eiipecs 23,000; and whereas Eupees 6,045 of the above sum has 
been paid through Kristnajee Pundit, it is now agreed that I should pay the re¬ 
mainder or Eupees 16,955 by giving a banker’s acknowledgment for the same 
amount. 

Whatever sums may justly be due and forthcoming from the villages now 
made over, on account of balances for the present year, shall be carried to my 
credit, and a corresponding deduction made from the amount for which the ack¬ 
nowledgment has been given.

settled by liiiuself. That he will inform the nearest officer in Malwa appointed 
by the Company of S"'di matters and abide by his decisions. Whatever thieves, 
pickpockets and plund(;rers or troublesome people from amongst outside ryots 
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may be within Rajgarh will, if required, be arrested and handed over to the officer 
in Malwa representing the Company Sarkar and if any thief, pickpocket, plunderer 
or any offender when demanded is not surrendered by the Rawat, the village in 
which he (thief, etc.), may bo found will be forfeited.

All is well here and I always pray for your welfare. You made a representa¬ 
tion at my Camp at Gwalior fort that you have from of old acted up to the orders 
of the Sarkar and the Sarkar has always similarly evinced its kindness and sup¬ 
ported you : that the Kamavisdar of the Sarkar accordingly took from you the, 
tanka due on the Pargana Rajgad year by year ; that meanwhile difficulties hav¬ 
ing prevented your paying the tanka on the date it fell due, therefore the Pargana 
of Kotra Bihar, Tallen, Pachhar pargana and Ratanpur pargana comprising 171 
villages were made over to the Sarkar; that if the Sarkar permits you would 
give security for the first year and (afterwards) pay the amount of tanka in 
Chandawad currency each year in two instalments on the 15th of Kartik Sudi and 
on the 5th Fagan Badi-Dakani (Reckoning), the villages being then restored to 
you : that you would comply with the orders of the Sarkar and fly the Sarkar’d 
hag and pay all current cesses, bhet, etc.', as before : should you default tlierein 
you would restore the parganas to the Sarkar. 

The Sarkar conKi(lorf.(i y^ur application and being satisfied with your good 
eontiiiiious conduct and holding that it was right to support you has been pleased 
to restore you the 171 villagi^g b‘4onging to the Mahals aforesaid on payment of

year after year from the said year, i.e., from San Khamas, Salasin, Mayaten,* 
Sammat 1891, excluding religious (Dham^^daya) gifts to Brahmins, maintenance 
grants (Padarakhi, Nemnukdars) paid up to last ym.

Kharita from the Hon’ble the Agent to the Govern or-General in 
Central India to His Highness the Raja of Rajgarh, —1921. 

It gives me much pleasure to inform Your Highness that the Government of 
India having regard to the status and position of Rajgarh State and reposing 
full trust and confidence in the sense of justice which has animated the Rulers 
of the State, have been pleased to confer on Your Highness and Your Highness’ 
successors, authority to dispose of trials of all classes of criminal offences com¬ 
mitted within the State by subjects of the State or others. This Kharita does 
not, however, apply to any criminal case in which the person accused or any oi 
the accused are Europeans, European British subjects, Americans or Govern¬ 
ment servants. The Government in extending the j)owers of the Ruler of the 
State in the manner described desire that persons sentenced to death, transporta¬ 
tion or imprisonment for life should b'c given every facility to present a petition 
for mercy to the Agent to the Governor-General. The consideration of such 
petitions would be the subject of communication between the Agent to the Gover¬ 
nor-General and the Ruler of the State, and pending such consideration execution 
of persons sentenced to death would be stayed. The British Government may 
at any time suspend or revoke the authority conveyed in this Kharita should 
circumstances appear to call for such action. The Government of India do not 
desire that as a condition of this grant of authority the Ruler himself must neces¬ 
sarily be burdened with the onerous work of trying all heinous offences himself. 

In certain conditions where efficient machinery exists or is created and thd Ruler i 
maintains effective c(.utrol and supervision over it, the Ruler may with advantage 
delegate his powers in the matter. The Government of India have accordingly 
been pleased to decide that after the provision of efficient machinery, such as the 
nomiaation of » Bench of experitoced judidal officers or of a Dewan or Judge 
possessing the essential legal (pwlifications for a Court of this nature, the author- i 
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ity conferred on the Euler to dispose of cases of a heinous nature may be vested 
by ]iim in such a Court subject to the necessary supervision and control of the 
Ruler himself, who as Euler remains responsible for the proper performance of 
these important and onerous duties. If Your Highness desires to establish such 
a Court, or to make alterations in such Court or Courts after establishment, you 
will no doubt elect to do so in consultation with the Political Agent who will be 
able to afford Your Highness useful advice on the subject.

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And whereas it has been found desirable to substitute for this contribution 
of salt the annual payment of a sum of money ; 

It is hereby agreed between the Government of India and the Chief of Nar- 
singarh that, in place of the salt specified as above, the British Government will 
pay to the Chief of Narsingarh a sum of Ks. 618-12 annually.

Aft^T Compliments, —For the freedom of commerce, for the ease and comfort 
of my people, and the prosperity of my State, a general notification is going to 
be issued, to the effect that from the Ist. proximo the levy of transit duty on all 
merchandise (excepting opium) is to be abolished within the limits of my State, 
and I trust you will kindly communicate this intelligence to the Government of 
India in a suitable manner. 

With the ending. 
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Tran.si,ation of a Provisional Aoreement concluded between Trakoor Aman 
S iNG, in behalf of himself and his son Sher Sing, and Tiiakoor Madho 
Sing on the part of the Eanees Gourjee, Rajawutjee and ■ Oomutjee ; 
the former the mother, and the two latter the widows, of the late Doorjvn 
Sal,—1819. 


Sher Sing, son of Thakoor Aman Sing, is to be acknowledged as Dewan of 
Kilcheeporc in the usual form, a respectable agent from the States of Raigurh 
and Nursingurh and the Chief of Gogurney attending to witness the ceremony, 
as also two respectable persons in the serAnce of the Maharajah Siudia, or the 
English Circar. In consideration of the youth of Sher Sing four of his relations 
and ten sebundees shall always remain witli him for his protection, and his mother 
shall also be at liberty to reside with him, and small donations on his part to reli¬ 
gious persona are to be respected and confirmed. 

2 . Through the mediation of the Maharajah Sindia a reconciliation will be 
cfEccted between Thakoor Aman Sing and his relations, and the family and ad¬ 
herents of the late Doorjun Sal, so that no molestation shall be ever offered to 
debar the former from visiting Sher Sing at their pleasure. 

3. The government of Kilcheepore will be conducted in the name of Dewan 
Sher Sing, under the direction of Ranee Gourjee, mother of the late Dewan Doorjun 
Sal, by Thakoor Madho Sing, Lalla Nonid Rao, and Sahjee, who have been here- 
toforc employed as managers of the country. 

4. In consideration of the limited means of subsistence which Thakoor Aman 
Sing and Thakoor Isree Sing at present possess, the following villages are to be 
assigned to them during their lives in addition to their present jaghires, subject 
to the toorkana now paid. 

To Thakoor Aman Singh—Kurohoteh and Rooppoorah.

of Patun. The Kamaisdar has also written to me to say that the revenue amounts 
to Boondee Rupees 33,500, which you will now remit to this place. The sum of 
Rupees 4-8, which remains due on account of the present year, may be remitted 
by a Hoondee through naib toomandar Hidayut Ali. As there was a man at 
Kilchipur sent by the Kamaisdar of Patun, so now, according to custom, a naib 
toomandar on my part will remain there. Send me a cojjy of the engagement 
according to which you pay the revenue.

It gives me much pleasure to inform you that the Government of India having 
regard to tlie status and position of the Khilchipur State and reposing full trust 
and confidence in the sense of justice which has animated the Rulers of the State, 
have been pleased to confer on you and your successors, authority to disimse of 
trials of all classes of criminal olicnccs committed within the State by subjects 
of the State or others. This Kharita does not, however, apply to any criminal 
case in which the person accused or any of the accused are Europeans, European 
British subjects, Americans or Government servants. The Government in ex¬ 
tending the powers of the Ruler of the State in the manner described desire that 
persons sentenced to death, transportation or imprisonment for life should be 
given every facility to present a petition for mercy to the Agent to the Governor- 
General, the consideration of which would be the subject of communication with 
you, and that in the case of a sentence of death you will not give effect to such 
sentence until intimation of the sentence being passed has been given to the Agent 
to the Governor-General who after awaiting the presentation of a petition for 
mercy will communicate with you regarding the execution of sentence. The 
ntish Government may at any time suspend or revoke the authority conveyed 
in this Kharita should circumstances appear to call for such action. The Govern¬ 
ment of India do not de.sire that as a condition of this grant of authority the Rider 
himself must necessarily be burdened with the onerous work of trying all heinous 
offences himself. In certain conditions where efficient machinerv exists or is 
created and the Ruler maintains effective control and sujtervision over it the 
Ruler may with advantage delegate his powers in the matter.

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ni.-SOUTHERN STATES OF CENTRAL INDIA AND MALWA AGENCY. 


Tlie Southern States of Central India (formerly Bhopawar) Agency 
was constituted on its present footing in 1882, by separating the duties 
of the Political Agent, Bhopawar, stationed at Sardarpur, from those 
of the Commandant of the Malwa Bhil Corps Tvho till then held the dual 
charge, and by abolishing the Deputy Bhil Agency at Manpur and in¬ 
cluding his charge in that of the Political Agent, Bhopawar. In 1891, 
however, the earlier system, by which the Commandant of the Malwa 
Bhil Corps held the dual charge, was temporarily renewed; but the 
charges were afterwards again separated. In October 1911 the head¬ 
quarters of the Agency were transferred from Sardarpur to Manpur and 
in 1914 its designation was changed. 

In May 1925 the Malwa Agency was amalgamated with this Agency, 
by placing both under one Political Agent designated the Political 
Agent in the Southern States of Central India and in Malwa. The 
Agency is now known as the Southern States of Central India and 
Malwa Agency. 

The Agency also includes the charge of a small tract of British 
territory, Manpur, surrounded by States and Estates. In 1924 this tract 
was declared to be a Chief Commissionership and the Agent to the 
Governor-General in Central India was appointed to be Chief Commis¬ 
sioner and Local Government for the purpose of all enactments in force 
therein. The area of Manpur is 49 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 4,565; and the revenue Rs. 54,900. 

The outlying portions of the Indore State, with the exception of the 
Parganas of Nandwai and Alampur, are in tlie political cliarge of this 
Agency for the purpose of routine matters such as extradition.

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Nine of the above Estates are held by guaranteed Bhuniias (alluvial 
proprietors) Bharudpiua, Chhota Barkhera, Garhi, Jamnia, Kali Baori, 
Kothide, Mota Barkhera, Nimkhera and Eajgarh. They are Bhilalas 
by caste and trace their origin from Marwar. Their holdings consist 
of villages held on lease from suzerain Darbars, and hamlets called 
‘ paras ’ or ^ puras \ These hamlets were originally held on a uniform 
payment of a fixed rent at Es. 3, subsequently reduced to Es. 2, per 
plough. The rent lias now been fixed at 50 per cent, of the land revenue. 

The holdings mentioned in the original deeds have, in many cases, 
undergone couvsiderable changes. In some cases ceidain of the villages 
were relinquished by the holders soon after the settlement, without the 
knowledge of the British Government: and in others there was either a 
change in possession of land, or a village was never made over by the 
suzerain Darbar. The actual holdings at present in the possession of 
the Bhumias are given in the individual accounts. 

The Estate of Larawat, which was then in the Bhopal Agency, lapsed 
to the Dhar and Dewas Darbars in 1879. 

In 1921, on the separation of the Gwalior Eesidency from the Central 
India Agency, it was decided that the Bhumias of Jamnia (who holds 
from Gwalior, Indore and Dhar) and Mota Barkhera (who holds from 
Gwalior and Dhar) should deal with the Eesident, Gwalior, in respect oi 
their Gwalior holdings. In the same year these two Estates came under 
the settlement then made with Gwalior with regard to their holdings 
from the Gwalior Darbar. 

Dhas. 

The Puar familv was one of the most distinguished in tltlfe early 
Mahratta history. Anand Eao Puar is usually considered as the founder 
of the principality of Dhar Avhich, w’ith some adjacent districts, and the 
right to receive the tribute payable by certain Eajput Chiefs, was 
assigned to him by the first Baji Eao Peshwa. Anand Eao died in 
1749, and was succeeded by his son Jaswant Eao Puar, who was slain 
in the defeat of the Mahrattas at Panipat. He was succeeded by his 
son Khande Eao Puar, and he by his son Anand Eao Puar, who died 
in 1807 and was succeeded by his posthumous son Eamchandar Eao 
Puar, on whose mother Maina Bai the administration temporarily 
devolved. Eamchandar Eao died early; but Maina Bai, wdth the 
consent of the neigh1)ouring Chiefs, adopted her 8i8t('r’s son under the 
name of Eamchandar Eao Puar. 

For twenty years before the British coi.quest of Malwa. the Dhar 
State was subjected t,, (.qu tinned series of spcdiations chiefly at tlie 
hands of Scindiu and Holkar, and was ])reservecl from destruction only 
by the talent and conrag,. of Maina Bai. By a Treaty concluded in 181*9 
(No. I) Dha^* taken under the protection of, aric agreed to act in 
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siiLordiiiate co-operation with, the Britisli Goveriinieiit ; several districts 
wliicli it had lost were recovered and restored to it; its tributary rights 
over the Ilajpiit States of Banswara and Dungarpur were ceded to the 
British Government; and it was arranged that the British Government 
should liold the Berasia pargana for five years, to liquidate a loan of 
Its. 2,50,000 which the Government agreed to make to the Dhar State. 

In 1821 the British Government mediated an Agreement (No. II) 
between Holkar and the Dhar State. Both States brought forward 
claims for lands near Bijaur and Dipalpur: and, as it proved impossible 
to ascertain the boundary cori-ectly, it wa^ agreed that the lands should 
be left neutral for the purpose of pasturing cattle. 

Ill the same year, by an additional Engagement (No. Ill), Dhar 
ceded the pargana of Berasia and the tribute of Ali Mohan to the British 
for an annual payment of Bs. 1,10,000. In 1831 the pargana was 
restored to Dhar, as the collections from it were less than the sum paid 
for it by about half a lakh of rupees; but, as the Dhar authorities could 
not manage the district owing to its isolated position and separation 
from the rest of their territories, it was .again taken under British 
management in 1835, on the undersianding that the surplus revenues, 
after meeting all expenditure, should be paid to Dhar. The payments 
continued to be made till 1860, when they were stopped as a penalty 
for the misconduct of those who directed the counsels and forces of the 
State during the events of 1857, and the jiargana of Berasia was made 
over to Bliopal as a reward for the services of Sikandar Begam of Bhopal 
during the mutiny [see Part II, Bhopal). 

In 1828 the pargana of Ninianpur Makrar in Nimai’ was made over in 
perpetuity to the management of the British Government (No. TV), on 
condition tliat tlie surplus revcmuc, after ])ayment of all expenses of 
administration, should be annually paid to tlie Dhar State. It was, 
however, restored to Dhar in 1830. 

Bamchandar Bao Puar died in 1833 and was succeeded by his adopted 
son Jaswant Bao Puar, who died in 1857 and u’us succeeded by his 
half-brotlier Anand Bao Puar, then 13 years of age. In 1857 bands of 
Vilayatis and Makranis, who had been encouraged by the weakness and 
intrigues of those in authority, obtained control and established them¬ 
selves in the fort, whence after a siege they were eventually dislodged 
by a British force. In consequence of the failure of the State to fulfil 
M*ts treaty obligations on this occasion it was confiscated, but was snbse- 
quently restored to Baja Anand Bao Puar (with the* excejition of the 
Berasia ])argana, as narrated above). It was, however, retained under 
British management until he should attain the age of 18 years, or until 

should become com])etent manage his own affairs. The ad?ninis- 
tration of the State was Anand 1864. 


SOUTHERN STATES OF CENTRAL INDIA— DAor. 

_ 1862 the Ruler of Dhar received a Sanad of Adoption {see Malwa, 

No. IV): and in 1867 he was granted a permanent salute of 15 guns. 

In 1864 the Raja engaged (No. Y) to cede to the British Government, 
with sovereign rights, such land as might he required for the construc¬ 
tion of a railway through his State, and to exempt all through traffic 
from transit duties. 

In 1879 the Estate of Larawat lapsed to the Darbars of Dhar and 
Dewas in proportion to tlie tribute formerly paid by the Estate: namely 
two thirds to Dhar and one third to Dewas. The Darbars provided 
allowances for the maintenance of the surviving members of the Larawat 
family, for their lives. 

In 1886 the Government of India acknowledged the jurisdiction 
(civil and criminal) of the Ruler of Dhar over the guaranteed Thakurs 
within his State, in all cases where such jurisdiction could be fairly 
proved to have become an established prescriptive right by reason of 
its long continuance. This agreement has now been accepted by all 
guaranteed holders. 

In 1887 the Raja abolished all transit duties in the State, 

In 1894 the Darbar adopted the British rupee as tlie sole legal tender 
in the State. 

Anaud Eao Puar died in 1898 and was succeeded by his adopted son 
Udaji Rao Piiar, younger son of Anand Rao’s half brother Sambaji 
Rao Puar, Appa Sahib of Multhan. 

In 1904 agreements in connection with a long standing dispute 
between the Darbar and the four guaranteed Thakurs of Multhan, Kaclii 
Raroda, Bhaisola (Dotria) and Rakhaigarh, regarding the collection of 
sayar revenues, were amicably arrived at. A mutual agreement \\a^ also 
concluded between the Darbar and the nine guaranteed Rhumias in 
regard to the right of the Darbar to levy sayar or royalty on the pioduce 
of the forests of the Rhumias’ villages held from the Dhar Darbar, when 
such produce is removed from the land on which it grows and is exported 
elsewhere. 

In 1914 the village of Dmrod, in the Sundarsi pargana, was trans¬ 
ferred with full rights to the Dewas State, Senior Rranch, and the 
villages of Tanda and Gowla, in the same pargana, to the Junior Rranch, 
in exchange for their assignments on the Nimanpur pargana. 

In 1918 Iho hereditary title of .Maharaja was conferred (No. VI) on 
(he Ruler of Dhar. 

Several questioriH in dispute between the Darbar and the guaranteed 
Thakurs and Rhumias in respect of their holdings from Dhar, regarding 
the .su; 3 erain olaiius of the Durbar, were enquired into l>y the Political 
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Officers and finally decided by ilie Government of India in 1920. Tlie 
decisions are a series of findings on impoidant points such as the right 
of tlie Darbar to exercise suzerain i*ights over the Feudatories in respect 
of civil and criminal jurisdiction, forest, excise, et6. 

Maharaja Udaji B-ao died on the 30th July 1926, leaving no male 
Issue. On the 1st August the Dowager Maharani, in accordance with 
the wishes of Udaji Bao expressed before his death, adopted Vikram 
Singh Bao, born on the 20th November 1920, elder son of Udaiji Ban's 
half-brother Bao Baliadur Setaram Piiar of Multhan. On his succes¬ 
sion which was recognised and confirmed by the Government of India, 
he took the name of Anand Bao Piiar IV. During his minority the 
administration is carried on by a Council with the Maharani as President. 

Tlie State has abolished customs duties and established town or 
octroi duty in lieu. 

The Darbar have forest and abkari rights in the subsidiaiy Bhumats 
in respect of tlie villages and Bhil paras that they hold from Dhar. 
The Darbar have granted civil and criminal powers to their subordinate 
Thakurs and Bhumias, guaranteed and unguaranteed, in respect of their 
holdings from the State. 

The area of the State is 1,777*85 square miles; and population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 230,333; and the revenue Rs. 16,58,500, 
exclusive of the alienated holdings. 

The State pays an annual contribution of Rs. 6,601-12 towards the 
maintenance of the Malwa Bhil Corps; the payment of a sum of Rs. 
1,200 having been capitalised by the Darbar in 1880, by the surrender 
of Government promissory notes aggregating Rs. 3 lakhs.

(11) MEDIATISED STATES AND ESTATES. 

1. Jhabua. 

Jliabiia was th)e principal guaranteed Cliiefsliip under the Bhil 
Agency as formerly constituted, and was originally tributary to Holkar. 
The family are Bathor Rajputs, and are descended from one of the 
former Rajas of Jodhpur. 

Kesho Das, a Bathor Rajput, did good service in the time of Jehangir 
in suppressing the lawless bands in south western Malwa. In retium 
for his services he was granted certain lauds in the district. During the 
Mahratta invasion of Malwa in the early part of the eighteenth century, 
Anup Singh, fourtli in descent from Kesho Das, was the Raja of 
Tbandla, now Jhabua, and his brother Indra Singh, was Raja of 
Amjhera, now lapsed to Gwalior. On the conquest, followed by the 
division of Malwa, the tribute from Jliabua fell to the share of Holkar. 
Subsequently, in return for the help promised ])y Holkar to Bahadur 
Singh, infant son of Indra Singh, to restore him to the gaddi of Jhabua, 
an annual tribute of Rs. 35,000 was imposed. Owing to the distracted 
condition of the country, Holkar was never able to realise the tribute: 
and an arrangement was made by which Holkar, by way of securitj^ for 
the payment of the tribute, took certain villages in the districts of 
Thandla and Petlawad and reserved to himself Ihree fourths ot the 
sayar of the whole State. He also received assignments amounting to 
Salim Shahi Rs. 15,333 on certain of the feudatoiy Thakurs of the State, 
who in addition pay British Rs. 5,153-11-3 to their own Ruler. Such 
was the relative position of the two States on the British Government 
becoming paramount: and the arrangement was confirmed hy Sir John 
Malcolm, although no written engagement was concluded. 

In 1821, in consequence of the disturbed state of the country and 
the imbecility of Raja Bhim Singh, be was required to abdicate in 
favour of bis son Partab Singh. The arrangements for the adminis¬ 
tration of the State were made through the mediation and under the 
guarantee (No. VIT) of the British Government. Bbim Singh died in 
1820: and on his death the three Parganas of Banapur, Kanas and 
Bhagor, retained by him on his abdication for maintenance, reverted to 
the State. Partab Singh died in 1832 and was succeeded by bis adopted 
son Katan Singh. Owing to the disturbed conditions in the State at 
the time, it was for some years taken undei the direct superintendence 
of the British Government. 

In ii( order to terminate the dual government resulting from 

the arraiigeinents f|ie collection of the tribute referred to above, it 
was arranged that Holkar s d(*inands on the lands in Thandla and 
Petlawad, Bie sayar (•ollections and on the flhabua Thakurs, should 
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be leased to Jhabiia for an animal rental of Rs. 35,000. The lease was 
for 5 years in the tlrsfc iustance, but was renewed for a further term of 
5 years, at the end of wJiicb the arrangement previously in force was 
revived. 

Ratan Singh died in 1840 and was succeeded by bis infant son Gopal 
Singh. 

Kaja Gopal vSingh did good service during the mutiny of 1857, in 
consideration of wliich he was allowed to exercise limited criminal 
powers within his State. All heinous offences are reported by the Darbar 
to the Political Agent, who ordinarily tries murders and other cases of 
exceptional importance in his own court, but has a discretionary power 
of making over to the Darbar for trial such cases as may seem advisable. 
The proceedings of the Darbar in such cases are subject to revision 
by the Political Agent. All sentences of death require confirmation 
i)y the Agent to the Governor-General in Central India. 

In 1804 the Raja agreed (No. VIII) to cede in full sovereignty such 
lands as might be required for a railway through his territories and to 
abolish all transit dues on through traffic. 

In 1805 Raja Gopal Singh, having permitted the mutilation of a 
person confined under suspicion of theft, was fined Rs. 10,000 and 
required to settle a j)ension of Rs. 15 a month on the injured man, this 
pension being under the guarantee of the British Government. 

In 1807 the Ruler of Jhahua was granted a permanent salute of 11 
guns. 

Frequent and vexatious disputes resulted from the joint system of 
government in Thandla and Petlawad and of sayar collection : and, in 
order to terminate them, an exchange of lands and villages w^is hronght 
ahont in 1871, by which Petlaw'ad remained with Indore and Thandla 
with Jhahua. All sayar dues were in future to he eollecded hy Jhahua, 
who weie to pay Salim Shahi Rs. 7,172 per :innnm for Holkar’s three- 
quarters share in the whole State excepting Petlawad, which had passed 
to Holkar. 

In 1887 the Raja abolished all transit duties in the State: and, on 
their abolition, the yearly sum of Salim Shahi Rs. 7,172, paid to Holkar, 
^as reduced to its present figure of Salim Shahi Rs. 1,278. A further 
^^nu of Ralim'Shahi Rs. 1,400 is also paid to Indore to equalise the 
revenue of some of the transferred villages. The tribute of the TJmraos, 
anioiintiug to Salim Slialii Rs. paid by them direct to 

Indore State: and Salim Shahi Rs. 2,014 are paid direct by 
Jhabua Darbar on account of three Jagir Estates which have 
^^^■lieated to Jhabua. 

la 1891 the Raja ceded, cost and with full sovereignty. Ihc 

land required for the Ratlani-Oodhra Railway which pus.ses through his 

‘'^tate. 
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Gopal Singh died in 1895 and was snreeeded by liis adopted sou the 
present Raja TJdai Singh, born in 187G, son of Thakiir Eaghiinath 
Singli of Khaw’asa, a tributary of Jhabiia. 

Raja TJdai Singh was granted full administrative powers in 1898. 
These were curtailed in 1900, but restored in 1918. 

Tlie area of Jliabiia is 1,380 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 123,932; and the revenue Rs. 3,49,997. 

The State pays Rs. 1,271-3-0 a year towards the cost of the Malwa 
Rhil Corps. 

The military forces of the State consist (1930) of 24 Cavalry, 74 
Infantry and 211 Armed l^olice with 4 serviceable and 5 unserviceable 
guns. 


The State avus liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 


2 . Bauwani. 

The Raiias of this State are Sisodiya Rajputs of the Udaipur family, 
vho separated from the parent stock about the fourteenth century. 
Fiom tlie beginning of the eighteenth century the ])ower of the Ranas 
of Jlai-wani gradually declined; their countiT, originally of considerable 
extent, was derastated by the Mabrattas; and at length only a strip of 
the Satpura range, 80 miles in length, with the lowlands on'either side, 
lenuiined to them. Phey did not, however, become tributary to any of 
the Malwa Chiefs. Mohan Sijigh was liana at the time of Sir John 
Malcolm’s settlement of Malwa. Ee was succeeded by his son Jaswant 
Singh. 

In 1801, owing to the incapacity of Rana Jaswant Singh, the State 
was taken under British management and remained so until 1878, when 

' a.s restored to the Rana, on the understanding that his continuance 
ui flppend on his ability to administer his State rightly. 

iie was succeeded by his brother Indrajit 
T)i\win T ^ remaining in the hands of the 

.-..IL ‘ ’ Rana Indrajit Singh, in order to test his capacity for 

*r-' pu in charge of the Anjar pargana of his State. The ex- 
pen niui pi ouiig fairly successful, he was recommended for further 
pouer,^. am in lammj-y 1880 full adininistrarive aiiiliorily in bis Stale 
uns ooncecct to blni^ distinct underslanding that the measure 

was tentatiAc and that, sliould it fail, it would be necessary to revert to 
file former arraiigcinent. 

ill 18 (»( Ihc Ktib-r q{ granted u pernmueiit salute of 

9 gun 
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A claim was preferred l)y Holkar in 18G8 to soTereignty over the 
village of Daiwara, situated in the heart of Barwani, on the ground of 
possession at the time of Sir rlolin Malcolm’s settlement. This was 
disproved hy the evidence, which showed that the village had been 
granied hy the Chief of Ihirw^ani in 1771 as a service jagir to Naro 
Ganesliji, Diwan of Ahalya Bai of Indore, and that for some years after 
1812 the Barwani State, having resumed the jagir^ received the revenues 
of the village. There was no evidence to show how the village passed 
from the successors of the Diwan to the Maharaja of Indore; hut, as 
the grant to tlie Diwan did not include sovereignty, and as the Maharaja 
failed to show that he held it on a different tenure, Government pro¬ 
nounced his claim to he untenable. In 188G Holkar’s right to collect 
excise revenue in the village of Datwara was disputed by the Barwani 
State: and it was decided that, as Holkar’s status in that village was 
simply that of a jagirdar, he, in common with other jagirdars, had no 
title to the excise revenue of Datwara. 

In 1908, to avoid future disputes, the State, with the sanction of the 
Government of India, purchased the Indore State’s rights in. the village 
for Its. 50,000. 

Bana Indrajit Singh died in 1894 and was succeeded by his son 
Kana Ran jit Singh. During his minority the administration of the 
State was carried on by a Superintendent under the direct control of the 
Political Agent. He was invested with full ruling powers on the 12th 
January 1910. 

In 1911 Rana Ran jit Singh was granted the title of His Highness, 
with a personal salute of 11 guns. 

During the Great War Rana Ranjit Singh seiwed in France in 1915. 

In 1910 Rana Ranjit Singh, was granted a sanad conferring on him 
certain powers, to bo exercised l)y him personally, in criminal case^. 
In 1921 he received a Kharita [sec Part II, Bhopal No. XXXVIll) 
conferring upon him and his successors enhanced criminal powers to 
dispose of trials of all classes of criminal offences committed within the 
Slate by the subjects of the State or others. The Kharita does iiot 3 
however, apply to any criminal case in which tho person accused or any 
of the accused are Europeans, European British subjects, Americans or 
Government servants. In extending <lie j)owers tlie Government of 
India desired that persons sentenced to death, transportation, or impri¬ 
sonment for life should be given every facility to present a petition for 
mercy to the Agent to llie Governor-General, the considerat ion of which 
Would he ilie subject of communication between the Agent to the Gover- 
nor-General and the Chief: and that, in the ease of a seiiienee of deaili, 
effe(*( should not be given 1^ sneli senteiu'e until intimati»^»u of the 
passing of the sentence hud beeu given to the Agent to the Governor- 
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General wlio, after awaiting the presentation of a petition for mercy, 
would communicate with the Ruler regarding the execution of the 
sentence. 

In 1921 the permanent salute of the Ruler of Barwani was enhanced 
to 11 guns. 

Rana Ran jit Singh^ died on the 2l8t ^pril 1930 and was succeeded 
hy his son the present Rana Devi Singh, born on the 19th July 1922, 
during wliose minority the administration is being carried on by a State 
Council. 

The area of Barwani is 1,178 square miles; the ])o])ulation, according 
to tlie Census of 1921, 120,150; and the revenue Rs. 10,31,495. 

Tlie State pays Hali Rs. 4,000 a year towards the cost of the Mahva 
Bhil Corps. 

The military forces of the vState consist (1930) of 19 Cavalry, 247 

Armed Police and 7 Artillery men, with 2 serviceable and 11 unservice¬ 
able guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of tlie Nazaralia rules Up to 
1911 wlicn, on tlie occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 


3. Alj-Hajpou.* 

The early hinlory uf this Stale is very unceHaiuj but it appears to 
have been founded by one Anaiid Rao Rathor about 1440. When the 
British power was established in Malwa, the State was under the control 
ol an adventurer named Musafir Makrani. Partab Singh, the Chief ot 
Ali-Rajpur, had died leaving a nephew Kesari Singh, who endeavoured 
to supplaut Partab Singh’s posthumous son Jaswant Singh. Kesari 
Singlj was driven out hy Musafir, who was the only Makrani leader 
aiiowf.l |,y the British Government to settle in Malwa. He had long 
X en in.in.ijrioot Ali-Rajjnir and was reccignised as manager of the State 
uiiiij, t le minority of Jaswant Singh. An Engagement (No. IX) was 
I I’^tween him and the Hhar Harbar hy which, in lieu

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reason, and with a view to promoting facilities of commerce with 
Gujarat, tJie British (Tovernineiit procured from Dhai’ the cession of the 
tribute of Ali-Kajpur at the time when Diiar made over Berasia to British 
management,* and agreed to pay Dhar Hali Rs. 10,000 a year in lieu 
of the tribute claimed by Dhar from Ali-Rajpur. This sum is collected 
from Ali-Rajpur by the British Government and paid to Dhar. The 
tribute having been alienated from Dhar, all suj^remacy of that State 
ceased as regards Ali-Rajpur. 

Jaswant Singh died in 1861^, leaving a will by which he divided the 
State between his two sons. It was a question whetlier this partition 
should be permitted. The neighbouring Chiefs were consulted by the 
Political Agent: and it was at last decided by the British Government 
that the will should be set aside and that Gangadeo, the elder son, 
should be recognized as heir to the Chief ship, subject to a provision in 
land for his younger brother. 

In 18G4 the Rana undertook (No, X) to give, with full jurisdiction, 
any lands that might be required for the construction of a railway. 

In J867 the Ruler of Ali-Rajpur was granted a permanent salute of 
11 guns. 

The incompetence of Gangadeo, and the anarchy whicli had pre¬ 
vailed since he was entrusted with power, compelled the British Govern¬ 
ment in 1809 to depose him and take the State under management. 
AluhaniJiiad Na jal Khan was appointed Superintendent, and Gangadco’s 
brother Rupdeo was associated with him in the administration, with a 
view’ to his being properly trained for the duties which would ultiinatnly 
devolve upon him as Chief. The allowance of the deposed Chief was 
fixed at Rs. 1,000 a month. 

Gangadeo, whose excesses had rendered him imbecile for several 
months pjcvions to bis death, died in 1871 and Rujnleo was recognized 

as his successor; but it was decided to make no change in the manage¬ 

ment of alTairs until ho should prove himself capable of administering 
the State. Rana Rui)deo was entrusted tentaiively with the inauage- 
nieni of alfairs in 187d, on the understanding that his continuance/in 
power would depend on the manner in which ho carried on the adminis- 
tiation. lie died in 1881 without inaie issue. 

As the privilege of adoption had not been granted to tbe deceased 

(.’bief, the State might liave been treated as an esebeat to Goveiinnent. 

It w’as decided, hoAvever, to forego the right, and to appoint a succevSSor 
to the (jaddi. After carefully investigating the qualifications and claims 

several persons, including the Cbieis oi DhaianuMir and the TIiakuiH 
nf Mayagaon and Phiilwal, the choice of Govpniment fell upon Bijaf

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Singli, ihe Tliakur of Soiiclwa, then a minor, wliose family was an off¬ 
shoot of the direct line of the Ali-Rajpur Chiefs and whose claims were 
warmly supported by the Ranis and the most influential persons in the 
State. 

The succession of Bijai Singh was, however, displeasing to Jit Singh, 
Thakur of Phulwal, who in the time of the previous Chief had, on 
account of his wealth and influence, ranked above the Sondwa Thakur. 
Owing to the lax administration of the Diwan, and more particularly 
by reason of his interference with the hereditary customs of the Bhil 
Patels and Tarwis, the Bhil population had for some time been in a 
discontented state. Thakur Jit Singh, taking advantage of this, induced 
the Bhil and Bhilala leaders, Bhawau and Chitu, to join him iii a rising 
in vliich many Makranis, headed by Dad Muhammad, joined, as well 
as a number of Yilayatis from Gujarat and Khaiidesh. The malcontents 
plundered the towns of Nanpur, Bhabra and Chaktalla, and threatened 
Ali-Rajpur; but on the arrival of the Malwa Bhil Corj^s they dispersed, 
and Dad Muhammad, the Makrani leader, was shot in a skirmish. 

Eventually the leaders, Chitu and Bhawan, were captured and 
brought to justice. Thakur Jit Singh escaped into Gujarat, where he 
soon after died; and his Estate was forfeited and lapsed to the State. 
\V hen the rising had been put down, the claims of all concerned were 
examined, the liereditaiy rights of the Bhil Patels and Tarwis were 
restored, and Thakur Jawan Singh, of Jhaknaoda, in Jhabua, was 
appointed Superintendent oi Ali-Rajpur. 


In 18S7 all transit duties were abolished throughout the State. 

Ill July 1890 Government sanctioned the tentative administration 
t)y Rana Bijai Singh of the parganas of Jfanpur and Katali; but, before 
he could be invested with these limited powers, he died on the IGth 
August 1890. 


As Bijai Singh left no male issue, his cousin Partab Singh of Sondwa 
was selected in 1891 by the Government of India to succeed him. At 
the sanie time it wa.s intimated that, as there were no heirs, direct or 
adopted, the State had again become liable to be treated as an escheat; 
and that Ihirtab Singh succeeded in virtue of his selection hy the Govern¬ 
ment of India, and not as a conse(|uence of aii}’ relationship, natural or 
Ihe lute Chief. A claim to the Chiefship, which was 
the Dhaiampur family on this occasion, was rejiMTed. 
‘Siiigh, wlio \vas born in 1878, was formally installed in 
During minority the State was managed hy a Kamdar 
rindei’ ihe supervision of (he Political Agent. He was granted adminis¬ 
trative powers in January J904. 

In 1911 the herediiarv title of Raja was conferred (No. XI) on the 
Ruler of Ali-Rajpur.

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In 1915 Raja Parial) Singh was granted a sanad conferring upon 
him certain ])owers, to he exercised hy liiin personally, in criminal 
cases: and in 1921 he received a Kharita {see Part II, Bhopal, No. 
XXXVIII) conferring upon him and his successors powers similar to 
those granted to the Ruler of Barwani {q,v.). 

In 1920 Raja Partah Singh was granted a personal salute of 11 
guns: and in 1921 the permanent salute of the Ruler of Ali-Rajpur was 
enhanced to 11 guns. 

The area of Ali-Rajpur is 830 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 89,364; and the revenue Rs. 5,50,090. 

The State pays R.s. 1,271-3-0 a year towards the cost of the Malwa Bhil 
Corps. 

Under the reorganisation scheme of January 1921, the authorised 
strength of the State Forces consists (1930) of: —

The State also possesses 2 serviceable and 2 unserviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the ocMiasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

4. JOBAT. 

The Jobat family are Rathor Rajputs, being an offshoot of the Ali- 
Raj2)ur family. The founder of the family is stated to have come ori¬ 
ginally from Fyzabad in Oudh in the train of the Rajput Chiefs who 
spread over Malwa, and to have aiquired his possessions by his own 
exertions, making Jobat his residence. 

In 1864 Rana Ranjit Singh agreed (No. XII) to cede such land as 
might l>e required for a railway passing through his territories. 

Ranjit Singh died in 1874 and was succeeded by his son Sarup 
Singh, who died in 1897 and was succeeded by his son Indrajit Singh. 

Indrajit Singh abdicated in Marcdi 1916 leaving no heir. The 
Government of India selected, as his successor, the present Rana Bhim 
Singh, second son of the Thakur of Borjhar Jagir, a collateral of Mu 
c.i’-tJiief. Rana Bhim Singh, who was born on the loth November 1915, 
'Va.s installed on the 18th June 1917. I)uiing hi.s minority the adminis¬ 
tration of the State is carried on by a Superintendent under the direct 
orders of the Political Agent. 

All tjansit duties have been abolished in the State. 


Not yet organised. 
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The Haua exercises full criminal powers except in cases exclusively 
triable by a Session Couit, which are tried by the Political Agent. The 
Rana has full civil powers, but in cases of value over Rs. 10,000 a 
regular appeal lies to the Political Agent, with a further appeal to the 
Agent to the Governor-General, who is the High Court on both sides in 
matters beyond the powers of the Chief. The Political Agent has 
revisionaiy powders, both in Civil and Criminal cases, for the prevention 
of gross injustice. 

The area of Jobat is 131 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 18,290; and the revenue Rs. 1,08,232. 

The State maintains a force of 4 Cavalry and 45 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

5, Kathiwara. 

The early history of Kathiw^ara is obscure. The Thakurs are dadun 
Rajputs. Thakur Zorawar Singh, on his death in 1865, was succeeded 
by liiK brother IVahadur Singh, who died in 1903 and was succeeded by 
his grandson the present Thakur Onkar Singh, born in 1891. 

The Thakur exercises full powers in revenue and civil matters, and 
tliose of a Magistrate of the First Class in criminal cases, residuary 
jurisdiction being exercised by the political authorities. 

The area of Kathiwara is 70 square miles; the population, according 
U) the Census of 1921, 5,200; and the revenue Rs. 47,803. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

G. Math WAR.

7. Ratanmal. 

The early historj^ of Ratanmal is very obscure. The Thakurs are 
Puai oj’ Pramar Rajputs. 

On Tliakur Abhey Smgh\s death in 1878, his son Dhirap Singh 
succeeded. He died in 1899 and was succeeded by his son the present 
Thakur Hasrath Singh, born in 1892. During his minority the State 
was managed Tinder the supervision of the Political Agent. It was made 
over to the Thakur in May 1916. 

The Thakur exercises full powers in revenue and civil matters, and 
those of a Magistrate of the First Class in crimijial cases, residuary 
jurisdiction being exercised by tlie political authorities. 

The area ot Ratanmal is 32 square miles; the jTopulation, according 
to the Census of 1921, 1,790; and the revenue Rs. 38,403. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up t(» 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

8. PAKIlATGAIin.^ 

The Thakur of Bakhatgarh I>ay8 annually io Dhar Hali Rs. 16,502 
Rnder a Settlement (No. XIII) made in 1818. In 1819 a dispute 
between the Thakurs of Bakhaigarh and Kac'hlii Haroda was settled 
(No. XIV) through British mediation, and tlie claims of the Bakhrtgarb 
Thakur on the villages of Dhangiklieri and Dudwal were recognised. 
That portion of the engagement which relates to these two villages is 
still in foice; but the former part of the engagement, regarding the 
Mandloi dues, is said to have been modified by Sir Claud Wade in 
1842. 

In 1853 Thakur Bhagw’aiit Singh succeeded his broiher Sawai Singh, 
who was the sun and successor of l^irtlu Singh, the Chief w ith whom the 
«ettlemeiit vhts originally juade. Bhagwant Singh died in 1869 without 
having adojited an heir, and left the selection to his widow*. Her clioicc, 
"ith the consent of the Dhar Darbar, fell on Partab Singh; and tJiis 
'Vu8 confirmed by the British Government.

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Partab Singh died in 1892, having adopted Sardar Singh of the 
Bhanibori family, to wliich lie liimself also belonged; and his sncression 
was sanctioned by the Government of India. Sardar Singh died in 1912 
and was succeeded by his son the present Thakur llai Singh. 

In 1901 Thakur Sardar Singli claimed that the villages of Bhat 
Bamanda and Barodia, which are mentioned in the Sanad of 1818, but 
which have long been in the possession of Kachhi Baroda, should be 
restored to him. Government decided in 1904 not to admit the claim, 
on the ground that Kachhi Baroda had been in uninterrupted possession 
of these villages for over a hundred years. 

The area of Bakhatgarh is GO square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 10,414; and the revenue Hs. 74,192. 


9. Bitaisola or Dotria. 

Tinder a Settlement (No. XV) made in 1818, Thakur Chandra Singh 
engaged to pay annually Its. 2,001 to Dhar. Chandra Singh was 
succeeded in 1809 by his brother Hamir Singh, and he in 1842 by 
his adopted nephew Bhim Singh. He died in 1892 and was succeeded 
l)y his son the present Thakur Gnkar Singli. 

The area of Bhaisola is 27-7 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 2,401; and the revenue Its. 24,777. 


10. Bharudpura.* 


Two engagements^ were mediated in 1820 and 1821 with the Dhar 
State by Sir John Malcolm on behalf of Manrup Singh, Bhumia of 
Bharudpiira. The first (No. XVI) granted six villages in pargana 
Dharampuri in perpetuity on an annual payment of Rs. 525, one village 
on an annual payment of Rs. 201 and fifteen Bhil paras or hamlets, 
some of which have been taken out of the Bhumia^s possession as a 
result of BubseijUeTit decisions by the political authorities. In conse¬ 
quence of a subsequent agreement between the Bhumia and the Dhar 
State, without the mediation of the British Government, he now pays 
only Its. 827 for the thiee villages still in liis possession. The guarantee 
is held still to extend to that portion of the original settleiiient that is 
still in foi'ce by tlie terms of the subse(|ucnt modified engagement. 


By the second (No. XVII) Manrup Singh was to receive Rs- ^300 
annually frr>m tlic Dharampuri pargana, and was answerable fnr a 
robberies between tlie Man and Karam rivers. In view of the dis¬ 
appearance of bis liability for watch and ward, and for payiuent o^ com 
pensation iii of thefts, the Bhumia now receives iiisi

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The Bhiimia also holds (No. XVIII) the village of Kanadipura in 
Maiidu in perpetuity, paying Hali Es. 40 a year: and in return holds 
himself responsible for all robberies in the village, and is liable to 
render military service. 

TJdai Singh, son of Manrup Singh^s son Bishan Singh, died in 189S 
and was succeeded by his eldest son Sawai Singh, who died in 1895. 
On his death the Government of India recognised the succession of his 
son the present Bliuraia Mukat Singh. 

The present Estate consists* of four villages and eleven hamlets or 
Bhil paras held from Dhar. 

In 1839 Bishan vSingh granted Cliiktiabar and otlier lands to his 
brother Amar Singh. The last holder, Xishen Singh, died in 1908 
without heirs. The family arrangement of 1839, which, though 
countersigned by Captain Sandys, the Political Agent, was not recog¬ 
nised as a separate guarantee, then ceased, and Chiktiabar reverted to 
Bhariidpiira. 

The area of Bharudpura is 32 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 2,040; and the revenue Es. 13,838. 


11. CiraOTA BABKHERA.t 


According to the original Settlement (No. XIX) mediated in 1820 
by Sir John Malcolm between the Bhumia of Chhota Barkhera and the 
Dhar State, the Bhumia was to have held two Inam villages and five 
on farm, on payment of Es. 853. In 1822, however, by mutual agree¬ 
ment between the Bhumia and the Dhar State, without the knowledge 
of the British Government, the arrangement was altered, the Bhumia 
relinquishing four of the five villages and retaining in his possession 
one village for which he now pays Es. 151. He was also to hold jointly 
with the Bhumia of Mota Barkhera fifteen paras but the Dhar 

Darbar actually gave possession of only eleven which were subsequently 
partitioned between the two, the Bhumia of Chhota Barkhera retaining 
six and Mota Barkhera five. In the original lease the Bhumia was 
made answerable, jointly with the Bhumia of Mota Barkhera, under 
penalty of forfeiture of his villages, for robberies in fifteen villages. 
The guarantee is held still to extend to that portion of the original 
settlement that is still in force under the subsequent modified engage¬ 
ment. ___

The present Bluiinia Bhairon Singh sueneerlefl his father Mnkat Singh 
in 1904. 

The Estate consists* of three villages and six hamlets held from Dhar. 
The Bhiimia is also in actual possession of the village of Gulha, one of 
the eight guaranteed villages held by the Bhumia of Mota Barkhera 
{q^v.) from Gwalior; which, in the division between the two Estates of 
Mota and Chhota Barkhera, passed to Chhota Barkhera and has been held 
by that Estate ever since. 

The area of Chhota Barkhera is 28 square miles; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 2,582; and the revenue Its. 25,547. 


12. GaRHT or BHATSAKHO.t 

The Estate of Garhi was founded by Barjor »Singh, third in descent 
from Jujhar Singh, tlie first of the Rajgarh family who settled in 
Kothide. By the mediation of Sir John Malcolm in 1819, (No. XX) 
Barjor Singh and his cousin Hathi Singh (who went to Kothide) were 
jointly granted by the Dhar Darbar six villages in the pargana of 
Dharampuri, viz., Pipalda, Balwari, Lodhipura, Dudhi, Kailabao and 
Bhodal. In return they were to be answerable for robberies committed 
by Bhils of their villages and were not to harbour robbei's. IJieir 
claims on ten paras or hamlets were also recognised. Hathi Singh, 
however, relinquished his claim on the villages; three were given up to 
the Dhar State and the remaining three, Pipalda, Balwari and Lodhi¬ 
pura, were granted on lease to Barjor Singh. The guarantee is held 
still to extend to that portion of the original agreement which is in 
force by the terms of the subsequent modified agreement. 

Bhumia Nnhar Singh was fourth in descent from Jujhar Singh. 
He was the son of Barjor Singh, who was included in Sir John Malcolm's 
settlement, and succeeded his brother Lacdnnan Singh in ]8(>4. lie died 
iii 1890 and was succeeded by liis ado])ted sou Kaghiinatli Singh, whose 
succession was sanctioned by the Government of India in February 1892. 
At the same time the status of Garhi as a guaranteed Bhumat was 
attilined. Raghunath Singh died in April 19'{() and the question of a 
successor is still under consideration. 


The present Estate consists of three villages—Pipalda, Tjodhipuia 
and Ikvlwari; and three Bliil paras—Pijdaj, Tmlipura and Dehrya—held 
fiom Dhar.

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The area of Garhi is 9 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 947; and the revenue Rs. 5,432. 

13. Jamnia.* 

The Bhumia of Jamnia is descended from Nadir Singh, the principal 
freebooter in the western Viiulhyas at the time of the settlement of 
Malwa. 

In 1800 Nadir Singh received from Scindia a Sanad (No. XXI) 
granting him in perpetuity four villages in Dikthan pargana on pay¬ 
ment of Rs. 251 annually. Tliis Sanad, which was guaranteed by 
Sir Jolin Malcolm, bears an endorsement dated in 1820, and this was 
probably the date of the guarantee, though the grant ran from 1806. 
Sir John Malcolm also mediated an agreement by which Nadir Singh 
was to receive from Holkar a tanka of Rs. 2,564 and to protect the 
country from Jam to Nalchha. 

On Nadir Singh’s expulsion from Malwa, his son Bhiman Singh 
received from Scindia, in 1819, a Sanad (No. XXIIT), guaranteed by 
Sir John Malcolm, granting him the village of Kunijrod on payment 
of Rs. 401 annually. The Bhumia now pays the Gwalior State Rs. 997, 
including cesses, for the five villages. 

In 1820 Bliiman Singh received, through the mediation of Sir John 
Malcolm, a Sanad (No. XXIV) continuing to him the tankas which 
liis father had received from Holkar (see No. XXIT, under which the 
Bhumia receives tankas totalling Rs. 2,505 from various districts): and 
in the vsame year Sir Jolin Malcolm mediated an Agreement (No. XXV) 
between Holkar and Bhiman Singh for the lease of the village of 
Kheri on Ijara Istimrar tenure, at a rent of Rs, 701, from which an 
abatement of Rs. 150 was made for the protection of the Durjanpur 
pass. 

In 1821 Sir John Malcolm mediated an Agreement (No. XXVI-- 
see also note to No. XVII) between the Dhar State and Bhiman 
Singh, under which he leoeived Rs. 65 from the Uharampuri pargana 
on condition of holding himself responsible for robberie.s. In view* 
of the disappearance of his liability for w\atch and ward, and for pay¬ 
ment of compensation in case of thefts, he now receives Hali Rs. 32-8-0. 

In 1833 Bhiman Singh received (No. XXVII) the village of Dabar 
in Hliarampuri pargana, on a quit-reJit of Rs. 1.50. 

In 1852 Bhiman Singh’s lease from Hvdkar of the village of Kheri 
Was continued (No. XXVIII) at an increased rent of Rs. 901. It has 
been decided bj’’ Government tliai the Bhuinia’s rights in this village,

as S6cur6d by the mediation of Sir John Malcolm in 1820, Tveie 
guaranteed in perpetuity. 

In 1868 an enqiiirj^ was made into the claims of Scindia, Holkar and 
Dhar to some of the 47 hamlets or paras held by the Bhumia of Jamnia 
independently of the lands guaranteed to him by Sir John Malcolm, over 
which Nadir Singh and his successors had exercised a ^//r^^Z-indepen- 
dent jurisdiction ever since the settlement of Malwa. Looking to the 
length of time which had elapsed, and to the inconclusive and doubtful 
nature of much of the documentary evidence that had been adducerl 
in support of these claims, Govemment decided to maintain the exist¬ 
ing arrangements and to continue to the Bhumia the exercise of juris¬ 
diction within the 47 paras, subject only to the control of the Political 
Agent and without interference on the part of the authorities of the 
adjoining States. A Sanad (No. XXIX) was granted to the Bhnniia 
in 1871, confirming him in the possession of the 47 hamlets. An appeal 
against this decision w'as preferred by Holkar, but Government decliueci 
to re-open the case. 

The Bhumia also receives an allowance of Es. 80 per mensem from 
the British Government in virtue of his hereditary office of Eisaldar 
in the Bhumia Police. 

Bhiman Singh was succeeded by his son Moti Singh, and he in 
1863 by Hamir Singh, who died in 1924 and was succeeded by his 
eldest son the present Bhumia Eaghunath Singh. 

The Estate consists* of 47 villages held from the British Govern¬ 
ment, one from Dhar, one from Indore and five from Gwalior. 

The area of Jamnia is 39 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 2,042; and the revenue Es. 33,624. 


14. Kachhi Baroda. t 

In 1818 a Settlement (No. XXX) was made by Sir John Malcolm 
with Bhagwani Singh of Kachhi Baroda, by which the Thakur received 
sixteen villages, subject to an annual payment of Es. 9,459 to Dhar, 
and engaged to be responsible for the peace of the villages. Bhagwant 
Singh died in 1856 without direct heirs. The matter was not reported 
to the Government of India; but, under instructions from E,.

Hamilton, then Agent to the Governor-General at Indore, the Dhar 
State was informed that, as the Thakurai had become vacant, the 
guarantee of the British Government was at an end. Bhagwant Singh^s 
widow, however, adopted Dalel Singh: and the adoption was confirmed 
by the Dhar State. 

In 1864 the case came under the notice of Government: and it was 
decided that the abolition of the guarantee was contraiy to the policy 
and previous practice of the British Government. The guarantee was 
therefore restored. 

Thakur Dalel Singh died in 1896 ai^d was succeeded by his eldest 
son Zalim Singh, who died in 1906 and w^as succeeded by his son the 
present Tliakur Beni Madho Singh. 

In 1901 the Thakur of Bakhatgarh claimed the two villages of 
Bhat Bamanda and Barodia, on the ground that they were mentioned 
in the Sanad granted to him in 1818; but it was decided in 1904 that, 
as the villages had been in the uninterrupted possession of Kachhi 
Baroda for more than a hundred years, they should remain in the 
possession of Kachhi Baroda. 

The area of Kachhi Baroda is 34 square miles; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 7,455; and the revenue Rs. 54,781. 


15. Kali Baori. 

Two engagements were mediated by Sir John Malcolm in 1820 and 
1821 between Bhiimia Sawant Singh and the Dhar State. By the first 
(No, XXXI) the Bhumia pays Hali Rs. 501 yearly in perpetuity to 
the Kamasdar of Dharampuri, in consideration of which lie holds six 
villages and is answerable for the prevention of robberies. By the 
second (No. XXXII) he received Hali Rs. 1,377 as well as Rs. 123 
zamindari from the pargana of Dharampuri, in return for wdiich he 
undertook to guard the pargana and to be answerable for robberies. 

In view of the disappearance of his liability for watch and \vard, and 
for payment of compensation in case of thefts, he now receives British 
Rs. 583-7-7. 

The present Bhumia Sumer Singh, fiftli in descent from Sawant 
Singh, succeeded his father Bhagwant Singh in 1909. 

The Estate holds from Dhar, besides the six villages of Kali Baori, ' 
Rama Dhama, Walipur, Hasanpur alias Kala Pani, Dhapla and Chitri, 
the two Bhil paras of Titipura and Ramgarh. 

The area of Kali Baori is 20 square miles; the population, accord- 
liig to the Census of 1921, 2,539; and the revenue Rs. 16,210.

16. Kothide. 

The Estate of Kothide was founded by Hathi Singh, third in descent 
from Jujliar Singli {see 12, Garhi or Hhaisakho). By tlie mediation of 
Sir John Malcolm in 1819 (see No. XX) Hathi Singh and his cousin 
Barjor Singh (who went to Garhi) were jointly granted by the Hhar 
Darbar six villages in the pargana of Hharampuri. In return they 
were answerable for robberies committed by Bhils of their villages 
and were not to harbour robbers. Their claim on the paras or hamlets 
was also recognised. Hathi Singli, however, reliiupiished his chum 
on the six villages, retaining the paras in his possession. The 
guarantee is held still to extend to that portion of the original agree¬ 
ment which is in force by the terms of the subsequent modified agree- 
ment. 

Jtoti Siugh, grandson of Hathi Singh, died in 1895 and was sue- 
ceeded by hi.^brother Daulat Singh, who died in 1901 and was succeeded 
by his son the present Bhumia Mohan Singh. 

The present Estate consists of 9 Bhil paras held from the Hhar 
State; —

17. Mota BARKmuA.^ 

The Bhumia has relations both with Hhar and with Scindia, settled 
l)y Sir Tohn Malcolm in 1820. By the settlement with Hhar (No. 
XXXTTT) he was to hold in the jDargana of Dharampuri seven villages 
on a payment of Rs. 1,526 yearly; in the pargana of Nalchha three 
villages on a perpetual rent of Rs. 201 ; and in the pargana of dahangir- 
pur one village in perpetuity on payment of Rs. 61 annually. He was 
also to hold joinily with the Bhumia of Chhota Barkhera 15 Bhil 
paras but the Dliar Darbar actually gave possession of only 11 which 
were Rubse([uently ])artitioned between the two, the Bhumia of Mota 
Barkhera retaining 5 and Chhota Barkhera 6. He was to be answerable 
for robberies within his limits, under penalty of forfeiting bis villages. 
Tlie Bluiniia now pay.s E.s. 8(iG only for tliree villages in Dbarampuri, 
four having been given back, and the payment having been reducec ly 
•.igreemeiif wilh the Hhar State, without the knowledge or " 

the British Gr)vei nment, in 1828 (see last document under No. XXXIIJ). 
The guarantee, howovcv, held .still to extend to, that portion o. tie 

“Malwa”. Nos. 8 apd U of Bohpdnl® No. ITT, 
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orig^inal settlement that is still in force under the subsequent modified 
engagement. 

Tlie original settlement with Rcindia (No. XXXIV) was given to 
Bluiinia Fateli Singh. By this the Bh\imia is to hold certain villages 
in the Sagor pargana in ])erpetuity, paying a revenue of Rs. 1,503 
besides dues (as to which see No. XXXVTI) which raise the amount 
of his payments to Rs. 1,641. Tlie Blnimia also holds (No. XXXVI) 
in perpetuity live villages in Scindia’s pargana of Dikthan; for these 
villages he now pays Rs. 1,403-8. 

Bharat Singh, grandson of Fateh Singh, died in 1896 and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his adopted son Daulat Singh, who died in 1912 and was 
succeeded by his elder son the present Bhumia Nain Singh. 

The Estate of Mota Barkhera consists* of 7 villages and 5 Bhil paras 
lield from llliar, and 8 villages held from Gwalior. 

The area of Mota Barkhera is 52 square miles; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 4,782; and the revenue about 
Rs. 53,000. 

Kathorm.—The family of Kathoria is 'an offshoot of the Mota 
Barkhera family. 

In 1834, owing to disputes between Chain Singh and Hate Singh, 
son of Fateh Singh, a Settlement (No. XXXV) was effected by Captain 
Sandys, under which the village of Kathoria (one of the villages held 
from Dikthan by Mota Barkhera through Sir John Malcolm’s media¬ 
tion) was awarded to Chain Singh in return for an annual payment 
of Rs. 361-8-0 to Mota Barkhera. The Bhil para of Shikarpura 
(one of the paraa held jointly from Dhar by Mota and Chhota 
Barkhera through Sir John Malcolm’s mediation but subsequently parti¬ 
tioned between the two) was also awarded to Chain Singh, who became 
responsible for the yearly payment of Rs. 2 per plough (now 50 per 
cent, of the land revenue) to the Darbar, and also for the payment of 
zamindars’ haks. ^Two hundred and fifty bighas of cultivated land in 
two villages of Mota Barkhera were also granted rent-free to the Bhumia 
and Rs. 14 yearly on account of bhet in seven villages. ’

Singh, succeeded his uncle Kishor Singh in 1916. 

The gross i*evenue of the Evstate is Rs. 4,420. 

18. Multhan.* 

The Thakur pays to the Dhar State Hali Rs. 18,044 under an 
Engagement (No. XXXVIII) concluded with Tliakur Sawai Singh in 
1818, through the mediation of Sir John Malcolm. 

Thakur Sawai Singh died in 1849, and was succeeded by his son 
Dalpat Singh, who died in 1900 leaving no heir, natural or adopted. 
Kunwar Bharat Singh, younger son of the Raja of Sailana, was even¬ 
tually adopted by the Dowager Thakurain of Multhan and was selected 
by the Government of India as the successor of Dalpat Singh. 

The area of Multhan is 100 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 11,221; and the revenue about Rs. 91,000. 


19. NlMKIIEllA.t 

Under a Settlement (No. XXXIX) effected by Sir John Malcolm 
in 1820, the Bhumia holds the village of Tirla in hereditary succession, 
paying annually Hali Rs. 500 tanka, and is answerable for all robbeiies 
between Dhar and Sultanpur, under penalty of forfeiture of the village. 
The Bhumia further pays Rs. 60 as zamindari and dami bhet. 

The original grantee was Sheo Singh, who was succeeded by his son 
Bhima Singh, and he by his adopted son Kaiiak Singh. In 1863 Go¬ 
vernment sanctioned the adoption by Kanak Singh of his cousin Daryao 
Singh as his successor, in the event of failure of diiect male heiis. 
Kanak Singh died in 1864 without issue, and Daryao Singh accordingl;v 
succeeded to the tanka. Daryao Singh died in 1894 and Avas succeeded 
by his eldest son Indrajit Singh, who died in 1918, without male 
issue, and was succeeded by his brother Daulat Singh. He died in 
1922, and was succeeded by his eldest son the present Bhumia Ganga 
Singh. 

The area of Nimkhera is 107 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 5,353; and the revenue Rs. 61,677. 


20. RAJGAEH.t 

The Bhumia held on lease from Dhar 12 villages in the Dharampuri 
pargana. By a Deed (No. XL) executed in 1821 he relinquished 10 
out of the 12 villaffes and retained po.ssession of the remaining two 
villages of Chandawar and Bhawania on a yearly payment of Bs. d02, 
and an agjeement to keep the roads free from thieves, and to he answei-r 
able for all robberies. _

The guarantee is held still 
to extend to that portion of the original agreement that is still in force 
Under the subsequent modified agreement. 

I]i 184G Sir E. Hamilton mediated for the Bhumia a confirmation 
(No. XLTTI) of liis haks in Hasilpnr under which he now receives 
Es. 50 yearly from that Ivacliehri, and lias j)ossession of 12 bighas of 
in igated land in Sihod, togetliei* with other dues in that village. 

In 18G9 tlie claims of Holkar and Dliar to the villages of Eajgarh 
and Dlial, which had been in the undisputed possession of tlie Bhumia 
of Eajgarh since the settlement of Malwa, were investigated : and it 
was decided l)y Government that the Bhumia should enjoy the same 
authority as he had hitherto exercised in the villages in question, 
subject only to the control of the I^olitical Agent, and without any 
interference on the part of Indore or Dhar. A 8anad (No. XLIV) 
was granted to the Bhumia in 1871 confirming him in the possession 
of tliese villages. He also receives an allowance of Es. 30 per mensem 
from the British Government in virtue of his hereditary office of 
demadar in the Bhumia Police. 

In a l)oundary dispute between Dhar and Indore it was decided 
that two of tlie paras, Helabawar and Bhedlia, wilh their puras, held 
from Dhar (see No. XL) belonged to Indore State. The Bhumia was 
dispossessed of them in 18G0 by Indore, who contested his right to 
their possession : and it was only in 1887 that he was again put in 
possession of them. He holds them on the same terms as he holds 
Jamanjhiri from Dhar. The Bhumia deals with the Indore Darbar in 
respect of ihe villages of Helabawar and Bhedlia. 

The original tankadars were Mohan Singh and his son Fateh Singh. 
Hatlii Singh succeeded his father Fateh Singh; and Chain Singh 
^^Ufceeded his brother Hathi Singh in 1864. Chain Singh died in 1899, 
^^ud was succeeded by his eldest son Eatan Singh who died in April 
1930 and was succeeded by his nephew the present Bhumia Earn Singh. 

The Estate consists of three villages—Eajgarh and Dhal with their 
puras held from the British Government, and Bhawania from Dhar—

and three Bhil paras—Jamanjhiri with its puras from Dhar, and 
Bhedlia and Helabawar with their puras from Indore. 

The area of Rajgarh is 36 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 728; and the revenue Bs. 18,438. 


(Ill) LAPSED ESTATES.

In 1818 Vithal Rao Puar was gianted (No. XLV), under British 
mediation, the shares of the States of Dhar and Dewas in the pargana 
of Siindersi. He died in 1834 and was succeeded hv his son Madho 
Rao, who died, without heirs, in 1849. It was then decided that the 
Estate should lapse; but it was continued, under British mediation 
(No. XLVI) to Ramchandra Rao, illegitimate son of Madho Rao, for 
life. On his death in 1879, the Estate lapsed to the Dhar and Dewas 
Darbars.

Treaty between the. Honourable the English East India Company and 
RaMchunder Kao Puar, Rajah of Dhar, his heirs and successors, con¬ 
cluded on the part of the Honourable East India Company by Brigadier- 
General Sir John Malcolm, K.C.B. and K.L.S., Political Agent for 
the Most Noble the Governor-General, and Bapoo RagonauT oh the 
part of Ramchunder Rao Puar, Rajah of Dhar, the said Brigadier- 
General Sir John Malcolm being invested with full power and authority 
by the Most Noble Francis, Marquis of Hastings, K.G., one of His 
Britannic Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, appointed by 
the East India Company to direct and control their affairs in the East 
Indies, and the said Bapoo Ragonaut being invested with like power and 
authority from Ramchunder Rao Puar, Rajah of Dhar, — 1819. 

Article 1. 

There shall be perj)etual peace, friendship, and unity of interests between 
the British Government and Ramchunder Rao Puar, Rajah of Dhar, his heirs 
and successors, and the friends and enemies of the one State shall be the friends 
and enemies of the other. 

Article 2. 

Ramchunder Rao Puar, Rajah of Dhar, agrees to act in subordinate co-opera¬ 
tion with the British Government, and to have no intercourse or alliance, private 
or public, with any other State, but secretly and openly to be the friend and ally 
of the British Government; and at all times when that Government shall require, 
the Rajah of Dhar shall furnish troops (infantry and horse) in proportion to his 
ability. 

Article S. 

The-British Government agrees to protect the State of Dhar and its depen¬ 
dencies, viz., Budnawur, Bairsea, Kooksce, Derhampore, Sooltanabad, Bulkiar, 
Naulcha, Loaree, and Khurwarrah, in the province of Jowut and Lallghur Doongla, 
and to secure them and the tribute of Alice to Ramchunder Rao Puar, Rajah 
of Dhar, his heirs and successors. 

Articj.e 4. 

The British Government agrees to make Jeswimt Sing, Rajah of Allee, restore 
the pergunnah of Kooksee and tribute of Alice to Ramchunder Rao Puar, Rajah 
of Dhar ; and further to aid the said Rajah of Dhar in all his legitimate claims 
upon the Rajput Chiefs of Budnawur. 

Article 5. 

Ramchunder Rao Puar, Rajah of Dhar, agrees upon the part of himself his 
lieits and successors, to make over to the British Government, in lieu of the ex¬ 
pense it may incur by protecting his countrv, all his tributary rights in the prin¬ 
cipalities of Banswarra and Doongurpore* 
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Article 6. 


The British Government agrees to restore to Ramchunder Rao Puar, Rajah 
of Dhar, the province of Bairsea, lately conquered from the Pindarees upon the 
following stipulations, viz., that the British Government retain possession of the 
aforesaid pergunnah, for a term of five years, commencing from the 29th day 
of March, A.D. 1819, corresponding to the month of Chytc Soodee Pratipada 187G 
Sumbut Bickramajeet, and to 29th day of the month of Jemmadee-ul-Awul 1234 
Hegira, for the purpose of liquidating a loan of two lakhs and fifty thousand Hallec 
Rupees (Rupees 2,50,000) to be made by the British Government to the State 
of Dhar ; upon the expiration of the above term on the 29th of March A.D. 1824, 
corresponding to the 29th of Jemmadee-ul-Awul, 1239 Hegira, all the gain or loss 
occurring from the possession of the pergunnah to belong exclusively to the British 
Government, who is to have the option of continuing to hold the pergunnah from 
the Dhar government, or to let it to any other State, as it may deem expedient, 
it being distinctly understood that Ramchunder Rao Puar, Rajah of Dhar, his 
heirs and successors, are to have no claim to exercise authority in the said per¬ 
gunnah, which is to be confined to the management of the British Government, 
who will pay to the Dhar State the revenue and produce of the aforesaid per¬ 
gunnah. 

This Treaty, consisting of six Articles, has this day been settled by Brigadier- 
General Sir John Malcolni^ K.C.B. and K.L.S., Political Agent for the Most Noble 
the Governor-General, on the part of the Honourable the English East India 
Company, and Bapoo Ragonaut on the part of Ramchunder Rao Puar, Rajah 
of Dhar, his heirs and successors; Brigadier-General Sir John Malcolm, K.C.B. 
and K.L.S., has delivered one copy thereof in English, Persian, and Hindi, signed 
and sealed by himself to the said Bapoo Ragonaut, from whom he has received 
a counterpart of the same, bearing his seal and signature, and confirmed by that 
of Ramchunder Rao Puar, Rajah of Dhar. 

Brigadier-General Sir John Malcolm, K.C.B. and K.L.S., engages that a copy 
of the'said Treaty, ratified by the Most Noble the Governor-General, in every 
respect a counterpart of the Treaty now executed by himself, shall be delivered 
to Bapoo Ragonaut within the space of two months from this dare, upon which 
the one now executed shall be returned.

Translation of an Engagement executed between Holkar and Dear in 
regard to Mouza Bijore in Pergunnali Dhar and Mouza Sungrode in 
Pergunnah Depalporc in Indore, in the time of General Malcolm, 
dated I9th Shiial 1236, A.H., corresponding with 20th July 1821. 

I or many years there has been a dispute between the zemindars of mouza 
Bijore in pergunnah Dhar and mouza Sugrod in pergunnali Depalpore regarding 
lands situated on the boundaries of these two villages. As no agreement could 
be come to, Maharajah Mulhar Rao Holkar and Rajah Ramchunder Rao Puar 
of Dhar referred the case for decision to Major General Sir John Malcolm who 
deputed Captain Dangerfield to the boundaries of the villages to enquire into the 
merits of the case. Captain Dangerfield, having surveyed the disputed lands, 
submitted a report to General Malcolm, who finally decided that both parties 
should at all times respect the boundaries fixed and agreed to by the disputants 
in the time of the late Ahilla Bai and raise no objection thereto ; and that both 
parties should agree to the measurement made by Captain Dangerfield and re¬ 
corded in the Government office. For their guidance this deed recording the 
boundary settlement made by the Bai Sahiba is written. The lands lying between 
the bank of the Chumbul and the point which the Bai Sahiba has marked by 
sugar mill stones have, after clue enejuiries, been reserved ue grazing land for the 
cattle 6f the aforesaid two villages. Neither of the contending parties will ever 
lu future raise any dispute in respect to the boundaries of the above lands or 
bring forward any claim thereto. The cattle of both villages shall graze without 
lot or hinderance on those lands. No person shall be. permitted to cultivate the 
above grazing lands. The Bijore people will cultivate the remaining land and 
none of the contending parties shall interfere with such cultivation. The lands 
of the village of Sugrod having been measured under the superintendence of 
Janardan Trimbak Amil of mouza Sugrod in pergunnah Depalimre, Sundar Ramali, 
karkoon of Holkar, Beniram in the employment of the Puar Circar, and the patail 
and patwari of Bijore in pergunnah Dhar the boundaries thereof have been defined 
as follows:— 

The eastern boundary extends to the bank of the Chumbul and the western 
l>oundary to the mosque. Boundary pillars have been erected on the east, west, 
»orth and south. The lands which he between the mosque and the boundary 
pillars measure 804 beegahs. The lands which formed the subject of dispute, 
iind which have been reserved as pasturage for cattle and will ever continue so, 
Stretch eastward to the pillars erected on the boundary of Bijore in pergunnah 
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Dhar; westward to the pillars erected on the boundary of the arable lands of 
mouza Bijore in pergunnah Dhar ; southwards to the pillars erected on the boun¬ 
dary of Sheogarh in pergunna Depalpore ; and northward to the pillars erected 
on the boundary of mouza Shahada in pergunnah Depali>ore. The above terms 
define the boundaries which have been fixed. 

This engagement has been executed by the contending parties.

No. III. 

Engagement between the Honourable East India Company and Rajah 
Ramchunder Rao Puar, of Dhar, as follows,—-1821. 

Article 1. 

Rajah Ramchunder Rao Puar consents to cede in perpetuity to the Honourable 
Company the district of Bairsea and the tribute of Allee Mohun. 

Article 2. 

The Honourable Company stipulates, in consideration of these two cessions, 
to pay annuaUy to Rajah Ramchunder Rao Puar, his heirs and successors, the 
sum of one lakh and ten thousand Rupees of the Indore or Oogein currency. 

Article 3. 

Whereas it was agreed by the 6th Article of the Treaty concluded between 
the Honourable Company and the State of Dhar on the 10th January, A.D. 1819 
(12th of Rubbee-ul-Awul 1234 Hegira, and 14th Poos Soodee 1875 Sunibut), 
that the district of Bairsea should, in compensation of a loan from the British 
Government to Dhar of two lakhs and fifty thousand rupees, remain in possession 
of the British Government for a period of five years, viz., from the 27tb March, 
A.D. If^l9 (29th Jemmadee-oos-sanee, 1234 Hegira, and the 15th Chyte Soodee 
]87t} Sumbut), till the 27th March, A.D. 1824 (29th Jemmadce-ul-Awul 1232 
Hegira and 15th Chyte Soodee ending 1880 Sumbut), it is to be understood that 
the arrangement rem.ains undisturbed by any term of the present engagement, 
and accordingly the payment by the British Government to Dhar of one lakh 
and ten thousand Rupees will not commence till after the expiration of the five 
years aforesaid, that is, till the year 1881 Sumbut. 
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Article 4* 

But, as the two cessions aforesaid are virtually rUade to the British Govern* 
ment from the date of this engagement, the British Government agrees, that 
from the date it commences to exercise the rights acquired by the cession of the 
Allee (Mohun) tribute, it will pay to Bhar at the rate of ten thousand Bupeea 
per annum of Indore or Oogein currency till the 27th day of March 1824. 

Article 5. 

The annual amount of one lakh and ten thousand Rupees of Indore or Oogein 
currency, to be paid by the British Government to Dhar, will be liquidated by two 
equal instalments of fifty-five thousand Rupees each, viz., one in the month of 
Koowar and the other in the month of Chyte of each Hindoo year. Those for 
the first year corresponding with August, A.D. 1824, and February, A.D. 1825. 

Done at Dhar, this 18th day of Deceynber, in the year of our Lord 1821 ^ correspond¬ 
ing with the 22nd Rubbee-ut-Awul, 1237 Hegira, and the 9th Buddee Marghsir, 1878 
Sionbut BieJeratnajeeL

The pergunnah will accordingly be carefully attended to and improved, 
after deducting from the annual collections the expenses of sebundee. th® 
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salaries of the revenue officers, and the dues of the zemindars, according to former 
usage, the balance will be regularly remitted every year to the Dhar Govern¬ 
ment.

After the usual greeting.—Yom letter with correspondence regarding the ces¬ 
sion of land for railway purposes has been received by me, and recoghizingl^he 
benefits the Dhar State will derive from being traversed by a railway, I am will¬ 
ing to cede the land required for any such railway approved and sanctioned by 
the British Government on the following terms : 

1st .—All lands required for the railway, its stations and works, shall be ceded, 
free of charge, in perjietuity, with its sovereign authority to the British Govern¬ 
ment. 

Such compensation as it may be necessary to award to private individuals for 
lands so taken up will be given by tlie Dhar State. 

2nd ,—All residents within the railway limits, whether subjects of the British 
Government or of the Dhar State, shall be under the jurisdiction of the railway 
officers and Government authorities. 

3rd .—All disputes between the officers and dependants of the railway and 
the subjects of the Dhar State outside the railway limits shall be heard and settled 
by the officer in political charge of the Dhar State. 

4 th^ Y\\e disposal of cases of criminals of the Dhar State who may. go within 
the railway limits shall be settled accordijig to the rules observed generally in such 


cases. 
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5th. —All through ” trafiSc to be free from transit or other duties. Goods 
under transport by rail, breaking bulk eti route through the Dhar State, to be 
liable to the ordinary duties leviable on such, unless a special tariff be hereafter 
fixed for traffic of the latter nature. 

6lh. The above engagement is binding on me and my successors.

twelve months,—the talooka of Ranapoor, the talooka of Kanas, talooka of 
Bhagor ; the kamdar of these villages to be nominated by the Rajah and to be 
under his control and obey his orders.

Translation of an Engagement entered into by Maharaj Sree Gopaul SiNg 
of Jhabua, No. 11, dated 21st April 1864. 


1. All such land as may be necessary for the railroad, workshops, buildings, 
and bungalows, etc., will be given gratis. 

2. The British Government to exercise full sovereignty over such lands as may 
be given for the railroad and the buildings thereof. 

3. Any manner of dispute arising between the people connected with the 
railw’ay and the subjects of the Darbar to be decided before the Political Officer. 

4. All persons residing within the railway limits, whether subjects of the 
British Government or of the Darbar, to be under the jurisdiction of the railway

5. Should any loss accrue to any person by the construction of the railway

6. All through tratfii; by the rail will be free of duty, bo* goods arriving at 
the railway through the Darbar territory or leaving the railway within the Darbar 
territory will b® to payment of duty to the Darbar,

Translation of an Engagement entered into by Mosapir, Jemadar of 
Mekranees, with the Honourable Company,— 1818. 

I, Mosafir, Jemadar of Mekranees, engage that I will not, as long as I am at 
Rajpore in the service of the Rajah of Allee, keep with me, in my service, more 
than 50 Mekranee sepahees ; that Bhabra shall be given up to Kesree Sing; and 
that in exchange for the fixed sum of Rupees 20,000 tribute to Dhar, the exact 
amount of the taxes of the Raj of Allee as collected by me shall be given up to the 
Government of Dhar; that the charge of keeping the road through the Raj of 
Allee free from the danger of plunderers belongs to me; and that without the 
orders of the Honourable Company, I will on no account maintain any intercourse 
with other Rajahs. 

I have therefore subscribed to the above Articles of Agreement in order that 
it may remain binding for the future.

Translation of a letter from M.aiiarana Gungadeojee, Chief of Ali 
Rajpore, to Major Gumming, Bheel Agent, No. 162, dated 28th April 
1864. 

Your letter No. 291, dated IQth March last, calling for an engagement of six 
Articles in connection with the proi) 08 ed extension of the railway from Baroda 
to Indore being received, the following is the substance thereof :— 

1. Any extent of land required for the railway workshops, bungalows, etc., 
will be given by the Darbar free of all charge in the same manner as has been 
given by the British Government. 

2. The British Government will have full jurisdiction over all lands which 

be necessary for the railway buildings, 
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3 . Any disputes occurring between persons connected with the railway and 
the subjects of the Darbar shall be decided by the Political Ofiicer. 

4 . All persons residing within the railway limits, whether they be subjects 
of the Darbar or of the British Government, shall be under the jurisdiction of the 
railway or British Government officers. 

5. The Darbar is answerable for any losses caused by any house, land, or 
other property falling within the limits of the railroad in the Darbar territory. 

6 . All through traffic by the railroad will not be liable to duty, but goods 
arriving at the railroad through the Darbar territory or leaving the railroad within 
the Darbar territory will be liable to a fixed tariff to be hereafter fixed by you. 

The above six Articles will be binding on my successors from generation to 
generation.

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Ill accordance therewith the following sis Articles, with answers, are append¬ 


ed :— 

1 . It is proper that as much land as 
is required for the railway, workshops, 
houses, etc., be given free of all charge 
in the same manner as is given by the 
British Government. 

2. The British Government to have 
full sovereignty over all lands required 
for the railway and its buildings, such 
condition being already agreed to by the 
Maharajahs Guicowar, Eewah, etc. 


Answer ,—Any demand on this point 
consistent with the dimensions of our 
estate will meet with compliance. 


Answer ,—We also agree to this con¬ 
dition in compliance with your wish 
that we should do so. 


3. You have written that any di8j)utes 
arising between persons connected with 
the railway and those belonging to the 
Darbar territory should be decided before 
the Political Officer, 

4. You have written that all persons 
residing within the limits of the railway, 
whether subjects of the British Govern¬ 
ment or of the Darbar, will be amenable 
to the jurisdiction of the railway officer 
or to that of the British Government.

Whereas there has been a dispute between the Rajah Bhugwunt Sing of Kachee 
Baroda and the Thakoor Pirthee Sing of Bukhtgurh Mundloi of Budnawur rela¬ 
tive to his zemindaree rights and the village of Dhapgee Kheree and the produce 
of some cultivated land at the village of Doodvtall, the Rajah Bhugwunt Sing 
®ot having paid the dues for the space of forty years and continuing not to pay 
tliem, and having a jaghire grant of the village of Dhangee Kheree on which a 
tankha of Rs. 375 annually was established in favour of Mundloi, and which he 
(f^e Rajah Bhugwunt Sing) pai*f according to the burbnst or annual usago of assess- 
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ment of the pergannah, I have on enquiry found that according to this method 
of proceeding the dispute will never be terminated ; and therefore to settle the 
difference, the Rajah Bhugwunt Sing of Kachee Baroda shall pay a tankha for 
the village of Dhangee Khcree from the beginning of the year Sumbut 1875, 
which shall be fixed at Oogein Es. 694 annually including mall abwaub and extra 
charges, and shall pay Oogein Es. 250 yearly on account of the produce of the 250 
beegahs of cultivated ground of the village of Doodwall ; total Oogein Es. 944 
shall be paid annually by the aforesaid Rajah to the aforesaid Miindloi and no 
excuse or evasion shall be made. If the aforesaid Rajah or his heirs shall make 
anv evasion or raise difficulties in paying the sum on account of the village and 
the produce of the cultivated ground to the Mundloi or his issue, from that time 
the village and the portion of ground shall be taken out of the hands of the Rajah 
and given to the Mundloi, and the Rajah shall have no further claim upon the 
village or the ground.

Whereas Mr. Dangerfield has been appointed by the British Government to 
make arrai^ements for the suppression of robberies and for the improvement of 
the country, I through his mediation execute this deed to the Circar and ack¬ 
nowledge that if any Bhoomias, Turvees, Bheels or Bhamurs of my district com¬ 
mit robberies on the roads or in the villages, or if they steal any cattle, I will be 
responsible. I will remain in obedience to the Circar and receive the usual cesses 
such as damee, bhet, ghoogree, etc., in accordance with the receipts which may 
be found among the records of the old zemindars. I will not take those extra 
cesses which the potails and putwarees were during the disturbances compelled 
to pay* I will show to the Circar all the old documents which may be found in 
my possession, and in accordance with them I will take all the cesses. I will 
serve the drear with fidelity. If any Bheel of my district commits theft, I will 
produce the thief and the stolen property. If the thief refuses to obey me, I will 
bring the drear to the spot and point out the thief. If a Bheel of any other place 
commits robbery elsewhere and comes into my talooka, I will not give him an 
asylum; I will apprehend him and make him over to the Circar, If I fail to 
account for a theft committed in the elaka, the usual cesses such as bhet, ghoo¬ 
gree, etc., receivable by me, may be resumed by the Circar, I will make no dispute 
on account of bhets, etc., for villages for which there may be no receipts extant 
among the records. Being unable to improve the villages which I hold in farm 
and to pay the revenue thereof, I give them up to the Circar. The revenue of 
the pesheushee villages which have been settled with me I will pay to the Circar 
through the Zamindar. Should I object to pay the revenue, the Circar may re¬ 
sume pesheushee villages which I hold; I will of my own accord give them up 
to the Circar.

After a due con¬ 
sideration of your request the Circar has determined to take an engagement from 
you and to let to you the above village from the aforesaid year in istimrari tenure • 
a lease of it is therefore granted to you at a rent of Rs. 901 of the local currency* 
i.e., Rs. 800, which you used to pay before, and Rs. 101 now added to it You 
will improve the village, and in no way oppress the people, but, on the contrar 
you will keep them satisfied. You will pay every year into the*treasury theTe^t 
of the village farmed out to you in perpetual tenure according to the instalments 
and send reports of all civil, criminal and political cases. If you fail tc abide 
by the terms of your engagement, the village in question shall be taken bai^k and 
placed under the management of the Circar.

Whereas, on enquiry, the Government of India have ascertained that the 
Bhuniia of Jamnia is entitled by prescriptive right to the possession of the paras, 
villages and land described below, and that since the settlement of Malwa in 1818, 
he alone has been held responsible for the security of life and property in those 
paras and villages, without any interference on the x)art of any Native State, his 
right to the possession of these paras is confirmed, and this sariad is granted to 
the said Bhumia and his heirs on condition that his behaviour continues to be 
good. He will be subject to the control of the Governor-Gcnerars Agent only.

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Translation of an Engagement executed by Futteh Sing, Potail, and hia 
brother Koonwur Chaen Sing of Barkhera, in Pergunnah Naulclia attached 
to the fort of Mandoo, to Kamchunder Rao Puar, through Bapoojee Ra- 
ghoonath. 

Whereas the Circar has issued an order to make arrangements in killa Mandoo, 
Naulcha, Dhurrumpooree, Pergunnah Dhar, to prevent the predatory excursions 
of the Bheels : therefore I represented that, in consequence of my villages having 
been laid waste, I have no means of employing sebundees for the purpose of check¬ 
ing the Bheels ; and request that the Circar may be pleased to advance me such 
amount of money as may enable me to entertain 50 sebundees for six months. 
I also promise that after six months, when my villages shall have been improved, 
I will serve the Circar and pay the sebundees out of the income of the said villages, 
and if I fail to put a stop to the raids of the Bheels and Bhamas, I will refund 
from Bagree the amount paid to them in the six months. The sebundees shall 
locate at the thannahs of Naulcha and Dhurrumpooree. I will without any ob¬ 
jection act up to the orders of the Circar’s Karkoon at the thannah. I will neither 
employ nor dismiss a sebundee without report to the karkoon. 1 will draw pay 
according to the rules of the mehal. I will serve wherever and whenever the 
Circar may direct me. I will adopt measures to prevent the Bheels and Bhamas 
committing plunder ; I will reside at the thannahs of Naulcha and Dhurrumpooree 
and serve the Circar. If I fail to put a stop to the robberies and plunders of the 
Bheels and Bhamas and to protect the roads, the Circar shall resume all the inam 
and Pesheush villages which I hold. And as the Circar has got the village of 
Pagara in Pergunnah Dhurrumpooree improved through a banker, I will give 
security for the amount of money which the said banker may have disbursed 
on account of the above village, and redeem in the course of two months, from 
Ist Maugh Boodee, the document which has been given to the banker for the pur¬ 
pose of its being returned to the Circar.

Any unforeseen calamity will 
be duly considered, and remission will be made according to the Ameen^s recom¬ 
mendation.

We, the aforesaid Panch, have made the following settlement for the main¬ 
tenance of Chen Singh. 

Hatch Singh is to make over to Chen Singh— 

1. The village of Kathoria, Pargana Dikthan. 

Chen Singh to enjoy the surplus revenues of the village after paying Rupees 
361-8-0 on account of tankha into the Dikthan Kacheri, as W'ell as Dharmadao, 
Rozindar and Zamindar’s rights, and bhet according to custom. He shall con¬ 
tinue the Zirats to the Bhaibands according to practice. 

1. The village of Shikarpura in Pargana Naulcha—Chen Singh is to enjoy 
the suri)lus revenues of the village, after paying tankha due to Sirkar, as well as 
Hakdars, Rozindars, Dharmadao, and Zamindar’s dues and bhet according to 
custom. 

Also Zirat lands to be continued to Bhaibands as usual.

Translation of a Eoohokaree issued by Captain Evans, Agent at Dhar, on 

the 7th January 1846. 

Hiitteh Sing, Bhoomia of Biirkhera, represented to me that he holds five vil¬ 
lages in Pergunnah Dekthan in istiimraree tenure ; and that the kamaisdar rea¬ 
lized from him, as rent of those villages, a sum more than mentioned in the lease 
and engagement; and prayed that the kamaisdar might be directed to collect from 
him such an amount of. rent as is laid down in the engagement. The*-eaid Bhoo¬ 
mia having been desired by me to produce the perpetual lease of the five villages 
held by him said that the lease had been lost for some years. With a view to 
make an. enquiry into the matter the kamaisdar of Dekthan was ordered to pro¬ 
duce the engagement executed by the said Bhoomia as well as the annual state¬ 
ments of rent collected from him. 

Ballajee Punt Dewan, on the part of the aforesaid kamaisdar, submitted this 
day to the Court statements of rent realized from the said Bhoomia from 1244 
to 1252 Fuslee. Prom these it..appearcd that from 1246 to 1252 Fuslee the said 
Bhoomia paid yearly, as rent for the above five villages, a sum of Rupees 1,403-8 
inclusive of cesses such as “ sarkaree babtee,’"''zemindaree bhet, ‘‘girass,” 
bhet farkhatee,” bhet, &c. The statements also showed that in 1244 and 1245 
Dhe Bhoomia paid yearly a sum more than the above amount. 

It is therefore orderod that the said Bhoomia pay into the treasury at Dekthan 
the same amount of money as he has hitherto done.

Iranslation of a Roobokaree issued by Captain Evans, Agent at Dliar, on 

the 16th September 1847. 

Gobind Rao Karkoon and Miiguii Lall Kanoongoe presented to me a peti¬ 
tion on the part of the kamaisdar of Sagore, stating that Bhoomia Hutteh Sing 
of Barkhera holds three villages situated in the aforesaid pergunnah and pray¬ 
ing that, besides the sum of Rupees 1,503, which has been laid down in the lease 
and engagement as the amount of rent for the above three villages, the said Bhoo¬ 
mia might be directed to pay the cesses or bhets due to amlahs, zemindars, fur- 
navees, girassiahs, etc., as mentioned in the decision. With the petition they 
submitted a memorandum of the cesses for Rupees 144, viz., Rupees 72 on ac¬ 
count of the bhet of the troops ; Rupees 18 on account of the bhet of mehal kam¬ 
aisdar ; Rupees 48 on account of the bhet of zemindar ; and Rupees 6 on account 
of the bhet of furnavees ; and mentioned that out of the above amount of Rupees 
144 a sum of Rupees 72 only was paid yearly during the last four years, and that 
the remainder was due. The said Gobind Rao Karkoon and Mugun Lall Kan- 
ooiigoe were then asked to state why no petition was made before this, as the deci¬ 
sion in question was passed four years ago, and to give proofs that they received 
the cesses according to the memorandum. They said in reply that they used 
to take cesses, “ babtee,” etc., from the aforesaid Bhoomia, and the local arbi¬ 
trators having told them not to levy cesses, they wrote to their employer at Lash- 
kar on the subject, but, not having received any answer from him, they were un¬ 
able to act up to the decision. They also mention that they now, having received 
orders from the Lashkar to take cesses according to the decision, have waited 
upon me. In order to prove that they received the cesses yearly, according to 
the memorandum, for 16 years from the date of the lease to the date of the afore¬ 
said decision, they submitted statements for that period. It appears that the 
bhet was paid every year. The said Bhoomia in answer asserted that, besides 
the rent laid down in the lease, he paid the sum of Rupees 72 on account of bhets ’’ 
due to amlahs, zemindars, and furnavees, from the date of the said decision to 
1903 Sumbut. He further alleged that before the date of the above decision 
the kamaisdar used to take by force from him yearly Rupees 100 on account of 
‘‘ babtee kirkol,” etc.; Rupees 197 on account of “ doanni; ’’ Rupees 54 on ac¬ 
count of ''amlah bhet,’' etc.; and Rupees 1,503 on account of rent, etc. after 
deduction of a trifling amount of “ chiihoot ” and “ siropah.’’ The Bhoomia 
also said that, with the exception of ‘‘ zemindaree ” and ‘‘ furnavees bhets.'’ all 
other cesses are paid. 

The fact that the cesses, ‘‘ amlah bhet,” etc., were paid to the kamaisdar of 
Sagore has, in my opinion, been established by usage, and is borne out in docu¬ 
ments. Hutteh Sing holds no paper in support of his assertion. He acknow¬ 
ledged to have paid the bhet. No proof was given to sliow that the statements 
submitted by the kamaisdar were false. 
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It is therefore ordered that the said Bhoomia be directed to pay yearly into 
the cutcherry at Sagorc Rupees 72 on account of amlah bliet as well as the cesses 
or bhets due to zemindar, furuavecs, girassia, &c., according to the established 
usage of the perguniiah, and that a copy of this be given to the idaintifi and de¬ 
fendant respectively.

Translation of an Istamrar Patta granting in perpetuity the village of Tirla 
in Dear on the part of Ramchdnder Rao Puar, Chief of Dhar, to Sheo 
Sing Bhumia of Nimkhera in the Hindola Pargana,— 1820. 

The above-mentioned village has been continued to the Bhumia and his pre¬ 
decessors by the Kamasdar and the Dhar Government in accordance with the 
royal grants enjoyed by them from ancient date on the following conditions 

To protect the villages of the Dhar district from the borders of Sultanpur 
to the town of Dhar. None of the Bheels or robbers, etc., were to be permitted 
to rob the villagers and the inhabitants of Dhar of their cattle and property. No 
travellers or merchants were to be subjected to any injury or molestation. 

The predecessors of the Bhumia held this village on the above conditions and 
paid annually to the Dhar State a tankha amounting to Hali Rupees 350 or three 
hundred and fifty only. 

The Bhumia having failed to observe the conditions above specified during 
the present anarchy, the ryots, merchants and others suffered serious losses. The 
Dhar State in consequence confiscated the village of ir a, an Vras put to great 
e.vpense8 on account of its management and repopulation and m erecting a fort 

and a whU- 
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As peace has now been restored to the country by the grace of God and the 
interference of the British Government, the Bhumia has been forced to fall back 
ou the Dhar State. Pie requests that his ancestral village may be given back 
to him on the following conditions :— 

That he will protect the road between Sultanpur and Dhar. That the inha¬ 
bitants of the intervening villages as well as travellers will be protected by him 
from injury. That he will put down the robberies committed by Bheels and 
others. That he will be responsible for and make good all losses that may be 
caused by Bheel robbers to travellers, traders and ryots. That he will be always 
obedient to this Government, and will afford no shelter or refuge to robbers and 
^Malefactors. That he and his successors, generation after generation, will remain 
l^nie to the above engagements.

Translation of an Agreement executed to Ramchandar Rao Puar tliroiigh 
Bapuji Raghunath by Patel Mohan Sing and his son Fateh Sing, of 
Mouza Rajgarh,— 1821. 

Whereas we used to levy from the people and traders of the Pargana of Dhar- 
rampuri and taleti (low lands) of Killa Mandu, etc., cesses, such as bhet, ghiigri, 
cattle cess, and saver dues, etc., on the general road including the village of Mor- 
ghari ; and whereas at Camp Nalcha the Sirkar has now determined to pay a 
fixed amount in lieu of the above cesses, we, of our own accord, agree to receive 
the fixed sum, which will be paid to us from the Sirkar’s kachery. We will not 
take cesses from the people and other traders of the pargana, and we will satisfy 
the claims of our relations so that they will not complain to the Sirkar. Neither 
we nor the sepoys of our relations shall go into the pargana villages. We will 
continue to receive the amount fixed for us by the Sirkar ; and we will have no 
claim to the export dues of the pargana. Any claim we may prefer on this ac¬ 
count shall be considered null and void.

Whereas the Circar has granted and I have willingly accepted a lease of the 
peshcushi village of Bhowania Bozurg attached to the talook of Kboojava, there¬ 
fore I engage to pay in perpetuity the sum of Rupees 101, being the amount of 
rent year after year from 1231. Besides this, I will respect the rights of hakdars, 
zamindars, and inamdai^, and separately pay the usual cesses such as dami, bhet, 
etc., according to the j)ractice (rates) of the pergunnah. If any robbery takes 
place in the villages of the pergunnah Dhurrumpooree, or on the roads thereof, 
or between the Maun and Karoom rivers and in the low lands of Mandoo, I will 
be held responsible for it, and will produce the robbers. In failure thereof I 
will make good the loss. I will serve the Circar with fidelity, and improve the 
village. After the village has been improved I will continue to give the usual 
cesses.

Fateh Sing Bhumia of Rajgarh possesses Tankha and other dues in the Par- 
gaiia from old tunes, but he has not received them o'vving to his not having given 
into the Sirkar an agreement promising to protect our pargana from theft, rob¬ 
bery and murder and other crimes. Now he has according to the Sirkar s orders 
given in the agreement through the Resident, and the document has been re¬ 
ceived with a kaifiat dated 5th September 1846. It has accordingly been settled 
that the Bhumia shall receive all arrears of his tankha and other dues as well 
as the tankha and other dues for every year in future. You are hereby directed 
that as the Bhumia has agreed to protect the pargana, you shall pay him the 
arrears of his tankha in cash and other dues in Schode according to the old prac¬ 
tice, and continue to do so for each year hencefortli, taking his receipts for the 
same. You shall return this parwana to the Bhumia, keeping a copy for record.

Whereas on enquiry it has been established to the satisfaction of the 6ov- 
eriuncnt of India that the Bhoomia of Rajgurh is entitled by ancient right to 
possess the paras, villages and a tract described below, and that since the settle¬ 
ment of Malwa in 1818, he alone has been held responsible for the security of life 
and property therein, free from the interference of any Native State; this Sun¬ 
nud is granted to the said Bhoomia and his heirs, in recognition of these right-s 
during good behaviour, subject only to the^ control of the Governor General's 
Agent for the time being.

Whereas by the demise of Madho Rao Puar, the third share in Soondersee, 
Otherwise styled the talooka of Larawut, comprising the villages of Larawut, Kam- 
khera Bulrca, Gola, Oomrot, and Tanda, its revenues, eustom duties, and rights, 
have lapsed to us, and the Right Honourable the Governor General of India has 
been pleased to desire that the revenues of the said talooka, as above specified, 
bo assigned to Ramchunder Rao Puar for the term of his natural life on payment - 
by him annually, on the first day of January of each year, into the treasury at 
Indore of the yearly sum of Company’s Rupees (1,000) one thousand, on our 
account, f.ommcncing from 1st January 1850 : therefore, we the undersigned do 
assign for the term of his natural life, on the terms above specified, our third share 
jarawut, as herein above described, to the above Ramchunder Rao.

Bhojakheri, wliich is in Ihe Southern States of Central India and Malwa 
AgeiK'Y, is noticed in this group although it has no guaranteed holding 
in Central India at all — its only guaranteed holding being the village 
of Sidra in Jhalawar State (see Vol. Ill, Eajputana, Part IV, Haraoti 
and Tonk Agency — Jhalawar). Kayatha, though in the Central India 
Agemty (</*r.. Part I of this volume), liolds only from Dewas, and is 
therefore noticed in this group. 


The Malwa Agency was in charge of the (Commandant of the Central 
India Horse, with headquaiders at Agar, until 1895, when it was placed 
under an othcer of the Political Department, with headquarters at 
Neemuch. 

So recently as 1861 the District of Malwa was subject to incessant 
.inroads of Bhils from Banswara and Partabgarh: and in that year it was 
considered advisable to make an Engagement (No. I) with Die froniier 
Thakurs, in whose districts the hill passes are situated, to combine to 
oppose the incursions of the Bhils.

In 19U7 the two Dewas States, witli their feudatory Estates of Pathari 
and Borkliera (Dewas), which had formerly been under the immediate 
supervision of the Agent to the Governor-General, were placed in charge 
v)f the Malwa Agency: and in 1908 the Sarangpur pargana of the two 
Dewas States, which had been in the charge of the Political Agent, 
Bhopal, was transferred to the Malwa Agency. About the same time 
the Estates of Bagli, Karaiidia, Tonk and Uni came under this Agency.

In 1909 the Eataie of Bhatkheri lapsed to the Indore Darbar. 

In 1910 it was brought to notice tliat Die grant of a quarter share in 
tlie village of Uplai, Jaora Darbar to the Thakiir of U))lai 

in 1840, had been i,y Major Borthwick: and in 1912 the 

Government of India decided that the Idiakur should be treated as 
guaranteed in holdings 
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In 1921, on the separation of the Gwalior Eesidency from the Central 
India Agency, tlie Estate of Bagli was transferred to the Gwalior Eesi¬ 
dency. 

In 1922 the Government of India cancelled the guarantee for the 
holdings of the Thakur of XJni except in regard to the payment of a 
fixed rent of Es. 501 per annum. 

The Estate of Larawat (in the Bhopal Agency) lapsed to the Dhar 
and Dewas Darbars in 1879 {see Southern States of Central India, Lapsed 
Estates). 

In 192!l the Estates of Jawasia and Sarwan came under the settle¬ 
ment, made with Gwalior in that year, in regard to their guaranteed 
holdings from the Gwalior Darbar. In the same year, on the separation 
of the Gwalior Eesidency from the Central India Agency, it was decided 
that the Estates named below who, besides their holdings from Gwalior,

1. DEWAS. 


[Senior and Jetnior Branches.] 

Dewas, as at present constituted, consists of two Brandies, known as 
the Senior and Junior. 

The Chiefs of both Branches are Mahratta tuars, connected with the 
Dhar liouse, and are, generally speaking, equal in rank, power, and 
authority. Tlie first Chiefs were two brothers, Tukoji and Jiwaji, 
cousins of Udaji Eao the first Cliief of the Dhar house, who came with 
the first Peshwa, Baji Bao, into Malwa. On the division of that pro¬ 
vince they obtained possession of Dewas, Sarangpur, and several other 
districts, yielding a nominal revenue of Rs. 2,42,900, but subject to a 
yearly pavnient of Rs. 20,000 to several Girasia Chiefs. To their revenue 
Was added an assignment of the tribute of certain districts to the amount 
of Rs. 78,922, and at a later date the province of Hamirpur in 
Bundelkhand, yielding Rs, 75,000 a year, as well as the district of 
Kandoba in the Doah. The territory ac([uired in common was partitioned 
between the two l)rothers at a subsequent date. 


For thirty years before the Ifritisli occupation of Malwa, the Chiefs of 
Dewas liad been plundered and oppressed by Scindia, Holkar and the 
Pindari (Jiiefs, and ivere deprived of most of the tributary payments as 
well as of Jlamirpur, Kandoba, and other districts; but in 1818 the two 
Chiefs then in possession, Tukoji, the grandson of the Chief of the same 
name, and Anand Rao, his (‘ousin, adopted son of the grandson of Jiwaji, 
were l)y Treaty (No. IJ) taken under British protection. 


By article 7 of this treaty the two Chiefs agreed to act by an union 
of authority and to adniinister their affairs through one pul)lic minis¬ 
ter^’; but ])y degrees this union was relaxed, until in 1841 a definite 
sepaiation ol administrative control was effected by each Chief appoint¬ 
ing his ouii Minister. The two Branches are now’ virtually separate 
vStates with distinct lands, revenue and administration. The last matter 
dctcimined in thij^ connection was the apportionment l)etw'eeii the two 
States of jurisdiet.i(, 2 j Dewas and in the town of Sarangpur. 

The latter arrangement was completed in 1889. 


In 1828 the Cliiefe of Dewas made over to tlje administrative charge of 
fjie British Government (No. Ill) the pargana of Bagod, an outlying 
district in Niiriar which they could not efficiently control. The pargana 
w’as placed, for administrative purposes, wdthin the limits of thn 
Bhopawar Political Agency, under the direct supervision of the Political 
Agent. The annua) surplus revenue of the pargana, after payment of all 
charges of -administration, was paid to the Chiefs of Dewas.

By the Treaty of 1818 the Dewas State was required to provide a eon- 
lUfjeiit of 50 hoise and 50 foot, to he doubled when the revenues ini- 
proved. In 182T the conting^ent was raised to 75 horse and 200 foot 
which, with Holkar’s contingent of 400 horse, formed the Ea.stern Malwa 
tontnigent. On the amalgamation of the Eastern and Western Malwa 
oiitingents, the obligation to supply a quota of troops was commuted to 
ail annual contribuUon of Rs. 38,600 Mali coin, since converted into 
Biitish currency. This sum is now the only military 
contii mtion paid by the Ben as State, and is equally divided between the 
two Chiefs.

In 1864 the Chiefs of Dewas agreed (Nos. V and YI) to make over, 
tree of co.st, to the Briti.sh Government lands that might he required for 
railway purposes; to allow compensation for private property taken up: 
0 cede full jurisdiction short of sovereign rights; and to abolish all 
transit and other duties on goods passing by rail through their territory. 

_ In 1879 the Estate of Larawat lapsed to the Dhar and Dewas Darbare 
m proporDon to the tribute formerly paid by the E.state, namely two- 

^iirds to Dhar and one-third to Dewas (see Southern States of Central 
India, lap.sed Estates). 


In 1881 both Chiefs agreed (No. YII) to remit all transit duties on 
salt passing through their territories; and, to compensate them for the 
loss thereby incurred. Government engaged to deliver at Indore to each 
-liief one hundred maunds of salt free of co.st. When the jiavment in 
f'ash to Holkar was substituted in 1883 for the payment in kind, it was 
considered advisable to put all the Chiefs in Central India on tlie same 
tooting, iuid accordingly a Supplementary Article (No. VIII) was added 
to the original agreement, by which it was stipulated tliat the Govern- 
inent should pay to each of the Dewas Chiefs a sum of Rs. 412-8-0 annual- 
l.V in lieu of the original compensation in kind. 


In 1885 the Chiefs of both Bramhes abolished all transit duties 
'''ithin their territories, with the exception of the duty on opium. 

In 1890 both States ceded, free of cost, all land required for +ba 
iTjjain-Bhopal Railway. 

In 1895 the States adopted British currency, in supersession of the 
Hali coins current till that year. 

In 1901 the pargana of Bagod (xee No. Ill) was restored to the Chiefs 

Dewas and divided equally between the Briinches, irrespective of 
tj-eaty villages. The substance of the agreement entered into liy the 
is contained in a Meniorandnin (No. IX), 

In 1906 both Chiefs gave, free of charge, all land in the Alote (Senior 
"lanch) and Gurgucha (Junior Branch) parganas, required b'r the 
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Jfa^da-Muttra Railway, and agreed to cede plenary civil and criminal 
jurisdiction over sucli lands (Nos. X and XT). 

In 1910 the two States entered into an agreement, mediated by the 
I^olitical Agent abolisliing the duty on cotton exported to tlie ginning 
factories in either State. 


2. DEWAS. 

[Senioh Branch.] 

Tukoji Puar, one of the Chiefs who was taken under T^ritish protection 
in 1818, was succeeded in 1828 by his son Riikmangad Ilao, commonly 
known as Khase Saliib. 

He died in 1860, and was succeeded by his adopted son Krishnaji 
Rao. 

In 186 1 the Ruler of Dewas (Senior Branch) was granted a perma¬ 
nent salute of 15 guns. 

hiom the time Krishnaji Rao took charge of his State, his affairs 
began t(» tall into disorder and his debts increased annually; he attempted 
to remedy matters ])y making over the management of affairs to.his 
adoptive mother, but her administration was not successful. The debts 
ro^^c to ten lakhs of rupees: and in 1875 it became necessary to place 
the State under an Indian Superintendent and to assign a suitable allow¬ 
ance to the (liief. In Marcli 1881 the greater portion of the debts of the 
State having been paid off, and Krishnaji Rao having given proofs of 
improvement, he was permitted to associate himself in the administra.- 
tion with (he Superintendent, whose designation was altered to that of 
Diwan. 

In 188fi it Mas found npcessary to revert to the form of administration 
sanctioned hy tlie Government of India in 1881: and an Indian Super- 
intendeiil was appointed to control the administration subject to the 
nnniediutc supi-i vision of the First Assistant (now Secretary) to the Agent 
I) 1 16 Govei iior-Gcneral at Indore. In 1898 Krishnaji Eao was again 
ln^es 01 wit 1 jmwcrs of administration, subject to certain restrictions. 

Kiishn^i EiU) died in October 1899, leaving no heir, natural or 
■ tl Sahib, elder son of Raja Krishnaji Rao’s

vision of Assistant (now Secretary) to the Agent to the 

Governo»’-fj®“^’'^* Central India, 
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Several questions in dispute between tlie Darbar and the Thakur 
of Pathari were decided during the minority. The villages held by the 
Thakur from the Senior Branch are not guaranteed: and the Agent to 
the Governor-General ruled tliat jurisdiction therein vested with the 
Ihirbar, to which the Thakur was bound to report crimes occurring within 
tlieir limits; that the Darbar had a right to levy sayar dues, including 
opium cess, on the holding; and that the Thakur was liable to pay 
nazarana according to the rules obtaining in the State in respect of all 
similar holdings. The Estate of Jawa-sia stands on the same footing. 

Eaja Tukoji Kao was invested with ruling powers on the 24th Eeb- 
ruary 1908, subject to certain restrictions .which were withdrawn in May 
of the same year. Only the general obligation was imposed, to consult 
the Political Agent in important matters and before making any import¬ 
ant change in measures which had been introduced during the minority. 

In 1914 tlie village of IJmrod, in the Sundarsi Pargana of the Dhar 
State, was transferred with full rights to Dewas (Senior Branch) in 
exchange for their assignments on the Nimanpur Pargana. 

In 1918 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. XII) 
on the Puler of Dewas (Senior Branch). 

In 1922 Maharaja Tukoji Kao granted a Permanent Constitution, 
wliich included the creation of a State Council and a Legislative 
Assembly. In this connection the Government of India desired to leave 
it on record that nothing in the scheme should be regarded as alfecting 
the relations between the Government of India and the Darbar as 
established by Treaty, sufferance or usage. 

The area of the State is 449 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 77,005; and the revenue Ks. 9,99,900. 

The military forces of the vState consist (1980) of 40 Cavalry, 105 
Infantry and 22 Artillery men, with 2 serviceable and 11 unserviceable 
guns. 

Tlie State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of tlie Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 


3. DEWAS. 

[JuNioK Branch.] 

Anand Kao Puar died in 1840 and was succeeded by his adopted son 
Haibat Kao who, in 1858, adopted a son on the understanding that, if a 
legitimate son of his body should be born, the son by adoption should 
relinquish all claims to the State. A legitimate son, Narayan Kao, was 
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born in 1860 and succeeded Haibat Rao on bis deatli in 1864. During 
his minority the State was managed by a kamdar, subject to the direct 
control and supervision of the Agent to the Governor-General. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Dewas (.Tunior Branch) was granted a perma¬ 
nent salute of 15 guns. 

Naravan Rao was entrirsted with administrative authority in 1879. 
He died on the 19th January 1892, childle.ss, and leaving no blood rela¬ 
tions. In accordance with his wishes he was succeeded by his adoptive 
brother’s elder son, the pre.sent Maharaja Malliar Rao, born on the 10th 
August 1877. During his minority" the administration was under the 
direct supervision of the First A.ssistant (now Secretary) to the Agent to 
the Governor-General. He was invested with ruling powers in 189* • but 
in 1908 it was considered necessary, in the interests of the State, tem¬ 
porarily to impose some restrictions on his powers. These restrictions 
were removed in 1912. 

The Darbar’s right to levy sayar dues, including the opium cess, on 
the four villages held by the Thakur of Pathari from the Junior Branch, 
was confirmed in 1905. 

In 1914, the villages of Tanda and Gowla, in the Sundarsi Pargana of 
the Dhar State, were transferred to Dewas (Junior Branch) in exchange 
for their assignments on the Nimanpur Pargana. 

In 1910-17 the State entered into an agreement with the Government 
of India for the production of crude opium, in circumstances already 
related in connection with the similar agreement of the Indore State. 
The agreement was renewed with modifications in 1928 and 1925 (see 
Part T, Central India Agency, Xo. XV). 

In 1918 the hereditary titlo of Maharaja was conferred (No. XIII) on 
the Ruler of Dewas (Junior Branch). 

In 1922, on the cancellation by the Govei’iiment of India of the 
guarantee for the holdings of the Thakur of TTni, the Estate was made 
over to Dewas (Junior Branch), on the understanding that the cancella¬ 
tion of the British guarantee meant rather its restriction to the mainten¬ 
ance of the Tsiimrar on a quit-rent of Es. 501. 

The area of the 8tate is 419 s<iaare miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 66,998; and the revenue Rs. 6,18,550. 

The military force.s of the State consist (1930) of 51 Cavalry, 110 
Infantry, 73 Armed Police and 22 Artillery men, wilh 8 serviceable and 

2 unserviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on th«' oceaHi„u of the Coronation Durbar, all such levies 

Were al)oli.shed. 
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4. JAORA. 

Ghafur Khan, the first Kawah of Jaora, was brother-in-law of the 
predatory leader Amir Khan, whom he represented at the Court of Holkar 
Vidien Amir Khan quitted Malwa on his expeditions into Kajpntana. The 
lands which had been assigned to him by Holkar were guaranteed to him 
by the 12th article of the Treaty of Mandasor (Mandsaur) {see Part I, 
Central India Agency, Ko. II), on condition of his maintaining a body of 
600 horse, the quota to be increased in proportion to the increasing 
revenue of his districts. Amir Khan himself claimed these lands, alleg¬ 
ing that the grants had been made to him although Ghafur Khan’s name 
had been used, and that he was entitled to them by virtue of his engage¬ 
ments with the British Government. Enquiry, however, showed that 
Ghafur Khan held them on his own account as a member of Holkar’s 
government, and that his real de])endence on Amir Khan, which was the 
origin of his influence with Holkar, had ceased before the war of 1817. 
Amir Khan’s claim was therefore rejected. 

Ghafur Khan was succeeded in 1825 by his son Ghaus Muhammad 
Khan, then only two years of age. The arrangements for the manage¬ 
ment of the State were made by the British Government; but, as 
Jaora was nominally subordinate to the Indore State, although really 
independent of it, the investiture of tlie infant Hawab was made in the 
name of Malhar Eao Holkar and confinned by the British Government, 
and a nazarana of two lakhs of rupees was presented to Holkar. The 
elder widow of Ghafur Khan was appointed guardian, with her son-in- 
law Jahangir Khan as her agent; and they Avere required to keep open 
accounts of the State revenues for the inspection of the Besident at 
Indore. Two years afterwards, in consequence of gross mismanagement 
and neglect of the KesidenCs advice, the Begum was removed from the 
guardianship. It Avas also decided that, in the event of Ghaus Muham¬ 
mad’s death, the male relati\^es of Ghafur Khan should succeed in pre¬ 
ference to his descendants in the female line. 

In 1828 the (juota of troops to be maintained was ]>ermanently fixed 
(No. XIV) at 500 horse, 500 foot and'4 guns. In 1842 this arrange¬ 
ment was commuted to a yearly contribution of Hali Ks. 1,85,810, when 
the Western Malwa Contingent, consisting of the troops furr.ished by 
Jaora, AA^as amalgamated Avith the Eastern Malwa Contingent fur¬ 
nished by Holkar and I)ewas. The contriliution was reduced to Hali 
Its. 1,01,810-4-0 in 1859 as a reward for the NaAvab's services during the 
mutiny of 1857. 

In 1802 the Ruler of Jaora received an Adoj^ion Sanad [sec Part II, 
Bhopal Agency, No. VII), 
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]Nawal) Gliaus Miihaiiiiiiad Khan died in 1865, and was succeeded by 
liis sou Muhammad Ismail Khaii, ilien eleven years of age. H had beeji 
intended that, during his (minority, Ghaus Muhammad Khan’s mother 
should be the nominal head of a (‘ouneil of regency; but her death 
occurred within a few days of lhat of her son, and it was decided that the 
administration of the State should be carried on as in the lifetime of 
Gliaus Muhammad Elian, subject to the control and authority of the 
Political Agent in Western Malwa. Muhammad Ismail Khan was ac¬ 
cordingly installed by the British Government in the name of Ilolkar, to 
whom, according to jmecedent, a nazarana of two lakhs of rupees was 
presented by the Xawab. In return Holkar ohered a kliilat of Rs. 5,000; 
but this, with the permission of the Government of India, was declined 
by the Xaw'ab as being out of propoition to the nazarana. 


Attempts were made by the Nawab of Tonk, on behalf of his step¬ 
sister, the eldest widow of Nawab Ghaus Muhammad Khan, to interfere 
with the arrangements for the succession to, and the management of, 
the Jaora State. For these proceedings he incurred the severe displea¬ 
sure of Government; and he w as forbidden to send any one to Jaora or 
ill any way to interfere with the atfairs of the State. 


Protests also were made by Ilolkar against the grant by the British 
Government of a sanad of succession, and against the recognition and 
installation of the young Nawab without his (Holkar’s) knowledge or 
consent. His claim to be consulted on tlie succession w\as untenable under 
article 12 of the Treaty of Mandasor, by which the British Government 
distinctly guaranteed Jaora to Xawab Ghafur Khan and liis heirs on 
certain conditions: and it w'ould have lieen inconsistent with the provi¬ 
sions of that article if Ilolkar had been allowed to intervene in the matter. 
The claim was also opposed to precedent, as no fiuch reference had been 
made on the succession of Ghaus Muhammad Khan in 1825. Holkar’s 
claims were therefore distinctly negatived : and his objections as regards 
the sanad of succession were viewed by Government witli special dissatis¬ 
faction. 


In 186)7 tlie Ruler of Jaora was granted a permanent salute of 13 
guns. 

In 1874 ^Sttwab Muhammad Ismail Klian was entrusted with the ad- 
mimslration of his State, Ilazrat Xur Khan, his father’s chief adviser, 
remaining as Minister. 

In J881 nil A,[rreo,n<n,( (No. XV) was made between the British Gov- 
eifinieiifc aiu t c Niiwyl, fjij. abolition of all transit duties on salt 
passing through the Jaoia State. Bv this agreement the British Govern- 
liient niideitook to jmy (<, . 7 .,,,,.^ annually us eoiiipensa- 

lion for the thereby revenue. . 
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In tlie same year Muhammad Ismail Klian dispensed with the se^rvicea 
of Hazrat Niir Xhan and wished to assume tlie sole management of the 
State himself: hut, on the advice of the British authorities, a council of 
four was ai)pointed to assist him in conducting the public Imsiness. The 
ISTawal), however, objected to their attempt to control liis expenditure, and 
tlie councillors gradually withdrew from their jiosition of advisers; with 
the result lliat in 1885 the State finances showed a debt of over sixteen 
lakhs of i‘U])ees. A new Minister was ap])oinied: and a loan of three 
laklis, bearing interest at the rate of 5 j)er cent, per annum. Was made 
to ilie State bv the British Government. 

Ill 1887 the Xawab abolished all transit duties throughout his State, 
excejit on opium. 

Muhammad Isinail Khan died on the 5th March 1895 and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son the present Kawab Muhammad Iftikhar Ali Khan born 
in 1883. During his minority the State was administered by his uncle 
as Kamdar, subject to the general control of the Political Agent. 

At tlie time of the installation of the young Chief, the Indore Darbar 
raised the question of their right to depute an Agent and present a khilat: 
but the Government of India rejected the claim, and decided that the 
Kawab should bo installed in the name of the Maharaja ITolkar by the 
Agent to the Governor-General in Central India, and that the khilat 
should b(‘ presented on behalf of the Government of India. The re¬ 
presentative of the Indore Darbar was allowed to attend the ceremony as 
a spectatoi* only. The customary nazarana of Indore Hali Ea. 2,00,000 
was paid b)" Jaoia to Indore on the occasion. 

Nawab Muhammad Iftikhar Ali Khan was invested with full adminis¬ 
trative powers in April 1906. 

In 1909 the claims of Eatlam, Jaora and Pijdoda to the village of 
AmargiU’h, in the Sarwan Estate, were rejected by the Agent to the 
Governor-General : and it was held that the lands belonged to Sarwan, 
'iiider the suzerainty of Eatlam. 

The ])ermanent rate of exchange between the British and Salim Shahi 
currencies, for guaranteed j)ayments due by the feudatories of the Jaora 
State to the Darl)ar as well as for the Darbar's payment to the Thakur 
of Tal, was fixed by the Government of India, with effect from January 
1916. at British Es. 100 equal to Salim Sliahi Es. 125. These orders did 
not apply to the payinent due from Piploda State to the Jaora Darbar. 

In September 1916 the Government of India abrogated the guarantee 
as niv.^tajirs of the Malliargarh Thaknrs (q. v,, 'infra). 

In 1916-17 Jaora, which contains tlie best poppy-glowing lands in 
Malwa, entered into an agreement with the Government of India for tbe 
]>roduction of crude opium, in circumstances already related in connec¬ 
tion with the similar agreement of Ike Jndore State, The agreement w'as 
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renewed, with modifications, in 1923 and 1925 [see Part I, Cential India 
Agency, 'N'o. XV). 

In 1922, on a representation made by the Indore Darbar for the 
attendance of the Nawab of Jaora at all State functions during the 
Viceregal Visit to Indore in 1918, and as regards the general status of 
Jaora vis-d-vis Indore, the Government of India re-affirmed the previous 
decisions that Jaora, though nominally a fief of Eolkar, is really in¬ 
dependent of him. As regards attendance at a Darbar at Indore, the 
Government of India called attention to the admitted fact that the Xavab 
had not attended any Darbar at Indore since 18T4; and ruled that, 
svliatever the practice may have been in times long gone by, such attend¬ 
ance could no longer be regarded as customary. 

The Agent to the Governor-General has held that jurisdiction in the 
guaranteed holdings of the State vests with the Darbar ; and that, though 
the Darbar are not entitled, as of right, to manage the Estates during a 
minority or owing to maladministration of the Estate holders, as 
a matter of political and practical expediency they have been permitted 
since 1922 to manage the Estates on condition that they consult the 
l^olitical Agent on matters affecting the guarantee of the Estates. 

In 1923 the Xawab’s claim to feudatory rights over Piploda was held 
to be untenable by the Government of India, who re-affirmed theii* 
decision of 1905 that the Thakur of Piploda enjoyed the full status of 
a mediatised Chief. 

In 1926 the Government of India held that the Thakurs of Dorkhera 
(Jaora), Kherwasa, Sadakheri and Sirsi had established a prescriptive 
right to excise revenue in their holdings, or to compensation in lieu. 

The area of Jaora Is 601 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 85,788; and the revenue about Es. 11, 6 (,000. 

The military forces of the vState consist (1930) of 51 Cavalry, 125 
Infantry, 235 Armed Police and 16 Artillery men, with 15 serviceable 
and 2 unserviceable guns. 

The Malhargarh Thakurs. 

In 1821 Agreements (No. XVI) were mediated between the Nawab 
and the ThukiirH of Malhargarh for 7 villages; between the Nawab and 
Thakur t)nkar Sinjrli f^anauda for 9 villages; between the Nawab and 
the Zamindar of Tal for 13? villages; and between the Nawab and 
Thakur Chhatar Kingh for 2 villages. About the same period similar 
Qg*i*eenients uere uiediated between the Jaora Darbar and oilier ihakurs 
by Dritish officers. Accounts of the Thakurs in question and of \h^ 
Uatur^ of their holdingg ajjreements w ill found later. 
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The Tliakiirs of Malliai'garh claimed the position of tributary jagir- 
flars, but they were merely guaranteed lessees of the villages in their 
hands, the continuance of their holdings being dependent on their observ¬ 
ance of the terms of their lease. Moreover, it was agreed that the rent 
was, according to established general custom, liable to increase from time 
to time, with reference to the value of the lands. The Government of 
India finally decided tliat this was their position. 

The Thakurs being recalcitrant and having refused to accept a liberal 
settlement for 30 years offered to them by the Nawab, it was found 
necessary in 1885 to allow the Darbar to attach the villages of the 
Thakurs of Harsor and Manderi until they should submit to his terms, 
Tliese and the other Thakurs in the same position refused submission 
and abandoned their villages; but, finding resistance to the orders of 
Government unavailing, they with one or two exceptions returned in 
1886, and in 1890 all accepted the above settlement. This acquiescence, 
liowever, did not last long. The Thakurs continued to maintain an 
attitude of defiance to the orders passed, and remained obdurate in their 
claim to be treated as guaranteed istimrardars; until, in June 1916, on a 
memorial submitted by them conjointly with certain other unguaranteed 
Idiakurs, the Government of India definitely decided that, unless the 
Thakurs signified in writing, within a specified period of time, their 
submission to the orders of Government wliich had already been passed, 
the guarantee W'Ould be withdrawn. 

The Thakurs were notified of the decision and, on their failure to 
submit, the guarantee was finally and irrevocably cancelled in Septem¬ 
ber 1916. The Darbar undertook, however, to make liberal arrangements 
for the Thakurs. 

5. PANTH PIPLODA. 

Panth Piploda, which now comprises 10|- villages possessed by five 
different Thakurs, is held directly from tlie Britisli Government without 
the intervention of any Indian vState. In November 1928 the tract of 
Panth Piploda w^as declared to be a Chief Commissionership and the 
Agent to the Governor-General in Central India was appointed the Chief 
Commissioner and Local Government for the purpose of all enactments 
in force therein. 

An assignment of the revenue of ten villages of Piploda and 
Mandawal, ainounting to Es. 11,761,"^ was originally made by the Peshwa 
Madho Eao I to the family of Gopal Saml)aji, a Mahratta Pandit, and 
was renewed in tlie names of his nephews, Dhondu Gopal and Janardan 
Gopal, l)y the Peslnva Madho Eao II. By article 14 of the Treaty of 
1817 {see No. XV, Volume VII, Tlie Peshwa), the Peshwa ceded fo^he 
British Government all his territories and rights in Malwa. By tin's 

* Since 1870 payments have been made of Its. 11,142-8-0 Ifali and 022-J1-0 

Salim Shahi. 
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^siuii therefore tlie ten villages of Paiitli Piploda hecoine Britisli terri¬ 
tory; hut Government continued tlie state of things which had existed 
under Mahratta rule: and in 1821 Nani Dliondu and Wasudeo Jauardan, 
sons of Dhondu Gopal and Jauardan Gopal^ received from Sir John 
Malcolm a Sanad (No. X\ II), whii^h was confirmed hy the vSnpreme 
Government, whereby their right to receive tribute on ten villages in tlie 
district of Mandawal and the siibali of Mandasor was recognized. 

Nani Dhondu was succeeded in 1850 by his son Gopal Rao, who died 
in February 1906 and was succeeded by his son Dhondu Gopal alias, 
Nana Sahib, born in 1863. Wasudeo Jauardan died in 1868 and was 
succeeded by his son Jauardan Wasudeo, who was of weak intellect and 
tlie management of his affairs was entrusted to a kamdar^ subject to the 
control of the Political Agent. Jauardan Wasudeo died in 1886 and was 
succeeded by Iiis son Narayan Rao, born in 1870. He was entrusted with 
the management of his affairs in 1892. Govind has succeeded Naravan 
Rao on the latter’s death in March 1929. 

The grantees have no proprietary rights over the villages from which 
their assignment is drawn. To prevent disputes between the grantees 
and the proprietors, the cash assignment is paid through the Political 
Agent, who directly holds the jurisdiction over these villages-. The pro¬ 
prietors were held resjionsible for the peace of the villages up to 1908 
when, owing to maladministration, a ^lanager was apjioinled to dischar<»e 
judicial functions and look after the revenue and general administration 
under the direction of the Political Agent. The cost of the administra¬ 
tion IS met from the revenues of the Estate, and the surplus is distributed 
among the Thakur pi'oprietors.

according to the Census of 1921, 4,4()G; and the revenue about Rs. 57,700, 
out of ‘whicli the revenue assigiiment is paid to the grantees. 

Jfazarana was taken on succession from the grantees of the cash assign¬ 
ment up to 1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Rarhar, all 
sucli levies were abolished. 


(IT) MEDIATISED STATES AND ESTATES. 

1. Ratlaw.* 

The ruling family of Ratlam is descended from a younger hranch of 
the Jodhpur family. The Raja of Ratlam was considered the principal 
Rajput leader in AV estern Malwa, and in consecjuence received voluntary 
allegiance and assistance from the neighbouring Rajput Chiefs. The 
famous Raja Ratan Singh, the founder of Ratlam, was killed at llie battle 
of Fatehal)ad in 1(158 and was succeeded by his eldest son Ram Singh, 
lie WHS killed in battle in l(>82 and was succeeded by his son vShiv Singh, 
who died without issue in 1()S4. llis l)rother and successor Kesho Das 
incuired the displeasure of the Emperor Aurangzeb, who deposed him 
in 1G95 and afterwards placed his uncle Chhatarsal on the (jaddi. In 
1701 Aurangzeb granted to Kesho Das the i)argana of Titrod: and Keslio 
Das established himself at Sitamau, wliich lie made his capital. Sailana, 
which originally formed part of Ratlam, became an independent State 
in 1780. 

laibat Singh was Raja of Ratlam in 1819 when, under an l^ngage- 
ment (No. XVIII) mediated by Sir John Malcolm betw'een him and Dau- 
lat Rao Scindia, Parbat Singh agreed to pay to the (Iw’alior Darbar an 
annual tribute of Salim Shahi Rs. 84,000, w'hile Scindia undertook never 
to send any troops into the country or to interfere in any way in the 
interjial administration or succession. This tribute w’as assigned to the 
Britisli Government under the Treaty of 1844 with Scindia, in part 
payment of tlie Gwalior Contingent.’ It is now paid to the Govern¬ 
ment of India under the Treaty of 18G0 with Scindia. 

Parbat Singli died in 1824. He had no children : and, as disturlmnces 
Were anticipated in the event of his death without proper arrangements 
for the succession, Sir John Jlalcolm recommended in 182] that Bahvant 
Singh, a cousin of the Chief of Salmnbar, whom Parbat Singh had 
selected to succeed him, should be recognised. This was done and 
^^alwant Singh continued in possession of the State till his death in 
August 1857. He rendered good service during the mutiny, in recog¬ 
nition of wdiich his adopted son and successor Bhairon Singli received 
khilat'of Rs. 8,000 and the tlianks (jf Government. 

* Malcolm's Malwii No. 1 of Schedule No jT^ 
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Bhairon Singh died in January 18G4 and was succeeded by his son 
Eanjit Singh, aged two years. Mir Shahamat Ali, an ofi&cer of the 
British Government, was deputed to superintend the administration, 
and with liim were associated Itanjit Singh’s uncle and the Thakur of 
Samau. Under the careful management of Mir Slialiamat Ali the debts 
of the State, which at the period of his deputation to Eatlam exceeded 
ten lakhs of rupees, were paid off. 

In November 18G4 the Eaja agreed (No. XIX) to cede to the British 
Government any land required for railway purposes with plenary juris¬ 
diction, and not to levy transit duty on through traffic. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Ratlam was granted a permanent salute of 11 
guns. In January 1877, on the occasion of the Delhi Darbar, this salute 
was enhanced to 13 guns; but, later in the same year, the enliancement 
was altered and made personal to Raja Ran jit Singh. 

Ranjit Singh received independent charge of his State in 1880. His 
Minister, Mir Shahamat Ali, retired in 1881. 

In 1881 the Raja agreed (No. XX) to abolish all transit duties on 
salt in his State, in consideration of a compensation of Rs. 1,000 a year. 
In .1885 he abolished all transit duties except tliose on opium. 

In 1887 the British Government made an arrangement (No. XXT) 
between the States of Ratlam an<l Sailana, under which Ratlam receive<l 
Salim Shahi Rs. 18,000 annually from Sailana as compensation for re¬ 
linquishing the right to levy customs dues in Sailana. This arrangement 
was modified in 1902 by a fresh one, made directly between the two 
States (No. XXIII) imder which Ratlam agreed to accept British 
Rs. 6,000 in place of Salim Shahi Rs. 18,000, and to exempt Sailana 
goods from customs and other cesses. 

In 1890 the Government of India mediated an Agreement (No. X^H) 
between the Gwalior and Ratlam States for tlie construction of the 
Ranija-Kaehhrod road passing througli a portion of Ratlam territory, 
on payment of a lump sum of Rs. 4,370 as compensation by Gwalior to 
the Ratlam State. The Ratlam Darbar agreed not to exact any dues 
OJi Gwalior goods, except opium, passing througli its territory along 
tlie road. 

In 1890 it was decided to make a railway line from Ratlam on the 
Rajputana-Malwa system to Godhra, a station on an extension of the 
Bonibay-Baroda line. In August and September 1891 the Ratlam, 
Sailana, Indore and Jhabua Darbars, through which States the line 
passes, agreed to cede all land required for it, free of cost and with 
full jurisdicti(m. 

Raja Ranjit Singh jied in 1893 and was succeeded by his son the 
present MaJiaiaja Sujjau Singh, born in December 1879. During his 
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niiiiority the administration was carried on by a Dewan. He was in¬ 
vested ^vith ruling powers in December 1898. 

In 1909 the claims of J aora, Itatlam and Piploda to the village of 
Amargarh,^ in the Sarwan Estate, were rejected by the Agent to the 
Go\einor-General: and it was held that the lauds belonged to Sarwan, 
under the suzerainty of liatlam. 

During the Great War Ilaja Sajjaii Singh served in France: and 
he also served in Afghanistan in 1919. 

In 191G-17 the State entered into an agreement with the Government 
of India for the production of crude opium, in circumstances already 
1 elated in connection with the similar agreement of the Indore State. 
The agreement was renewed, with modifications, in 1923 and 1925 {see 
Dart I, Central India Agency, No. XV). 

In 1918 the permanent salute of the Euler of Eatlara was enhanced 
to 13 guns. 

In tlie same year Eaja Sajjan Singh was appointed Eegent of 
Eewa, during the minority of the present Maharaja Gulab Singh: a post 
wJiich he held until 1922. 

In 1921 tlie Jiereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. XXIV) 
on the Euler of Eatlam; who, in the same year, w’as granted a per- 
nianent local salute of 15 guns within his owm territories. 

In the same year the Euler of Eatlam received a Kharita (No. XXV) 
1 emoving the restrictions theretofore imposed on his powers and granting 
to him and his successors full criminal jurisdiction over subjects of tlie 
State. In 1930 he received another Kharita (No. XXVI) granting him 
^iud his successors criminal jurisdiction over all persons committing 
ofEences within his territories except Europeans, European British sub¬ 
jects, Americans and Government servants. 

The area of Eatlam is 093 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 85,489; and the revenue Es. 9,07,908. 

The military forces of the State consist (1930) of 30 Cavalry 81 
Infantry and 136 Armed Police, with 6 serviceable guns. ^ 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
Were abolished. 


2. SlT.lMATJ.* 

^he Raja of Sitamau is descenderl from the same branch of the 
dodhpar family as the Maharaja of Ratlam; Kesho Das, the founder 
the house, having been the grandson of the famous Raja' Ratan Singh 

• Malcolm^s ** Malwa No. 5 of Schedule No. 1. 
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of Ratlain. Tlie origin of Sitamau dates from tlie Leginiiing of tlie 
eighteenth century, when the revenues of Titrod (i.e., Sitaniau) weie 
granted to Keslio Das hy the Moghul Emperor, in circumstances already 
mentioned hi the RatJam narrative. 

A tribute of Salim Shahi Rs, 00,000 from Sitamau was guaranteed 
to Scindia by an Agreement (No. XXVII) mediated by Sir John Malcolm 
in 1820. 


Raja Raj Singh of Sitamau did good service during tlie mutiny of 
1857, and received from the British Government a khilat valued at 
Rs. 2,000. 

In 1800, as a consequence of repeated representations from the Raja, 
Scindia remitted (No. XXVIII) Rs. 5,000 of the annual tribute due 
to him from Sitamau. 


In 1805 the Raja agreed (No. XXIX) to cede any land required for 
railway purposes with plenary jurisdiction to the British Government, 
and not to levy transit duty on through traffic. 


In 1S()7 the Ruler of Sitamau was granted a permanent salute of 11 
guns. 

Raj Singh, who was an able ruler, died in 18GT and was succeeded 
by his grandson Bhawani Singh. 

In 1881 Bhawani Singh entered into an Agreement (No. XXX) with 
the British Government, by which the Durbar abolished all transit 
duties on salt in consideration of an annual compensation of Rs. 2,000. 

Bhawani Singh died in 1885 and was succeeded by Bahadur Singh, 
elder son of Thakur Takht Singh of Chikla, second cousin of Raja 
Bhawani Singh. On this occasion Scindia put forward a claim to be 
consulted regarding the succession; but the claim was held to be im- 
admissible under the terms of the guarantee lield by the Sitamau State. 
The Darbar also claimed to receive nazarana, but this too was overruled. 
It was hold tliat Sitamau, being a mediatised State of the first class, 
was liable to the payment of nazarana to the Government of India 
alone. 


In 1887 the Raja abolished all transit duties in his State, except 
those on opium and wood. 

In Ihf Ri.ja of Sitamau raised the <iuostion nt his preeedenee 

over ihe Raja of Sailana in darhar, on the ground of l.is descent from a 
senior hraneh of the familv of Raja Katan Singh, the founder of the 
Ratlam State. ITis claim was recognised by the (iovernmont of India, 
and orders to that effect were .•ommnnicated to the parties concerned

Bahadur Singli died in 1899, and was succeeded hy his brother Sardul 
Singh, who die.1 mi Urn 'Jt|, May IDOO. 
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male issue, several claims were put forward to the vacant gaddi. The 
Government of India decided in favour of the present llaja Ram vSingh., 
born in 18S0, brother of the Tliakur of Kachhi Baroda, on the ground 
of liis descent from tlie senior ])ranch of the family of Raja Ratan vSingh. 

Ill 1915 tlie State assumed responsibility for the maintenance of 
the i\Iandsaui~Sitainau road lying in its territory. 

In 1910-17 the vState entered into an agreement with the Government 
of India for the production of crude opium, in circumstances already 
related in connection with the similar agreement with the Indore State. 
The agreement was renewed, with modifications, in 1923 and 1925 {see 
Bart I, Central India Agency, Xo. XV). 

In 1921 the Government of India conferred on the Ruler of Sitaraau 
and liis successors, l)y means of a Kharita {see Bart II, Bhopal Agency, 
No. XXVIII) enhanced criminal powers by removing the previous 
recpiirement that all sentences of death, transportation for life or im¬ 
prisonment for life should be subject to confirmation by tlie Agent to 
Hie Governor-General. The Kharita does not, however, apply to any 
criminal case in which the person accused or any of the accused are 
Buropeans, Ihiropean British subjects, Americans or Government ser¬ 
vants. In extending the poweis, Government desired that persons sen¬ 
tenced to death, transportation, or imprisonment for life'should be given 
every facility to ])resont a petition for mercy to the Agent to the Gov- 
einor-General: and that, pending the consideration of such petitions, 
executions of persons sentenced to death should be stayed. These powers 
^^ay, in certain conditions, be delegated to a properly (puilified Court. 
The Kharita may be suspended or ]*evoked at the will of the Govern- 
^nent of India.

Raja agreed to pay to the Gwalior Darhar an annual tribute of Salim 
Shahi Rs. 42,000; while Seindia undertook never to send any troops 
into the country, or to interfere in any way in the internal administration 
or succession. By a separate Agreement (No. XXXI) concluded in the 
same year, tlie Raja bound himself to pay Seindia Rs. 75,000 as arrears 
oi tribute. The annual tribute was assigned to the British Government 
under the Treaty of 1844 witli Seindia, in part payment of the Gwalior 
Contingent. It is now paid to the Government of India under the Treaty 
of 18G0 with Seindia. 

Raja Lachhman Singh, with whom the original settlement was made 
in 1819, was succeeded by his son Ratan Singh who, liaving no sons, 
was succeeded by his uncle Nahar Singh, and lie liy his son iakht Singli, 
who died in 1850, leaving an infant son Dule Singh. The State was 
administered by tlie British Government till the mutiny of 1857, when it 
was put under a regency headed by the chief widow of Iakht Singli. 
As an acknowledgment of the services rendered during the mutiny m 
preserving order and furnishing troops, the members of the regency 
received khilats. Raja Dule Singh was put in power in 1859. 

In 1804 the Raja agreed (No. XXXII) to cede to the British Gov¬ 
ernment, with full jurisdiction, any land that might be recpiired for 
railway purposes, and not to levy transit duty on through tj-affic. 

In 1807 the Ruler of Sailana was granted a permanent salute of 11 
guns. 

Ill 1881 an Agreement (No. XXXIII) was made between the Gov¬ 
ernment of India and the Raja, by which he agreed to abolish all transit 
duties on salt, on receiving annually from the British Government 100 
maunds of salt delivered free of cost at Indore. By a Supplementary 
Agreement (No. XXXIV) made in 1883, this compensation was com¬ 
muted to an annual cash payment of Rs. 412-8. 

In 1885, at the request of Raja Dule Singh, the Government of India 
recognised as his heir Jaswant Singli of Semlia, whom he had adopted. 
In consequence of the adoption of Jaswant Singh, the Semlia jagir 
devolved on his younger brother Chhatar Singh in 1888. 

In 1887 the British Government made an arrangement {see No. XXI) 
between the Railam and Sailana States, by which it was agreed that 
Sailana should in future levy their own customs duties, compensating 
Itatlam for rclinquisliing their right to levy customs dues in Sailana by 
an iiiioiuil payment of Salim Shahi Rs. 18,000. This arrangement was 
modified in 1902 by a fresh one (see No. XXIII)^ made directly between 
the iwo States, under which the payment l>y Sailana was reduced to 
British liH. 0,0t)9.

In 1887 the Eaja abolished all transit duties in his State, excepting 
those on opium. 

In 1891 the Eaja agreed to cede land, with full jurisdiction, for the 
Eatlam-Godhra Eailway. 

Dule vSingh died in 1895 and was succeeded by his adopted son 
Jaswant Singh of Semlia. The Eaja of Eatlam advanced some claims 
in connection with the talwarbandi on the occasion of Jaswant Singh’s 
installation, but they were disallowed. 

In 189G Eaja Bahadur Singh of Sitamau raised the question of the 
precedence of the Euler of Sitamau over the Euler of Sailana in darbar, 
on the ground of his descent from a. senior branch of the family of 
Eaja Eatan Singh. Tlie claim was admitted by the (ioveriiment of 
India, and in 1902 orders to that effect were communicated to the two 
Uarbars. 

Eaja Jaswant Singli died on the 13th July 1919 and was succeeded 
by his eldest son the present Eaja Dileep Singh, born on the 20th March 
1891. 

In 1921 a Kharita {see Part II, Bhopal Agency, No. XXVIII) was 
granted to tlie Euler of Sailana, conferring on him and his successors, 
on certain conditions, enhanced criminal powers to dispose of trials of 
all classes of criminal offences commit^d within the State by the subjects 
of the State or others. 

In 1923-24 tlie State entered into an agreement with the Government 
of India for the production of crude opium, in circumstances already 
related in connection with the similar agreement of the Indore State. 
The agreement was renewed, with modifications, in 1925 {see Part I, 
Central India Agency, No. XV). 

The area of the State is 297 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 27,1G5; and the revenue Es. 3,0l,G51. 

The military forces of the State consist (1930) of 25 Cavalry, 4G 
Inf ant rv and 111 Armed Police, with 3 serviceable and 1 unserviceable 
guns. 

The State was liable to the o])eration of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coiouation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 


4. PiPLODA.* 

Tlie Piploda family are Doria Eajputs, who emigiuted several cen¬ 
turies ago from Girnal in Junagadh.

Tlie Settlement (No. XXXV) of this Chiehship, under wliich a tribute 
of Salim Shahi Es. 28,000 is paid to the Nawab of Jaora, in accordance 
with the 12th article of the Treaty of Maiidasor (Mamlsaur), was made 
with Prithi vSiugli by Sir Jolm Malcolm in 1820. The Tliakur receives 
from Dewas (Senior Braiicli) Rs. 1*18 a year as tanka on six villages 
and from the Junior Eraiich Es. 115 on five villages in Garhguchha. He 
also holds a grant of land in the village of Eetikheri in the Alot district 
from Dewas (Senior Branch). 

The settlement made in 1820 put the Thakur on the same footing as 
other mediatised Chiefs; but in 1844, when Sir Claud "Wade was Resident 
at Indore, a new Deed (No. XXXVI) was executed between the Thakur 
and the Nawab of Jaora without the cognizance of the Government of 
India, by which the Thakur was placed in greater dependence on the 
Nawab, and the riglit of the Nawab to control the judicial admiiiistration 
of the Thakur wgs admitted. The existence of tliis deed was first 
brought to the notice of the Government of India in 1804; but it wiis 
resolved not to interfere witli arrangements whi(‘h had lasted twenty 
years, so long as no dispute should arise on tlie subject between the 
Thakur and tlie Nawab. 


Thakur Prilhi Singli was suc(.‘eeded by his son T med Singh, and ho 
by his son Onkar Singh, wlio died in 18()8 and was succeeded liy his 
adopted son Dule Singh. He died in 1888 and was succeeded by his 
eldest son Kesri Singh. 

In 1901 the Thakur of Ib’ploda memorialised the Government of India 
in respect of a long standing dispute lietvveen him and the Jaora Darbar 
on the Darbar's alleged right to levy customs duty in Piploda. The 
memorial prayed that the muclialka executed lietween the Nawab of Jaora 
and the Thakur of Pijiloda in 1844 under the authority of Sir Claud 
Wade should be abrogated; tliat the attendance of a Pijiloda Vakil on 
the Jaora Durbar should cease; and that, instead of a division being 
made of Hie actual receipts of the sayar, a fixed sum ecjiial to the average 
annual collection during the last ten years should be paid annually by 
Piploda to Jaora. 

In 1905 the { /ovcrnuient of India deeiiled that the eiigaffeiiient of 
1820 gave the Tlia hur of Piploda the full stiit(is of a mediatised C’hief. 
While accnplitijf ^-laim of the Jaora Darhar to half of the sayar 
I'evemies of Piploda, they did not recognise Jaora’s right to interfere 
vrith the internul adniinistration of Pij)loda : and they decided that the 
Darhar should only he paid throngli the Political Agent, their share of 
the sayar collections actually made hv tlie Thal'Or himself. The con- 
teniioii of the .lama Daihar, that the 'I'hakur had m. right to ahidish 
.sayur dues, "as ni-g;,(ordered that, in the event of hia 
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doing sOj tlie Darbar would be entitled to compensation. The engage¬ 
ment of 1844 was lield to be binding; and the right of the Jaora Darbar 
to demand the attendance of a Vakil from the Thakur was confirmed. 

In 1909 the claims of liatlam, Jaora and Piploda to the village of 
Amargarh, in Sarwan Estiite, wei*e rejected by the Agent to the Governor- 
General : and it was held that tlie lands belonged to Sarwan, under the 
suzerainty of liatlam. 

In 191G-17 the State entered into an agreement with the Government 
of India for the production of c.rude opium, in circumstances already 
related in connection wiih the similar agreement of the Indore State. 
The agreement was renewed, with modifications, in 1923 and 1925 {see 
Part I, Central India Agency, No. XV). 

Kesri Singh died in November 1919 and was succeeded by his son 
the present llawat Mangal Singli, born on the 7ih September 1893. 

In 1921, as questions regaiding the status of Piploda vis-a-cis Jaora 
and certain other cognate matters, had again arisen, a l^ritish officer 
was placed on special duty to investigate them. Piploda was unwilling 
to accept liis decision: and the matters in dispute were eventually 
decided by the Government of India in 1923. As regards tlie status 
of Piploda, they lield that the execution of the muchalka of 1844 had 
been obtained by coercion, and they were not prepared to allow 
any weight to it or to considerations arising from it. They re-affirmed 
their ruling of 1905 that the Thakur enjoyed the full status of a media¬ 
tised Chief, and definitely held him to be independent of Jaora and on 
the same footing as other mediatised Chiefs. The question of the com¬ 
pensation due to Jaora, for the abolition of sayar dues in Pi])loda, was 
also decided, by setting off Jaora^s right to the dues against the right 
of Piploda to receive (hnni from Jaora on ac'count of certain villages in 
the Tal and Mandawal parganas; both rights being formally recognised. 
4s regards other points in disj>ute, the Government of India held that 
Jaora’s claim to nazarana was unsustainable ; and that recognition of 
succession, settlement of succession disputes, and administration during 
the minority of the Thakur, were matters for the decision of the Para¬ 
mount Power. They declined to admit Jaora’s demand for the attend¬ 
ance of the Rawat of Piploda at the Nawab’s Darbars, 

At the same time the Government of India authorised tlie use of 
Uie title of llawat in official correspondence with the Chief of Piploda. 

The llawat exercises full criminal pouers except in cases exclusively 
trial)le by a Session Court, which are tiied b\ the Political Agent. The 
Jtawat luis full civil ])Owers, but in cases of value over Its. KhOOO a 
regular ap})eal lies to the Political Agent, vith a further appeal to tJie 
Agent to the Governor-General, who the High Court on botli sides in 
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matters beyond the powers of tlie Chief. The Political Agent has revi¬ 
sionary powers, both in civil and criminal cases, for the prevention of 
gross injustice. 

The area of Piploda is 69 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 9,766; and the revenue about Rs. 1,14,000. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of tlie Coronation Durbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 


5. Biiojakheui. 

The original Agreement (T^o. XXXVII) was mediated in 1820 with 
Rawat Durjan Singh, ancestor of the present holder, guaranteeing 
to him the village of Sidra in Gangrar Pargana on payment of Djjain 
Rs. 100 to the Kotah State. In 1838 the village was transferred to 
the Jhalawar State, which now receives the payment. (See Vol. Ill, 
Haraoti and Toni Agency, Jhalawar.) 

Thakur Bhawani Singh died in 1912 and was succeeded by the present 
Thalnir Dalpat Singh. 

The area of Bhojakheri is 6 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 1,451; and (he revenue Rs. 7,000. 

6. Bilaud. 

The original grant of Bilaud was made in 1818 by Xawab Ghafar 
Khan of Jaora to Hakim Mir Zafar Ali (No. XXXVIII). In 1819 Sir 
John Malcolm mediated the settlement of a dispute betw^een the Nawah 
and the Hakim, on the'terms stated in his certificate (the second 
annoxure to No. XXXVIII). The existence of the guarantee to the 
Estate was lost sight of until 1885. 

Zafar Ali died in 1824 and was succeeded by his son Muhammad 
Saman Ali, who died in 1875 and was succeeded by his son Muhammad 
Zamin Ali. He died in 1884 and was succeeded by his son the present 
Jagirdar Saiyid Ghulam Abbas. 

The area of Bilaud is 4*58 square miles; the jmpulation 349; and 
the revenue about Rs. 3,200. 

7. Boukiiera (Jaora). 

The Thakar ludds a Patta (No. XXXIX) signed by Major Borthwick 
in 1839, and a Parwana (No. Xli) countersigned hy Sir Robert Hamilton 
in 1845. in regard to the villages of Borkliera and Rewns. He pays an 
annual quit-rent of Salim Shahi Rs. 9,201 to the Jaora Darbar on the 
two villages. 
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Gulab Singh, with whom the settlement was originally made, wa^ 
succeeded in 1850 by his son Zomwar Singh, and ho by his nephew Nawal 
Singh in 1851. Bhairon Singh, who succeeded Nawal Singh in 1873, 
died in 1902 and was succeeded by his son Kesri (Kishore) Singh, who 
died in 1914 and was succeeded by his son the present Thakur Mor Singh. 

The area of Borkhera is 7T5 square miles; the population 833; and 
the revenue Its. 18,500. 

' 8. Boukheka (Dijwas). 

The Thakur of Borkhera, in the Dewas State (Junior Branch), receives 
yearly..tankas of Its. 484-4 from the Dewas State (Senior Branch), and 
of Rs. 283-4 from the Junior Branch. The family hold no sanads 
authorising these grants, but a Parwana (Ko. XLI), addressed in 1818 
by Sir John Malcolm to Thakur Zalim Singh, shows that the Thakur 
then enjoyed certain money payments from the State of Dewas. The 
amount of the payment is not entered in the parwana, but has since 
been ascertained. 

In 1889 the Government of India decided that the Parwana of 1818 
should be included in this publication. 

Araar Singh, grandson of Zalim Singh, was succeeded by his son 
Ram Singh, wdio died in 1924 and \vas succeeded by his elder son the 
present Thakur Fate Singh. 


9. Jawasia.* 

The Thakur of Jawasia receives, direct from the Darbars concerned,

By an Engagement {see Note to No. LI) mediated in 1818, the 
Thaknr receives Rs. 1,427 a year from the two Chiefs of Dewas. The 
settlement was made with Moti Singh and his son Durjan Sal. The 
present Tlialcur Pai tab Singh succeeded his father Slieodan Singh, sou 
of Durjan Sal, in 1912. 

11. Kherwasa. 

Thalnir Takht Singh received in 1839 a Patta (No. XLVIII), signed 
by Major Borthwick, for the village of Kherwasa: and this was con¬ 
firmed in 1845 by a Parwana (No. XLIX) countersigned by Sir Robert 
Hamilton. The Tliakur pays an annual quit-rent of Salim Shahi Rs. 
5,001 to the Nawab of Jaora. 

Takht Singh was succeeded by his son Bhagoti Singh in 18GG, and 
lie by his son Zorawar Singh in 1885, In 1887 Zorawar Singh was suc¬ 
ceeded by his nephew the present Tliakur Partab Singh. 

The area of Kherwasa is 3*45 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 508; and the revenue Rs. 11,000, 

12. Khojankhera. 

The Settlement (No. L) made in 1823 with Daiilat Singh guaranteed 
to him the villages of Khoiankhera, Bahadurpura and Arniagujar on 
payment of Salim Shalii R8!^,300 as rent to the Jaora Darbar; and also 
the rights of dami and sayar, on account of which he receives Salim 
Shahi Rs. 1,100. Some 10 or 15 years after the settlement, Arniagujar 
and half of Baliadurpura were resumed by the Jaora Harbar. The 
matter was brought to tJie notice of the Political authorities in 188G; 
when it was decided that there was no sufficient reason for intervening 
on behalf of the Thakur, who had previously made no complaint. The 
rent now paid to the Darbar is about Rs. 1,400 a year. 

Thakur Bakhtawar Singh, grandson of Haulat Singh, died in 1901 
and was succeeded by his eldest son Man Singh, who died in 1907 and 
was succeeded by his brofher the present Thakur Dlml Singh. 

The area oi Khojankhera is 5*24 square miles; ihe population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 410; and the revenue about Rs. (>,900. 


13. Pathahj. 

The Thakur of Pathari receives a tanka of Indore Hali Rs. 2,.')] 9 
from Dewas (S«Mii()r Bnunh) and Rs. 2,-910 from the -Tunior Brandi,

under a Settlenient (No. LI) luediaied by Captain Borthwick and Sir 
Jolin Mal(‘olm in 1818. The Tliakur with wlioni tlie original engagement 
was made was Mahabat Singli. The tanka is paid direct from the two 
States of Dewas. 

The Thakur of Pathari also holds four villages* from Dewas (Junior 
Branch) which are regarded as formally guaranteed. His status in 
regard to these villages was tlie subject of dispute in 18G9, 1886 and 
1928, and on all tliese occasions it was held that the villages were 
guaranteed: a certificate (No. LII), granted in 1837 by Mr. Johnston, 
Assistant to the Itesident at Indore, to Tliakur Zorawar Singh, son of 
Mahabat vSiiigh, having been considered 1o be strong corroborative evi¬ 
dence of the existence of a friiarantee. 

Onkar Singh, the present Thakur, succeeded his father Bakhtawar 
Singh, son of Prithi Singh, in 1894. 

The area of Pathari is 15 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 1,527; and the revenue about Rs. 16,000. 

14. Sadakitert (Sheogakh). 

The Thakur received from the Nawab of Jaora, in 1839, a Patta 
(No. LTII) signed by Major Borthwick, regarding the grant of the 
village of Sadakheri: and tliis was confirmed in 1845 by a Parwana 
(No. LIV) countersigned by Sir Robert Hamilton. The Thakur pays 
to the Jaora Darbar a quit-rent of Salim Shahi Rs. 3,501 on the Sada¬ 
kheri village. 

These settlements were made with Oopal Singh, who was succeeded 
by his son Gambhir Singh in 1807, and he by his son Bahadur Singh 
in 1889. It was on the occasion of this succession ihat the existence of 
the guarantee was brought to notice. The succession was approved by 
Government: and i1 was iK»tified that the Tliakur was entitled to the 
protection of the Western Malwa Ag»mcy in respect of his guaranteed 
possessions. 

Bahadur Singh died in 1890 and was succeeded by his brother Sadul 
Singh, who died in 1920 and was succeeded by his eldest son the present 
Thakur Raj Singh. 

The area of Sadakheri is 00 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 5,053 and the revenue about Rs. 42,000.

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16. Shujaota. 

The Settlement (No. LV), which was originally made with Raghnnath 
Singh in 1823, guarantees to the holder the villages of Shujaota, Sala- 
khera and Piplia on payment of Salim Shahi Rs. 3,303 as rent to 
the Jaora State; and also guarantees the rights of dami and sayar. 

The existence of the guarantee was brought to notice in 1884. 

Khushal Singh, who succeeded in 1851, died in 1904 and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his nephew the present Thakur Rup Singh. 

The area of Shujaota is 5*7 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 385; and the revenue about Rs. 17,000. 


17. SlDBI. 

The original grant (No. LVI) from the Nawab of Jaora was mediated 
in 1824 by Mr. G. Wellesley, Resident at Indore, in consequence of a 
dispute between the Darbar and Thakuri Lai regarding the village of 
Sidri which, with some wells, had been held by the latter’s family long 
before the foundation of the Jaora State. 

Thakuri Lai, the original holder of the guarantee, died in 1863 and 
was succeeded by his son Gopal Singli. He died in 1886 and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son the present Thakur Gordhan Singh. 

The area of Sidri is 1*81 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 272; and the revenue Rs. 4,004. 


18. SiEsi. 


The original Settlement (No. LVII) in respect of the three villages 
of Sirsi, Khemakheri and Khokhra, was made in 1839 by Major Borth- 
wick with Thakur Bhawani Singh, to whom he also gave a Robkar 
(No. LVITT) for a quarter share of the village of Panchewa. under 
Piploda. This lias recently (1927) been held to be guaranteed. 


Bhawani Singli was succeeded, in 1841, by his nephew Halpat Singh, 
uho in 1845 received a Parwana (No. LIX) countersigned by Sir Robert 
Hamilfon, confirming fhe original settlement with Bhawani Singh. The 
Thakur pays an annual quit-rent of Salim Shahi Bs. 12,301 to the Jaora 
Darbar on account of the three villages named in ihe original settlement. 


Dalpat Singfi succeeded hy Sarup Singh in 1872. He died in 
1922 und v\as su<.(aM*du<l l)y his son (he present Thakur Sanihhu Singh. 

The area of Sirsi is 7 - 5 q square miles; the )>opulation, according to 
(he Ceimis of 1921, 941; and the reven u.e Rs. 10,000.

19. Tal. 

Settlements between Tliakur Cliander Siugb and the Jaora State were 
mediated by Mr. Gr. Wellesley, Kesident at Indore. In 1821 the villag*ea 
of Earwakheri and Melakheri were guaranteed to the Thakur in istimrari 
tenure (Eo. LX): and in 1822 the dami and other dues of the Tal 
pargana were guaranteed (No. LXI). 

Chander Singh was succeeded by his son Jait Singh, who died in 
1853 and was succeeded by his son Lachman Singh. He died in 1859 
and was succeeded by his nephew Onkar Singh. 

The extravagance of Onkar Singli brought him heavily into debt 
and in 1880 and subsequent years he applied to the Jaora Darbar for 
assistance. This was granted and arrangements were made in 1889 by 
the Darbar, without previous reference to the Political Agent, for 
managing the Thakur’s Estate and paying off the debts. On the facts 
l)eing brought to notice, it was decided that the arrangement concluded 
in 1889 by tlie Darbar with the Thakur should not be interfered with, so 
long as the status of the Thakur in respect of his guaranteed rights was 
not materially affected therel)y, and provided that there was no infraction 
of the rule limiting to the holder^s lifetime the power of alienating 
guaranteed property. The right of the Government of India to be con¬ 
sulted on all important points regarding the position and privileges of 
guarantee-holders, and to decide all questions of succession to guaranteed 
estates, was at the same time made clear to tlie Jaora Darbar. 

Onkar Singh died in 1901, and was succeeded by Madho Singh, whe 
died in ]91(] and was succeeded by his brother the present Thakur 
Sambhu Singh. 

The area of Tal is 9’3t] square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 1,250; and the revenue Rs. 18,000. 




20. Tonk. 


Thakur Nirbhe Singh succeeded his faUier Balwant Singh in 1809 
and was succeeded by Bijey Singli, who died in 1910 and was succeeded 
by his son the present Thakur Fateli Singli. He receives from Scindia 
and Holkar the following tankas: —

It was the practice of the Agent to the Governor-General at Indore 
to grant the Thakur a parwana to enable him to realise the tanka from 
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Scindia’s local officials, but the Thakur now receives the tanka from 
the Gwalior Darbar direct. 

The Thakur also receives a tanka of Rs. 4,570 from the two Chiefs 
of Dewas. No sanads for this tanka have been produced, but the Thakur 
holds a certificate (No. LXIV), given in 1837 by Mr. P. Johnston, 
Assistant Resident, Indore, relating to the payment. 


21. Uperwaha. 

The Settlement (No. LXV) originally made in 1823 with Zalim 
Sino-h, guarantees io the holder the villages of Uperwara, Palakheri 
and^ Chandankheri on pajunent of Rs. 3,003 as rent to the Jaora State; 
and also the rights of danii and sayar. The existence of the guarantee 
was brought to notice in 1884. 

The present Tliakur Krishna Singh, fifth in descent from Zalim Singh, 
succeeded his father Bhairou Singh in 1910. 

The area of Uperwara is 7T0 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 974; and the revenue Rs. 23,400. 

22. Upuai. 

The Thakur holds from tlie Jaora Darbar a quarter share of the 
village of Uplai on istiuirari tenure, on an annual quit-rent of Salim 
Shahi Rs. 401. 

The existence of the original Patta (No. LXVI), signed by Major 
Borthwick in 1840 and granted to Bhopji, was brought to notice in 1910; 
and in 1912 the Government of India held that the grant should be 
treated as guaranteed. 

Thakur Bherou Singh, third in descent from Bhopji succeeded his “ 
father Pirthi Singh in 1894. Bheron Singh died in May WSO and was 
succeeded by his minor son llie present Thakur Ishwar Singh born in 
Alarch 1928. 

The area of Uplai is -03 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 110; and the revenue Rs. 3,000.

Translation of Agreement entered into by the Thakoors of the Bansvvara, 
Pertabgurh, and JMajlwa Frontier, and signed in the presence of the Poli¬ 
tical Agent of Meywar and the Officers on Special Duty in Western 
Malwa in February 1861. 

AVe agree to the arrangement proposed for preventing the predatory incursions 
of the Bheels into Malwa, and we voluntarily bind ourselves that if any Bheels 
attempt to pass through any of our lands, we will oppose and drive them back ; 
and that, if the force available to any one of us is insuflScient for this purpose, we 
will call upon each other for assistance, and promise that we will never refuse 
assistance when intelligence is given us ; and should there be any dispute amongst 
ourselves, we will not call in the assistance of the Bheels, and if any one of us com- 
bines with them, or gives them assistance, or knowingly allows them to pass through 
his lands, on proof of the same we will agree to whatever punishment the Gov¬ 
ernment may award. The above agreement w^e make of our own free will; and 
further, if any Bheel claims “ choutan from us should he be able to show that 
payment of the sanie has been stopped within the last 12 years, we agree that 
the payment shall be revived.

ENGAGEirifiJJT bctw^een the Honourable the East India Company and the Maha¬ 
rajah Tookijee Puar and Anund Rao Puar, Joint Rajahs of Dewas, 
their heirs and successors, settled by Lieutenant Alexander MacDonald, 
acting under authority from Brigadier-General Sir John Malcolm, k.c.b., 
and K.L.S., Political Agent to the Most Noble the Governor-General, 
on the part of the Honourable the East India Company, and Succaram 
Bapoo, on the part of the Maharajahs Tookajee Puar and Anund Rao 
Puar, Joint Rajahs of Dewas : the said Brigadier-General Sir John 
Malcolm being invested with full powers and authority from the Most Noble 
Francis, Marquis of Hastings, k.g., one of His Majesty’s Most Honour¬ 
able Privy Council, Governor-General in Council, appointed by the 
Honourable Company to direct and control all the affairs in the East In¬ 
dies ; and the said Succaram Bapoo being duly invested with full powers 
on the part of Tookajee Puar and Anund Rao Puar, Joint Rajahs of 
Dewas, — 1818. 

Article 1. 

The British Govermnent will grant its protection to the Maharajahs Tookajee 
P uar and Anund Rao Puar, joint Rajahs of Dewas. 

Article 2. 

The Rajahs Tookajee Puar and Anund Rao Puar engage that, in addition 
to the attendants of their persons and the sebundecs of the country, they will 
keep up and regularly pay 50 good horse and 50 foot well armed who shall be 
at the disposal of the British Government; and after three years, as the revenue 
of the aforesaid Rajahs of Dewas will be augmented by the increase of inhabitants 
and cultivation, 100 horse and 100 foot shall be kept up and be at the disposal 
of the British Government. 

Article 3. 

The British Government will protect the Rajahs of Dewas in their present 
possessions of the mehals of Dewas, Sarungporc, Allote, Goorgoocheh, Bingnowde, 
Bughowdc, as well as the share of the collections amounting to 7 per cent, of the 
third part of the province of Sundersee belonging to the Rajah Ramchunder Rao 
Puar of Dbar, and an equal share, viz., 7 per cent, of the collection of the province 
of Doongla belonging to the aforesaid Rajah of Dhar. The British Government 
will further protect the Rajahs of Dewas against th(‘ attacks of enemies and will 
aid them in tlie settlement of any of their rebellious subjects, and wdll mediate 
in a jn^^t and amicabh* manner any dispute that may arise between them and other 
States and petty Chiefs. 

Article 4. 

The Rajahs of Dowas engage to have no intercourse or communication with 
any other States, and to enter into no affair of any magnitude without the advice 
and concurrence of the naij British Government. 
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Article 5. 



The British Government agrees to consider the Rajahs Tookajee Piiar and 
Anund Rao Puar in every respect the rulers of their present possessions, and 
engages to give no protection to any of their discontented relations or dependants 
and not to interfere in the internal administration of the country. 


Article 6. 

The Rajahs of Dewas relinquish their claim of 7 per cent, on the collection, 
of the province of Doongla, belonging to Rajah Ramchunder Rao Puar of Dhar 
in favour of that Chief, from the beginning of the year 1876 to the beginning of the 
year 1879 Bickramajeet, in order that the above said province, which is now 
entirely desolated, may be again inhabited ; and after the expiration of these tliree 
years the Rajahs of Dewas will consider themselves entitled to their share of 
7 per cent, on whatever sum may be realized after the deduction of ex]>en8es. 


Article 7. 

The Rajahs of Dewas, with a view to the improvement of their possessions, 
agree to act by an union of authority and to administer the affairs of their pro¬ 
vinces through one public minister or chief officer. 

Article 8. 

This engagement, consisting of eight Articles, has been this day settled by 
Lieutenant Alexander MacDonald, acting under the direction of Brigadier-General 
Sir John Malcolm, k.c.b., and k.l.s., PoliticalAgent to the Most Noble the Governor- 
General, on the part of the Honourable Company ; and by Succaram Bapoo on the 
part of Tookajee Puar and Anund Rao Puar, joint Rajahs of Dewas. Lieutenant 
MacDonald has delivered one copy thereof in English, Persian and Mahratta, 
signed and sealed by himself, to the said Succaram Bapoo, to be by him delivered 
to the Maharajahs Tookajee Puar and Anund Rao Puar, and has received from the 
said Succaram Bapoo a counterpart of the said engagement, signed and sealed 
by ^imself . 

Lieutenant MacDonald engages that a copy of the said engagement, ratified 
by the Most Noble the Governor-General, in every respect a counteipiart of that 
now executed by himself, shall be delivered through Succaram Bapoo to the Ma¬ 
harajahs Tookajee Puar and Anund Rao Puar, within the period of two months ; 
and on the delivery of such copy to the Maharajahs, this engagement executed 
by Lieutenant MacDonald under the immediate direction of Brigadier-General 
Sir J. Malcolm shall be returned ; and Bapoo Succaram in like manner engages 
that another copy, ratified by the Maharajahs Tookajee Puar and Anund Rao 
Puar, in every respect the counterpart of the engagement now executed by himself, 
shall be delivered to Lieutenant MacDonald to be forwarded to tlie Mo.st Noble 
the Governor-General, within the space of the following day (to-morrow); and on 
the delivery of such copy to the Most Noble the Governor-General, the engage- 
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meat executed by Succaram Bapoo, by virtue of the full power and authority 
vested in him as abovementioned, shall be returned.

Engagement regarding the Pergunnah of Bag ode. 

Letter to G. Wellesley, Esq., from Eookmangad Eao and Anund Eao Puar, 
Eajahs of Dewas, received on the 6th July 1828. 

After the imial compliments .—We have given over to the Honourable Com¬ 
pany’s government the pergunnah of Bagode, which is our jaghire, for the purpose 
of having it brought into a state of order and improvement. The khasgee jaghire 
and inam villages being excepted, the remainder will be held in khalsa manage¬ 
ment. The inhabitants will accordingly be conciliated, and the cultivation pro¬ 
moted ; after deducting the expenses of the pergunnah the proceeds, whatever 
they may amount to, will be paid as revenue to us.

Letter from G. Wellesley, Esq., Resident, etc., Indore, to Eookmangad Eao 
and Anund Kao Puar, Rajahs of Dewas, dated the 7th July 1828. 

After the usual introduction .—I have had the happiness to receive your letter 
conveying accounts of your welfare, and serving as a Sunnud for the pergunnah 
of Bagode. God willing the pro.sperity of the pergunnah shall be promoted to the 
utmost possible extent, and the balance of the revenue, after deducting the ex¬ 
penses, etc., shall be paid to your government. I heg you will set your mind 
at ease on that subject. Until wo meet coTitinue to gratify me with accounts of 
your welfare.

The whole number of villages was 39, yielding a revenue, including the sayer,

My Vakeel, Ram Rao Narain, forwarded to me your perwannah to his address 
dated 19th May 1864, together with the memorandum of four conditions regarding 
cession of land for railways. I have learnt all particulars, and am much gratified 
that a railway line is going to be brought to this part of the country. In con¬ 
formity with your wishes, I give my consent to all these conditions, but beg to 
remark that my State is small, and to e.xpres8 my hope that the British Govern¬ 
ment, taking into consideration the smallness of its resources, will continue its 
support and favour as it has done heretofore. 


Paper of Conditions in regard to Railways in Rajputana. . 

Isl. —That the necessary extent of land, averaging 200 feet in breadth, for the 
construction of the railway line, stations and ion^Jt^g Tailway purposes, shall be 
^ven up by the Native State, free of all cost. 
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2nd, —-All necessary compensation, for accruing loss to owners of lands, houses, 
gardens, etc., in the land, ceded, to be defrayed and borne by the Chief of the State 
out of his own funds, in the manner done by the British Government in regard to 
the Railway within their own territories. 

3rd. —That full jurisdiction in such land, short of sovereignty rights, shall be 
made over absolutely to the British Government. 

—That all transit and other duties on goods passing through shall be 
surrendered. However, duties on goods breaking bulk and being conveyed to 
and from the railway may be charged at the usual rates, or according to a fixed 
tarifi to be settled hereafter. 


No. VII. 

Agreement between the British Government and the Chief of Dewas, Senior 
Branch, for the abolition of transit duties on Salt,— 1881. 

Whereas it has been considered desirable that the levy of transit duty on salt 
passing through the Dewas territory shall cease, it is hereby agreed between the 
Government of India and the Chief of Dewas, Senior Branch, as under :— 

1. The Chief of Dewas, Senior Branch, undertakes to abolish all transit duties, 

of whatever description, on all salt passing through the Dewas terri- 
tory. 

2. The British Government, in consideration of the loss which the abolition 

of the above duties will entail, agrees to deliver to the Chief of Dewas, 
Senior Branch, free of cost at Indore, 100 maunds of salt annually.

Translation of an Agreement (Kabooleut) between Thakoor Oonkar Sing 
of SuNOWDA and Nawab Ghufpoor Khan for the rent of the village of Sun- 
OWDA and other villages altogether nine in number, dated 1st September 
1821, corresponding with the 5th Bhadwah Sood Sambat 1878,—1821. 

By this writing I agree to pay for the nine villages the sum of Salim Shahi 
Bupees 13,853 for three years from the year 1878 Sumbat to the year 1880 both 
inclusive; this sum to include rent and every extra charge with the exception 
of the fines imposed on criminals, the transit duties, and the zemindaree dues, 
I have of my own free will concluded this Agreement with the Nawab’s govern¬ 
ment (Jehangir Khan being the Nawab’s agent in the business) by which I bind 
myself to pay into the cutchery of Mulhargurh the abovemeiitioned sum by regular 
instalments each year. After the expiration of the abovementioned period of 
three years, I will for myself and descendants enter into a leasehold agreement 
to increase tlie rent of any village that may be found capable of affording such 
increase according to the established custom of the pergunnah of Mulhargurh. If 
I under any pretence fail to pay my rent I will submit to be considered an offender 
against the State. After the exi>iration of the aforesaid period of three years, 
in case any of the nine villages should be found depopulated, I will agree in the 
now settlement that may be made to a deduction from the sum total of the rent 
that may be fixed upon, proportionate to the sum paid by such village during 
aforesaid period of three years, and that the village so depopulated (become 
khalsa) revert to the Nawab. I will on no pretence whatever attempt to evade 
the fulfilment of the last-mentioned Article, and I agree that all advant^es and 
losses bo laid to my account. For this reason I have written this paper of my 
own free will.

three years in case of any of the nine vUlagcs being found depopulated, in the 
new settlement that may be made, a deduction proportionate to the amount paid 
by such village during the three years aforesaid shall be allowed from the sum 
total of the new rent that may be fixed on, and the village so depopulated (become 
khalsa) revert to the Nawab ; that during the aforesaid term of three years no exac¬ 
tions shall be made under any pretext whatever for money beyond the sum already 
specified (Kupees 13,853); that the Thakoor shall use his utmost endeavours to 
promote the prosperity of his villages and the happiness and welfare of his ryots;

agreed to by me, and are hereby again fully confirmed in perpetuity as per follo^.T.? 
agreement:— 

1. All land that may be required by Government for the railway and its works, 
etc., shall, in consideration of the benefits to commerce and the subjects of this 
State, be given in perpetuity. All residents within the limits of the railway, 
whether the subjects of this territory or of the British Government, shall be con¬ 
sidered under the jurisdiction of the railway officers and the Government author¬ 
ities. 

2. All disputes between the officers and servants of the railway and the subjects 
of this State shall be heard and settled by the officer in political charge. 

Cases in which criminals of this State, who may take refuge within the rail¬ 
way limits,8hall be investigated and settled in accordance with the rules at present 
in force with the political authorities. 

3. No transit duties shall be leviable on merchandise conveyed by the railway. 
It shall be allowed to pass free of all dues on the part of the Sayer Departments 
of this State. 

The above conditions are agreed to for any railway that may have been pro¬ 
jected, or may be projected, by the British Government, to pass through the 
Rutlam territory.

Whereas there has been a long standing disagreement between the Rutlam 
and Sailana States arising out of the present system of levying sayer duties in 
their territories ; and whereas it is expedient in the intere-sts of the two States that 
the matters in dispute between them should be adjusted, the Governor-General 
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in Council, has, with the consent of the States of Rutlam and Sailana, made the 
following arrangements :— 

Article 1. 

The Sailana State shall pay to Rutlam annually through the AVestetn Malwa 
-iVgency the sum of Sbah-Alum-Shalii Rs. 18,000, namely, Rs. 8,000 on Magh 
Sudi Poonum, and Rs. 10,000 on Jaith Sudi Poonum, in compensation for the 
right of Rutlam to lev^y customs duties in Sailana, which right shall cease to be 
exercised by the former State from the date of this arrangement coming into force* 


Article 2* 

From the date of the commencement of this arrangement the two States shall 
levy their respective customs duties through their own officers. 

Article 3. 

From the date of the commencement of this arrangement neither party to it 
shall levy transit dues on the opium of the other party. 

Article 4. 

The Rutlam State shall pay to Sailana Rs. 24,963 in full of its claims up to 
Phagun Bidi 1st Sambat 1943, the date of the commencement of this arrange¬ 
ment, which sum includes the half amount of its share on account of the Bodina 
customs which is in deposit with Seth Ganesh Dass Kishnajee. The sum of 
Rs. 24,963 shall be paid as follows :— 

In cash within one month of the commencement of the arrangement through 
the Agency, Rs. 6,963. The balance Rs. 18,000 will be paid to Sailana by crediting- 
it with the sum of Rs. 10,000 on Jaith Sudi Poonum Sambat 1943 and with 
Rs. 8,000 on Magh Sudi Poonum Sambat 1944, the receipts for which will be 
pa.sscd by Rutlam to Sailana on the above dates through the Agency, and Sailana 
will similarly pass receipts to Rutlam through the Agency as the money is 
adjusted as above. 

Article 5 * 

This arrangement takes effect from the 11th January 1887 and shall always 
continue in force.

Ruti^im States in connection with the construction of the Rdnija— Kachh- 
ROD Road,—1890. 

VVliereas the Gwalior Durbar is desirous of constructing a metalled road be- 
tween the towns of Ruuija and Kachhrod of Gwalior District, and whereas a 
portion of this road extending in length to about 9,000 feet will run through land 
belonging to the Thakur of Namli, a Jagirdar of the Rutlam State, it is expeiiient 

that an arrangement between these two States regarding this portion of the road 
suoulcl be made. 

The Governor^General in Council has, with the consent of the States of Gwaliol

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subjects and traders shall be given in perpetuity to the British Government ; and 
all subjects of the British Government and my subjects residing within the limits 
of the line shall be under the orders of the railway authorities and the officers of 
the British Government. 

II. Whatever matter of disputes may arise between my subjects and the 
railwav officials shall be enquired into by the political officer, and whatever offender 
in a criminal case may take refuge within the railway limits, shall be subject to en¬ 
quiry and trial according to the procedure of the agency of the district. 

III. Whatever property may pass along the line shall be entirely free from 
transit duty. 

I again write as I have above written, that I agree to these Articles for any 
railway that may be projected by the British Government through the Seetamhow 
District.

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Should it be proved that I have associated with these dacoita or connived 
at their nefarious proceedings, the Nawab is at liberty to award a suitable punish¬ 
ment. 

ShouWajUy case of dakun ” occur within my estate, I will not molest the 
suspecte . shall I allow my subjects or dependants to do so. 

e ajpoots are in the habit of killing their daughters ; I will in future make 
arraUj^ements that no one should commit the heinous crime of infanticide within 
my estate. 

Should io bo proved that I or any of my dependants were concerned in the 
commission of this heinous crime, or thatt I connived at the offence, the Nawab 
13 at liberty to award a punishment. 

In future, like other tankhadars, I will pay obedience to the Nawab. I will 
keep a vakeel in attendance on him. Should any ol my subjects appeal to the 
»/Owrah adawlut, the case may be disposed of there. 

I engage to abide by the conditions of this engagement; in case of failure, 
I incur a serious responsibility. Given of my own free will while in the full pos¬ 
session of my senses. ^ -

It is required that the possession 
of the village should be given to the Agent of the said Hakeem, considering the 
grant as rent free. The village should not be harassed with demands for forced 
labour (begar), bhet, etc., nor should renewed sanad be called for. Carry out 
those instructions without fail. 


Translation of a Proclamation from Captain Borthwick regarding the grant 
by Nawab Ghuffoor Khan, of the village of Belonda in Sunjit Pergana 
to Hakekm Meer Zaffurally, dated 11th January 1819, corresponding 
with 17th Rabi-ul-awal 1234 Hijri. 

Whereas Nawab Abdul Ghuffoor Khan has out of his estate, which is guaran- 
teed by the Briti«{) Government, granted free of rent the village of Belonda to 
Syud Zaffurally fop gupport on account of the services rendered by him, whereas 
the above village i.s Hituated on the road and is frequented by travellers and on 
this account is put to the inconvenience of providing labour, fire-wood, etc,, which 
interferes with tin* prosperity of the village and its mhabitantB, and whereas the 
said Hakeem is a udl-wislier of the British Government, it is notified that no 
servant of the British Govornment or any other person passing the village should 
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demand forced labour, fire-wood, etc., otherwise on a complaint being made to 
any British officer, such person will be considered an olTender,

This is to certify that being called upon by both parties to mediate a settle¬ 
ment of a dispute between the Nawab Ghuffur Khan and Hakim Mir Zufiur Ally, 
I agreed to do so on the ground of my consideration for the character of the Nawab 
and the public services rendered by the ]p[akim to Holkar’s as well as the British 
Government, and the following is the settlement to which I have given my consent 
as according with the wish; s of both and appearing to me under all circumstances 
just and reasonable. 

The Hakim Zufiur Ally is at liberty to depart from the service of the Nawab 
Ghufiur Khan and to live in Hindustan, his native country. He has consented 
to give up to the Nawab the Sanad he has in his possession for an annual pension 
to him and his heirs for ever of fifteen hundred Rupees, but retains the sanad 
or grant (to him and his heirs for ever) conferred upon him by the Nawab Gufiur 
Khan as a reward for his services of the village of Belonda in the District of Sunjit 
which is given for the support of him, the said Mir Zufiur Ally, and his desccn- 
pants. In witness of my having mediated this agreement I have given one copy 
of this certificate to the Nawab Ghufiur Khan and another to the Hahim Mir 
Zufiur Ally.

So you should 
collect the Tanka which the said Girassias used to receive from the villages from 
time immemorial of which they should not be allowed to recover a pice direct 
and pay to the Girassias the above sum of Es. 180 yearly in four instalments from 
the Mahal Kacheri in accordance with the j)ractice in force in Mahal and also take 
service from them in the Mahal.

The Tha¬ 
kur should by his good management bring the land under plough and cultivation 
and increase the prosperity of its cultivators and should not suffer the villages 
to be depopulated and should pay annually the stipulated rent into the Sirkar 
Treasury as tankha according to the following instalments, without excuse or 
evasion on account of failure of crops. 


On condition of paying the above sum to the Sirkar, giving personal attend¬ 
ance and fidelity in due performance of duty, the above villages have been granted 
by way of tankha. No deviation should be made from this, what is enjoyed

APPENDIX No. I. 

No copy of the document shown in this Volume as No. I under the Central 
India Agency is forthcoming at present from the Darbar’s records ; nor lias the 
counterpart been found which Sir John Malcolm engaged to deliver, duly ratified by 
the Hon’ble the Governor-General in Council, within one month. All that has 
been found is the following copy of a document in Persian dated four days 
later, viz., the 6th Shawal 1220 A.H., from camp near Amritsar, w^hich may 
possibly be a copy of a document delivered by Jeswant Rao Holkar in pursuance 
of Article 9. It contains 15 articles of which the first 8 reproduce the first 
eight articles of the treaty as printed, but with certain additions and a few 
differences. The subjects of the remaining seven articles are respectively 

9. The Company to compose the differences between Holkar and the Peshwa. 

10. The Nagimrwala (Bhousla Raja) to be made to return certain ]>roperty 

of which he had cheated Holkar. 

11. Certain Jagirs. 

12. Holkar’s relations with Daulat Rao Scindia, 

13. Holkar resigns his possessions in Hindustan. 

14. The Company not to interfere between Holkar and the Raja of Jaipur. 

15. Return of certain property. 

A Hindi copy of the same document, bearing the Maharaja’s seal, has also 
been found. It is dated the 7th Shawal and substitutes for the 14th and 15th 
articles above described, an article providing that the Company shall not inter¬ 
fere with Holkar’s enjoyment, as of old, of Sardeshmukhi, Patelki, and other 
rights in Khandesh and the Deccan, 

The additions which these documents make in the first eight articles are 


Article 3. 

The passage ‘‘ Mewar. Chambal ” is replaced by the words Malwa, 

Nimar, Kanjiwara, Umatwara, Bhoi>al and other States like those of Mewar, 
Marwar, Haraoti and Sopur and other States to the South of the Chambal.” 

Article 4. 

Contains a provision reserving Alampur and Salone to Holkar. 

Article 8; 

Contains a provision that the Company should not interfere with Holkar’a 
friendship with Ranjit Singh and the Sikh Khalsa, and other Chiefs in the Punjab, 




If however, this document was not presented, or, if presented, was withdrawn 
and replaced by a copy of the Treaty as negotiated, its only practical interest 
lies in indicating certain mistakes in the treaty as now printed, viz .— 

(q) In Article 2 “ Dase ” is a mis-spelling for Dahi or Daee as it was then 
spelt, cf. the note below on article 5 of Central India Agency No. II 
in the original of which the word is spelt Daee. 

(6) In Article 3, “fort.of Chanderee should be ‘‘fort........of 

Ghandore ”, and ‘‘ Senghan ” should be “ Sheogaon Further on 
in the same article ‘‘ port ” of Chanderee should clearly be, as before 
‘‘ fort ” of Chandore. 

In Article 8, the words his own country ” are used in this document instead 
of Hindustan ’’ in both places where it occurs. 


Translation. 

A treaty for the establishment of the foundation of peace and amity between 
che authorities of the Honourable British Company and Maharaja Jaswant Rao 
Holkar has been concluded to the following effect:— 

Whereas some disagreement and discord recently arose between the Honour¬ 
able British Company and the aforesaid Maharaja and it is now the desire of both 
parties to restore mutual harmony and concord, the following articles are con¬ 
cluded through Colonel John Malcolm in accordance with the authority given 
to him by Nawab Samsam-ud-Daulah Ashja-iil-Mulk Khan-i-Dauran Khan Gene¬ 
ral Lord Lake, Commander-in- Chief, Fateh Jang, who has been invested with 
authority for this purpose by the Honourable Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Governor- 
General and Administrator of the provinces of India belonging to the Honour¬ 
able English Company, and through Sheikh Habib Ullah and Bala Ram Seth, 
invested with powers on the part of Maharaja Jaswant Rao Holkar :— 


Article 1. 

The British Government engages to abstain from the prosecution of hostili¬ 
ties against Maharaja Jaswant Rao Holkar and to consider the said Maharaja 
henceforward as one of the friends of the said Government. Accordingly the 
said Maharaja agrees on his part to abstain from all measures and proceedings 
of hostile nature against the Honourable British Company and its friends and 
allies, and from doing any act which may cause harm or injury to the Honour¬ 
able British Company or its friends and allies. This article is agreed to by both 
parties in accordance with the conditions laid down. 


Article 2. 

The Honourable Company are masters of the Country and just. Now that 
relations of friendship have been established and all discord has been removed 
why shojJd not the places Tonk, Rampur, Bundi Lakheri, Samdhi, Bowangaon, 
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Dai aud others, situated to the north of Bundi hills, which have been from times 
immemorial the ancestral property of the State be given up. Owing to friend¬ 
ship it IS fitting that they should be restored. 


Article 3, 


The Honourable British Company hereby engages to have no concern with 
the country which belongs from ancient times to the Holkar family in Malwa 
Nimar, Khichiwara, Umatwara, Bhopal and ui other States such as Mewar, Mar- 
war, Haroti, Supor and States situated to the south of the Chambal, nor to inter¬ 
fere with the affairs of those places. And the said Company also agrees to restore 
to Maharaja Jaswant Rao Holkar such of the possessions of the Holkar family 
as are situated in the Deccan south of the river Tapti which are at present in the 
occupation of the said Company with the e.xception of the fort and pargaiiah of 
Chandor, parganah Ambar, parganah Sbeogaon and the parganahs and villages 
situated to the south of the river Ganga Godavari which will remain in the pos¬ 
session of the said Company. In consideration, however, of the greatness of 
the family of Holkar an engagement is hereby given that in case relations of union 
and friendship are maintained by Maharaja Jaswant Rao Holkar and no act is 
committed by him which may be productive of evil in the territories of the Honour¬ 
able British Company and its friends and allies, the said country, i.e., the fort 
and parganah of Chandor, parganahs of Ambar, Sheogaon and villages situated 
to the south of the river Ganga Godavari, will at the expiration of eighteen months, 
be made over to Maharaja Jaswant Rao. These places which are [the Maha¬ 
raja’s] ancestral property from ancient times will now, that friendship and union 
have been established between the parties and all hostilities have been removed, 
be restored so that there may be no cause for any dispute. And in Malwa, Khi¬ 
chiwara, Umatwara, Bhopal and other States of Mewar, Marwar, Haroti, Supor, 
Thaiwah, Dewlia Partabgarh and in the country situated in the Deccan to the 
south of the river Tapti, the Honourable British Company shall not offer any 
hindrance or interference. 


Article 4. 


The Honourable British Company renounces all claims to the pargana Kunch 
and the Biindelkhand district. In case relations of union and friendship are 
maintained intact by the Maharaja towards the Honourable British Companv 
and its friends and allies, the Honourable British Company shall after the cx 
piry of two years, give the parganah of Kunch in jagir to Bhiman Bai, the worthy 
daughter of the said Maharaja to be held by h.'r under the Honourable British 
Company similar to that now enjoyed by Bala Bai. The family of Mahara'a 
Jaswant Rao Holkar represents that the parganahs of Kunch and Alsanpur Sanlon 
have from ancient times belonged to that family and that the chhairi ( sic )' of the 
*ate Maharaja Subedar is also at that place. These should be restored ^without 
*ielay in consideration of their being ancestral property. And as regards the 
famainder of the Bundelkhand district, the Honourable British Company are at 
liberty (to do as they please). 
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A jagir similar to that given to Bala Bai should be granted to-Bhiman Bai in 
Hindustan territory. 

Article 5. 

Maharaja Jaswant Rao Holkar hereby engages to renounce all claims of every 
description on the Honourable British Company and to the territories occupied 
by the said Company and its friends and allies. This article is agreed to by both 
parties in accordance with the conditions laid down. 


Article 6. 

Maharaja Jaswant Rao Holkar hereby engages never to entertain in his ser 
vice, Europeans of any description without the consent of the Honourable British 
Company. It is proper that the British Company should not entertain in their 
service any of the brothers, friends or servants of this family. If any one should 
apply to that Company it should have nothing to do with him. 

Article 7. 

Maharaja Jaswant Rao Holkar hereby engages that as Sarji Rao Khorkhia 
has created mischief which has wrought such havoc in the country, and as he 
has particularly been guilty of unbecoming conduct towards the Honourable 
British Company who have consequently sent proclamations to their friends pro¬ 
claiming that perfidious man as their enemy, he shall, in view of these facts, 
never allow him to enter his territory or admit him into his counsels regarding tl.-c 
affairs of his State or entertain him in his service. This is agreed to in accord¬ 
ance with the writing of the Honourable British Company. 


Article 8. 


The British Company engages that in case peace is established and the con¬ 
ditions laid down in the above articles are accepted by Maharaja Jaswant Rao 
Holkar, the Honourable British Company will permit the said Maharaja to re¬ 
turn to his own territory without let or hindrance. And the said Company will 
not interfere or have anything to do with the affairs of the said Maharaja. It 
is, however, stipulated that immediately upon the treaty being ratified, the said 
Maharaja shall proceed by continued marches to his own country by the route 
which leaves the States of Patiala, Kaithal, Jind, the possessions of the Com¬ 
pany and the territory of the Raja of Jaipur on the left, and shall take strict pre 
cautions against the territory of the Honourable Company, etc., on his route, 
being plundered by his troops. 


Maharaja Holkar represents that he will take precautions on the road at the 
time of the return journey, but that he will take revenue (Mu amla) from a ore. 
As the traffic of troops has been by way of Shekhawati, the return lourney wil 
be made by that route. R is, however, stipulated that the Honourable British 
Company shall not in any way molest or injure in the Punjab, etc.. Raja Eanjit 




Singh, Sardars Fateh Singh, Tara Singh, Dewa Singh, Budh Singh, Jodh Singh 
Ramgarhia, Karam Singli, Mahtab Singh, Jail Singh, Bhogwan Singh, Baghel 
Singh, Giirdit Singh, Jodh Singh Kalsia, Kutb-ud-din Khan Kasuria, Raja Sansar 
Chand of Nadaiin, Sahib Singh of Gujrat, Mir Ahmad of Jakramvan, the Chief 
of Kot IMaler and others, who have been the Maharaja’s friends from ancient times. 

Article 9. 

J lie Honourable British Coni 2 )any engages that it will bring about a recon- 
ciliation between the Peshwa and Maharaja Jaswant Rao Holkar between whom 
some discord has arisen. It is agreed that reconciliation should be speedily efiected. 

Article 10. 

The Maharaja Holkar rei^resents that the Honourable English Comi)any should 
cause to be restored to him the goods, saddlery, elephants’ trappings and bag¬ 
gage, etc., which were treacherously taken possession of by the Chief of Nagpur. 
If, however, the said Raja should not return these at the instance of the Honour¬ 
able Company, the latter should not protect or assist him if the Maharaja takes 
such steps as he may deem necessary to recover his property. 


Article 11. 

Maharaja Jaswant Rao Holkar represents that the Honourable British Com¬ 
pany should arrange that the Jagirs enjoyed by officials, and Udak servants and 
others from the Peshwa from old times, should be restored to them. The zemin- 
dari rights should be restored to those who have hitherto enjoyed them. 


Article 12. 

Maharaja Jaswant Rao Holkar represents that brotherly feeling exists bet¬ 
ween Daulat Rao Sindhia and Maharaja Jaswant Rao. But owing to interests 
of the 2 >arties in the country and the instigations of certain officials, misunder¬ 
standings soiuetimes arise. In such a case the Honourable British Company 
should bear in mind that if by any chance some misunderstandings should occur 
between them, the Company should rest assured that they will themselves settle 
their differences.

Maharaja Jaswant Rao Holkar represents that the revenue {Mu amla) of 
Jaipur State belongs to him of right from ancient times that he will take it ac¬ 
cording to ancient practice, and that the Honourable British Company should 
not interfere in this matter.

Considering the fact that from the very first day of my friendship with brother 
Nawab Amir-ud-Daula Muhammad Amir Khan Bahadur, the arrangement was 
that at the time a treaty is concluded with the Honourable British Company, 
I shall have the country of Khetar, which belongs to Afghans, released and res¬ 
tored to him, now that no hostility exists between us, and I and brother Amir 
Khan Bahadur have all become supporters of the Company, it behoves the Honour¬ 
able British Company to be so considerate as to restore the heritage of the Afghans, 
so that the persons concerned may receive their rights. The reason is that my 
said brother is as much a friend of the Honourable Company as he is of mine.

INTRODUCTION. 

T he Western India States Agency was constituted on the 10th Octo¬ 
ber 1924, by the amalgamation of the Cutch, Kathiawar and Palan- 
pur Agencies, eaidi of which was forinerly a separate Agency under the 
political control of the Government of Bombay. 

The Cutch Agency was established by virtue of Article 19 of the 
Treaty of 1819 (Salute States No. I V); and wm abolished as a separate 
Agency in 1924 from the date on which the coiiBtitution of the Western 
India States Agency came into effect. But the formal Agreement em¬ 
bodying this abolition (Salute vStates No. XXIV) was not completed 
till 1925. 

In 1863 Kathiawar was divided into four districts or pranta 
styled Southern, Northern, Easteiu and Western respectively, and 
European officers were appointed to these districts to Buperintend the 
administration generally, and more particularly to tiy iriter-jurisdictiou 
al cases and offenders wdiri had no knowm Chief, or who were under petty 
landholders unable to bring them to trial. At the same time, the Chiefs 
of Kathiawar were arranged in seven (‘lasses, and their powders and the 
extent of their jurisdiction were defineil. This class system, which used 
to regulate the precedence of the Chiijfs in Darbars, proved inconvenient 
in practice and was abolished in 1925. In 1873 the divisions had l>een 
again reconstituted and the old geographical names Jhalawad, Golielwad, 
Soraih and Ilalar restored to the “ prants But in 1923, con8e([uent

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reorgaiuisaMoii of the Kathiawar Agency, the four praiiia 
vtfzm aiiuilg-iiinated into two divisions, Soratli and Italar beconiing* the 
Western Kathiawar Statea, and Jhalawad and (iohelwud beconiirig the 
’ Eastern Kathiawar States. In 19!27 these designations were changed 
to Western Kathiawar Agency and Eastern Kathiawar Agency, 

The designation of the Palanpur Agency was changed to Banas 
Kantha Agency in 1925. 

The Western India States Agency includes 17 Salute States, all of 
which are in direct political relations with the (Toveriiivtent of India 
throiigdi the Ag-ent to the Governor-General, Western India States. 
These are (in provincial order of precedence) (1) Cutch, (2) Jnnagadh, 
(f3) Nawanagar, (4) Bhaviiagar, (5) Porl)andur, (G) Dhrangadlua, 
(7) lhalanpur, (8) lladhanptir, (9) Morvi, (10) Goiulal, (11) Jafrahad, 
(12) Wankaner, (13) Palitana, (14) Dhrol, (15) Limhdi; (IG) Bajkot, 
(17) Wa<lhwaii. The ])olitical charge of the non-SaInto States and petty 
Tahikas, and, the supervision of the 4410008, are in the hands of the 
Political Agents of the Banas Kantha, Western Kathiawar and Eastern 
Kathiawar Agencies, wlio are subordinate to the Agent to the Governor- 
General 

The lIulerB of all the Salnte States have unlimited civil jurisdiction. 
In the matter of criminal jurisdiclion, they have full powers, except 
that they cannot try British Tndiun subjects for (*apital oifenc.es, without 
the pej'iriisHion of the Agent to the Governor-General, nor exercise any 
jurisdiction over Europeatvs, including European British subjects, 
Ameiicaus, Government servants and other British subjects. The Chiefs 
of lion-Salute jurisdictional States have civil and criminal powers more 
or Icvss re.strictefl Thm‘e is no right of appeal to the Agcmy against 
such deeisious as are within their owy powers, but their proceedings may 
be called for ami reviewed on suspicion of injustice. 

The area of the Western India States Agency, exclusive of the llann 
of Glitch, is about 34,891 square miles, 32,328 square miles of which are 
wnder the Agency, about 1,245 square miles are uuder Baroda, about 
1,298 square miles are under the Collector of Ahmedabad and about 20 
square miles form the Portuguese pcxssessiou of Din. The population, 
according to the Census of 1921. is 3,545,048. 

The average annual revenue of the Chiefs, calculated on figures 
supplied by them in 1920, was IPs. 4,81,85,373. The tri)>ui;e ami otlior 
mllectious amount to Bs, 11,95,595-13-11.

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By tbe 4th Article of the IVeaty of 1805 with the Oaekwar (see Part 
II, liaioila. No, XII) it was stipuiated that a portion of the {subsidiaiy 
force, for which the Treaty provided, .should {iroceed to Kathia^\ aI wlien- 
e.ver there ahould he a real neceissity for it, the Britisih Government being 
the judg-e of the iieceBsity. At the heginniug of the niaetwixth century 
it was discovered that a (‘Oiisiderable poi'tion of the Guekvvar’« reveinie» 
depended on the realisation of tribute from Kathiawar, which was 
uiinually coliecteil by a inilitary expedition. 

Two obvious evils were inseparable from this Mulkgiri system^ 
which was a special (dniiiM teristic of the Mahraita Empire. The injury 
done to the countiy by the Mulkgiri nrniy wms out of all proportion 
greater thnn ilie amoiini of money realised by it; and the abBanee of 
any civil government gave opportunity to the prosecution of intestine 
feuds. 

In DeceniWr I80d the Chiefa of Ghital, Jetpur, Menclarda, Kundia, 
Joria and Morvi applied foi- British protection, and offered, on certain 
conditions, to cede their eatatel^ to the British Government; but the olfer 
was not accepted. In 1807 the British Oovermnent decided to associate 
themselves wdth the Oaekwar in enforcing his tributary rights in 
Kathiawar: and a combined force of British and Baroda troops entered 
the country. Before the entry of this force, circular letters were 
addressed by Colonel Walker, Tlesident at Baroda, and by the Gaekwar, 
to twenty-nine* of the principal Chiefa, explaining to them the object 
that the British Government had in view^—to effect a permanent and 
amicable settlement of the Gaekw^ir ilooliikgeeree tribute, which they 
earnestly desire to see fixed and determined on prlnciples^of moderation 
and justice, and at the same time to see the country relieved from the 
advance of an army w’hiidi, liowever friendly, must always occasion 
detriment.'V The inteiitiaii of the British (hwernment was at first, in 
many cases, misunderstood; but, when these misunderstaiiidings had been 
removed, tlie Chiefs readily entered into the engagements proposed to 
them.

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to the peculiar tenure of property in Kathiawar, the number 
(H)Bclu(le(l, insteatl of being 21) only as at first expected, 
amounted to no fewer than 103^; and this number w^as afterwards largely 
increased as deserted Cvstates became settled. In Kathiawar, except 
among the leading Kajput familiewS, the property of the father is sub¬ 
divided among the sons, and the subdivision becomes more complete as 
tile families desc’ond in the scale of wealth and importance. In Kathi 
States the custom was to divide; but in 1897 (loverriTnent decided to 
apply the rule of primogeniture to Jasdan, and in 1902 to Thana Devli, 
Vadia and the estate of Vala Vajsur Videra of Bagasra—all in the Western 
Kathiawar Agency. In 1903 it was extended to all Kathi jurisdictional 
estates, and in 1904 to all jurisdictional estates, whether Kathi or not. 
riie rule was, however, viewed wiili disfavour by some estates: and in 
1908 it was decided that, in future, each (use of succession, whether in 
Kathi or other estates, slmiild be decided on its merits. Among the small 
proprietors the practice of subdivision continues universal, the eldest 
son in some (uses receiving the largest share, and enjoying certain 
privileges as the head of the family. The possessors of these shares and 
their descendants are called the Bhayad,^’ (m brotherhood, of the 
priru'ipal Chief. They claim the same powers in their estates as the 
Chief, paying their (mntribution of the general collections made in the 
country^ and frecpiently claiming the right of a separate settlement of 
their own account. There is another class called Mulgirassias,or 
original owneiH of villages, who had come to .terms with the Chiefs who 
had 08tab!isli(‘d sway over I hem, and by surrendeiing a portion of their 
lands had retained the remainder as Giras, or hereditary landed pro 
pei’ty, subjetd to the (Conditions of military service and tribute. From

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as could establish their right to a separate settlement, separate 
agreements were taken. 

The j)erniaiient Eiigageinents eoucliKled (No. I) wei^e of two kituls^ 
for each of which separate security was taken. The first form was 
called “ Fa^el Zamin and was a security-bond providing for the gene¬ 
ral peace of the country and the protection of the possessions of the 
British Government, the PeshTea and the Gaekwar. This engagement 
was signed by tlie Bhatt of the Chief, and for the faithful performance 
of its terms counter-security was taken from sonie other Chief, so as to 
establish a chain of responsibility, making each Chief answerable for his 
neighl)our. The second kind of engagement was for the payment of a 
fixed tribute in perpetuity; and for this security was given renewable 
after ten years. When the Chiefs paid no tribute to the Gaekwar, the 
engagement of the first kind only was taken. 

iMsrogarding merely verbal differences, the Fa^el Zamin bonds may 
be ilivided into five main classes— 

1. Those (No. I) in which the Talukdar bound himself to abstain 

from annoying mercliants and travellers, and to give them 
guards until (hey left his territory; but was not liable for 
compensation for robberies or for the production of the 
thief. 

2. Those (No. II) in which the Talukdar was responsible for com¬ 

pensation as well as the production of the thief. 

•3. Those (No. HI) in which the Talukdar was responsible for 
compensation or the production of the thief. 

4. Those (No. IV) in which the Talukdar was responsible for 

highway robberies absolutely, and no reservation w'us made 
regarding the production of the thief. 

5. Those (No. XIII) in which the Talukdar undertook that, if the 

tracks of any bad character entered the lands of any village 
of his Taluka, he would carry them on to another Taluka, 
or become responsible in any w\ay that Government might 
direct.

The Chiefs ef IhiVitanii arid Cathi do not appear to have been ealled 
upon to give iorniul security in this way. 41ie Chief of Nawanagar is 
believed to have executed a Fa’el Zaiuiu bond iji 18(17, but neither the 
original, nor a <’opy of it, is foitbcouung. The Chief of Jafi'abud 
(flanjira-r—who wm not tributary to the Oaekwar) did not execute any 
bond. The Cldef of ralunpur executed a bond for the payment of tribute 
to the Oaokw^ar in 1809, similar to those given by the Chiefs of Kathiawar, 

After these engageinentfi were concdnded, a Memorandum (No. V) 
of the eng«age:ment was given to eatdi Cluef under the guarantee of the 
British (loverninent. The setileuients made in ISO? were haaed upon tj»e 
state of things existing at the time, aiul this is the period to wdnch all 
enquiries in <lisptite8 regardiifg lamls or heretlitary rig*hts in Kathiawar 
are liTuited. 


The principle of the haTd Zamin 5t bonds wu\a developed later; for 
instance in 1821-22 (No. XII1) when, under arrangannents with the 
Peshwa and the Gnekwar, the Biitisli Govern men t had acquired exclusive 
authority in Kathiawar; and again in some instances so late as 1850. 
In all 147 bonds, coming under the general designation of Fa’el Zainin, 
W’^ere takcji from the same uumlavr of ( Oiiefs, and are still in existence. 

It is reniarkuble that, in all the arrangements of 1807, the rights of 
the Peshwa in Kathiawar were ovei bxiked. The Gaekwar w^as entitled 
to the greater jmrt of the Kathiawar tribute, not in his owui riglii, but in 
his capacity of tariner for the l?eshw\a. Yet th<^ engagements concluded 
were drawn Up sololy in the (laekwar's name. The l^eshwa’s consent to 
the settlement was never asked, nor was he even infornuxl of what had 
been done till 1814, after the Gaekwar’s lease had expired, and the 
disputes arose belwetui the IVshwa and the Gaekwar w’hich emlod in the 
murder ot Gangadhar Sliastri. The Britisli Resident at Poona then

Jiut in this draft agreement the mistake was made o£ dev^crihing the 
eiigageinents as Bettleraents for ten years, whereas only the collateral 
security bond was renewable after ten years, the settlements being in 
per|)etiiity. The Pesbwa did not assent to this draft agi’eement and 
preseiite<l another* to be substituted for it. Besides these, several other 
proposed engagements were exchanged in the course of the negotiations, 
but no final agreement was come to, till the discussions were ended by the 
Treaty of J8J7 (see VoL VII, The Peshwa, No. XV). Article 7 of this 
ceded h) the British Government all the Peshwa’a rights in Kathiawar. 
Since the Agreement of 1820 (^see I^art II, Baroda, No. XVITI) with the 
tlaekwar, hy which he engaged to send no troops into Kathiawar and 
to make no demands on the province exce|)t through tlie British Govein- 
ment, the supreme authoi'ity in Kathiawar has been vested in the British 
Government alone; first in its own share acquired under the Treaty of 
1817, and secondly in the Gaekwar^s share hy virtue of the Agreement 
of 1821). In Amreli, however, and the other portions of Kathiawar 
imduded in the term “ Pauch Mahals,’’§ which had come under tlie 
direct rule of the Gaekwar, and in Okhamahdai, which, after its con¬ 
quest by the British Government, was ceded to the Gaekvrar by the 7th 
Arti<‘ie of the Tnnity of 1817, the internal management is conducted by 
the officers of the Gaekwar. 


The Kathiawar Chiefs, partly from their pecuniary einharrassments, 
and partly inmi their weakness and the subdivision of their juriKdictions^ 
were incapable of acting up to the engagements wliich l)oun<l them to'' 
preserve the peace of the country and suppress crime: and evtmtiially, 
in 1881, the British Government decided to establish a criminal court 
of justice in KiitJiiawar to be presided over hy the Political Agent aided 
hy^ three or four Ohiefs as assessors, f()r the trial of capital crimes in the 
estates of Chiefs who were too weak to punish such offences, and of 
erime.s committed by petty Chiefs upon one another, or otherwise than 
in the l(»gitimate exercise of authority over ilieir own dependents. But, 
with this exception, no magisterial interference in the administration of 
the territories subject to the various Chiefs was exercisefl by the Politi(*al 
Agent. This arrangement, which was slightly modified hy Kathiawar 
Criminal Court llules framed in 1915, continued until the 10th October 
lfr24. when the entire administration of justice was reorganised: and, 
in addition to the existing Chief Court of Criminal Justice, the Judicial 
Commissioner was invested with the powers of a High Court, except in

jointly charged with European British subjects. 

The iiivestig^ations made at the settlement in 1807 revealed the fact 
that the l{aj[)nt tribes in Kathiawar, more particularly the Jadejas and 
diddiwas, were addicteti to the barbarous practice ot female infanticide; 
aiid Oilonel Walker was instructed to endeavour to induce the principal 
(Chiefs in Kathiawar to hind themselves and their followei\s to renounce 
the ''vinie. lie succeeded in persuading twenty Chiefs and their Bhayad, 
including every Jadeja Chief who enjoyed the smallest separate jurisdic¬ 
tion, to sign an Engagenient (JNfo. VT) binding themselves under penalties 
to proliibit infanticide, and giving the British (Joverninent and the 
(iaekwar the right to punish ohenders. The Engageraent comprised 
wdihiu its obligation every Jadeja family iuhahiting the peninsula of 
Gujarat. Viohitionw of the Engagement occurred, and in some t*ases its 
formal renewal was demanded. Arrangements for the suppression of 
infanticide among the Jadejas of the Palanpui Agency were made in 
1818, and in 1827 these were formally confirmed by an Agreement (No. 
XIV). The evil was also very prevalent in Cutch, wdiere vigorous 
measures were taken for its suppression, special pi-ovisioii being made 
for this in tlie Treaty of 1819. In 1834 the British Government issued a 
proclamation to all the Kathiawar Chiefs, reminding them, of their 
engagements and declaring their mtentioii to punish persons guilty of 
infanticide in such manner as might he conducive to the complete 
suppression of the pracdice. The proclamation was renewed in 1838. 
Keiiewed Engagements were taken from various Jadeja Chiefs of Cntch 
in 1840 (No. XV), 1842 (No. XYI) and 184G (No. xVlI) : and in 1853 
tlie Agreement of the rladejasof the Palaiipur Agency was renewed (No. 
X.X111). The continuance of special measures for the prevention of 
female infanticide wus decided to be unnecessary in Cutch in 1891, and 
in Kathiawar and the Pahinpiir Agency in 1899: and they were accord¬ 
ingly discontinued. 

Special efforts were made in 1808 to suppress the pirates who infested 
the neighbouring seas : and, in that year, Agreements were made with 
the Chiefs of Jumigadh (No. VII), Porhandar (No. VIII) and Nawa- 
UMgar and Joriya Bandar (No. IX), by which they undertook to renounce 
piracy ami their riglits over wrecks, besides agreeing to allow admission 
into their ports of the East India Company's vessels and subjects, for 
the purjiose of trade and conuuerc.e. It is uiu'ertain whether the Chief 
of Bhavnagar signed a similar agreement; but, as the lluleis of Bhavna- 
gur had for many years taken great pains to destroy piracy, it is probable 
that his hostility to the pirates was too well known to make any engage¬ 
ment with him on the subject necessary.* A number of the early

^24re^^ and agreementft witli Ctitcli also contained clatuses for the suppres- 
sioii of piracy. 

Ill 1846 Engagements were made to exenipt from customs duty vessels 
driven by stress of weather into the ports of Juiiagadli (No. XIX), 
Nawanagar (No. XX) and Bhavnagar (No. XVIII). Fresh Engage¬ 
ments (No. XXI) were made in 1849 by the Chiefs of Junagadh, Nawa- 
nagar, Bhaviiagar, Porbandar and Jafrabad, from which, however, 
vessels belonging to .Cutch were specifically excluded, on the score of 
non-reciprocity. But in 1851 the Rao of C’utrh [who had, in 1840, issued 
rules (see Part 11, Baroda, No. XXMl) exempting from the payment of 
duties vessels whicli, while trading between Bombay and Sind, were 
driven into Ids port of Mandvi through stiess of weather] puhlislied 
a fresh set of rules (No. XXII) wljjeh eventually led to the extension of 
the Engagements of 1849 to include Cutch vessels, sigrned in 1878 (No. 
XXIV) by the Chiefs of Junagadh, Naw^anagar, Bhavnagar and 
Porbandar. 

Notwitlistanding all efiorts to reform tlie adiuinistration of Kathia¬ 
war, there was at first little iniprovement in tlie condition of the country, 
The social and political system of tlie province was described as a system 
of sanguinary houndaiT disputes, imirders, robbery, abduction, arson 
and outlawry. Although about eighty of the petty States, which existed 
in 1807, had l>een absorbtxt in other States, yet, from the constant sub- 
division of jiossessions by iniieritaiu'e, the mimber of separate jurisdic¬ 
tions'^ rose to four hundred and eighteen, and in the majority of these 
the jurisdiction claimed was over two villages, one village., and often a 
fraction of a village. 

In the reorganisatioji of the adiuinistration of Kathiawar that took 
place in 1868, no special provision was made for the hearing of (iiras 
cases, or those in w^hich landed estates held on a semi-feudal tenure 
were involved. If a case fell within the jurisdiction of a Chief it was 
heard by him; if it fell beyond his jurisdiction, it was heard by the 
Political Assistant; but it was not the practice to interfere in cases which 
a Chief, in virtue of his jurisdiction, w^as competent to liear. The effect 
of this was to deprive the Mulgirassias of the right of appeal against 
their Chiefs; and in 1867 it was decided that the Mulgirassias were 
entitled to look to the British Government for enforcement of the obliga- 
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the Fa^el Zamiti bomlH of 1807 which bound the Chiefs not to seize 

lauds. 


Til* ^ive eiVeid to this tlcudsion it was at first proposed that Giras cases 
should be beaid liy a court composed of a Judicial Assistant to the Poli¬ 
tical Agent, assisted l)y the karhhavis of the Chiefs as assessors. 
This arrangement, however, vvas regarded with disfavour by the 
(Mlids: and, after much discussion, during which Uie Chiefs were 
allowed every oppoi tuuiiy^ of representing their views, a scheme was ex- 
periinenlally introduced, pi’ovidiog for* the survey of estates and the 
settlement of the rights in land of the' suhonlinate Mulgirassias, Tlie 
Uaiasthanik Sahha Court was also established for tlie decdsion of queBtions 
in dispute lietween Mulgirassias and Phayads on the one hand and the 
Chiefs on the otlier. The Court was composed of a Priiish ofiicev as 
jiresident. and six members who were chosen by Government out of a list 
of twelve names submitted by the Chiefs. Of these six memhers the 
piesiihuit (‘bose two to sit with him as assessors, and either party to a 
dispute had a right of objecting to one of the memliers. Hides* were 
tliavvu up to regulate the working of the Court. 

The liajasthunik Oonit was abolished in 1H99. After the abolition 
of the Court .the frdlow ing procedure was adopted in regard to the disputes 
relating to Giras and llaks betw'eeri the States of the old classes 1 to 
IV and their Bhayads and Mulgirassias, The Bhayads and the Mul¬ 
girassias exhausted their remedies in the States’ ( ourts and then submit¬ 
ted their applications or appeals against the State Huzur Courts’ deci¬ 
sions to i he Agent to the Governor, wdio dealt with them as political cases 
ill his owui court, referring them, if necessary, to the Judicial Assistant 
for hearing and report; Imt the final order vraa passed by tbe Agent to 
ihe Governor. Partie.s dissatisfied w ith the decisions of the Agent to the 
Governor appealed to the Governor in Council, Bombay. The same 
procedure is now folloAved unit alia mufnndis, appeals against the deci¬ 
sions of the States and Talukas being submitted to the Agent to the 
Oovernor-rienerid, w ho refers them, if necessary, to the Judicial Commis¬ 
sioner for hearing or report. A further appeal from the appellate 
decision of Ihe Agent to the Governor-General lies to the Goveinor- 
General in Council. § 


As regards cases arising in States below the old class TY, fresh Tiniest 
were made in 1898, by 'which the Judicial Assistant ^vas authorized to 
hear and dispose of them with the aid of twm assessors to be appointed 
from among those mentioned in the list maintained for the purpose. 
All decisions passed by the Judicial Assistant ivere required to he 
coiiuter.signed l\y the Agent to the Governor in Tvathiawuir. These rules 
w^ere superseded by revised iiulesll in 1928. Under these Hides, the

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Agent, Western Kathiawar Agency, and the Political Agent, 
Eastern Kathiawar Agency, have been empowered to hear and dispose of 
such cases with tire aid of two assessors. Appeals against the Political 
Agent’s decision lie to the Agent to tlie Governor-deneral in the States 
of Western India, whose detiision is final. 

In 1820 a Notification (No. X) was sent to all the Chiefs of Kathia¬ 
war, regarding the passage of opium through their'territories: and in 
1821 they were required (No. XI) to purchase opium,* neeiled for retail 
sale, from the Government store. They agreed to hotli these require¬ 
ments: and the Chiefs of the Palanpur Agency, who also received the 
former notification, recorded their agreement to it in 1822 (No. XII). 
It was found, however, that the Kathiawar Chiefs had not adequately 
fulfilled their engagements: and fresh rules, to protect Imperial interests, 
were laid do'wn in 1.878. The con.seqnent agreement was signed hy only 
a lew of tlie minor Talukdars of Kathiawai', tliough it was accepted hy 
all the States in the Palanpur Agency (Nos. XXVf and XXVH) in 
187f). The other KatJriawar Chiefs Buhmitted a representation to Oov- 
erniuenf, claiming to be allowed to cultivate and manufacture opitiin 
and to receive opitvm from Government duty-free. These claims were dis¬ 
allowed. The Government of India ruled in 1881 that the British 
Goveruiuent had always e-vercdsed f he right of levying a. duty on opium, 
and that the prohibition of the cultivation and manufacture of opium 
was of long standing and hud been acquiesced in by the States of 
Eatliiiiwar, and must continue. The pass fee, however, was reduced. 
Government reserving the right to raise it should the States not loyally 
co-operate for the stippression of illicit traffic. The lending States then 
propo.sod certain modifications in the rules. They would have had ilie 
eflect of precluding the British Government from raising the pass fee 
and reducing the drawback. Tlie.se concessions were refused, but tlie 
States were in 1881 permitted to purchase opium in the Bombay market, 
llulea .to regulate the .sale of opium in the States of Kathiawar were 
finally sanctioned hy the Government of India in 1899; they an' now 
required to liuy opium from the Itajkot depot. 

The State of Cutch never entered into any agroemeut regarding 
opium; but a State Act of 1878, re%'ised in 1908. proliibiis the cultiva¬ 
tion, manufacture and export of opium, and regulates the import of 
opium required for consumption in the State. 




The general Agreement of 1879 was modified by .seimrate Agreements 
taken fioni Palanpur and Badhanpnr in 1892 ami 1897 respectively. 

Tw,. of the Estates in what is now the Ea.stern Kathiawar Agemv 
undertook Mbe Chief of Pat.li in 1822, and the Tliakurs of Jhinihuwada, 
of the Jla-sim urn! Melam hranches, in 1824) to almndon their claims 


The poppy seems never to have been cultivated in Kathiawar. 
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local salt-pans in consideration of an annual cash payment: 
and Itadhanpiir in 1840, and Wap (now in tlie Baiias Kanfca Agency) in 
1848, concluded Salt Agreements, niention of which is made in the narra¬ 
tives specified ; but no general arrangements for the regulation of the 
manufacture of, and trade in, salt were made with the Kathiawar Chiefs 
until 1883, in which year Agreements were taken from them. These 
were of three kinds i the first (No. -X-XNIU.) executed by the Chiefs of 
maritime salt-producing States; the second (No. XXXIV) by the Chiefs 
of non-maritiinc salt-producing States : and the third (No. XXXVI) by 
the Chiefs of those States tliat were neither maritime nor salt-producing. 
Of the 8e<'ond kind, the Agreement entered into by the State of Dhranga- 
(Ihru (No. XXXV) contained a special clause permitting the manufacture 
of Yaclagra salt v\t the Kuda works; while that concluded by the Chief 
of Bajana (No. LX) was signed, in a different form, in 1895. The Rao 
of Cviteh also entered into a separate Salt Agreement in 1885, Tl>e 
general effect of the three kinds of agreement concluded with the Kathia¬ 
war Cliiefs was to hind them to take such measures for the protection 
of the British saW revenue as were required by the local situation 
and circumstances of their States. It was subsequently decided 
tliat, in the case of non-maritime and non-salt-produciug States, 
it was unnecessary to insist on the observance of the third article of their 
agreemeuts which provided for the sale of salt by licensed vendors only. 
The special clause in the Dhrangadhra Agreement of 1883 was after¬ 
wards modified, by a fresh Agreement concduded in 1900. 

In 1924 the Dhrangadhra State was permitted to export (Ihassia and 
Baragra salt t:o foreign ports and in 192() to export Baragra salt to 
Bengal and Burma : its rigfit vsimilarly to export Ghassia salt is (1930) 
under discussion. In 1928-29 the Nawanagar, Morvi, Bhavnagar and 
Porbandar States were, in supersession of the Agreement (»f 1883, also 
nermitted to export by sea to Bengal, Burma and foreign countries 
Ghassia salt produced in their States: and rules to regulate the export 
were drawn up. 

In 1854 file Kathiawar Chiefs engaged to suppress the adulteration 
of cotton j>ractised by trade^rs wdihin their districts; and in 1864 they 
»gi*eed to abolish transit duties. In 1885-86 the oppressive impost on 
trade known as Beshdaii ’’ was abolished in the States of Nawanagar, 
Junagadh, Wankaner and Wadhwan, 

Tor tnany years the southern districts of Kathiawar w^ere exposed to 
the depredations of bands of Waghers, who jdundered the Gaekwar’s 
Mahals and created a widespread feeling of alivrrn throughout Kathiawar 
In 1867 a large hand of thovse outlaws \vas dispersed by a small British 
force: and in the same year a local corps, coin])osed of contingents from 
several of the firsi-class States, was formed under British officers, to 
assist the Chiefs in the maintenance of order. This corps was called the 
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efal Sibandi of tte Kathiawar States, It was tliahanded in 1873; 
but the services of British officers had to be lent on several occavsions 
subsequently, for the suppression of outlaws and dakaits: and in 1890 
all the Kathiawar States signed a Convention (No. LI) with a view to 
secuiing efficient co-operation in the suppression of dakaiti. Depreda¬ 
tions by bands of outlaws occurred between 1890 and 1892, and in the 
latter year supervision by British officers was introduced. The outlaws 
were completely suppressed by 1894, though the supervision of a Euk)- 
pean officer in "Wankaner State was not withdrawn until 1899. 


Until 1885 the police duties in the Katlnaw^ar and Palanpur Agencies 
were discharged by the Gaekwar^s Contingent; hut in that year the 
Contingent was disbanded and replaced hy Ageiu*v police. On the in¬ 
auguration of the Western India States Agency in Odober 1924, these 
local police corps were placed under the Superintendent of Police, 
Western India States Agency. The cost of the force is met by a subsidy 
from the Gaekwar in lieu of the (Vmtingent, by contributions from tlie 
thanas and civil stations, and hy the share which is paid to Government 
by the Junagadh Darbar in return for the collection by Government of 
the tribute called Zortallu 


The first railway built in Kathiawar was the extension of the Bombay, 
Baioda and Central India lines, on the standard gauge from Ahmedahad 
to \^iramgam and the Kharagora salt works, and on the metre gauge from 
Viramgam to Wadhwan. I'he Chieh of Wadhwan, Laklitar, Bajanu and 
I atdi, through vhose terriforv the line passed, Tuade over the required 
lands free of cost, though without executing any foiuual agreement: 
and in 1874 ceded (No. XXV) full jurisdiction over the railway lands. 

In 18<9 the States of Bhavnagar and Gondal entered into a mutual 
Agreement (No. XXVIII) for the construction of a railway from 
Bhavnagar to the Wadhwan terminus of the Bombay, Biiroda and 
Central India Ilailway, with a branch from Dhola to the town of Dlioraji 
in the Gondal State. This line, at first known as the Kathiawar State 
Railway and afterwards as the Bhavnagar-Gondal Railway, passed 
through territory helonging to the Gaekwar and the Chiefs of iunagadh, 
Limbdi, Wadhwan, Chuda, Vala, liantwa, Lathi, letpur and Kotda 
Pitha, all of whom gave the land required free of cost, though without 
executing any formal agreement. They also ceded all criminal jurisdic- 
tion over the line. The terms of the engagements executed by Baroda 
{see Part II, No. XXXI), Junagadh (No. XXX) and Bhavnagar 
\ VXn differed slightly from those agreed to by the others (No. 
XXTX). Civil jurisdiction was not transferred; l)ut il was subsequeutly 
arranged that any suits brought against the proprietary States or Talukas 
should he heard in the Agency Courts. Baroda accepted this tentativelv, 
and Bhaviiagur was the only State which (in 1881) entered into a formal 
Agreement (No, XXXII) on the point. In 1885 sanction was accorded 
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r])i()ject put forward by the Nawab of Janagadh for the extension of 
the Uliaviuigar-doiulal Euilway to his port of Verawal: and J viiiagadh in 
188(h and Gondal in 1887, ceded (Nos. XXXVII and XLV) full criminal 
and partial (dvii jurisdiction over the line. In 1889 the States of 
Porlvaudar and Gondal jointly coustructed an extension from Dhoraji to 
Porhandar. Full civil and crimiiuil jurisdiction over the lands occupied 
by it had been ceded in 1887 (No. XLI V) these States, as well as by 

Nawanagar, through whose limits the line also passed. In 189() the 
States of Jiinagudli, Bhavnagar, Porhandar and Gondal made a joint 
agreement under which tlie xnanugeiuent of the Bhnvnagar-Gondal- 
Jimagaclh-Porbandar llailway was vested in a Board of Control, The 
combined system of working, however, produced friction, aud in 1911 
it was decided to dissolve it in favour of separate working. From that 
date the Junagadh, Bhavnagar and Gondal Darhars themselves under¬ 
took the management of their respective railway systems. The separa¬ 
tion of the interests of the Gondal and For bandar State Hail ways was 
ellecded in 1919: and the management of the Porhandar State llailway, 
which had Ireen allowed to remain with the Gomlal Kailway iidmiiiistra- 
lion, was restored to tlie Porhandar State in 1924. 

In 188(). the Morvi Darhar connected its capital with Wadhwau, by 
a narrow gauge railway. Full criminal and civil juiisdiction over the 
hinds occu])ied by the line wUwS ceded in 1887 by the States of Morvi 
(No. XXXIX), Wankaner (No. XXXVIil) and Wadhwan (No. Xldll) 
and the Eastern Kathiawar Agency Chiefs of Lakhtor (No, XLI), Sayla 
(No. XLH) and Mxili (No. XL). Full criminal and civil jurisdiction 
over the lands to he occupied hy a projected extension of the line from 
Wadhwau via Wankaner to Kajkot was also ceded in 1888 by the Sttites 
of Wankaner (No. XLVII), Dhrol (No, XLVI) and iLjkot (No, 
XLVni) and the Western Kathiawar Agency Chiefs of Gavridad 
(No. XLIX) and Kotharia (No. L). This extension was constructed in 
1890. 


Ill 1892 a hraneh line, from detalsar on the Bhavnagar-Gondal- 
Junagadh-Porbamlar Kailway to Kajkot, tvas constructed jointly hy the 
States of fliinagadh, GiuidaJ and Kajkot, and Ajam Wala Siirag G-anga, 
a shareholder of Jetf)ur. Full criminal and civil jurisdiction over the 
lands occupied liy this line wa.s (uuied in 1892 by lumigadh (No. LII) 
and Gondal (No. LIll), and in 1892-98 by Kajkot and the Western 
Kathiawar Agency Chiefs and IValnkdars of Ymlia, Viqmr, Koida- 
Saiigani, Jetpnr, Kotharia, Gadhka and Shahpur (No. LIV). In 1894 
the Jam of Nawanag*ar began the constru(?tion of a metre gauge railway 
from Jamnagar to Bajkot, and full criminal and civil jurisdiction over 
the lands occupied by it was ceded, in that year, hy Nawanagar (No. 
IVVII), Dhrol (No. LVI) and Kajkot (No. LV) and the Western Kathuv^ 
war Agency Chiefs of Julia (No. LVIII) and Pal (No. LIX). 
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Since tlien there have been many extensioiiB and additions to the rail¬ 
ways in Kathiawar, involving cession of jurisdiction to tlie British Gov¬ 
ernment. These are mentioned separately in the narratives of the States 
and Agencies concerned : the only one involving a general cession being 
the Conversion to metre gauge, by the Morvi Darbar,, of the narrow 
gauge railway between WadliAvan and liajkot. Full criminal and civil 
jurisdiction over the lands occupied by this line was ceded in 1905 by 
Dhrangadhra (No. LXV) and Wadhwun (No. J.XI) aiid the Eastern 
Kathiawar Agency Chiefs of Lakhtar (No. LXIV)^ Say la (No. LXII) 
and Miili (No. LXIII). 

Prior to 1905 the States had to contribute their share of the cost of 
police employed by the Government of India on railways passing through 
their territories. In that year it was decided to renounce all claims 
against Darbars for the maintenance of British police on railways in 
respect of which jurisdiction had been ceded to Government. Certain 
States in the Western India States Agency claimed a refund of anioimts 
recovered from them towards the cost of British police on railways, 
constructed Binco 1905, in respect of which jurisdiction had been ceded: 
and in 192G the Government of India refunded sums aggregating 
Its. 2,22,598. 

In 1917 the Rulers of the maritime States of Junagadh, Nawanagar, 
Porbandar and Morvi agreed to an arrangement abolishing the customs 
line at Viramgam and governing the customs duties on the trade passing 
through their points: and the line was accordingly abolished: Difficul¬ 
ties subsequently arose, and negotiations failed to soh^e them; with the 
result that the line was reimposed in 1927, but with certain modifications, 
whereby the maritime States are allounnl to collect and I’etaiu, on speci¬ 
fied conditions, some portion of the customs duties levied by them on 
articles intended for export across the Viramgam line into British India, 
handing over the balance to the Government of India.

If any part of my conduct should appear exceptionable to Government, it shall 
in the first instance, des}>atch a Cossid to warn me, and if I should omit to send 
back a person along with the same Cossid to justify myself to Government a 
Mohsul is to be thereupon despatched.

If through the dispensations of Providence my country should be visited in 
any year by atttictions, heavenly or earthly, the Government shall afford me its 
auccour in such year.

come; and further that I give /«’ci and arr security permanently for my submis¬ 
sion (Rujoo) to Governnieut. I request the guarantee for the just and due fulfil¬ 
ment of this agreement of Major Alexander Walker on the part of the Honourable

Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor having set forth to us the dictates of the Shasters 
and tlie true faith of the Hindoos, as well as that the ‘ Brumhu Vywtirtuk Pooran, 
declares the killing of children to be u heinous sin, it being written that it is as 
great an offence to kill an eml)ryo as a Brahmin ; that to kill one woman is as great 
a sin as killing a hundred Bralnnins ; that to put one child to death Is as great a 
transgression against the Divine laws as to kill a hundred women ; and that the 
perpetrator of this sin shall be damned to the hell Kiile Hootheeta, where he shail 
be infested with as many maggots as he may have hairs on liis body, be born again 
a lej^er, and debilitate<l in all his members, we, Jhart ja Dewajee and Kooer Nutlioo, 
zemindars of (Tonduf (the custom of female infanticide having long prevailed in 
our caste), do hereby agree, for ourselves and for onr offspring, as also we bind 
ourselves, in behalf of our relations and their offspring, for ever, for the sake of 
our own prosp<‘rity, and for tlic credit of the Hindoo faith, that we shall from this 
day renounce this practice ; and, in default of this, that we acknowledge ourselves 
offenders against the Sircars. Moreover, should any one in future commit that 
offence, we shall expel him from our caste, and he shall be punished according to 
the pleasure of th^ two governments and the rule of the Shasters.

Shree Durbar proclaims to all the people that Captain Bariiewell, the Political 
Agent in Kattyw ar, has sent us a notification, which is published for your informa¬ 
tion. 

The Political Agent will address a perwannali to me about the Bliowkar’s. 
opium passing through my territory, which will contain the ipiality and quantity 
of the opium, and whether it is contained in baskets, leather pots, boxes or carts, 
i\s also the place where it will be stored. 

A register containing the names, eU;., of the persona who bring opium to my 
town and villages (hq>endeut to it and sell it, and of the purchasers, should be 
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Oe enquiry by Goveninient, should any one fail to produce a regular registex, 
orif any one conceal the real amount sold, a duty, at the rate of one Rupee per each 
^eer short, will bo charged and recovered from the dealer. 

The duty on the opium covered by a pass will not be much. This arrangement 
has boon made by Government with a view to prevent opium being exported at 
any of the seaports^ 

Should any opium be brought on carts, camels, bullocks, vessels, or by any other 
conveyance without a pass, the opium, with the conveyance, will be confiscated 
in payment of the fine, A third part of it will be paid to the person who causes 
it to be seized, or who paints out the smuggler with certainty, and the remaining 
two parts will be paid to the Talookdar or Zemindar of the place where it was 
seized, and if it be seized witbin my talooka the same will be given to me. 

Should any person keep or cause to be kept concealed any opium which has 
been smuggled as above, the opium will be Sf3ized for the olTence, and an amount 
double its value will be recovered from him as fine. A third part of the whole 
will be paid to the informer, and the reiuaiuing tw'o parts to the Jalookdar or 
Zemindar in whose limits it may be seized. If it bo discovered witbin my territory 
the same will be paid to me.

to this effect, to at once go and capture them ; and if an alarm of bad characters 
having come to any neighbouring village reach ns, we agree to go thither at once 
and aid such neighbouring village, ff we make any default in acting as above 
written, we agree to produce the defaulter, and if we are unable to produce him, 
then we personally agree to constantly and efficiently, conjointly and severally, 
be responsible to both the Sarkar andi the Darbar for the loss as directed by them,

rRANSLATr>N of an AaREEMKNT entered into by the Jijarejas of Santul- 
PORE for the Surpression of Infanticide, dated Choitro Soodh 2nd 
Sumvut 1883, 3rd March 1827. 

It being reported that the murder of female children is still continued among 
the Jharejas of Sautulpore and Charchut, and as this custom is wicked, unnatural, 
and forbidden in the Hindu shasters, and as it is the anxious desire of the British 
Government that a custom so degrading and revolting to humanity should be 
suppressed, and that arrangements should be made to restrain the Jhate5a brethren 
from the commission of this crime in futur3, also that satisfactory assuranees 
vshould be given to that eliect, we, Kullian Sing, Maun Sing, Bowajee and Wukut 
Bing, the sons of Moolwajee, and Nathojee, the son of Hujjajee, etc., with the 
Whole of our brethren, hereby declare that since Sumvut 1876, A.D. 1818, when 
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Captain McMardo made arrangements for the suppression of child mnrclcr at 
Bhoaj, no one has destroyed his female offspring in our talnka; that fifteen 
daughters of our family are now living, and we with true hearts engage to ensure 
the observ’^ance of this contract, and that no one, including all our brethren, shall 
again commit this crime in oxir taluka We engage also when any daughters are 
born to us to communicate the same to the Karkoon at Santulpore for the iiifor- 
ination of Government, and in order that the births be registered. If any one 
among our brethren should violate this contract by the murder of bis daughter 
or daughters in our taluka, that man shall be considered a criminal, and we engage 
to make Government acquainted with the fact and his name, and if we do not, 
we have violated our engagements to Government and are offenders. 


A precisely similar engagement was made on 9th June 1827 with the Jharejaa 
of Chadchat, 


No. XV. 

Renewed Engagement entered into by the Jhare.ta Ohteps of Kutcii, under 
date the 23rd March 1840, renouncing Female lNFANTrcrDE,--1840. 

The writing of Jhareja Rahebjce, Chief of Kotara, is this :—In the year of 
Samwut 1875 (A. D. 1819) there was a Treaty made between the Durbar of Kutch 
and the English government. In the J 7th Article of that Treaty it was stipulated 
that we, the Jharejas, would no longer destroy our female children ; and in 
Sumwut 1891 (A. D. 1835) we renewed our engagement to the Durbar on this 
subject Now the two governments have no confidence in the fulfilment of our 
engagements; therefore we have been vsummoned and required to consider the 
following arrangement 

Article 1. 

An accurate account of all the sons and daughters born in the Bhayad shall be 
rendered yearly to the Durbar according to a set form. 

Article 2. 

Whenever a newly-born child is destroyed among the Bhayad the Chief shall 
give information to the Durbar, within the spa<ie of fifteen days, in order that 
the murderer may be visited with punishment by fine or otherwise. If the Chief 
conceals any instance of the crime, or neglects to take such measures as are sure 
to prevent its concealment from himself, and information of its having be^n oom- 
mitted reaches the Durbar from another quarter, then the Chief himself shall 
submit to be heavily fined. It therefore behoves the Chief to take good precau¬ 
tions and whenever it is ascertained that the wife of a Jhareja has been pr<jgnftut, 
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and the child is stated to have been born prematurely, or to have died naturally, 
in such case four res[)ectable men shall take cognizance of the facts, and their 
verdict shall be reported to the Durbar witliin fifteen days. 


Articlb: 3. 

The Durbar will keep the amount of all fines infticted under the 2iicl Article 
in a separate fiind^, out of which assistance will be given to any poor man who is 
inarrving his daughter, on a repre^somtation of the oircainscances being made by 
the Chief. 


Ahticlb 4, 

One or two Mehtas from the Durbar will go round the country and when they 
Arrive in any of the villages the Chief will cause accurate lists of all the sons and 
daughters to be made out for the infoiination of the two governTuents. 

To the above four Articles I do hereby agree, in behalf of myself and my pos¬ 
terity, to overy generation.

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ENaAOEMENT executed by the Chief of the Hothee Tribe for the Sup- 
PRESBiON of Female Infanticide,— 1842. 

I, Hotliee Koonurjeci of Burra Bundra, write that there was a Treaty made 
between the English and Kutch Government in the year Su'mwut 1875, A. D. 1819, 
in the 17th Article of which all the dhareja Bhayad agreed not to destroy their 
female children; in that agreement the whole of the tribes concurred ; therefore 
the Durbar many times has reiterated its orders, but we from our foolishness did 
not agree to this but now Moonshee Gool Mahomed came to our village to make 
the census, and we would not, according to the custom of the country, allow^ him 
to take it. This was on our part a great fault; therefore the Sircar sent on us 
ten Mohsul sowars, and we went and prayed for pardon of our offence from the 
two Sircars, and agreed, according to the agreement of all the Jharejaa, to keep 
our children alive according to the four paragraphs written underneath 


Article 1, 

An accurate account of all the sons and daughters born in the Bhayad shall 
bo rendered yearly to the Durbar, according to a set form. 


Article 2. 

Whenever a newly-born child is destroyed among the Bhayad the Chief shall 
give information to the Durbar within the space of fifteen days, in order that the 
murderer may be visited with punishment by fine or otherwise. If the Chief 
conceals any instance of the crime, or neglects to take such measures as are cal¬ 
culated to prevent its concealnuint from himself, and information ol its having 
been committed reaches the Durbar from another cjuartcr, then the Chief himselt 
shall submit to be heavily fined. It therefore behoves the Chief to take good 
precautions ; and whenever it is ascertained that the wife of a Jhareja has been 
pregnant, and the child is stated to have been born prematurely, or to have died 
naturally, in such case four respectable men shall take cognizance of the facts, 
and their verdict shall be reported to the Durbar within fifteen days. 

Article 3. 

The Durbar will keep the amount of all fines inflicted under the ^nd Article 
in a separate fund, out of which assistance will be gi^en to any poor man who is 
marrying his daughter, on « representation of the circumstances being made by 
the Chief. 

Article 4. 

One or two Mehtas from the Durbar will go round the country; and when 
they arrive in any of the villages the Chief will cause accurate lists of all the sons 
and daughters to be made out for the information Of the two governinents.

TRANSt-ATioN of aii Enoagemknt entered into by Jiiaheja KenOaujee, 
of Hhoah, on the 7th May 1810. 

Jhareja Kengarjce, of Soomree Rhoah, writes thus Because in 1819 the 
British Governmon^ -.nado a Treaty with that of His Highness the Rao, and ui 
the 17th Article it was Agreed that infanticide should not be permitted, and to 
this effect I gave a written agreement; again in A.O. 18;!3-34, on this account 
1 gave a written paper to the Durbar; but the two Governments not having 
fuU faith again, in 1839-40, took from me a fresh writing ; and now to make 
enquiries the two Sircars have summoned me to Bliooj, when all the above written 
papers and the written notice sent by Sir .1, Malcolm in 1829-30 were all read, 
and regarding the 2nd Article of the Agreement of 1839-40, 1 was questioned, 
when it appeared that it was not altogether fulfilled, whereas I could not make 
any e-veuse, I requested pardon, and petitioned that I would take certain mea- 
saros to see that the following arrangements were duly carried out, viz: — 

Articeb 1. 

A skilful midwife, such as shall he approved of by the Duthar writers I will 
always entertain as a servant, and she will every two months travel through all 
the villages belonging to my clan, and come and inform me of the number of 
woiueu in labour and tlio number of inontbs, that she and I may be able to give 
nil account to the Durbar writer when he comes round. 

Article 2. 

Whenever a premature birth shall occur this midwife will inform me of it, so 
that I may keep a correct account of it and of those who are in child labour. 

Article 3. 

Thus, as is written above in the let Article, the account of women in cliild 
labour being kept, after nine months 1 will cause inquiry to be made, and take 
great care about it and not neglect it; if after this any neglect should be apparent 
on my part tho two governments may take any measures that will satisfy them. 

Article 4. 

I will keep a strict register of ail male and female births, with such witnesses 
and explanations of all deaths caused by disease, etc., as will be satisfactory to 
the Durbar Agents. 

Article 5. 

From the form of the births and deaths of children which the Durbar sends 
annuallv for, the two Sircars observe that more deaths from disease occur amongst 
the females than the male children, and that sufiicient care and protection is not 
afforded to the former and on this account desire greater cautions; therefore 
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1 will take every possible means as above, and by every other way endeavour, 
80 that it may be certain the female infants will be carefully nourished amongst 
the brethren of my tribe so that it will be apparent to the two governments. 


Article 6. 

Should any of the wivea of my brethren go abroad or into any other country, 
or to the homes of their fathers, and there have female infants and put them to 
death, this will not be on iny head. I only answer for what may take place in 
my country. 

Thus having in view as written in the above Articles, together with the former 
engagements, I will be answerable that great care is taken, so that should any 
difference exist, and the arrangement not bo sufheient, then the two governments 
are masters, and shall make what arrangements they choose, and such shall be 
binding on me. 

The above in the name of my forefathers I agree to.

Your letter, dated the 3rd January 1846, has been received, and its contents 
have been understood. You state that “ there is a difficulty regarding the duties 
leviable on boats passing to and fro from Bombay to Sinde, or elsewhere, which 
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ate obliged by stress of weather or other cause tc. touch at any of my Bunders, 
that injury is thereby done to facility of traffic; that government has talcen the 
case of such boats under its favourable consideration ; and that the Rao of Kuteh, 
to meet the wishes of government, framed certain regulations on the subject, 
dated 1st December 1840 ; that a copy of these regulations was forwarded to me 
in u letter dated i7th October 1844, in which I am informed that it is to my credit 
to make arrangements for preventing ob»ia<des being thrown in the way of persons 
navigating boats, and that if I could make regulations at my Bunders simiLir 
to those which are in force at the Bunders of Kutch it would be pleasing to gov¬ 
ernment and beneficial to ray own interests.” You have asked me to reply to 
this letter. I am most willing to pay every consideration to the wishes of govern¬ 
ment, and anxious to benefit the interests of my country, and I have therefore 
now sent a copy of the regulations in question to the Bunders of Mov/a and Tolaja 
that they may be enforced. 1 have also given a copy to my mootaudclee at this 
place, with instructions to act accordingly.

Arrangeraents having been formerly made for not levying the customs on 
vesscla driven to and detained in any port on account of stress of weather or 
for any other similar reason while going from Bombay to Kurrachee or any other 
Bunder, and vice oersd, 1 wrote to you on the subject; but I now beg to add that, 
according to the said arrangements, I shall not collect the sea customs on vessels 
belonging to the Sircar and to the different porta in Kattywar that may happen 
to come to my Bunders on account of stress of weather; but Hia Highness the 
Rao of Kutch having only agreed to exempt vessels belonging to Kurrachee and 
Bombay from the payment of these customs, and not those belonging to other 
. ports, 1 shall be obliged to pay to him the duty on such vessels of my Bunders 
as may bo driven into porta belonging to Kutch by stress of weather, and for 
this reason I shall also levy the same on vessels of Kutch agreeably to my ancient 
custom.

Rules for the Exemption from Payment of Duties by Vessels driven by 
STRESS of WEATHER into anv of the Kimm Ports whilst on their voyage 
between Bombay and Sindh, in supersession of those established in the 
year Suinwnt 1897, Magstir Soodh 8th, 2nd December A.D. 1840*. 


Rule 1. 


Vessels from or belonging to the ports of Bombay, or those under the Gaikwai 
government, Joonagurh, Nowanuggur, Bhownuggur, Porebundur, Jafierabad, 
and Mangrol, trading with any ports under the English Government, driven by 
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of weather into Wandavee or any other of my ports, shall, provided they 
depart without having landed their (mrgo, or any portion of it, be exempt from 
payment of duty on the same, with the exception of a charge of live corries, which 
is to be levied as a fee on all vessels under the foregoing circumstances. 


Ruijb 2. 


A vessel driven into Mandavee, etc., under the circumstances above detailed, 
requiring such repairs as will involve the necessity of landing her cargo, a time 
will be fixed under which the repairs must be completed, and the cargo re-shipped, 
wher* no duty will be charged, provided that during that time no attempt be 
made, either by the tindal, the owners of the boat, or their accredited agents, 
to defraud me of custom duties by the surreptitious sale of any portion of the 
cargo. 


Rule 3. 


A vessel driven into Mandavee, etc,, under the foregoing circumstances, and 
being found uuaeaworthy, her cargo may, within a specific time, be transhipped 
free of duty charges. 


Rule 4. 


Should a boat be driven into Mandavee, etc., at the close of the season, and 
be compelled to lay up for the monsoon, security must, in the first instance, be 
given for the full amount of customs on the whole cargo, when the goods may 
be lauded and warehoused at the expense and risk of the owner or tindal of the 
vessel ; the original invoice of the cargo, or an authentic copy, shall be deposited 
with the custom authorities ; at the opening of the season the goods must be 
rO’shipped on board the vevssel which brought them, unless she be proved iinsea' 
worthy. 


Rule 5. 


Bhouid it be proved that the tindal or owner of a vessel driven into Mandavee, 
etc., attempt to defraud the custom authorities of duty by the sale of any portion 
of the cargo, or should they, without satisfactory reason, fail to sail within the 
period assigned for the completion of the repairs, duty will be chargeable on the 
full value of cargo ; or should less be re-shipped than was originally landed, or 
any portion of the cargo have been opened, and a most satisfactory explanation 
of the cause for so acting not be given, duty will be charged on the whole cargo. 

All perishable or damaged articles may be sold, under the sanction of the 
( iistom- house authorities, on payment of the usual duty. 


Rule fi. 

Vessels driven into Mandavee, etc., under the ciroumatances already set forth, 
and strictly observing the rules now laid down, shall be allowed to depart on the 
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payment of five corries (5) only ; but the infringement of any one of the rules 
now eatablishecl, either by the tindal, the owner of the vessel, or any one of her 
accredited agents, shall involve the penalty of payment of duty on the value of 
the c^rgo. 

Previous to punishing the breakers of the law now promulgated their case 
must be reported to me for consideration, the offenders in the meantime pro¬ 
viding approved security for their appearance to answer any charge that may be 
preferred again.st them, in default of whicli they are to be retained in 'confine¬ 
ment.

Agrkement entered into by the Jhaheja Chiefs of Santulpohe and Chakchut 
with Major J R. Kelly, Political Superintendent of PAirLUNPORE, 
for the Suppression of the Crime of Female Infanticide within their dis* 
tricts, dated the 18th June and 15th August 1853. 

The Honourable the Court of Directors having remarked that since the year 
1846 the females of the Jhareja tribe under twenty years of age continue to be 
much less in number than those of tlie male sex under that age, and required in¬ 
formation on this subject; and we having been requested by you to enter into an 
engagement for the purpose of saving our female children similar to the engage¬ 
ment entered into by the elam of Nowanuggur on the 25th of February 1812 ; 
we write to say that we well know that it is a great sin to kill an infant, and that 
the murderer thereof will go to the deepest hell, for so it is written in the shaster ; 
this we know. Moreover, the Sircar ha.s sent us books on the subject of infanticide, 
in which there are many quotations from the shaster to the effect that there is 
no sin equal to killing a female infant. No one, therefore, should be guilty of this 
sin, but should save his infant daughter : this is true religion, and we therefore 
willingly agree to the following arrangements for the preservation of our infant 
daughters, which are to be binding on us for ever, 

Article 1, 

Every Jhareja living in Bantulpore and Charchut to whom a daughter may 
be born, shall immediately give information to the Karkoon belonging to his 
district, svho will enter the child in the list kept by him, from which the yearly 
returns are framed. The number of birflis which have occurred during the yaer 
will with ease be ascertained by these means. 
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In the event of any .fhareja’s daughter dying, infornmtiou is to be given to 
the Karkoon in charge of the district, who will make every proper enquiry into 
the cause of the death and enter the cause of death in the list. 


Article 3. 

Should any female infant of tender age die, its body is to bo shown to fou) 
of the most respectable people of the village, but of different castes, and the cause 
of deatii must ho ascertained as far as possible, and stated in the jiroeeedings of 
the inquest, which must be sent to the government Karkoon, after which the 
body may be buried : without this precaution the body must not bo buried. No 
Jharejas are to be allowed to assemble on the puuchayet. 


Article 4. 

Should any .ihareja’s infant daughter fall ill, information must be given to 
the government district Karkoon, and the cause of the illness mentioned to the 
Karkoon, that it loay be noted by him in his list. 


Article 9. 

In the event of any female infant dying, and being buried without acquaint¬ 
ing the government Karkoon and assembling a punchayet to ascertain the cause 
of its death, then the parly guilty of the infringement of this agreement shall 
submit to such punishment as government may decide. 

Article 6. 

As above written we will abide, and make no dispute, hereon. Whoever shall 
offend and plead ignorance of the above engagement as an excuse to escape punish¬ 
ment he must not be listened to, as all have been made well acquainted with the 
oontents of this engageraont. 

Ar'I’iclb 7. 

In the event of the government Karkoon being engaged in other business 
elsewhere and unable to attend, then the Chief of the horsoineu on the thaima 
will be consulted, and everything arranged through him 

In this way we have, of our free-will and consent, and being in possession of 
all our faoulbioa, entered into the above engagement, and we have given, as per 
octual sce.urity for the due fulfilment of the above writing, the undenneiitioned,

We formerly gave an Agreement to Colonel Long, Political Agent, on the 
20th of December 1849, that if any vessel of the British Government or of the 
States of Kattywar were driven into our ports by stress of weather we would 
collect no sea custoias from it. 

At that time the Maharaja of Kutch had not given in an Agreement to take 
no customs from ships from our ports driven by stress of weather into the Kutch 
ports, and therefore we did not make tliat concession to him. 

But afterwards the Rao 8aheb on the 27 th of October 1851 gave in certain 
regulations to Government wdiereiii he agreed not to take customs on vessels from 
the Kattywar ports driven into the Kutch ports by .stress of weather. 

Wherefore we hereby agree that we will in future allow to Kutch vessels driven 
into our ports by stress of weather the same exemption from customs as is granted 
by His Highness the Rao in the abovenamed regiilatioaB.

Opium Agreement with Palanpur, —1879. 


Whereas the British Government have prohibit^ the cultivation of the poppy 
and manufacture of opium in my State, and have made new arrangements for 
the retail sale of opium since the let October 1878 in Gujarat, and have agreed 
that they are prepared to permit me to import, free of duty (Ra. 650 per chest), 
the amount of opium required by my State for bond fide home consumption and 
have promised to grant me full compensation annually for any diminution of 
revenue caused by the loss as sources of income of transit duties on opium, and 
ceases on the manufacture and exportation of the drug, and whereas the full duty 
per chest will bo paid by the local vendors and consumers and will form part of 
the revenues of my State ; T hereby promise and agree that I will use every effort 
to completely put a atop to the illicit importation of opium, and that I will not 
allow opium legally obtained by me under the opium rules to be sold at a less 
price than that at which it is retailed in British territory, and it is understood 
by me that the British Government reserve the right of withdrawing this privilege 
and of charging the full opium duty in case of any proved wilful violation of these 
terms, but such privilege will not be withdrawn on account of isolated cases of 
smuggling. 
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2. Further, I have to state that all stocks of opium and juice which remained 
undisposed of on the 1st October 18J8 in my State, have been bought up by me 
and employed for the supply of my retail monopoly. 

3. In accordance with the wishes of Government, I agree to furnish half- 
yearly, to the Political Superintendent, a statement showing the amount of 
opium imported and the amount sold during each half-year, the proceeds of 
the sales, and the balance of opium in hand in my State at the end of each half- 
year. 

4. To the above stipulations I agree on the condition that, should any Native 
State in Gujarat be hereafter allowed to grow and manufacture opium in the 
same manner as the Baroda State has been, a similar privilege shall be granted 
to the Pahlanpur State.

1. A Police ofric.er of the Police force or Sibandi of any State holding a Par- 
wana or Sanad of his State, may in th<». limits of any other State arrest any outlaw, 
murderer or dacoit, whose name is ])ublished in the Darbar Gajiotte of any State, 
or in the Kathiawar Agency Gazette. Sucli notified criminal shall be at once 
taken to the village in whose limits he was arrested and the matter reported to 
the Police Patel, or other Police officer, to whom a receipt for the offender shall 
be given, and the offender shall then l>e taken away and handed over to the State 
in whose limits he committexl the offence. The officer effecting the arrest may 
be an officer of any State and not necessarily that of the State in which the offence 
was committed. In either case the Police of the State in whose limits the offender 
is found is bound on requisition to assist the Police of any other State in effecting 
the arrest. When any Police of the State in which the arrest is made are present, 
they shall, if necessary, hold the offender in custody and the Police of the other 
State aUall l>c bound to help them pending the arrival of an escort from the former 
State. Such State shall hold him in safe ciiBiody until the Police of the State in 
which the c»ffence has been cominittod receive charge of him in due course. The 
officer effecting <be arrest, as well as the State in whose limits he is found, shall 
give infoimalion of the arrest to the State in which the offence has l>een committed.

Such property found as 
ruay reasonably be proaiuued to correspontl with tlie stolen property, a list of which 
under the Magistrate's ajgimtiire, if the demand is made under a warrant, shall 
be produced for comparison, may be taken away for identification, a correct list 
of, and receipt for, it being given. If such property is not recognized wuthin 30 
days, or, if it appears that no offence in reference to such property has been com¬ 
mitted, it shall be returned forthwith.

7. Every State sliall publish in the Aganey Gazette a monthly descriptive roll 
of any person or persons who may be wanted by the Police of that State on a charge 
of murder, dacoity, or outlawry.

8. Any person, not being a member of the Police but possessing in his capacity 
of detective a pass signed by the Superintendent of Police of his State, shall be 
entitled to demand helj) from all officers of other States in the execution of his 
duty in the same manner as if he wore a member of the Police force of such other 
State, 

0. If a reward is offered for the apprehension of any offender, and he is arrest¬ 
ed in the limits of another State, and if the Police, village or regulars ot that State 
have joined in the capture, the reward shall bo equally distributed between them 
and the Police of the State who are in pursuit. 

10. Prisoners escaped from the custody of a State, and taking refuge in another 
State, may be arrested, wherever found and after reporting the matter to the 
Police Patel of the village in whose limits be was found, he may be tiiken away.

and to have emigrated from Siud about the fifteenth century tinder 
the leadership ot Jam Lakha, son of Jada, from whoin the trilie derive 
their name.

The cruelty and tyranny of Rao Rayadluin, who wa** insane, 
Oilienated the Chiefs of the country, and in 1780 they seized his person 
and pia<‘ed him in confinement. The administration was thereafter con¬ 
ducted hy an energetic soldier named Janiadar Fateh Muhammad. He 
was, however, looked upon witli jealousy by the (Chiefs, many of whom 
refused him obedience. Thus in 181)9,^ when the first treaty wHtli Cutch

Inroads made by Fateh Muhammad into Gujarat and Kathiawar, and the 
piracies committed by the people of Cutcli, provoked the interference of 
the British Government. In October 1809 Treaties (No. I) were con¬ 
cluded with Fateh Muhammad on behalf of the Eao, and with Haimraj, 
by which they renounced all claim to interfere in the countries to the east 
of the Gulf of Cutch and the Jlann, and engaged to suppress piracy and 
to exclude Europeans and Americans from their possessions. Hansraj

Notwithstanding repeated re nionst ranees, these engo gem cuts were not 
ke[)t; piracies were not suppressed. Iletaliation was more than once 
threatened, and in 1813 a Briti^^h officer was deputed to insist on innxiedi- 
ute (‘oinpliance with the demands of tiie British Government. During 
the negotiations Fateh Muhammad died in Octoher 1813, and Ban 
liavadhan survived him only a month. On his death the BUccession wms 
disputed between Man Singh or Bharinal, his illegitimate son, and 
liadhuhha, the legitimate son of hia brother. The former was supported 
hy Husain Mian and Ibrahim Mian, the sone of Fateh Muhammad, and 
with their assistance sm^ceedcd in overcoming his < onsin. The rule of 
ibis Chief, who wan afflicted with the same malady as his father, pre¬ 
sented a succession of the most utrocioufcv cruelties ami aggressions mx the 
territories of his neighbours. No restraint was put on the lawdess 
inhabitants of Wiiglier, who made constant inroads inin Gujarat and 
Kathiawar, and after repeated remonstrances on the part of the British 
Go%'ernment, it became necessary to move a force into Catch. In 1816 
a Treaty (No. II) w'as concluded, liy which the Itao agreed to pay indeiu- 
uity for the losse.s caused by the inroads from Wagher, to suppre.ss piracy, 
to esLchide Europeans and Americans and Arab mercenaries from Outch, 
and to give no shelter to outlai’CB; and the British Government engaged, 
in consideration of the cession of An jar and other villages*, ami the pay- 
nieiit of two lakh.s of Koris* annxiully, to reduce the llao’s subject^v to his 
authority and to reform the Wtigher distiict. Within a month after the 
contdusioii of thi.s treaty, the whole of Ouieh was reduced to the Rao^s 
authority. As the country had been greatly impoverished by tw^enty 
years of turmoil and misrule, the British Government, by a siipplemen- 
tary Treaty {No. Ill) voluntarily remitted the whole of the military

Not tong after onUu tiad tfni.s been restored, the Rao returned to his 
evil eoursos. He murdered Ids eoiisin liudhiihha, deprived niaity ('liiefs 
of their Ovstatos, inoreased his troops, anrl showeif sm h mindfoBl hostility 
to the Rritish ( Joverinneiit that the provisioim of the 'rreaty of I81t> were 
suspended. The interferenee of fhe Mritish (lovernment was again 
earnestly invited hy the princdpal dadeja Ohiefs. A force was therefore 
moved against the Rao in iSIf); he w.as deposed, and hii^son Desal placed 
in power, under a regeiiey (‘.onsisting of sonie of the dadeja Chiefs, aided 
hy the British Resident; and a new Treaty (No, IV) wr»s signed in 
Ocloher This treaty, besides renewing the provisions of former 

engagements, g-uaranteed the int(*griiy of Oiiitdi troin foreign or domestic 
enemies; secured the locution of a British force in Oiitch, to be paid for* 
hy the State; excluded the civil and criniiiial jurisdiction of the British 
Government from Outrh; prcdiihited the Rao from politi<'al coTTespond- 
ertcV with, and aggression f>n, other States; provided for the suppression 
of infanticide; and guaranteed the estates of the Bhayad and other Rajput 
Chiefs on conditioJi of their engaging to abstain from that crime. In 
1828 the 20th .Article of the treaty, whi(di provided that all supplies for 
the use of the British troops in Cutcli sihonld j>ass through the Rao*s 
territory free of transit duty, was ahrogated in conseijuence of tlie abuses 
to which it gave ri,se. 

One of the first ards of the regency was to restore certain Wagher 
Chiefs to their estates in 1819 on their engaging (No. Y) to preserve the 
peace. 

In 1822 the district of An jar vvas restored to Ontih hy Tieaty (No. 
VI) in conaideration of an annual jiayment of Bicca Rs. 88,0()(), Tln^ 
only payment which had hitherto been re<|nired from the State of (hitch 
WHS a contrihution of iivti lakhs of Sicca rupees ((jvmpany’s Rs. l,8fi,9f>9) 
towards the expense of the British subsidiary force. This, however, was 
not paid with regularity, and a large debt was allowed to accumulate. 
In 1882, therefore, a new 'I'reaiy (No. A^IT) was executed, remitting all 
arrears and linuting the demand to two lakhs of Si<*ca rupees, to he reduo 
eel in proporiion to reductions made in the suh.sidiary force, provided 
tliut the mmi to he paid should never he less than Sicca Rs. 88,000. 


In 1888 Rao Ilesal was allowed to take part in the ii’ansaction of 
public business. The progress he made was so grreat that it was resolved 
to make over to him the entire administration a year sooner than had 
been origiually intended: and in 1834 he was placed in po\ver by Treaty 
(No. Yin)- 

In 1836 the Rao prohibited (No. IX) the importation of slaves into 
Cutch. 
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ttP\S()2 the Bhaya<l gave n wriiten untiertakiiig' to abolinh the 

praciire <»f .v/if/, aiul prot'lamatioiis to the saine eilect weie iwied by the 
Riio in that and the two following years. 

I^lie Ran of Cnteh ha.M fniprenm authority within his own estates, but 
only limited jurivsdieiion in those of iiis (Hiiefs, to whom the eolleetive 
term «)f Hhayad has geiierally been appliecl t'roni the fact of their being' 
desc ended, w ith few excejiiions, from the same ancestor as hiniseH. l^hf 
Bhayad pay no levenne; they take ('ognis^ance of uit minor oifence,s in 
their own estates and, except in serious cases, such as murder and dakaiti, 
claim immunity from inteifeience on the part of the Darbar. In return 
they are bound to furnish troops on any great einergemy, and on (‘ertain 
oci'asions they make customary jiresenis to the llao.* The estates of the 
Bhayad do riot descend amording to the law of primogeniture, but a sys- 
tern of subdivision prevails, winch has in many cases become so minute 
as to render the gnaraniee holders unfit to exereise the jurisdiction con* 
teinplated in the settlement of 1819. Secured by the guarantee in the 
possession <d their estates, the Bhayad reHisted all improvemenfcB, refused 
allegiance k* their Chief, and nought a living by plunder and (^ppres4on. 
Rao Desul in his turn attempted to assert a more complete authority over 


his (9\iefs: to acquire claims over their lands hy [lurctm;^* and mortgage, 
to promulgate laws wltltout their consent, to issue proresses to their s-ub* 
jeek, and to dispense in a meuBure wdth the advice whic h he was ^lonnd, 
under the Treaty of 1834, to take from the counc il of the Bhayad. d*^hesf 
pretensions were diacountetianeed hy the Bombay (loverninent; but a pro¬ 
posal to place restrictions on the Ruo’s issue of processes was not accepted 
by him, as he regarded it us an infringement of his legitimate authority. 
The question therefore remained open. 


llao Desal died in 1800 and was succeeded by his eldest son Pragma 1. 
In 1862 the Ruler of Crtkh re(‘eived a Sunad of A<lopiion (No, X)i 
and in 1807 was granted a permanent salute of 17 guns. 

In 1869 the Kao issued a Proclamation (No. XI) to the inhabitants 
of Catch, and more particularly to those trading with Zanzibar w’here 
natives of Cutch have established themselves in considerahle numbers, 
and with the Arabian and African coasts, warning them against the penal* 
ties they would incur hy engaging in the slave trade, and infortuing them 
that their claims and suits were to be settled by the British (lovernmeTit 
in the same way as if they were subjects of the British flovernment. Tn 
1872 tlie Rao issued fresh Proclamations (No. XTI) to his subjects 
at Zanzibar and Muscat, stating Ids determination to put a slop to their 
participation in the slave trade, and declaring that any of his subjects 
directly engaging, or indirectly assisting, in the traffic Avovdd be punisb- 
able bv the British Government, whom he empowered to deal with such

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persons as with their own subjects: and that all property in Cutch belong¬ 
ing' to porsons convicted of the offence would be confiscated. 

In 1871, At tVie instance of the Political Agent, the Jiao declared bis 
willingness to adopt measures, upon a basis of reciprocity, for the sui- 
render of offenders to and from any neighbouring State having first class 
jurisdiction; but no formal engagement was submitted for the sanction 
of the British Government. 

In 1873 the Rao abollBhed transit duties in Wagher, and thus freed 
Cutch from taxation whi(di had been discontiimed in his other districts 
since 1856. 

Soon after his accession, Ttao Pragniul had show'n a disposition to 
increase his influence at the expense of the Bliayad by restoring the inno- 
Tixtiorm condemned in his father’s Ufclime, by creating fresh hnpoRfions 
in the shape of fines on the Chiefs and their vasBals, and by minute inter¬ 
ference in civil cases. To remedy this state of things it was proposed to 
define the limits of the Rao’s power; to determiue who were guaruniee 
holders acc'ording to the original agreement, and to reorganise the coun¬ 
cil of the Bhayad; but the Rao deprecaied any curtailment of bis powers 
over the Bhayad and daiiued sovereign jurisdiction. The British Gov- 
ernnient determined to maintain the (3hiets in tlie full enjoyment ot their 
possessions and rights ns they existed at the time of the Treaty of 1819, 
niul to mediate between the Rao and his Bhayad so as to maintain the 
equilibrium of power as it existed at the time of the Treaty. On the 
other hand, it was necesvsary to encourage and strengthen the Rao in the 
full exercise of all his legitimate rights. It was further laid clown that 
the British Government were under no obligation to enforce the engage¬ 
ment in the Treaty of 1834 which provided for the government of the 
country by the Rao under tlie advice of his ministers and the Bhayad. 
In regard to the general udministration, the Rao was to be left in the 
exercise of full authority in liis own lands ; as to the estates of the Cliiets, 
it was proposed that the Rao should have a council whom he would he 
bound to consult. In case of difference the council, or the Chief whose 
interests were affected, might appeal to the British representative and 
finally to the Bombay Government. Existing holders of jurisdiction 
were to he classitiea on a combined consideration of their possessions and 
intelligence, a certain amount of civil and criminal jurisdiction being 
assigned to them, while the remainder was ref^erved to the Rao througli 
the Council. A concession was made to the Rao that his minister should 
represent him in the council. These principles were embodied in a draft 
agreement; but it was not acceptable to the Rao, and c'ertain morJificatious 
were introduced in 1868 as a compromise, providing in all reasonable 
rCvSpects for tbe maintenance of the recognised rights of the Rao. The 
latter, however, strongly olijectcd to the terms of ibis agreeinent as tend¬ 
ing to raise unduly the status of SQme pf the Bhayiid, to curtail his own 








ty, and to introduce innovations opposed to the u^rage of the coun* 
x\s the British (tovcrntvient were desirous to obtain the cordial eon- 


currenee of the (Ihief in any iTuproveineiits in the udiniiiistration^ he was 
allowed the fullest possible opportunity of urging his objectiouB to any 
proposals wdiicli might be supposed to affect his rights in .any way, and 
in 1872 he found hiiuself in u position to propose an agreement for the 
(‘oustiiutiou of the Bhayad court, which met with the general concurrence 
of the British Government. Further discussion, liowever, ensued regard¬ 
ing the rules, and the settlement and rules were finally' sanctioned (No. 

by the Bombay Government in 1875. Kao Fragmal died with¬ 
out formally affixing hi.s signature to the lules and settleiueni, but his 
intention U) sign them was accepted. Fhe Bhayad were informed that 
it Imd bc‘en found necesHary to revise the original settlement of 18()8; 
that all guaranteed rights of their body had been sufficiently conseiveU 
under the new rules; and that Government had every confidence that the 
court wmuld be worked to their satisfaction. 


liao -Bragmal died in J anuary 187ti, and was succeeded by his eldest 
son the present Maharao Khengni ji, born on the 23rd August 1866* 

III 1884 the Cutch Uaihar entered into an ^Igreement (No. XIV) with 
Naw unagar, complementary to the Nawanagur Agreement of 1873 already 
mentioned in the general narrative, exempting from export duty goods 
washed ashore w^hich had been jettisoned by vessels hailing from Nawa¬ 
nagur ports. 

In 1886 the llao undertook (No. XV) to prevent the exportation from 
Cutch of all salt manufactured or produced within the province to any 
part of British India or of any Indian State, or of any foreign Eurtipean 
settlement in India. 


In the same year the hereditary title of Sawai Bahadnr was conferred 
(No. XVI) on the Iluler of Cutch. 

In 1830 an Agreement (No. XVII) was made with the State of Cutch 
for the constiuction of a line of telegraph from the eastern frontier of 
Cutch through Bhuj to Mandvi. The line was constructed and is worked 
by the British Telegraph Department. Other agreements have been 
executed by the Durbar for the construction of telegraph lines from 
ilandvi to Mundra in 1894 (No. XVill), Mandvi to Bhachav in 1895 
(No. XIX), Mandvi to Nalia in 1896-96 (No. XX), Nalla to Tera and 
Jakhan in 1900 (No. XXI). 

A dispute between Cutch and Morvi regarding the rights and interests

Junagadh is .situated in the Sorath District of Kathiawar, which was 
governed by Rajput Rajas of the (Jliudasama tribe till its (oTU|ue8t by 
Muhammad Begada, King of Giijarat, iu 147(), from whic h time it has 
been subject to Muhammadan (Chiefs. 

In 1728 Salabatkhan was appointed Deputy Governor of Junagadh; 
but he preterred to remain at Vinuugam, where his pcKsition was import¬ 
ant, and sent his son vSherkhan to Junagadh ms his deputy. SherlNhan 
was the founder of the present ruling faiiiily of Junagadh. He possessed 
himself of the country in 1735 and expelled the Moghul deputies* On

Bahaduvkhaii was suet eeded in rlimagudh by his son Mahabatkhan, 
and lu'., in 177f), fiy his son Hamidkhun, who inalntainefl himself in power 
throiigli a very tvoiibleHorne and stormy rule, aud was in possession at the 
time wlum (/oloiiel Walker made the first settlement of Kathiawar. Jii 
addition to the eiigagemenis whieh were taken fronrtlie Nawab of Julia* 
gudh, in eominon with the other Chicd's of Kathiawar iheu under the 
authority of the (laekwar, the Nawab was required to make similar agree- 
ineiita with his dependants, from whom he exurted collections uiuler the 
name of y.ortulbi, a tax which is s<ud to have been first imposed in the 
year 1760. 


Mainiilkhan died in 1811, and the sueoession was disputed by his two 
sons Ihihadnrkliaii and Salabatklian. Kventnally BaiuvdurkVian was 
recognisc<l, tbut he was kept in .subjection by an Arab dauiadar mimed 
Omar Mokhasam. Frmn this restraint he was released in 1816 by the 
interference of the Hritis.h Ooveinment. In return the Kawab agreed 
(iVo. XXV) to pay tlie expenses of the Britisb force; to give up hU 
ilnlkgiri claims in the British tlisiiicis of Dhamlhuka, llanpur, (fogha 
and IlhoJera; and to ce4le the rcveiineH of certain villages for the expenses 
of a British agency. Eventually, however, it was decided not to accept 
the territorial cession. 

In 1821 the British (loveiumeni intervemMl to regulate the iwirtalln 
tax. Its unionnt was ascertained, and the British (ioverninerd under¬ 
took to realise it on condition (No. XXVI) of leceiviug one-fourth of tho 
amount, for the expenses of collection.

In 1899 the Nawab entered into an Agreement (No. X.XXI) regard¬ 
ing the discipline of his Imperial Service Troops when serving beyond 
the frontiers of his State. 


Various eeBHion.s of jnrisdiction over railway lands, made by the Jnna- 
gadh State in and before 1802, have been mentioned in the general nar¬ 
rative. In 1908 the NawjA ceded (No. XXX11) jurisdiction over the 
.Verawal Dock Estate line of the dtiiiugadh State Itailway; but the line 
was never opened for passenger and the jnriss^liction was restored 

to the State in 1911. In 1910 the Na\val) ceded (No. XXXIII) full 
etiminal and partial irivil jurisdiction over the lands (xampied by the 
Shanpur-Saradia branch (originally styled the Shahpur-K.utiana exten¬ 
sion) of the Iiinagadh State Ilailw^ay. 

Itusulkhau died on the 22iid January 19H and was succeeded by his 
Bon the present Nawal) Mahabatkhan, during whose minority the State 
was plac^ed under Britisli administration. He was invested wdth full 
powers on the t31st March 1920. 


In 1912 the Darbar ceded (No. XXXIV) full criminal and partial 
civil jurisdiction over tlie lands oeciipied by the Junagadh-Visavachir 
branch line. 

In 1918 the permanent salute of the Ruler of Junagadh wars raised 
to 13 guns, and Nawab hlababaikhan was granted a personal salute of 15 
guns. 

In the .stuiie year the Jetalsav-Veniwal main line was exteuded to 
Talaln, ilnd in 1920 to Jam bur. Full criminal and partial civil juris¬ 
diction over t!m lands occupied bv these extensions was coded (Nos. 
XXXV and XXXVI). ^ 

In 1921 the Ruler of Innagadh was granted a permanent local salute 
of 15 gnm within his own territoi icsS. 

in 192d the Jetalsi),r-\erawal main line wats further extended to 
Frat*hi Road, and full criminal and partial civil jurisdietion over the 
lands occupied by the extension was ceded (No XXXVTl) in the mvrne 
year.

3. Nawanao.vu. 


The lluler of jNTawanagar, avIio bears the ancient title of Jam, is a 
Jadeja llajput of the same family as the Eao of Cutch, and has a large 
number of Uhayad, of whom the most important and powerful are the 
t'hiefs of Gondal and llajkof. The.se Clhiefs, houevei', have long since 
disused the name of Bhayad, and consider themselves us head.sof familieH 
with Bhayads oi their owm. The family emigrated from Cutch to Katliia* 
war and founded Nawanagur about the year lo40, driving before them the 
•Tethwa family, who formerly possessed the country, but w'ho are now 
coTifine<l to the small State of Porbaudar. Jamnagar is the capital of the 
State. 


Frotn 1760 till his death in 1800, Kawanagar wa.s virtually governed 
by Meraimin Khuwas, a man of low origin hut considerable ahility: and 
he received from the Jam the grant of -loriya Bandar, Balambha and 
Ainran. In 1815, in consequence of the Chief of jWiya Bandar being 
implicated in a rebellion of some Arabs in the Jam’s ‘.service, Joriya 
Bandar and Balambha were restored to the Jam. Amraii was resumed 
by the State in 1009. 


In 1811 the turlmlenee of the Jam made it necessary for the.British 
(Jovernment to reduce him by force. He refused to settle heavy p. cuni- 
ary claims which the Ilao of (hitch had again.st him for military assist¬ 
ance rendei'e.l in time of danger; he ejected from hi.s State the .4gent of 
the Biitish (bivcrnnien., who was making eiupiirieB regarding the pre¬ 
valence of infanticide„ and made preparations to aseert his independence 
by inducing other Chiefs to combine against the paramount power. A

ill 1885 a line of telegratdi betweeii Jamnugur and Kajkot was erect- 
e<l by (rovernment niuier an AgreiMuent (No, XLI) wdth tlie State. 


In 1880 tlie Jam c.onseufced (No. XLil) not to levy customs duties 
upon vessels of the Eorbaiular State toiu bing at any of the ports in the 
State witliout disdiarging cargo. 


lu 1800 aurl 1802 the Jam executed Agreements (Nos. XLLII and 
XLIV) for extensions of the telegraph line froin Dbrol to Jodiya und 
fi'om a point on the llujhot-fl amnagar line to Panihaii. 


Jam Sri Vibhuji, wdio w'as the son of {iannialji, nephew and adopted 
son of iuni Sataji, dieil in 1895 and was succeeded by his son Jaswant* 
sinhii. 


in 1897 the State made nu agreement with the Board of (loiitrol of the 
Bhavuagur-Uoudal-Junagaiilli-Porlnindar Railway for the working of the 
Jamnagar Itailway. The coalition was dissolved in 1911, when the 
Davhar themselves undertook tlie nuinageinent of their railway Bysteiu, 

in 1899 the State entered into an Agreement (No, XLV) legardiug 
the disci(diB.e of its Imperial Service Troops when Bcrving beyond the 
frontiers of the State. 


In 1995 the Jam executedivn Agreement (No, XLAM) for the extou- 
sion of the telegraph line from a fH»iiit on the DhroEJodiya line to 
Balamldui. 


Jam Jaswantsinhji died on the 14th August 19Ub, and was Hicceeded 
by the present Mahattiju Jam Kaujitsiiihji. 

Jam Ranjitsinil^i sewed with the Expeditionary Force in France 
during the (heat War. 

In 1918 the hereditary title of Maharaja was coidened (No. XLVII) 
on the Ruler of Nawunagar, ami hi.s permuiient salute was increased to 
18 guns. At the same time Alaharaju Jam Ranjitsinhji wa.s granted a 
persomd salute of 16 guns. 

hi 1921 the Ruler of Nawanagar was grante<l « pernuuient local salute 
of h5 guns within his own territories. 

Mention has heeii made in the geuerul narrative of cessions of juris¬ 
diction over railway lands made hy Nawanagar in 1887 ami (894. In 
1922 the Darbar ceded full criminal (No, XLVIII) partial civil juris- 
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(lirtioii (No. XLIX) ov<ir the laudy occui>ied by the JanHUigar-Kuranga 
section ot the rJaiimagiir-Uvvarka Hail way. 

The area of the State is 3,T91*3 sfinare miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Cenwis ot 1921, 345,353; aiul the revenue ()9,r)4„8i57:

4. Blt.SVSAtiAll. 


Tlie niling family of Hhavnagar belongs to the tribe of GoKel flaj- 
putfi. This tribe settled in the comitry about the year 12(t0 under their 
Chief Sejahji, fiom whose three sons, Tlanoji, Sarangji and Shahji, are 
descended, respectively the Chiefs ol llhavnagar, Ijiithi and Palitana. 
The Walu State is also an otfshoot from Hhavnagar. The towji of Bhav- 
nagar was founded in 172d by Bliavsiuh, grandfather of Wakliatsiub, 
who succeeded in 1772 ami was in possession at the time ot Colonel 
Walker’s settlemeJits. Bhav.sinb, his son Jtawul Akherajji, and his 
grandson Wakhatsinh, took great pains to improve the trade of their 
(ountry and to destroy the pirates who infested the neighbouring seas. 
This ie»l to an intimate connection between Bhavnagar and the Bombay 
Governiiient. In 1759 the Briti.sh Government accpiired a right to a 
fourth share of the cii.stoms of the port of Bhavnagar from the .Sidi of 
Surat, to whom it had Is'eii granted hy Bhavsinh as the [n ice of protec¬ 
tion from the enmity of the Nawah of Cambay. In 1771 Rawal 
Akherajji a.ssisted the Boiulmy Governuieul in reducing Talaja, which 
was oc< iipied hy piraii(ail Kolis. After the comiuest of Talaja, the fort 
was offered to Akherajji by the Bombay Government, but he refused tci 


* Including R«. 16 on account of Vatav. 
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ijBcipt it, and it was in consequence made over to the Nawab of Cambay. 
WaldiHisinU, however, after his accession,, dispossessed the Nawab of the 
fort, which, under an h^ngagenieiit (No, L) mediated by the British Oov- 
ermueut in 1773, lui was allowed to retain on paying a snrn of Its, 76,000. 
The boniidaries of the Bhavnagar State were largely increased by various 
other acquisitions made l>y Wakhatsiiih previous to the settlement of 
Kathiaw’^ar. 


When (lujiuat and KathiaNvur were divi<led between the i^eshwa and 
the (iuekwar, the western and larger porlion of the Thakor’s possessions 
were included in the Gaehwar's share, and the eastern and ainaller por¬ 
tion, ijududing Bhavnagar and the original estates of the family in tiihor, 
fell to the ];*eshwa, and formed part of the districts of .Dhaiulhuka and 
Gogha, which the Peshwa ceded to the British Government under the 
Treaty of Basseiu {nee VoL Vli, The Pesliwa). At the time of the 
Bettlement of Kathiawar, tlverefore, part of the Bhavnagar possessions 
had already become British teriitory, while part remained under the 
Guekwar. The levenue demanded from the British portion was 
Its. 11,651, and that payable to the Gaekwar was fixed ut lls. 74,500. 
But, UvS it was expedient to coiiHolidate in the hands of the British Gov¬ 
ernment the various claims over Bhavnagar, an Agreement (NTo. LI) 
was made in 1808, with the consent of the Chief, for the transfer to the 
British (Government of the Gaekwar’sTeveiuie in BhavnagaT, which was 
accordingly included in the additional cessions made in 1807 by the 
Gaekwar for the support of a contingent force. ^ 

Wakhatsiuli was vsucceeded in 1816 by his son Waje Sinh, and he, in 
1828, by his son Akheraj. . 

In 1839 the mint at Bhavnagar, where copper money had previously 
been coined, was closed. As compensation for this a sum of Its. 2,793-6-5 
a year 'was granted to the Darbur. A further sum of Its. 4,000 was given 
them iu consideration of their resigning fill clainm to share in the land 
and sea custom.s of the port of Gogha. These sums are now ahuually 
paid under an Agreement (No, LH) concluded in 1840. 

lluwal Akheraj died in 1864, and was succeeded by his brotlier Jirs- 
wantsinli. 


After the cession of Dhtuulhuka and Gogha to the British Govern¬ 
ment the Chief of Bhavnagar, in consideration of his influence and good 
govern men t, was tacitly j)ermitted to exercise the same powers as before 
in the portion of Iris estates which fell within these districts. But, in 
consequence of a serious abuse of power, his estates in British territory 
were brought iiuder the jurisdiction of British courts, and the revenue 
payable by him was raised. By the.se measures the Chief was placed in 
an anomalous position very irritating to him. In his estates in Kathia¬ 
war he continued to exercise his former powers, paying a fixed i-evenue, 
while in his estates in British teriitory, wdiich included his two largest 
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is^nd Ills pluce of residence, he was subject to ordinary British, laws 
The Darbar never ceased to coinplaiu of this and to bring forward maiiy 
clai.ms against the British Governnient. These were all careinlly enquir¬ 
ed into in 1859, and an Agreenient (No. Lltl) was concluded in iHbO, by 
which ilie Chief\s revenue in his British estates was hxed at lls, 52,000 
in perpetuity, and his other claiios were udjiisted. It was at’ the same 
time proposed to place the town of Bhavnagar and its stibordinaie village 
of Wadwii, with the town of Sihor, and ten other village.t^ which formed 
the old possession of the family, on the same footing as the estates in 
Kathiawar; hut, owing to some doubts as to the precise legal {status of 
Kathiawar, this was not at the time eiftHded. The Agreement of 1800 
was revised (So. LIV) in 1800. 


In January the Bombay Government issued a notification 

wdiereby, in acctvrdunce with the Agreement oi 1800, certain villages 
belonging to the Chief of Bhavnagar and situate in the Dhandhuka, 
Kanpur and Gogha subdivisions of the Ahmedal)ad district, were declar¬ 
ed to be removed, from the 1st February 18(>C», from the jurisdiction ol 
the revenue, civil and criminal courts of the Bombay PreBidency, and 


were transferred to the supervision of tlio Political Agency in Katbiaw’^ar 
on the .same conditions in reganl (o jurisdiction as had applied to the 
Bhavnagar villages which had previously been im luded in that province. 
Doubts having been raised as to the legal effect of these proceedings, the 
(lovernor-Gemuti) in Ooiujcil issued a notification, dated the 5thi Decem¬ 
ber 187fi, c‘eding these villages, so tliat they should be held by the Thakor 
on Ute same couditions as those on which he held his othei villages in 
Kathiaw'ar. 


In 18(i2 the Killer of Bhavnagar received a Sanad of Adoption (see 
No. X fi); and in 1867 granted a perniunent salute of II guns, 
Jaswantsinh died in 1870 and was succeeded l)y his son Takhats.inh, 

In 1874 the Bhavnagar State entered into an Agreement (No. LV) for 
the construction of a line of telegraph. 

Takbatsinh died in 189() ami was succeeded by his eldest son Bhav- 


sinhji. 

In 1899 the Thakor entered into an Agreement (No. liV I) regarding 
the discipline of bis Impeiial Service Troops wdien serving beyond the 
frontiers of his State. 

The cesf^ions of jurisdiction over railway lands, made by Bhavnagar 
in 1879 and 1881, have been meutioned in the general narrative. The 
Darbar ceded full criminal and partial civil jurisdiction over the lands 
occupied by the Sihor-Pulitana branch line in 1910 (Nos. LVll and 
LVIII): bjMhe branch line from Dhasa to Lilia Mota in 1911 (Nos. LIX 
and fjX): and by the extension of the latter to Savar Kundla in 1912 
(Noh, LXI and LXII). In 1913 full crinunal and partial civil jurisdic¬ 
tion was ceded (Nos. 1^X111 and LXIV) over the lands occupied by the 
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Bota<1~yitich}im branch : and partial civil juiisclictioD (No. LXV) over 
the laiidH occupied by (lie Vinchbia-Jasdiui e^^fensioii. 

In 1917 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. LA"VJ) 
on the Ruler of Bbavnagar: and in 1918 liis permanent salute was in¬ 
creased to 13 guns. 

Maharaja Bhavsiiihji died on the 17th July 1919 and was succeeded 
hy his sou the present Maharaja Krishna Kunuirsinhji, horn on the I9th 
May 19)2. During his minority the State has been ])laced under a 
Ootii\cil of AdminiatratioTi. 


. In 1921 the Ruler of Bhavnagar was graivte<l a pennanctit ]o(‘al salute 
of If) iruns within his own ierritorievS. 

The Darhar (^eded full criiniual and partial <*ivil jurisdiction over the 
lands oc cupied hy the e.'s:ten.sion to (laclhakda of the Dhasa-Savar Kundla 
brunch line in 1921 (Nos, LXyil unci LXVIIT): by the Botad-DhancL 
hviku branch line in 1923 (Nos. liXTX atnl TjXX): by the extemsion of 
the nhasa-Guclhakdii branch Ihrough Dungar to Mahuva in 192b (Nos. 
LXXl and LXXil): by the Rajula Road-Rajula Section in 1927 (Nos. 
liXXIII and f/XXlV): and by the Dxrngar-Port Albert Victor bianch in 
1928 (Nos. LXXV and LXXVT). In 1929 the Government of India 
aaneiioiied the conversion of the Ningala-Gadhada tramway into a rail¬ 
way line, and in the same year the I)ar}>ar (*eded (Nos. LXXVII and 
L.XXV1TI) full criminal and partial civil jurisdictioxx over the lands 
occui)ied hy it. 

The area of Bhavnagar is 2,860 sepia re miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing tci the Census of 1921, 420,404; and the revenue Rs. 9(),ltb713. 

The State pays a tribute of Rs. 1,28,OflO"' to the British (.lovermnent, 
ot‘ Rs. 3,581-8-0 to the Guekwar, and of Rs. 22,858 to Junagadh.

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but the State was virtually juauaged by ln« son Halloji. 
Tli^dose of the eighteen tb (‘entury the State was subjected to in any e\ 
actions from its neighbours; and, besides the revenue payable to the 
(iaekwar, it paid a tribute of IlSv 7,300 to limagadh, lbs, 2,000 to the 
Babi (dii(d‘ of BaTitwa, lis. 1,933 to the Kasbati of Mangrol, and Rs. 1,400 
to tlie lV)riuguest‘ settleiueut at Din. 

In 1809 liana Sartanji cjuurreiled with bis son, in c’OTise(juence of 
whi(di a rebeUiou broke out: and the fori of Kaiulonui was seized by the 
nier<enaTy troops of the Chief, who made it over to the Jam of Nawa- 
nagar. The aid of the British (fOvernTuent was (ailed in, and by them 
the iiiejcenaries were expelled. For the pur])()se of obtaining the con¬ 
tinued snpfjort of the British Government, the Chief ceded in 1809 (No. 
IjX XlXl half the })ort of I/orl>andar, and a party of sepoys was stationed 
there. The engagement was modified in 1853 and the bxed sum oi 
Rs. 24,083 which had previously l)een pai<l auiuiany by the Raua in 
(commutation of the customs rights in i.he pod of Porlmndar was reduced 
and fixed at Us. 15,000 (see Note to No. LXXIX). 

In 1867 the Ruler of Ihu^jaudar was granted a permanent .salute of 11 
guns. 

Iti 1869 Borbaiidar, wblc:h had till then been a first cla.ss State, was 
reduced to tlm third class as a punishment for an act of cruelty committed 
by the Child', Rana Sri Vikmat. In 1886 he, having disregarded all re- 
monstninceH addressed to him regarditig bis persistent maladministra¬ 
tion, was finally deprived of all power, and a British officer was appointed 
to administer the State. 


In 1887, in (Consideration of a corresponding^ agreement made by the 
Nawanagar State, Porbandar agreed (No. LXXX) not to levy any 
customs Ti])on vessels of the Naw’anagar State Avhif h might touch, wdth 
out discharging cargo, at any of the ports in the State. 

In 1890 the Ruler of Porbandar received a Sanad of Adoption (No 
LX XXI). 

Rana Sri Vikmat died in April 1900, and was succeeded by his grand¬ 
son Bhavsinh, who wcas installed in the following September, w’ith the first 
class p<nvei*s attaching to the State, under certain restrictions wdiich were 
removed in 1905. 


Rana Bhavsinliji died on the 10th December 1908 and was succeeded 
by his son the present Maharaja Shri Natwarsinhji, born on the 30tli 
June 1901. During his minority the State was jilaced under Oovern- 
ment administration. 


In 1918 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. 
LXXXTT) on the Ruler of f^orbandar, and his permanent salute w'as 
increased to 13 guns. 

Maharaja Sbri Natwcarsinbji received full powers on the 26th Janu¬ 
ary 1920. 

The area of the State is 642*25 scpiare miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 101,881; and the average annual revenue about 
Ra. 22,25,000, 
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The State pays to the British ('lovernment a tribute of Its. 21,202, 
besides Hh. 15,000 as compensation for the half share of the sea (Jiistoins,, 
to the Oaekwar Rs. 7,190, and to Jniia{yadh Ks, 5,10().

6. DriHANGAnHEA. 


Thc^ Chief of Dhningsulhru helongs to the Jhala Rajputs and is con¬ 
sidered the head of that tribe in the district of Jlmlawadj wlricli derives 
its miine from them. Tim Raj Sahib of Wunkaner au<l the Chiefs of 
Wadhw an, Limbdi, Chuda, Lakh tar and Sayla belong to the .same tribe 
or family. The am^estor of the family, liarpal, is said to have belonged 
to a Makw'aim family of Cutch, who in the thirteenth century moved to 
(rujarat and took stnvice with Kanin Uhelo, the last Waghela prince of 
Anhilwara Patan. liarpal seems to luive obtained territory on the east 
of the Eann of Cui(^h, and to have established his residence at Patri. 
Thence the family irjoved to Kuva; and, when driven out in 1488, made 
their capital at Hal wad, a place some 20 miles north of Dhraiigadlira. In 
the beginning of the nineteenth century the capital was iuoaumJ to Dhraiw 
gadhra. At the time of Colonel Walkerhs settlement Raj Sahib Ainar 
Singh was the Chief of Dlirangudhra. He died in 1848 and was suc¬ 
ceeded by hi.s son Raiunalsinli, who died in 1809 and wa.s succeeded by 
his sOTi Mansinli. 

In 1807 the Ruler of Dhrangadhra was granted a permanent salute of 
II guns. 

Tn 1889 the Raj vSaliib of Dhrangadhra preferred a vdaim to preced¬ 
ence over the Raiia of Porhandar; hut it Avas rejected. 

In 1890 the IDiler of Dhrangadlira received a vSunad of Adoption [see 
No. LXXXI). 

In 1898 the Raj Saliib constrii(;ted the Dhrangadhra Railway, from 
Wadhivan to Dlirangadhra ; ami in 1899 an agreenienl was made for the 
maintenance and working of the railway by the Board of Control of the 
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^vnapar-(ionflal-Juna,gdb-Porban(liir Railway. In the same j’ear the 
Raj Sahib ceded (No. LXXNIII) full and exchi«ive power and jurisdic¬ 
tion of every kind over the lands in his State which were, or might there¬ 
after be, occupied by this railway. After the disKSohition of the Board of 
Control in 1911, the line was managed by the BhavnagaivState Railway 
until 1919. 

Mention has been made in. the general narrative No. XXXIII) 
of the Salt Agreement concluded by Dhrangadhra in 1883. In 1900 the 
Raj Sahib agreed (No. LXXXIY) to give up the manufacture of Vada- 
gra salt at the Kuda salt works, which had been permitted by the Agree¬ 
ment of 1883: and was given, in return, an annual compensation of 
Rs. 7,000. Ill 1922*23 the manufacttu‘6 of Vadagra salt was again alloNv- 
ed to the State, and the payment of the compensation ceased in 1923-34. 
The conclusion of a revised agreement is still (1929) under cons»ideration. 

Mansiuh died in 1900 and was succeeded by hivS grandson Ajitsinhji, 
who died on the 8th February 1911 and was succeeded by his son the 
present Maharaja Ghanshyamsinhji, born on the Slst May 1889. 

Mention has been made in the general narrative of the cession of 
jurisdiction over tlie Wadhw'aa-Rajkot metre gunge railway in 1905. In 
1914 the Darbar ceded (No. .LXXXV) full criminal and civil jurisdic¬ 
tion over the lands occupied by the line from Dhrangadhra to Halwad. 

In 1918 the hereditary title of Maharaja w^as conferred (No. 
IiXXX\ I) on the Ruler of Dhrangadhra: and his permanent salute was 
increased to 13 gxius. 

In 1920 the vState entered into an Agreement (No. LXXXVII) with 
the Bombay, Barocla and Central India Railway, by wliich the working 
of the Dhrangadhra Railway was euirnsted to the Company. 

A Railway extension to Ktula was opened in 1923. As this line is to 
be used for goods traffic only, the jurisdiction over it has been allowed to 
remain with the Darbar subject to Government's reservation of the right 
to assume it if the line is eventually opened for passenger traffic, or in 
case of necessity otherwise arising. 

The area of the State is 1,156‘5 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 88,400; and the revenue about Rs, 20,00,000. 

The State juiys a tribute of Rs. 40,071 to the British Oovernment and 
of llv^'i. 4,000 to Juuagadh. 

Under the reorganisation scheme of January 1921 the authorised

The State 'was liable to the operation of the Namrana rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolivshed. 

7. PAnANPUR. 


The Palaupnr family is Afghan, of the Lohani tribe. The head of 
the family obtaiuefl the title of Diwan from the.Emperor Akbar in 1597, 
and the provinces of Jalor^ Sachor, Palanpiir and Disa in 1682 from 
Anraiigy-el). But in 1698 the Maharaja of Jodhpur deprived the ruling 
Diwau of all his territories except Palanpur and Disa. 

The connec'tion of the British Government with this State began in 
1809, when an Engagement (No. LXXXVIII) was mediated, similar to 
those concluded with the Chiefs of Kathiawar, for the payment of tribute 
to the Gaekwat. 

In 1812 Diw’an Firoz Khan was murdered by a factioii of Sindi 
Jamadars. They seized his son Fateh Khan, and placed in power his 
uncle Shanmher Khan, Chief of Disa, who had been superseded in the 
succession by Firoz Khan in 1794. By the aid of the British Govern¬ 
ment and the Gaekwar, however, Fateh Khan, the rightful heir, was 
evstablished as Diwan under the guardianship and management of Shani- 
sher Khan during his minority. To prevent the distraotion.s which for 
some years tuid rent the State, it was deterinined to unite the interests of 
the uncle and nephew. Through the mediation of the British Govern¬ 
ment (No. LXXXIX) in 1818, Shamsher Klian, who had no sons, recog¬ 
nised Fateh Khan as heir to all his property, and both parties agreed 
that the administration should be curried on by the uncle in his nephew^s 
name, and that no foreign mercenaries should be entertained. 

From the first the administration of Shamsher Khan wms had. He 
alienated the State revenues, fell into arrearain the payment of his tri¬ 
bute to the Gaekwar, and iiieuried heavy debts: and in 1816 Fateh Khan 
duiined the interference of the British Government. Shamsher Khan 
revsiated the attempt made to deprive him of authority in the adminis¬ 
tration ; but, after a feeble defence, Palanpur was taken and Shamsher 
Khan fled. A new Agreement (No. XC) was then concluded with 
Fateh Klian in 1817. By this Agreement the Diwan engaged to 
receive an Agent from the Gaekwmr in the confidence of the British 
Government, whose suggestions he was to follow in all matters relating 
to the government; to »nb.sidise 250 horse (eventually reduced to 150) and 
100 infantry, known as the Palanpur Levy; to pay punctually hivS tribute 
to the Gaekwar; and to give no protection to oftenclers against the British 
Government or the Gaekwar. The appointment of xigent from the Gaek¬ 
war was abolished in 1848.

1819 the Diwan of Palanpur entered into an Engagement (No. 
XCI) with the Chief of Danta, by which he agreed to assist the Chief 
in suppressing the Kolis and Bhils, on consideration of receiviiig seven 
annas out of every rupee of the Danta revenue. This Engagement 
was cancelled by the British Government in 1848, and a yearly payment 
of Us. 500 by the Chief of Danta was granted in lien. This payment 
still continues. 

Fateh Khan died in 1864, and was succeeded by his son Zorawar Khan, 
who rendered good service to the British Government during the mutiny 


of 1857. 


In 18fi:iJ the Ruler of Palanpiir received an Adoptifm Sanad (No, 
XCTI): and in 1867 was granted a permanent sulnto of 11 guns. 

In 1874 the control of the British Governinent over the finances of 
the State, which had continued since the conclusion of the Agreement 
of 1817, was withdrawn, and the Diwan was entrusted with the manage¬ 
ment of the revenue. 

Zoraw'ar Khan die<l in 1877 and was succeeded by his son Slier Maho¬ 
med Khan. 

In 1879, on the completion of the Western llajputana State Railway 
running through a portion of Palanpur territory, the Diwan formally 
ceded (No. XCIIT) civil and criminal jurisdiction on the line. 

In 1890 Diwan Sher Mahomed Khan executed an Agreement (No. 
XCIV) which released him from the obligation of keeping up the Palan¬ 
pur Levy, upon his undertaking to inaintain an efficient police force and 
an establishment of magistrates, and to reform the system of import and 
export duties in his State. The Diwan at the same time engaged to pay 
the sum of Its. 9,000 towards the cost of the Political Agency, in lieu of 
sums aggregating Rs, 7,004 hitherto paid by him on this account. 

The Palanpur Opium Agreement of 1879 has been mentioned in the 
general narrative. In 1892 it was modified by an Agreement (No. 
XCV) under which the Diwan received an annual compensation of 
Rs. 31,500, but was under the obligation to maintain an efficient preven¬ 
tive establishment at a cost of not less than Ra. 12,500 a year. 

In the same year an Arrangement (No, XCVI) was made by the Bri- 
fMi Government for the commutation of the Palanpur Darl>ar’s rights 
in the 'VVantas of Chansole and Nagwasan, in Baroda territoiy, into an 
annual guaranteed payment by the Gaekwar of Sicca Rs. 900, subse¬ 
quently converted into British Rs. 857-2-3, The Baroda Darbar also 
paid a sum of Rs. 800 to the Palanpur Darbar in commutation of ail 
outstandings then due to them. 

In 1890 the old Sicca cun*ency was abolished and British Indian 
coinage introduced in its place. 
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III 1901 tke Diwun l eded (ISTd. XCVIT) full and exiliisive power and 
jurisdiction over tlie lands in liis State wJuidi were, or niiglit thereafter 
h(5, oeeupied hy the Palaiipiir-lJiaa Itailway. This (essioTi had origin¬ 
ally been uiade in 1891, the deed of 1901 being in a revised form. 

In 1904 an Agreement (No. XdVIIT) was entered into prohibiting 
the cultivation of hemp in the State. 

In 1910 the hereditary title of Nawah was conferred (No. XCIX) on 
the Ruler of Pal an pur, 

Nawub Sher Mahomed Khan died on the 28tli Septeiidjer 1918, and 
was succeeded by his elder son the prOvsent Nawab Taley Mabouie<lkhan, 
bora on the* Tth July 1883. 

In 1921 the permanent salute of the Ruler of Palanpur was increased 
to lf3 gnus. 

In 1928 the (lovermuent of India sanctioned, w^ith effect from the 
lOth October 1924, the remission of the contribution of Rs«. 9,000 payable 
by the State under Article 4 of the Agreement of 1890. 

luter-jurisdictionul (Mises between Palanjvnr and the States of Ilajpu- 
iana were formerly decided by the Mai war (Jourt of Vakils, to which a 
delegate w'^a.s sent by Palanpnr. This Court along with similar Courts 
at Jaipur and Udaipur was abolished in 1927. 

The area of Palanpur is 1,7(>5‘91 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 230,094; and the revenue Rs. 9,77,858. 

The State pays a tribute of Rs. 38,402 to the Gaekwar.

Uartiar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

8. Radhanftjr. 

Bahadur Khan, the founder of the ruling family in Radhanpur, came 
from Ispahan about the middle of the seventeenth century. His descend¬ 
ants hecame Faujdars and fanners of revenue under the Moghul Suba- 
dars of Gujarat, and in 1723 Jawan Mard Khan Babi, the head of the 
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family at that time, received a grant of Itadhanpiir and other difttricta. 
In 1739 the ruling Chief received the title of Nawab and.the Sn9)adari 
of Gujarat from the Emperor Miiliamniad Shah. He was besieged in 
Ahmedabad b)’’ Tlaghunath Rao, and suirrendered in 1750 under an 
agreement by which lie was to hold his districts as a jagit from the 
Peshwu, and to furnish 300 horse and 500 foot when required. A gj*eat 
portion of the family possessions was w^rested from his sons Ghazi-ud-din 
Khan and IS'izam-ud-din Khan, by Damaji llao Gaekwar; but a eanad 
was granted to them for Radlianpur and the other districts left in their 


possession. 

On the death of Nizam-ud-din, the elder brother Ghazi-ud-din retain* 
ed undivided authority in the State. On hiii death in 1813 the State was 
divided between his sons, Sher Khan and Karnal-ud-din Khan, tbe 
former retaining Radhanpur, and the latter the districts of Sami and 
Munjpur. Kainal-ud-din died in 1824, and liis possessions were reunited 
with those of his brother. With Sher Khan the first connection of the 
British Government was formed in 1813. In that year an Engagement 
(No. C) was concluded through the mediation of the Resident at 
Baroda, by which the Gaekw^ar was empowered to control the relations 
of Raillianpur with other States, but was prohibited from interfering in 
its internal affairs. Till then Radhanpur had been virtually independent 
of the Gaekw^ar, and the object of rediwdng the State to a position of 
dependence w’as to prevent the Nawab from making allianee.s with other 
States which might endangei' the peace of Gujarat. 

During the five succeeding years plundering tribes from Sind com¬ 
mitted wrious dejiredations in Radhanpur, which induced the Nawab 
to apply to the British Government for aid in expelling them. In con¬ 
sideration of the a.ssistance rendered him, the Nawab engaged in 1820 
(No. (JI) to exert himself to the utmost of his ability to suppress 
marauders, and to jiuy in proportion to his means suck an amount yearly 
as the British Government might direct. In 1822 the amount of tribute 
was fixed at Rs. 17,000 for five years, after Avhich it was to be left to Gov¬ 
ernment to increase the amount or not. After three years, liowever, the 
tribute was remitted in full, as the State was believed to be unable to 
bear the expense. 

Sher Khan died in 1825, and was succeeded by his son Zorawar Khan 
In 1840 the Nawab entered into an Engagement (No. CTI) transfer¬ 
ring his share in tlie Anw^arpur salt pans to the East India Company, iii 
consideration of an annual payment of Rs. 11,048 us compensation. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Tladhaiqnir received an Adoption Sanad (/tee No 
XCIl): and in 1867 wa.s granted a permanent salute of 11 guns. 

Zorawar Khan died in 1874 and was succeeded by his son Bismilla 
Khan, who died in 1895 and was succeeded by his son Muhammad Sher 

Khan.

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Ihe lladhanpur Opixim Agreement of 1879 hwr§ been mentioned in the 
generul narrative, fn 1897 the Darhar entered into an Agreemtmt (No.

Infantry and 42 Armed Police, with 7 serviceable and 16 unserviceable 
guns. 

Tile State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules tip to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all sucli levies wera 
abolished. 


9. Moiivi. 


The Chief of Aloi vi is a Jadeja llajput of the same family as the llao 
of Outch ami the dam of Nawaiiagar. He claims to belong to the senior 
braiuK. 

Thakor Waghji succeeded to the gculdi in 1870. 

In 1878 the llnler of Morvi wu.s granted a pennanent salute of 11 
guns: and in 1890 received a Suuud of Adoption {see No. LNXXT). 

In 1887 the status of the State was raised from the second to the first 
class. 

A ilispute between Outch and Morvi regarding the rights and interests 
ot the two States in the Outch peninsula and in Kathiawar, and as to the 
creek and lands intervening hetw'een either shore, was decided by the 
(>t)vernment of India in 1900: and in 1904 a Sanad (see No. XXII) was 
issued detailing the arrangements for giving effect to the decision. 

Thakor Waghji died on the 6th June 1922 and was succeeded by his 
son the present Maharaja Lakhdhirji, born on the 26th December 1876, 

Mention has been made in the general narrative of the construction 
by the Thakor of tlie narrow gauge railway from Wadhwan vtd Wankaner 
io Morvi, and of hia cession of jurisdiction over it in 1887: also of his 
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c^truction, in ISiH), of the narrow gauge branch line from Wankaner 
to llajkot, and of the conversion to metre gauge, in 1905, of the. AV^adh* 
wan-Wankaner-ltajkot section. In 1924 the narrow gauge line between 
AVankaiier and Morvi was also converted into metre gauge: and in I92() 
a branch line was constructed from Than (between Wudhwuin and Wan- 
kaiier) to Chotila. 

In 1920 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (No. CV) on 
the Ruler of Morvi. 


The area of tlie State is ^22 square mile^ij the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 90,r)97; and the average annual revenue about 
Es, 21dH),000. 

The State pays a tribute of Its. 9,203 to the British Government, of 
IIh. 49,208 to the Gaekwar, and of Us. 3,088 to Junagadh. 

The military forces of the State consist (1929) of 71 Cavalry, 351 
Infantry and 231 Armed Police, with 2 serviceable guns. 


10. Gondal. 

The ruling family of Oondal are Jadeja llajputs. Maharaja Bhagwat 
Sinhji, the present Uxiler, who was boru on the 24th October 1865, sue- 
ceecled to the gaddi in 1809, 

In 1874 the Thakor entered into an Agreement (No. CVI) for the con¬ 
struction of a telegraph line from Rajkot Gondal to Dhoraji; but ^ 
that arrangement was subsequently altered, and from 1880 thn (londal 
telegraph office has been connected with the telegraj»h line on the Gondal 
Railway. 

In 1877 Thakor Bhagwat Sinhji wa.s granted a personal salute of 9 
guns: and in 1878 the Ruler of Oondal was granted a permanent salute 
of 9 guns. 

In 1886 an Agreement (No. CVII) was made for the ce.ssioiv of land in 
.letaLsar for the headquarters of the Sorath Prant officer: the ceded arefc 
to be at ilie absolute disposal of the British Goveriiment during occu- 
f)ancy. In 1923 the sub-divisions of Sorath and Halar were amalgama¬ 
ted into one division, styled the Western Kathiawar States: and the 
Jetul.sar headquartera were reiuove<l to Rajkot Civil Station, In 1928 
the area comprising the Jetalsar Civil Station was handed back to the 
Gondal Darbar. 

In 1888 the status of the State was raised from the second to the first 
class. 

In the saine year the j)erinanent salute of the Ruler of Gondal was 
ineroasecl to 11 guns: and in 1889 he received a Sanad of Adoption (No. 
CVIIl). 
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A number of Railway AgreoiuentH, ainl cessions of juriscliotion, made 
by the State have been mentioned in the goneral narrative. Since 1911 
the Darbar have themselves undertukeii the mana^enieiit of their own 
railway system. 

In 192() the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (ISTo. CTX) on 
the Ilnler of Oondal. 


The area of the State is 1,024 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 167,071; and the revenue about Us. 25,00,060. 

The State pays a tribute of Its. 49,090 to the British Oovernnient, of 
Ks. 61,017 to the Gaelnvar, and of Rs. 608 to Junagadh. 

The military forcevS of the State consist (1929) of 415 Armed Police, 
with 6 serviceable guns. 


11. Jafrabad. 

Jafrabad, otherwise called Mumffarabad, is part of the territory of 
the Nawab of Janjira. 

The founder was Sidi llillol of the Taujira house, who conquered 
lafrabad about the middle of the eighteenth century. In 1761 he con¬ 
cluded an Agreement (No. CX) with the East India Company. 

In 1838 the Sidi agreed {see No. XXVII) to take measures for the 
prevention of sati in Jafrabad, 

The present Ruler of Jaujira {q.v^^ Vol. VIII) is Nawal) Sidi Muham¬ 
mad Khan. 

The area of Jafrabad is 53 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 10,878; and the revenue Rs. 82,445. 

Jafrabad pays no tribute either to the British Govermnent (w to the 
Ghiekwar. 

The military forces consist (1929) of 1 Artillery man and 25 Armed 
Police, with 6 serviceable and 52 uiiserviceabk guns. 


12. Wankaner. 

The Wankaner vState was founded about 16U5 by Sartanji, son of 
Prithwi Rajji, the oldest son of Raj Chandra Sinhji of Hahvad. The 
ruling family belongs to the Jhala clan of Rujputft. 

In 18T8 the Ruler of Wankaner wnis granted a permanent salute of 
9 guns. 

Raj Sahib Bane Sinh died in June 1881 and was succeeded by tlie 
present Raj Sahib Amarsiuhji, who was horn on the 4th January 1879. 
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In 1890 the Ruler of Wankaner received a Sanad of Adoption (see 
No. LXXXI). 

Raj Saluh Amarsinhji was invested with full powers on the 18th 
March 1899. 

In 1918 Raj Sahib Amarsinhji was granted a personal salute of 11 


guns. 

In 1924 His Excellency the Viceroy was plea.sed to ap-prove the re¬ 
cognition of the title of Maharana in favour of the Raj Sahib of Wankaner 
aiul hi» f«.nr(‘essor9* 

The area of the State is 417 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 38,824; and the revenue Rs. 7,32,210. 


The State pays a tribute of Rs. 17,422 to the Rritish Government, 
and of Eh.

13. PaI.itANA. 


The Chief of Palitana belongs to the Gohel clan of Rajputs, and 
claims descent from Shahaji, son of Sejakji. 

In 1878 the Ruler of Palitana wms granted a permanent salute of 9 
guns: and in 1890 received a Sanad of Adoption (.sec No. LXXXI). 

Thakor Mansinh Sur Sinh died in August 1906 and was succeeded hy 
hi.s .son the present Thakor Shri Buhadnrsinhji, horn on the 3rd April 
1900. During his minority the State was placed under Government 
management. 

In 1910 the Darhar ceded (No. (5X1) full and exclusive power and 
jurisdiction of every kind over the lands which were, or might thereafter 
be, occupied by the Sihor-Palitana Railway. 

Thakor Shri Rahadursinhji was invested with full [lowers on the 27th 
November 1919. 

In 1928 the long standing dispute between the State and the Swet- 
amher Murtipujak Jain community was siiettled by the conclusion of nn 
Agreement (No, CXII) which was ratified hy the Government of India. 

The area of the State is 288 8 square miles; the population, according 
to the. Census of 1921, 58,fl(Kl; and the revenue Rs. 5,67,49(i. 

The State pays an annual tribute of Rs. 7,874 to the Gackwar, and 
of Rs. 2,490 to Junagadh.

In 1878 the Ruler of Iduubdi was granted a permanent salute of 9 
guns: and in 1899 received a Sanad of Adoption (see No, liXXXT). 

Thakor Jasvantsinhji died in 1907, leaving no issue, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his adopted son the present Thakor I)aulatsinhji, born <01 the 
nth July 1868. 

Mention has been made in the general narrative of the cession of rail¬ 
way jurisdiction made by the State in 1879. In 1925 the Thakor ceded 
(No. CXIIi) full criminal and partial civil jurisdiction over the lands in 
his State occupied by the Dholka-Dhandhuka section of the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central Iniia metre gauge railway. 
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_Jite Strtki has at present 49 villages iinder its full jurisdiction, and 
owns 34 Talukdari villages in the Ahniedabad Colleetorate. 

The area of the State is 848-9(> scjuare miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 35,422; and the revenue about lis. 7,00,000. 

The State pays a tribute of lls. 44,128 to the British Government, and 
of lls. 1,390 to Junagadh: besides Es. 15-13-0 as Ahmedabad Sukhdi 
for villages in tire Ahmedabad district.

16. Eajkot. 

The ruling family of Ilajkot are Jadeja Eajputs. The founder of the 
State was -fadeja Vibhaji, a cadet of the Nawauagar house. 

The Chief of Rajkot was one of those who, as stated in the general 
narrative, were required to sign a fresh Engagement to prevent infanti¬ 
cide. This he did (No. CXIV) in 1835: agreeing, among other condi¬ 
tions, to pay a fine of Re. 12,1)00. The Chief of VVankaner stood security 
for him. 

In 1863, during the minority of Thakor Baw’,aji, an Agreement (No. 
CXV) wa.s made with the Davbar by which the State was granted a 
remission of Rs, 1,500 from the annual tribute jvuid to the British (lov- 
ernmeut, in compeu.sation for lands ])rovided as a site for a civil station 
at Raj kot. 

In 1878 the Ruler of Rajkot was granted a permanent salute of 9 guns. 

Thakor Bawaji died on the Ifitli April 1890 and was succeeded by his 
son Thakor Lakbaji Raj, born on the 17th December 1885. 

In December 1890 the Ruler of Rajkot received a Sanad of Adoption 
(No. CXVI). 

Mention has beeji made in the general narrative of the cession of 
railway jurisdiction bv the State in and before 1894 (Nos. XI;V1I1, LIV 
and LV). 

In the same yetkf an arrangement was made with the Ilajkot State in 
connection with the construction of a tank to supiily water to the civil 
station of Rajkot. A |)ayment of Rs. 500 a year is made to the State 
from the Water Works Funds of the Rajkot Civil Station, in considera¬ 
tion of the use of the land and water. _______

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Tlijxkor Lakliaji Raj died on the 2nd February 1930 and was sue- 
(ioeded by his son the present Thakor Shri DharineiKlruvSiiihji, born on the 
4tb March 1910. During his minority the administration of the State 
is being carried on by a Council. 


The area of the State ivS 282 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 00,993; and the revenue about Rs. 10,0(),00(), 

The State jrays si tribute (excluding the rernisKsion of Rs, 1,500 granted 
iu i8(!3) of Its. 18,991 to the British Government, and of Its. 2,330 to 
Junagadh. The State receives from the British Government Bs. 2,894- 
4-10 as compensation for lands taken up, as a site for a cantonment, in 
1822. 


The military forces of the State consist (1929) of 16 Cavalry and 
200 Armed Police, wiih 0 serviceable and 5 unserviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazaraiia rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 


17. Wadhwan. 


The Chief of Wadlnvan is a Jhala Bajput and is descended from the 
Dhraikgadhra house. 

In 1864 a remission of Bs. 2,250 was made from the payments due 
from Wadhwan to the British Government under an Agreement (No. 
CXVll), by which the Chief ceded certain lands required for the head¬ 
quarters of the Jhalawar sub-division. 

In 1878 tlie Ruler of Wadhwan was granted a permanent salute of 9 
guns, 

Thakor Daji Raj died in 1885, leaving no male issue, and wms suc¬ 
ceeded by his brother Balsinhji. 

la 1890 the Ruler of Wadhwan received a Sanad of Adoption {.^ee 
No. LXXXI). 

In 1899 the Darbai entered into an Agreement (No. CXVIII) amend¬ 
ing that of 1864, and makin,g provision for the yearly payment of 
Rs. 5,000 to the Darbar as (unipensation for the loss of custoins duties 
that had l)eeii secured to them by the Agreement of 1864. 

Mention has been made in the general narrative of various railway 
agreements and cessions of jurisdiction made by the State in and before 
1887: also of a cession of jurisdiction made in 1905. In 1899 the 
Thakor cedetl (No. CXIX) lull and exclusive poww and jurisdiction of 
every kind over lands in the vState which were, or might thereafter be 
occupied by the Dhrangacihra State Railway. 

Thakor BaLsinliji died iu 1910, leaving no male issue, and was suo- 
ceeded by hm cousin tlasvutsiiihji, wlio died on the 22nd Feflbrxiary 1918* 
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Ife wa8 succeeded ^by hiv^ sou the present Thulcor Joravaraiuliji, born on 
the ?3rcl July 1899. fie was invested with full powers on tlie IGth 
January .1920. 

In 1923 the Durbar ceded (No. CXX) jurisdiction over the approach 
road leading to the Wadhwan Junction. 

The area of the Stale is 242’6 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 37,940; and the revenue Rs. 7,03,810. 


The State pays a tribute to the British Goverrmieut oi Rs. 25,922-8-0, 
and of lls. 2,682 to Junagadh; besides Rs. 87-0-8 as Ahinedabad Sukhdi 
for villages iii the Ahnunlabad dis-trict. 

The military forces of the State consist (1929) of 3G Cavalry and 118 
Armed Police, with 2 serviceable and 2 unserviceable guns. 


The State was liable to the openxtion of the Nazaruua rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished.

As friendship exists betwoen the government of the Honourable Company 
and the government of the Maharaja Aiumd Kao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl 
on the one part and the government of the Maha Kao Shree Koydhun on the other, 
it is agreed that no troops shall cross to the country to the east or opposite side 
of the Gulf and Runn lying between Kutch and Guzerat, nor shall any claim or 
interference be therein maintained. 

Article 2. 

The above article is indispensable, but as the Maha Kao Mirza Koydhun poa- 
sess^s old claims on Nowanuggur, it is agreed that these as well as any other de- 
mauds, either pecuniary or otherwise, which exist, or may arise, shall be settled 
agreeably to equity and justice, and with due regard to the character of Maha 
Kao Shree, by the decision of three people, one on behalf of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany, one on behalf of the Maha Kao Shree, and a third on behalf of the parties 
on whom the claims are made. 

Article 3. 

The Maha Kao Shree Koydhun engages that pirar-y shall be eradicated tbrough- 
out the country of Kutch. Should any piracy take place, the pirates should be 
punished and expelled from the country. 

Article 4. 

Maha Rao Shree Koydhun engages not to permit any eaitablifihmeiat what¬ 
ever to be made in the country by any European or American power or any of 
those nations to remain therein. 

To the truth of the above God is witness.

Hunsraj Sa, Dewan, engages, on behalf of the Maha Rao Roydhun, that piracy 
shall be eradicated throughout the territories subject to Mandavee ; should any 
act of piracy occur, the pirates shall be pimisbed and expelled tlie country. 


Article 3. 

Hunsraj Sa, Dewan, also engages, on behalf of the Maha Rao Roydhun, not 
to permit any European or American power to form an (jstablishment at Mari- 
davee and its dependencies, nor to permit any (of these nations) to remain there* 
in.

Translation of a Paper to the address of the Honourable Company from De 
WAN Hunsraj Samedass of Mandavee Bunder. 

I, Hunsraj Samedass of Mandavee Bunder, the Dewan and servant of Maha 
Rao Mirza Roydhun, wishing to preserve and secure to my sovereign and master 
the possession of Mandavee Bunder in peace and tranquillity, do hereby require 
the protection of the Honourable Company on the following terms and condi¬ 
tions :— 

Article 1. 

The town and port of Mandavee, its villages and dependencies, to be nuiin 
tained in my possession on behalf of the said Maha Rao Mirza Roydhun, to whom 
his heirs and successors, the said dependencies shall be restored under the guaran. 
tee of the Company ; whenever he or they shall be restored to the exercise of their 
legal and uncontrolled authority, and when my sovereign shall assume the gov¬ 
ernment of this country, this port of Mandavee and its dependencies shall bti 
delivered up to him. 
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Article 



In order to give effect to the above Article, and to ensure/its execution, an 
Agent on the part of the Honourable Company, who shall be attended by a guard 
of 40 men, shall reside at Mandavee, so long as the place may remain in my pos¬ 
session, but to be afterwards subject to such arrangement in respect to remain¬ 
ing or being dismissed as the sovereign Maha Kao may agree to. 


Article 3. 

For the expenses of this establishment an annual nu/;zerana of Rupees 18,000 
shall be paid to the Honourable Company’s Government in four instalments, wz., 
commencing from the arrival of the Company’s Agent. 

Article 4. 

In the event of any persons attempting to gain possession of Mandavee and 
its dependencies, the Honourable Company will be pleased to extend their aid 
and protection to the extent of two battalions, with their proportion of Artillery, 
the expenses of which shall be defrayed, at the rate of Rupees 32,500 per month 
for each battalion, payable in monthly instalments, during the employment of 
the troops, and to be returned when I have no further occasion for them. 


Article 5. 

It is to bo understood that the employment of this force is intended solely 
for the defence of Mandavee and for its preservation under my management, 
and therefore should any person become the enemy of Mandavee, the Sircar will 
arrange with them. 


Article 6. 

My sole object being to secure luider the protection of the Honourable Com- 
pany the possessions of my sovereign in peace and tranquillity, I engage to enter 
into any terms of accommodation with Futteh Mahomed that may appear advis¬ 
able and conducive to this end, and which may receive the sanction of the Honour¬ 
able Company.

Articles of a Treaty of ALLiAisrcE between the Honourable English East 
India Company rikI His Highness Maharaj Mirza Rao Bharmuljee 
of .Kutch, agreed to by both Governments, —1816. 

Artktle 1. 

A firm and lasting peace and amity shall hereafter exist between the con- 
racting governments 

Article 2. 

The people of the Kutch Districjt of Wagur having committed unprovoked 
depredations in the mehals of their Highnesses the Peishwa and Guikwar in the 
peninsula of Kattywar, the Maha Rao engages to reimburse the losses sustained 
by their aggressions, and also to defray the military expenses incurred in con¬ 
sequence according to a separate deed by which the Maha Rao engages to abide. 

Article 3. 

His Highness the Maha Rao engages to become responsible to the Peishwa's, 
Guikwar’s and Honourable Company’s governments for any loss which their 
subjects may hereafter sustain by depredations from subjects of the Kutch State. 

Article 4, 

The subjects of the Kutch vState shall on no account cross the Gulf or Rimn 
for hostile purposes, neither shall they cross to act against the subjects of the 
Honourable Company or those of Hreemunt Peishwa or the Guikwar. Tlie sub¬ 
jects of the aforesaid three govermneuts shall (in like manner) not cross tlie Gulf 
or Rurm for hostile purposes against the Rao’s subjects. The fort of Anjar, etc., 
having been ceded to the Honourable Company, no objections exist to troops and 
stores crossing the Gulf or Runii for that place. 

Article 5. 

His Highness the Rao hinds himself to suppress in the most efiectual manner 
the practice of piracy throughout his dominions and coasts, and engages to make 
good any losses sustained by vessels sailing under the pass of the Hoiiourable 
Company by j)iracies committed from the ports in Kutch. The practice of cori- 
fisci^^ling property wrecked on the coast shall from this date be suppressed, and 
His Highness engages to cause all property thus sequestrated to be returned to 
the legal owner. 

Article 6. 


His Highness the Rao engages that no foreign, European, or American force 
of any description, or agent of any of those powers, shall be permitted to pass 
through or reside in the State of Kutch. 
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Abtiolb 7. 



Tho Rao binds himself to prohibit the admission of Arab mercenaries into 
Kutoh. Arabs resorting fpr mercantile purposes shall not be permitted to leave 
any of their followers. They shall return with the merohants. This shall be 
particularly attended to. In consideration, however, of the situation of Luckput 
on the borders of Sindh, and for the object of keeping the district of Wagur in 
subjection, the Rao shall re^in in his service Arab Sebundy not exceeding in 
number four hundred men. 


Aktxcle 8. 

The Honourable Company, in consideration of the distracted state of the 
government of Rao Bharmuljeo, and its inability to fulfil the above obligations 
without aid, engage to cause such poasessions as have been alienated by the trea¬ 
chery of his servants to be restored to His Highness's authority; any of the ser¬ 
vants above alluded to returning to their allegiance through the mediation of the 
Honourable Company shall have their affairs arranged in a manner meeting the 
wishes of both governments. 


Article 9. 

The district of Wagur, a dependency of the Kutoh State, will require to un¬ 
dergo a thorough reform. The prohibition which exists to the Kao entertaining 
Arab Sebundy beyond a limited number disables him from effecting a settlement 
of that district satisfactorily to the Honourable Company. The latter, there¬ 
fore, agree to aid His Highness with a force to arrange this talooka in a manner 
suitable to the objects of both governments, that it remain obedient to the 
Kao's authority, who binds himself, as in Article 3rd, to be responsible for the 
future acts of the people. 

Article 10. 

As a friendly return for the essential services thus engaged u, be performed 
Hia Highness the Kao agrees to cede to the Honourable Company in perpetuity 
the fort of Anjar, with villages, including Toorea Bunder, and in addition engages 
to pay in perpetuity an annual sum of two lakhs of corries (Kao Shai) in cash 
to tho Honourable Company. The particulars of this Article are contained in a 
separate deed. 

Article 1L 

The slaughter of cows and bullocks being directly at variance with the religion 
of the Jharejas and the greater portion of the natives of Kutch, the Honmhable 
Company engages to abstain from the slaughter of those animals within the limits 
of Kutch, and from violating the religious prejudices of the Kao's subjects. 


Article 12. 

His Highness the Rao engages not to allow a Bharwuttea of the Slireemunt 
Peishwa, Quikwar, or Honourable Company'# governments to reside within his 
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erritory, and (in like manner) the above three governments engage not to per¬ 
mit a Bharwuttea of the Rao*s country to reside in their mehals. In the event, 
however, of a Bharwuttea residing within a foreign State and committing acts 
of depredation from thence, the power allording him an asylum shall be con¬ 
sidered responsible. 

Article 13. 

A representative of the Honourable Company’s government shall reside with 
the Rao in the capital, in order that all questions which may arise between the 
contracting governments be discussed in a friendly manner, and the engagements 
of both parties be watched over and preserved inviolate, This vakeel shall not 
listen to any complaints either from the Kao’s Bhayad or his ministers; at the 
Kao’s request, however, the Sircar will afford him its beat advice. 

The above thirteen Aitticles of Treaty shall be adhered to by the Kao, his heirs 
and successors, and the Honourable Company.

Any charitable, religious, or other ancie 4 >t 
gifts of iny govennnent shall be invcKstigated by the Honourable Company, and 
on authentic papers being produced, the Honourable Company's government 
shall continue them. Grassias who have enjoyed grass from ancient times in 
the pergUMuah or in Anjar Bhall not be obstructed by the Honourable Company 
in receiving their produce. Disputes regarding villages, boundaries, or disputes 
of any kind between the subjects of the two governments shall be adjusted by 
two persons on the part of the Bircars, agreeably to justice. One Sircar shall 
not send orders or mohsuls on the subjects of the other ; subjects or inhabitants 
of the above places coming to me to complain I shall not listen to them. 

Article 2. 

In addition to the above deed I have agreed, to pay to the Honourable Com¬ 
pany from my government an annual sum of two lakhs of Kao Shai corries ; this 
cash is to be paid in two kists, as follows 

1,00,000 1 lakh oorries on Assar So^dh 2ud. 

1,00;000 1 ditto on Poua Soodh 2nd.

In this manner I am to pay two lakhs of corries annually for ever, and should 
the corries not be paid on the stipulated dates I am to pay interest at the rate 
of 9 per cent, per annum. 

1 have given these, two Articles in wrHing to the Honourable Company’s Sircar 
of my own free will; I and my heirs and successors are to abide by them. 

Done Summit 1872^ Fous Vud 2nd, Tuesday^ J6th January 1816, 

This deed was ratified by the Kight Honourable the Governor-General of 
India in Council under date the 9th March 1816. 


No. III. 

Supplementary Treaty with Kutch in 1816. 

The Honourable Company and the Kao’s Sircar concluded a Treaty of thirteen 
Articles on the 14th January 1816 ; supplementary to these, however, the follow¬ 
ing two are valid :— 

Article 1. 

The Right Honourable the Governor-General in Council has ratified the thirteen 
Articles of Treaty concluded on the 14th January 1816 between the English Sir- 
car and that of His Highness the Rao ; but as His Highness’s government is newly 
established, and is responsible in the 2nd Article of the Treaty for a debt of twenty 
la kb 3 of rupees, which it would find much difficulty in discharging, the Honour¬ 
able Company, guided by feohngs of friendship, relinquishes as a voluntary gift 
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? sum of eight lakhs thirteen thousand eight hundred and seventy-six rupees, 
being the amount charged to its military expenses. 


Arttcle 2. 

In order still further to aid the Maha Rao’s government and as a testimony 
of the interest which the Honourable Company takes in its welfare, the latter 
does of its own free will relinquish the annual sum of two lakhs of corries which 
the Rao has agreed to pay by the lOth Article of the aforesaid Treaty. It is 
hoped that these disinterested and friendly aids conferred by the Honourable 
Company on His Highness the Rao will induce the latter to repose perfect con¬ 
fidence, to act with unanimity and to preserve inviolate the stipulations contained 
in the original Treaty.

No. IV. 

Treaty of Alliance between the Honourable East India Company and His 
Hiohness Maharaja Mirza Rao Shree DkssxtihTEE, his heirs and flucceasors, 
concluded by Captain James Macmurdo, on the part of the Honourable 
Company, and by Jhahbjas Prutherajjee, Vijehajjee, Meramunjer, 
Praojee, Praojee Mokajee, Allyajee, Nonghunjee, Bhanjee and Jky- 
MULJEK, by virtue of full powers from their respective Governments, — 
1819. 

Whereas a Treaty of alliance^ consisting of thirteen Articles, was concluded 
on the 14th January 181b, with two supplementary Articles, under date 18th June 
1816, betv^'cen the Honourable East India Compa ly and the Malmraj Rao BLar- 
inuljee and hia successors. In consequence, however, of the hostile conduct of 
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the mid Bao towards the Honourable Company, and his tyranny and oppres¬ 
sion to his Bhayad, it has become necessary for the stability of the alliance between 
the contracting parties to make certain alterations in the above-mentioned Treaty. 


Abticle 1. 

It is hereby declaied that all Articles of the aforesaid Treaty which are not 
modified or superseded by any of the Articles in the present Treaty shall be con¬ 
sidered good and valid. 


Abticle 2. 

Agreeably to the desire of the Jhareja Bhayad the Hononrable Company 
agrees in declaring Bbarmuljee to have forfeited all claims to the guddeo of Kutch, 
and he is accordingly solemnly deposed. The said Bharmuljee shall reside in 
Bhooj as a State prisoner, under a guard of British troops, subject, however, to 
be removed* to a place of further security in the event of his being implicated in 
any intrigue, the Kutch government agreeing to pay annually the sum of 36,000 
oorries through the Honourable Company for the subsistence of tlie said Bhar¬ 
muljee. 


Artiole 3. 

The infant son of the late Kao Bharmuljee having been unanimously elected 
by the Jhareja Chiefs to succeed to the vacant throne, he and his legitimate off- 
spring are accordingly acknowledged by the Honourable Company as the lawful 
sovereigns of Kutch under the name and title of Maharajah Mirza Eao Dessuljee. 


Article 4. 

In consequence of the minority of the present Bao Bessul, the Jhareja Bhayad, 
with the Honourable Company's advice, determine that a regency shall be formed 
with full powers to transact the affairs of the government. The following are 
chosen as the members : Jhareja Vijerajjee of Somri Boha, Jhareja Prutherajjee 
of Naugercha, Kajgoor Odhowjee Hirbhoy, Mehta .Liickmidas WuJIubjce, Khuttri 
Buttons! Jettani, and the British Bosident for the time being. These six pci- 
sons are entrusted with the executive management of the government of KutoJi; 
and in order that they may perform the service of the State with ehect, the Hon¬ 
ourable Company agree to afford the regency their guarantee, until the Bao com¬ 
pletes his twentietu year, when the minority ceases. 


Article 6. 

The Honourable Company engages to guarantee the power of His Highness 
the Bao Dessul, his heirs and successors, and the inleprity of his dominions, from 
foreign or douieetic enemies. 
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Article 6. 



The Honourable Company, at the desire of Bao Shree Desstil and the Jhareja 
Bhayad, for the security of the government of Kutch, agrees to leave a British 
force in its service. For the payment of this force, Kao Shree Desauljee and the 
Jhareja Bhayad agree that funds shall be appropriated from the revenues of 
Kutch. The Honourable Company retains to itself the option of reducing or cn- 
tin3ly withdrawing its troops (and relieving Kutch from the expense) whenever, 
in the opinion of government, the efficiency and strength of the Kao’s authority 
may admit of its being done with safety. 


Article 7. 

The money stipulated for in the preceding Article is to be paid in instalments, 
each of four months, and it is further engaged that the regency appointed in the 
4th Article shall enter into a separate responsibility for the regular payment of 
the above kists. 


Article 8. 

The Kutch government engages not to allow any Arabs, Seedees, or other 
foreign mercenaries to remain in its territories, nor generally to entertain any 
soldiers, nor natives of Kutch, without the consent of the Honourable Companiz’s 
government. 


Article 9. 

The Kutch government agrees that no foreign vessels, American, European, 
or Asiatic, shall be allowed to import into the territoiies of Kutch arms or mili¬ 
tary stores. The Honourable Company engages to supply the wants of the Kutch 
government in these articles at a fair valuation. 


Article 10. 

I The Honourable Company engages to exercise no authority over the domes- 
I tic concerns of the Rao or of those of any of the Jhareja Chieftains of the country : 
I that the Rao, his heirs and successors, shall be absolute masters of their territory, 
I and that the civil and criminal jurisdiction of the British Government shall not 
I be introduced therein. 

Article 11. 

It is clearly understood that the views of the British Government are limited 
to the reform and organization of the military establishment of the Kutch gov¬ 
ernment, to the correction of any abuses which may operate oppressively on the 
inhabitants, and to the limitation of the general expenses of the State within its . 
resources* 
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Abticlk 12. 

The Rao, hia heirs and aaccessora, engage not to enter into negotiations with 
any Chief or State without the aanction of the British Government, but their 
customary amicable correspondence with friends and relations shall continue. 

Aktiole 13. 

The Rao, his heirs and successors, engage not to commit aggrossions on any 
Chief or State, and if any disputes with such Chief or State accidentally arise, 
rhey are to be submitted for adjustment to the arbitration of the Honourable 
Company. 

Article 14. 

The Rao, his heirs and successors, engage to afford what military force they 
may possess to the aid of the Honourable Company’s government upon its re¬ 
quisition/ This Article, however, is not to be understood as imposing any duties 
on the Jhareja Bliayad contrary to their established customs. 

Article 15. 

The Kutch ports shall be open to all British vessels, in like manner as British 
ports shall be free to all vessels of Kutch, in order that the most friendly inter¬ 
course may be carried on between the governments. 

Article 16. 

The British Government, with the approbation of that of Kutch,' engages 
to guarantee by separate deeds the .Jliareja Chiefs of the Bhayad, and generally 
all Rajpoot Chiehs in Kutch and Wagur, in full enjoyment of their possessions, 
and further to extend the same protection to Mehta Luckmidas Wullubjee, who, 
for the welfare of the Kutch Durbar, has acted in coucert with the Jharejas, and 
with great zeal and sincerity. 

Article 17. 

His Highness the Rao, his heirs and successors, at the particular instance 
of the Honourable Company, engage to abolish in their own family the practice 
of infanticide ; they also engage to join heartily with the Honourable Company 
in abolishing the custom generally through the Bhayads of Kutch.

Article 18. 

l^revioualy to the execution of the deed of guarantee in favour of the Jhareja 
Bhayad, according to the tenor of the 16th Article, a written engagement shall 
be entered into by them to abstain from the practice of infanticide, and specifying 
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that in case any of them do practice it, fche guilty person shall submit to a punish¬ 
ment of any kind that may be determined by the Honourable Company’s govern- 
ment and the Kutch Durbar 

Article 19. 

The British B-esident or his Assistant shall reside in Bhooj, and be treated 
with appropriate respect by the Government of Kutch. 


Article 20.* 


Article 21. 

It being contrary to the religious principles of the Jharejas and people of 
Kutch, that cows, bullocks, and peacocks should be killed, the Honourable Com¬ 
pany agree not to permit these animals to be killed in the territory of Kutch ox 
to permit in any way the religion of the natives to be obstructed. 

These twenty-one Articles are binding to the Bao, his heirs and successors 
for ever, and to the Honourable Company.

Deed passed to Maha Rao Shree Dessitljee by Waghela Veesajee, Suta- 
JEEANEE, Premsingjee, Ramjeeanee, Meheujee, Dewajeeanee, Bam- 
siNGJEB, Bhojrajeeanee, and the whole BhaYxVT> of Bela, dated Choitro 
Vud 5th Sumwut 1875, or 15th April a. d. 1819. 

The Durbar, as a punishment for our bad conduct, had deprived us of our 
villages and geeras : at present, however, the Honourable Company’s army having 


* This Ai-ticlo, which provided for the transit through the RaoA territory, free of K-ahdari 
duties, of all supplies bond fide for the use of the Honourable Company’s troops, was abrogated 
by the Local Government in 1828, their action being conftrmed by the Government of India in 
1854 (Letter No. 504, of iOth February 1854, to Government of Bombay). 
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accomplished a reform in the affairs of the Durbar, the English government hufi 
graciously interfered and restored to ns our geeras, etc. We do therefore engage 
that henceforth none of us shall be guilty of improper or troublesome conduct, 
and we engage to abide by the following Articles ;— 

Aktiole L 

Wc engage to countenance or protect in no way any Bharwuttea or criminal 
of either of the two Sircars of the Honourable Company and the Rao, or 
encourage any person to disturb the peace. 

Abticle 2. 

We shall permit no person who thieves or steels to live in our lands, nor shall 
we listen to any such people. Should any person living in our lands con^mit 
any act of plunder, and the fact be ascertained to be positive, we engage to be¬ 
come responsible individually for the act to both Sircars, and to surrender the 
criminals to the Durbar. 

Article 3. 

Should travellers be plundered in our lands, or should any property be lost, 
we engage to become responsible, agreeably to the order of the Durbar, to 
remove the crime from ourselves by establishing it satisfactorily elsewhere. 

Article 4, 

Should we have any dispute with our neighbouring Bhomias and Grassias 
relative to boundaries, etc., we engage to refer the dispute to the arbitration of 
both Sircars. Wc engage to have Ver (feuds) with none. 

Arttole 5. 

Should a Grassia or other person attempt to leave our lands with the intent 
of having a feud, or disturbing the peace, we will prevent him ; if he goes by force, 
we will instantly inform the Durbar. 

Article 6. 

Should Dhara or plunderers attempt to pass through our lands vf\th the in¬ 
tention of depredating, wo will not permit them to pass. If they proceed by 
force, we will give instant information of it to the Sircars. 

Article 7. 

Wo will perform the Rao’s service with fidelity. We will accompany the 
Durbar troops when they are acting, and act in concert. 

Article 8. 

On an alarm of plunderers passing with plunder, we will instantly proceed 
and intercept them. 
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Articlk 9. 




We have given a distinct deed to the Durbar, under the guarantee of the Sir- 
car, for the payment for ever of an annual jummabundee. The specific jumma- 
bundee mentioned in it we shall yearly pay. Should any heavenly or earthly 
misfortune happen, in such year the Durbar is to look to our articles. 


Akticle 10. 

Should we have a necessity for money, and wish to sell our villages, we engage 
to acquaint the Sircars beforehand. 

Article 1L 

Any old fort or castle on our lands we engage to permit to be destroyed, ana 
henceforth to build no new work of the kind. 

In the above manner we engage to behave justly, peaceably, and honestly, 
and not to act improperly or infringe on our engagements.

Treaty between the Honourable English East India Company and Maharaj 
Mirza Rao Shebe Dessuljee, his heirs and successors, concluded by Charles 
Norris, Esq., Resident in Kutch, on the part of the HoNouRABLBi Com¬ 
pany, and by the Jhare,ja Bhayad Vijerajjee Praojee, of Kotokee, 
Mokajee, Chundajer, Bhahrajee, Allyajee, Bhanjee, Prag^teb, of 
Mhowa, Kayajee, and Jeymuljee, on the part of the Rao, by virtue of 
full powers from their respective Governments,— 1822. 

Article 1. 

The British Government and the Government of Kutch, tliinking it expe¬ 
dient that the town and district of Anjar should be transferred to His Highnevss 
the Rao of Kutch or a pecuniary equivalent, the lOth Article in the Treaty of 
Suinwut 1872 (A.D. 18KI) is annulled, and the .separate deed therein alluded to 
is declared void. The sum of Ahmedabad Sicca Rupees (88,000) eighty-eight 
thousand a year, is agreed to by both governments as the amount w^hich is to be 
paid by the Kutch government to the Honourable Oompany in return for tratiKsfer 
of the toirn and district above mentioned to His Highness the Rao of Kutch, 
including, in the Anjar district, the town of Lukhapoor, the aeparatd deed of which 
is declared void. 
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ArRTICl.E 2. 



Tlie town and dint ict of Aiijar will be (lelivered over to the Kutch Govern- 
incnt on 2n(i Asaar Soodh, ISuniwut 1879 h.e., correaponding with 20th June 
A.D. 1822, and the government of Kutcli engages to make good the payment of 
the sum above stipulated every year by two half-yearly payments the first of 
Rupees (44,000) forty-four thousand on Rons >Soodh 2nd, and the second of Rupees 
(44,000) forty-four thousand on Assar Soodh 2nd, No dimimiUon in the amount 
of compensation above fixed for the town and district of Anjar shall ever take 
place ; and the Government of Kutch agrees that if it shall not be paid regularly 
at the periods above specified good and satisfactory assignments of land in full 
sovereignty, either the Anjar talook or other districts as may suit the Kutch gov¬ 
ernment, shall be made to the British Government for the purpose of realizing 
the amount which may have become due. 


Autjcle 3. 


Since the establishment of the connexion between the two governments, the 
British Brigade has been cantoned at tlie foot of the hill fort of Bhojea, which 
has remained in the hands of the British. The British Government, from an 
anxiety to restore the fort to His Highness the Eao, has had the ground in the 
neighbourhood of Bhooj examined with the view o': removing the camp. One 
spot only has been foimd suitable for a cantonment; it is situated to the north 
of the town and belongs to Rajgoor Brahmins, and the government of Kutch 
being unable to induce the owners voluntarily to surrender this ground, has ex¬ 
pressed a wish that the cantonment may remain where it is at present, and the 
fort continue in the occupation of the British. To this proposal the British Gov¬ 
ernment agrees, and the Kutch government engages never to require the British 
Government to give up the fort without obtaining by purchase from the proprie¬ 
tors the ground above-mentioned and giving it to the British Goveriiment, and 
indemnifying the British Government for any expense which it may iiave incurred 
in ;repairing the fort, which expense, however, is not to exceed the sum of Rupees 
(45,000) forty-five thousand.

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Treaty betweoE the Honourable East India Company and Shree Maharaj 
Mirza Rao Dessuljee, his heirs and successors, concluded by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Henry Pottinobr, Resident in Kutoh, on the part of the Honour¬ 
able Company, and Jharejas Chandabhoy of Naugercha, Dosajee of 
Kotoreb, Praojee of Motara, Narronjee of Mhow, Deeda Bhojrajjee, 
and the Minister Dewan Luckmidas Wullubjer, on the part of H.is High¬ 
ness the Rao, —1832. 

Whereas the Right Honourable John, Earl of Clare, Governor in Council of 
Bombay, is of opinion that by the Treaties now in force a greater sum is required 
from Kutch than the resources of that Principality can afford, as a proof of which 
there are now due to the British Government by the Kutch Durbar arrears am- 
ounting to 9,75,000 corries, and wMch the Kutch governmem is unable not only 
to liquidate, but oven to discharge the annual amount stipulated by former Trea¬ 
ties for the pay of the troops and on account of Anjar, The two governments 
have therefore agreed to modify existing Treaties in the manner written in this 
engagement, wliich is dated at Bhooj on this 20th day of September 1832, being 
the 11th day of Bhadurwa Vud, 1889 Sumwut. 


Article 1. 

The 1st and 2nd Articles of the Treaty of the 21st May 1822 are maintained 
in force only as described in the succeeding Articles of the present Treaty, and 
the contracting parties do now engage as follows : 


Article 2. 

The Honourable East India Company’s government hereby remits (subject 
to the condition specified in the 4th Article) the equivalent for Anjar, 88,000 
Ahmedabad Sicca Rupees per annum, fixed by the Ist and 2nd Articles of the 
Treaty of the 2l8t May 1822, together with all arrears now due on that as well 
as on any other account hy the Kutch Durbar to the British Government, or 
which shall be found due on the settlement of the accounts for the past year, that 
is, the Sumwut 1888, which terminated on the 1st day of July last. 

Article 3. 

His Highness the Rao Shree Dessuljee, his heirs and successors, solemnly 
agree that the funds stipulated by the 6th Article of the Treaty of October 1819 
to be appropriated for the pay of the Kutch subsidiary force, but which it is here¬ 
by declared are never to exceed the amount of two lakhs of Ahmedabad Sicca 
Rupees per annum, shall be hereafter regularly, without fail, and under any cir- 
cuiustances whatever, discharged by four (4) quarterly equal instalments, viz,, 
on the 16th days of January, April, July, and October of each year. 
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Article 4. 

The Kutch government further engages that in the event of the British troops 
in that Principality being greatly diminished, and the necessary payment on ac¬ 
count of them being similarly lessoned, so as to reduce it below the amount of the 
above remitted Anjar equivalent, that is 88,000 Ahniedabad Sicca Ilupees per 
annum, or in the event of the entire removal of the troops from Kutch, His High¬ 
ness the Rao, his heirs and successors, shall still be responsible, in either case, 
for making to the British Government an annual payment amounting on the 
whole to not less than the above recited Anjar equivalent, or Ahmedabad Sicca 
Rupees 88,000. 

Article 5, 


All existing stipulations and engagements which have been entered into by 
former Treaties between the Honourable East India Company’s government 
and the government of Kutch, and which shall not have been altered or modified 
by the present Treaty, are to remain in full force.

Treaty between the Honourable East India Company and the Government 

of Kutch, —1834. 

Whereas by the 4th Article of the Treaty concluded at Bhooj on the 13th 
day of October 1819, it was stipulated that a regency should be formed with full 
powers to transact the affairs of the Kutch government until His Highness Mirza 
Rao Shree Dessuljee should have completed his twentieth year, and whereas 
His Highness will not attain the above described age until on or about the 3rd 
day of August 1835, nevertheless the British Government, desirous of affording 
to His Highness a strong proof of its consideration and friendship, has consented 
to a modification of the above stipulation, and this Treaty has been this day en¬ 
tered into by Lieutenant-Colonel Henry Pottinger, Resident in Kutch, etc., on be- 
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Iialf of the Hono^irahlo East India Company, and by the undersigned Jharejas, 
etc., on behalf of the Rao of Kutch, in virtue of full powers entrusted to them by 
their respective governTuents. 

Article 1. 


The period for the niinority of His Highness the Eao ceasing shall be altered 
from the completion of bis twentieth year to Assar Soodh Booj, Sumwut 1891, 
corresj)onding with the 8th day of July, a.d. 1834, on which day the functions 
of the regency shall terminate and His Highness shall be placed in charge of the 
government of his country under the constitutional and established advice of his 
ministers and the members of the Jhareja Bhayad. 


Article 2. 

With a view to the welfare and prosperity of the State of Kutch, and also to 
relieve His Highness Mirza Ilao Shree Dessuljee from all vexation and annoyance 
on the subject, the British Government reserves to itself, agreeable to the 2nd 
Article of the Treaty of October 1819, the entire management and control, through 
the Resident in Kutch, of the ex-Rao Bharmuljee, and will permit no interference 
on his part in any act of the Kutch government. 

Article 3. 

All existing engagements between the two States, not modified or altered by 
this Treaty, are to be considered in full force and effilcacy.

PROCLAMATiOf? issued by the Rao of Kutch abolishing the importation of slaves 

into Kutch, —1836. 

Be it known to the principal merchants of Mandvee, and every other merchant 
as well as trader in Kutch, whether belonging to it or only trading thereto, to 
all navigators of vessels, to the inluibitantis of Kutch generally, that if any slaves, 
Negroes or Abyasinians, shall be brought for sale to any seaport in Kutch after 
the middle of July next, the vessel conveying them shall be confiscated, and its 
cargo shall become the property of this Government (Darbar). No petition for 
its restoration shall be listened to; and further, the otienders sliall be brought 
to condign punishment, whether they belong to Kutch or another country. There 
will be no departure from the resolution. A vessel which brings slaves shall be 
seized, and summary punishment indicted on those who navigate her. 

The British Government have made arrangements to suppress the trade in 
slaves throughoiit the adjacent countries, and it has instructed the officers com¬ 
manding its ships to seize and retain all vesKsels bringing slaves. I therefore 
strictly prohibit, after the date before mentioned, any more slaves being brought 
to this country ; let all my subjects discontinue this custom, and take heed of 
this Proclamation, and look to their interests and welfare by attending to it. 


No, X. 

Adoption Sunnud granted to the Rao of Kutch, —1862. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their houses should be continued, 1 hereby, 
in fulfdment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that, on failure of natural 
heirs the adoption by yourself and future rulers of your State of a successor ac¬ 
cording to Hindoo law and to the customs of your race will be recognized and 
confirmed. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so long 
as your house is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the Treaties, 
Grants, or Engagements, which record its obligation to the British Government.

Prooi/AMation by Hts Highness the Rao of Kutch to his Subjects,— 1869. 


Maharaja Dhiraj Mirza Maha Rao Shree Pragmuljee Bahadoor, to the 
population of Kutch generally. 

, To wit—That for the vsecurity of those among you who, for the purposes of 
trade, etc., permanently reside in, or come and go to and from, the country of 
Zanzibar, I have, at the suggestion of Grovernment, given notice in a yad under 
date the Kartuh 8ood 1st, Summt 1922, through the Political Agent, to the exalted 
Government, that the claims and disputes with any other persons of those of you 
who permanently reside in, or frequent for the purposes of trade, the ports of Muscat 
and other places in Africa and Arabia and the Persian Gulf, and in other countries 
where my subjects may reside, should be settled by the British Government in the 
same way as if you were its own subjects, consequent on the Treaties concluded 
with Government. 

You formerly carried on trade in slaves. But this traffic having been forbidden 
by the will of Government a Proclamation to the effect that if any slaves, Negroes 
or Abyssinians, shall be'brought (to Kutch) by any one for sale, the vessel con¬ 
veying them with its cargo will be confiscated, was issued by my late father, under 
date the Maha, vide 5th Summit 1892, Notwithstanding this I am now informed 
through Major Shortt, the Political Agent at this place, by the Political Agent 
at Zanzibar, at the direction of Government, that the subjects of Kutch residing 
at Zanzibar are now engaged in the slave trade. From this it appears that you 
have not yet abandoned this trade. It is therefore hereby ordered that if you 
persist in the traffic in slaves the Government will, by virtue of my aforesaid permis¬ 
sion treating you (who reside at Zanzibar) as its own subjects, liberate all slaves 
from your possession, and will not, however large the number of slaves so liberated, 
award any compensation whatever, nor entertain any claim in regard thereto ; 
and besides, the perpetrators will be punished there according to the law there 
prevailing, and you will also be considered as criminals, liable to piinisliment here 
(in my domain). Note this well, and take warning. 

Given in His Highness''$ presence this 13th day of the 1st Vaisalc Sood Sumvut 1925 
of the Vihram era, corresponding with 24th April 1869.

Translation of a Proclamation, issued by His Highness the Rao of Kutch 
to his subjects in Zanzibar, dated 16th December 1872. 

Maharajah Dhiraj Mirza Maharao Shree Pragmuljee Bahadur, to all the Kutch 
subjapts residing at Zanzibar, To wit, that it has come to our knowledge that 
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you carry on at Zanzibar the trade of buying and selling in slaves. This is a most 
horrible thing, and by the de.sire of the Honourable Government to put a stop to 
the practice, we as well as our revered father have before this time issued Pro¬ 
clamations. Notwithstanding these you have not abandoned this horrible trade, 
which is very bad on your part. You are therefore, hereby commanded not to 
persist in this trade at all events, and if you are practising it to abandon it at once 
on receipt of this command. He who in spite of this shall follow this trade, or in 
any way abet or assist in the same, shall be punished severely by the Honourable 
British Government, considering him to be their own subject, by virtue of the 
power given them for the purpose, and this Durbar will confiscate all his property • 
situated in Kutch. Therefore take strict warning. Given in His Highness’s 
presence this Monday, the 1st Magsiir Yud, Sumbut 1929 of the Vikram era, corres¬ 
ponding with 16th December 1872.

No. XIII. 

The CiTTCH Bhayad Settlement'op 1876. 

^ 1. His Highness the Rao shall keep a list of the persons entitled to the guarantee. 
The list will be subject to the approval of Government, and may from time to time 
be amended by the Rao with the sanction of Government. The guarantee-holders 
will be divided into five classes. 

2. The members of the Jareja Court, who shall be four in number, will be 
appointed by the Rao; they will be selected from among the members of the 
Bhayad. His Highness’ Divan or Deputy Divan will also be appointed, member 
and will be ex-ofjieio President of the Court. Three, including the President, shall 
f orm a quorum. 

3, Cases of every kind, in which a guarantee-holder is concerned, or to which 
a Khalsa subject is a party against a resident on a guarantee-holder’s estate, or 
which arise between residents on diflerent estates, shall be decided by the Court. 
The Court shall also have jurisdiction in other cases arising on the estates of 
guarantee-holders, subject to the following liinitations - 

(l) In criminal matters the original jurisdiction of the Court, in cases arisino 
m Ist class estates, shall be limited to such as involve a sentence of 
more than seven years’ imprisonment, or Koris 6,000’* hne. 

In cases arising in 2nd, 3rd and 4th class estates, to such as involve a sentence 
of more than two years or Korm ^00 fine, three months or Koris 300 fine, and

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rlaya’* imprisonment, or Koris 50 fine, respectively. The Court shall have 
Juriafliction in all cases arising in 5t)i class estates. 

(2) In civil matters the Court shall have no original jurisdiction in Ist class 

estates, and in cases arising in 2nd, 3rd and 4th class estates its 
original jurisdiction is limited to cases where the value of the 
disputed property exceeds Koris 10,000, Koris 2,000 and Koris 200, 
respectively. 

(3) The penal and civil laws for the guidance of the Court and of the four 

classes in the exorcise of tlie above powers shall he the same as those 
for the time being in force for the Khalsa portion of the Rao’s territory. 

(4) Sentences of death, transportation for life and fourteen years’ imprison* 

numt to be confirmed by His Highness the Rao. 

4. The proceedings of the Court shall be conducted in accordance with the 
rules to be f ramed by His Highness the Rao^ subject to the approval of Govern¬ 
ment; these rules shall also contain provisions for the right of the Ilao and for 
the power of the Court to impose inohasals and also for fees. 

5. An appeal, subject to the exception hereinafter mentioned, from all decisions 
of guaranteed zarnindars shall lie to the Court, and from all decisions of the Court 
to His Highness the Rao, with a further appeal to Government, when tlie party 
dissatisfied is a guarantee-holder, with respect to cases involving the possession 
of land aiid his old. right of dues. No appeal, however, shall lie from the decisions 
of holdern of 1st class estates in cases involving a maximum sentence of three 
months’ imprisonment or Koris 200 fine, or of 2nd class estates when the maximum 
sentence shall be one month’s imprisonment or Koris 100 line. In civil cases no 
appeal sliall He from decisions of zarnindars of 1st class estates, when the value 
of the property in dispute does not exceed Koris 5,000 or Koris 2,000, in cases 
arising in estates of the second class, provided that class-holders shall have no 
ilnal unappealable powers in regard to Mulgirassias residing on their estates, and 
provided that it shall be within the discretion of His Highness the Rao, with the 
concurrence of the Political Agent, to call for and, if necessary, quash the pro¬ 
ceedings in any case in which it may be shown that injustice has been committed. 

5. Boundary disputes wherein a guarantee-holder is a party shall be decided 
by the Court, with appeal to the Darbar, and a further appeal to Government^ 
if the party dissatisfied is a guarantee-holder ; but boundary cases in which the 
Darbar is a party shall be decided by the Court, with an appeal to Government. 


R OLBS FOK PbOCEBUKK. 

The following Rules for the conduct of business in the Jareja Court of Kutch 
have been framed by Hia Highness the Rao and approved by Government, in 
accordance with Article 4 of the new settlement- 

1. Due notice shall always be given to the members of the Court of the cases 
to be brought before it, and the President, before deciding any case, shall ask the 
ppiuiou of each of the members present, and shall record the same in the proceed- 
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ihgs, the decision resting solely with the President. The opinion of all the memberr? 
of the Court will, in appeal, be duly considered by the Appellate authority, pro*

2. Should the near relation or private servant of any Jareja mcbiuber bo con¬ 
cerned in any case, or should the member liiinself or his xayat be parties to any 
suit or case before) the Court, such member is precluded from sitting in judgment in 
any such case. The decision of the President on any such case to be final, 

3. The following matters of business may be disposed of the President 
solely ;— 

Signature of any writ, order, summons or other judicial process issued, 
or made in the exercise of the Court's original jurisdiction. 

Admission and rejection of plaints. 

Applications for oxtenaion of time generally. 

Applications for. arrest and attachment before judgment. 

Orders concerning production and admission of documents. 

Attachment of property. 

Applications for Commission to examine witnesses. 

Applications for, or connected with execution of decrees, sales in execution, 
etc. 

Applications for leave to sue in fonnd pauperis. 

Applications for orders of reference or arbitration. 

Applications regarding the conduct of suits. 

Applications for management of property. 

Inquiries as to the iitiieBS of persons to act as trustees, receivers, etc. 

Inquiries as to sufficiency of bail. 

Preliminary investigation and committal of persona for oJffences committed. 

Applications fox registration of appeals, 

■ Applications for refund of money paid into Court. 

Applications for review of judgment. 

Power to transfer any case. (Eule 4.) 

The President may, however, refer auj" of the above matters to the Court. 

4. It shall be competent for the Jareja Court to authorise, either by general or 
particular orders, any Nyayadhish, appointed or to be appointed by the Darbar 
to take up and dispose of cases reserved by the Settlement to itself arising on 3rd, 
4th, and 5th class estates, provided that they are not beyond the powers conferred 
on such Nyayadhish under the law for the time being in force, and provided also 
that no Nyayadhish shall directly take up and dispose of any case in which a 
guarantee-holder is personally concerned. An appeal shall lie to the Jareja Court, 
against all decisions of Nyayadhishes in cases taken up by them in virtue of tiie 
above authority. The Court shall have power to withdraw' any case from any 
Nyayadhish, and try it itself, or refer it for trial to any other Nyayadhish having 
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jurisdiction of the alleged offence, and also to call for and revise the proceedings 
of any Nyayadhish either of its own motion or on the application of any of the 
parties ooiicerned. The authority delegated by the Jareja Court to any Nyaya» 
dhish shall be subject to revision or revocation from time to time, at the discretion 
of the Court. 

5. An institution fee, at the rates mentioned in the schedule hereto annexed, 
shall be levied on all suits tried before the Court, save in the matter of Political 
oases, which latter shall comprise boimdary cases, “ Hookoomut ” cases and 
“ Venchun ’’ cases. 

6. The Court shall have power to impose mohasals on any person in the matter 
of disobedience of its orders, Mohasali orders shall be in accordance with custom, 
and no mohasal shall exceed Koris 5 or lie. P5-1 per diem, to be computed from 
the day of issue to the date of return. The following distance per diem to be 
allowed for mohasals ;— 


Poot-^S kos. 

Horse—12 kos. 

7. In the event of the non-payment of any mohasal imposed the Court shall 
recover the mohasal in the same manner as in the execution of a decree. The 
right to pardon mohasals His Highness the Rao reserves to himself. 

8. For sudiCient reason more than one mohasal may be imposed on any person 
by the Court. 

9. The rights of His Highness the Rao to mohasal shall be restricted to His 
Highness’s right as Suzerain’’ and shall be, in the case of any guarantee-holder, 
solely in execution of any legitimate order of His Highness as such, 

10. The execution of the Court’s processes, decrees, orders, etc., shall be 
arranged through the medium of the Court’s own olEcials in Darbari and Bhayadi 
territory. His Highness the Rao, as well as class-holders, shall co-operate in aiding 
the Court s olEcials in this matter, and no obstruction shall be raised in any case 
in which the Court has legitimate jurisdiction. 

11. The Court shall furnish such returns as may be called for by His Highness 
the Rao, and it is incumbent on the Courts in guaranteed estates likewise, to 
furnish such returns as may be demanded of them by the Jareja Court, for 
submission to higher authority. 

12 All persons who shall apply may be admitted to practise as Vakils of the 
Court, provided that they obtain and hold a ‘‘ Sanad ” from the Court to practise 
as such. The issue ofSanads ” shall be subject to rules that may, from time to 
ti me, be framed by the Court for the examination and registration of Vakils. 

13. Any person authorized and wishing to appeal to the Court must file the 
petition of appeal within 60 days from the date of the decision appealed against 
a true copy o which must accompany the petition. 

14. The expenses for witnesses shal bo regulated by the rules in the Kutch 

Code, .

CUTOH AND NAVANAGAB. 

Export Duty on Goods washed Ashore,-— -1884* 

The Council of .AdininistTation, Cutch, hereby agree that the Cutch State will 
not in future levy any Export duties on goods which may be washed ashore within 
Cutch territory, hewing portion of cargo thrown overboard from vessels sailing 
from, or belonging to, ports under the jurisdiction of the State of Navanagar in 
Kathiawar.

Salt Agreement with the Kao of Cutch,— 1885. 

Agreement between Iheutenant-Colonel George Kisto Goodfellow, PoEt-^ 
TiOAL Agent, Cutch, acting under the authority of the Governor in Coxtnctl 
of Bombay, and His Highness Maharaja Dhiraj Mirza Maba Kao Shri 
Khengarji Bahadur, Kao of CtrrcH, for the regulation of the manufac¬ 
ture of, and TRADE in, salt in the Cutch State. 

His Highness the Kao agrees on behalf of himself, his heirs and successoiii as 
follows 

1. Tha theDarbarof Cutch shall adopt effectual means to prevent the exporta** 
tion from Cutch, either by sea or by land, of salt manufactured or spontaneously 
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produced in the State to any part of British India or of any foreign Europeah 
Settienient in India. 

2. That the Darbar of Cutch shall exercise an efficient control over the manu* 
faoture of salt and the collection of natural salt within Cutch territory. 

3. That the Darbar of Cutch shall make careful arrangements to watch the 
land and sea frontiers of Cutch with a view to prevent exportation of salt from 
any part of Cutch to any part of British India, or of any Indian Native iState, or of 
any foreign European Settlement in India. 

4. That the Darbar of Ciatch shall, by public notification, prohibit, under pain 
of severe penalty, the exportation of salt from Catch either by se(v or by land to 
any part of British India, or of a Native Indian State, or of any foreign European 
Settlement in India. 

5. That the Darbar of OiitcK shall so regtilate the export of salt from Cutch 
to foreign ports outside of India, and shall place such export under such safeguards 
and checks as to prevent any salt vso exported from finding its way into any part 
of British India, of of any Native Indian State, or of any foreign European Settle¬ 
ment in India. 

6. That the Darbar of Catch shall not permit any »salt to be exported from 
Cuteh to any foreign port outside of India unless the vessel containing it is bound 
direct fo^ that port. 

7. That no vessel bound from Dutch to any port situated in British India, or 
a Native Indian State, or any foreign European Settlement in India, shall be 
permitted to carry salt as its sole cargo or as part of its cargo. 

8. That the Darbar of Cutcb shall bind the owner or Captain of any vessel 
carrying salt for exportation from Cutch to any foreign port outside of India not 
to touch on the voyage at any port in British India, or in a Native Indian State, 
or in a foreign European Settlement in India, unless driven thereto by stress of 
weather, and in case he is so driven to any such port to give the earliest intima¬ 
tion of arrival to any British or Native Officer residing at the porfc, and not to land 
any part of the salt contained in the vessel at such port. 

The Governor in Council of Bombay agrees that so long as the Darbar of Cutch 
fulfils the conditions aforesaid, the system and rules established in Cutch in one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty and now in force with regard to salt shall be 
and remain in abeyance. 

Vml His Highness the Eao agrees on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, 
that if at any time the Darbar of Cutch fails to fulfil the said conditions the British 
Goverument shall be at liberty to reintroduce the said system and rules of one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty.

Kutch, on the part of the British Government duly empowered by the Viceroy 
and Governor-General of India in Goimcil on that behalf, and by His Highness 
Maharaja Dhiraj Mirza Maharao Sir Shri Khengarji, Sawai Bahadur, G.C.I.E , 
Rao of Kutch, on behalf of himself and his successors :— 

1 . 

The British Government agrees to construct for the Kutch State a line of tele- 
, graph consisting of one wire to be carried on suitable supports to be erected between 
the Eastern frontier of Kutch and Mandvi, through Bhuj, at a cost of one lakh 
and eleven thousand rupees (1,11,000) more or less, and the State agrees to pay 
to the British Government the cost of the line as the money may be required. 
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2 . 


The line so constructed shall be called the Kutch Branch Telegraph line. 


3 . 

With the consent of the Governor-General in Council extra wires may at any 
time be added by the Telegraph Department for the Kutch State on terms and 
conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Kutch State and the Govern¬ 
ment of India, 

4. 

The Kutch Branch Telegraph extension shall be kept in efficient repair, managed 
and worked entirely by the officers of the Telegraph or Postal Departments of the 
Government of India. It shall not be dismantled without the consent of the 
Government of British India. But should it at any time be given tip the value 
of the materials of which it is composed shall be refunded to the Kutch State, 
less the cost of dismantling and returning them into store. 

6 . 

The State of Kiitch shall pay annually to the British Government to cover 
the cost of repairs and maintenance a sum calculated at the rate of per cent, 
per annum on the capital expenditure, and also Rupees 5 per mile of line to cover 
cost of line establishment and minor charges of the telegraph between tbe Eastern 
f rontier of Kutch and Mandvi, These rates may be changed at any time hereafter, 
after one year’s notice has been gi ven to the State of Kutch. 


6 . 

The entire receipts at the 'Telegraph Offices at Ardesar, Anjar, Bhuj 
and Mandvi, and at any other office within the territory of His Highness the Eao 
of Kutch on the Kutch Branch Telegraph extension, shall be credited annually 
to the Kutch State, and the actual cost incurred in keeping open and working the 
said offices shall be debited annually to the Kutch State. If the receipts exceed 
the cost of the offices, together with the charges under Article 5, the surplus shall 
be paid by the British Government to the Kutch State; if the cost exceeds the 
receipts the difference shall he paid by the Kutch State to the British Government. 
By receipts ” i« to be understood the value of the fees levied at the offices afore¬ 
said, on Inland messages and the Indian share of Foreign messages despatched 
from the offices aforesaid. 

7. 

The accounts of the Kutch Branch Telegraph line and of the offices maintained 
on it shall be rendered yearly to the State of Kutch> and the charges and balance 
shall be adjusted without delay*

'Jhe Kutch State shall provide free of rent such accommodation for the offices 
that may be opened on the Kutch Branch Telegraph Line as the Director-General 
of Telegraphs shall consider necessary, and shall keep the same in good repair. 

9. 

The State of Kutch agrees to apply to the Kutch Branch Telegraph line the 
provisions of the British Telegraph Act, XIII of 1885, and such other Acts or legal 
provisions as have been or may hereafter be passed by the British Government 
with reference to Telegraphs. 

10 . 

The State of Kutch agrees to apply to the Kutch Branch Telegraph line any 
rules or regulations that aro now or may hereafter be made applicable to lines 
of telegraph in British India. The British Government will undertake to furnish 
the Kutch State with accurate translations of such Acts, Rules and Regulations. 




11 . 

The State of Kutch agrees that the Kutch Branch Telegraph line shall be open 
to the inspection and supervision of the Director-General of Telegraphs and of 
any officer deputed by him for that purpose.

X. The State of Kutch agrees to apply to the Mandra Branch Telegraph 
line any rules or regulations that are now or may hereafter be made 
applicable to lines of telegraph in British India. The British Govern¬ 
ment will undertake to furnish the Kutch State with accurate transla¬ 
tions of such Acts, Rules and Regulations.

Arranoement for the Settlemkjmt of Disputes hetw^een the States of Cutch 

and Morvi,—1904. 

SANAD. 

Whereas certain disputeB have for a long period existed between the States 
of Cutch and Morvi regarding their respective rights and inrerests in the Cutch 
peninsula and in Kathiawar and in tlie creek and lands intervening between either 
shore, and whereas Mr, R. M. Kennedy, LC.8., who was appointed Comini sioner 
to value the said respective rights and interests, made certain proposals for an 
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exchange between the two States with a view to the final settlement of the said 
disputes, and whereas these proposals have been approved and confirmed by Her 
l^ajeaty’s Secretary of State : 

The Governor-General in Council has, pursuant to the decision of Her Majesty’s 
Seci^etary of State, communicated in his Despatch No. 13 of 8th February 1900, 
ordered the following arrangeinenta for the purpose of giving effect to the said 
decision 

(1) The Cutcb and Morvi States respectively will, subject always to any 
rights and interests appertaining to the Paramount Power, have 
and hold their several coasts with riparian rights, rights of customs 
and all other rights and interests free each from any interference 
or obstruction by the other, on either side of a line drawn as follows :— 
namely, commencing from the Gulf of Cutch the line rims along the 
centre of the Hansthal Creek, then from where Chach Nes joins 
the Hansthal along the centre of Chach Nes, right up to the present 

- termination of Chach Nes at the point marked A on the accom¬ 
panying map, which point A lies on a straight line between Vandhia 
villago site and Tonk Hill, approximately equidistant (six and a 
half miles) from either: eastward of point A the line runs along 
the centre of the Kunn equidistant from the Cutch and Morvi shores ; 
the channels of Hansthal and Chach Nes are neutral. 

(?,) On the Cutch side of this line the six villages of Adhoi, Halrae, Earn- 
pura, Wastwa, Gamrao, and Gharana will belong to the State of 
Morvi with no special privileges of trade but with the same rights 
that are enjoyed by many Native States holding small territories 
surrounded by British districts; while the rights of the Morvi State 
in the villages of Amardi, Janghi, Chandrodi, and Daliana Pati will 
be extinguished and the said villages will belong exclusively tp the 
Cutch State. 

(3) On the Morvi side of the lino the Morvi State will hold and enjoy all 
rights hitherto enjoyed or claimed by the Cutch State in the port 
of Vavania and all the maritime rights of Cutch in the territorial 
waters of Morvi.

To wit,—the Jemadar Oonaur and other Arab Sebundy having become head- 
{ftrong I addressed a petition to the (said) Sircar, and in its favour a force was 
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deputed, and all the arrangements required liave been carried into effect in th6 
most effectual maaner by Captain Ballantine, and (whereupon) I do in my own 
pleasure enter into certain engagements with the (said) Sircar as in the following 
Articles t— 


Abticle h 

The Sircar’s force having come to my aid, every aTraiigement was thereby 
effected to the utmost of my satisfaction and wishes, and the said Captain 
(Ballantine) shall address the Governor in Council in Bombay on the sum to be 
obtained on account of the expenses of the force, when, agreeable to the orders 
of the Sircar, whatever sum is fixed on in due faith shall be paid. 


ARTlOtE 2. 

And the payment of the above sura of expenses on account of the force shall 
be made available from the sum of recoveries on account of my moolookgeeree 
dues to*be made by him (the said Captain Ballantine) on the part of the Honciii’* 
able Company, to commence from Sumwiit 1873, 1816-17, and agreeable to 

the instahnonts to be agreed on. 

Article 3. 

My moolookgeeree circuit (or torceable collection) to be realised yearly, and 
in perpetuity, by the Honourable Company , on which duty let niiy agent be pres¬ 
ent, and W'hen occasion shall require, a force shall be supplied from my Sircar. 


Article 4. 

From the pergunuahs of Dundookav Ranpore, and Gogo, etc., situated in the 
Honourable Company’s talooka, and from the first period of becoming so they 
have been subject to a yearly jummabuudee to my Sircar; the same is there¬ 
fore from that date and for ever, on the score of friendship, hereby annulled. 


Article 6, 

And whereas for the expenses of an Agency one lakh of conies shall yearly 
and for ever be paid, and in behalf thereof, Jaitpore (is ceded) as a residence, 
in whicli I have a share with the Balooches, besides my slraro also of the ten follow- 
iug villages belonging to this perguiinah, and whose respective products, according 
to the realisations made by me, are all and severally hereby and for ever made 
over; do you therefore credit the same sum, tm., yearly corrios (as heretofore

Honourable Company exercised jurisdiction thereon, to which effect a written 
instrument was executed through the intervention of Captain Ballantine ; but 
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as Dollerah was not specified therein, I have now, at the suggestion of the same 
officer, in compliance with the wishes of government, likewise ceded to govern¬ 
ment in a friendly manner the revenues accruing to me from the said village.

To Shree Sircar Honourable Company Bahadoor writes Nawab Bahadoot 
Khan (of Joonaguxh) that a right called Joretulubee (forced collection) leviable 
by moolookgeeree every year from Hallar, Kattywar (Pro}>er), Gohelwar, and 
Jhala war pertains to me. At the time Colonel Walker was carrying out the settle¬ 
ment of the province I passed a writing to government, agreeing that those States 
or talookas who might adjust the demand against them through government 
should be charged accordingly. I also hereby submit to government that I am 
desirous of having a settlement made of the Joretukibee, and the amount re¬ 
covered every year from Sumwiit 1878 (AJ). 1821-22) in perpetuity aooording to 
the government’s wish, and that of the sum realiised every year on account of 
the Joretulubee four annas per Rupee should be received by government as charges 
on account of horsemen, footmen, etc., and the remainder paid to me* I pass 
this agreement.

A certain Bhattianec 
having arrived from Bombay and committed suttee at Pragiy’^e, and the Sircar 
having issued orders preventive of such a practice, a inoh.sul is upon mo in order 
to make me answerable; and the particulars of this subject (the suttee) having 
been reported to government, and it having been considered as a first i.nstancc 
of the kind, for which reason I have been pardoned, I give this WTiting to the effect 
that from henceforward such measures in the talooka will be taken so that no 
person will be allowed to become suttee in future. But if such should hereafter 
occur, I am responsible to any extent the Sircar may pronounce against me.

AgrekmeinT betweeit ilis Highness Mohobatkhan, Nawab of Junagat), and 
Major Biohard Harte Keatinge, V.C., Political Agent in Kathiawar,

1. His Highness willingly assigns to the officers of the Government of Bombay 
in perpetuity the half share of the village of Mauekvada hitherto in possession 
of Babi Nizam Mahmadkiian, of kasba Ranpor, for the purpose of establishing 
a British station. 

2. As this transfer will occasion loss to the Babi aforesaid a remission of two 
thousand rupees (Rs. 2,000 from the annual tribute payable by the State of 
Junagad to the British Government will be made in perpetuity to reimburse him. 

3. The half share of Junagad in the village of Manekvada is made over in fall 
sovereignty to the British Government. No person has any right of tenancy or 
cultivation in it, and no village servant, Pasaeta or Jivaidar, has any claim to 
land. 

4. No right of grazing cattle or of making use of any Junagad land outside 
the limits of Manekvada is to be claimed by the British authorities. 

5. It is understood by both parties ^hat the establishment of this station is 
not to affect the civil or criminal jurisdiction of His Highness the Nawab in the 
adjoining villages; any matter of which the cause of action has occurred in the 
station is to be investigated by the officers of the Government, and cases that arise 
from transactions in the Nawab’s villages are to be settled by the Junagad officials. 


♦ Subsequent to the passing of this agreement a diSerence having been found in the mea¬ 
surement of the land ceded, His Highness the Nawab of Junagad agreed to receive Bs. l,500t 
instead of Bs. 2,000, as the annual compensation or rent, as per Yad dated 26th July 1865. 
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6. Inhabitants of the Nawab’s country, who may live in the station or possess 
property in it, are not to be thereby entitled to assistance from the British author- 
ities in cases in which they are concerned in which the cause of action has arisen 
in J unagad limits. 

7. Two sites of not less than 50 yards square are to be assigned to the Junagad 
authorities in favourable positions for the construction of houses and oiflftces. 
They are to be given free of cost, and no^^ subject to rent or laud tax of any sort. 

8. The authorities in the new station are not to possess any right of forced 

labour, or any privilege of making requisition for the service of artizans in the 
neighbouring villages, j 

In time of necessity carriage must, however, be furnished by the Nawat's 
officers accortling to the same scale that may be demanded from other tribiitary 
States. 

9. In case Government should at any time abandon the station, the land must 
be returned to the Junagad 8tate, not to any other taiuka, and the yearly remis-' 
sion of two thousand rupees (Rs. 2,000 *) must cease, but under such circumstan¬ 
ces no claim is to be made for the value of the buildings constructed upon the 
land

Agreement entered into by the Joonaourh Durbar for the construction of a 

Telegraph Line,-— 1874. 

Whereas the State of Ooonagurli is desiroi^s of having a line of telegraph con¬ 
structed from Dh ora jee to Joonagurh, to be worked in eonhcctioa with the British 
lines of telegraph, the following terms are agreed upon hf Colonel William Warden 
Anderson, Political Agent in Kattywar, on the part of the British Government, 
duly empowered by tbe Viceroy and Governor-General of India in Council on that 
behalf, and by His Highness Sir Mohobat Khanjee, K.C.S.I., Nawab of Joona¬ 
gurh :— 

1. The British Government agrees to construct for the Joonagurh State a 
line of telegraph, consisting of one wire, to be carried on standards to be erected 


♦ Subsequent lo the passing of this agreement a difference having been found in fche mea- 
suremont of the land ceded. His Highness the JSfawab of Junagad agreed to receive Rs. 1,600, 
lusted of 2,000, as the annual compensation or rent, ae per Xad dated 26th July 1866, 
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Eween Dhorajee and Joonagurli, at a cost of Rupees (14,000) fourteen thousand, 
tnore or less, and the State of Joonagurh agrees to pay to the British Government 
the cost of the line as the money may be required,

J. With the consent of the Governor-General in Oouncil extra wires may at 
any time be added by the Telegra|>h Department for the Joonagurh State on 
terms and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Joonagurh State 
and the Governmont of India. 

4. The line shall be called “ The Jconagurh Branch Telegraph Line,’' and 
shall be managed and worked entirely by the officers of the British Telegraph 
Department. It shall not be dismantled without the consent of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, but should it at any time be given up the materials of which it is com¬ 
posed shall become the property of the Joonagurh State. 

6. The accounts of the telegraph line slmll be rendered yearly to the State of 
Joonagurh, and the balance shall be adjusted without delay. 

6. The State of Joonagurh agrees to apply to the Joonagurh Telegraph line 
the provisions of the British Telegraph Act, YIII of 1860, and such other Acts or 
legal provisions as have been, or may hereafter be, passed by the British Govern* 
mcnt with reference to the telegraphs. 

7. The State of Joonagurh agrees to apply to the Joonagurh Telegraph line 
any Rules or Regulations that are now or may hereafter be made applicable to 
the lines ol telegraph in British India. The British Government will undertake 
to furnish the Joonagurh State with accurate translation of such Acta, Rules, and 
Regulations. 

8. The State of Joonagurh agrees that the Joonagurh Telegraph line shall be 
opened to the inspection and supervisio of the Director-General of Telegrapha 
and of any oflicer deputed by him for that purpose.

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Janagadh 
Btate, when associated with troops of the British Army, should be under the 
orders of the Officer Con.im,a«ding the combined forces, and subject to the like 
diaoiplme and control as the officers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s Indiaiu Army, 
and 

Wl^ereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a 
British officer should be appointed to command any corps of Imperial Servic/e 
Troops, though British officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the 
said troops, 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-Oeneral of India of the one part 
and His Highness Nawab Sir Rasul Khanji Mahabat .Khanji, K.C.S.I.^ Juna- 
gadli, of the other, as follows, namely— 

L Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall be attached to the coimnand and under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force in which they 
are employed, and such officer shall, by virtue of this agreement, bo authorised 
to administer in respect to the said troops, so serving, the military laws and regu¬ 
lations to which they are subject under the laws of the said State, and for that 
purpose and for the due preservation of discipline among the same, to convene 
all such Courts, and to issue all such orders, and to pass all such judgments and 
sentences, and generally to exercise all such authority as may be lawfully con¬ 
vened, issued, passed and exercised by the authorities of the Junagadh State, 
when the said troops are serving within the territorial limits of the said State: 
Provided always that the execution of every sentence so passed in British terri¬ 
tory shall be carried out under the orders of His Highness the Nawab or of some 
person to whom the requisite authority has been delegated by him. 

2. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her 
Majesty’s forces, the said His Highness Nawab Sir Rasul Khanji Mahabat Khanji, 
K.C.S.I., of Junagadh, has enfbodied in the disciplinary law of his State, appli¬ 
cable to the said Imperial Service Troops when employed on active service either 
within or without British India, the provisions, mutatis mutandis^ of the Indian 
Articles of War for the time being in force. The due application and enforce¬ 
ment of the said provisions in respect of the Imperial Service Troops aforesaid 
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sliall be carried out under the authority of the Officer Commanding the District, 
Contingent or Force aforesaid.

civil jurisdiction (saving sovereignty rights) over the lands lying within His High¬ 
ness’ territory which are traversed by the Railway, should be ceded to the Gu\ern- 
ment of India in the Political Department, His Higl ness the Nawab Mahabat 
Khanji RavSulkhanji of Junagadh, for himself, his heirs and successors, hereby 
cedes to the Government of India in the Political Department all the criminal 
iurisdietion (seving sovereignty rights) possessed by him in the portions of bis 
territories which have been asaig.iied and made over by him for the purpose of the 
Jsmbur-Prachi Road Section, to be exercised by the Government of India in the 
Political Department for so long as the land may be required for the Railway 
and to be restored to him or his heirs and successors when the land is no longer 
needed for the above purposes,

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2. It is to be understood that the authorities exercising the jurisdiction ceded 
as aforesaid will liberally afford to the servants of bis State all reasonable and 
practicable facilities in view to the prevention of crimes, the apprehension of 
criminals, the seizure of stolen property and generally to the maintenance of 
peace and order. 

3. His Highness the Nawab Mababat Khanji Easulkhanji of Junagadh also 
agrees that all suits of a civil nature brought against the Jambur-Prachi Road 
Section respecting the loss of or damage to goods or injury to person within 
the Railway limits and cases of a civil nature arising out of the application of the 
Railway Act over the said limits shall be heard and decided in due course in the 
Kathiawar Political Agency Courts. 

4. Provided always that the Railway Manager shall represent the Railway in 
such suits and not the proprietary Btate of Junagadh, and that any decrees that 
may be passed shall be executed against the Railway property and not against 
the proprietary State of Junagadh. 

5. Provided also that all other civil jurisdiction within the limits of the said 
Jambur-Prachi Road Section shall continue arid be exercised as heretofore by the 
Junagadh State. 

C). His Highness the Nawab Mababat Khanji Rasulkhanji of Junagadh dis¬ 
tinctly wishes it to be imderstood that the cession of jurisdiction hereby made 
is subject to the proviso that the cession above agreed to shall not be a bar to the 
Junagadh Darbar being held entitled to the benefits of any orders, general or 
special, that may be passed by the Government of India with regard to Railway 
jurisdiction in Native States similarly circumstanced.

We do of our own free w/iil and pleasure become permanent Fa’el Zamin fo^ 
Jam Jussajee, of Nowajjuggur, as follows 


Article 1. 

Pie shall^ot enter into internal disputes, afford refuge to any Baharwutias 
Katty oj/J^ajpoot; he shall not encourage quarrels or encroach upon others’ 
hou^^ies, but shall permit them to remain as they may have been from ancient 
Should any of the Bayaud offer his land or village, he shall not accept; 
of it; in any way he shall not offer any injury on account of former quarrels; 
he shall harbour no robbers, else he must do so with proper securities; no robberies 
are to be committed in the talookas or in the roads.

He shall permit no robberies, attacks, or plundering parties in the mehals of 
the government of Shreeinunt Punt Purdhan, the Guikwar and the Honourable 
Company. He shall allow of no injury being offered to merchants or travellers, 
to whom he is to give guides and escorts through his own districts. Any loss 
suffered by merchants, etc., shall be answered for by the village people in whose 
land it occurs, and the talookdar shall answer for the conduct of his villages or 
shall trace the robbers. 

Article 4. 

If he has possessed himself of any lands or village of an inferior zemindar it 
shall be released, and a just accommodation take place and the dispute cease. 

Article 5. 

In the year 1868 (1812), he engaged with the Sircar not to entertain more than 
300 Arabs as foreign sebundy. Should he require more, he shall ask the permis¬ 
sion of government, and if it is desired he is not to retain others. 

These are upon our heads and we shall pay all Mohauls.

You behaved in an unbecoming manner, which caused the Khas army and a 
large force on the part of the Honourable Company Bahadoor to enter your counts . 
Every endeavour was made to effect an accommodation, but these having failed 
in order to keep you in remembrance (of the past), your jummabundee has been 
increased by one lakh of Rupees annually, inclusive of the produce of the port of 
Suryah, from the year 1869, A.D. 1813. Should, however, your future conduct be 
such as is approved of by the allied governments after a period of ten years, they 
may be induced to reduce in some proportion this increased demand.

No trouble will be offered to your talooka by the garrison of the Sircar in that 
post, such as orders, horsemen, footmen, mohsuls, travellers to and from, etc.,, 
except in the articles of grass and wood;.our garrison will not listen to any com¬ 
plaint made by your ryots, and no trouble offered by the thannah. Our garrison 
will not protect any of your criminals. 

Merchants belonging to Khumbalia carrying goods from Suryah to the former 
place shall pay you the usual taxes, and the same with respect to the Suryah 
merchants vending goods in Khumbalia. 

Merchants of Suryah carrying goods from Suryah past the vicinity of Khumbalia 
Will pay you the usual petty road taxes. Robbers, etc., of your talooka shall not 
trouble the Bunder or its merchants, no|: shall the passage of goods through the 
country be in any way obstructed. 

Should any merchants be robbed of property (which has paid Khumbalia 
toad tax) in your territory, you shall cause restitution, and if the robbers belong 
to another district you shall point out the place to which they belong. 

The Sircar may populate and otherwise increase the Bunder; no obstacle® 
are to be presented to this. 

The Sircar affords cowl for what ia written above, and the Bahandary of Captain 
James Rivett-Garnac, Resident on the part of the Honourable Company, is 
attached.

NUGGUR on the 25th February 1812. 

iSNaAOEMENT passod by Jam Jessajee of Nowanugour to Shreemunt Rab 
Shree Sena Kiias Kheyl Shumsher Bahapoob, and the Honourable 
East India Company Bahadoor, dated Falgoon Soodh iSth, Sumwut 1868 
(A.D. 25tli February 1812). 

From the oommencement it was a custom in our Jhareja caste not to preserve 
Dlie lives of daughters. On this both Governments, after expounding the Shaster 
on this subject, and pointing out to us the way of the Hindoo religion, stated that 
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it is written in the Brumhu Vywnrtuk Pooran ” (a sacred work) that whoever 
cominits this aet his sin, is groat, equal to Gurbhu Hutya ” (killing an infant in 
the womb), and ’* Brarnhu Hutya ’’ (killing Brahmin), so that killing a child ia 
equal to killing 100 Brahmins; but in this act two sins are committed, viz., that 
of killing woman and child. The punishment written for this sin is that the. person 
who commits it will remain in " Ruvruwadik Kuth Soothul Nurk (name of a 
particular place in hell) for as many years as there arc hairs on the person of the 
said woman, after which, when he is born again, he would become a Koreea 
(leprous), and be subject to “ Fuksh Ghat ” (paralytic stroke). Both Governments 
said this to us according to the Shaster, in which, the year Sumwut 1864 (A.D. 
1808), I, my brothers, nephews, etc., all the dharejaa of my talooka, passed a 
writing to the Sircar, binding ourselves not to kill daughters. To enquire about 
this a person lately came to ua from the Sircar, and we wrote a reply and sent 
with him. The Sircar again, in the year Sumwut 1868 (A.D. 1812), required me 
to pass this agreement; and I do hereby state that out of deference to the 
Hindoo religion, I and my posterity, viz., sons and grandsons, and my brothers and 
nephews, and all, bind ourselves in perpetuity that henceforward we shall not do 
this act; if we do, we shall be considered offenders against the Sircar. If in 
future any one of our caste people commits this act, and if it shall como to our 
knowledge, we shall, after expelling him out of caste, make him answer for his 
sin, and according to the will of the Sircar. Perpetual securities, given for the 
fulfilment of the above writing, are Bharote Meroo Mehta of Veerumgaum, and 
Bharote Eamdasa Nuthoo of Julaum who shall be answerable for it. This is a true 
writing.

Whereas the State of Navanaga-r is desirous of having a line of telegraph con¬ 
structed from Navanagar to Rajkot to be worked in connection with the British 
lines of telegraph, the following terms are agreed upon by the Political Agent in 
Kathiawar on the part of the British Government duly empowered by the Viceroy 
and Governor-Gonexal of India in Council on that behalf, and by Mr. Liladhar 
Iveshowji Vakil, duly empowered by the Government of the Navanagar State on 
that behalf 

1. The British Government agrees to construct for the Navanagar State, a 
I ine of telegraph consisting of one wire to be carried on suitable supports to be erected 
between Navanagar and Rajkot at a cost of Rupees forty-one thousand seven 
hundred and fifty, more or less, and the Navanagar State agrees to pay to the 
British Government interest at the rate of 5 per c(3nt. per annum on all capital 
expended on the Construction of the line^ 

2. The line so constructed shall be called the Navanagar Branch Telegraph 
line. 

H. With the consent of the Governor-General in Council extra wires may at 
any time be added by the Telegraph Department for the Navanagar State on terms 
and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Navanagar State and the 
Government of India.

III. With the consent of the Governor-General in Council extra wires may at 
atiy time be added by the Telegraph Department for the Nawanagar State on terms 
and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Nawanagar State and 
the Government of India. 

IV. The Pardhari Branch Telegraph extension shall be kept in efficient repair, 
managed and worked entirely by the Officers of the Telegraph Department of 
the Government of India. It shall not be dismantled without the consent of the 
British Government, but should it at any time be given up, the materials of which 
it is composed shall be returned into the Government Telegraph Store, and the 
State of Nawanagar debited with the cost of dismantling and returning the mate¬ 
rials to store. 

V. The State of Nawanagar shall pay annually to the British Government to 
cover the cost of repairs and luainteuance a sgm calculated at the rate of 2J pet 
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"ceStTper annum on the capital expenditure incurred on the line and 20 per cent, 
on the cost of the apparatus and plant and also Rs. 5 per mile of line to cover cost 
of line establishment and minor clmrges of the telegraph between a point on the 
Rajkot-Nawanagar line and Pardhari. These rates may be changed at any time 
hereafter after a year’s notice has been given to the Nawanagar State. 

VI. The entire receipts at the Telegraph Office at Pardhari and at any other 
office on the Pardhari Branch Telegraph line shall be credited annually to the 
Nawanagar State, and the actual cost incurred in keeping open and working the 
said office to the amount of Rupees four hundred and sixty shall be debited annually 
to the Nawanagar State. If the receipts exceed the coat of the offices together 
with the charges under Article V, the surplus shall be paid by the British Govern¬ 
ment to the Nawanagar State ; if the cost exceeds the receipts, the difference shall* 
be paid by the Nawanagar State to the British Government. By “ Receipts ” 
is to be understood the value of the fees levied at the offices aforesaid, on Inland 
Messages and the Indian share of Foreign Messages despatched from the offices 
aforesaid. 

VII. The accounts of the Pardhari Branch Telegraph line and of the offices 
maintained on it shall be rendered yearly to the State of Nawanagar and the charges 
and balance shall be adjusted without delay. 

VITl. The Nawanagar State shall provide free of rent such accommodation 
for the offices that may be opened on the Pardhari Branch Telegraph line as the 
Director-General of Telegraphs shall consider necessary, and shall keep the same in 
good repair. 

IX. The State of Nawanagar agrees to apply to the Pardhari Branch Telegraph 
line the provisions of the Britisli Telegraph Act XIII of 1885 and such other Acta 
or legal provisions as have been or may hereafter be passed by the British Govern¬ 
ment with reference to Telegraphs. 

X. The State of Nawanagar agrees to apply to the Pardhari Branch Telegraph 
line any Rules or Regulations that are now or may hereafter be made applicable 
to lines of Telegraph in British India. The British Government will undertake to 
furnish the Nawanagar State with accurate translations of such Acts, Rules and 
Regulations. 

XI. The State of Nawanagar agrees that the Pardhari Branch Telegraph line 
shall be open to the inspection and supervision of the Director-Generai of Tele¬ 
graphs and of any officer deputed by hivn for that purpose.

Aoreement entered into between the British Governmekt and Hxs Highnesb 
the Jam of Navanagar for the introduction of deftkite arrangements 
for the EFFECTIVE CONTROL and DISCIPLINE of HIS Imperial Service Troops 
when serving beyond the frontiers of his State,— 1899. 

Whereas His Highness the Jam Sahib of Navanagar maintains a force of 
Imperial Service Troops for the p\irpOvSe of co-operating, if need be, in the defence 
of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it ia necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Navanagar 
State, when associated with troops of the British Army, should be under 
the orders of the Officer Commanding the combined forces, and subject to the 
like discipline and control as the officers and soldiers of Her Majesty^s Indian 
Army, and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a 
British officer should be appointed to command any corps of Imperial Service 
Troops, though British officers are employed in order to instruct and mspect the 
said troops, 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India of the one 
part and His Highness the Jam Bahib of Navanagar, through Colonel W, P. 
Kennedy, at present AdrninListrator of the State, of the other, as follws, 
namely— 

1. Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall be attached to the command and under the 
orders of the Officer Coinmariding the District, Contingent or Force in which they 
are employed, and such officer shall, by vktue of this agreement, be authorised to 
adminiater in respect to the said troops, so serving, tlie militarv’ laws and regula¬ 
tions to which they are subject under the laws of the said State, and for that 
pose and for the due preservation of discipline among the same, to convene all sucli 
Courts, and to issue all such orders, and to pass all such judgments and sentences, 
and generally to exercise all such authority as may be lawfully convened, issued, 
passed and exercised by the authorities of tlie Navanagar State, when the said 
troops are serving within the territorial limits of the said State : Provided always 
that the execution of every sontence so passed in British territory shall be carried 
out under the orders of Hia Highness the Jam Sahib or of some person to whom 
the requisite authority has been delegated by him. 

2. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her 
IMajesty’s Forces, the said His Highness the Jam Sahib of Navanagar has embodied 
in the disciplinary law of his State, applicable to the said Imperiai Service Troops 
when employed on active service either within or without British India, the provi¬ 
sions, mntatis mutandiSf of the Indian Articles of War for the time being in force. 
The due application and enforcement of the said provisions in respect of the Imperial 
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Service Troops aforesaid shall be carried out under the authority of the Officer 
Commanding the District, Contingent or Force aforesaid.

Agreement with the State of Nawanagab for the oonstbuotion of a line of 
Telegraph from a point on the line from Dhrol to Jodiya to Balambha,^ 
1905. 

Whereas the State of Nawanagar is desirous of having a line of Telegraph 
constructed from a point on the line from Dhrol to Jodiya to Balambha to be 
worked in connection with the British lines of Telegraph, the following terms are 
agreed upon by the Director-General of Telegraphs on the part of the British 
Government duly empowered by the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in 
Council on that behalf and by the Nawanagar State Vakil duly empowered by the 
Government of the Nawanagar State on that behalf:— 

I. The British Government agrees to construct for the Nawanagar State R 
line of Telegraph consisting of two wires to bo carried on suitable supports to be 
erected between a point on the line from Dhrol to Jodiya and Balambha at a cost 
of Rs. 4,r>00 (four thousand and six hundred), more or less, and the State agrees 
to pay to the British Government interest at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum on 
all capital expended on tlie construction of the lines. 


II. The line so constructed shall be called the Balambha Branch Telegraph 
line. 
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With the oonaent of the Governor-General in Conneil extra, wires may at 
any time be added by the Telegraph Department for the Nawauagar State on terms 
and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Nawanagar State and 
the Government of India. 

IV. The Balambha Branch Telegraph extension shall be kept in efficient repair 
managed and worked entirely b}^ the officers of the Telegraph Department of the 
Government of India. It shall not be dismantled withont the consent of the 
British Government, but should it at any time be given up, the materials of which 
it is composed shall be returned into Government Telegraph Store and the State 
of Nawanagar debited with the co.st of dismantling and returning the materials 
to store. 

V. The State of Nawanagar shall pay annually to the British Government 
to cover tho cost of repairs and maintenance a sum calculated at the rate of 2J 
per cent, per anmim on the capital expemditure and also Es. 6 per mile of line to 
cover cost of line establishment and minor charges of Telegraph betwee.n the 
point on the section of the line from Dhrol to Jodiya and Balambha. These rates 
may bo changed at any time hereafter, after a year’s notice has been given to the 
Nawanagar State. 

VI. The entire receipts at the Telegraph Office at Balambha and at any other 
office opened on the Balambha Branch Telegraph line shall be credited annually 
to the Nawanagar State, and the actual cost incurred in keeping open end working 
tlie said offices shall bo debited annually to the Nawanagar State. If the receipts 
exceed the cost of the offices together with the charges under Article V, the sur¬ 
plus shall be paid by the British Government to the Nawanagar State ; if the cost 
exceeds the receipts, the difEerence shall be paid by the Nawanagar State to the 
British Government. By “Receipts” is to be understood the value of the fees 
levied at the offices aforesaid on Inland Messages and the Indian share of Foreign 
Messages despatched from the offices aforesaid. 

VII. The accounts of the Balambha Branch Telegraph line and of the offices 
maintained on it shall be rendered yearly to the State of Nawanagar, and the 
charges and balance shall be adjusted without delay. 

VIII. The Nawanagar State shall provide free of rent such accommodation 
for the offices that may be opened on the Balambha Branch Telegraph line as the 
Director-General of Telegraphs shall consider necessary, and shall keep the same in 
good repair. 

IX. The State of Nawanagar agrees to apply to the Balambha Branch Tele¬ 
graph line the provisions of the British Telegraph Act I of 1876 and such other 
Acts or legal provisions as have been or may hereafter be passed by the British 
Government with reference to Telegraphs. 

X. The State of Nawanagar agrees to apply to the Balambha Branch Telegraph 
line any rules or regulations that are now or may hereafter be made applicable 
to British lines of telegraph in India. The British Government will undertake to 
furnish the Nawanagar State with accurate transJationa of such Acts, Rules and 
Regulations,

Resil and Wagjee Dessy in behalf of Rawitl Bbek Sing, Rajah of Rhowt* 
NUGGUB, to WiL-LiAM Andrpav Prtce, Esq., Chief foT Affairs of the British 
Nation, and Governor of the Moghul’s Castle and Fleet at Surat. 

The Nawab Momin Khan, of Cambay, having been at Baroach, and fully em¬ 
powered William Andrew Price, Esq,, to treat wdth the Ra jah of Bhownuggur for 
the surrender of the fort of Toolajee to him, we, Dewjee Resil and Wagjee Dessy, 
being sent by the same Rajah, fully empowered by him to enter into an agreement 
for the said fort, have by this writing settled that it shall be delivered to the Rajah 
for the sum of Rupees seventy-five thousand, which the said William Andrew 
price, on the part of the Nawab, agrees to, and which we, the said Dewjee Resil 
and AV^agjee Dessy, also agree to : and whereas the Nawab, having made good to 
the Honourable English East India Company the sum of Rupees twenty-five 
thousand in part payment of tlie said fort, we, the said Dewjee Resil and Wagjee 
Dessy, on the part of the said Rajah, agree that at the expiration of one month 
after delivery of the fort to the Rajah, with the euane guns and stores as the Nawab 
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received irom the English, to make good to him the sum of Rupees twenty-five 
thousand ; and with respect to the balance of Rupees fifty thousand due to the 
Honourable Company, wo agree to make it good in annual payment oi. Rupees 
fifteen thousand until the whole is discharged. In this there is not to be any 
difference.

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Agreement, dated the 8th September 1840, between the HoNOtfRABLis East 
India Company and the Thakoor of BHOWNuaGun, Kawul Wdjesingjke 
W uKHUTSiNGaEE, having been concluded, has been made out in three parts, 
signed and sealed, whereof one part is to be deposited with the Govern¬ 
ment of Bombay, oiie part with the Thakoor, and one in the office of the 
CoLLEOTOR of Ahmedabad, % iz ,:— 


Article .1. 

The Thakoor, for and in consideration of the sum of Company’s Bupees (4,000) 
four thousand being paid to him by the said Bast India Company, and to be 
annually paid to him and his hereditary successors, agrees to relinquish all claims 
to any share in the land or sea' customs at Gogo He also agrees to relinquish 
all claims to any duties under the name of x\bkaree ” on tobacco or any other 
goods in that Cusba. He further agrees to relinquish all claims to the Huk termed 
Dullalee ” and “ Tojee Veera,” together with the Huk “ Bham Vcera ” in the 
said Cusba. The Thakoor, moreove ’, agrees to relinquish all claims, and hereby 
acknowledges that he has no right to any Huk, Lawazums, Duty, etc., in Gogc 
Cusba, either froin the East India Company or the .East India Company’s subjects, 
or to any arrears, on account of the above items, antecedent to the Ist December 
1836. 

ARTtCLE 3. 

And whereas an order was issued by the Honourable the Governor in Council 
of Bombay for stopping the coinage of money at Bhownuggiir, now the Thakoor, 
in consideration of the annual payment to him and his hereditary successors by 
the East India Company of the sum of Company’s Rupees (2,793’6>5) two thousand 
seven hundred and ninety-three six annas and five pies, hereby agrees to reliir- 
quish all and every description of coining money of every kind, both at Bhow- 
miggur and its dependent villages as well as in. his (the Thakoor’s) Kattywair 
possessions, hereby binding himself to abstain from coining either copper, or any 
other sort of coin, both in th? abovementioned places and everywhere else, and 
moreover hereby renounces all claims on account of the said Mint arising ante¬ 
cedent to 1st December 1836, 

Under the above two Articles o' Agreement, the East India Company consents 
to pay the Thakoor annually, commencing from the 1st December 1836, the sum 
of Company’s Rupees (6,793-6-5) six ihousand seven hundred and ninety-three 
six annas and five pies. ' 

In witness whereof we hereunto set our hands and seals, John Hinde Pelly, 
Collector of Continental Customs and Excise, in behalf of the East India Company, 
oh the one part, and the Thakoor Rawul WujCBingjee on the other part, this eighth 
day of September, in the year of Our Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty 
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corresponding with Sumwut one thousand eight hundred and ninety-six, Bhadurwa 
Socdh twelfth.

^EtTLEMENT framed according to Resolutions of the Bombay Govbknment, 
Nos. 3826 and 3829, dated 23rd October 1860. 

Thfi following agreement between Her Majesty’s Government and the Thakoor 
of Bhownuggur, Juswuntsingjee Bhowsingjee, having been concluded, has been 
made out and signed in three parts, of which one part will be deposited with Her 
Majesty’s Government of Bombay, one part with the Thakoor, and one part in 
the office of the Collector of Ahmedabad ;— 


Article 1. 

The Thakoor agrees that the lease of the villages of his talooka in the dis¬ 
tricts of Dundooka, Ranpore, and Gogo, which was executed in A.I). 1848, shall 
be cancelled from and after May Ist, 1861. Instead thereof the Thakoor hereby 
agrees to pay for the whole- of the villages enumerated in that lease a fixed jumma 
of Rupees 52,000 yearly for ever. This sum shall not be in any way affected by 
the result of any action or other process b ought by any party against the Thakoor’s 
right of possession in any part of the said talooka, nor shall the said estates, except¬ 
ing Bhownuggur, with Wudwa, Sehore and the ten villages thereof about to be 
attached to Kattywar, be exempted, on account of this payment, from any other 
general taxation not coming under the head of land tax or rental which Govern¬ 
ment may impose on their districts under the regulations. 


Article 2. 

The whole of the Thakoor’s claims upon government have been computed up 
to May Ist, 1861, to amount to Rupees 12,21,041-13-7. To this the Thakoor 
agrees. There is due from the Thakoor in revenue to government Rupees 
12,71,062-11-0. Tliis the Thakoor admits. The balance, Rupees 50,020-13-5, the 
Tuakoor agrees to pay into the Treasury before May Ist, 1861. Except the annual 
sum of Rupees 6,890-2-2, compensation fixed in A.D. 1840 for the Thakoor’s rights 
in Gogo and for his mint, no yearly or any other sum of compensation will remain 
due by government to the Thakoor after that date. From and after November 
1860, the Thakoor agrees to pay up his Kattywar tribute yearly in full accord¬ 
ing to settlement* 
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Abticle 3. 


The Thakoor agrees to the following, instead of the rules heretofore followed, 
in collectir^ customs in the port of Bhownuggur ; 

1. Government shall collect port dues at the same rates as in British ports 
and after deducting expenses shall hand the proceeds to the Thakoor. 

2. Government shall collect customs on trade to and from other than British 
ports on the continent of India at the same rates as may be from time to time 
imposed by the British Government in their own ports. After deducting the 
necessary expenses, three-fifths shall be the share of the Thakoor and two-fifths 
the share of government. 

3. The tariS in use in British ports shall be adopted instead of that now in 
Use. 

4. Nothing in tliis agreement shall aSeot the articles of opium, Spirits, and 
salt, which shall be dealt with as heretofore. 


Ahticlk 4. 


The Thakoor agrees to pay monthly into the Bhownuggur custom house the 
sum of Rupees 36 to cover the expense incurred by government in consequence 
of the opening of the port of Soondrye. 


Abtiolb 6. 


In consideration of the present settlement, the Thakoor agrees to abandon 
entirely his claims on the following subjects 

1. To compensation for loss caused by the imposition of an attachment by the 
Settlement Officer, Mr. Rogers, in A. D. 1854. 

2. To the restoration of the villages Khurur, Jhinjhur, and Cher, or to a 
deduction from the .Joonagurh Zoretulubee if they are not restored.

Upon the above conditions Her Majesty’s government agree as follows 
Government concede as a favour, and not as a right, the transfer of Bhow¬ 
nuggur itself, with Wudwa, Sohore, and ten subordinate villages, from the dis¬ 
trict of Gogo, subject to the regulations, to the Kattywar Political Agency. 
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Government will not lay claim to the euam villagea subordinate to Wurtej. 

Government will not enforce their rights in the ports of Mowa and Wag- 
nuggur.

1810, It is therefore cancelled from May 1st, 1860, and government agree as a 
favour to take in future the yearly sum of Rupees 52,000 as the Jumma of all the 
villagea specified in the said lease.

2. On condition that the Thakoor abandons hk claim to compensation for the 
sayer duties abolished in his talooka villages, government agree to abandon their 
present share in the customs, and ■will take only two-fifths of the net customs 
hereafter to be collected on trade to and from other than British ports on the 
continent of India, 

3. Government will collect the said customs according to the laws and tariff 
from time to time in force for British ports, and hand to the Thakoor three-fifths 
of the proceeds, after deducting the necessary expenses. 

4. Government w^ill collect port dues at the same rates as in British ports, and 
deducting expenses, vvill hand over the whole proceeds to the Thakoor. 

5. Government will not interfere in any way with such customs as the Thakooi; 
chooses to levy on trade to and from British ports on the continent of India* 

6. Government agree that the Thakoor shall enjoy a remission, of customa on 
hifi private trade to the amount of Rupees 1,000 yearly according to the British 
tariff. 

Article 10. 

Government agree that the Thakoor shall open the port of Soondrye as a 
foreign port for the export of all articles the produce or manufacture of the conti¬ 
nent of India, and for the import of such articles only as shall have been duly 
exported from a British port in the continent of India, except only that there shall 
be no traffic in spirits, salt, and opiunu 

Article 11. 

Governnient will admit the Thakoor’s claims to a half ^hare in the village of 
Pauvee in Dundooka, if it appears on investigation that the rigjtt of the Thakoor 
is not derived from the Kusbatee Talookdar of the other half.

iSettlrmbnt of 1866 revising the Aorebmeiit of the 22nd December 1860. 

Whereas it has been found convenient to motUfy certain clauses of the agree¬ 
ment ratified on the 22nd December 1860 between the British Government and 
the Thakor of Bhavnagar, the following fresh agreement has been executed in 
two parts, of which one part will be deposited with the Government of Bombay 
and one part with the Thakor of Bhavnagar :— 

1. The Thakor agrees that the lease of the villages of his Taliika in the dis¬ 
tricts of Dhunduka, Ranpur and Gogo, which was executed in A. D. 1840, shall 
be cancelled from and after May Ist, 1861. Instead thereof the Thakor hereby 
agrees to pay for the whole of the villages enumerated in that lease a fixed jama 
of Rs. 52,000 for ever into the Treasury of the Kathiawar Political Agency. This 
sum shall on no account be diminished. 

2. The whole of the Thakor's claims upon Government have been computed up 
to May 1st, 1861, to amount of Rs. 12,21,041-13-7. To this the Thakor agrees. 
There was due from the Thakor in revenue to Goverument Rs. 12,71,062-11-0. 
This the Thakor admits. The balance Rs. 50,020-13-6 the Thakor has paid into 
the Gogo Treasury. The Thakor now surrenders his claim to compensation for 
sayer duties and income-tax which has accrued since May Ist, 1861, up to the date 
of this agreement. 

3. I.—The Thakor agrees to give up from the date of this agreement the yearly 
compensation for his mint and rights in the customs of Gogo Rs. 6,890-2-2 in 
return for the concessions made by Government in clauses 10 and 11 (.2) of this 
agreement. 

II.-^The Thakor agrees to repay the sura credited to him on account of com¬ 
pensation for Bhavnagar City town duties since May Ist, 1861. The amount is 
Rs. 2,08,942, which the Thakor agrees to repay by five equal yearly instalments, 
commencing on the Ist of March 1866. 

4. The Thakor agrees to the following Instead of the rules heretofore followed 
in collecting customs in the port of Bhavnagar. 

I.—^The Thakor will collect port dues at rates not lower than those in 
force in British ports. 

II.— -The Thakor will collect customs on trade to and from other than British 
ports on the Continent of India at rates not lower than those which may be from 
time to time impo.sed by the British Government in their own ports. 

III. —The tariff in use in British ports shall be adopted in the collection of the 
said customs. 

IV. —Nothing in this agreement shall affect the articles of opium, spirits, and 
salt, which shall be dealt with as heretofore. 

6. The Thakor agrees to pay monthly into the Gogo custom-house the sura 
of Rs. 35 to cover the expense incurred by Government in consequence of the open- ' 
ing of the port of Sundrye. 
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In consideration of the present settlement the Thakor agrees to abandon 
entirely tie claims on the following subjects 

l.~To compensation for loss caused by the impositioii of an attacirment 
by the Settlement Odicer, Mr. Eogers, in A. I). 1854. 

II.—To the restoration of the villages Khurur, Jhinjliur and Chur, or to 
a deduction Irmn the Joonaghur Zortulaboe if they are not restored. 

HL—To compensation for the loss caused by the closing of the harbour of 
Sundrye in A. D. 1808. 

IV'.—To a share in the customs and land revenue,of Cholera. 

V.—To a certain cess and a share in the land revenue of Bowliarefe. 

7. Government having consented to acknowledge the Thakot’s claim to a half 
share in the village of Panvee in Dhunduka, if, on investigation, it appear that his 
right to it was not derived from the deceased Talukdar, a Kiisbati, the Thakor 
agrees to accept a decision made on that understanding. 

8. Upon the above conditions Her MajestyGovernment agree as follows :— 

I.—Government concede as a favour, and not as a rights the transfer of all 
the villages of the Thakor’sTalukas in the Parganas of Gogo, Dhunduka and Kan¬ 
pur as set forth in the list appended to this agreement from the jurisdiction of 
the Laws and Acts of Government to the Kathiawar Political Agency on the same 
conditions as to jurisdiction as the villages now under the Thakor's jurisdiction 
in Kathiawar. 

11. —In case the Government shall convict the present or any future Thakor 
of gross misconduct the villages set forth in the above list shall revert to the 
laws and jurisdiction of Government. 

III.—In case any Mulgirassia shall raise a claim about any village set forth 
in the said list, as being held on mortgago, the claim shall be heard according to 
the rules of the Kathiawar Political Agency, and the Thakor shall submit liiinself 
to the final decision of Government upon it. 


IV. -Government will not lay claim to the ioam villages subordinate to 
Wurtej. 

V.—Government will not enforce their rights in the ports of Mhowa and 
Waghnuggur. 

9. Government have agreed to cancel the abovequoted lease executed in A. 1). 
1840. It is, therefore, cancelled from May Ist, 1861, and Government agree to 
take in future the yearly sum of Its. 52,000 as the jama of all the villages specified 
in the said lease. This sum shall not be liable to increase. 


10. In consideration of the surrender by the Thakor under clause 3 of this 
agreement of the yearly compensation for his mint and rights in the customs of 
Gogo Ksr 6,890-2-2, Government will from the date of this agreement consider 
the jama of the four villages, Oteria, 8andhera, Kagulpur and Malpur which is 
settled separately from the jama of the other villages, to be included in the above 
fixed yearly sum of lis. 52,000 and will not collect the separate yearly jama of 
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Rs. 2,200 hitherto collected on account of these four villages, but will accept the 


above sum of Rs. 52,000 as the sole and entire janm of all the villages set forth 


in the list appended to this agreement, and this sum shall not be increased. 

11. I.— Government agree to admit Bhavnagar to the full henefitB of a British 
port, so far as the Thakor may desire. 

II.—On condition that the Thakor abandoned this claim to compensation for 
the saycr duties abolished in his Talukdari villages, Government by the agree¬ 
ment of December 22nd, 1860, abandoned their share in the Bhavnagar customs, 
except two-fifths of the net customs hereafter to he collected on trade to and 
from other than British ports on the Continent of India, Government now in 
consideration of the surrender by the Thakor under clause 3 of this agreement 
of the yearly compensation for his mint and share in the customs of Gogo, 
Rs. 6,890-2-2, further agree to give up their share of two-fifths of the net customs 
levied at the Port of Bhavnagar on trade to and from other than British ports 
on the Continent of India. From the date of this agreement Government reserve 
no share in the customs of the Port of Bhavnagar. 

III.—Government will not interfere in any way with such customs as 
the Thakor chooses to levy on trade to and from British ports on the Continent 


of India. 


12. Government agree that the Thakor shall open the Port of Sutidrye as a 
foreign port for the export of all articles, the produce or manufacture of the Conti¬ 
nent of India and for the import of such articles only as shall have been duly ex¬ 
ported from a British port on the Continent of India except only that there shall 
be no traffic in spirits, salt, or opium. 

13. Government will admit the Thakor’s claims to a half share of the village 
of Panvee in Dhandhuka, if it appears on investigation that the right of the Thakor 
is not derived from the Kusbati Talukdar of the other half.

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AaiiERMENT entered into hj the Bhown'ugour Bdrbar for the construction 
and maintirnance of Telegraph Lines between Dhollekah and Bhow- 
NDGGUR,— -1874. 

Whereas the State of Bhowiiiiggur is desirous of having a line of telegraph 
constructed from Dhollerah to Bhownuggur to be worked in connection with the 
British lines of telegraph, the following terms are agreed upon by James Braith* 
waito Peile, Esquire, Acting Political Agent in Kattywar, on the part of the British 
Government, duly empowered by the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in 
Council on that behalf, and by Edward Hope Percivab Esquire, and Gowrishunkur 
Udeyshuukur, Esquire, Joint .Adnunlstrators of the Bhownuggiir State, on the 
part of the Bhownuggur State, duly empowered by the Administration of Bhow- 
nuggur on that behalf 

L The British Government agrees to construct for the Bhownuggur State a 
line of telegraph consisting of one wire to be carried on standards to be erected 
between Dhollerah and Bhownuggur at a cost of Kupees (21,000) twenty*one 
thousand, more or less, and the State of Bhownuggur agrees to pay to the British 
Government the cost of the line as the money may be required. 

2. The receipts obtained by the opening of the Bhownuggur Telegraph Office 
shall belong exclusively to the British Government, who shall defray the entire 
cost of repairing, maintaining, and working the telegraph line betw'een Dhollerah 
and Bhownuggiuv but when the receipts of the Office fall short of the cost of repairs, 
maintenance, and working, the State of Bhownuggur agrees to make good the 
dehcieucy ; should there, on the other band, be a 8UT][>his left after payment of 
all expenses, such surplus shall bo handed over by the British Government to the 
State of Bhownuggur. 

3. With the consent of the Governor-General in Council extra wires ma)^ at 
any time be added by tbe Telegraph Department for the Bhownuggur iState on 
terms and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between tbe Bhownuggur 
State and the Government of India. 

4. The- line shall be called ‘‘ The Bhownuggur Branch Telegraph Line/" and 
shall be managed and worked entirely by the officers of the British Telegraph 
Department. It shall not be dismantled without the consent of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, but should it at any time be given up, the materials of which it is composed 
shall become the property of the Bhownuggur State. 

5. The accounts of the telegraph line shall be rendered yearly to the State of 
Bhownuggur, and the balance shall be adjusted without delay. 

6. The State of Bhownuggur agrees to apply to the Bhownuggur Telegraph 
line the provisions of the British Telegraph Act VIII of 1860, and such other Acts 
or legal provisions as have been, or may hereafter be, passed by the British Gov¬ 
ernment with reference to telegraphs* 

7. The State of Bhownuggur agrees to apply to the Bhownuggur Telegraph 
Hue any Buies or Regulations that are now or may hereafter be made applicable 
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to lines of telegraph in British India. The British Government will imdertake 
to furnish the Bhownnggur State with accurate translations of such Acts, Rules, 
and Regulations, 

8. The vState of Bhownuggur agrees that the Rhownuggur Telegraph line shall 
be opened to the inspection and supervision of the Director-General of Telegraphy 
and of any officer deputed by him for that purpose.

Whereas His Highness Thakor Saheb Bhawsinghji of Bhavnagar maintains 
a force of Imperial Service Troops for the purpose of co-operating, if need be, 
in the defence of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Bhavnagar 
State, when associated with troops of the British Army, should be under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the combined forces, and subject to the like 
discipline and control as the officers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s Indian Army, 
and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a BnV 
tish officer should be appointed to isommand any coqis of Imperial Service Troops, 
though British officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the said troops. 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India of the one part 
and His Highness Thakor Saheb Bhawsinghji of Bhavnagar of the other, as fol¬ 
lows, namely — 

I. Whenever the said troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall be attached to the command and under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force in which they 
are employed, and such officer shall, by virtue of this agTeement, be authorised 
to administer in respect to the said troops, so serving, the military laws and regula¬ 
tions to which they are subject under the laws of the said State, and for that pur- 
pose and for the duo preservation of discipline among the same, to convene all 
such Courts, and to issue all such orders, and to pass all such judgments and 
sentences, and generally to exercise all such authority as may be lawfully con¬ 
vened, issued, passed and exercised by the authorities of the Bhavnagar State 
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wliei) the said troops are serving within the territorial litnits of the said state : 
Provided always that the execution of every sentence so passed in British terri¬ 
tory shall be carried out under the orders of His Higlrness the Thakor Sabeb or 
•of sonre person to whom the requisite authority has been delegated by him. 

2* In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her Ma- 
jesty^a forces, the said His Highness Thakor Saheb Bhawsinghji of Bhavnagar 
has embodied in the disciplinary law of his State, applicable to the said Imperial 
Service Tooops when employed on active service either within or without British 
India, the provisions, mutatis mutandis, of the Indian Articles of War for the 
time being in force. The due application and enforcement of the said provisions 
in respect of the Imperial Service Troops aforesaid shall be carried out under the 
authority of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force aforesaid.

Article 1. 

Rana Sirtanjeo and Kooer Hallajee agree to cede to the Honourable Company 
one half of the port of Porebundur, witli a full participation in all its rights. 


Arttole 2. 


In consideration of tho above cession the Honourable Company engage to 
take upon themselves the satisfaction of a part of the chdnas of the Guikwar GoV'^ 
ernment on Porehimdur equal to the amount of Rupees (50,000) fifty thousand. 


Article 3. 


For the amount so advanced Rana Sirtanjee and Kooer Hallajee engage and 
do herqby transfer to the Honourable Company a mortgage, until the said Rupees 
50,000, with its interests at 9 per cent, per annum, be fully paid. 


Article 4. 


The above arrangement places the State of Porebundur under the Bahandary 
and protection of tho Honourable Company who will assist and protect the rights 
and interests of Rana Sirtanjee and Kooer Hallajee in all just cases, and for this 
purpose they will station a Captain and 100 men in Porebundur 


Article 5. 


The demands of the Rana of Porebundur on the Kamdara and others, and 
tjie cb, andsof other places on Porehundur, will be decided by the Honourable 
Compary in conformity to justice. The liana Sirtanjee and Kooer Hallajee 
engage to abide by the Company’s arbitration.

The above engagement ia permanent between the Rana Sirtanjee, Kooer 
Hallajee, Kooer Prutheeroj, and their heirs and descendants, for ever, on one 
part, and the government of the Honourable Company on the other.

Salt Aqbeemknt executed by the Raj Saheb of DhkanoadhjRa, 1900. 

His Highness the Raj Saheb of Dhrangadhra, on behalf of himself and his suc¬ 
cessors, recognizing the rights of the Paramount Power and the duty incumbent 
on the Chiefs of Kathiawar so to regulate the production of salt in Kathiawar for 
the consumption of its inhabitants,'that no salt produced in Kathiawar may be 
convened into the British districts contrary to tho law of British India and to the 
injury of the salt revenue of the British Government, agrees bs follows 

(1) That the production of salt in his Stete as hitherto carried on will con¬ 

tinue, but the quantity produced or removed shall not exceed the 
quantity required to meet the demand for consumption thereof with- 
in the Province of Kathiawar. 

(2) That the salt manufactured within his State shall bo sea salt only, that 
‘ is, salt made from sea water or brine wells as heretofore. That no 

Vadagra salt shall bo manufactured within hia State. 

(3) In consideration of Eis Highness agroeing to give xip the manufacture 

of Vadagra salt at the Kuda works, as permitted by the Agreement 
of 1883, he will receive from the British Government an annual 
amount of Rs. 7,000. 

(4l That bis Administration will bo responsible for the observance of the 
above conditions by all classes of hia subjects. That he will prevent 
to the utmost of his ability the export of salt from Kathiawar by 
land either into another Foreign State or into British India. 

(5) That he will not enlarge or make any material change in the existing 

salt works or open any new work or salt source in his State, nor 
permit any salt work of source to be altered, enlarged or opened 
without the previous consent of the Government of Bombay, ob¬ 
tained through the Political Agent in Kathiawar. 

(6) That the salt works and salt deposits within hia State shall at all times 

be open to the inspection of the Political Agent or the Assistant 
Political Agent, and that full information on all subjects connected 
with the production and distribution of salt in his btate shall bo 
supplied to the above-montioned oflicers when required.

Agreement between the Government of Hts Highness the Maharaja of 
Dhrangadhra, hereinafter called His Highness’ Governnient, and the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India Railway Company, hereinafter styled the 
Con^pany, for tlie working of His Higlineas’ Railway from Wadhwan Junc> 
rroN to Halvad via Dhrangadhra, and of such extensions on the 
gauge as it may be agreed upon between His Highness’ Government and the 
Company to include in this Agreernent, hereinafter called the Dhrangadhra 
Railway,—1920. 

L (a) Under the conditions hereinafter recited, the Company agree to work, 
on behalf of His Highness' Government, the Dhrangadhra Railway with effect 
from the let October lOlO- 
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agreement fthall continue in force until terminated on one year’s notice 
from eitlier party to the agreement. But such notice shall expire only on either 
the 30th September or the Slst March in any year. 

2. All cotnmuTiications, except those of a routine nature, between His Highness 
(jovernment and the Company, under this agreement, shall pass through the 
.\gent to the Governor, Kathiawar, Rajkot. 

3. The Company shall be subject in all respects, with reference to the Dhran-* 
gadhra Bailway, to the same control by the Railway Board as they are with regard 
to their own Railway. 

4. (a) The Dhrangadhra Railway, including lines, stations, station buildings, 
sidings, furniture, weighing machines, dwellings for staff, level-ctosaings, signals, 
signal lamps, cash safes, station sheets, engine and repairing sheds, with their 
requisite machinery, provision for water supply and all other necessary appli¬ 
ances for working the Railway, (but not inckiding rolling stock), shall be provided 
by or at the cost of His Higlmess’ Government, and all alterations or additions there¬ 
to, which may from time to time be mutually agreed upon as necessary, shall be 
carried out by the Company at the cost of His Highness’ Government and charged 
to the Capital Account of the Dhrangadhra Railway, but the sanction of His High* 
ness’ Government shall in each case bo previously obtained to such expenditure. 
Funds for the cost of all works payable by Eis Highness’ Government shall be 
deposited in advance on the application of the Coinpahy. 

(h) The Company shall allow the Dhrangadhra Railway free use of all the 
station buildings and ofliioes, stall quarters, station Tyiachinery, furniture and 
plant at present provided and in use at Wadhwau Junction and of all additions and 
alterations thereto which may be provided by the Company at any time during 
the currency of this agreeinent. 

(c) Any new works which may be required at Wadhwau Junction for the 
eocefusim use or convenience of the Dhrangadhra Railway shall be charged in full 
to the Capital or Revenue Account of that Railway as the case may be. Such 
works shall be carried out by the Company at the request of His Highness’ Gov¬ 
ernment and according to plans and estimates which shall be approved by His 
Highness’ Government before the work ia commenced. The Dhrangadhra 
Railway shall deposit funds in advance to meet the cost of such works. 

(d) The Dhrangadhra Railway shall acquire no right of property in respect of 
works provided at its expense at Wadhwaii Junction, nor exercise any control or 
authority over such works. But on the termination of this agreement, His High¬ 
ness’ Government shall be at liberty to remove at its own cost all the materials 
used in constructing these works, after the works have been dismantled by the 
Company, or it may sell the same to the Company or any other party at a valuation 
to be mutually agreed upon. 

5. The Company shall have the entire control of the train and traffic arrange¬ 
ments of the Dhrangadhra Railway during the continuance of this agTeement hut 
neither the Company nor any other authority shall exercise any authority in matters 
of jurisdiction within Dhrangadhra State territory except His Highness’ Govern¬ 
ment.

Sagines, carriages, wagons, wagon sheets, engine and carriage lamps, ropes 
and other appliances for the equipment of trains and vehicles shall be provided by 
the Company and hire charges shall be paid for the same by the Dhrangadhra 
Railway at the rate prescribed in Clause 7 (c). 

7. Aa regards all expenses on account of maintenance of way and works, includ¬ 
ing the repairs of bridges, stations and buildings, conservancy of rivers and all 
other works ordinarily constructed or repaired by the Engineering Department, 
and as regards the expenses incurred in working the said Eailway in other Depart¬ 
ments, the Company shall charge His Highness’ Government as under 


(a) For maintenance of Way and Works. 

The actual expenses, otJier than cost of general supervision, incurred in main¬ 
taining the lino, buildings, structures, station machinery and plant [including the 
percentage charge for new minor works provided in Cla use 9 (d)] which are usually 
debited under Abstract A of the standard form of Revenue account prescribed for 
use on Companies’ Railways. 


(6) For alt other Working ez'penses, 

35 per cent, of the gross receipts of the Dhrangadhra Railway to cover the cost 
of general supervision in all departments and of all the other working expcn8^^s 
incurred by the Company in working the Dhrangadhra Eailway under Abstracts 
B bo G of the Revenue accounts. 


(o) For Rolling Stock, 

5 per cent, of the gross receipts of the Dhrangadhra Railway for the use of the 
Company’s rolling stock and of the workshop and running shed, plant and 
machinery, 

(d) Total percentage chargeahle. 

The sura of the expenses mentioned in paras, (a), (?>) and (c) above shall be 
subject to a total maximum limit of 50 per cent, of tho gross receipts of the 
Dhrangadhra Railway. 

8. From the received under Clause 7 (a) and (5), the Company shall 

defray all the w^orking expenses and pay the salaries of the Staff {including Junc¬ 
tion Staff) and provide stationery, tickets, coal, oil, grease, current consumable 
stores and all other necessary materials for the proper and efficient working of the 
Dhrangadlira Railway. 

9. (a) Should any additional works chargeable to Capital be found necessary 
in connection loith the Dhrangadhra Eailway, complete plans and ostimatea for the 
pcrutiny and approval of His Higliuess’ Government shall be submitted by the 
Company before any such works are carried out. 

(h) The cost of all additional works or such improvements to existing works as 
may be necessary for the proper working of the Railway or to meet the growth of 
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^^hich are properly chargeable to the construction acoouBt, shall be dealt 
with as follows :— 

§(o) All works costing over Ba« 2,000 shall be charged to the Capital Account 
of the Dhraugadhra Bail way and shall be debited direct to His Highness’ Govern¬ 
ment. .All expenditure debitable to the Capital Account of the Dhraugadhra Bail¬ 
way will bo subject to the levy of supervision charges according to the rules in 
force on the B., B. and C. I. Railway 

(d) In the case of works costing Rs. 2,000 or less, a charge to Revenue will . 
be admitted up to the same percentage of gross receipts as obtains for similar ex¬ 
penditure during the same year’*' on the B., B. and C. 1. Railway (Metre-gauge) 
System ; beyond this limit expenditure on works costing Rs. 2,000 or leas shall be 
charged to the Capital Account of the Dhraugadhra Railway and shall be debited 
dire(!t to Ilia Highness’ Government. 

10. (a) As the jurisdiction over the Dhrangadlira Railway has been ceded to the 
British Government except sovereign rights, all .Police arrangements for law and 
order over the Dhraugadhra Railway during the continuance of this agreement 
shalhbe made by the Kathiawar Agency in consultation with the Company at 
the cost of the Dhrangadhra Durbar. 

(b) The OlRcers appointed by the Kathiawar Agency to look after the Police 
shall be directly under the control of the Company in all cases connected with the 
Railway traffic management of Station Police duties and with the investigations 
in cases of accident, but will be iind(5r the co?xtrol of the Kathiawar Agency in 
respect of appointment, promotion, dismissal and in all cases affecting “ Law and 
Order 


11. His Highness’ Government shall hold the Company harmless and indemni¬ 
fied from and against aJl losses, suits, damages, costs, charges, expenses, claims and 
demands whatsoever (including all legal costs and charges incurred by the Company) 
to which the Company may become subject or liable whetheT jointly with His 
Highness’ Government or any other person or persons or alone for or in respect of 
any damage due or alleged to be due to any insufficiency or alleged insufficiency 
or to the location of any bridges, culverts, waterways, or other works constructed 
on the Dhrangadhra Railway or for or in respect of the interference or alleged inter¬ 
ference with the natural drainage of the country by the construction of the Dhran- 
gadhra Railway or for or in respect of any accidents caused or alleged to be caused 
by faulty design or by defective construction or ways and works or by the use of 
inferior materials employed in tlie construction of ways and works or any of them. 

12. The Company shall be responsible for the collection of all revenue apper¬ 
taining to the Dhrangadhra Railway, including such rents as may be charged, 
under the Company’s rules, to any of their servants or the servants of His High¬ 
ness’ Government occupying dwelling houses, the property of His Higiiness’ 
Government, and shall pay the same into the British Indian Government Treudurt 
in the same manner as their own earnings. 

13. The Company shall furnish His Highness’ Government with a weeklj 
return of the approximate earnings of the Dhrangadhra Railway and at the close

year* ending the 31 at March with a full account both of receipts and ex 
penditure. 

14*. The Company shall he at liberty to obtain advances from the British 
Indian Oovernment Treasury to meet the cost of working of the Dhrangadhra 
Railway and such advances shall be debited to the Revenue Advance Account of 
the Railway as in the case of other Railwa 5"8 worked by the Company. The 
Capital and Revenue Accounts of the Railway BhalJ be prepared for the year end¬ 
ing on the 31st Marcli, but the net earnings of the Railway shall be paid to the 
Durbar each half-yeur, the payment for the first half-year being subject to adjust¬ 
ment at the end of the year.

15. (a) The fares to be charged for coaching traffic, o.nd the rates to be charged 
for goods traffic, shall he fixed from time to time by the Company, in cominunica¬ 
tion with and subject to the approval of His Highness’ Govenimeiit. 

(h) In tlie absence of any special agreement between His llighuoss’ Govern¬ 
ment and the Coiupauy, the fares and rates for coaching, goods and miscellaneous 
traffic and the classilicatiou of goods on the Dhrangadhra Railway shall, as far as 
may be, conform to those generally in force from time to time on the B., B. & C. L 
Railway (Metre-gauge) System. 

(c) The same terminals shall be charged on different descriptions of traffic 
on the Dhrangadhra Railway as on the B., B. and C. 1. Railway (Metre-gauge) 
rfyateio. 

(d) Mails and Postal Officers on duty will be carried at the rates and on the 
tH)iiditions which may be in force from time to time on State Railways in British 
India. 

(e) The carriage of Revenue Stores for the Dlirangadhra Railway shall be at 
the revenue rate. 


16. At least one composite first and second class carriage and separate 
reserved accommodation for 1 stand 2ud class lady passengers shall be provided 
on each passenger train on the Dhrangadlira Railway, 

IT. All money transactions under this agreeme.ut as between the British Indian 
Government, His Highness’ Goverumout and the Company shall bo in British 
Indian Government rupees, and the Company shall accept the British Indian 
currency only in payment of fares and rates. 

18 . All claims in respect of the carriage of passengers, animals and goods, 
together with all legal costs, incurred by the Company in respect of any suit or

19. Any suggestions by His Highruess’ Government as to timings of trains, 
rates or any other matters affecting State iutoreats^ or the public convenience shall 
be given every consideration by the Company. 

20. His Highness tho Maharaja of Dhrangadhra’s private saloonvS and the 
Dhrangadhra Devvan’s saloons shall be allowed to ixmfree of charge on any train 
running on the Dhrangadhra Railway. 

21. The Indian Railways Act 1890, (:«* other Act or Acts for the time being in 
force in British India relating to Railways, and the rules, conditions and forms 
thereunder for tho time being applicable to the B. B. and C. 1. Railway, shall 
apply to the Dhrangadhra Railway, tho said Act or Acta and rules, conditions and 
forms shall, within Railway limits on the Dhrangadhra Railway, constitute the 
law in force under which offences and actions affecting tlie Company and their 
servants within such limits shall be tried, and His Highness’ Governmont shall 
take all such steps as may be necessary for tho purpose of giving due effect to the 
provisions of this clause. 

22. The telegraph line along the Dhrangadhra Railway shall be constructed 
and maintained by the Imperial Telegraph Department on the same terms as 
regards charges for rent and maintenance as may be from time to time in force in 
the case of State Railways. The Company shall work the Telegraph line in strict 
accordance with the rules which have been, or which may from time to time be, 
authorised by the Governor-General in Council for the adoption and working of 
licensed Railway telegraph lines in British India. 

23. Any question or dispute which may arise in carrying oirb these arrange¬ 
ments shall be settled by arbitration, and arbitrators approved of by both parties 
shall be appointed when necessary. 

24. This agreement is subject to confirniation by the Board of Directors of 
the Company and the Railway Board.

Pahiunpore for ten (10) years from the harvest season of the year Sumvut 1866 
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(A.D. 1809-10). Tike total amount on account of the above jummabiindee, together 
with khurajat,*’^ has been fixed at R». 50,001 (fifty thousand and one) per annum, 
and inatalmenta have been fixed for the payment of the sum. I shall accordingly 
go to Baroda and pay the instalments from year to year. If I go to Baroda and 
make payment on due date and pay the instalments, it is well and good : if payment 
is made a few days after it has become duo, I shall j)ay interest at the rate of one 
per cent, per mensem. Details are as follows :—

In this way a sum of Rupees fifty thousand and one of the Siccaee currency 
is to bo paid in cash by instalments os follows 


Rupees 25,001 (twenty-five thousand 
and one) to bo paid on the 2nd of Magh 
Soodh.

ThanslatIon of an AoREEMENt entered into and given to the Government’ in the 
under-written Articles by ShUmsher Khan, on its being resolved that 
-Futteh JChan shall bo united to him, and of one counsel with him, from his 
willingly adopting Futteh Khan as his son,—1813. 

Article 1. 

Considering llewau Futteh Khan, the soli of t)ewan Feror: Khan, as my own 
son, I have adopted him, and constitute him heir to all my possessions, unless I 
have a soi? born to mo, in which case the tuppah of Gola, consisting of twenty-two 
villages, shall be appropriated for his sustenance, and a residence allowed him in

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There shall bo no deficiency in yielding protection and a fitting 
allowance to all my family, nor shall any inolestatiou be given to them, nor any 
property they may possess touched during their lives. 


Article 2. 

At this time the Sircar’s army has come to Pahlunpore, destroyed the infu- 
once of the Siiulees, and made a permanent arrangement^ by which, according to 
the pleasure of the Sircar, Fiittoh Khan has been placed on the giicldee, and with 
my perfect consent he has boon proclaimed as my son and the Dewan of Pahhm- 
pore. 

Article 3. 

In all affairs of goveniment 1 shall bo uncontrolled, but decisions on matters 
of consequence which relate to the pergunnahs and durbar shall bear the seal of 
Futteh Khan, son of Bhurusher Khan, and my signature. Futteli Khan shall be 
the keeper of his own seal, but its impression shall be defective without the addi¬ 
tion of my signature, and my sign and seal alone shall be sufficient for all papers 
of little consequence, such as chits on villages, etc. 

Article 4. 

Dimgur Mehta, etc., shall act as karbareea under me in tlio same manner as 
when they originally held the same employ, and they shall in no instance keep 
anything from my knowledge. They shall all obey all my orders regarding ilie 
bettering the condition of the durbar and on other subjects relating to the country. 
They shall manage the affairs of the durbar by one pure line of conduct, and they 
shall give zainin to this effect. For my own conduct I aliall afford satisfactory 
security. 

Article 5. 

I agree not bo entertain a sobundy of Sindees or other foreigners in Pahlunpore, 
Deesa, or Dhurmera, without the knowledge of the Sircar, nor shall I unite with 
any offenders against the government, whether Sindees or Cusbuttees, or allow 
them to remain in these cities. 

Article 6. 

1 give my consent to the eatabliahment of 200 men as sebundy according to the 
pleasure of and selected by the Sircar ; they shall bo entrusted with the guard of 
the gates, and shall be paid at the rates the Sircar may require. I shall take their 
musters. 

Article 7. 

As my old karbaree who managed for me in Deesa is with me, and as employing 
him here might occasion quarrels with the established karbaroes, it shall be my 
duty to provide for him elaowhero. His house being in Pahlunpore, his family 
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inhabit it without moleatation from the durbar or he shall remove his 
family ond be permitted to let out the house to hire. 

AtlT10i4B 8. 

For the private expenses of Futteh Khan and his family enumerated iu a 
separate paper^ I shall be responsible if any deviation takes place. 

Article 9. 

The relations of Futteh Khan who are at present with him shall receive accord¬ 
ing to custom what was formerly allowed them for their maintenance and they 
shall not interfere with me in ruy duties. In like manner mj relations shall receive 
the support they formerly obtained without any increase ; because they are my 
relations, they also shall not meddle in my duties. 

Article 10. 

The duftors showing the income and erpeuditnxe shall be kept under my im 
spection, but open to the writers of them, and any loan which it may be neces¬ 
sary to raise shall be with the knowledge and consent of Futteh Khan, 

Article 1L 

The juramabundee of the Sircar, according to the decennial arrangement, shall 
be, as formerly, in hoondees on Baroda, and there shall be no deviation in this 
respect. 

Article 12. 

1 agree, in conjunction with my karbareo, Dungui* Mehta, to provide for the 
expenses of the army which is now at Pahlunpore according to the pleasure of the 
Sircar. 

Article 18. 

Futteh Khan and myself shall have one opbiou on all matters, and shall live 
with cordiality of near relations. 

There shall be no deviation on my part in the above thirteen Articles given to 
the Sircar, and it ought not to be considered tliat there is any difference between 
Futteh Khan and myself. In futiuo I shall never commit any act of sedition or 
behave ill; and for the satisfaction of Government I shall give m my fa’el zamin

Shiimsher Khan having with his own free will united our families and adopted 
me as his son, has given a document to that effect, according to which 1 am consti¬ 
tuted heir to all his possessions, unless he has a son born to him, in which case the 
tuppah of Gola, consisting of twenty-two villages, shall be appropriated for bis 
sustenance, and a residence allowed him in Pahiiuipore. There shall be no deficiency 
in yielding protection and a fitting allowance to all Shumsher Khan’s family, nor 
shall any of their property be taken away during their lives, but they shall be 
cherished with a consideration e<pial to my own mother and immediate relations, 

Artk^le 2. 

At this time the Sircar’s army has come to Pahlunpore, destroyed the influence 
of the Sindees, and made a porruanont arrangomonfc, by which I have been placed 
on the guddee ; and through the kindneas of the Sircar, and as I have been adopted 
Shumsher Khan’s son, I have been proclaimed as such and Dewan of Pahlunpore 
with my full consent; and according to the pleasure and advice of the Sircar I 
engage to respect and bo of one counsel with my parent. 

ARTrOLE 3, 

In all affairs of government Shumsher Khan shall be uncontrolled, but deci¬ 
sions on raattera of consequence which relate to the durbar shall bear my seal, 
which remains in iny possession, and the signature of my parent Shumsher Khan, 
without which I shall not attach my seal, Shumsher Khan’s sign and seal only 
on papers of small import, and such as chits on villages, etc., shall be valid, 


Article 4, 

Dungur Mehta, etc., shall act as karbarces under my parent Shmnslier Khan 
in the same jfiamicr as when they originally held the same employ, and shall in 
no instance keep anything from his knowledge. They shall obey all bis orders 
respecting the improvomont of the condition of the durbar and on other subjects 
relating to the country. They shall manage the affairs of the durbar by one up¬ 
right line of conduct, and they shall give zamir to this effect. For my own conduct 
I shall afford satisfactory security. 

Article 5. 

I agree not to entertain a sebnndy of Sindees or other foreigners in Pahlunpore, 
Deesa, or Dhurinera without the knowledge of the Sircar, nor shall I unite with 
any offenders against the government, whether Sindees or Cusbuttees, nor allow 
them to remain in these cities. 
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Article 6. 

I give my consent to the establishment of 200 men, or .sebunclies, according to 
tho pleasure of. the Sircar; they shall be entrusted with the guard of the gates, and 
shall bo paid at the ratea tho Sircar may require. My parent Shumsher Khan 
shall take the musters. 

Article 7, 

As my parent’s old Irarbareo is with him, and as the employing him here might 
occasion quarrels with the established karbarees, he shall be stationed in some 

other place. His house being in Pahlunpore, his family shall either inhabit it 

without molestation from the durbar, or he shall remove his family and he per- 
raitted to lot out liis house to hire. 

Article 8. 

I am contented with the sum allowed for my private expenses and that of my 
family enumerated in a separate paper given in. 

Article 9. 

My relatives shall enjoy what w^as formerly allowed them, and they shall not 
interfere in the arrangements of my country. 

Article 10. 

The duftora showing the income and expenditure shall be kept under inspection 
of my parent, but open to the writers of them, and any loan which it may be neces¬ 
sary to obtain shall bo raised by my parent with my knowledge. 

Article 11, 

The jummabundee of the Sircar, according to the decennial arrangement, shall 
be paid, as formerly, in hoondees on Baroda, and there shall be no deviation in this 
respect. 

Article 12, 

Shumsher Khan and my karbaree Dungur Mehta shall provide for the expenses 
of the army now at Pahlunpore according to the pleasure of the Sircar. 

Article 13, 

Shumsher Khan, my parent, and myself shall be of one counsel on all matters, 
and live with the cordiality of near relations. 
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[lere shall be no deviation on my part in the above thirteen Articles ; I shall 
not act contrary to them in a seditious manner. For the satisfaction of govern¬ 
ment, I give as my fa’el zamin Meer Kanml-ood-Deen Hussen Khan Bahadoor and 
Yara Jemadar, and for my arr zamin Gociilpooree, a Mohunt of Rajpore, so that 
if I in any respect deviate from the Articles above written, they shall be res* 
ponsible.

Translation of Agreement entered into by Fuiteh Khan, Dewan of Pahlun- 
PORE and Deksa, of his own free will, for the better government and security 
of the above-mentioned Principalities, signed and delivered to Captain 
Miles, Political Agent, on the part of the British Government, at 
Pahlunpore, on the 28th November 1817. 

Preamble ,—That to place the territory depending on Pahlunpore and Deesa 
in security from internal and extornal dissensions and violence, to obviate the 
trouble so often occasioned to tlio British and Guikwar Governments from the 
bad administration of the affairs of this petty State, and with a view to the improve¬ 
ment of the country, the following Articles of Agreement are entered and hereby 
confirmed :— 

Article 1. 

The British and Guikwar Governments having been pleased to seat me on the 
guddee of my father, and establish my authority over Pahlunpore and Deesa, it ia 
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to the end that this State, which is in a ruinous condition, may be better 
gov©Tned, its security and tranquillity ensured, and a provision made for the dis¬ 
charge of arrears and debts in which from bad management it has been involved, 
to receive the aid and sdvice of a respectable man in quality of Agent on the pnrt 
of the Guikwar Government. 

He shall have full access to my revenue accounts, receipts, and expenditure, 
and I engage to follow his suggestions in all arrangements whatever relative to 
government. It is indispensable that this Agent be such as shall possess the con* 
fidence of the British Government; and as his situation demands he should be dis¬ 
interested, his salary must be liberal 


AnyictE 2. 


I also agree to subsidise 250 horse with a Sirdar to command them.; the pay of 
the horse to be 30 Rupees each per mensem, and the Sirdar shall receive Rs. 600 
per mensem. 

r require these troops to defend my country against enemies of every descrip 
tion, and to preserve it in peace and order. They are to be good horse, and always 
ready to act iri a body against the refractory Shumeher Khan and his adherents, 
and in fact for all purposes. To secure the tranquillity of the country, they will 
not be employed without the concurrence of the Guikwar Agent, and are not to 
be sent on revenue details without the orders of government; when their service is 
not otherwise required, they are to be stationed near me for my personal protec¬ 
tion. 


Articlr 3- 


The gate called Bahadoor Gu 2 is to remain in charge of Sircar troops; lOQ 
good infantry to be stationed there, and their rate of pay Bs. 10 monthly each, 
Jemadar included. 


Article 4. 


The horse and infantry, their Commander, and the Agent, to be paid monthly 
without deduction, and the banket who pays them shall have territory assigned to 
him for the discharge of their salaries. 


AR'ncLE 5. 


The Sircar dues (Rs. 50,000) per amuun shall henceforward be paid punctually 
every year at Baroda. The arrears, Bs, 75,000, shall be discharged in the course 
of the next year; but in consideration that the country has suffered much from 
want of rain, the exactions of Shu?nsher Khan and ravages of the Koolees, with 
the constant movement of troops tlirough it lately, I hope government will he 
ipdulgunt in their expectations and claims at least for the present. 
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Article 0. 

From tlie impoverished condition of the country and other cJoima in the Palilun- 
pore State, the euros duo to the merchant of Shidpore cannot at present , be dis¬ 
charged, but in the course of the next year Borae arrangement in concert with the 
Guikwar Agent shall be made for the gradual payment. 

Article 7. 

A miauuderatanding having arisen between me and Shumshor Khan in conse¬ 
quence of his violation of the agreement made with Captain Carnac, Resident at 
Baroda, in 1870 or A. D, 1813,1 retired to Shidpore and complained to the Sircar. 
The forcea of the two Sircars in consequence marched to this quarter, and Pahlun- 
pore was taken, and I have been reseated on the guddee. I therefore consent to 
pay the expenses of the troops of both Sircars with the usual allowance for killed, 
wounded, loss of horses, etc., according to the orders of government. 

Article 8. 

Sluimsher Khan is an offender and disobedient to the Sircar; I engage, there* 
fore, not to have any communication with him or his adherents; but should 
Shumsher Khan submit himself, and the Government be pleased to grant him any 
allowances, I will pay it agreeable to their commands. 

Article 9. 

I engage not to give protection to any offenders against either the British or 
Guikwar Government, nor to allow them to remain in any part of my territory. 

The whole of these Articles, nine in number, are delivered in by me to Govern¬ 
ment, and I engage to execute them punctually and without diminution or differ¬ 
ence. I shall act in all mattera in strict conformity and obedience to the orders of 
the Sircar, and I bind myself not to commit any insubordinate act, nor cause any 
disturbance. To this effect I give as my security to the Nawab of Summee and 
Uadhunpore Sher Khan Babee and Mohunt of Rajpore, Goculpooreei

I give a share of seven annas in the Rapeo to Pahlunpore from all towns and 
villages inhabited or deserted; those of niy brethren, putbavuts, Rajsoke, etc., 
and of all descriptions of taxes and every kind of revenue. The remaining nine 
annas to bo my share. 


Article 2 , 

I have pledged four towns, and the sums due on them are to be paid by me. 
When the accounts of the creditors are settled, and the towns frood, your share 
of seven annas will bo allowed. 


Artiolb 3, 

The Guikwar tribute (from Danta) shall be pimctnally paid by me through you 
every year, commencing Suinvut 1876. The amount now due on this head shall bo 
paid by four instalmejUs, from the year 1876 to the end of 1879, through you; 
but if this agreement should not be approved by the Guikwar Government, I 
will arrange the payment agreeable to their directions. 


Article 4. 

In the profits or revenue of the Hindee temple at Ambajee the Pahlunpore 
State has no share, neither has it any in the vurkhasims of the temple. 


Article 5. 

Eight wells and the laud depending on them, which belong to my family, are 
exempted from any share ; they are as follows : —

Of the four towns in the possession of my brother Nahar fSingh, that of Poojpore 
is exempted from any share. 
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Article 7. 

If any of rny brethren or Pnthavuts have poasemsion of land or town to wliich 
they have no just claim, on examination they shall be restored to me. 

Article 8. 

I will pay every kind of vole (a kind of tribute paid to Koolees) which has been 
regularly established to the present day, but no other hereafter. 

Article 9. 

Whatever charitable donations are in existence in niy State sball be continued 
and preserved, but none new shall be given except with your consent. 

Article 10. 

Whatever work is done by the ryots of my pergunnah for me shall be done for 
your vakeel at Danta. 

Article 1L 

My authority shall remain in my talooka, but in all cases on public matters I 
shall consult your vakeel, and we will act in aceordance. He shall be consulted 
in all quarrels, disturbances, etc. 

In this manner eleven Articles have been agreed to and subsciibcd. They 
are to be in force as long as the interests of the Honourable Company Bahadoor 
and the (ruilcwar Government continue in the State of Pahlunpore, 

I will abide by the above, and in no way be the cause of disorder or disturbance.

I, Dewan Sher Mohamed Khanje Saheb of Palanpoor, hereby cede to the 
Government of India all the civil and criminal jurisdiction possessed by me in the 
portion of ray territory which has been assigned and made over by me for the pur¬ 
poses gf the Western Eajputana State Railway, to be exercised by the Government 
of India for so long as the land may be required for the railway, and to be restored 
to me or my eucc^jfsora when the land is no longer needed for the above purpose. 

All railway era] loy6a committing offences cognizable by ray jurisdiction beyond 
the limits of the railway line, shall be apprehended and dealt with by the con¬ 
stituted authoritio fof n y State.

Agreement executed by the Diwan of Palanpur in 1890. 

Agreement regarding the maintenance of an efficient Police force and Magis¬ 
tracy and the reform of the existing system of import and export puties 
in the Palanpur State consequent upon the disbendment of the Palanpur 
Levy, executed by Colonel George Risto Goodfellow, C.I.E., Political 
Superintendent, Palanpur, acting under the aHthority of His Excellency 
THE Governor op Bombay in Council, on behalf of the British Government 
of the one part, and Hts Highness Sher Muhammad Kranji, Diwan of the 
Palanpur State, on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, of the other 
part. 

ArticleI. 

In consideration of the engagement into wdiich His Highness the Dman agrees 
bv Articles 2 to 5 of this Agreement to enter, the British Government agrees that 
QU and from 20th October 1890, Articles 2,3 and 4 of the Agreeup^Rl^ of 28th Noveta* 
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l7 flliall be deemed to be rescinded, and the body of horse and foot enter¬ 
tained thereunder and known as “ The Palanpur Levy need no longer be main¬ 
tained by His Highness. 


Article 2, 

His Highness the Diw'an engages to establish, with effect on and from 20th 
October 1890, a body of efficient Police of sufficient strength, at a cost of not less 
than Rs. 82,350 per annum, for maintaining peace and order and for sutrpressing 
and detecting crime throughout his State, and to appoint a sufficient number of 
qualified officers on adequate salaries to discharge magisterial functions throughout 
his State; the establishment of the said Police and the appointment of the said 
Magistrates to be on the general lines indicated in His Highness’s memorial to 
Government, dcted 9th November 1885. Further, His Highness agrees to give 
effect to the promises detailed in paragr^^phs 26, 27, 28, 29 of the said memorial 
in carrying out the disbandment of the levy, excepting the payment of Bs. 300 a 
month to Governmert for a fixed period mentioned in paragraph 27 of the same. 


Article 3. 

His Highness further engages that, after having established Police and appointed 
^Magistrates in his State in accordance with the last preceding article of this Agree¬ 
ment, be will thenceforward continually maintain the said Police and Magistracy 
on such scale, at such rates of pay and of such efficiency, as shall be requisite for 
adequately supplying the progressive administrative needs of his State j and 
with a view to the maintenance of such efficiency as aforesaid, he engages to cease 
to employ in the Police or as a Magistrate any person who from age or physical or 
mental disability at any time becomes unfit for further effective service. 


Article 4. 

His Highness engages to pay to the Political Superintendont annually, in 
advance, commencing from 2()th October 1890, the sum of Rs. 9,000 towards the 
cost of the Political Superintendency, which payment shall be in lieu of the sum 
aggregating Rs. 7,004 hitherto paid by him in this behalf. 

Article 5. 

Hia Highness having, in honour of the fiftieth anniversary of the accession to 
the throne of Her Majesty the Queen-Empress, and as a proof of his loyalty and 
great public spirit, abolished throughout the whole State, including the jagirs and 
minor estates, with effect from the 20th June 1887, unconditionally, all transit 
duties hitherto levied within the Palanpur State, further agrees to gradually reform 
his system of import and export duties in such mode as may conduce to the interests 
of his subjects ^nd be practicable, and he agrees, with a view to rendering the lev}' 
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!oU^poTt and export diitieB in 
posaible, as follows, viz :— 


L That duties of import and export shall henceforward be levied on any article 
brouglit into or taken out of tho State once for all only 

2. That import duties shall henceforward bo levied at nakas situated on the 
frontier of the State or at the place of their ultimate dostination within the State, 
hut not at any other place. 

3. That export duties shall be levied either at nakas situated on the frontier 
of the State or in the places from which the goods liable to such duties are consigned, 
but not at any other place, 

4. That duties of import and export shall henceforward be levied in behalf 
opd under the authority of His Highness only, all such levies by jagirdars and other 
minor estate-holders in the State being abolished. 

5. That in order to compensate the said jagirdarsand other minor estate-holders 
for the loss they will sustain by the abolition of their right to levy import and ex¬ 
port dqties, a certain fixed annual cash allowance shall be regularly paid to each 
of them, the amount whereof shall bo equal to such sum as the Political Superin¬ 
tendent, after due enquiry, shall consider to have been the average income derived 
during the ten years immediately preceding the date of this Agreement by each 
such jagirdar or minor estate-holder, respectively, from duties of import and export, 
the right to levy which is abolished, 

0, That duties of import and expert shall henceforward be levied at uniform 
rates throughout the vState. 

7. That no import or export duty shall be levied on any goods in transit through 
the State, the term goods in traiisit*’ being understood to mean goods which 
pass through tlie State by railway and which do not break bulk, and goods which 
pass through the State otherwise than by railway and which do not break bulk 
and also are not detained at anyplace within the State for more than forty-eight 
hours or at any station, where there is a railway by which they are to be exported 
without breaking bulk, for more than thirty days. 

8. That the collection of octroi hy the Parhar in the Deesa Cantonment abali 
cease ; that no import duties shall be levied on commodities brought into the said 
cantonment, or export duties charged on goods taken therefrom which are the 
property of officers or men. of tho garrison leaving that cantonment and covered 
by a pass from the Cantonment Magistrate’s office, provided that ^l^rangements be 
made whereby His Highness’s right to collect export duty on other goods leaving 
the said cantonment shall bo satisfactorily preserved. 


Article 6. 

Nothing in this Agreement shall be deemed to prevent the levy by His Highness 
in any town or village witliin the 8tate of Palanpur, other then the ('’antonment of 
Deesa, of duties of octroi, provided the same be levi(^d for expenditure on muni¬ 
cipal purposes within the area in which they are respectively levied. 
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Thii* Agreement agreed to at Palanpur, tlie 20th October, one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety.

Opium AgHeement with Palanfur,— 1892. 

The following articles of agreement regarding the prohibition of ohe cultiva¬ 
tion of the poppy and of the manufacture of opium in the Palaupur State, and 
the maiutenanoe of an eilicient preventive cstablislunent at a cost of not less than 
Rs. 12,500 per annum, in consideration of the payment of Rs. 31,500 annually 
by the iiritish Government and of permission to import free of duty the amount 
of opium required by the Palanpur State for hand fide home consumption, have 
been entered into on the one part by Colonel William Scott, Political Superin¬ 
tendent, Palanpur, under the authority of Hi.s Excellency the Governor of Bom¬ 
bay in Council on behalf of the British Government, and on the other part by 
His Highness Sher Mohomed Khanji Diwan of Palanpur on behalf of himself, 
his heirs and successors, who agrees to the following articles: — 

Auticur I. 

Whereas the British Government hove prohibited the cultivation of the poppy 
and manufacture of opium in the State of Palanpur, and have made new arrange- 
iQOiits for the retail sale of opium since the Ist October 1878 in Guzeratti, and 
have agreed that they are prepared to permit Hk Highness tlie Diwan of Palanpur 
to import, free of duty, the amount of opium required by his State for bona fide 
home consuraption, and have promised to grant him Rupees (31,600) thirty-one 
thousand and five hundred in full compensation annually for any diminution of 
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revenue caused by the loss as sources of income of transit duties on opium and 
cesses on the manufacture and exportation of the drug, and whereas the full 
duty per chest will be paid by the local vendors and consumers and will form part 
of the revenue of the said State of Palanpur, His Highness the D'wan hereby 
promises and agrees that he will maintain an efficient preventive establishment 
at a cost of not less than Bupees (12,500) twelve thousand and five hundred per 
annum, and that ho will use every efiort to completely put a atop to the illicit 
importation of opium and that he will not allow opium legally obtained by him 
under the opium rules to be sold at a less price than that at which it is retailed in 
British territory, and it is understood by His Highness that the British Govern¬ 
ment reserve the right of withdrawing this privilege and of charging the full opium 
duty in case of any proved wilful violation of these terms, but that such privilege 
will not be withdrawn on account of isolated cases of smuggling- 

Abtic-LE II. 

Ftis Highness the Diwan of Palanpur further gives the assurance that all stocks 
of opium and juice which remained undisposed of on the 1st October 1878 in liis 
State have been bought up by him and employed for the supply of his retail mono¬ 
poly. . 

Akticle III, 

In accordanct with the wishes of Government, His Highness agrees to furnish 
half-yearly, to tlie Political Superintoudent, a statement showing the amount 
of opium iraporbid, and the amount sold during each half-year, the proceeds of 
the sales, and tbe balance of opium in hand in his State at the end of each half- 
year. 

Akticle IV. 

To the above stipulations His Highness the Diwan agrees on the condition 
that sliould any Native State in Guzeratti be hereafter allowed to grow and manu¬ 
facture opium in the same manner as the Baroda State has been, a similar pri¬ 
vilege shall be granted to the Palanpur State. 

This agreement containing IV Articles was agreed to at Palanpur the twenty- 
first of September one thousand eight hundred and ninety-two between the Poli- 
hical Superintendent of Palanpur and His Highness the Diwan of Palanpur.

ARRANaEMENT made by the British Government between His Highness the 
Oabkwar of Baroda and His Highness the Dewan of Palanfua,— 1892 

Whereas His Highness the Dewan of Palanpur possesses certain rights in and 
over the Wantas of Chansol and Nagawasna situated in Baroda territory, which 
rights His Highness the Dewan is desirous of exchanging for an adequate com* 
ponsation payable by the Baroda Darbar. 

And whereas His Highness the Maharaja Gaekwar is desirous to acquire the 
said rights enjoyed in his territory by His Highness the said Dewan of Palanpur. 

The Governor-General in Council has, with the consent of His Highness the 
Gaekwar of Baroda and His Highness the Dewan of Palanpur, made the follow¬ 
ing arrangement 

1. The Baroda State will pay to Hk Highness the Dewan of Palanpur, 
his heirs and successors, year by year not less than fifteen days 
before the date on which the tribute payable by Palanpur to Baroda 
falls due, the sum of nine hundred rupees (B90()} Siccai currency 
through the Palanpur Political Superiutondency, and on failure of 
payment on the day fixed interest shall accrue at the rate of H 6 
per cent, per annum. The payment of E9()0 per anxmtn with any 
interest that may so accrue shall be under the guarantee of the 
British Government. 

In consideration of the said annual payment all rights and interests of 
any description whatever of His Highness the said Dewan of Palan¬ 
pur situated in the said Wantas of Chansol and Nagawasna are 
hereby absolutely transferred to His Highness the Gaekwar’s Gov¬ 
ernment without any reservation. 

3. The Baroda Darbar will also pay to His Highness the Dewan of Palan¬ 
pur a lump sum of eight hundred rupees (E800) in commutation of 
any outstandings which may be due to the Palanpur Darbar by the 
cultivators of the said Wantas of Chansol and Nagawasna.

Article 1. 

Perpetual friendship shall be maintained between the Quikwar Qoverninent 
and Sher Khan Babee Bahadoor, Nawab of Summee and Radhunpore, his heirs 
and auccessora. 
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Article 2. 

Ilia Excellency the Nawob, liis heirs and successors, engage to aclcnowledge 
the control of the Guikwar State under the mediation of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany’s Government in all external relations, and that he will have no commimica- 
fcion of any description whatever with foreign powers except with the knowledge 
and sanction of the Guikwar Government. 


Article 3. 

The Guikwar Government shall never interfere in the internal concerns of the 
Radhunpore State; but in consideration of His Excellency the Naw^ab having 
recognised the supremacy of the Guikwar State, he (Nawab) consents to make 
an annual acknowledgment by presenting a horse and clothes through the Com* 
pany’s authority at the Guikwar Capital. 


Article 4. 

When an enemy invades the territories of Eadhunpore, the Guikwar Govern¬ 
ment engages, by the advice of the Honourable Company’s Government, to assist 
the N awab with its forces in defending his dominions. It is, however, to be clear¬ 
ly understood that the Guikwar Government is not bound to assist the Nawab 
in the regulation of his internal government, but only against external attacks; 
on such occasions the Nawab engages to reimburse the Guikwar for the expenses 
-which may be incurred by the equipment of its forces, which on no other account 
will enter the limits of the Radhunpore State.

Translation of an Agreement entered into by the Nawab of Radhonfore, 
Sher Khan Babee Bahadoor, with the Honourable Company, on tlie 
24th Earnzan 1235 Hegira, or the Cth July 1820. 

That for a long time the depredations of the Khosas in my dependencies, the 
pargunnahs of Radhunpore, Summee, etc., have been great, and from that cause 
the depopulation and injury to them extensive ; and as it was not in my power 
to restrain or expel the K hosas, I wrote describing my situation to the British 
Government* 
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The troops of that Goverrment have in consequence been sent to my assistance, 
and have punished and expelled the *Kh osas ; and as from this measure the safety 
and prosperity of my pergunnaha and people will be secured, I therefore agree of 
ray own free will to the following Articles — 


Abticlb 1. 

1 engage not to permit robbers or enemies of the government to remain in my 
dependencies, not will 1 allow any Rajpoots or Koolees to remain in my districts 
and molest or plunder the territories of the Honourable Company, of His High¬ 
ness the Guikwar, or those of any other State, nor will I maintain any sort of 
connexion with the Khosaa. 


Article 2. 


In order to promote the chastisement of the Khosaa or other robbers, every 
intelligence of them shall be communicated to the troops of the Sircar wherever 
they be stationed, and no exertion equal to my ability in their punishment shall 
be wanting, and on every occasion w’^hatever force of foot or horse I have shall 
accompany the troops of the government. 


Article 3, 

As the British troops came here in consequence of my letters and complaints 
and have expelled the Khosas, and as my districts and ryots will derive great 
advantages from their exertions, it becomes incumbent on me, as in these arrange¬ 
ments the British Government has expended and will have to expend considerable 
sums of money, that I should aid, in proportion to ray means, in discharging 
this expense. I therefore agree to pay an amount yearly in proportion to my 
means, and as the government may direct. 

The above three Articles should be duly executed and observed in all respects.

Engagement entered into with Captain Pke.scott, Political Superintendent, 
Palanpor, by His Excellency Zurawar Khan Babi, Nawab of Ra- 
DHANPDR, transferring his share of the Anwurpur salt pans to the Honour¬ 
able Company,—1840. 

1. His Excellency the Nawab cedes his share of the Anwurpur salt pans, reliii 
quishing all right and ooucern therewith to the Honourable Company, who are 
to have whole power to increase or diminish the price of salt or entirely prevent 
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^ils^S^iniifacture, and the Nawab further engages to open no 
out the permission of the British Goveniinent. 

2. Conformable to Government instructions of 24th October 1839, the Nawab 
will continue to abstain from levying transit duties on salt, and further engages 
to prevent Qhasaya salt passing through his district. 

3. Under the above arrangement the IS^awab will receive yearly from the Bri¬ 
tish Government Company’s rupees ten thousand five hundred (10,500) in full 
compensation for his previous receipts from the pans, his transit duties on salt, 
and his realizations from Ghassya. But the payment of his compensation is con¬ 
ditional on the Nawob\s not encouraging the traffic in Ghassya salt, or any 
measures which may check the resort of dealers to the Anwurpur or other Gov 
ernment salt works. 

4. The Nawab will be permitted yearly to receive free of duty from the Anwur¬ 
pur pans, Indian ^naunds 262| or Guzerati mauuds 525 of salt for the use of his 
Darbar, and, should the Auwurpur pans be closed, to receive tbe same from some 
oblier Government salt works. 

5. Such payments as have hitherto been made at Anwurpur for charitable 
purpose will bo continued, and to enable him^to discharge the same the Nawab 
will receive yearly from the Honourable Company, Company’s Rs. 548 and 176 
Ouzorati maunds (Indian maunds 88) of salt to be distributed agreeably to the 
accompanying Yad, 

6. The limits of the salt pans will be fixed and marked out, and the Agrias 
(salt manufacturers) will not be permitted to encroach on other lands : but if 
such should be required by them, the limits will be extended, land being ceded 
to them at a reasonable price. 

7. The Nawab will continue to levy his virus and wujeh( land-tax on produce) 
as heretofore from such of the Agrias as are his subjects, but they shall be subject 
to no extra tax on account of salt. While residing in the Nawab’s territory, they 
will be subject to his authority in all other matters except salt, but the jorisdic* 
tion over the salt pans having been ceded to the Honourable Company, shall bo 
exorcised solely by its agents. 

8. The amount specified in the 3rd and 5th paragraphs, viz., Company’s 
lia, 11,048, will be paid yearly from the Government Treasury at Ahmedabad, 
after the close of the year, on the lOth January, to an agent of the Nawab’s pro¬ 
vided with a written application from him to the Collector. 

9. The engagement is to have effect from the 1st January 1840 =»25th day

Whereas m accordance with the existing relations between the British Gov¬ 
ernment and the Radhanpur State the cultivation of poppy and the manufacture 
of opium are prohibit(jd in the Radhanpur State end no opium may be eonsiimed 
in the said Radlianpur State other than opium on which there has been pjiid to 
the Rritish Government the duty at tlie time payable to the said Government in 
respect of opium c<)n3iimed in the Presidency of Borubajp^ and whereas in cogsidera- 
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covenants on the part oi the Haclhanpnr State hereinafter contained 
the British Clovemment has agreed to relinquish the whole of the said duty on all 
opium that shall be hereafter conveyed into the said Radhanpur State for con¬ 
sumption therein in accordance with the said covenants. 

2. The Administrator, Radhanpur State, on behalf of the minor Nawab 
agrees with the British Government with reference to all former agreements on 
the same subject matter as follows, viz ,:— 

(1) That the opium from time to time required for consumption within 

his territory shall bo obtained in cue of the three following ways

(a) by direct importation from Malwa and Rajpiitana or

partment No. 7207, dated 18th September 1895, and will hereafter

3. The British (Sroverninent agrees that so long as the Radhanpur State duly 
fulfils the foregoing covenants l^ie w'hole of the duty payable to the British Gov¬ 
ernment on any opium conveyed into the territory of the Radhanpur State in 
accordance with the relations between the British Government and the Minor' 
Nawab as recited in the preamble to this Agreement shall be remitted or if duty 
has alresd/ been paid on any such opium as if the same were to be consumed in 
the Presidency of Bombay then that the whole of the amount of the duty which 
has beer so paid shall be refunded to the Radhanpur State. 

Provided that nothing in this Agreement shall affect the ultimate right of the 
British Government as paramount authority on occasion arising to alter the rate 
of duty f r the proportion thereof to be remitted or refunded under this cla use and 
that no such alteration shall release the said Radhanpur State from any of the 
covenants performable by him under this Agreement. 


4*. And it is further agreed between the parties hereto that in this Agreement 
the word “ opium ’’ shall have the ssme meaning as in the Opium Act (f of 1878) 
or in any other law regarding opium for the time being in force in the Presidency 
of Bombay.

ORAPH Line, ”^1874. 

Wliereas the State of Gondul is desirous of having a line of telegraph construct¬ 
ed from Rajkot to Dhorajee via Gondul, to be worked in conroction with the Bri¬ 
tish lines of telegrapli, the following tern>s are agreed upon by (.’olonel William 
Warden Anderson, Political Agent in Kattywar, on the part of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, duly empowered by the Viceroy and Goveruor-Genoral of India in Council 
on that behalf, and by Captain Augustus Marshall PhillipKS, Assistant Political 
Agent in charge Gondul, duly empowered by the Administration of Gondul on 
that behalf:— 

1. The British Government agrees to construct for the Gondul State a line of 
telegraph, consivSting of one wire, to be carried on standards to be erected between 
Rajkot and Dhorajoc ?;ia Gondul, at a cost of Rupees (31,200) thirty-one thousand 
and two hundred, more or less, and the State of Gondul agrees to pay to the 
British Government the cost of the line as the money may be required. 

2. The receipts obtained by the opening of the Gondul and Dhorajec Tele¬ 
graph Offices shall belong exclusively to the British Government, who shall defray 
the entire cost of repairing, maintaining, and worldng the telegraph line between 
Rajkot and Dhorajee via Gondul; but when the receipts of the Office fall short 
of the cost of repairs, maintenance, and working, the State of Gondul agrees to 
make good the deficiency; should there, on the other hand, be a surplus left 
after payment of all expenses, such surplus shall be handed over by the British 
Government to the State of GonduL 

3. With the consent of the Governor-General in Council extra wires may at 
any time be added by the Telegraph Pepartnient for the Gondul State on terms 
ami conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Gondul State and the 
Government of India, 

4. The line shall be called The Gondul-Dhorajee Branch Telegraph Line,^" 
and shall be managed and worked entirely by the officera of the British Telegraph 
Dopartmont. It shall not be diamantled without the censent of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, but should it at any time be given up, the inateriols of which it is com¬ 
posed shall become the property of the Gondul State. 

5. The accounts of the telegraph line shall be rendered yearly to the State of 
Gondul, and the balance shall be adjusted without dela 3 \ 

6. The State of Gondxil agrees to apply to the Gondul-Dhorajee line the pro¬ 
visions of the British Telegraph Act VIII of I860, and such other Acts or legal 
provisions as have been, or may hereafter be, passed by the British Government 
with reference to the telegraphs. 

7. The State of Gondul agrees to apply to the Gondul-Dhor ee Telegraph 
line any Rules or Regulations that arc now, or may hereafter be, made applic¬ 
able to lines of telegraph m British India. The British Government will under- 
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take to furnish the Gondul State with accurate translations of suchAots, Rules 
and Regulations. 

8. The State of Gondul agrees that the Gondul-Dhorajee Telegraph line shall 
ho open to the inspection and supervision of the Director-General of Telegraphs 
and of any officer deputed by him for that purpose.

Agreement between Thakok Saheb Shri Bhagwatsingji, Chief of Gondal, in 
Halar, and Colonel John W. AVatson, Political Agent in Kathiawar,— 
1886. 

Whereas it has been considered expedient by the British Government to transfer 
its civil station from Manekvada within the limits of the Junagad State to Jetal- 
sar within the limits of the Gondal State; 

And whereas a certain plot of ground forming the piece and parcel of land 
hereinafter specified and situate in the village of Jetalsar of niahal Dhoraji of the 
Gondal State is required to be occupied by the British Government for the pur¬ 
pose of establishing the said civil station thereon : 

And whereas the Thakor Saheb of Gondal is willing to assist the British Gov¬ 
ernment in this behalf; 

The said Tha kor Saheb of Gondal agrees to assign, on payment of the annual 
rent specified below, the said plot of ground unto the Government of Bombay 
for as long as it may bo required by that Government for the purpose of a civil 
station, subject to the conditions hereinafter mentioned and agreed to by both 
parties to this agreement. 

The land in question measures 550 acres, as per map appended; the bound¬ 
aries are as follows : —on the north-west the land of tnoje Mandlikpar belonging 
to the Junagad State and the line of tlie Bhavnagar-Gondal Railway ; on the south 
and south-west the land of moje Sankhli belonging to the taluka of Jetpur and 
the land of nioje Mandlikpar belonging to the Junagad State ; and on the north¬ 
east the proposed line of the Railway extension from Jetalsar to Veraval. 

The sum of Rs. 1,800 shall be paid annually as rent for this land by the Rritisli 
Governtnont to the Gondal State and the whole plot in question is to be at tfie 
absolute disposal of the British Goverument during occupancy. 
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> right to cut wood or graze cattle in the said land shall vest in the Britjsh 
Government, but no privilege of cutting wood or grazing cattle or in any way 
making use of any other Gondal land outside the limits of the land hereby assign¬ 
ed to it by this agreement shall be claimed hy the British Government or the reab 
dents of the new station. 


The civil and criminal jurisdiction in respect of all causes of action that may 
arise or of all crimes that may be committed within the limits of the land hereby 
assigned to the British Government shall vest in the British Government. But 
it is understood and agreed by both parties to this agreement that this is in no 
way to affect the jurisdiction of the Gondal State in respect of all civil actions the 
cause of which may arise or of all crimes which may be committed outside the 
limits of the land hereby assigned to the British Government, but within the 
limits of the Gondal State ; and that the inhabitants of the Gondal State who may 
reside or live in the new station or possess property therein are not to be thereby 
entitled to any assistance from or protection by the British Government. 

The authorities in the new station are not to possess any right of forced labour 
or any privilege of making requisitions for the service of artizans. In time of 
necessity carriage must, however, be ftirniahed according to the same scale that 
it may he demanded from other tributary States. 

Certain custom duties called “ Mandvi ’’ are now levied by the Gondal State 
on all articles of trade exj>orted from and imported into the village of Jetalsar. 
These the Gondal State shall continue to levy in the village of Jetalsar as well as 
on goods exported from the new civil station, subject to such variations and n\odi^ 
fleations in rates, etc., as the Gondal State may from time to time think advis¬ 
able to make, with this reservation, however, that no increase of the custom dues 
on goods exported from the civil station shall be made without the consent of the 
Political Agent, and that the rates and rules for the levy of these dues shall always 
be uniform for the Jetalsar village and the new civil station. 

It is agreed between both parties to this agreement that should it bo found 
necessary by the British Government hereafter to expand the ubation beyond the 
liinits of the land hereby assigned to it, the expa-usion shall be made by the Bri¬ 
tish Government taking, and the Gondal State giving, such further land of the 
Jetalsar village as may be convenient to both parties, and on such conditions 
as may be agreed upon between them at the time. The station shall not be ex¬ 
tended under any circumstances by taking up any land belonging either to the 
Junagad State or the Jetpiir Tahika. 

It is further agreed between both parties to this agreement that should the 
British Government find it expedient at any time to relinquish the occupancy 
of the land hereby assigned to it hy removing the station elsewhere or otherwise 
the land must be returned to the Gondal State and to no other, on condition that 
while the Gondal State would not thenceforward be entitled to claim and receive 
from the British Government the annual rental thereof, the British Governmeot 
would not be entitled to claim and receive from the Gondal State the cost or lent 
or any set-off whatever in respect of the buildings and other properties construct¬ 
ed and standing thereon at the time of euch relinquishment 

3 2 
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The tiglit of levying excise duty on spirituous liquors, both country and 
foreign, on opium and on bhang, ganja and other intoxicating drugs within the 
limits of the land hereby asaignod to it shall vest in the British Govornment, but 
it is agreed ihat the liquor and other contractors* licenses or farms are not to 
extend beyond the limits of the civil station. 

Should a cotton market be established hereafter within the limits of the new 
station, the question of its maintenance and of any consequent change in the rates 
of Mandvi dues on cotton levied by the Gondal State shall be dealt with in, and 
form the subject of, a fresh agreement.

Articles of Agreement with Skedee IIillol, on the part of himself and the 
Inhabitants of Jarfekabad, dated the 3rd January 1761. 

Sendee Hillol professes himself a servant of Seodee Yacood Khan, of Jinjeo 
rail, and faithfully promises obedience to all lawful orders of the said Yacood 
Khan and his successors. 

Beedoe Hillol having received many favours from the Honourable Enghsh 
Company, and being promoted to the Foiijdary of Jafferabad by their interest 
and intercession with his master, Seedee Yacood Khan, to testify his gratitude 
to them, and to promote the welfare of the inhabitaut.s of Jafferabad, has enter¬ 
ed into the following Articles 8a the foundation of a firm end lasting peace, viz. :—- 


AiitictE 1. 

That a strict friendship is now entered into between the English in all parts 
of India and the inhabitants of Jafferabad, alias Musafarabad. 


Article 2. 

That no boats or vessels, with English passes and colours, shall be molested 
on the high seas, or elsewhere, by those of Jafferabad; and all Jafferabad trad' 
ing boats, with Soedee Hillol’s pass and colours, be treated as friends by the 
English. 

Article 3. 

All boats and vessels of both parties, being in distress, and going into the ports 
of one another, shall have ail possible assistance afforded them, and liberty given 
to go away when they please, as is customary between friends

Artiolh 4. 

That the merehaivts of Bombay and JafEerabad have free liberty of trade to 
those and all other parts under their respective jurisdictions on paying such duties 
as are established now or may hereafter bo settled. 

Article 5, 

That the Honourable Company’s cruisers shall not be subject to anchorage, 
or any other fees of that nature, paid by merchants’ boats. 

Article G. 

The inhabitants of the adjoining country of Jafferabad often making use of 
the name of Jafferabad mGrcbanta, to get the Honourable Company’s pass and 
afterwards employ their boats in pirating, it is agreed that Scedee Hillol shall 
give letters to merchants oi\ly, and those such as he is well assured are fit to be 
trusted ; and that none but such as produce his letters shall have the Honourable 
Company’s pass granted them. 

Article 7. 

Seedee Hillol promises not to give his pass to any of the Jafierabad cruising 
boata, not to those of Sultanpore, or any pirates whatever. 

Article 8. 

In cast imy Jafferabad boats are taken or detected in molesting, seizing ot 
pittudering any vessel, with English pass and colours, the Honourable Company 
may treat &ueh noats and their crews in what manner they please. 

Article 9, 

That Seedee Hillol will use his best endeavours to supply Bombay with live 
cattle, whenever occasion may require, they being paid for on delivery. 

Article 10. 

As Seedee Hillol is desirous of increasing the trade of Jafferabad, he has re* 
(juested that the merchants of that place who shall procure bis pass may be per* 
mitted to trade to Surat with freedom, and enjoy the privileges granted them 
many year« since: it is agreed that the Honourable the President and Oouncil 
shall recommend to the Chief and factors at Surat to procure from the govern¬ 
ment a full and free permission for their trading thither, and enjoying all their 
ftucient privileges, taking care that they meet with no oppressions whatever. 

Article 1L 

Seedee Hillol faithfully promises to use his endeavours to bring the Sultanpore 
Kooliea to Articles of.Agreement not to molest the ports of Broach, Jamboseei, 
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CJaUTbaj, Qogo, etc., a»d in case the Koolies will not be prevailed upon in this 
point, Seedee Hiliol engages to join with us in an expedition against them; he 
with his land forces, and we with our fleet. 


Article 12. 

The city of Surat and the town of Bhownuggur being under the protection 
of Surat Castle, now in possession of the Honourable Company, by virtue of the 
King B royal hirinan, the merchants and inhabitants of both places are compre¬ 
hended in this Treaty; therefore, should they be treated with violence in their 
trade or persons by the Jafferabad boats or forces, the Honourable Company 
will resent it. 

Article 13. 

In case any vessels or boats slial be wrecked on the coast of Jafferabad or 
anywhere within its jurisdiction, belonging to the Blngiiah, Seedee Hiliol faith¬ 
fully promises that all assistance shall bo given suitable to the occasion ; and 
should their vessels, their cargoes, sails, stores, etc,, afterwards be saved every 
article shall bo restored to the owners, without his detaining or keeping the least 
part thereof, under any proteuoe whatever ; and the Honourable Company engage 
to do the same by any trading vessela or boats belonging to Jafferabad, which may 
have Seedee Hillors pass and colours, and meet with the like misfortune in any 
port or place of their jurisdiction. 

In confirmation of the foregoing Articles, the seals of the Honourable Company 
and Seedee Hiliol are affixed to two papers, of the same tenor and date, one to 
remain with the Honourable the President and Council of Bombay, and the other 
with Seedee Hiliol.

I, W. G. Tudor-Owen, Esq., I.C.S,, Administrator, Palitana State, hereby 
cede to the British Government full and exclusive power and jurisdiction of every 
kind over the lands in the said State which are, or may hereafter be, occupied by 
the Sihoxe-Palitana Railway (including all lands occupied for stations for out¬ 
buildings and for other railway purposes), and over all persons and things whatso¬ 
ever within the said lands,

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Aokkmment arrived at between the Thakoee Saheb of Palitana as representing 
the Palitana Duebar, and Sheth Anandji Kaijanji as representing 
the SwKTAMBKR MUETIPUJAK JaIN COMMUNITY OF InDIA, —1928. 

1. The Sliatrunjaya Kill is situate within and forms portion of the Palitana 
^tate, subject to the limitation laid down and the rights of the Jains defined in 
Eeaolution No* KKl, dated the 16th March 1877. 

2, The Jains are entitled to use, for religious purposes and purposes incidental 
thereto, oil lands, trees, buildings and structures within the 6odh walls and 
inanage the said religious properties without any control or interference on the 
part of the Durbar except for Police purposes. 

3, The Jains shall be at liberty, without any permission, to rebuild (when 
necessary) repair and maintain the Gadh walls, provided that in doing so they do 
not alter the present dimensions or situation tliereof. They will, however, be 
at liberty to raise such portion of the Gadh wall as forms part of any of the exist¬ 
ing temples, while raising the height of any such temple to the extent necessary 
to make the same, one of the walls of the said temple. They will further be at 
liberty to raise other portions of the said Gadh walls up to a maximum height of 
26 feet. 

4. The Jains shall manage the temples on the hill and outside the Gadh walls 
without any interference on the part of the Durbar. 


5. The Paglas, Debris, and Chhatris on the hill outside the said Gadh wails 
belong to the Jains as well as the Kunds and the Visamas, subject,, as to the 
last two, to the user thereof by the public and the Joins can repair them without 
permission. 

d. The Palitana Durbar will also maintain and repair the channels (natural 
corraes) feeding the said Kunds, 

7. The Jains shall be at liberty without any permission, to maintain and repair 
at their cost, the road with the parapet wails called the ‘ Mota Rasta ’ leading 
tjo the said Gadh from the foot of the hill, subject to the user of the said road by 
the public, 

8. The Palitana Durbar will maintain and repair at their cost the paths men¬ 
tioned below ;— 


1. Mota Rasta stretching to Sripuja tank. 

2. Gheti .Payag. 

3. Rohishala Kedi. 

4. Chlia gau rasta. 

5. Shatrunji river Kedi. 

6. Dodh gau Rasta. 

7. Branch roads joining the Chlia gau rasta and other commencing from 

Rohishala road and meeting the Chha gau road J 

and tbe Jaina will have free access thereto and thereon. 
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Jains will have coniiol ©hd management of the non-Jain shrines men* 
fcioned in Mr. Candy’s report including the shrine of Ingatshah Pir and excluding 
the temple of Mahadov. The said temple of Mahadev shall be enclosed by n wal 1 
separating it from the Gadh wall and an independent access from outside the Q%dh 
wall will be provided thereto. In so doing the Bhim and Suraj Kunds will be left 
outside the Mahadev limits. 

10. The Jains will have the right to prescribe all reasonable rules and regula¬ 
tions for the conduct of visitors to the Gadh, the temples and tanks therein nn 
well as the other shrines on the hill; but such rules and regulations as regards the 
non-Jain .slirines shall not interfere with their due and proper worship thereat, 

11. The line of the said Mota liasta and the situation of the said teinple», 
paglas, debris, chhatris, visamaa and the kunds on the hill and outside the Gadh 
will be marked on a map * which will form part of this Agreement. The said 
map shall be duly identified. 


12. The Palitana Durbar will not levy any duties or taxes on ornaments and 
jewels brought by Shetb Anandji Kalianji for the decoration of the images in the 
Jain temples, and this exemption will be granted on a declaration made by the 
Muniiti of Sheth Anandji Kalianji. 


13. That in the case of any dispute arising out of or relating to the rights of 
the Jains in this Agreement mentioned and in carrying out tlio terms of this Agree¬ 
ment the Ruling Prince of Palitana State would in his executive capacity, on the 
application of the Jains in that behalf decide the matter and if the Jains feel 
aggrieved by any such decision, they will be entitled to approach the Agent of 
the Governor-General, who, after hearing the parties, will give his decision and 
either party will have the right to appeal therefrom to the higher authorities in 
due course. 


14. The Palitana Durbar agrees to receive and the Jains agree to pay a fixed 
annual sum of Rupees sixty thousand for 35 years. This obligation will have 
eSect from Ist of June 1928 and the first payment will be made on the 1st of June 
1929 and on corresponding dates in subsequent years during the said period of 35 
years. In consideration of the above payment and the subsequent annual payments 
the Durbar agrees not. to levy any further dues of any kind from the Jams on 
account of pilgrimage taxes. This payment includes protection, Mahui, etc. 

15. At the expiration of the said period of 35 years, either party shall be at 
lib rty to ask for a modification of the said fixed annual sum and it will rest with 
the British Government, after hearing the parties, to grant or withhold such modi¬ 
fication. The amount of the fixed annual sum and the period during which the 
same shall remain in force shall be determined by the British Government at the 
expiration of each such period. 

16. In the event of the said annual payment not being made within a month 
from the due date thereof the Agent to the Governor-General will determine thf: 
eourse to be followed by the Palitana Durbar.

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The orders of the Government of Bombay contained in their Resolution 
No. 183-T, Political Department, dated the 5th of July 1922 and No. S. 
Political Department, dated the 25th of May 1923 and those of the Secretary of 
State for India conveyed as per letter No. 1281-B^ dated the 9th of October 1924, 
from the said Government are superseded in so far as they or any part thereof are 
contrary to or inconsistent with this Agreement. 

18. All the appeals and memorials of the parties hereto regarding 
matters dealt with by this Agreement shall be deemed to be disposed of by this 
Agreement. 

19. The expression Durbar means and includes the Palitana State and the 
exprejssiou ‘ Jains ’ means and includes the Swetamber Miirtipujak Jain 
Community of India represented by Sheth Anandji Kalianji and their 
successors. 

20. Tliis Agreement is produced by the parties and ratified by the Govern¬ 
ment of India.

ERHMENT full CRIMINAL aud certain oitil jurisdiction over the lands in 
the State occupied by the Dholka-Dhandhuka Railway,— 1925. 

I, Thakore Saheb Shri Daulatsinhji, K.CJ.E., Thakore Saheb of Limbdi 
State, hereby cede to the Government of India in the Political Department all 
the criminal jurisdiction possessed by the Limbdi State in the portion of Limbd 
territory which has been assigned and made over for the purpose of the I)holka-i 
Dhandhuka Railway to bo exercised by the Government of India in the Political 
Department so long as the land may be required for the Railway and to be restored 
to me or my successor when the laud is no longer needed for the above purposes. 

It is to be uudorstood that the authorities exercising the jurisdiction ceded 
as aforesaid will liberally afford to the servants of the Limbdi State all reasonable 
and practicable facilities in view to the prevention of crimes, the apprehension of 
criminals, the seizure of stolen property and generally to the maintenance of peace 
and order. 

I also agree to cede to the Government of India in the Political Department 
the civil jurisdiction, short of sovereign rights, over the abovementioned territory 
in regard to matters concerning the Dholka-Dhandliuka Railway so long as the 
territory is in the occupation of the said Railway, provided that all other civil 
jurisdiction shall continue to bo exercised as heretofore by the Limbdi State.

pRANSLATlON of U LeTTER from JhAREJA SoOUAJEE of tlx\JKOT, to 

J. P, Willoughby., Esq*, Political Agent, dated Shrawun Vud lOth, Sumwut 
1892, corresponding with 18th August a.d. 1835, 

Your letter of the 20th June has been received* You have therein written 
that I am to pay a fine of Rupees 12,000. My circumstancep are insulScient to 
enable me to pay this sum at once. I beg, therefore, you will do me the favour 
to settle some way in which I can do it. You have further written that I am to 
inform you beforehand of births likely to take place in my family. Tliia is well, 
and I shall do so. In regard to your request that I should furnish security to 
abstain from the custom of putting my daughters to death in future, I beg to state 
that I am determined to renounce the custom. My possessions are entii‘ely undet 
the Sircar; but if, notwithstanding this, yo\x should wish me to give security, 
I shall duly fiunish the same, I have, agreeably to your orders, banished Mehtas 
Btlwunt Joeta, and Dulputram Kooshall from my talooka. In respect to Patel 
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toiion’a mother and the other peraona who gave evidence in my case, or any of 
their rolationa, not aufjering, as yon have written, any harm at niy hands, 1 beg 
to state that .Patel Lukmon is as a son of the Durbar, and there is no one higher 
in its estimation than he is, I have, notwithstanding, this day called him into 
my presence, and spoken to him in terms of encouragement and confidence before 
four Sowkars and two other persons, whom 1 had summoned on the oecb*sion. 
The proclamation regarding the daughters of Jharejas, which you have transmitted, 
has been received, and I shall take the measures it directs. Whatever the Sircar 
does is designed exclusively for our good, and I am therefore obedient to its wishes. 
I beg you will fix some way in which I can pay the fine imposed on me, and with¬ 
draw the attachment on my talooka. The character of my place depends on the 
Sircar. 


Kajah Chunderainghjee of Wankaneer writes as follows 

Whereas the Jhareja people formerly put their daughters to death, thereby 
committing a sin of great enormity, and Colonel Walker, in Sumwut 1864, caused 
them to enter into engagementB to abandon the inhuman cUBtom and preserve 
their female offspring for the future ; but notwithstanding this the Chief ol Eajkot, 
Sirdar Jhareja Soorajee, disregarded and broke this engagement, and put a d^^ughter 
to death, wliich case of infanticide was investigated in the month of October 1834, 
and the crime proved by means of witnesses ; it therefore becaroe necessary to call 
upon him to furnish security that he would not commit such a dreadful deed in 
future, and he has named me ; I therefore agree to become perpetual security for 
him, and accordingly execute this writing, to the effect that Jhareja Soorajee shall 
inform the Sircar whenever the birth of a child may be expected in his family, 
and that he shall never injure or threaten Patel Lukmon’s mother, or any other 
people or £heir relation he who may have given evidence in the case of infanticide 
against him ; that he shall act agreeably to, and maintain the engagements formerly 
effected by the Sircar for the preservation of the daughters of Jharejas, and the 
proclamation, dated 22nd November 1834, issued on the same subject; and that 
Jhareja Soorajee shall punctually inform the Sircar of any breach of these engage* 
ments wdiich may occur within his taiooka. I have become security for him in 
case he may not inform the Sircar of any case of infanticide coming within his 
knowledge, or uphold and maintain the engagements for the abolition of this horrid 
custom, and am therefore bound to see the same done, and responsible to govern¬ 
ment for any breech that may hereafter arise. 

This writing is duly signed, A shad Soodh 15th, Swnmut 1891 (corres'pandmg with

This Indonture made the twenty-ninth day of April one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-three between Joravarainhji Jasvatsinbji, Thakore Saheb of Wadhwan 
in Kathiawar on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors and the Agent to the 
Governor of Bombay in Kathiawar acting under the authority of His Excellency 
the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in Council on behalf of the British 
Government regarding the assignment in perpetuity by the Thakore Saheb of the 
approach roads leading to Wadhw'an Junction Station. 

2. Whereas certain two lengths of road (he emaftor called “ the said roads ”) 
situate within the limits of the State of Wadhwan which are more particularly 
described in the Schedule hereto and delineated in the Map* attached to the said

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3. And whereas it has been agreed by the parties hereto that the said roads 
shall for the proper administration of the Wadhwan Civil Station be assigned in 
perpetuity to the British Qovernmont and included within the limits of the said 
Civil Station of Wadhwan. 

Now this indenture witnesaeth that in consideration of the aforesaid agree- 
raent between the parties hereto and rent and conditions hereby reserved and

Colonel J. M. Huntetj C,S J., Political Agent, Kathiawar, wdth respect to the assign¬ 
ment of the Civil Station of Wadhwan to the British Government. 

5, To hold the same to the British Government .as part, of the Civil Station of 
Wadhwan from the 2l8t day of September one thousand nine hundred and nineteen 
m perpetuity subject to the conditions jontained in the aforesaid agreement dated 
the 4th September one thousand eight hundred and ninety-nine. 

Yielding and paying therefor every year unto the said State of Wadhwan on 
the 15th day of January in each year tlie rent of rupees two the first payment 
of such rent to be made on the sanction of the Government of India being received 
to the present indenture. 


6. And it is hereby agreed that should the British Government at any time 
abandon the said roads, the same shall be returned to the said State of Wadhwan 
and the payment of the rent hereby reserve^ shall cease.

The Banas Kaiitlm Agency (formerly known a$ the Falanpur Agency) 
was \ui<ier the political control of the Bomhay ( rovernment. until the 10th 
October l!)24 from which date it was merged into the Western India 
States Agejicy and placed under the’political control of the (lovarninent 
of India. 

The designation of Palanpur Agency ” was changed to Banas 
Kantha Agency in 1925. The question of the transi'er of the head¬ 
quarters of the Political Agent, Eanas Kantha, from Palanpur to any 
other suitable site outside the Palanpur State is under consideration. 

‘The Salute States of Palanpur and Tladhanpur, which were formerly 
included in the Palanpur Agency, have now^ been placed in direct politi¬ 
cal relations with the (Jloverniuent of India through the Agent to the 
Governor-deneral, Western India States. 

This Agency now includes two States (Tharad and Wao), six petty 
jurisdictional Estates and a number of noii-jurisdictional Estates. 
The latter are grouped into four thana circles, namely, Deodar, Kankrej, 
Santalpur and Warahi, The Kankrej Estates pay a tribute of 
lls. 7,741-1-1 to the Gaekuar—a sum which includes payments made by 
the Tharu Talukdars, None of the other States or Instates in the Agency 
pay any tribute. 

The Kankrej Estates, which wcue originally in the Mahi Kantha 
Agency, were transferred to the Palanpur Agency in 1844, owing to 
their proximity to Palanpur. They are hound by the same Engagements 
as the Chiefs of Mahi Kantha, executed in 1812 {see Vol. VII, Mahi 
Kantha Agency). 

In 1820, when the Khovsas and othei* marauders were expelled from 
Radhanpur, they were at the same time driven away from the other 
petty States in this Agency which they infested, and an Engagement 
(No! T) was concluded with these States, by which they became tributary 
to the Britiush (roverninent. In 1821 Govermuent resolved to exact no 
tribute till the revenues of these States had increased by one-half, after 
which one-third of increase was to be taken. But in 182t), in con¬ 
sideration of the poverty of tlie petty Chiefs, tiibute w'as remitted alto¬ 
gether, and new Engagements (No. IT) w’ore concluded, binding the 
Chiefs to submission to the British Government, but not to payment of 
tribute. 
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1848 the Eana of Wao and some of his relations undertook (No. 
Ill), in consideration of an annual payment of Ks. 301, to prevent the 
import, export, transit and sale Mdthin their taiuka of salt from the 


Kann. 


The Chiefs are bound by engagements regarding opium similar to 
those concluded with Falanpiir in 1822 and 1879. Some of them 

also entered, in 1897 and 1898, into engagements similar to that con¬ 
cluded with Radhanpur regarding opium; and the principal ones 

are also hound, regarding hemp, by similar agreements to that made 
with Palanpur 

Till 1885 the polh‘e duties in this Agency were discharged by the 
Gaekwar’s Contingent, but in that \ear the (^mtingent force was dis- 
banded and repla(‘ed by a local jjolicc corps now called the Barms Ivantha 
Agency Police. On the inauguration of the AVestern India States 
Agency in October 1924 this force was placed under the suimvision of 
the Superintendent of Police, Western India States Agenc3^ 

Transit duties in the Agency were abolished in 1887. 

The Jamiya estates under the Tharad State, which were undor direct 
Agency jurisdiction up to 1904, were in that year replaced under the 
jurisdiction of the l^harad State and the Agency Than a at Tharad w'as 
abolished. Similarly jurisdiction over 28 Bhayadi villages of the Wao 
State, which were under the Wao Thaua, were placed under the juris¬ 
diction of the Wao State in 1917; and the remaining villages under 
the Thana Circle were placed under the jurisdiction of the Suigam 
Taiuka, which was then granted jurisdiction, and the W ao Thana was 
abolished. The jurisdiction granted to the Suigam Taiuka was with¬ 
drawn in 1927 and an Agency Thana, called the Suigam Division of the 
Deodar Thana, was constituted for the area (21 villages) over which 
the Talukdars exercised jurisdiction. 


The Chief of Tharad has the power of passing sentences of seven 
years^ rigorous imprisonment and inflicting fines up to Rs. 10,000, and 
of trying civil cases up to the value of Ra. 20,000. The Chief of Wao 
has the power of passing sentences of three years’ rigorous imprisonment 
and inflicting fines up to Rs, 6,000, and of trying civil cases up to the 
value of Rs. 10,000. 


The Thanas are placed in charge of Thanadars who exercise the 
powders of a second class magistrate and have power to try civil cases up 
to the value of Rs. 500. Cases beyond this jurisdiction are disposed 
of by the Courts of Deputy Political Agents and the Political Agent, 
according to their respective powers. 
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Appeals and revisions in civil and criminal matters lie to the Ootirt 
of the Judicial Oommissionor, and those in political matters in the Agent 
to the Governor-General and the Government of India,

AauREMENT and Skoitrity entered into by the Toww and Chiefs oi Terwara 
and its Dependencies with the Agent of the British Government, Assar 
Vud 3rd, or 28tli July 1820. 

The troops and villages depending on Terwara having been depopulated, and 
we (the Chiefs) reduced to great distress, in order to obtain the protection of Gov¬ 
ernment that they may be again repeopled, and that we may be placed in com¬ 
fort and security, we, Buloache Khan, Vuludi Hussun Khan, Ayimi Khan, 
Vuludi Kunial Khan, Roria Aja, Vulu<li Roadan, Roria Agra, Vuludi Dhun, 
rajjee, Roria Bechur, Vuludi Dewan Juggote Aaun, etc., the whole of the 
inhabitants of Terwara, of our own free will, agree to the following Articles 


ARTroLE 1. 

We (the above-named) and our brethren and the Koolecs of out dependencies 
all included engage not to plunder or rob in the territories of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany, nor in any other State or pergunnah, nor to be in any wise the cause of 
robbery or plunder. 

Article 2. 

We engage not to allow the Khosas or any other robbers or enemies of the 
Sircar to remain in Terwara, nor the villages depending on it, nor will we main^ 
tain any sort of connexion with them, nor send intelligence to them, but aid in 
their discomfiture or punishment to the utmost of our ability, and we also engage 
to forward intelligence of the Khosaa to the detachment of the Sircar wherever 
they may be stationed, and should it be necessary will accompany them. 


Article 3. 

The troops of the Sircar have expelled the Khosas, and have restored this 
country to order, and in effecting these measures great expense has been and will 
be incurred by the British Government: we therefore willingly agree to pay a 
sum yearly consistent with our ability, or as the government may direct. 

In this manner three Articles have been agreed to by us, and we ^gage to 
abide by them.

Translation of an Aoreemknt with the British (Iovrrnmbnt entered into by 
the Thakor of Thorao, Waohela Karem Sino, on tho 23rd August 1826. 

Whereas in the hope of protection from the injuries inflicted on our district 
by the Khosas, Koolees, and others, and of advancing the prosperity of our per- 
gunnahs, a'bond of agreement with the British Government was executed by us, 
dated 1.5th Magsud, Siimvut 1878, in the 3rd paragraph of wliicli we stipulated 
to pay to the extent of our means our proportion of the expenses incurred in pre¬ 
venting thcf inroads of the Khosas, or any other marauders, and to pay our quota 
yearly, in conformity to which engagement we have until now guided oursclvcB 
by the instructions of the British Government; but now that the British Govern¬ 
ment in its great goodness is pleased to cancel the above obligation on our pari 
to pay such necessary expenses incurred for our benefit, we are deeply gratified 
for the same, and bind ourselves for the future by the following engageineiits 


Article 1. 

We promise to conform ourselves in every respect to our former agreement with 
the British Government, with the exception of the 3rd paragraph respecting our 
payments therein stipulated to be by us paid, and to conduct ourselves as faith¬ 
ful dependants on the British Goveniiuent. 


Artiole 2. 

Tho Koolees, Kajpoots, or armed men of other districts, who may come 
peaceably, and with the intention of residing quietly in our talookas, shall not 
be licensed to remain without their so coming being communicated to the British 
Goyornment; and in case security for their good cxindiict, and bail for their ap¬ 
pearance when called for, should be required by the British Government, it shall 
be demanded from them, nor shall they in such case be allowed to remain without 
consenting thereto. 

Article 3. 

The ancient obligation existing previous to the above-mentioned Treaty between 
us and the British Government, and the Baroda Government, shall remain in 
full force as heretofore; we will in every respect guide ourselves in conformity 
thereto. 

Article 4. 

We will in no respect permit robbers or disturbers of tho public peace to find 
shelter in our districts, or any dependencies of ours, and when claimed by either 
the British or Baroda Government we will deliver them up if they fall into our 
power. 
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Aktiole 6. 


Whenever the British forces proceed for the suppression of robbers, baoditB, 
or Khosais, we will prepare all the means in our power of horse and foot in aid of 
the British armament, and send the ablest of our people with them afi^ becomes 
obedient dependants on the British Government, and the person in charge of our 
contingent shall be placed under the authority of the Commandant of the British 
forces. 


Article 6. 


The talukdars or petty Chieftains shall on no ac€?ount wage private wars or 
disturb the public peace by mutual discords; in case of such quarrels the same 
shall be communicated to the British Government, and the decision of its authority 
to be final. 

Article 7. 


We will not avail ourselves of the weakness or poverty of any village land- 
holders to extort Girass or any other rights, and when any village ofiers to bind 
itself to dependency or tribute, we promise not to accede to such arrangement 
without the knowledge and approval of government. 


Article 

The Koolees, Kajpoots, and others, in fact, any inhabitants of out villages, 
shall in no respect be permitted to commit any irregularities in the districts of the 
British or Baroda Goveniinent, or any other dependencies, and we are responsible 
for their misdemeanours ; such are the eight Articles of our agreement, and we 
will act in confoiuiity thereto; and if we are ever found departing from these 
engagements, we are answerable to make good the claims instituted, and pay 
such fine as shall be ordered by government, submitting ourselvea to its decision.

We, Rana Sirdar Singh walad Jalim Singh Chuan of Wow; Shereji walad 
Khengarji of Rachana, Wow Taluka; and Chuan Agur Singh walad Verbhaji of 
Kundalia, Wow Taluka. 
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We, in supersession of the agrcoment made on tiie 8th May 1846, do hereby 
enter into this Agreement with the Government to prevent all sale and export of 
Ghassya salt brought from tlH5 Barm in our taluka, and will not pennit its import 
or transit through it from other talukas or districts, for which wo are to receive 
from the British Government annually the sum of Company's Rs, (361) three 
hundred and sixty-one as follows :—

In this manner we will receive annually. Should any breach of this agreement 
take place, we agree to forfeit the compensation for the year in which such devia¬ 
tion occurs, and for every additional breach during the same year we agree to 
pay a fine equal in amount to the yearly compensation granted. The commence¬ 
ment of this agreement is from 1st January 1841; this writing is passed with our 
free will and consent, dated 27th March 1848.

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ly.-WESTERN KATHIAWAR AGENCY^ 

The Western Kathiawar x\geiicy, with headquarters at Rajkot Civil 
Station, was constituted by the anialgaination in 1923 of two (Sorath and 
Halar) out of the four Prants into which the province of Kathiawar w as 
foiTuerly divided. The combined division, which w’aa at first named 
The Western Kathiawar States was given its present designation 
in 1927. 

Formerly each Prant ^vas in charge of a European Political Officer, 
designated Assistant Political Agent with the civil powers of a 
Zilla Judge and the criminal powers of a District Magistrate. To each 
Political Assistant was assigned an Indian Deputy Assistant with fixed 
civil and criminal powers: and each Prant was further divided into 
Thana Circles in charge of Thanadars with limited civil and criminal 
powers. 

No great change in the system of the administration of Kathiawar 
took place until 1922, although in 1902 the designation of Political 
Agent had been changed to Agent to the Governor, that of Assistant 
l^oHtical Agent to Political Agent, and that of Deputy Assistant to 
Deputy Political Agent. In 1922 the Salute States were transferred 
to direct political relationship with the Government of Bombay, through 
the Agent to the Governor, except with regard to interstatal suits, 
boundary disputes, extradition, passports, giras registration and heir¬ 
ship certificates. 

On the creation of the Western India States Agency in October 1924, 
some changes were made in the system of the judicial administration, 
as a result of which civil powers exercised by the Deputy Political 
Agent and the Political Agent were transferred to the Civil Siibordinate 
Judge, Kathiawar. The Agency Thanas were placed under the control 
of the Deputy Political Agent, subject to the general supervision of the 
Political Agent. The Deputy Political Agent was also given powers 
to hear Political suits arising in Thana areas subject to appeal to the 
Political Agent and the Agent to the Governor-General. The Under 
Secretary to the Agent to the Governor-General was given the powders 
of an Additional District Magistrate with respect to Rajkot Civil 
Station, and all other duties in connection with the Civil Station were 
transferred to him. 

Of the Salute States, now in direct political relations with the 
Government of India through the Agent to the Governor-General, 
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estern India States, nine were formerly included in this Agency— 
Jiiiiagudli, Nawanagar, ]*orban<lar, Morvi, Gondul, Tafrabad, Wan- 
kaner, Dhrol and Kajkot. 


Jasdan, Kotda- Pitha, Wan kin and the Babru Thana were transferred 
from the Eastern to the Western Kathiawar Agency in 192f3. 


The Agency ('(mtains 47 non-lSalnte States and Talnkas, and four 
Thana Circles, These Thanas are in (Charge of Thanadars who exercise 
the powers of a second class tnagistiate, hear suits to the valne of 
Rs. 5()0» and are subject to the control of the Deputy Political Agent. 


Owing to tlie custom of the partibility of Estates by eqnal division, 
certain towns and several villages of the TulnkavS of Bant^vu, Vasavad, 
Bagasra, Kotda-Pitha and Jetpur are co-shared by several Tahikdars. 
To exercise jurisdiction over tlieso co-shared holdings a Majinu J'Tyaya- 
dhish is appointed for each of these Talukas. Appeals against the deci¬ 
sion of these Majnui Nyayudhishes lie to the Court of the District and 
(Sessions Judge. A special constitution is provided lor the JetpUr 
Taluka Court, 

Formerly the trial of giras cases in States having precedence below 
the State of Patdi was condmded hy the Judicial Assistant; hut in 1926 
these giras (‘uses w'ere transferred to the Political Agent wdio now decides 
them with the aid of two assessors. 

In 1863 the Chief of Malia entered i»ito an Agreement (No. I) 
effectively to control the Mianas, but lie was uiuihle to do so and in 
1880 his judicial powers were withdrawn. ThevSe were restored in 1883, 
except with regard to liis Miana subjects. In 1895 the Taluka w’as 
plained in charge of the Assistant Ihditical Agent, llalar (now' Political 
Agent, WeBtern Kathiawar Agency), and rules for the control of Mianaa 
were framed in 1909. 


Moiition has been made, in the general narrative, of certain cessions 
of railway jurisdiction made in and before 1894 by various States and 
TalukavS of the Western Kathiawar Agency. In 1910 Manawadar, 
Baritwa and Sardurgarh ceded (No. II) full and exclusive poorer and 
jurisdiction of every kind over lands occupied by the Shahpur-Saradia 
bram h of the Junagudh State Railway. In 1912 a similar cession was 
made (No, III) hy shareholders of Jetpur-Bilklia over lands occupied by 
the Jiinagadh-Visavadar Pailwaiy: in 1913 (No. lY) by shareholders of 
Jetpur and the Talukdar of Luni over lands occupied by the Khijadia- 
Ainreli-Chalala Railway: and, in the same year, by the Chief of Jasdan 
over lands occupied by the Botad-Vinehhia (No. Y) arid Vinchhia*?Jasdan 
(No. VI) sections of the Botad-Jasdan Railw^ay,

I, Jadej(i Suttaji, talookdar of Mallia, do hereby enter into agreement with 
Major Keatinge, Political Agent of Kattywar, that during the intervmwB of the 
I8th and 20th December you informed me that you were dissatisfied with the 
working of the Mallia thana, and that you intended to make an effective arrange¬ 
ment for its better working. Whereupon i requested you that I should once 
more be trusted with the affairs of the Meenas and the management of the thana ; 
and I now bind myself that should my request he granted I will adopt the follow¬ 
ing arrangement and act accordingly :— 

1. I will keep the Meenas under control and will also put a atop, as far as pos¬ 
sible, to their habits of thieving, house-breaking, etc. Should they, however, 
commit mischief to any person or talooka, I will amicably satisfy the injured 
parties in accordance with the practice in force for the time being sanctioned 
by the Political Agent. 

2. I will cause a thana-building to be erected at Mallia on the plan prescribed 
by Ihe Political Agent for similar buildings in other parts of Kattywar. The 
same shall be substantially built at once, and for this purpose I will place Kupees 
5,000 in deposit with the Agent's treasury or with any Banker named by him ; 
and on commencement of the work the sums that may be required from time 
to time should be paid to me by Government. The building will be constructed 
on the said plan and the account of the cost thereof will be shown if required. 
Any sum that may remain uuex})ended on completion of the building should be 
refimded to me. 

3. I will erpploy and permanently keep up the following establishmeut fol* 
the thana, and their salaries shall always be paid to them as detailed below. I 
will employ educated and respectable persons as thandar and his karkoon :—

Besides the above I will station 15 chosen sowars in Mallia. The aceoiuit 
of the disbursement of the salaries of the thana estabiishment will be shown to 
an officer of the Agency whenever he may ask for it, and 1 shall see that the men 
of the thana are always present on duty. 

4. I agree that cither myself or Koovur Modji will always be present in Mallia, 
and whichever of us will stay there will conduct business with the Agency. If 
1 station Koovur Modji there for the carrying out of this arrangement, lie will 
be invested with full powers in connection with the affairs of the Meenas, so that 
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he may not have to wait for any instructions from me ; and after it is once settled 
which of us is to stay there he shall not be removed without the consent of an 
officer of the Agency, 

5.. The affairs in connection with the tribe of the Meenas are at present in 
the jurisdiction of the Agency. It being now proposed to entrust the same to 
my house, I agree that T will administer the same in accordance with the terme 
aforesaid. In case of my failure I agree tliat the Political Agency has a right 
to resume the said authority, .and further that the criminal Jurisdiction over all 
our villages inhabited by Meenas shall also be vested as a matter of right in the 
Agency. 

b. For the above reasons the Political Agent has perBonally advised me that 
it would be detrimental to rriy interest if I were to allow the Meenas to spread 

over to the new villages beyond those into*** wbicb 
8ic in orig, living.

INDIA STATES—DABTftTRN KATHIAWAR AGENOIT 

V.-EASTERN KATfflAWAR AGENCY. 

The Eastern Kathiawar A/i^eiicy, with headquarters at Wadhvvaii 
(livil Station^ was constituted in 1923 by combining the two Pranti^ of 
.Thahvwad and Oolielwad. The combined division was first styled The 
Eastern Kathiawar States and w^as given its present designation in 
1927. The system of administration and the constitution fire similar to 
those prevailing Jii the VVesterii Kathiav'ur Agency. 

Of tlie Salute States, now in diiect [)oIitical relations with the 
Governmexd of India through tlie iVgent to th-i (Tovernor-General, 
Western India States, five were formerly included in this Agency—Ehav* 
nagar, Dhrangadhra, Palitana, Limbdi and Wadhwan, 

The Agency contains Hi non-Salute States and Talukas, and 8 Thana 
{circles. 

In 1920 the Talukdari Thana of Jhixijhnwuda was converted into an 
estahliehed Agency Thana, The Chotila Thana, which was originally 
allocated to the Jhalawad Prant (now part of tlie Eastern Kathiawar 
Agency) and subsequently (1914) transferred to the Ilalar Prant (now 
part of the Western Kathiawar Agency), w^as re-transferred to this 
Agency in 1925- 

Since 1925 the control of all Thanas, previously under the super- 
rision of the Political Agent, lias been transferred to the Deputy Politi-* 
cal Agent. Thanadars ordinarily exercise the powers of a second class 
Magistrate and hear suits to the extent of Be. 500. 

In 1864 a remission of Ks. 250 from the tribute due to the British 
Government from the Bhumias of Dudhrej was made under an Engage¬ 
ment (No. I) by which they assigned a plot of land required for 
Wadhwan, the headquarters of the Jhalaw^ar sub-division. In the 
amending Agreement of 1899 with Wadhwan (see II—Salute States No. 
CXVII) provision was made (in the fifth clause of Article 11 of tlie 
Agreement) for the payment, by the Wadhwan Darbar to the Bhumias, 
of a percentage of the amount granted by the British Government to the 
Darbar as compensation for the loss of customs duties. 

In 1366 the Girassias of Soonporie assigned (No. IT) a plot of land 
for the establishment of the Songadh Civil Station: and in 1914 the 
Girassias of Songadh assigned (No. Ill) some more land for that station. 
The Station was closed with effect from the 1st May 1923 and the land 
was restored to the Girassias concerned in 1928, except for three plots 
assigned in perpetuity by a separate Agreement (No. VI) signed by the 
GiraSwsias in 1930. 

Mention has been made, in the general narrative, of certain railway 
agreements and cessions made in and before 1905 by various States and 
Talukas of the Euaslern Kathiawar Agency. In 1926 the Lakhfar State 
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aruTtne Sadul Dada Estate of Cliotila ceded (No# IV) fall and. exclusive 
power and jurisdiction of eveiy kind over lands occupied by the Than- 
Chotila Railway^ 

In 1927 the hereditary title of Thakore Saheb was conferred (No. Vj 
on the Chiefs of Lakhtar and Sayla.

Tlio offtcors of govornmeut requiring a amall piece of land, meaBuriTig about 
twenty-five acres, on the borders of your village, for the purpose of establishing 
a station, it is agreed that you are to receive as compensation for it a remission 
of your tribute to the amount of Eupees (250) two hundred and fifty yearly. 

Fhe whole of the plot of land is to be at the absolute disposal of the British 
ofticers, no person having any proprietary right or right of cultivation within its 
bounds. 

No privilege of grazing cattle, or in any way making use o any land under 
Doodrej, beyond the plot now treated of, is to be claimed by the British author¬ 
ities under this engagement. 

A site of not loss than twenty-five yards square is to be given to the proprie¬ 
tors "of Doodrej in a favourable position, free from all rent or other charges, to 
admit of the construction of a house and offices. 

The Bhoomias of Doodrej are, whilst they conduct themselves with propriety, 
to enjoy the same privileges iu all matters connected wdth the administration 
of justice that is accorded to other persona of the same rank and position. 

The authorities in the now station are not to possess any right of forced labour, 
or any privilege of making requisitions for the service of artizans. In time of 
necessity carriage must, however, be furnished according to the same scale that 
it may be demanded from other Tributary States. 

The proprietors of Doodrej are not. to possess any right of levying Dan Zucaat 
or any other custom duty on food, merchandise, cattle, forage, or fuel entering 
or leaving the station, but they may claim to receive from the Wudwan State 
seven per cent, of the collections which may be made by that Durbar, under the 
fcorms of an agreement concluded with them under this date. 

The right of the Bhoomias to take transit duty on goods passing into or leav¬ 
ing the station to the extent sanctioned by the customs of the country, is allowed. 

duty must, however, cease if it should be generally relinquished in the 
province. 

In case that government should at any time abandon tlui station, this land 
must be returned to the Bhoomias of Doodrej, not to any other persons, and the 
payment of Eupees (250) two hundred and fifty yearly to be made on the part 
of the British Government must cease; but under such circumstances, no claim 
is to bo made on the Bhoomias of Doodrej for the value of the buildings constructed 
upon the land.

Agreement between the Girassia Share holders of Sonpurber in Gohelwab 
and Major R. H. Keatinge, v.o., c.s.i., PoLraoAL Agent, Kattv^war,—

Article I. 

The Girasaiaa who own the village of Bonpurree, represented by Rawuls, Teja-^ 
bhai Jesi^bhai, Shiibliai, Najeebhai, and Khorabbai Hamabliai, for the purpose of 
assisting (h>vernment in the administration of the District of Gohelwar, willingly 
assign to the Olhcers of the Govermucnt of Bombay in perpetuity a spot of land 
situated on the west or left bank of the River Ootawuliee, in immediate proximity 
to the village of Sonpurree, for the purpose of establiahing a British station. 


Article II. 

A map of the land, which measures about 75 acres, is appended.* 


Article III. 

The western half of the river bed, where it touches the station land, is to bo 
considered to belong to the station. 


Article IV. 

The Oirasaias agree never to erect any houses, huts, or other buildings on the 
now vacant rising grovind (marked A. A, A. in the survey map) in immediate proxi* 
mity to the station, as their so doing would shut out the breojKc from the Political 
Assistant's bungalow. 

Artiolb V. 

The sum of (Rupees 300) three hundred Rupees as compenBation for the loss 
sustained by the Sonpurree Girassias in assigning this Ifind isto be permanently 
payable yearly by the British Government to the Sonpurree Qirassias. 


Article VI. 

No privilege of gra25ing cattle, or of in any w^ay making use of any Sonpurree 
land outside the limits assigned is to be claimed by the British authorities, or the 
inhahitantii, of the station. 

Article VII. 

The authorities in the new station arc not to possess any right of forced labour, 
or any jmvilege of making requisitions for the service of artizans. In time of 
rieces.Hity carriage must, however, be furnished according to the same scale that 
it may be demanded from other tributary States.

Article 1. 

Wo the (lirassia Tahikdars, who own the village of Songadh, for the purpose 
of assisting Governinent in the administration of the Gohilwad Prant, willingly 
assign to the ofHcors of the Government of Bombay in perpetuity a plot of land 
which is required by them in addition to the land coded by the||||reemont of 1866 
and which is described as below 

Description of the plot of land. 

The Palitana Road goes lengthwise close by the Songadh Hospital. The 
shorter i‘oad goes close by the bungalow of the Political Agent, Gohilwad Prant. 
Both those roads meet near the Police Linos. Between these two roads is a gar¬ 
den. ^ This garden and all the land south of it between these two roads measuring 
about 15 acres. 

Article 2. 

We assign this additional plot to Government on the same conditions wWch 
have been prescribed in the Agreement of 1st November 1860 by which the land 
for dongadh Civil Station was given. 


Article 3. 

No additional rent is to bo charged for this additional plot as the Govern¬ 
ment have recently exempted us from the contribution to Songadh school and 
in exchange for which we hand over this plot to Government free of rent.

The Giraasms who own the village of Songadh represented by three Talukdars 
viz., (1) Raol Gulabsing Patheraj, (2) Raol Amarsang Jamatsang, (3) Raol 
Merubhai Pratapsing for the purpose of jissisting Government in the administra¬ 
tion of the Western India States Agency willingly assign to the Hon’ble the Agent 
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<io the Governor-General in the States of Western India in perpetuity or such time 
aa ho may rocpiiro for the said specified purpose, three plots of hind measuring 
in all Sfpiare Yards 63,72(1 Square feet 2 situated on the west or left hank of the 
river (Jtavaii in immediate proximity to tluj village of Songadh for the purpose of 
maintaining a Dak Bungalow and Circuit Houses (Political Agent's and Deputy 
Political Agent’s Bungalows). 

Aktiole IL 

The thn'c plots of land occupied by the three Bungalows namely^ -a Dak 
Bungalow and Circuit Flouses (Political Agent’s and Deputy Political Agent’s 
Bungalows) which have been retained for the use of Government Officers on duty 
after the abolition of the Songadh Civil Station as well as the land taken up by the 
approaches to these Bungalows are marked with boundary pillars on all sides as 
shown in the annexed map*. 

AnTicnK HI. 

The Girassias agree never to erect any houses, huts or other buildings on the 
said lands. 

Article IV. 

A rent of (Es. 33) thirty three only calculated from the 9th November, 1928, 
will be paid annually on or before the termination of the year by the Hon’ble 
t he Agent to the Governor‘General in the States of Western India to the Girassias 
of Songadh. This rent will be payable for so long as the Agency holds the land. 

Article V. 

No privilege of gra/ung cattle or in any way making use of the demarcated land 
within the limits a.ssigned to the Hon’ble the Agent to the Goveruor-Geneial and 
si)e( 5 ified in the map is to be claimed by the Girassias of Bongadh. 


Article VI. 

This agreement cancels all previous agreements made in connection with the 
assignment of land to Goveriiment for the establishment or the management of 
Bongadh Civil Bi atiou. The entire area except the area covered under the terms of 
this agieement has been restored to the Bongadh Girassias with effect from the 9th 
November 1928.

AltODA .—One t>f the most distinguished among the first Mahratta 



i~J leaders was Khandi Jiao Dahhare, who maintained his folloivei's in 
Gujarat and Kathiawar, from which provinces he exacted tribute. In 
the struggle for supreumoy in the Mahratta confederacy, he supported 
the cause of Shahuji, and was raised by him to the rank of Senaputi or 
Commander-in-Ghief. One of his officers, Damaji Gaehwar, was on his 
recommendation appointed second in command. Khandi Jiao and 
Damaji Gaekvvar died within a few’ months of each other in 1721, and 
weie succeeded in office, the former hy his son Trimbak Rao Dabhare, 
and the latter by bis nephew I'ilaji Gaekwar, 

lit 1729 the Resliwa Ifaji Kao obtained from Sarbulaud Kban, the 
.doghul Deputy in Gujarat, a cession of the chauth and other dues of that 
province: aud, among other conditions of the grant, engaged to prevent 
Mahratta subjects from taking part with disturbers of tl^e peace. Tim 
i;ondition was chiefly aimed at Trimbak llab Dabhare aud Tilaji Gaekwar, 
who coiKsideied it to be an encroachment on their rights. Trimbak Rao 
therefore entered into negotiations with other iiuhratta leaders in Gnja- 
rut to oppose the Peshwa’s claims; bat was defeated and slain in battle 
in 1731, and the Peshwa’s rights in Gujarat were thus established. 
Yeahwant Rao, the infant son of Trimbak Rao, was appointed to the 
rank of Senaputi, aud Pilaji Gaekwar was confirmed in his former post 
with the title of Sena Khns Khel. It wws agreed that thc Peshwa and 
(he Senapati shmdd not interfere w'ith each other’s possessions, and that 
Yeshwaiit Rao should have the entire management of Gujarat, paying 
half the revenue to the Peshwa’ and accounting for all contrihutious 
levied from countries not mentioned in the deed.s of cession given hy 
Sarhnkuul Khan to the Pesluva. The ce.s.sion of the chauth by Sarbii- 
land Khan was, however, disallowed by the Emperor of Delhi: Sarl-c- 
iand Khan was removed from office and superseded by Abhai Sim-

iJanjoji Gaekwar, son of Pijaji, nveiiged liis father^B murder and suc¬ 
ceeded in wresting tUe wliole of Gujarat from the Moghuls. Yeshwaut 
Ilao, when he came of age, proved quite incompetent for his post, and 
the Dabhare family gave place to the GaekwarB, Datnaji Gaekw^ar sup' 
ported Tara Bui in an eifort she made to free her grandson, the Baja (d 
Satara, from the thraldom of the Pef^hwa Balaji Baji llao; but he 
treacherously seixed by tlie Beshwa, and was not released till he agreed 
to I»iiy to the I’fishwu 15 lakhs of rupees us arrears of tribute from 
Ouiarut, and to share equally all his possessions and future conquests. 
In 175^-5.'! the Peshwa obtained a paiiitioiit of Bainnji Gaekwar’s con¬ 
quests in Kathiawar, and the Gaekwar aj^reed to assist the Peshwa with 
troops when necessaiy. Thereafter the armies of Baniaji Gaekwar and 
of the Peshwa under llaf»liul)a proceeded to the joint conquest of 
Gujarat, In 1755 the Moghul Government in Ahmedabad was entirely 
subverted, and the town and country were shared hetween the Peshwa 
and the Gaekwar. Damaji Gaekwar siqipoiTed Raghuha in his rebellioii 
against Madho Rao, and furnished him with troops vmder his son, Goviud 
Rao. But in this war Damaji w'hs defeated and punished by the im¬ 
position of an annual tribute of Rs. 5,25,000, and annual service w'itli 
3,000 horse during peace and 4,00(( during war. He also agreed to pay 
lis, 2,54,000 for certain districts which the Peshwa promised to restore 
to him, making his tribute in all Rs. 7,79,000. He left four sous, 
Sayaji, his eldest sou by his second wife; Goviml Rao, his second son, 
by his fii’st wife; and Munaji and hateh Singh by his third wife, (rovind 
Rao was at Pmum at the time of his father’s death and. by the payment 
of a large nazar to the I’e.'^hwa Madlio Rao, and by agreeiiigt to the 
arrangements w hich had been concluded with Dainuji three years before, 
he procured hi.s recognition ms .succes.sor to his father’s rank of Sena 
Kims Khel. But Fateh Singh urged the superior daitn of Sayaji, the 
eldest .sou, viho was an idiot; and tlie Peshwa, whose object was to 
divide the family and thereby reduce the Gitekwar’s power, subsequently 
admitted§ Sayaji’s right, thus making the brothers Govind Rao and 
Fateh Singh ’ implacable enemies. To strengthen his position Fateh 
Singh made overtures for an alliance with the British (Joveiimient in 
1772, but his proposal was rejected. In January 1773, however, an 
Agreement (No. T) was made with him. 'fiiis provided thaf the Gaek- 
war’s share of the revenues of Broach, whii^h the British Government 
had taken by assault in iNovemher 1772, was to remain on the same 
footing as under the govenuiumt of the Nawab of Broach. 


After the murder of Narayaii llao, the Peshwa Raghuha again recog 
nised the claiiu of Govind llao. Therefore, when Raghuha fled to

y.- before tlie army of the ministerial party at Poona who 
the claim of Madho Kao Ka ray an, the posthumous son of Ifarayaii 
Uao, to the position of Pesliwa, he fomul an ally in Govind Eao and an 
enemy in Fateh Singh, When the Bombay force joined the army ot 
Haghuha, an unsuccessful attempt was made to detach h^ateh Singh 
from the cause of the ministerial party. But, after some suecesvses had 
heeii gained hy the British tioops in Gujarat, a Treaty (JHo. II) was 
riHMliated between Fateh vSingh ami Ilaghuba, by whieb it was agreed 
that the fortner should furnish troops and money to Itaghuba, who 
should provide (govind Kao with a jagir in the Deccan, and that the 
British Government, as guarantors of tlie treaty, should receive the 
Gaekwar^e share of the revenues of Broach and several villages in per¬ 
petuity. This treaty w^as abrogated by the orders of the Bengal Govern¬ 
ment, which dissolved the connection with Ragliuba. l!'hen followed 
the Treaty of Purandhar {zee, The Peshwa, Voh VTI), concluded hy 
Cfilonel TTpton with the ministerial party at Poona; one of the provi¬ 
sions of wdiich was tlmt the cessions made by Fateh Singh should he 
restored to him if it {H)uhl he proved that he had no authority to make 
them without the previous couHeut of the Peshwa^s Governiueiit. The 
object of this action of the ministerial party was tc induce Fateh Singh 
to acknowledge his depeiideiure on the Poona Court; and in Feliruary 
1778 he was recognised* as Sena KhuvS Khel on paying up his arrears 
of tribute. 


After tlie Convention of Wargaon in 1779 {zes The Peshwa, Vol. VII) 
it was proposed to enter into a Treaty with the Oaekwar family, acknow^- 
ledging their Lndependeiice of the Pesliwa : and eventually a Treaty of 
ollensive and defensive alliance (?fo. HI) was concluded on tlie 2(Hh 
January 1780. Fateh Singh wuvs to receive the PesJnva’s territory north 
of the Mahi river; to cede his districts south of the Tapti, the revenues 
of Broach and villages adjacent, aud the dishiet of Sinor on the Nar¬ 
bada; to be relieved from payment of tribute to the Feshwa during the 
war; and to send 3,000 horse to join the British army. The terms of 
this treaty were generally approved by the Supreme Government, but 
some olgoctions ^vere taken to the wording of it. The seal of Government 
and the signatures of the Members of (Council were therefore affixed by 
way of ratification to an amended version, copies of wdiich were sent to 
the Bombay Government to be exchanged with Fateh Singli. The 
alterations made, however, were never convmunicated to him. The ques^ 
lion whether, in these circumstances, either version of the treaty was a 
binding document, is of no practical importance; for, by the Treaty of 
Sulbai, (see The Peshwa, YoL VII), which established peace between the 
British Governinent and the Peshwa in 1782, the territories of the 
Gadkwar wore placed on the footing on wffiich they had stood before the 
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Fateh Singh was reqtdrecl to pay tribute to the T^evshwa as 
formerly, but was exempted from all retrospective* claims. 

Fateh Siugh Gaakwar died on the 21st Dcceiribor 1789. His brother 
Manaji immediately assumed charge of the government for his half- 
brother Sayaji, and was lecngnised by the Peshwa on payment of a 
large nuzar. The claims of GoviTid Kao were, however, supported by 
Madbiiji Scindia. Manaji applied for ilie protection of the British 
(Jovenunent under the Treaty of 1780; but interference was declined on 
the ground that that treaty had been superseded by the Treaty of Salbai. 
The fatnily quarrel avus terminated by the death of Manaji in August 
1793 and the succession of Goviiid Kao, who was required to pay large 
eunist to the Peshwa and to sign an agreement ceding to the Peshwa the 
Gaekwai'^ft districts south of the Tapii and hivS sliare of the customB of 
Surat. This cession was afterwards relinquished by the Peshwa, the 
British Government having ohje(;ted to it aft a disiiieniberment of the 
Gaekwarhs territory contrary to the provisions of the Treaty of Salbai. 

Aba Shelukar, the Pefthwa’s Deputy in Gujarat, excited the enmity 
of Goviml Kao by levying contributions in the Gaekwur's villages. This 
led to,hostilities, to Avhieh the Gaekwar w^as further incited by Baji llao, 
as Aba Bbelukar was a supporter of the Minister Nana l^Arnavis. The 
quarrel was materially affected by the intervention of the BritiBli 
Government. On tlm doatli of the Nawab of Surat in 1799, the British 
Government endeavoured to obtain the cesBion of the (iaekwar’s share of 
the chautli of Surat and the surrounding districts. To this the Gaekwar 
consented conditionally on the PeshAva's sanction l>eiiig obtained, and 
in the hope of securing assistance against Aba Shelukar. His request 
for aid was not met; bvrt in the meantime Aba Shelulvar was made 
prisoner by Govind Kao, and in October 1800 the Peshwa leased to the 
Gaekwar his share in the Gujarat revenues for five years at the rate of 
five lakhs a year. 

Mancherji Ivhursetji Desai of Navsari, wd\o had been grunted pvo- 
tection by Fateh Singh, under the guarantee of the tkast India Com¬ 
pany, hut had left Navsari in 1789 for Surat through fear of oppres¬ 
sion, w^as granted a parwana (No. IV) by Govind Kao in Octolier 1793: 
and this Avas renewed in August .1801 by a letter (No. V) from Anaud 
Rao to the Company's repreBentative at Surat. 

Govind Kao died in September ISOO and his eldest son Anaiid Rao 
was acknowledged as his sncceHSor. He Avaa of weak intellect, and the 
powers of tlie State were usurped by his illegitimate half-brother Kan- 
hoji Kao, who Avas, however, deposed by Ilaoji AppajI, the minister of 
Govind Kao, supported by his brother Rahaji, The cause of Kanhoji 
was espoused by Malhar Euo, cousin of Govind llao, whose father had 
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misfied with tlie treatment lie had received after the accession of 
Govind Rao to power. The struggle was ended by Raoji Appaji throwing 
himself on tlie, protection of the Dritish Crovernnient, and agreeing, by a 
Convention (No. VI.) concluded on the loth March 1802, to .receive a 
snb.sidiary force fi'om the Hoinbay (iovermnent and. to cede the <diButh of 
Surat and the jtargauu of tlhorasi, ou condition of being supported 
against Alallnu- Rno. After a short campaign Malhar llao surrendered,' 
and was given an allowance of Rs. i,25,0tK) a year. Both Malhar Rao 
and Kunhoji subsequently rebelled more than once. Kauhoji was 
eventually removed to Madras in 1812, in consequence of hi.s having con* 
spired with the •Tam of Nawauagar to secure his own elevation to the 
Baroda State and to destroy the British ascendancy in Gujarat. Malhar 
Rao died a prisoner at Bombay. 

The Convention of the l-5th March 1802 was reduced to a fomal 
Treaty (iSro. VII) confirmed l)y (he Gaelcwar in a separate written agree¬ 
ment on the 29th July 1802. 'To this treaty was added a private engage¬ 
ment with Raoji Appaji, gnarunteelng to him permanently the post of 
.Minister .uid extending the protection of the British Govenmient to him, 
his son, biothers, nephews, relations ami friends. By the 14lh article 
of the Treaty of Bassein (see The Pesliwa, Vol. VII) the treaty with the 
Oaekwar was recogni.sed and achmjwledged by the .Reshwa. 

.rjie military forces of Baroda included a c.oinplemeut of mercenary. 
Aral) troops who, though few in uumhers, occupied all the important 
military po.st8 and had, during his struggle with KaJihoji and Malhar 
Rao, kept the Gnekwar under arrest. Tlie Convention ami Treaty of 
p02 both inclnded a stipulation for British assi,stance to the Gaekwiir 
in reducing the number of these inercenaries, who cost the State about 
thiee lakhs of rupees a year, while the Gaekwar was unable to discharge 
them, as he owed them arreais of pay auumnting to jibout twenty lakhs, 
and the revenues for the current year were already mortgaged. The 
money was advanced to the Gaekwar by the Company, on territorial 
security: and the reduction of the mercenaries was effected, though not 
until the town of Baroda, which they had occupied, wa.s invested by a 
Itritisli fortm. At that time, no important engagement of any kind was 
ever made in Gujarat without a guarantee or security: and the Arab 
Jemadars had, in many cases, not only become security to bankers for 
the repayuient of loans made to the Gaekwar, hut had guaranteed their 
persons against molestation or oppression. When the Arabs in Baroda 
finally surrendered, they agreed to withdraw from Gujarat on condition 
of receiving the arrears due to them and of being released from any 
guarantee given by them either to persons or property. This was done, 
the guarantee of the Company being substituted for that of the Arab 
Jemadars. The British Government gave, at the same time, a mimber 
of other guarantees to persons who had advanced money to the Gaekwar, 
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MiuTBierfl and otber officials who Biipiilated f<)r protection to 
themselves and their descerulante hefore they would commit theraselves 
to the policy of the lliitish Government. 

Up to the death of Aniuul Itao, the lli itish (;f(>verninent continued to 
exercise a close control over the affairs of the Gaekwar: and their 
gtiarantees, which were considered to be advantageous in securing British 
influence at Baroda while at the same time evstiihlishing the Gaekwar's 
credit, caused no inconvenience, After the succession of Sayaji, how¬ 
ever, tind his investiture in 1820 with the full govermnent of his vSiaie, 
they gave rise to much irritation; hut the majority have either lapsed, 
been forfeited for misconduet, or declared to hold good only for the lives 
of the parties. In a Despatch No. 872, dated the 21st January 1850, 
from the Goverruuent of Tiidia in the Foreign Department to the Ilesi*. 
dent at Baroda, foxir guar<^iiteeH were deidared to l>e perpetual and hered¬ 
itary. One of these, a Saiiad (No. VITI) granted in January 1803 to 
Maiigal Sakhi Das, lapsed in 1915 on the death of Bai Dhiraj, his last 
descendant: and only the i*emaining three are now in force. These are 
(1) the guarantees given to Mancherjj Khursetji Desai in 1793 and 1801 
(Nos, IV and V) already mentioned: (2) a guarantee given in February 
1803 (No, IX) in replacement of one given by the Aral) Jemadars to a 
Sanad of the Gaekwar Auand Rao, granted in April 1801 to Shankerji 
Desai of Bullesiir: and (3) the guarantee given to a Sanad (No. X) 
granted bv Anand Rao in Alay 1803 to Suhhanji Pol and Ida uncle ,Sul- 
haji Pol, and continued to the former when, in 1814, the Gaekwuir can- 
colled his original Sanad and granted a fresh one (No. XV) to vSiihhauji 
Pol only. . In 1849 a perinanent arrangement was sanctioned, by which 
the Gaekwar resumed the three villages held by Sllbllanji^s son Qoraji 
Pol, and undertook to pay io tlie Pol family an annual sum of 
Rs. 7,193-12-0, to he disbursed through the Resident, -with the stipula¬ 
tion that no deduction^ should be made on account of depreciation of 
currency, potndan or other causes. In 1911 the Ooverninetit of India 
decided that the British guarantee to the Pol was hereditary, that the 
Paga should be disbanded and that for the disbandment the Durbar 
should pay Rs. 1,333 (British) annually to the l^ol. In 1912 the Govern¬ 
ment of India agreed to the Pol Pagedar receiving his nllow^ance direct 
from the Durbar mstead of from the Residency Treasury. 

In 1803 an Agreement (No. XI) was concluded, supplementary to 
the Conyention and Treaty of 1802, wdiereby the Gaekwar ceded divstricts 
yielding Rs. 7,80,000 for the support of the subsidiary force agreed 
on in those two instruments. These three engagements were all con¬ 
solidated in a Definitive Treaty of General Defensive Alliance (No. 
XII) signed on the 2l8i April 1805, by which the sxibsidiary force was 
increased; territories yielding Rs. 11,70,000were ceded for its support; 
lauds yielding Rs. 12,95,000 w^ere assigned for the payment of the Gaek* 
war’s debts to the British Ooverumeiit, which amounted to Rs. 41,38,732; 
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Jaekwar bouiul himself to submit his peemiiary disputes with the 
Pesliwa to the arbitration of the British (loveromeiit; and gen'eially his 
relatiouvS with the British Government were defined. 

In 1807 the East India Goiripany concluded Agreements (If6. XIII) 
witli five chiefs of the Okhamandal district of Kathiawar. These people 
lived chieHy by piracy ajid on the offerings of pilgriniB to the oelebrated 
shrineg of Beyt and Dwarka, the reverence attaolring to which preventecl. 
neight>oniing States from punishing them. Two of the Chiefs were 
re<|uiTe(l to pay Its. 1,10,000 as compensation for past piracies^ and all 
bound tlieinselvevS to al)stain ironi piracy in future. 

In 1808 it was found that tlie districts ceded by the Gaekwar under the 
IVeuty of April 1805 did not yield a j’evenne equal to the cost of the 
subsidiary force: and, by a Meinoiandum (No. XIT) dated tlie I2th tlul}' 
1808, the Gaekwar reded additional territories yielding Es. 1,76,168- 
l&d). 

Tim i’esh\^a;s <daiins against the Gaekwur for the tribute of Kathia¬ 
war and the farm of Ahrnednbad which, after tlie expiiy of the five 
years’ lease, had been renewed^ in 1804 for ten years, at the rate oi 
Its. 4,50,000 a year, through the mediation and under the guarantee of 
file Jlritish Government, were met by counterclaims on the part of the 
Gaekwar for the revenues of Broacdi, wliich the I^esliwa had ceded to 
the British without his consent, and for the pay of extraordinary troops 
kept up for the defence of the Peshwa’s postsessions in Gujarat. Renewal 
of the lease, which expired in 1814, was refused: andTrimbakji Dangiiu, 
the favourite creature of Bnji Rao, directed the Kathiawar Chiefs not 
to pay to the Gaekwar the Peshwa’s share of the tribute. To adjust 
these disputes Gaiigadhar Shastri, the Gaekwar’s minister, was deputed 
to Poona under the guarantee of the British Government for liis .safety, 
but was basely assassinated by Trimbakji Danglia. By the treaty (^see 
The Pesliwa, Vol. VII) which , in consequence of this outrage, he was 
required to sign in 1817, the Peshwui was obliged to reumince all future 
claims against the Gaekwar and to compromise past claims for an annual 
sum of four laklxs of rupees, a payment from which the Gaekwar was 
released on the overthrow of the Peslnva. As the result of this arrange¬ 
ment, a new Treaty (No. XVI), supplementary to the Definitive Treftiy 
of April 1805, was comduded on the 6th November 1817 with Eateh 
Singh, the Regent, on behalf of Anand Rao Gaekwar, The chief pro¬ 
visions of this treaty were an increase of the Bubshliary force; the cession 
to the British Government of all the rights wdiich the Gaekwar had 
acquired by the farm of the Peshwa's teiTitories in Gujarat; the coiisoli*. 
dation of the territories of the British Goveruuient and the Gaekwar in 
Gujarat by exchange of certain districts; the co-operation of the Gaek¬ 
war *s troops with those of tlie British Governiiieat in time of war; and 
the mutual surrender of criminals. 
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epeateil violations of tlieir apreeineiits, and renewed piracies by 
the Okhaniaiulal Oiiefs, had led, in 1810, to the Company's oc<:ai|>ation 
of the district; which, by Article 7 of the Treaty of November 1817, 
was ceded in full severeii^cnty^ to the Gaekwar. Anand Kao (laekwar died 
on the 2nd O(‘tober 1819, and was succeeded by his hrothor Buyuji Kao, 
who cluriiifir the preeedin|t>* years had l)een Recent, to the exclusion 
of his t\\'o lej^fitirnate sons, BHlw\ant Kuo and Kilaji Kao, l>y a Ra.j}>iit 
wife. On his accession Ooveniinent resolved (No. XVII) to witlidraw 
from the minute interference which they had hitherto exercised in the 
internal affairs of the Baroda State, provided that the Gaekwar res])ected 
the British guarantees given to bankers, ministers and other individ¬ 
uals in his State. In 1820 the total debts of the State amoxmted to 
Rs. 1,07,0(1,297. l^oana for the liquidation of this sxim were raised from 
six principal hankers under British guarantee, the Gaekwar engaging 
to pay them ofl' at the rate of fifteen lakhs per annum. 

In April 1820 the British GovernTiient c.ame to an Arraiigeineiit 
(No. .XVIII) with the (laekw^ar regarding the collection of the tribute 
due to him from Kathiuw^ar and Mahi Kantlia. He agreed not to send 
troops to collect the tribute, and the British Governinent agreed to 
procure payment of the tribute free from any expense to the Gaekwar. 
In the same year a somewliat similar airangement was made regarding 
the Mewasis of Kevva Kaniha (see liewa Kantha, Vol. VII). 

In September 1820 the Gaekwar entered into an Agreement (No. XIX) 
1 egulaiing the sale of opium in his teiTitory. The export of opium from 
British India into Baioda had previously l)een prohibited, except on 
payment of duty at the rate of Hs. 12 a seer. The traffic in opium \vavS, 
by this agreement, nmde a State monopoly, and the import duty was. 
abolislied. 


In A ugust 1825 the Gaekwar agreed (No. XX) that his share of any 
fines levied by the British Government in Kathiawar, and of any revenue 
over and above that fixed at the perpetual settlement, should be credited 
to the fund for the suppression of infanticide (see Kart I, Western India 
States—. 


The instalments 'which the Gaekwar had agreed to pay for the 
liquidation of the loans raised in 1820 were very irregularly paid : and 
in 1825 it was foiiiid that the debts had increased. With the consent 
of the Gaekwar a new arrangement was made under gruarantee, by which 
certain districts w'exe farmed for seven years to pay off the debt. Suyaji 
Kao, however, violated the leases und showed no disposition to respect 
tiie guarantees: and the British Government in 1828 temporarily at. 
tached the districts of Peilad, Baliiyal, Kari, Dabhoi/Bahadiirpur, 
Siuor, Amreli, Damnagar and Shiyunagar, and the tributes of Kathia¬ 
war, Mahi Kaniha, Kewu Kaniha, Kajpipla, Udaipur, and tlie tribu¬ 
tary Sankhera villages. In 1882, however, after much negotiation, a 
private settleinent was etfeeted between the Gaekwar and the bankers, 
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_ niarantees were cancelled, and the districi^ and tributes were 

restored to the Gaekwar. 

lly the 8th aiticle of the Treaty of 1817 the Gaekwar was bound to 
inaiutain a body of 3,000 elective cavalry to co-operate with the sulv 
sidiury force. The article gave the British Government no right to the 
services of this force except when the subsidiary force coiild be em¬ 
ployed ; hut the practi(‘e grew up of holding the cavaliy available at all 
times for police duty in the tri1)\itary States. The force was very 
inefficient, and in 1880 the Gaekwar was called on to render two-thirds 
of the cavalry fit for service. On his failing to do so, lands yielding 
ahoul Its. 15,00,000 were sequestrated to provide funds for their puno- 
trial payment. In 1882, however, the districts were restored on the 
Gaekwar agreeing (No, XXI) to deposit Es. 10,00,000 with the British 
Government. In the following years Sayaji Rao Gaekwar committed 
himself to a long course of unfriendly acts agairrst the British Goverm 
ment. These led in 1880 to the scque.stration of the divstrict of Petlad, 
yielding a revenue of Es. 7,82,000. The deposition of Sayaji Rao and 
the transfer of his rule to anolher iuember of the family were threatened, 
Ihirt of the revenue of I^etland warn appropriated to the maintenance of a 
body of cavalry organised by the British Government, and called the 
Gujarat Irregular Horse. In 1840 it was proposed to the Gaekw'ar 
to reform his contingent by reducing the strength to 1,500 efficient men. 
This proposal was not based on the Treaty of 1817, which was declared 
abrogated by the unfriendly conduct of the Gaekw'ar. The Gaekwar was 
much fipposed to this measure; but at last in 1841, wdien the causes 
of dispute Avere a<ljusted, jin Agreement (No. XXH) was made with 
him, which revised the Treaty of 1817; provided for a payment ol 
Eh. 8,00,000 for the Gujarat Irregular Horse; for the maintenance of 
the contingent of 8,000 horse by the Gaekwar; and for its employment in 
the tributary districts, the Gaekwar being permitted at ajiy time to reduce 
the number so employed to 1,500 men. Gn the conclusion of this agree¬ 
ment the district of Petlad was restored, and the Its, 10,00,000, deposited 
with the British Govemment in .1882, were refunded to tlie Gaekwar. 

In 1844 Eules (No. XXI11) were agreed upon, regulating the levy 
of dues on vessels driven into the Gaehwar’s poits in Kathiawar by stress 
of weather: and these were revised (No, X.XIV) in 1850. 

In December 1847 Sayaji Kao died, and was sncceeded by his eldest 
son Gaiipat Rao. 


In April 185(> Ganpai Ilao ceded (No. XXV) in full sovereignty the 
lands required for the coiivstruciioii orf the Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India Railway, subject to the condition that his revenue should not 
suffer bv the loss of transit duties. The question of compensation for 
such loss was discussed for some time; but eventually the Baroda Darbar 





it irnposHible to eBtimate it and abandoned all claims on tliat 
aecmmt. 
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Ganpat Rao died in N^ovenibet 185(). He left no «oii, and was sue- 
reeded by bis brother Khandi Rao. 

In 1858, as a reward for the Gaekwar’s services during the .mutiny, 
the pajmient of Rs. 3,00,000 for the GiijaTat Irregular Horse, provided 
by the Agreement of 1841, was remitted (No X.XV1); but at the same 
time the permission given to the Gaekwar to rediice the conlingeiit to 
1,500 men was eancelled, and tlie contingent was put on the same foot¬ 
ing as that described in the 8th artiede of the Treaty of 1817, with the 
additional provision that it should do ordinary police duty in the trilju- 
tnry distri(‘ts. 

In 1802 the Ruler of Uaroda was granted a Sanad of AdopthMi 
(No. XXVII). 

In the Gaekwar^s sea ports were declared to be Bi itish Indian 

j>orts for the purposes of Sections 18, 141 and 149 to 100 of the Con¬ 
solidated Customs Act (VI of 1803), They still enjoy corresponding 
privileges under the Sea Customs Act (VIII of 1878). 

In 1807 a permanent salute of 21 guns was granted to the Ruler of 
Baroda. In the same year the Government of India waived their right 
to have formally submitted .for their sanction any appointment which 
the Gaekwar might wish to make to the post of Diwan of his State. They 
retained, how’^ever, the right to veto any nomination of which they might 
disapprove. 

Tor many years there wars a controversy as to tlie respective rights of 
the British Government and tlie Gaekwar to 4(> villages in the Wajpur 
Taraf, a tract in Khaiulesh. These villages were in the possession of 
the Peshwu from 1750 to the downfall of the Mahi^atta pow’er in 1817 
During the earlier years of British rule the claiin of the British Govern¬ 
ment as successor to tlm Peshwa wais preserved, but the Gaekvvar, who 
held some villagCvS in this district in rightful possession, gradually en- 
croa(‘hed on the British villages, which had for sofue years yielded no 
revenue; and when i?t 1848 the (inestion attrac.tefl attention and a claim 
was put forw^ard by the British Government, the Gaekwar had been in 
undisturbed poBsessiou of the villages for twenty-one years. The ques¬ 
tion remained in abeyance until 18()9, when, in consideration of the 
long posvseasion of the Gaekwar, the British Government waived their 
right. 

Khandi lino died in November 1870 without male issue, though the 
accouchement of his younger ivife was expected. The heir-apparent in 
those clrcumstanises was his younger brother Alaihar Rao who, having 
been accused in 18G3 of being concerned in a conspiracy to compass the 
fleath of his brother, had been confined as a State prisoner at Padra in 
Baroda territory, Mulhar Rao, having acknowledged in w^ritiug that 
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ttitiinoTis «oii, if born, would be the undoubted heir to the gadd% 
was recognised as reg’eut during* t)ie iuterregnuin, and eventually aa 
Gaekwar on the biith of Kbaudi Eao’s posthumous daughter. 

The last six years of Khandi Kao^s rule had l)een uvarked by Berious 
deterioration in the administratioTi of Baroda, which attracted on 
several (xa'asions the severe animadversion of the Bombay Government, 
Under Miilbar Eao’s rule the nialadininistration of the State'increased, 
till in 1873 the active interference of the Britivsh Government became- 
unavoidable. A Commission was appointed for the purpose of making 
the necessary enquiries; and its report in March 1874 established so 
serious an amount of general misgoveinment in Baroda that the Gaekwar 
was warned that, unless within a given time he effected esvsential reforms 
the nature and extent of whic^li were fully explained to him, he would be 
removed from the exercise of power and such other arrangements, consist¬ 
ent wu’th the maintenance of the integrity of the Baroda State, would be 
made as might be required to secure a satisfactory administratioix. 

In May 1874 Malhar Kao solenmised his iruirrioge with his mistreBS 
Lakshmi Bai. In consequence of doubts as to the proprietj’' of this mar¬ 
riage, the Kesident was dii’eoted not to attend the ceremony. By the 
tone of his (‘ommunioations to the Kesident on this subject, the Gaekwar 
incurred the grave displeasure of the Bombay Government. Five months 
after the marriage a son was l)orn, but tbe Resident did not participate 
in the (‘eremonies insually performed at the birth of a legal heir, and 
the course of events subsequently made it iin necessuiy' for the Govern¬ 
ment t)f India to pronounce upon tlie validity of the marriage. Added 
to these causes of dissatisfaction with the conduct of the Gaek^vur was 
his trecatmeiit of his brother's youngest widows, Jumna Bai, whom he 
eonfjiie<l to the palace till her life was eiulaiigered, and did not release 
her till he was warned that he would ha held responsible if she suffered 
any further injury. In the meantime the Gaekwarmarriage with 
Ijakshmi Bai had aggravated the serious dirt'erences between him and 
his nobles, which had been commented on in the report of the Oommis- 
sion; the pay of the military clas.ses waa greatly in arrear; the Sindis and 
Arabs in his service were fast getting beyond control: and there seemed 
to be every prospect of a rebellion. In short, no progress had been 
made in improving the administration, notwithstanding the Gaekwar^s 
promises to reform. 


In November 1874 the Government of India appointed a special 
officer, Sir Lewis Pelly, to rei)lace Colonel IVhayre, tlie Resident at 
Baroda, tvhose personal relations with the Gaekwar were not ftltog*ether 
satisfactory, and to afford the Gaekwar every possible aid in reforming his 
administration. Colonel Phayre liad reported an attempt to poison hin), 
and his successor, Sir Lewds Pelly, was instructed to investigate the case. 
Kvidence was brought to light which tended not only to substantiate tbe 
commission of the attempt, but to throw suspicion on the Gaekwar him- 
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eelT. Au erujitiry wits esBeTitial; but, buvinp regarct to tbe aittej* 

cedeuta oi' the fiaekwar, the discredit thrown on his (‘linracter by the 
report of the Coiuinision, and the weight of the' evidence hrotight to 
light, the Government of India were of Opinion that the eiujidry would 
be conducted under disadvantages if Malluir Rjio renmined in the posi¬ 
tion of Gaekwar, and that it would be improper to continue friendly com- 
munifaitioiis wdth him pending the investigation. It was therefore deter¬ 
mined to suspend Malhar Rao from power, and to assume on behalf of 
tbe British Government the iidmiriistnition of the Btate pending the 
result of the enquiry^ Troops Avero accordingly sent to Baroda, Malhar 
Rao was arrested^ and a Proclamation (ISo. XXVIII) was issued an- 
iiouncing his susjiension and the institution of tbe enepiiry. It was 
announced at the same time that, whatever the results of the enquiry 
miglit be, a Native administration would be re-established at Baroda, 
The charges against Malhar Rao of iikstigatiiig the attemjd. to poison 
Colonel Phaja'e, of holding secret eommunicationa with certain Reeitl- 
ency servants, and of giving them biibes for impro|)er purposes, werti 
investigated by a Commission composed of the Chief Justice of Bengal 
as President, and Sir Richard Meade, Mr. P. S. Melvill, Maharaja 
Sciudia, the Maharaja of Jaipur and Sir Dinkar Rao as menihers, IMie 
European members considered the charges proved; hut Scindia ami Sir 
Dinkar Rao found the graver iruputations not proved, while the Maha¬ 
raja of Jaipur thouglR that Malhar Rao was not implicated in any 
of the otfences chat^ged. 

Meanwhile, independently of the enquiry into ,tlie attempt to poison 
Colonel Phayre, much additional proof of Malhar Eao's unfitness for 
power had l)eeu accumulated. As the Commissioners were divided in 
opinion, the final decision of Her Majesty^s Government was not based 
upon the report of the Commission, nor did it assume th«at the result 
of the enquiry had been to prove the truth of the imputations against 
the Gaekwar; hut, having regard to all the circumstances relating to the 
affairs of Baroda from the date of Malhar Kao^s ac(*es8ion to power, to 
his notorious misconduct, his gross misgovernniejit of the State, and Ids 
evhfeiit incapacity to carry into eft'et.'t the necessary reforms, it was 
resolved that Malhar Rao should be deposed from the position <»f Gaek- 
war; and that lie and his issue should be pre<duded from all rights, 
honours and privileges appertaining thereto. 

A Proclamation (No. XXIX) to this effect \va8 issueil on tlie 19th 
April lST5, and Malhar Rao was deported to Madras. He died tlieie in 
.1883 wdthout nude issue, his son liy Lukshnii Bai having predeceased 
[Aim in 1880. His widows, Mahalsa Bai and Lakshmi Bai, returned to 
Baroda ierritory. The former died in 1908, and the latter in 1910, 

The Govornment of India, being desirous to mark their sense of the 
loyal services of Khandi Rao Gaekwar in 1857, acceded to the vecpiest 
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widow, Jamna Bai, that ^lie mig'.ht be allowed to adopt some 
member of the Gaekwar family, who might bo selected aa the most suit 
able person upon whcmi to confer the Baroda State, Her choice tell 
upon (Jopal -Rao, a descendant of Ihirtab Kao, son of Pilaji (taekwar ; 
and he was installed as Gaekwar of Baroda on the 2Ttlj May 1876, under 
the name of Sayaji Rao, Sir Madhava Rao, then serving at Indore, 
was appointed liiwan, and brought the administration into an efticieJit 
state. Mabarani Jamna Bai died in 1898, 

Some of the provisions of the Opium Agreement of 1820 having beeii 
allowed to fall into abeyance, it be(‘aine necessary to put the opium 
arrangements with Baroda on a more satisfactory footing, and a settle¬ 
ment was arrived at in 1878. Its provisions were stated in detail in a 
letter (No. XXX) from Sir Madhava Rao, whose proposals were ac¬ 
cepted with some slight modifications. They may he summarivsed as 
involving the adoption by Baroda of the Bengal system. The most not¬ 
able departure from the spirit of the original Agreement of 1820 was 
that the Baroda State was permitted to manufacture opium for exporta¬ 
tion to China on certain conditions, but this exportation was stopped in 
1913. In 1922 the Darbar adopted the measures necessaiy to give efi'ect 
to the ])rovisionfl of the Iiiternational Opium Convention. 

In 1878 a British officer was appointed as Boumhiry Commissioner, 
for the settlement of any disputes between Baroda and lier neigh1)ours, 
that might be referred to hinr With tlie approval of the Government 
of India, a code of rules for such settlements w'^as drawn up. Since 
1884 the First Assistant to the Resident has been ea'-ojficio Boundary 
Cominissionei’ 


In 1879 the State ceded (No. XXXI) all the criminal, though not 
ihe civil, jurisdiction that it possessed in such lands of the Amreli 
Mahals as had been made over for the Bhavnagar-Gondal Railway. 
The jurisdiction is exercised by British courts in the Western India 
States Agency, It was subsequently arranged, as a tentative ineasuie, 
that this Agency should exercise jurisdiction in civil suits against the 
States, owning the railway, when the cause of action should have arisen 
in the area of the Baroda lands. 

In 1880 the State ceded (No. XXXII) full jurisdiction, short of 
sovereign rights, over the lands required for tlie Rajputana-Muhva Raih 
way where it passes through the northern division of Baroda. 


In September 1881 an Agreement (No. XXX111) was concluded by 
wjiich the Government of India, in consideration of an annual payment 
of Rs. 3,75,000, agreed to release the Gaekwar from hi.s obligation, under 
Article 8 of the Supplemental Treaty of 1817 (No. XVf), to maintain 
the contingent of 3,000 horse. The contingent was md actually dis~ 
banded until 1886: the police duties in Kathiawar, Ihilanpur, Mahi 
Kantha and Rewa Kantha, till then performed by men of the contingent, 
are now carried out by local corps specially raised for the purpose. 
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the 2St}v Dereinher 1881 Raraji Rao Gaekwar came of ago and 
wa?? fortnally invested with fall pow^ens. Sir Madhava llao coutiiuied if) 
hold the post of Diwan until 1888, when he lesigned. The administra* 
tion ot ti)e State still (‘ontinues to be cftrriofl on nominally by tbe Diwan; 
tho present liohler of the post is the twelfth snoceasor of Sir Madhava 
Rao. 

Certain elainus to levy oustoms duties and abkaii, as well as to exer¬ 
cise jurisdiction wdthin the tract called the Dangs, wei‘e preferred by the 
Gaekwar, hut rejected by the CTOvernment of India in 1884. Some vil¬ 
lages were claiixied as belonging wholly to one party or the other, and 
others were claimed as co~shaied: also the hoimdary had never been 
properly demarcated. A special officer was appointed in 188f>, who 
settled all disputes (connected with the Dangs, besides laying down the 
boviiidary. 

In 1885 tlie Baj‘oda systeru of administering the abkari revenwe 
came under the consideration of the Government of India. It was found 
that undej’ the cKivsting system couHiderahle loss was occaBioiied to the 
iiritiijih excise revenue by the importation of illicit sjarit from the 
Gaekwar^s territories, dninkeimess was eiicGuraged, and affrays between 
smugglers and the preventive police were of frequent occurrence. The 
Baroda Barhar vvere addressed upon the subject and, after considerable 
delay, a setthunent in principle of most of the matters under dis<mssion 
was arrived at. Its terms are embodied in a Memorandum of Agree¬ 
ment, dated the 14th Novemher 1888 (No. XXXIV) drawn up by the 
Bombay Goinmissioner of Customs and the Diwan of Baroda. Details 
were subseciucntly workiul out by a joint Commission. 

In 1887 tlie Gaekwar alx)lished all transit dues in his territory, an 
act of liberality for which he received the thunks of the Viceroy. 


The GovernxKient of India has the right of controlling salt works, 
and of opening new ports in the Gaelcw'^ar’s territories, as also the right 
to w'reckage on tbe Baroda shores in Gujarat."^ In 1887 tbe Gaekwar 
mitered into an Agreement (No. XXXV) putting the salt arrangements 
ill his Kathiawar possessions on much the same footing as obtains in the 
other States of that province. In 1922 the agreement wm slightly modi¬ 
fied,t by the Government <yf India, agreeing to the export of Baroda salt 
from Oklianuindal and Kodinar to Calcutta .subject to certain conditions. 
In 1921 the Government of India agreed to sanction a refund of duty 
or salt consumed for industrial purposes by factories situated in Baroda 
territory.

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188 the Government of India afflrme(P its right to exeroivse 
jurisdiction within tlie Cuntoiimeiit of Baroda: and in 1890 it 
was decided that the civil jurisdiction in the Cantonment likewise 
vested in the Government, U()titi(‘ationa at the same time being issued 
by whicli the Court of the Cantonment Magistrate became bound to exe¬ 
cute and serve decrees and summonses from any of the Gaekwar's Courts. 

In 1889 the Gaekwar delegated (No. XXXVI) the necessary juris¬ 
dictional powers over the lands withiii Baroda territory passed through 
br the Mehsana-Viramgam Ilailway, the entire cost of the construction 
of which he agreed to bear . For the purposes of the exercise of this 
jurisdiction, the lands were declared by the Governor-General in Council 
to be subject to the laws and Courts of Viramgam taluka. 


In 1891 the Gaekwar issued orders directing the Baroda Courts exor¬ 
cising jurisdiction over Jbiroda State Railways to follow, as far as pos- 
silde, the Indian Railway Act and rules in dealing both with railway 
offences and with the rights and obligations of the railway administra¬ 
tion. Speiual rules were also fraimul to regulate the working of the 
police on the Baroda State railways. 

In 1891 the Bombay Government issued detailed instructions on the 
subject of extradition. Generally, it may be said that the provisions of 
the Extradition Act rules thereunder are followed on both sides as 
far as possible. 

A British officer had been appointed in 1878, in auhordiiiation to the 
Agent to the Governor-General, to settle finally and judicially, under 
rules sanctioned by the Government of India, the different rights and 
mterests, guaranteed and unguaranteed, appertaining to those inhahi 
tants of Rewa Kantha, Mahi Kantha and elsewhere who had claims to 
Giias or Wanta in the territories under tlie direct administration ci* the 
Gaekwar. This stej) had been renclejed necossary i>y the action of the 
Gaekwar Khandi llao, who Ivad in 1882 attached all sucii Tora Giras and 
many such W'antiJ rights, the huge majority of which had been enjoyed 
by virtue of the settlements effected in 1820 between the Gaekwar and 
the Chiefs and Zamiiidars of Mahi Kantha (No. XVIII and see Mahi 
Kantha, Vol. VII} and of Rewa Ivantlia {see Rewa Kantha, Vol. VII). 
There were also some similar claims for (’onsideration which had not Imm 
guaranteed, directly or indirectly, by the British Government. All 
these had, in conse(|uence of llm attachuieiit, fallen into arrears and the 
whole subject had become involved in great confusion. The work of 
adjudicatioji was finally (‘ompleted in March 1884, by which time 6,766 
cases (Giras 4,113, Wanta 2,652) had been decided. The special officer, 
however, ha<l to be j’eappointed to decide the question of guarairtee as it 
affected the Bhayad of tiie Mahi Kantha trihutaries. This work wa 5

the express condition that his appointment would he revived it necessity 
shmdd arise. A special department has since been constituted by tlie 
Baroda Durbar to hear Giriis and Wanta disputes: uud, should any 
guaranteed Girassia feel hiniself aggrieved by tlie decision of this depart- 
inent, he is at liherty to make liis final appeal to the Ilesident. 


In 1892 the Government of India ruled that Girassia,s should, on 
account of their guarantees, he exempted from paying eo\iit-fees in the 
Baroda courts in revenue cases brought by tlHun against tlie State iri 
(’oimection with Giras haks. In 1895 a further exemption was made in 
tlieii' favour in ciises wliere gnaranteed Girassias have recourse to tlie 
Baroda Couits for the recovery of the reveuuti of their Wantas in Baroda 
territory. In 1897 the Government of India approved of certain rules 
for the'regulatiou in Baroda territory of the revenue miinagenreiit exer¬ 
cised by guaranteed Thafcurs and Girassias, and the recovery of their 
rent or revenue from Wanta lands, etc., or other guaranteed hakii. 


In 1892 an Arrangement (No. XXX\"II) was made hy the British 
Government between the Gaekwar and the Raolji of Mansa, whereby the 
latter agreed to the absolute transfer to tlie Gaekwar of all his rights 
and interests in and over Wanta, Giras, and other lands of various descrip¬ 
tions in Baroda territory in return for an annual payment of Rs. 8,600, 
which is .guaranteed by the British Government. The Raolji also 
received from the Gaekwar a sum of Rs. 14,000 in commutation of all 
miscrdlaneous petty rights and outstandings of Wanta and other revenues. 
The agreement in no way affected the lands, belonging to the Raolji, 
jilaced within Baroda t«‘i ritory hy the boundary settlement of 1878, or the 
lands of tire Bhayad of the Raolji, or his right to receive the Torn Giras 
payable to him by Baroda, In the same year a similar Arrangement 
(No. XXXVII1) wixs made l)v the British Goverianerit for ihe conmni- 
latioii of the Ihitaiipiir State's rights in the Wantas of Chaiisole and 
Nugwusan, in Baroda territory, into an animal guaranteed payment hy 
the Gaekwar of Sicca lls, 900* On the demonetizsatioii of the Sicca ciir- 
the amount wurS cormerted to British Its* 85T-2-8. The Baroda 
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State also paid a sum of Ks. 800 to the Palanpur State in commutation 
of all outstandings then due to them* 


In 1898 the Indian Telegraph Act (XIII of 1885), and the rules 
framed ihereunder, were made applicable to all existing and future 
telegraph lines in the Bviroda State that were or might in future he 
connected to the Imperial system, or that, being isolated, were or might 
in future be uvailahle for public use by the despatch of messages on 
payment* Jurisdiction under the Telegraph Act rests with the Baroda 
Darbar, except in cases in wdiich European British subjects, or European 
or American foreigners, are accused, 
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_^Gaelovar has constructed at his own expense a iiumher of railway 

lines running tlirough llaroda territory. A conuneuceineiit was niiule 
in 1872, and many extensions and new constructions liave ^since lieen 
added. Most of these lines are worked by the Haroda State, juristlictiou 
over them not Imviog been oeded to the Oovernment of India. In 1892- 
D.'l the Government of India laid down that on all isolated railways, 
constnioted, or to he constructed, by the (laekwar in llaroda territ().rv 
over which the State has l>een allowed to retain jurisdiction, all Itritish 
subjects employed on such railways have the riglit, Mv all mises in which 
they are concerned under the Railway Act, of making represeiitatiooK 
to the Resident at llaroda, whose advice will he. duly attended to. Ihe 
Government of India further re.served to tliomselves the right, in case 
of necessity, of assuming complete juiisdiction on any or all of tlie 
Gaekwar’s railways. This reservation vais accepted unconditionally and 


without reserve in 1894. . 

In 1895 the llaroda Darbar ceded (No. XXNI.X), with civil and 
criminal jurisdiction, the land in the Kadi division of the Shite required 
for the construction of the Ahniedahad-l'rautij Railivay, on the same 
conditions as tliose on which laud had been ceded for the Raj|nitaim 
Mahva Railway in 1880 (No. XXXIT). lu the following year they 
consented (No.' XL) to make over, on similar conditions, tl>e land 
required for the Tapti Valley Railway. 

In 1897 the Gaekwar concluded an agreement with the Bombay, 
llaroda and Central India Railway Company for the working of the 
Dahhoi Railu'ay from M.iyagam to llodeli and froin Vishwamitn to 
Chandod. This agreemeut was terminable at one year’s notice and was 
terminated in October 1921, when the management of these lines was 
handed over to the State. Another Agreement (No. XLI) was made 
in 1897 with the same Company, having retrospective effect from the 
5th May 1890 .and terminable at one year’.s notice, for the working of 
tlie Anand-l’etlad Railway. 


In 1897 the llaroda Darhar agreed to levy an excise duty of 3^ per 
cent, ad valorem oti' &\l woven good.s produced by the spinning and 
weaving mills in Buroda territory, except those for which tariff values 
had been assigned. This measure was experimental for live years, hut 
was (mutinued until December 1925, when it was suspended : and was 
abolished in 1926. 


In 1899 permissiou was given to the Gaekwar to construct the poilion 
of the Anand-Petlad-Cambay Railway lying between Taiapnr ami 
Tetlad as a fumine relief work. In the following year the Darhar 
ceded (No. XLII) full and exclusive power and jurisdiction of every 
kind over the lands in Baroda w'biclt were, or might thereafter lie, 
occupied by the Anaud-Retlund-Cambay Railway. 
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^Octolw 1900 tlift Gaekwar (lecidecl to substitute British liidiun 
silver coinage for the existing Bahashalii coin age • for a term of not less 
than 50 years, The payment <>i the tribute due from the State to the 
British Govertmient lias been oonvorted at the rate of Babashahi lie. 130 
to British ilvS. 100. 

In 1902 an agreement was negotiated, through the Secretary of 
State, between the Baroda Daibar and the llomhay, Baroda and Central 
India Kuilway Company, for the construction atid working of a chord 
line between Godhrii and Baroda as a part of the Bombay, Baroda and 
Centnd India Kailway, on the understanding that, in the event of the 
latter railway )>eiiig' iakeii over by the British Government, the Baroda 
Durbar would be allowed the option of bearing the (Uipital expenditure 
of the portion of the line passing througli their territory and therealter 
Siiiaring in perpetuity with the British Oovernmf 3 ut the profits or loss 
on working, in proportion to the capital contributed, la October 1909 
the iJarodaDarhar finally decided not to avail themselves of the above 
option. Tlie Company also agreed to pay to the State the fair value 
of .the earthwojdc whi(di had been completed as a measure of famiue 
relief on the Baroda portioji of the line, in 1903 the Darbar ceded 
(No. Xlilll) ftrll and oxcduHive power and jurisdiction of every kind 
over the lauds in Baroda wdiich were, or might thereafter be, occupied 
by the Baroda-Godhra Kailwuiy. 

In 1902 an arrangement w^as made with the State for ihe supply of 
water from the Ajwa water works to the civil population of the Baroda 
Cantounieut. Tliis arrangetneui is terminable by the State at three 
montliB^ notice. 

In 1903 the Baroda Darbar agreed to resiriid the cultivation of hernp 
to the amount required for home coiisimiption only, either as a narcotic 
or as an urlicle of industrial value: on the understanding that, if at 
any time the liome-grown drug should he insuffi<nent in quantity to meet 
local requirements, the State sliould be permitted to import the deiiciency 
and to receive a refund of three quarters (iucreased in 1917 fo thirteen 
fourteenths) of the duty levied on the drugs so imported ; wdiile, if the 
State should desire to extend the cultivation of hemp for other Indus- 
trial purposes, and to export the products so obtained, it should not be 
debarred from doing so. The State also agreetl to assimilate its system 
of cultivation, sale, taxation and control of hemp drugs, so far as local 
cire/umBiances wu)uld peiinit, to that prevailing in the Bombay PrOvSid- 
enoy, and to adopt measiues for the prevention of smuggling. 

Ill 1907 a Conference was held at the Baroda Itesidency, w^hen various 
points in dispute between the Baroda Darbar and the guaranteed Giras^ 
sias were settled, some by mutual agreement lietween the parties con- 
cerned and others by amicalile settlement between the llesident and the 
Baroda Darbar. One of the points disciisseil was a proposal to hold an 
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ide held in Wanta, with a view to aecer- 
taining the liabilities of these holdings to assessment or additional 
settlement. Eveutually, in J9i5, the ftovernmeiit of India allowed the 
Uaroda Darbar to nndertake this Inquiry under a set of lules specially 
framed for the purpose, and to x^arry out the suivey of the alienated 
holdings. Since 1915 the Government of India have allowed the Baroda 
Darbar to levy local cess and (U)tton cesvs on the guaranteed (liras and 
Wanta lands situated in the Baroda Slate: and since 1921 some of the 
Oirassias and Thakiirs have been allowed, by nmiual agreement between 
the Baroda Darbar and theiuselyos, to exercise certain poweivs of muta¬ 
tion of names in respect of certain lands alienated unconditionally. 

In 1908 a reciprocal arrangeiuent was made between the (tovciui- 
incnt of India and the JIaroda Darliar by which decrees passed by (livil 
Courts in British India, and by those established or continued by tliC 
authority of the Governor-General in Council in the territories of the 
Baroda State, are exeeuied by tl\e Courts of the Baroda Stale and 'Vice 
verm. Since 1897 a similar arrangement lias existed between the 
(Jovernment of India and the Baroda Darbar regarding the service of 
summonses issued by (livil or Revenue Courts. 

In 1909 the Goveriunent of India agreed to the proposiil of the 
Baroda Darbar to post Baroda State Police at tfie various Railway 
Stations on lines on which jurisdiction bad been ceded, with the object 
of co-operating with the Railway Poli(‘e in watching for cviininals and 
.suspicious charaeieis- 

Iri 1912 the Government of India admitted the claim of tlie Baroda 
State to levy incorae tax from the officials of the Imperial Ikisial Depart¬ 
ment employed at post offices in Baroda territorv. 

fn 1912 and 1918 the Baroda State ceded full criminal (No. XT.TV) 
and ])ariial civil (No. XLVI) jurisdiction over the lands in the Amroli 
Dixisiori of the vState occupied by the Khijadia-AinreH-Ohalala ami 
Dhasa-Kliundla Railways. This arrangement was extended to the 
Ghalalu-Dhari section in 1917. 

In 191.8 the Baroda State ceded (No. XLV) full and exclusive power 
and jurisdictjoii of every kind over the lands in Baroda which were or 
might thereafter be occupied by the BilliTnora-Sara-Kalamba Railway. 
In the same year the Baroda State ceded, by an Agreement (No. XLVII) 
siipplementarv to that of 1889 (No. XXXVI), full and exclusive power 
and juvisdiction of every kind over the lands in the Baroda State which 
were or might thereafter be oi-cupied by the Alehsana-Viramgain Rail¬ 
way 

In 1918 the Secretary of State sanctioned the construction by the 
Baroda State of the Okhamandal Railway (a metre gauge line from 
Kuranga to Adaira) on condition that the State jihoiild levy at Beyt 
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cuf^tomB chit IBB j»n<i poH dues at rat^s uot lo^vei' than iiioBe levied iti 


of HritiBh India. 

In 1917 the (Government of India abolished the practiee, till then 
obtaining, thereby every sentence of death passed l)y tlie ihiroda Stuie 
Conrta reqiiiivd tlie confirmation of the Goekwur. His llig’hness now 
exorcises a Rvde.r^s prerogative of incvcy where an a|>plication is ma<!e 
to him. 

In 1919 the BaVoda llarbar agreed to a proposal made hy the Govorn- 
ment (;f India that ships owned by them or their snbjecis should fly the 
British flag, with the badge of the State marked thereon; whdo such 
»hip8 ai’e on the high seas or in the territorial waters ot foreign Boweis, 
but that they should continue to fly the Baroda ibig when within the 
territorial waters of India and other parts of the British hinpire. In 
1922 the Admiralty issue<l a warrant autliorising* the State of Baroda to 
use the Bed Ensign defaced hy the badge of the Slate. 

The Government of Imlia have sanctioned a free grant to the Baroda 
State of service postage stamps of ihe value of Rs. 85,000 ]>er aiiuiun 
tor use on rrfficlal itdand correspondence, on tlie understanding that the 
grant will l)e reduced if the postal rates are redm;ed. 

In 1921 an Agreement (TSTo. XI/VIII) was concluded between tire 
Baroda Darbar and the Bombay, Baroda and Central ImJia Ithilway 
Oonipany, whereby the Company undertook the working of the Oaek- 
war’s Melisaiun Ilailways. The Agreement is ierminahle on the fUsi 
March of any year, aftej- not less than twelve months' notice. In the 
same year ilie Government of India sanctioned the estimate foj* the con-^ 
struction hy the State of the Petlad-Bhadran Railway, on couditir/u 
that the Government of India vshould have the right of first refusal to 
pmrhase the British section of the line and that, in ihe event of that 
right not being exercised, the GoveTiiment of India should have the 
vigiit to control any other negotiations for its transfer. 

In J922 the Baroda Durbar ceded (So. XLlX), with full criiniiuil 
and partial civil jurisdiction, the lands in the Okhanmiidal Division of 
the State occupied 1)y the Okhamandul Railway (Xurauga to Adatra), 
In 1924, however, the Government of India agreed to the retention }>y 
the State of jiiiisdiction over the portion of the riilway from Adatia 
Station to the harhour, on condition that, if this portion were used tor 
passenger traffic or if the necessity should otherwise arise, the Govern¬ 
ment of India might assume jurisdiction. The Okhamandal Railway 
and the JainnagaT-Kurauga Section of the lamnagar-Dwarka Hail- 
wav were vunalgamaied iji April 1928, and the w*hoie line from Rajkot 
to "Adatra is now styled tlie lainnagar and Dwarka Hailway 

In 1928, by a Deed ot (X^ssion (No. !>) dated the (ith December, the 
lands ceded by the Guekwar in 185G for ihe construction of the Bombay, 
Baroda and Centra] India Railway (No, XXV) were restored i( him, 
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TO the retention by the Goveninient of India of full power 
jurisdiction over them so'long as they are required for tlie purposes ot 
the Railway. Tip to the time of their retrocession, the Cantonment 
Magistrate at Baroda had exercised magisterial powers oyer these lands, 
in subordination to the District Magistrate of Broach; since their retro¬ 
cession, the lluzur Deputy Collector and Magistrate of the inrst Glass 
at Broach has exercised the same powers over them. 

In 1923 the Baroda Darbar entered into a reciprocal arrangement 
with the Government of liombay regaidiog the periodical paynaent o.f 
pensions, pi’ovided that the amount of each such payment is not less 
than Rs. 100. 

In 1925 the Baroda Darbar entered, tentatively for a period of three 
Years, into a reciprocal arrangement ivith the (Toveriiment of India 
regarding relief from donlile income-tax. It was agreed that, wliere 
income-tax is ciiarged on the same income botli in British India autl 
in the Baroda State, tlie total relief to lie given .sluvll be equivalent to 
the tax at the lower of the two rates of the tax imposed, and that the 
Government of India and the Darbar shall each give a rebate of half 
of the lower rate. This arrangement has been extended up to the Slst 
March 1931. Tlie arrangement does not apply to the officials of the 
Posts and Telegraphs Department serving in Baroda territory. 

In 1927 the Baroda Darbar ceded Jurisdiction over the lauds in tlie 
State occupied by the Kalamba-Jherria extension of the Billimora- 
Kalamba Railway (iSro. I/I). 

In 1929 the Government of India agreed to the issue of denatured 
salt to agriculturists in Gujarat Baroda (not in. Amreli Division and 
Gkhamandal) oil the strength of permits issued hy the Subas of Baroda, 
Navsari and Kadi Divisions of the Baroda State, where British duty 
paid salt is consumed by the subjects. 

In 1929 the Baroda Darhar accepted rules* for the expqjt of salt 


by sea from the State. 

The area of the Gaekwar’s territory is 8,135 square miles; the 
population, according to the Census of .1921. 2,126,522; and the revenue 
in 1925-20 was Rs. 2,37,06,780. 

The military forces of the State consist (1926) of 1,500 Cavalry, 
3,182 Infantry, 93 Artillerymen with 7 serviceable and 37 unserviceable 
guns, and 2,689 Armed Police. There are no treaty provisions as to the 
•stiengtli of the Baroda milituiy forces; but in 1881, on the instiillation 
of the present Gaekwar, the military force.s were made over to him on 
the uuderstauding that no material cbange shoubl be made in their 
number.s or constitution without the a8.ser>t of the British GovernmeuG 
In 1923 the Government of India suspended this stijmlatiou. In 188i> 
the Government of India consented to a proposal that the number of the 
Gaekwar’s mounted troops should not in future exceed 3,000 of which 
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y i,000 ehoiiJd bo regiilarH. In 1887 the OoTernment of Iiulia agreed 
to uu ucldiiion of 600 regulai's, thus bi'inging the total sanctioned 
fit.rengih mounted troop*s up to 3,500. Since that date no iucreasei 
of any kind haa been Banctiorxed. 

The Chiefs of Okluiiimndal ,—The cUstiict of Okhainaudal, in thei 
extreme west of Kathiawar, ia peoj)led by Wadhil Rajput-a, and by 
Waghers, who are a mixed ra(*e of Muhamiuadaiis and Hindus. The 
circiunslarices that led to the eonqnest. of the district liy the British in 
1816, and its cession to the Gaekwar hy the Treaty of Novemhor .1817 
(No. XVI), have been mentioned in the main narrative. 

The Waghers frequently resisted the Gaekwar’s unihority, and in 
J859 rose in open rebellion which necessitated the eniiployment of Britivsh 
troops to subdue them. After the rebellion a British oOicer was stationed 
at Dwarka, the headquarters of the district of Okhamaudal: he was 
an Assistant to the liesideut at Baroda, and had full criminal juris¬ 
diction over the Waghers and other cognate tribes. He was also Com- 
inaudant of the Okhamandal Battalion, which was raised in 1861 and 
is still maintained by tlxe Gaekwar, though only for pujely local pur¬ 
poses. 

In 1920 the Government of India sanctioned the withdrawal of the 
Assistant Kesident at Dwarka, and handed over the administration of 
the Waghers to the Baroda Darbar on certain conditioos and with the 
proviso that, if the new system were foiunl to work tinsatisfactorily and 
British intervention should again be found necessary, the question of 
resuming the admiiiisti’atio.u of the affairs of the Waglier.«=i would again 
be taken inb> consideration. 

Ayn/'e/i.-—The headquarters of the Gaekwair’s possessions in Kathia¬ 
war aie at Amreli. The troubles which led to the appointment of a 
British officer to su|>ervise the district of Gkhamandal made it also 
necessary to appoint an Aswistaiit Resident at AniFeli as the iiieilium 
of all comnuiuications bet\^’een the officers of the Katliiawar Agency 
and the Gaekwar's local oflioiuls. 


Owing to the disturbed state of Katiiiawar in 1864, the British 
authorities required ihut the police iirrangomeiita iu the Amreli Mahal 
should be [)ut on a more saiisfaciory footing. The Geakv^ ur, tJierefore, 
in that year eonveited a police battalion into a battalion of regulars, 
which was cantoned at Dhari, near the Gir jungles, a resort of the law¬ 
less (huracters of Kiithiawai’. The regiment was to be under the ex¬ 
clusive orders of the Assistant Resident at Amreli. In 1865 a British 
officer, nominated by the Government of India, but paid by the Baroda 
State, was appointed as Snjjerinteudcjit, or (jomiuandaut of tlie regi¬ 
ment, under the Assistant Resident.. Tlie post oi Superintemleni lapsed 
in 1888 and continued unfilled : the AsBistuiit Resident holding charge 
of the office in addition to his own duties. . In 1886 the Goveiuiment of 
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India consented to the removal of the headquarters of the battalion 
tVoiii Dhari to Anireli; but, except for a short interval in 1888, the 
regiment lias remained at Dhari, detachments being stationed at Amreli, 
Kodinai', Dainnagar, lllumkatta, Hatan[)ur and Kadi. In 1898 the 
Government of India corisenied to tlie ilaroda Darbar exercising full 
control over tlie battalion, subject to the jnoviso iluit adeqxiate measures 
were taken for the maintenance of peace and order in and on the hordera 
of ilio Amreli Mahals and that re(|uisition8 from the jxolitical authorities 
in Kathiuwai*, for assistance in connection with outlawry and dakaiti, 
were readily conijdied with by the State. 

rip to 1920 the Goveriunent of India had acted ms guardian of the 
interests of holders of Miilgiras estates in Amreli, between whom and 
the Jlaroda Darl>n,r disputes regarding their giras rights had been 
frequent. In that year, however, the Government of India withdrew 
their direct interferem^.e in the atlalrs of the iMulgirassias, on Certain 
conditions; but reserved to themselves the right to intervene afresh 
should they he satisfied that, owing to misgovernuumt or opjxressive 
methods of adnunistiation, general xmrest was being produced among 
the Mulgirassias. 

The appointment of Assistant Kesident, Amreli, was abolished in 
fanuary 1921. 

M(tr\dvi Tora Oinis ,—The j)etty State of Mandxi within the limits 
of the Surat (li8tri<*t used to collect annually from the mughbouring 
Baroda villages a sum of Broach Ks 46,500 as Tora Girtis. After the 
lapse of Mamivi to tJie British Qoveinment this right remained dor¬ 
mant for some time, but was revived. The Gaekwar resisted the claim, 
luivsing his argument chieily on the grounds that ilu? levy was an im¬ 
moral one imposed by a robber chieftain on peaceable villages belong¬ 
ing to Baroda. It was clear, however, that, whatever the origin of the 
levy may have been, it xvaa an asset belonging to the State of Mandvi 
and not [>rivute revenue of the Chief, and that it was in existence 
long before the Oaekwar’s entry into Gujarat. In these circumstances 
it wiis decided that Baroda shoubl pay to the British Goveinment an 
annual sum of Ks. 43,858 (British) on this account, Jess Ks, 16,456 
on account of siniilur payments due to Baroda from the districts of 
Ahmedabud and Raira. Tlie arrears due from Baroda up to the year 
1865-66 were remitted.

AaREKMKNT betweeu William Anprew Prick, Esq., Chief for Affaire of the 
British Nation, in behalf of the Honourable United East India Com- 
i*ANY, on the one part and Fuiteh Sing Guikwar on the other part. 

The town of Baroach, lately belonging to Mahazuz Khan, Nawab, haying 
been conquered by the victorious arms of the Honourable Company, it is stipu* 
lated and agreed that everything shall remain on the footing it was at the time 
of the said conquest; the English and Futteh Sing each receiving their share of 
tlie revenues, in the proportions they then stood, both within the town and terri¬ 
tory aiinexed thereto. In this there is not to be any difference. Agreeable to 
the above everything is to continue, 

This is the agreement sealed by both parties, the 12th day of January 1773, 
ox the 18th of Shewwel, in the ri86th year of the Hegira. 


No. 11. 

Translation of the Treaty between Rogoonath Row Pundit Purdan on one 
part, and Futteh Sing and Sevatee Bow Shumsher Bahadoor on the 
other part,—1773, 

That Bovajee and Futteh Sing Shumsher Bahadoor had disobeyed and joined 
with the rebels, bub now, by the means of Colonel Keatinge, for and in behalf 
of the Honourable United English Company, have by promising presents accom- 
mddated matters with Pundit Purdan. The following are the Articles of their 
proposals :— 

Article L 

That Sevajee and Futteh Sing Guikwar Shumsher Bahadoor do hereby agree 
to pay the sum of eight lakhs of rupees every year to the Sircar. 

Art icLE 2, 

That they arc, as usual, to attend with a troop of 3,000 good horse and ineo, 
which numbers are not to be lessened-

In Mhado Rao’s time they ufjed to pay every year three lakhe of rupees &o 
Govind Rao Guikwar Shumsher Baliadoor, which sum it is settled not to pay 
him henceforth, and about which Govind Rao is to make no claim against Sevajee 
and Futteh Sing. 


ARTionB 4. 

Conde Rao Guikwar Jumuah Bahadoor is to be countenanced on the same 
footing and agreeable to the assentment made in the time of the late Damajee 
Rao, deceased.

That the government and revenues of the parguunah of Baroach have been 
ceded to the Honourable Company agreeable to the agreement made between 
them and Shereiuunth Punt Purdan, about which Sevajee and Futteh Sing are 
not to make any dispute.

That in the Court of Sheremunth Punt Purdan the Guikwar must pay a due 
attention to everything that is reasonable without having any communication 
with the eneinies.

That for the confirmation and compliance of the above Articles the Honour** 
able Company stand security, and should the Guikwar a})pe,ir any ways false the 
Honourable Company are to preserve them.

Treaty between the Honoitrarlk 
Enouhh East India Company and 
Futteh 8ino Kao Gujwwar Bhum- 
8HER Bahadoor. Concluded at the? 
village of Candebea, in the Per- 
GUNNAH of DiTimoY, January 20th, 
1780. 

The ministers of the Mahratta 
State having refused to accept of the 
reasonable terms of accommodation 
oflercd them by Brigadier General 
Thomas Goddard in the name of the 
Honourable Qovornor-General and 
Council of Fort William, and by 
their obstinate peraeverance in hos¬ 
tile intentions against the English 
compelled them to take up arms in 
defence of their own rights and pos¬ 
sessions, the Honourable the Pres¬ 
ident and Select Committee of Bom¬ 
bay, with the sanction and appro¬ 
bation of the Honourable Governor- 
General and Council of Fort Wil¬ 
liam, have appointed and author¬ 
ized Brigadier General Goddard to 
settle and conclude a Treaty of 
lasting peace and alliance betwixt 
the Honourable the East India Com¬ 
pany on one part, and Futteh Sing 
Kao Quikwar Bliumsher Bahadoor, 
for and ia the name of all the Giiik- 
war family, on the other, and the 
following are blie Articles of conven¬ 
tion mutually entered into :— 

AnTTcnE 1. 

4 Treaty between the Chiefs of 
the English Company and Futteh 


Treaty lietween the Honourable Eng¬ 
lish East India Company and Futteh 
Sing Rao Gutkwar Shumsher Baha- 
. DOOR, concluded at the village of 
Canoeela, in the Pergunnah of 
Dubhoy, January 26th, 1780. 

The ministers of the Mahratta State 
having refused to accept of the reason¬ 
able terras of accommodation ofEered 
tliem by Brigadier General Thomas 
Goddard in the name of the Honour¬ 
able Governor-General and Council 
of Fort William, and by their obstinate 
perseverance in hostile intentions kgainst 
the English compelled them to take 
up arms in defence of their own rights 
and possessions, the Honourable the 
President and Select Committee of Bom¬ 
bay, with the sanction and approba¬ 
tion of the Honourable t)ie Governor- 
General and Council of Fort William, 
have appointed and authorized Bri¬ 
gadier General Goddard to settle and 
conclude a Treaty of lasting peace and 
' alliance betwixt the Honourable Eng¬ 
lish East India Company on the one 
part, and Futteli Sing Rao Guikwar 
Bhumaher Bahadoor, for and in the 
name of all the Guikwar family on 
the other, and the following are the 
Articles of convention mutually entered 
into:— 

Article 1. 

The English and Futteh Sing Kao

eagagemeuta, that the friends of 
the one shall be the friends of the 
other, and the enemies of the one, 
the enemies of the other. If any 
one shall invade the territories of 
the English, it shall be incumbent 
on Rao Shiimshcr to punish him, 
and if any one shall invade the 
country of the said Kao, the Chiefs 
of the English Company shall use 
their mideavours to repel him. In 
this let no deviation happen. 

Article 2. 

Whereas the ministers of Poona 
have repeatedly violated the Treaty 
which under the strongest engage¬ 
ments they entered into with the 
Cliief.s of the English Company, and 
whereas they have committed various 
acts of hostility towards the Eng¬ 
lish, and having also hound their 
loins with enmity against Futteh 
Sing Kao Ouikwar Shumslier Baha- 
door have greatly oppressed him, 
wherefore it lias become necessary 
for our mutual honor to check and 
resent the injuries which have been 
committed hy the ministers of Poona, 
it is therefore at present agreed 
that having removed the govern* 
ment of the ministers of Poona 
from the country of Guzerat, we 
will conquer and possess ourselves 
of the whole country of Guzerat 
and the sou bah of Ahrnedabad, and 
make such an arrangement that the 
ministers shall not he able to re¬ 
ceive or collect a single Daum from 
that country. 

Article 3. 

The share of the country of Guze- 
rat belonging to the Guikwar shall 


and to protect each other against all 
foreign enemies, whatever. 


Article 2. 

The ministers of the Mahratta State, 
by repeated violations of Treaty, as well 
as their late conduct, having drawn on 
themselves the just resentment of the 
English; having also by undue acts of 
oppression proved themselves the ene¬ 
mies of Futteh Sing ; for tliew^ reasons, 
and because the most firm and sincere 
friendship has long subsisted betwixt 
the Honourable Company and Futteh 
Sing, the contracting parties mutually 
agree to enter immediately into an 
offensive league, excluding the goveriv 
ment of Poona from all share of coun¬ 
try in the province of Guzerat; what¬ 
ever. 


Article 3. 

The English agree to support and 
defend Futteh Sing in pos.se8»on of his 
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^ continued and kept entire, and 
the share of the ministers of Poona 
ahall be enjoyed by the English 
Company, and Rao Shuinshor Baha- 
deor shall support and assist the 
Chiefs of the English Company in 
taking it and in keeping posses¬ 
sion of it, and the Chiefs of the Eng¬ 
lish Company shall not fail to sup¬ 
port and assist Rao Shumsher Baha- 
door in the defence and maintenance 
of his share.

As it ia of particular importance 
to settle the country, and as a Treaty 
of union is established betwixt Rao 
Futteh Sing Shumsher Bahadoor 
and the English, Rao Shumsher 
Bahadoor engages that ho will sup¬ 
ply for the present war three thou¬ 
sand horse as usual, and further as 
many more as he can at the requisi¬ 
tion of the Chiefs of the English 
Company, and will perform all that 
is incumbent on a conjunction of 
interests.

Whereas in the divisions held by 
the Cuikwar and the ministers of 
Poona respectively, by reason of the 
double government which exists in 
the same town, and the vicinity of 
their villages to one another, dis¬ 
putes and quarrels daily take place, 
the collection of th^ revenues of the 
country is impeded and prejudiced, 
and the ryots are distressed; the 
Englkh Chiefs are for these reasons 
desirous of settling a new partition, 
so that a Treaty having mutually 
taken place no differences may arise ; 
and with a view to the interests 
and welfare of both, a portion of 


share of the Guzerat province; and 
Futteh Sing is to ass st and support 
the English in possessing themselves of, 
and maintaining the share now held by, 
the government of Poona.

In order to accomplish this service, 
as a firm friendship is now established 
betwixt the English and Futteh Sing, 
the latter agrees to join the English 
with three thousand horse according to 
custom, and as many more as he can 
possibly raise, to act in coil junction 
with them during the present war, 
wdienever they shall call upon him to 
do so. 


Article 5. 

As the present mode of partition be¬ 
twixt tlve Poona government and Futteh 
Sing is attended with great loss and 
inconvenience from the disputes that 
must arise from the interference of the 
officers of each in collecting the reve¬ 
nues of the same places and that lay 
interspersed with one another, it is 
agreed upon that a new settlement of

The final partition and settlement 
of the Guzerat province being made, 
each party is to have the distinct and

interest and welfare of Rao Sluim- 
sher Bahadoor shall first be dis¬ 
cussed. The interests of. Rao Hhniii- 
sher Bahadoor and the interests of 
the Company are one and the same. 


Autiole 10. 

As the above Article is for the 
advantage of Rao Putteh Sing Shiim- 
slier Bahadoor, he, from the friend¬ 
ship and regard which he bears to¬ 
wards the Chiefs of the English 
Company, shall make over to the 
CompAny the district of Zinnore, 
together with the villages of Baroach, 
which arc at present in his posses¬ 
sion.

Futteb Sing baving requested that 
the English support him in witlihold- 
ing the annual tribute hitherto paid by 
him to the Poona government, it is 
stipulated that the Honourable Com¬ 
pany will do 80 till a final peace shall 
be. concluded betwixt them and the 
Pooiia government, in which the in¬ 
terest of Futteh Bing shall be care¬ 
fully and equally attended to with their 
own.

In consideration of the advantage 
that will aiiae to Futteh Sing from 
the above Article, and as a proof of 
his sincere regard and friendship for 
t.he English, he agrees to cede to them

A rticle 1 \. 

All the countries and places made 
over to the English in this Treaty by 
Ffutteh Sing arc to be delivered into 
their hands, and the collections ac¬ 
counted for to them from the day that 
Fnttoh Sing is put in possession of the 
city of Ahmedahad ; ami no demand 
of collection for any past time ‘s to bo 
made on them by Futteli Sing, 


Article 1:;?. 

It is agreed that two copies of 
this Treaty be immediately sent to 
the Honoural.)le President and Select 
Committee of Bombay for tiudr ap¬ 
probation, and to be by them trans¬ 
mitted to the Honourable Governor- 
General and Council of Fort Wil¬ 
liam, under whose sanction it is con¬ 
cluded, in order to receive their 
final confirmation and ratification, 
after which one copy so authenti¬ 
cated is to remain with the Honour¬ 
able President and Select Committee 
of Bombay and another with Futteh 
Sing. 


Article 12, 

It is agreinl that twm copies of this 
Treaty be iimncdiatcly sent to the 
Honourable President and Select Com¬ 
mittee of Bombay for their approba¬ 
tion, and to be by them transmitted 
to the Honourable Governor-General 
and Council of Fort William, under 
whose sanction it is concluded, in order 
to receive their final confirmation and 
ratification, after which one copv so 
authenticated is to remain with the 
Honourahle President and Select C^om- 
mittce of Bombay and another with 
Futteh Sing.

Translation of Prrwanah granted by Govindrow Gaicowar to Muncherjee 
Kursetjee of Nowbary Dessaie, dated 5th Rubee-ahAvul 1194, A,I). 11th 
October 1793. 

Whereas you four years ago left Nowsary, and have since resided in Surat 
and now you have sent your Agent, Mc.duram Dyaldass, on your behalf to wait 
upon us at Poona, and to state that you have thus absconded through fear of op¬ 
pression, and that you have stiffored great injury through the dishonesty of your 
partners and relations in your lands of inheritance or purchase whereon he prays 
us to grant you protection as was given you by the late Futteysingrow Gaicowar 
under the guarantee of the British Government, and extend the same to your 
familv and doporulauts, in which case you W'ould return to Nowsary, for the pros ¬ 
perity of your districts there, with unremitting zeal and fidelity. On this repre¬ 
sentation we have taken into consideration how long you have hoeu in our service. 
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Oiei^ore we have addressed a letter to Mr. GriOiths of the Hon’ble Company 
begging him to give you our assurances under the guarantee of his Government 
for your safety from oppression as was formerly given you in the mime of the 
British Government. 

We hold you in high estimation as an able and zealous servant of our Sitknr,. 
nor shall you be oppressed, or your suggestions opposed without cause. Feat 
nothing hut relying on our solemn promises and the guarantee of the British Gov- 
erument return to your districts and labour for its improvement. You and your 
Gomaalitas and families and dependants of every sort, may rest satisfied that 
no injustice shall be practised against you. Discharge, therefore, 3 ^our duties 
honestly and zealously and lot your minds be relieved of every apprehension. 
You and your dependants it is hereby solemnly promised, shall suiiei no injus¬ 
tice.

Articles of Convention between the HoNoimABLE Jonathan Duncan, Esq., 
President and Governor in Council of Bomray, for and on behalf ql 
the Honourable East India Company, of the one part, and Raojek Appa- 
JTEE, for and on behalf of Anund Eao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shum- 
SHER Bahadoor, of the other part, for the security of the dominion and gov¬ 
ernment of the Guikwar in Guzerat, — 1802. 

Article 1. 

The said Kaojee Appajee having solicited the assistance of the Englisli troops 
against Mulhar Bao, with a view of bringing him to reason, either by peaceable 
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or hostile meiins, bo m to prevent his ruining the country of the State of the 
Gtiikwar, of which Anuncl Kao is the proper and legitimate heir and head, and 
the English troops, under tlio command of Major Walker, having accordingly 
arrived in the torritoriee of the Guikwar, and the said Eaojeo Af>pajoe being also 
CO mo to Cambay to moot the Honourablo the Governor, it is heieby agreed by 
and between them that the expense already incurred, and such otborB as may 
hereafter be occaaioned, for the pay, allowances, and transportation of the troops, 
expoiiditure, and transportation of stores, ammunition, &c., shall be accounted 
for and. paid, with interest, at the rate of three-quarters per cent, per month of 
thirty days, by the said Raojoe Appajee, on Auund Rao Guikwar, and the State 
aforesaid, in two instalmonts; the first to become due on or before ihe 5th of 
October next,?and the^sucond on or before the 5th of January 1803, for the Secu¬ 
rity of which he assigns and tnortgages the Guikwar’s share of tlie district of At- 
taveessoe, near 8urat, hereby agreeing that, on failure of the first instalment, the 
English are to take possession of the said country, and to retain the same under 
their own collection and inanageiueut, until the whole be fully cleared and made 
good to the Honourablo Company, with interest. 

Abticlb 2. 

tt is further hereby stipulated between the Honourable East India Company 
and the Guikwar State that tlie latter shall permanently subsidiy.e from the Hon¬ 
ourable Gorupauy a force of about two tiiousand sepoys, one company of Euro¬ 
pean artillery, and its proportion (<50HHistirig of two companies) of lascars, the 
estiiuated oxjienso of which, iucludiug ostablishment of stores, being about Eupees 
65,000 par mouth. It is hereby agreed that landed jaidad ot funds be assigned 
80 as fully to cover this axpense, and wliatever it may amount to, Irorn such part 
of the Guikwar territories as may bo hereafter fixed on, in view^ to the greatest 
convonience of bivth parties ; but rhiB Article is not to be carried into eilcct till 
the war against Khurroe bo closed, when it is also proposed, through the co-opera- 
tiou of the English, to ollect a reduction in the number of the Arab force now 
kept up, and meanwhile this is to bo considered as an ovontiml and to remain at 
present an entirely secret Article. 

Artjolk 3. 

The pergunuah of Oiowrasseo and the Guikwar's share of the chout-h of Surat 
having been ct^ded to the llonourablc (k)iupany in pursuance of the engagement, 
by letttirs to tliat effect from the late Govind Ilao to the Honourable the Governor 
of Bombay^ he same is hereby coiifirmed for ever. 

Article 4. 

This agreement to bo biudiug and permanent when latified by the Supreme 
Govenuuent of Bengal, who, in all political concerns, control the other Freeiden- 
ciea, but in the lueantime to be in full force. 
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Tn witness whereof the parties have interchangeably sot hereunto their hands 
and seals, in Cambay, this 15th day of March 1802.

Article 1. 

Whereas certain Articles Were, under date the 15th of March last, answer¬ 
ing to the lOtli Zilkad, entered into, under the above-mentioned full powers, by 
the said contracting'partios in reference to the war then carrying on against Mulhar 
Kao, and providing for the Guikwar governiuentks defraying the whole expense 
thereof and for its subsidizing a permanent force from the Honourable Company 
and ceding to them the pergunnah of Chowrasseo and the Guikwar’s share of the 
chouth of Surat; all those stipulations are herein declared to be in full force, and 
of equal strength and validity as if repeated in the present Treaty, 

Article 2. 

Mulhar Rao having commonced hostilities with the State of Atiund Bao'Guik¬ 
war Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, and taking pussossion of Vessanagur, 
induced Amind Bao to solicit the assistance of a British force for the purp^ose 
of ellectually reducing Mulhur Bao and taking his fort of Kurree, upon W'hich 
the English sent a force to Cambay, with the view of bringing the said Chieftain 
to reason, either by peaceable or hostile means; and tlie latter having in conse¬ 
quence been pursued, on account of Mulhar Bao^s not abiding by the advice of 
the English, the war has siu'>e terndnatod successfully for the State of Anand 
Rao, who has in consequence entered on posaession of the fort of Kurree and of 
its pergunnahs, and of Mulhar Bao’s other territories, and made a provision for 
him in the pergunnah of Neryad, ceding also to the English Company tlm pergnn- 
nah of Cliickly, situated in the district of the Surat Attavoessee, in full sovereignty 
for ever, as a spontaneous mark of his gratitude for thek aBsisiunco in overcoming 
this opposition to his authority.

By the Hocond Arfcicio of the Convention of the 15fch of March last, it is sti¬ 
pulated that jaidad or lauded funds equal to the income of Rupees 65,000 pet 
month shall be assigned to the Honourable Company to defray the expense of the 
subsidized force ; but as, from tho present encumbered and mortgaged state of 
the districts composing the Guikwar principality, these assignments cannot be 
effected, and the Honourable Company put into possession during the current 
year, beginning from thb Mirgh of 1859, or June 1802, it is hereby agreed that 
the payment of tho subsidy for this term shall be secured, according to the con* 
dition of a separate bond executed for this purpose, under the present date, and 
that the assignment of land to the Honourable Company shall be effectively and 
fully accomplished by the Mirgh of 1860, beginning in June 1803» This subsidy 
to be chargeable to the Guikwar State from the period referred to in the (hmven- 
tion of the 15th March. 


Akticlr 4. 

The second Article of the Convention of the 15th March last, proposing to 
effect a reduction in the number of the Arab force under tho Guikwar govern¬ 
ment, the principal obstacle to which consists in want of ready money funds for 
the liquidation of the arrears of such part of the said establishment as it is pro¬ 
posed to disband, and the Honourable Company meaning to extend to this effect 
some pecuniary assistance to the Guikwar State, tho repayment of this amount 
is to take place and be secured in manner following 

Tho first payment of interest by the Mirgh of 1860, or June 1803 ; the second 
year’s interest, and one-third of the principal, by the Mirgh of 1861, or Juno 1804 ; 
and all the remaining principal and interest by the Mirgh of 1862, or Juno 1805. 
But in the event of failing in the above stipiilated payments, the revenue of the 
porgunnalis of Barodra, Coral, 8innore, Petlaud and Ahmedabad, to the full 
aiuouub of the nissud, which will he about Rupees 11,75,000 per annum, shall bo 
collected by the Company, in proportion to the advance that may be made by 
them; and when this debt is fully paid, tlie collection of that part of the 
revenue from the above-named perguunahs shall revert again to the administra¬ 
tion of the government of Barodra. 

Article 5. 

IMiero siiall bo a true friendship and good understanding between the Honour¬ 
able linglish East Inilia Company and tho State of Anund Rao Guikwar, in pur¬ 
suance of which the Company will grant the said Cliief its countenance and pro¬ 
tection in all his public concerns, according to justice and as may appear to be 
for the good of the country, respecting which he is also to listen to advice. And 
the State of the Guikwar having represented sundry points to the Governor in 
which it is interested, he has assured Raoba of the general attention o the 
Honourable Company to protect the administration of Anund Rao in all their 
riglita, and to bo aiding to its concerns with His Highness tho Peishwa, or else¬ 
where, on all just occasions, where their assistance may prove requisite and useful. 



For the cultivation and promoting the permanency of the good understand¬ 
ing between the two States, there, shall be a constant good correspondence kept 
up between them, and agents reciprocally appointed to rcKside with each. 


Article 7. 

Tu future the subjects of eaeli State who may take refuge with either shall 
be delivered up, if the State from which such party or parties shall have fled ap¬ 
pear to have any demand of debt, or any just claim against him or tliem; but 
as a free intercourse between the countries and the two govcriunents is also in- 
tend6<l, frivolous claims against parties resorting from their own to the other juris-* 
diction are not to be prefen-cd, and in all serious cases cordiality will be shown. 

Article 8, 

This agreement to be binding and permanent when ratified by the Supreme 
Government of Bengal, which, in all political concerns, controls all the other 
Presidencies; but in the meantime to be in full force,

interchangeably put their bands and seals, in Cambay, this 6th day of June, in the

Translation of a Sunnud, or Grant, of Chickly, written in the form of a letter 
to the HoNoitRABLE Jonathan Duncan, Esq., President and Qovernoji 
of BoMRAYi by Anunp Rao Ouikwar Sena Khan Kheyl Shumsber Baha- 

BOOR, 

After compliments.—Mttlhar Rao Giaikwar Himut Bahadoor being indebted 
to US for the arrears of our annual accoiuits, and having exchanged bahanders 
or securities for the futuro good behaviour on both sides, a settlement had taken 
place. Tn the present year Mulhar Rao unjustly rawd a quarrel with us, and 
without paying any regard to tlie hahanders or securities we sent to him for the 
purpose of discussing the subject, the fort of Vessanagur wan taken from ns, and 
he occasioned much disturbance in our country. Babajee Appajee, on his pro¬ 
ceeding with troops to Katia and Katiavod, was opposed by him, and there en¬ 
sued a battle. In consequence of this we despatched Kehrnauleddien Hossein 
Khan Bahadoor and Gopal Rao Bapojee to you, and begged the assistance of the 
Company Bahadoor, on condition that we shall defray the charges of their troops;

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M^-which a due provision has been separately made; but in testimony of our 
sense of the seasonable assistance afforded to us by the Honourable Company, 
wo now make the Company a present of Chickly, within the province of Surat 
Attaveessee, to be taken possession of by the English at the beginning of the 
approaching year, or Suvant 1859, and to enjoy the benefit of it for ever. In 
this pergunnah, whatever are the gifts and donations, such as annuities, enama 
of villages and grounds, charitable allowances, and the rights of the zemindars, 
may be observed and allowed for, according to the usual rules, and the balance 
of the present year against that pergunnah may be discharged agreeable to its 
accounts.

I, Anund Rao Guikwar Sona Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, do hereby confirm 
and ratify such compacts and agreements as my faithful Dewan, Raojce Appajee, 
hath in my name and on my behalf made and concluded with the Honourable 
the Governor of Bombay. 


Article 1. 


I hereby confirm and ratify auch grants of lands as my said Dewan, Raojee 
Appajee, has mode to the Honourable Company, either in enam or jaidad ; and 
I also declare that I hold myself, my heirs and successors, bound to repay in money, 
or in auch further landed assignments as may be sufficient for the purpose, all debts 
and expenses which the English Government have been at or contracted in the 
course of their military operotions in Guzerat undertaken for the support of my 
Government. 


Article 2. 


I entirely approve and highly commend the prudence of my Dewan in having 
obtained a body of English troops to remain permanently in this country, as ou 
their courage and fidelity I place an unlimited dependence. 

I have determined that the payment of this subsidiary force shall commence 
from the first of this month, English style, or first of Assar 1859, Hindoo era, 


Article 3. 


As I repose an entire confidence in the English, I depend on their friendship 
to shield me from misfortunes. I am sensible that there are many evil-disposed 
persons amongst the Arabs, who disregarding my legal authority, have plotted 
against my liberty and even my life. 

By the favour of God they liave been defeated; but should thoir wicked ma¬ 
chinations at any time hereafter succeed, J shall expect th? English to release 
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desire that all my acts and deeds, althougli executed by me in the usual 
form, while in that state of restraint, may be considered as of no validity. I 
desire, therefore, that my subjects will pay no attention to my orders in this situa¬ 
tion, but hear what Major Walker has to say, strictly following his directions, 
and assisting him in every measure that he shall devise or direct for restoring 
my person to freedom. 


Whoever, in short, shall either bring Canojee into the management of affairs, 
or shut me up in the fort of Baroda, or elsewhere, is a rebel, and I fully author¬ 
ize the aforesaid Major Alexander Walker, or the person entrusted with the chief 
management of the Company’s affairs in Guzerat, to chastise such disturbers of 
government, and bring them to that punishment which is due to those who en¬ 
danger the person of their Sovereign in every part of the world. Thus, therefore, 
I order all the faithful officers of government, silladars, sebundy, and others, on 
any of the foregoing events occurring, to obey Major Walker’s orders. 


Artiolb 4. 

Whereas it is signified in certain Articles of agreement between the Honour¬ 
able the Company and my Dewan, Raojee Appajee, that the English Govern- 
inont is disposed to assist in reducing the Arab force in my service, Major Walker, 
Resident on the part of the English Government at Baroda, consents to assist 
me with a pecuniary loan to effect this reduction in the following terms 


Article 5. 

As it seems impossible that I can retrieve myself or my country from its pre¬ 
sent embarrassments, without reforming and reducing the expense in every 
department, I do hereby promise and agree to make the necessary reductions 
by degrees. The objects of reduction are contained in the annexed account; 
and, if possible, they shall be effected at the periods specified opposite to each 
of the Articles. 

Article 6. 

Before any money is advanced, Major Walker must be satisfied that a real 
and effective reduction shall take place. For this purpose an exhibition must 
be made of the accounts, and a mu.ster taken of the troops in the presence of 
three persons, m., one on the part of the Company, one on the part of the Guik- 
vvar governraent, and the third by such of the Jemadars or Parokhis as may Is 
the agents of the sebundy. According to this muster the account shall be taken 
and discharged. 

Article 7. 

I do hereby further agree and promise that ] shall positively reduce the Arab

l^rovision is already made in the fourth Article of agreement, executed and 
ititerchanged between the Bonoiirable the Governor of Bombay and my Dewan, 
Raojee Appajee, boraring date the ath June, or 5th Suffer last, for the payment 
of the principal and interest of the money to bo advanced by the Company; but 
as it has since been proposed to pay the same off one year sooner than is thereby 
provided, by applying the entire russud of the lands appropic^ted by that Article, 
to the amount of Rupees i 1,75,000 per annum, to the dischargfc^i, in equal pro- 
portions, of the principal and interest of tlie money to be advanced by the Com¬ 
pany, and by such other persons as may engage therein, Major Walker accepts 
of the modification by which the Company’s advance may be liquidated one year

Interest on that part of the pecuniary assistance and aid which the Company 
may give on this occasion shall be reckoned and accounted for from the time the 
said Company may raise a loan for that purpose, and it sha.ll be reckoned every 
six months, at the rate of three-quarters per cent, per month of thirty days, in¬ 
stead of every year or every twelve months. All or any loss by exchange, or 
otherwise, which may arise by bringing the mone}' from Bombay to this place, 
shall be on iny account, and made good b}^ me and my successors. 

AnTiOLE 10. 

Conformably to Major Walker’s sug-gestions and wishes, the Articles con¬ 
tained in this declaration were written, and to which I have given my assent; 
but in the event of evil-disposed persons attempting anything unfair or unreason¬ 
able against my person, my Dewan, Raojee Appajee, bis son, his brother, ne* 
phew, or relations, and Madho Rao Tatia Muzumdar, or even should I myself, 
or my successors, commit anything improper or unjust, the English Government 
shall interfere, and see, in either case, that it is settled according to equity and 
reason. 
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Save also required of Major Walker, on the part of tiie Company, to pro- 
miiae that my State and govermncut dmll be pennaneut, and descend to tlie lineal 
inheritors of the musnud, and that the Dewaiiship shall be preserved to Kaojee 
Appajee. 

In the last place, I desire to form the most intimate connection with the Com¬ 
pany, and that all business witli the Poona Durbar nmy be jointty managed by 
the English Resident and my vakeel.

Appendix Mo. L—Translation of an Engagement by Mulrar Rao Guikwar 
Himut Bahadoor to the Honourable the Governor of Bombay. 

Having through my misfortune fallen into a warfare with the State of Bro^ 
dera, and been defeated by the army of the .said State, assisted by the arms of 
the Honourable English East India Company, 1 surrendered myself on a pro- 
mise of security to my life and my honour, since which the government of Bro- 
dera hath, at the instance of the Governor of Bombay, on the condition of my 
sending for my family, and abatainiiig from all direct or indirect disturbance 
or cons^iiracy against either State, made the following provision for me, viz.f that 
out of the pergiimiah of Neryad (which is the ancient seat and abode of my pre¬ 
decessor) a jaidad of a lakh and a quarter of Rupees be assigned and committed 
to me for the support of me and my children, family, and brothers, wherefore I 
agree and give in writing, that exclusive of watchmen, not to exceed two hundred 
men, and a due proportion of sebundy to make my collections, 1 am not to tuain- 
tain any troops whatsoever, hereby consenting that the officers of the Sircar of 
Brodera and of the English geiitlemen may, at any time, after ascertaining the 
fact, cause any excess in my establishment, as above mentioned, to be clismiflued. 
Neither am I ever to erect any fortiheations, but to demean myself, as shall miy 
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and followers, in all respects as becomes a true well-wisher of both 
States, without any deviation or difference whatsoever. A a my securities in 
which respects, Major Walker, on the part of the Honourable Company, and 
.Meer Kehmauleddeen Hoaaein Khan Bahadoor, have, at my instance, engaged 
their responsibility, and likewise undertaken to bo the guardians of my rights, 
under this deed and engagement; and should there prove any deficiency in the 
jaidad of Rupees 1,25,000, those gentlemen are, by interposing with the ofiicers 
of the Brodera government, to cause it to be made up. Besides this, if after ex¬ 
perience had of my good behaviour and the sincerity of my heart, and there thence 
remaining no doubts respecting me, it should ever please Aniind Rao Sena Khas 
Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, with the approbation of the English Government, 
to make any increase in the present provision for me, I shall have cause to be 
thankful on that account.

Appendix No. 2.—The Goveenob of Bombay to Mulhar Rao Himut Baha¬ 
door. 

Having perused your engagement of the 1st of Suffer, I approve thereof: 
you are therefore in full security to repair and continue to dwell with your son 
and brothers, and now dispersed family (whom you are to send for) at Neryad,

After compliments.—Having been indebted to you in money, and having 
bahanders or securities between us, I have created a dispute with you, and after 
entertaining forces, have taken your fort of Vessanagur, and occasioned disturb¬ 
ances in your country, and there ensued a battle with Babajee Appajee. 
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Jr^duced you to solicit, the assistance of tlie English Bahadoor. The 
Honourable Jonathan Duncan Bahadoor proposed to me a peaceable adjust¬ 
ment. which I did not attend to, wherefore the English, in prosecution of their 
support to you, have taken from .me the fort of .Kurree and all the territories btdong- 
ing to me, and delivered them into your Sircar, and for myself made a pro¬ 
vision of Rupees 1,26,000 per annum from the pergunnah of Neryad, which has 
been .given to me through His Hono ur’s means, which I shall accept, and together 
with my son, family, and brothers, will behave to you peacc^ably. With regard 
to my conduct the Honoiirablo the Governor hath satisfied you, and according 
as ho has tluis signified, so shall we conduct ourselves peaceably, without devia¬ 
tion. This jaghire, which has been given me for the maintenance of my family, 
I shall enjoy, and remain co.ntented with it. .1 have no sort of claim on you res¬ 
pecting my former places; but if, in conformity to my engagement, I shall con¬ 
tinue to conduct myself peaceably, according to the Governor’s order, you will 
get my jaidad a little increased from the Sircar.

A body of the Honourable Company’s forces, consisting of two thousand men, 
besides the artillery, have been aubaklized by our government : their charges 
are to commence from the date of the reduction of our Arab aebundy. Landed 
funds are to be assigned in discharge of this subsidy ; but for the ensuing year 
1859, all the territories or mehals belonging to the Guikwar State having been 
enciunbored by mortgages, these assignments cannot be immediately carried 
into effect, wherefore it hath been agreed that at the beginning of the year 1860 
the pergunnah of Dholka shall be assigned towards defraying the charges of the 
subsidized troops, for their future services, and accordingly, in the year J860, 
this pergunnah shall he put into your possession for the puijjoses of the above- 
mentioned charges. In this pergunnah of Dholka, whatever annuities, daily 
allowances, charitable allowances, donations and darakdars allowances there 
may be, should be observed and continued. In the same manner are ?dso some 
villages in this pergunnali allowed for the private expenses of women of the Guik¬ 
war farailies, which are to be continued : the deficiency in the collection arising 
on this account shall be annually paid in cash.

In consequence of the disturbances raised with this Sircar by Mulhar Rao 
Guikwar Himut Bahadoor, I have taken possession of his territories through 
your means, viz,, Kurree, Cupperbund, Deogong, whilst for the maintenance of 
his family and himself it has been agreed to make a provision in the pergimnah 
of Neryad, which, inclusive of the Kellodary or fort, and articles situated therein, 
is known to be equal to a rental of Rupees 2,25,00], out of which he (the said 
Mulhar Rao) shall, on his residing at Neryad with his family, possess as follows, 
subject to an established or former annual varauth or assignment, in favour of 
Kehrnauleddien Hossein Khan on account of his pay and allowances to the amount 
of Rupees 60,000 a year, including which last varauth we have put in possession 
of Mulhar Rao the Cusba and such part of the villages of the said pergimnah as 
shall yield him Rupees 1,75,001 upon your being the guarantee, and the remain¬ 
der, to the amount of Rupees 50,000 of this pergunnah, comprehended in its vil¬ 
lages, to that amount indiscriminately taken, is made over to you towards the 
charges of the subsidized troops, which amount you will accordingly receive on 
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_ account. In this pergurinah whatever donation, annuities, and darak- 

dars allowances are usually paid should be observed in proportion to the share 
of each party; and the Coniavishdars’ balance on the mehal in question shall 
be rateably discharged by each according to the accounts thereof.

Translation of a Sunnud granted by Anundrow Guikwar Sena Khaskil 
Shumshebr Bahadur to Sunkerjek bin Soonderjee Dessaie of Pergun- 
nah Bullaisur, dated Wyshak Sood 14th Sumvut 1857 (corresponding with 
27th April 1801), 

■Whereas you sent to Baroda your real father by name Boolubjee Kiilanjee 
Dessaie of the above Purgunnah who represented before the Hoozoor that Soon- 
derjee Soorjee Dessaie of that Purgunnah had a son by his first wife who died 
at the age of thirty years. The Dessaie’s age being between fifty-five and sixty 
years, and considering that he had no son, contracted a second marriage, four 
or five years elapsed and no offspring, he fell sick, and his life was despaired of, 
considering therefore that the Wuttun would be lost were he to die without heirs 
—four of his friends and Trimbuok Khundeyrow Kamavisdar of Bullaisur Pur- 
gunnah, residing at Nowaarree Mooljee Govindjee on the part of Mulharjee Shet 
the IJmuldar of the Moglaio State. The Goomashta of Tapeedass Laldass, Banker 
of Surat, Nanabhoy Joshee, Karbaree (of Soonderjee’s), Khoorsudjee Mehta Par* 
see, and the mother of the second wife Golab Bossaian, and all the villagers having 
assembled together bega.n to consider that there being no son the Wufctun would 
be lost, they therefore determined to persuade Bessaie Boolubjee Kulanjee who 
was of the same family, and had three sons, to give up one of them. Nanabhoy 
Joshee was then sent to call Boolubjee who accordingly came, and all spoke to 
him on the subject. Soonderjee said, that his condition was one of dilficuJty, 
that ere long his family would be extinct, therefore Boolubjee being his friend 
should make over to him tlie youngest of his three sons. To this he consented in 
the presence of the Deasaie (Soonderjee), the Dessayun (Soonderjee’s second wife), 
both Karbarrees, and all the others, in consideration of his own wife and the DeB* 
sayun being real sisters. When this was done there was no report about the Des* 
dayun being with child. Eight days after tlie adoption had taken place Soon- 
derjoe Dessaie died and yon, the adopted son, performed the funeral obsequies. 
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.^asayim had her hciad ehavecL The neighlxmring land-holdera, the Mandvi 
Karbivrree, and the Karbarreo of the Uiniddar on the part of the Mogla>‘e eatne 
and pre-wnted rnourmng clothes. Afterwards KhoorHedjee Mehta, the Mooktiar 
Karbarreo and the Dessayun privately consulted that in adopting the sot, of a 
friend their reputation would hereafter suffer, that as they had money tliey al.iould 
spread some false report, to the effect that she, the Dessayun, was three months 
gone in the family way and that only six months remained when, should she bring 
forth a son, he would inherit the Wuttun : that in that case 4 or 6 villages, on ac¬ 
count of the Dessaigerry a house and slaves should be given to the adopted son 
—trfius they began to speak. At the time of the Soonwar (a day before the birth 
and forty days afterwards) the Dessayun said that the child had died in the wornh ; 
13 months after this she produced a girl ; 22 months had elapsed, a time which 
was never heard of. After the birth of the daughter Khoorsedjee thought that 
the management of the Wuttnn should be conducted in the name of her future 
hinshand and that Doolubjec Kulanjee should not be permitted to interfere in 
any way. A complaint was made during the administration of His late High- 
'ne.ss Manajeerow Gnikwar, but Khoorsodjee expended money and i>reveMted 
redress being given. After that the request was once or twice made during the 
time of His late Highness Bhawa Sahib (meaning Govindrow Guikwar), In 
the year Suravut 1851 (A.D. 1794-95) Doolubjee complained that Khoorsediee 
Mehta took away as man}' rupees as he pleased from the mahal ; at that time 
the Sirkar took from him (Kboorsedjee) Rupees 41,000. Khoorsedjee deter¬ 
mined on marrying the Desssyun’s daughter to the son of Hurreehhaie Soorjee 
Deasaee of Chioklee, and you— Bunker joe— came to the Sirkar and informed His 
late Highness Bhawa Sahib of the circumstance; whereupon, sowars and a Car- 
coon wore sent to the mahal and imprisoned the Dessayun and her daughter. 
Khoorsedjee and his two sons were brought to Baroda and there confined— 
during the oonfinement Khoorsedjee died. After that Bhawa Sahib also died 
and Khoorsodjeo’s son spent money and commenced negociating, during the ad¬ 
ministration of His late Highness Kanojeerow Guikwar, through the agency of 
one Dada Parsec cau.sed a sunnud to be granted in the name of the son-in-law 
■of the Dessayun ; created disturbances m the mahal ^ made you, the Kamavisdar, 
etc., prisoners—the said Pestonjeo Khoorsedjee Mehta having appointed a new 
Mamlutdar managed the affairs of the mahal and emhezsled the sum of between 
15 to 20,000 Rupees ; when this circumstance became known to the Sircar, Pes- 
tonjee ahd the Dessayun fled to Surat; taking with them all the Suranjam (kit) 
and tliere got the daughter married, which had hitherto been prevented. After¬ 
wards the above mentioned Kamavisdar and you (meaning Sunkerjee) were re¬ 
leased from confinement and brought to Baroda, and bn hearing the particulars 
of your case orders were issued to the effect that the sunnud granted by the. late 
Kanojeerow Guikwar on a misrepresentation from the Parsee, was not proper, 
that you should therefore present a nuzzorana when a sunnud for you and your 
heirs of perpetual guarantee (“ Younch jmrrumfarra ” “ Ohaloo Bhmidarnf ”) 

would be granted to you as the adopted son of Soonderjee. According to the 
instructions the nuzzerana w&s agreed to. 
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Sirkar is therefore plea^sed to grant this Simnud in your name, Sunkerjee 
Soonderjee Dessaie, the adopted son of Sonderjee of the Purgumiah above men¬ 
tioned and you are hereby authorised to enjoy as a hereditary right the usual 
allowance and fees appertaining to the Dessaighurry Villages ars many as there 
be, as also of the villages granted for the keeping up of a palkec, and you are faith¬ 
fully to perform the service of the Sirkar — perpetual guarantee is also granted 
in the sunnud to Doolubjee Kulanjee Dessaee that he shall suffer no unjust treat¬ 
ment from the Sirkar, and you having been acknowledged as the adopted son 
of Soonderjee Soorjeo and successor to the Wuttun, and having paid to the Sirkar 
the nuzzerana of RupoCkS 32,0005 no alteration shall be made in this arrange¬ 
ment. For the duo performance of which the Bhaudarry of Ajiiin Meer Kuma- 
loodoen Hooaoin Khan Bahadoor, Umeen Jemedar, Huyabin Nusur Jemedar, 
Sooltan Jafer Jemedar, Mohoined Abood Jemedar, and Mahomed Muzkoor Jeme¬ 
dar are given*— Dated Wysack Sood ]4tli Sumvut 1857, A.D. 26th April 1801. 
Be this known to you—Chunder 12th Zilhez, 6th May “ Mortub Sood.”

Of these SIX villages the total produce of which is estimated at 10,600 Kttpees 
the proceeds of .Antroly or 900 Eupees a year are assigned for your personal ex¬ 
penses, and the remaining proceeds or 9,700 Eupees, for the expenses of the Pagah, 
agreeable to the custom of such Establishments. 

2. You two above named with your children, dependants and Karkooiis and 
relatives leaving the Fort of Kaira, are at liberty to fix your residence wherever 
you shall think proper, that Fort alone excepted and, wherever you remove to, 
there you shall be free from every molestation; you shall on no account what¬ 
ever suffer any injury so long aa you choose to remain, and whenever the wish 
to remove to your own wuttun induces you to remove thence, we will sec you 
safely thither. 

3. Your personal property attached to the Pagah, of every possible denom¬ 
ination, iron or wood, cloth or rope, is given up to you and you are to remove 
the same at your convenience ; but you are carefully to abstain from appropriat¬ 
ing any Sirkar accoutrements or stores attached to the Pagah. 

4. All the claims you advance against the people of the place shall be care¬ 
fully investigated and equitably adjusted. 

5. The accounts of your Karbary Moljee Tutidee shall be equitably examined 
and adjusted. 

6. You have hitherto discharged the duties of Killader of the Fort of Kaira, 
and you may in the performance of your duties have made yourself enemies among 
the Ryots or Girasaias or others. These people shall on no account offer you any 
molestation ; should they do so, the Sirkar will take measures for your protection, 

such as stated in these six paragraphs are the terms 
of your settlement, and in perpelual guarantee thereto 
Major Walker, the Kesident, pledges the bhaudary of the British Government 
and Ameen bin Humeod Zimindar on his own behalf.

Tho pergunnah of Vijapoor, valued at one lakh and thirty thousand Rupees 
(1,30,000), viz,, the revenues one lakh and twenty thousand Rupees (1,20,000) 
and Durbar Kirch, with other articles, ten thousand Rupees (10,000). 

The Tuppa of the pergurinah of Kurree of twenty-five thousand Rupees (25,000) 
adjoining Vijapoor. 

These jaghires, yielding two lakhs and eighty thousand Rupees (2,80,000) 
are given to you from—-of the ensuing year 1860 (or Anno Domini 1803-04). 

Out of these it will be necessary to pay the usual annual allowances, versha- 
sun, dhurniadaos or cliarities, and darakdas, daity and Durbar Kirch, the amount 
of which you may take credit for and I will discharge it. 

It is necessary that the troops be supported from the provision thus made, 
and that they serve us with respect and fidelity.

Two thousand of your troops are already provided for by Treaty; besides 
them another thousand is now subsidized. In part payment thereof the follow¬ 
ing places are given from the beginning of the ensuing year, mz,, the pergimnah 
of Mattur, valued at one lakh and thirty thousand Rupees (1,30,000) ; the per- 
gannah of Modha or Monde, one lakh and ten thousand Rupees (1,10,000); the 
customs of Kimkatodra, north of the Taptee, fifty thousand Rupees (50,000), 
These amounting to two lakhs and ninety thousand Rupees (2,90,000), 1 have 
given in jaghire for the expense of the additional thousand troops entertained 
by Treaty. 

Out of the funds of these possessions it is necessary that you continue to make 
the usual allowances annually of charities, darakdars, daity and assamidars, and 
durbar kirch, as heretofore. Should thereby the amount stipulated for the sub¬ 
sidiary force fall short, it shall be made up from the Sircar. 

Having taken and appropriated the fruits of the above places for the support 
of the additional thousand troops, it is necessary that your Sirdars perform the 
services of this Sircar in a respectful and faithful manner.

English East India Company on the one part, and the Maharajah Anund 
Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor and Ms children, 
HEIRS and successors on the other, settled by Major Alexander Walker, 
Resident at Baroda, having full powers from the Government of Bombay, 
which is in like manner authorized by His Excellency the Most Noble 
R rcHARO, Marquis Wellesley, Knight of the Most Illustrious Order 
of St. Patrick, one of His Britannic Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy 
Council, Governor-General in Council, appointed by the Honourable 
the Court of Directors to direct and control all their affairs in the East 
Indies, —1805. 

Whereas various agreements have been concluded between the Honourable 
Company on the one part, and Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher 
Bahadoor on the other, all tending to improve and increase the friendship and 
alliance between the contracting parties, viz,, a convention dated at Cambay, 
the 15th March 1802, settled by the Governor of Bombay on the part of the .Honour¬ 
able Company, and by Raojee Appajee, Dewan on the part of Anund Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor; an agreement, dated at Cambay, the 6th 
June 1802, settled by the Governor of Bombay on the part of the Honourable 
Company, and by Raojee Appajee, Dewan, on the part of Anund Rao Givikw^ar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor ; and an agreement made by Anund Rao 
Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor with Major Alexander Walker, 
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at Batoda, on tho part of the Honourable Company, dated at Baroda, 
the 29th July 1802; and whereas it is desirable to consolidate the stipulations of 
all these separate engagements with one definitive Treaty, and further to improve 
the state of alliance of the contracting parties, in like manner as has b«en applied 
for by the aforesaid Baojee Appajee, in his letter of the lOth of bufter (or 12lh 
June 1803), desiring that the present engagement between the Honourable Conv 
pany and the Guikwar State may be drawn up in terms consonant to those em¬ 
ployed in the Treaty of Bassein between the Honourable Company and His High¬ 
ness the Poishwa, the said Company and the Maharajah Annnd Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shuinsher Bahadoor do hereby accordingly agree to the follow¬ 
ing Articles framed for that purpose ; 


Article 1. 


All the stipulations of the engagements heretofore made between the con¬ 
tracting parties, and above recited, vin., on the 15th of March, 6th June, and 29th 
July 1802, are hereby confirmed, and are to bind the contracting parties, their 
heirs and successors, for ever. 


Article 2. 


Tho friends and enemies of either party shall be the friends and enemies of 
both • and if any power shall commit any act of unprovoked hostility or aggression 
against either of the contracting parties, or against their respective dependants 
or allies, and after due representation shall refuse to enter into amicable explana¬ 
tion or shall deny the just satisfaction which the contracting parties shall have 
required, the contracting parties will proceed to prosecute such further measures 
as the case shall appear to demand. 


Article 3. 


Whereas, in conformity to the agreements heretofore made between the Honour¬ 
able Company and the Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher 
Bahadoor, a subsidiary force of two thousand men was subsidized, and inclusive 
of the half augmentation of the subsidiary force first fixed upon, the Maharajah 
Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor agrees to receive, 
and the Honourable Company tg furnish, a permanent subsidiary force of not 
loss than three thousand regular native infantry, with one company of European 
artillery, and their proportion, viz., two companies of gun-lascars, with tho neces¬ 
sary ordnance, and warlike stores and ammunition, which force is to be stationed 
in the territories of the said Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher 
Bahadoor. 


Article 4. 


The subsidiary force will at all times be ready to execute services of importance, 
such as tho protection of the person of Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl

vkumalieT Bahadoor, his hf^irs and auccessoTB, the overawing and chastiBOinent 
of rebels and exciters of disturbance in his territories, and the due correction of 
his subjects or deperidantvS who may withhold the payment of the Sircar s just 
claims ; but it is not to be employed on trifling occasions, nor, Uke sebundy, to be 
stationed in the country to collect the revenue. One battalion of these forces, 
however, or such a proportion of them as the performance of the foregoing services 
may require, will proceed to Kattywar when there may be a real necessity foi 
it; but the English Government, whose care and attention to all the interests of 
the Guikwar State cannot bo doubted, must remain the judge of this necessity. 


Article 5. 

tn order to provide the regular payment of the whole expense of this sub- 
sidiary force, Anund Bao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor has 
coded, by the agreements aforesaid, viz.^ dated the 15tli March, 6th June, and 29th 
July 1802, and 2nd June 1803, districts, and other funds, of which a Schedule (A) 
is anrioxod to this Treaty, of the yearly net value of Rupees 11,70,000. ^This 
cession is con firmed by this Treaty, and Animd Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl 
Shumsher Bahadoor hereby cedes the districts of which the Schedule ia annexed, 
with all the rights of sovereignty thereof, and all the forts which they contain, 
in perpetuity, to the Honourable Company. 


Article 6. 

The districts of Chowraasee, Chickly, Surat, Chouth, and Kaira have been 
ceded to the Honourable Company by Anund Bao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl 
Shumsher Bahadoor as a proof of his friendship, and as a teatimony of his sense 
of the benefit wldcli he has received from his alliance with the Honourable Com¬ 
pany’s government. The cession of these districts is confirmed by this Treaty, 
and Anund Rao Giiikwav Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor hereby cedes 
the districts above mentioned, with all the rights belonging to the sovoreignty 
thereof, and all the forts which they contain, in perpetuity, to the Honourable 
Company. 


Article 7. 

Whereas the Honourable Company have, at different periods, assisted Amind 
Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shiiinaher Bahadoor, both from their own funds 
and those ot hankers, with advances of money, a particular account of which, as 
well as of the funds assigned for the payment of the same, is contained in the 
Schedule annexed, marked B, it is hereby agreed that the full amount of the 
rusaud of the districts therein named, according to the provisions in the eighth 
Article of the agreement of the 29th July, shall be collected on account of the 
Honourable Company, and the persons therein referred to, until these debts and 
interest due upon them shall be fully paid ; and for the past or any future advances 
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Company’s government may make to that of the Gnikwar, mehals 
shall be assigned as their securjty. 


Aetiole 8, 


Grain, and all other articles of consumption and provisions, all sorts of materiais 
for wearing apparel, together with the necessary numbers of cattle, horses, and 
camels required for the use of the subsidiary force shall be exempted from duties 
in the territories of Aniind Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumshcr Bahadoor, 
and the commanding officer and the officers of the subsidiary force shall be treated 
in all respects in a manner suitable to the importance of the trust placed in them 
and the dignity of the British Government. In like manner shall the officers of 
the Guikwar government meet with similar consideration and respect from the 
Honourable Company. In consideration, also, of the good-will and friendship 
which has so long happily subsisted between the Honourable Company and the 
Guikwar government, such goods and articles as may be bond fide required for 
the private use or consumption of that family, or of the ministers, shall be allowed 
to be purchased at Surat and Bombay, and to be sent from thence free of duties, 
on being accompanied by a passport from the Resident at Baroda. 

As the Deccan is the native country of the Mahrattas, who inhabit or serve 
in Guzerat, such of this nation as may be in the Guikwar service shall be allowed 
to pass and re-pass freely, with their families, through the Honourable Com¬ 
pany’s territories. 

It is expressly understood that the admission of this Article is not to sanction, 
or in any shape to authorize, the transit of merchandize or of prohibited goods. 


Article 9 


The Maharajah Ammd Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumshor Bahadoor 
here}>y engages that he will not entertain in his service any Bhiropean or American, 
or any native of India, subject of the Honourable Company, without the consent 
of the British Government; neither will the Company’s government entertain in 
their service any of the Guikwar servants, dependants, or slaves, contrary to the 
inclination of that State. 


Aeticle 10. 


Inasmuch as by the present Treaty the contracting parties are bound in an 
alliance for mutual defence and protection, Aniind liao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl 
Shumsher Bahadoor engages never to commit any act of hostility or aggression 
against any power whatever; and in the event of difference arising, whatever 
adjustment the Honourable Company’s government, weighing matters in the 
scale of truth and justice, may, in communication with the Guikwar Sircar, 
determine, shall meet with full approbation and acquiescence. 
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ARnCLB 11. 

Whereas there are certain unfinished transactions between His Highness the 
Peiahwa and Anund Kao Guikwar Sena Khaa Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, and 
there exist certain papers of accounts which are unadjusted, Anund Kao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kboyl Shumsher Bahadoor doth hereby agree that the Plonourable 
Company’s governirent shall examine into and finally adjust the said transac¬ 
tions, papers and accounts, and the demands resulting therefrom ; and Anund 
Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor binds himself, his heirs and 
successors, to abide by such adjustment as the British Government shall accord¬ 
ingly determine, P’urther, in respect to these unsettled pecuniary affairs existing 
with the governments of His Highness the Peishwa and the Guikwar, it behoves 
the latter to repose a similar faith in the British Government as the Peishwa, 
who has agreed to abide by the adjustment of these concerns. 

This settlement shall be effected by the Honourable Company after taking 
into mature consideration the impoverished state of the Guikwar finances; and 
the latter government entertain a full conviction that no oppressive demand will 
be enforced under the Company's mediation. 


Abtiole 12. 

If, notwithstanding the defensive nature of the agreement between the con¬ 
tracting parties, and their desire to cultivate and improve the relations of peace 
with all the powers of India, war should unfortunately break out, it is agreed that, 
with the reserve of a battalion of native infantry to remain near the person of 
the Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, of 
such proportion as may appear necessary for the security of Guzerat, the residue 
of the subsidiary force, with their ordnance and public stores and ammunition, 
shall be immediately put in motion for the purpose of opposing the 
enemy. 

The troops of the Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher 
Bahadoor shall accompany the British troops to the boundaries of Guzerat in 
order to terminate the war. Should, however, any great exigency arise, the 
circumstances shall be mutually considered, and the best means in the power of 
the contracting parties pursued to terminate the same. 


Articlt!: 13. 

As the enemies of both States are the same, those who are in opposition to the 
Guikwar government, or in rebellion to it, can never, while acting in this manner, 
be admitted to the fricndsliip of the Honourable Company; hut should Canojee 
Guikwar, who comes under this description, repent and submit himself, it will 
be adviaabliJ to allow him a suitable pension, on which he may subsist and reside 
at Bombay, or at any other place which may be equally safe and convenient. 
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Canojce Guikwar nor Mulhar Rao Guikwar will have any other claim 
on the Guikwar government than the pension which has been assigned to the 
latter, and that which may eventually he assigned to the former. 


ABTIOtE 14. 

When the subsidiary troops will take the field, the Maharajah Animd Rao 
Guikwar Setia Khas Khoyl Shumsher Bahadoor will supply such quantities of 
grain and benjarrics to attend the army as the resources of his country may afford, 
the British Government defraying the expense thereof. 


Artiole 15. 

Tf disturbances shall at any time break out in the Honourable Company s 
territories or districts bordering on those of the Maharajah A mind Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, the said Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar 
shall consent to the employment of such a proportion of the subsidiary force as 
may be requisite to quell the same ; and if at any time disturbances shall break 
out in any part of the Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher 
Bahadoor’a territories, to which it might bo inconvenient to detach a proportion 
of the subsidiary force, the British Government will, in like manner, at the requisi* 
tion of tho said Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher 
Bahadoor, detach such a proportion of the troops of tho Company as may be 
most conveniently situated to assist in quelling tho said disturbances in the Maha¬ 
rajah Ammd Rao Guikwar Sona Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor’a territories. 


Article 16. 

In future the subjects of each State, who may take refuge with either, shall 
be delivered upy if the State from which such parties shall have fled appear to 
have any demand of debt or any just claim against him or them; but as a free 
intercourse between the countries under the two governments is also intended, 
frivolous claims against parties resorting from their owm to the other’s jurisdic¬ 
tion arc not to be preferred, and in all serious cases cordiality will bo shown. 


Article 17. 

The contracting parties hereby bind themselves to take into consideration 
hereafter tho commercial relations between their respective territories, and to 
settle them in due time by a commercial treaty.

I, Rana Shreo 8uggaranijee of Aramra, do hereby bind myself to this writ¬ 
ing, which includes Bate and Aramra, and what is here written I agree to abide 
by.

Be it known to all that I, Kooer Babjee of Bate, by the agency of AdekareG 
Suddararn, in order to afford the fullest testimony of respect and attachment 
the Honoiirahle Company, do engage and bind myself, my heirs and successors, 
fco obeserve the following Articles of Agreement concluded by Adekaroe Sudda- 
ram on my part, and by Major Alexander Walker on the part of the Honourable 
Company:— 


Articlb: 1. 

Whereas the duty of protecting those who travel or trade by land extends 
equally to those who travel and trade by sea, I do, in like manner, for myself, 
my lieirs and successors, engage not to permit, instigate, or connive at any act 
of piracy being committed by any person living under my authority, or subject 
to my control, nor shall those who follow the profowsslon of piracy receive protec¬ 
tion or assistance in my ports. I do also bind myself to the relinquishment of 
the practice of adding to the distress of the unfortunate, and will accordingly 
afford every possible assistance to vessels in distress, and renounce all claims to ♦ 
wrecks, to which an owner, capable of proving his right, may appear.

'rho Honourable Company’s vessels and subjects shall at all tinics have ad¬ 
mission into my ports for the purpose of carrying on freely trade, and coinnierce ; 
and those merchants and traders who are subject to my authprity shall, in like 
maimer, be allowed to visit and to trade in the countries and harbours of the 
Honourable Company. 

Article 3. 

As the temple of Bate is consecrated to the worship and adoration cf the 
Supreme Being, the Honourable Coiripany will be always disposed to afford the 
temple foi those holy purposes every suitable encourageiDent and protection.

U is further agreed to by me that to prevent aH future causes of dispute or of 
niisuuderstauding, the Honourable Company may appoint Soonderjee Sewajee, 
or one of his connexions to reside at Bate, and from time to time cause one of 
their (Company’s Sircar) vessels to visit the port, and make such inspections as 
may he necessary, to ascertain that all .these Articles are observed inviolably.

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of Tookojee Pol, lo (SoobliaMjee) did not at all look after the 
affairs of the Paga in consequence of family quarrels, nor did he inform the Sartar 
about the same. The horses died, No service was rendered to Government. 
Thereupon Yeshwantrao Bapujee Godbole was entrusted with the work of investi^ 
gating the affairs of the Paga. After making enquiries, ho purchased now horiaes 
and re-established the Paga. About the Nemnook assigned for the expenses of 
the Paga, he represented to the Sarkar that the Nemnook formerly assigned to 
the Paga was for 34 horse at the rate of Rupees 200 per horse ; that deducting 
from this amount the Dumahi (two monthly) charges, there remained Rupees 
150 per horse; that thivS amount was not sufRcient for the maintenance of the 
Paga; that, therefore, if the Nemnook were kept as it was, while the number 
of horsemen was reduced and the rate per horse increased, the horses would pull 
on, and service would be rendered to the Sarkar, Thereupon the Paga was 
reduced by 13 horses and the Nemnook was assigned to 21 horsemen. On that 
account the annual expense for grain, etc,, including contingent expenses are fixed

Supplement to the Definitive Treaty with the Gutkwar,—1817. 

A definitive Treaty, consisting of seventeen Articles, in consolidation of all 
preceding engagements with the Guikwar State, concluded «at Baroda between 
the Honourable English East India Company and the Maharajah Aimnd Rao 
Ouikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shtimsher Bahadoor, his heirs and successors. The 
following Articles of engagement are now agreed on and settled as supplemental 
to the said Treaty by His Highness Futteh Sing Rao Guikwar, on the part of the 
said Maharajah An and Rao Guikwar, and Captain James Rivett Carnac, on the 
part of the said Honourable Company, under full powers and authority granted 
to them respectively for that purpose:— 

Article I, 

Whereas it has appeared highly expedient, in order effectually to provide for 
the in^iatonance of the interests of the alliance in Guzerat, and for the protec- 
tioii of the Guikwar dominions, that the additional means to those provided by 
the 3rd Article of the definitive Treaty, dated 21st April 1805, corresponding with 
20th Mohurrum, 1220 Hegira, or Siimwut 1861, in the month of Chytre, should 
be furniahed by the Honourable Company, the Maharajah Ainiud Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor agrees to receive, and the Honourable 
East India Company to furnish, an increase to the present subsidiary force of 
one battalion of native infantry, of not less than one thousand men, with two 
regiments of native cavalry, of the same strength and complement as the cavalry 
regiment belonging to the Poona subsidiary force; and the Maharajah further 
engages to the admission and residence in the Guikwar territories of any number 
of British troops in excess to the subsidiary force. His Highness being liable to 
no additional charge on this account. 

Article 2. 

The subsidiary force will at all times bo ready to execute the services expressed 
in the fourth Article of the Treaty dated 21at April 1805, corresponding with 
20th Mohurrum 1220 Hegira, or Sumwut 1861, in the month of Chytre; and in 
the event of war breaking out with any of the powers of India, it is agreed, con¬ 
formably to the 12th Article of the aforesaid Treaty, that with the reserve of a 
battalion of native infantry to remain near the person of the Maharajah Auund 
Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, or such a proportion as 
may appear necessary for the security of Guzerat, the residue of the subsidiary 
force now composed of four battalions of native infantry of one thousand men 
each batalion, or five battalions of eight hundred men, and two regiments of 
native cavalry, with one Company of European artillery, with their proportion 
of gnndascars with the necessary ordnance and warlike stores and ammunition, 
shall be immediateh'' put in motion for the purpose of opposing the enemy. 
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Article 3. 

For the regular payment ol the exponae of the augmentation of the subsidiary 
force, as stipulated in the Ist Article of this engagement, His Highness Anund 
Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor hereby assigns and cedes in 
perpetuity to the Honourable English East India Company all the rights which 
His Highness has obtained from the perpetual farm of the Peishwa’s territories 
subject to the city of Ahraedabad, as secured by the 15th Article of the. Treaty 
of Poona, dated 13th June A. D, 1817, corresponding with the 27th Eujjub 1232 
Hegira, or Sumwut 1873, in the month of Jeyst, it being distinctly understood 
that the engagements to His Plighness the Peishwa contingent on the farm of 
the said territories, are to bo performed by the Honourable Company, and no 
claim of any description on such account is at any time to be preferred against 
the Guikwar government. The territories comprehended in the farm of Ahmeda- 
bad are detailed in the Schedule B, annexed to this Treaty. 

Ab-ticle 4. 

* Inasmuch as the perguunahs belonging to the Honourable Company of Dubhoy, 
Rahadurpore, andSowlee, from their proximity to Baroda, are peculiarly Taluable 
to the Guikwar government, it is accordingly agreed that these districts be made 
over in perpetuity and full sovereignty to His Highness Anund Bao Guikwar, 
his heirs and successors, and that His Highness assigns for ever in full sovereignty 
his share of tfio city of Ahinedabad with the exception hereafter specified, and 
a proportion of the Guikwar share of the Petlaud district contiguous to the Com¬ 
pany’s territories, in perpetuity, and with all the rights of sovereignty thereof, 
in exchange for the aforesaid districts belonging to the Honcurable Company, the 
territories of eacli party being received at the revenues specified in the annexed 
Schedule C. His Highness Anund Bao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Sluunsber 
Bahadoor having retained possession of his fort or havellie in the city of Ahireda- 
bad, and its dependent possessions known under the denomination of the Diiscoorae^ 
it is further agreed and determined that His Highness only maintains a force in 
the said havellie sufficient for the purposes of revenue collections and police, and 
that His Highness’s servants in the havellie will conduct themselves with strict 
regard to the rules and regulations within the city of Ahmedabad of the Company’s 
Government. The Honourable Company, on the other hand, hereby promises 
that every proper accommodation shall he afforded from the public authorities 
in the city to the servants of His Highness Anund Bao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl 
Shumsher Bahadoor residing at or stationed in the said havellie, os well as that 
all persons or troops subject to his Highness’s authority at the havellie of Ahmedn- 
bad, or the Guikwar Duscoorae, shall not be amenable to the laws of the British 
Government, but made subject to His Highness’s authority, who hereby agrees 
to afford satisfaction to the local authorities of the Honourable Company of ade¬ 
quate punishment according to his laws for any niisconduct of his servants and 
dependants within the city of Ahmedabad. In consideration of the good will 
and friendship which has so long happily subsisted between the Honourable 
Company and the Guikwar government, such goods and articles as may be bond 
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required for private uso or consumption of that family or of the ministers shall 
bo allowed to bo purchased at Ahmedabad, and to be sent from thence free of 
diitios on being accompanied by a passport from the Resident at Baroda. 


Article 5. 

Whereas, by the exchange of districts stipulated in the foregoing Article, great 
advantages are derived in territorial extent and population from the possession 
of Dubhoy, Bahadurpore, and Sowlee, His Highness Aaund Rao Guikwar Sena 
Ivhas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, adverting to this benefit, agrees to assign terri¬ 
tory in the vicinity of Surat, or from his portion of the pergixnnah of Petlaud, 
in exchange for the Mogullae claims of the Honourable Company, in virtue of its 
possession of the castle of Surat, on the districts belonging to the Guikwar in 
the province termed Surat A ttavessee. 

ARncLE 6. 

By Schedule A to the definitive Treaty, Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor ceded in perpetuity to the Honourable 
Company, for the expenses of a subsidiary force, certain districts with all the 
rights of sovereignty and produce thereof and all the forts they contain, from which 
districts the pergunnah of Vijapore has been exchanged for other districts of equal 
produce, as particularized in a separate list annexed thereto, conformably to 
which Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor 
engages to transfer in perpetuity all rights of sovereignty over those districts and 
all the forts which they contain to the Honourable Company, and the Honourable 
Company agrees to restore for ever the whole right of sovereignty over the district 
of Vijapore and the forts which it contains to Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor; and whereas, in consideration of the 
Maharajah having consented to the exchange of the district of Vijapore, the 
Honourable Company do promise that they will not apply in future to the Maha¬ 
rajah, his children, heirs or successors, for the exchange of any of the districts 
ceded by the definitive Treaty bearing date the 2l8t day of April 1805, correspond¬ 
ing with 20th Mohurrum 1220 Hegira, or Sumwut 1861, in the month of Chytie, 
or of the other districts now exchanged for Vijapore, or for the exchange of anv 
territory whatever. 

Article 7. 

Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor hav¬ 
ing represented to the Honourable Company that on the island of Bate and in 
ths province of Okamandel there are two places of Hindoo religious worship and 
devotion, and that the Guikwar government should be put in possession of these 
places, and the Honourable English East India Company being disposed to comply 
with the earnest desire of the Maharajah, the province of Okamundel and the 
island of Bate, with all the rights of sovereignty thereof and all the forts they 
contain, are accordingly given to the Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas 
Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, liis heirs or successors, in pei'{7etuity,and the Mn haraja b 
Send, Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor promisoa to allow’ in perpetuity a build¬ 
ing on tho island of Bate to the Honourable C'ompany for depositing stores, free

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^ ^ liaini for tax or otlierwiso^ and consents that all vessels, boats, servants^ 
subjects, etc., belonging to tho Hanoiirablo Company, as well as merchant vessels 
from the Honourable Company’s ports, as may frequent any of the ports and 
places in the provinces of the Guikwar government, shall pass and re-pass without 
hinderance; and the Honourable Company, on the other hand, agrees that all 
vessels, boats, servants, subjects, etc., belonging to the Guikwar government, as 
well as merchant vessels from the ports of tho Guikwar govorjiment as may frequent 
the Honourable Company’s ports, shall u.lso pass and re-pass without hinderance. 
The Maharajah moreover promises that tho person who may reside in charge of 
the Honourable Company’s stores shall meet with no molestation whatever, and 
be treated with all due consideration, 

Akticle 8. 

Whereas, by the second clause of the 12th Article of the Treaty of the 21st 
April 1805, corresponding with 20th Mohiirrum, 1220 Hegira, or Sumwut 1861, in 
the month of Chybre, the Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Khejl 
Shumsher Bahadoox has stipulated to furnish his troops to act with the British 
forces on any great exigency. His Highness hereby further engages, in case of 
war, to bring forward the whole of his military resources for the prosecution of 
the war. The Honourable Company, on the other hand, agrees to take into con¬ 
sideration and determine the pretensions of the Guikwar government to benefit 
by any future partition of territory acquired in foreign wars. The (.Tiiikwar gov¬ 
ernment also binds itself to maintain and hold at the disposal of the Honourable 
Company, to act with the subsidiary force wherever it may be employed, and 
to be subject to the general command of the officer commanding the British troops, 
a body of 3,000 effective cavalry to be supported exclusively at the expense of 
His Highness the Guikwar, and that His Highness will conform to the advice and 
suggestions of the British Government relativ^c to the formation and equipment of 
the contingent of horse, its regular monthly payment, the condition of its arms 
and accoutrements according to the customs of the Guikwar government; its 
muster to be personally taken by the head of the Guikwar government, and at 
tho time of payment on the day of tho new moon in every month, the Guikwar 
government and the Resident at Baroda will also take the muster thereof, or if 
the force is despatched from Baroda on service, the officer who will be nominated 
by the Guikwar Sircar to its conmiand and the officer who proceeds in command 
of the Honourable Company’s troops shall jointly take the muster, agreeably to 
the aforesaid agreement made in that respect.

the contracting parties being actuated by a sincere desire to promote and 
inalntaln the general ttanquillity and order of their respective possessions, and 
adverting to the intermixtUTc of some of the territories b(3longing to the Honour¬ 
able Company and the Maharajah Anund Rao Guikwar Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher 
Bahadoor. it is therefore hereby agreed tliat offenders taking refuge in the juris¬ 
diction of either party shall be surrendered on demand without delay or hesita¬ 
tion.

All Articles of the definitive Treaty at Baroda, dated 21st April 1806, correa- 
ponding with 20th Mohiirnim, 1220 Hegira, or Sumwut 1861, in the month of 
Chytro, not contrary to the present engagement, are hereby confirmed. 

Article 11. 

The Supplemental Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, being this day, 6th 
November 1817, corresponding with 26th Jilliez, 1232 Hegira, or Sumwut 1873, 
in the month of Aswein, settled and concluded at Baroda, to be binding and per¬ 
manent when ratified by His Excellency the Moat Noble the Marquis of Hastings, 
K.G., Governor-General in Council.

It having been stipulated in the 4th Article of the foregoing Treaty that in 
exchange for the districts of Dubhoy, Bahadurporo, and Sowlee, onedialf of the 
city of .Ahrncdabad, and a part of the villages in the Giiikw^ar share of the per- 
gunna-h of Petlaud, bo ceded to the Ifononrable Company, the contracting parties, 
on further CGasideration, have substituted the following arrangement ixicJuding 
tJierein a cession on account of the Mogullae dues on the districts belonging to 
the Guikwar in the Surat Attavees»ee, as agreed for in the 5tli Article of the same 
Treaty, namely, the district known as the Guikwar’s Duscoorae (inclusive of 
dooiuala and enam assignments), with the havellie in the city and the cusba of 
Mota and the pergunnah of Turkesut in the Surat Attaveessee, as specified in the 
annexed detailed account of territories and rights so exchanged. 

It being also mutually desirable, for the interest and convenience of both 
governments and to promote more effectually the consolidation of their power 
and authority, that the rights over the cusba town of Petlaud shall be transferred 
to one or either of the contracting parties, His Highness Anund Rao Guikwar, 
etc., has agreed to cede in exchange for the Company’s rights in the cusba of

Substance of a LErrER from the Honourable MoUntstuart Elphinstonb, 
Governor of Bombay, to Hia Highness Syajee Rao Guijkwar, dated 
3rd April 1820. 

Since my arrival at Baroda we have had many interviews, at which, bealdcs 
increasing the former friendship by personal intercourse, we have had various 
conference .9 regarding the manner in which you are to be vested with the ad« 
ministrations of your own government'. For the bettor remembering of the points 
settled, I now commit them to writing.

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^■'^-^^SlrOreign affairs arc tO remain as liitherto under the exclusive management 
of tlie British Government, 

With regard to internal affalts Your Highness is to be unrestrained, provided 
you fulfil your engagements to the bankers, of which the British Government is 
guarantee. The Resident is, however, to be made acquainted with the plan of 
finance which Your Highness shall deteriiiine on at the comnieiicenaent of each 
year. He is to have access to the accounts whenever he reqmres it, and is to be 
consulted before any new expenses of magnitude are incurred. 

The guarantees of the British Government to ministers and other individuals 
must be scrupulously observed. 

Your Highness to choose your own minister, but to consult the liritish Govern¬ 
ment before you appoint him. 

The identity of mtereafcs of the two States will render it necessary for the 
British Government to offer its advice whenever any emergency occurs but it 
will not interpose in ordinary details, not will its iiative agent take a share as 
formerly in the Guikwar government. 

This letter is written in the spirit of entire friendship and good-will towards 
your State, and I look to hear henceforward of your increasing prosperity and 
reputation.

Translation of a Treaty between the Barns u and Guikwab GovEENMteisTS, 

dated the tkd of April 1820.

With tlio view of promoting the prosperity, peace and safety of the country, 
and in order that the Guikwar government shall receive without trouble and with 
facility the amount of tribute due to it from the provinces of Kattywar and Mahee 
Kanta, it has been arranged with the British Government that His Higliness 
Syajeo Eao Guikwar Sena .Khas .Klieyl Sliumsher Bahadoor shall not send his 
troops into the districts belonging to the zemindars of both the above provinces 
without the consent of the Company’s government, and shall not prefer any claims 
against the zenundars or others residing in those provinces except through the 
arbitration of the Company’s government: (on the other hand) the Company’s 
government engage that the tribute, including Khurajaat, as fixed by the settle¬ 
ments of Sumrnut 1814, A. D. 1807 and 1808, and of Sumwiit 1868, A. D. 1811 
and 1812, shall be paid by the zemindars to the Guikwar government free of 
expense. If in conseq uence of the misconduct of any zemindar or talookdar it 
becomes necessary to Incur any considerable expense, the same, without any 
addition thereto, shall be defrayed by the said zemindar.

Tbanslation of an Answer from the Guikwar Government to the Memo* 
BANOUM regarding the Prohibition of the Import of Opium, dated 17th 
ZiUay 1235 (25tli September 1820), consisting of the following Articles ;— 


Article L 

Opium must not be supplied from the Company’s warehouse, or by merchant 
subjects of the Company, to the merchants and subjects of the Guikwar. Those 
are to be supplied with opium by the Guikwar government. 

Article 2. 

Whatever opium is required for the Guikwar warehouse to be obtained from 
the Collector of Kaira through the agency of a vakeel of the Guikwar. Should 
there be a deficiency of opium in the warehouses of both governments, and it 
should be necessary to procure opium from Malwa, a duatick is to be given per¬ 
mitting the purchase and the free passage of the article. 

Article 3. 

The Guikwai* government will purchase the opium at present in the Guikwar 
districts, and until it is consumed will not purchase from the Company’s stores. 

Article 4. 

Opium is produced in some parts of the Guikwar territories, and it is requested 
therefore that no objection may be made; this continuing to be the case, when 
tho article is ready, it will be purchased by the governniont, to which it is requested 
that no objection may be made. 

Article 5. 

The price of opium to be the same in the territories of the two governments. 

Article fl. 

It is requested that the price at which opium is sold to the merchants and 
ryots at Kaira, Baroach, and other places, where the government warehouses 
will be established, and the Malwa price, may be communicated to this govern¬ 
ment every month. 

Artk!LK 7. 

Any merchants or individuals introducing opium secretly for sale into tho 
Guikwar territories to be subject to have the property confiscated; and any 
opium brought secretly from the Company’s districts for sale to be confiscated 
in like manner, without any objection on the part of the British Government.

Translation of a Memorandum from the Guikwar Government, dated the 

13th Aiiguat 1826. 

A memorandum has been received from the Kesidency, dated 9th of the first 
Shrawun Vud (August 9th, 1826), stating that a letter had been received by Mr. 
Willoughby from Mr. Newnham, Chief Secretary to Government, referring to the 
expedition of Colonel Walker into Kattywar in Sumwut 1864 (A, D. 1807-08), 
at which time the settlement in perpetuity for the tribute was adjusted, and pledges 
obtained from the Jhareja Rajputs that they would desist from their practice 
of female infanticide. Colonel Walker, it is stated, resolved at the time that the 
sums levied as fines from disturbers of the peace and other offenders should, through 
the clemency of government, be distributed in such sums as were suitable to the 
station in life of the parties concerned, to defray the marriage expenses of the 
females who should be preserved through this arrangement. This being brought 
to the notice of the Bombay Government by Captain Barnewall, the orders of 
Government have been forwarded to him, that through the British dependencies 
in Kattywar the sums realised in fines paid by disturbers of tbe peace should 
be appropriated as above specified; and Captain Barnewall has accordingly made 
the necessary arrangements. Further, Mr. Newnham’s letter requires that in¬ 
formation of this settlement should be given to the Guikwar government, and a 
suggestion be made of the propriety of its being extended to the Guikwar depen¬ 
dencies also in the same province. In communicating this an early answer was 
solicited, to which it is replied that the case under consideration is one of charity, 
and will procure the blessing of Heaven on both governments; therefore, what¬ 
ever sums have been realised as fines on offenders since Captain Barnewall was 
placed in charge of the districts, or any extra revenue beyond the tribute as fixed 
for perpetuity by Colonel Walker, may be appropriated as above specified, the 
disposal being year by year duly communicated to us, and the arrangement is 
highly satisfactory to this government

Engagement witli the Guikwab in 1832. 

Papee by His Highness the Gtjikwar, dated the 6th April 1832. 

The Right Hotioxirable the Earl of Glare having told His Highness the Guikwar 
that as His Highness wished to settle the monthly pay of the 3,0CK) contingent 
horse at the dispoBal of the Company’s Sircar, a good arrangement must be made 
to secure their being x>^dd according to the Treaty, His Highness, after considera¬ 
tion, agrees that he will place in continual deposit with the Company Sircar ten 
lakhs of Rupees in (jash, bearing no interest, from the present clay, and he will pay 
the above 3,000 horse their monthly pay according to the Treaty. If he should 
fail in so doing, the Company l^ircar shall, out of the said ten lakhs of Rupees, 
give to the Sirdar, who will, on the part of the Guikvv^ar, be over the horse, the pay 
of the 3,000 horse for that month ; according to the 8th Article of the Treaty, 
and according to custom, the said Sirdar shall pay the 3,000 horse, and the money 
thus taken out of the sum deposited shall be replaced by the Guikwar to complete 
the annual regular deposit of ten lakhs always. A conference on this having passed 
between His Lordship and the Guikwar, it is prayed that His Lordship, taking 
the above into consideration, will be pleased to release the mehals in sequestration, 
in whicli will be shown the goodness and reputation of His Lordship.

Final Paper executed by the Right Honourable Lord Clare, dated the 6th 

April 1832. 

A memorandum has been received from His Highness the Guikwar, dated 
the 5th Zilkad ; its contents are as follows :---There are 3,000 horse at the service 
of the British Government; His Highness the Guikwar agrees that he will place 
in continual {or running) deposit with the Company Sircar ten lakhs of Rupees 
in cash, bearing no interest, from the present day, and he will pay the above 3,000 
horse their monthly pay according to the Treaty; if His Highness should fail in 
80 doing the Company Sircar shall, out of the said ten lakhs of Rupees, give to the 
Sirdar, who will, on the part of the Giiikwar, he over the horse, the pay of the 3,000 
horse for that month ; and according to the Bth Article of the Treaty, and accord¬ 
ing to custom, the said Sirdar shall pay the 3,000 horse, and the money thus taken 
out of the sum deposited shall be replaced by the Guikwar to complete the annual 
regular deposit of ten lakhs always ; His Highness prays, therefore, that the mehale 
sequestrated he released. His Lordship agrees to the above; therefore on the 
abovementioned continual deposit being placed with the British Government, 
the mehals shall be released from sequestration fifteen days after the date of tho 
deposit when the Clior Chittees shall be delivered up,

Translation of a Memoi^anpum presented by His Highness Syajee Kao Guik- 
WAR to the Honourable the Governor at Baboda, dated 8tl;i of Zilhc^i 124B 
or Iflt February 1841. 


In conaequeiioo of disputes existing between the British Government and the 
Guikwar State His Excellency the Governor of Bombay, Sir J. Carnac, Bart., ha^ 
visited Baroda, and a personal conference has taken place. Much discussion arose 
on the subject of the 5,000 horse kept up by the Guikwar State at the disposal 
of the British Government, and on their so remaining according to the Treaty 
at their present strength, and also on the payment by the Guikwar of the new 
Risala raised by the British Government; the Guikwar, having in view a perfect 
friendship and union between the two States and the full contentment of the dis-r 
tinguished Governor, agrees to pay the new Kisala froin the day on which it was 
raised up to the end of the month of Pous in the Sumwut year 1897 (January 
1841), ghdng credit in the accounts for the amount, and from that date to allow 
the expense of the Risala, at an annual charge not exceeding three lakhs of Rupees 
to be deducted from the collections of the tribute made on account of His Highness 
by the British Government; the Risala is to remain, as at present, entirely under 
the orders of the British Government, 


Translation of a Memoranpum presented by the Honourable the Governor, 
Sir J, R. Carnao, Bart., to His Hiohnesb the Guikwar, on the Ist February 
184L 

The British Government having made a proposal to His Highness the Guikwar 
of keeping up 1,500 horse out of the 5,000 maintained by His Highness, to which 
proposal His Highness did not consent, as not appearing in accordance with the 
Treaty; in consequence of the re-establishment of the fviendship between the 
two States, it is determined that the Treaty^ between the two States, including the 
matter of the 3,000 horse, is to remain in force. 


Translation of a Letter addressed to the Honourable Sir J. R. Carnac, Bart., 
ETC., by His Highness Syajee Rao, Guikwar, dated 15th of Zilhez, Sumwut 
1897, 8th February 1841. 

A demand has been made that out of the 3,000 horse maintained by Treaty 
by this government at the disposal of the Honourable Company, 1,500 horse should 
be taken by the Honourable Company; but this does not appear correct under 
the Treaty, and by keeping the 3,000 horse, vrhich are at present at the disposal 
of the Honourable Company, the appearance of perfect friendship between th^^ 
two States and reputation will remain established. In this there should be noi 
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yi\Ge. Earnestly desiring that there should be no dispute between the 
governments, and that a good understanding should exist, as formerly, I wrote 
to you with great urgency, inviting you to visit me, which you have kindly done ; 
and on your arrival at Baroda I liave explained to you all my difficiiItieB, the 
pressure of my debts, and tire expenses of my family and dependants. You then 
Spoke to me on the subject of bearing the expenses of Roberts’s new Risala of horse, 
upon which, as I desired to do nothing beyond your wishes, and considered you 
as my father and protector, 1 gave my consent to allow annually to the extent 
of three lakhs of Rupees in the accounts for the cost of this Risala (agreeably to 
the new d(3mand now made upon me), including the back pay (from the date on 
which the corps .was raised), being influenced entirely by my confidence in you 
and my own helplessness. But I now represent to the Honourable Company and 
to Your Honour that the debt on this State is heavy; that the expenses of my 
family and hereditary dependants are great. This you have yourself seen ; and 
it is for the Honourable Company and for Your Honour to enable me to support 
this, and to confirm the prosperity and reputation of the Guikwar State. The 
burden of myself and of my government rests entirely upon you, and iny prosperity 
and reputation are yours. The Honourable Company and Your Honour are alike 
the protector of my dignity, and from you it will meet with no molestation. I 
am acting in accordance with the Honourable Company’s government; therefore, 
as, in consequence of the new burden of three lakhs of Rupees per annum, which 
the maintenance of this body of horse entails on the (Inikwar government, the 
welfare of this government is placed in difficulty, it is earnestly requested for the 
satisfaction of this government that Your Honour will, in kindness and without 
considering it a diminution of friendship, procure from tlie Honourable Company 
a release from this stipulation. 


Letteu to Hts Rtohness the Guikwar, dated 8th Eebruary 1841. 

Before leaving Baroda, to which place T have come at the earnest request of 
Your Highness, I deem it right to address to you a few words of advice on the 
completion of the business which has been engaging my attention during my stay, 
and on the restoration of the good understanding between Your Higliness and the 
British Government, which, I trust, may never again be disturbed. 

Your Highness’s acquiescence in tlie demand rnade upon you for the main¬ 
tenance of the Risala of horse now under Major Roberts, and of a body of horse 
for service in the tributary districts, combined with the earnest desire which yon 
have evinced for a reconciliation with the British Government and your promises 
to preserve inviolate all existing guarantees, and to be guided by the counsels of 
the British Representative at Your Highness’s Court, has enabled me to renew 
the bonds of amity between the two governments, which had been broken by 
repeated acts of Your Highness ; and it is with pleasure that I have been able, 
in consequence, to restore to Your Highness the sequestrated pergunnah of Petlaud 
and the revenues of the tributary districts. I have likewise, at your earnest request 
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your promise to allow in the accounts of the tribute for whatever sum may 
be awarded to the Dessai of Noweario, removed the attachment on that cusba. 

Before restoring Petlaiid to Your Highness, I should have deemed it necoBsary 
to require from you in writing the most ample security against the ill-treatnmnt 
of any of Your Highness’s subjects in that district in conBcquence of their adherence 
to the British Government while in temporary occupation of it. In deference, 
however, to your strong remonstrances against this measure, as being derogatory 
to your dignity and honour as a sovereign Prince; unnecessary, judging from the 
absence of all complaint from the districts formerly under attachment, which 
were released during tlie government of Lord Clare; and dangerous as likely to 
give rise to causes of collision, I refrained from pressing it on Your Highness, and 
contented myself with receiving from you a solemn promise that you would act 
towards the ryots of Petloud as towards the rest of Your Higlmess’s subjects, 
and allow them to suffer no molestation whatever on account of their having obeyed 
the orders of the British authorities, or assisted them in the management of that 
province. Your Highness will recollect that this promise was made without 
reservation in the presence of the Chief Secretary in attendance on me, the Resident 
and his Assistant, and on the full understanding that a breach of it would, although 
no written engagement was executed, subject the district to re-attachment and 
lirial annexation to the British territory. I re|)osc implicit confidence in Your 
Highness’s promise, and I fed assured that on no occasion shall I regret iiaving 
done so ; but at the same time I deem it my duty again to repeat that the British 
Government will never submit to a breach of this proiniso, or allow the shadow 
of an imputation of bad faith to rest u])on it by a neglect to secure from oppression 
those who are, on all principles of justice, entitled to our protection. 

Your Highness is aware that the demand which I made upon you, as the basis 
of any settlement and of the restoration of the good understanding between the 
two governments, was for the maintenance of Major Roberts’s Risala from Your 
Highness’s revenues, to be subject entirely to the control of the British Govern¬ 
ment ; and to the prodsion by Your Highness of a body of hofse, of the nature 
required by the Treaty of 1817, of not less than 1,500 men for service in Kattywai, 
etc., the districts on which we collect Your Highness’s trihuU^s. Your Highness 
consented to the mamtcnaiice of Roberta's horse in the manner pro^Josed, but 
desired that you might be allowed in addition to keep up the whole contingent 
required by the 8th Article of the Treaty of 3,000 horse, in order that tlie terms 
cl the Treaty might be Btrictly observed. I consented to this, but at the same 
time I informed you that the British Government required only 1,500 for service 
in Kattywar, etc. Should Your HiglmesB at any period desire to reduce your 
contingent to that number for employment in those provinces, no objection will 
be raised to that proceeding ; but in that number Your Highness must retain those 
persons, as Meet Surapaz Ali and others, whose restoration to your service has 
already been acceded to by Your Highness as one of the demands which the British 
Government made against you* 

Your ilighnosB, on the conference which I had with you on the 2nd instant, 
presented me with a memorandum of 31 items on matters requiring settlement, 
VI 2 c 
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Hned Your HiglineBs that after peniBing them, the greater part of theeK; were 
matters wliich aiuBt bo left to the Resident to adjust. On two points, however, 
I explained to you the determination of the British Government, which it is well 
that I should hero repeat: they relate to the attendance of the Eoeident and tJio 
British troops at the fcetivale of the Dussara and Gunputtee, and the presentation 
of honorary dresacs (Aher) by the Besident on the part of the British Government, 
on festive occasions, on Your Highness's family. 

It is needless here to recapitulate the grounds on which the decision of the 
British (j^overnment on this point is founded. It is sufFicient to state, in respect 
to the first, that I have instructed the Besident to pay to Your Highness, as the 
head of the Guikwar State, the requisite honours on your progress on these State 
occasions; ho will accordingly, on receiving from you an intimation of the day 
and hour at wliich your proccasion will leave the palace, attend with the troops 
at some ooiiveniont spot, which will be fixed upon in communication with Your 
fliglmess, and there, without joining in the procession, pay all military honours 
due to your rank. I trust Your Highness will be satisfied with the concession, 
which is the utmost that can be admitted under the imperative orders of superior 
authority. 

It is contrary to the rule established for the guidance of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany that presents should on any occasion be given or received. Although, as 
head of the Government of Bombay, I have thought fit to admit a deviation from 
this rule (and I am happy to have had it in my power, during my present visit, 
to present an Aher to Your Highness on the occasion of the birth of a son to Your 
Highness's eldest son, Eao Sahib), the Resident cannot he permitted to accept 
or present such gifts. 

I must urge on Your Highness the absolute necessity of your strictly observing 
the repeated promises you have made to me to respect in their fullest extent oil 
guarantees of the British Government; a contrary course has already brought 
Your Highness to the verge of ruin, and you may rest assured that it is only by an 
implicit maintenance of these engagements that the good understanding now 
happily re-established between the two governments can continue. The British 
Government in no way wishes to interfere in the internal administration of Your 
Highness's territory, of which it acknowledges you to be the sole sovereign. It 
will enjoin upon all holders of the British guarantee to regard you in that light 
on pain of its severe displeasure, and to observe the utmost respect and submission 
in all communications with Your Highness; but still it cannot be released from 
the obligation of seeing that Your Highness preserves inviolate, in the most miniite 
particular, every Bhandaree engagement of which the British Government is a 
party. 

I have on several occasions taken an opportunity of speaking to Your Highness 
on the subject of the evil advisers by whose counsel Your Higliness has been led 
into difficulty, and more especially of Veneeram Aditram. I have received with 
pleasure Your Highness’s assurances that since your proclaimed dismissal of that 
iiiHvidual, you have had no communication, direct or indirect, with him, and

your adhering to your determination to banielx him from your service 
and your counsels for ever. 

When I consented, at Your Highness’s earnest solicitation,, at our meeting 
of the 2iid instant, to admit the introduction to me of Certain individuals whose 
removal from your service had been required of you in consequence of their being 
the friends and aseoeiatee Of Veneeram, your dismiBsed minister, I begged Your 
Highness clearly to understand that my consent was given purely out of a regard 
to Your Highness’s feelings, and in no respect as indicating my confidence in them, 
or in their fitness for employjnent in Your Highness’s service. I have confidence 
ill Your Highness alone and in your reiterated promises to reject the advice of 
evil disposed peraons, and to study never again to incur the displeasure of the 
British Govemnieut. 

Your Highness will bt) careful, therefore, never to employ any of these indi¬ 
viduals in any transaction whatever with the British Government, or in any busi¬ 


ness connected with our 
guarantees, the holders 
of which have been on

many occasions so grievously oppressed* 

I have apoken to Your Highness on the subject of the nomination of a minister : 


you are aware that you are bound to appoint a perhon to this office, with the appro¬ 
bation of the British Government. You inform me that you desire no minister, 
and that you will yourself transact all matters of business with the Keaideut. As 
a mark of my friendship for Your Highness and of my confidence in fclie continuance 
of this good understanding which 1 observe to exist between you and the Resident 
at your Court, I have consented to waive the demand for the fulfilment of this 
stipulation during such period as Your Highness may act up to your profession, 
and be guided, in all matters in which the British Government has any concern, 
by the good counsel of the British Representative. I feel confident that the 
trust which I am reposing on Your Higlmess will not be misplaced, and that it will 
not be necessary, at any future period, to enforce on you a measure to which you 
express yourself decidedly averse. 

Having happily restored our former friendly relations^ which I trust can neves 
again be interrupted, I leave you in the full expectation that you will faithfully 
and implicitly observe all existing treaties and engagemeuts ; that you will respect 
in the minutest point every existing Bhaudaree, adjusting, in communication with 
the Resident, every pending dispute on just and equitable principles, and allowing 
no occasion to arise for future differences ; and that you will study by every means 
in your power to consolidate your alliance with the British Government. I have 
appointed to your Court a Resident, Mr. Boyd, with whom I am gratified to observe 
that Your Highness is on the most friendly footing of intimacy and cordiality ; 
and I recommend Your Highneas to continue this good understanding with him 
and to be guided by his friendly advice. Finally, I congratulate Your Highness 
on the state of kindness and unanimity which I observe to exist between the several 
members of Your Highness’s immediate family, and I beg to assure you that I 
shall ever take the warmest interest in their welfare. I rejoice that I have had 


2o2 
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^jortunity of visiting you, and renewing that intimacy wivich commenced 
with your early youth ; and I entreat you to believe that in all the advice which 
I have given you (I trust eftectually), I liave been influenced solely by a regard 
to your own welfare and to the maiutcnanco of yonr high position as the head 
of the Guikwar State. It will ever be to me a source of much gratification to hear 
of Your Highness’s welfare, and to be informed that, by a strict adherence to 
existing engagements, Your Highness lias irierited the oblivion of the past.'^and is 
pursuing a steady and honest course for the future, I now bid Your Highness an 
affectionate farewell.

FiiinES for the Exemption from the Payment of the Duties ustudly claimed by 
the Quikwak Govejrnment on the Vessels which may be driven by stress 
of WEATHER into the PoR,rs of Okamundel, Amrolee, and other Mehals 
of Kattywar while on their voyage between Bombay and the ports of Sindh, 
agreeably to the wishes of the Bombay Government, as intimated to me 
in a communication, No. 553, dated 18th September 1844. 


Rule 1, 

Should a boat on her voyage between Bombay and any port in Sindh be driven 
into the mehals of this Sircar by stress of weather, and land its cargo, no duty 
of any kind, and uo port or anchorage fee, will bo exacted, provided the vessel 
roinains in the harbour only a reasonable time. If a single package be landed 
for the purpose of sale or traffic, or if the vessel refuse to pursue her voyage when 
able to do so, then the full aniount of duty shall be levied on the whole cargo, and 
every port or other fee be also levied in the usual manner and the vessel triiated 
in every respect as if consigned to the ports of this Sircar’s mehala. 


Rule 2. 

Should a boat, under the circumstances mentioned at the commencement of 
rule I, put into the port of Okamundel, &c., in so bad a state as to be obliged to 
discharge her cargo into another boat wh’ch conveys it to its original destination, 
no duty will be levied, provided nothing is landed for sale, and provided no un¬ 
necessary delay takes place in the sailing of the boat with the transhippi^d cargo, 
Damagcjd goods may be lauded and sold under the sanction of the custom-house 
officers, on payment of the usual duties. 
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Shoald & boat, under the above, circumstancea, put into the porta of Okarnundid, 
&c., and undergo repairs, landing her cargo in tlio meantime, no duty will be levied, 
provided there is no unnecessary delay, and provided that on reahipping, every 
package of the original cargo is duly accounted for to the satisfaction of the Custom 
Master of the port. 

Rule 4 , 

Should a boat put into the ports of Okamundel, luider the circumstancea 
above mentioned, and undergo slight repairs, without discharging any part of hwi 
cargo, no duty whatever will be levied, provided the repairs do not occupy more 
than a roasonablo number of days. 

Rule 5. 

tShould a boat put into the porta of Okamundel, &c., under the above circum¬ 
stances, at the close of tlie season, and be compelled to lay up for the monsoon, 
security will, in the first place, bo given for the full amount of customs due on the 
whole cargo, and all porta and anchorage fees shall be paid. The goods may then 
be landed and warehoused at the oKpense and risk of the owner or tindnl of the 
vessel. The original invoice of the cargo, or an authentic copy, shall be deposited 
with the customs authorities ; and if on reahipping it shall he discovered that a 
single package has been opened or missing, and cannot bo accounted for satisfac- 
fcorily, the full amount of customs shall be made good according to the security 
previously given. The goods must be resliipped in the same vessel which brought 
them, unless she be proved not seaworthy, in whichytase they may be forwarded 
Oil another. All damaged or perishable goods may be sold under the sanction 
of the custom-house oflficors and on payment of the usual duties. 

Rule 6. 

When any doubts arise as to the application of any of the above rules, the chief 
Guikwar authority of the mehals, If unable to settle the matter othorwiae, will 
refer to the Political Agent, and act according to his opinion’and advice. His 
Highueas the Guikwar reserves to himself the. full right of punishing any tindals, 
owner.s, or supercargoes of boats who attempt to evade these regulations and to 
take advantage of them for the purpose of defrauding the revenue of the Durbar 
But should the offender belong to foreign jurisdiction, the Kamdar must refer 
the case to the Political Agent and act according to his advice, and, pending the 
receipt of that officer’s reply, detain the offender in custody. The public ruust 
be duly made acquainted with these rules. 


Similar rules were issued in 1840 by the Rao of Cutch with reference to the 
port of Maudavee, the only difference being in the last sentence, which ruua: 
“ But in all such cases the Rao will act in concurrence with and under the 
advice of the Political Agent.” 
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Translation of a Yad from Hib Highness the Guikwar to the Rksim^nt at 
BAaoDAj dated 6th Eajjub 1250 (19th May 1850). 

A Yad has been received from the Residency, under date the 4th inatant, No. 257, 
communicating the purpoi*t of Mr, Secretary Goldamid’a letter relative to the 
exemption from payment of duties of vessels which, by stress of weather, may bo 
driven into any of the porta in Kattywar belonging to the Durbar, and requesting 
that exemption to a similar extent to that conceded by the Chiefs in Kattywar 
be made by this government. The Durbar has to report that instructions have 
been issued to the Coinavishdarg of Okamundel and Amrolee agreeably to the 
wishes of the Bombay Government, but that should any boat remain in the port 
many days after the storm has ceased, for the sake of convenience, or with the 
intention of disposing of its cargo, or changing the same, from it alone shall duty 
be exacted; and the merchants in Kattywar residing at the ports belonging to the 
Durbar have also been informed of this arrangement; and in the event of their 
experiencing any annoyance from the Chiefs in Kattywar, &c., in consequence 
of this arrangement, that they should at once report the circumstance bo the nearest 
British authorities, who will investigate the matter. To this effect it is requested 
the Resident will write to the Bombay Government. 


No. XXV. 

Translation of a Yab from His Highness the Guikwar to the Resident at 
Baropa, No. 460, dated 14th May 1866. 

A Yad was addressed by this government on the 29th February last. No. 232, 
regaxdiugHthe land to be given by us for the use of the railway; to this a reply has 
been received from the Residency, under date the 12th May, No. 420, stating that 
the Yad In question not being sufficiently explicit, the Governor-General enter¬ 
tained some doubts on the subject, and requesting His Highness will Idndly, in 
order to remove all doubts and uncertainty for the future, cede the sovereignty 
and authority over the land required for the railway to the Government of India. 

2. In reply we beg to say, as stated in our Yad No. 423, wo shall cede the land 
required for the railway, and the full sovereignty of this land will rest exclusively 
with the Government of India for railway purposes, hut this government enter¬ 
tained no uncertainty or doubt whatever in giving up the land for the road ; and 
as this has been stated in the Yad referred to, it is a matter of regret to this govern¬ 
ment, and wo beg the Resident will kindly write to the Governor-General and 
explain this to him, as this government in every way is dependent on the Governor- 
General. 

Taking this into consideration we write that this business (railway) should 
cause no loss to our revenue in the customs, etc., as stated in our Yad of 29th 
February, No. 232, and wo beg to receive a reply to this effect. 
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'I’hanslation of Yad from Bbioabxer-Qeneral Sir E. C. Shakespear, REsiBEN'f 
at Baeoba, to Hi8 Highness Maharajah Khundi Rao Guikwar Sena 
Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadoor, No. 471, dated Baroda ReBidoncy, the 
14th June 1858. 

The Right Honourable Lord Elphinstono, Governor of Bombay, Major-General 
Roberts, lately Commanding Northern Division of the Army, and myself, have 
all written to the Right Honourable the Governor-General of India, mentioning 
the friendship of the Guikwar and the assistance afforded by him during the past 
year. 

To-day I have received a letter from the Secretary to the Government of India, 
with the Governor-General at Allahabad, No. 1519, of date the ‘list May 1858, 
informing me that Hia Lordship is so gratified at hearing of His Highness Khundi 
Rao Guikwar’s fidelity and devotion that ho has been pleased to order that all 
that part of the kharita of Sir James Carnac, Governor of Bombay, to Syajee Rao 
Maharaj, of date 8th February 1841, which relates to Roberts’s Risala and the 
Quikwar’s contingent horse, and also the whole of the Yad of Maharajah Syajee 
Rao Guikwar, of date 1st February 1841, agreeing to pay three lakbs of Rupees 
a year for the maintenance of Roberts’s Risala—these three matters above VTitten, 
namely, what is written in the kharita about the Risala and about the contingent 
horse, and the Yad regarding the three lakhs—shall be remitted, and that in future 
the arrangement on these points between the two governments shall be that 
specified in the 8th Article of the Treaty of 6th November 1817 ; but when the 
3,000 contingent horse are not required to go with the subsidiary force on service, 
then, in the same way as at present they do duty in the tributary mehals in Guzerat 
and Kattywar, they shall continue doing duty in the tributary mehals as the British 
Government may require, 

Tho Secretary to the Government of India does not mention in his letter the 
date from which this arrangement is to commence, but I will write, and on the 
answer arriving I will inform the Maharajah. 

I have great pleasure in communicating this good news. The Maharajah has 
always acted towards me as a friend, and I enjoy this good news which has come 
for the Maharajah as much as if it concerned myself. 


Translation of Yad from His Highness Maharajah Khundi Rao Guikwar 
Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher Bahadooe to Brigadier-General Sir R. 0. 
Shakespear, Resident at Baroda, No. 625, dated the 17th June 1858. 

A Yad, No. 471, of date I4th June 1858, has been received from the Residency 
to the following effect —That the Bight Honourable Lord Elpliinstone, Governor 
of Bombay, and Major-General Roberts, Commanding the Northern Division of 
the Army, and I wrote to tho Right Honourable the Governor-General of India 
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iff* TOgarding tho friendship of the (hiikwar Sircar and the assistafe 
forded during the past year. That on this a letter, ISTo. 1511), dated 31st 
May 1858, from tho Secretary to the Government of India, has been received to 
the following efiectThat the Right honourable the Governor-General Bahadoor 
being greafcly pleased on hearing the accounts of the fidelity and friendship of the 
Maharajah Khundi Rao Guikwor Sena Klias Kheyl Sbumsher Bahadoor, has 
given an order for the remission of the three matters as liore detailed, namely, 
all that which is written about Roberts Salnb’s Risala and about the contingent 
hofso in Governor Carnac Sahib’s kharita written on 8th February 1841, and, the 
Yad of let [February 1841 which Syajee Rao Mahaxaj wrote, agreeing to give three 
lakhs a year for the maintenance of Roberts Sahib’s Hisala; and that in future 
the arrangement on the above matters between the two governments will proceed 
according to the 8th Article of the Treaty executed on 6th November 1817; but 
when the contingent horse are not required to go with tho subsidiary force on 
service, theU; in the same way as at present they do duty in tlie tributary niehala 
in GUzerat and Kattywar, they shall continue doing duty in the tributary inehals 
as the British Government may require; that in the letter from the Secretary 
to the Government of India the date from which this arrangement is to commence 
is not written ; therefore I will writ© regarding that point, and on receiving the 
answer 1 will inform the Maharajah. 

I beg to reply that I have been very greatly pleased on seeing the contents 
to the effect that the Right Honourable the Governor-General, in the way of kind¬ 
ness and patronage, has remitted the three lakhs for the expense of the'Risala, 
and I beg to write that in futnre there will remain on the part of this Sircar tho 
arrangement for 3,000 sowars remaining in service according to the rect^ved request 
written in the Yad. 

By this being done I am greatly obliged, and it is good in respect to good report, 
and the friendship between the two governments has been clearly displayed. From 
fhe expense also of the Risala falling (on me), the weight of debt was going on 
increasing up to the present day, and this caused rmicli anxiety. In short, the 
character, good name, and honour of this government are of the Hono\irablc Com¬ 
pany Bahadoor and tho Right Honourable the Governor-General Bahadoor; there¬ 
fore, in right of friendship, 1 beg to address my 
patron* to the effect that the friendship of the 
two governments has come down from generation 
to generation, and for the increase of it, 1 have always been careful and have acted 
according to the good advice of the Rcvsiclent Sahib. 

Therefore, having taken the above written substance into consideration, 1 hope 
that you will forward to the Right Honourable the Governor General from this 
governlaeni/ the reprea<3ntati()n of its pleasure. 


Khokerta to the GniKWAR. 

/iffer etmj)f'ifnenfs.---l have learnt with groat satisfaction, from the reports 
which the Resident at Your Highness's Court has from time to time submitted 
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___ the acts by which Your Highness has shown in an umnistakaWe manner 

throughout the late disturbances that Your Highness has identified your own 
cause with that of the British Government on behalf of the authorities in England 
and of myself; I thank you heartily for the proofs of friendship which you have 
afEorded during a time of trouble. 

In consideration of your fidelity and friendship, I have resolved to remit the 
payment of the sum of rupees three lakhs per annum, which, was imposed upon, 
the Guikwsr State in the year 184>1 for the maintenance of the Guzerat Irregular 
Horse; and as a mark of consideration for Your Highness, 1 have further deter¬ 
mined that this remission shall have retrospective effect from the date of Youi 
Highness’s accession to the guddee. 

I have much pleasure in forwarding for Your Highness’s acmeptaueo a pair 
of Morchals, and trust that they may be regarded as a token of the cordial esteem 
in wJiich Your Highness is held by the British Government.

A DoPi'iON SuNiiUD granted to His Highktkss the Maharajah Gtjikwar of Baropa, 

->- 1862 . 

Her Maje.sty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories, should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued, I hereby, 
in fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that, on failure of natural 
heirs, the adoption by yourself and future rulers of your State of a successor accord¬ 
ing to Hindoo law and to the customs of your race will be recognized and confirmed. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so long

Proclamation, —1875. 

To all whom it may concern. 

Be it known that Whereas an attempt has been made at Baroda to 
poison Colonel R. Phayre, C.B., the late British Resident at the Court of His High¬ 
ness the Gaekwar, and evidence has been adduced to the effect that His Highness 
Mulhar Rao Gaekwar instigated the said attempt to administer poison to Colonel 
Phayre; 
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^ Whereas to instigate such attempt would be a high crime against Her 

Majesty the Queen and a breach of the condition of loyalty to the Crown under 
which Mulhar Kao Gaelcwar is recognked as ruler of the Baroda State, and more¬ 
over such an attempt would be an act of hostility against the British Government, 
and it is necessary fully and, publicly to enquire into the trtith of the charge and 
to afford Ilia Highness Mulhar Rao Gaekwar every opportunity of freeing himself 
from the grave suspicion which attaches to him ; 

And Whereas in consequence thereof it is necessary to suspend Mulhar Rao 
Gaekwar from the exercise of power and to make other arrangements for the ad¬ 
ministration of the Baroda State : 

It is hereby notified that from this date the Viceroy and Governor*General of 
India in Council temporarily assumes the administration of the Baroda State, and 
delegates all the powers necessary for the conduct of the administration to the 
Agent to the Govenor-General and Special Commissioner at Baroda. The ad¬ 
ministration will be conducted, as far as possible, in accordance with the usages, 
customs, and laws of the country. 

All Sirdars, Inanidars, Zemindars, and inhabitants of the Baroda territories, 
and all ofheors and persons whatsoever in the civil and military service of the 
Baroda State, or liable to be called upon for aucli service, are hereby required to 
submit to the authority of and render obedience to the said Agent to the Governor- 
General and Special Commissioner during such time as the State may be under 
the administration of the British Government. 

In accordance with the gracious intimation made to the Princes and Ohioffi 
of India that it is the desire of Her Majesty the Queen that their Governments 
should be perpetuated, and the Representation and Dignity of their Houses shouH 
bo continued, a Native Administration will be re-established in such manner as 
may be determined upon after the conclusion of the enquiry and after considera¬ 
tion of the results which such enquiry may elicit.

Proclamation, —1875. 

To all whom it may concern. 

His Highness Mulhar Rao, Gaekwar, was suspended from the exerc’sc of power, 
and the administration of the Baroda State was temporarily assumed by the British 
Government, in order that a public enquiry might be made into the truth of the 
imputation that Plis Highness had instigated an attempt to poison Colonel R. 
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LB., the late Representative of the British Government at the Court ol 
Baroda, and that every opportunity should be given to His Highness of freeing 
himself from the said imputation. 

The proceedings of the Commission having been brought to a close, Her 
Majesty’s Government have taken into consideration the <;|uestion whether His 
Highness Mulhar Eao, Gaekwar, shall be restored to the exercise of sovereign 
power in the State of Baroda. 

The Commissioners being divided in opinion, Her Majesty^s Government have 
not based their decision on the enquiry or report of the Commission, nor have 
they assumed that the result of the enquiry has been to prove the truth of the 
imputations against His Highness. 

Having regard, however, to ail the circumstances relating to the affairs 
of Baroda from the accession of His Highness Mulhar Rao, Gaekwar, to the present 
time, his notorious misconduct, bis gross misgovern men t of the State, and his 
evident incajiacity to carry into effect the necessary reforms ; having also consi¬ 
dered the opinion of the Government of India that it would be detrimental to the 
interests of the people of Baroda and inconsistent with the maintenance of the 
relations which ought to subsist between the British Government and the Baroda 
State, that His Highness should be restored to power, Her Majeaty^s Government 
have decided that Hia Highness Mulhar Rao, Gaekwar, shall be deposed from the 
sovereignty of Baroda, and that he and his issue shall be hereafter precluded from 
all rights, honours, and privileges thereto appertaining. 

Accordingly His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General in Ooimcil 
hereby declares that His Highness Mulhar Rao, Gaekwar, is deposed from the 
sovereignty of the Baroda State, and that he and hia issue are precluded from all 
rights, honours, and privileges thereto appertaining. 

Mulhar Rao will be permitted to select some place in British India, which may 
be approved by the Government of India, whore he and his family shall reside with 
a suitable establishment and allowances to be provided from the revenues of the 
Baroda State. 

Her Most Gracious Majesty the Qfieen^ in re-establishing a Native Administra¬ 
tion in the Baroda State, being desirous to mark her sense of the loyal semces of 
His Highness Khiindee Eao, Gaekwar, in 1857, has been pleased to accede to the 
request of his widow. Her Highness Jumnabaee, that she may be allowed to adopt 
some member of the Gaekwar house, whom the Government of India may select 
as the most suitable person upon whom to confer the sovereignty of the Baroda 
State. 

The necessary steps will accordingly be immediately taken to carry into effect 
Her MajeMy^s commands. In the meantime, with the consent of His Highness 
the Maharaja of Indore, Sir Madava Rao, K.C.S.L, will at once proceed to Baroda, 
and conduct the administration of the State as Prime Minister, under instructions 
which he will receive from the Govenior-GeneraTs Agent and Special (commissioner 
at Baroda, 
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n conferring the sovereignty of the Barodn State, no alteration will be ma<le 
in the Treaty engagernentB which exist between the British Government and the 
(Jackwars of Baroda, and the new Gaekwar will enjoy all the ])riviloge8 and ad« 
vantages which were conveyed to the Oaekwar of Baroda in the Sunnud of Earl 
Canning, dated the llth of March 1868.

I have the honour to state that since my return to T^nroda I have carefully 
perused and considered your communications, marginally noted, on the opium

18th February 1878, 

2 . I was at first desirous of addressing you on the subject, so as to give expres¬ 
sion to the views and considerations which had suggested themselves to me in 
relation to the main points in issue, and which, I thought, might not be imdeserv- 
ing of the attention of the higher authorities in matters affecting States and 
populations and disturbing a long existing order of things. But the result of your 
later conversations is that my field has been very much narrowed. I gather from 
tlioae conversations that the Government of Bombay insist on Baroda adopting 
the Bengal system of monopoly You have pressed for an immediate declaration 
of the intentions of His RiglineSS’s Government. 

3 . Though His Highness’s Government still continue of opinion that less drastic 
measures tlian the one just mentioned are fairly available, and ought to bo tried, 
yet, yielding to the pressure of the situation, we accept what for the sake of brevity 
may hero bo designated the Bengal system ”, 

4 . By the ” Bengal system” the Baroda Administration means— 

(1) The permission of cultivation of the poppy by license only. 

(2) The purchase by the State of the juice of the whole of the poppy crop 

so sown. 

(3) The preparation by State agency of the poppy juice into marketable 

opium. 






The aalo of the opium so prepared to (a) coiiauineirfl within tho Baroda 
territory under the retail sale monopoly, and (6) naerchaaits for ex¬ 
port, it being understood that the KState will convey all the opium 
for export to the scales at Ahmedabad, aud that it will pay. the 
British duty there ; but that the State ia at liberty to make coiitracte 
of aalo of the opxiinx before the opium is taken to the scales, on condi¬ 
tion that the delivery shall not bo made by tho State to merchants 
until after the British duty has been paid at the scales. 
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5 . It is understood that tho Baroda Government will exercise its own discre¬ 
tion, and in any way that may appear to it most advisable in regard to minor 
details, such as making advances to the cultivators, testing the poppy juice, 
manufacturing and packing tho opium, etc., and that in these matters the Baroda 
State is not necessarily bound to follow the procedure adopted by the British 
Govcrnmornt in Bengal. 

6 . I further agree that tho cultivation of the poppy should bo limited to the 
supply of the “ licit demand ”, 

7 . By the “ licit demand ” the Baroda Administration means the demand 
for Baroda-grown opium for consumption within the Baroda territories, and also 
the demand, as detormined by His Highness’s Government, for export to the scales 
at Ahmodabad. The Baroda Btate will accordingly regulate the area of land, 
from time to time, for poppy cultivation. 

8 . The Baroda Administration will adopt the system above described so as 
to bring the next poppy crop under it. The retjuiaite preparations will be begun 
at once. 

9 . In order that I may be in a position to form the best practicable scheme, 
and to frame proper rules, I intend shortly to proceed to the Kari Division (to 
which alone tlie cultivation of the poppy is in future to be restricted). 

10. You have urged upon tis the great desirability of the Sirkar buying up the 
poppy juice which ia at this moment being gathered. I am bound to state that 
circumstances render this not possible. To compel tho ryots without any 'irretiovs 
notice to sell their produce to the Sirkar exclusively, and at rates fixed by the 
Sirkar, would not be just. It would cause a great outcry on their part. Again, 
various contracts, no doubt, exist between the ryots and merchants relative to the 
delivery of the produce. Such contracts and transactions connected therewith 
would be suddenly interfered with, causing no little hardship and complaint. Such 
contracts and transactions may have their ramifications extending to important 
interests in the city of Bombay; and these could not be suddenly and seriouBly 
disturbed. Again, part of the produce has been already gathered, and part of 
what has been gathered has, doubtless, passed out of the growers’hands. To 
reach all the produce, in those circumstances, would necessitate very intjuisitorial 
and vexatious processes whirdi would be opposed or evaded by various expedients 
all calculated to create much distress and discontent. Apart from all this* it would 
be impossible to suddenly organize a aufficlent agency to buy up the produce. 
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S^li^^l^Arrangenieixts could not be instantly made for weighing in of the produce from 
so many individuals, and for payment according to the quality and consistence 
as well as the quantity of the stuff. We liavo no buildings ready and not even 
the requisite vessels, to place or prepare the produce in. We have neither men 
ready, nor appliances, nor the requisite knQwledg<3 for the proper superintendence 
of the preparation of the, produce for the market. In short, it would not, I must 
rospoctfully submit, be possible to undertake a vast and detailed operation of the 
sort without the least previous proparation, I have personally explained these 
manifold and grave dilRciilties, and will, therefore, say no more here on the subject. 

11 . Wo are however alive to the necessity of adopting, meanwhilo, such 
measures as are practicable in view to prevent smuggling and to bring the stock 
of opium and poppy juice now in the country under control, I will here generally 
indicate the character of these measures, 

12 . We have already prohibited the cultivation of the poppy in Potlad and 
Amroli, where it lias hitherto been grown, so that in future there will bo no culti- 
vation of the poppy in the Baroda territory except in the Kari (or Norther.ii) Divi¬ 
sion. This prohibition will be declared in a formal notification, to be issued at 
once, laying down penalties, etc., for infraetiona thereof. 

13. A notiffcation, which will remain in force until the State actually com¬ 
mences its monopoly, will also be issued prohibiting the export of of mm from any 
part of the'Baroda territory except to the scales at Ahmedabad. Steps, will also 
be taken to register the (ypium and poppy juice now in stock in the Kari Division 
as well as, if any, in Amreli and Potlad; and to prevent its removal without the 
uognizance of Sirkar officers. To avoid loss to owners which would arise from 
suddenly making the possession of opium illegal, time will be given (probably not 
further than the 30th September next) to enable them to dispose of the stock of 
opium by taking it to the scales at Ahmedabad, so as to enable the Administration 
to start the monopolies of opium cultivation and retail sale, clear of any stock in 
the hands of private individuals, 

14. There will be no dilRculty in owners of opium in the Kari Division taking 
it to the scales. But the rules proposed by the Government of Bombay under 
Act I of 1878 do not seem to contemplate the export to the scales at Ahmedabad 
of opium from Petlad and Amreli. Bhould it be found necessary to do so, I beg 
that Government will, as a temporarily necessary measurt^ afford facilities to 
owners, if any, in those districts, to take their stock to Ahmedabad before the date 
fixed. 

15. In the Kari Division if any poppy juice remain in the hands of ryots and 
others, after the expiration of the time given, it will bo bought up by the birkar. 

76 . With regard to the juice remaining with the cultivators and others m Petlad 
and Amreli, orders are being issued to buy it up for the Sirkar. The juice so 
bought will be converted by the Sirkar Into opium, which will be disposed of either 
by being sent to the scales at Ahmedabad as if it was Sirkar monopoly opium, or 
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__ ' is8\ied for retail sale in these territories under the retail sale system. If 

it will have to be sent to the scales, or moved from one part of the Baroda territory 
to another, between which British or other foreign territory intervenes, the British 
Government will, I trust, give the necessary facilities for its removal. 

17. Thus, it will be seen that, although it is impracticable to buy up the pro¬ 
duce of the existing crop in the Kari Division, it will he brought under effective 
control, together with the existing stock of opium in that division and other Baroda 
distrurta. The juice in other parts of the Baroda territory than the Kari Division 
will bo immediately bought up ; and measures will be adopted at the same time 
to prevent opium or poppy juico being exported from any part of the Baroda 
territory, except opium, to the scales at Ahmedabad, in other words, to prevent 
smuggling. 

18. In adopting the measures I have indicated, wo shall take as our guide, as 
far as necessary to the objects in view, Act I of 1878, and the rules adopted by the 
British Government itself in its own territory under that Act. 

19. With regard to retail sale of opium for consumption in His Highness’s 
torntoiy, the privilege of such sale is, at present, farmed out in tlie Nowsari, the 
Baroda, and the Amreli Divisions. But there are no complete rules on the subject, 
nor proper penalties, though offences against the farmer’s privilege, as far as can be 
ascertained from former practice, are punished. 

20. We shall now introduce a complete Sirkar monopoly of retail sale through¬ 
out the Baroda territory analogous to that prevailing in British provinces, the 
retail sale prices being a.ssimilate.d. In the above-mentioned three divisions the 
farms f®ll on the 31st July next. We shall take every measure to introduce iu 
those divisions the new monopoly system from the 1 st August next. 

21 . The retail sale of opium in the Kari Division is at present unrestricted, 
there being no farm in that division. It will not be practicable to introduce State 
monopoly in that division before the expiry of the time given to holders of opium 
stock to dispose of their opium, say, till the Ist October next. We contemplate, 
therefore, to introduce the measure there hereafter. 

22. It is, of course, understood that no British duty will be charged on opium 

imported by the Baroda State from foreign territory for consumption in the Baroda 
territory. 

23. It may be necessary for the Baroda State to indent upon the neighbouring 
Collectors, or other British officers in charge of opium depots, for opium required 
for retail sale in Baroda territory. It is understood that such opium will be 

supplied at cost price without any duty or profit being charged to the Baroda 
btate. 

24. I hope that you will see reason to recognize in the arrangements thus pro- 
posed every anxiety on the part of His Highness’s Government to meet the wishes 
of the British Government in the interests of its opium revenue, and at the .-amo 
tune to obviate loss or injury to the interests of this State as far as possible.

2. It i» to bo undorstood that the authorities exorcising the jurisdiction ceded 
as aforesaid, will liberally afford to the servants of the Baroda State ail reason¬ 
able and practicable facilities In view to the prevention of crimes, the apprehension 
of criminals, the seizure of stolen property, and in view generally to the main¬ 
tenance and promotion of peace and order.

Whereas'by Article 8 of the Supplemental Treaty between the British Govern¬ 
ment and tlie Baroda Darbar of the 6th November 1817, it was agreed that His 
Highnes.s the Gaekwar of Baroda should maintain and hold at the disposal of the 
Hon’ble Company, to act with the subsidiary force wherever it may be employed 
and to be subject to the general command of the-Officer Commanding the British 
Troops, a body of 3,000 effective cavalry to be supported exclusively at the expense 
of Hi.s Highness the Gaekwar; also that His Highness would conform to the advice 
and suggestions of the British Government relative to the forn>ation and equip¬ 
ment of the contuigent of horse, its regular monthly payment, and the condition 
of its arms and accoutrements according to the customs of the Gaekwar Govern¬ 
ment. 

And whereas His Highness Khunde Rao Gaekwar Sena Khas Khel Shumsher 
Bahadur, in a letter, dated 17th June 1858, to the address of Sir R. C. Shakespear, 
then Resident at Baroda, agreed that “ when the contingent horse are not required 
to go with the subsidiary force on service, then in the same way as at present they 
do duty in the Tributary Mahals in Guzerat and Kathiawar, they shall continue 
doing duty in the Tributary Mahals as the British Government may require ”. 

And whereas it is now considered advisable that the duties heretofore performed 
by the contingent of 3,000 horse in the Tributary Mahals, should bo in future 
performed by a body of mounted and foot police, entirely under the control and 
management of the British Government. 

The following Articles are therefore agreed upon 

1 . In consideration of an annual payment by the Baroda State of a sum of 
3 | lakhs of rupees, the British Government release the Baroda State from its obliga¬ 
tion to maintain the contingent of 3,000 horse on the terms, and for the purposes, 
cited above. 

The cessation of those obligations to have effect from such date as may here¬ 
after be fixed by the British Government. 

2 . The annual payment stipulated under Article 1 shall be adjusted by deduc¬ 
tion of the sura stated from the tribute collected by the British Government or. 
behalf of His Highness the Gaekwar in the States known as the Tributary MahaJs, 
If the amount of the tribute thus collected in any one year falls short of the sum 
to be deducted, the Baroda State will make up the difference. 

3. In view to the formation of the police force which will be required to perform 
the duties of the Baroda Contingent, the British Government will enlist a number 
of the men now belonging to the said contingent, not less than four hundred, pro* 
vided that such a number of men be found in every way fit for the seiwice. If the 
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mla State deaires more tliaii four hundred men to be enlisted, the British Govern- 
m3nt will make no objection upon the condition of fitness already stated. 

4. The Baroda State will jpjive, with the men enlisted on the above conditions, 
free of charge, a horse for each man enlisted, such horses being selected from those 
belonging to the Baroda State now in the said contingent by British officers 
appointed for the purpose. Should suitable horses not be available from among 
those of the contingent belonging to the Barodn State, the State will, at its own 
cost, furnish horses to be approved by the British officers aforesaid. 

5, The Baroda State will give to the British Government free of charge all 
barracks, pagahs, lines or buildings, the property of the State, now existing in the 
cantonments of the contingent in tlie Tributary Mahals, Guzerat, and Kathiawar. 
Such of the buildings in these cantonments as are the property of Pagahdars of the 
contingent shall be purchased from them by the British Government, and, in future, 
no person, except such as are enlisted in tlio new police force, shall be permitted 
to reside in these buildings. 

6 . The contingent of 3,000 horse will be disbanded; and the Baroda tState 
hereby undertakes to carry out the measures necessary for its dissolution with due 
eonaideration for the interests and reasonable expectation of those wbo are now 
connected with the existing organization of the contingent.

1 . With reference to previous coTrespondcnco it is settled that the ininiiuum 
selling price of opium in British districts in Gn7x?rat, Hia Highnesses territory and 
adjacent Native States, shall be Rupees 1-4 per lb. (of 40 tolas) in advance of the 
rate fixed br the British Goveniment for the issue of opiimi from Government 
depots— i.e., opium shall not be retailed in any portion of the said territorica at a 
rate lower than Rupees 1-4 in advance of the issue rate for the time being in force. 

2. This arrangement to be tentative for two years from 1st August 1887.

3 . The still-head duty rates in force in the portion of the Naosari Division 
in which the Central Diatillory system prevails to be increased to the rates obtaining 
at present in the adjacent British Talukas. 

4. With regard to the ahkari arrangements for the Mahals of Songhad and 
Vyara and the Feta Mahal of Vakal, His Highness's Government will study the 
system now prevalent in the neighbouring British Mahal of Nowapnra and Taluka 
of Pempalner, and if found suitable and unobjectionable, will iutroduee it experi¬ 
mentally in the. said malials of Songhad and Vyara and the Fota Mahal of Vakal 
from 1st August 1887. 

5. His Highness’s Government proposes to introduce the Central Distillery 
system in the Baroda Division from the Ist August 1887 generally on the same 
principles as in the Naosari Division, provided a corresponding system is introduced 
in the contiguous British Diatricta and other Native »States. 

6 . For the farther protection of the ahkari revenues of both Governments* it is 

considered desirable to retire, as far as possible, the licpior shops of either Govern¬ 
ment to a distance of at least two miles from the frontier; It may however be 
necessary to make excoptionB to this liquor shops must be allowed in 

Naosari, although situated within two miles of the' British frontier. In cassis in 
which the rule about retirement of shops to a distance of two miles from the frontier 
may be found to cause inconvenience to a large number of the population, by cutting 
off their liquor supply, it may be necessary to allow a shop either in British or 
Gaekwadi territory, within the two miles limit, to supply the surrounding British 
and Gaekwadi villages with liquor, that is to say, a liquor shop in a Gaekwadi 
village might be allowed to supply liquor to neighbouring British villages wdiile 
another shop in a British village might be allowed to supply adjacent Gaekwadi 
villages-—the choice of all such shops being so made as to balance the loss and 
gain to either Government- At all shops, British or Gaekwadi, allowed within 
the two miles belt, liquor shall be sold of the same strengths and at prices not lower 
than the minimum prices to be settled by mutual consent. 
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In the case of isolated Qaekwadi villages surrounded by British territory 
and %ict it would be desirable to arrange that each such village should be 
supplied with liquor from the nearest distillery, whether in Gaekwadi or British 
territory, the duty levied thereon being payable to the Government to which the 
village belongs. If, howover, the Government to which such village belongs wishes 
to aupply it with liquor from its own distillery, it is at liberty to do so, but in that 
case a minimum selling price will be fixe<l for the village by mutual consent. 

8. To carry out the foregoing arrangement (vAde paragraphs 6 and 7) special 
officers appointed by their respective Governments should meet at an early date 
and submit to their respective Governments their respective proposals with regard 
to each village and shop affected, together with a map of the territory concerned, 
and the matter should finally be decided at a personal conference between the 
British Commissioner of Abkari and the Dewan. 

9. His Highness’s Government reserve for further consideration the question 
of the levy of a tree tax on toddy •producing trees growing in His Highness’s 
territory. 

I. 0. The object of the British Government being the protection of its own Abkari 
revenue, it will suffice for all practical purposes if the arrangements above set 
forth, as" regards a belt of two miles, and as regards isolated villages, are satisfac¬ 
torily. carried out. As to the interior parts of the Baroda territory beyond the 
belt of two miles, and the isolated villages, His Highness’s Government is free to 
make its own arrangements for its abkari administration. 

II. The above arrangeinents having been settled in deference to the wishes 
of the British authorities and for the protection of British revenue, it is to be under¬ 
stood that they are subject to revision by mutual consent, should circnnistanccs 
render such a coxirse expedient in future.

Arttole 1. 

The manufacture of salt in the Kathiawar possesHions of the Baroda Govern¬ 
ment yrill be limited to natural salt, t.e.^ salt made from sea-water or natural 
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or wells, and only sucli quantity will ])e made as shall be siinicient 
for local consumption and for export as hereinafter provideo. 


Abticle 2. 

EfTcictual means shall be taken to prevent the import of salt sent by sea from 
Okharuandcd for the supply of the Ainreli Malials into the adjacent Kathiawar 
Htates, and edicient inoasurcs shall be adox)ted by the othcials of the Ikvroda 
KState to prevent the export of salt by land or sea from the Arnreii Alalials or Ok* 
hatiiandel into any of tlie States of Kathiawar. No salt imported into the Amreli 
Mahals from Okhamandel shall be landed anywhere but at Korinar or Velaui 

Abticle 3* 

The Grovernment of Baroda will adopt effectual means to prevent the exporta¬ 
tion from its possessions in Kathiawar, either by sea or land, of salt manufac¬ 
tured or spontaneously produced therein to any part of British India or of any 
Native Indian State, or of any foreign European settlement in India, and wdll 
publisli a Notiftcatiou prohibiting such export under severe penalty. 


Abticle 4. 

The Government of Baroda will exercise an efficient control over the manin 
factnre of salt and the colleotion of natural salt within its possessions in Kathiaw ar. 

Article 5. 

The Government of Baroda will so regulate the export of salt from its possess 
sions in Kathiawar to foreign ports outside of India, and will place such export 
under such safeguards and checks as to prevent any salt so exported from finding 
its way into any part of British India or of any Native Indian State or of any 
foreign European settlement in India. 

Article 6. 

The Government of Baroda will not permit any salt to be exported from its 
possessions in Kathiawar to any foreign port outside of India, unless the vesstd 
containing it is bound direct for that port. 


Article 7. 

No vessel bound from the possessions of the Government of Baroda in Kathia- 
war to any port situated in British India, or a Native Indian State or any foreign 
European settlement in India, will be permitted to carry salt as sole cargo or as 
part of ite cargo. 


Article 8. 

The Government of Baroda will bind the owner or captain of any vessel con¬ 
taining salt for exportation from ite possessions in Kathiawar to any foreign port 
outside of India, not to touch on the voyage at any port in British India or a 
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Indian State or a foreign European settlement in India, urdess driven to 
it by stress of weather, in which case he shall be hound to give the earliest intinia- 
tion of arriva I to any British or Native oilicer residing at the port, and not to 
laud any pai1< of the salt contained in the vessel at such port. 


Akticle 9. 

Fisbing-boats belonging to the possessions of the Baroda Government in Ka¬ 
thiawar may ship, when leaving a place in the said possessions, a quantity of 
mh not exceeding twenty-five Indian maunds to be used for horn fide fish-curing 
purposes. 

Auticxe lOv 

No modification of these arrangements shall be made without the previous 
consent of the British Governinent and the Baroda State.

Akrangement made by the Brtttsh Government between His Highness the 
Gaekvvar of Baroda and the Raolji of MANSA,'n^-1892. 

Whereas the minor Raolji of Mansa possesses certain rights in and over War- 
tas, Giras, and other lands of various descriptions in Baroda territory, which 
rightsthe representatives of the said Raolji are desirous to exchange for an ade¬ 
quate compensation payable by the Baroda Barbar, 
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whereas His Highness the Maharaja Oaekwar is desirous to acquire the 
said rights enjoyed in his territory by the said Raolji of Mansa. 

The Governor-Greneral in Council has, with tiie consent of His Highness the 
Gaekwar of Bare da and the Raolji of Mansa, made the following arrangement - 

L The T3aroda State will x)ay to the Raolji of Mansa, his heirs and successors 
Raoljis of Mansa year by year not less than fifteen days before the date on which 
tlie first instalment of the annual tribute payable by Mansa to Barocla falls due, 
the sum of eight thousand five hundred rupees (Rs. 8,5(X)) British currency through 
the Mahi Kautha Political Agency, and on failure of payment on the day fixed 
interest shall accrue at the same rate as in the case of tribute due from the Mansa 
State to Baroda, The payinent of Rs. 8,500 per annum with any interest that 
may so accrue shall be under the guarantee of the British Government. 

2. In consideration of the said annual payment all rights and intereBts of the 
said Raolji of Mansa, his heirs and successors Raoijis of Mansa in and over Wan-^ 
tas, Giras, and other lands of every dewscription situated in any part of Baroda 
territory, cultivated, Padtar or Kharabo together with the treoB, Ghahhans, 
Chovrras, etc., are, subject to the fulfilment of the condition set forth in the article 
next following, hereby absolutely transferred to His Highness’s Government 
without any reservation. 

3. The Baroda Barbar will also pay to the Raolji of Mansa within a month 
from the date on which the Wantas and other lantls are handed over a lump sum 
of fourteen thousand rupees (Rs. 14,000) British currency in commutation of all 
miscellaneous petty rights and outstandings of Wantas and other revenues, 

4. All alienations in the said Wantas, Giras, and other lands such as Dhar- 
mada, Pasaita, Vechan, Gharania, Chakariat, Hadia, etc., in the possession and 
enjoyment of the alienees, their heirs, successors or assignees ; all the rights and 
interests of the said Raolji of Mansa, his heirs and successors Eaoljis of Mansa 
in the said alienations, whether by redemption, reversion or in any other manner 
whatsoever, are hereby made absolutely the property of His Highness the Maha¬ 
raja Gaokwar of Baroda. 

5. The lands belonging to the Raolji of Mansa and placed by Captain Hunter 
within Baroda territory by the Boundary Settlement of 1873 and the lands of 
the Bhayat of the said Raolji of Mansa are in no way affected by this arrangenient. 

6. The right of the Raolji of Mansa to receive the Tora Giras pa^mble to him 
by Baroda is not affected by this arrangement.

sation payable by the Baroda Darbar. 

And whereas His Highness the Maharaja Gaekwar is desirous to acquire the 
sai<l rights enjoyed in his territory by His Highness the said Uewan of Palanpur. 

The Governor-General in Council has, with the consent of His Highness the 
Gaekwar of Baroda, and His Highness the Dewan of Palanpur, made the follow¬ 
ing arrangement 

1. The Baroda State will pay to His Highness the Dewan of Palanpur, 

his heirs and successors, year by year not less than fifteen days 
before the. date on which the tribute payable by Palanpur to Baroda 
falls due, the sum of nine hundred rup«;8 (Rs. 900) Siceai currency 
through the Palanpur Political Superintendoncy, and on failure 
of payment on the day fixed interest shall accrue at the rate of Rs. 
6 per cent, per annum. The payment of Rs. 900 per annum with 
any interest that may so accrue shall be under the guarantee of the 
British Government, 

2. In consideration of the said annual payment all rights and interests of 

any description whatever of Hie Highness the said Dewan of Palan¬ 
pur situated in the said Wantas of Chansol and Nagawasna are 
hereby absolutely transferred to His Highness the Gaekwar’s Gov¬ 
ernment without any reservation. 

3. The .Baroda Darbar Avili also pay to His Highness the Dewan of Palanpur 

a lump sum of eight hundred rupees (Rs. 800) in commutation of 
any outstandings which may be due to the Palanpur Darbar by the 
cultivators of the said Wantas of Chansol and Nagawasna.

Beads of Agreement between the Government of His HighneM the Mahetmja Gaekwar^ 
hereimrfter called His Highness' Government, and the Boinbaxj, Baroda dt 
Central India Eailway Company, hereinafter styled the Company, for the work¬ 
ing of His Highness the Gaekwar\s Fetlad Railway, hereinafter called the Pellad 
Eaihvay, 

Under the conditions hereinafter recited, the Company agree to work, on 
bolialf of His Highness’ Government, the Petlad Railway and such extensions 
as it may be agreed upon between .His Higlmess’ Government and the Company 
to include in this arrangement, with eflcct from the 5th May 1890. 

2. The said Company shall have tlie entire control of the train and traffic 
arraiigemonts of the Petlad Eailway during the continuance of this Agreement. 

3. All couimuuicatious between His Highness’ Government and the Company 
under tUivS Agreement shall pass through the Agent to the Governor-General 
at Baroda, and the (.k)risulting Engineer for Riiilways to the Government of Bom¬

18. All money transactions under this agreement, as hetween the Bombay

19. The arrangements herein laid down shall he in force for three years from 
the 5th May 1890but may, either on the expury of the three years or at any time 
thereafter, be terminated on one year’s notice from either party to the Agreement. 

20. Any question of dispute which may arise in carrying out tlieee arrajige 
merits shall be settled by arbitration in a manner to be arranged between the Gov¬ 
ernment of Bombay, His Highness’ Government and the Company. 

21. The Indian Railways Act, and the Standing Regulations of the Company 
as applicable to the B., B. Sc C. 1. Railway, as approved by the Governor-General 
in Council under the Indian Railways Act, which have been accepted by His 
Highness’ Government, shall apply to the Petlad Railway.

Substance of a Draft of an Aobeement proposed to the Peishwa’s Govern^ 
ment by Mr, ELPiaNSTONE on the 16th March 1815, 

It was formerly customary for the tribute of Kattywar and Mahee Kanta to . 
be collected by the Peishwa and the Guikwar by sending forces into the province. 
This method was found inconvenient, because the expense of the armament was 
a deduction from the tribute, and also because the Kattees, being kept in a state 
of constant hostility by this system, continuaily retaliated by incursions into the 
parts of Guzerat belonging to the Mahratta State. To remove these evils, the 
Guikwar (being at that time Sirsoobehdar of Ahmedabad) resolved, on his own 
part and that of the Peishwa, to effect a permanent settlement by which the pres¬ 
ence of troops should be no longer necessary. The British Government also 
resolved to concur in effecting this eettlement, as well with a view to support 
its allies, the Peishwa and the Guikwar, as to secure its own dominions in Guzerat 
from the irregularities produced by the former state of things in Kattywar. Ac¬ 
cordingly, in the year 1807, Sumwut 1863, a force of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany's, with a body of horse of the Guikwar^s, was sent into Kattywar, and 
engagements were concluded with the Chiefs of that country by tho Guikwar’s 
ministers, under the guarantee of the Honourable Company, the good effects of 
which have ever since been felt. Similar arrangements were aftervrarda made on 
the same principles in Mahee Kanta. His Highness the Peishwa having since 
resumed the lann of Ahmedabad from the Guikwar, it becomes necessary to draw 
up a memorandum of the course to be hereafter pursued. 


AbticIiE 1. 


The Honourable East India Company, having taken security for the payment 
of the tribute during the first ten years, engages, in case of failure by the Chiefs, 
to procure the payment of the tribute to His Highness tho Peishwa from their 
securities until the end of the ten years, the Peishwa engaging to abstain from 
all interference with the Chiefs, and promising scrupulously to respect the engage¬ 
ments guaranteed by the Honourable Company. 


Article 2. 


The Chiefs shall send their vakeels to Ahmedabad to pay the Peishwa’s share 
of the tribute, but no other claim of any description shall be advanced by the 
Sirsoobelidar, nor any authority exercised by him over the Chiefs or their ryots. 

Article 3. 

If it shall Appear that there are any posts or forts belonging to His Highness 
the Peishwa in the Kattywar and Mahee Kanta, those shall be made over to His 
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..*.p,anos», bub Hia Highness shall maintain no garrisons in them which are not 
absolutely^ nocesaary for their ordinary defence, and shall not permit the garrisons 
to interfere vfith the people of the surrounding country. 


Article 4. 


The Peishwa’s tribute shall be paid at Ahmedabad, agreeably to the ten years 
settlement, and if the payment is interrupted, the British Govornment will pro¬ 
cure its completion, and His Ilighneas shall not, within the said ten years, inter¬ 
fere in the smallest particular with the Chiefs. If, after the expiration of that 
period, any Chief withhold his tribute, the British Government is no longer to be 
considered answerable for it, but it will concur with the Peiahwa and the Guikwar 
in endeavouring to procure security for the tribute as before, so that it may be 
collected without expense. In the event of failure (in procuring security), the 
Guikwar and the Peishwa shall act in concert for the recovery of their tribute, 
and shall share the expense incurred in that operation ; but as the British Govern 
ment and the Guikwar would suffer from any disorders in Kattywar no less than 
the* Peishwa, His Highness is to levy the tribute as at present fixed, and to make 
no additional demand; he is to send no troops into the country as long as that 
tribute is faithfully discharged, and is to respect the ancient rights of the Boomeeas 
as stated in the separate engagements. 


Article 5. 


Any representations which the British Resident at Baroda may make with a 
view to the preservation of the tranquillity of Kattywar and to the maintenance 
of the engagements made to the Chiefs, are to be attended to by the Sirsoobehdar.

Substance of a Draft of an Aorbement proposed by the Peishwa’s Govern¬ 
ment on the 5th of April, to be substituted for that presented by Mr. 
Elruinstone. 

An annual tribute is duo from the Boomeea zemindars of Kattywar to the 
Sircar and the Guikwar, to collect which the armies of both used annually to go 
into Kattywar and Mahee Kanta, in consequence of which, when Bhugwunt Rao 
Guikwar was Sirsoobehdar of Ahmedabad, he detached the army of the Sircar 
along with that of the Guikwar into Kattywar and Mahee Kanta, at which time 
(in the Arabic year 1207) the Boomeeas represented to both, through the Honour¬ 
able East India Company, that annual expeditions of the Sircar^s force and that 
of the Guikwar into Kattywar and Mahee Kanta, for the purpose of collecting 
the tribute, was an occasion of permanent distress to the Boomeeas, and that they 
awere therefore ready to enter into engagements for the regular payment of their 
annual tribute during ten years, after the expiration of which period another 
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settlement should be made, without their being exposed to the distresses of a 
military inoursion. On this representation the Sircar’s Officer in charge of Ahmeda- 
bad and the Guikwar considered that the collection of the tribute from Kattywar 
and Maheo Kanta required an annual movement of the troops of both, whereby 
an expense was incurred for the pay of troops ; and, moreover, that the countries 
of both in the province of Guzerat suffered from the depredations of the Boomeeas, 
by which the cultivation of the country was obstructed, and they considered that, 
by entering into agreements with the Booinceas, the tribute would be paid with¬ 
out the employment of troops, and the Boomeeaa would be proventod disturb¬ 
ing the territories of the Sircar and the Guikw''arj and the lands assigned to the 
pay of the Honourable Company’s bjittalions. In consideration of these circuni- 
atancea, they granted written terms to the Boomeeaa for ten years (taking the 
gecurity of the Honourable English Company for the payment of the revenue 
during that period), and accepted of written engagements on the part of the 
Boomeeas. 

At the expiration of the last Arabic year 1214, seven years of the period engaged 
for had expired, and during those seven years the tribute was regularly paid, 
according to the agreement, to the Soobohdar of Ahmedabad and the Guikwar, 
through the British Government, without the necessity of sending troops. In 
the present year the Sircar has removed Bhugwunt Bao Guikw ar from the Soolieh 
of Ahmedabad, and has appointed Trimbuckjoe Dainglia to the office; but as 
three years of the period fixed by the engagements contracted by the Sircar’s 
Officer and the Guikwar are still unexpired, and as Mr. Elphinetone, the British 
Rfiisident, represents that the engagements ought to be fulfilled by the Sircar, the 
following memorandum has been drawn up for the settlement of the remaining 
three years of the period to which the engagements extend. 

Artigle 1. 

Bhugwunt Rao Guikwar, the late fanner of the talooka of Ahmedabad, is to 
deliver to tho Government the original papers containing the engagements of the 
Booipeeas, which he received through the British when he granted written terms 
to the Boomeeas, and he is to account for any money which he may have collected 
as Untust (secret bribes), Durbar Kherch (avowed gratifications), and the like, 
over and above the sums fixed by the engagements ; the Boomeea zemindars are 
to cenne to Ahmedabad, and to remain in adherence (Roodjooa) tc the officer of 
the Sircar, and during the three years that the engagements are to remain in force, 
they are to pay, under the security of the English, the money agreed for in the 
engagements entered into with the zemindars; and, moreover, they are to pay, 
under the security of the English, the Untust and Durbar Kherch (bribes and 
gratifications) which they paa-y have been in the habit of paying over and above 
the money fixed by the engagements. 

Article 2. 

Agents on the part of the Boomeeas are to be permanently stationed wuth 
the Bitcar’s officer at Abn^^edabad, and to pay the money engaged for, together 
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the TJutuat and Durbar Kherch, etc., annually into the treasury at Ahiueda- 
bad, and to take receipts for the amount. Beyond that they are not to be moleated. 
They are to conform to the pleasure of the Sircar. 


Article 3. 

Whatov'oT forte the Sircar may poaecss in Kattywar and Mahee Kanta are to 
be given ii|> to it with their stores, and garrisons are to remain in themi on the 
Sircar’s part for thoir defence ; but the garrisons are not to oppress the ryots, and 
the fioomeeas are not to conduct themselves improperly towards the Killehdar, 


Article 4. 

It has been requested that the ancient prarctice of the Boomeeas, as stated in 
the separate engagomonts, may be adhered to ; accordingly, the ancient practice 
shall be enquired into, and after that is aacertainod, orders will be given accord* 
ingly. 

Article 5. 

Wli<?)neyer diaput-es occur among the Boomeea zemindars of Kattywar and 
Malice Kanta, in consideration of the security entered into by the British Gov- 
ernment for the payment of the tribute, the British Resident at Baroda shall 
carry the Boomeoas to the Sircar’s Officer at Alinledabad and represent their 
differences, and shall act in such manner as may appear to them both most for 
the advantage of the Sircar. 

Article 6, 

The Guikwar claims money from the Sircar’s districts on account of hay and 
corn (ghasdana); that money shall not be given to the Guikwar. The Boomceas 
shall pay that money for hay and corn to the Sircar over and above their, regular 
tribute. 


Article 7. 

After the expiration of the decennial arrangement no less tribute shall be 
taken than that fixed by the present engagements, but as much more as shall 
appear on enquiry to be obtainable.

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Rui.ks for the SE'rTi.EMKNT of CiiAiMS of Subordinate Bhayadb and Moot* 
GiRASSiAs of Kattywar Statks,—1B75. 

A survey and settlement of lands and aottlement of other rights belonging to 
Bhayads and Moolgirassias will bo made by tho Durbars by means of their own 
officers. To ensure uniformity and greater skill in decision, a General Superiu* 
tendent of those surveys will be appointed and paid for by the Durbars. The 
survey and sottlemont will be proceeded with and completed with all possible 
despatch. Quarterly progress reports will be submitted to the Rajasthanik Sabha, 
by whom they will be forwarded to Government through the Political Agent. 

2. As a record of the survey and settlement in each State, a Register shall 
be prepared in triplicate, subject to the arrangements hereinafter described. One 
copy will be preserved in the records of the State concerned, one copy will be 
recorded by the Rajasthanik Sabha, and one copy will be placed in tho Agency 
records. Tho Durbars will furnish to the Bhayad or Moolgirassia concerned a 
certified copy of the entry regarding his holding. 

3. Where there is no dispute about arrears or dues to the Durbar, or where 
the Bhayad or Moolgirassia agrees in- writing to the settlement offered by the 
Durbar, an entry to that effect shall be made in the register. The Rajasthanik 
Sabha shall, by calling before them the parties concerned, or by other proper 
means, satisfy themselves that the settlement has been duly understood and 
freely agreed to, and shall then sign the entry in the register, and no further pro¬ 
ceedings shall be allowed. A quarterly progress report of such entries having 
been signed will ho made to the Political Agent for his information, 

4. When at the time of survey and settlement the Bhayad or Moolgirassia 
declines to accept the terms offered he shall give the Durbar officer a memorandum 
of his claim, which the Durbar shall dispose of in the first instance, noting the fact 
of tho objection. The Durbar officer will immediately send to the Rajasthanik 
Sabha copy of his decision. 

6. If dissatisfied with the decision of the Durbar the Bhayad or Moolgiraitisia 
may, within a period of ninety (90) days (exclusive of the days occupied in furnish¬ 
ing him with a copy of the decision), present a petition to the Rajasthanik Sabha, 
showing distinctly what he claims; and the Sabha shall enquire into and dispose 
of the petition according to these rules. For special and sufficient reason the Sabha 
may extend the above period. 

6. The Rajasthanik Sabha shall be. composed of a President and twm Mem¬ 
bers :— 

I.—The President shall be appointed by Government from among such persons 
as the Durbars shall propose. Should none of the persons proposed meet with 
the approval of Government, the Durbars will be informed and requested to submit 
other names within a reasonable time. If they fail within a reasonable time to 
submit a list, which shall be approved, Government may appoint. 
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IT.—The Durbars will submit twelve names of persons suitable to be members 
of tbe Kajasthanik Sabba, and out of tlieso Government will select six members. 
The Frosidont of the Court will call two out of these selected six from time to 
time to sit with him at the trial of cases. Either party to a case may object to 
one of the members called, and the President will suhstitute another for him. 

HL—All oases brought before the Kajavsthanik Sabha shall be hoard by the 
President and two members. But if upon any point whatever the President 
and the two members differ in opimon as to the decision which should be passed, 
the Political Agent, who, for the case in question, will bo tlic chief President, shall 
decide which of tho opinions shall bo the decision of the Ka jasthanik Sabha, 

7. The persons entitled to havo their claims of the kind described in paragraph 
8 heard and disposed of by the Kajasthanik Sabha are— 

L—-Bhayads. 1 IL—Moolgirasaias. 

By the term Moolgirassia is meant the original proprietor or the descendant 
of the original proprietor of a village or villages, or portion of a village or villages, 
who* has made over a village or villages, or portion of a village or villages, or a 
portion of his ancient rights over a village or villages, or portion of a village or 
villages as Moolgiraasia to the Chief, retaining to himself another portion or certain 
rights therein. 

Within the term Moolgiraasia sliall also be included, for the purpoee of tho 
proposed arrangement, Qirassias holding or claiming to hold rights which in the 
j udgment of tho Kajasthanik Sabha are similar to those of the Moolgirasaias. 

The claims of persona (not being Bhayads) holding or claiming to hold rights 
on account of Chakaryal (in consideration of service to be rendered), on account 
of Inam (in consideration of past service or under grant or gift), on account of 
Mwnaada (under a grant for rellgiouB purposes), and on other personal tenures 
which ill thti judgment of tho Kajasthanik Sabha are Bimilar to those set forth 
in this promo, shall not be heard by the Kajasthanik Sabha, but shall be heard 
by and disposed of by the Durbar Courts. 

The claims of mortgagees, sub-tenants, or assignees of Bhayads or Moolgirasaias 
shall not bo heard by the Kajasthanik Sabha, but shall be heard and disposed of 
by tlie Durbar Courts. 

8. The Kajasthanik Sabha shall, subject to the limibitionB contained in para¬ 
graph 7, have jurisdiction in Girass cases brought before them by Bhayads and 
Moolgirasaias when the dispute is between the Bhayad or Moolgirassia on the one 
part, and the Durbar on the other part. But when at the time of the survey 
and settlement a dispute arises in which the Durbar is not a party, as for example 
between a Moolgirassia or a Bhayad on one side, and another Moolgirassia, Bhayad, 
or other person, on the other side, the settlement will be effected by tho officers 
of the Durbar; and if either party is dissatisfied, ho shall be left to make his appeal 
in the ordinary Durbar Court, or in the third or fourth class States when the claim 
may be beyond the jurisdiction of the Durbar, it may be made in the Agency 
Court. Such cases shall not be heard in the Kajasthanik Sabha. 


misT^^ 
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Provided always that the Rajasthanik Sabha shall have jurisdiction in any 
case in which the claimant establishes to the satisfaction of the Rajastlianik 
Sabha that the Durbar or a principal officc^r of the Durbar have a substantial 
interest in the case whether immediate or contingent. 

9. The onus of proving that a complainant is a Bhayad or Moolgitassia shall 
rest on the claimant. 

10. The Rajasthanik Sabha shall have power at its discretion to reject or 
require amendment of any petition when on the face of it it appears that the claim 
is not within the jurisdiction of the Sabha, or is contrary to these rules. 

11. A fee of ono-half of an anna per rupee shall be paid by the complainant 
on the estimated value of the property in dispute. The value shall be calculated 
at ten years’ income. 

Tlie fee shall bo refunded to the person paying it if the decision shall be given 
in his favour, and if part of the claim only be awarded, the refund shall be in that 
proportion. 

Otherwise the foes Tec.eived shall go to defray the expenses of the Sabha. 

12. Complaints, where the alleged dispossession of land or other rights has 
occurred since 1850 A. D., shall be heard and disposed of whether now pending 
or not. 

Complaints, where the alleged disposae.sgiion of lands or other rights occurred 
before 1850 A. D., shall not be heard, unless the. case was returned to the Durbar 
under Colonel Keatinge’s arrangements in 1863. 

Provided, however, that whore the Rajasthanik Sabha is of opinion that,, for 
any other special and sufficient cause, complaints of dispossession of land, and 
other rights occurring before 1850 A. D., should be heard, it shall have discretion 
to do so. Provided that a previous complaint has been made and that the dis¬ 
possession has occurred after 1830 A. D* 

13. No case in which Government or the Political Agency has passed a deci¬ 
sion, or in which a settlement has been made by the free consent of both parties, 
or by a Punchayet appointed by both parties, shall be reopened. 

14. The Rajasthanik Sabha shall be guided by the Mulk xSheriata and by local 
usage. 

15. The Political Agent shall in conjunction with the President of the Rajaa- 
thanik Sabha, and two of the six selected members, named by the Durbars, frame 
subsidiary rules for the procedure of the Rajasthanik Sabha, subject to the approval 
of Government. 

16. On the consent of both parties the Rajasthanik Sabha may refer mi^tters 
for the decision of a Punchayet. 

17. All previous records relating to any case before the Rajasthanik Sabba 
may be taken as evidence, the value or weight of such evidence being estimated 
by the Sabha. 

18. When the Rajasthanik Sabha has passed a decision, an entry in accordance 
with such decision will be made in the register, and will be signed by the Rajas- 
tbanik Sabba.

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“T9. Professional Vakeels will be admitted at the discretion of tk© Sabba, but 
costa will not bo allowed. 

20. The decision of the Rajasthanik Sabha shall have the same finality in cascB 
heard under these rules as those passed by the Talookdaree Courts in ordinary 
oases. There shall bo no appeal from the Bajaathanik Sftbha to any Agency or 
other Court, but its proceedings shall be subject to the general control of the 
paramount power, exercised through the Political Agent in Kattywar, and the 
decisions of Rajasthanik Sabha shall bo upheld by the same authority. 


Supplementary Rules. 


!♦ The Rajasthanik Court to have the powera of a Political District Court as 
regards the causes triable in it. The President will at his discretion impose 
Mohsuls to ensure attention to the orders and processes of the Court, and may 
otherwise assert its position by the naeans open to a District Civil Court. Mohsuls 
should ^be sent on Durbars where they are in fault, and through the Durbars where 
thoir subjects are concerned. 

2. Mohsuls imposed by the President to be credited to the Sabha in the Trea¬ 
sury Aooounts. The Political Agent to be moved to allow an account to be kept 
in his Treasury. 

3. When in the opinion of the President it may be necessary, he may associate 
with himself either one or two chief Karbharies in the place of a member or mem¬ 
bers of the Court. 

4. The Court will notify to the Political Agent its terms of sessions and vaea 
tions.

Definitiom, 

1. For the purposes of these rules Garas cases arc those arisiug out of disputes- 

relating to land or other rights between Mulgarasias or Bhayats on the one side 

and Talukdars or Shareholders in oo-shared estates

By the term Mulgaraaia is meant the original proprietor or the descendant 
of the original proprietor of a village or villages or portion of a village or villages

The Judical Assistant shall try the cases referred to in Rules 9, 10 and 12 with 

the assistance of two experienced revenue olhcials 
to be selected by him from a li»t of State officials 
approved by the Political Agent, and who shall be unconnected with the parties 
to the dispute. ^ 

5. In estates which follow the rule of primogeniture, disputes Between the 
Bhayats or Mulgarasias on the one hand and Darbars on the other will be hoard 

^ f I, p 1 » under these rules, while in those estates which do 

i cope o t e u es. follow the rule of primogeniture the claims of 

Mulgarasias only will bo hoard under these rules as against the Shareholder. 

6. ‘ These rules do not apply to disputes between Shareholders mter se in co" 
shared estates. Nor do they apply to disputes between a Bhayat or Mulgarasia 
on tho one part and a Bhayat or Mulgarasia or other person on the other part, 
which shall bo disposed of by the ordinary Courts, provided always that these 
rules shall apply to any case in which the claimaixt establishes to the satisfaction 
of the Court that the Talukdar or one of his principal officers has a substantial 
interest in the case, whether immediate or contingent. 

7. The claims of persons (not being Bhayats) holding or claiming to hold

8. The onus of proving that a complainant is a Bhayat or Mulgarasia will 
rest on the claimant. 


Procedure. 

9. The above cases will be heard and disposed of in the following manner 

Tlio survey of the holdings of the Bhayats and Mulgarasias shall be made 
by the Superintendent of Kathiawar Surveys at the cost of the parties and under 
the same rules as obtain in the Rajasthanik Court Survey, and a map thereof sent 
to the Judical Assistant. 

(а) Whore there is no dispute about areas, the Judicial Assistant shall summon 
the parties and satisfy hirrisolf that they understand and agree to the map, a copy 
of which shall then be supplied to each of the parties and a third copy filed in the 
Agency records, together with a register of the lands, a remark being entered on 
the map in the hand and under the signature of the Judical Assistant that the 
parties had appeared and accepted it. 

(б) Where there is a dispute regarding the laud, the Survey Superintendent 
shall forward with the map of the disputed land the field-books and all the neces* 
sary information to the Judicial Assistant (furnishing each party on application 
with a copy thereof), who shall then call upon the Bhayat or Mulgarasia to file 
a statement of his claim. Should the matter in dispute ho within the civil juris¬ 
diction of the Talukclar, the case shall bo forwarded to the Talukdar for disposal, 
subject to appeal to the Agency, otherwise the Judicial Assistant shall proceed to 
dispose of it on the Original Side. 

10. In regard to claims other than land the Judicial Assistant shall call upon 
each side to submit a statement of their rights and compile therefrom a hah pafrak 
which shall be forwarded to the Darbar w;ith a view to the latter offering the Mul¬ 
garasia or Bhayat a settlement. Should the sottlemont not be accepted, the Court 
will proceed to hear the parties and pass an award on each item of the hah patrah. 

11. The Judicial Assistant may reject or require any petition to bo amended 
when on the face of it it appears that the claim is not within the Court’s juris- 
diotion"'or is contrary to these rules. 

12. If the Bhayat or Mulgarasia shall be dissatisfiod with the settlement of 
the land case or other rights recorded in the hah patrak by the Talukdar he shall 
appeal to the Judicial Assistant within a period of 90 days from the date of the 
award or offer of sottlemont of the Talukdar, and the Judicial Assistant shall 
proceed to inquire into and aeHle the dispute as hereinafter proydied. 


miSTtlfy. 
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13. Should the President and the Assessors be unaiumoua in deciding the cases 
referred to in Rules 9,10 and 12, the former shall record a decision with the reasons 
on which it is based and submit it to the Political Agent, whose countersignature 


thereon shall give it the force of an award. 


14. Should the President and the Assessors differ in opinion, the former shall 
record his opinion and attach that of the Assessors and submit the case to the 
Political Agent for disposal, whose decision shall then be the award of the 
Court. 

15. When the Court of the Political Agent has passed a decision, an entry in 
accordance with such decision shall be made in the register under the signature 
of the Judicial Assistant. 

16. The Political Agent may, in any case sent for countersignature or for 
orders under the preceding rule, send for the parties and hoar them and may con¬ 
sult the members of the Court and modify the award of the Court as he may think 
fit, recording his rea.sons therefor, or remand the case for further evidence or for 
any other purpose. 

17. The award of the Court duly countersigned or modified by the Political 
.4gent shall bo final, subject to the general control of Government. 

18. On the consent of botli parties any case may be referred to a Paiichayat 
for settlement. The award of the Panchayat shall be filed before the Judicial 
Assistant; any objections which may be raised by the parties within one month 
shall be heard and disposed of by the Court. 

19. No case in which Government or the Political Agency has passed a final 
decision, or in which a settlement has been made by the free consent of both parties 
or by a Panchayat appointed by both parties, shall be reopened. Provided that 
if the previous order shall have left any point imdetormined, the case may be 
inquired into under these rules to supply the defect. 

20. The year 1850 shall be the limitation year in inquiries under these rules' 
and the status and rights existing prior to that year shall not be disturbed.

Rajkot^ 17th April 1926. 

No. 21.—In exercise of the power delegated under the Indian (Poroign Juris¬ 
diction) Order in Council, 1902, by the Governor-General in Council in the Noti¬ 
fication of the Government of India in the Foreign and Political Department 
No. 472-1., dated the 3rd October 1924, and of all other powers enabling him in 
this behalf, the Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor-General in the States of W'est- 
ern India is pleased, in supersession of the Western India States Agency Noti¬ 
fication No. 6, dated the 4th February 1926, to prescribe with effect from the date 
of this Notification the following revised rules for the disposal of Giras Cases aris¬ 
ing in Talukas except the States and Talukas named in the Schedule. 

Definitions. 

1. For the purposes of these rules Giras Cases are those arising out of disputes 
relating to land or other rights between Mulgiraasias or Bhayats on the one side 
and Talukdars or Shareholders in eo-shared estates on the other. 

2. By the term Mulgirassia is meant the original proprietor or the descendant 
of the original proprietor of a village or villages or portion of a village or villages 
who has made over a village or villages or portion of a village or villages or a por¬ 
tion of his ancient riglits over a village or villages or portion of a village or villages 
as Mulgirassia to the Chief, retaining to himself another portion or certain rights 
therein. 

Within the term Mulgirassia shall also be included, for the purpose of th© 
proposed arrangement, Giraasias holding or claiming to hold rights which in the 
judgment of the Court axe similar to those of Mulgirassias. 

3. For the purposes of these rules a Bhayat is a cadet or the deacendint of 
a younger branch of the Talukdar’s family, where the estate follows tk rule of 
pTimogeniture. 

4. The word “ Court ” means :— 

(1) The Court of the Political Agent, WftrJern Kathiawar States, sitting 

with two assessors in respect cases arising in Talukas, except 
those named in the Schedjie, in direct political relations with him. 

(2) The Court of the Po)ftical Agent, Eastern Kathiawar States, sitting 

with two assep in respect of cases arising in Talukas, except 
those namer^ the Schedule, in direct political relations with him. 

5. The Political shall try the cases referred to in Kules 11, 12 and 14 

with the asaistai)'' two experienced Revenue Officials to be selected by him 
from a list of St^te oiBcials approved by him, and who shall be unconnected with 
the parties to the dispute. 








WESTEBN INDIA STATES—APPENDIX NO. V—1026. 




0. The Political Agent ia at liberty to refer for the opinion, with or without a 
bearing, of the District Judge, .Kathiawar, either the whole case or any point in 
a case which in his opinion requires judicial investigation. 

7. In estates which follow the rule of primogenitiire, disputes between the 
Bhayats or Mulgiraasias on the one hand and Darbars on the other will be heard 
under theso rules, while in those estates which do not follow the rule of primogeni¬ 
ture the claims of Mulgirsasiaa only will be heard under these rules as against 
the shareholder, 

8. These rules do not apply to disputes between shareholders inUt sc in co¬ 
shared estates. Nor do they apply to disputes between a Bhayat or Mulgirassia on 
the one part and a Bhayat or Mulgirasaia or other person on the other part, which 
shall be disposed of by the Civil Courts, provided always that these rules shall 
apply to any case in which the claimant establishes to the satisfaction of the Court 
that the Tahikdar or one of his principal officers has a substantial interest in the 
case, whether immediate or contingent. 

9. The claims of persons (not being Bhayats) holding or claiming to hold rights 
on account of “ Ghakariat (in consideration of service to be rendered), on account 
of Inam (in consideration of past service or under grant or gift), on account of 
Dharniada (under a grant for religious purposes) and on other personal tenures, 
which in the judgment of the Court are similar to those set forth in this rule 
shall not be heard under these rules, but shall be heard by and disposed of by the 
Civil Courts, nor shall these rules apply to inortagees, sub-tenants or assignees 
of Bhayats or Mulgiraseias, whose claims shall be hoard and disposed of by the 
Civil Courts, but not so as to afiect any claims cognizable under these rules. 

10. The onus of proving that a plaintiff is a Bhayat or Mulgirassia shall rest 
on the claimant. 


Procedure. 

11. Giras Cases will be hoard and disposed of in the following manner :— 

A survey of the holdings of the Bhayats and Mulgirassias shall be made by 
the Executive Engineer, Western India States Agency, at the cost of the parties 
and imder the Kajasthanik Court Survey Eules and a map thereof shall be sent 
to the Political Agent concerned, 

(а) Where there is no dispute as to areas, the Political Agent shall summb*^ 
the parties and satisfy himself that they understand and agree to the map, a copy 
of which shall then be supplied to each of them, and a third copy shall be filed in 
the Agency Kocords together with a register of the lands, a remark being entered 
in the map in the handwriting and under the signature of the Political Agent 
^hat the parties have appeared and accepted tlie map and register. 

(б) Where there is a dispute regarding land, the Executive Engineer, Western 
India States Agency, shall forward with the map of the disputed land the field- 
books and all necessary information to the Politic^il Agent concerned (furnishing 
each party on application with a copy thereof), who shall then call upon the Bhayat 
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or MulginiBBia to file a statement of his claim. Should the matter in dispute be 
witliin the civil jurisdiction of the Talukdar, the case shall bo forwarded to the 
Talukdar for disposal, subject to appeal to the Agency, in other cases the Poll'* 
ticiil Agent shall proceed to dispose of the suit on the original side. 

12. In regard to claims other than land the Political Agent shall call upon each 
side to submit a statement of their rights and whall compile therefrom a Hak 
Fatraky which shall be forwarded to the Darbar with a view to the latter offering 
the Mulgirassia or ilhayat a settlement. Should the settlement not be accepted, 
the Court will proceed to hear the parties and to pass an award on each item of 
the Milk Palrah. 

13. The Political Agent may reject any petition or require it to be amended 
when on the factMif it it appears that the claim is not within the Court’s jurisdic- 
tioii or is contrary to these rules. 

14. If a Bliayat or Mulgirassia is dissatisfied with the settlement of a land 
case or other rights recorded in the Hak Patrak by the Talukdar, he may appeal 
to the Political Agent within a period of 90 days from, the date of the award of 
otiof of settlement of the Talukdar, and the Political Agent shall then proceed to 
inpiiro into and settle the dispute as hereinafter provided. 

15. Should the President and the Assessors be iinaniinoue in deciding the cases 
referred to in liulos 11, 12 and 14, the former shall record a decision with the 
reasons on which it is based and it shall then have the force of an award. 

16. Should the President and the Assessors differ in opinion the former shall 
record his decision and attach thereto the opinion of the Assessors ; but the Presi¬ 
dent’s decision shall be the award of the Court.

Upon thoi^faith of the Honorable Company, the maamlut of the talook has 
been bonferred upon you for ten years at a reduced rent. In consideration of the 
friendship which subsists between the two States, it is proper that the Oompauy^s 
government should make enquiries respecting the actual jumma of the talook in 
question, and if it should appear that any increased polleotions are made, whatever 
may be the just share of this government must be paid, exclusive of the fixed 
rent; but if the collections should happen to be leas than the fixed rent, you are, 
nevertheless, board to pay to government the four-and-a-half lakhs of rupees, 
according to th^ terms above stated, which you have accepted, and without making 
any representations to government respe(;ting defalcation of revenue. 


Article 3. 

Owing to the oppression exercised in the city, by extorting heavy fines,^etc., 
many Sahookats and ryots have left the place. It is necessary that the fines be 
imposed in an equitable manner, and that there be xl. oppression in order that the 
city may be populous. 


Article 4. 

It is necnissary that attention be paid to encourage the population of the dis¬ 
tricts of. the talook, that the fallow lauds be cultivated, that the ryots be not op¬ 
pressed, and that no ihjniry be done to the government. 


Article 5. 

The (Joinalehgaon, charitable donations, allowances to pagodas, etc., to be 
contmuod according to former usage. 

Article 6. 

The Maamlut has been conferred upon you, and you must exercise it with dis- 
oretion and propriety, and with due respect to the government. 

Article 7. 

. The Maamlutdar of the government has hitherto conducted the business of the 
city in the government ciitchehr}\ and has had the charge of the gates, etc. The 
business must continue to be conducted in this manner^

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Article 8. 

The Giiikwar must not erect any great buildings, forts, or thannahs in the 
talook, the city, or those districts which are held jointly by this State and the 
Guikwar, which may occasion any inconvonience to this government. The manage¬ 
ment must be conducted according to former usage. 


Article 9, 

In the mint of the city, the gold and silver coins must be coined of the full* 
weight and standard according to the former usage, and without any innovation. 


Article 10. 

If complaint should reach the presence of great oppression being committed 
in the city and districts, and the government should in consequence issue any orders 
they must be attended to according to propriety. 


Article 11. 

Whatever horses and elephants may be given as nuzzurs by the Suwuataneeks 
and zemindars on account of the Suwarree (or Moolbokgeeree) must be sent yearly 
to the government. 

Article 12. 

The Maamlut must be conducted in a manner tending to increase the pros¬ 
perity of the government. 

Article 13. 

The allowances of the Furnaveese, Moozumdars, and Durruckdars and Kars^ 
koons must be regularly paid. 

Article 14. 

Receipts must be taken for all payments made according to the statement 
detailed above. 

Article 15. 

The Maamlut of the talook in question has been conferred on you for ten years 
on the terms above stated. You must accordingly pay the rent conformally to 
agreement. On the commencement of the eleventh year, you must, without any 
hesitation on account of balances of revenues, advances of money, Sebundy charges, 
or any other circumstance, deliver over the wdiole talooka in a populous and well- 
cultivated state, and the city, the forts, thannahs, etc., with their stores, to what¬ 
ever Maamlutdar may arrive with a Bnnnud from the Sircar, and this is guaranteed- 
by the Honorable Company.

1. Tlie State shall take all proper measures to ascertain the quantity of salt 
shipped. 

2. This quantity shall be shown in the ship^s Export Manifest. 

a. {a) Vessels lying at anchor,^{x) If the salt is to be exported in a sailing 
vessel,^it^shall be conveyed from the shore to the^veasel by lighters or boats in 
strong bags of unif orm^sizo, which shali^be tallied on board by a responsible offiwr 
and shall be stowed on the vessel intact. 

(li) If the salt is to be exported in a steamer, the salt shall be similarly con¬ 
veyed to the steamer in bags, but these may be emptied into the steamer's holds 
after being talhed on board. Where, however, the authorities in the Port main¬ 
tain a close supervision over the movements of the lighters during their transit 
froni shore to steamer, the condition about bagging may be waived, provided the 
salt is accurately weighed into the lighters or boats at the shore, or is weighed over 
a weighbridge if brought on railway trucks. 

(h) Vessels loading alongside the qmy,--(i} If the salt is to be exported by a 
sailing vessel, it shall be loaded and stowed there in bags of uniform size which 
shall be talhed on board by a responsible officer. 

(ii) If the salt is to be exported by steamer, it may be either similarly loaded 
in bags or brought to the steamer in bags of uniform size, which shall be emptied 
into the holds after tally or brought in bulk from the works to the steamer where 
it shall be weighed into the ship over scales or— i£ brought on railway trucks-^over 
a weighbridge. 

4. If the salt is to be conveyed in bulk in the holds of a steamer no hold con¬ 
taining salt shall be loaded with other cargo, 

5. The hatches containing bulk salt will be sealed by the Port Officer, Baroda, 
and shaJl remain with the seals intact throughout the voyage. Unless the salt 
is destined for a foreign port, the seals will be broken on arrival of the ship at 
destination by the proper officer of Customs, to whom a copy of the seal should be 
sent before the first consignment is despatched so that the seals on the hatches can 
be checked on arrival at destination.

should bo sent to the Collector of Oustonis of the port of import in 
and to the Collector of Salt Revenue, Bombay. 

10. The Collector of Cnstotos of the port of import in will notify the 

Collector of I3alt Revenue, Bombay, of the outturn of the salt giving the following 
details 

Name of vessel and Company (if a liner). 

Name of Importer. 

Quantity in Bengal maunds of salt imported. 

Date of. entry inwards of the vessel. 

Date of completing the landing of the salt. 

Export tf salt to in vessels of less than 1 ,W0 tons gross and over 300 tons 

burden. 

Salt shall not he esported fo these ports in vessels of less than 300 tons. 

11* l?rovision8 as to loading, etc., shall be as laid down in rules 1 to 6* 

12. Pull duty shell either be recovered, or its recovery secured by the State 
Under the Salt Credit Bond rules. The amount of duty or of^ the Credit Bond 
shall be payable to the Collector of Salt Revenue, Bombay, subject to the deduc¬ 
tion on account of wastage as provided in rule 14 belovr. 

13. The consignment shall be accompanied by a permit a copy of which shall 
bo sent to the Collector of Salt Revenue, Bombay. The State shall keep such 
accounts as will enable the Bombay Salt Department to know what quantities are 
being exported. 

14. Om receipt of the outturn rr>nort from the Collector of Cimtoms of the port 

of import in as in rule 10 above, the eximrter shall be entitled to a 

refund of duty on the actual wastage up to 6 per cent, of the quantity shipped^ 
or if he has removed salt under the Salt Credit Bond system he will be allowed 
a credit to that extent. 

15. Shippers will understand that accommodation at the Colas will only be 
obtainable if it can be provided without iaterfering with the warehousing of duti¬ 
able salt. 
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Export of salt to ports outside of India, 



16. The export of salt to ports outside of India shall be governed by the provi** 
sions of Articles 6 to 8 of the Treaty of 1887, which are reproduced below for rtjady 
reference. 


Article 6. 


The Government of Baroda will not permit any salt to be exported from 
its possessions in Kathiawar to any foreign port outside of India, unless 
the vessel containing it is bound direct for that port. 

Article 7. 

No vessel bound from the possessions of the Government ()f Baroda in 
Kathiawar to any port situated in Britisli India^ or a Native Indian State 
or any foreign European settlement in India, will bo permitted to carry 
salt as sole cargo or as part of its cargo. 

Article 8. 

The Government of Baroda will bind the owner or captain of any vessel 
containing salt for exportation from its possessions in Kathiawar to any 
foreign port outside of India, not to touch on the voyage at any port in 
British India or a Native Indian State or a foreign European settlement 
in India, unless driven to it by stress of weather, in which case he shall be - 
bound to give the earliest intimation of arrival to any British or Native 
officer residing at the port, and not to land any part of the salt contained 
in the vessel at such port. 


17. Full duty shall either be recovered, or its recovery secured by the State 
before shipment. If the recovery is secured the amount shall be payable to the 
Collector of Salt Revenue, Bombay, unless the security is discharged as provided 
in rule 19 within six months. 

18. The consigimxent shall, in transit, be covered by a permit granted by 
an officer of the State duly empowered in this behalf, which shall specify the parti¬ 
culars laid down in section 31 (2) of the Bombay Salt Act (Bombay Act No. II of 
1890). A copy of the permit shall be sent to the Golleetor of Salt Revenue^ 
Bom^y. 

19. On receipt of an outturn certificate from the proper officer of Customs at 
the place of destination, the amount of duty shall be refunded to the exporter, 
subject to deduction of the amount, if any, by which the quantity landed falls 
short of 95 per cent, of the quantity shipped; or if the exporter has given security 
his security shall be discharged to this extent. The form of report shall be the 
same as in rule 10, except that the quantity shall be given in tons avoirdupois. 
It will be the duty of the State to arrange for this outturn report and the de¬ 
spatch, within four months of the date of shipment, of a copy of it to the Collector 
of Salt Revenue, Bombay, together with duty on the amount, if any, by which 
the quantity of salt landed has fallen short of 95 per cent of the quantity shipped, 
it being presumed that the salt so short landed has passed into British India 
without payment of duty. 
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
